A  message  wa  received  : .  in  the  Common  Coun- 
cil informing  the  Board  that  a  quorum  of  members 
wore  presem  ready  to  he  qualified. 

The  Board  went  into  convention  with  the  Com- 
mon Council  lor  the  qualification  of  members.

The  Council  was  c  lied  to  order  at  twelve  min- 
utes past  in  o'clock,  by  Samuel  Talbot,  Jr.,  of  Ward 
Four,  senior  member,  a  member  in  1857  from  Ward

The  President-elect  was  conducted  to  the  chair 
by  Messrs.  Hall  of  Ward  One  and  Wilkins  of  Ward 
Nine,  and  addressed  the  Council  briefly,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Gentlemen  <;/' thr  Council:  I  thank  you  for  the 
honor  you  have  done  me  in  electing  me  with  such 
unanimity  to  preside  over  this  body  for  the  com- 
ing' year, 

[accept  the  office  free  from  any  promises  or 
pledges.  [  shall  try  to  administer  its  duties  hon- 
estly and  impartially  and  in  sucha  manner  as  to 
cause  you  no  regret    for  your  choice. 

.Many  of  you  have  been  here  before,  and  know 
well  the  duties  you  will  lie  called  upon  to  perform. 
I  pon  you  rests  the  responsibility  of  leadership. 
Tno  examples  of  the  pasl  u  hich  are  wise  ami  right 
you  will  follow.  Those  which  are  wrong  you  will 
ehun.

The  committee  reported  the  whole  number 
of  votes  to  be  59,  all  of  which  were  for  Washington 
P.  Gregg. 

The  oaths  of  office  were  administered  to  the  Clerk 
by  the  City  Solicitor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  Eleven,  Mr.  Poor 
wa  .  appointed  a  committee  to  inform  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  organization  of  the  Council. 

A  message  iv;r.  received  from  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen informing  the  Council  of  the  organization 
of  that  branch. 

The  Council   concurred  in  the   proposition  for  a 
Convention  for  the  election  of  City  Clerk. 
ELECTION   OF  CITY  CLERK. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  came  in  for  a  Conven- 
tion for  the  election  of  City  Clerk. 

Alderman  Cowdin  anil  Messrs.  Temple  of  Ward 
Sixteen  and  Ryan  of  Ward  Thirteen  vrere  appoint- 
ed a  committee  to  receive,  sort  and  count  the  votes 
for  City  Clerk.  Ths  committee  reported  the  whole 
number  of  votes  to  be  GO,  04  of  which  were  for 
Samuel  F.  McCleary.  and  one  each  for  John  K. 
Crowley  and  Thomas  Dinsmorc.

The  order  requesting  the  City  Solicitor  to  appear 
before  the  Harbor  Commissioners  relative  to  the 
matter  of  displaci  ment  of  tide  water,  by  the  build- 
ing of  Atlantic  avenue  was  passed  in  concurrence. 

The  Council  proceeded  to  the  selection  of  seats 
of  members. 

Adjourned  to  Thursday  evening  at  ~H  o'clock. 

Ill  BOARD     OF    ALDERMEN. 

The  Aldermen  having  returned  to  their  room,  the 
first  business  was  the  choice  of  a  chairman  of  the 
Board.  Newton  Talbot  was  chosen,  receiving  11 
votes,  all  that  were  cast.  He  acknowledged  the 
compliment  as  follows: 
<;,  ntlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Accept  my  thanks  for  the  honor  of  election  as 
your  chairman.  It  is  customary  for  the  Mayor  to 
preside  at  the  formal  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Al 
dermen;  and  it  is  my  desire,  and  1  have  no  doubt 
it  is  the  desire  of  all  the  members,  that  he  should 
continue  to  occupy  this  position,  and  exercise  all 
the  powers  of  the  presiding  officer.  Had  this  office, 
to  which  you  have  elected  me,  carried  with  it  a 
larger  authority,  had  it  covered  more  than  the  per- 
formance of  a  merely  formal  duty  in  certifying  to 
the  action  of  the  Board  upon  the  various  matters 
presented,  I  should  have  hesitated  before  accept- 
ing it. 

Gentlemen,  we  have  been  called  to  the  discharge 
of  great  and  responsible  duties.  Under  the  act  of 
incorporation  and  other  statutes  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  care  of  the  most  important  of  our  mu- 
nicipal interests,  and  the  expenditure  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  money  appropriated  for  municipal 
purposes,  devolve  upon  this  Board.  The  settle- 
ment of  all  damages  caused  by  the  widening  and 
extension,  or  the  change  of  grade  of  streets,  and 
the  assessments  for  betterment ;  the  control  of  the 
appropriations  for  paving,  fire  department,  police, 
bridges,  sewers,  lamps!  common,  health,  ceme- 
teries, markets,  and  other  important  matters  are 
in  our  hands.  We  are  also  charged  with  the 
care  and  custody  of  County  Buildings,  and  also  of 
the  expenditures  for  county  purposes.  In  the  ex- 
ercise of  some  of  these  powers  the  Board  is  abso- 
lute— not  even  requiring  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
to  make  them  binding  upon  the  city.  In  addition 
to  these  exclusive  powers  as  County  Commission- 
ers, Surveyors  of  Highways  and  as  a  Board  of 
Health,  there  are  others  of  equal  importance  ex- 
ercised in  concurrence  with  the  Common  Council; 
such  as  providing  the  means  to  defray  the  annual 
expenses,  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  disbursing 
large  sums  for  schoolhouses  and  other  public  build- 
ings for  public  baths,  printing,  the  payment  of 
claims  and  the  care  of  the  public  lands. 

If  we  discharge  these  duties  faithfully  and  con- 
scientiously as  we  should  desire  others  to  execute 
a  trust  for  us,  we  shall  have  large  calls  upon  our 


time,  many  severe  trials  of  our  patience,  and  many 
misgivings  as  to  cur  own  judgment. 

i  et  us  not  target  that  Boston  is  the  metropolis oi 
New  England ;  that  she  is  the  second  city  in  com- 
mercial importance  i  the  l  nited  States ;  and  that, 
if  we  desire  to  have  he.-  retain  those  positions,  we 
must  wisely  and  in  a  spirit  of  liberality  meet  aij 
the  demands  that  are  made  upon  us  as  a  munici- 
pality, in  furnishing  every  possible  facility  to  our 
increasing  trade  ana  commerce. 

on  motion  of  Alderman  Brainan,  the  Clerk  was 
directed  to  inform  the  Common  Council  that  tne 
Board  had  organized  by  the  choice  of  Newton  lal- 
bot,  chairman.  ,, 

A  message  was  received  fromthe  Common  »  oun- 
cil  notifying  the  Board  that  the  <  ouncil  had  been 
organized  v  the  choice  of  Melville  E.  IngaUS  as 
President,  and  Washii  gton  I'.  Gregg  as  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pratt,  a  message  was 
sent  to  the  Council  propos  ing  a  convention  oi  The 
two  branches,  immediately,  for  the  choice  ol  a 
Citv  Clerk.  The  Board  Then  proceeded  to  ttti 
Council  Chamber.  On  their  return,  an  order  was 
passed  in  concurrence  -..  ith  the  Council,  that  tne 
rules  and  orders  of  the  last  City  Council  be  m 
force  until  otherwise  ordered. 

Aldermen  Braman,  Connor  and  Carpenter  were 
chosen  a  Committee  on  Account;:,  having  received 
twelve  votes  each. 

Alderman  Sifoson  and  Jenkins  were  joined  to  the 
Committee  to  prepare  joint  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  City  Council  during  The  present  muni- 
cipal year. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jacobs, 

Ordered,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, ai  it  one  mem:  er  of  the  Common  Council 
from  each  Ward,  be  a  Committee  to  determine  and 
pay  the  allowances  of  State  aid  to  the  families  of 
"disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  the  families  ol 
the  slain,"  pursuant  to  the  acts  of  the  Legislature 
of  this  Commonwealth;  and  that  the  said  Com- 
mittee have  power  to  employ  a  paymaster  and 
such  clerical  assistants  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose;  and  that  the  expense  thereof  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Soldier's  Belief. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cow-din: 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  of  1869  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the 
Board  until  otherwise  ordered,  and  that  Aldermen 
Cowdin,  Pierce  and  Connor  be  a  committee  to  ex- 
amine and  report  if  any  alterations  are  required 
therein. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

Ordered,  That  a  special  committee,  consisting  of 
two  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  with  such  as  the 
Common  Council  may  join,  be  appointed  and  au- 
thorized to  exercise  all  the  powers  in  reference  to 
the  Church  Street  district  conferred  by  the  City 
Council  of  1868  and  18G9,  upon  the  committees  in 
said  district. 

Aldermen  Talbot  and  Connor  were  appointed  on 
the  committee.

Ordered,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to 
appear  before  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 
ou  Wednesday  the  12th  day  of  January,  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  city  in* the  matter  of  requiring 
compensation  for  tide  water  displaced  by  the  build- 
ing of  the  Atlantic  avenue.

Ordered,  That  Mondays,  4  P.M.,  be  assigned  as 
the  day  and  hour  for  holding  the  regular  weekly 
meeting  of  this  Board,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  Geo.  II.  Monroe, 
Giles  H.  Rich  and  others,  for  a  recount  of  the  votes 
cast  for  Robert  Cowdin  and  Charles  Richardson. 

After  a  brief  discussion,  in  which  Alderman 
Cowdin,  Pratt  and  Talbot  participated,  the  matter 
was  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Alder- 
men Brainan,  Connor  and  Carpenter,  to  obtain  the 
opinion  of  The  City  Solicitor  as  to  whether  the 
petition  could  be  entertained  at  the  late  date  in 
which  it  had  been  presented,  as  the  law  limits 
the  time  at  which  recounts  could  be  made.

RULES  \'::ii  OBDEK8. 
Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  Six,  from  the  Committee  to 
Prepare  Joint  Rules  and  Orders  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  City  Council  during  the  present  mu- 
nicipal year,  made  a  report  recommending  the 
adoption  of  the  .joint  rules  and  orders  of  the  last 
City  Council,  with  certain  amendments.  As  va- 
rious matters  affecting  the  city  interests  are  con- 
stantly before  the  Legislature,  it  has  been  deemed 
expedient  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Standing  Committee  to  represent  the  city  before 
committees  of  the  General  Court  on  all  questions 
in  which  the  Government  is  interested. 


The  Committee  recommend  the  appointment  of 
a  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the  East  Boston 
Ferries,  and  the  striking  out  of  a  paragraph  relat- 
ing to  the  Committee  on  Claims,  which  is  super- 
fluous. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  rales  and  or- 
ders  of  last  year  were  adopted,  with  the   addition 

of  a  Committee  on  Ea  t  Boston  Ferries,  to  consist 
of  three  Aldermen  and  five  members  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  and  a  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters,  to  consist  of  two  Aldermen  and  three 
members  of  the  Common  Council,  who  shall,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered,  be  authorized  to  appear 
before  Committees  of  the  General  Court  and  de- 
fend the  city's  interest.  An  amendment  was  :  lso 
adopted  to  Strike  from  page  41  of  the  -Municipal 
Register  all  after  the  word  Council  in  the  second 
line.

Annual  reports  were  made  for  the  several  de- 
partments as  follows: 

REPORT  OF    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    PUBLIC  LANDS. 

The  sales  of  lands  belonging  to  the  city  during 
the  year  amounted  to  sixty-six  lots,  containing 
376,372  11-100  feet,  for  the  sum  of  §464,153  77.  The 
prices  ranged  from  fifty  cents  for  lots  on  Broad- 
way, Fourth  street  and  on  Hampshire  street,  to 
S3  90%  on  Newbury  and  Berkeley  streets.  The 
receipts  in  cash  on  the  above  amounted  to  §47,- 
057  77,  which  was  paid  into  the  city  Treasury,  and 
there  was  received  in  bonds,  payable  in  nine  an- 
nual instalments,  with  interest,  the  amount  of 
§417,096.  There  was  also  received  and  paid  into  the 
Treasury  on  account  of  laying  out  Bristol  street, 
for  rents,  extending  the  time  for  building,  &c, 
§2643  58.  The  total  amount  of  expenditures  for 
filling  land  on  Harrison  avenue,  grading  St.  James 
park,  purchase  of  land  on  Harrison  avenue,  ex- 
penses, &c,  was  §14,357  14. 

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LAMPS. 

The  Superintendent  states  that  the4department 
is  in  good  condition,  and  the  men  employed,  sev- 
enty-five in  number,  are  as  a  general  thing  prompt 
and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The 
number  of  street  lamps  has  been  largely  increased 
from  the  relighting  of  the  Church  Street  District 
and  on  new  territory,  yet  with  the  increased  com- 
pensation of  the  men  employed,  amounting  to 
§4000,  the  expenses  exceed  the  previous  year  but 
about  §3000.  The  reduction  of  expenses  has  been 
through  the  use  of  a  better  material  for  lanterns 
for  burning  fluid ;  the  reduction  in  the  price  paid 
for  fluid,  and  the  continuance  in  use  of  the  four 
eet  gas  burners  introduced  as  an  experiment.  The 
saving  on  lanterns  has  been  nearly  §1700  on  fluid 
as  much  more,  and  by  the  new  gas  burners  §43,000. 

In  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  new  burners, 
the  city  and  the  gas  company  each  to  pay  half  the 
expense,  about  one-half  of  the  burners  have  been 
already  applied.  These  burners  will  insure  the 
supply  of  gas  contracted  for  and  remove  all  cause 
of  controversy  between  the  city  and  the  gas  com- 
pany as  to  supply.    It  is  expected  there  will  be  a 


considerable  increase  of  expense  tomeetthe  r.eces 
sities  of  newly  acquired  territory.  Eariy  action  is 
recommended  to  relay  the  main  pipes  now  located 
i  n  Federal  and  Dover  street  bridges,  at  present  a 
source  of  annoyance  from  the  settlement  and  accu- 
mulation of  water,  and  also  for  the  laying  of  main 
pil.es  over  Mount  Washington  avenue  and  Granite 
street  for  the  proper  lighting  of  that  section. 

The  gas  lamps  have  been  increased  from  -1414  in 
1868,  to  4726;  and  the  fluid  lamps  decreased  from 
1291  to  1244.  The  lamps  throughout  the  city  arc 
lighted  every  night  in  the  year,  at  a  total  of  about 
3800  hours  each,  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  hour 
for  each  lamp  burning  four  feet  of. gas,  and  in  East 
Boston  and  south  Boston,  the  Government  tax  i  f 
twenty-live  cents  per  1000  feet  is  added.  Ihc  total 
expenditures  for  1869  amounted  to  $2*76,064  71 ;  in 
18l8,  §272,982  88;  in  1867,  §219,517  55.

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  present  finan- 
cial year  1869-70,  was  §315,600;  unexpended  bal- 
ance, Jan.  1,  1870,  §91,533  20.

The  report  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the  vari- 
ous items  of  incidental  expenses,  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  §5258  93. 

The  amount  of  bills  deposited  with  the  City 
Treasurer  for  collection  was  §42,321  15;  paid  into 
the  Treasury  and  credited  to  the  department  was 
§55,519  97,  of  which  amount  §31,546  48  was  during 
the  present  financial  year. 

The  number  of  paupers  and  prisoners  conveyed 
to  the  different  institutions  was  as  follows:  from 
Court  House  to  Jail  and  from  Jail  to  Court  House, 
5915;  to  Deer  Island,  sentenced,  3083 ;  State  Alms- 
houses, by  railroads,  562;  House  of  Correction,  487; 
railroad  depots  and  Long  wharf.  96 ;  Insane  Hospi- 
tal, 16;  House  of  Reformation,  85;  Deer  Island 
(permits),  64— total,  10,278. 

One  vehicle  for  carrying  prisoners  (morning  and 
evening)  from  the  several  station  houses  to  the 
city  lock-up  under  the  Court  House,  is  also  em- 
ployed, and  for  which  the  police  department  is 
charged  twenty-five  cents  per  head.  The  number 
so  conveyed  and  charged  was  7125  males,  2814  fe- 
males ;  total,  9939. 

A  growing  evil  which,  if  persisted  in,  will  greatly 
embarrass  the  department  as  regards  street  clean- 
ing, is  the  daily  habit  of  parties  sweeping  dirt  and 
rubbish  from  stores  and  dwellings  into  the  public 
thoroughfares. 

The  sanitary  police  station  on  Flag  Staff  Hill, 
Boston  Common,  has  been  visited  for  the  purposes 
intended,  during  the  year,  by  129,365  persons,  an 
increase  of  12,125  over  that  of  1868. 

Schedules  are  given  of  the  city  property  connect- 
ed with  the  southwest  and  Highland  stables.  The 
entire  property  is  valued  at  §100,203  55.  Among  the 
items  are  119  horses,  with  harnesses,  valued  at  §400 
each,  and  amounting  to  §47,600;  82  gravel  and  dirt 
carts,  §150  each,  §12,300 ;  34  swill  wagons,  §225  each, 
$7650;  3  prison  vehicles,  §1250;  124  sleds  for  ashes 
and  offal,  §9300.  The  horse  stock  on  hand  Jan.  1, 
1869  was  113;  purchased  during  the  year,  22;  died, 
3;  killed,  2;  exchaged.  8;  sold,  2;  transferred,  1; 
on  hand  Jan.  1,  1870,  119. 

REPORT  OF    SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SEWERS. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Sewers  shows  the  expenditures,  income  and  busi- 
ness of  the  department  for  the  year. 

A  recapitulation  of  the  work  of  the  year  gives 
the  following  result:

Bao  lands  1163  feet,  and  by  the  Water  Power  Co. 
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3049  feet,  making  a  total  length  laid  in  tlie  city  this 
year  .7.>, 205  feet,  or  about  iyz  miles.  The  total 
length  of  all  the  sewers  of  tin'  city  is  105'..  miles.

The  new  drainage  for  the  Church  Street  District 
has  bee:  completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  as 
th  treets  were  filled,  and  no  further  an- 
.  oyance  i  to  be  expected  from  this  portion  of  the 
city.  Ihe  neighboring  territory  of  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  will,  however,  undoubti  dly  have  to 
e  filled  in  the  same  manner  and  an  entirely  new 
system  of  drainage  constructed  for  it;  but  the 
1  will  hardly  ne  in  a  condition  during  the  en- 
suing year  to  require  much  expenditure  on  account 
of  nevt  E  '  .\ers. 

During  th"  year  the  surface  drainage  of  tlie 
South  i. .h1  has  been  completed,  so  ihat  now  al- 
most all  the  water  delivered  into  che  gutters,  either 
from  the  street!  or  from  roofs  of  nouses,  is  carried 
to  the  sea  independently  of  the  sewen  which  drain 
thecellars.  A  large  storage  sewer  has  also  been 
built  in  ( 'uncord  street  of  peculiar  section,  and 
when  connected  with  South  liny  in  the  coming  ea- 
i  ii,  will  to/ m  ;;  nev  outlet  to  the  overloaded  sev- 
ers of  till  :  district. 

By  an  agreement  with  the  Water  rower  Co.,  the 
city'in  accepting  i  n  in  treets  upon  their  land 
i  ■;  to  take  possession  of  ihe  sewei  i  heretofore  built 
by  the  Company,  and  levy  an  assessment  upon  the 
mutters  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  i  ewers 
had  been  built  by  the  city;  and  the  money  thus 
collected  is  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Corporation.  A 
plan  is  in  preparation  by  the  Company  showing 
these  sewers  and  the  owners  Of  abutting  lots,  to 
enable  the  Superintendent'  to  arrange  the  assess- 
ments. 

The  construction  of  Atlantic,  avenue  lias  render- 
ed necessary  the  diversion  of  all  the  sewer  outlets 
from  the  inclosed  docks;  and  an  act  was  obtained 
from  the  last  Legislature  empowering  the  city  to 
do  this,  and  assess  the  cost  upon  the  wharf  prop- 
erty. During  the  summer  the  sewer  which  will 
foimthe  main  outlet  has  been  extended  to  the 
end  of  Central  Wharf.  In  the  coining  season,  all 
the  sewers  between  India  wharf  and  Richmond 
street  will  be  intercepted  in  Commercial  and  India 
streets  and  directed  to  this  outlet. 

.Nothing  has  been  done  during  the  year  under 
the  act  permitting  the  town  of  W< :  t  koxbury  and 
the  city  to  straighten  and  deepen  the  channel  of 
stony  Brook,  with  power  to  assess  benefit  on  ahut- 
e  'Ihe  proposed  action  of  the  Providence  Kail- 
road  Company  in  widening  and  altering  their  road 
bed  Along  the  line. of  the  brook,  would  si  :m  to 
make  the  opportunity  for  carrying  out  a  part,  at 
least,  of  this  much  desired  and  inevitable  improve- 
ment.

of  Do  -Chester  will  require  much  sew  erage  for  some 
time,  lint  in  anticipation  of  the  future  wants,  meas- 
ures .•.!<•  in  progress  tor  preparing  a  system  of 
drainage  for  the  different  districts  into  which  it  is 
naturally  divided,  mi  th.it  any  works  carried  out 
may  he  part  of  a  comprehensive  plan.

SEALER   OF  WEIGHTS   AND  MEASURES. 

The  report  of  Wm.  F.  Reed,  Sealer  for  the  North- 
ern District,  states  that  he  has  visited  officially 
during  the  year  1 1 10  places  of  business.  In  his  ex- 
amination 253  scales,  1083  weights  and  269  measures 
required  adjusting  before  being  sealed;  8  scales,  11 
weights  and  35  measures,  that  could  not  be  maele  to 
conform  to  the  standard,  were  condemned.  The 
receipts  were  $1403  47,  which  were  paid  into  the 
city  treasury.  1  he  expenditures,  including  salary 
of  Sealer  and  assistant,  $2100,  amounted  to  $293961 ; 
balance  of  appropriation  for  the  financial  year  un- 
expended, $800  13. 

The  Sealer  again  calls  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  changes  in  the  law,  requiring  parties  to  bring 
their  scales,  weights  and  measures  to  the  Sealer  to 
be  sealed.  No  instance  is  known  of  such  compli- 
ance with  the  law,  there  being  no  penalty  for  ne- 
glecting to  do  so,  while  authority  should  be  given 
for  an  examination  oftener  than  once  a  year. 

John  D.  Caclogan,  Sealer  for  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict, again  calls  attention  to  the  unreliability  of 
the  spring  balance,  against  the  use  of  which  'the 
City  Solicitor  says  there  is  no  law.    It  is  suggested 


that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Legislature 
on  the  subject.  Other  suggestions  were  also  made 
relative  to' changes  in  the  law,  and  a  change  in  the 
ordinance  to  provide  for  an  additional  sealer.  The 
expenses  of  the  department  for  the  year  were 
$2950  77.  Visits  were  made  to  over  1300  stores  and 
places  of  business,  and  there  were  sealed  18,547 
scales,  weights  anel  measures.  There  were  a  I- 
justed  370,  and  condemned  40,  as  being  unlit  for 
sealing.  The  .fees  received  amounted  to  $1600  57, 
which  were  put  into  the  city  treasury.

ANNUAL  EEPOBT  OK  THE  CITY  SURVEYOR. 

The  annual  report  of  the  City  Purveyor  was  laid 
before  the  Bor.ru  in  print,  lhe  .surveyor  gives  as 
the  expenditures  of  the  department  #22,637  so  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  department,  and  £1288  95 
fr<  m  the  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  Roxbury, 
making  a  total  of  $23,926  75.  The  expenditures  tor 
salaries  of  surveyor  and  twenty-two  employes 
were  $18,340  87 ;  books,  stationery,  drawing  paper 
and  materials,  $1210  99;  instruments  and  repairs, 
>927  87.  'lhe  remainder  was  for  incidental  ex- 
penses, etc.  There  were  three  persons  employed 
in  the  survey  of  Roxbury,  making  the  average 
number  of  persons  i  mployed  twenty  .five. 

'lhe  report  gives  the  various  labors  of  the  office 
with  considerable  detail,  the  Suffolk  street  District 
being  accurately  surveyed  and  disputed  lines  run 
and  settled  on  the  Church  street  District,  includ- 
ing also  a  survey  anil  plan  of  the  proposed  extension 
of  Suffolk  street;  the  laying  out  and  widening  of 
streets  on  Fort  Hill,  the  laying  out  of  Atlan- 
tic avenue,  the  extension  of  Washington  street, 
the  widening  of  Eliot  street,  considerable  work  on 
Hanover  and  Federal  streets,  with  plans  for  laying 
out,  extending  and  widening  other  streets,  some 
twenty  in  number,  in  the  eity  proper,  sixteen 
streets  in  South  Boston,  two  in  Fast  Boston,  and 
twenty-live  in  Roxbury.  A  survey  of  Dor- 
chester has  been  commenced,  six  persons  being 
engaged  on  the  work,  commenced  under  authority 
of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  of  this  city,

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
STREETS. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
gives  the  amount  ot  expenditures  for  paving,  repay- 
ing, grading,  repairs  of  streets,  removing  and  lev- 
elling of  snow,  in  detail.  A  recapitulation  gives 
the  following  result:

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  paving  was 
$700,000;  expended  the  present  financial  year, 
$622,126  -'5;  balance  unexpended,  $77,873  75. 

Amount  of  bills  for  edgestones,  sidewalks,  &e., 
lodged  with  City  Treasurer  for  collection,  i?l5,584 
44;  paid  into  the  Treasury,  $5553  07. 

lhe  expenditures  on  Atlantic  avenue,  charged 
to  the  speeial  appropriation  for  the  avenue,  during 
the  year  amounted  to  15137,597  14.  The  grading  is 
to  be  completed  by  1st  of  September  next. 

The  expenditures  on  the  extension  of  Broadway 
have  amounted  to  $278,174  55,  of  which  sum  $182,- 
108  was  on  account  of  the  bridge,  $45,512  42  for 
walls,  and  843,754  21  for  grade  damages. 

'lhe  amount  expended 'on  the  Church  Street  Ter- 
ritory for  paving,  bagging,  setting  edgestones.  &c, 
•'"was- $67,127 .58,  Of  mis  amount  si2,300  was  for 
tilling  Tremont  street,  and  $8991  for  wood  pave- 
ment on  Tremont  street. 

'lhe  expenditures  on  Oliver  street,  in  removal  of 
earth  and  paving,  amounted  to  $23,953  76. 

the  report  gives  the  horse  railroad  locations 
granted  during  the  year,  and  suggests  that  the 
time1  has  come  for  the.  Board  to  exercise  its  author- 
ity in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  track  on  Washing-. 


ton  street,  between  Cornhill  and  Temple  place. 
"During  the  busiest  hours  of  the  day,  when  that 
street  is  crowded  with  vehicles,  no  cars  other  than 
those  returning  from  the  depots  should  1  e  allowed 
to  pass  over  this  track.  It  was  with  this  object  in 
view  that  the  location  was  granted  in  Temple 
place." 

The  annexation  of  Dorchester  is  referred  to  as 
increasing  the  operations  of  the  Paving  Depart- 
ment, with  remarks  upon  the  necessity  of  con- 
structing in  a  proper  manner  and  maintaining  in 
good  condition  the  principal  highways  leading 
iron  the  city  proper  through  that  Lerritoiy,  as  wed 
as  those  through  Roxbury,  and  the  roads  to  Brook- 
line.  To  ;'(  medy  this  loose  manner  of  repairing 
roads,  the  City  Government  is  called  upon  to  carry 
out  "a  general  system  of  thorough  road  making  in 
the  suburban  districts."  To  construct  a  good  road, 
proper  drainage  must  first  be  secured;  the  road- 
bed should  be  composed  of  at  least  eighteen  inches 
in  depth  of  broken  stones  of  very  hard  quality,  the 
stones  decreasing  in  size  as  they* approach  the  sur- 
face, the  top  layer  being  fine  and  rolled  down 
smooth  and  hard  with  heavy  rollers,  weighing  from 
ten  to  twenty  tons. 

For  this  purpose  r  tea  in  rollers  should  be  pro- 
cured. The  first  cost  of  a  road  constructed  in  this 
manner  must  of  course  leveiy  large,  but  in  the 
end  it  will  be  found  to  have  been  the  most  econ- 
omical. Properly  constructed  roads  through  Rox- 
bury and  Dorchester  would  be  valuable  not  only  as 
public  highways,  but  would  afford  opportunity  for 
pleasure-driving  through  scenery  unsurpassed  in 
beauty  in  any  public  park  in  the  country." 

lhe  report  was  laid  on  the  table  and' ordered  to 
be  printed.

As  the  season  draws  nigh  and  has  nearly  arrived 
when  many  of  the  laboring  classes  are  deprived  of 
their  usual  means  of  support,  1  respectfully  sug- 
gest for  your  consideration  the  propriety  of  estab- 
lishing soup-houses  and  the  distribution  of  nourish- 
ing food  for  the  relief  of  the  most  needy  of  the 
suffering  poor,  during  the  approaching  inclement 
months.  By  so  doing,  the  extreme  destitution  of 
the  worthy  poor  will  be  much  ameliorated,  and  the 
tendency  to  petty  crimes,  which  frequently  arise 
from  want,  will  foe  lessened,  lhe  efforts  made  dur- 
ing the  last  two  winters  have  fully  demonstrated 
the  important  benefits  which  result  from  this  mode 
of  dispensing  a  very  acceptable  boon  when  most 
needed.  ^vath'l  B.  Shurtleff.

Aldei'.nan  Fierce  said  he  knew  cf  no  reason  why 
the  firemen  in  that  section  of  the  city  should  not 
be  paid  as  are  the  other  tinmen;  they  are  organ- 
ized on  the  same  principle,  and  held  for  service  in 
the  same  manner,  under  the  supervision  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  department,  as  the  firemen  of  the  city 
proper.

'the  order  was  read  a  second  time,  when  Alder- 
man Connor  expressed  a  wish  for  delay  on  a  mi.tter 
which  was  new.    So  the  order  was  laid  over.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  1%  o'clock,  Mel- 
ville B.  Ingalls,  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  HOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  Nathaniel  Emerson  and  others' 
police  officers,  for  increase  of  pay,  and  of  Char- 
lotte E.  Baker,  were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  order  for  the  Chief-Engineer  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment to  submit  his  report  in  print  was  read 
once. 

The  following  orders  were  passed,  in  concur- 
rence:

si  I  FOLK  STREET  DISTRICT. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8,  from  the  joint  special 
committee  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  abating  the  nuisance  caused  by  impaired  drain- 
age in  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  so  called,  by  ex- 
ercising  the  special  powers  conferred  upon  the 
City  Government  by  chapter  277  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  1868,  submitted  the  following  report : 

The  situation  of  this  territory  and  its  condition 
with  respect  to  drainage  were  fully  described  in  a 
report  presented  to  the  last  City  Council,  and  as 
copies  of  that  report  will  be  furnished  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  present  City  Council,  the  Committee  do 
not  consider  it  necessary  to  repeat  the  statements 
On  rein  made. 

The  plans  recommended  were  substantially  in 
:!' nee  with  those  carried  out  <>n  the  Church 
street  District,  and  are  Btated  briefly  as  follows: 


1    To  take  all  the  territory  described  in  chapter 

277  of  the  acts  of  the  vear  1si;h,  with  the  buildings 
and  oth  r  fixtures  thereon,  in  tha  manner  author- 
ized by  said  act. 

2.  To  raise  the  streets  and  places  on  said  terri- 
tory to  the  grade  shown  on  a  plan  made  by  the  City 
Surveyor. 

3.  To  lay  out  and  widen  certain  streets  and 
places  on  the  district  after  the  taking,  as  shown  on 
a  plan  made  by  the  City  Surveyor. 

4.  To  till  the  cellars,  back  yards,  and  vacant  lots 
to  the  grade  of  twelve  feet  above  mean  low  water. 

5.  To  raise  and  underpin  such  of  the  buildings 
on  the  district  as  it  may  be  found  expedient. 

(!.  To  re-lay  water  pipes,  sewers,  and  edgestones, 
and  pave  the  streets  and  sidewalks. 

7.  To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Joint 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  to  have  charge  of 
the  work  to  be  performed,  with  authority  to  ap- 
point one  or  more  persons  to  act  under  their  di- 
rection. 

8.  To  re-convey  to  the  former  owners  the  estates 
(or  such  portions  as  are  not  required  for  streets  or 
other  purposes),  after  the  nuisance  lias  been  abat- 
ed; provided.,  said  former  owners  will  put  the 
buildings  in  proper  condition  for  raising,  make  all 
necessary  repairs  upon  them,  after  the  raising  and 
underpinning,  and  make  no  claim  upon  the  city 
for  damages. 

The  estimates  of  the  expense  of  carrying  out  this 
plan  are  very  large;  "out,  after  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  subject,  there  appears  to  be  no  other 
plan  by  which  a  permanent  improvement  can  be 
effected  more  economically.  A  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  cost  of  widening  and  extending  certain 
streets  on  the  territory,  as  shown  on  the  plan  of 
the  City  Surveyor,  can  be  assessed  upon  the  prop- 
erty before  it  is  reeonveyed. 

As  the  above  proposition  in  regard  to  the  recon- 
veyance of  estates  might  not  be  properly  under- 
stood bv  the  owners,  this  committee,  in  recom- 
mending the  adoption  substantially  of  the  plan  of 
improvement  presented  in  City  Document  No.  105 
of  last  vear,  would  modify  the  eighth  section  so  as 
to  provide  that  the  reconveyances  be  made  subject 
to  the  payment  of  such  assessments  for  benefit 
from  widening  and  extending  streets  or  filling 
vacant  lands,  or  any  other  acts  of  the  city,  as  the 
committee  having  charge  of  the  matter  should 
deem  expedient. 

If  this  work  is  to  be  done,  it  is  highly  important 
for  the  interests  of  the  city  and  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  the  territory  that  there  should  be  no 
delay  in  entering  upon  it.  Considerable  time  will 
necessarily  be  consumed  in  making  an  apprisal  of 
the  actual' value  of  the  property,  which  cannot  he 
done  until  it  is  taken,  and  in  making  the  contracts 
for  filling  the  territory  and  raising  and  underpin- 
ning the  buildings,  so  that,  unless  prompt  action 
is  taken,  the  work  will  not  be  fairly  begun  before 
it  is  interfered  with  by  cold  weather  next  fall. 

The  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  instrument 
taking  the  lands,  with  the  buildings  and  other  fix- 
tures thereon,  as  authorized  by  the  General  Court, 
and  also  the  orders  appended  thereto. 

The  orders  authorize  the  city  to  purchase  or  oth- 
erwise take  all  the  lands  embraced  within  the  sec- 
tion bounded  by  Pleasant,  Washington,  Dover  and 
Tremont  Streets,  specifying  the  several  estates; 
also  authorize  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on  the 
Suffolk  street  District  to  contract  for  the  filling  of 
the  territory,  raising  and  underpining  the  build- 
ings, appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  superintend 
the  work,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow  $500,000  to  be  applied  for  the  purpose. 

The  report  is  signed  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Committee. 

Keadby  its  title,  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to 
be  printed.

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TIip  report  speaks  of  the  separation  of  the  offices 
of  Engineei  and  Surveyoras  working  favorably. 
The  appropriation  was  $12,000,  of  which  there 
was  an  unexpended  balance  oi   $3456  69.

for  water  works,  sn;i  l  03  for  paving,  and  $565  50  for 
Church  Street  District,  making  a  total  of  $8613  63.

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred,  among 
the  unfinished  business  of  (he  last  year,  a  remon- 
strance of  the  Boston  Bay  State  Iron  Company  and 
others  against  the  contemplated  location  of  En- 
gine Company  No.  15  in  Hose  House  No.  9,  on  B 
street,  made  a  report,  that  having  viewed  the

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  stating  that  there 
will  be  wanted  to  meet  the  balances  due  the 
contractors  for  building  Engine  Houses  Nos.  2  and 
3,  Dorchester,  the  sum  of  ^5000,  made  a  report 
recommending  that  the  amount  be  transferred 
Irom  the  reserved  fund,  as  embraced  in  the  ac- 
companying order. 

The  committee  also  reported  that  the  Auditor  of 
Accounts  represents  that  the  payment  of  $45,450  74, 
the  amount  of  award  made  by  the  Commissioners 
appointed  by  the  supreme  Judicial  Court,  under 
an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  18U8,  and  the  accept-

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  East  Boston  Ferries,  made  a  report  re- 
commending the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  es- 
tablish a  Board  of  Directors  for  the  East  Boston 
Ferries.

5.  The  Directors  may  appoint  Superintendent 
and  other  officers,  and  fix  their  compensation,  not 
to  exceed  the  appropriation  therefor. 

6.  Directors  annually  in  May  to  report  the  con- 
dition of  the  boats,  slips,  etc. 

7.  May  provide  additional  accommodations. 

8.  City  Council  to  establish  rates  of  toll,  based 
on  an  income  sufficient  to  cover  expenses  and  pay- 
ment of  interest  on  scrip. 

9.  Directors  to  make  necessary  repairs,  but  no 
member  to  have  a  pecuniary  interest  in  furnishing 
supplies. 

10.  Tolls  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  once 
each  week. 

11.  Bills  for  expenditures  to  be  examined  by  the 
Auditor,  and  approved  by  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
East  Boston  Ferries  be  requested  to  nominate  can- 
didates for  the  Board  of "  Directors  for  the  East 
Boston  Ferries,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance  t  J  establish  said  Board.

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  ordinances,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
ordinance  to  amend  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
the  Fire  Department,  so  as  to  dispense  with  the 
annual  election  Of  officers  of  companies,  and  also 
the  petition  ot  f.  M.  nines  and  others,  members  of 
the  Department,  in  opposition  to  the  proposed 
amendment,  having  considered  the  suoject,  made 
a  report  that  the  ordinance  ought  not  to  pass.  Ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  same  Committee, 
to  whom  was  referred  a  request  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  Health  for  an  amendment  to  the  Ordi- 
nance relating  to  the  public  health,  made  a  report, 
recommending  the  passage  of  an  accompanying 
Ordinance. 

The  amended  ordinance  provides  for  the  inser- 
tion of  the  words  '■grease  or  bones"  after  the  word 
"vegetable,"  in  line  5,  section  54. 

The  ordinance  was  read  twice  and  passed,  and 
s"iit  down  for  concurrence. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  what  charge,  if  any, 
is  necessary  in  the  ordinance  prescribing  the  num- 
ber of  assistant  engineers  of  the  Fire  Department, 
in  consequence  of  the  annexation  of  Dorchester, 
made  a  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  addition 
of  oneAssistant  Engineer  to  the  present  Board  will 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  De- 
partment, and  they  therefore  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  an  accompanying  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  simply  provides  for  the  election 
of  "fourteen"  instead  of  "thirteen."  Keferred  to 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  Assessors'  Department,  to  whom  was 
referred  so  much  of  the  Mayor's  Address  as  relates 
to  the  Assessors'  Department,  made  a  report  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  an  accompanying  ordi- 
nance to  amend  the  fourth  and  seventh  sections  of 
the  present  ordinance.  The  purpose  of  the  amend- 
ment is  simply  to  harmonize  .the  operations  of  the 
Department,  and  they  do  not  in  any  way  affect  its 
organization. 

The  ordinance  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  the  petition 
of  B.  B.  Leuchors  and  others,  for  the  grading  of 
Clarendon  street  from  Appleton  street  to  Colum- 
bus avenue,  the  street  not  being  a  public  street. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Geo.  W.  Decatur  and  others  for  leave  to  run  a  line 
of  omnibuses  in  this  city,  from  the  Providence 
Railroad  crossing,  on  Tremont  street,  through  Tre- 
niont,  Court,  Hanover  and  Onion  streets  to  Hay- 
market  square,  and  thence  through  Haverhill, 
i  auseway,  Leverett,  (ireen,  Court  and  Tremont  to 
Boylston,  and  through  Pleasant  street  to  Tremont 
street  to  the  point  of  beginning,  having  carefully 
considered  the  subject,  made  the  following  report: 

At  a  hearing  given  to  all  persons  interested,  the 
petitioners  endeavored  to  show  that  the  accommo- 
dations furnished  by  the  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Company,  especially  at  the  beforementioned  point 
of  starting  on  Tremont  street,  were  insufficient  for 
the  residents  in  that  vicinity;  and  that  frequent 
intervals  of  fifteen  or  twenty  miuutes  occurred  be- 
tween the  cars.  They  proposed,  if  a  license  was 
granted,  to  run  a  line  of  coaches  to  the  northern 
depots,  leaving  the  crossing  every  ten  minutes 
during  the  day ;  the  rate  of  fare  each  way  to  be  six 
cents. 
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The  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  appeared 
in  opposition  to  the  petition,  and  represented  that 
considering  the  amount  of  travel,  there  was  no 
point  on  their  road  where  superior  accommoda- 
tions were  afforded.  The  Brookline  cars,  which 
pass  this  point,  make  twentv-eight  round  trips 
each  day.  The  Jamaica  Plain  cars  make  thirty 
round  trips.  The  cars  which  start  from  the  cross- 
ing make  seventy-two  round  trips.  The  Lenox- 
street  cars  make  one  hundred  and  eighty  round 
trips.  It  appeared,  therefore,  that  during  the  bus- 
iness portion  of  the  day,  there  is  a  car  from  the 
crossing  every  six  or  eight  minutes,  and  one  from 
Lenox  atreet  every  two  or  three  minutes. 

The  evidence  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  person 
who  started  the  ears  went  to  show  very  conclu- 
sively that  the  cars  on  this  route  were  run  regu- 
larly—that is,  as  regularly  as  circumstances  would 
allow,  OJ  course,  there  are  occasional  interrup- 
tions from  various  causes,  but  the  chances  are 
that  a  line  of  cars  would  he  less  liable  to  interrup- 
tion than  a  line  of  coaches. 

The  President  of  the  Middlesex  Railroad  Com- 
pany also  appeared  to  oppose  the  petition,  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  the  location  through  Court  and 
I  n ion  streets,  on  account  of  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  those  streets. 

It  did  not  appear  to  the  Committee,  from  the  ev- 
>e  presented,  that  there  was  such  a  lack  of  ac- 
commodations for  transportation  between  the 
Providence  crossing  on  Tremont  street  and  the 
business  portion  of  the  city  as  would  justify  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  line  of  coaches,  and  they  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  petitioners  have  leave 
to  withdraw. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  ou 
Paving,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the 
proprietors  of  India  and  other  wharves  in  relation 
to  the  work  on  Atlantic  avenue,  made  a  report  that 
they  have  given  the  petitionee  an  attentive  hear- 
ing, but  have  failed  to  elicit  any  evidence  to  sub- 
stantiate the  allegations  in  the  petition  that  the 
wall  has  not  been  built  in  a  substantial  manner,  or 
that  the  plans  and  specifications  are  in  any  respect 
defective. 

In  accordance  with  Section  4,  Chapter  149,  of  the 
Laws  of  1866,  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
Atlantic  avenue  sea-wall,  drawn  by  the  City  Engi- 
neer, were  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Harbor  Com- 
missioners, and  were  approved  by  them;  and  the 
wall  has  been  built  in  accordance  with  said  plans 
and  specifications. 

After  giving  the  petitioners  an  attentive  hear- 
ing, as  a bove  stated,  the  Committee  referred  the 
whole  subject  to  T.  Willis  Pratt,  Esq.,  a  civil  engi- 
neer of  ability  and  experience,  and  received  from 
him  a  report,  which  the  Committee  give  at  length. 

In  this  report  Mr.  Pratt,  after  stating  that  heliad 
nothing  to  do  with  designing  the  plans  or  drawing 
up  the  specifications  of  this  wall,  says: 

"The  petitioners  have  not  definitely  shown  in 
what  particular  the  wall  in  question  is  defective; 
they  have  charged,  however,  that  a  portion  be- 
tween Howe's  and  India  wharves  has  yielded  to  a 
comparatively  slight  pressure  and  infer  from  that 
that  the  whole  is  likewise  defective.  I  hive  exam- 
ined the  whole  wail  from  end  to  end  several  times 
since  the  petition  was  first  presented,  and  as  much 
ot  the  foundation  as  I  could  get  at  during  time  of 
low  water.  1  have  failed  to  find  any  signs  of  weak- 
ness in  any  part  of  the  wall." 

Mr.  Pratt  further  says: 

"The  contractors  are  doing  all  they  can  to  com- 
plete their  contract,  and  will  be  required  to  thor- 
oughly pack  the  ballasting  in  front  of  the  wall, 
this  ballasting  of  broken  stone  almost  composes  a 
part  of  the  wall  and  resists  the  outward  pressure 
ot  the  earth.  With  regard  to  the  dredging  of 
the  docks  near  the  wall,  I  cannot  conceive  a  good 
reason  lor  dredging  within  fifteen  or  twenty  of  the 
line  of  the  avenue.  The  expense  of  dredging 
would  be  very  great,  and  the  probable  income  very 
small.  I  here  seems  to  me  a  greater  probability 
that  the  owners  of  the  docks  would  desire  to  build 
warehouses  like  State  Street  Block,  facing  the  ave- 
nue, which  would  be  of  much  greater  value  for  an 
income  than  the  docks." 

The  Committee  in  conclusion  say,  that  after  a 
careful  review  of  3Ir.  Pratt's  report,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence ot  any  evidence  to  show  that  the  wall  has 
not  been  built  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  and  specifications  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners, 
your  Committee  see  no  reason  whatever  for  stop- 
ping the  work   as   prayed   for  by  the  petitioners ; 


t'.iey  therefore  respectfully  recommend  the  said 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

[During  the  action  upon  reports  of  committees, 
Prince  Arthur  and  suite  entered  the  total),  announc- 
ed by  Alderman  Carpenter.

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  it  was  for  the  pur- 
pose of  keeping  hot  water  in  the  engine  houses 
and  in  the  engines,  by  which  means  it  was  not  re- 
quired to  make  a  tire  in  the  engine  until  it  arrives 
at  the  fire.  It  cost  about  fifteen  cents  a  day  to 
keep  up  ten  pounds  of  steam,  which  was  nearly 
enough  to  heat  the  engine  house.  It  serves  also  to 
prevent  an  expansion  of  ,the  iron,  and  the  wearing 
out  of  some  portions  of  the  engine  faster  than 
others,  which  occurs  if  an  even  temperature  is  not 
maintained  in  the  engines. 

Alderman  Talbot  further  inquired  if  these  heat- 
ers had  been  bought,  and  by  what  authority? 

Alderman  Hawes  replied  that  they  were  bought 
on  authority  of  an  order  passed  last  year,  and 
some  of  them  had  been  put  in  this  year,  and  the 
remainder  would  soon  be.  He  would  further  say 
that  Hawes  &  Hersey  had  done  part  of  the  work. 

After  these  explanations  the  order  was  passed.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  7,U'  o'clock,  M.  E. 
Ingalls,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petition  of  Adelia  A.  Lang  was  referred  in 
concurrence. 

The  quarterly  reports  of  the  City  Clerk  anil  of 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  were  ordered  to  he 
placed  on  file. 

The  Auditors  Monthly  Exhibit  was  also  ordered 
to  he  placed  on  tile. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Order  to  provide  specifications  for  proper  ac- 
commodations for  Police  Station  No.  1,  and  Pri- 
mary Schools  in  the  building,  during  the  work  of 
widening  Hanover  street. 

Order  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  not  more 
than  S500  in  each  case,  for  attaching  the  proper 
fire  alarm  striking  apparatus  to  any  of  the  hells  of 
the  city. 

The  following  orders  and  ordinance  were  sever- 
ally read  twice  and  passed,  in  concurrence: 

Order  for  the  selection  of  a  suitable  site  for  a 
building  to  be  used  as  award  room  for  Ward 
Seven. 

Order  to  consider  expediency  of  appropriating 
money,  annually,  to  supply  public  school  scholars, 
free  of  cost,  with  books  and  stationery. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  relating  to 
the  public  health. 

The  report  that  the  ordinance  to  dispense  with 
the  annual  election  of  officers  of  the  Fire  Compa- 
nies ought  not  to  pass,  was  accepted  in  concur- 
rence. 

Reference  to  Committee  on  Ordinances  of  an 
ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  concerning  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  and  reference 
to  same  Committee  of  an  ordinance  to  amend  an 
ordinance  in  relation  to  the  Fire  Department,  were 
severally  concurred  in. 

The  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings of  Orders  authorizing  the  purchase  of  land 
on  E  street,  as  a  site  for  a  house  tor  Engine  Com- 
pany No.  15,  and  for  a  loan  of  S4000  to  purchase 
said  site,  and  $'J6,000  for  the  erection  of  saiil  house, 
was  considered. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  opposed  the  reference  for 
the  reason  that  a  different  disposition  had  been 
made  of  the  order  relative  to  a  ward  room  in 
Ward  7.  He  did  not  see  why  a  ward  room  and  an 
engine  house  might  not  be  combined  in  the  same 
building,  and  wished  to  know  what  committee  the 
order  came  from. 

The  Chair  replied  that  it  came  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Fire  Department. 

Mr.  Bishop  stated  that  as  it  did  not  go  to  the 
Committee  on  that  Department  of  thi*  branch,  he 
moved  that  ii  be  referred  to  that  Committee. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  opposed  the  reference,  be- 
lieving that  the  object  or  the  mover  could  be  ob- 
tained by  referring  this  to  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  who  may  favor  the  putting  of  a  ward 
room  and  an  engine  house  in  the  same  building. 
Besides,  this  subject  was  before  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Department  last  year. 

Mr.  Bishop  further  remarked  that  he  should  per- 
sist in  the  reference,  since  the  Committee  on  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  Council  this  year  had  not 
had  the  subject  under  consideration. '  1 1  should  be 
referred  to  secure  respect  for  that  Committee  on 
the  part  of  this  branch. 

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  6  opposed  the  motion,  be- 
lieving the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  to  be 
the  proper  committee.  The  Committee  on  the  Fire 
Department  did  not  wish  to  have  it  referred  to 
them,  yet  it  might  come  to  them  after  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings  had  considered  it. 

Mr.  Bishop  did  not  see  how  the  result  could  be 
reached,  as  stated,  for  this  order  authorized  the 
loan  for  a  site,  and  the  erection  of  a  building. 

The  Chair  stated  that,  under  the  order,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings  may  select  a  site  any- 
where in  South  Boston. 


Mr.  Bishop  said  if  that  was  the  case  he  would 
withdraw  his  motion. 

The  reference  was  then  concurred  in. 

Reports  and  certificates  of  elections  of  sundry 
officers  by  the  other  branch  were  taken  up.

Poor  of  Ward  11  raised  a  question  whether 
there  were  sixty  members  present,  and  a  call  of 
the  roll  showea  that  there  were  but  fifty-nine  to 
respond.

C.  White,  54;  Henry  Bartlett,  56;  Paschal  P.  In- 
galls, 56;  Wm.  Read,  55;  and  there  were  several 
scattering  votes. 

Harbor  Master — John  T.  Gardner,  54;  Martin  W. 
Tewksbury,  2;  Michael  Driscoll,  1. 

Mr.  Poor  again  raised  the  question  whether  it 
was  possible  in  any  way  to  determine  the  correct 
number  of  votes  cast  for  City  Physician,  the  num- 
ber being  (53  on  the  first  ballot  and  60  on  the  last, 
when  it  was  quite  certain  there  were  not  so  many 
members  present. 

The  Chair  stated  that  as  the  call  of  the  roll  was 
not  immediately  after  the  vote  was  taken,  it  was 
not  possible  to  say  that  some  one  who  voted  might 
not  have  left  the  hall.  Iu  the  opinion  of  the  Chair, 
it  was  in  the  power  of  the  Council  to  declare  that 
the  election  was  not  a  valid  one. 

The  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Claims  of  the 
petition  of  Charles  Burrill  was  again  considered, 
and  the  Council  insisted  on  its  reference  by  a  vote 
of  29  to  19. 

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

An  ordinance  to  establish  a  Board  of  Directors 
for  the  East  Boston  ferries  was  considered  on  its 
nnal  passage. 

Mr.  Barnes  ol  Ward  1  moved  to  amend  sections 
7  and  8  by  striking  out  so  much  as  required  the 
rates  of  ferriage  to  be  fixed  so  as  to  cover  addi- 
tional expense  and  interest  on  ferry  scrip  for  addi- 
tional accommodations  or  improvements,  and  for 
maintaining  the  ferries. 

In  support  of  the  amendments,  the  mover  said 
the  rates  of  ferriage  should  be  so  fixed  that  they 
should  not  be  unjust,  unreasonable  and  oppres- 
sive. It  was  not  just  that  the  whole  expense  of 
the  support  of  the  ferries  should  be  borne  bv  a 
portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  and  'he 
moved  the  amendments  in  the  full  belief  that,  as 
they  are  but  fair  and  just,  they  should  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  hoped  the  amendments 
would  not  be  adopted.  Believing  that  it  was  nec- 
essary the  ordinance  should  be  passed  at  once,  he 
opposed  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinan- 
ces. The  ordinance  was  carefully  prepared  and  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  it  was  not  severe 
on  the  people  of  East  Boston.  If  the  representations 
of  the  people  of  that  section  were  honest,  last  year, 
the  accumulation  of  funds  in  their  view  would 
soon   be   sufficient  to  purchase  the  ferries.    His 
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construction  of  the  ordinance  was  not  that  of  the 
mover  of  the  amendments,  for  he  thought  by  the 
provision  of  section  7  the  Board  of  Directors  were 
to  report  the  additional  expenses,  to  be  met  by  the 
general  appropriations  of  the  city.  The  whole 
thing  was  but  temporary,  and  in  a  few  years  he 
doubted  not  that  the  ferry  tolls  would  be  abolished. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  would  not  have  said  any- 
thing but  for  the  remark  of  the  gentlemen  about 
the  people  being  honest.  In  this  matter  he  claim- 
ed to  have  acted  honestly,  and  he  felt  that  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  would  be  very  oppres- 
sive without  the  amendments.  While  he  did  not 
stand  there  as  an  advocate  of  free  ferries,  he  be- 
lieved that  a  portion  of  the  expense  should  be 
borne  by  the  city.  The  amendments  would  add 
greatly  to  the  relief,  and  not  to  the  oppression,  of 
the  citizens. 

After  further  remarks  respectively  by  Messrs. 
Barnes  and  foor  as  to  the  construction  ot  the  ordi- 
nance, the  amendments  were  rejected  and  the  ordi- 
nance was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Poor,  the  order  was  taken  up 
and  passed,  providing  for  the  nomination  of  di- 
rectors for  the  East  Boston  Ferries. 

The  order  in  relation  to  the  Suffolk  Street  Dis- 
trict was  taken  up,  when  an  amendment  which 
was  offered  by  Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  was  ordered 
to  be  printed,  and  the  consideration  of  the  order 
was  assigned  to  Thursday  next  at  8  o'clock.

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  presented  the  following 
resolutions  from  the  City  Council  of  Charlestown, 
passed  by  each  branch  on  the  7th  of  February : 

Whereas,  the  City  Council  of  Charlestown  has 
petitioned  for  a  new  bridge  across  Charles  river, 
and  a  hearing  on  said  petition  is  now  pending 
before  the  Legislature ;  and  whereas  the  material 
interests  of  the  city  of  Charlestown  and  Boston 
are  clearly  identical  so  far  as  any  reasons  of  con- 
venience or  necessity  can  be  urged  in  the  matter — 

Resolved,  lhat  the  City  Council  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  investigate  the  merits  of  the  project, 
and  actively  to  cooperate  with  the  City  Govern- 
ment in  the  said  hearing,  now  pending,  by  its  in- 
fluence in  aid  of  the  said  petition. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  authorized  to 
transmit  an  attested  copy  of  these  resolutions  to 
the  City  Council  of  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Busi- 
ness. 

REPORTS  OF    COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Common  Council  on  the  Fire  Department,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  order  to  pay  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  on  duty  in  Ward  16,  at  the 
same  rates  as  other  members  of  the  Department  of 
similar  rank  and  grade,  made  a  report  that  theor- 
der  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14,  from,  the  Committee  to 
nominate  candidates  for  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
reported  the  names  of  Frederic  W.  Lincoln,  Jr., 
Joseph  Buckley,  Phineas  M.  Crane  and  Thomas  F. 
Temple. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward  11,  the  elec- 
tion of  Overseers  was  assigned  to  Thursday  even- 
ing next,  8%  o'clock. 

Mr.  Niles  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Committee  to 
nominate  a  candidate  for  Superintendent  of 
Health,  reported  the  name  of  George  W.  Forris- 
tall.    Accepted. 

SOLDIERS'  MONUMENT. 

Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  9  moved  to  take  from  the  table 
the  order  for  the  appointment  ot  a  Committee  to 


consider  and  report  upon  the  propriety  of  erecting 
a  suitable  monument  to  commemorate  the  heroic 
services  of  those  citizens  of  Boston  who  fell  in  the 
defence  of  the  Union  in  the  late  war  of  the  rebel 
lion.    Carried  by  a  vote  of  28  to  22. 

Mr.  Rich  said  there  had  gone  abroad  an  impres- 
sion that  the  order  contemplated  a  large  expense 
for  a  monument,  like  that  proposed  four  years  ago, 
The  gentleman  who  offered  it  proposed  some  suit- 
able monument,  and  in  courtesy  it  was  due  hiwi 
that  a  committee  should  consider  the  expediency 
of  the  measure. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  did  not  see  why  this  order 
should  be  passed.  The  city  bad  laid  a  foundation 
for  a  monument  on  Flagstaff  hi'l  at  a  cost  of  $15,- 
000,  and  if  a  monument  was  to  be  erected,  it 
should  be  a  good  one,  and  on  that  foundation.  It 
should  nol  be  a  seventy-live  cent  one,  for  the  city 
was  able  to  put  up  a  good  one. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward  14  believed  it  was  usual  in 
such  cases  to  appoint  a  committee  from  courtesy 
to  the  mover,  and  it  was  well  and  proper  that  they 
should  examine  into  the  expediency  of  the  meas- 
ure. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  called  for  the  reading  of 
the  order. 

Mr.  Wells  further  remarked  that  the  monument 
should  be  a  good  one,  where  citizens  or  visitors 
could  look  at  it.  He  was  not  willing  that  it  should 
be  put  up  at  Mount  Hope. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  the  order  proposed 
that  a  committee  should  examine  the  subject,  and 
they  might  report  to  suit  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  3.  If  the  committee  did  not  make  a  suitable 
report,  it  could  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Wells  moved  as  an  amendment  that  the  com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  place  the  monument  on 
Boston  Common. 

Mr.  Seaverns  hoped  it  would  be  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  committee,  who  might  think  it  best 
to  erect  a  Monumental  Hall. 

Mr.  Donnelly  of  Ward  3  was  surprised  at  the 
course  of  his  associate  from  his  Ward,  for  his  be- 
lief was  that  the  Attorney-General  had  given  the 
opinion  that  as  one  monument  had  been  erected  at 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  the  city  could  not  erect 
another  on  the  Common. 

Mr.  Wells  replied  that  his  colleague  did  not  un- 
derstand the  matter ;  the  reason  why  the  monu- 
ment was  stopped  was  because  it  could  not  get 
votes  enough,  and  no  decision  could  be  agreed 
upon  as  to  style.  He  voted  for  the  monument  on 
the  Common,  and  would  again  today.  Nearly  $15,- 
000  were  expended  for  the  foundation ;  and  many 
plans  were  offered  which  were  paid  for  and  others 
not.  The  plan  for  a  monument  to  cost  $125,000  did 
not  get  but  thirty-one  voces.  He  believed  the  day 
would  come  when  a  monument  would  be  erected 
on  the  Common,  and  he  would  vote  for  it. 

Mr.  Rich  gave  as  his  understanding  on  the  sub- 
ject, that  $10,000  of  the  Soldiers'  Fund  was  appro- 
priated to  the  object,  and  that  the  City  Council 
voted  $30,000,  the' whole  sum  of  $40,000  being  all 
that  was  believed  to  be  necessary.  The  plan  was 
adopted  and  the  foundation  laid,  when  it  was 
found  that  $40,000  more  would  be  needed,  and  the 
matter  went  over  to  the  next  Government.  Some 
plan  should  be  considered  for  carrying  out  the 
proposed  measure,  and  he  hoped  the  amendment 
would  not  be  adopted. 

The  amendment  was  rejected  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Messrs.  Rich  of  Ward  9,  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  and 
Seaverns  of  Ward  14  were  joined  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  offered  an  order  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  observance,  in  a  suitable  manner,  of  the 
anniversary  of  the  evacuation  of  Boston. 

A  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  was  lost  and  the 
order  was  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15,  an  order 
was  passed  that  the  Committee  on  Streets  be  re- 
quested to  notify  the  members  elect  from  Ward  15 
to  make  such  statements  before  the  Committee,  in 
relation  to  the  extension  of  Longwjod  avenue,  as 
they  may  wish. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  the  assignment  of 
the  election  of  Superintendent  of  Health  to  Thurs- 
day evening  next  at  8%  o'clock.    Lost,18to30. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  lost,  when  the  Council 
proceeded  to  the  election  of  Superintendent  of 
Health.  ... 

The  whoie  number  of  vote. 3  was  50;  Geo.  W.  For- 
ristall,  45;  three  others,  5.

The  peculiar  system  of 
organization  of  the  Department  gives  me  little  or 
no  control  over  its  members, yet  makes  me  respon- 
sible for  their  faithfulness;  and  although  1  have 
always  enjoyed  and  stiB  regain  the  confidence  of 
my  superiors,  I  seem  to  be  powerless  for  good  to 
the  public,  and  feel  as  if  I  were  in  fact  an  embar- 
rassment to  my  friends.  In  view  of  this  state  of 
things,  1  deem  it  to  be  my  duty  to  tender  you  my 
resignation  of  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police,  to  take 
citect  at  once.

RICL'ORT  ON  THE  SUBJECT  OF  JOINT  STANDING  COM- 
MITTEES. 

The  Joint  Special  Committee  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  Joint  Standing  Committees  on  Streets, 
Common  and  Squares,  Health,  Fire  Department, 
Paving,  Lamps,  Police  and  Sewers,  having  consid- 
ered the  subject,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report:  H 

The  committee  have  conferred  with  the  City 
Solicitor  in  regard  to  the  authority  under  which 
the  several  Departments  above  named  are  con- 
trolled, and  rind  that  the  powers  now  exercised  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  over  the  Departments  of 
Streets,  Paving,  Lamps,  Police  and  Sewers  are 
vested  in  that  Board  by  acts  of  the  Legislature, 
and  cannot  be  diminished  or  controlled  by  any  or- 
dinance or  order  of  the  City  Council. 

In  regaid  to  the  Health  Department,  the  fortieth 
section  of  the  City  Charter  provides  that  "all  the 


power  and  authority  now  by  law  vested  in  the 
City  Council,  or  in  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, relative  to  the  public  health  and  quarantine 
of  vessels,  shall  continue  to  be  vested  in  the  City 
Council,  to  be  carried  into  execution  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  one  or  more  Health  Commissioners; 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  health,  cleanli- 
ness, comfort,  and  order  of  the  city  may,  in  their 
judgment,  require,  subject  to  such  alterations  as 
the  Legislature  may  from  time  to  time  adopt, 
'ihe  powers  and  duties  above  named  may  be  exer- 
cised and  carried  into  effect  by  the  City  Council  in 
any  manner  which  they  may  prescribe,"  or  through 
the  agency  of  any  persons  to  whom  they  may  dele- 
gate the  same,  noi  withstanding  a  personal  exer- 
cise of  the  same,  collectively  or  individually,  is 
prescribed  by  previous  legislation;  and  the  City 
Council  may  constitute  eitlier  branch,  or  any  com- 
mittee of  their  number,  whether  joint  or  separate, 
the  Board  o:  Health,  lor  all  or  for  particular  pur- 
poses.'' 

'ihe  subject  of  amending  the  Health  ordinance 
so  as  to  give  the  control  of  the  Department  to  a 
Joint  Committee  of  the  City  Council  was  very 
carefully  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Oidi- 
nances  in  isus,  and  that  committee,  in  their  report 
((  iry  Doe.  53),  made  the  following  statements: 

"since  the  organization  of  the  City  Government 
in  IH'I'z,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  constituted 
the  Board  of  Health,  a  id  have  exercised  all  the 
duties  prescribed  to  such  a  Board  by  statute  or  by 
ordinance.  In  1853,  the  City  Council  passed  an 
ordinance  establishing  the  office  of  Superintend- 
ent of  Health,  and  transferred  to  bis  Department 
certain  duties  previously  performed  by  the  Paving 
Department. 

It  appears  from  an  examination  of  the  estimates, 
upon  which  the  annual  appropriation  for  the 
Health  Department  is  based,  that  duties  not  prop- 
erly devolving  upon  a  Board  of  Health  are  per- 
formed by  the  Health  Department. 

The  sweeping  and  cleaning  of  streets,  the  clean- 
ing of  cesspools,  and  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice 
from  the  public  walks  belong,  upon  a  strict  con- 
struction, to  the  Board  of  Alaermen  as  Surveyors 
of  Highways, — a  power  conferred  upon  thei'n  by 
the  forty-first  section  of  the  City  Charter.  It  has 
been  found  more  economical  to  have  the  Depart- 
ment which  employed  a  large  number  of  teams 
for  the  collection  of  house  offal  also  perform  cer- 
tain other  duties,  devolving  upon  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, which  require  the  same  kind  of  teams  and 
the  same  class  of  laborers.  As  long  as  the  Board 
of  Health  is  identical  with  the  Board  of  Highway 
Surveyors,  there  is  no  objection  to  such  an  ar- 
rangement, as  there  can  be  no  conflict  of  author- 
ity; but  when  it  is  proposed  to  transfer  the  powers 
of  a  Board  of  Health,  or  the  control  of  the  Health 
Department,  to  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  City 
Council,  all  those  duties  not  strictly  appertaining 
to  a  Board  of  Health,  but  now  performed  by  the 
Health  Department,  must  be  provided  for  In  some 
other  way.  This  would  involve  changes  in  the  or- 
ganization of  some  of  the  Departments,  which 
would  create  additional  expense,  and  tend  to  pro- 
duce conflicts  of  jurisdiction." 

Your  committee  fully  coincide  with  this  view  of 
the  subject,  and  would  therefore  report  that  in 
their  opinion  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  change 
the  present  by  laws  constituting  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen a  Board  of  Health. 

So  far  as  the  other  two  Departments  arc  coi - 
cerned,  namely,  Common  and  Squares  and  Fire, 
there  appears  to  be  no  valid  reason  for  placing 
their  administration  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the  committee  have 
accordingly  prepared  anil  unanimously  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ordinances, 
giving  to  the  City  Council  and  the  Joint  Commit- 
tees of  the  City  Council  all  the  powers  in  relation 
to  those  Departments  now  exercised  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  or  the  Committees  of  the  Board  under 
existing  oidinances.  There  is  a  statute  provision 
giving  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  exclusively  the 
appointment  ofenginemeu,  hosemen  and  hook 
and  ladder  men  for  the  Fire  Department;  but  in 
all  other  matters  of  organization  and  equipment 
the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council  have  equal 
jurisdiction.  Geo.  O.  Carpenter,

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The  ordinance  relating  to  the  Common  and  Pub- 
lic Grounds  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  joint 
committee  of  the  City  Council,  to  be  called  the 
Committee  on  the  Common  and  Public  Grounds. 

t<>  consist  of  three  Aldermen  and  five  members  of 
the  Common  Council,  who  shall  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  said  grounds;  the  Superintendent  to  be 
chosen  in  February  of  each  year  by  a  concurrent 
vote  of  both  branches,  and  to  have  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  these  grounds,  under  the  di- 
rection and  control  of  said  joint  committee.  The 
other  provisions  are  as  in  the  pn  sent  ordinance. 

Ihe  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  in  relation 
to  the  Fire  Department  provides  also  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, several  of  the  sections  are  amended,  but  the 
material  amendments  are  the  substitution  of  the 
v,  ords  "City  Council"  lcr  "Board  of  Aldermen"  in 
many  easts. 

The  ordinances  were  referred  to  the  Ccmmittee 
on  Ordinances. 

The  following  ord<  rs  were  also  sul  mitred: 

Ordered,  That  the  joint  rules  and  orders  of  the 
City  Council  be  amended  bv  inserting  after  the 
seventh  paragraph,  on  page  11,  the  following: 

"A  Committee  on  Common  and  Public  (.rounds, 
to  consist  of  three  Aldermen  and  live  members  of 
the  Common  Council. 

A  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  to  consist 
of  three  Aldermen  and  five  members  of  the  Com- 
mon Council." 

REPORT  ON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, who  was  requested  to  consider  what  changes 
are  necessary  in  the  organization  of  the  Police 
Department,  in  order  to  promote  its  efficiency, 
made  a  report  in  part,  at  this  time,  as  follows; 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  Department,  it  appears  that,  owing 
to  the  absence  of  any  definite  rules  in  regard  to  the 
control  of  the  Department,  its  efficiency  has  been 
seriously  impaired.  The  exercise  of  the  same 
powers  alternately  by  the  Mayor,  the  Chief  and  the 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  matters 
which  especially  require  a  rigid  adherence  to  a 
settled  course  of  action,  has  been  subversive  of  all 
discipline,  and  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that 
radical  changes  are  necessary  in  order  to  restore 
the  Department  to  that  state  of  efficiency  and  that 
position  in  the  confidence  of  the  people  which  the 
duties  it  performs  absolutely  demand. 

By  the  354th  Chapter  of  the  Acts  of  1850,  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  was  authorized  and  empowered 
to  unite,  by  ordinance,  the  Watch  and  Police  De- 
partments, and  to  oiganize  the  same  from  time  to 
time,  and  establish  regulations  therefor  not  repug- 
nant to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Act 
further  provided  that  the  Chief  of  Police,  author- 
ized to  act  by  virtue  of  such  ordinance,  should 
have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  duties  which, 
bv  the  laws  then  in  force,  might  be  had  and  exer- 
cised by  the  head  constable  of  the  Watch  of  the 
city  of  Boston. 

By  the  33d  section  of  the  City  Charter,  the  ad- 
ministration of  Police  was  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

The  fourth  section  of  this  ordinance  on  the  pol  ice 
provides  that  the  Chief  of  Police  Bhall  be  the  head 
of  the  Department  of  Police,  and  cball  bave  entire 
control  of  the  Department,  its  officers  and  mem- 
bers, and  of  all  constables  and  other  officers  when 
engaged  in  the  service  of  the  city. 

Some  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Board 
of  Aldermen  now  in  force  are  calculated  to  limit 
or  restrain  the  exercise  of  those  powers  which  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  confer  upon  the  Chief; 
and  the  committee  are  now  preparing  a  careful  re- 
vision of  the  rules  in  order  to  make  the  position  of 
Chief  what  it  was  intended  it  should  be — the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  Department. 

But  while  the  present  disorganized  state  of  the 
whole  force  is  owing  in  a  great  measure  to  the 
cause  we  have  stated,  there  appears  to  be  a  still 
more  serious  defect  in  the  organization  of  one 
branch  of  the  service,  which  should  lie  remedied 
without  delay.  The  present  detective  system, 
more  than  anything  else,  has  tended  to  bring  the 
Department  into  disrepute.  Undoubtedly  there 
have  been  many  exaggerations  and  misstatements 
in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  detective 


service  has  been  performed;  but  it  is  sufficient 
that  the  public  have  lost  confidence  in  its  efticien- 
cy.  No  amount  of  investigation  or  explanation 
would  restore  that  confidence,  without  which  the 
service  is  worse  than  useless;  and  the  Commit- 
tee feel  justified,  without  proceeding  any  further, 
in  recommending  that  the  present  detective  sys- 
tem be  entirely  abolished.  Although  we  have  not 
yet  matured  a  plan  for  the  performance  of  this 
service,  in  a  different  manner,  we  are  satisfied  that 
such  action  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  public 
interests;  and  we  would,  therefore,  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order  at  this 
time.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Ccxcmon 
Council  was  held  this  evening;,  at  iyz  o'clock,  M, 
E.  Ingalls,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

Petitions  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  were  re- 
ferred in  concurrence. 

'lhe  order  that  fees  received  by  police  officers  as 
witnesses  lie  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  Police,  and  placed 
to  the  credit  of  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  aged  and 
indigent  policemen, .was  referred  in  concurrence  to 
the  Committee  on  » irdinances. 

lhe  order  that  the  amount  for  bad  gee  for  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  be  charged  to  incidental  ex- 
penses was  passed  in  concurrence. 

The  order  to  pay  the  late  Chief  cf  Police  his 
salary  until  the  first  of  April  next,  was  read  once. 

The  following  matters  weie  retened  in  concur- 
rence : 

Reference  to  Committee  on  Ordinances  of  report 
and  ordinances  relating  to  the  fire  Department, 
and  Common  and  Squares  (City  Doc.  22);  and  of 
older  to  amend  joint  rules,  so  as  to  provide  for 
.Joint  Committees  on  Fire  Department,  and  Com- 
mon and  Squares. 

Keference  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
of  request  for  school  acc<  mmodations  for  schools 
in  Station  One,  instead  cf  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Instruction. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond tune  and  passed: 

Order  to  provide  specifications  for  proper  accom- 
modations for  Police  Station  No.  1,  and  primary 
schools  in  the  building,  during  the  work  of  widen- 
ing Hanover  street. 

order  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  in  each  case,  for  attach- 
ing the  proper  fire  alarm  striking-  apparatus  to  any 
of  the  bells  of  the  city. 

ELECTION  OF  CITY"  OFFICERS. 

William  fl.  Bradley  was  reelected,  in  concur- 
rence, Superintendent  of  Sewers,  by  a  vote  of  4G  to 
2  for  all  others. 

The  election  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  was  taken 
up  by  special  assignment. 

Mi'.  Giblin  of  Ward  7  moved  a  postponement  of 
this  election  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council, 
which  was  lost,  when  the  Council  proceeded  to  an 
election  with  the  following  result: 

Whole  number  of  votes,  58.  Frederic  W.  Lin- 
coln, 53;  Joseph  Buckley,  43;  Phineas  M.  Crane, 
57;  Thomas  F.  Temple,  5(5,  and  were  elected. 
Charles  K.  McLean  had  8;  John  Kenney,  3;  Lucius 
Slade,  B.  C.  Piper,  William  Manning  and  L.  F. 
Morse,  one  each. 

SUFFOLK  STREET   DISTRICT. 

The  report  and  orders  concerning  Suffolk  Street 
District  were  taken  up,  by  special  assignment,  the 
pending  question  being  the  amendments  to  the  or- 
ders offered  by  .Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10. 

These  amendments  provide  for  the  election  of 
three  commissioners  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  City  Council,  who  shall  be  author- 
ized to  contract  for  the  filling  of  the  territory  in 
question  anil  who  shall  have  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  work  under  said  contracts,  and  to  hold 
office  until  said  work  is  completed,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  the  City  Council ;  and  providing  also 
for  reconveyance  of  the  property  to  the  original 
owners  when  the  territory  shall  be  raised,  subject 
to  such  assessments  for  widening  and  extending 
streets  or  rilling  vacant  lands  as  the  committee  in 
charge  shall  deem  expedient. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  hoped  the  question  would  not 
be  taken  on  the  amendment  until  reasons  were 
given  for  its  adoption.  Mo  one  replying,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  say  that  so  far  as  regarded  the  election 
of  Commissioners,  which  this  cbnt-  mplated,  it  was 
believed  within  a  month  after  the   Commissioners 


on  the  Church  Street  District  were  elected,  that  a 
mistake  had  been  made.  The  election  of  Commis- 
sioners but  complicated  the  matter,  for  there 
were  questions  on"  the  Church  street  District  not 
yet  settled,  and  which  would  not  be  settled  lor 
years.  If  Commissioners  were  to  be  elected,  then 
lhe  committee  had  better  not  exist,  for  there 
would  be  divided  authority  resulting  in  increased 
expense. 

Mr.  Wilkins  of  \Vard  9  hoped  that  the  amend- 
ment would  not  be  adopted,  and  thai  Commission- 
i  is  would  not  lie  elected.  In  his  experience  since 
the  1st  January,  on  the  Church  street  Committee. 
he  had  learned  that  there  were  a  large  number  of 
cases  unsettled  growing  out  of  the  action  of  die 
commissioners.  If  Commissioners  were  to  be 
elected,  he  would  not  wish  to  serve  on  such  a  ccm- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  agreed  with  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  1  in  regard  to  the  second 
order,  which  ought  not  to  have  been  in  the  report 
of  the  committee,  and  which  appeared  to  have 
been  smuggled  into  the  middle  of  the  report,  'lhe 
difficulties  in  relation  to  the  Church  street  Dis- 
ti  ict  arose  from  the  duties  of  the  Commissioners 
not  being  properry  delined.  By  his  amendment, 
there  was  mot  that  "difficulty.  It  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  the  members  of  the  committee  would 
expend  a  great  deal  of  time  in  the  superintendence 
of  this  work,  and  there  should  be  competent  au- 
thority tor  such  superintendence.  Ihis  com- 
mittee appeared  to  le  the  only  committee  of 
the  City  Government  who  objected  to  the 
election  of  subordinates  under  them,  it  was  ob- 
jected that  there  would  lie  a  conflict  of  authority, 
but  he  could  not  see  any  need  of  such  conflict. 
The  duties  of  the  committee  are  well  defined,  and 
after  the  Commissioners  have  made  their  con- 
tracts with  the  approval  of  the  committee,  the 
Commissioners  are  to  see  that  the  work  is  faith- 
fully executed.  If  fault  is  found  with  the  second 
order,  the  committee  had  themselves  only  to 
blame  for  it.  lhe  Commissioners  should  be  elect- 
ed and  hold  office  tint  1  the  work  is  completed,  and 
not  be  subject  to  removal  by  a  new  committee, 
which  must  be  appointed  before  such  completion 
of  the  work. 

Mr.  smith  further  remarked  that  he  was  not  clear 
that  the  time  had  come  for  the  taking  of  this  terri- 
tory. It  had  been  reported  that  unless  it  was  done 
now  it  could  not  be  done,  lhe  act  under  which 
the  work  is  authorized  does  not  expire  until  June 
next.  31  eaiitime  the  committee  may  further  con- 
sider the  subject,  whether  some  changes  may  not 
be  made,  and  if  necessaiy  the  act  may  be  renewed. 
The  city  had  now  on  its  hands  as  large  arj  amount 
of  expenditure  as  was  desirable,  and  no  loss  would 
result  from  the  delay. 

.Mr.  Hall  remarked  upon  the  provision  in  the 
second  order  comprised  in  the  amendment,  that 
the  owners  of  estates  "will  agree  in  writing 
to  take  a  release  of  their  respective  estates,  ' 
that  on  reference  to  section  8,  page  6,  of  the 
committee's  report,  no  such  provision  occurs. 
There  were  other  sta cements  also  not  in  the  report 
of  the  committee.  The  proposed  order  contem- 
lates  banding  together  all  of  the  owners  of  property 
on  the  territory  against  the  city,  and  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  City  solicitor  such  a  measure  would  be 
suicidal.  There  should  be  no  division  of  power,  as 
proposed,  and  he  hoped  no  such  action  would  be 
taken.  He  was  anxious  that  every  dollar  may  be 
saved  that  is  possible,  and  in  the  appointment  of 
one  or  more  superintendents  to  see  that  the  work 
is  well  done,  even  a  new  committee  could  obtain 
all  the  information  that  is  necessary.  It  was  not 
likely,  either,  that  a  new  committee  would  dis- 
charge those  who  had  such  information,  for  the 
sake  of  putting  in  a  friend. 

Eitherthe  committee  or theCommissioners should 
have  the  power  of  deciding  on  questions  which 
may  arise.  There  L,re  pending  today  appeals  on 
the  decisions  in  the  Church  street  matters.  If  we 
are  to  have  a  commission,  why  divide  the  work'.' 
or  why  submit  matters  to  the  committee  if  the 
Commissioners  are  to  make  the  contracts,  and  de- 
cide upon  questions  growing  out  of  them?  This 
amendment,  ought  not  to  be  adopted,  for  the  inter- 
ests of  the  city. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  had  not  anticipated  that  his 
opponents  would  furnish  him  with  arguments, 
which  they  hack  The  committee  agreed  with  him 
that  there  must  be  Commissioners  of  some  sort, 
theirs  appointed  by  the  committee  and  his  elected 
by  the  City  Council.  It  was  then  only  a  question 
for  the  Council  to  determine  whether  they  would 
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have  a  Commission  responsible  to  the  City  Gov- 
ernment, or  one  responsible  alone  to  the  commit- 
tee. With  reference  to  the  second  order,  lie  re- 
peated that  it  was  the  same  which  had  been  re- 
ported 1  y  the  committee. 

Mr.  Fi<  st  of  Wail '.)  «as  not  quite  satisfied  with 
the  report  of  the  committee,  or  with  the  proposed 
amendments.  It  was  tut  an  act  of  justice  that  the 
city  should  abate  this  nuisance  and  raise  the  peo- 
ple in  that  territory  from  the  slough  of  despond. 
Ihe  city  should  pay  the  entire  expense,  but  he  did 
not  ask  that,  neither  did  the  occupants  of  that  ter- 
ritory. At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  report  upon  tne  expediency  of 
doing  tiiis  work.  That  was  all,  but  they  Ha  I  gone  be- 
yunu  that  ai  d  proposed  a  plan.  The  committee  was 
ii  good  one,  and  he  would  not  want  a  betttrone. 
Yet  the  people  in  that  territory  would  be  under  the 
entire  control  and  at  the  mercy  of  the  committee, 
a  d  they  had  no  surety  that  they  should  ever  get 
their  property  back  again.  If  the  work  was  to  be 
done,  it  should  he  done  under  a  Commission  who 
should  see  it  completed,  and  as  the  present  com- 
mittee would  not  see  the  work  completed,  the 
Commission  would  be  likely  to  be  changed.  He 
was  not  sine,  either,  that  it  was  necessary  to  do 
the  work  proposed,  lor  possibly  the  drainage 
might  he  improved  without  going  to  this  enormous 
outlay  required  by  the  plan.  The  committee  say  this 
is  tut  the  plan  proposed  last  year.  But  their  report 
goes  on  to  say,  in  explanation  and  modification  of 
s>ect1on8,  that  the  reconveyances  shall  be  made  sub- 
ject to  the  payment  of  such  assessments  for  benefit 
from  widening  and  extending  streets,  or  tilling 
vacant  lauds,  or  any  other  acts  of  the  city,  which 
the  committee  shall  deem  expedient.  He*  did  not 
know  of  any  other  acts  of  the  city  for  which  the 
owners  of  the  property  should  be  obliged  to  pay. 
Jf  there  were  any  such  acts,  what  are  they?  They 
might  be  subjected  to  pay  for  Washington  street 
improvements  or  improvements  on  some  other 
street.  It  was  very  important  that  this  work  should 
be  carried  forward,  well  and  honestly,  for  the  city, 
and  it  should  be  done  honestly  and  justly  for  the 
o  nors  of  property.  He  would  not  do  anything  to 
retard  the  work,  and  if  the  amendment  was  adopt- 
ed, he  hoped  the  committee  would  be  requested  to 
nominate  the  Commissioners.  He  had  objected  to 
amendments,  and  had  great  objection  to  the  plans 
of  the  committee,  and  he  wished  that  the  report 
would  be  recommitted,  that  the  committee  might 
report  something  more  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  thought  this  matter  had 
taken  a  wide  range,  and  having  done  so,  no  objec- 
tion could  he  made  to  his  following  the  objections 
which  had  been  made  to  the  report,  under  the  prop- 
osition to  amend. 

Mr.  Bishop  further  said  that  the  committee  found 
the  report  of  last  year,  and  reported  it  to  the  City 
Council.  The  plan  was  not  theirs,  but  they  could 
not  see  how  any  other  could  be  carried  out,  and 
they  believed  it  would  be  better  to  have  the  work 
done   under  the  direction  of  tho  committee  than 


to  have  a  Commission  and  several  superintendents 
under  them  to  see  to  the  work. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  0  agreed  with  the  gentleman 
who  moved  the  amendment  in  regard  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  Commissioners,  but  he  could  not  see 
any  need  of  having  so  many.  The  Commissioners 
on  the  Church  Street  District  saved  to  the  city 
$170,000  or  $180,000.  There  was  no  need  of  the 
appointment  of  three  or  more  superintendents. 
The  committee  would  not  spend  their  time  in  su- 
perintending this  work,  for  he  would  not  if  he 
were  on  the  committee.  There  should  be  some  one 
to  see  that  the  contracts  were  properly  made  and 
carried  ou;.  Two  Commissioner  would  be  enough, 
and  if  they  were  divided  in  any  matter  the  com- 
mittee could  decide  between  them. 

Mr.  Frost  made  some  further  remarks,  in  which 
he  expressed  the  hope  that  the  matter  would  be 
recommitted,  and  made  a  motion  for  recommit- 
ment. 

Mr.  Smith  suggested  that  as  there  were  some 
doubts  about  legal  points,  it  had  better  go  to  the 
Committee  on  ordinances. 

Mr.  Hall  objected,  stating  that  if  the  report 
should  te  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Suf- 
folk Street  District,  they  would  undoubtedly  l»ok 
to  any  matters  of  that  kind. 

The  mot;on  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances was  withdrawn,  when  the  report  was  re- 
committed to  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk  Street 
District.

The  following  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Police: 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 

Boston  : 

The  undersigned,  a  citizen  and  tax  payer  in  Bos- 
ton, respectfully  represents,  that  burglary  has  in- 
creased fearfully  the  past  two  years  within  the 
limits  of  Boston,  until  almost  every  morning  brings 
a  recoid  of  a  new  outrage  by  midnight  plunderers; 
that  citizens  have  a  right  to  look  to  their  local 
government  for  all  the  protection  in  its  power  to 
grant,  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  secure  in  their 
persons  and  property,  and  enjoy  the  sanctity  or' 
their  homes  without  even  a  fear  of  unlawful  mo- 
lestation; that  at  the  present  time  numerous 
households,  in  every  section  of  the  cuy,  are 
nightly  kept  in  a  state  of  disquiet  and  alarm, 
from  tear  of  such  burglarious  visitations  as 
have  overtaken "  their  neighbors;  that  no  police 
arrangements  seem  t;i  be  sufficient  to  detector 
defeat  the  operations  of  the  horde  of  robbers  who 
so  annoy  and  disturb  our  peaceable  tax-paying 
citizens,  and  that  therefore  some  method  should 
be  devised  by  the  Government  which  would  tend 
to  "thin  out '  the  burglars,  and  render  their  occu- 
pation too  hazardous  to  be  pursued. 

To  this  end,  alter  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
subject,  and  some  study  of  the  law  of  cause  and 
eiiict,  for  myself  and  my  neighbors  and  numerous 
fellow-citizens  who  can  testify  feelingly  on  the 
subject,  1  respectfully  suggest,  as  one  of  the  surest 
means  of  giving  quietus  to  professional  burglary 
in  our  municipality,  and  of  inducing  such  villainous 
gentry  to  devour  'each  other,  that  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  request  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  offer  a 
standing  reward  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  any 
person  who  will  give  information  which  shall  lead 
to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  a  burglar,  for  the 
commission  of  any  burglarious  act  within  the 
liiniis  of  the  city  of  Boston.

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Koxbury  Latin 
School,  for  an  appropriation  in  aid  of  said  school, 
made  a  report,  as  follows: 

By  an  act  ot  the  Legislature  of  1809,  the  city  was 
authorized  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeuing 
$3000  in  anv  single  year  for  the  maintenance  of 
this  school,"  provided  that  the  Trustees  should 
report  annually  to  the  School  Committee  in  regard 
to  the  standing  and  condition  of  the  school,  and 
such  statistics  as  are  required  of  the  Boston  Latin 
School.  An  appropriation  of  $3000  was  made  liy 
the  City  Council  last  year,  and  has  been  expended 
mainly  upon  repairs  of  the  school  building.  An 
appropriation  of  $2000  is  asked  this  year  for  sup- 
plying the  school  with  Cochituate  water,  for  appa- 
ratus ami  books  of  reference,  and  for  increasing 
the  salaries  of  valuable  teachers. 

This  school  was  established  in  lt>45,  and  is  support- 
ed by  the  income  of  a  fund  derived  chiefly  from  the 
lease  of  lands  bequeathed  to  It  in  1671  by  Thomas 
Bell  of  London.  At  the  expiration  of  some  of  the 
present  leases,  the  income  will  be  sufficient  to 
make  this  school  entirely  self-sustaining.  It  is 
free  to  pupils  from  all  sections  of  the  city ;  and  the 
Ti u stees  state  in  the  communication  that  it  bears 
the  same  relation  to  the  Boston  Latin  school  that 
the  Koxbury  High  School  bears  to  the  Uirls'  High 
and  Normal  School;  and  while  it  relieves  the  Bus- 
ton  Latin  school,  already  crowded,  it  saves  this 
city  annually  not  less  than  .>;5u00  or  £0000  by  edu- 
cating nearly  eighty  beys. 

This  is  the  only  school  not  under  the  direct  con- 
trol of  the  School  Committee  which  receives  aid 
from  the  City  Council,  and  its  claims  are  therefore 
proper'y  subject  to  careful  scrutiny. 

In  view  of  the  special  authority  from  the  Legis- 
lature authorizing  appropriations,  and  the  excep- 
tionally strong  claim  of  the  petitioners,  the  Com- 
mittee feel  justified  in  recommending  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Koxbury  Latin  Sthool  the  sum  of 
SiiOOO,  to  be  expended  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient  for  the  maintenance  of  said  school, 
prdvided  that  said  Trustees  shall  make  the  annua) 


report  mentioned  in  the  act  of  the  Legislature  con- 
cerning saitl  school,  approved  April  13th,  1809. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  read 
once. 

FREE  BOOKS  FOR  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  same  Committee, 
who  were  requested  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
lurnishing  books  and  stationery  fiee  oi  expense  to 
the  pupils  of  all  the  public  school,  made  a  report, 
as  follows: 

This  subject  is  one  of  the  most  important  which 
the  City  Council  will  be  called  upon  to  consider, 
our  puDiic  school  system  has  long  been  regarded 
with  complacent  pride  by  the  citizens;  but  while 
we  have  been  resting  contentedly  on  our  sense  of 
perfection  in  that  department  of  our  municipal 
government,  recent  examinations  show  that  outer 
cities  have  gone  beyond  us  in  some  important  par- 
ticular. 

Ihis  lailure  to  keep  pace  in  all  respects  with  the 
progress  of  the  timts  is  owing  to  no  want  of  liber- 
ality on  the  part  of  the  citizens;  for  on  those 
points  which  gave  us  our  own  reputation  on  the 
srart,  we  still  continue  to  lead.  Our  school  build- 
ings, taken  altogether,  are  undoubtedly  the  best 
in  ihe  L  nited  states,  and  our  teachers  are  paid  on 
the  average  the  highest  salaries.  Where  we  have 
failed  has  been  in  the  lack  of  appreciation  of  new 
methods  and  appliances  introduced  by  others.  It 
is  only  necessaiy,  we  are  sure,  to  point  out  wheie- 
ln  we  are  deficient  to  secure  prompt  action  in  re- 
pairing the  deficiency. 

We  now  furnish  schoolhouses,  teachers,  maps, 
globes,  reference  books  and  ink  for  the  education- 
al department,  but  oblige  the  pupils,  except  those 
whose  parents  are  in  indigent  circumstances,  to 
furnish  text-tooks  and  pens. 

Philadelphia  furnishes  books  free  to  all  pupils, 
at  an  expense,  according  to  the  last  report,  of  less 
than  one  dollar  for  eacn  scholar.  .New  lork  fur- 
nishes books  and  stationery,  at  an  expense  of 
about  two  dollars  for  each  scholar. 

The  statute  law  now  in  force  in  this  Common- 
wealth provides  that  if  any  scholar  is  not  furnish- 
ed by  nis  parent,  master  or  guardian  with  the 
requisite  books,  he  shall  be  supplied  therewith  by 
the  School  Committee  at  the  expense  of  the  town; 
and  the  School  Committee  are  required  to  give  no- 
tice in  writing  to  the  Assessors  of  the  names  of 
the  scholars  supplied,  and  the  Assessors  shall  add 
the  price  of  the  books  to  the  next  annual  tax  of 
such  parents,  masters  or  guardians. 

These  provisions,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  col- 
lection of  the  price  of  the  books  from  the  parents 
&c.  of  the  pupil,  have  not  been  enforced  in  this 
city,  for  the  reason  that  the  books  are  not  actually 
given  to  the  pupils,  but  are  stamped  "The  property 
of  the  city  of  Boston."  The  expense  for  thus  fur- 
nishing books  to  indigent  children  in  the  Grammar 
and  Primary  schools  in  1857-58  amounted  to  S1318 
15;  in  1868-09  to  $13,888  20.  The  amount  of  appro- 
priation for  1869-70  was  $16,500.  Out  of  33,535  chil- 
dren in  the  schools,  15,650  were  supplied  in  whole 
or  in  part  with  books  by  the  city.  The  cost  of  these 
books  from  1865  to  1869  was  S66*500. 

The  estimated  expense  for  furnishing  books  and 
stationery  free  to  all  the  pupils  is  557,000  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

We  could  suggest  ways  and  means  by  which  this 
additional  expense  of  furnishing  books  and  sta- 
tionery could  be  covered,  or  nearly  so  by  a  reduc- 
tion of  expenses  in  other  directions.  In  the  con- 
struction of  new  schoolhouses  there  is  an  unnec- 
essary expense  for  ornamentation  and  architec- 
tural display.  By  doing  away  with  these  and  with 
extra  rooms  for  teachers  and  the  elaborate  finish 
of  certain  portions  of  the  interiors,  the  cost  would 
be  greatly  reduced  and  the  cause  of  education 
certainly  would  not  be  injuriously  affected. 

Many  valuable  suggestions  for  the  improvement 
of  our  system  are  to  be  found  in  an  able  report  on 
"The  Public  Schools  and  the  Systems  of  Public 
Instruction  in  the  Cities  of  Aew  York,  Philadel- 
phia, Baltimcre  and  Washington,"  printed  by  the 
school  Board  of  Boston  in  1867. 

Copies  of  the  report,  prepared  by  gentlemen  who 
possessed  a  thorough  practical  knowledge  of  our 
own  system,  will  be  furnished  to  the  members  of 
the  City  Council,  and  we  commend  it  to  their  care- 
ful consideration. 

Believing  that  the  efficiency  of  our  school  sys- 
tem would  be  greatly  promoted  by  furnishing 
books  to  all  the  pupils,  without  discrimination, 
the  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 
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Ordered,  That  the  Committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil on  Legislative  Matters  be  requested  to  apply  to 
the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  an  act  author- 
izing the  City  Council  of  Boston,  if  they  deem  it 
expedient,  to  furnish  books  and  stationery  free  of 
expense  to  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools. 

The  order  being  on  it?  passage, 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  if  it  was  not  possible 
to  provide  in  the  furnishing  of  books,  that  changes 
of  nooks  shall  not  be  made  by  the  school  Commit- 
tee by  a  bare  majority  of  votes.  Unless  such  a 
provision  be  made  the  School  Committee  will  be 
harrassed  by  publishers  of  school  books  as  are  the 
Committee  on  leaving  far  trials  of  new  kinds  of 
woouen  pavement,  ihere  should  at  least  be  re- 
quired a  vote  of  two-thirds  for  a  change  of  school 
books. 

AK.trman  Connor  thought  the  inquiry  a  good 
one,  but  the  Committee  thought  the  sunject  one 
which  did  not  belong  to  this  Board.  They  did  not 
wish  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  tne  school 
Committee,  but  he  believed  a  change  of  books 
should  not  lie  made  without  a  vote  of  three-fourths. 
J  f  thought  expedient,  such  wise  provisions  might 
be  made. 

Alderman  Talbot  did  not  think  such  a  provision 
would  be  out  of  the  line  of  this  Board,  which  was 
called  up  to  provide  lor  the  expense  of  the  school 
bouks.  To  neglect  to  do  so  would  rather  be  like 
shirking  their  duty. 

Alderman  Connor  was  willing  that  such  a  pro- 
vision should  be  made,  having  in  view  the  impor- 
tance of  the  subject.  The  Committee,  he  repeated, 
were  afraid  that  by  proposing  such  a  provision 
would  be  an  tnterierence  of  the  duties  of  the 
School  Committee. 

The  order  was  passed. 

RULES  MD    REGULATIONS    FOR  THE    GOVERITMENT 
OF  THE  POLICE. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, made  a  reoprt,  submitting  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  government  of  the  Boston  Police, 
with  a  recommendation  of  their  adoption.  The 
Committee  say: 

The  principal  changes  proposed  in  the  rules  now  in 
force  are  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Chief  of  Police 
more  complete  control  of  the  discipline  and  man- 
agement of  the  members  of  the  Department,  and 
providing  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  performance 
of  such  special  or  detective  service  as  may  be 
found  necessary  in  particular  cases.  The  Chief  or 
his  Deputy  are  authorized, when  occasion  requires, 
to  call  upon  any  member  of  the  Department  to  per- 
form special  duty  at  the  central  office  or  elsewhere. 

The  opportunity  thus  afforded  to  every  member 
of  the  Department  to  obtain  recognition  of  his 
abilities  is  calculated  to  give  a  healthy  stimulus 
to  the  whole  force.  The  advantages  possessed  by 
a  select  body  of  men  as  detectives,  and  acquiring  a 
familiarity  with  certain  classes  of  criminals,  are 
more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  intimate  and 
dangerous  knowledge  easily  gained  by  the  crimi- 
nals of  the  habits  and  disposition  of  the  detective. 
When  a  body  of  five  hundred  men  is  made  avail- 
able, the  lack  of  individual  experience  will 
be  compensated  by  the  greater  energy  and 
determination  of  those  selected  for  spec- 
ial duty,  and  the  want  of  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  the  criminal  of  his  pursuer. 

This  proposed  change  in  the  performance  of  the 
detective  service  will,  we  think,  be  the  means  of 
checking  the  present  vicious  policy  of  making 
compromises  or  arrangements,  especially  between 
thieves  and  the  persons  from  whom'they  have 
stolen.  It  should  be  impressed  upon  every  'officer 
that  his  first  duty  is  to  secure  the  criminal ;  that  he 
is  not  appointed  to  act  as  a  broker  or  middleman 
between  the  criminal  and  his  victim,  but  upon 
broad  grounds  of  public  policy;  and  that  he  is  not 
clothed  with  any  judicial  power  to  decide  on  the 
measure  of  punishment  to  be  awarded  to  crimi- 
nals. His  duty  is  to  use  all  proper  and  lawful 
means  for  procuring  the  body  of  the  criminal,  and 
producing  it  in  court  with  his  evidence. 

It  may  seem  superfluous  to  repeat  such  well- 
known  rules ;  but  unfortunately  the  Police  system 
throughout  the  country  has  become  so  impreg- 
nated with  the  compromise  theory  that  the  plainest 
principles  of  law  and  public  policy  have  been  for- 
gotten or  neglected.  Unless  there  is  a  return  to 
sounder  ideas  of  police  duty  it  will  be  found  nec- 
essary to  enact  laws  enabling  the  Govern- 
ment to  retain  possession  of  property  recovered 
until  the  thieves  have  been  brought  to  justice. 


With  a  view  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  any 
member  of  the  Boston  Department  from  being 
hereafter  concerned  in  such  compromises  or 
arrangements,  a  stringent  rule  is  inserted  among 
the  proposed  amendments,  making  offenders  sub- 
ject to  immediate  dismissal  from  the  force.  Some 
other  amendments,  of  minor  importance,  are  pro- 
posed, to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations were  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

The  first  amended  rule  is  as  follows : 

1.  lhe  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  the  chief  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Police  Department,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  its  discipline  and  efficiency.  He 
shad  report  all  instances  of  wiltul  disobedience  or 
neglect  of  duty  to  the  Mayor 

'ihe  ninth  mle  is  amended  so  that  cases  of 
suspensions  for  a  short  teim,  and  the  granting  of 
lurloiighs,  are  not  required  to  be  reported  to  the 
-Viayor, 

uther  amended  rules  are  as  follows : 

10.  The  Chief,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Deputy 
Chief,  may  at  any  time  detail  such  and  so  many 
officers  of  either  rank,  from  one  or  more  of  the 
police  stations  in  the  city,  for  special  duty  at  the 
centrai  office,  or  elsewhere, as  maybe  required,  for 
defective  or  other  service.  The  officers  so  deta  led 
shall  be  under  the  immediate  command  of  the 
Chief  or  the  Deputy,  and  shall  hold  themselves  m 
readiness  to  answer  any  cabs  made  upon  them  by 
those  officers  in  connection  with  the  business  of 
the  Department. 

17.  The  Chief,  and  in  his  absence  the  Deputy,  may 
in  their  discretion  send  any  officers  of  the  De- 
partment out  of  the  city  or  the  State  in  pursuit  of 
any  fugitive  from  justice,  or  to  recover  stolen 
'.properly,  but  no  bills  for  expenses  or  extra  service 
shall  be  contracted  against  the  city  without  the 
approval  of  the  Committee  on  Police. 

18.  When  any  person  is  taken  into  custody  by 
the  officers  detailed  at  the  central  office,  he  shah, 
if  practicable,  be  conveyed  to  the  central  office, 
and  a  full  description  of  his  person  and  the  time 
and  cause  of  his  arrest,  his  name  and  that  of  the 
arresting  officer,  with  the  amount  and  description 
of  property  taken  from  his  person,  shall  be  record- 
ed in  the  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  prop- 
erty taken  from  any  person  shall  be  put  together, 
carefully  narked,  and  left  with  the  Clerk  of  Police. 

19.  The  dress  or  uniform  of  the  officers  detailed 
at  the  central  office,  or  elsewhere,  for  special  duty, 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  Chief  or  the  Deputy. 

20.  The  officers  detailed  for  special  duty  at  the 
central  office,  or  elsewhere,  shall  receive  such 
compensation  for  extra  service  as  the  Committee 
on  Police  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

21.  The  central  office,  at  City  Hall,  shall  be  kept 
open  from  9  o'clock  A.  M.  until  ti  o'clock  P.  M.

Alderman  Talbot  stated  in  explanation  of  the 
order  that  he  hud  several  times  recently  been 
called  upon  to  act  as  a  police  man,  on  account  of 
obstructions  of  the  streets  by  persons  engaged  in 
buildino.  In  Congress  street,  Beach  street,  Avon 
and  Chauncy  streets,  parties  engaged  in  building 
had  not  only  obstructed  the  walks  by  "lean-tos.-' 
but  had  obstructed  the  streets  by  materials,  and  in 
Avon  street  large  quantities  of  dirt  had  been  al- 
lowed to  collect,  so  as  greatly  tool  struct  travel  for 
some  days.

On  ihe  2<Kh  of  September  last  the  following  or- 
der was  pissed  by  ihe  Ciiy  Council: 

Ordered,  'lhat  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be 
authorized  to  convey  water  from  East  Boston  to 
the  institutions  at  Deer  Island;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose to  lay  pi,  es  through  the  town  of  Wintnrop 
and  across  Shirley  Uut,  as  provided  by  chapter  one 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  cf  the  acts  of  the  year 
1869. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  lie  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  lilVy-four  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  expended  by  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  in 
conveying  wa'er  from  East  Boston  to  Deer  Island. 
Upon  the  receipt  of  the  above  order,  the  Board 
requested  the  City  Engineer  to  make  an  accurate 
survey  of  the  entire  route,  and  give  them  a  relia- 
ble estimate  of  the  cost.  Previous  to  the  passage 
of  the  appropriation,  he  had  been  requested  by  the 
Joint  Special  Committee  on  Water  to  give  them  an 
estimate  of  what  it  would  cost  to  lay  a  pipe  tj 
Deer  Island  of  sufficient  size  to  deliver  50,800  gal- 
lons in  twenty-four  h  rare,  this  amount  being  con- 
sidered ample  for  the  daily  v/ants  of  the  several 
institutions  on  the  Island,  aud  the  estimate  then 
made  was  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  but  we  now 
fin  1  that  th  j  Directors  of  laiblic  Institutions  not 
only  require  this  daily  supply,  but  they  wish  to  es- 
tablish tire-hydrants  in  several  localities  on  the 
Island. 

As  it  is  well  known  that  a  pipe  which  would  be 
of  sufficient  size  to  furnish  the  require  1  quantity 
in  twenty-four  hours  would  not  supply  a  single 
hand  tire-engine  in  case  of  tire,  much  less  would  it 
be  of  any  use  attached  to  a  tire-hydrant ;  to  ac- 
complish what  the  Directors  require  will  necessi- 
tate the  laying  of  much  larger  pipes  than  was  at 
first  contemplate  1,  which  will  of  course  increase 
the  first  estimated  cost.  1 

The  Board,  therefore,  do  not  feel  authorized  to 
proceed  with  the  work  without  further  instruc- 
tions from  the  City  Council.  The  additional  ex- 
pense on  account  ol  the  increased  size  of  pipe  we 
estimate  at  twenty-one  thousand  dollars,  making 
the  total  cost  of  the  work  seventy-live  thousand 
dollars,  instead  of  the  fifty-four  thousand  already 
appropriated. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council,  it  is  still 
desiranle  to  convey  the  water  to  Deer  Ishind,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  make  a  further  appropriation 
of  twenty-one  thousand  dollais.

The  report  states  that  during  the  last  year  James 
Emery  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  du*ies 
as  superintendent,  and  the  work  upon  the  grounds 
and  structures  of  the  cemetery  has  been  carried 
forward  mainly  in  accordance  with  the  designs  of 
Luther  Briggs,"  Esq..  as  rapidly  and  successfully  as 
was  promised  in  the  last  year  s  report. 

The  small  dwelling-house,  which  then  stood  near 
the  main  entrance  in  Adams  stieet,  has  been  re- 
moved to  a  suitable  location  on  Milton  stieet,  en- 
larged and  fitted  for  the  Superintendent's  resi- 
dence, and  is  now  occupied  as  such;  the  necessary 
stables,  sheds,  and  houses  for  tools  and  storage 
have  also  been  completed. 

To  protect  the  grounds  from  intrusion  and  afford 
such  security  as  the  uses  to  which  the  place  is 
devoted  require,  substantial  fences  hive  been 
erected,  el  which  2200  Hueal  leet,  between  the 
cemetery  and  the  street,  are  wrought  lences  of 
appropr  ate  design,  while  those  dividing  it  from 
private  lands,  though  plain,  are  equally  durable.

That  was  the  reason  why  he  was  opposed  to 
a  Joint  Committee  on  the  Department,  and  why 
he  wished  to  have  the  matter  laid  over. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  the  circumstances 
attending  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on 
the  order  relating  to  Joint  Committees.  A  consul- 
tation of  the  Committee  with  the  City  solicitor 
showed  where  the  line  of  eluty  of  the  Committee 
was.  On  most  of  the  matters  the  city  charter  de- 
volved the  duties  on  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  It 
was  conceded  that  in  relation  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment there  would  be  no  objection  to  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee, and  it  was  weB  enough,  ns  it  wis  fp^ici;

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Aldcrmaii  Oowdii  ,  from  th?  Joint  Committee  on 
the  Treasury  Department,  who  were  directed  iy  an 
order  of  the  City  Council,  passed  January  28,  1870, 
to  investigate  the  recent  fr.m  tulent  translation  in 
the  Treasurer's  office,  with  authority  to  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  submitted  a  report  that  they 
have  made,  a  careful  and  thorough  investigation  of 
the  neuter  referred  to  in  the  order  and  of  a.l  the 
circumstances  connected  therewith,  and  they 
present  the  following  brief  statement  of  the  es- 
sential facts  established  by  their  inquiry: 

John  W.  Collins  was  first  employed  in  the  Treas- 
urer's office  in  October,  1808.  He  had  pievious.y 
been  employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  Assessors' office, 
and  subsequently  as  an  Inspector  in  the  Water 
office.  While  in  the  Water  office,  it  appears  that 
he  lost  a  small  sum  (  f  money  in  a  gamming  li3use, 
which  was  afterwards  recovered.  ihe  money  be 
longed  to  him ;  as  the  office  which  he  he;  J  did  not 
involve  the  collection  or  disbursement  of  any 
money  belonging  t-  the  city.  The  i act  of  his  hav- 
ing loot  money  at  play  was  entirely  unknown  to 
any  of  the  officers  in  the  departments  where  I13 
was  engaged  until  the  recent  transaction. 

Collins  went  from  the  Assessors'  office  into  the 
Treasurer's  office  highly  recommended  as  an  ex- 
pert penman  and  a  faithful  and  industrious  clerk. 
He  was  employed  on  clerical  services  until  the  28th 
of  September  last,  when  he  was  inti  listed  with  the 
receipt  of  the  bank  tax  on  non-resident  stockhold- 
ers, ihe  first  deficit  in  these  receipts  appears  on 
the  29:1)  of  December,  it  is  impossible  to  cell  from 
the  books  the  exact  time  that  he  began  to  take 
gold.  He  was  assigned  to  the  duty  of  paying  the 
interest  on  the  gold  boiuJs  January" 5th.  it  should 
be  staied  here  that  the  payment  01  gold  over  tha 
counter,  except  in  small  sums  of  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  was  an  unusual  proceeding,  and 
was  resorted  to  111  this  case  for  the  test  time,  ow- 
ing  to  the  absence  of  the  lieasuivr. 

ihe  r  lie  is  to  deposit  the  gold  in  the  bank,  and 
draw  :  hacks  upon  it;  but  the  heavy  drafts  of  the 
first  of  the  year  made  it  impossible  for  one  clerk 
t a  draw  the  checks  for  payments,  both  on  the 
drafts  and  the  coupons,  ft  appears  that  the  plan 
which  Collins  pursued  was  to  extract  portions  of 
the  gwld  from  the  different  bags — each  containing 
five  thousand  dollars— place  the  amount  ex- 
tracted in  the  back  part  of  his  money  drawer,  cov- 
ered with  loose  papers,  and  withdraw  it  after  busi- 
ness hours.  That  portion  of  the  safe  which  con- 
tained the  gol  1  was  accessible  to  him  during  offije 
hours— from  9  till  2 — but  after  those  hours  the 
outer  door  was  locked  and  could  be  opened  by  two 
persons  only,  the  cashier  and  paym  ister,  who  had 
been  intmsied  with  the  receipt  and  disbursement 
of  money  for  several  years. 

The  actual  delicit  in  the  gold  account  shows 
the  amount  taken  by  Collins  to  be  $5000,  exclusive 
of  ,>!Li'J0  found  on  his  person  an. I  «£000  found  in 
bis  drawer.  He  began  by  taking  small  sums, 
which  he  immediately  lost  at  play,  and  was  led  on 
by  the  hope  of  retrieving  himself.  From  his  play- 
ing with  gold  he  soon  Became  an  object  of  sus- 
picion to  the  hangers-on  Oi  1 33  gambling  houses, 
and  through  them  to  the  Pome.  Finding  that  he 
halbeeoina  h  >pelessly  involved,  Collins  made  up 
his  mind  oil  lues  lay,  the  11th  of  January,  t  >  take 
as  much  as  he  cocldon  the  next  day  and  run  away. 

Accordingly  on  the  following  day  he  seereit'd 
S5O0O  in  the  back  of  his  drawer  and  $2400  011  his 
person?  anu-ai  half-past  two jokdock.  Jid'k  the  office 
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with  the  last-named  amount,,  iirtenriirg  to  dispose 
of  it,  and  than  return  and  take  the  other  sum  from 
1 1 1 ; ■  drawer.  He  had  gone  but  a  shore  distance 
from  the  City  Hall  when  he  was  arrested  I  y  an  offi- 
cer of  the  First  l'oliee  station.  Upon  beii:g  taken 
to  that  s.ati  jn,  he  acknowledged  alter  a  little  hesi- 
tat'on  that  he  ha  I  been  taking  money  from  the 
'■Treasury,  and  delivered  to  the  iflicers  the  gold  he 
had  on  n.s  person. 

He  has  denied  Irom  the  lint  any  complicity  on 
the  par.;  of  other  poisons  in  Hie  office  or  connected 
wi.h  1  lis  city,  and  has  given  information  l.y  which 
the  larger  portion  of  the  amount  taken  lias  been 
recovered.  'Ihe  actual  dehcit  in  currency 
amounted  to  ."roOKi  8'J;  in  gold,  to  .^5009;  total,. 
J3-8Q1B  8u.  There  has  been  recovered  in  currency 
>4J-S;  in  gold,  -tfHOO.  In  addition  to  this  amount 
there  was  due  Collins  for  services  in  the  office,  and 
for  which  he  has  given  receipts,  !j;535  50,  showing 
the  cum  of  SH45  l>4  in  currency  to  offset;  the  defi- 
ciency of  .foCOO..  The  deficiency  at  the  present 
time,  therefore,,  would  auuuiH  to  about  52100  in 
currency. 

such  an  occurrence  is  always  fruitful  of  rumorsr 
set  afloat  and  propagated  partly  from  a  malicious 
intent  and  partly  from  mere  thoughtlessness., 
This  Department  holds  such  an  important  position 
in  the  government  of  the  city,  the  duties  ir  per- 
forms are  01  such  a  delicate  and  responsible  char- 
acter, that  the  Committee  iclt  it  to  be  their  duty  to 
follow  up  the  rumors  which  tins  transaction  g'ave 
rise  to,  and  if  they  were  untrue,  put  an  effectual 
stop  to  them. 

Everything  which  came  to  their  knowledge 
tending  to  throw  discredit  upon  persons  connect- 
ed with  the  department,  or  upon  flue  manner  of 
doing  the  business,  was  traced  to  its  foundation, 
and  the  result  has  neen  a  complete  justification  of 
the  confidence  reposed  in  the  subordinate  officers 
of  the  department  by  the  Treasurer.  Those  wdio 
hold  the  responsible  positions  have  been  in  the 
office  for  many  years,  and  have  established  a  rec- 
ord for  honesty  and  iaithful  service  which  justiy 
entitles  them  to  great  c  mtidence.  It  has  been 
shown  that  the  detalcation  could  not  have  occur- 
red in  the  manner  it  did  but  for  the  prolonged 
absence  of  the  Treasurer  on  bu»i  less  of  the  cny; 
and  with  the  precautions  which  will  be  taken  here- 
after, there  is  hardly  a  possibility  of  its  occurring 
again. 

.since  Colli  s's  arrest  there  has  been  a  disposi- 
tion to  make  him  appear  worse  than  he  really  is, 
The  transaction  in  the  Water  office  we  have  ai- 
re -dy  explained.  Kecently  a  1  ragraph  appeared 
in  the  papers  of  the  city,  copied  from  a  California 
paper,  i-,  which  it  was  stated  that  Collins  was  a 
defaulter  in  the  Tax  Collector  s  office  in  .>an  Fran- 
cisco four  years  ago..  Under  (he  direction  of  the 
Commit  ee,  a  despatch  was  sent  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  San  Francisco,  requesting  information 
in  regard  to  the  tru  h  of  the  story.  A  rcjdy  was 
received  stating  that  the  story  was  111  true. 

The  question  being  on  the  acceptance  of  the  re- 
port, Al  terman  Pratt  said  it  would  be  a  satisfaction 
to  the  public  to  know  by  this  report  that  some  of 
the  statements  published  in  the  papers  were  not 
correct.  Yet  there  was  no  statement  in  explanation 
why  after  Collins  was  caught  gambling  while  hold- 
ing one  position  he  should  have  been  placed  in  a 
h  giier  office. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  in  reply  that  there  was 
no  knowledge  on  the  par:  of  the  Treasurer  or  other 
persons  connected  with  the  public  offices  in  rela- 
tion to  gambling  by  Collins  with  his  own  money, 
and  it  did  not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  public, 
until  after  the  defalcation,  that  he  had  been  en- 
gaged in  gambling.  If  it  had  been  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Treasurer,  he  would  not  have 
been  employed  by  him. 

Aldermin  Pratt  did  not  see  that  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  had  strengthened  his  position. 
It  was  desirous  to  know  why  and  how  this  affair 
occurred,  that  it  may  be  prevented  in  future.  It 
was  necessary  to  knnv  how  far  other  parties, 
if  any,  are  culpable  and  it  was  the  duty  ot 
the  Board  to  see  such  evils  remedied,  It  would 
appear  by  the  report  that  idieoceurrence  took  place- 
because  the  Treasurer  had  gone  to  Europe.  If  other 
parties  were  responsible,  it  should  be  known.  By 
this  report  they  could  never  ascertain  who  they 
were. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  the  Committee  had 
five  or  six  sittings,  called  before  them  every  man 
who  could  sire  Jiem  a  hint  in  the  matter,  and  had 
reported  all  the  facts.  Collins  had  been  employed 
in  various  departments  and  nothing  had  been  said 
against  him.    He  was  recommended  as  an  expert 


penman  and  quick  at  figures,  and  on  that  account 
the  Treasurer  placed  him  in  a  responsible  posi- 
tion. 

Alderman  I'ratt  said  it  would  gratify  his  curiosi- 
ty to  know  who  recommended  the  man,  and  who 
put  him  in  there. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that  he  was  employed 
in  the  Wafer  office  and  in  the  Assessors'  depart- 
ment, and  was  recommended  from  both  of  them. 

Ala.jriu.in  Prat.,—  \\  ho  bv? 

Alderman  Talbot  thought  there  was  one  point  in 
the  report  which  reflected  on  the  Treasmer,  where 
it  s  lid  this  defalcation  could  not  have  occurred  in 
the  manner  it  did  but  for  the  absence  of  the  Treas- 
urer. Th '.  Treasurer  went  away  by  the  consent  of 
the  Citv  Council  for  public  business.  If  there  was 
a  want  *of  help,  that  want  should  have  teen  sup- 
plied. 

Alderman  Braman  stated  that  the  practice  of  the 
Treasurer,  as  stated  in  the  report,  was  to  pay  by 
checks,  it  was  only  because  they  were  short  of 
assistance  that  they  had  gold  there. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  the  Treasurer's  department 
may  be  as  well  managed  as  it  could  be,  but  if  there 
was  any  rotten  timber  in  tt,  they  should  know 
how  it  came  there. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  i'ratt,  the  report  was 
recommitted  with  instructions  substantiallv  as  re- 
cited in  the  order  below. 

Alderman  Cowdin  subsequently  moved  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  vote  recommitting  the  report. 

Alderman  Pratt  objected  to  reconsideration,  and 
was  opposed  to  whitewashing  any  person.  If  the 
Board  adhered  to  its  action,  he  should  move  fur- 
ther instructions  to  the  Committee. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost  by  a  tie  vote, 
as  follows :

the  Treasury  Department,  and  by  whose  recom- 
mendation or  by  whose  request  he  was  thus  em- 
ployed; aiso  the  custom  or  regulation,  if  any,  of 
the  Treasury  Department,  employing  subordin- 
ates in  that  department. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Treasury 
Department  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  Board 
what,  and  if  any  ho.v  much  interest,  is  allowed  on 
surplus  balances  of  the  Treasury  Department,  on 
deposits. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  reported  in  favor  of  licenses  to  nine 
newsboys,  and  licenses  to  dealers  in  second-hand 
articles,  a  wagon  stand,  intelligence  office,  and 
auctioneer's  license.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  reported  no  action  necessary  on  petition 
of  Sumner  Crosby  and  others,  and  that  leave  be 
granted  on  petition  of  Boynton  &  Boberts  to  put 
a  sign  in  sidewalk  at  187  Washington  street.  Ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of 
B-W".  Taggard,  to  build  a  stable  on  Worcester 
street.    Accepted. 

Alderman  (iibson,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Market,  reported  in  favor  of  the  transfer  of  a  lease 
of  Stall,  No.  1,  new  Faneuil  Hall  Market.  Ac- 
ccpte  .. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
reported  no  action  necessary  on  sundry  notices  of 
intention  to  build.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  Irom  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
repoited  leave  to  withdraw  on  the  petition  of  Geo.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Suffolk  Street  District.  Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7,. 
from  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District,  to  whom  were  recommitted  the  pa- 
pers relating  to  the  taking  and  raising  of  said  dis- 
trict, made  a  r  port,  as  follows : 

The  substitutes  proposed  [in  the  Council]  for  the 
orders  originally  recommended  hy  the  Committee 
contemplate  the  election,  by  the  City  Council,  of 
three  Commissioners,  to  make  all  the  contracts, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  and  have 
general  supervision  of  all  the  work  to  be  perform- 
ed by  the  city  in  this  district.  The  Mayor  was  also 
authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract,  in  behalf  of 
the  city,  to  reconvey  to  the  original  owners,  upon 
certain  conditions,  the  estates  not  required  for 
widening  streets,  &c,  after  they  have  been  raised. 

From  the  experience  gained  by  the  operations  in 
the  Church  Street  District,  the  Committee  are 
unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  injurious 
to  the  public  interests  to  divide  the  responsibility 
for  carrying  on  the  work  between  a  Board  of  Com- 
missioners and  a  Committee.  Either  the  Commis- 
sioners should  have  entire  control  under  the  orders 
of  the  City  Council,  or  the  Committee  should  be 
allowed  to  exercise  the  same  coutrol  over  the  sub- 
ject that  committees  on  the  several  departments  of 
the  City  Goveriunent  exercise  over  those  depart- 
ments. It  does  not  appear  necessary  or  expedient 
to  put  the  whole  subject  in  the  hands  of  a  Board 
of  Commissioners,  as  one  competent  person,  act- 
ing under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  the  City 
Council,  can  perform  all  the  duties  that  a  Board 
could  perform,  and  probably  more  efficiently.  In 
order  that  the  coutrol  of  the  work  iu  every  partic- 
ular shall  be  retained  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Council,  the  Committee  have  amended  the  orders 
so  that  all  contracts  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  all  expenditures  exceeding  the  sum  of  $200, 
and  all  persons  employed  in  the  work,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 
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The  duties  of  the  Committee  will  therefore  be 
confined  to  directing  the  manner  in  which  the 
work,  ordered  from  time  to  time  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, shall  he  carried  out.  As  the  work  will  be  (lone 
almost  entirely  by  contract,  the  services  required 
in  overseeing,  making  surveys,  <&c.,  will  lie  mainly 
of  a  temporary  character,  it  is  the  opinion  or  the 
City  Solicitor  that  the  proposed  order  in  relation 
to  the  reconveyance  of  estates  should  not  be  adopt- 
ed, especially  at  the  present  time.  When  any  of 
the  estates  have  been  brought  into  a  proper  condi- 
tion for  reconveyance,  orders  will  be  presented  to 
the  City  Council  authorizing  their  reconveyance, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may  be  de- 
sirable to  prescribe. 

The  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  orders  in  the  new  draft,  here- 
with presented,  ami  the  instrument  of  taking  as 
originally  prepared. 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  street  District,  so  called,  lie  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council,  for  tilling  all  the 
streets  and  places  included  within  the  district 
described  in  the  first  section  of  chapter  277  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  186S,  to  the  grade  shown  on  the 
plan  made  by  the  City  Surveyor,  dated  May  3. 
1869;  and  the  cellars,  backyards  and  vacant  lots 
on  said  district  to  the  grade  of  at  least 
twelve  feet  above  mean  low  water;  also  for  raising 
and  under-pinning  such  of  the  houses  on  said 
territory  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  the 
preservation  of  tha  public  health.  Said* Commit- 
tee are  also  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council,  to  employ  such  persons  as  may  be 
necessary  to  oversee  the  work  ordered  to  be  per- 
formed on  said  district.  The  compensation  of  the 
person  so  appointed  shall  be  approved  by  the  City 
Council,  and  they  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by 
the  Committee.  .No  contracts  shall  be  entered  into 
by  the  Committee,  and  no  expenditure  for  any  pur- 
pose exceeding  the  sum  of  §200,  shall  be  made, 
without  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  applied  to  raising  the  territory  and 


buildings  in  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  and  pay- 
ing for  any  estate  on  said  district  taken  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  277  of  the  acts  of  the  vear 
18«8. 

The  orders  were  read  once,  and  assigned  for  con- 
sideration at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  fi,  from  the  Joint  standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  who  were  directed 
by  an  order  passed  sept.  20, 1869,  to  consider  and 
report  if  any  repairs  are  necessary  to  be  made  on 
Engine  House  No.  14,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

The  house  in  question  was  the  first  of  its  kind 
built  by  the  city  of  Koxbuvy,  and  has  none  of  the 
conveniences  usual  in  engine  houses  of  the  pies- 
ent  day.  It  is  now  proposed  to  remodel  and  en- 
large the  present  building,  build  an  addition,  con- 
taining a  stable  and  hay-loft,  erect  a  hose-tower, 
put  in  a  bath-room  and  water-closet,  and  make 
such  other  alterations  as  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  company  may  require.  From  estimates  the 
Committee  find  that  the  cost  will  be  §9000  to  make 
the  proposed  alterations,  ami  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  enlarge  and  remodel  F.ngine 
House  No.  14,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $9000,  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Public  Build- 
ings. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

OltDEKS   PASSED.

REPORT  OF     CHIEF     ENGINEER     OF    THE    FIFE  DE- 
PARTMI  NT. 

A  report  in  print  was  laid  before  the  Board  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Lire  Department,  stating 
the  number  of  times  that  each  Engine,  Hose  and 
Hook  &  Ladder  Company  was  called  into  service 
on  the  first,  second  and'  third  alarms  of  tire,  in 
1869;  also  the  amount  of  duty  performed  by  the 
several  Assistant  Engineers  at  the  different  alarms; 
also  the  amount  of  fire  apparatus  in  Ward  lti,  and 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  service  that  will  be 
required  of  said  apparatus  annually.  By  this 
statement  if  appeared  that  there  were  during  the 
year  181)9,  394  tires.  The  engines  were  called  out 
from  37,  the  lowest  number,  at  East  Boston,  to  151 
times,  Nos.  4  and  7;  the  hose  companies  from  33  to 
141  times;  and  the  hook  and  ladder  companies 
from  32  to  125  times. 

It  is  stated  in  this  connection,  that  from  a  "care- 
ful estimate  of  breakage  of  apparatus,  it  a  jpeared 
that  from  seventy-five  to  eighty  per  cent,  of  this 
expense  was  attributed  to  the  running  duty  per- 
formed by  this  department.  An  order  was  accord- 
ingly issued  to  the  several  companies  cutting  off 
one-half  of  the  boxes  on  the  first  alarm  formerly 
run  to,  thereby  saving  one-half  of  the  wear  and 
tear;  but  requiring  them  to  repair  to  their  houses 
and  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  respond  at 
once  to  a  second  alarm,  should  one  be  sounded. 
The  Chief  or  Assistant  in  command,  on  arriving  at 
the  scene  of  conflagration,  if  its  appearance  is  in 
any  way  formidable,  orders  a  second  alarm  to  be 
immediately  sounded.  This  plan  ivorks  well,  and 
is  a  great  saving  to  the  city ;  at  the  same  time  we 
are  enabled  to  cover  all  sections  of  our  city,  and  in 
case  of  a  second  fire  there  is  a  force  sufficient  in 
itself  to  hold  the  tire  in  check  until  the  arrival  of 
other  apparatus.  This  order  applies  to  the  Assist- 
ant Engineers  of  the  department  as  well  as  to  the 
several  companies.  While  it  may  appear  from  the 
table  above,  that  a  much  larger  amount  of  fire  du'.y 
is  performed  by  some  companies  than  by  others, 
on  account  of  their  location,  the  same  holds  equal- 
ly good  with  regard  to  the  Assistant  Engineers 
acting  under  the  order  of  the  Chief." 

The  number  of  times  the  Assistant  Engineers 
were  on  duty  varied  from  43  to  225.  and  the  num- 
ber ot  hours  of  duty  from  117  to  440.  In  answer  to 
the  last  inquiry,  it  is  stated  that  on  the  third  day 
of  January  there  were  turned  over  to  this  depart- 
ment by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Dorchester  six 
steam  fire  engines,  two  horse  hose  carriages,  and 
two  ladder  carriages  fully  equipped  for  services, 
with  seventeen  horses.  The  number  of  men  en- 
rolled as  members  of  the  department  in  this  section 
of  the  city  are  one  hundred  and  five,  and  classified 
as  follows,  viz. :  six  Assistant  Engineers,  six  engine- 
men,  six  firemen  or  stokers,  ten  drivers  who  act  as 
clerks  of  the  companies,  eight  foremen  of  the  com- 
panies, and  sixty-nine  members. 

By  the  location  of  one  of  the  steam  fire  engines 
in  Dorchester,  being  on  the  old  boundary  line, 
near  Upham's  Corner,  the  principal  fire  duty  that 
will  be  required  of  this  engine  company  will  be  in 
the  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  wards.  A  petition  is 
before  the  Government,  presented  last  year,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department, 
asking  for  an  engine  house  and  engine  in  the 
Thirteenth  Ward.  By  the  annexation  of  Dorches- 
ter, Engine  Company  ^io.  21  will  cover  this  section 
of  our  city,  which  obviates  the  necessity  of  build- 
ing an  additional  engine  house,  the  purchase  of  an 
engine  and  the  organization  of  an  additional  com- 
pany. 

Here  it  would  be  proper  for  me  to  state  that  Dor- 
chester, for  the  past  twenty-eight  years,  has  main- 
tained seven  fire  companies  under  the  volunteer 
system,  located  in  the  same  sections  of  the  town 
that  the  steam  fire  engines  are  now  located,  hav- 
ing an  enrolled  membership  of  two  hundred  ar.d 
sixty-one  members,  the  town  voting  at  the  cl<  se  of 
its  financial  year  a  gratuity  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  to  each  company. 

In  presenting,  as  per  order  of  the  Council,  the 
probable  amount  of  duty  that  will  be  required  an- 
nuallv  of  the  department  located  in  the  sixteenth 
Ward*,  I  would  here  say,  that  the  Sixteenth  Ward 
comprises  an  area  of  470i)£  acres,  with  £000  dwell- 
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ing»,  nine  factories,  six  mills,  four  planing  mill?, 
ami  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine  stables,  stores, 
etc.,  with  a  valuation  of  a;i2,82i>,200.  Since  the 
union,  there  have  been  eight  tires.  At  this  ratio, 
there  would  be  forty-eight  fires  during  the  year. 

BRAKINGS  ON  ORDERS  OF  NOTICE. 

The  hearings  on  the  several  orders  of  notice  rel- 
ative to  cutting  down  a  tree  in  Essex  street;  on 
the  wi  lening  of  East -street,  near  Federal  street; 
on  the  widening  of  summer  street,  between  High 
and  Fe  feral  stie;ts;  on  the  petition  of  James  Aic- 
Garty  for  leave  to  erect  a  stable  at  No.  181  Cabot 
street,  and  on  petition  of  Ivavill  He  Co.  for  leave  to 
put  up  a  steam  boiler  and  engine  rear  1051  Wash- 
ington street,  were  consideied.  No  peison  ap- 
'  peared  in  either  case,  and  the  reports  were  recom- 
mitted. The  bearing  on  the  proposed  widening  of 
Warren  street  was  taken  up. 

Giles  H.  Mich  objected  to  the  proposed  widening 
in  behalf  of  the  abutters,  particularly  the  heirs  of 
Bradford  S.  Farringara,  whose  door  steps  would 
be  taken  in  the  proposed  widening,  and  who  had 
but  just  land  enough  for  their  convenience.  In 
the  widening  by  the  city  of  KoxLury,  before  an- 
nexation,, it  was  supposed  no  further  widening 
would  be  required,  the  street  was  as  wide  as  most 
thoroughfares,  sufficient  for  many  years  to  come, 
and  as  the  houses  stand  back  fro  in  the  street,  this 
expense  of  widening,  if  necessary,  years  hence, 
will  not  le  greater  than  at  the  present  time.  Ali 
of  the  abuttois  were  opposed  to  this  widening,  and 
were  not  aware  of  any  exigency  calling  for  the 
measure  at  this  time.  They  would  consider  it  an 
injury  rather  than  a  beneht  to  their  estates. 

Akisrinan  Talbot  stated  that  the  proposed  wi- 
dening was  on  a  notice  of  intention  to  build  on 
the  land  formerly  of  the  Methodist  church,  which 
was  burnt,  'lo  the  Committee  it  seemed  aesirous 
that  the  line  should  be  a  continuous  one  with  the 
park  in  that  vicinity. 

To  an  inquiry  of  Mr.  Kich  whether  a  further 
hearing  could  be  had  before  the  Committee,  it  was 
replied  that  it  could,  and  it  was  further  remarked 
that  no  serious  injury  could  be  done  to  any  estate 
by  the  proposed  widening. 

The  report  was  recommitted.

An  order  for  Committee  on  Ordinances,  to  report 
a  more  stringen.  ordinance  to  prevent  obstruction 
of  sidewalks,  was  passed  in  concurrence. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  concerning 
the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  relating 
especially  to  the  nomination  and  election  of  Sec- 
ond Assistant  Assessors,  was  read  twice  and  pass- 
ed, in  concurrence. 

The  Auditor's  estimates  were  referred,  in  con- 
currence, to  Aldermen  Gibson,  Hawes,  Fierce  and 
Cowdin. 

The  order  for  Committee  on  Library  to  consider 
the  expediency  of  opening  the  Library  building 
on  Sundays  was  considered. 

Alderman  Fratt  believed  the  action  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  be  unwise,  particularly  in  view  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  i'ublic  Library  in  I8t>7, 
when  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  was  given 
that  the  openiug  of  the  Library  on  Sunday  would 
be  in  violation  of  law.  That  Committee,  on  the 
decision  of  the  City  Solicitor,  recommended  that 
no  further  action  be  taken  on  the  subject.  It 
would  not  be  expected  that  a  committee  would 
recommend  that  a  law  of  the  State  should  be  vio- 
lated, and  he  moved  that  the  Board  non-concur.

ADDITIONAL     LOAN     FOR     BROADWAY     EXTENSION. 

The  Committees  on  Laying  out  and  Widening 
Streets  and  Faring  prcsenteu  a  report,  that  ah  au- 
ditional  loan  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  will  be  required  tor  the  completion  of  the 
extension  of  Broadway,  and  for  the  payment  of 
unsettled  land  and  grade  damages. 

The  loan  authorized  for  the  extension  of  Broad- 
way at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  resolve,  May 
3,  18U9,  was  ^550,000. 

The  report,  giving  a  detail  of  the  expenditures 
thus  far,  states  that  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount 
of  the  Auditor's  drafts  exceeds  the  loan  by  $J22  03, 
which  amount  he  has  suspended  the*  payment  ol, 
having  exhausted  the  iuli  amount  of  the  loan.

The  reasons  why  this  improvement  will  "cost 
more  than  the  loan  of  .t-550,000,  as  authorized,  may 
be  explained  as  follows: 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  largest  item  cf  cost 
over  the  original  estimate  is  for  grade  damages,  it 
being  about  $210,000  more  than  the  amount  pro- 
vided in  the  loan. 

The  grade,  as  originally  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Streets,  contemplated  only  the  raising 
of  the  grade  of  Federal  street  at  the  foot  of  Broad- 
way about  eighteen  inches  or  two  feet;  and  at  Al- 
bany street  it  was  proposed  to  drop  down  to  nearly 
the  present  grade  of  that  street.  Had  this  grade 
been  adopted,  a  few  thousand  dollars  would  have 
covered  all  grade  damages.  No  definite  estimate 
was  made  for  this  purpose,  as  it  was  considered 
an  item  of  small  amount. 

But  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject 
by  the  Committee  on  Paving  of  last  year,  it  was 
thought  that  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  estab- 
lish the  grade  as  first  proposed,  as  it  not  only  made 
too  great  a  depression  at  the  foot  of  Broadway,  but 
the  grade  from  Foundry  street  down  to  Federal 
street  was  too  steep  for  a  main  thoroughfare  of 
this  importance.  The  grade,  as  established,  raises 
the  grade  of  Federal  street  at  the  foot  of  Broad- 
way about  five  feet.  Then  again,  if  Broadway 
should  ever  be  extended  to  Washington  street, 
over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  (as  very  likely 
it  may  be  at  some  future  day),  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  keep  the  grade  up  about  four  and  a  half 
feet  above  the  present  level  of  Albany  street,  in 
order  to  cross  over  the  track  of  that  road  at  the 
proper  height.  And  besides,  excessive  steepness 
applied  to  this  end  of  Broadway  by  the  original 
grade  as  proposed,  as  well  as  to  the  other. 

By  the  change  of  grade  at  each  end  of  Broad- 
way extension,  it  is  obvious  that  in  order  to  adjust 
the  grades  of  Federal  and  Albany  streets  that  it 
involved   too  raising  of   the  buildings  on  these 
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streets;  andataa  the  grades  and  buildings  of  all 
i he  lateral  Btreets  that  connect  with  these-  streets 
in  this  vicinity.  Bence  the  huge  additional 
amount  of  grade  damages  ever  the  original  esti- 
m  •  .  i. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  last  year  authorized 
540,000,  and  the  present  Board  $10,000,  to  be  paid 
for  grade  damages  from  this  loan. 

Toe  land  and  building  damages  will  probably 
exceed  the  estimate  by  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen  by 
ul  out  $65,000  alter  allowing  for  the  sale  of  the  res- 
idue of  estates  that  were  purchased  by  the  city, 
and  that  will  be  sold,  a,. d  the  proceeds  added  to 
the  sinking  fund, 

Although  it  was  deemed  lor  the  best  interest  of 
i)  city  iu  the  settlement  with  parties  to  purchase 
i  ii"  whole  cf  several  estates,  yet  it  v.  ill  be  noticed 
that  this  additional  expense  of  some  $30,000  was 
paid  from  the  Broadway  Loan,  but  it  will  derive 
no  benefit  hem  the  revenue  when  the  property  is 

Sold. 

i  i  consequence  of  the  change  of  grade,  and  the 
city  being  required  by  the  Haibor  Commissioners 
to  place  a  fender  on  the  south  side  of  the  bridge, 
the  land  damages  to  several  estates  were  largely 
increa:  ed. 

The  bridges  and  Structures  will  cost  about  $145,- 
000  more  than  the  estimate  made  by  the  City  En- 
gineer. Ihis  is  owing  in  part  to  a  different  plan 
being  adopt,  d  by  the  city  frcm  what  was  original- 
ly designed  by  the  City  Engineer,  and  also  to  the 
fact  that  the  Harbor  Commissioners  directed  cer- 
tain expensive  changes  antl  additions  to  be  made 
to  the  iron  bridge  and  draw  across  the  channel. 

Several  items  of  expenditures  have  been  charged 
to  this  loan  that  were  not  contemplated  at  the 
time  the  loan  was  authorized,  and  which  arc  now 
classed  under  the  head  (  f  expenditures  for  bridges 
and  structures — among  which  are  soundings, 
superintendence,  engineers'  pay-roll,  etc. 

Although  the  additional  loan  asked  for  is  large 
in  amount,  yet  the  increased  cost  of  this  project  is 
a  matter  of  necessity  rather  than  of  choice,  as  the 
extension  of  this  avenue  to  Albany  street  was 
authorized  by  a  former  City  Council;  and  it  re- 
mains for  the  present  Government  only  to  carry 
out  m  good  faith  what  their  predecessors  inaugu- 
rated. 

The  report,  which  is  signed  by  the  Street  and 
Paving  Committees,  recommends  the  passage  of 
the  foil  owing  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
authorized  to  borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  of  Finance,  the  sum  of  tour  bundled 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  same  to  be  added  to 
the  Broadway  Extension  Loan. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

REPORTS  OF    COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Cowdin.  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  Treasury  Department,  to  whom  was 
recommitted  the  report  in  relation  to  the  late  de- 
falcation iu  that  department,  with  instructions  to 
report  certain  facts  concerning  the  employment  of 
John  W.  Collins,  submitted  their  original  report 
with  the  addition  of  the  following  communica- 
tions:

Sir:  I  teg  leave  to  submit  the  following  in  an- 
swer to  your  request;:  Collins  was  first  employed 
in  the  Treasury  Department,  October  20,  18C8,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  secretary  and  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  having  been  pre 
viously  employed  in  that  department.  They  rep- 
resented him  as  faithful  and  industrious,  a  good 
penman,  quick  at  figures,  and  reliable;  also,  that 
he  was  very  deserving,  his  salary  going  to  aid  in 
the  support  of  his  aged  parents.  He  was  em- 
ployed until  December  29  in  entering  tax  bills, 
and  proved  himself  attentive,  industrious  and  an 
excellent  penman.  He  went  from  this  depart- 
ment co  the  Water  Department,  and  was  employed 
as  an  outdoor  inspector.  In  the  summer  of  18G9 
he  was  again  employed  by  the  Asses-tors' Depart- 
ment, and  September  28  was  again  employed  in 
this  department  to  collect  the  bark  tax  on  non- 
resident stockholders. 

This  department  is  not  to  this  day  cognizant  of 
the  gambling  transaction  referred  to,  excepting 
upon  reports  and  outside  rumors,  since  the  defal- 
cation in  this  office. 

The  only  regulation  in  the  appointment  of  sub-

Alderman  Pratt  thanked  the  Committee  for  the 
additional  information  which  they  had  communi- 
cated on  the  subject,  which  would  be  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  outside  leering  in  relation  to  it.

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
r.iittee  on  Water,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order 
requesting  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  to  consid- 
er the  expediency  of  causing  all  service  pipes  here- 
after laid  to  be  constructed  in  sucn  a  manner  as  to 
preruiit  the  water  to  be  shut  oil'  beneath  the  side- 
walk instead  of  the  roadway,  as  at  present,  made 
the  following  report: 

The  main,  if  not  the  only  objection  to  the  pres- 
ent system  of  constructing  the  service  pipes,  is  the 
necessity  of  digging  up  the  street*  and  thereby  ob- 
structing travol,  whenever  the  water  ie  ordered  to 
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be  shut  off  for  non-payment  of  the  rent.  When 
the  water  was  first  Introduced  in  184U,  cocks  were 
placet!  under  the  sidewalks,  hut  on  account  of  the 
extra,  expense,  and  for  other  reasons,  the  system 
was  changed  about  the  year  1858. 

The  hen  mains  are  now  laid  in  the  street,  and  a 
brass  cock  is  screwed  into  them,  to  which  the  lead 
service  pipe  is  attached  1  y  a  coupling.  If  any  ac- 
cident occius  to  the  lead  pipe,  the  water  is  cut  off 
at  the  main.  If  there  was  no  cock  at  the  main, 
any  injury  to  the  service  pipe  between  the  cock 
under  the  sidewalk  and  the  main  pipe  in  the  street 
would  neces'itate  shutting  the  gates  in  the  main 
until  the  service  pipe  was  repaired,  thus  depriving 
the  occupants  of  a  whole  street,  o '  even  a  consn  - 
erable  district,  of  water.  Ihe  cost  of  putting  an 
extra  cock  under  the  sidewalk  would  be  about 
three  d(   lar  . 

There  are  many  disadvantages  in  having  a  shut- 
off  under  the  sidewalk,  as  the  box  often  gets  tilled 
with  vvate  ,the  covers  are  frequently  removed, 
and  much  injury  is  caused  ty  mischievous  boys. 
Where  there  are  vaults  under  the  sidewalks  lor 
mechanical  purposes,  ox  for  the  storage  of  coal  or 
goods,  it  would  he  difficult  or  impossible  to  carry 
out  the  plans  proposed.  The  aperture  in  the  side- 
walk would  also  increase  the  liability  of  the  scr- 
vit  e  pipes  to  treeze  and  burst. 

'the  Boston  Oas  Light  Company  have  abandoned 
the  plan  of  inserting  cocks  in  the  sidewalks,  prob- 
ably for  the  same  re;  son  which  innuenced  the 
Water  Hoard.  Undoubtedly  many  of  the  open- 
ings m  the  Btreets,  for  which  the  Water  Depart- 
ment has  be.en  criticised,  were  made  by  the  Has 
Company,  ihe  whole  number  of  times  ir.  one  year 
that  the  water  has  been  cut  off  and  lot  on,  on  ac- 
CCUllt  of  non-payment  of  rent,  amounts  to  5-5. 
This  seldom  occurs  in  the  business  portions  of  the 
city.  It  is  generally  only  in  the  districts  where  the 
poor  classes  reside,  and  where  the  streets  are  not 
paved. 

in  viev/  of  the  foregoing  statements,  the  Colu- 
mn e  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  inexpedient 
t:>  change  the  present  system,  and  they  there- 
fore report  that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass.

bury  Latin  School,  for  the  present  municipal  year, 
were  taken  up  and  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  was  opposed  to  the  sub- 
sidy, as  he  was  last  year.  It  was  an  expenditure 
of  money  for  educational  purposes  outside  of  the 
School  Committee,  which  might  prove  an  entering 
wedge  in  a  wrong  direction.  However  honorable 
might  be  those  intrusted  with  the  expenditure  of 
the  money,  it  was  wrong -in  principle  and  might 
prove  to  be  bad  in  future  practice. 

Alderman  Connor  said  that  gentleman's  princi- 
ples were  no  stronger  than  his  were  in  such  mat- 
ters. This  school  had  the  cure  and  education  of  80 
boys,  whose  cost  to  the  city  would  be  99000  but  for 
this  school.  The  income  of  the  school  fund  was 
SG000,  and  but  S2000  was  asked  for.  It  would  be 
economy  to  the  city  to  pay  that  and  he  hoped  the 
order  would  pass. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  if  the  argument  was  a  good 
one,  it  might  be  good  for  farming  out  all  our  teach- 
ing. The  question  of  appropriating  money  to  out- 
side schools  had  come  up  in  the  New  York  Legis- 
lature, and  might  cause  us  trouble  here  some 
time. 

The  order  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  4  in  its  favor 
to  8  in  opposition,  as  follows:

ANNUAL    HKPOUT   OF  THE   CITV    FHYSK'IAX. 

The  annual  report  of  Dr.  Wm.  Kead,  City  Physi- 
cian, was  laid  before  the  Board,  in  which  he  says 
that  in  "the  twelvemonth  ending  Dec.  31, 1869,  1079 
visits  have  been  made  to  persons  confined  in  the  jail. 
1  am  happy  in  being  able  to  add  that  during  the 
past  year  there  has  been  no  prevalent  disease 
among  the  inmates,  and  but  one  death  has  oc- 
curred from  delirium  tremens.  The  City  Prison 
and  the  Temporary  Home  in  Chardou  street  have 
been  visited  whenever  their  respective  inmates 
have  needed  my  services.  In  the  latter  institution 
two  births  and  sixth  deaths  have  taken  place. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Police  ex- 
aminations have  been  made  of  fifty-six  appointed 
men  and  certificates  furnished  them  of  their 
physical  ability  to  serve  on  the  force. 

By  the  records  of  the  City  Kegistrar's  office  the 
number  of  deaths  from  small  pox  during  the  past  • 
year  has  been  five.  This  is  Dot  a  large  number, 
when  taken  by  itself,  but  it  is  large  enough  to  sug- 
gest the  inquiry  whethe.-  in  a  community  where 
the  means  of  protection  by  vaccination  are  pro- 
vided gratuitously  by  the  city,  even  such  a  num- 
ber ought  to  appear.  By  a  canvass  of  the  city  in 
October,  1868,  it  appeared  that  there  were  6308*  un- 
vaccinated  persons,  and  by  a  canvass  this  year  the 
number  was  found  to  be  8321. 

This  number  is  largely  in  excess  of  the  result  ob- 
tained in  the  same  way  in  former  years,  and  ought 
not  to  be  found  in  a  community  where  the  means 
of  vaccination  gratuitously  furnished  by  the  city 
enable  all  to  avail  themselves  of  it.  The  laws  and 
ordinances  existing  are  in  full  force  at  the  present 
time,  and  are  ample  to  prevent  this  undesirable 
state  of  affairs,  but  they  are  never  enforced.  [These 
provisions  are  referred  to  in  chapter  26,  sections 
44,  47,  48,  27,  28,  29.  ] 

******* 

The  city  provides  for  a  gratuitous  vaccination 
of  its  citizens  without  respect  to  age  or  condition, 
and  a  larger  number  annually  avail  themselves  of 
this  charity.  But  the  extension  of  the  territorial 
area  of  the  city  by  the  recent  annexation  of  Kox- 
bury  and  Dorchester  render  it  more  difficult  than 
ever  for  all  to  come  to  this  office  for  that  purpose. 
The  ferry  with  its  delays  also  render  it  less  avail- 
able for  those  who  live  at  East  Boston.  1  would 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  Board  the  considera- 
tion of  this  point,  to  see  if  it  may  not  be  wise  to 
establish  branch  offices  for  vaccination  in  such 
localities  as  will  accsmmodate  those  who  are  un- 
able to  hring  their  children  to  this  office. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  during  the  period 
twenty-six  years  from  1811  to  1836  inclusive,  previ- 
ous to  the  repeal  of  the  law  requiring  the  imme- 
diate removal  of  cases  of  small-pox  from  the  city 
to  a  place  of  security,  there  were  but  thirty-eight 
deaths  from  this  disease,  and  for  many  years  in 
succession  not  a  single  death.  Since  its  repeal,  in 
the  thirty-two  years  which  have  elapsed  from  1837 
to  1868,  inclusive,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-six 
persons  have  died  from  the  same  cause. 

Can  any  argument  be  required  stronger  than  the 
facts  cited  above,  in  justification  of  the  wisdom 
and  necessity  of  provisions  similar  to  that  of  the 
old  law  in  their  effect  to  isolate  persons  suffering 
from  this  loathsome  disease,  and  thus  prevent 
their  endangering  the  lives  and  health  of  the  com- 
munity? Hut  if  this  cannot  be  obtained,  a  thor- 
ough enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  existing 
statutes  already  quoted  relating  to  vaccination 
will  accomplish  very  much  the  same  end. 

******* 

I  would  again  most  respectfully  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Health  to  this  subject,  with 
the  hope  that  some  measures  may  be  devised  to 
remedy  the  evil  and  reduce  the  large  number  of 
uuVaccinated  persons  in  our  midst.

RULES   AND   REGULATIONS    FOR  THE   GOVERNMENT 
OF  THE  POLICE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson,  City  Document 
No.  23  was  taken  up,  it  being  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations for  the  Government  of  the  Police.  On  a 
further  motion,  City  Document  Ne.  33,  being 
Amended  Hules  and  Regulations  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Police,  was  substituted  for  No.  23,  and 
was  unanimously  adopted  as  the  Police  Hules  and 
Regulations. 

Some  of  the  principal  changes  in  the  amended 
rules,  differing  from  the  changes  proposed,  as 
published  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  Feb. 
22,  are  as  follows : 

Jn  rule  9,  relating  to  suspensions  from  duty,  and 
furloughs,  the  report  is  required  to  be  made  to  the 
"Committee  oh  Police,"  as  well  as  the  Mayor. 

In  rule  19,  the  words  "for  detective  or  other  ser- 
vice" are  struck  out  of  the  provision  detailing 
officers  for  special  duty.  For  rule  20,  relating  to 
compensation  for  special  duty,  is  substituted  a 
rule  relating  to  the  detail  of  an  officer  to  ex-amine 
all  applications  for  permission  to  use  portions  of 
streets  or  sidewalks  for  building  purposes,  and 
when  granted  to  see  that  the  restrictions'  in  such 
cases  are  complied  with. 

Rule  27  provides  that  "nominations  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Police,  who  shall  re- 
port as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Board  of  Alder- 
nven  for  confirmation  or  rejection.'' 


Immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  the  Bulesand 
Regulations,  the  Mayor  submitted  the  nomination 
of  Edward  H.  Savage  as  Chief  of  Police. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  by  the  rules  which 
had  just  been  adopted,  the  nomination  would  be 
required  to  lie  over.  He  did  not,  however,  care 
about  delay,  and  hoped  the  question  would  be 
taken  at  once  on  the  nomination-of  Chief. 

The  motion  on  confirmation  of  the  nomination 
was  put  ana  carried,  no  one  voting-  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

A  few  minutes  afterward*,  other  husiness  hav- 
ing intervened,  Alderman  l'ratt  addressed  the 
Board,  stating  that  in  violation  of  the  rules  they 
had  just  adopted,  they  had  swallowed  the  nomina- 
tion of  Chief  of  Police  at  one  gulp.  He  charac- 
terised the  police  force  as  a  disgrace  to  the  city. 
I  nder  the  management  which  had  existed  for  tti*1 
past  three  or  four  years,  the  wife  of  any  member  of 
the  Board  was  liable  to  be  insulted  in  the  street, 
and  his  children  stoned  on  their  way  to  school. 
In  his  view,  the  Board  ought  not  to  submit  to 
this  disgraceful  state  of  things  any  longer,  and 
for  the  reasons  he  had  given,  he  moved  that  the 
confirmation  of  the  nomination  just  made  be  re- 
considered. ■ 

The  Mayor  said  he  would  waive  his  rights  in  the 
case,  and'entertain  the  motion,  although  he  be- 
lieved that  when  a  nomination  was  made  and  con- 
firmed, it  was  a  valid  one,  and  no  reconsideration 
could  take  place  except  in  concurrence  with  the 
appointing  power.

The  Legislature  of  last  year  passed  an 
aet  specially  to  meet  this  case,  and'he  should  now 
vote  for  the  appropriation. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  if  the  objection  madewas 
on  the  ground  of  fear  of  precedent,  the  argument 
falls  to  the  ground,  for  this  school  was  not  a  sec- 
tarian school,  but  a  secular  school. 

The  order  was  unanimously  passed,  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  voting  for  it  by  yeas  and  nays. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for'the  government  of 
intelligence  offices  and  pawn-brokers'  offices  were 
taken  up  and  again  laid  over  for  one  week.

ENLARGEMENT  OF   MADISON    SQUARE. 

The  foUowing  petition  was  presented  from  Hon. 
Linus  B.  Comins: 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Alder- 
man: 

Gentlemen — I  have  been  importuued  by  a  large 
number  of  my  fellow  citizens  to  urge  upon  the  Cuy 
Governmeut'the  great  importance  of  extending 
Madison  square  from  its  present  limits  to  Buggies 
street. 

Madison  square  now  contains  less  than  three 
acres,  and  is  bounded  northerly  by  Sterling  street, 
easterly  by  Westminster,  westerly  by  Warwick, 
and  southerly  by  a  narrow  and  unnamed  street. 
The  extension  of  the  southern  boundary  to  Rug- 
gles  street  will  add  about  one  and  a  quarter  acres, 
upon  which  at  the  present  time  there  are  no  build- 
ings of  any  value. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  enlargement 
of  Madison  square  will  be  many.  It  is  now  too 
small  and  too  circumscribed.  With  the  enlarge- 
ment it  will  be  ample  for  a  parade  ground  for  this 
section  of  the  city.  It  will  have  a  frontage  of  3t0 
feet  on  Sterling'  street -}  about  65G  feet  each  on 
Westminster  and  Warwick  streets,  and  southerly 
a  little  over  360  feet  on  Ruggles  street. 

Upon  Sterling  street,  its  northern  boundary,  Is 
being  built  a  first-class  schoolhouse.  Upon  the 
southerly  side  cf   Ruggles  street  is    located  the 


lands  of  the  House  of  the  Angel  Guardian,  which 
will  undoubtedly  be  retained  and  used  for  educa- 
tional purposes'.  How  important  it  is,  then,  that 
this  area,  extending  from  the  Sterling  Street 
School  to  the  House  of  the  Angel  Guardian,  shall 
be  kept  open  for  all  time. 

Ruggles  street  is  rapidly  becoming  a  vast  high- 
way from  that  part  of  Boston  formerly  Dorchester 
to  the  westerly  part  of  Boston  and  Brookline,  and 
will  within  a  very  short  time  be  one  of  the  most 
important  avenues  within  the  city.  How  impor- 
tant it.  is  then  that  Madison  square  should  open 
upon  this  great  highway  Instead  of  being  shut  in 
and  screened  from  it. 

As  a  sanitary  measure  this  enlargement  will 
benefit  especially  the  inhabitants  of  Ward  11,  and 
will  substantially  be  appreciated  through  all  the 
city  from  Sterling  street  to  the  North  End. 

Most  emphatically  are  the  citizens  of  all  the 
southern  wards  interested  in  the  extension  of  this 
square.  The  prevailing  summer  winds  pass  direct- 
ly from  the  open  country  through  this  location, 
some  part  of  which  is  now  and  has  been  for  a  long 
time  in  a  state  of  nuisance. 

It  is  not  the  people  of  the  Highlands  who  are 
most  interested  in  this  matter,  tut  the  residents  of 
Wards  11  and  10,  and  so  on  northwardly,  who  must 
daily  and  nightly  breathe  the  atmosphere  generat- 
ed from  this  location. 

Complaint  has  come  from  various  quarters  be- 
cause Koxbury.  or  the  Highlands,  as  it  is  now 
called,  has  no*  alderman.  The  undersigned  feels 
confident  that  the  present  Board  of  Aldermen  will 
be  oblivious  of  location  upon  all  matters  which 
come  before  them,  but  will  act  for  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  city  upon  all  questions.

Boston: 

The  undersigned  respectfully  represent  that  by 
an  act  hi' the  Legislature  of  tins  Commonwealth, 
ap  proved  by  the  Governor  on  the  4th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, is70,  they  arc  constituted  a  body  corporate 
mi  dei  the  name  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts.''  tor  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Muse- 
um for  the  preservation  and  exhibition  of  works 
of  Art,  of  making,  maintaining  and  exhibiting 
collections  ot  such  works  of  Art,  and  of  affording 
instruction  in  the  Fine  Arts ;  and  that  they  have 
accepted  said  trust  and  organized  for  the  pur- 
poses herein  stated.

HEARINGS  ON  ORDERS  OF  NOTICE. 

The  bearing  on  the  petition  of  Charles  Spofford, 
for  leave  to  put  up  a  steam  boiler  at  the  corner  of 
Third  and  F  streets,  was  considered. 

Benjamin  Dean  stated  that  there  was  no  desire 
to  make  opposition  on  the  part  of  those  who  first 
proposed  to  do  so. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

The  hearing  on  petition  of  Albany  Street  Freight 
Railroad  Company  for  leave  to  use  steam  as  a 
motive  power  in  the  streets  of  this  citv  was  taken 
up. 

George  O.  Shattuck,  in  behalf  ol  the  petitioners, 
stated  that  the  petitioners  are  much  the  largest 
owners  of  property  in  the  vicinity,  and  they  were 
satisfied,  from  the 'experience!  in  Portland  and  else- 
where, that  it  will  be  for  the  benefit  rf  all  the 
owners  of  property  on  the  line  of  this  road  to  use 
steam  at  a  moderate  rate  of  speed,  which  will  give 
less  obstruction  to  the  streets  than  by  the  use  of 
horse  power.  All  they  asked  was  for  an  oppor- 
tunity to  try  the  experiment  for  a  month,  or  that 
they  might' use  the  steam  at  night.  The  use  of 
stream  in  the  vicinity  of  Boylstoh  street  was  not 
considered  objectionable,  and  there  would  be  less 
noise  on  tin    route. 

In  reply  to  Alderman  Pratt,  Mr.  Shattuck  said 
that  the  power  to  run  steam  was  only  from  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  depot  to  the  Roxbury 
line,  over  the  Albany  Street  Railroad,  and  not  with 
any  view  at  present  of  connecting  with  any  other 
wharves  but  those  adjoining  Albany  street. 

Floratio  N.  Jones  of  Portland  testified  to  the 
effect  of  running  cars  by  steam  on  the  railroad 
within  the  limits  of  Portland;  the  use  of  steam 
had  been  of  great  advantage  to  business  men  on 
the  line  of  the  road;  the  road  was  almost  con- 
stantly in  use,  connecting  all  of  the  railroads  run- 
ning iiito  Portland;  the  track  had  increased  the 
value  of  the  property  on  the  street  in  greater  pro- 
portion than  the  average  of  property  in  the  city. 

Jarvis  Williams,  Treasurer  of  Hinkley  &  Wil- 
liams's, works,  stated  many  of  the  advantages 
which  woulWbe  derived  from  the  use  of  steam,  in 
facilitating  the  transportation  of  freight  aud  the 
lessening  of  the  cost  of  transportation.  A  large 
number  of  locomotives  were  now.transp  rfed  over 
the  road,  with  greater  facility  than  by  teams,  and 
he  believed  it  would  be  for  the  great  advantage  of 
business  in  that  vicinity. 


John  D.  Bong,  for  remonst  ants,  stated  that  the 
only  party  to  be  benefitted  was  this  railroad  com- 
pany; the  abutters  were  almost  entirely  opposed 
to  granting  the  petition.  J  hey  objected  on  ac- 
count of  the  obstruction  t)  business  which  it  would 
occasion,  and  of  the  danger  to  persons  and  b 
that  it  would  be  much  more  objectionable  at  night 
on  account  of  the  sparks  from  the  engine;  the 
street  was  a  great  thoroughfare,  and  was  likely  to 
become  much  more  travelled  in  future;  it  would 
be  objectionable  on  account  cf  the  occupation  ot  a 
large  portion  of  the  street  for  dwelling  houses  for 
persons  of  moderate  means,  and  the  proposed 
erection  of  oilier  dwellings  cl  the  same  descrip- 
tion. 

Joseph  F".  Paul,  an  occupant  of  Albany  street, 
objected  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  injurious 
to  his  business,  and  injurious  to  the  travel  on  that 
street.  He  did  not  think  the  parellel  would  hold 
good  in  comparison  with  Portland. 

Sidney  B.  Morse,  an  owner  of  real  estate,  stated 
that  he  "had  put  up  buildings  which  were  occupied 
by  twenty-two  tenants,  all  of  whom  had  desired 
him  to  remonstrate  against  the  use  of  steam  in 
this  street,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  be  danger- 
ous to  themselves  and  children  and  obnoxiouaon 
account  of  the  noise  and  smoke.  He  believed  all 
of  the  principal  owners  of  property  and  ihe  tenants 
on  this  street  were  opposed  to  granting  the  peti- 
tion. 

Mr.  Flynn,  representing  the  firm  of  Wni.  Som- 
ers  &  Co..  Albany  street,  stated  that  they  had  a 
track  leading  to  their  v. hail  fmin  this  freight  rail- 
road, but  they  had  never  used  it  but  once,  finding 
it  less  expensive  to  do  their  teaming  with  their 
own  horses.  He  believed  the  use  of  steam  would 
increase  ihe  rates  of  insurance  and  drive  business 
from  the  street. 

Win.  Jordan,  from  the  linn  of  Cook,  Jordan  & 
Morse,  made  similar  objections  to  those  already 
offered,  and  Dr.  Davenport  objected  on  account  of 
residents  in  the  neighborhood  of  Albany  street, 
and  the  annoyance  which  it  might  make  to  the 
City  Hospital." 

Mr.  Jones,  recalled,  stated  that  there  was  no  in- 
crease of  rates  of  insurance  from  being  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  railroad  in  Portland,  aud  there  were 
few  accidents  from  the  railroad,  by  itself  or  from 
fright  of  horses.  In  answer  to  Alderman  Carpen- 
ter, he  said  there  were  great  benefits  derived  lrom 
the  railroad,  without  which  it  would  be  almost  im- 
possible to  do  the  business.  The  prosperity  of 
Portland  was  greatly  owing  to  it,  as  it  must  follow 
from  the  increased  iacilities  for  business. 

Mi.  Long,  for  remonstrants,  briefly  summed  up 
the  objections  to  the  project,  desired  only  by  the 
petitioners,  and  from  the  position  of  this  road  not 
to  be  compared  with  the  road  in  Portland. 

Mr.  Shattuck,  in  closing  for  petitioners,  stated 
that  they  did  not  desire  to  do  injury  to  any  one. 
Such  an  opportunity  for  the  trial  of  aiii  experiment 
of  connecting  a  great  railroad  with  wharves,  so 
that  freight  could  be  put  directly  on  board  vessels 
from  the  cars,  the  city  had  been  waiting  for  twen- 
ty years,  and  it  was  desirable  that  the  experiment 
should  be  tried,  for  two  or  th  ee  months,  if  n*C 
longer.  It  was  for  the  interest  of  merchants,  tax- 
payers and  voters,  that  it  should  be  tried. 

The  report  was  recommitted,  and  subsequently 
a  reconsideration  was  carried,  and  the  subject  was 
assigned  for  consideration  by  the  whole  Board  on 
Monday  next.

Alderman  Covvdin  presented  petitions  from  sev- 
eral hundred  persons  in  the  Highland  District  in 
favor  of  the  election  of  James  Monroe  and  Fhineas 
D.  Allen.  These  were  signed  by  Theodore  Otis 
and  31  others.  Geo.  Warren  and  139  others,  Benja- 
min Franklin  and  03  others,  J.  M.  Mullane  and  69 
others,  J.  H.  Bigelow  and  15  others,  Pearsell  Bros, 
&  Co.  and  75  others,  A.  W.  Hanson  and  59  others, 
and  Ira  F.  Newton  and  85  others. 

Alderman  Talbot,  in  reference  to  Capt.  Wm.  A. 
Green,  said  it  would  be  inconsistent  to  reelect  him 
as  an  Assistant  Engineer  while  he  was  in  the  sei- 
vice  of  the  underwriters  as  chief  of  6h :  fire  brigade. 
With  the  highest  regard  for  him,  while  he  was  re- 
ceiving a  salary  from  other  parties,  the  city  ought 
not  to  pay  him  for  the  same  duty..  If  it  was  the  will 
of  the  Board,  he  might  be  invested  with  all  the 
powers  of  an  Assistant  Engineer  by  a  special 
ordinance. 

Alderman  Cowdin  hoped  the  Board  would  heed 
the  petitions  from  the  Highland  District  for  the 
the  persons  recommended,  who  had  many  years 
served  as  engineers  in  Koxlury.  He  was  in  favor 
of  the  election  of  Captain  Green,  and  there  would 
be  a  sufficient  number  for  service  as  engineers 
without  him. 

Alderman  Fierce  concurred  .villi  Alderman  TaT- 
bot  in  relation  to  Captain  Green,  who  was  receiv- 
ing a  salary  of  $1500  from  the  insurance  offices. 
The  city  was  entitled  to  the  undivide  I  time  of  the 
whole  fourteen  engineers  whenever  their  services 
were  called  upon  at  a  lire. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  Captain  Green  was 
under  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Engineer  at  all  fires. 
He  might  be  elected  as  an  engineer,  and  a  change 
be  made  in  the  ordinance  in  relation  to  his  posi- 
tion. 

Alderman  Pratt  thought  seme  weight  should  be 
given  to  the  suggestion  of  the  chairman  of  Ihe 
Committee  on  the  Fire  Department.  As  an  old 
servant  of  the  public,  Capt.  Green  should  be  treat- 
ed with  some  consideration.  No  reflection  should 
be  cast  upon  him.  He  hoped  the  Board  would  see- 
its  way  clear  to  keep  him  in  office.  If  he  should 
not  be  elected  now  it  might  be  difficult  to  do  what 
is  now  proposed  by  subsequent  action.  Whether 
he  was  elected  or  not,  the  action  of  the  Aldermen- 
should  not  be  construed  into  any  retlection  upon 
Capt.  Green. 


Alderman  Talbot  said  it  would  be  unfair  to  look 
upon  the  failure  to  elect  Capt.  Green— if  he  should 
not  be  elected— as  any  disrespect  to  him.  He  did 
uot  quite  understand  this  insurance  brigade.  The 
Chief  Engineer  has  the  right  to  appoint  the  person 
acting  in  the  position  of  Capt.  Green,  and  the  un- 
derwriters in  paying  him  a  salary  had  no  idea  that 
he  was  receiving  a  salary  from  the  city.  W  hen  he 
first  received  a  salary  from  them,  he  received  but 
$50  from  the  citv<

This  schedule,  he  said,  provided  the 
same  rates  of  tolls  for  loot  passengers  as  in  1852, 
of  two  cents  for  each  foot  passenger;  children  un- 
der ten  years  of  age,  one  cent;  package  of  four- 
teen tickets  for  twenty-live  cents.

Alderman  Pratt  sta.eA  as  an  analysis  of  the  ferry 
receipts,  that  the  foot  passengers  netted  &zy2  per 
cent.,  and  freight  '61%\  of  'he  income.  A  larger  per 
centage  should  be  paid  by  teams, which  produce  the 
greatest  wear.

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  Beard  of  Di- 
rectors had  endeavored  to  fix  such  rates  of  tolls  as 
would  be  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
ferrv,  reducing  them  on  foot  passengers  and  rais- 
ing the  rates  on  heavy  teams. 

alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  amend  by  providing 
for  packages  of  sixteen  instead  of  fourteen  tickets 
ior  twenty-five  cents. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  if  the  Board  should  ask 
for  a  reduction  after  the  rates  had  gone  into  onas> 
ation,  he  would  go  for  it,  but  he  uid  not  think  it 
expedient  to  do  so  at  this  time. 


Alderinm  Cowdin  believed  that  the  city  must 
come  to  free  ferries  eventually,  and  it  would  be 
better  to  do  so  gradually. 

Alderrmin  Gibson  did  not  doubt  that  after  the 
ferries  should  be  free,  the  increased  valuation  of 
property  at  East  Boston  would  pay  the  expense  of 
the  ferries;  but  acting  under  the  ordinance,  the 
Directors  felt  that  they  were  bound  to  raise  enough 
to  pay  the  expenses  by  tolls. 

Alderman  Talbot  doubted  whether  living  would 
be  any  cheaper* on  adopting  free  tolls,  than  now. 
Owners  of  real  estate  would  be  benefited,  but  not 
the  parties  who  pay  rents.

Alderman  Jacobs  moved  to  amend  by  providing 
that  packages  of  fifty  be  furnished  Tor  seventy-live 
cents. 

Alderman  Prat;  believed  the  amendment  would 
be  a  reduction  at  the  wrong  end,  not  benefiting 
the  poorer  classes. 

Alderman  Jacobs  admitted  that  the  two  propos- 
ed amendments  should  go  together,  and  moved  a 
reconsideration  of  tli3  rejection  of  the  previous 
amendment,  which  was  carried;  ana  the  amend- 
ment was  adopted. 

The  amendment  to  furnish  fifty  tickets  for  sev- 
enty-live cents  was  then  carried.

Alderman  Cowdin.  from  the  Committee  on  Steam 
Engines,  reported  in  favor  of  granting  the  petition 
of  Charles  Spofford  for  leave  to  use  a  steam  boiler 
at  the  corner  of  Third  and  F  streets.    Accepted. 

Aldermsn  Jenkins,  from  tfte  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  who  were  directed  to  consider  the 
order  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  erection  of 
a  house  for  Engine  >'o.  15,  to  be  located  on  E  street 
as  contemplaiedbvthe  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment, made  a,  report,  recommending  the  enlarge- 
ment of  Hose  House  Xo.9  on  B  stveet,  and  that  En 


gine  No  15  be  located   therein,  accompanied  with 
the  following  order: 

Ordered,  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
be  authorized  to  procure  plans  and  estimates  for 
remodelling  Hose  House  No.  9,  for  the  accoman 
dation  of  an  engine  and  hose  company,  and  to  re- 
port the  cost  of  said  alteration  to  the  City  Council. 
The  expense  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriations  for  Public 
Buildings. 

Alderman  Hawes  opposed  the  proposed  order, 
stating  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  enlarge  the 
hose  house  sufficiently  to  accommodate  the  ehgine 
in  question. 

Th  *  subject  was  subsequently  further  considered 
on  a  motion  to  pass  the  order. 

Alderrtrui  Gibson  stated  that  it  was  his  opinion, 
and  that  of  other  members  of  the  Committee  that 
the  engine  was  not  wanted  at  all,  but  they  con- 
cluded if  it  was  to  be  retaiued,  it  would  be  well  ac- 
commodated in  the  hose  house  of  No.  9,  which 
could  be  enlarged  for  the  purpose.  There  could  be 
no  difficulty  in  enlarging  the  house  in  length. 

Alderman  Hawes  in  further  remarks  contended 
that  the  place  proposed  hy  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department  was  the  most  fitting  location,  and 
called  for  by  petitions  of  many  of  the  largest 
owners  of  property  in  South  Boston.  In  regard 
to  coupling  a  hose  carriage  behind  an  engine,  in 
the  same  house,  it  was  not  desirable. 

Alderman  Jenkins  agreed  with  Alderman  Gib- 
son that  the  engine  was  not  wanted  at  present, 
but  it  was  possible  it  might  be  some  day,  should 
the  flats  be  tilled  up  in  the  neighborhood,  as  con- 
templated. 

Alderman  Gibson  further  advocated  the  order, 
if  the  engine  was  to  be  kept  in  service,  but  be- 
lieved that  it  was  not  needed,  and  that  the  Compa- 
ny might  be  disbanded.  The  Committee  examined 
the  territory  very  thoroughly,  and  on  consultation 
with  various  parties,  was  satisfied  that  the  loca- 
tion proposed  was  the  most  desirable  one.  In 
reply  to  a  remark  of  Alderman  Hawes,  that  it 
might  take  a  minute  and  a  half  longer  to  reach 
certain  localities  from  this  point,  he  said  there 
were  many  more  important  points  in  the  city  at  a 
much  further  distance  from  an  engine. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  was  not  desirous  that 
the  order  should  be  passed  now,  if  Aldermen  wish- 
ed to  consider  the  subject  further,  and'  on  his  mo- 
tion it  was  laid  on  the  table.

EAST   BOSTON   FERRY  TOLLS. 

The  order  establishing  tolls  for  the  East  Boston 
Ferry  was  considered. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Ferries. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  stated  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  had  fully  considered  the  subject,  and  as 
no  objection  could  be  made  to  the  rates  of  tolls, 
there  was  no  necessity  for  such  a  reference. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  hoped,  if  possible,  the  order 
would  be  passeu  at  once,  for  there  was  but  a  week 
before  the  ferry  comes  into  the  hands  of  the  city. 
If  it  could  be  settled  now,  it  would  be  agreeable  to 
the  Directors. 

Mr.  Kyan  said  there  was  considerable  complaint 
of  the  rates  of  toll  for  teams,  and  no  injury  would 
result  from  a  delay  of  one  week. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3,  said  if  it  was  in  order  he 
would  move  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  charge 
of  one  cent  for  children  under  ten  years  of  age, 
for  there  were  many  school  children  who  should 
pass  the  ferry  free. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  school  children  were  now 
provided  by  the  city  with  free  passes  to  attend 
school;  besides,  such  a  provision  would  not  touch 
school  children,  all  of  whom  crossing  to  attend 
school  were  over  ten  years  of  age. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  Committee  was  lost. 

Mr.  Wells  said  his  object  was  to  benefit  chil- 
dren, and  it  did  not  seem  right  to  charge  small 
children  one  cent,  when  any  gentleman  could  buy 
package  tickets  which  would  cost  but  little  more 
than  a  cent. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  order  would  re- 
main as  it  is. 

Mr.  Wells  wished  the  provision  to  be  that  chil- 
dren accompanied  by  their  parents  should  go  free. 

.Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  did  not  think  that  chil- 
dren in  arms  should  be  subject  to  toll. 

Mr.  Hall  believed  some  gentlemen  were  mistaken 
in  this  matter.  The  rule  had  been  much  the  same 
as  in  the  horse  cars  in  regard  to  children,  under 
the  rates  established  in  1852,  and  it  was  not  proba- 
ble that  the  provision  in  relation  to  children  would 
be  abused.  He  hoped  the  ouestion  would  be  set- 
tled tonight. 

Mr.  Wells  said  he  had  seen  children  under  six 
years  stopped  for  their  fare. 

Mr.  Brooks  stated  that  such  a  rule  as  was  sup- 
poed  had  never  been  enforced  except  by  the 
present  corporation,  but  he  did  not  believe  such  a 
practice  would  prevail  under  the  new  manage- 
ment. 

Mr.  Wells  said  that  when  he  threw  his  vote  for 
the  purchase  of  the  ferry,  it  was  not  that  a  toll 
should  be  levied  on  an  infant. 

.Mr.  Bishop  could  not  see  why  gentlemen  from 
the  Island  ward  should  object  to  making  the  mat- 
ter explicit.  The  directors  must  either  go  by  a 
schedule,  or  act  upon  their  own  judgment,  and 
there  could  not  be  any  objection  to  defining  the 
rates.  The  directors  were  new  men,  going  into  a 
new  business,  and  everything  should  be  very  plain 
and  precise. 

Mr.  Poor  trusted  no  amendments  would  be 
made,  which  would  necessitate  sending  the  order 
back  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  cause  delay. 
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Jlr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  thought  it  would  be 
proper  to  adopt  the  order  as  it  is,  for  it  would  be 
well  to  have  some  rule  to  prevent  imposition. 

Mr.  Wells  did  not  think  his  reasons  were  under- 
stood. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  believed  it  would  be  bet- 
ter to  pass  the  order  as  it  is,  for  at  any  time  if 
thought  necessary  by  the  Directors,  the  rates 
could  be  changed."  So  far  as  related  to  children, 
he  thought  the  amendment  should  rather  provide 
lor  children  without  parents. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  8  to  Si,  The  order  es- 
tablishing the  rates  of  tolls  was  then  passed. 


Mr.  Wilkins  of  Ward  9  offered  an  order  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  celebration  of  the  next  Fourth  of 
July,  the  expense  not  to  exceed  $25,000.

Foster,  corner  of  Utica  stieet  and  place.  Several- 
ly accepted. 

Alderman  Braman  also  reported  that  leave  be 
granted  on  petitions  of  Benjamin  Jones,  Orsamus 
Nute,  Michael  Gormley,  and  Malachi  Clark,  sever- 
ally to  sprinkle  streets.    Accepted. 
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Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Mrs. 
M,  J.  McDonald  to  be  compensated  for  personal 
injuries  sustained  from  an  alleged  defect  in  Vil- 
lage street,  made  a  report  that  the  petitioner  hare 
leave  to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  prepare  a  bill  establishing  the 
salaries  of  the  several  city  officers  for  the  year  be- 
ginning April  l,  1870,  made  a  report  in  part  at 
this  time  by  recommending  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying orders. 

The  only  changes  proposed  in  the  salaries  at  pres- 
ent established  are  as  follows: 

To  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  Committees,  an  in- 
crease of  $300;  to  the  Assistant  Messenger,  an 
increase  of  $300;  to  the  Clerk  of  the  City  Solicitor, 
an  increase  of  .$500;  for  cleik  hire  in  the  Treasur- 
er's office,  an  increase  of  $4000;  for  clerk  hire  in 
the  Auditor's  office,  an  increase  of  fG00;  for  clerk 
hire  in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  an  increase  of  $1000; 
for  clerk  hire  in  the  Assessors'  office,  an  increase 
of  .¥6000. 

The  committee  have  not  included  in  the  accom- 
panying orders  the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department,  for  the  reason  that  the  commit- 
tee on  that  department  are  making  an  examina- 
tion which  may  result  in  some  changes  in  its 
organization,  and  any  action  at  this  time  in  regard 
to  the  pay  of  members  would  be  premature. 

The  orders  were  read  once. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances,  who  were  requested  to  re- 
port an  ordinance  for  the  better  enforcement  of 
the  law  to  prevent  obstructing  sidewalks,  made  a 
report  that  in  their  opinion  the  present  ordinances 
are  sufficient,  and  that  no  further  action  is  neces- 
sary.   Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  A. 
H.Caton  and  others,  that  West  Concord  street, 
west  of  Columbus  avenue,  be  called  "Lebanon 
park,"  made  a  report  that  at  a  conference  with  the 
petitioners  they  expressed  the  desire  to  substitute 
the  name  "Greenwich"  for  "Lebanon."  They 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order : 

Ordered,  That  West  Concord  street,  between 
Columbus  avenue  and  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Kailroad,  be  hereafter  called  and  known  as  "Green- 
wich park,"  and  that  the  SuDerintendent  of  Street* 
be  directed  to  place  street  "signs  upon  and  num- 
ber said  park  accordingly. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

CHESTER  SQUARE  AND  PARKS. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  same  Committee, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petitions  of  John  B 
Babcock,  J.  F.  Bacon,  Eben  Hawes,  Thomas  C" 
Wales,  and  Henry  L.  Hallett  and  others,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  names  and  numbers  of  East  Chester 
avenue.  Chester  square  and  West  Chester  avenue, 
made  a  report  with  the  accompanying  orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  street  extending  from  Wash- 
ington street  to  Albany  street,  now  known  as  East 
Chester  avenue,  be  hereafter  called  and  known  as 
"Chester  park,"  and  numbered  from  Washington 
street  easterly,  according  to  the  plan  adopted 
April  29,  1869.  '  y 

Ordered,  That  the  street  extending  from  Wash- 
ington street  to  Tremont  street,  a  part  of  which  is 
now  known  as  West  Chester  avenue  and  a  part 
Chester  square,  be  hereafter  called  and  known  as 
"Chester  square,"  and  numbered  from  Washington 
street  westerly  according  to  the  present  system  of 
numbers. 

Ordered,  That  the  street  extending  from  Tremont 
street  to  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad,  now 
known  as  West  Chester  avenue,  be  hereafter 
called  and  known  as  "West  Chester  park,"  the 
numbering  of  said  park  to  be  a  continuation  of 
the  numbering  of  Chester  square. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  orders  were 
considered. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  that  something  should  be 
done  to  relieve  the  people  of  the  localities  named 
from  the  difficulties  under  which  they  had  suffered 
for  ye.irs.  He  regretted  to  be  obliged  to  differ  from 
the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Paving,  as  upon 
all  other  subjects  there  had  been  perfect  agree- 
ment. He  was  satisfied  with  the  names  proposed 
by  the  committee,  but  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
proposed  numbering,  which  would  not  suit  the 
people  interested.  To  remedy  the  difficulty  fully, 
he  moved  to  amend  by  commencing  the  number- 
ing at  Albany  street  and  proceeding  west.    By  this 


means  the  confusion  of  duplicate  numbers  would 
be  avoided. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  if  he  had  supposed  the 
gentleman  would  nave  opposed  the  report  in  the 
Board  he  would  have  given  him  stronger  grounds 
for  his  opposition.  He  was  surprised  at  his  incon- 
sistency, after  his  vote  relatii  g  to  West  Concord 
street.  This  question  had  been  before  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  lor  some  years.  It  was  impossible  to 
please  every  one,  yet  the  Committee  had  endeav- 
ored in  their  action  to  promote  the  public  good  and 
the  comfort  of  individuals.  They  proposed  to 
number  each  way  from  Washington  street,  which 
satisfied  the  great  majority  of  people,  and  simpli- 
fied the  matter.  It  would  not  answer  to  number 
from  Albany  street,  as  proposed,  for  the  street 
would  grow  in  the  direction  of  Dorchester. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  reply  to  the  charge  of  in- 
consistency, stated  that  he  was  not  satisfied  with 
the  report  when  he  voted  for  it,  and  should  move 
to  reconsider  the  order  relating  to  Greenwich  park. 
AM  of  the  numbering  of  streets  should  begin  at 
Albany  street,  to  avoid  the  difficulty  of  double  or 
triplicate  numbers.  There  was  no  danger  of  the 
extension  of  Chester  park  beyond  Albany  street, 
and  if  it  should  be  extended,  the  name  could  he 
changed.  It  would  require  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  authorize  such  an  extension. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  that  be  was  informed 
the  act  was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature. 

Alderman  Pratt  concurred  in  the  proposed  num- 
bering from  Albany  street,  characterizing  the 
question  as  being  much  mixed,  the  result  of  con- 
stant application  of  residents  of  one  and  another 
block  for  change  of  name  or  numbers.  He  moved 
further  to  amend  by  giving  the  name  Chester  ave- 
nue, and  numbering  from  east  to  west. 

The  motion  was  lost,  Aldermen  Hawes  and  Pratt 
in  favor,  nine  opposed. 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  if  the  proposed  meas- 
ure was  satisfactory  to  the  abutters. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  it  was  perfectly 
satisfactory  to  the  residents  of  Chester  square, 
with  four  exceptions ;  it  was  also  satisfactory  to 
those  of  West  Chester  park,  and  to  many  of  the 
residents  of  East  Chester  avenue. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  difficulty  was,  that  to 
m  )st  persons  the  designations  Park  and  Square 
were  synonymous,  and  must  create  confusion.  He 
suggested  whether  the  difficulties  mentioned  in  re- 
gard to  future  numberings  might  not  be  remedied 
by  commencing  with  300  at  Albany  street,  400  at 
Washington  street,  and  500  at  Tremont  street. 

Alderman  Cowdin  could  see  no  relief  except  in 
having  but  one  set  of  numbers. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  it  was  suggested  a 
change  of  name  could  be  made,  but  they  found 
the  people  were  attached  to  the  name  "Chester." 
Washington  street  is,  as  it  were,  a  pivotal  point, 
and  it  was  believed  to  be  best  to  number  east  ana 
west  from  that  point.  He  had  no  doubt  that  some 
day  the  South  Bay  would  be  built  over,  the  land 
wh'ich  would  be  made  being  of  more  value  than 
the  admission  of  a  few  small  vessels  through  the 
draw  at  Fort  Point  Channel. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  did  not  clearly  under- 
stand the  matter,  and  hoped  it  would  go  over  for 
further  consideration. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  no  new  inform- 
ation could  be  obtained.  So  far  as  related  to  the 
residents  of  Chester  square  there  was  no  change 
of  name  or  numbers.  The  Committee  reported  to 
satisfy  most  of  the  residents,  and  he  believed  the 
publrc  would  be  satisfied  with  the  report. 

Alderman  Hawes  did  not  clearly  understand  the 
matter.  He  would  commence  the  numbers  at  the 
Providence  Kailroad  and  run  them  east.  He  hoped 
this  report  would  be  deferred  one  week. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  failed  to  see  the  point 
which  was  so  satisfactory.  The  Board  of  Alder- 
men last  year  decided  this  matter  one  way,  and 
now  a  committee  of  tlvee  have  decided  in  favor  of 
another  way. 

A  motion  to  lay  the  subject  over  was  carried,  but 
subsequently  a  reconsideration  prevailed,  and  it 
was  further  considered. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  of  Al- 
derman Pratt,  it  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  4  to  8,  as  fol 
lows : 
Yeas — Cowdin,  Hawes,  Jacobs,  Pratt. 
Nays — Braman,  Carpenter,  Connor,  Gibson,  Jen- 
kins, Pierce,  Talbot. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  voted  to  defer  the 
matter  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  informa- 
tion; if  required  to  vote  now,  he  should  vote 
against  the  orders,  and  he  believed,  from  the  best 
information  he  could  get,  that  they  would  not  be 
satisfactory  to  the  people. 
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The  orders  were  passed  by  a  vote  of  eight  to 
three,  as  follow  e  : 

Yeas— Bra  man,  Carpenter,  Connor,  Gibson, 
Hawes,  Jenkins,  Pierce,  Talbot. 

Nays— -Cowdin,  Jacobs,  Pratt. 

WOOD  PAVEMENT. 

AJdeinian  Carpenter,  from  the  same  committee 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Nathaniel  C. 
Naeh  and  others,  that  a  Commission  be  appointed 
in  test  the  various  methods  of  preserving-  wood 
for  pavement,  &c,  made  a  report,  with  the  ac- 
companying order: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  be  author- 
ized to  appoint  a  coiiiiiii:  ti<  n  consisting  ef  thiee 
chemists,  three  mechanical  engineers,  and  two 
civil  engineers,  one  of  \\h(  in  shall  be  the  City  En- 
gineer, to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
different  processes  of  protecting  wood,  to  l  e  used 
Cor  paving,  from  decay,  and  the  various  methods 
of  constructing  and  'putting  down  wood  pave- 
ments, and  report  thereon  to  this  Hoard, with  their 
opinion  on  the  same,  on  or  before  April  25,  1870, 
the  entire  expense  of  said  commission  not  exceed- 
ing 5500,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
paving. 

Aldeiman  Carpenter,  in  advocating  the  pa:  sage 
of  the  order,  said  there  had  been  brought  before 
lie  Committee  on  Paving  thirteen  or  fourteen 
kinds  of  wood  pavement  since  the  1st  of  January,  re- 
quiring much  more  of  the  time  of  the  Committee 
for  investigation  of  their  merits  than  the  Com- 
mittee could  afford.  The  petition  calling  for  this 
commission  represented  nianv  wealthy  and  inter- 
ested citizens,  and,  at  least,  §25,000,000  to  130,000,000 
were  represented  by  them. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  reason  why  he  moved 
that  the  order  be  sent  to  the  Committee  on  l'aving 
was  because  there  were  two  scientific  men  on  the 
Committee,  but  he  was  now  in  favor  of  its  passage. 

the  order  was  read  a  second  timi  and  passed.

AliBANY  STREET  FREIGHT  RAILWAY. 

The  special  assignment,  the  consideration  of 
petition  of  Albany  Street  Freight  Kailroad  Com- 
pany for  leave  to  use  steam  as  a  motive  power  in 
the  streets  of  this  city,  was  taken  up. 

To  bring  the  subject  of  the  petition  directly  be- 
fore the  Board.  Alderman  Carpenter  offered  an  or- 
der that  leave  be  granted  to  the  petitioners  to  run 
a  locomotive  with  their  trains  in  Albany  street  for 
three  months,  from  1st  April,  between  the  hours 
of  9  P.  M.  and  5  A.  M. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  in  support  of  the  order, 
expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  be  passed;  stat- 
ing that  in  this  ease,  as  in  all  others,  oppo- 
sition is  made  to  progress.  This  company  during 
the  past  year  had  transported  over  their  road  10,000 
tons  of  ordinary  freight  and  3000  tons  of  new  loco- 
motives. He  was  willing  that  the  question  should 
be  tested  in  the  use  of  locomotives  in  the  streets, 
for  it  must  come  some  time.  As  good  business 
men,  and  as  large  real  estate  owners  in  the  vicini- 
ty, the  petitioners  wished  to  make  the  experiment. 
If  successful,  it  will  oe  the  means  of  reducing 
much  the  cost  of  moving  freight,  and  be  a  great 
convenience  in  doing  business. 

A  remonstrance  of  W.  I".  Emerson  and  many 
others,  abutters  on  Albany  street,  against  grant- 
ing this  petition,  was  presented,  and  a  petition 
from  A.  D.  Williams  and  others  in  favor  of  said 
grant. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  they  might  regret  grant- 
ing the  petition  to  make  the  experiment,  if  it 
should  be  found  that  the  permission  could  not  be 
revoked,  and  he  moved  that  the  time  be  limited 
to  two  months. 


Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  would  make  it  a 
condition  in  the  order  that  at  the  end  of  the  speci- 
fied lime  further  leave  must  be  obtained,  and 
would  modify  the  order  so  as  to  limit  the  time  to 
two  months.  His  wish  was  that  the  experiment 
should  be  fully  tried. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  known  the  peti- 
tioners for  a  long  time,  and  they  were  entitled  to 
great  credit  for  their  energy.  There  were,  howev- 
er, but  three  doing  business  on  the  street,  who 
were  in  favor  of  this  measure,  while  all  others 
were  opposed  to  it.  If  it  was  to  te  for  the  great- 
est good  of  the  greatest  number,  he  would  yield, 
but  he  did  not  believe  it  would  be  safe  in  the  day 
time  to  use  steam  in  this  street,  where  there  was 
so  much  travel,  nor  would  it  be  entirely  sale  in  the 
night  time,  as  the  day  is  sometimes  not  long 
enough  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Alderman  Jenkins  moved  to  amend  by  making 
the  time  10  o'clock  P.  M.,  each  day,  when  the  use 
of  steam  should  begin. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  experiment  should  be 
tried  in  this  city,  for  there  was  not  a  city  on  the 
Atlantic  coast  where  steam  was  not  used  in  the 
streets.  It  was  objected  for  a  time  to  allowing  the 
trains  of  the  Boston  &  .Maine  Kailroad  to  cross 
the  streets;  but  it  was  found  that  by  the  use  of 
horses  greater  obstruction  was  produced,  and  it 
was  an  Inhuman  way  of  treating  a  horse.  All  the 
way  to  Washington  he  ft  and  trains  crossing  streets 
of  cities.  Business  demands  it  in  this  case,  and 
the  business  of  the  city  should  be  done. 

The  amendment  was  carried  to  substitute  10  for 
9  o'clock. 

Alderman  Talbot  called  for  the  reading  of  the  act 
chartering  the  road,  and  upon  its  being  read,  re- 
marked that  as  the  Board  under  it  had  the  right  to 
establish,  it  had  also  the  right  to  rescind.  He 
therefore  had  no  objection  to  voting  for  it. 

As  amended,  the  order  was  passed,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  leave  be  granted  to  the  Albany 
Street  Freight  Kailroad  Company  to  run  a  loco- 
motive with  their  trains  of  cars  in  Albany  street 
only,  from  April  1  to  June  1, 1870,  between  the 
hours  of  10  o'clock  P.  M.  and  5  A.  M.,  at  such  rate 
of  speed  and  under  such  other  regulations  as  the 
Board  may  determine,  and  on  the  express  condi- 
tion that  from  the  31st  day  of  May,  1870,  there  shall 
be  no  steam  engine  used  on  the  road,  unless  permit- 
ted by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  order  forbidding  the  removal  of  Hose  Car- 
riage Mo.  2  from  Hudson  street  to  East  street  was 
taken  up. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  he  was  at  first  in 
favor  of  the  removal,  but  many  men  had  come  to 
him  to  represent  the  importance  of  keeping  the 
hose  company  there.  The  land  belonged  to  the 
schoolhouse,  and  until  it  was  wanted  by  the  .school 
Committee  he  thought  it  was  best  to  let  the  hose 
carriage  remain  there. 

Alderman  Cowdin  believed  it  desirable  to  let  the 
hose  carriage  remain  where  it  is,  on  account  of  the 
risks  from  tire  in  that  vicinity. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  new  house  on 
East  street  was  built  to  accommodate  this  hose 
carriage,  and  whatever  risk  there  was,  it  would 
take  but  half  a  minute  to  reach  the  present  locality 
from  that  house. 

Alderman  Talbot  was  of  opinion  that  it  should  be 
determined  before  a  house  was  built  what  should 
go  into  it.  It  was  a  difficult  matter  to  get  an  en- 
gine or  a  hose  carriage  removed  when  once  locat- 
ed. 

The  order  was  passed  in  concurrence. 

ORDERS  PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Braman. 

Ordered,  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  requested  to  consider  and  report  if  an 
office  can  be  furnished  for  the  City  Physician  in 
the  basement  of  the  City  Hall. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 

Ordered,  that  the  Committee  on  Laying  out  and 
Widening  Streets  be  requested  to  consider  and 
report  upon  the  expediency  of  laying  out  Gold 
street,  between  B  and  C  streets,  as  a  public  way; 
also  upon  the  expediency  of  laying  out  Smith 
street,  Ward  15,  as  a  public  street. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Hawes, 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  under 
the  direction  of  the  committee,  to  furnish  engine 
house  No.  7,  East  street,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing $800,  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  Fire  Department. 

Orders  were  passed  for  the  payment  of  bills  of 
persons  connected  with  the  City  Government.

Proceedings  of  the  Coimnou  Council, 

MARCH  31,  1870. 


The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  1}',  o'clock,  M.  E. 
Ingalls,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPEES  FISOM  THE   HOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  William  Gaston  and  others  for 
enlargement  of  .Madison  square,  and  of  B.  P. 
VVoounian  for  compensation  lor  personal  injuries, 
were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

Report  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  M.  J. 
Maedonald  to  be  paid  lor  personal  injuries  received 
for  a  defect  in  Village  street,  was  accepted  in  con- 
currence. 

Keport  no  further  action  is  necessary  for  the 
tetter  enforcement  of  law  in  relation  to  obstruct- 
ing sidewalks,  the  present  ordinance  being  suffi- 
cient, being  on  its  acceptance, 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  moved  that  it  he  recom- 
mitted. As  the  ordinance  now  stands,  persons 
may  obstiuct  the  sidewalks,  as  they  olten  do,  until 
they  become  a  nuisance,  and  there  is  no  remedy. 
An  officer  may  tell  them  to  move  on,  and  they  may 
move  lor  a  m<  ment,  returning  again  to  the  same 
place,  yet  he  has  no  authority  to  arrest  them  with- 
out a  warrant,  and  if  he  makes  a  compiaint,  he 
may  not  be  able  to  identify  the  parties. 

Sir.  Hall  of  Ward  1  hoped  the  motion  would  not 
prevail,  Should  an  ordinance  be  made  more 
strict,  it  may  be  considered  arbitrary  and  oppres- 
sive. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  carried  by  a  vote  of 
12  to  10. 

Ihe  order  for  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  to 
consider  and  report  whether  an  office  for  the  City 
Physician  can  be  iurnithed  in  the  City  Hall,  com- 
ing up, 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  to  add  the  City  So- 
licitor, in  the  inquiry. 

Mr.  Wells  of  \\  ard  3  stated  that  the  City  Solicit- 
or occupies  rooms  on  a  lease  for  several  years, 

Mr.  Smith  said  that  was  no  reason  why  there 
should  not  be  an  inquiry  in  the  matter,  and'he  did 
not  suppose  there  would  be  any  difficulty  in  dispos- 
ing of  a  lease. 

Mr.  Wiiliams  of  Ward  13  wished  to  know  what 
reasons  could  be  given  for  changing  the  quarters 
of  the  City  Solicitor. 

-Mr.  Smith  replied  that  the  office  of  City  Solicitor 
was  of  great  importance,  and  there  were  frequent 
occasions  to  consult  with  him,  by  Aldermen  and 
other  members  of  the  City  Government.

REQUEST     OF     WATER     BOARD     FOR      ADDITIONAL, 
APPROPRIATION. 

Water  Board  Office,  April  4, 1870."" 
To  the  City  Council : 

The  appropriation  of  §125,000,  made  Oct.  24,  1869, 
lor  laying  the  water  pipes  in  Wards  13,  14  and  15 
has  been  exhausted,  the  demand  for  the  water 
having  far  exceeded  our  anticipations;  and  we 
have  now  before  us  numerous  petitions  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  pipes  in  said  Wards,  most  of  which 
are  cases  where  the  water  rates  to  be  received  will 
far  exceed  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  such  exten- 
sion. 

When  the  appropriation  was  asked  for,  the 
Board  considered  that  after  this  amount  had 
been  expended,  it  would  be  desirable  to  close  the 
construction  account,  and  that  any  further  ex- 
tension of  the  works  in  this  section  should 
be  provided  for  in  the  annual  appropriations  for 
maintaining  this  department.  We  accordingly  in- 
cluded in  the  estimates  submitted  to  the  Auditor 
the  sum  of  .$125,000  for  the  extension  of  the  pipes 
in  the  Highland  District.  The  Finance  Committee, 
in  reviewing  these  estimates,  and  after  fully  con- 
sidering the  subject,  decided  that  it  was  inexpedi- 
ent to  allow  this  amount  as  part  of  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  works,  but  should  be  asked  for  as 
a  special  appropriation,  and  it  was  omi  ted  by 
ttiem  in  the  estimates  now  before  the  City  Council, 
and  we  have  been  obliged  to  suspend  all  works  in 
these  Wards  at  a  season  of  the  year  when  it  is  im- 
portant that  active  operations*  should  be  com- 
menced. 

We  therefore,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Water,  with  whom  we 
have  consulted,  respectfully  request  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  S125,000  may  be  made  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending the  water  works  in  the  Highland  District.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK. 

The  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk,  Henry  Fax- 
on, for  the  year  ending  March  31,  states  that,  as 
the  dealers  in  milk  of  Ward  16  have  not  been  regis- 
tered, they  are  not  included.  The  number  of  cows 
kept  in  the  city  is  750—34  in  the  City  Proper,  440  in 
lioxbury,  115  in  south  Boston,  and  1*61  in  East  Bos- 
ton. Whole  number  of  wholesale  dealers  regis- 
tered, 1023;  number  now  in  business,  376;  selling 
from  carriages,  230;  number  of  small  whole- 
sale dealers,  keeping  more  than  one  cow  and 
selling  to  the  neighbors,  146;  retailers  record- 
ed since  last  report,  151 ;  recorded  to  date, 
2806;  samples  inspected  since  last  report,  1680; 
found  unadulterated,  1160;  more  or  less  adul- 
terated, 520;  analyzed  by  chemist,  19;  average 
adulteration  found  by  analysis,  28.83;  largest 
amount  of  adulteration  by  water,  41.17;  least,  19.25; 
samples  analyzed  to  date,  233;  cases  pending  in 
court  at  last  report,  2,  which  continue  unsettled ; 
complaints  in  the  Municipal  Court,  4;  convictions, 
4;  complaint  to  Grand  Jury,  6;  indictments  and 
convictions,  6;  cases  now  pending  in  the  courts,  4; 
complaints  in  court  to  date,  190;  convictions,  119. 
The  daily  supply  of  milk  for  the  city  is  20,948  gal- 
lons, and  the  cost  $7122  32;  for  a  vear,  7,646,020 
gallons,  at  a  cost  of  $2,599,646  80.  The  expenses  of 
the  Inspector's  office  for  the  past  year  were  $191  01; 
lines  and  costs  paid  in  court,  $206  95. 

The  Inspector,  in  referring  to  the  duties  of  his 
office,  says:  In  carrying  out  this  object,  stores 
and  shops  in  all  parts  of  this  city,  where  milk  is 
kept  for  sale,  have  been  visited,  and  the  milk  ex- 
amined, records  of  which  are  kept  in  the  office  of 
the  Inspector. 

In  many  places  the  milk  is  found  to  be  good  and 
pure;    in    others    quite    the  reverse;    sometimes 

frossly  adulterated  and  very  inferior  in  quality, 
n  all  such  cases  visits  are  continued  until  the  re- 
quired improvement  is  established  in  the  quality 
of  the  milk. 

It  is  gratifying  to  recur  to  the  reiterated  testi- 
mony of  private  families,  keepers  of  stores,  and 
parties  from  the  neighboring  cities  and  towns,  and 
even  from  outside  the  limits  of  our  own  State,  to 
the  aid  and  assistance  rendered  by  this  office  in 
cases  of  adulterated  milk  during  the  past  year. 

The  milk  cans  used  for  the  conveyance  and  sale 
of  milk  by  the  dealers  are  of  two  classes.  The 
large  cans  which  hold  nine  quarts  and  a  pint  are 
in  general  use  by  the  milk  trade  of  Worcester 
county,  and  by  many  who  collect  milk  in  the  vicin- 
ity of"  Boston.  The  smaller  cans,  which  hold  eight 
quarts  and  one-half  pint,  are  mostly  in  use  on  the 
Fitchburg,  Lowell  and  Eastern  Railroads.  The 
price  of  milk  has  been  about  the  same  as  the  year 
previous,  viz:  at  the  farmer's  door,  from  33  to  42 
cents  per  can;  and  at  the  depots  in  or  near  the 
city,  after  collecting  and  transporting  it,  from  40 
to  48  cents  per  can.  This  is  sold  to  stores  and 
shops  at  from  54  tu  62  cents  per  can,  and  retailed 
in  smaller  quantities  at  8  cents  per  quart. 

In  referring  to  the  laws  for  the  prevention  of 
adulteration  of  milk,  and  the  complaints  on  the 
subject,  the  Inspector  says: 

"Now  all  these  difficulties  can  be  prevented  by 
the  purchaser's  taking  care  to  look  after  the  quali- 
ty of  his  milk,  and  discharging  the  milkman  whose 
milk  is  poor  for  one  more  honest.  If  this  were 
done,  it  would  operate  as  a  check  on  the  dealer  so 
effectively  as  to  prevent  the  evil  and  secure  the 
desired  object.  But  the  fact  is,  milk-and-water 
people  will  have  milk  and  water  for  pure  milk."

Ihe  nomination  of  Heniy  W.  Lorgley  by  the 
Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  as 
their  Clerk,  chine  up  for  approval,  when  .Mr.  Long- 
ley  was  unanimously  elected. 

'Ihe  nomination  by  the  City  Messenger  of  Alvah 
H.  Peters  as  Assistant  Messenger  was  unanimously 
contained. 

Alderman  fierce  stated  that  in  the  early  settle- 
ment of  the  country  a  public  landing  place  was  set 
apart  on  Meponset  river.  By  an  act  or  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1«:;5,  the  towns  of 'Dorchester  and  Milton 
were  directed  to  take  charge  ol  the  property.  lhis 
consists  of  aii  acre  of  grtundwith  a  large  front- 
age, and  is  now  under  lease,  with  a  design  to  build 
a  wharf.  By  this  act,  three  Commissioners  are  re- 
quired to  be"  elected  in  March  or  April,  annually. 
These  Commissioners  are  Edmund  J.  Baker,  E.  J. 
Bispham  and  E.  H.  Ii.  Luggles,  in  whom  the  peo- 
ple have  confidence.  Ihe  Board  proceeded  to  an 
election,  and  those  gentlemen  were  unanimously 
reelected. 

WOODEN  PAVEME1TTS. 

Alderman  Gibson  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  adopting  the  order  for  a  Cemmission  to 
examine  and  report  on  Wooden  Pavement  patents. 

The  motion  was  carried,  when  ic  was  stated  that 
an  opportunity  would  he  given,  pending  the  con- 
sideration of  the  oroer,  for  any  one  to  be  heard  on 
the  subject. 

Nathaniel  C.  Nash,  as  a  petitioner,  said  he  ap- 
peared to  express  his  views  on  this  subject.  Two 
years  ago,  in  travelling  through  the  West,  he  made 
an  extensive  examination  of  the  system  of  wooden 
pavements,  in  their  application  fcr  use  m  this  city. 
■in  the  West  tbey  had  the  Noiway  pine,  which  had 
advantages  over  wood  used  by  us.  'Ihe  desire  of 
the  petitioners  was  to  ascertain  what  kind  of  wood 
pavement  was  best  adapted  to  our  use,  without 
being  obliged  t  remove  it  in  a  year  or  two. 
Ihey  had  also  in  view  the  sanitary  question 
as    affecting     decaying     wood.  Ihey    there- 

fore know  of  no  better  way  in  which  to 
obtain  the  information  sought,  than  in  the 
appointment  of  a  commission.  If  we  can  adopt  a 
system  of  wood  pavement  it  will  be  of  immense 
advantage  in  many  respects.  In  a  pecuniary  point 
of  view  it  will  save  at  least  §1,000,000  a  year.  If  it 
shall  prove  advantageous,  we  should  proceed  at 
once  to  pave  with  wood;  it  not,  it  should  be  con- 
demned at  once.  If  he  were  a  member  of  the 
Board,  he  would  feel  a  relief  by  having  a  report  of 
a  scientific  commission,  once  beyond  a  doubt,  and 
if  there  is  not  a  decisive  result,  the  citizens  would 
come  here  and  protest  against  the  laying  another 
square  yard  of  wood  pavement. 

In  an  examination  of  the  wood  pavement  laid 
down  last  year,  hewas  satisfied  that  none  was  laid 
which  would  prove  advantageous.  There  was  no 
process  which  would  prove  satisfactory  except  by 
the  conversion  of  the  alfcumeu  into  a  condition  not 
subject  to  decay. 

Mr.  IS  ash  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  manner  of 
preparing  the  various  kinds  of  wood  which  had 
been  put  down,  and  the  objection  to  such  kinas  of 
pavement.  Woods  of  certain  kint  s  could  be  used 
which  would  be  too  expensive.  I  astyear  kyanised 
wood  from  the  tracks  of  the  Cambridge  Horse  Bail 
road,  and  which  had  been  laid  ltr  sevenyears,  was 
taken  up,  in  which  there  were  no  signs  of  decay. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  that  while  he  fully  agreed 
with  the  gentleman  in  the  advantages  of  wooden 


pavement,  he  did  not  believe  a  commission  w  s 
desiranle  in  the  settlement  <>l  the  question-,  or  th 
such  a  commission  would  be  more  likely  to  detec- 
inine  the  question  than  the  Committee  on  Paving. 
A o  gentlemen,  however  scienciiie,  could  <l> 
delinuely  upon  this  matter.  Experience  alone 
could  do  thar.  He  had  been  assured  in  New  Vor  :, 
that  there  was  one  kind  of  wood  pavement  in 
<  lncago  which  had  been  down  fourteen  yeais,  and 
the  CcnnniUee  en  Paving  could  ascertain  if  this 
were  so.  if  wood  pavement  could  be  ha  I  which 
wculd  last  six  cr  eight  years,  he  thought  it  would 
Le  as  much  as  we  cou^u  expect,  aneh  puvement 
would  Le  a  saving  of  thirty-three  per  cent,  to 
ImiM  s  and  vehicles.  .\o  gentleman  could  hx  the 
time  which  any  pavement  is  likely  to  last,  and  the 
commit. Le  can  as  <  as.ly  astci tain"  such lact,  as  can 
a  commission. 

Ah. ti man  Cowdin  staled  that  when  the  petition 
was  ret  eivedlor  the  appointment  of  at  rnmission, 
although  a  mt inner  ol  the  Committee,  he  was  of 
opinion  tliat  it  should  go  to  that  Committee,  for  it 
was  to  Le  presuuieu  ;hat  ..In  fee  who  were  elected 
Ly  the  people  v. tie  i  &j  al  le  of  discharging  their 
uiities.  11  th<  y  were  not,  they  should  resign,  lie 
remeiiil  eied  that  bLeen  years  since  wooden  pave- 
ment was  put  oevvn  in  this  city,  by  which  the  peo- 
ple wire  egregious  y  thaviti.  Furthermore,  he 
knew  that  iheie  wcie"  on  this  Committee,  leaving 
out  himself,  two  scientific  gentle  met.,  and  he  ha  i 
every  <  onndtnte  in  those  gentlemen.  Ihe  petition 
was  referred  to  Tie  Committee.  But  when  the 
Board  was  uoocied  with  petuionson  the  subject  he 
yielded.  He  was  yet  <  l  opinion  ihat  the  Ccmmis- 
tee  were  capable.  <  f  ju  ging  in  the  matter,  and 
hoped  the  ocdex  w<  uiu  .Le  lcjettt  >  .

THE   FRADKLIN  FUND. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Special  Committee  of 
the  Board,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Josiah  i^uincy,  praying  that  steps  should  be  taken 
to  render  the  legacy  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin,  for 
the  benefit  of  young  mechanic's,  available  for  the 
purposes  intended  by  the  testator,  made  a  report, 
as  follows : 

That  since  the  benevolent  bequest  of  Dr.  Frank- 
lin was  made,  the  customs  and  usages  of  business 
have  become  so  changed  Chat  the  funds  realized 
from  the  bequest  cannot  be  loaned  upon  the  terms 
provided  in  his  will,  and  the  result  is,  that  no  new 
application  has  been  made  Cor  many  years  for  loans 
ui.i'ii  those  terms. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  such  applications 
will  be  made  hereafter,  and  the  fund  is  accumulat- 
ing in  the  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  with- 
out benefit  to  the  class  ol  persons  the  testator  in- 
tended to  assist.  I he  committee  deem  it  desirable 
that  this  fund  should  be  made  useful,  and  adminis- 
tered as  nearly  as  may  be  for  the  purpose  fci  which 
it  was  given.  '  Of  course  all  the  conditions  of  the 
bequest  must  be  complied  with,  as  they  are  obliga- 
tory upon  the  administrators  of  the'  fund.  The 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  they  are  at 
liberty  to  invest  the  funds  from  time  to  time  ac- 
cording to  their  discretion,  they  may  loan  the  same 
in  small  sums  upon  perfectly  good'  mortgages,  to 
the  class  of  persons  entitled  to  ue  the  beneficiaries 
of  it.  In  this  way  all  the  provisions  of  the  will 
may  be  complied  with,  and  the  purpose  of  the  tes- 
tator carried  out  in  spirit. 

The  City  Solicitor  has  been  consulted,  and  sees 
no  legal  objection  to  the  plan  recommended.  The 
committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  o.der: 

Ordered,  That  the  ministers  of  the  oldest  Epis- 
copalian, Congregational  and  Presbyterian 
churches  be  requested  to  meet  the  Board  of  Alder 
men  (successors  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of 
Boston)  at  the  Aldermen's  room,  City  Hall,  on 
Friday  next,  at  12  M.,  to  devise  means,  as  Directors 
of  the  Franklin  Fund,  to  carry  out  the  intentions 
of  the  testator,  for  the  benefit  of  young  mechanics. 

The  report  was  accepted,  aud  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  Special  Committee 
of  the  Board,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Franklin  Fund  in  regard  to 
the  condition  of  said  fund  on  the  first  of  January, 
1870,  made  a  report  that  thev  have  examined  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  find  that  the  report  is 
correctly  drawn.  The  amount  of  the  fund  on  the 
1st  of  January  was  «T42,068  90.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  same  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Joseph  T. 
Paget  for  a  loan  from  the  Franklin  Fund,  made  a 
report,  that  the  securities  offered  by  the  applicant 
are  sufficient,  and  they  would  recommend  that  the 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  loan  Joseph  T.  Paget 
the  sum  of  #300  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
mentioned  iu  the  will  of  Benjamin  Franklin.  Ac- 
cepted. 

THF.  BROADWAY  BRIDGE    INVESTIGATION. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
l'aving,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
from  C.  Curry,  respecting  the  award  of  the  con- 
tract tor  constructing  a  bridge  over  Fort  Point 
Channel  in  extension  of  Broadway, made  the  fol- 
lowing report. 

Although  the  communication  from  Mr.  Curry 
contained  no  direct  charge  of  fraud  on  the  part  of 
those  persons  concerned  in  making  the  contracts, 
his  statement  and  the  insinuations  of  others 
amounted  substantially  to  a  charge  of  fraud.  Com- 
ing, as  it  did,  immediately  after  the  application  for 
a  large  additional  appropriation  for  carrying  out 
the  work,  it  was  calculated  to  arrest  public  atten- 
tion and  produce  a  more  profound  impression  upon 
the  community  than  it  would  have  done  under  oth- 
er circumstances. 

Justice  to  the  citizens,  no  less  than  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  last  year,  required  that  the  matter 


._  information 
the  amplest  opportunity  to  substantiate  their 
charges. 

The  persons  engaged  in  making  the  contract 
were  also  called  upon  to  state  the  grounds  upon 
winch  they  acted;  and  all  the  evidence  and  state- 
ment uresented  have  been  reported  photograph- 
ically for  the  information  of  the  Government. 

The  result  of  the  investigation  has  been  an  en- 
tire failure  on  the  part  ot  those  who  sought  to 


show  corruption  in  the  making  of  the  contract. 
The  charges  appear  to  have  grown  out  of  loose 
insinuations,  made  either  by  those  who  were  dis- 
appointed, or  those  who  find  their  chief  oc- 
cupation in  magnifying  the  errors  of  judgment  of 
others,  and  in  insinuating  corrupt  motives.  It  is 
time  that  some  steps  were  taken  to  check  this  per- 
nicious habit  of  making  loose  accusations  and  in- 
sinuations against  those  who  are  intrusted  with 
the  discharge  of  difficult  and  responsible  official 
duties.  The  temiency,  of  course,  is  to  make  re- 
spectable citizens  who  have  reputation  at  stake 
shun  public  office,  and  avoid  all  connection  with 
the  public  service. 

In  the  case  under  consideration,  there  appears 
to  have  been  no  just  foundation  whatever  for  the 
grave  charges  that  were  made.  Neither  against 
the  Committee  on  Paving  of  last  year,  who  acted 
under  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  AldermeB,  nor 
against  any  of  the  officers  connected  with  the  Gov- 
ernment, is  there  any  evidence  which  in  any  de- 
gree affects  their  integrity; 

With  this  brief  statement  the  Committee  would 
respectfully  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, to  whom  was  referred  the  nomination  of  Ed- 
ward H.  Savage  to  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police, 
made  a  report  recommending  that  the  nomination 
be  confirmed. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  nomination 
was  confirmed  by  an  unanimous  vote. 

DEPUTY    CHIEF   OF   1'OLICE. 

The  Mayor  submitted  the  nomination  of  James 
Quinn  for  Deputy  Chief  of  Police,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Police.

On  motion  of  Alderman  Carpenter, 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  directed  to 
report  for  the  use  of  this  Board  the  names,  ages, 
residences,  times  of  appointment  and  rank  ot  all 
members  of  the  Police  Department. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Connor, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Police  be  and 
they  are  hereby  requested  to  examine  as  soon  as 
possible  the  condition  of  the  force  of  Police  Sta- 
tion .No.  G,  and  devise  some  means  by  which  the 
persons  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  South 
Boston  can  be  properly  protected. 

Alderman  Connor,  in  support  of  the  above  order, 
stated  that  robberies  were  of  daily  occurrence  in 
that  section  of  the  city;  he  had  suffered  himself, 
and  the  nexi  door  to  him  had  been  robbed  twice 
within  two  or  three  months.  A  man  in  his  place 
saw  another  attempting  to  break  into  a  neighbor's 
store,  and  pursued  him,  when  he  was  cut  across 
the  nose  and  face  with  a  knife,  inflicting  a  mark 
which  be  will  always  cany  with  him.  The  Alder- 
man said  lie  had  followed  the  men  who  robbed  him 
to  Lawrence,  and  had  the  assistance  of  detectives 
and  of  other  officers,  but  failed  to  obtain  a  dollar 
of  his  property. 

The  best  governed  European  cities  had  one 
policeman  for  every  600  inhabitants;  South  Boston 
had  but  thirty-five  men,  one  lieutenant  and  four 
men  less  than  five  years  ago,  while  the  population 
had  increased  10,000;  iu  a  proper  proportion,  there 
should  Jje  sixty-tive  ineu;  but  that  number  he  did 
not  expect.  the  people  have  a  constant  dread  of 
being  robbed  nightly,  and  he  hoped  the  committee 
would  look  into  this  matter  and  sift  it  thoroughly. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  concurred  with  the 
Alderman  in  his  remarks,  and  was  of  opinion  that 
in  that  section  of  the  city  they  were  entitled  to 
forty-five  or  fifty  police  officers. 

On  motion  of 'Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers  be

The  report  granting  leave  to  John  Donnelly  to 
place  a  bill-hoard  on  fence  in  Tremont  street,  near 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Bridge,  was  taken  from 
the  table,  and  after  some  explanations  by  Alder- 
man Talbot,  the  report  was  accepted. 

SALAEY  BILL. 

The  Salary  bill  was  taken  up,  considered  by  sec- 
tions, amended  in  some  particulars  and  passed. 

Section  1,  as  printed,  was  amended  by  adding  the 
use  of  a  horse  and  chaise  to  the  Mayor,  inadver- 
tently omitted. 

In  relation  to  the  increase  of  $4000  for  clerk  hire 
in  the  Treasurer's  office,  Alderman  Talbot  stated 
that  it  was  designed  as  a  necessity  to  reorganize 
the  force  in  that  office,  for  the  better  system- 
atizing    of     the    business.      This    did    not    in- 


clude an  appropriation  fen  temporary  assistance, 
which  will  be  called  fnr  later  in  the  season,  but 
may  reduce  the  a  mount  for  temporary  clerk  h!re 
The  payment  of  salaries  monthly,  and  of  school 

teachers  at  the  SchioolhuuseB,  made  additional  la- 
bor and  expense. 

Alderman  Cowdln  stated  that  in  the  investiga- 
tion into  the  aft'aiis  of  the  Treasurer's  office,  i.  was 
manifest  that  there  was  a  necessity  ior  increase  of 
clerk  hire. 

Aldeiman  Cowdin  moved  to  amend  section  6,  by 
increasing  the  salary  of  the  ai  sisiant  clerk  of  the 
Common  Council  to  $800.  If  his  entire  time  was 
occupied,  as  he  understood,  that  amount  was  little 
enough. 

Alderman  Talbo*  said  no  claim  was  made  by  any 
member  of  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  Coun- 
cil ;  and  if  an  addition  should  be  made  to  the  sala- 
ry, he  should  prefer  to  have  it  come  from  that 
branch. 

A  Herman  Gibson  did  not  suppose  that  the  time 
of  the  assistant  clerk  could  be  cne-quarcer  occu- 
pied. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  friends  of  the  clerk 
intended  to  have  proposed  an  increase,  but  foigot 
it. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  understood  the  time  of 
the  Clerk  was  nearly  all  taken  up,  as  much  so  as 
the  time  of  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  Coinmi:tees, 
whose  salary  was  increase  1  by  the  Committee. 

Aldeiman'  Cowdin  modified  the  amendment  to 
$700,  which  was  passed. 

Alderman  Gibson  mrved  to  make  the  salary  of 
Assistant  Clerk  of  Committees  $600  instead  of 
$800,  seating  that  an  increase  in  six  m  iiit.is  of 
S100  should  be  considered  sufficient,  and  was  asal- 
aiy  which  many  leys  w..ulu  Le  glad  to  get. 

Aide:  man  Pratt  was  oi  oj  hi  ion  that  it  was  a 
mistake  of  his  friends  in  asking  Hue  h  an  increase. 

Aldeiman  Cowdin  suggested  the  sum  of  »700. 

Aldeiman  Talbot  believed  $800  was  not  too  large, 
as  he  had  occasion  to  see  much  of  the  labor  he  was 
called  upon  to  peifoim. 

The  motion  to  amend  1  y  fixing  the  sum  at  $600, 
and  another  by  Alderman  I'ratt  to  fix  it  at  $500 
were  each  lost,  when  the  section  was  passed  as  re- 
ported. 

On  a  motion  of  Alderman  Jacobs  to  increase  the 
salaiy  of  the  Assistai.t  Clerk  of  the  City  Registrar 
to  >:800,  Aldeiman  Gil  son  raised  a  question  in  rela- 
tion to  the  fees  received  in  iliac  effiee. 

It  was  stated  in  reply  that  the  fees  for  marriage 
certificates,  aim  timing  to  -1900,  were  paid  into  the 
City  Treasuiy,  ,vh!le  the  fees  allowed  by  statute 
for  obtaining  infoimation  in  relation  to  births 
were  i  aid  to  assistants  employed  for  that  purpose, 
but  not  added  to  salaiics. 

The  amendment  to  increase  the  assistant  clerk's 
salary  to  i800  was  carried. 

Aluerman  Jacobs  moved  to  increase  the  salary  of 
Superintendent  of  Common  to  S2000,  stating  that 
it  should  not  be  less  than  that  of  other  heads  of 
departments. 

Aldeiman  Talbot  stated  that  tin  committee  de- 
cided to  make  no  changes  in  the  salaries  of  heads 
of  departments,  for  it  would  be  invidious  to  in- 
crease one  and  not  others.  He  admitted  the  value 
of  Air.  Galvhvs  services,  but  it  should  be  consid- 
ered that  his  time  was  more  his  own  than  with  any 
other  person  in  like  position. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Common  had  a  gang  of  men  under  his 
charge  all  the  year  round. 

The  amendment  was  carried. 

Some  debate  occurred  in  relation  to  the  pay  of 
Assistant  Assessors,  Alderman  Cowdin  stating 
that  twenty-eight  years  ago  there  was  no  difficulty 
in  obtaining  citizens  well  qualified  to  do  that  duty 
without  pay,  and  Alderman  Gibson  objecting,  also, 
to  the  incidental  expenses  attending  the  sessions 
of  the  full  Board  of  Assessors. 

The  fixed  sum  of  $150  to  Second  Assistant  Asses- 
sors for  attending  sessions  of  the  Hoard  was  ob- 
jected to,  but  explained  by  Aldeiman  Connor  as 
for  entire  services  of  seventy  to  seventy-five  days 
for  dooming.  The  $5  a  clay  for  se? vices  as  Asses- 
sor he  did  not  think  too  high,  since  for  such  servi- 
ces many  of  them  are  tteated  as  outlaws. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  had  the  honor  to  orig- 
inate the  plan  of  giving  a  fixed  sum  for  services  in 
the  board,  on  account  of  complaint  for  the  delay 
in  completing  the  business  when  a  per  diem  was 
allowed  for  the  service.  It  was  believed  to  have 
worked  well. 

No  changes  were  made  in  this  section  and  the 
bill-as  amended,  was  passed.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  a.  ~}.:  o'clock,  51. 
E.  Ingalls,  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPEES    FROM   THE    BOARD  OF  ALDEBMEJi, 

The  several  quarterly  reports  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Health,  superintendent  of  Streets,  Weigh- 
ers and  Inspectors  of  Lighters,  and  of  Committee 
on  Soldiers  Relief,  were  ordered  to  Le  placed  on 
tile. 

lhe  petitions  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  As- 
sociation of  South  Boston,  Anne  E.  Sargent,  (jieo. 
51.  Barnard  and  others,  hobert  W.  Ames,  James 
Guild  and  others,  were  severally  referred,  in  con- 
currence. 

The  nomination  of  Alvah  II.  Peters  for  Assist- 
ant City  Messenger  was  confirmed  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  proposal  of  receivers  of  East  Bosttn  Ferry 
Company  to  deliver  coal  and  supplies  was  re- 
ferred  hi  concurrence. 

'lhe  order  for  Committee  en  East  Boston  Ferries 
to  report  on  the  expedient  y  of  providing  a  landing 
for  boats  on  Atlantic  avenue",  near  Long  wharf, 
was  passed  iir  concurrence. 

'lhe  certificate  of  the  election  of  a  Secretary  for 
the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  was  read, 
when  Henry  W.  Longley  v/as  unanimously  elected, 
in  concurrence. 

The  request  of  Water  Board  for  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  ¥125,000,  for  distribution  of  water  in 
Koxbury,  was  referred  in  concurrence. 

The  report  on  salaries  of  city  oflicers  for  the  year 
beginning  April  1st,  1870  (printed  City  Doc.  >i'o.  30, 
1870),  was  read,  and  the  orders  were  read  once. 

The  certificate  of  the  election  of  three  commis- 
sioners on  the  public  landing  place  in  Milton  was 
read,  and  Edmund  J.  Baker,  E.  J.  Bispham,  and  E. 
H.  K.  Buggies  were  unanimously  elected,  in  con- 
currence. 

UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  each  read  a  second 
time  and  passed. 

Urder  to  furnish  Engine  House  Xo.  7,  East  street, 
at  an  expense  not  exceeding  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

( )rder  appropriating  one  hundred  dollars  in  addi- 
tion to  the  amount  h  retot'ore  allowed  to  pay  for 
Engine  >.o.  10. 

AUDITOR'S   ESTIMATES. 

The  Auditor's  estimates,  with  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  thereon,  were  considered. 

The  several  items  of  appropriation  were  read. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  inquired  why  the  Fire  De- 
partment was  subjected  to  the  charge  of  ¥55,000 
for  water,  to  which  51  r.  Poor  of  Ward  11  replied 
that  the  charge  was  made  by  virtue  cf  an  ordi- 
nance in  relation  to  the  use  of  water. 

5Ir.  seaverns  of  Ward  11  moved  to  amend  the 
appropriation  for  paving,  by  increasing  it  to  *l,- 
250,000,  with  a  proviso  that  it  should  be  expended 
in  the  several  subdivisions  of  the  city  in  the  same 
proportions  as  were  contemplated  in  the  original 
estimates  of  the  committee. 

The  chair  ruled  the  proviso  out  of  order,  on  the 
ground  that  as  Surveyors  of  Highways,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  had  the  entire  direction  of  where 
the  expenditures  should  be  made. 

Mr.  Seaverns,  in  support  of  the  amendment,  sta- 
ted that  there  were  many  streets  in  Wards  13,  14 
and  15,  which  had  been  accepted,  but  which  had 
not  been  placed  in  a  proper  condition,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  had  said  that  they  could 
not  be  put  in  good  condition,  with  others  requiring 
repairs,  unless  a  much  larger  appropriation 
was  made  than  last  year. 

.Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  there  could  be  no 
guarantee  that  the  work  would  be  done  on  the 
streets  in  those  wards.  He  had  seen  similar  cases 
to  this,  in  which  work  had  failed  to  be  done  where 
it  was  expected,  and  could  see  no  reason  for  an  in- 
crease of  the  appropriation. 


Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  li  agreed  with  the  gentleman 
who  last  spoke,  that  it  was  very  uncertain  where 
money  would  be  spent  for  paving,  'lhe  expendi- 
tures iast  year  amounted  u>  5760,000,  and  the  Com- 
mitted nau  rafsed  the  amount  to  I  1,000,000,  which 
they  thougnt  a  large  sum,  and  with  judicious  man- 
agem  :ut  the  department  could  fret  along. 

Mr.  seaverns  said  the  repairs  of  streets  n  hicb  were 
necessary  could  not  be  made  unless  the  appropria- 
tions were  on  a  liberal  scale.  Every'  cent  which 
was  contributed  to  put  the  streets  in  good  order 
was  a  benefit  to  the  city,  some  streets  where  the 
water  pipes  were  laid  down  last  year  weie  serious- 
lj  injured  and  needed  extensile  repairs,  as  well 
as  many  new  streets  which  had  been  accepted  and 
not  put  in  order. 

Mr.  .Rogers  of  Ward  15  referred  to  Vernon  and 
Prentiss  streets,  vvliere  no  water  pipes  were  laid, 
but  which  were  in  a  very  bat  condition. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  could  not  see  why  Koxbury 
should  be  drawn  into  the  question;  that  section 
pays  its  proportion  of  taxes,  an  t  will  get  its  share 
of  the  appropriation  if  fought  for.  In  1868  there 
were  expended  in  that  section  ¥00,000,  yet  Ward  13 
got  hut  ¥15,000.  He  hoped  the  appropriation  would 
remain  as  it  is. 

51r.  Frost  of  Ward  9  was  of  opinion  that  what- 
ever items  were  cut  down,  it  should  not  be  those 
for  the  repair  of  streets.  Last  year  they  were  cut 
down,  and  were  short  ¥100,000.  "in  accepting  new 
streets,  the  city  says  to  the  people  that  it  will 
take  caie  of  thein  and  put  them  in  shape.  There 
were  twenty-two  new  streets  accepted  by  the  last 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  many  of  these  were  in  a 
condition  that  some  members  of  the  Council  can- 
not realize. 

They  must  be  repaired,  in  justice  to  the  people 
and  to  the  health  of  the  ciiy.  He  was  not  in  favoi  of 
extraordinary  expenditures,  but  he  could  not  see 
how  the  city  can  -neglect  to  put  these  streets  in 
order. 

5fr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  said  the  motive  of  the 
gentleman  who  offered  the  order  commended  it- 
self to  his  judgmeut,  but  he  did  not  think  it  would 
be  well  to  change  the  appropriation  as  fixed  by  the 
Committee.  He  presumed  that  Koxbury  would 
get  its  proportion  of  the  appropriation,  but  there 
was  no  surety  that  anything  would  be  gained  to 
that  section  by  the  proposed  amendment.  There 
were  some  other  matters  or  no  less  importance  to 
that  section  of  the  city.  The  appropriation  for 
Commons  and  Public  squares  had  been  reduced, 
but  it  was  not  stated  what  squares  should  be  im- 
proved, and  the  matter  was  left  incomplete  and 
indefinite.  In  regard  to  the  amendment,  he  was 
not  willing  to  vote  for  it,  even  though  his  section 
might  get  the  whole  of  it.  If  the  committee  had 
considered  the  subject,  they  would  stand  by  then- 
report. 

Mr.  Seaverns  believed  gentlemen  misunderstood 
him.  He  merely  spoke  of  the  Koxbury  wards  as 
suffering  and  should  receive  attention,  yet  there 
were  other  streets  that  needed  repairs,"  and  he 
would  have  the  appropriation  large  enough  to  put 
them  in  gcod  condition. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  thought  the  committee  was 
entitled  to  much  credit  for  trimming  up  the  appro- 
priations. The  increase  over  last  year  was  ¥300,000, 
and  that  he  thought  was  enough."  It  the  expendi- 
ture was  not  fairly  made,  the  citizens  would  he  able 
to  reach  the  departments  for  not  acting  fairly,  tie 
was  in  favor  of  reducing  the  amount  in  his  own 
ward,  and  that  should  be  the  motive  with  which 
all  the  members  from  the  several  wards  should  act 
5Ir.  Poor  of  Ward  11  believed  the  amount  appro- 
priated was  large  enough,  and  if  spent  judiciously  it 
would  be  ample.  If  spent  for  all  sorts  of  wooden 
pavement  conceivable  it  might  not  be  enough. 

5Ir.  Brooks  of  Ward  I ,  in  conceding  that  the  ap- 
propriation was  a  large  uiie,  was  of  opinion  that 
110  appropriation  was  more  judicious  than  those  in 
1  utting  streets  in  good  order,  and  that  would  be  a 
means  of  increasing  the  taxable  value  of  property. 
He  did  not  believe  this  appropriation  was  larger 
comparatively  to  the  territory  to  be  improved  than 
was  the  appropriation  of  last  year.  There  were 
many  streets  in  bad  condition,  and  he  was  not  sure 
that  the  appropriation  would  be  large  enough  for 
their  repairs. 

5Ir  Parker  of  Ward  14  said  it  was  but  just  to  re- 
ply to  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11,  that  since  last 
year  150  miies  of  streets  had  been  added  to  the 
"streets  of  this  city.  In  reply  to  questions  he 
said  the  appropriations  for  streets  in  Koxbury  two 
years  prior  to  annexation  was  about  §50,000  yearly. 
5Ir  5Vells  of  Ward  3  objected  to  spending  this 
appropriation  for  laying  out  streets  on  Savin  Hill. 
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Mr  Temple  of  Ward  16  said  there  were  ac- 
cepte  1  streets  there  which  should  be  taken  care  pi", 
but  it  was  not  designed  to  lay  out  new  ones. 

Mr.  Wells  said  if  savin  Hill  should  he  laid  out  into 
streets,  ¥1,000,000  would  not  be  enough. 

The  motion  to  increase  the  appropriation  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  moved  as  a  proviso  that 
no  portion  of  this  appropriation  for  paving  shall 
be  expended  for  wood  or  con  rets  pavement  ex- 
cept by  vote  of  both  branches  of   the  City  Council. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  amendment  as  not  in  order, 
for  the  reasons,  before  stated,  that  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  being  surveyors  of  highways,  had  the 
light  to  keep  the  streets  in  order  and  to  judge 
what  kind  of  pavement  might  be  necessary-  The 
question  of  offering  an  order  to  the  same  effect 
having 'jpen  mentioned  to  him,  he  had  obtained 
the  opinion  of  the  City  solicitor  that  it  could  not 
be  entertained. 

Mr.  Squiri's  appealed  from  the  decision  cf  the 
Chair. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  hoped  the  appeal  would  be 
withdrawn,  the  question  having  been  settled  in 
another  case  three  years  ago. 

Mr.  Hal)  of  Ward'l  made  the  same  request  that 
the  appeal  he  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  did  not  like  this  indirect 
manner  of  getting  rid  of  the  question.  It  would  be 
better  to  lay  this  portion  of  the  appropriation  over 
and  get  the 'written  opinion  of  the  (  lty  Solicitor. 
He  did  not  like  this  maimer  of  accepting  opinions 
as  from  the  City  Solicitor,  and  moved  to  strike  out 
this  portion  of  the  appropriation  and  lay  it  over. 

Mr.  Poor  moved  to  lay  the  appeal  on'  the  table, 
which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Bishop  moved  to  lay  over  this  portion  of  the 
appropriation. 

The  Chair  stated  that  this  motion  would  carry 
over  all  the  orders,  when  it  was  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  as  an  amendment 
that  it  be  recommended  that  no  portion  of  the  ap- 
propriation be  expended  for  wood  or  concrete 
pavement,  as  was  provided  in  the  previously  pro- 
posed amendment. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  such  a  recommendation 
would  be  equally  inadmissible, 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  made  an  inquiry  relative  to 
the  appropriation  of  $7000  for  the  repairs  of  the 
steamboat  Henry  Morrison. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  10  replied  that  the  Auditor's 
estimates  called  for  $45,000  for  a  new  iron  steam- 
boat. That  was  stricken  outr  and  in  the  opinion 
of  Alderman  (.ibson  it  was  believed  that  the  Hen- 
ry Morrison  could  be  put  in  good  repair  for  about 
$15000.  The  Committee  made  the  amount  $7000,  to 
cover  all  contingencies. 

Mr.  smith  of  ward  10  moved  to  strike  out  the  a]  - 
I>ropriation  of  $7000  for  repairs  of  the  Henry  Mor- 
rison, and  insert  S45,000  for  a  new  boat. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  opposed  the  motion,  be- 
lieving that  an  iron  boat  was  not  necessarv.  and 
that  a  wooden  boat  could  be  bought  for  half  that 
amount. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  did  not  wish  to  confine  the 
Directors  to  anyone  plan,  so  that  if  they  choose 
they  may  build  a  boat,  if  the  best  course.  He  w  as 
opposed  to  expending  any  more  money  on  the 
Henry  Morrison.  Three  surveys  had  been  made 
on  her — one  of  which  condemned  her — which  show 
that  she  is  of  little  value,  and  one  of  them,  fixing 
upon  $10,000  as  necessary  for  repairs  was  none  too 
high.  Few  persons  of  experience  would  be  will- 
ing to  make  the  repairs  necessary  or.  the  boat,  and 
take  her  as  a  gift  afterwards,  He  was  opposed  to 
sinking  any  more  money  in  the  repairs  of  thi 
boat. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  substitute 
$30,000  for  $45,000. 

Mr.  Wells  did  not  think  $30,000  or  $45,000  was 
needed  for  a  new  boat;  $20,000  or  $25,000  would  be 
enough  for  a  boat  required,  which  did  not  call  tor 
luxuries  in  the  purpose  for  which  it  would  be 
used. 

Mr.  Smith  said  it  would  not  be  necessary  to 
spend  the  full  amount  if  not  required. 

Sir.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  objected  to  spending  any- 
more money  on  a  worthless  boat. 

Mr.  Wells  thought  the  gentleman  had  not  been 
here  long  enough  to  know  that  if  a  certain  amount 
was  appropriated,  it  would  be  all  expended. 

Mr.  Winch  accepted  $25,000  as  an  amendment  to 
his  motion. 

Mr.  Poor  opposed  all  amendments,  and  moved 
the  previous  question,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Smith  accepted  the  $25,000,  as  a  modification 
of  his  motion,  and  the  motion  was  lost,  bv  a  vote 
of  24  to  28. 


Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14  moved  to  increase  the  sala- 
ries of  Instructors  of  High  and  Grammar  Schools 
to  S(J03,100,  as  proposed  in  the  Auditor's  estimates, 
the  increase  was  called  for,  he  said,  by  the  annex- 
ation of  Dorchester. 

Mr.  Wells  believed  the  salaries  to  be  enormous, 
and  should  be  cut  down. 

Mr.  Ayer  replied  that  the  School  Committee  had 
the  control  of  salaries,  not  dependent  on  the  Coun- 
cil. 

Mr.  Poor  thought  the  amount  would  be  suffi- 
cient: if  not,  the  Committee  weald  find  enough 
somewbere  to  meet  them. 

.Mr.  Williams  of  War  i  13  called  attention  to  the 
statement  of  the  School  Committee,  by  which  it 
wolu  dappear  that  the  appropriation  would  not 
be  enough  as  proposed  by  the  larger  sum. 

The  motion  to  ameatt  was  lost. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward  14  moved  to  add  $20,000  to 
appropriation  for  Sewers,  for  the  improvement  of 
Stony  Brook. 

Mr.  Pooryaid  the  subject  was  considered  in  com- 
mittee, and  it  was  believed  it  would  not  be  wanted 
the  present  vear. 

Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  14  also  opposed  the  appro- 
priation the  present  yeat. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

Mr,  Bishop  of  Ward  7  wished  to  know  why  an 
appropriation  was  made  for  deficiency  in  \V  ater 
Works,  an  institution  which  should  pay  for  itself. 

It  was  replied  that  the  water  rates  were  not 
sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  expenses  and  interest 
on  the  works. 

Ml  Bishop  wished  also  an  explanation  of  the 
appropriation  of  $150,000  for  widening  streets,  for 
he  did  not  like  to  vote  on  matters  in   anticipation. 

Mr.  Poor  replied  that  the  items  which  might  be 
needed  could  not  be  specified. 

Mr.  Parker  ot  Ward  14,  stated  that  there  was  an 
indebtedness  of  $50,000  on  last  years  widening  of 
streets,  and  requirements  would  be  made  for  new 
widenings. 

Mr.  Bishop  believed  the  whole  system  to  be 
wrong,  such  as  no  business  man  would  follow. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  to  make  the  amount  $75,000 
instead  of  $150,000. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  said  he  understood  that 
under  a  general  appropriation  but  a  majority  of 
votes  would  be  necessary  to  provide  for  a  street 
widening,  while  under  a  special  appropriation  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  would  be  required. 

The  Chair  stated  such  to  be  the  fact,  and  that  if 
the  appropriation  was  cut  down,  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements for  street  widening,  special  loans 
must  be  made. 

Mr.  Wells  thought  it  better  to  know  what  the 
expenditures  were  for,  and  tnat  the  whole  amount 
should  be  struck  out,  and  in  each  case  they  should 
come  to  the  Council  for  a  loan. 

'the  motion  to  substitute  $75,000  for  $100,000  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Bishop  moved  to  make  the  amount  $100,000, 
which  would  give  $50,000  over  the  present  indebt- 
edness. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  said  if  the  amount  was  not 
appropriated,  it  must  be  borrowed,  for  which  in- 
terest would  be  paid.  If  provided  Mr  ana  the  Ap- 
propriation bill  the  amount  would  be  raised  by 
taxes. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  a  postponement  of  the  further 
consideration  of  the  bill  for  one  week,  believing 
there  was  no  occasion  for  hurrying. 

.Mr.  Bishop,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Hall,  said  it  was  pos- 
sible by  delay  to  l educe  the  appropriation  so  as  to 
save  the  interest  on  a  million  of  dollars. 

Mr.  Poor  opposed  postponement. 

Mr.  Bishop  referred  to  the  undecided  question  on 
paving,  as  an  argument  for  postponement. 

The  motion  to  postpone  was  lost. 

Mr.  Wells  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
on  the  amendment  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Henry  Morrison.     Lost — 34  to  29. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  that  the  appropriation  for 
Commons  and  Squares  be  reduced  to  $50,000.   Lost. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  made  a  further  inquiry  as 
to  the  charge  for  water  to  the  Fire  Depaitment. 

Mr.  Poor  stated  that  the  Committee  had  nothing 
to  do  with  it.  The  charge  was  provided  for  in  an 
or  dinance. 

Mr.  Wells  moved  to  strike  out  the  charge  of 
$55,000  to  the  Fire  Department,  which  he  believed 
to  be  wrong,  and  which  the  Chief-Engineer  was 
opposed  to. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  charge  was  provided 
for  in  an  ordinance  passed  last  year. 

Mr.  Bishop  said  it  ought  not  to  have  been  pro- 
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vtded  for  in  that  way,  and  there  was  no  reason 
why  water  should  not  be  paid  for  pro  rata  by  the 
taken. 

Mr.  Hall  explained  that  the  charge  was  made  in 
other  cities,  and  that  it  was  believed  it  should  be 
paid  by  the  Department.  It  was  necessary  in  pay- 
ing the  expenses  and  to  keepdown  the  water  rates. 

.Mr.  Wells  further  opposed  the  charge,  which 
made  the  lire  Department  expenses  look  large. 

The  Chair  stated  that  this  item  could  not  be 
struck  out,  for  if  the  amount  was  reduced  so  much, 
the  ordinance  would  require  this  payment. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  10  moved  to  increase  the 
appropriation  for  Overseers  of  the  Poor  $5000;  the 
appropriation  being  less  than  last  year,  while  a 
larger  sum  would  be  required. 

Mr.  Poor  opposed  the  amendment,  for  if  there 
should  be  a  small  deficiency  it  can  easily  be  pro- 
vided for  by  transfer. 

Mr.  Bishop  remarked  upon  the  facility  with 
which  a  deficiency  can  be  made  up,  as  proposed, 
while  the  Committee  were  unwilling  to  have  any 
deductions  made. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

Mr.  Williams  inquired  why  the  appropriation 
for  advertising  was  so  largely  decreased.  To 
which  Mr.  Poor  replied  that  it  was  provided  most 
of  the  departments  should  pay  their  advertising 
out  of  their  appropriations.  The  Treasury  and 
Assessor's  Department  had  no  advertising  account. 

Mr.  Wells  made  objections  to  some  of  the  items 
of  expense  for  the  City  Hospital,  and  moved  to 
reduce  the  appropriation  from  $100,000  to  $80,000. 
Lost. 

Mr.  Bishop  called  attention  to  the  market  in- 
come, which  he  believed  could  be  increased  from 
•983,371  to  $150,000.  The  market  he  styled  to  be  a 
gigantic  monopoly,  the  leases  being  often  sold  at 
$5000  and  upwards  as  a  bonus. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  ordered,  34  yeas  to  23  nays,  the 
yeas  and  nays  being  taken  on  a  motion  of  Mr. 
Bishop. 

Mr.  Bishop  moved  an  adjournment,  and  the  yeas 
and  nays  on  the  motion. 

The  motions  were  lost,  when  the  orders  were 
passed,  with  the  appropriations  as  reported  by  the 
comuiittee,  without  amendment. 

The  first  order  precedes  the  specific  appropria- 
tions, providing  for  the  appropriations  appended 
thereto,  with  the  usual,  proviso,  that  no  money 
shall  be  expended,  and  no  debts  be  incurred  foi 
any  object  or  purpose,  for  which  a  specific  appro- 
priation is  herein  made,  beyond  the  amount  which 
is  so  specifically  appropriated :  provided,  however, 
that  any  sums  of  money  which  may  be  subscribed 
or  contributed  by  individuals  to  promote  the  ob- 
jects of  any  of  the  foregoing  appropriations,  and 
which  form  no  part  of  the  estimated  income  of  the 
city,  shall  be  strictly  applied,  according  to  the  in- 
tention of  the  contributors,  and  shall  be  credised 
to  such  appropriations  accordingly. 

The  last  order  is  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  eight  million  six  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-two  dollars  be  raised  on  the  polls  and  estates 


taxable  in  this  city,  according  to  law,  to  pay  the 
current  expenses  of  the  city  of  Boston  and"  the 
county  of  Suffolk  during  the  financial  year  which 
will  commence  with  the  first  day  of  May,  1870, 
-and  end  with  the  last  day  of  April,  1871 ;  also  the 
tax  assessed  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachu- 
setts for  the  year  1870.

QUARTERLY  REPORT  OF  CHIEF    OF  POLICE. 

IfeThe  quarterly  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
gives  the  following  statistics:

REPORTS  OF    COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of  the 
Cochituale  Water  Board  for  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $125,000  for  distribution  of  water  in 
Roxbury,  with  the  approval  of  said  request  by  the 
Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water,  made  a  re- 
port recommending  the  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing order: 

Ordered,  That  ihe  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 


Finance,  the  sum  of  $125,000,  to  be  expended  by 
the  Cochituate  AVater  Beard  in  laying  pipe9  and 
establishing  hydrants  in  Wards  13,  14  and  15,  said 


sum  to  be  added  to  the  appropriation  heretofore, 
made  for  extending  the  water  works  in  the  Boston 
Highlands. 
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Alderman  Talbot  said  he  presumed  this  matter 
was  well  understood  by  the  Board,  and  he  would 
ask  for  the  passage  of  this  order  at  this  time.  The 
sum  called  for  was  first  put  into  the  Appropriation 
bill,  and,  being  struck  out  of  that  bill,  it  was  un- 
derstood that  a  social  loan  would  be  called  for. 
The  Water  Board  nad  been  obliged  to  discharge 
some  of  their  workmen  in  the  Highland  District, 
and  it  was  desirable  that  the  extension  of  the  pipes 
should  proceed  to  its  completion. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time  and  passed. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Water,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  for  the  establishment 
of  more  public  drinking  fountains  in  this  city, 
made  a  report  that  the  Cochituate  Water  Board 
was  authorized  by  an  order  passed  in  18(58,  to  es- 
tablish twenty  drinking  fountains  in  different  por- 
tions of  the  ciry.  Of  tliis  number  the  Board  has 
already  established  len,  and  the  others  will  be  es- 
tablished as  scon  as  proper  locations  can  be  se- 
cured. 

The  accompanying  communication  from  the  Wa- 
ter Board  gives'  the  locations  of  the  fountains 
which  have  already  been  set  up,  and  states  some 
ot  the  practical  difficulties  in  the  way  of  locating 
the  additional  hydrants  on  the  principal  thorough- 
fares.

Alderman  Hawes,  Chairman  ofCommittte  on  Water: 

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  the  request  of  the  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  for  ad- 
ditional drinking  fountains^  I  beg  to  state  that 
during  the  last  year  twenty-one  drinking  fountains 
were  purchased  by  the  Water  Board,  ten  of  which 
have  been  erected,  as  follows:  State  street,  rear  of 
Old  State  House;  Dock  square,  near  Faneuil  Hall ; 
Merchants  row,  near  Faneuil  Hall;  Beacon  street, 
opposite  Public  Garden  ;  Tremont  street,  opposite 
Clarendon  square;  Washington  street,  opposite 
Blackstone  square;  Haymarket  square;  fourth 
street,  South  Boston,  near  Dover  street  bridge ; 
North  Charles  street,  near  the  jail ;  Federal  street, 
opposite  the  pipe  yard,  since  removed,  as  interfer- 
ing with  the  public  travel. 

Besides  these,  water  has  been  supplied  to  two 
troughs,  each  twenty-five  feet  long,  on  the  Mill- 
dam,  for  cattle  over  tne  Western  aveuue.  I  in- 
tended to  locate  one  ou  Eliot  square,  at  Boston 
Highlands,  but  have  delayed  with  a  view  to  take 
the  granite  fountain  from  Haymarket  square  for 
this  location.  Also  1  propose  to  erect  one  on  Mav- 
erick square,  East  Boston,  and  when  the  water 
pipes  are  extended,  to  place  another  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Saratoga  and  Addison  streets,  for  the  trav- 
el to  Winthrop  and  Point  Shirley. 

I  have  bund  ereat  difficulty  in  selecting  proper 
locations  for  these  fountains,  as  it  is  inconvenient 
and  annoying  to  have  teams  standing  while  the 
horses  drink  on  the  main  streets,  and  the  citizens  . 
object  to  have  them  iu  front  of  their  premises.  I 
have  therefore  been  obliged  to  select  locations  on 
wide  avenues  and  in  front  of  public  square?. 

1  have  informed  the  officers  of  the  "society"  of 
these  difficulties  and  requested  them  to  suggest 
locations  free  from  the  loregoing  objections,  which 
they  may  be  able  to  do.  In  the  mean  time,  1  do  not 
think  it  advisable  to  make  any  further  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose,  till  we  have  been  able  to  lo- 
cate those  we  have,  of  which  there  are  now  eleven 
on  band.

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Water,  who  were  requested  to  report 
whether  some  means  cannot  be  devised  whereby 
the  high  charges  now  made  for  the  use  of  water 
for  dwellings  may  be  in  some  measure  abated, 
made  a  repoi  t  that  the  sections  11  and  12,  chapter 
lt>7  of  the  acts  of  1840,  require  the  City  Council  to 
establish  the  rates  for  the  use  of  water,  so  that 
the  income  shall  pay  the  interest  on  the  water 
debt  and  the  current  expenses  of  maintaining  the 
works. 

It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  Water  Board, 
that  the  rates  as  fixed  by  the  City  Council  have  not 
heretofi  re  paid  the  interest  on  the  water  scrip  and 
the  current  expenses.  The  changes  made  in  the 
rates  for  moiiel  or  tenement  houses,  and  the  charge 
for  H-ater  used  by  the  Fire  Department  in  extin- 
guishing tires,  authorized  by  the  ordinance  which 
went  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  January,    1870v 


will  not  give  an  income  more  than  sufficient  to 
met  the  requirements/)!  the  statutes;  and  the  com- 
mittee would  therefore  report  that  it  is  inexpedi- 
ent to  make  any  reduction  in  the  present  rates  for 
dwelling  houses. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Oibson,  from  theiCoinmittee  on  Police, 
who  were  authorized  in  consultation  with  the 
Mayor,  to  make  arrangements  for  the  supply  of 
soup  at  the  several  police  stations  or  adjacent  lo- 
calities, to  such  residents  in  this  city  as  were 
known  to  be  in  necessitous  circumstances,  made  a 
report  that  the  distribution  was  begun  on  the  26th 
Jauuary,  and  discontinued  on  the  31st  March,  1870. 
The  details  of  the  distribution  are  given  in  a  com- 
munication from  Capt.  Edward  H,  Savage,  who 
had  charge  of  this  matter. 

From  the  bills  returned,  it  appears  that  the  ap- 
propriation of  ^3000  made  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  has  been  exceeded,  and  the  committee  there- 
fore recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order: 

Ordered,  That  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $."000 
appropriated  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  January  18, 1870,  lor 
supplying  soup  '  to  such  'residents  in  this  city  as 
are  known  to  be  in  necessitous  circumstances,"  a 
further  sum  of  $2000  be  appropriated  to  defraying 
the  expenses  incurred  for  said  object— said  amount 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  police. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Jacobs  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances,  who  were  requested  to  con- 
sider whether  any  amendment  is  necessary  to  the 
ordinance  in  relation  to  the  Fire  Department,  in 
order  to  define  ihe  powers  and  duties  of  the  Fire 
Insurance  Brigade,  so  called,  made  a  report,  as 
follows: 

Ihe  present  ordinance,  prescribing  the  duties  of 
the  Fire  Engineers,  provides,  among  other  things, 
that  they  shall  require  and  compel  assistance  from 
all  persons,  as  well  members  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment as  others,  in  removing  furniture,  goous,  or 
other  n  erchandise  from  any  building  ou  hre,  or  in 
danger  thereof,  and  shall  appoint  stewards  to  se- 
cure the  same. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  large  ware- 
houses in  the  city,  and  the  frequent  occurrence  of 
fires  in  the  upper  stories,  have  rendered  this  duty 
of  protecting  goods  and  merchandise  from  injury 
by  water,  a  highly  important  oue.  As  it  is  a  mat- 
ter in  which  the  insurance  companies  are  the 
most  directly  interested,  the  Chief-Engineer  re- 
cently conceived  the  idea  of  having  a  special  force 
organized  under  his  direction,  but  paid  by  the 
insurance  companies,  and  supplied  with  the  prop- 
er apparatus  for  performing  this  duty. 

The  suggestion  was  promptly  adopted  and  a 
company  consisting  of  eight  men  was  appointed 
and  organized  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  present  ordinance. 

The  immediate  control  ot  the  Fire  Insurance 
Brigade,  as  it  is  called,  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
one  of  the  Assistant  Engineers  of  the  regular  de- 
l*rtmeut,  who  is  paid  in  part  by  the  insurance 
companies  for  special  services  in  protecting;  prop- 
erty at  fires. 

Although  this  engineer  is  detailed  for  this  special 
duty,  and  occupies  a  somewhat  different  position 
from  the  other  engineers  appointed  by  the  City 
Council,  the  extra  services  which  he  performs  in 
attending  all  fires,  and  in  protecting  property  atter 
the  fires  have  been  subdued,  more  than  compen- 
sate for  any  neglect  of  his  regular  duty  while  the 
other  engineers  are  present. 

The  members  of  this  special  organization  may  be, 
and  they  frequently  are  called  upon  by  the  engi- 
neers to  perform  duty  on  the  hose  or  on  the  ladders. 
They  have  the  same  authority,  and  no  more,  than 
any  citizen  has,  who  is  present  at  a  fire  and  is 
ordered  by  an  engineer  to  give  assistance.  In 
order  that  they  may  be  recognized,  they  are  fur- 
nished with  a  fire  hat,  which  admits  them  within 
the  lines.  Their  regular  duties  are  not  confined 
merely  to  protecting  property  that  is  insured. 
They  attend  all  fires,  and  use  the  same  energy  in 
protecting  the  property  of  the  city,  and  of  any 
private  individual  which  is  uninsured,  that  they 
do  in  protecting  the  property  insured  by  the  com- 
panies which  pay  them. 

it  should  be  understood  that  this  service,  which 
would  otherwise  devolve  upon  the  regular  depart- 
ment, is  paid  for  bj  a  few  local  insurance  compa- 
nies, and  that  the  branches  of  the  foreign  offices 
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located  here  do  Dot  contribute  anything  towards 
defraying  the  expe  we. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  duties  of  the  special 
force  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  duties  of  th ■• 
regular  department,  but  that,  on  tiie  contrary,  the 
efficiency  of  the  department  is  greatly  promtedo 
therein ,  and  the  Committee  arc  ot  opinion  that  no 
amendment  of  the  present  i  rdinance  is  needed  to 
define  its  duties. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

ACID  AND  INVALID  POLICEMEN. 
Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  Committee  on  Or- 
dinances, to  whom  was  referred  the  order  that  all 
lees  received  liy  public  officers  as  witnesses  be 
paid  over  to  the  clerk  of  Police,  and  placed  by  him 
to  the  credit  of  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  aged  and 
invalid  policemen,  who  have  performed  honorable 
service,  submitted  the  following  report: 

It  is  provided  by  the  present  ordinance  on  police, 
that  the  members  of  the  department  shall  account 
to  the  City  Treasurer  tor  all  fees  received  as  wit- 
nesses on  complaints  or  prosecutions,  and  in  eases 
in  which  the  city  is  a  party;  but  when  summoned 
and  in  attendance  as  witnesses  for  the  govern- 
ment in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  before  the  grand 
jury,  or  in  the, .Superior  Court  for  the  transaction 
of  criminal  business,  they  may,  when  off  duty,  re- 
ceive for  their  own  use,  and  without  accounting  to 
the  City  Treasurer  therefor,  one  attendance  fee  a 
day,  and  no  more. 

I  he  sum  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  under  this 
ordinance,  for  the  financial  year  1807-68,  amounted 
to  $6254  44;  in  1808-69,  to  $5615  90. 

In  most  of  the  large  cities  some  provision  is 
made  for  the  relief  of  police  officers  who  have  be- 
come disabled  by  reason  of  sickness  or  old  age.  In 
this  country,  where  the  Government  has  no  settled 
policy  in  regard  to  the  civil  service,  the  relief  is  af- 
forded generally  from  funds  established  by  the 
payment  of  a  certain  percentage  of  the  salaries  of 
those  who  may  become  entitled  to  its  benefits,  or 
by  the  collection  of  certain  fines  and  fees.  In  Eu- 
ropean cities  the  organization  of  the  police  service 
partakes  more  of  the  character  cf  the  military  ser- 
vice, the  members  being  placed  on  the  retired  list 
after  a  certain  number  of  years  of  honorable  ser- 
vice. The  pay  allowed  to  members  of  the  force  is 
not  sufficient  for  thost-  who  have  families  to  make 
provision  for  a  long  sickness,  contracted,  perhaps, 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  or  for  extreme  old 
age;  and  this  uncertainty  in  regard  to  the  future 
is  calculated  to  make  them  less  energetic  and 
cheerful  in  the  performance  of  duty.  Indeed  it 
would  seem  almost  impossible  to  mantaiu  a  well- 
disciplined  and  thoroughly  efficient  organization 
without  some  such  provision. 

The  matter  has  been  discussed  many  times  be- 
fore, and  has  always  been  regarded  favorably ;  but, 
from  various  causes,  it  has  never  before  been  put 
into  proper  shape  for  the  action  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

In  a  few  years  the  income  from  the  fund  com- 
posed of  these  witness  fees  will  amount  to  a  sum 
sufficient  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands  of 
those  in  necessitous  circumstances;  and  undcuht* 
edly  when  the  fund  is  once  established  there  will 
be  additions  to  it  from  various  other  sources. 

The  Committee  have  prepared  the  accompanying 
ordinance,  which  has  received  the  approval  of  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  they  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend its  passage. 

The  ordinance  was  read  once. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  reported  in  favor  of  petition  of  Warren 
Street  Chapel  Association  to  hold  a  festival  at  the 
3Iusic  Hall,  May  4.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter  reported  seven  licenses  to 
seven  newsboys, and  two  boys  as  bootblacks ;  also  to 
sundry  persons  for  wagon  stands,  wagon  licenses, 
to  keep  an  intelligence  office,  as  a  pawnbroker,  as 
auctioneer,  and  for  transfer  of  an  intelligence  office 
license.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  from  the  Committee  on 
Steam  Engines,  reported  in  favor  of  granting  the 
petition  of  Calif  &  Son,  for  leave  to  erect  a  steam 
planing  mill  on  Parkman  wharf,  west  of  Charles 
street.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, on  petition  for  abatement  of  a  dance  hall  in 
North  liussell  street,  reported  reference  to  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson  reported  in  favor  of  release  of 
Maurice  Lomasney  as  a  bondsman  of  John  C.  Rob- 
inson, other  bondsmen  having  been  secured.  Ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  o/i  the  petition 


of  Charles  Richardson  and  others  against  the 
removal  of  any  buildings  upon  Core  avenue;  no 
action  necessary  on  petit  ion  t  a  grade  of  Etampden 

and  Chad  wick 'streets,  Hampden  Street  having 
been  paved  in  1809;  reference  to  Committee  on 
Sewers  on  petition  of  Joseph  Nickerson  and  others 
that  Providence  street  from  Church  street  to 
Berkeley  street  be  graded  and  put  in  order  and 
sewer  relaid.    severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health,  reported  that  the  petition  of  John  Kelley, 
for  leave  to  sprinkle  certain  streets  in  this  eity,  be 
granted.     Accep'ed. 

The  same  committee  reported  on  the  petition  of 
Nathaniel  C.  Nash  and  others,  for  relief  from  the 
establishment  of  a  hospital  in  Burroughs  pi  u  e, 
that  as  the  premises  alluded  to  in  said  petition  are 
not  at  this  time  occupied  for  hospital  purposes, 
further  action  by  this  Board  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned.   Accepted. 

'Ihe  same  committee  reported  in  favor  of  the 
erection  ot  stables  by  Win.  Smith  on  Poplar  street, 
G.  VV.  Moseley  on  Brookline  and  Albany  streets, 
and  of  N.  Ward  &  Co.  on  Parker  and  Ward  streets. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  Tope,  from  the  Committee  on  .Sewers, 
reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  the  petition  of  Ann 
J.  Blanchard  for  postponement  of  collection  of 
sewer  assessment  on  Bartlett  street;  also  on  peti- 
tion of  George  Packer  for  abatement  of  assessment 
for  a  sewer  in  Tremont  street  (hoxbury).  Several- 
ly accepted. 

Alderman  Pratt,  from  the  Committee  on  Lamps, 
reported  that  leave  be  granted  tn  John  Quinn  to 
erect  a  private  lamp  at  Ao.  151  Sumner  street.  Ac- 
cepte  •'.. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Laying 
Out  and  Widening  Streets,  reported  leave  to  with- 
draw on  the  petition  of  \V  m.  S.  Robinson  that  Wil- 
liams street  be  extended  through  Williams  place 
to  Madison  square;  of  Joseph  W.  Tucker  and 
others  for  acceptance  of  a  passage-way  leading 
from  Norfolk  street  to  Millmont street;  A.  Hyerson 
and  others  for  the  widening  of  Washington*  street 
at  the  corner  of  Ball  street;  of  George  Lewis  and 
others  that  Tremont  street  be  widened  near  the 
Providence  Kailroad  tracks ;  and  of  Andrew  Emer- 
son and  others  to  have  Lenox  street  widened. 
Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot  also  reported  no  action  neces- 
sary on  sundry  notices  of  intention  to  build.  Ac- 
cepted. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT — WARD     16. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  made  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
Department  in  Ward  16,  in  which  they  state  that 
by  the  terms  of  annexation  the  Department  as  then 
organized  became  a  part  of  the  Fire  Department 
of  this  city  until  otherwise  ordered. 

This  Department  consisted  of  a  Chief  aud  five 
Assistant  Engineers,  and  104  members,  divided 
into  eight  companies,  as  follows:  Six  steam  fire 
engines,  two  hook  and  ladder  carriages  and  two 
hose  carriages,  with  seventeen  horses,  thoroughly 
equipped  for  service ;  the  locations  are  desirable 
and  eligible  for  lire  duty,  the  same  as  occupied  I  y 
hand  engines  for  twenty-seven  years,  and  the  en- 
gine-houses are  well-built,  with  all  accommoda- 
tions and  facilities  for  duly. 

The  Committee  are,  however,  of  opinion  that  the 
amount  of  apparatus  may  be  reduced,  and  report 
an  order  for  disbanding  Engine  Companies  Nos.  17 
and  19,  and  that  Nos.  16,  18,  20  and  21  be  co  chang- 
ed as  to  consist  of  two  permanent  men  to  be  at- 
tached to  each  company  as  engineer  and  driver, 
and  eight  hosemen;  aurt  that  Hook  and  Ladder 
Companies  Nos,  6  and  7  be  so  changed  as  to  con- 
sist of  nine  men  each,  one  to  be  permanently 
driver  of  each  carriage  and  one  as  fireman. 

Alderman  Hawes  made  a  statement  of  the  cost 
of  the  Fire  Department  in  different  sections  of  the 
city,  by  comparison  of  population  and  valuation, 
as  'follows: 

Citv  Proper,  per  year,  3102,539  56,  with  a  popula- 
tion "of  136,893,  and  a  valuation  of  $474,303,350, 
making  the  cost  equal  to  75  cents  to  each  inhabi- 
tant. 

East  Boston,  cost  per  year,  $33,146  17,  with  a 
population  of  23,457,  valuation  of  $12,686,800,  equal 
to  $1  41  to  each  inhabitant. 

South  Boston,  per  year,  $37,252  71,  population 
40,046,  valuation  $21,983,350,  equal  to  93  cents  per 
inhabitant. 

Hoxbury,  per  year,  $49,249  89;  population  34,991; 
valuation  $40,538,100;  equal  to  $1  41  to  each  inhab- 
itant. 
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Dorchester,  per  year,  i $17,000;  population  12,000; 
valuation,  $20,315,700;  equal  to  $1  41  to  each  in- 
habitant. 

This  order  and  two  others  were  read  once  and  laid 
over.

Alderman  Talbot,  in  support  of  a  resolve  and 
order  that  Clarendon  street  be  laid  out  and  ac- 
cepted between  Appleton  street  and  Chandler 
Street,  stated  that  the  street  was  in  bad  condition, 
and  that  there  was  now  a  pond  of  water  in  it. 
There,  was  a  good  class  of  dwellings  there,  and 
would  be  more  with  the  street  in  good  condition. 
The  cost  of  grading,  cess-pools,  &c  ,  will  be  $0800. 

Tbe  resolve  and  order  were  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

Besot ced,  That  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  require  that  Washing-tun 
street  should  be  widened  between  Indium  place 
and  Orange  street,  by  taking  hind  of  Thomas  VVr. 
Seaverns,  containing  246  square  feet,  and  land  of 
Boston  A  Albany  Railroad  Company  containing 
255  square  feet,  at  an  expense  of  S8500. 

In  support  of  this  order  Alderman  Talbot  stated 
that  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  corporation 
would  be  unable  to  act  until  it  is  decided  that  this 
widening  shall  take  place.  If  widened  now,  they 
are  ready  to  maintain  an  iron  bridge  to  the  re- 
quired width  of  the  street,  of  sixty  feet,,  but  if  not 
done  now,  the  city  will  be  subjected  to  a  great  ex- 
pense hereafter  when  such  widening  must  take 
place.  The  corpoiation  in  the  change  of  grade 
which  has  been  made  for  their  convenience  incurs 
an  expense  of  S250,000  for  the  dam-ages  which  will 
Vic  sustained. 

Alderman  Cowdin  wished  to  know  whether  the 
corporation  had  given  satisfactory  bonds  for  the 
payment  of  the  damages  which  may  be  incurred 
by  raising  the  grade  of  streets,  and  he  wished  fur- 
tber  to  know  whether  in  the  settlement  of  damages 
to  abutters,  the  abutters  were  to  look  to  the  city 
or  to  the  railroad  corporation.  It  was  desirable  to 
know  whether  as  in  the  case  of  the  Harrison  ave- 
nue abutters,  they  were  to  be  turned  over  to  some 
sharp  third  party',  who  would  rob  the  people  of 
their  just  rights,  or  whether  the  corporation  would 
make  the  settlement.  He  believed  that  the  Harri- 
son avenue  abutters  were  treated  outrageously. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  bond  was  al- 
ready made  out,  and  the  corporation  is  ready  to 
comply  with  its  conditions.  They  had  not  asked 
the  corporation  in  what  manner  they  proposed  to 
pay  abutters.  Every  person  was  at  liberty  to  bring 
a  suit,  if  not  satislie'd  with  their  terms  of  settle- 
ment. It  is  well  known  that  gentlemen  are  not 
modest  in  their  demands  for  the  settlement  of 
damages,  and  in  their  claims  against  the  ciiy  they 
generally  jret  all  they  are  entitled  to..  Iu  the  deal- 
ings of  Mr.  Lincoln,  the  Vice-President  of  the 
road,  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  he  has  always 
been  disposed  to  act  fairly,  and  it  was  not  for  the 
Board  to  dictate  the  terms  of  settlement.  There 
was  a  necessity  for  a  change  of  grade  to  ailow  the 
new  cars  to  pass  under  the  bridge. 

Alderinau  Cowdin  said  he  did  not  wish  to  cast 
any  reflections  on  Mr.  Lincoln,  who  he  did  not 
doubt  would  do  justice  to  every  owner  of  real 
estate.  His  objection  was  to  turning  the  settle- 
ment of  these  claims  to  a  third  party,  whose  heart 
was  very  hard.  It  they  settled  these  matters  them- 
selves, it  would  be  very  well. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  that  in  regard  to  the  gen- 
tleman alluded  to  as  having  no  heart,  he  had 
found  him  so  fair  that  it  would  not  take  live  min- 
utes to  settle  a  claim,  and  he  believed  he  would 
not  injure  anyl-.ody. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

Resolved,  That  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  require  that  Summer  street 
should  be  widened  on  its  northeasterly  side,  be- 


tween High  and  Federal  streets,  by  taking  land  of 
John  C.  Haynes,  containing  684  square  feet,  at  an 
expense  of  $10,260. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  in  this  case  prepa- 
rations were  going  on  for  building  substantial 
stores,  and  that  while  the  widening  of  the  street 
bevond  to  Federal  street  must  at  some  time  be  done, 
it  is  not  contemplated  to  do  it  at  present.  If  this 
is  not  done  now,  it  will  be  much  more  expensive 
hereafter. 

The  resolve  was  passed. 

Alderman  Gibson  submitted  an  order  to  fix  the 
salaty  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  East  Bostou 
Ferrv  at  .f  aooo. 

To'au  inquiry  of  Alderman  Talbot  whether  the 
salary  was  not'high,  Alderman  Gibson  replied  that 
the  duties  would  be  very  responsible,  with  a  lia- 
bility of  being  called  up  at  all  times  in  the  night 
as  well  as  bping  on  duty  during  the  day. 

Alderman  Conner  said  this  was  the  era  of  econo- 
my and  on  his  motion  the  order  was  laid  over. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Carpenter, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Paving  inquire 
whether  any  and  what  measures  may  be  adopted 
to  relieve  the  northerly  parts  of  Washington  and 
Tremont  streets  from  the  great  number  of  railway 
cars  which  now  pass  through  them,  to  the  great 
inconvenience  ol  the  general  public  travel. 

Alderman  Carpenter  staled  that  some  measures 
were  necessary  to  relieve  Washington  and  Tre- 
mont streets  from  their  crowded  condition  during 
the  busiest  portion  of  the  day,  and  he  supposed  it 
was  for  that  purpose,  in  part,  that  the  track  was 
laid  through  Temple  place. 

Alderman  Talbot  said,  that  when  the  subject  was 
before  the  Board  last  year,  the  officers  of  the 
Metropolitan  Kailroad  Company  promised  as 
strongly  as  thev  could,  that  many  of  their  cars 
would  pass  through  Temple  place  during  the  mid- 
dle of  the  day.  It  was  difficult  to  prescribe  the 
number  which  which  they  should  send  over  that 
route.  The  Board  could  control  the  matter  by  tak- 
ing up  the  track,  but  that  would  be  as  great  an  in- 
jury to  the  public  as  to  the  railroad  corporations. 

Alderman  Gibson  made  an  inquiry  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  (Jars  which  made  the  round  trip  through 
CornhiU. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  the  Metropoli- 
tan Kailroad  Company  would  be  satisfied  with 
twenty-two  cars,  but  when  they  lessened  their 
number  the  South  Boston  cars  were  increased  to 
thirty-four,  which  kept  the  street  in  a  crowded 
condition.  The  South  Boston  cars  tried  passing 
through  Temple  place  for  awhile,  but  backed  out 
of  it,  preferring  to  take  the  route  which  gave  them 
the  most  money.  The  Board  had  a  right  to  regu- 
late the  use  of  the  streets,  and  some  measure 
should  be  adopted,  but  he  had  no  idea  of  taking  up 
the  track  of  the  Metropolitan  Company. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  South  Boston 
company  run  more  cars  than  were  necessary  for 
the  public  accommodation. 

Alderman  Carpenter  replied  that  he  thought  not. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  in  the  remarks  that 
something  should  be  done  to  prevent  the  blocking 
of  the  streets,  during  business  hours.  The  ques- 
tion was  what  shall  lie  done,  and  the  order  author- 
ized the  Committee  to  consider  the  matter.     - 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Faueuil 
Hall  Market  be  authorized,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  on  Markets,  to  hire  an  additional 
night  watchman  for  Faneuil  Hall  Market,  at  a  rate 
of  compensation  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per 
night. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  the  territory  recently 
annexed  to  this  city  by  the  change  of  the  boundary 
line  between  this  city  and  West  Koxbury  (as  re- 
cited in  the  act  passed  April  2, 1870),  as  lies  south 
of  Columbia  street,  be  added  to  Ward  l(i,  and  so 
much  as  lies  north  of  Columbia  street  be  added  to

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope,

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Health  be 
and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  came  a  drain  to  be 
built  id  Tudor  street,  between  B  and  C  streets,  and 
the  expense  thereof  to  be  charged  to  Appropria- 
tion for  Health. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Health  be 
directed,  until  otherwise  ordered,  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  section  54  of  the  Health  Ordinance, 
and  for  that  purpose  that  he  he  directed1  to  issue 
annually  a  limited  number  of  licenses  to  such  per- 
sons as  the  Committee  on  Health  shall  approve,  to 
remove  grease,  bones,  and  refuse  substances  (ex- 
cept house  offal)  frcm  cellars,  stores  and  houses  in 
the  city,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Committee  on  Health  shall  deem  necessary,  pro- 
vided the  fee  to  be  paid  for  any  such  license  shall 
not  exceed  one  dollar. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  be  directed  te  sell  at  public  auction 
the  strip  of  land  belonging  to  the  city  on  Fruit 
and  JSorth  Grove  streets  upon  such  terms 
and  under  such  restrictions  as  in  their  judgment 
shall  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  en 
Public  Lands  be  authorized  to  sell  the  strip  of 
flats,  containing  3475  square  feet,  lying  east  of  Al- 
bany street  and  adjoining  the  proposed  widening 
of  Dover  street  bridge,  to  Joseph  F.  Paul,  upon  the 
usual  terms  of  sale  and  under  such  restrictions  as 
the  City  Solicitor  shall  deem  advisable  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  city. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  establish  the  grade  of 
Dartmouth  street,  between  St.  James's  avenue  and 
the  bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  and  Boston 
&  Providence  Kailroads,  as  show  n  on  a  plait  and 
profile  drawn  by  the  City  Surveyor,  dated  March 
2f ,  1870,  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  said  City 
Surveyor. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  George  Abbott 
$141  11  for  loss  of  rent  upon  his  house,  120  Pleasant 
street,  during  the  moving  of  the  same  consequent 
upon  the  widening  of  Shawmut  street,  by  resolve 
of  Sept.  25,  18C8,  to  be  charged  to  appropriation  for 
laying  out  and  widening  streets. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  John  B.  Hall  $  175  for 
services  as  architect  in  superintendence  of  the 
removal  of  houses  of  Messrs.  Paul  and  Abbott, 
consequent  upon  the  widening  of  shawmut  street, 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  laying  out 
and  widening  streets. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Freeborn  F.  Ba  y 
mond  and  Isaac  Brewster,  trustees,  $  19,000  for  land, 
taken  ami  all  damages  occasioned  by  the  widening 
of  Hanover  street,  oy  a  resolve  of  October  15,  I860, 
to  be  charged  to  the  Second  Hanover  Street  Loan. 


AVr-UOPHJATION     BILL. 

The  annual  Appropriation  bill  was  taken  op  for 
consideration,  and  the  several  item-  were  read. 

Alderman  Pratt  moved  to  amend  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Lamp  Department,  by  substituting  for 
the  sum  fixed  by  the  committee — (325,000 — the 
original  estimate,  £354,200,  and  in  support  of  the 
motion,  he  addressed  the  Board  as  follows: 

I  regret  that  the  Committee  on  Estimates  before 
cutting  down  the  appropriation  for  the  Lamp  De- 
partment had  not  made  an  effort  to  ascertain  the 
wants  of  the  department  by  consultation  with 
parties  who  could  have  furnished  them  with  proper 
information  and  reason  for  the  veiy  moderately 
increased  amount  which  the  committee  asked  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  department  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

A  reference  to  the  proper  documents  would  have 
shown  the  cominifee  that  the  amount  asked  for 
1870-71  ex.ceeds  by  §25,000  only  the  amount  esti- 
mated for  the  *  conduct  of  the  department 
previous  to  the  annexation  of  Koxbuiy 
and  Dorchester.  With  the  largely  increased 
expenses  which  the  addition  of  this  territory  ne- 
cessitates, the  committee  deemed  the  estimate  to 
be  moderate,  and  after  a  mature  consideration  and 
a  careful  revision  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  the  departments 
through  the  financial  year  at  less  than  the  amount 
asked  for. 

in  making  this  estimate  the  Committee  are  fully 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  being  guided 
by  a  rigid  economy,  and  are  aware  of  the  re- 
sponsibility which  rests  upcu  them  in  crm- 
mon  with  other  members  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  meet  the  demands  of  the  citizens 
for  a  reduction  of  the  rate  of  taxation  to  the  low- 
est possible  limit;  but  in  doing  this  they  are  not 
willing-  for  a  temporary  approval  to  delude  the 
public  with  a  favorable  array  of  figures  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year,  when  by  any  process  of 
figures  they  know  that  the  final  result  will  ex- 
plode the  fallacy  by  unfairly  and  unjustly  leaving 
their  successors*  to  bear  the  burden  of  an  addi- 
tional loan  for  the  conduct  of  the  Department  for 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  committee  feel  strerg  in  this  position,  from 
the  fact  that  for  three  years  it  has  been  the  partic- 
ular study  of  this  department  to  see  in  what  direc- 
tion retrenchment  could  be  made;  and  with  the 
exception  of  a  slight  fall  in  material,  they  cannot 
hope  to  make  a  reduction  in  any  direction  and 
maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

An  examination  of  the  records  would  have  shown 
the  Committee  on  Estimates  that  under  the  vigor- 
ous and  searching  and  successful  administration 
of  Aldennan  Jaivis  D.  Braman,  seconded  Iythe 
valuable  cooperation  of  the  SuperintendeLt,  re- 
trenchments were  made  which  we  think  it  sate  to 
say  are  without  a  parallel  in  any  other  department 
of  the  Government. 

In  the  item  of  oil,  from  .ft 25,000  to  $30,000  was 
saved;  reduction  of  burners  from  5  to  4  feet,  207, 
£30,060;  and  in  minor  items  to  a  considerable 
amount.  I  will  not  detain  the  Board  by  repeating, 
but  so  thoroughly  was  the  Department  reorgan- 
ized and  economized,  that  for  the  present  year  the 
Committee  tail  to  see  in  any  direction  an  opportu- 
nito  to  reduce  the  amount'  asked  for  by  the  au- 
ditor. 

With  no  expectation  of  reversing  the  action  of 
the  City  Council,  1  still  feel  it  my  duty  to  move 
that  the  amount  requested  by  the  Superintend- 
ent be  substituted  for  the  amount  voted  by  the 
Council,  that  should  my  successors  be  under  the 
necessity  of  calling  for  a  loan  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Lamp  Department  for  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year,  no  blame  should  attach  to  this  Com- 
mitte  for  an  apparent  want  of  foresight  as  to  the 
needs  of  the  Department. 

Alderman  Talbot  trusted  the  appropriations  as 
they  came  from  the  other  branch  would  be  con- 
curred in,  for  they  were  as  large  today  as  the  citi- 
zens could  bear.  With  all  the  misgivings  of  his 
friend,  he  trusted  the  question  would  not  again  be 
opened,  but  that  he  would  endeavor  to  make  the 
amount  answer  which  had  been  allowed  to  his  de- 
partment; and  he  believed  it  would,  if  the  gentle- 
man continued  to  bestow  the  caie  and  forethought 
which  had  heretofore  characterized  him. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  lost. 

Alderman  Connor  could  not  see  how  the  appro- 
priation for  the  police  would  be  sufficient,  with 
the  imperative  demands  for  an  increase  of  the 
force. 
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Alderman  Gibson  trusted  that  some  way  would 
turn  up  by  which  the  demand  would  be  met,  even 
with  a  small  increase  of  the  force  in  that  Alder- 
man's section. 

Alderman  Connor  called  attention  to  the  appro- 
priation for  salaries  of  Instructors  of  High  and 
Grammar  Schools,  which  was  §18,300  less  than 
last  year,  without  making  an  allowance  for  an  in- 
crease of  children.  It  was  possible  that  they 
might  patch  up  a  little  by  a  resort  to  the  Keserved 
Fund. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  it  appeared  there 
were  many  schools  with  not  more  tha  twenty  or 
twenty-live  children,  and  the  number  of  'the 
schools  might  be  reduced.  Under  such  circum- 
stances it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  look,  over  the  matter  and  see  if  there 
were  some  schools  that  were  not  necessary.  Then 
it  appeared  also  that  there  was  some  extravagance 
in  ttie  closing  hours  of  the  town  of  Dorchester,  in 
voting  salaries  to  the  same  rate  with  the  salaries 
oi  this  city,  in  some  cases  giving  the  same  salary, 
with  but  one  assistant,  which  is  given  to  a  teacher 
with  twenty  or  thirty  assistants. 

It  was  true  that  the  School  Committee  had  the 
control  of  the  salaries,  and  might  vote  as  they  see 
tit,  yet  he  hoped  they  would  consider  it  their  duty 
to  cooperate  in  introducing  economical  expendi- 
ture. He  hoped  there  would  be  no  conflict,  but 
that  the  Committee  would  conduct  their  depart- 
ment with  economy  and  with  fairness  to  all  parts 
of  the  city. 

Alderman  Connor  said  the  views  of  the  Alder- 
man without  doubt  were  good.  The  class  of  schools 
to  which  he  alluded  were  very  likely  in  such  a  dis- 
trict as  Fort  Hill,  where  the  population  are  moving 
away.and  sometimes  there  will  be  a  reduced  num- 
ber of  scholars.  But  it  should  be  remembered  that 
the  children  do  not  decrease,  and  if  there  are  a  less 
number  in  some  sections,  there  will  be  an  increas- 
ed number  in  other  sections.  The  contracts  witli 
the  teachers  must  hold  good  in  any  event,  and  we 
were  obliged  to  take  the  contracts  with  the  teach- 
ers of  Dorchester  to  the  end  of  Hie  school  year. 
He  could  not  see  any  other  course,  and  it  not"  pro- 
vided for  by  appropriation,  the  amount  required 
must  be  taken  from  some  other  meaus.  He  would 
nut,  however,  press  an  amendment. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  must  say  a  word  on 
the  subject  of  paving.  The  committee'  must  have 
fixed  the  appropriations  tor  paving  at  $1,000,000, 
not  in  accordance  with  any  estimates,  but  ?s  the 
amount  asked  for  was  11,700,000,  the  sum  rei.  or  ;ed 
must  have  been  reached  by  simply  making  it  the 
round  sum  of  a  million,  without  reference  to  the 
needs  of  tne  department.  He  had  asked  the  chair- 
man of  the  Board,  and  the  members  of  the  Paving 
Committee  who  belonged  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  and  could  get  no  satisfactory  solu- 
tions of  the  matter.  He  could  not  see  how  the 
fact  could  have  been  lost  sight  of  that  a  large 
number  of  streets  had  been  accepted,  which  had 
not  been  put  in  order,  although  it  was  customary 
to  say  in  the  laying  out  of  streets  that  it  was  at 
no  expense.  In  fact,  the  expense  commences  on 
the  acceptance  of  the  streets.  There  was  no  less 
than  §2,000,000  due  by  implied  contracts  with  the 
citizens  in  the  acceptance  of  new  streets.  The 
business  has  been  piled  up  in  the  street  depart- 
ment for  years,  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Paving  are  troubled  to  know  how  to 
meet  the  demands  upon  them. 
•  In  the  claims  now  to  be  provided  for,  there  is  the 
amount  of  §450,000  on  streets  accepted  previous  to 
1869,  but  not  yet  put  in  order.  It  is  easy  to  show 
how  *1 ,000,000  can  be  disposed  of,  but  still  there 
will  be  a  large  liabilitv  to  be  provided  for.  The 
original  estimates  were  for  §1,900,000,  but  these 
were  cut  down  §180,000.  If  the  appropriation  is  to 
remain  as  it  is,  the  committee  would  like  to  know 
how  to  spend  it.  There  is  a  large  class  of  citiz  .'ns 
living  in  accepted  streets  and  occupying  valuable 
dwellings  who  hold  the  committee  Yo  the  obliga- 
tion of  putting  their  streets  in  order,  in  justice 
to  this  class  of  citizens,  the  hands  of  the  commit- 
tee should  not  be  tied.  He  could  not  see  how  for- 
ty per  cent,  cf  the  appropriation  could' be  cut  off, 
and  while  he  would  not  offer  an  amendment, 
should  the  improvements  of  streets  fail  which  were 
required,  the  committee  could  not  feel  that  they 
were  responsible  for  the  failure. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  was  in  great  trouble  in 
regard  to  the  appropriations  for  public  institu- 
tions. An  appropriation  was  asked  for  to  provide 
an  iron  .-tea  in  boat,  but  this  had  been  cut  down  to 
§7000  for  the  repairs  of  the  Henry  Morrison.  He 
had  been  assured,  on  good  authority,  that  a  survey 
had  been  made  upon    the   boat,  and  that   it  was 


judged  to  be  inexpedient  to  repair  her.  He  was 
also  assured  that  the  mate  to  her  .was  sold  ten  years 
ago  worn  out;  that  they  were  originally  designed 
for  propellers,  but  were  widened  out  and  were  not 
well  arranged.  The  boat  has  been  running  fifteen  or 
sixteen  years;  is  inadequate  to  the  duties  to  be 
performed ;  is  unsafe,  and  that,  in  a  recent  trip  to 
Galloupe's  Island,  it  was  found  dangerous  to  make 
the  trip ;  and  that  a  small  pox  patient  was  obliged 
to  be  left  at  Deer  Island  without  proper  shelter, 
and  died  in  consequence  of  the  exposure.  An- 
other class  of  persons,  equally  reliable,  assured 
him  that  the  Henry  Morrison  might  be  repaired  to 
last  forty  years.  He  was,  therefore,  in  a  g.eat 
dilemma  how  to  act. 

Alderman  Cowd'm  regretted  that  the  gentleman 
had  been  misinformed  m  regard  to  the  Henry  Mor- 
rison. Did  not  believe  that  she  was  built  for  a  pro- 
peller; and  so  far  as  danger  was  concerned,  he  rec- 
ollected being  on  board  of  her  soon  after  she  was 
purchased,  wr.en  she  got  aground  and  was  obligeit 
to  lie  over  night.  That  was,  however,  on  account 
of  a  fog,  and  such  a  fog  might  have,  occurred  in 
the  case  mentioned  of  the  small-pox  patient.  He 
believed  she  was  capable  of  being  repaired,  and 
would  answer  for  all  the  purposes  required  of  her. 
If  a  boat  was  needed  for  pleasure  piu poses,  it  was 
easy  enough  to  hire  the  Kose  standish  or  some 
other  bolt. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  the  Alderman  had 
been  misinformed,  it  was  not  true  that  the  Henry 
Morrison  was  fcuilt  for  a  propeller.  He  was  famil- 
iar with  the  lact  of  the  building  of  the  boats,  and 
knew  the  twin  boat  which  was  referred  to. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  had  some  information 
on  the  subject,  which  he  believed  to  be  reliable. 
The  steamer  Henry  Morrison  was  built  in  New  York 
in  1854,  sixteen  years  ago  the  present  season.  She 
was  designed  for  a  propeller ;  the  subsequent  ma- 
terial addition  of  upper  deck  and  guarus,  which 
was  not  originally  contemplated,  accounts  for  the 
boat  being  so  very  crank  as  to  be  exceedingly  un- 
comfortable if  not  unsafe.  When  carrying  any. 
considerable  number  of  passengers,  she  was  at  ways 
troublesome  and  difficult  to  manage  when  en- 
countering a  strong  side  wind  or  cross  sea,  of  it- 
self an  almost  insuperable  objection  to  any  boat 
used  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers. 

The  Henry  Morrison  draws  six  and  a  hall  feet  of 
water,  being  one  or  two  feet  more  than  a  side- 
wh-:el  boat  of  the  same  size  designed  for  such 
would  probably  draw.  This  great  draught  of  water  is 
of  itself  a  serious  objection  for  a  boat  used  to  con- 
vey passengers  from  the  city  to  Deer  Island  by  the 
regular  channel  when  the  water  is  very  shoal. 

J  t  would  hardly  be  asserted  by  any  competent 
authority  that  the  Henry  Morrison,  even  if  stanch 
and  stroog,  would  be  considered  entirely  safe, 
should  she  be  overtaken  in  the  bay,  with  a  large 
party  on  board,  by  oi,e  of  those'  heavy  squalls 
which  occasionally  occur  with  very  little  warning; 
from  the  fact  that  the  bottom  of  the  hull  is  round, 
with  very  little  floor,  and  never  designed  to  carry 
the  weight  above  which  has  been  put  upou  it. 
.  1  will  detain  the  Board  a  moment  to  glance  at 
the  present  condition  of  the  boat.  In  August, 
18G9,  the  Government  Inspectors  of  Steamboats 
notified  the  Boa.d  of  Directors  of  Public  Institu- 
tions that  they  should  not  renew  the  required  cer- 
tilicarte  after  the  expiration  of  the  present  year, 
which  extends  to  July,  1870 — a  rather  emphatic  in- 
timation that  they  did  not  consider  it  safe  to  run 
the  boat  in  its  present  condition,  at  least,  any 
longer  than  that  time. 

This  notice  of  the  Commissioners,  which  was 
simply  an  act  of  courtesy,  gives  the  City  Govern- 
ment time  to  decide  what  action  to  take,  whether 
to  repair  or  rebuild  the  old  boat,  to  build  a  new 
steamer,  or  purchase  one  already  built. 

In  October  last  the  Morrison  was  taken  upon  the 
Marine  Railway  of  Mr.  DauT  D.  Kelly  of  East 
Boston,  that  an  examination  of  the  bottom  might 
be  made. 

So  far  as  seen,  the  outside  of  the  hull  and  the 
frame  timbers,  where  exposed,  were  found  to  be  in 
very  good  condition,  but  the  guards  and  all  the 
top  works  showed  unmistakable  signs  of  decay, 
including  the  forward  deck. 

Mr.  Kelly,  at  the  request  of  a  Committee  of 
the  Board,  made  an  examination  of  the  boat 
and  reported  an  estimate  of  §10,271  to  rebuild  and 
make  her  good  for  several  years  to  come,  as  he 
thought,  but  in  the  estimate  he  intended  only  the 
repairs  he  sees  are  needed,  and  makes  no  allow- 
ance for  the  latent  defects  that  could  only  be  dis- 
covered when  the  general  tearing  away  is  done. 

It  is  proposed  to  partially jremedy  the  crankness 
to  contract  the  width  of  the  guards,  which    will  of 
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course  to  that   extent   diminish    the   deck    room, 
which  is  quite  limited  already. 

This  plan  of  Mr.  ttelley's  was  objected  to  by 
some  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  sev- 
eraJ  reasons. 

First,- That  bi6  estimate,  with  the  probable  cost 
of  hiring  a  boat  to  run  to  Deer  island  during  the 
repairs,  would  be  likely  to  reach  $15,000,  at  J  east, 
vvhjcb  would  be  more  than  the  boat  would  be  worth 
when  the  repairs  were  completed, 

Second,  There  was  an  objection  on  the  part  of* 
one  or  two  members  to  expending  :i  dollar  for  re- 
pairs, thinking  ir  I  est  fo*  th  •  city,  to  sell  the  "Mor- 
rison and  purchase  oi  l.uild  another  boat. 

As  some  members  expressed  a  desire  to  obtain 
further  information  on  the  uofe^ect,  it  was  voted 
Ui.-.t  a  commission  to  consist  u£  three  competent 
persons  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  whole 
matter  and  report  to  the  Board,  this  commission 
wa«  accordingly  appointed,  and  i  onsislcd  oi  the 
fallowing  named  gentlemen:  Ezra  H.  Baker,  for- 
merly a  shipmaster,  and  now  a  wc!  known  mer- 
chant; Kufiis  Cushmau,  a  ship  builder  pf  tast 
Boston  and  considered  a  tirst-ciass  mechanic;  and 
Louis  (isborn,  a  machinist  also  of  East  Boston,  the 
latter  having  usually  made  all  needed  repairs  upon 
the  engine  of  the  Morrison. 

These  gentlemen  made  the.  necessary  examina- 
tion of  the  bull  and  engine,  and  in  due  time  made 
a  report  which  was  unanimous,  and  adverse  to  un- 
dertaking to  make  any  repairs,  on  the  ground  that 
the  boat  would  not  be  worth,  in  their  opinion,  the 
amount  expended  when  completed. 

'this  report  was.  submitted  to  the  Board,  but 
failed  to  convince  some  of  the  members. 

The  President  was  then  instructed  to  obtain  the 
opinion  of  the  .steamboat  Inspectors,  as  to  what  re- 
pairs would  be  necessaiy  to  enable  them  to  give  a 
new  certificate. 

The  Inspectors  subsequently  reported  that  if  cer- 
tain repairs  were  made  they  thought  tne  boat 
would  do  good  service  .  for  seme  years  more,  and 
their  estimate  of  the  probable  cost'of  repairs  stip- 
ulated was  .*5000 — but  in  this  they  make  no  account 
of  the  cost  of  taking  out  and  putting  in  the  ma- 
chinery, etc.,  etc.;  and  of  course  make  no  mention 
of  the  cost  to  the  city  of  hiring  another  boat  to 
take  the  place  of  the  Morrison  during  repairs. 

This  report. was.  placed  before  the  Board,  and 
some  discussion  followed;  the  result  of  which  was 
that  it  was  voted — 7  to  3— as  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  the  use  of  the  Henry  Morrison  be  dis- 
pensed with  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  cer- 
tificate, and  that  the  President  of  the  Board  ae  re- 
quested to  ask  for  $30,000  in  the  appropriation  bill 
lor  the  purchase  of  another  boat. 

In  accordance  with  this  vote,  as  a  reasonable  [re- 
quest ami  in  pursuance  of  what  I  consider  to  be, 
under  the  circumstances,  an  imperative  duty,  and 
for  the  reasons  which  bave  been  given  that  the 
Henry  Morrison  is  not  a  suitable  boat  for  the  ser- 
vice required,  that  if  repaired  it  will  not  be  worth 
the  sum  expended,  and  because  1  believe  it  to  be 
the  best  economy  to  build  a  boat  expressly  lor  the 
service,  and  that  time  will  vindicate  this  opinion. 
1  ask  you  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
replace  in  the  appropriations  for  1870-71  the 
amount  requested  by  the  Board,  believing  that  the 
other  branch,  for  the  reasons  which  have  been  giv- 
en, will  take  concurrent  action. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  Henry  Morri- 
son was  surveyed  in  the  yard  of  Mr.  Kelly,  when 
it  was  adjudged  that  witb  repairs  to  the  amount  of 
■1?10,200  she  would  last  twelve  years,  and  would  be 
well  enough  to  do  all  the  business  that  was  re- 
quired of  her.  It  was  useless  to  call  a  boat  rotten 
in  her  condition,  for  those  who  examined  into  her 
condition  were  practical  mechanics,  and  knew  just 
what  was  wanted  to  put  her  in  good  condition.  He 
had  been  assured  that  she  burns  less  than  three- 
quarters  of  a  ton  of  coal  a  day,  and  with  a  new 
boat  the  expense  for  coal  would  be  $10  a  day  more. 
With  an  expenditure  of  $7000  he  had  been  assured 
she  wauld  run  five  years  without  any  difficulty.  He 
knew  the  Neptune,  the  twin  boat,  when  on  the 
stocks,  and  knew  that  they  both  run  as  side-wheel 
boats.    So  far  as  danger  was  alleged  in  tipping 


over,  with  .',00  passengers  on  board,  and  a 
rush  being  made  from  one  side  to  the 
other,  there  was  always  an  inclination  to  turn  bv 
SUCh  a  class  of  boats.  A  new  boat  to  cost 
$75,000  could  not  be  afforded,  in  relation  to  the 
danger  referred  to  ingoing  to  Ualloupe's  Island, 
he  would  have  gone  through,  lie  Buppcoedfthe 
fear  entertained  was  from  not  being  familiar  with 
salt  water. 

Alderman  Pratt  did  not  believe  the  boat  would 
bring  what  it  would  cost  lor  repairs  on  her,  but 
with  £30,000  a  good  boat  could  be  purchased. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  was  DO  evidence  of 
the  leaking  of  the  Morrison,  which  there  would  be 
if  she  was  rotten,  as  was  alleged,  and  with  her 
projection  of  guards.  Two  icet  of  these  guards 
might  be  cut  off,  which  would  make  her  more 
easily  trimmed. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  be  believed  she  would  go 
over  some  day,  from  being  top  heavy. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  it  would  appear  that  either 
the  be  at  or  the  captain,  from  the  difierent  state- 
ments, re  iuired  to  Le  reorganized. 

Alderman  Cow-din  said  the  boat  had  run  fifteen 
years,  and  was  safe,  and  so  far  as  related  to 
want  of  confidence,  it  was  all  a  bugbear. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  lie  had  no  design  to  delay 
the  appropriation,  but  ii  any  disaster  occurred,  he 
should  be  clear  of  any  responsibility  in  the  mat- 
ter. 

The  motion  to  insert  $30,000  for  $7000  was  lost. 

The  several  orders  were  then  passed,  without 
amendment. 

BROADWAY     EXTENSION. 

The  order  for  a  loan  of  $450,000  to  finish  the  con- 
struction of  Broadway  from  Federal  to  Albany 
streets,  was  taken  up,  on  motion  of  Alderman  Tal- 
bot. 

Alderman  Connor  said  the  present  Board  of  Al- 
dermen was  not  responsible  for  the  cost  of  the 
Broadway  extension;  and  the  question  was  now 
either  to  finish  the  work  or  drop  it.  The  increased 
cost  had  been  mainly  in  the  construction  of  the 
bridge,  but  who  was  to  blame  he  did  not  know. 
He  believed,  however,  that  the  change  of  grade 
was  a  wise  measure,  and  would  prove  to  be  so. 

Alderman  .Jenkins  agreed  with  the  remark  that 
that  there  was  no  alternative  in  the  matter,  yet, 
were  the  question  an  original  one,  he  should  not 
vote  for  the  extension. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  contracts  were  be- 
lieved to  be  all  made,  and  the  pavments  would  be 
a  lien  on  the  city.  The  expense  was  much  greater 
than  was  at  first  anticipated,  vet  be  confessed  he 
believed  in  Broadway,  and  the  citizens  would 
some  time  admit  that  the  measure  was  a  wise  one. 

Alderman  Jenkins  saitl  he  did  not  believe  in  the 
Broadway  extension.  If  left  at  Albany  street,  it 
would  not  be  of  much  practical  benefit,  but  if  car- 
ried to  Washington  street,  as  he  supposed  it  was 
contemplated,  it  would  cost  81,000,000  moie.  He 
did  not  know  of  any  alternative  but  to  vote  for  this 
appropriation,  but  would  like  to  know  whether 
this  sum  would  complete  the  present  extension. 

Alderman  (iibson  said  this  was  the  bitterest  pill 
he  had  ever  attempted  to  swallow,  but  he  supposed 
we  must  pocket  the  loss. 

Alderman  Cowdin  agreed  that  this  was  a  bitter 
pill,  but  the  city  was  under  obligation  to  perform 
her  contracts.  He  believed  there  was  an  egregious 
blunder  made,  and  that  the  expense  would  reach  a 
million  of  dollars  more  than  contemplated. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  had  not  confidence  in 
the  bridge,  but  feared  it  would  settle  on  a  heavy 
strain  by  the  travel  upon  it. 

Alderinan  Talbot  said  the  city  ought  to  have 
confidence  in  its  engineer,  that  he  would  not  rec- 
ommend a  structure  that  would  not  be  perfectly 
safe,  They  ought  not  to  damage  the  reputation  of 
the  Engineer  by  such  remarks.  The  committee  in 
the  outset  urged  upon  the  proper  officers  that  full 
allowance  should  be  made  for  contingencies,  and 
that  they  should  increase  their  estimates. 
The  order  was  passed. 
Adjourned  to  Tuesday  evening,  7^  o'clock.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  1'A  o'clock,  M.  E. 
Ingalls,  Mic  President,  In  the  chair. 

\    'EBB   1'IWM  THE     iiOAliD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  m  Seth  Whlttier,  Wm.  H.  Morlarty, 
and  of  George  Lunt  and  otheis,  were  severally  re- 
ferred, in  concnrrence. 

The  Mayor's  Mi  ssage,  announcing  that  the  re- 
mains of  the  late  Anson  Burlingame  will  soon  ar- 
rive in  this  country;  and  suggesting  that  such  ar- 
rangements as  may  be  necessary  for  their  recep- 
tion l  e  made,  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  rile. 

Messis.  Gray  of  Ward  12,  Mnulton  of  Ward  9,  and 
Williams  of  Ward  13,  with  the  President  added, 
were  joined  to  rhe  committee  on  the  order  to  make 
riu  necessary  arrangements  for  the  reception  of 
the  remains  of  Mr.  Burlingame. 

I  lie  following  orders  were  read  twice  and  passed : 

<  irder  to  pay  the  bills  of  D.  Gobdnew  &  Co.  and 
others. 

Order  that  so  much  of  the  land  recently  annexed 
to  this  city,  by  the  change  of  boundary  between 
Boston  ami  West  Roxbury,  as  is  south  of  Columbia 
street,  be  added  to  Ward  16,  and  as  is  north  of  said 
Street,  to  Ward  14. 

Order  authorizing  sale  at  public  auction  of  a 
strip  of  land  belonging  to  the  city  on  Fruit  and 
North  Grove  streets. 

Order  authorizing  0435  square  feet  of  flats  east  of 
Albany  street,  to  be  sold  to  Joseph  F.  Paul  on  the 
usual  terms  and  under  such  restrictions  as  may  be 
deemed  for  the  interests  of  the  city. 

'the  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Sum- 
mer street  on  its  northeasterly  side,  between  High 
and  Federal  streets,  and  resolve  and  order  for  the 
widening  of  Washington  street  between  Indiana 
place  and  Orange  street,  were  each  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  streets. 

The  order  for  a  loan  of  four  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  added  to  the  "Broadwav 
Extension  Lean,"  (City  Doc.  No.  28,  1870,)  being 
under  consideration, 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10,  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  tw  Streets,  with  instructions  "to  in- 
quire and  report  the  probable  cost  of  removing  the 
whole  stiucture." 

The  motion  was  put  and  declared  to  be  carried, 
when  a  doubt  was  raised  and  the  question  was 
divided. 

Mr.  Cray  of  Ward  12  objected  to  the  instructions 
unless  it  was  designed  to  ascertain  the  entire  cost 
of  restoring  everything  as  it  was  before  the  work 
was  commenced."  The  Committee  could  not  do  this 
unless  with  the  employment  of  competent  persons 
to  estimate  the  cost,  "if  it  was  designed  that  the 
Committee  should  give  their  opinion  merely,  the 
members  of  the  Council  would  be  as  well  able  to 
judge  as  the  Committee  can  be,  and  the  expense 
would  be  incurred  for  nothing. 

Mr.  Smith  thought  it  would  not  cost  the  Com- 
mittee anything  to  inquire  and  give  the  informa- 
tion. For  his  part,  if  it  was  a  question  of  sacri- 
ficing £500,000  as  the  expense  already  incurred,  or 
to  expend  $1,500,000  to  complete  the  extension,  he 
would  vote  to  m,  ue  the  sacrifice.  The  instructions 
weie  merely  for  an  inquiry,  that  the  Council  may 
act  more  intelligently. 

Mr.  Gray  stated  that  to  make  the  inquiry  com- 
plete, it  must  be  ascertained  how  much  it  will  cost 
to  restore  the  old  grade,  the  cost  to  owners  of 
buildings  for  damages  already  incurred,  with  the 
additional  damages  to  restore  them  to  their  form*  r 
position,  and  for  this  purpose  competent  persons 
must  be  employed  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  these 
various  items. " 

The  motion  to  refer  was  carried,  and  the  motion 
to  instruct  the  committee  was  passed  by  a  vote  of 
24  to  13. 

Air.  Frost  of  Ward  9  wished  to  move  further  in- 
structions to  the  committee. 

The  chair  ruled  that  further  instructions  were 
not  in  order,  the  reference  having  been  made. 

The  report  and  order  for  a  loan  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  1  e  added  to 
the  loan  for  extending  the  Water  Works  into  Bos- 
ton Highlands  was  read  twice  and  pa:  sed,  in  con- 
currence. 

Trie  following  reports  were  severally  accepted, 
in  concurrence: 

Keport    of    the    Committee    on    Water,  that  ten 


drinking  fountains  have  already  been  established 
in  the  city  and  that  ten  more  w  ill' be  establii  hed,  as 
soon  as  proper  location  can  be  secured. 

Keport  ei  the'  Committee  on  Water,  that  it  is  in- 
expedient to  reduce  the  present  water  rates  for 
dwelling-homes. 

Beport  of  tbe  Committee  on  i trdinancee,  that  it 
is  unnecessary  to  amend  the  tire  ordinance  to  c •:  - 
tablish  the  Fire  Insurance  Brigade. 

SALAItY    HILL. 

The  Salary  bill  was  taken  up.  and  considered,  as 
unfinished  business. 

The   salaries   embraced    in   the   first   order  were 
■d  upon,  and  on   reaching  that  of  the  Harbor 
Master,  Hr.  Vannevarof  Ward  8  moved  to  mike 
this  salary  S2000. 

Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward  11  opposed  any  changes  in 
ihe  salaries,  the  present  year  not  being  favorable 
for  the  increase  of  salaries.  He  considered  this 
officer  well  paid  for  his  services,  as  a  portion  of  his 
duties  were  performed  by  the  harbor  police,  and  it 
was  the  opinion  of  some  persons  that  the  office 
might  be  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  whether  the 
amendments  of  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen  were 
adopted,  and  hoped  that  the  orders  would  be  con- 
sidered by  sections. 

The  chair  stated  that  the  bill  was  considered  as 
it  came  from  the  Board  of  Aide;  men. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  inquired  if  the  salaries 
were  the  same  as  last  year,  to  which  Mr.  Learnard 
replied  that  all  the  changes  were  indicated  on  the 
first  page  of  the  report. 

'Ihe  motion  to  amend  by  an  increase  of  the  sala- 
ry of  the  Harbor  Master,  was  lost. 

Mr.  Gray  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  oy 
which  the'first  order  was  adopted.    Carried. 

Mr.  Gray  moved  to  amend  section  2,  to  increase 
the  salary  of  ihe  Mayor's  clerk  to  S1800,  stating 
that  it  was  not  raised  last  year,  as  were  many 
otheis. 

Mr.  Learnard  stated  that  the  salary  had  teen  in- 
creased from  S1000  since  1863. 

Mr.  Cray  repeated  that  the  salaries  of  most  of 
ihe  heads  of  departments  were  raised  last  year, 
and  that  the  business  bad  largely  increased,"  the 
gentleman  who  held  the  office  had  a  great  amount 
of  labor  to  perform,  was  always  accommodating, 
and  that  the  salaiy  was  not  large  for  the  ability  re- 
quiied. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16,  concurred  with  Mr.  Gray 
in  relation  to  the  business  performed  and  the 
manner  of  its  performance,  and  hoped  the  amend- 
ment would  pass.  There  had  been  no  increase  of 
the  salaiy  since  1816. 

Ihe  amendment  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  30 
to  16. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7,  the  salary 
of  the  assistant  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil was  increased  from  S700  to  $800,  by  a  vote  of  26 
to  15. 

In  the  second  order,  Section  3,  Mr.  Smith  of 
Ward  10,  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  word 
"each."  so  that  the  salaries  of  the  assistants  to 
the  City  Solicitor  should  be  but  S2500. 

Mr.  smith  utatedin  support  of  the  motion,  that 
this  was  one  of  the  most  expensive  departments 
of  the  city,  and  that  when  there  was  any  heavy 
<  utside  work,  the  city  was  obliged  to  go  outside  to 
hire  other  lawyers. '  He  did  not  Relieve  it  was 
necessary  to  pay  $11,000  iu  salaries,  and  §4000  or 
££000  outside,  so  that  these  lawyers  could  earn  as 
mm  ft  more  by  their  private  practice. 

Mr.  Gray  inquired  whether  the  salaries  of  these 
officers  were  not  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Ihe  Chair  stated  that  "the  number  of  assistants 
was  fixed  by  ordinance,  and  the  only  way  to  meet 
this  question  would  be  to  amend  the  ordinance. 

Mr.  smith  said  he  would,  then,  have  these  assis- 
tants act  alternately,  and  divide  the  salary  to 
give  them  each  &1250.  A  motion  to  make  such  a 
division  was  lost. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  moved  to  reduce  the 
the  salaries  to  S2000  for  the  assistants.  In  the 
office  there  were  four  lawyers,  making  it  the  most 
expensive  department  in  the  city.  They  were  hav- 
ing a  large  private  practice,  and  he  believed  as 
good  talent  could  be  had  for  §2000  as  was  obtained 
in  these  assistants.  The  sum  proposed  ought  to  be 
enough. 

Mr.  Learnard  hoped  the  motion  would  not  pre- 
vail. 'Ihe  time  of  these  assistants  was  chiefly  oc- 
cupied iu  settling  up  the  claims  on  the  Church 
Street  District  and  others  of  a  similar  character. 
It  was  desirable,  further,  to  concur  with  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  fixing  these  salaries. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  believed  the  expenses  of 
this  department  to  be  enormous,  and  thought  ths 
reduction  should  be  made  at  the  head  of  the  de- 
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partment.    lie  moved  to  reduce  the  salary  cf  the 
City  Solicitor  to  $4000. 

Both  amendments  were  rejected. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  moved  that  the  salary 
of  the  Harbor  Master  fe  fixed  at  .«looo.  Carried— 
26  to  19. 

Mr.  Gray  raised  a  question  of  order,  whether 
having  refused  cnee  to  increase  the  salary1,  an 
increase  can  I  e  made  without  recoi  6id<  latiOi;. 

The  Chair  stated  that,  having  reconsidered  the 
first  order,  the  business  had  gone  cm  ;;s  havine 
been  commenced  anew;  but  on  reflection  iule.1 
that  the  motion  could  not  be  entertained  as  a  new 
motion. 

Mr.  \Yrel)s  of  Ward  3  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  refusing  to  increase  this  salaiy. 

Mr.  Pc  or  of  Ward  11  said  he  did  hot  know  pre- 
cisely what  were  the  duties  of  this  officer,  but  he 
would  remind  the  Council  that  the  sum  tii.ed  last 
week  in  the  appropriation  for  salaries  must  be  in- 
creased if  this  increase  in  salaries  was  to  go  on. 

Mr.  (.ray  said  he  would  remind  the  gentleman 
of  a  suggestion  made  by  him  last  week  that  a  re- 
sort might  be  had  to  the  Reserved  Fund. 

lhe  motion  to  inciease  the  salary  was  carried  by 
a  vote  of  29  to  21. 

Mr.  Wells  moved  to  increase  the  salary  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Health  to  #3000,  stating  that  it 
was  about  the  largest  department  in  the  cuy,  and 
should  be  on  a  par  with  other  departments  in  its 
salary. 

Mr.  f.earnard  stated  that  it  was  increased  t'nin 
$1700  to  $2500,  and  that  it  has  been  for  several 
years  S500  less  than  the  salaries  of  the  heads  of 
other  departments. 

Mr.  Wells  stated  that  it  was  not  increased  last 
year  when  other  salaries  were. 

The  motion  was  lost— to  to  23. 

Mr.  Donnelly  of  Ward  3  moved  to  reduce  the 
salary  of  the  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Faneuil 
Hall  market  to  $1000. 

lhe  motion  was  opposed  by  Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  9, 
and  lost. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  moved  to  increase  the  sal- 
ary of  .Superintendent  of  Dover  Street  Bridge 
from  s;>00  to  S1200,  stating  that  there  had  neen  a 
large  increase  in  the  business  through  the  draw  of 
that  bridge,  and  that  the  Superintendent  was 
obliged  to  employ  considerable  help. 

Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward  11  called  attention  to  the 
fact  of  the  great  competition  for  the  place  of  Su- 
perintendent of  the  bridge  last  year. 

.Mr.  Gray  said  the  gentleman  was  not  anxious  to 
hold  the  position  except  with  an  increase  of  sal- 
ary, and  he  had  promised  to  aid  in  that  increase, 
believing  it  to  be  but  just, 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  believed  that  great  injus- 
tice was  done  to  the  bard  working  men  in  the  em- 
ployment of  the  city;  and  while  it  was  easv  to  in- 
crease the  large  salaries,  it  was  difficult  to  get  an 
increase  of  those  the  most  deserving. 

Mr.  Gray  stated  further  that  the  superintendent 
was  obliged  to  hire  a  man  at  $8  a  week  for  several 
months  in  the  year,  and  ha  i  the  services  of  his 
son,  and  with  much  difficulty  was  enabled  to  make 
a  living. 

Mr.  smith  also  advocated  the  increase  as  hut 
reasonable,  and  it  was  carried, 

.Mr.  Woolleyof  Ward  1  moved  to  increase  the 
salaiy  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Meridian  street 
bridge  to  >1000. 

Mr.  Wells  advocated  the  motion,  believing  the 
Superintendent  should  have  help  in  moving  the 
draw,  which  was  very  difficult. 

Mr.  Learnard  stated  that  no  increase  was  asked 
for  in  this  case,  although  there  was  in  others. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1,  advocated  the  increase. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  stated  that  as  there  were 
several  sections  of  this  class,  it  would  be  better  to 
refer  them  to  a  special  committee  for  a  hearing  on 
the  subject. 

Mr.  smith  said  he  should  vote  for  this  increase,, 
for  the  Superintendent  ought  at  least  to  have  a  la- 
borer's wages. 

To  an  inquiry  of  Mr.  Gray,  whether  the  Superin- 
dent  had  pay  also  from  the  city  of  Chelsea,  Mr. 
Woolley  replied  that  he  had  not. 

The  motion  to  increase  was  carried. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  as  an  amendment 
to  the  salary  of  superintendent  of  Common,  a  pro- 
viso that  he  shall  engage  in  an  other  business,  and 
shall  not  be  interested  in  furnislung  supplies  of 
any  description  for  his  department.  He  said  the 
Superintendent  had  forty  or  fifty  men  under  his 
charge,  scattered  all  over  the  citv,  and  could  not 
see  that  these  men  discharged  their  duties  faithfullv 
while  engaged  in  other  bu'sinesc;.  If  a  man  hadno' 
salary  in  his  position,  he  might  make  it  profitable. 

.Mr.  Wells  said  no  lault  was  found  with  the 
superintendent  for  neglect  of  his  duties. 


Mr.  Smith  said  he  made  no  specific  charges.  The 
Superintendent  could  not  be  in  two  jdaces  at  the 
same  time,  but  ly  devoting  his  time  to  the  city,  be 
could  save  the  wages  of  five  men  in  properly  look- 
ing after  those  employed. 

i  lie  motic n  for  the  adoption  of  the  proviso  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Quinn  cf  Ward  5  moved  to  ir.crer.se  the  pay 
of  superintendent  oJ  Hacks  to  $4  per  day.    Lost. 

.Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  moved  to  strike  out  the 
stated  sum  to  First  and  Second  Assistant  Assess- 
ors tor  office  work,  believing  it  was  unjust  to  those 
Assessors  and  a  reflection  on  their  integrity. 

Mr.  Gray  stated  that  the  change  was  made  from 
a  per  diem  last  year,  and  was  found  to  work  well. 
It  bad  been  thought  that  the  services  of  these  as- 
sessors might  be  dispensed  with  in  the  dooming 
board. 

'lhe  notion  to  i  trikc  out  was  li  si. 

'lhe  several  orders  connected  with  the  Salary 
bill  were  passed,  and  the  salaries  fixed  asamended, 
including  tfaa  order  directing  the  Auditor  and 
Treasure*  to  pay  the  same. 

SCHOOL  ACCOM MODATIOJNS. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  additional  accommodations  for  the 
Winthrop  street  primary  school,  by  enlarging  the 
present  schoolhouse  or  erecting  a  new  building. 

A  request  was  also  received  from  the  School 
Committee  for  an  enlargement  of  the  Dearborn 
schoolhouse  Ly  raising  the  roof,  creating  such  ad- 
ditional rooms,  including  a  hall,  as  the  building 
will  admit  of;  also  to  introduce  water,  new  heat- 
ing apparatus  and  means  of  ventilation,  paving 
the  present  yard,  and  erecting  good   outbuildings. 

Severally  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings. 

A  communication  was  received  from  James  H. 
Upham,  Ward  16,  declining  to  accept  the  office  of 
one  of  the  First  Assistant  Assessors,  to  which  he 
bad  been  ejected,  on  account  cf  other  business 
engagements.  Iieterred  Do  Committee  on  Asses- 
sors' Department. 

REPOBTS   or  COMMITTEES;. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  reported  that  the  order  for  the  widening 
of  Washington  street  ought  to  pass. 

On  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules,  for  its  pas- 
sage, a  question  was  raised  as  to  the  width  of  the 
street  by  the  proposed  widening,  and  no  one  being 
prepared  to  answer  positively  the  order  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

The  order  was  subsequently  taken  up,  on  a  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Bond  that  the  widening  would  give 
sixty  feet  as  the  width  of  the  street. 

Objection  was  made  by  several  members  that  the 
report  was  not  made  with  proper  authority,  the 
members  of  the  committee  not  being  called  togeth- 
gether,  and  were  not  notified  as  required  by  the 
rules. 

The  report  was  recommitted.  • 

The  following  order,  offered  by  Mr.  Emerson  of 
Ward  G,  was  read  once: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  be  authorized  to  supply  all  necessary 
furniture  and  make  such  repairs  as  may  he  needed 
at  the  various  public  buildings  during  the  ensuing 
year,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  charged  to  the  Ap- 
propriation for  Public  Buildings.

COMMUNICATION     FROM     CONSULTING    PHYSICIANS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Con- 
sulting Physicians,  in  which  after  stating  what 
they  learn  to  b^  th->  duties  of  this  office,  from  the 
City  Solicitor,  th3y  accept  the  responsibility  and 
make  the  following  statements : 

The  death  rate  of  Boston  has  b:su  for  some  vears 
past  so  high  as  to  excite  the  attention  of  the  medi- 
cal profession.  With  natural  advantages  for 
drainage  and  ventilation,  equalled  bv  very  few 
cities  in  the  world,  and  with  an  abundant  supply 
of  pure  water,  there  is  still  an  average  annual 
mortality  of  between  24  and  25  to  the  thousand  of 
population. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  chance  of  living 
has  been  not  quite  so  good  in  our  city  of  Boston, 
almost  surrounded  bv  the  sea,  with  a*  population 
of  203,000,  as  in  London,  on  the  Thames,  with  a 
population  of  3,010,000.  The  gre:ttsr  vital  depres- 
sion c  his,'  I  by  want  an  I  misery  in  that  most  vast 
of  modern  cities,  seems  to  have  been  more  than 
counteracted  by  the  careful  protection  of  public 
health. 

Comparing  the  mortality  of  Boston  with  that  of 
other  parts  of  the  State,  the  indications  are  also 
very  unfavorable.  Half  of  the  people  of  Massa- 
chusetts live  in  districts  where  the  annual  mortal- 
ity does  not  exceed  17  or  18  to  the  thousand. 

After  stating  the  number  of  deaths  from  cholera 
infantum  annfrom  all  bowel  diseases  in  Boston, 
in  1868,  th  •>•  say: 

Thare  are  causes  for  this  excessive  mortality, 
and  it  is  our  duty  to  try  to  disc  >ver  what  they  are, 
and  if  possible  ts  point  out  the  way  for  their  re- 
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moval.  Among  the  first  requirements  for  public 
health  in  a  crowded  city  are  sewerage  and  jpaye- 
ment — such  sewers  as  will  cause  all  the  foul  liquids 
to  flow  away  by  force  of  gravity  and  cuch  pave- 
ments as  will  prevent  all  soakage  in  the  soil.  To 
obtain  these  in  perfection  is  a  work  of  time,  of 
great  cost,  and  of  the  highest  engineering  skill. 
We  cannot  hope  to  have  them  changed  except  liy 
slow  degrees  and  by  such  processes  as  have  for 
many  years  been  going  on  in  Boston  with  public 
approval. 

I'o  other  means  of  protecting  health,  easiiy 
reached,  attention  is  invited.  They  say  our  streets 
are  not  clean.  It  is  perhaps  unloitunate  for  sani- 
tary progress  in  Boston  that  comparison  in  this 
respect,  with  Aew  York,  is  so  readily  made,  and 
that  standard  of  comparison,  it  is  forgotten,  is  a 
low  one.  The  Metropolitan  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  New  York  have  already  accomplished  a 
sanitary  work  from  which  other  great  ciaes  may 
learn  many  useful  lessons.  Ihey  have  reformed 
the  tenement  houses,  suppressed  dangerous  epi- 
demics, cleaned  and  disinfected  the  vaults,  and  re- 
moved or  regulated  all  offensive  trades,  but  the 
streets  have  been  always  entirely  beyond  their  con- 
trol, for  which  they  are  not  responsible.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that,  so  far  as  streets  are  concern- 
ed, New  York  is  the  most  filthy  great  city  in  the 
civilized  world.  '  Compared  with  streets  of  Euro- 
pean cities,  the  streets  of  Boston  aie  as  much  be- 
hind them  in  cleanliness  as  they  are  cleaner  than 
the  streets  of  JVew  York. 

Referring  to  the  composition  of  the  dirt  of  the 
streets  ol  Boston,  horse  manure,  alternately  dried, 
soaked,  and  from  a  diffusion  in  the  air,  becoming 
a  product  of  disease,  it  is  said  that  the  interests  of 
public  health  require  that  it  be  removed  with 
much  greater  frequency  than  now  practiced,  and 
the  opinion  is  expressed  that  every  street  in  the 
city  should  be  cleaned  once  in  twenty-four  hours, 
and  the  great  thoroughfares  by  night.  They  pro- 
ceed to  say : 

There  are  in  all  parts  of  Boston  rilthyback  yards, 
alleys  and  passageways,  broken-down  and  over- 
flowing vaults,  and  in  the  older  portions  disused 
wells  and  cisterns,  which  are  receptacles  for  dirt. 
Offensive  trades,  like  fat-melting  and  bone-boiling, 
were  carried  on  in  open  vats  in  the  midst  of  a 
crowded  population.  They  should  -be  compelled 
to  use  methods,  tried  and  approved  in  New  York, 
by  which  the  sickening  vapors  may  be  entirely 
consumed. 

House  offal  or  swill  is  allowed  to  become  putrid 
before  removal  from  the  houses  of  the  citizens. 
The  offal  is  a  source  of  profit,  unmixed  with  ashes, 
which  would  tend  to  prevent  its  becoming  offen- 
sive, which  makes  it  the  more  obligatory  lor  the 
city  contractors  to  take  the  dangerous  portion 
away  before  it  undergoes  decomposition.  In  our 
opinion  public  health  requires  tnat  house  offal 
should  be  removed  in  summer  and  early  autumn 
every  day  from  every  house. 

The  coudition  of  tenement  houses  is  refered  to 
as  discreditable  to  a  civilized  community,  those  of 
Friend  street  court  and  the  "Crystal  Palace"  in 
Lincoln  street, being  instanced,  bringing  enormous 
rents  for  the  investment.  Public  health  requires 
that  the  tenement  house  law,  which  has  been  a 
dead  letter,  should  be  enforced  without  delay. 

It  is  now  no  one's  duty  to  inspect  the  fresh  pro- 
vision offered  for  sale  in  Boston,  while  the  law 
provides  for  the  destruction  of  all  which  are  un- 
sound, and  of  all  meat  of  any  calf  killed  when  less 
than  four  weeks  old.  Public  health  requires  the 
enforcement  of  these  laws,  and  a  systematic  in- 
spection of  meat,  fish,  vegetables  and  fruits  be 
made  by  city  authority  in  a  manner  similar  to  the 
inspection  of  milk,  which  has  proved  to  be  so  use- 
ful. 

All  of  these  reforms  are  believed  to  be  practica- 
ble, and  are  of  great  concern  to  all  citizens,  and 
although  they  would  require  an  outlay  of  money, 
it  is  believed  they  would  prove  to  be  good  invest- 
ments, and  true  economy  demands  them.  The 
money  value  of  human  life  to  a  community  is 
real.  A  destructive  epidemic  is  expensive.  More- 
over, a  clean  and  unquestionably  healthy  city,  such 
as  Boston  might  be  made,  would  have  attraction 
for  permanent  residents  and  transient  visitors 
which  could  not  fail  fo  favorably  affect  its  com- 
mon interests.  It  might  also  well  be  an  object  of 
pride  with  Bvery  citizen  to  furnish  in  Boston  an 
example  of  public  cleanliness  and  public  health 
which  other  American  cities  would  imitate.

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  it  was  understood 
among  thege  superintendents  that  if  one  was  al- 
lowed an  increase,  others  would  ask  for  it,  and  he 
was  quite  suie  that  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Meridian  street  bridge  did  not  a.sk  for  an  increase 
before  the  committee. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  to-whom  was  referred  the  request 
of  the  School  Committee  that  the  City  Council 
would  procure  additional  land  in  connection  with 
the  uew  Normal  Sehoolhouse,  made  a  report,  as 
follows; 

The  present  lot,  between  Newton  and  Pembroke 
sireets,  contains  20,700  square  feet.  It  was  pur- 
chased in  August,  18C8,  for '$1  87)£  per  foot.  The 
order  for  the  erection  of  a  buildiii"',  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $170,01)0,  was  passed  in  April,  1869.  The 
present  estimated  cost  of  land  and  building  (in- 
cluding the  sum  of  $18,82G  to  cover  the  injuries 
caused  by  the  storm  in  September  last)  amount  to 

$225,000. 

An  additional  lot  of  land,  containing  3820  square 
feet,  can  be  obtained  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
present  lot,  for  about  $10,000.  Believing  that  it 
would  be  desirable  to  secure  this  lot  in  order  to 
provide  additional  light  and  air,  the  Committee 
would  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompany  orders: 

The  orders  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  lot  of 
'and,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $10,000,  and  author- 
izing the  Treasurer  to  borrow  that  amount  for  the 
purpose,  were  read  the  first  time. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  ou 
Licenses,  reported  in  favor  of  licenses  to  (Jle  Bull  to 
giveaconcertatTremoutTempIe,  April  20;  of  How- 
ard Paul  to  give  concerts  at  the  Music  Hall  April 
18-30,  and  of  ira  C.  Flagg  to  exhibit  a  panorama  at 
East  Boston,  April  20,  21.     Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter  also  reported  licenses  to 
thirteen  persons  as  common  victuallers,  five  as  inn- 
holders,  thirteen  wagen  licenses,  rive  news  boys, 
three  pedlers  and  one  boot  black  ;  also  licenses  as 
an  auctioneer,  for  an  intelligence  office,  billiard 
saloon,  for  a  hack  stand  and  lor  transfer  of  wagon 
license;  and  leave  to  withdraw  to  twelve  persons 
for  licenses  as  common  victuallers,  and  one  for  a 
hack  license.    Severally  accepted. 

Aldernun  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Market,  reported  in  favor  of  the  trai  sfer  of  stall 
No.  54  in  the  market  by  M.  J.  T.  Bennettt,  admin- 
istratrix.   Accepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Sewers, 
Reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  Jabez  H. 
Sears  for  a  sewer  in  N  street.     Accepted. 


Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of 
Si  Hi  Whittioi  for  leave  to  pay  the  entire  purchase 
of  land  on  Albany  street.    Accepted, 

MUSEUM  OF  FIXE  AIITS. 

Alderman  Pope;  from  the  Joint  standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  to  '  In  in  was  referred  the 
communication  of  His  Honor  the  .Mayor,  trans- 
mitting a  request'Of  the  Trustees  oi  the  Mumiiin 
of  Fine  Arts,  that  the  tract  of  land  lying  between 
Kt.  James  and  Dartmouth  stieets,  known  as  st. 
.lames  park,  may  1  e  conveyed  to  them,  made  a  re- 
port, as  follow  s : 

The  Committee  find  that  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  a  tripartite  indenture  made  in  1804, 
by  and  bet.,  ten  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  Boston  Water  Power  Company,  and  the 
City  ol  Boston,  having  in  view  certain  improve- 
ments upon  the  Back  Pay  territory,  the  Boston 
Water  Power  Company  obligated  themselves 
and  did  convey  to  the  City  of  Boston  by 
a  deed  dated  '  December  28;  188BJ  a  trace 
of  land  lying  between  St.  .lames  and  Dart- 
mouth streets,  and  as  otherwise  described  upon  a 
plan  drawn  by  X.  Henry  Crafts,  City  Engineer, 
dated  Dec.  16, "i8ti5,  and  recorded  in  Suffolk  1,'fg- 
istry  of  Deeds,  at  the  end  of  Lib.  8C9,  said  liuil  be- 
ing conveyed  with  the  restrictions  that  it  shall 
never  be  used  by  the  grantee  or  its  assigns  for  any 
other  purpose  than  a  public  square, — or  biiildinir's 
to  be  used  and  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  thefine 
arts. 

The  petitioners  have,  by  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  Commonwealth,  approved  fey  the  Gov- 
ernor, Feb.  4,  1870,  been  incorporated  under  the 
name  of  the  trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
and  are  ready  to  proceed  to  establish  the  Museum 
rtUthorized  by  said  act,  and  all  other  objects 
named  therein,  with  all  practicable  expedition. 

The  Committee,  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  as  set 
forth,  unanimously  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  order. 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized,  to  convey  by  deed  of  quit 
claim,  to  the  'trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
a  corporation  established  by  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  lot  of  land  lying  between  St.  James 
and  Dartmouth  stieets,  and  as  otherwise  oescribed 
upon  a  plan,  drawn  by  N.  Herry  Crafts,  City  Engi- 
neer, and  recorded  in  SutlolK  Pegistry  of  Deeds,  at 
the  end  of  lib.,  186P,  ben  g  the  same'lot  of  land  as 
was  conveved  by  the  Boston  Water  Companv  to 
the  city  of  Boston  by  deed,  dated  Dec.  28,  1805, 
with  the  same  restrictions  as  set  forth  in  said  deed, 
together  with  the  following  conditions,  which  are 
also  to  be  inserted: 

1.  That  the  building  or  buildings  to  be  erected 
upon  said  lot  shall  with  ihe  exception  of  the 
porch,  steps  and  buttresses,  be  set  back  not  less 
than  thirty  feet  from  each  of  the  streets  upon 
which  said' land  is  bounded. 

2.  That  the  exterior  walls  of  the  building  or 
buildings  to  be  erected  on  said  lot  shall  be  of 
brick,  scone,  or  iron,  and  are  to  be  used  and  de- 
voted to  the  promotion  of  the  fine  arts. 

3.  That  the  sum  of  .*  150 .000  shall  be  s  -.bscribed 
and  collected,  and  the  building  begun  within  t\\  o 
years  from  the  1st  day  of  May,  1870. 

The  question  being  upon  the  passage  of  these  or- 
ders. 

Alderman  Talbot  expressed  the  belief  that  some 
further  restrictions  should  be  placed  in  the  condi- 
tions, which  he  did  not  suppose  the  parties  inter- 
ested would  object  to.  Ihe  city  should  be  made 
secure,  so  that  the  use  of  the  land  should  not  be 
lost  in  case  of  failure  of  the  project. 

Alderman  Connor  said  the  city  wa*s  represented 
in  this  Board  of  Trustees  by  three  of  its  officers, 
and  it  was  believed  that  the  restrictions  were 
sufficient  for  the  interests  of  the  city.  It  was  oe- 
lieved  that  the  Trustees  would  have"  in  their  pos- 
session within  two  years  property  to  the  amount  of 
one  million  of  dollars. 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  whether  the  land 
would  revert  to  the  city  should  the  Museum  not  be 
built,  or  whether  the  conveyance  would  be  made 
under  the  agreement  with  the  Water  Power  Com- 
pany ? 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  the  gift  was  made  by 
the  Water  Power  Company  to  be  used  as  a  pubiic 
park,  or  for  the  purposes  a  building  of  this  kind. 
It  was  believed  by  the  Committee  that  all  of  the 
restrictions  are  contained  in  the  orders  which  are 
necessary-. 
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Alderman  Talbot  said  he  did  not  think  that  the 
g  mtieinen  engaged  in  this  enterprise  will  object 
to  the  City  (iovemment  placing  itself  right  in  this 
matter,  'there  could  be  no  objection  that  the  land 
should  go  for  this  purpose,  but  it  was  a  large  gift, 
and  if  not  devotee!  to  the  uses  f  r  which  it  is  pro- 
posed in  a  proper  time,  it  should  be  made  into  a 
park  for  the  people  to  enjoy. 

Alderman  Gibson  did  not  doubt  that  the  chair- 
man of  the,  Board  was  right  in  his  views  in  requir- 
ing that  there  should  be  a  certainty  of  the  im- 
provement of  this  land,  as  proposed.  To  give 
further  time  for  consideration  of  the  subject,  he 
moved  to  lay  it  on  the  table.    Carried. 

"WATER  FOB  DEER    1SLAKD. 

Alderman  (lawes,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
nnttee  on  Water,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
quest of  the  Cm  bituate  Water  Board  for  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  conveying  water  to  Deer 
Island,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

By  orders  passed  by  the  City  Council  in  .Septem- 
ber last,  the  Water  Board  was  authorized  to  con- 
vey water  from  East  Boston  to  the  Institutions  at 
Deer  Island,  as  provided  by  chapter  193  of  the  Acts 
of  I860,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $54,000.  Tie 
estimates  of  expense  were  based  upon  a  six  inch 
pipe  for  the  entire  distance,  which  would  deliver 
50,000  gallons  in  twenty-four,  hours. 

It  has  been  found,  however,  that  this  quantity 
would  not  be  sufficient  to  supply  the  tire  hydrants 
which  the  Directors  tor  Public  Institutions  pro- 
pose to  establish  in  different  localities  on  the 
Island  ;  and  that  a  much  larger  pipe  would  be  re- 
quired in  the  easterly  section  of  East  Boston  in 
order  to  supply  the  residents  of  that  section. 
Half  the  expense  for  the  twelve-inch  pipe  for  this 
portyoii  isassumed  byfheWatey  Board,  it  being  es- 
timated that  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of 
water  takers  to  pay  the  six  per  cent,  interest  re- 
quired upon  such  outlays. 

The  additional  appropriation  asked  for,  in  order 
to  .furnish  facilities  for  extinguishing  lires  and 
supplying  the  water  takers  on  the  line  of  the  ex- 
tension, amounts  to  ¥21,000— making  the  total  es- 
timated expense  $75,000.  The  necessity  for  this 
supply  of  pure  water  for  the  institutions  at  Deer 
Island,  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee (with  accompanying  documents)  made  last 
year,  being  printed  Document  No.  85. 

The  City  Engineer  furnishes  the  following  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  laying  the  entire  line  with  cast 
iron  pipe :

The  estimated  saving  from  the  introduction  of 
pure  water,  is  as  follows: 

Coal  $3800 ;  clothing  $3000;  sal  soda  $250;  soap 
$225;  soap  stock  $100— total  $7375. 

Ihe  interest  on  the  cost  of  introducing  the  water 
would  be  six  per  cent  on  $75,000— $4500.  The  esti- 
mated annual  saving  amounts  to  $7375,  showing  a 
net  saving  of  $2875.  In  view  of  these  facts  the 
Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  pas- 
sage ot  the  accompanying  order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Jinance,  the  sum  of  $21,000,  said  sum  to  be  added 
to  the  appropriation  heretofore  made  for  the  con- 
veyance of  water  from  East  Boston  to  Deer  Island. 

Ihe  report  was  considered,  on  a  motion  for  a 
passage  of  this  order  at  this  time. 

Aldennan  Gibson  inquired  where  the  water  had 
been  obtained  to  this  time  for  use  at  Deer  Island 

Alderman  Hawes  replied  that  it  was  hard  to  tell ; 
the  supply  had  been  obtained  from  wells  which 
were  often  dry  and  from  a  pond.where  the  water  was 
brackish.  It  is  also  desired  now  to  change  the 
boilers  which  have  been  in  use,  when  a  saving  will 
be  made  in  the  wear  of  the  boilers  from  the  great- 
er purity  of  the  water.  The  reasons  for  the  increase 
ot  the  appropriation  were  stated  as  given  in  the 
report. 

The  report  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  subse- 
quently taken  up  again  for  consideration. 


Alderman  Hawes  having  stated  that  many  peo- 
ple in  Winthrop  would  like  to  use  the  water  and 
pay  for  it, 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  whether  the  Water 
Board  would  have  a  right  to  sell  this  water? 

The  Chair,  stated  that  a  bargain  for  the  use  of  the 
water  could  only  be  made  wiuh  the  Mystic  Water 
Board. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  some  of  the  necessities 
for  the  use  of  the  water  at  Deev  Island,  and  the 
substitution  of  larger  pipes  of  an  increased  ca- 
pacity to  be  used  in  case  of  fire.  This  need  was 
found  ii  the  burning  out  of  the  boilers  from  sedi- 
ment in  impure  water,  and  sickness  caused  by  bad 
water. 

Ihe  order  wag  passed. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins, 
Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Bui  fl- 
ings be  authorized  to  make  all  necessary  repairs 
and  to  supply  such  furniture  as  may  be  needed  at 
the  several  schoolhouses,  at  an  expense  not  ex- 
ceeding $1000  for  each  house,  to  be  charged  to  the 
Appropriation  for  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools, 
Public  Buildings. 
(  ri  inoiion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 
<  irde'ied.  That  the  armory  now  occupied  by  Co. 
D,  1st  Keginient  of  Infantiy,  in  Webster  Hall.Kox- 
bury,  be  approved  as  a  suitable  place  for  the  de- 
posit of  arms  and  equipments,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
S'COO.  to  commence  April  1st,  18.0,  and  that  the 
said  sum  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  arm- 
ories. 

To  a  question  of  Alderman  Talbot  whether  this 
rent  was  not  high,  Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that 
a  good  ball  for  an  armory  could  not  be  had  for  less 
than  this  sum  in  that  section  of  the  city. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Bra  man, 
Ordered,  That  the  Suprintendent  of  Health  be 
directed  to  abate  a  nuisance  at  24  Hawley  street, 
caused  by  a  defective  vault;  also  to  abate  a  nui- 
sance at  No.  30  Staniford  street,,  caused  by  want  of 
a  good  and  sufficient  drain. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  W.  W.  Blackmar 
and  others,  for  an  appropriation  for  decoration  of 
graves  of  soldiers. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 
Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
Commanders  of  the  several  Posts  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Kepublie,  situated  in  Boston,  and 
numbered  7,  15,  23,  26,  32,  08,  and  113,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  to  each,  to  be  expended  in 
decorating  the  graves  of  Union  soldiers,  in  accord- 
ance with  an  annual  custom,  said  sum  to  be  charg- 
ed to  the  appropriation  for  incidentals. 

Alderman  Cowdin  briefly  advocated  the  order, 
as  in  accordance  with  appropriations  hitherto  for 
the  same  purpose. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $33  95  be  abated  from 
the  assessment  levied  upon  Patrick  Carberry's 
heirs,  for  a  sewer  in  Saratoga  street,  and  that  the 
same  amount  be  assessed  upon  Coleman  Cook. 

Ordered.  That  the  Superintendent  on  Sewers  be 
directed  to  construct  a  sewer  in  Eliot  street,  and 
report  a  schedule  of  the  expense  to  this  Board, 
according  to  law. 

Ordered,  That  certain  assessments  for  sewers  be 
abated,  the  owners  having  made  satisfactory  set- 
tlements for  the  right  of  drainage  with  the  Boston 
Water  Power  Co.  before  purchase  by  the  city,  on 
Columbus  avenue, Canton,  Appleton,  Newton,  Hol- 
yoke,  Chandler  and  Concord  streets. 

Orders  were  read  once  for  the  construction  of 
sewers  in  Linden  park,  Knowlton,  Vernon,  ami  in 
Centre  and  Highland  streets. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 
Ordered,  That  Lewis  F.  Simmons,  occupant  of 
store  No.  104  Pleasant  street,  be  required  to  re- 
move forthwith  the  awning  which  projects  from 
said  store,  and  erected  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinances  of  the  city,  in  default  thereof  to  be 
prosecuted  according  to  law. 

Ordered,  That  T.  F.  Furber,  occupant  of  store 
at  the  corner  of  Washington  street  and  Avon 
place,  be  required  to  remove  forthwith  the  awning 
which  projects  from  said  store,  which  interferes 
with  and  obstructs  the  light  of  the  street  lamp. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Carpenter, 
Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  grade  Old  Heath  street,  so  called,  as 
laid  out  in  1869,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  set   the  edgestones  and  pave  the  gut- 
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ters,  crosswalks  and  side-walks  on  Clarendon 
street,  between  Appleton  and  Chandler  streets, 
also  to  build  the  necessary  cesspools  upon  and 
macadamize  tbe  roadway  of  street,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  .Iviyoo. 

Ordered,  That  permission  be  granted  to  Kelley, 
Foley  &  Co,  to  erect  a  bill-board  on  the  westerly 
side  of  Tremont  street,  near  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  bridge,  under  the  direction  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  streets;  said  bill-board  not  to  exceed 
thirty  feet  in  length,  and  ten  feet  in  height  above 
the  sidewalk. 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  directed  to 
notify  the  owners  and  abutters  on  Newlahd  street, 
between  Upton  and  Canton  streets,  to  furnish  new 
edgestonea  to  support  tbe  sidewalk  and  to  lay 
their  sidewalks  with  brick,  within  twenty  days. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Anna  M.  Amory 
S2768  40  for  land  taken  and  all  damages  occasioned 
by  the  laying  out  of  Lamartine  street,  by  a  resolve 
of  December  10,  1869,  to  be  charged  to  the  Appro- 
priation for  Laying  Out  and  Widening  Streets. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of  Caro- 
line M.  Dehon  the  sum  of  $2200,  being  payment  in 
part  of  damages  to  their  estate  oa  Eliot  "street,  at 
the  corner  of  Washington  street,  arising  from  the 
widening  of  the  former  street,  by  a  resolve  of  Dec. 
31,1869,  to  be  charged  to  the  Eliot  Street  Appro- 
priation. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Charles  H. 
Parker,  attorney  for  Mary  B.  Parkman,  $672  for 
land  taken  and  all  damages  occasioned  by  the 
widening  of  West  street,  by  a  resolve  of  Feb.  9, 
1869,  said  land  having  been  taken  in  the  name  of 
Mary  B.  Parkman,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  laying'out  and  widening  streets. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  an  order  was 
passed  to  divide  the  betterment  assessed  upon  the 
Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Kailroad  Company  into 
three  parts. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
submitted  a  resolve  and  order  in  print,  to  reduce 


to  grade  certain  estates  as  authorized  by  chapter 
94  of  the  acts  and  resolves  of  the  Legislature  of 
1869. 

In  explanation  of  the  order,  Alderman  Talbot 
said  that  the  buildings  to  be  taken  weie  not  on  the 
streets  which  were  provided  for  to  be  reduced   to 

¥rade,  but  on  the  places  and  in  the  rear  of  streets, 
hese  comprise  all  the  buildings  which  it  will  be 
necessary  to  takfo  reduce  Fort  Hill,  except  a  few 
in  Pearl  place  aim  in  Sturgis  place  which  the  abut- 
ters may  underpin,  without  removal.  It  is  be- 
lived  the  expense  will  not  exceed  the  amount  stat- 
ed in  the  order.  The  number  of  buildings  is  s-mall, 
and  the  taking  will  comprise  two  schoolhouse  lots 
belonging  to  the  city. 

Alderman  Jenkins  inquired  whether  the  Com- 
mittee had  bargained  with  the  owners  of  property '.' 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  they  were  obliged 
to  take  the  property  before  bargaining,  as  the  Al- 
derman would  learn  if  be  had  had  any  experience 
on  the  subject.  Otherwise  no  reasonable  settle- 
ments could  be  made.  It  would  be  impossible  to 
carry  out  the  project  if  they  waited  until  they  bar- 
gained with  the  owners.  The  parties  can  go  to  a 
jury  if  they  feel  aggrieved.  The  Board  could  have 
no  right  to  enter  upon  this  property  without  pass- 
ing this  order. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inouired  whether  the  city  had 
the  right  to  take  the  land,  and  order  it  to  be  sold 
after  laying  out  what  was  necessary  for  the  street 
improvements. 

Alderman  Tnlbot  replied  that  the  act  enabled  the 
city  to  take  possession  of  the  building  and  hold  it 
till  the  streets  were  gradeo.  It  bad  no  other  own- 
ership in  the  land,  which  goes  into  the  hands  of 
the  original  owners  when  reduced  to  grade. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  passed,  the  last  order 
setting  forth  that  the  Board  doth  adjudge  that  the 
expense  of  reducing  the  grade  of  said  territoiy 
and  taking  and  removing  the  buildings,  as  afore- 
said, will  amount  to  the  sum  of  $67,000.

the  petitions  of  Mary  Lyons,  Mary  Ann   Harris, 
t  h  ■  Everett  statue  Committee,  and  o.  \\  m.  Sc  i\  ex-, 
ph   Houghton  and  others,  were  severally  re- 
fer i''<l,  in  concurrence. 

The  report  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  Seth 
Whlttier  for  deed  of  a  lot  purchased  by  ban  on 
south  Bay  was  accepted,  in  concurrence. 

The  order  allowing  the  several  posts  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Uepublic,  in  Boston,  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  to  be  expended  in  decorating 
the  graves  of  deceased  soldiers,  was  read  once, 
and  a  motion  was  made  bo  suspend  the  rules  for 
its  passage. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  objected,  and  hoped  the 
rules  would  not  be  suspended,  for  the  order  did 
■not  tell  how  many  id  these  pests  there  were  to  be 
allowed  41100.  it'  graves  of  soldiers  were  to  be 
strewed  with  flowers,  and  he  did  not  objecttoit, 
where  was  the  patriotism,  if  the  city  was  to  pay 
the  bills.  He  v,  ish.ed  CO  know  how  much  was  to  1  e 
ended  before  he  voted  for  the  order. 

Mr.  sea\erns  stated  that  this  was  in  accordance 
with  the  practice  of  previous  years,  and  the  whole 
amount  could  be  learned  hum  the  provisions  of 
the  order. 

Mr.  Bishop  repeated  that  the  city  ought  not  to 
he  eatled  upon  lor  the  payment  Of  such  bills,  for  if 
there  was  any  patriotism  among  the  citizens,  the 
money  should  be  obtained  from  those  who  were 
able  to  pay  i-. 

.  Gray  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  amount  re- 
quired by  the  order  was  S100  to  each  of  seven  posts 
and  much  of  it  would  be  expended  in  one  lot. 

Mr.  Bishop  said  so  much  the  more  objectionable 
would  it  be,  if  most  of  this  money  was  to  be  ex- 
pended on  one  lot,  given  by  this  city. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16  stated  that  the  sum  men- 
tioned was  not  the  entire  expenditure  for  decora- 
tion of  soldiers'  graves.  There  were  many  soldiers 
buried  here  who  nad  no  friends  in  this  vicinity, 
and  this  appropriation  was  mainly  for  such  uses; 
while  those  who  had  friends,  would  see  that  their 
graves  were  decorated. 

Mr.  Bishop  urged  that  if  the  expenditure  was  to 
be  made,  it  should  be  to  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  the  soldiers,  and  leave  this  to  the  practical  be- 
nevolence and  patriotism  of  the  community. 

Mr.  Se  ivems  stated  that  the  sum  of  $100  was  but 
a  small  part  of  the  expenditures,  for  members  of 
these  posts  and  others  outside  contributed  liber- 
ally, and  in  some  eases  from  £300  to  #500  was  ex- 
pended besides  this  appropriation.  It  was  not  in 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery  alone  that  these  graves 
vt  ere  to  he  found.  Even  the  smallest  towns  in  the 
state  made  appropriations  for  the  purpose,  and  he 
hoped  the  Council  ..ould  not  refuse  to  pass  the 
order. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

The  order  authorizing  the  making  of  necessary 
repairs  and  supplying  of  furniture  to  the  several 
schoolhouses,  at  an  expense  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  each,  was  read  once. 

The  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Salaries  of 
an  order  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Fast  Boston  Ferries  at  three  thousand  dollars 
per  year  was  concurred  in.

such  repairs  on  the  engine,  hose  and  hook  and 
ladder  carriages,  as  may  be  needed :  provided,  that 
such  expenditures  for  any  one  purpose  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  $2000,  to  be  charged  to  the  Ap- 
propriation for  Fire  Department. 

Aldeanan  Talbot  doubted  whether  so  large  an 
expenditure  should  be  made  for  each  lire  company. 
If  horses  were  ta  be  purchased  it  might  be  neces- 
sary and  well  enough,  but  he  thought  $2000  too 
much  to  be  expended  without  a  direct  vote  of  the 
City  Government.  If  any  appropriation  is  neeued 
exceeding  $1000,  it  should  le  asked  lor  separately. 

The  order  was  rejected,  Aldermen  Cowdin  and 
Hawes  only  voting  for  it  and  nine  Aldermen 
against  it,  Aldermen  Pratt  absent. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  subsequently, 
the  vote  on  rejection  was  reconsidered,  and  the 
order  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  ..ommittee  on  Laying  Out  and 
Widening  Streets  consider  the  expediency  of  tak- 
ing measures  to  widen  Washington  street  to  a  uni- 
form width  of  80  feet  from  Maiden  street  to  Hay- 
market  square. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  support  of  the  order,  said 
that  some  day  the  widening  of  Washington  street 
would  be  a  necessitv  in  order  to' do  the  business  of 
this  city.  The  preliminary  step  must  be  taken, 
and  eveiv  day's  delay  but  increases  the  difficulty 
and  expense.  Sometime  there  must  be  wide  ave- 
nues through  the  city,  by  Trcmont  street,  Harri- 
son avenue  and  Albany  street,  as  well  as  through 
Washington  street.  'Ibe  business  of  the  city  could 
not  be  transacted  in  any  other  way. 

Alderman  Talbot  said,  with  all  due  deference  to 
the  Alderman ,  he  hoped  the  order  would  not  have 
even  a  reference.  There  was  no  objection  to  the 
gentleman's  holding  an  opinion  on  tht,  subject, 
but  the  inquiry  at  the  present  time  would  only 
prove  mischievous. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  did    not    care    about 
pressing  the  order,  and  would  not  object  to  bavirg  . 
it  laid  on  the  table. 
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The  order  was  laid  on  tlie  table. 
On  motion  ol"  Alderman  Talbot, 
The  order  authorizing  the  conveyance  of  the  lot 
of  land  lying  between   8t.  James  and  Dartmouth 

streets  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
with  certain  conditions,  was  taken  from  the  table 
and  considered. 

The  first  and  second  conditions  affixed  to  ihe 
grant  are  as  follows: 

First,  that  the  building  or  buildings  to  be  erect- 
ed upon  said  lot  shall,  with  the  exception  of  the 
porch,  steps  and  buttresses,  be  set  tack  not  less 
than  thirty  feet  from  each  of  the  streets  upon 
which  said' land  is  bounded. 

Second,  that  the  exterior  walls  of  the  building  o~ 
buildings  to  be  erected  on  said  lot  shall  be  of 
brick,  stone  or  iron,  and  are  to  boused  and  devoted 
to  the  promotion  of  the  fine  arts. 

In  place  of  the  third  condition,  providing  that 
$150,000  shall  be  subscribed  and  collected  and  the 
building  begun  within  two  years  from  the  1st  of 
May,  1870,  Alderman  Talbot  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

lh;rd,  that  a  wing  or  section  of  the  proposed 
building,  costing  not  less  than  $150,000,  shall  be 
completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  within  two 
years  from  May  t,  1870. 

Fourth,  that  the  city  shall  not  be  liable  fo  grade 
damages  consequent  "upon  the  raising  of  Dart- 
mouth street,  and  of  lateral  streets  which  it 
may  be  found  necessary  to  raise  in  connection 
with  it,  for  obtaining  proper  approaches  to  the 
bridge  over  the  Bosion  &  Albany  and  Boston  & 
Providence  Kailroads  ai  that  point;  and  in  case 
said  corporation  neglects  to  build  and  maintain 


proper  retaining  walls  for  said  street,  then  the  city 
reserves  the  right  to  use  such  portions  of  the 
premises  hereby  conveyed  as  will  make  proper 
earth  embankments  to  protect  said  street. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  understood  the  third 
condition  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  corporation, 
and  it  was  very  clear  that  the  city  should  not  be 
liable  for  damages,  through  any*  neglect  in  pro- 
viding for  such  change  of  grade  as  may  be  found 
necessary,  or  in  providing  convenient  access  to  it 
from  the* bridges  in  its  vicinity. 

The  amendments  were  adopted. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  recommit,  with  in- 
structions to  consider  if  a  wing  or  portion  of  the 
building  could  not  be  dedicated  as  a  memorial  hall 
in  honor  of  the  fallen  heroes  of  the  recert  war. 

Alderman  Hawes  doubted  whether  under  the 
gift  of  the  land  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  paik, 
or  for  a  museum  of  line  arts,  such  an  agreement 
could  lie  made. 

Alderman  Talbot  did  not  think  it  was  worth 
while  to  recommit  for  the  purpose  proposed.  It 
would  be  better  to  get  the  o|  inion  of  the  City  So- 
licitor, whether  any  portion  of  the  building  can  be 
put  to  such  use.  if  the  Alderman  wished  delay 
("or  a  week  longer  to  get  r-uch  an  opinion  it  would 
be  well,  but  not  oiherwise. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  thanked  the  Alder- 
man for  his  kind  suggestion,  and  he  would  en- 
deavor to  get  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  on 
the  subject. 

Alderman  Hawes  moved  that  the  order  be  laid 
over.    Carried.

REPORT   Ol:    EXTENSION  OF  BROADWAY. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Wards,  from  the  Committee  on 
streets  of  the  Common  Council,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  request  for  an  additional  appropriation 
for  the  extension  of  Broadway  from  Federal  street 
to  Albany  street,  with  instructions  to  ascertain 
the  probable  cost  of  removing  the  whole  structure, 
and  also  the  probable  expense  of  completing  the 
same,  so  as  to  c  inform  to  the  present  grade  of 
Federal  and  Albany  streets,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report : 

The  resolve  an:!  orders  for  the  extension  of 
Broadway  were  passed  May  .!,  1869.  The  Board  of 
Aldermen  adjudged  the  expense  for  land  damages 
at  $22G,586  11.  'Ih3  estimates  of  the  City  Engineer 
for  bridges  and  approaches  amounted  to  (296,276  : 
and  the  contingent  expenses  were  put  down  at 
siiT.i:;?  83— to  give  the  round  sum  of  $660,000,  for 
Which  a  loan  was  made.  The  contemplated  change 
of  grade  at  the  starting  point  on  Federal  street 
only  involve  I  a  raising  of  some  eighteen  inch°s  or 
two  feet.  At  the  westsrly  end  of  the  extension, 
the  junction  with  Alliany  street,  no  change  of 
grade  was  proposed. 

On  the  4th .of  .May,  18G9,  an  order  was  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  authorizing  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Paving,  to  build,  by  contract,  or 
otherwise,  th"  necessa  y  bridges  or  other  struc- 
tures for  the  extension  of  Bro"a  Iway  from  Fe  leral 
street  to  Albany  street,  according  to  the  plan 
adopted  by  the  City  Council,  the  expense  to  b3 
charged  to*  the  Appropriation  for  the  Extension  of 
Broadway. 

Plans  propose  land  submitted  by  the  Mrs -lev 
Iron  Bridge  Company  were  examined  and  appi  »v- 
ed  hy  the  City  Engineer  and  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mittee. Proposals  were  advertised  for  and  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  the  Moseley  Company. 
it  appears  that  the  Committee  on  Paving  were  not 
familiar  with  the  act  of  the  Legislature  under 
which  the  structure  over  Fort  Point  Channel  was 
authorized  to  be  built;  and  after  they  had  adopted 
the  plans  it  was  found  necessary  by  the  Ha  Oi 
Commissioners  to  suggest  some  modifications  to 
make  them  conform  to  the  peculiar  provisions  of 
the  act  of  18G(>,  chapter  188;  namely,  that 
the  bridge  should  he  "in  accordance  with 
the  mode  of  construction  described  and  rec- 
ommended in  the  seventh  report  of  the  U.  S.  Com- 
missioners on  Boston  Harbor."  These  modifica- 
tions of  the  plans  involved  an  additional  expense 
of  about  f  37,000 ;  and  I  he  contract,  as  finally  award- 
ed to  the  Moseley  Co.,  amounted  to  $331,708  7ii. 
The  contract  tor  the  stone  abutments  and  retain- 
ing walls  was  awarded  to  Messrs  Clip))  Jfc    Ballon. 

Some  time  during  the  month  of  August,  1869, 
and  before  work  under  the  contract  had  been  fairly 
entered  upon,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  decided 
upon  a  change  of  grade  on  Albany  Street  anil  Fe  1- 
j  eral  street,  by  which  the  former  was  raised  abi  u'. 
^  four  and  a  half  feet,  and  the  latter  about  five  feet. 
Although  the  change  involved  an  additional  ex- 
|  ease,  now  estimated  at  $210,000,  for  which  no  pro- 
vision   whatever    bad    been    made,   the   Board  of

We  have  received  and  transmit  herewith  a  care- 
fully prepared  statement  from  the  treasurer  of  the 
Moseley  iron  Building  Company,  by  which  it  ap- 
pears that  the  additional  appropriation  asked  for 
under  the  item  of ''bridges  and  approaches"  is  not 
due  to  the  adoption  of  tneir  plan.  Their  proposal, 
based  upon  the  original  specifications,  was $80,600, 
below  that  of  the  next  lowest  bidder ;  and  even 
after  the  changes  proposed  by  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners, their  contract  was  $43,291  24  below 
any  other  proposal.  The  payment*  made  on  the 
contract  up  to  the  15th  or  February  amounted  to 
$230,721,  leaving  the  amount  still  due  $  101,000. 

The  revised  estimates  for  bridges,  abutments, 
&<•..  prepared  by  the  City  Kngineer,  are  as  follows ;

The  estimates  for  grade  damages  prepared  by 
the  Committee  on  streets  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men are  as  follows: 

The  payments  already  made  to  Blair.  Proctor  & 
Skinner  for  raising  buildings  in  Federal  street  and 
vicinity  amount  to  45,000.  The  estimated  amount 
yet  to  be  paid  for  grade  damages  at  the  South 
Boston  end  0/  the  bridge,  $15,000;  estimated  ex- 
pense for  grade  damages  on  Albany,  Way,  Seneca, 
Uneida  and  Lehigh  streets,  $150,000—  making  a  to- 
tal of  $210,000 

The  board  of  Aldermen  have  not  yet  established 
the  grade  of  the  streets  running  into  Albany  street 
near  its  junction  with  Broadway:  and  the  esti- 
mates are  based  on  a  grade  proposed  ■  y  the  super- 
intendent of  Streets,  the  City  Surveyor  and  the 
City  Kngineer,  giving  an  ascent  to  the  bridge  of 
three  feet  in  one  hundred. 

it  should  be  understood  that  these  estimates  do 
not  cover  the  cost  of  regrading  and  repaying  the 
streets  at  either  end  of  the-bridge.  The  paving  de- 
partment has  already  provided  for  that  portion  of 
the  work  m  Federal  street  and  vicinity,  and  the 
expense  ',11  the  Boston  side,  estimated  at  $7500, 
will  probably  be  charged  to  the  paving  appro- 
priation. 

The  excess  of  $95,000  over  the  original  estimates 
for  land  damages  includes  $30,090  lor  estates  pur- 
chased. The  remainder  of  the  sum,  $65,000,  is  con- 
sidered sufficient  by  the  Committee  on  streets  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  rnvf  tvie  unsettled 
claims  for  damages 

Your  committee  are  not  prepared  to  indorse  any 
of  the  foregoing  estimates  for. the  completion  of  the 
■work.  They  have  obtained  from  the  best  sources 
available  to  rhem  all  the  information  calculated 
to  aid  the  Council  in  forming  an  intelligent  opin- 
ion upon  this  important  subject,  and  this  informa- 
tion they  have  endeavored  t  >  present  ae  fully  and 
clearly  as  possible. 

In  regard  to  the  probable  cost  of  removing  the 
structure,  the  Committee  are  unable  to  furnish 
anything  more  than  a  very  general  statement. 

In  repiy  to  an  inquiry  addressed  to  the  Moseley 
Company,  the  Treasurer  states  that  eighty  per- 
cent, of  all  the  material  has  been  provided,  under 
their  contract,  an  1  the  remainder  has  long  since 
been  contracted  for.  They  arc  already  entitled  to 
$20,000  lor  work  performed  since  the  IDtli  February; 


and  in  view  of  the  injury  to  their  reputation  and 
business  position  by  the  abandonment  of  the  work, 
they  are  not  disposed  to  make  any  reduction  in  the 
amount  named  in  the  contract,  if  it  should  be  can- 
celled at  this  time. 

Messrs.  Clapp  &  Ballou  state  that  they  will  re- 
move all  the  stones  and  rilling  put  in  by  them  for 
the  sum  of  $18,590.  They  do  not  wish  to  buy  any 
part  of  the  materials,  as  they  have  no  present  use 
for  them. 

The  amount  paid  for  land  taken  and  damages  to 
buildings  and  business,  would  be  a  total  loss  to 
the  city  bv  the  discontinuance  of  the  B  n-eet~  as  the 
land  would  revert  to  the  persons  from  whom  it 
was  taken.  The  damages  from  change  of  grade 
on  the  south.  Boston  side,  amounting  to  at  least 
f?eo,000,  would  also  be  a  totalloss  by  the  removal 
of  the  structure. 

I  ndoubtedry  the  material  furnished  by  the 
bridge  builders  would  le  sufficiently  valuable  to 
pav  for  removal,  iut  what  amount  would  be  pud 
for  it  beyond  that,  the  committee  cannot  ascer- 
tain, without  advertising  for  proposals.  Probably 
it  would  cost  between  tfbOO.OOO  and  $700,000  to  can- 
cel the  contracts  and  remove  the  structures  in  the 
present  condition  of  the  work. 

Upon  the  quasiion  of  the  expediency  of  contin- 
uing this  work  the  committee  are  unable  to 
agree;  and  without  making  any  recommendation 
upon  the  orders  referred  to  rhem,  they  respectfully 
submit  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  essential 
facts  in  the  case,  and  ask  to  he  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CITY  REGISTRAR. 
N.  A.  Apoilonio,    City    Registrar,    presented  [his 
annual  report  for  the  year  1809,  from  which  we  ab- 
stract the  following:  The  whole  number  of  births 
was      7406,   which  ~  is     an    increase  of    303    over 
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the  previous  year.  There  has  been  a  decrease  of 
births  in  Wards  1,  5,  6,  8,  10,  and  15,  the  greatest 
decrease  (00)  being  in  Ward  8,  which  embraces  thy 
Fort  Hill  district.  The  number  of  colored  chil- 
cren  horn  was  92,  and  the  number  of  twin  births 
was  24.  There  were  two  cases  of  triplets,  in  each 
of  which  the  parents  were  native  born.  The  num- 
ber of  marriages  recorded  was  3378,  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  240  over  the  year  previous. 

'the  number  of  grooms  under  21  years  of  age  was 
67,  of  whom  10  married  ladies  under  18  years  of 
age.  There  were  15  grooms  over  60  years  of  age, 
and  four  over  70  years  old.  There  were  four  brides 
whose  ages  were  between  60  and  70  year;;.  Of  the 
brides, '..030  (60  percent.)  married  between  20  and 
;  0  5  pars  of  age.  The  number  c: f  instances  in  which 
boeh  parriewwere  colored  was  58,  and  there  were 
IB  marriages  of  colored  grooms  with  white  brides. 
Ill  453  instances  the  brides  were  older  than  their 
husbr.u  1.-.  Physicians  are  represented  by  Ll 
groom*,  and  clergyman  by  15. 

1  he  number  cfueaths  was  5523— males'  2773;  i'e- 
m  lies  2750 —an  increase  of  four  over  the  previous 
year.  1  he  number  of  deaths  from  American  pa- 
rentage was  1703,  or  32.46  per  cent.,  and  from  foi- 
eign  parentage  67.54  per  cent.  Of  the  oeaths  803 
were  undero  months;  betweenO  andl2.inomhs,473; 
l  and  5  vears,  940;  5  and  15  vears,  39J:  20  and  30, 
5S4;  50  and  60,  351;  60  and  70,  354;  70  and 
so.  274;  above  00,  168.  There  we.;e  deaths 
lrom  causes,  as  follows:  Accidents,  220; 
apoplexy,  76;  diseases  of  bowels,  632,  dis- 
eases of  brain,  £01;  consumptiop,  916:  crOup,  29; 
diphtheria,  61 ;  disease  of  heart,  159;  hydrocepha- 
lus, 117;  marasmus,  155;  pneumonia,  402. 

The  Hegistrar  remarks: 

An  examination  of  the  foregoing  tables  will 
show  very  clearly,  that  the  sanitary  condition  of 
Boston,  if  not  all  that  is  desirable,  certainly  com- 
pares favorably  with  that  of  other  localities,  far 
better  situated  in  regard  to  climate  and  density  of 
population.  The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  twenty- 
three  deaths  to  one  thousand  persons  living. 

ibis  has  been  the, ratio  with  very  trifling  varia- 
tions for  some  years  past.  A  comparison  of  this 
rate  with  that  of  several  other  cities  is  seen  on  a 
preceding  page  of  this  report.  Perhaps  Charleston 
and  .New  Orleans  should  be  omitted  in  the  compar- 
ison, on  account  of  the  exceptional  circumstances 
connected  with  their  extreme  southern  locations. 
liutit  is  otherwise  with  St.  Loins  and  San  Frau- 
eisco.  With  these  two  cities  the  advan- 
tages of  climate  are  in  their  favor,  and 
yet  the  death  rate  in  them  does  not  vary 
maieiitUy  from  that  of  lioston.  The  estimate 
of  the  population  of  those  cities  may  not  be  exact, 
but  it  is  no  doubt  sufficiently  near  the 'correct  num- 
ber to  after, 1  a  lair  standard  of  comparison .  It  is 
questionable  whether  the  death  rate  of  Boston  will 
or  ever  can  be  reduced  below  the  rate  of  twenty- 
two  in  a  thousand,  and  then  only  in  exceptional 
instances. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  machinery  now 
in  operation  for  the  sanitary  government  of  the 
city  is  ample,  and  that  it  has  heretofore  worked 
and  does  now  work  with  gratifying  efficiency.  As 
a  general  rule,  the  streets  are  kept  in  wholesome 
condition,  which  is  obvious  to  tho  most  careless 
observer,  while  the  system  of  drainage  and  sewer- 
age has  been  intelligently  conceired  and  is  ably 
managed.  Hence  it  requires  simply  peisistenee  in 
the  course  heretofore  purened  and  loirmi  to  be  so 
efficacious  for  good,  to  preserve  whatever  of  bere- 
tit  has  been  obtained,  and  to  bung  within  easy 
control  all  the  noxious  elements  that  the  growth 
of  population  will  naturally  produce. 

The  apprehensions  and  fears  that  every  year 
find  utterance  concerning  the  public  health  are 
really  groundless;  whether  Boston  be  judged  by 
what  it  does  by  the  aid  of  its  sanitary  police,  or  is 
compared  >vith  other  cities  of  the  same  size  and 
characteristics,  the  result  will  show  that 
none  presents  a  more  favorable  aspect,  in 
regard  to  the  public  health.  No  doubt  these  peri- 
odical murmurs  serve  a  useful  purpose  by  direct- 
ing attention  to  matters  which  in  a  rapidly-grow- 
ing city,  like  Boston,  are  in  danger  of  being  over- 
looked". This  vigilance  not  only  tends  to  keep  the 
machinery  on  which  the  public  healthis  so  greatly 
depenaent  in  constant  operation,  but  what  is  of 
equal  consequence,  it  accelerates  its  motion  to 
meet  the  increasing  demands  made  upon  it.  There 
can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  means  which 
are  seen  to  be  effective  today  will  be  equally 
so    when    Boston     shall   attain    to    three     times 


its  present  size.  For  the  last  twenty 
years  .  the  death-rate  has  not  varied  save 
in  exceptional  cases,  when  there  existed  epi- 
demics, from  the  rate  at  the  present  time,  showing 
that  with  the  growth  of  the  City  there  have  always 
been  corresponding  msans  in  operation  to  prevent 
i  ts  increase. 

Those  who  complain  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  Boston  usually  refer  to  the  Board  of  Health 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  point  with  some 
complacency,  if  not  exultation,  to  the  way  in 
which  they  sav  it  fulfills  its  mission,  and  end  by 
urging  the  adoption  of  a  similar  system  for  this 
city.  The  gentlemen  who  are  at  the  head  of 
the  New  York  Board  of  Health  are  among 
the  most  able  a  d  skillful  physicians  of  that 
city,  and  are  no  doubt  zealously  engaged  in 
carrying  out  most  faithfully  the  objects  for 
which  the  Board  was  established.  Tint  by  means 
of  all  the  elaborate  machineiy  censtmced  ex- 
pressly-lor  the  work,  and  with'the  great  profes- 
sional skill  which  they  possess,  and  aided  by  the 
large  pecuniary  mt  ans  at  their  disposal,  the  unde- 
niable tact  remains  that  the  death  rate  in  New 
York  city  ha;:,  not  been  reduced  below  twenty- 
eight  in  a  thousand.  It  is  true  that  the  rate  has 
been  reduced  considerably  during  the  six  or  eight 
yi  ars'  existence  of  the  Board,  but  it  has  not.  it  is 
uelieved,  been  lower  than  the  point  above  indi- 
cated. Much  has  been  done  by  this  body  in  vari- 
ous ways  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  New 
York,  but  nothing  so  far  has  been  seen  by  its  work- 
ings to  indicate  its  superiority  in  any  respect  to 
the  msans  employed  for  the  same  objects  in  this 
city. 

There  is  r.o  doubt  that  disease  and  death  increase 
with  the  density  of  population.  It  then  becomes 
a  question  of  vital  concern  tj  ascertain  how  the 
natural  effects  following  large  aggregations  of  hu- 
man beings  may  be  neutralized  or  at  least  circum- 
scribed within  certain  limits.  In  no  way  are  the 
evils  resisting  from  an  over-crowded  population 
more  clearly  seen  than  in  the  increase  of  tenement 
houses. 

In  relation  to  tenement  houses,  the  Hegistrar 
says,  up  to  this  time,  the  evils  incident  to  dwell- 
ings of  this  kind  have  not  been  great.  These  tene- 
ments though  comparatively  largely  occupied,  are 
not  so  populous  or  so  badly  constructed  as  to  pro- 
duce alarming  results.  But  with  the  growth  of  the 
population,  they  will  be  multiplied,  and  unless  the 
authorities  shall  assume  tne  power  to  supervise 
their  construction  and  limit  the  number  of  their 
inmates,  they  will  rival,  at  no  distant  day,  those 
pest-houses  of  New  York,  where  large  numbers  of 
human  beings  are  crowded  together,  with  nothing 
lufc  fetid  air  to  breathe,  and  almost  destitute  of 
light.

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  although  he  pre- 
sented the  report,  is  was  that  of  tht  majority 
of  the  committee,  and  he  ottered  the  renort  upon 
the  understanding  he  should  be  allowed  to  ex- 
press Ins  opposition  to  the  conclusions  arrived  at 
by  th:  majority.  As  some  Aklernien  had  declared 
a  wish  that  the  order  sbould  lie  laid  on  the  table, 
he  hoped  no  action  would  be  taken  at  this  time. 

Alderman  fierce  said  he  ouly  wished  that  the 
claim  should  be  dealt  with  like  other  claims 
against  the  city,  and  decided  within  a  reasonable 
time.

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  was  as  ready  to  vote 
upon  the  order  today  as  at  any  fat  are  tune,  bi.t 
several  Aldermen  had  indicated  a  desire  to  look 
more  fully  into  the  subject  than  they  yet  had.

Al  lerman  Bra  man,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health,  leported  reierence  to  the  Committee  on 
Sewers  and  Drains  ou  the  petition  of  John  P. 
'frea  Iwell  for  abat:  inent  of  nuisance  corner  of 
Knceland  and  Washington  streets.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Laying 
Out  and  Widening  streets,  on  the  petition  of  the 
heirs  of  J.  Curtis  for  apportionment  of  Federal 
street  betterments,  made  a  report  that,  as  th:  pe- 
titioners have  since  elected  to  pay  their  better- 
ments in  full,  no  further  action  herein  is  neces- 
sary.   Accepted. 

The  same  committee  reported  leave  to  withdraw 
on  petition  of  Walter  Brown  lor  leave  to  attach  a 
landing  platform  to  the  end  ot  .Mount  Vernon 
street.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  to  whom*  were  referred  the  petitions  of  H. 
A.  G.  Pomeroy  and  others,  Jesse  TirreU  and  oth- 
ers, an  1  F.  N.Thayer  and  others,  that  Columbus 
avenue  he  paved  with  wood,  made  a  report  recom- 
mending the  passage  Of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  set  the  edgestoues  and  Luild  the  neces- 
saiy  cross-walks  and  cess-pools  ou  Columbus  ave- 
nue, and  to  pave  with  wool  such  portions  of  the 
roadway  of  said  avenue  as  the  Committee  on  Pav- 
ing ma  v  deem  expedient,  the  expense  of  said  "work 
not  to  exceed  sl00,000. 

'the  order  being  on  its  passage,  Alderman  Talbot 
inquired  the  kind  of  wood  pavement  that  was  to 
1  e  put  down. 

A  Merman  Carpenter  stated  that  there  had  been 
a  lOng  and  patient  investigation  in  lelation  to  wood 
pavement,  and  it  was  believed  that  Commons 
avenue  would  be  the  best  place  in  which  to  test 
that  kind  of  pavement.  That  avenue  had  got  to  be 
put  in  order,  and  to  macadamize  it  and  put  it  in 
good  condition,  it  woulrl  cost  three-fourths  as 
much  as  the  kind  of  pavement  proposed  to  be 
used.  There  weie  five  to  eight  kinds  of  pavements 
of  wood  which  it  was  intended  to  test,  and  these 
would  be  put  down  in  fair  proportions.  In  places 
where  there  are  no  houses,  it  is  proposed  by  an- 
other order  to  require  the  owners  of  lots  to  put  in 
their  pipes  and  sewers  so  that  this  pavement  will 
not  I  e  disturl  ed  after  it  is  put  down. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  would  have  relieved  the 
Board  much  had  the  Committee  specified  the  kind 
of  pavement  in  their  order. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  could  not  recollect 
ail  of  the  various  names,  but  the  Committee  be- 
lieved it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city, 
when  the  various  kinds  of  pavement  were  pressed 
upon  their  attention,  to  give  them  a  fair  trial  in  a 
position  where  it  can  be  readily  seen,  that  each 
shall  apnea    to  the    best  advantage  in    durability. 
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Beyond  this,  with  the  exception  o£  a  small  piece  cf 
pavement  in  Congress  square,  there  would  be 
nothing  else  to  bring  up  the  question  of  wood 
pavement  at  present. 

Alderman  Pierce  concurred  with  his  associate 
on  the  Committee  in  relation  to  the  matter.  He 
said  that  it  would  be  quite  a  relief  to  the  Commit- 
tee to  have  the  Board  pass  upon  the  choice  of 
wooden  pavements  made  by  the  Committee. 

Alderman  Cowdin  also  advocated  the  passage  of 
the  order, .and  reierred  to  the  long  and  patient  in- 
vestigation given  by  the  Committee  to  the  subject. 

ihe  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Assessors  be  directed  to -re- 
port to  (be  City  Council  the  names  oftho.se  |#ei- 
sons  who  have  notified  the  said  Assessors  ot  a 
change  of  domicil  from  this  citv  to  other  towns 
or  cities  witnin  the  last  lour  months,  stating  the 
names  cf  the  cities  or  towns  to  which  such  per- 
sons have  icmoved. 

Alderman  Talbot  doubted  whether  such  an  order 
should  be  passed,  for  he  thought  it  improper  for 
the  City  (.overnment  to  stigmatize  anv citizen  who 
may  Cbooee  to  change  his  domicil. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied,  that  if  he  moved  out 
the  city  ro  evade  the  payment  of  taxes,  when  he 
made  his  money  here  ana  was  getting  the  bei.ent 
of  the  tuxes  in  the  government  of  the  citv  he 
ought  to  be  stigmatized.  There  are  some  who  slip 
out  of  tne  city  before  the  1st  of.  Mav.  he  did  not 
doubt,  to  evade  the  pavment  of  taxes.  The^e  was 
no  harm  in  making  the  inquiry,  an  1  if  it  did  not 
hit  anybody,  there  could  be  no  cause  of  complaint. 
He  was  surprised  that  any  objection  should  be 
made  at  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  bv  statute  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  assessors  to  notify  the  assessors 
of  the  town  where  such  persous  remove  of  the 
change  in  their  residences,  and  it  could  easily  be 
ascertained  who  such  persons  were  bv  going  to  the 
Assessors'  office.  The  passage  of  such  an  order  he 
believed  to  be  uncalled  for,  and  he  hoped  it  would 
be  withdrawn. 

Aide:  man  Cowdin  said  it  was  not  convenient  for 
all  citizens  to  go  to  the  City  Hall  to  obtain  such 
iutorm  ition,  and  by  this  meai's  it  would  be  brought 
to  them.  He  had  known  of  cases  of  this  kinu  in 
years  past,  and  he  wanted  men  who  make  their 
money  in  this  city  to  help  pay  the  taxes. 

Alderman  Talbot  did  not  supuose  that  the  gen- 
tleman would  want  to  keep  people  here  who  did 
not  want  to  stay  here,  and  it  would  be  interference 
with  the  tights  of  individuals  to  compel  them  to 
make  their  residence  in  this  city  when  they  desire 
to  leave.  As  all  hid  gone  now,  wh>  go  to  get  rid 
ol  tr.xes,  whether  from  poverty,  ricues  or  other 
cause,  nothing  can  be  gained  bv  passing  the  order 
at  this  time. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  been  called  unon 
by  citizens  to  make  known  who  those  were  who 
seek  to  evade  the  pavment  of  taxes,  vet  life  had  no 
objection  that  this  should  lie  over.  He  moved 
that  it  be  laid  on  the  table  one  week.    Carried. 

Al  dermal  Carpenter  offered  an  order  authorizing 
th3  Committee  on  Paving  to  make  a  contract  fo- 
the  watering  of  Beacon  street,  beyond  Dartmouth 
street. 

Alderman  Talbot  raised  an  objection  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  order ,  as  opening  a  wide  door  for  the 
payment  of  money  by  the  city  for  the  benefit  of 
abutters. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  this  order  had 
been  regularly  passed,  as  a  means  of  keeping  the 
road-bed  from  being  blown  away,  and  as  a  measure 
ot  economy.  The  order  originally  came  from  the 
Health  Committee,  and  he  should  concur  in  all 
proper  amendments. 

Alderman  Talbot  wished  t  j  kuow  whether  tlmv 
were  not  twenty  or  thirty  houses  beyond  Hart- 
mouth  street,  and  should  the  city  water  this  street 
without  requiring  these  abutters  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense, it  would  raise  an  endless  question  for  the 
watering  of  streets.  This  street  had  been  the  prop- 
erty of  tne  city  only  one  year,  and  he  did  not  recol- 
lect; what  was  done  last  year.  He  was  ready  to 
vote  ior  the  order  provided  the  owners  of  houses 
are  ready  to  pay  their  share  of  the  expense. 

Alderman  Branun  said  the  owners  were  willing 
to  pav  th<Mr  shaie  of  expense.  It  was  asked  only 
to  sprinkle  the  streets  to  Parker  street. 

Some  further  remarks  were  made  bv  Aldermen 
Talbot  and  Gibson  upon  the  necessity  of  guarding 
such  measures  against  anv  ground  "of  precedent 
hereafter,  and  of  requiring*  the  parties  lnterested. 
to  pay  their  proportfonof  expense. 
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A'.derman  Braman  stated  that  there  were  thirty- 
five  houses  between  Dartmouth  and  Parker  streets, 
the  owners  of  which  had  agreed  to  pay  their  por- 
tion of  expense. 

Alderman  Cowdin  advocated  the  order  as  a 
means  of  preserving  the  road-bed  of  the  avenue. 

The  order  was  passed,  amended  as  follows: 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Paving  be  au- 
thorized to  make  a  contract  for  watering  Beacon 
street  from  Dartmouth  street  to' the  ciry  line,  for 
the  purpose  of  preserving  the  road  bed,  the  ex- 
pense to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  paving, 
providing,  however,  that  the  occupants  cf  stores 
or  houses  in  said  portion  of  Beacon  street,  shall 
pay  their  proper  portion  of  said  expense. 

'  RBKB8    PASSED. 

Alderman  Carpenter  offered  the  followiug  order: 

I  ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  oi"  Streets  be 
directed  to  grade,  drain,  and  macadamize  Brush 
Hill  avenue,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  815,000. 

To  an  inquiry  of  Alderman  Gibson  where  this 
avenue  was,  Alderruan  Pierce  stated  that  it  ex- 
tended from  Grove  Hall  avenue  to  Mattapan,  three 
or  four  miles,  was  in  bad  condition  last  year,  and 
that  the  sum  named,  at  least,  would  he  required  to 
put  it  in  good  condition. 

The  oraer  was  passed. 

Au  order  providing  for  the  paving  of  Congress 
square  with  wooden  pavement  was  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  what  kind  of  pa' 
ment  was  to  be  put  down  in  this  place? 

Alderuvin  Carpenter  said  it  was  not  detiritely 
deteimined,  but  bethought  it  would  betheMev 
England  Paul  pavement. 

'the  order  was  lai  1  over  on  motion  of  Alderman 
Talbot  until  the  committee. would  decide  positive- 
ly what  kind  o;  pavement  this  was  to  be. 

The  order  was  subsequently  taken  u;>  again, 
when  Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  in  consult- 
ation of  the  committee,  it  was  eletermined  to  put 
down  the  New  England  Paul  pavement. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  it  was  a  grooved 
pavement. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  it  was  the  same 
as  now  down  on  Iremout  streec,  between  Pleasant 
street  and  the  railroad  bridge. 

Alderman  tjibsou  further" inquired  if  the  blocks 
were  more  expensive  than  if  sawed  off  square,  and 
whether,  if  grooved,  it  cost  any  more? 

Alderman  Carpenter  replied  that  there  was  a 
prejjaratioii  through  which  the  blocks  passed 
which  added  to  the  expense  fifty  cents  a  yard. 

Aide  man  Gibson  believed  there  could  be  no 
support  to  such  pavement,  and  that  in  being  cut 
by  grooving,  it  would  be  more  likely  to  decay  than 
woukl  a  square  block. 

Alderman  Carpenter  replied  that  there  was  a 
foundation  of  boards,  anl  the  interstices  wrere 
filled  with  concrete. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  tonguing  and 
grooving  was  calculated  to  unite  a  dozen  blocks 
together,  so  that  as  a  wheel  passed  over  it,  the 
the  pressure  would  be  upon  all  of  them.  This  was 
believed  to  be  au  advantage.  The  different  blocks 
are  so  tongued  and  grooved  together  as  to  be  sub- 
stantially one  block.  . 

Alderman  Gibson  did  not  believe  such  a  pave- 
ment would  stand.  He  had  seen  in  Xew  Yoik  a 
pavement  of  square  blocks,  with  a  space  rilled  in 
with  gravel,  coal  tar  and  cement,  which  he  be- 
lieved would  be  much  better  and  more  durable. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  the  paving 
had  proved  so  far  to  wear  well  in  Tremont  street. 
In  Congress  square  there  would  be  but  little  team- 
ing. 

The  order  was  passed,  as  follows: 

Urdered,  That  the 'Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  ro  grade  Congress  square  and  Exchange 
place,  i  ecordmg  to  the  revised  grade  established 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  November  16, 18U9,  and 
to  pave  the  roadway  of  said  Congress  square  and 
Exchange  place  with  the  New  England  Paul 
wooden  pavement,  at  an  estim  ited  cost  of  .?1000. 

On  motiou  of  Alderman  Carpenter. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  streets  be 
authorized  to  repave  KiHiy  street  with  small  gran- 
ite blocks,  at  au  estimated  cost  of  S10.0O0.

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ordered,  that  notice  be  and  hereby,  is  given  to 
thy  ouni'is  and  abutters  on  Columbus  ..venue,  be- 
tween Dardnuutb  si  eel  autl  Went  Chester  park,  oi 

tit:'  intention  of  :  his  Board  fo  cause  said  avenue  to 
be  paved;  anl  that  .said  owncs  and  abutters  be 
directed  to  enter  ihe  common  sewer, gas  and  watci 
pipes  in  said  avenue  from  their  respective  estates, 
on  or  betbie  the  first  day  of  June.  1870,  as  after 
said  avenue  shall  have  been  paved  no  permit  will 
be  granted  to  take  up  or  remove  the  pavement,  ex- 
cept in  ease  <>1  extreme  emergency. 

l>n  motion  of  Alderman  Braman, 

Ordered,  That  Owen  Nairn  he  duly  licensed  to

Loan. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  purchased,  in  the  settle- 
ment of  damages  occasioned  by  the  widening  of 
Hanover  street,  of  Patrick  Canny,  upon  his  giving 
deeds  for  the  same,  satisfactory  "to  the  City  solici- 
tor, and  for  the  sum  of  $04,000,  the  portion  of  his 
estate  taken  by  a  resolve  of  October  15,  18ti9,  to 
widen  said  street,  and  also  the  portion  of  said  (a  n- 
ney's  estate  which  he  purchased  of  Joseph  II. 
Wightman,  on  the  corner  of  Hanover  and  Battery 
streets  left  after  the  widening  of  Hanover  street, 
and  that  the  same  be  charged  to  the  Second  Han- 
over Street  Loan.

Alderman  Jacobs  ottered  the  following  order: 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Cemeteries  be 
authorized,  if  they  deem  it  e^iedient,  to  continue 
the  copving  of  ancient  records  in  the  City  liegis- 
trar's  office,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $600,  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  cemeteries. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Registrar  be  authorized 
to  employ,  under  the  approval  of  the  Committee 
on  Cemeteries,  such  assistance  in  his  office  as  may 
be  needed,  at  an  annual  expense  not  exceeding

upon  the  committee,  but  the  order  was  placed  in

Aldciman  Pratt  suid  it  would  require  nrobablv 
a  year  or  two  longer  t»  complete  the  work.    As  a 

liKinici  oi  the  <  (iimuittee  on  Cemeteries  last  year, 
it  \\a>  apparent  to  him  that  the  work  was  ne. 
ry  to  be  pi -rloi  mod. 

Allcim.in  dibson  hoped  it  would  not  be  prc- 
\  i  ied  for  doing  the  work  beyond  the  year. 

Aide,  m ■>«  Talbot  said  he  regretted •  that  be  ever 
consented  to  provide  for  the  making  of  indexes  in 
the  Probate  Office,  which  bad  frrown  to  .  0  large  a 
.job.  He  did  not  think  it  expedient  in  such  cases 
t  i  commit  the  Government  beyond  the  municipal 
year,  and  it  should  eo  provide  in  the  order  under 
consideration. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  it  was  important  to  conic  to 
a  definite  conclusion  in  such  matters.  It  was  not 
possible,  in  such  a  work,  to  fix  upon  a  definite 
i  ime  for  finishing  it,  for  it  must  to  some  extent  be 
a  matter  of  experiment,  so  lax  as  related  to  the 
indexes  iu  the  Registry -of  Oeeds,  he  had  no  regrets 
to  express;  for  it  was  a  woik  of  great  importance, 
which  would  be  of  much  value  to  the  citizens. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he.had  no  doubt  such  a 
u  eik  could  be  done  on  a  contract  like  other  work, 
for  ten  cents  on  a  dollar  at  what  it  would  cost  in 
this  way. 

■  AVletin  in  Talbot  sag.rests  I  as  an  amendment  to 
the  first  order  the  words  '•during  this  municipal 
year,"  so  that  the  amount  shall  not  exceed  (  C00 
appropriated.   • 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  believed  the  order  was 
in  the  usual  form.  The  Committee  having  charge 
of  the  matter  are  as  much  entitled  to  be  trusted  as 
ihe  Committee  on  streets,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  was  assured  Ly  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1864  that  it  was  a  "great 
mistake  in  doing  the  business  as  it  was  done,  in 
the  practice  of  suspending  the.  rules  for  the  read- 
ing of  orders  twice  at  tne  same  session.  That 
practice  had  become  ccniinon,  and  no  man  oftener 
asked  for  a  suspension  of  the  mli  s  than  his  friei  d, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Here  was  a  triflirg 
matter,  involving  at  most  but  a  small  amount, 
while  every  week  thousands  and  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  sometimes  are  voted  through  the 
Board  without  any  consideration,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  member  of  the  Board. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  that  so  far  as  related  to 
the  business  of  tha  Committee  on  Streets,  no  one 
act  was  done  except  by  a  special  order  for  the  pur- 
pose, which  was  passed  upon  by  the  Board,  whiie 
by  other  committees  much  of* the  expenditures 
was  upon. general  <  relets.  He  believed  his  prac- 
tice was  the  best.  If  it  was  not  practicable  to 
make  a  contract  in  such  cases  as  this,  it  would  he 
better  to  limit  the  expenditure  to  the  municipal 
year. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  in  the  views  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  order  was  i.mtnded  as  suggested,  and  as 
amended  the  orders  were  passed. 

Orders  were  passed  to  abate  nuisances  on  Cher- 
ry and  Chapman  streets,  Harrison  avenue,  Castle 
street,  swan,  Ontario,  Bolton,  Friend,  Salem, 
Leeds  streets,  Leather  square,  Fast  Lenox  street 
r.nd  Green's  ailey. 

Orders  to  quit  were  passed  on  owners  of  proper- 
ty on  the  line  of  widening  of  Ferdinand  street  on 
<>r  before  first  June ;  on  feturgis  street,  High  street, 
Hartford  street,  and  on  Purcnase  street,  on  or  be- 
to.  -1  July  23. 

An  order  was  passed,  for  the  division  into  three 
]  arts  of  the  betterments  assessed  upon  James  W. 
i  eatherbee. 

An  order  was  also  passed  to  meet  a  jail  requisi- 
tion tor  $2201  42.

Alderman  Talbot  moved  to    take   from  the  table  ' 
the  order  in  relation  to  the  Museum  of  line  Arts, 
which  was  carried. 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  a  substitute  for  the  or- 
der, as  follows: 

Ordered,  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  convey  by  deed  of  quit- 
claim to  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
a  corporation  established  by  laws  of  this  Common- 
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wealth,  the  lot  of  land  lying  between  St.  James 
avenue  ami  Dartmouth  street,  and  as  otherwise 
bounded  and  described  upon  a  plan  drawn  by  IS' . 
H.  Crafts,  City  Engineer,  and  recorded  in  Suffolk 
.Registry  of  Deeds,  at  the  end  of  Lib.  869r  it  being 
the  same  lot  of  land  conveyed  by  the  Boston  Water 
Power  Company  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  deed 
dated  Dec.  1:8. 18i:5,  with  the  same  restrictions  as 
are  set  forth  in  said  deed,  together  with  the  follow- 
ing conditions,  which  are  to  be  inserted  in  the  deed 
of  quitclaim :

Fourth,  that  the  city  shall  not  be  liable  to  said 
corporation  for  grade  damages  consequent  upon 
the  raising  of  Dartmouth  street,  and  of  lateral 
streets  which  it  maybe  found  neces.-aiy  to  raise  in 
connection  with  it,  for  obtaining  proper  approach- 
es to  the  bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  and 
Bi  ston  &  1'rovidence  liailroadsat  that  poii  t;  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  build  and  maintain  pieper 
reiaining  walls  for  said  street,  or  the  right  i->  use 
such  portions  of  the  premises  hereby  cmveyodas 
will  make  proper  earth  embankments  to  p'rottct 
said  streets. 

Alderman  Cowdin  withdrew  the  amendment  of- 
fered by  him  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  and 
offered  as  a  substitute  the  following  provision: 

Fifth,  that  a  room  in  said  builuing,  measuiing 
not  less  than superficial  fee  ton  the  floor  there- 
of, shall  he  provided  and  maintained  tor  the  rc- 
ceptiou,  safe  keeping  and  exhibition  of  such  poi- 
traits  of  persons  who  persons  who  served  the 
country  in  the  late  war,  and  such  memorials  and 
paintings  of  the  said  wTar  and  the  persons  and 
events  therewith  connected,  as  will  serve  to  illus- 
trate its  histoiy,  and  as  are  compatible  with  the 
restriction  in  "the  deed  from  the  Boston  Water 
Power  Company  to  the  city  of  Boston,  recorded 
with  Suffolk  Deeds,  lib.  870,  folio  210. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  consulted  the 
City  Solicitor  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board, 
as  to  the  effect  of  the  proposed  provision,  and  this 
had  been  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  his  sug- 
gestions. 

Alderman  Conn-jr  said  he  consi  lered  it  desira- 
ble ( :■>  have  this  matter  acted  upon  at  once,  when 
it  was  first  brought  up,  but  as  it  had  lain  over  lor 
two  weeks,  and  as  this  provision  charged  the  char- 
acter of  the  original  design,  he  moved  that  the 
subject  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Pu!  -- 
lie  bands. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  proper  than  some 
thing  should  be  done  to  perpetuate  the  deeds  of 
the  lallen  heroes  of  the  country,  and  from  his 
knowledge  of  the  gentlemen  who  were  engaged  in 
this  enterprise,  he  did  not  believe  they  would  ol- 
ject  to  placing  in  the  building  such  works  of  art 
relating  to  thrse  heroes  or  their  deeds  as  would 
be  worthy  of  perpetuation. 

Alderman  Talbot  did  not  think  it  would  be  worth 
while  to  compel  these  gentlemen  to  put  up  a  hall 
for  the  purpose,  although  he  believed  he  had  as 
much  regard  for  the  memory  of  the  fallen  heroes 
as  any  one. 

Alderman  Cowdin  did  not  look  at  it  in  such  a 
light  as  compelling  these  gentlemen  to  provide  a 
room  for  the  purposes  proposed.  He  didaot  think 
that  there  could  be  any  objection.  If  they  did  not 
think  it  worth  while  to  provide  a  nook  or  corner 
for  such  memorials  of  the  war  as  were  possessed  of 


artistic  merit,  and  should  refuse  the  gift  uf  the 
land,  the  city  might  sometime  vote,  il  in  accord- 
ance with  the  deed  of  the  land  to  it.  and  to  put  up  a 
building  for  such  a  purpose. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  might  he  in  favor  of 
such  an  amendment,  but  could  not  vote  for  it  with- 
out consideration.  It  would  be  tetter  to  consider 
it  and  suit  both  sides.  He  therefore  hoped  that 
the  subject  would  be  recommitted. 
The  motion  to  recommit  was  carried. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  orders  fcr 
ihe  reorganization  of  the  Dorchester  Fire  Depart- 
ment were  taken  from  the  table  and  considered. 

Aldeiman  Pierce  moved  to  recommit  the  report, 
v.  i  h  instructions  to  retain  the  present  number  of 
engine  companies  in  Dorchester,  anu  to  report  a 
plan  of  reorganization  of  the  Fire  Department  in 
Ward  10.  on  the  basis  of  an  annual  appropria- 
tion of  *10,000.  Bv  the  report  of  the  Committee, 
ths  ixpense  of  the  department  for  that  secticn 
v/culd  1  e  $17,000,  and  ly  his  proposition  it  wouid 
not  exceed  $20,000.  A  "comparison  was  made  by 
himastotherelativeexpen.se  of  the  c  epartmei  t 
as  proposed,  with  East  Boston.  South  Boston  and 
l.oxbury,  the  comparison  having  relation  to  the 
valuation  ol  property  within  the  district;  and  in 
view  of  the  great  extent  of  territory,  with  valuable 
property  unprotected,  and  the  long  distances  to 
navel  in  case  of  fire,  he  believed  it  would  be  found 
expedient  to  adopt  such  an  arrar^enieiit  as  was 
proposed.    'Die  report  was  recommitted. 

Un  motion  of  Aldeiman  Jacobs,  the  report  and 
ord  nance  to  establish  a  charitable  fund  for  invalid 
policeman  wire  taken  from  the  table. 

Aldeiman  Gibson  opposed  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance,  as  not  called  for. 

A 1  lei  man  Ccwdin  said  there  were  cases  in  which 
policemen  were  disabled  by  ruffians,  while  in  the 
discharge  o*'  their  duties,  and  the  city  could  afford 
to  be  liteial  with  its  servants  in  regard  to  such 
matters. 

Al  lerman  Gibson  replied  that  no  such  provision 
was  made  in  other  departments  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, among  those  who  were  not  so  well  paid,  and 
he  did  not  think  that  the  city  was  required  to  make 
:  ny  such  provision. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  the  subject 
wns  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Aldeiman  Braman,  the  report  of 
the.  consulting  Physicians  was  taken  from  the  ta- 
ble and  refened  to  the  Committeeon  Health. 

On  motion  of  Aldeiman  Talbot,  the  order  au- 
thorizing Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department 
to  purchase  horses,  materials  and  supplies  and 
make  repairs  on  Engines,  Hose,  and  Hook  and  Lad- 
der carnages,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $1,000  m 
each  case  was  taken  from  the  table. 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  to  strike  out  "Engines, 
Hose  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Carriages.'' 

Some  discussion  followed  in  relation  to  the  nec- 
essary repairs  required  to  be  made  on  engines,  car- 
riage's, hose,  &c,  in  which  Alderman  Hawes  stated 
that  three  engines  were  disabled  at  the  fire  on  Sat- 
urday last,  and  that  it  would  require  $1000  to  $1500 
to  repair  the  hose  injured  at  that  file. 

Alderman  Talbot  expressed  the  belief  that  if  an 
engine  needed  repairs  to  the  amount  of  $2000,  in 
many  cases  it  would  be  better  to  sell  it,  for  it 
could  not  be  of  much  value.

EXTENSION  OF  BROADWAY. 

The  report  and  orders  for  an  additional  loan  for 
the  extension  of  Broadway  were  taken  up,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12. 


Mr.  Bond  of  \\  ard  8  said  the  matter  had  been 
pretty  fully  discussed  among  members  during  the 
afternoon  on  the  (ground.  the  measure  was  passed 
last  year,  after  tne  members  of  the  C<  unci'  had 
been  invited  to  visit  the  route  of  the  extension, 
which  he  regarded  as  a  shrewd  move  on  the  part 
of  the  committee  having  the  work  in  charge. 

Mr.  B  rod  dec'ared  that  the  project  never  hud 
any  merits,  ;  nd  failed  in  the  City  Council  in. til  it 
was  joined  wi„h  other  measures,"  such  as  the  Hast 
Boston  Ferries  and  Hanover  street widenil  g.  Last 
year  the  Committee  on  the  tul  ject  told  us  it  would 
cost  only  $500,000,  and  the  money  was  appropriat- 
ed, but  it  was  expended  for  other  purposes  than 
were  intended  by  theonleis  that  were  adopted. 
Whatguar  uitee  has  the  City  Council  that  the  money 
now  asked  will  not  be  misapplied  in  the  same 
way?  He  hoped  the  orders  now  under  considera- 
tion would  not  pass. 

Mr.  Gray  <f  Ward  12 said:  The  question  before 
the  Council  is  the  passage  of  an  order  authorizing 
a  loan  of  $450,000,  to  be  added  to  the  loan  hereto- 
fore authorized  for  the  extension  of  Broadway. 
The  necessity  for  this  additional  loan  is  presented 
very  clearly  "in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets;  but  as  that  Committee,  owing  to  the  dis- 
sent of  one  member,  has  failed  to  make  any  rec- 
ommendation tor  the  action  of  the  Council,' I  de- 
sire to  present  some  reasons  for  a  favorable  con- 
sideration of  the  order,  to  the  end  that  the  city's 
interest  may  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  from  delay  in 
completing  this  important  work. 

And  first,  1  will  refer  briefly  to  the  necessity  for 
this  additional  thoroughfare  to  South  Boston,  and 
the  action  of  the  Oove.nment  of  las;  year  in  estab- 
lishing it.  It  is  unfortunate  that  'the  indigna- 
tion of  some  at  the  inadequate  estimates  pre- 
sented bv  the  Board  of  Aldermen  last  year 
have  blinded  them  to  the  real  necessity  of  the  work, 
and  have  led  tbein  to  entertain  the  idea  of  reconsid- 
ering the  action  of  a  previous  Government,  and 
withdrawing  from  a  great  public  improvement 
when  nearly  completed.  This  is  not  a  question  of 
feeling ;  it  is  not  to  be  seized  upon  as  a  favorable 
opportunity  for  snubbing  a  past  Board  of  Alder- 
men. We  are  required  to  use  .  our  best  judgment 
in  deciding  upon  this  question  in  the  prese7it  con- 
dition of  thin (/s. 

Now  in  regard  to  the  present  accommodations 
for  travel  between  South  Boston  and  the  city  prop- 
er, 1  think  anyone  at  all  familiar  with  the  sub- 
ject will  admit' that  they  are  entirely  inadequate 
even  for  the  present  time.  As  early  as  1865  the 
Committee  on  Streets  of  the  Common  Council  re- 
ported, after  a  careful  investigation  of  the  subject, 
that  they  were  of  opinion  that  the  time  had  arrived 
when  the  extension  of  Broadway  could,  with  jus- 
tice to  the  citizens,  and  the  interest  of  the  city,  be 
no  longer  delayed. 

It  is  shown  by  actual  count  that  double  the 
number  of  teams  pass  over  the  bridges  now  that 
passed  over  in  1865;  and  the  only  additional  ac- 
commodation is  the  widening  of  twenty  feet  in 
Federal  street,  which  hardly  relieves  the  travel  at 
all,  as  the  bridge  has  not  been  widened. 

The  interruption  to  travel  from  the  opening  of 
the  draws  in  the  South  Boston  bridges  has  greatly 
increased,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  returns 
of  the  Superintendents : 

1E5.1.  1869. 

Mt.  Washington  avenue  bridge 8,951        11,135 

Federal  street  bridge 5,635         9,500 

Dover  street  bridge 2,300         4.986 

By  the  annexation  of  Dorchester  the  travel 
across  these  bridges  will  increase  verv  rapidly. 
The  extensive  area  from  Washington  Village  to 
Neponset  river  will,  in  a  very  few  years,  become 
tnickly  populated  by  persons  doing  business  in 
.Boston. 

As  was  stated  in  a  report  made  to  the  Council 
last  year,  increased  accommodation  for  travel  be- 
tween the  city  proper  and  South  Boston  will  then  be 
an  absolute  necessity;  and  a  glance  at  the  map  will 
show  that  such  accommodation  can  be  furnished 
only  by  an  additional  street  located  between  Fed- 
eral street  bridge  and  Dover  street  bridge.  Ele- 
vated above  the  railroad  tracks,  the  docks  and  the 
unpleasant  surroundings  of  the  manufacturing 
establishments,  which  makefile  present  thorough- 
fare below  Dover  street  unpleasant  to  foot  travel- 
lers and  light  teams,  this  extension,  at  high  grade. 
will  afford  a  direct  and  pleasant  means  of  commu- 
nication, which  must  be  vastly  beneficial  to  prop- 
erty in  South  Boston  and  Dorchester,  and  a  great 
convenience  to  the  whole  community. 

Undoubtedly  the  opening  of  a  new"  thoroughfare 
will  have  a  direct  and  important  influence  in  de- 
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veloping  the  resources  of  South  Boston  ajul  Dor- 
chester,.and  be  the  means  of  returning  into  the. 
City  Treasury  in  the  way  of  additional  taxes  much 
more  than  would  pay  the  interest  on  the  proposed 
outlay.     ' 

Ana  now,  Mr.  President,  a  word  in  regard  to  the 
character  of  this  structure.  It  has  been  asserted, 
and  actually  appears  to  be  believed,  by 
some  menJoers  of  the  Government  —  not 
practical  or  scientific  engineers,  to  be  sure — 
that  the  bridge  will  not  be  a  safe  one  when  built 
according  to  the  plans.  The  supers  tincture  of  the- 
bridge  is  peculiar,  because  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  the  1  egislaturc  under  which 
it  is  built  arc  peculiar.  The  act  requires 
that  the  Structure  shall  i  e  in  accordance  with  the 
prim-iples  laid  down  in  the  seventh  report  of  th?, 
L"nlt?d  states  Comn  issioneis  on  Boston  Harbor. 
'Jhe  purpi  se  was  to  preserve  the  harbor,  by  reduc- 
ing nre  liitenuption  ol  trie  tidal  currents*  to  the 
iiuni  iniiiii.  •  " 

I  don't  think  it  would  be  sale  Lor  any  person, 
not  a  scientific  engineer,  to  undertake  todrny  the 
soundness  of  principles  laid  i.own  on  such  a  sub- 
ject lry'<:eneral  Totten,  Prof.  Bathe  and  Admiral 
I)av!s",  who  composed  that  commission. 

.Now  in  the  application  of  those  principles  t> 
this  structure,  gieat  care  appears  to  have  been 
taken  ly  the  Boartl  of  Harbor  Commissioners. 
They  consulted  Prof.  Pierce,  now  superintendent 
of  ihe  L  nited  Matts  Coast  Purvey,  ami  Prof.  Henry 
Mitchell,  who  furnished  the  data  upon  which  the 
I'nited  Mates  <  Vinniissioneis  made  their  import, 
andinthe'r  report  they  say :  "In  its  wide  spans 
and  the  adjustment  of  its  piers  to  the  direction  of 
the  cnvr?nt  of  the  channel  it  crosses,  this  bridge  is 
a  sample  of  the  class  of  bridges  which  ought  soon 
to  snpe-sede  the  irregular  masses  of  piles  and  tim- 
ber caled  nite  bridges,  that  .so  injuriously  choke 
up  the  outle.s  to  the  teservoirs  of  Boston  Harbor." 

Ihe  Spec!  icatioi  s  for  the  bridge  were  examined 
with  gieat  cave  by  Major-General  Foster  of  the 
United  stares- Engineer  Corps  and  Mr.  T.  Wi'Jis 
Pratt,  engineers  wkose  reputations  are  not  sur- 
passed by  any  in  this  country. 

In  the  recent  examination  before  the  Committee 
on  Paving,  General  Foster's  opinion  was  asked  as 
to  the  strength  of  the  bridge.    He  said- 

"I  think  it  is  ample.  I  kvoir  it  ».•*.  I  know  the 
strength  of  it;  that  is  to  say,  if  the  iron  was  good 
it  is  calculated  with  an*  ample  margin  for 
strength.  '!  he  item  of  strength  is  computed  ex- 
actly by  figure's.  '  We  know  what  iron  will  stand 
and 'what  margin  will  be  necessary  for  safety.  For 
iron  we  give  only  one-fourth  of  the  strain  it  would 
bear,  and  of  the"  wood -we  give  only  one-tenth." 

Mr.  Pratt  stated  that  he  went  over  the  calcula- 
tions with  (ieneral  Foster  and  would  indorse  what 
he  said  in  respect  to  it. 

In  regard  to  the  weight  it  would  bear,  he  said : 

"I  think  Mr.  Herschels  specifications  made  it 
one  hundred  pounds  to  the  square  foot.  I  forgat 
now  at  whose  suggestion  it  was,  but  the  standard 
was  raised,  and  the  rate  was  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  to  the  square  foot.  That  would  make  a 
linear  foot  of  the  road  bear  six  thousand  pounds, 
and  with  the  two  sidewalks  would  make  two  thou- 
sand pounds  more,  making  eight  thousand,  and  1 
think  they  are  strong  enough  to  bear  that." 

Alderman  Pierce,  questioning  the  witness,  said, 
"It  is  important  for  us,  and  this,  inquiry  has 
reached  a  point  where  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  sat- 
isfy ourselves  in  regard  to  this  contract,  whether 
it  is  fully  up  to  the  demands  of  that  locality;  and 
we  want  the  opinions  of  engineers  and  men  of 
experience,  who  know  about  it." 

In  reply  to  that  remark. Mr,  Pratt  said:  ''I  think 
the  whole  is  comprehended  in  this  statement,  that 
the  bridge  will  bear  eight  thousand  pounds  to  the 
linear  foot,  and  carry  that  weight  over  the  whole 
length  at  the  Same  time.  I  think  that  is  a  suffi- 
cient answer  to  anything  of  that  kind." 

The  Chairman  (Alderman -,  Carpenter)  asked : 
"Should  you  want  a  stronger. bridge  than  this  if 
you  were  called  upon  to  build  one  today  in  that  lo- 
cality?" 

Mr.  Pratt  said— "I  think  I  should  calculate  the 
same  standard  of  one  hundred  and  fifty, pounds  to 
the  square  foot." 

Mr.  Presilent,  I  have  endeavored  toshow  thus  far 
lirst,  that  the  bridge  is  needed,  and  second  that  it. 
will  not  6nly  be  a  safe  bridge,  but  such  a  bridge  as 
the  city  ought  to  build  in  this  place. 

There  would  have  been  no  difficulty,  whatever  in 
carrying  out  this  enterprise  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  large  expense  involved  in  the  revised  grade 
established  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  exten- 
sion by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.    The  City  Charter 


makes  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the   Surveyois  of 
Hizhw.iys. 

They  can  alter  or  establish  grades  of  streets  as 
in  their  opinion  the  public  safety  and  convenience 
require,  and  there  is  no  appeal  that  I  know  ot. 
irom  their  decision. 

The  city  has  got  to  pay  the  bills.  If  they  act 
without  proper  juc'gmer.t,  the  citizens  must  take 
the  matter  in  hand  and  send  better  men, 

I  suppose  there  is  no  question  that  this  charge 
of  grade  will  be  an  improvement,  not  only  by  giv- 
ing an  easy  ascent  to  the  bridge,  but  bypeima- 
nently  improving  tstatcs  which  weie  beicrc  too 
low.  The  only  question  is  whether  the  improve- 
ment is  likely  to  ue  sufficient  to  warrant  the  ouc- 
lav.  Ihat  is" difficult  to  settle.  Any  one  who  saw 
the  raising  of  the  grade  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new 
Post  Office  on  Devonshire  street, while  it  was  m- 
progress.  would  have  said  it  was  a  great  mistake. 
Anyone  who  looks  at  it  now  will  say  it  would  ha]  e 
been  a  much  greater  mistake   not  to  have  done  it. 

1  do  not  pretend  to  say  that  this  charge  ef  grade 
in  connection  with  the  extension  of  Broadway  was 
a  necessity.  We  are  not  called -upon  to  say  that  it 
was  right  or  Wrong.  It  was  established  by  conq  e- 
tent  authority,  and  the  presumption  is,  that  it  is 
right. 

.Mr.  President,  will  the  additional  appropriation 
be  sufficient  to  complete  the  structure? 

From  the  statements  made  by  the  Committee  on 
Streets  of  this  branch  in  regard  to  the  way  m 
which  the  several  items  of  the  appropriation  are 
made  up,  1  think  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
the  amount  asked  for  is  sufficient.  I  don't  think 
the  Committees  on  Streets  and  Paving,  comprising 
half  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  would 
have  put  their  names  to  the  report  printed  in  City 
Document  >'o.  28,  unless  they  felt  fully  satisfied 
that  they  were  presenting  the  facts.  Five  of  them 
are  new  members,  not  committed  ill  any  way  to 
the  protect^    '. '  • 

If  there  was  any  idea  in  the  minds  of  members 
that  it  would  be  judicious  to  cancel  the  contracts 
for  this  work  and  remove  the  portion  of  the  struc- 
ture "already"  erected,  1  think  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets  must  have  shown  the  wild- 
ness  of  it.  That  report  states  that  probably  it 
would  cost  between  $600,030  and  $700,000  to  cancel 
the  contracts  and  remove  the  structuies  in  the 
present  condition  of  the  work. 

And  now,  Mr.  President,  I  have  only  to  say  that 
I  hope  the  gentlemen  of  the  Council  will  look  upon 
this  as  a  much  needed  and  necessary  improve- 
ment, and  give  their  votes  in  favor  of  this  order. 

Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward  11  moved  to  strike  out  the 
sum  of  .1450,000  and  insert  .$300,000.  • 

In  support  of  this  amendment  he  cited  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  as  to  the  amount  of  grade 
damages,  and  what  was  said  of  the  change  of 
grade.  It  appeared  also  that  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men had  not  established  the  new  grade  of  the 
streets  leading  into  Albany  street,  the  estimated 
expense  of  grade  damages  being  $150,000.  The  cost 
of  this  change  of  grade  might  be  saved,  and 
he  believed  that  under  the  circumstances  if 
$150,000  could  he  saved  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  save  it.  Mr.  Learnard  closed  by 
offering  a  resolution  declaring  that  it  was  not  ex- 
pedient to  carry  out  the  revised  grade  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  the  extension  of  Broadway. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  resolution  was  not  in 
order  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  did  not  expect  to 
change  the  minds  of  any  gentlemen,  but  he  would 
give  his  reasons  for  voting  for  the  order.  Under 
the  discussion  in  relation  to  fraud  in  the  matter  cf 
building  the  bridge,  he  offered  the  order  upon  the 
expediency  of  removing  the  bridge.  From  an  ex- 
amination of  the  structure,  and  inquiries  of  per- 
sons interested,  his  views  had  been  somewhat  modi- 
fied. It  would  cost  probably  as  much  to  remove  the 
structure  as  it  would  to  finish  it,  and  in  that  light 
there  would  be  a  gain  in  keeping  the  structure.  He 
was  satisfied  that  the  bridge  was  much  better 
than  he  supposed  it  was,  and  as  he  could  not  agree 
with  those  who  suggested  that  it  should  remain  as 
a  memorial,  he  cculd  not  see  any  other  course  than 
that  of  finishing  the 'ridge.  He  was  oppesed  to 
the  amendment  lor  tno  reason  that  it  was  not 
worthwhile  to  doatlrng  by  halve- .  and  if  any 
one  would  look  the  ureter  all  over,  be  would  be 
satisfied  that  the  grade  <  i  Albany-street  must  I  c 
raised.  Should  the  grade  be  establi.-hcd,  as  pro- 
posed by  the  amendment,  there  must  be  a  charge 
hereafter,  at  a  much  greater  cost. 

The  grades  proposed  will  not  be  any  too  high,  as 
any  one  must  be  satisfied,  who  would  thoroughly 
examine  the  subject.    These  icasons  he  had  given 
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by  way  of  a  full  confession  as  to  his  mistake  in  bis 
former  views,  and  he  hoped  the  ordeis  would  pass 
unamended. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  I  opposed  the  amendment,  and 
advocated  the  passage  of  the  order,  believing  that 
the  appropriation  could  not  he  reduced  if  the  im- 
provements were  properly  carried  out. 

Mr.  Frost  of  Waid  9  said  that  for  three  years 
the  |  eople  of  South  Boston  bad  petitit  oeu  the 
Citv  Council  tor  a  new  avenue  to  south  Boston. 
Last  year,  finding  that  it  would  cost  $l,6P0,0Oo  they 
came' to  the  City  Council,  and  believing  that  s'o 
much  could  hardly  I  e  granted,  they  asked  only  for 
$560,000,  !n  that  |ilan  it  was  propos  cl  to  adopt 
ihe  steep  grade,  although  it  was  first  said  that  the 
extensi,  n  should  be  at  grade.  It  was  claimed  that 
the  steep  grade  would  be  an  advantage,  to  prevent 
heavy  travel  from  ,;oing  over  that  route,  for  one 
avenue  was  needed  particularly  for  light  travel. 

The  people  had  been  deceive  I  in  the  matter,  and 
the  money  had  been  misappropriated.  The  origi- 
nal plans  were  abandoned  and  new  ones  adopted, 
and  yet  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  thejointrules 
the  matter  was  not  brought  before  the  City  Coun- 
cil. The  contracts  under  these  plane  were  illegal, 
and  he  did  not  know  how  far  the  city  was  hound 
by  them.  Besides  this,  and  instead' of  coming  to 
the  <  icy  Council  for  instructions,  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen proceeded  to  change  the  grade. 

Mr.  Frost  examined  the  various  estimates  and 
item?  of  expense,  and  in  relation  to  the  proposed 
amendment,  he  said,  if  the  money  was  appropri- 
ated it  would  he  expended  for  the  grade  as  estab- 
lished by  the  Beard  of  Aldeimen,  and  not  as  if 
might  he  wished  by  the  Council,  so  that  the 
amendment  would  he  of  no  avail.  Last  year 
orders  were  passed  for  an  inquiry  in  relation  to 
the  change  of  grade,  and  n<>  report  was  made  on 
the  subject.  Inquiries  showed  that  the  'Board  of 
Aldermen  considered  that  it  was  none  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Council  to  interfere  or  know  about  it. 
The  Council  had  this  year  propcaed  to  add  a  pro- 
viso to  the  appropriation  for  paving,  and  it  was 
said  that  it  was  no  concern  of  the  Council.  He 
did  not  believe  tha-  this  was  the  proper  view-  of  the 
subject,  and  if  there  must  be  a  suit  to  test  the 
question,  he  was. willing  to  take  th"  responsibility 
in  the  matter,  ft  was  time  thrt  something  was 
done  that  a  revision  of  the  city  charter  should 
take  place.  Under  the  circumstances  he  was  op- 
posed "Roth  to  the  amendment  and  to  the  orders, 
and  hoped  they  would  not  pass. 

Mat.  vvells  of  Ward  ."  reminded  the  Council  of  re- 
mariis  made  by  him  when  the  subject  of  the  appro- 
priation for  paving  was  up  for  consideration.  An 
appropriation  was  made  for  paving,  and  the  Board 
of  Alderman  was  going  oil  to  expend  $100,000  for 
wooden  pavement,  'the  Council  could  not  help 
itself.  He  never  was  so  dissatisfied  with  any 
vote  of  his  as  in  voting  in  favor  of  the  extension  of 
Broadway.  'Ihe  city  had  got  into  this  matter  and 
there  was  no  help  but  to  go  on,  finish  the  bridge, 
complete  the  grade,  as  established,  and  pay  for  it. 
The  parties  will  finish  their  contracts,  and  we 
must  pay  the  expense.  The  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  streets  hopes  the  order  will  not  pass; 
but  what  is  he  to  do?  It  would  not  do  to  leave 
matters  in  that  way,  and  he  would  willingly  vote 
for  the  sum  needed  to  extend  the  street  to  Pleasant 
street.  '1  lie  Council  had  its  opportunity  v.  hen  the 
appropriation  forpaving  was  up,  and  that  appio- 
priatio'i  might  have  been  cut  down,  but  now  there 
was  no  heh'. 

Un  motion  of  Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5,  the  main 
question  was  ordered,  the  amendment  of  .Mr.  Learn- 
ard  was  lost,  and  the  orders  were  passed  by  a  vote 
of  48  to  11,  SS  follow:  :

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Laying 
Out  and  Widening  Streets,  reported  orders,  which 
were  read  once,  for  the  widening  of  Bovlston 
street,  from  Washington  street  to  fremout  street, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $99,000,  and  for  a  loan  of 
$115,0110  for  the  purpose. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  Bovlston  Mar- 
ket Association  had  kept  their  leases*  for  several 
years  terminating  in  May  or  June,  in  view  of  this 
prospective  widening,  and  as  several  portions  of 
this  street  had  already  been  widened  and  the  cor- 
ner building  on  Tremont  street  was  down,  it  was 
deemed  best  that  the  whole  widening  should  take 
place  this  year.  Ihe  cost  of  the  widening  at  the 
Market  House  will  be  about  $60,000.  The  Com- 
mittee had  not  yet  been  able  to  agree  with  Charles 
Francis  Adams  for  his  land,  which  was  held  higher 
than  they  believed  should  be  paid  for  it.

THE  BURRILL  CLAIM. 

The  report  and  order  to  refer  the  Burrill  claim  to 
three  disinterested  referees,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Committe  on  Claims,  etc.,  specially  assigned, 
was  taken  up. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  that  it  was  understood  the 
friends  of  .Mr.  Burrill  were  not  satisfied  to  trust 
the  appointment  of  the  referees  as  proposed,  and 
he  moved  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table.    Carried. 

The  following  order,  specially  assigned,  was  con- 
sidered:— 

Ordered,  That  the  Assessors  be  directed  to  re- 
port to  the  City  Council  the  names  of  these  persons 
who  have  notified  tite  said  Assessors  of  a  change 
of  domicile  from  this  city  to  othe»- towns  or  cities 
within  the  last  four  months,  stating  the  names  of 
the  cities  or  towns  to  which  such  persons  have  re- 
moved. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  that  since  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  several  wealthy  citizens  had  beeu 
to  him  and  expressed  the  hop'e  that  this  order 
would  pass.  One  of  them,  who  was  a  Boston  bora 
boy,  said  he  would  stand  by  the  city  in  the  pay- 
ment of  its  taxes,  and  this  man  was  worth  his  mil- 
lions. He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  order  would 
pass. 

The  order  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  7  to  4,  as  fol- 
lows:

CHARITABLE    FOOT)   FOR   INVALID  POLICF?!!-?:. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jacobs,  the  report  and 
ordinance  to  establish  a  charitable  fund  for  invalid 
policemen,  was  taken  from  the  table  and  consid- 
ered. 

Alderman  Jenkins  moved  as  an  amendment  a 
provision  that  the  accumulation  of  the  luud  shall 
<  easo  at  the  end  of  five  yea.s. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  had  no  objection  to  a, 
limitation  of  the  mnd.  'Ihe  matter  was  considered 
in  committee,  when  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
leave  it  to  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  future 
City  Governments.  It  would  seem  best  to  have  a 
limitation,  and  this  was  unobjectionable. 

Alderman  Jenkins  also  proposed  to  amend  by 
making  the  order  take  effect  ojp  and  after  1st  June, 
instead  of  May,  as  in  the  order. 

Alderman  Tal'vot  suggested  whether  it  would 
not  be  well  to  provide  that  aftei  the  end  of  live 
years  the  accumulations  shall  go  into  the  Sinking 
Fund.  These  witness  ices,  which  are  to  make  up 
the  fund,  are  the  property  of  the  city,  and  mighc 
taks  i hit  course. 

Alderman  Jenkins  stated  as  probable  lhat  the 
fund  would  belaige  in  rive  years.  It  would  be 
likely  to  aaiount  to  $40,000,  and  ohe  fees  miph; 
then  go  into  the  city  treasury.  That  sum  was 
believed  to  1  e  sufficient  to  afford  the  aid  neces- 
sary from  its  income. 

Alderman  Cowdin  oaid  if  but  the  interest  was  to 
be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  invalid  policemen, 
it  would  not  amount  to  much.  Thefirst  year  would 
eat  up  She  whole  fund.  There  were  some  subjects 
for  it  which  he  hoped  would  be  reached  at  the 
piesent  time.  There  were  men  who  had  heen  on 
the  police,  but  were  not  now,  who  should  have  as- 
sistance. There  were  also  those  who,  by  age  and 
incapacity,  needed  assistance.  If  we  were  co  wait 
until  the  fund  accumulated  so  that  the  interest 
would  be  sufficient  to  give  all  that  was  needed  for 
aid,  many  of  the  men  who  were  in  need  of  help 
would  die  before  getting  anything.  He  would  help 
the  living  before  they  die.  If  there  was  to  be  an 
accumulation  for  live  years,  there  would  need  to 
be  something  to  be  available  for  present  necessi- 
ties. 

On  a  recent  visit  to  the  Island,  he  saw  two  men 
in  the  Alms  House  who  were  formerly  on  the  po- 
lice. It  had  teen  said  that  these  men  were  well 
pa itl,  better  than  for  some  other  kinds  of  service. 
But  it  was  different  from  other  kinds  of  service. 
These  men  were  often  obliged  to  risk  their  lives  in 
a  contest  with  ruffians,  and  the  Government 
should  protect  them.  They  were  much  in  the  po- 
sition of  the  men  who  went  to  the  front,  and  when 
they  left  their  homes,  they  were  assured  their  fam- 
ilies should  be  taken  care  of. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  the  passage  of  this  meas- 
ure does  not  cut  off  the  relief  granted  in  present 
cases.  'Ihere  woultl  be  some  income  from  ibis 
fund  of  $300  or  $100  the  present  year,  and  for   the 
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residue  the  city  Government  had  the  powerto  pro- 
vide. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  was  much  to  be  said 
on  both  sides.  He  did  not  like  the  principle  oi 
this  measure.  It  was  very  much  Mke  placing  the 
policemen  in  the  position  of  rich  mens  sobs*  de- 
priving them  ni  the  inducement  to  save  their 
money  when  fi.ey  know  they  have  something  to 
fall  back  upon. 

These  officers  were  better  paid  than  some  me- 
chanics, who  have  lo  lose  their  tune  when  they 
are  disabled,  and  will  lie  taxed  to  help  make  up 
this  fund,  vv'hen  there  is  such  a  pressure  to  get  on 
the  police;  the  city  should  not  ne  called  upon  to 
pay  out  money  which  belongs  in  the  City  Treasury. 
The  police  officers  are  well  paid  now,  their  time 
belongs  to  the- city,  and  what  fees  are  earned  are 
du  -iiijj.-  their  service  Lor  the  city,  some  men  would 
speua ".-rill  a  day  ij"  they  had  it,  and  it  was  better 
thai  men  should  depend  on  themselves  and  save 
thei:  inon-iy  lor  such  times  as  they  may  need  it; 
He  would  prefer  leaving  a  portion  of  the  money  in 
the  Treasury,  when  they  would  have  a  claim  upon 
the  ftiDd  which  would  be  accumulated. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  there  had  appeared  to  be 
an  injustice  here.  The  men  who  earn  the.-.e  fees 
were  on  duty  at  night  and  were  obliged  to  attend 
court  in  the'day  time.  In  this  accumulation  of  a 
fund,  the  day  police  would  have  an  equal  benefit. 
There  was  a  small  fund  now  raised  by  the  police. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  these  officers  arc 
allowed  a  vacation  of  one  month  in  the  year,  while 
other  men  have  no  income  if  they  leave  their  busi- 
ness, such  payments  bear  hard  on  small  tax 
payers.  There  are  now  several  of  these  men  who 
have  jcjh  pensioned  at  $2  a  day  for  a  year  or  two. 

Alderman  Cowdin  regretted  that  this  measure 
should  meet  with  opposition.  The  police  officers 
were  often  (•ailed  upon  to  meet  with  ferocious  men, 
and  run  much  risk  in  their  positions.  We  should 
have  the  best  men  in  such  situation^,  and  should 
lake  care  of  them  when  disabled  in  the  service  of 
police. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  whether  this  was 
called  for  by  the  petition  of  any  one,  or  who  asked 
for  this  appropriation. 

Alderman  Jacobs  replied  that  it  came  up  on  an 
order  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances.  The  Police  Committee  was  advised 
with  in  regard  to  the  subject,  and  he  was  surprised 
at  the  opposition  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Police,  when  it  was  understood  that  he  was 
in  favor  of  the  measure. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  there  were  some  matters  for 
consideration  in  the  remarks  of  the  Alderman  on 
his  left,  and  it  appeared  like  robbing  Peter  to  pay 
Paul  in  the  accumulation  and  distribution  of  this 


fund.  The  day  police  were  aliowed  to  be  on  duty  at 
theatres  and  other  places  in  the  evening,  for  which 
they  arc  paid,  and  the  proceeds  go  into  their  own 
pockets.  The  other  officers  are  on  duty  at  night, 
and  are  required  to  be  present  in  close  court  rooms 
during  the  day.  for  which  they  receive  no  Compen- 
sation. These  fees  go  to  make  up  this  fund.  ll< 
supposed  it  would  be  impracticable  to  arrange 
this  fund  as  it  should  be,  bill  thought   the   subject 

should  be  recommitted  to  the  committee  to  con- 
sider it  in  all  [tS  bearing..  There  was  an  injustice 
in  taking  money  from  night  officers  alone,  which 
the  day  police  share  in  the  beuelii  of.  He  was 
aware  that  there  was  an  objection  to  (riving  wit- 
ness fees  to  officers.  !V..m  the  inducement  there 
might  be  to  making  arrests  when  there  was  no  oc- 
casion to.  So  many  suggestions  bad  been  made 
that  the  subject  shcuhi  be  recommitted,  and  he 
moved  to  Recommit. 

Alderman  Cowd'.n  lUggested  that  the  objection 
might  be  metl>y  evciv  police  officer  paying  fifty 
cents  a  month  into  tliis  fund. 

Alderman  Talbot  believed  it  would  be  better  to 
lay  the  subjec  table  to  give   the  members 

further  time  Tor  it-,  consideration.  He  did  not 
doubt  that  some  amendment  would  be  proposed 
which  would  meet  the  difficulty.  He  moved  to  lay 
the  subject  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Pratt  did  not  think  that  would  meet 
the  case.  He  believed  that  it  would  be  better  to 
recommit  the  subject  to  the  Committee,  for  the 
maturing  of  some  plan,  and  if  they  sboula  report 
that  this  is  the  best  he  would  vote  lor  it. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  withdrawn. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  amend  the  order  by 
tequiring  that  each  police  officer  deduct  fifty  cent's 
a  month  from  his  pay  to  make  up  this  fund.  He 
had  consulted  with  officers  and  patrolmen  and  had 
not  found  the  first  man  who  had  objee'edto  such 
apian. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  they  could  cot  take  the 
pay  of  the  policemen  from  them  without  their  as- 
sent. He  was  in  favor  of  some  such  plan,  if  it 
could  be  properly  done. 

The  motion  to  deduct  fifty  cents  a  month  was 
lost. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  that  when  the  subject  was 
before  the  committee,  they  gave  a  consideration 
to  all  these  points  which  had  been  suggested.  He 
did  not  think  that  anything  could  be  gained  by  re- 
committing the  report,  except  with  instructions 
what  should  be  done.  The  subject  can  as  well  be 
considered  in  the  Board  as  in  committee,  and  to 
give  further  time  to  consider  what  amendments 
ma  jr  be  desirable,  he  moved  to  lay  it  on  the  table. 

The  motion  was  carried.

molasses,  which  would  be  attended  with  much 
more  labor  and  delay  should  this  bridge  be  closed. 
He  had  assured  those  gentlemen  that  the  Board 
would  be  inclined  to  favor  th  -m  as  much  as  possi- 
ble. 

Alderman  Talbot,  inquired  whether  the  work 
could  be  delayed  until  September. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  that  the  work  can  be 
deferred  for  a  time,  and  meanwhile  the  construc- 
tion of  the  draw  could  be  got  well  along. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  there  were  two  com- 
plaints made  last  week  that  the  bridge  was  not 
safe,  it  was  continually  a  bill  of  expense  from  the 
bridge  breaking  through.  It  would  be  impossible 
to  keep  the  brioge  open,  for  should  it  be  used,  it 
could  not  be  completed  the  present  year.  The  Fed- 
eral street  bridge  is  to  be  widened  as  soon  as  this  is 
done,  and  it  is  desirable  that  this  should  be  com- 
menced at  an  early  day.  That  there  may  be  further 
consideration  of  the  matter,  he  moved  that  the 
order  be  laid  on  the  table.'   Carried. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

The  petitions  of  JohnW.  Kennefic,  and  of  the  pro- 
prietors of  Lawrence  Model  Houses,  wqre  referred 
in  concurrence. 


The  following  orders  were  passed,  in  concur- 
rence: — 

Order  for  Committee  on  public  buildings  to  alter 
Police  Station  A'o.  1,  at  a  cost  of  $17,788. 

Orders  for  Committee  on  Bathing  to  maintain 
bathing-houses;  to  establish  new  ones  at  South 
Bay,  and  Dorchester;,  and  to  engage  assistants  to 
take  charge  thereof. 

Order  for  exchange  of  land  with  S.  M.  Allen,  on 
Hghland  Park. 

The  order  for  Trustees  in  the  City  Hospital  to 
report  in  print  1200  copies — being  under  consider- 
ation, 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  to  amend  by  making  it 
to  lead  the  usual  number,  which  was  450  copies. 
It  was  fully  understood  when  the  appropriations 
were  made,  that  each  department  should  pay  for  its 
own  printing.  If  more  than  the  usual  number  of 
copies  of  this  report  were  wanted  to  send  off,  let 
them  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  hospital. 

The  order  was  amended  as  proposed,  and  as 
amended  was  passed  in  concurrence. 

The  order  forbidding  any  portion  of  Fourth  of 
July  appropriation  to  be  expended  for  hats  or 
, clothing  for  said  Committee  being  under  consider- 
ation, 

Alderman  Pierce  proposed  to  amend  as  follows: 

Also,  that  no  part  of  said  appropriation  shall  be 
expended  for  any  dinner,  beverage,  or  refresh- 
ments of  any  kind  whatsoever,  by  said  Special 
Joint  Committee  or  any  member  thereof,  or  for 
any  member  of  the  City  Council;  and  no  bill  for 
the  objects  set  forth  shall  be  allowed  for  payment 
by  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  nor  shall  aaid  Auditor 
of  Accounts  allow  for  payment  any  bills  against 
said  appropriation,  unless  the  object  and  purposes 
for  which  said  bill  was  contracted  shall  be  ex- 
pressly stated  in  detail  upon  the  face  thereof. 

Alderman  Cowdin  wished  to  kuow  whether  the 
mover  was  in  earnest  or  not  in  offering  the  amend- 
ment. It  was  clear  that  no  member  of  th3  City 
Government  had  any  right  to  take  from  the  ap- 
propriation anything  designed  for  his  personal  ag- 
grandizement or  benelit,  as  for  hats,  cap's,  &c, 
and  this  may  be  a  sort  of  feeler  or  reminder  of  the 
duties  of  members.  He  did  not  think  it,  however, 
desirable  to  pass  such  orders.  The  members  of 
the  City  Government  should  be  men  of  honor,  not 
desiring  pickings  or  stealings,  and  it  may  be 
that  this  was  not  in  earnest.  As  an  objection  to 
such  restrictions,  it  might  happen  that  distin- 
guished characters  may  be  present  at  the  celebra- 
tion, and,  teetotaller  as  he  was,  he  might  be  will- 
ing to  furnish  to  such  persons  the  refreshments 
believed  to  be  necessary. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  by  an  unanimous 
vote,  and  the  question  recurring  upon  the  passage 
of  the  order  as  amended.  Alderman  Talbot  stated 
that  as  the  other  branch  passed  the  order,  for 
what  purpose,  he  knew  not,  they  should  have  the 
opportunity  of  acting  further  upon  it. 

The  order  was  passed  as  amended. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
was  presented,  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

The  report  states  that  no  material  change  has 
take  place  during  the  year,  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  or  in  the  condition  of  the  poor,  for 
whose  necessities  the  Board  is  specially  called  upon 
to  minister.  There  has  been  a  small'  increase  in 
the  number  of  those  aid°d  having  a  settlement  in 
the  city,  and  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  that 
class  of  persons  who  are  withont  any  settlement, 
and  for  whose  relief  the  State  reimburses  the 
city. 

The  number  of  pensioners  on  the  Pemberton 
fund  has  been  increased,  and  as  the  income  fiom 
the  investments  of  the  fund,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
Fifty  Associates  charity  has  become  more  liberal: 
an  additional  sum  of  ten  dollars  has  been  granted 
to  the  several  recipients.  Great  care  is  taken  in 
the  distribution  of  these  funds.  The  beneficiaries 
are  among  the  most  aged  and  worthy  of  the  poor, 
who  have  seen  better  days,  and  who  receive  the 
money  without  shocking  their  sensitive  feelings, 
which  would  be  apt  to  be  engendered  if  they: 
thought  that  this  annual  stipend  was  a  charge  on 
the  City  Treasury. 

The: report  refers  to  an  application  made  to  the 
City  Government,  and  by  the  Government  turned 
over  to  the  Overseers,  of  "The  Working  Women  of 
Boston"  for  pecuniary  assistance.  After  a. hear- 
ing  the  petitioners    withdrew  their  apulication, 
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and  the  further  question  presented  relating  to  tne 
settlement  laws  they  regard  as  one  of  mucli  inter- 
est, affecting  very  materially  the  comfort  and  per- 
mauent  prosperity  of  a  large  class  of  the  people- 
They  believe  chat  changes  may  be  made  from  time 
to  lime,  as  experience  justifies  the  necessity  or  as 
new  wants  are  developed,  and  in  accordance  with 
their  views,  they  presented  two  amendments  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  .senate,  one  in  le- 
gard  to  the  military  settlement,  and  the  other  in 
regard  t;p  women,  who  have  no  legal  settlement. 
These  propositions  are  now  before  that  Committee. 
The  Board  regard  as  of  importance  the  act  of 
the  present  Legislature  in  relation  to  the  State 
Workhouse  at  Bridgewater.  It  is  regretted  that 
the  Dearborn  Branch  of  the  Boston  Dispensary 
has  left  the  Charity  Building,  great  good  being 
effected  by  it,  the  expense  or  the  administration 
of  it  not  justifying  their  remaining  there  in  the 
present  condition  of  its  funds.  Two  rooms  have 
been  temporarily  assigned  to  the  Friendly  Even- 
ings Associatiati'on  as  an  experiment  in  behalf  of 
girls  employed  in  shops,  as  a  pleasanc  resort  in 
their  leisure  hours. 

The  Temporary  Home  is  meeting  the  wants  for 
which  it  was  specially  designed.  Its  utility  as  a 
home  for  a  sudden  emergency  was  manifested  on 
the  occasion  of  a  late  fire,  when  a  large  number  of 
persons  were  afforded  shelter  and  sustenance. 
During  the  year  ending  April  30,  1870,  there  were 
admitted  to' the  Home  1569  persons;  of  this  num- 
ber 227  were  Americans,  876  foreigners,  and  466 
children-  Number  of  adoptions,  13.  Lost  children 
restored,  118;  nurses  furnished  situations,  27;  per- 
sons found  employment,  369;  single  meals  fur- 
nished, 13,228;  adults  sent  to  Tewksbury,  43;  chil- 
dren under  12  years  and  over  one  year  sent  to 
Tewksbury,  31;  under  one  year  sent  to  Tewksbury, 
21;  persons  sent  to  their  friends,  149;  birth,  1; 
deaths,  5. 

The  new  boiler  house  for  heating  has  added  to  the 
comfort  of  those  who  occupy  the  premises.  Tt  is  a 
matter  of  congratulation,  so  far  as  can  be  judged 
from  calls  for  outdoor  relief,  that  the  poor  are  not 
increasing  in  the  city  in  so  great  a  degree  as  might 
have  been  expected,  when  the  great  depression  of 
business  is  considered.  With  the  funds  at  their 
dssposal  they  have  been  able  to  meet  every  legiti- 
mate claim  and  leave  a  balance  in  the  Treasury. 
Even  with  an  increase  of  expenses  by  the  annexa- 
tion of  Dorchester,  a  careful  investigation  of  cases, 
affording  ample  relief  to  those  entitled  to  it,  and 
checking  all  manner  of  imposture  and  fraud,  will 
keep  this  branch  of  public  expenditures  within 
reasonable  fimits.without  imposing  a  great  burden 
on  the  tax  payers. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Board  for 
the  year  ending  April  30, 1870,  have  been  in  aggre- 
gate as  follows: 

Cash  on  hand  April  30,  1869,  $4116  48;  draft  on 
City  Treasurer,  $59,000;  cities  and  towns,  $7480  95; 
State,  $11,106  27;  with  other  small  amounts  the 
total  receipts  have  amounted  to  $78  28122,  and 
adding  the  balance,  the  amount  was  $82,697  70. 

In  the  expenditures,  the  amount  paid  for  burials 
was  $2578  74;  other  places  for  relief  of  Boston 
poor,  $334.8  23:  pensions  and  grants  at  office,  $13,- 
914;  coal,  $8552  01 ;  groceries,  $12,003;  cash  balance 
April  30,  1870,  $8072  96. 

A  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Trust  Funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Board  is  given.  The  total 
amount  of  Trust  Funds  in  the  hands  of  the  over- 
seers April  30,  1870,  was  $189,722  19;  increase  for 
the  year,  f  8936  63.  The  receipts  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $82,397  70;  expenditures,  $74,324  74; 
cash  balance  April  30,  1870,  $8072  96.  Net  cost  to 
the  city,  $37,455  39.  Seventeen  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-one "families,  containing  probably  5313  persons 
were  ailed  during  the  year.

A  petition  from  the  officers  of  the  Lut  brigade 
.M.V.  SI.,  for  the  use  of  the  paiade  ground  on  the 
Common,  May  25th,  wh'eli  had  been  presented  and 
temporarily  laid  on  the  taole,  was  taken  up. 

Alderman  ( 'owdin  stared  in  explanation  that  he 
found  the  petition  on  his  desk,  and  Us  object 
was  the  removal  of  the  fences  on  the  parade 
ground  so  that  the  troops  might  h  ive  room  for 
parade  and  exercise.  It  is  expected  that  besides 
the  regiments  of  this  city,  there  will  be  one  or  two 
country  regiments  present  on  that  day,  and  it  will 
be  impossible  for  them  to  appear  to  any  advantage 
in  so  limited  a  space  as  is  now  allowed. 

Alderman  Pierce,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Common  and  Squares,  said  the  matter  opened  the 
whole  question  of  the  us'-  el  the  Common.  A  por- 
tion of  tne  farade  Ground  had  been  fenced  in  antl 
grassed  over,  leaving,  as  it  was  su  iposed,  a  space 
sufficient  for  military  parades.  It  was  now  diffi- 
cult to  keep  persons  from  trampling  down  the 
grass  ulo.,  and  it  woul  1  l>e  a  quesciou  in  granting 
this  petition,  whether  this  reservation  should  oe 
continued,  for  it  was  evident  if  the  fence  should 
be  removed,  it  would  not  be  likely  to  be  restored. 
Alderman  Braman  concurred  in  the  remarks  of 
Alderman  Pierce,  and  stated  as  the  wish  of  the 
people  ot  Ward  6,  and  he  believed  it  to  be  that  of  a 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  that  this  grass 
should  not  be  trampled  down,  but  that  the  spot 
should  be  maintaine  I  as  an  ornament,  instead  of 
being  as  before,  a  mere  sand  heap. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  well  known  that 
the  Common  was  given  for  the  purpose  of  a  cow 
pasture  and  for  a  training  field.  The  cows  were 
uriven  off  long  since  by  general  consent,  and  a 
small  portion.'once  little  less  than  a  bog,  had  been 
filled  up,  dedicated,  and  fitted  for  a  training  field. 
A  part  of  this  had  been  fenced  in,  and  it  was  ask- 
ed for  the  volunteer  militia  the  privilege  of  exer- 
cising their  commands.  It  was  desirable  to  keep 
up  this  arm  of  the  service,  without  which 
we  should  not  have  been  a  free  people 
at  this  time,  and  this  Board  would  not 
have  been  now  sitting  here  free  and  independent. 
They  asked  only  their  rights,  that  they  might  go 
upon  the  parade  ground  and  take  away  the  ot>- 
structions.  Bather  than  prevent  them,  he  would 
willingly  meet  the  expense  of  restoring  the  fence. 
There  liad  been  no  ordinance  passed  for  the  fenc- 
ing in  of  a  portion  of  the  parade  ground.  There 
was  no  place  now  where  the  evolutions  of  a  single 
regiment  could  t»ke  place  properly,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  there  will  be  several  present.  He 
would  like  to  see  a  drill  which  would  be  creditable 
to  the  militia.  .Many  people  would  be  here  from 
abroad,  and  he  wul'd  like  to  see  a  parade  in  char- 
acter such  as  he  had  sean  when  a  force  of  75,000 
men  were  ou  parade. 

Several  years  ago  he  gave  notice  that  he  should 
encamp  on  the  Common  with  his  command  for 
three  days.  There  was  a  remonstrance  from  par- 
ties who  thought  it  would  be  something  improper. 
The  remonstrance  was  respectfully  received,  and 
they  went  into  camp.  Early  one  morning  a  gen- 
tleman who  lived  in  the  vicinity  came  near  the 
lines,  and  to  his  inquiry  why  he  was  out  so  early, 
replied  that  he  came  to'see  what  they  were  doing 
there ;  for,  said  he,  it  had  been  the  stillest  night 
they  had  had  for  the  whole  summer.  He  believed 
the' militia  had  a  right  to  go  on  this  ground;  he 
had  no  interest  in  the  matter,  except  for  the  credit 
of  the.  city  and  State,  aad  hoped  the  request  would 
be  granted. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  did  not  at  first  under- 
stand how  this  subject  came  up,  but  now  under- 
stood it  was  on  petition.  It  was  not  a  matter  upon 
which  any  new  light  could  be  given  by  the  Com- 
mittee on"  Commons  and  Squares,  and  should  the 
petition  be  referred  to  them,  he  should  wish  to 
have  it  accompanied  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Board.  The  Committee  would  of  course  give  all 
possible  respect  to  the  petitioners,  but  wished  to 
have  the  wishes  of  the  Board  indicated. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  that  the  petition  be 
referred  to  the  Committee,  with  full  powers. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  if  the  petition  was  re- 
ferred, the  action  of  the  Committee  must  be 
reported  here,  and  it  should  be  referred  with  in- 
structions. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  supposed  a  suitable 
space  had  been  set  apart  for  military  parades,  but 
if  not,  let  it  be  known.  He  hoped  the  military 
gentlemen  of  the  Board  would  give  them  the  infor- 
mation whether  fhe'room  set  a  part  .was  hot  suffi- 
cient. 
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Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  evident  there  was 
not  room  enough  for  a  regiment  to  change  front, 
and  there  were  three  regiments,  two  batteries 
and  three  companies  of  cavalry  in  this  city.  Not 
one  quarter  of  this  force  coukl  exercise  on  this 
Held  at  once. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  was  as  fully  impressed 
as  any  one  that  they  should  give  encour?g°meni  to 
the  local  militia,  for  their  services  ia  suppressing 
mobs  and  riots.  They  did  so  in  providing  armories 
and  drill  rooms-  It  was  a  question  whether  the 
citizens  were  willing  to  permit  this  portion  of  the 
Common,  whi'drhad  been  fenced  in  to  improve  its 
appearance,  to  be  used  again  for  a  parade  ground. 
In  looking  over  the  Public  Garden  recently,  he 
believed  live  day  would  come  when  the  Common 
will  lie  required  to  be  as  highly  cultivated  as  is  the 
Garden,  there  must  be  some  limit  to  the  space 
for  parades,  ami  he  believed  there  was  room 
enough  nov,  provided  for  military  evolutions.-  If 
there  is  to  be  a  state  or  brigade  parade,  they  can 
go  somewhere  else  where  there  is  more  room.  He 
Hoped  the  order  woult'  not  pass.- 

Ald^nuau  Talbot  said  he  should  vote  against 
the  order,  lor  the  reason  that  the  interests  of  the 
citizens  is  greater  than  that  of  the  military,  live 
wants  of  children  required  that  they  should  have  a 
place  tor  recreation  and  play.  He  thought  they 
had  better  not  grant  the  request.  The  military 
had  better  forbear  in  this  direction,  for  if  the 
femes  were  taken  down  they  will  be  kept  down- 
Alderman  Cowdin  wished  to  stick  to  what  was 
righ';  in  the  matter.  The  rest  of  th>  Common  was 
designed  for  the  children,  that  portion  which  has 
up  it«  signs  to  keep  off  the  grass.  Without  the 
whole  parade  ground,  there  can  be  no  evolutions 
by  the  military,  and  if  there  can  be  no  place  for 
parade,  they  had  better  disbands  It  seemed  to  be 
the  doctrine  of  this  Board,  as  it  was  at  the  State 
House  before  the  late  rebellion,  not  to  encourage 
the  militia.  For  the  sake  of  the  country  and  the 
flag  they  honored,  the  militia  should  be  supported. 
Suppose  they  should  break  down  the  grass,  what 
harm  will  it  be '.'  i'he  Board  had  no  right  to  fence 
it  up,  and  he  hoped  that  on  reflection  the  request 
would  be  granted.  Where  can  the  military  go  if 
not  there'? 

Alderman  Pratt  said  they  could  goto  Dorches- 
ter. The  Common  was  originally  a  cow  pasture. 
There  was  room  for  the  local  miiitia  in  the  place 
set  apart  for  them  upon  the  Common. 

To  an  inquiry  of  Alderman  Talbot,  whether  the 
petition  must  go  to  the  other  branch,  the  Chair 
answered  i  i  the  affirmative.  Alderman  Talbot 
said  that  if  so,  the  Board  could  not  grant  the  re- 
quest. 

Alderman  Pierce  moved  a  reference  of  the  peti- 
tion to  the  Committee  on  Common  and  Squares. 
Carried.

Alderman  Pierce,  frcm  the  Committee  on  Com- 
mon,reported  on  petition  of  Mrs.  Frances  C.  Clarke, 
that  she  be  allowed  to  cut  down  a  tree  from  the 
sidewalk  in  Mil niont  street,  at  her  own  expense. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  Kawes,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  reterre.l  the  re- 
ports and  orders  in  relation  to  the  organization  of 
the  Fire  Department  in  Ward  16.  with  instructions 
to  report  a  plan  of  reorganization  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment in  said  ward  on  the  basis  of  an  annual 
appropriation  of  $20,000,  and  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  G.  H.  Vincent  and  185  oth- 
ers, and  of  E.  P.  Tileston  and  84  ethers,  for  the  re- 
taining of  the  Fire  Department  in  said  ward  as 
now  organized,  made  a  report,  with  the  following- 
statement: 

Six  enginemen,  at  a  salary  of  $1000  per  annum, 
will  amount  to  $6000 ;  eight  drivers  of  engine  and 
hook-and-ladder  carriages,  at  $800  each,  $6400;  for 
the  maintenance  of  horses,  &c,  and  the  running 
expenses  of  the  engines  and  hook-and-ladder  car- 
riages, $5100;  the  salaries  of  sixty-two  members 
of  engine  and  hook-and-ladder  companies,  at  $35 
per  annum,  $2170;  for  eight  foremen,  at  $40  per 
annum,  $320— making  a  total  of  $19,990. 

The  Committee  submit  this  report  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  but  they  are 
still  of  the  opinion  that  the  reports  and  orders  as 
submitted  in  their  former  report  ought  to  pass. 

Alderman  Pierce  offered  the  following  order  in 
amendment  of  the  order  of  the  Committee : 

Ordered,  That  the  Engine  and  Hook  and  Ladder 
Companies  in  the  10th  Ward  be  reorganized  upon 
the  basis  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  and  that  the  salaries  of  the  officers 
and  members  of  Engine  Companies  >ios.  16, 17,  18. 
19,  20  and  21,  with  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies 
Nos.  6  and  7,  be  at  the  following  rates,  namely : 
six  enginemen  at  the  rate  of  $1000  each  per  annum, 
$6000;  eight  drivers  of  engines  and  hook  and  lad- 
der carriages  at  $800  per  annum  each,  $6400:  eight 
foremen  at  $40  per  annum  each,  $320;  sixty-two 
members  at  $35  per  annum  each,  $2170,  which 
with  the  estimated  running  expenses  of  the  en- 
gines and  ladder  carriages  in  this  ward  by  the 
committee  gives  the  sum  of  $5150,  or  a  total  of 
$19,998. 

Alderman  Hawes,  in  support  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  said  the  subject  had  been  pretty  thor- 
oughly investigated  by  them,  in  visiting  the  vari- 
ous localities  of  the  engines  and  in  inquiries  of  the 
people  as  to  what  their  wishes  were.  They  must 
have  protection  to  their  property,  and  it  was  pro- 
posed that  the  citizens  would  furnish  horses  in 
some  cases  for  the  engines,  and  that  a  small  en- 
gine might  be  substituted,  which  could  be  drawn 
by  hand  ;  yet  it  was  believed  best  to  disband  two 
of  the  companies. 

Alderman  Talbot  wished  to  know  if  other  en- 
gines were  to  be  provided  if  the  steam  engines 
were  to  be  disposed  of;  if  it  was  the  intention  to 
create  two  new  companies,  it  would  be  better  to 
retain  the  present  ones.  The  steam  engines  were 
constantly  breaking  and  would  probahly  wear  out 
in  two  years.  Meantime  it  would  be  better  to 
keep  them  and  ascertain  what  was  the  best  course 
to  take. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  Committee 
were  unanimous  in  their  report.  Many  of  the 
people  inquired  why  they  did  not  take  away  two 
engines,  others  three  or  four,  for  they  did  not  want 
them  there.  The  Committee  wished  to  do  justly, 
and,  if  they  erred,  to  err  on  the  part  of  Dorchester. 

Alderman  Pierce  believed  he  knew  What  the 
people  wanted.  There  had  been  engines  in  some 
of  these  localities  forty  years,  and  in  others  twenty- 
eight  years,  and  it  was  the  wish  of  the  people  that 
they  should  be  kept  there.  There  were,  no  doubt, 
many  persons  in  this  section  of  tho  city  as  well  as 
there  who  think  that  engines  can  be  dispensed 
with.  By  the  Committees  report,  two  are  to  be 
taken  out:  but  by  his  amendment,  and  on  their 
own  showing,  these  two,  on  the  basis  proposed, 
can  be  retained  at  an  expense  of  but  $2900  more  than 
the  sum  reported  by  the  Committee.  It  would  be 
in  the  interest  of  economy  to  adopt  this  plan.  They 
did  not  ask  any  favors  in  the  same  rates  of  pay,  but 
all  that  was  asked,  was  what  was  honest  and  just. 
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Ilo  believed  lliat  by  an  examination  it  might  be 
shown  that  the  expense  of  the  Fire  Department 
at  East  Boston  was  three  rir  lour  lime:;  that  of 
gome  wilier  sections  of  the  city.  The  average 
number- -of  .times  the  engines  were  called?  out  in 
theeity  proper  was  132;  at  East  Boston  it  was  but 
37.  calking  :;';  times  as  much  pay  for  the  same 
work.  It  was  not  asked  in  th's  ease  that  the  same 
pay  should  bejjiven,  and  i*  was  believed  that  ir, 
was  luit  a  lair  and  reasona  de  proposition. 

Alderman  Oibspn  stated  that  he  was  in  the  city 
government  when  the  pay  <  f  the  East  Boston  lire- 
men  was  increased,  and  he  opposed  it.  They  had  but 
three  steam-engines  for  that  section,  and  much 
more  property  to  be  protected.  In  some  towns  as 
farce  as  Dorchester  there  were  only  two  steam- 
engines,  and  in  others  none. 

Alderman  Howes'  said  the  committee,  time  and 
time  again,  asked  the  Alderman  Irom  Ward  16  his 
opinion,  and  he  told. them  to  do  what  they  thought 
best,  and  he  would  take  the  responsibility. 

Alderman  fierce  replied  that  he  did  not  go 
round  to  the  committee  to  advise  them  as  to  their 
course.  He  wished  them  to  act  upon  their  own 
judgment,  and  if  he  could  not  agree  to  it.  would 
'rely  upon  his  statements  to  the  Board.  -  The  pro- 
posed plan  he  believed  would  be  the  true  course  of 
economy. 

.  The  substitute  was  adopted  for  the  plan  of  the 
committee,  and  ao  amended,  the  order  was  passed . 

The  following  order  was  also  passed,  as  reported 
by  the  committee: 

Ordered,  That  the  number  of  hosemen  of  engine 
companies  Nos.  12.  13  and  14  be  made  to  correspond 
with  the  number  of  hosemen  of  other  companies 
in  the  city,  as  regulated  by  the  ordinances. 

MCSEt'M  OF  FINE  AKTS. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  to  whom  was  recommitted  the  report  in  re- 
lation to  the  gift  of  land  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Aits,  reported  the  substitute  or- 
ders with  amendments,  in  a  new  draft  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is.  authorized  to  convey  by  deed  of  quit- 
clainTto  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
a  corporation  established  by  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  lot  of  land  lying  between  St.  James 
avenue  and  Dartmouth  street,  and  as  otherwise 
bounded  and  described  upon  a  plan  drawn  by  N. 
H. Crafts,  City  Engineer,  and  recorded  m  Suffolk 
Registry  of  Deeds,  at  the  end  of  Lib.  869,  it  being 
the  same  lot  of  land  conveyed  by  the  Boston  Wa- 
ter l'ower  Company  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  deed 
dated  December  28, 1865,  with  the  same  restrictions 
as  are  set  forth  in  said  deed,  together  with  the  fol- 
low iug  conditions,  which  are  to  be  inserted  in  the 
deed  of  quitclaim : 

First— That  the  building  or  buildings  to  be  erect- 
ed upon  said  lot  shall,  with  the  exception  of  the 
porch,  steps  and  buttresses,  be  set  back  not  lesa 
than  thirty  feet  from  each  of  the  streets  by  which 
said  land  is  bounded. 

Second — That  the  exterior  walls  of  the  building 
or  buildings  to  be  elected  on  said  lot  shall  be  of 
brick,  stone  or  iron,  and  that  said  buildings  are  to 
be  used  and  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  line  arts. 

Third— That  a  wing  or  section  of  the  proposed 
building,  costing  not  less  than  §100,000,  shall  be 
erected  and  ready  for  occupancy  within  three 
years  from  .May  1, 1870. 

Fourth— Said  Museum  shall  be,  opened  to  the 
public  under  suitable  regulations,  and  during  rea- 
sonable hours,  without  charge,  at  least  four  days 
of  each  calendar  month,  said  day  to  be  selected 
with  proper  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  Museum, 
and  to  the  obvious  necessity  of  reserving  certain 
hours  for  the  students  therein. 

Fifth— That  the  city  shall  not  be  liable  to  the 
said  corporation  for  grade  damages  consetpient 
upon  the  raising  of  Dartmouth  street,  and  of' lat- 
eral streets  which  it  may  be  found  necessary  to 
raise  in  connection  with  it  for  obtaining  proper 
approaches  to  the  bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Al- 
bany and  Boston  &  Providence  Kailroads  at  that 
point;  and  shall  have  the  right  to  build  and  main- 
tain proper  retaining  walls  lor  said  streets,  or  the 
right  to  use  such  portions  of  the  premises  hereby 
conveyed  as  will  make  proper  earth  embankments 
to  protect  said  streets. 

Aldeiman  Covvdin  said  he  regretted  exceedingly 
that  the  committee  did  not  see  tit  to  make  some 
provision  for  the  portraits  of  soldiers  killed  in  the 
recent  rebellion.  He  understood  that  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  Athenajum  proposed  to  remove  to  this 
Museum  some  old  traps  which  had  not  been 
en   exhibition  for  rearp.     There  we:e  many  por- 


traits of  officers  and  soldiers  which  were  worthy 
"I  a  place  in  the  Museum,  a-  works  of  art  and  ;  - 
memorial1  of  those  who  had  sacrificed  their  livts 
lor  their  country. 

The  ord  :rs  as  amended  were  passed. 

A  repci t  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Public 
Institutions  oh  the  petition  of  Rnfus  Ellis  in  b'e- 
baif  of  the  Child rea  "e  Aid  -ocieiy  forthe  enforce- 
ment of  the  act  of  I860  ill  relation  to  children  un- 
der sixteen  years  of  age,  who  l.om  neglect,  crime, 
•  orphanage,  or  vice  of  parents,  aic  growing  up  i:: 
idleness.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the  sub- 
ject, the  Committee  had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  House  of  Reformation  was  a  suitable 
place  for  such  children,  'lluy  therefore  reported 
an  ordinance  for  the  f/urpese.  head  once  and  laid 
over.

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Carruth  &  Sweet- 
ser  $1000  for  all  damages  occasioned  their  estate 
Is'o.  129  Purchase  street,  by  the  widening  and  grad- 
ing of  that  street,  by  a  resolve  of  July  23, 1869, 
to  be  charged  to  the  Fort  Hill  Improvement  Loan. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of 
Thomas  Austin  $7500  for  land  taken,  old  materials 
and  all  damages  occasioned  by  the  widening  and 
grading  oi'  Purchase  street,  by  a  resolve  of  July 
23,  18S9,  to  be  charged  to  the  'Fort  Hill  Improve- 
ment Loan. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Carpenter, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Paving  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  expediency  of  removing 
the  present  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Tre- 
rnont  street,  between  Park  street  and  Boylston 
streat,  and  of  constructing  a  suitable  brick  or  con 
crete  walk  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  fence  which 
separates  the  Common  from  the  street. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  in  explanation  of  the  or- 
der, stated  that  The  Committee  on  Paving  had 
given  much  attention  to  this  subject,  and  they  de- 
sired to  get  the  judgment  of  public  opinion  in  re- 
lation to  it.  The  order  only  contemplated  an  in- 
quiry into  the  expediency  of  the  measure. 

Orders  were  passed  for  the  abatement  of  nui- 
sances in  certair  streets  specified,  and  for  the  col- 
lection of  assessments  for  the  abatement  of  nui- 
sances. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  found  on  his  desk  a 
list  of  persons  wno  had  left  the  city  prior  to  the 
first  of  May,  as  called  for  from  the  Assessors,  and 
he  moved  that  the  communication  be  laid  on  the 
table.  There  were  some  names  on  the  list,  to  his 
knowledge,  of  persons  who  designed  some  time 
ago  to  remove  their  residences  from  this  city,  and 
he  would  not  do  anything  to  cast  a  slur  on  the 
names  of  good  citizens,  as  he  believed  them  to  be. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  should  be  the  last  per- 
son to  cast  a  slur  on  the  good  name  of  any  citizen. 
There  were  persons  who  left  the  citv  to  escape  tax- 
ation, and  it  was  this  class  whom  he  wished  to 
bring  before  the  commumty.  several  gentlemen 
had  thanked  him  for  offering  the  order 

The  motion  to  lay  the  subject  on  the  table  was 
carried. 

THli    BURRILL   CLAIM. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Burrill  Claim,  was  taken  from 
the  table,  and  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  reserved  his  judgment 


in  the  submission  of  the  report,  and  was  opposed 
to  referring  the  subject.  Aw  a  substitute,  be 
offered  an  order  to  pay  Mi.  Burrill  $25,000,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Reserved  KdntV.- 
.  Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  goad  ria>me"o"f  the-city 
had  Deen  tarriished  by  iaHihg  to  fulfil  its  Contract 
with' Mr.  Buriill.  At  the  time  this  contract  was 
made,  he  was  himself  engaged  in  recruiting,"  and 
was  authorized  to  offer  .»lz5  per  man.'  This  con- 
tract was  made  with  the  Mayor  and  Aldeimen  in 
giod  faith,  and  if  Mr.  Bm  rill  had  obtained  500  or 
1000  men,  the  amount  for  each  would  have  been 
paid.  They  did  not  anticipate  he  would  obtain  so 
many  credits  to  the  quota,  and  on  that  account  re- 
lused  to  pay  the  bill.  Mi'.  Burrill  states  that  he 
has  paid  out  S100,000,  and  more  than  that  sum  has 
been  ottered  to  Mr.  Buitill  in  settlement  of  the 
claim,  which  was  an  admission  of  its  justice. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  there  were  six  of  the 
eight  of  the  Committee  who  were  in  favor  of  sub- 
nutting  the  claim  to  referees.  It  was  not  possible 
for  the  Committee  to  agree  on  the  amount  which 
should  be  paid  to  Mr.  Burrill.  He  wished  to  see 
the  matter  settled,  but  did  not  think  that  $25,000 
was  a  fair  sum.  Mayor  Lincoln  and  Mr.  Norcross 
at  one  time  offered  Mr.  Burrill  $125,000  in  settle- 
ment of  his  claim.  He  moved,  therefore,  to  amend 
by  making  the  amount  $125,000. 

Alderman  Connor  objected  to  the  sum  of  .$125,000 
as  too  large,  while  he  believed  $25,000  was  too 
small.  He  wished  to  have  the  matter  settled,  and 
as  soon  as  possible,  to  prevent  the  constant  button- 
holing of  members  on  the  subject. 

Alderman  Talbot  thought  the  question  might  be 
settled  now  whether  to  adjudicate  any  further  on 
the  subject.  The  sum  might  be  left  blank,  and  the 
sense  of  the  Board  taken  whether  to  agree  upon  a 
settlement  or  refer  it.  The  labor  ot  Mr.  Burrill 
was  almost  all  clerical  work,  done  mainly  at  the 
Navy  Yard,  and  it  could  easily  be  det'ei mined 
about  how  much  compensation  should  be  alloweo. 
Alderman  Pierce  wished  to  have  tht^  matter 
settled  for  the  credit  of  ihe  city.  If  the  Board 
could  not  settle  upon  the  sum  "to  be  allowed,  it 
should  be  referred  to  disinterestel  persons.  As  it 
stands  and  has  stood,  the  city  has  admitted  in  its 
action  that  it  owes  Mr.  Burrill,  but  because  they 
cannot  agree,  they  say  to  him  they  will  not  pay 
him. 

Alderman  Gibson  did  not  believe  that  Mr.  Bur- 
rill had  paid  $100,000  to  secure  these  credits. 
There  was  no  evidence  that  he  had  paid  one  quar- 
ter or  one  tenth  of  that  amount,  and  he  would  not 
take  his  word  for  it  and  could  take  nothing  short 
of  the  evidence  to  show  what  he  had  paid.  Mr. 
Burrill  had  gone  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
his  claim  was  disallowed.  When  men  go  to  the 
courts  and  get  whipped,  they  do  not  generally  ask 
for  the  sympathy  of  the  public.  By  allowing  the 
claim  under  such  circumstance,  would  be  opening 
the  door  to  endless  litigation. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  it  would  appear  by  the 
staterrent  of  the  Alderman  on  his  left  that  we 
owed  Mr.  Burrill.  He  aid  not  admit  that  the  city 
owed  him. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  Mayor  Lincoln 
admitted  it,  and  the  majority  of  the  Committee  of 
Inst  year  admitted  it,  but  their  difficulty  was  that 
they  could  not  agree  upon  the  amount  they  owed 
him. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  so  far  as  related  to 
the  otter  made  by  the  Mayor  at  the  time,  it  was 
made  at  night  and  withdrawn  in  the  morning. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  placed  great  confidence 
in  Mr.  N'orcross,  for  his  shrewdness  and  prudence, 
and  to  say  that  he  was  deceived  by  Mr.  Burrill, 
was  an  imputation  upon  his  ability.  The  fact  that 
they  told  him  that  he  could  have  his  choice  in  the 
judiciary,  by  reference,  or  in  the  acceptance  of 
$125,000,  showed  that  they  believed  he  had  a  good 
claim  against  the  city.  It  was  evidently  not  with- 
out due  deliberation  that  thev  made  him'the  oner  of 
$125,000 

Alderman  Pratt  said  they  simply  made  a  mis- 
take, and  Mr.  Burrill  made  a  mistake.  He  went  to 
law  in  the  matter  and  found  that  he  had  no  claim 
against  the  city.  It  was  his  business  to  find  out 
that  he  had  a  claim.  It  was  not  just  to  pay  him 
so  large  an  amount  of  money.  If  he  bad  spent  so 
much  as  was  stated,  it  must  have  been  in  buying 
up  members  of  Congress.  If  it  had  been  a  just  or 
honest  claim,  the  Supreme  Court  would  have 
given  it  to  him. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  it  was  no  excuse  for  us  if 
the  Court  did  not  allow  the  claim.    It  was  a  con- 
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He  iichfvt'ii  that  by  an  examination  it  might  be 
shown  that  the  expense  of  the  I'ire  Department 
at  East  Boston  was  three  or  lour  times  that  of 
some  other  sections  of  the  city.  The  average 
number -of.  times  the  engines  were  '.  ailed  out  in 
tbeeity  proper  was  i.;2;  at  Bast  Boston  it  was  but 
37,  making  :;';  times  as  much  pay  .for  the  same 
work.  14  was  not  asked  in  th's  case  that  the  same 
pay  should  be  given,  and  if  was  believed  that  it 
was  but  a  lair  and  reasons  tie  proposition. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  he  was  in  the  city 
government  when  the  pay  <  f  the  East  Boston  fire- 
men was  increased,  and  he  opposed  it.  They  had  but 
three  steam-engines  for  that  section,  and  much 
more  property  to  be  protected.  In  some  towns  as 
large  as  Dorchester  there  were  only  two  steam- 
engines,  and  in  others  none. 

Alderman  il awes  said  the  committee,  time  and 
time  again,  asked  the  Alderman  Irom  Ward  Hi  his 
opinion,  and  he  told  them  to  do  what  they  thought 
.best,  and  he  would  take  the  responsibility. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  he  did  not  go 
round  to  the  committee  to  advise  them  as  to  their 
course,  lie  wished  them  to  act  upon  their  own 
judgment,  and  if  he  could  not  agree  to  it.  would 
rely  upon  his  statements  to  the  Board.  ,  The  pro- 
posed plan  he  believed  would  be  the  true  course  of 
economy. 

.    The  substitute   was  adopted  for  the  plan  of  the 
committee,  and  as  amended,  the  order  was  passed. 

The  following  order  was  also  passed,  as  reported 
by  the  committee:

MUSECH  OF  FINE  -VETS. 

Alderman  Tope,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  to  whom  was  recommitted  the  report  in  re- 
lation to  the  gift  of  land  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Aits,  reported  the  substitute  or- 
ders with  amendments,  in  a  new  draft  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is.  authorized  to  convey  by  deed  of  quit- 
claim to  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
a  corporation  established  by  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  lot  of  land  lying  between  St.  James 
avenue  and  Dartmouth  street,  and  as  otherwise 
bounded  and  described  upon  a  plan  drawn  by  N. 
H.  Crafts,  City  Engineer,  and  recorded  in  Suffolk 
Registry  of  Deeds,  at  the  end  of  Lib.  869,  it  being 
the  same  lot  of  land  conveyed  by  the  Boston  Wa- 
ter Power  Company  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  deed 
dated  December  28, 1805,  with  t'he  same  restrictions 
as  are  set  forth  in  said  deed,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing conditions,  which  are  to  be  inserted  in  the 
deed  of  quitclaim : 

First— That  the  building  or  buildings  to  be  erect- 
ed upon  said  lot  shall,  with  the  exception  of  the 
porch,  steps' and  buttresses,  be  set  back  not  less 
than  thirty  feet  from  each  of  the  streets  by  which 
said  land  is  bounded. 

Second — That  the  exterior  walls  of  the  building 
or  buildings  to  be  erected  on  said  lot  shall  be  of 
brick,  stone  or  iron,  and  that  said  buddings  are  to 
be  used  and  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  fine  arts. 

Third — That  a  wing  or  section  of  the  proposed 
building,  costing  not  less  than  §100,000,  Khali  be 
erected  and  ready  for  occupant  y  within  three 
years  from  .May  1, 1870. 

Fourth— Said  Museum  shall  be,  opened  to  the 
public  under  suitable  regulations,  and  during  rea- 
sonable hours,  without  charge,  at  least  four  days 
of  each  calendar  month,  said  day  to  he  selected 
with  proper  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  M  useum, 
and  to  the  obvious  necessity  of  reserving  certain 
hours  for  the  students  therein. 

Fifth— That  the  city  shall  not  be  liable  to  the 
said  corporation  for  grade  damages  consequent 
upon  the  raising  of  Dartmouth  street,  and  of' lat- 
eral stieets  which  it  may  be  found  necessary  to 
raise  in  connection  with  it  for  obtaining  proper 
approaches  to  the  bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Al- 
bany and  Boston  &  Providence  Railroads  ait  that 
point;  and  shall  have  the  right  to  build  and  main- 
tain proper  retaining  walls  lor  said  streets,  or  the 
right  to  use  such  portions  of  the  premises  hereby 
conveyed  as  will  make  proper  earth  embankments 
to  protect  said  streets.

TH1£   BURRILL  CLAIM. 

On  motion  of  Aide)  man  Talbot,  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Burrill  Claim,  was  taken  from 
the  table,  and  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  reserved  his  judgment 


in  the  submission  (if  the  report,  and  was  opposed 

to  referring  the  subject.  As  a  substitute,  he 
offere  I  an  order  to  pay  Mi.  Burrill  $25,000,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  ouc  of  the  Keserved  Fund.- 

.  Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  goad  riarme"ot:  the  city 
had  lieen  tarnished'  by  railing  to  fulfil  its  Contract 
with' Mr.  Burrill.  At  the  time  this  contract  was 
made,  he  was  himself  engaged  in  recruiting,"  and 
was  authorized  to  offer  »1^5  per-  man.'  This  con- 
tract was  made  with  the  Mayor  and  Aldeimen  in 
giod  faith,  and  if  Mr.  Burrill  had  obtained  500  or 
j.000  men,  the  amount  for  each  would  have  been 
paid.  Ihey  did  not  anticipate  be  would  obtain  so 
many  credits  to  the  quota,  and  on  that  account  re- 
lused  to  pay  the  bill.  Mr.  Burrill  states  that  he 
has  paid  our.  sl00,000,  and  more  than  that  sum  has 
been  offered  to  Mr.  Burrill  in  settlement  of  the 
claim,  which  was  an  admission  of  its  justice. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  there  were  six  oi'  the 
eight  of  the  Committee  who  were  in  favor  of  sub- 
mitting the  claim  to  rei'eree«.  It  was  not  possible 
for  the  Committee  to  agree  on  the  amount  which 
should  be  paid  to  Mr.  Burrill.  He  wished  to  see 
the  matter  settled,  but  did  not  think  that  $25,000 
was  a  fair  sum.  Mayor  Lincoln  and  Mr.  N'orcross 
at  one  time  offered  "Mr.  Burrill  $125,000  in  settle- 
ment of  his  claim.  He  moved,  therefore,  to  amend 
by  making  the  amount  $125,000. 

Alderman  Connor  objected  to  the  sum  of  $125,000 
as  too  large,  while  he  believed  $25,000  was  too 
small.  He  wished  to  have  the  matter  settled,  and 
as  soon  as  possible,  to  prevent  the  constant  button- 
holing of  members  on  the  subject. 

Alderman  Talbot  thought  the  question  might  be 
settled  now  whether  to  adjudicate  any  further  on 
the  subject.  The  sum  might  be  left  blank,  and  the 
sense  of  the  Board  taken  whether  to  agree  upon  a 
settlement  or  refer  it.  The  labor  ol  Mr.  Burrill 
was  almost  all  clerical  work,  done  mainly  at  the 
Navy  Yard,  and  it  could  easily  be  det'eimined 
about  how  much  compensation  should  be  allowed. 

Alderman  Fierce  wished  to  have  th;-  matter 
settled  for  the  credit  of  the  city.  If  the  Board 
could  not  settle  upon  ihe  sum  to  be  allowed,  it 
should  be  referred  to  dismtereste  1  persons.  As  it 
stands  and  has  stood,  the  city  has  admitted  in  its 
action  that  it  owes  Mr.  Burrill,  but  because  they 
cannot  agree,  they  say  to  him  they  will  not  pay 
him. 

Alderman  Gibson  did  not  believe  that  Mr.  Bur- 
rill had  paid  $100,000  to  secure  these  credits. 
There  was  no  evidence  that  he  had  paid  one  quar- 
ter or  one  tenth  of  that  amount,  and  he  would  not 
take  his  word  for  it  and  could  take  nothing  short 
of  the  evidence  to  show  what  he  had  paid.  Mr. 
Burnll  had  gone  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
his  claim  was  disallowed.  When  men  go  to  the 
courts  and  get  whipped,  they  do  not  generally  ask 
for  the  sympathy  of  the  public.  By  allowing  the 
claim  under  sucli  circumstance,  wrould  be  opening 
the  door  to  endless  litigation. 

Alderman  Fratt  said  it  would  appear  by  the 
statement  of  the  Alderman  on  his  left  that  we 
owed  Mr.  Burrill.  He  aid  not  admit  that  the  city 
owed  him. 

Alderman  Fierce  replied  that  Mayor  Lincoln 
admitted  it,  and  the  majority  of  the  Committee  of 
last  year  admitted  it,  but  their  difficulty  was  that 
they  could  not  agree  upon  the  amount  they  owed 
him. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  so  far  as  related  to 
the  offer  made  by  the  Mayor  at  the  time,  it  was 
made  at  night  and  withdrawn  in  the  morning. 

Alderman  I'ierce  said  he  placed  great  confidence 
in  Mr.  Js'orcross,  for  his  shrewdness  and  prudence, 
and  to  say  that  he  was  deceived  by  Mr.  Burrill, 
was  an  imputation  upon  his  ability.  The  fact  that 
they  told  him  that  he  could  have  his  choice  in  the 
judiciary,  by  reference,  or  in  the  acceptance  of 
$125,000,*  showed  that  they  believed  he  had  a  good 
claim  against  the  city.

Kespect  for 
the  petitioners  who  had  asked   for   a   reference 
should  be  a  reason  for  a  settlement  at  once.

The  petition  of  officers  of  1st  brigade,  M.  V.  M., 
for  the  removal  of  the  fence  on  rhe  parade  ground 
on  the  Common  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Common,  in  concurrence. 

The  order  appointing  William  McChesley  of 
South  Boston,  and  J.  S.  Underwood  of  East  Bos- 
ton as  field  drivers  and  pound  keepers  was  passed 
in  concurrence. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Order  to  sell  the  lot  of  land  purchased  by  the 
City  on  Bowker  street,  in  settlement  of  damages 
for  the  widening  of  said  street,  the  proceeds  of 
said  sale  to  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

Order  to  sell  by  public  auction  the  portions  of 
certain  estates  left  after  the  widening  of  Hanover 
srteet,  between  Court  and  Commercial  streets,  in 
se'.tlement  of  damages  for  the  widening  of  said 
Hanover  street. 

Order  authorizing  the  purchase  of  the  estate  of 
B.  F.  Whittemore  in  settlement  of  damages  for 
the  widening  Hanover  street,  at  thirteen  thousand 
dollars. 

MUSEUM  OF  FINE  ARTS. 

The  order  to  convey  to  Trustees  of  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  a  lot  of  land  on  St.  James  avenue  and 
Dartmouth  street,  on  certain  conditions,  was  con- 
sidered. 

Mr.  Williams  of  WTard  13  made  some  inquiries  as 
to  the  extent  of  the  lot  of  land. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8,  of  the  Committee,  after 
replying  to  the  inquiry,  stated  that  the  Committee 
had  held  several  meetings  for  the  consideration  of 
the  subject,  and  were  agreed  that  the  order  should 
pass. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  order  would  not 
pass,  for  it  was  too  valuable  a  lot  of  land  to  be 
given  away.  How  much  the  public  would  be  ben- 
efited by  the  proposed  museum  would  be  seen  by 
the  provision  to  allow  the  building  to  be  open  free 
of  charge  four  days  only  in  each  month.  An 
effort  had  been  made  to  obtain  a  portion  of  the 
proposed  building  for  a  Soldiers' Memorial  Hall, 
but  all  of  such  propositions  had  been  voted  down. 
For  his  part  he  would  prefer  to  have  the  ground 
unoccupied,  as  a  public  square. 

Mr.  KicL  of  Ward  9  stated  that  this  lot  of  ground 
was  given  to  the  city  for  special  purposes,  and  it 
was  proposed  to  make  it  as  a  gift  for  carrying  out 
these  purposes.  To  lay  it  out  as  a  Common  would 
be  too  expensive,  and  gentlemen  interested  in  the 
matter  propose  to  put  up  a  building  which  will  be 
an  ornament  to  the  city  and  free  of  all  expense  in 
the  care  of  it.  It  should  be  looked  at  as  a  measure 
of  economy.  It  would  not  only  be  an  honor  to 
the  city,  but  its  location  would  be  a  means  of  in- 
creasing the  value  ox  property  in  the  vicinity,  and 
advance  the  interests  of  tax-paying  property.  As 
an  encouragement  in  the  matter,  it  is  proposed  to 
adorn  the  building  with  the  finest  paintings  and 
other  works  of  art.  He  hoped  therefore  that  the 
order  would  pass. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  thought  there  should  not  be 
a  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil as  to  how  to  vote.  The  lot  of  land  was  too 
small  for  a  common,  and  too  near  the  Common 
and  Public  Garden  to  be  of  any  benefit  for  such  a 
purpose.  It  was  proposed  to  devote  it  to  tne  very 
purpose  for  which  the  land  was  donated  to  the 
city,  and  to  no  better  use  could  it  be  put. 

Mr.  Squires  stated  that  the  gift  is  coupled  with 
the  conditions  that  a  wing  of  the  building,  ready 
for  use  in  three  years,  should  be  erected,  at  a  cost 
of  $100,000. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  he  was  opposed  to  giv- 
ing these  lauds  to  rich  persons.  If  a  corporation 
for  charitable  purposes  or  a  church  wants  laud, 
they  apply  to  the  city  and  get  land  at  from  one- 
half  to  two-thirds  what  it  is  worth.  If  this  cor- 
poration of  rich  men  are  not  willing  to  pay  one- 
half  the  price  of  the  land,  It  is  not  worth  putting 
a  building  upon. 


Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend  the  order 
by  providing  that  the  building  shall  be  Open  to  the 
public  two  uays  In  a  week. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  could  be  acted  upon  only 
under  suspension  of  the  rules,  and  the  rules  were 
suspended  for  the  purpose. 

.Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  believed  there  was  a  great 
misunderstanding  in  tin-  matter.  The  orders  had 
been  fully  considered  in  the  Conunttee,  and  it  was 
the  expectation  that  the  building  would  be  open  to 
the  public  three  or  lour  days  in  a  week.  The  Com- 
mittee did  not  wish  if)  tie  tin  in  up,  but  to  leave  the 
Trustees  free  to  act.  It  was  not  a  close  corpora- 
tion nor  a  money-inaking  scheme.  The  land  was 
deeded  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  is  proposed  to 
put  ic,  and  in  live  veals  there  will  be  a  property 
there  worth  s530,ono.  it  was  not  mere  liberalitv  in 
making  the  gift,  but  a  duty  in  doing  so. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  he  diil  not  know  much 
about  the  matter,  but  it  appeared  by  the  order 
that  the  admission  of  the  public  to  the  building 
would  depend  upon  the  necessity  of  reserving  cer- 
tain hours  for  the  students.  The  matter  was 
well  worth  looking  into.  It  was  a  close  corpora- 
tion, composed  of  wealthy  individuals,  who  pro- 
pose to  put  up  a  building  on  it.  If  we  were  wealthy 
we  could  afford  to  take  land  from  the  city  in  this 
way  and  put  up  buildings.  It  was  objection- 
able and  without  consideration,  and  he  moved  to 
lay  it  on  the  table.     Lost. 

Mr.  Wells  said  some  gentlemen  who  claimed  to 
know,  did  not  understand  this  subject.  He  would 
ask  them  if  they  could  point  to  a  lot  of  land  which 
the  city  of  Boston  had  ever  had  given  to  it.  Un- 
der the  agreement  between  the  Commonwealth, 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Water  Power 
Company,  a  sewer  was  to  be  built  through  the 
Back  Bay  lands.  This  land  was  given  in  pav  for 
the  sewer,  in  lieu  of  it.  He  did  not  believe"  the 
city  ought  to  give  away  ■«100,000  to  any  individu- 
als, 'lhe  city  never  did  so,  but  sometimes  sold  land 
to  charitable  institutions  at  about  half  the  value.  A 
lot  was  sold  to  an  institution  opposite  the  Church 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception  at  62><  cents  per 
foot.  A  lot  of  land  would  be  wanted  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  lot  for  the  proposed  Museum  for  a  school- 
house,  ami  the  Council  should  iook  well  oefore  it 
acts. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  he  was  not  on  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands, anddidnot  know  how  much  discus- 
sion there  had  been  on  the  subject.  He  would  ask 
the  gentleman  if  the  city  did  not  sell  the  lands  re- 
ferred to  by  him  at  less  than  the  market  prices. 
The  city  had  often  sold  such  lands  for  like  pur- 
poses, and  in  this  case,  the  land  could  not  be  sold, 
but  must  be  used  for  the  purposes  proposed. 

Mr.  Wells  said  the  gentleman  was  with  him  on 
the  same  committee  when  the  land  referred  to  was 
sold.  The  committee  fixed  the  value  at  $1,  and  it 
was  voted  to  sell  it  at  fifty  cents  to  the  institution ; 
it  went  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  where  it  was 
passed  and  vetoed,  and  it  was  finally  sold  at  t>2>£ 
cents  per  foot.  These  gentlemen  'are  able,  and 
why  should  they  not  pay  one-half  the  value  of  the 
land.  He  would  vote  for  a  reduction  of  price  to 
anything  that  is  charitable,  but  he  would  not  vote 
for  an  object  in  which  it  was  for  the  interest  not 
to  pay  taxes. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  said  the  gentlemen  had  got  a 
wrong  idea  of  this  matter.  The  lot  i  f  land  cannot 
be  sold;  it  is  held  in  trust  for  a  particular  pur- 
pose, and  it  was  always  intended  when  the  gift 
was  made  to  the  city,  that  it  should  be  used  for  the 
purpose  designed,  it  had  been  fully  considered  in 
committee,  and  the  question  merely  was,  shall  we 
stop  an  enterprise  of  this  character,  and  convert 
this  land  into  a  park? 

Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  U  denied  that  this  was  to  be 
regarded  as  for  the  benefit  of  the  wealthy  alone, 
but  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  poorest  persons  of 
Boston.  It  was  calculated  to  benefit  all  classes  of 
the  community,  as  was  the  Museum  of  Natural 
Historv.  It  .vould  be  a  public  benefit  to  the  whole 
community,  in  improving  the  taste,  and  in  giving 
an  opportunity  to  see  the  choicest  works  of  art. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13,  did  not  quite  clearly 
understand  the  matter,  and  did  not  think  the  Com- 
mittee  could  explain  it  satisfactorily.  He  would 
recommit  with  instructions,  so  that  the  Committee 
may  state  the  matter  clearly. 

Mr.  Wells  quoted  some  remarks  of  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  about  the  Schwabe  collection  of 
portraits,  and  he  hoped  that  this  was  not  to  be  an 
entering  wedge  to  pav  him  $1500  for  the  care  of 
those  portraits.  He  did  not  think  it  right  to  give 
away  this  land  when  a  portion   of  the   Common    !■. 
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fenced  off  against  the  military  today,  and  he  hoped 
the  Council  would  not  sanction  it. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  was  opposed  to  making  a  gift 
of  this  land  at  all.  He  thought  the  lot  of  land 
would  be  much  better  to  be  kept  forever  open.  If 
we  were  to  be  so  generous  as  to  give  the  lot  of 
land,  they  ought  at  least  to  make  further  restric- 
tions. 0_n.ce  in  possession  of  the  laud,  they  would 
snap  their  ringers  and  perhaps  not  allow  the  city 
any  rights  in  relation  to  its  use.  He  moved  tb 
substitute  two  days  in  a  week  for  four  days  in  a 
month. 

The  previous  question  was  ordered,  and  the  yeas 
and  nays  on  the  order. 

Mr.  Poor  proposed  to  read  something  relating  to 
the  subject,  to  which  objection  was  made. 

Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  lay  the  subject, 
on  the  table.    Lost,  19  to  29. 

The  amendment  of  Mr.  Smith  was  lost,  21  to  24, 
when  the  order  was  passed  by  a  vote  ©f  44  to  12,  as 
follows:

The  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Boyls- 
ton  street,  between  Washington  and  Trem'ont. 
streets,  and  authorizing  a  loan  of  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  therefor,  and  for  grading 
and  paving  said  street,  (City  Doc.  No.  45, 1870,)  was 
read  once,  when,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Learnavd  of 
Ward  ll.it.  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  of  the  Common  Council. 

The  amendment  to  order  concerning  the  print- 
ing of  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospi- 
tal, with  the  order,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  City  Hospital. 

FOURTH"  OF  JULY  EXPENDITURES. 

The  order  passed  at  the  last  meeting,  concerning, 
the  celebration  of  the  Fourth  ot  July,  as  amended 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  an  amendment  in 
the  same  terms  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, providing  that  no  expenditures  for  dinners, 
refreshments  or  beverages  shall  be  allowed  to  anv 
Committee  or  member  of  the  City  Government. 

.Air.  Noyes  oi  Ward  5  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  order;  on  which  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  ordered. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Wart  I  13  raised  a  point  of  order 
whether  the  amendment  could  be  entertained. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  amendment  was  in  or- 
der. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  raised  the  question 
whether  the  order  referring  to  the  4th  July  entire- 
ly, an  amendment  not  relating  to  that  celebration 
could  be  entertained. 

Tho  Chaii  stated  that  the  amendment  was  ger- 
mane to  the  subject. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  did  not  think  much  of  tho 
original  order,  but  thought  the  amendment  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  was  a  piece  of  cheap  bunkum. 
He  though;,  that  the  Fourth  of  July  Committee,  of 
all  others,  which  has  much  to  do.  should  spend  a 
little  money  for  dinners,  for  it  was  an  object  for 
such  a  committee  to  spend  all  it  can  for  show. 
Should  the  committee  be  in  session  up  to  the  hour 
of  dinner,  the  members  of  the  Council  would  be 
obliged  to  leave,  while  the  Aldermen  on  the  com- 
mittee would  step  over  to  Parker's  and  get  all  they 
wanted,  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  He  had  no  in- 
terest in  the  matter,  not  being  on  the  committee, 
and  could  stand  it  as  long  as  any  Alderman.  There 
should  be  some  rule  of  economy  t  j  apply  to  both 
branches. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  in- 
definitely postpone,  and  it  was  carried, by  a-vote 
of  29  to 21.,  as  follows:

DORCHESTER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment in  relation  to  the  organization  of  said  de- 
partment in  Ward  16,  on  a  basis  of  annual  appro- 
priation of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  in  favor 
of  the  orders  in  their  former  reports,  was  accepted 
in  concurrence. 

The  order  to  organize  the  fire  department  in 
Ward  1G,  on  the  basis  of  appropriation  reported  on 
by  the  committee  on  said"  department,  and  fixing 
the  rates  of  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  men.  was 
read  once. 

Mr,  Tucker  of  Ward  6,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry, 
stated  that  the  report,  as  adopted,  was  the  sense 
of  the- Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  after  a 
full  examination  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Wells  stated  that  it  was  the  sense  of  the 
committee  to  retain  four  of  *he  engines  as  suffi- 
cient for  that  section  of  the  city.  Tne  chairman 
of  the  committee  told  him  he  never  was  so  sur- 
prised as  on  the  passage  of  the  substituted  order, 
which  had  been  rend  once. 

Mr.  Tucker  said  he  would  move  to  substitute  the 
orders  of  the  committee  if  he  could  do  so. 

The  chair  stated  that  it  could  not  be  offered  ex- 
cept under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Cnder  a  suspension  of  the  rules  to  consider  the 
question  at  once,  Mr.  Tucker  moved  to  substitute 
the  original  order. 

The  original  order  could  not  te  found,  and  the 
subject  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  order  that  the  number  of  hosemen  of  En- 
gines 12, 13,  and  14  be  made  to  correspond  with  the 
number  of  hosemen  attached  to  other  engines  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

The  order  relating  to  the  Dorchester  Eire  Depart- 
ment was  subsequently  taken  up  and  further  con- 
sidered. 

Mr.  Tucker  moved  to  substitute  for  the  order  un- 
der consideration,  the  original  orders,  which  pro- 
vide for  disbandin'g  Engine  Companies  No.  17  and 
19,  and  that  Nos.  16, 18,  20  and  21,"  be  so  changed  as 
to  consist  of  two- permanent  men  to  be  attached  to 
each  company  as  engineer  and  driver,  and  eight 
hosemen;  and  that  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies 
No.  6  and  7  be  so  changed  as  to  consist  of  nine 
men  each,  one  to  be  permanently  driver  of  each 
carriage  and  one  as  fireman ;  also  "the  order  fixing 
the  salaries  of  these  firemen. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16  expressed  a  desire  to 
have  this  matter  settled,  and  gave  a  brief  state- 
ment of  facts  relating  to  the  Dorchester  Fire  De- 
partment before  annex  ition,  and  the  reasons  why 
it  happened  to  be  in  its  present  ccudition.  Th'e 
peculiar  condition  of  the  territory  of  that  town  of 
eight  villages,  made  it  necessary  to  have  school- 
houses  in  each  of  these  villages,  and  the  means  of 
protection  in  each  against  hie.  That  the  people 
believed  the  engines  which  they  had  were  neces- 
sary was  shown  in  replacing  them  several  times, 
and  when  just  before  annexation  was  accomplished 
it  was  determined  to  have  new  engines  and  houses, 
on  the  advice  of  tne  Fire  Department  of  this  city, 
engines  to  be  run  by  horses  were  substituted  for 
three  hand  engines,  and  the  houses  were  enlarged 
to  correspond  with  those  of  other  portions  of  the 
city. 

in  regard  to  the  labor  performed  by  thes 
engines,  he  found  that  they  averaged  nearly  as 
many  times  out  as  did  those  of  East.  Boston,  and 
in  a  comparison  of  expense,  should  the  same  ratio 
be  allowed,  it  would  give  instead  of  $20,000,  as 
proposed  by  the  order,  »24,000  in  the  proportion  of 
the  Koxbury  Wards,  .934,000  of  South  Boston,  and 
$53,000  of  East  Boston.  Yet  there  was  not  a  man 
in  Dorchester  who  :  sked  for  the  same  pay  for 
ihese  firemen.  He  took  issue  with  the  Committee 
as  to  what  the  people  wished  and  what  they 
said.  He  doubted  whether  they  could  have  seen 
much  in  their  brief  visit  to  so  large  a  territory. 
There  had  been  no  consultation -with  the  members 
from  that  Ward,  and  they  could  not  well  know 
what  the  wants  of  the  territory  required. 

3Ir.  Wells  of  Ward  3  advocated  the  passage  of 
the  order  of  the  Committee,  deferring  to  the  re- 
monstrance of  E.  P.  Tileston  and  others  he  said, 
the  namjs  were  in  the  same  hand-writing.  He 
claimed  to  know  something  about  Dorchester,  and 
srated  that  the  Committee  were  assured  that  ore 
of  the  engines  did  most  of  its  duty  in  .Milton.  The 
design  or"  the  Committee  was  to  divide  WaTd  16 
into  lour  divisions,  taking  out  two  engines.  In  his 
view  four  engines  should  he  sufficient  to  take  care 
of  that  .territory. 

Mr. Temple  said  the  'territory  was  but  a  trifle 
proaller   than    the   whole-  territory  M   -iho    re'st   of 
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Boston,  including  Koxbury  and  East  Boston,  and 
it  was  tbeir  misfortune  to  be  so  scattered  that  por- 
tions 01  it  would  be  without  protection  readily  if 
some  of  the  engines  should  he  taken  away.  In 
relation  to  expense,  he  urged  further,  that  lie  had 
ascertained  that  £425,000  would  be  taken  from  that 
section  by  taxation,  while  he  did  not  see  appropri- 
ations ol 'more  than  $125,000. 

Mr.  Wells  said  there  was  not  a  second  house 
likely  to  be  burned  in  case  of  fire  in  that  section, 
ad  flie  city  could  better  insure  the  property  ana 
pay  f  ir  what  was  burned  than  maintain  the  Fire 
Department  as  at  present  organized. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  YV  aid  7  believed  the  amendment 
would  give  all  the  protection  needed  in  that  sec- 
tion of  the  city,  and  he  had  not  seen  a  single  man 
who  wished  to  Ueep  so  many  engines. 

-Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  stated  that  his  ward  lay 
alongsUe  of  Dorchester,  and  nad  not  a  single  en- 
gine in  it. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  moved  to  lay  the  subject  on 
the  table.    Lost. 

Jit.  Parker  said  the  reason  proposed  for  taking 
away  No.  21  was  because  it  was  so  rear  South  Bos- 
tju.  tie  inovad  to  strike  out  one  more  engine 
from  the  order. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  thought  it  best  to  conform  to 
the  recommendation  ot  the  committee,  and  be- 
lieved that  four  engines  would  give  all  the  protec- 
tion uecessary. 

Mr.  Temple  said  it  was  designed  that  No.  21 
sIijuM  not  only  work  in  south  Boston  but  also  in 
Ward  14 

Mr.  G ray  moved  to  recommit  with  instructions 
to  consult  with  th3  members  from  that  district. 

Mr.  Hall  opposed  recommitting,  and  Mr.  Brooks 
of  Ward  1  opposed  the  amendment  and  recommit- 
tal. 

Mr.  Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost — 17  to  28.  The 
amendment  of  Mr.  Parker  was  withdrawn,  and  the 
orders  ol  the  Committee  were  ordered  to  a  second 
reading.

The  following  orders  were  read  a  second  time 
and  passed: 

Order  authorizing  a  contract  to  be  made  with 
Joseph  T.  Ryan,  for  one  year,  for  repairing  the 
street  lamps  at  South  Boston  and  the  Highland 
District,  at  the  rate  of  $1370  per  annum. 

Order  authorizing  a  contract  to  be  made  for  one 
year  with  W.  11.  Emerson,  for  the  repair  of  the 
street  lamps  in  the  city  proper,  at  $2500  per  an- 
num.

Alderman  Carpenter  wished  only  to  point  out 
the  fact  of  such  statements,  and  to  state  that  the 
acceptance  of  new  streets  always  means  money.

The  oider  to  print  1200  copies  of  City  Hospital 
report  was  referred  to  Committee  on  City  Hospi- 
tal, in  concurrence. 

PAltADE  GKOUJTD    OS  THE  COMMON. 

The  order  to  remove  fences  from  the  parade 
ground  May  25,  coming  up, . 

Alderman  Pratt  stated  that  the  Committee  had 
full  powers  on  the  subject,  and  he  could  see  no 
reason  for  taking  further  action  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Council. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  it  was  true  the  Committee 
had  full  powers,  yet  he  wished  to  have  the  in- 
structions of  the  Board. 

Alderman  Gib3on  said  he  had  viewed  the  parade 
ground  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
withdrew  his  opposition  to  the  proposed  removal 
of  fences. 

Alderman  Pratt  called  for  the  reading  of  the 
order,  and  moved  that  the  Board  non  concur  in  its 
passage. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  would  be  on 
concurring. 

Alderman  Cowdin  hoped  the  Board  would  con- 
cur, for  the  military  had  a  claim  for  the  use  of  the 
parade  ground,  and  their  rights  should  be  conced- 
ed to  them.  When  the  military  were  driven  off  the 
upper  portion  of  the  Common,  this  ground  was 
given  to  them  for  their  use.  The  ground  was  then 
low,  was  filled  up  and  is  a  good  place  for  parades, 
as  far  as  it  goes.  He  therefore  moved  that  the 
Board  concur,  and  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  in 
order  to  show  who  were  the  friends  of  the  mili- 
tary. 

Alderman  Pratt  doubted  the  propriety  of  such 
action,  for  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  passage 
of  the  order. 

Alderman  Cowdin  desired  to  know  who  was  op- 
posed to  the  militia. 

Alderman  Talbot  did  not  think  it  right  to  charge 
that  any  one  was  opposed  to  the  military  because 
he  was  not  in  favor  of  allowing  them  to  occupy 
the  spot  on  the  parade  ground  which  has  been  re- 
served for  a  lawn. 

Alderman  Pratt  believed  it  was  a  question 
whether  it  was  of  more  benefit  for  the  military  to 
amuse  themselves  one  day  in  the  year,  or  drill,  if 
they  would  have  it  so,  or  whether  the  use  of  the 
ground  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  people 
,".64  davs  in  the  year.  He  objected  to  brigade  mus- 
ters on  the  Common. 

Alderman  Connor  wished  to  know  if  the  military 
had  any  more  rights  than  other  citizens. 

Alderman  C°wrdin  did  not  claim  for  them  any 
more  rights  except  when  acting  under  military 
law.  The  Common  was  dedicated  to  the  use  o'f 
the  military  as  a  training-field.  When  driven 
away  from  the  rest  of  the  Common,  the  lower  part 
of  it* was  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  military.  He 
bad  no  interest  in  the  matter  personally,  nor  did 
he  wish  to  demand  any  more  than  what 'belonged 
to  the  military.    They  had  a  right  to  go  there, 

Alderman  Connor  did  not  like  to  hear  a  demand 
made  for  the. use  of  the  Common,  and  the  assertion 
that  the  military  had  a  right  to  tear  'down  the 
fences.    If   so,  the  boys  had  also  a   right   fcb  tMT 
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down  Oie  fences.  The  military  Dia.de  about  ono- 
liixieth  part  of  the  population,  and  possessed  equal 
rights,  and  iki  more,  with  any  Other  citizen.-. 

Alderman  Cowdin  did  suppose  that  an  armed 
force  had  more  authority  than  boysatplay;  and 

he  diil  suppose  that  when' they  Were  out  Under  the 
authority  of  the  Governor  for  drill  and  discipline 
on  certain  days  that  a  place  should  be  provided  for 

them  on  which  to  drill.  They  mud  e,o  somewhere, 
and  long  since  it  was  decided  by  Judge  Thatcher 
that  when  they  were  on  duty  no  person  had  a  right 
to  go  inside  their  lines  without  permission.  They 
must  have  order  and  regulations,  and  have  a  place 
on  which  to  parade,  where  His  Honor  the  Ifayor 
and  others  may  witness  their  proficiency. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  supposed  the  fence  wi  8 
of  an  ordinary  character,  but  it  proved  to  he  like 
that  of  the  cow  pens  at  the  cattle  markets,  it 
should  he  taken  away,  and  kept  away,  if  the  space 
was  necessary  for  the  military.  If  not,  then  a  bet- 
ter fence  should  be  put  up. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  in  regard  to  legal 
rights,  the  committee  made  a  careful  investiga- 
tion, and  they  round  that  the  military  had  no  more 
legal  rights  to  the  ground  than  had  any  citizen. 
That  was  the  deliberate  judgment  of  the  legal  ad- 
viser of  the  city.  There  was  nothing  on  record  to 
show  that  they  had  any  more  rights  than  others  had . 
The  city  council  possessed  the  sole  power  to  regu- 
late ov  prohibit  the  use  of  the  Common  by  the 
military  as  well  as  by  any  class  of  citizens. 

Alderman  Cowdin  "believed  if  the  committee  had 
jrone  back  to  the  history  of  Boston,  they  would 
have  come  to  a  different  conclusion,  or  if  they  had 
consulted  the  authority  of  .John  Pickering,  former 
City  Solicitor,  they  would  have  found  the  rights  of 
the  inilitary  established.  At  the  close  of  the  late 
rebellion,  the  Governor  refused  to  allow  a  parade 
of  the  returned  soldiers  on  the  Common,  fearful 
of  their  doing  haiin.  He  had  no  fear  of  such 
men  who  had  fought  lor  their  country  and  flag. 
The  question  was  whether  the  military  had  a 
right  to  go  on. the  Common  and  drill,  by  order  of 
the  Governor,  and  if  the  committee  had  taken  the 
opinion  of  John  Pickering,  they  would  not  have 
been  in  doubt. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  Committee  ascertained 
that  it  was  the  clear  and  undoubted  right  of  the 
Council  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  Common.  The 
present  parade  ground  was  not  a  part  of  the  Com- 
mon which  was  used  as  a  training  field,  and  the 
military  had  no  claim  upon  it  for  their  use.  The 
question  of  the  expediency  of  going  upon  a  por- 
tion of  the  Common  was  a  different  proposition 
from  that  of  the  right  to  the  use  of  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  if  the  Committee  had 
looked  further  back,  they  would  have  found  that 
all  the  lands  back  of  ■  the  Common  were  but  a  part 
of  tli«  Common  lands.  Twenty-seven  years  ago, 
when  the  Common  was  extended  to  Charles  street 
and  that  street  was  laid  out,  it  was  objected  to  lay- 
ing out  the  street  and  the  Public  Garden,  because 
the  land  was  a  part  of  the  Common. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  had  the  legal  <  pinion 
of  the  City  .solicitor,  which,  if  desired,  could  he 
read. 

Alderman  Carpenter  called  for  the  question,  and 
the.vote  was  taken. 

The  order  was  passed  in  concurrence,  by  a  vote 
of  nine  to  three,  as  follows:

Nays— Braman,  Hawes,  Pratt.

Alderman  Talbot  wished  to  know  if  this  was  the 
same  linn  who  objected  to  a  steam  engine  being 
put  Into  a  building  in  the  same  ne  ghborhood  a 
sh •  >ri  time  since,  and  wli.it  has  changed  their 
opinion  bo  suddenly . 

Uderman  Cowdin  stated  that  no  objection  was 
m  ule  '„  i  their  application. 

The  report  was  accepted, 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Committee  on  Bridg- 
es, to  whom  w:i  referrfed  the  petition  cf  the  Old 
Colony  &  Newport  Kaiiroad  Co.  for  an  inspection 
and  approval  of  their  bridge-guards  within  the 
limits  of  this  county,  mide  a  repoit  with  a  rec- 
ommendation of  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order:

Alderman  Talbot  offered  the  following  preamble 
and  order: 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  have  now  under 
consideration  a  bill  to  ai.nex  the  town  of  Brighton 
and  a  portion  of  the  town  of  Brookline  to  the  city 
of  Boston  ;  and  whereas,  it  appeal  s  that  the  terri- 
tory proposed  to  be  annexed  by  said  bill  is  not  lo- 
cated, in  connection  with  the  present  boundaries 
of  the  city,  so  as  to  make  it  desirable,  uniess  the 
whole  town  of  Brookline  is  annexed;  it  is  there- 
fore 

ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Legislative  Business 
be  requested  to  remonstrate  in  behalf  of  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  against  the  passage  of  said  bill. 

Alderman  Talbot  said,  without  committing  him- 
self against  the  annexation  of  Brighton  under 
proper  circumstances,  he  thought  it  unwise  to  en- 
tertain the  measure  as  it  at  present  stood.  He 
would  like  to  know  of  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legis'ative  Business  how  wide  a  strip  of 
territory  it  was  proposed  to  take  from  Brookline. 
it  was  his  impression  that  it  was  about  as  wide  as 
Beacon  street. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  there  was  just 
enough  of  Brookline  included  so  that  Brighton 
might  be  reached  without  going  through  another 
locality.  The  original  plan  was  the  annexation  of 
a  circle  of  six  miles,  but  when  it  was  found  that 
great  opposition  was  made  from  other  towns  this 
project  was  taken  up.  The  Committee  of  the  City 
Council  held  a  meeting,  at  which  every  member 
save  one  was  present,  and  passed  a  unanimous 
vote  against  the  bill  now  before  the  Legislature. 
But  as  he  had  been  accused  of  acting  from  inter- 
ested motives,  and  misrepresenting  the  City  Gov- 
ernment, he  would  like  to  have  the  opinion  of  the 
City  Council  expressed  on  the  subject  of  annexa- 
tion. 

A  map  was  shown  to  indicate  the  form  of  the 
connecting  land  taken  from'  Brookline,  which  was 
said  to  be  marshland  only  and  not  of  much  value. 

The  order  was  passed — yeas  11,  nays  1— Alderman 
Jacobs. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Braman, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Health  be  and

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Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  it  would  noi  be 
necessary  to  close  the  bridge  before  the  fast  of  Ju- 
ly, a'ti  iii  the  meantime  the  work  on  the  draw 
would  be  well  under  way. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  his  object  in  this  delay 
waste  ascertain  whether  the  money  could  not  be 
had  i  ic.in  the  appropriation  for  a  state  tax  rather 
than  rc.-oi  ting  to  a  loan.  The  Legislature,  howev- 
er, had  not  yet  decided  how;  much  would  be  re- 
duced from  the  original  estimate  for  a  state  tax. 

'flic  order  was  passed.

The  special  assignment,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  claims,  referring  the  I'.uiiill  claim  to 
ref<  re  ,;.  was  considered. 

The  pending  question  was  stated  to  le  as  fol- 
lows: 

Alderman  Talbot  moves  to  substitute  for  the 
order  to  refer,  an  order  to  pay  Mr.  Bun  ill  $25,000. 

Alderman  JacoS's  moves  to  amend  by  inserting 
in  the  foregoing  order  $125,000  1'or  .f25,000,  and  de- 
ni  mds  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon. 

Uderman  Cow  lin  moved  a  further  amendment, 
which  Was  ru'ed  out  of  order,  there  being  two 
amendments  now  pending, 

Alderman  Cowdin  addressed  the  Hoard  as  fol- 
lows: 

Mr.  Mayor  .  According  to  the  evidence  before  us 
it,  appears  that  F.W.  Lincoln,  Jr.,  .Mayor  of  Boston, 
in  18^4  male  a  contract  with  Chaxlea  Burrill,  under 
authority  of  a  ''JoirA  Committee"  having  full  pow- 
ers, agreeing  to  pay  him  $125  per  man  tor  each 
full  man  pro  aire  1  and  credited  to  the  military 
quota,  of  ihe  city  of  Boston.  It  also  appears  that 
Hi;  Burrill  did,  at  great  time  and  expense,  procure 
a  list  duly  veiiried  of  0520  men  in  the  naval  service, 
and  ilr.  "Lincoln  (according  to  bis  letter  in  the 
case)  sent  Mr.  Burrill  to  Washington  to  get  these 
men  credited  to  the  quota  of  the  city  <  i  Boston. 
This  Mr.  Burrill  did,  and  has  not  received  one  cent 
in  payment  thereof;  and  it  appears  to  me  that  not- 
withstanding the  defence  that  has  been  set  up 
against  bis  claims  in  tjie  cour.s,  that  Mr.  Bacrill 
i    entitled  to  his  pay.' 

The  .Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Claims  of  the 
year  18;n,  to  whom  the  petition  of  Mr.  Burrill  was 
referred  asking  for  Compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices and  expenses,  report  after  examining 
into  the  matter  that  Mi.  Burrill  has  ren- 
dered some  service,  for  which  he  should 
receive  compensation,  but  they  were  unable 
to  agree  in  fixing  the  amount  of  the  same.  It 
seems  to  me,  sir,  that  we  should  pay  Mr.  Burrill 
something  for  his  meritorious  services,  and  in  esti- 
mating their  value  it  will  be  well  to  take  into  ac- 
count what  other  cities  and  towns  paid  Cor  like 
services,  as  well  as  what  our  own  city  paid  for  the 
same  to  other  parties.  In  arriving  at  this  point  it 
appears  to  me,  from  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Lincoln, 
that  be  made  similar  contracts  with  other  parties, 
and  agreed  to  pay  and  did  pay  .$100  per  man  for 
each  man  credited  to  the  quota  of  the  city. 

Ex-Alderman  Mes  singer  said  that  he  paid  $125  00 
for  naval  credits.  These  men  were  in  the  naval 
service  of  the  United  Mates  and  had  not  been 
credited  to  any  quota,  and  they  had  the  right  to 
elect  to  what  place  they  should  be  credited,  and  it 
further  appears  fioru  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Lincoln 
and  .Mr.  Burrill  that  it  was  understood  that  it  was 
this  class  of  credits  that  Mr.  Burrill  was  sent,  to 
Washington  to  obtain,  for  which  Mr.  Lincoln 
agreed  to  pay  him  sl25  00  per  man,  and  further 
that  it  c  old  not  have  been  recruits  or  new  enlist- 
ed men,  as  it  has  been  contended  by  some  parties, 
as  this  class  of  men  were  worth  from  .* 400  00  to 
$500  00  per  man  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Lincoln's  letter  accrediting  Mr.  Burrell  as 
the  agent  in  behalf  of  the  city  at  Washington, 
clearly  shows  that  naval  men  in  the  service  of  the 
United  states  was  fully  understood  by  both  par- 
ties, so  I  conclude  that  there  cannot"  be  any  dis- 
pute among  honorable  men  on  this  point.  It*  also 
appears,  Sir,  from  the  testimony,  that  Mr.  Burrill 
has  performed  the  service  that  he  agreed  to  per- 
form, and  that  the  city  owe  him  a  compensation 
for  his  services,  and  I  submit  that  some  compensa- 
tion should  be  paid  biin.  1  for  one,  Sir,  am  for  pay- 
ing him  a  just  amount,  be  it  more  or  less,  audi 
think,  too,  that  it  is  becoming  our  self-respect  to 
pay  him  at  onpe.  I  think  that  he  should  be  paid 
every  dollar  that  he  claims  according  to  his 
contracts;  but  1  understand  through  Mr,  Burrill's 
counsel  that  he  Is  willing  to  compromise  the  mat- 
ter or  refer  it  to  three  honorable  arl  itrators  to  fix 
the  amount,  and  that  he  will  abide  the  award  of 


the  said  referees.    1  feel,  Sir,  as  a  member  of   this 

Hoard,  that  it  is  my  duty  to  say  that  this  claim 
should  be  immediately  settled  in  either  way  men- 
tioned by  the  petitioner. 

If  we  conclude  to  settle  the  matter  ourselves,  I 
have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  evioence  before 
us,  from  which  it  appears  that  according  to  the 
list  of  men  furnished  by  .Mr.  Burrill  theic  were 
6529  of  these  men ;  reduced  to  three  years  enlist- 
ments amount  to  5224  three  years  enlistments. 
Mr.  Lincoln  ays  that  be  ruuoe  similar  contracts 
with  other  parties  and  paid  SluO  for  each  man 
credited.  V.  hv  should  we  not  do  the  same  with 
Mr.  Burrill  V 

it  also  appears  from  Mi.  Lincoln's  testimony. 
and  confirmed  Ly  Mr.  Ibaly,  that  the  number  of 
men  we  required  on  our  quota  at  the  time  these 
cedits  were  procured,  was  2121  men.  Now  I  sub- 
mit that  inasmuch  as  these  ca edits  were  used  by 
the  city,  and  they  thus  saved  us  from  a  dratt,  we 
should  pay  Mr.  Burrill  $100  per  man  lor  2121  men 
thus  used  by  us,  with  interest  on  the  amount  from 
the  8th  of  September,  18C4.  this  seems  to  me 
about  substantial  justice,  and  I  hope  the  order 
that  I  am  about  to  otter  will  pass. 

The  question  was  taken  on  ihe  amendment  to 
make  tin  sum  $125,000,  and  was  lost  Ly  a  vote  of 
4  yeas  to  8  nays,  as  follows; 

Yeas— Connor,  Cowdin,  Jacobs,  Pierce. 

Nays— Braman,  Carpenter,  Gibson,  Hawes,  Jen- 
kins, l'ope,  Pratt,  Talbot. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  amend  by  the  sub- 
stitution of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Charles  Burrill  in  full  settlement  of  his  claim 
against  the  city  of  Boston  for  labor  performed  and 
expenses  incurred  in  procuring  naval  and  other 
credits  upon  the  quota  of  said  city  during  the  re- 
cent civil  war  the  sum  of  .sioo  each  for  the  Llil 
men  or  credits  I  bus  obtained  ly  him  on  said  quota 
—together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  upon  said  aggregate  sum,  from  the  8th 
of  September,  18U4,  and  that  said  sum  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Keserved  Fund  for  that  purpose. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  if  the  testimony 
taken  by  the  committee  last  year  had  been  read 
by  Aldermen ;  if  so,  be  could  not  see  how  any  ar- 
gument was  necessary  to  show  the  justice  of  the 
claim.  It  was  a  stigma  upon  the  City  Government 
to  refuse  to  perform  a  contract  to  which  it  is 
bound.  Why  do  some  of  the  highest  taxpayer-  of 
the  city  petition  for  the  settlement  of  the  contract 
if  they  co  not  believe<there  is  a  just  claim?  He 
hoped  they  would  pay  what  was  proper  and  right 
in  the  matter. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  how  much  the 
amount  would  be  as  provided  by  the  substitute 
order. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  number  of  men  Mas 
2121,  which  would  give  the  sum  of  >212,100  with  in- 
terest. 

Alderman  Gibson  wished  to  know  why  he  did 
not  propose  to  pay  for  the  i;500  men. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that  we  were  short 
just  the  number  specified,  at  the  time,  and  bv  <  b- 
taining  them  the  city  was  saved  from  a  draft  of 
that  number.  Alderman  Dana,  since  deceased, 
testified  on  oath,  that  eleven  Aldermen  in  the 
Mayor's  room  advised  that  the  trade  be  made 
with  Mr.  Burrill. 

Alderman  Gibson  further  inquired  if  the  whole 
number  furnished  by  .Mr.  Burrill  was  6529,  as  staled 
by  the  Alderman,  why  compromise  it? 

Alderman  Cowdin*  replied  it  was  because  he 
knew  he  could  not  get  justice.  There  was  a  preju- 
dice against  Mr.  Burriil  and  bis  claim,  aud  he 
wished  to  get  as  much  as  he  can,  knowing  that  be 
could  not  get  pay  for  the  whole  number  of  men 
furnished  by  him. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  was  not  a  particle 
of  evidence  tbat  the  city  was  owing  Mr.  Burrill 
such  an  amount.  If  there  was  a  just  claim,  he 
woi.ld  pay  it  if  it  amounted  to  millions  of  dollars. 
Let  him  go  to  a  Court  of  Equity  and  establish  his 
claim,  and  he  would  pay  him  the  claim,  whatever 
it  might  be.  He  had  gone  to  law,  and  why  not 
fight  it  out  on  that  line?  He  was  willing  to  pay 
the  claim  manfully  when  it  was  established  by  the 
Court.    Now  it  was  but  a  hap-hazard  claim. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  if  the  Alderman  had 
read  the  contract  between  Mayor  Lincoln  and  Mr. 
Burrill. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  that  be  had  read 
through  all  the  evidence  contained  in  the  Commit- 
tee's report,  and  had  obtained  all  the  evidence  he 
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could  find  in  the  City  Hall  and  out  of  it,  but  was 
not  satisfied  that  Mr.  Buiriil  had  any  legal  claim. 

Alderman  Oowdin  read  the  the  agreement  under 
which  the  claim  was  made,  and  under  this  he  be- 
lieved Mr.  Burrill  was  entitled  to  $816,000. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  if  such  an  agreement  was 
a  binding  one.  under  it  all  of  our  estates  could  be 
conveyed  away  and  there  was  no  help  for  it.  The 
Court 'decided  that  the  Mayor  had  no  right  to  make 
such  an  agreement. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  Mayor  Lincoln  paid  him, 
as  a  recruiting  officer,  $  125  a  man  under  a  similar 
contract. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  amendment  of 
Alderman  Cowdin,  ana  it  was  rejected. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  was  opposed  to  the 
proposition  of  the  committee  for  a  refeieuee ;  Alder- 
man Talbot's  order  was  not  satisfactory  to  him  or 
the  parties,  who  it  was  understood  wished  fcr 
.■$125,000,  and  as  it  could  not  be  settled  on  the  merits 
of  the  case,  it  was  a  question  ot  compromise  and 
equity,  lie  was  willing  to  add  the  two  sums  to- 
gether and  divide  the  aggregate,  which  would 
give  $75,000,  and  on  this  he  should  ask  lor  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

Alderman  Gibson  repeated  his  former  if  mark, 
why  not  let  Mr.  Burrill  go  to  a  Court  of  Equity 
and  establish  his  claim?  After  going  to  law,  and 
failing  in  it,  he  did  not  like  to  have  him  fall  back 
on  our  sympathies,  instead  of  establishine  the 
equity  of  his  claim. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  the  City  Hall  should 
be  a  Court  of  Equity.  He  was  opposed  to  a  refer- 
ence ;  the  subject  was  urged  upon  them  by  some 
of  the  richest  men  of  the  city;  they  were  losing 
money  in  delaying  to  settle  the  question,  and  he 
was  ready  to  vote  today  on  some  sum.  They  were 
coming  nearer  together,  and  he  wished  to  get  rid 
of  it. 

Aldernrm  Gibson  said  that  in  the  settling  of  pri- 
vate claims  he  could  make  an  agreement  in  some 
way.  but  if  he  went  to  law  and  found  he  had  no 
claim,  he  would  give  it  up.  He  would  not  like  to 
take  $125,000  if  he  believed  he  had  a  claim  for 
$800,000  and  could  get  it.  He  was  not  at  liberty  to 
dispose  of  other  people's  money  by  marking.  Let 
the  courts  adjust  it,  and  let  Mr.  Burrill  go  there 
and  get  the  whole  of  it. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  Court  had  simply  de- 
cided that  the  Mayor  had  not  legal  authority  to 
make  the  contract  for  a  payment  to  obtain 
credits,  but  not  that  Mr.  Bumll'had  not  rendered 
service.  Every  person  who  has  a  claim  wishes  to 
exhaust  every  other  effort  before  going  to  the 
Courts.  AVhy  not  here  and  now  settle  this  claim? 
Mr.  Noicross  and  Mr.  Lincoln  deliberately  made 
three  propositions  to  Mr.  Burrill,  which  were  ad- 
missions that  he  had  a  claim.  As  stated  before  by 
hitn,  these  were  to  go  to  the  Courts,  submit  to  ref- 
erees or  accept  the  offer  of  $125,000.  Mr.  Norcross 
was  a  man  of  all  others  to  know  whether  he  was 
cheated  or  not. 

When  we  consider  the  character  of  these  men, 
and  their  success  in  business,  we  are  not  apt  to  be- 
lieve that  they  could  be  swindled.  Such  proposi- 
tions were  not  made  without  being  properly  con- 
sidered. The  testimomy  showed  that  these  propo- 
sitions were  pending  several  days,  and  that  the 
offer  of  $125,000  was  not  withdrawn  the  next  morn- 
ing, as  had  been  stated.  And  this  was  after  a  con- 
ference with  Judge  Curtis.  The  claim  nad  been 
standing  six  years,  and  it  was  nearer  the  truth  on 
the  hasis  of  the  propositions  made  than  on  any 
other,  as  believed  by  those  most  familiar  with  it 
at  the  time.  It  was'for  the  highest  interest  of  the 
city  that  Hie  claim  should  be  paid,  and  it  was  none 
of  our  business  how  Mr.  Burrill  had  spent  the 
money.  The  committee  of  last  year  unanimously 
agreed  that  we  were  owing  Mr.  Burrill  and  should 
pay  him. 

Alderman  Gibson  denied  that  there  was  any  evi- 
idence  of  deliberation  in  making  the  offer  to  Mr. 


Burrill.  It  was  hastily  made,  at  night,  and  with- 
drawn in  the  morning,  Mr.  IS'orcross  feeling  un- 
easy about  it  during  the  night. 

Alderman  Pierce  referred  to  page  174  of  the  tes- 
timony to  show  that  his  statement  was  correct. 

Alderman  Gibson  referred  to  pages  168  and  169, 
trom  which  he  learned  that  Mr.  .Norcross  had  no 
idea  of  paying  for  naval  credits,  but  expected  that 
Mr.  Burrill  was  to  get  men  for  service  from  the 
camp  at  Bock  Island.  It  was  not  to  be  supposed 
that  the  city  was  to  pay  for  credits  which  could 
have  been  had  without  Mr.  Burrill's  aid  under  the 
act  passed  allowing  them. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  amendment  to 
pay  $75,000,  and  the  motion  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of 
4  to  8,  as  follows : 

Keas— Carpenter,  Connor,  Cowdin,  Pierce. 

>>ays — Braman,  Gibson,  Hawes,  Jacobs,  Jenkins,  . 
Pratt,  Pierce,  Talbot. 

The  question  recurring  upon  the  order  of  Alder- 
man Talbot,  to  pay  $25,000,  Alderman  Carpenter 
moved  to  lay  it  on  the  table. 

The  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  5  to  7,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Yeas — Carpenter,  Connor,  Cowdin,  Jacobs, 
Pierce. 

Nays — Braman,  Gibson,  Hawes,  Jenkins,  Pratt, 
Pope,  Talbct. 

Alderman  Pope  moved  to  make  the  amount 
$40,000. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  $25,000  was  the 
proper  sum,  as  seen  from  his  standpoint,  and  in 
this  he  did  not  believe  injustice  would  be  dor.e 
Mr.  Burrill.  He  had  not  seen  the  enormous  sei- 
vice  which  he  peiformed  in  getting  credits  which 
would  have  fallen  to  the  city  without  his  service. 
That  he  incurred  some  expense  he  was  willing  to 
admit.  If  the  sum  proposed  was  likely  to  settle 
the  matter,  he  would  withdraw  his  opposition. 

Alderman  Jenkins  hoped  this  would  pass,  al- 
though it  was  larger  than  he  had  been  in  favor  of. 

Alderman  Gibson  did  not  believe  in  furnishing  a 
lever  for  Mr.  Burrill  to  work  with  hereafter.  If  he 
would  say  he  woiild  take  this  sum  in  settlement, 
he  wouldvote  for  it. 

Alderman  Talbot  was  not  authorized  to  speak  for 
Mr.  Burrill,  but  he  believed  this  would  be  satisfac- 
tory. As  this  was  to  go  to  the  Council,  he  did  not 
doubt  that  some  requirement  would  he  made  there 
which  would  insure  it  to  be  a  final  settlement. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  it  had  been  with  reluctance 
that  he  could  vote  for  $25,000,  yet  he  was  prepared 
to  vote  for  $40,000,  if  it  could  lie  on  the  condition  of 
final  settlement,  and  that  at  no  future  time  would 
there  he  a  further  demand.  He  would  prefer  to 
have  the  order  amended  so  that  the  Mayor,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  and  President  of  the  Common 
Council  be  authorized  to  settle  the  claim  at  $40.- 
000. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  payment  of  any 
sum, with  a  receipt  therefor,  would  bar  any  further 
claim. 

Alderman  Cowdin  believed  the  $40,000  would  be 
eaten  up  by  expense,  and  moved  to  amend  by 
making  the  amount  $50,000. 

The  Mayor  ruled  that  the  motion  was  not  in 
order. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  substitution 
of  $40,000  for  $25,000. 

Alderman  Jenkins  wished  the  distinction  made 
in  making  the  payment,  that  it  was  not  a  legal 
claim,  but  for  services  rendered. 

Alderman  Pratt,  said  he  would  vote  for  the  order 
with  the  condition  he  proposed. 

The  amendment  to  jay  $40,000  in  place  of  $25,000 
was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  8  to  4,  as  follows : 

Yeas  —  Braman,  Carpenter,  Connor,  Cowdin, 
Hawes,  Jenkins,  Pope,  Talbot. 

Nays — Gibson,  Jacobs,  Pratt,  Pierce. 

The  order,  as  amended,  was  then  passed  by  an 
unnnimous  vote. 

Adjourned  to  Thursday  evening,  8  o'clock.

Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council, 

MAY     26,     1870. 


The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  8  o'clock,  M.  E. 
Ingalls,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPKK-i  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDEHMKS. 

The  petitions  from  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company,  Francis  D.  Hall.  Addison  P. 
Wheelock,  and  of  Aaron  E.  Hovey,  were  referred 
in  concurrence. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

( Irder  to  pay  John  M.  Murphy  $624  25  for  repair- 
ing fences  on  the  Common. 

Keport  and  ordinance  providing  for  the  care  and 
education  of  neglected  children. 

The  following;  orders  were  read  twice  and  passed : 

Order  to  place  in  cha'ge  of  the  -'Land  Depart- 
ment" so  much  of  the  "Almshouse  Lot,"  on  High- 
land and  Marcella  streets,  as  is  not  required  for 
the  Discharged  .Soldiers'  Home. 

Order  for  Committee  on  Ordinances  to  report  an 
amendment  to  the  fortv-ftfth  section  of  the  ordi- 
nance concerning  the  Water  Works,  so  that  the 
quantity  of  water  used  may  be  ascertained  by 
"ieters. 

The  order  for  a  loan  of  $60,000,  to  be  applied  to 
the  rebuilding  of  Mt.  Washington  Avenue  Bridge, 
being  under  consideration,  Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12 
offered  the  following  amendment: 

"Provided  that  no  portion  of  this  money  shall  be 
expended  until  the  Committee  on  Bridges  shall 
have  advertised  for  plans  and  proposals  for  re- 
building said  bridge,  and  a  contract  shall  have 
been  made  with  responsible  parties  to  complete 
the  the  entire  structure  for  $60,000  or  less,  upon  a 
plan  satisfactory  to  the  City  Engineer." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  order  as 
amended  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  49  yeas  to  1  nay. 

The  preamble  and  order  against  the  passage  of  a 
bill  by  the  Legislature  for  the  annexation  of 
Brighton  and  a  portion  of  Brookline  to  Boston 
were  considered. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  the  Committee  on  Leg- 
islative Business  had  had  plenty  of  time  to  make 
known  the  wishes  of  the  City  Government  iu  this 
matter.  The  bill  had  taken  its  first  reading  in  the 
House,  but,  be  thought  there  was  no  need  for  fur- 
ther services  on  the  subject,  and  moved  to  lay  the 
order  on  the  table.    Carried. 

The  Keport  and  Order  of  reference  to  three 
referees  of  the  claims  of  Charles  Burrill,  with  an 
amendment  substituting  an  order  to  pay  him  §40,- 
000  in  full,  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7,  stated  that  this  matter 
had  been  hanging  fire  for  the  last  four  years,  and 
as  its  merits  ought  to  be  familiar  to  the  members 
of  the  Council,  having  been  before  the  committee 
on  claims  for  several  months,  he  moved  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules,  for  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Boor  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail.  He  had  not  had  time  for  the  studying 
of  the  testimony,  and  did  not  understand  enough 
of  it  to  come  to  a  right  conclusion.  It  had  but 
just  come  before  us,  and  he  could  not  feel  like  vot- 
ing upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  iSeaverns  of  Ward  14  did  not  wish  to  take 
action  on  the  order  until  he  knew  whether  it  would 
be  acceptable,  and  the  amount  taken  as  a  final 
settlement  of  the  claim. 

Mr.  Bishop  said  if  this  was  a  new  matter,  he 
should  ask  and  wish  for  delay  to  consider  it.  It 
was  an  old  matter,  one  which  every  boy  who  knew 
anything,  knew  everything  about,  and  had  been 
urged  upon  the  City  Government  by  prominent 
citizens.  If  it  was  but  justice  to  pay  this  claim  of 
Mr.  Burrill,  justice  had  been  delayed  too  long 
already.  It  had  been  dragged  before  the  com- 
munity to  the  public  odium,  and  it  would  have 
been  better  for  the  city  as  well  as  Mr.  Burrill  had 
it  been  paid  long  since.  If  Mr.  Burrill  will  take 
the  sum  proposed,  and  he  presum  :d  he  would,  for 
he  could  not  well  help  himself,  and  he  must  take 
what  he  can  get,  it  would  be  better  to  pay  him. 
A9  there  is  a  near  approach  to  terms.  It  would  be 
but  a  matter  of  justice  to  settle  the  claim  at  once. 


Mr.  Poor  said  he  was  not  aware  before  that  this 
mailer  had  been  before  the  Common  Council,  and 
was  not  aware  that  the  Committee  had  reported  on 

it  here  before.  If  bifl  memory  served  him.  this 
was  the  first  time  it  had  been  before  the  Council. 
He  was  not  ready  to  act  upon  so  important  a  mat- 
ter, and  Doped  it  would  not  be  hurried  along,  but 
that  time  would  be  allowed  to  understand  it. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  lost,  19  to 
27. 

The  following  report,  which  was  made  a nd  ac- 
cepted in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  this  evening, 
was  accepted  in  concurrence: 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the  Treasury, 
to  whom  were  referred  the  accounts  of  the  City 
and  County  Treasurer,  for  the  year  ending  April 
30,  1870,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

That  thev  have  made  a  careful  examination  of 
the  accounts,  and  compared  them  with  the  records 
in  the  Treasurer's  office,  and  they  finu  that  the  en- 
tries correspond  with  the  receipts  and  vouchers 
on  file. 

The  business  of  the  office  during  the 

year  has  amounted  to  117,746,061  28 

On  city  account 17,431,210  47 

On  county  account 314,840  81 

Being  an" increase  over  the  previous 

year  of $1,665,375  53 

The  balance  of  cash  on  hand  was  §1,229,727  19. 
The  amount  of  bonds  and  notes  held  by  the  city 
was  $882,154  15.  The  amount  of  bonds  for  sales  of 
lands  purchased  for  the  widening  of  streets  was 
$237,726  47. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  in  Europe,  a 
certain  sum  in  gold  and  bank  bills  was  stolen  from 
the  office;  and  after  every  effort  had  been  made  to 
recover  the  amount  taken,  there  still  remained  a 
deficit  of  $1746  in  gold,  which  was  made  up  by  the 
Treasurer  from  his  personal  funds.  The  system 
upon  which  the  business  of  this  office  is  conducted 
would  have  made  it  impossible  for  the  embezzle- 
ment to  occur  had  it  not  been  for  the  absence  of 
the  Treasurer ;  and  it  should  be  remembered  that 
his  absence  was  caused  by  city  business,  and  was 
under  the  directi  on  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
of  last  year. 

ELECTION  OF  CITY  AHD  COUNTY  TREASURER. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  came  in  for  a  convention 
for  choice  of  City  and  County  Treasurer,  when 
Frederick  U.  Tracy  was  reelected,  by  a  vote  of  63, 
to  1  for  G.  I*.  Darrow.    The  Board  then  withdrew. 

ELECTION  OF  AUDITOR. 

Alfred  T.  Turner  was  reflected  Auditor  of  Ac- 
counts, in  concurrence,  by  a  vote  of  52  to  1  each 
for  two  other  persons. 

UNFINISHED  BUSIITESS. 

The  order  to  sell  the  lot  of  land,  purchased  by 
the  city  on  Bowker  street,  in  settlement  of  dam- 
ages for  the  widening  of  said  street,  the  proceeds 
of  said  sale  to  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

The  following  orders  were  passed: 

Order  to  sell  at  public  auction  the  portions  of 
certain  estates  left  after  the  widening  of  Hanover 
street,  between  Court  and  Commercial  streets,  in 
settlement  of  damages  for  the  widening  of  said 
Hanover  street. 

Order  authorizing  the  purchase  of  the  estate  of 
B.  F.  Whittemore  in  settlement  of  damages  for  the 
widening  of  Hanover  street,  at  thirteen  thousand 
dollars. 

The  orders  to  disband  Engine  Companies  17  and 
19,  to  change  the  organization  of  Engine  Companies 
16,  18,  20,  and  21,  and  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
panies 6  and  7,  and  for  the  Committee  on  Salaries 
to  report  an  order  establishing;  the  salaries  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  fire  Department  of 
Ward  16,  being  on  their  passage, 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16.  moved  to  substitute  for 
the  orders  under  consideration,  the  orders  which 
were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  retain 
the  present  engines  and  companies  on  a  basis  of 
an  appropriation  of  $20,000. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  moved  that  the  several 
orders,  with  amendments,  be  recommitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department.    Lost — 21  to  27. 

Mr.  Temple  said  he  wished  merely  to  say  that 
the  proposed  arrangement  would  be  satisfactory 
to  the  Council,  to  the  citizens,  and  to  the  people 
of  Ward  16.  The  arrangement  was  satisfactory 
to  seven-eighths  of  the  people  ami  to  every  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Government  from  his  ward.  The 
pay  was  distributed  mainly  among  four  compa- 
nies, yet  the  organization  and  engines  arc  all  kept 
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up  for  the  protection  of  the  several  villages  in 
that  section  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3,  said  if  the  people  of  Dor- 
chester were  to  have  water,  it  would  be  well  to 
have  the  subject  recommitted  and  to  consider 
what  may  be  necessary  to  be  done  in  connection 
with  the 'water  question.  The  Committee  visited 
the  territorv  thoroughly,  and  were  satisfied  that 
six  engines  were  too  miich.  He  objec'ed  to  hav- 
ing thi,  order  log-rolled  or  pushed  through  to  the 
(li'siegiril  of  the  wishes  of  the  citizens,  and  it  was 
no  more  than  right  that  it  should  be  recommitted. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  41  to  1G,  and  the. 
orders  as  they  came  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
were  parsed  in  concurrence.

James  Freeman  Clarke  and  (59*  others,  for 
the  opening  of  the  Public  Library  on  Sunday.  .Re- 
ferred to  Committee  on  the  Library. 

REPORTS   OF   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Wilkins  of  Ward  9,  from  the  Committee  on 
Public  Instruction,  to  whom  was  relerred  the 
request  of  the  School  Committee,  that  addi- 
tional accommodations  be  provided  forthe|Win- 
throp  street  primary  school,  by  enlarging  the 
present  schoolhouse,"  or  erecting  a  new  building, 
made  a  report  recommending  that  the  building 
be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  two  rooms  on  land 
already  owned  by  the  city.  The  passage  of  the  ac- 
comoanving  order  is  accordingly  recommended  : 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  requested  to  procure  plans  and  estimates 
forthe  enlargement  of  the  Winthrop  street  prima- 
ry schoolhouse,  by  the  addition  of  two  rooms,  said 
plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Public 
Instruction,  and  the  expense  of  procuring  the  same 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropiation  for  primary 
schools,  public  buildings. 

The  report  wa&  accepted,  and  the  order  was  read 
the  first  time. 

Mr.  Wilkins,  from  the  same  Committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  request  of  the  School  Committee 
that  certain  additions  and  alterations  be  made  in 
the  Dearborn  school  House,  made  the  following  re- 
port. 

The  main  building  of  the  present  schoolhouse 
was  erected  in  1851 :  and  a  large  brick  ell  was 
erected  in  1858.  Ibree  rooms  in  the  attic  and 
twelve  rooms  in  other  portions  of  the  building  are 
now  occnpied — the  average  attendance  being  750 
scholars.  The  natural  increase  of  scholars  in  the 
district  has  averaged  about  fifty  per  annum;  but 
this  average  has  lately  been  largely  increased  by 
new  families  moving  into  the  ward, 
i  In  order  to  furnish  proper  accommodations  for 
the  pupils  the  root  of  the  building  should  be  raised 
and  additions  made  so  as  to  give  fourteen  rooms 
on  the  first  and  second  floors  and  two  rooms  and 
an  exhibition  hall  on  the  third  floor.  New  heating 
apparatus  is  required,  and  a  proper  system  of  ven- 
tilation should  be  introduced. 

The  yard  should  be  eidarged  by  extending  it  to 
Hartopp  place,  and  new  outbuildings  should  be 
constructed.  The  land  proposed  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  yard  is  now  owned  by  the  city,  having 
been  purchased  for  school  purposes. 

On  the  easterly  side  of  the  schoolhouse  there  is 
a  large  open  space,  which  was  set  apart  before  the 
annexation  of  Hoxbury,  as  a  public  park. 

To  make  the  alterations  we  have  designated,  the 
sum  of  $40,000  was  included  in  the  estimates  for 
the  annual  appropriation,  and  the  expenditure  of 
that  amount  will  make  a  first-class  schoolhouse, 
which  will  tend  to  an  improvement  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  give  great  satisfaction  to  the  proper- 
ty holders  in  the  vicinity.  Ihe  Committee  there- 
fore recommed  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  requested  to  procure  plans  and  estimates 
for  raising  the  roof  and  furnishing  additional 
rooms  and  a  hall  in  the  Dearborn  schoolhouse ; 
also  for  introducing  water,  new  heating  appara- 
tus, a  system  of  ventilation,  enlarging,  fencing 
and  paving  the  yard,  and  erecting  proper  outbuild- 
ings— said  plans  to  be  approved  Dy  the  Committee 
on  Public  Instruction,  and  the  expense  of  procur- 
ing the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  the  Dearborn  Schoolhouse. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  read. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  moved  that  the  order  be 
committed  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings. 

Mr.  Wilkins  did  not  see  the  necessity  for  such 


action.  The  proposed  alteration  had  been  pro- 
vided for  in  the  General  Appropriation  bill. 

Mr.  Wells  wished  to  know  what  the  money  was 
to  lie  expended  for. 

Mr.  Wilkins  further  remarked  that  by  the  order 
the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  were  request- 
ed to  procure  plans  and  estimates,  and  nothing 
could  be  done  without  their  action  first  on  the 
subject. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  carried,  by  a  vote  oi  24 
to  8. 

Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  9,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  order  in  relation  to  contracts  with  city  officers, 
made  a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  ordinance: 

Section  1.  AH  bills  against  the  city  for  labor  per- 
formed or  materials  furnished,  in  which  any  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Council,  or  of  any  Board,  or  any 
individual  chosen  bv  the  City  Council,  or  by  either 
branch  thereof,  is  interested,  in  a  private  capac- 
ity, either  directly  or  indirectly,  shall  be  approved 
and  allowed  by  express  vore  of  the  City  Council 
before  being  passed  by  the  Auditor  or  paid  by  the 
Treasurer.  And  no  bill  against  the  city  for  labor 
or  materials,  in  which  any  member. of  the  City 
Council,  or  of  any  Board,  or  any  individual  chosen 
by  the  City  Council,  or  by  either  branch  thereof, 
is  interested  in  a  private  capacity,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  city, 
either  in  law  or  equity,  until  it  shall  have  been 
approved  and  allowed  by  express  vote  of  the  City 
Council. 

Section  2  repeals  the  ordinance  of  Dec.  23, 1850, 
and  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith. 

The  ordinance  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Rich,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  Public  Institutions,  that  certain  amendments 
be  made  in  the  ordinance  relating  to  public  insti- 
tutions, made  the  following  report: 

By  the  seventh  section  of  the  ordinance  in  rela- 
tion to  the  public  institutions,  the  Directors  are 
required  to  advertise  for  sealed  proposals  when 
the  supplies  or  materials  to  be  obtained  exceed  in 
value  the  sum  of  #300.  It  appears  that  this  pro- 
vision of  the  ordinances  has  not  heretofore  been 
complied  with;  and  it  is  represented  that  a  strict 
compliance  would  not  be  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  city. 

The  only  department  similarly  restricted  in  the 
purchase  of  supplies  is  tue  East  Boston  Ferries, 
the  Directors  being  required  to  advertise  for  pro- 
posals when  the  value  exceeds  the  sum  of  S500. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  these  provis- 
ions are  calculated  to  hamper  the  two  Boards  un- 
necessarily in  the  management  of  their  depart- 
ments; and  they  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  amendments  tj  the  pres-.-nt  ordi- 
nances. 

Ordinance  in  relation  to  public  institutions: 

Section  1.  The  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  pub- 
1  ic  institutions,  printed  in  the  edition  of  laws  and 
ordinances  for  1869.  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  section  7  all  between  the  word  "price"  in 
the  fourth  line  and  the  word  "no"  in  the  tenth 
line;  also  by  striking  out  the  second  and  third 
lines  in  the  eighth  section. 

ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  EAST  BOSTON  FERRIES. 

Section  1.  The  ordinance  to  establish  a  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  East  Boston  ferries,  printed  in 
City  Document  No.  17  of  the  year  1870,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  ninth  section  all 
between  the  word  "Council"  in  the  seventh  line 
and  the  word  "no"  in  the  nineteenth  line. 

These  ordinances  were  severally  read  once. 

Mr.  Rich  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the 
passage  of  the  ordinances. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  passage  of  the 
ordinances  would  not  be  hurried;  for  if  they  had 
lived  to  this  time  under  these  ordinances,  they 
could  awhile  longer.  He  wished  to  look  up  the 
ordinances,  to  see  what  changes  were  proposed. 

Mr.  Rich  did  not  wish  to  "hurry  the  passage  of 
the  ordinances,  and  withdrew  his  motion. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets  of  the  Common  Council,  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of 
Boylston  street,  between  Washington  and  Tre- 
mont  streets,  submitted  the  following  report: 

The  necessity  for  improving  the  facilities  for 
travel  through  this  street  has  long  been  recog- 
nized; and  a  partial  widening  has  been  •made  by 
previous  City  Governments.    The  delay  in  com- 
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pleting  ihe  improvement  was  caused  by  the  desire 
to  avoid  excessive  damages  to  leasehold  estates. 
An  opportunity  is  now  afforded  for  making  the 
improvement  at  less  expense  than  at  any  time 
hereafter. 

A  new  building  is  about  being  erected  on  the 
large  estate  owned  by  Charles  Francis  Adams,  on 
the  corner  of  JL'remont  street,  and  the  proprietors 
of  Boylston  Market  have  given  notice  that  their 
leases  expire  this  year;  and  they  propose  to 
make  certain  alterations  in  the  basement  of  their 
building  on  the  corner  of  Washington  street. 

Ihe  estimated  total  expense  for  taking  3579 
square  feet  of  land,  and  cutting  or  moving  back 
buildings,  including  all  damages,  amounts  to  #99,- 
433  50.  in  order  to  cover  all  contingencies,  an  ap- 
propriation of  #115,000  is  asked  for. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  expense  can  un- 
doubtedly be  assessed  under  the  betterment  law. 

The  Committee  would,  therefore,  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Ihe  order  being  on  its  passage, 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  it  seemed  to  him  that 
the  proposed  widening  was  uncalled  for.  He  could 
not  see  the  necessity  of  spending  $125,000  to  give, 
the  Metropolitan  Bailroad  Company  an  opportu- 
nity to  lay  another  track.  The  use  of  Temple  place 
had  been  given  to  this  railroad  company  to  lay 
down  a  track  so  that  the  streets  would  not  be  so 
much  biocked,  yet  they  did  not  use  it.  He  thought 
it  time  to  stop  and  finish  up  the  street  widenings 
and  extensions  'Which  had  already  been  com- 
menced, such  as  Atlantic  avenue,  Broadway  ex- 
cision, Hanover  street,  &c,  before  commencing 
any  more. 

Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  said  he  was  in  favor  of 
the  order.  Living  in  the  outer  portion  of  the  city. 
»  he  was  in  favor  of  finishing  up  all  the  streets  in 
ihis  part  of  the  city,  so  that  something  could  be 
r.oi>e  in  his  section.  The  construction  of  sewers 
an  :  the  grading  of  streets  he  declared  to  be  neg- 
cce.i  in  his  section,  and  it  was  found  difficult  to 
ge     he  superintendent  of  streets  to  do  anything. 

.  i.  Weiis  was  of  the  belief  that  something  had 

eeii  done  in  the  section  of  the  city  spoken  ol,  and 

pi  le  i  if  the  same  proportional  amount  of  appro- 

ons  had  not  been  made  as  in  other  sections. 

bis  objection  to  this  street  widening  was  on 

ount  of  the  expense  to  allow  the  railroad  com- 

y  to  lay  another  track.    The  city  should  not 

quired  to  lay  out  so  much  expense  for  a  rail- 

d   cracfe.      It  was  time  that  the    corporation 

should  <t<  something  for  street  widenings. 

Mr,  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  it  was  not  the  rail- 
road coinpai.y  alone  that  was  benefited  by  these 
street  wiueniigs.  By  the  laying  of  more  tracks 
the  citizens  are  benefited  and  are  enabled  to  get 
up  and  down  from  their  homes  to  their  business. 
Ihese  roads  are  a  very  important  means  of  con- 
veyance, lie  believed,  however,  there  was  a  ne- 
csssity  lor  a  widening  of  this  street. 

Mr.  Wells  further  remarked  upon  the  injustice  of 
widening  streets  for  the  benefit  of  the  railroad 
company,  and  thought  it  was  time  to  stop  widen- 
ing streets. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13,  thought  the  remarks  of 
the  gentleman  had  some  force,  but  not  as  a  suffi- 
cient ground  to  prevent  the  widening  of  this  street. 
The  street  was  constantly  blocked  up.  much  to  the 
dejay  of  passengers  from  the  Highlands  and  other 
wards.  He  thought  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 
to  blame  for  not  enforcing  their  orders  against  the 
railroad  corporation  in  requiring  the  running  of 
his  thn  ugh  Temple  place,  although  he  had  seen  a 
notice  that  they  were  about  to  do  so.  With  the 
large  amount  of  money  paid  by  the  people  to  this 
corporation,xthey  weve  entitled  to  cheaper  andbet- 
ter  ace  'liimoditions. 


Mr.  Frost  Of  Ward  !i  thought  this  a  matter  which 
could  not  well  be  refused.  There  was  not  a  place  in 

Boston  which  needed  improvement  more  than 
this,  from  being  constantly  blocked  up.  The  pres- 
ent was  a  favorable  time,  and  if  done  at  any  fu- 
ture time  it  must  be  at  a  much  larger  expense.  Be 
did  not  suppose  the  horse  railroad  woulcf  want  any 
more  tracks,  and  if  there  were  no  tracks  there, 
the  street  would  be  much  blocked. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor  of  V\  aid  7  the  main 
question  was  ordered,  by  a  rote  of  28  to  11. 

The  order  failed  of  its  passage  by  a  vote  of  42 
yeas  to  G  nays,  not  two-thirds  of  the  Council.  The 
nays  were— Barnard,  lioing,  (Juinn,  Bobbins,  Tav- 
lor,   Wells. 

Mir.  Bobbins  subsequently  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  rejection  of  the  order,  which  was  car- 
ried, when  it  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Hi- 
rectors  lor  Public  Institutions  was  laid  before  the 
Council  in  print,  and  was  ordered  to  be  sent  up. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  10  offered  an  order,  which 
was  read  once,  that  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Frederic  F.  Tracy  $174(1  in  gold,  to  reimburse  Jiini 
for  the  amount  stolen  from  the  City  Treasury. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5.  an  order 
was  passed  to  pay  bills  of  persons  directly  or  in- 
directly connected  with  the  City  Government. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  made  a  report 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order : 

Ordered,  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  to  borrow,  under  the  direction  of  'the 
Committee  on  Finance,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
S2,000,000,  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  payable  this 
year,  and  that  all  money  obtained  under  this  order 
be  made  payable  on  or' before  the  30th  of  April, 
1871,  the  close  of  this  financial  year. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  10  offered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  requested  to  introduce  the  necessary  fix- 
tures tor  a  supply  of  water  in  the  Lewis  School- 
house;  also  to  properly  grade  the  yard  of  said 
schoolhouse,  furnish  drains  and  construct  suitable 
sidewalks  around  the  lot,  the  expense  of  doing 
said  work  to  be  charged  to  the  Appropriation  for 
Grammar  schools,  Public  Buildings. 

The  order  was  read  and  reierred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Buildings, 

Mr.  Gray,  of  Ward  12.  offered  the  following  order  : 

Ordered,  Chat  a  special  committee,  consisting  ol 
three  on  the  part  of  the  Common  Council,  with 
such  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  join,  be  ap- 
pointed to  make  arrangements  for  providing  music 
once  or  twice  each  week  during  the  summer,  on 
Boston  Common,  at  South  Boston,  East  Boston, 
the  Highlands  and  Dorchester,  the  expense  there- 
for, not  exceeding  s'3000.  to  be  chaiged  to  the  ap- 
propriation for  incidentals. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3,  Haymarkct 
square  was  added  to  the  order. 

On  motion  of  air.  l'oor  of  Ward  10,  Blackstoue 
square  was  added. 

Mr.  Wells  moved  to  add  Orchard  square,  but  on 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13,  modi- 
fied his  motion  to  make  it  Flijt  square.

RESIGNATION   Or    CHURCH    NTKKKV     COM  M  IssloM.K  . 

The  Mayor  communicated  to  the  Board  the  res- 
ignation of  Francis  Richards.  Commissioner  on  the 
Church  Street  District,  which  was  accepted  bv 
him,  having  Cully  discharge  d  the  duty  for  which 
he  was  appointed,  and  the  work  having  been  com- 
pleted. The  communication  of  Mr.  Richards  was 
as  follows,  addressed  to  the  Mayor. 

Sir — The  work  intrusted  to  me"  as  Commissioner 
on  the  Church  Street  District  under  your  appoint- 
ment, dated  Jan.  11,  1870,  ha?  been  substantia ll\ 
completed,  and  I  hereby  tender  my  resignation  of 
the  office,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  "day  of  June. 

At  the  time  of  my  appointment," the  work  of 
raising  the  grade  of  the  territory  and  raising  and 
underpinning  the  buildings  hail  been  completed, 
but  settlements  had  been  effected  with  only  about 
half  the  former  owners  of  property  taken  "by  the 
city.  The  committee  of  last  year  had  passed  the 
necessary  votes  for  the  reconveyance  of  all  estates 
not  surrendered,  but  the  details  of  settlement  had 
not  been  ai  ranged,  and  many  of  the  former  owners 
were  dissatisfied  with  the  terms  proposed. 

Early  in  January  the  Supreme  Court  gave  notice 
that  all  those  who' desired  to  join  in  the  bill  in  equi- 
ty, filed  under  the  provisions  "1  Chapter  308  of  the 
acts  of  1867,  must  do  so  on  or  before  the  first  Tues- 
day m  April.  As  those  who  sonajfat  redress  in 
Court  were  only  entitled  to  the  value  of  their  es- 
tates at  the  time  of  taking,  and  could  not  claim  a 
reconveyance,  the  Committee  gave  notice  that  the 
terms  ot  settlement  must  be  agreed  upon  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time  designated  by  the 
Court. 

The  increased  value  of  the  property  from  the 
operations  of  the  city  was  sufficient  to  make  the 
terms  of  settlement  proposed  by  the  committee 
preferable  to  the  settlement  provided  in  the  bill, 
and  at  the  present  time  there  is  only  one  person 
whose  estate  is  in  a  condition  to  be  re-conveyed 
who  has  not  accepted  those  terms.  The  other  per- 
sons who  have  joined  in  the  bill  in  equity  are  two 
former  owners  of  estates  taken  for  school  pur- 
poses, one  former  owner  of  an  estate  partly  taken 
for  widening  a  street,  and  four  lessees.  The"  claims 
of  the  lessees  are  covered  by  the  settlements  with 
the  owners,  who  have  given'obligations  to  save  the 
city  harmless. 

'there  are  a  few  estates  for  which  the  deeds  have 
not  yet  been  given,  although  the  terms  of  settle- 
ment have  been  agreed  upon.  Those  who  have 
neglected  to  have  their  deeds  made  out,  and  have 
failed  to  enter  a  suit,  have  lost  all  legal  claims  up- 
on the  city,  even  for  the  value  of  their  property 
taken.  There  is  no  disposition,  however,  on  the 
part  of  the  city  to  take  advantage  of  their  negli- 
gence. It  is  a  matter  of  the  deepest  satisfaction 
to  the  undersigned,  that  this  great  sanitary  work, 
in  the  prosecution  of  which  he  has  borne  a  some- 
what important  pait,  has  been  completed  for  a 
considerable  sum  less  than  the  original  estimates, 
and  that  a  great  public  improvement  has  been 
carried  out  without  any  hardship  to  individuals.

OUSTRUCTIONS    IN    CHARLES     RIVER    AT   THE     FOOT 
OF  MOUNT  VERNON  STREET. 

A  communication  was  received  from  K.  II.  Sav- 
age, Chief  of  Police,  in  relation  to  the  order  di- 
recting him  to  remove   all   obstructions  on   Mount 
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.  Vernon  street  west  of  Brimmer  street,  and  to  pre- 
vent by  legal  means  the  mooring-  ot  any  boat  house 
or  Coating  landing  at  the  loot  of  said  street,  in 
which  he  sayc : 

"I  immediately  visited  the  premises,  and  found 
the  following  named  obstructions,  viz.,  a  wood 
fence  across  the  street,  about  twenty  feet  from  the 
water;  a  small  pile  of  lumber  lying  near  the  bank 
■wall :  the  end  of  a  plank  walk  extending  on  to  the 
whaif,  about  six  feet,  and  leading  to  the  boat 
house  moored  about  twenty  feet  from  the  wall. :  It 
.  is  not  supposed  that  the  fence  was  intended  to  be 
included  in  the  order,  as  it  was  placed  there  by  the 
ciry  to  prevent  accidents. 

'i'he  lumber  and  so  much  of  the  plank  walk  as 
extended  over  the  street,  have  been  removed.  In 
relation  to  that  part  of  the  order  requii  ir,g  me  'to 
prevent  by  legal  means  the  mooring  of  any  boat- 
house  or  floating  landing  at  the  foot  of  said 
street,'  I  have  as  yet  takenno  definite  action,  but 
herewith  transmit  a  copy  of  the  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture granting  a  right  to  Samuel  I*.  Gushing  to 
maintain  a  floating  boat  house  in  Charles  liver, 
near  the  foot  of  Aiou.  t  Vernon  street,  and  also  a 
copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  in  relation 
to  the  powers  and  rights  of  the  city  of  Boston  in 
the  premises.         1  have  the  honor  to  be,  &c.

The  City  Solicitor,  in  his  opinion,  states  that  the 
City  Government  has  no  such  control  of  the  waters 
in  the  harbor  outside  of  the  sea  wall,  at  the  foot  of 
Mount  Vernon  street,  as  will  enable  it  to  maintain 
•  an  action  of  trespass  against  any  person  who 
places  obstructions  in  those  waters.  The  Legisla- 
ture, by  Chapter  353  of  the  Acts  of  1869,  authorized 
the  measure  objected  to.  '  .  ■    - 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated,  in  relation  to  the 
above  matter,  that  the  only  recourse  to  be  had 
was  to  the  Harbor  Commissioners,  who,  by  the 
act,  could  revoke  the  location  of  this  floating  boat- 
house  or  landing;  and  in  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  Paving  he  protested  against  its  being  allowed 
to  remain  there. 

The  communication  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on 
file.

Company  $120,000,  and  in  addition  thereto 
that  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to  convey  to  the  said 
Company  the  balance  of  the  estate  purchased  of 
Seth  Adams  in  the  settlement  of  damages  for  the 
extension  of  Broadway,  the  same  being  in  full  for 
all  damages,  including  grade  damages,  occasioned 
by  the  extension  of  Broadway  by  a  resolve  of  May 
3, 1869,  the  city  reserving  the  right  to  control  the 
use  of  the  area  under  the  Broadway  bridge,  abut- 
ting upon  the  land  authorized  to  be  conveyed"  and 
upoii  the  land  belonging  to  said  Company",  and  re- 
serving the  further  right  to  lease  the  said  area 
only  to  the  South  Boston- Iron- Company  or  their 
assigns,  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  Broadway 
Extension  Loan.  - 

Alderman  Jenkins  inquired  if  the  city  held  the 
fee  of  the  land  in  question? 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  •  that"  the  city  held  a 
deed,  which  was ' something  more '-than -a  street 
deed,  for  the  piece  of  land,  which  was  covered -in 
by  a  brick  wall,  and  of  no  great  value.  Should  it 
be  put  to  use  it  could  be  only  for  storage.  .If  at 
any  time  it  should  be  found  necessary  or  desirable 
to  build  the  roadway  solid,'  there  would  be  no 
rights  which  the  city  would  have  to  pay  for.  It 
was  believed  to  be  of  little  value  to  any  one  except 
to  this  Company,  who  own  will  the  land  on  each 
side. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  the  deed  was  an 
absolute  one,  and  of  the  title  of  the  city  to  the 
land  therecould'  be  no  question.  Should  the  street 
be  discontinued  the  city  would  continue  to  hold 
the  fee  in  the  land.  -  . 

Alderman  Talbot  did  not  quite  agree  with  the 
Alderman  as  to  the  absolute  character  of  the 
deed.  .  '       • 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  city  was  barred 
from  using  this  place  for  storage?    - 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  these  abutters 
would  not  have  anything  to  do  with  the  matter  if 
other  parties  were  to  hire  it.  It  would  be  bad  pol- 
icy for  the  city  to  store  combustible  material  under 
the  bridge,  which  might  be  seriously  damaged 
should  these  combustible  materials  get -on  tire. 
If  rented  at  all  it  would  only  be  at  a  nominal  value. 
There  was  not  much  more  than  a  half  acre  of 
land. 

'  Alderman  Gibson  said  the  city  must  have 'paid 
the  parties  more  than  if  the  ground  was  level,  and 
if  large  damages  were  paid,  he  could  not  see  how 
these  abutters  could  claim  any  exclusive  use  of 
this  large  space. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  the  city  held  a  per- 
fect right  to  the  land,  under  a  street  deed,  and  it 
becomes  the  property  of  the  city  if  it  is  used  or  not. 
There  is,  however,  no  access  to  it  except  over  the 
land  of  the  abutters  through  a  brick  wall,  the  door 
of  which  is  not  sufficientlylarge  to  admit  the  pass- 
age of  teams.  The  abutters  are  willing  to  lease 
the  space,  so  that  no  other  parties  can  ,use  it.  •  It 
would  not  answer  for  the  storage  of  any  property 
of  a  combustible  character. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  it  to  have  been  a 
worse  bargain  than  he  had  supposed,  if  the  city 
was  barred  from  making  use  of  the  space  to  a  good 
advantage.  On  visiting  the  bridge,  it  occurred  to 
him  that  it  might  be  put  to  Considerable  profit. 
Here  was  a  building,  in  effect,  with  a  roof  compos- 
ed of  a  tight  flooring  of  the  bridge  overhead.  COO 
feet  in  length,  CO  in  width,  and  15  feet  high;  which 
nobody  but  this  company  could  use- 

Alderman  Bra  man  inquired  hmv  this  space  was 
to  be  gr.t  at. 

-■ 
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Alderman  Gibson  replied,  by  entering  a  hale 
through  tin-  bulkhead. 

Alderman  Connor  said  it  could  only  be  done  ex- 
cept by  cutting  through  a  solid  wall. 

Alderman  Giuson  believed  the  space  to  be  very 
valuable,  and  itsu.se  should  be  open  to  competi- 
tion. 

Alilerman  Connor,  in  reference  to  its  being  in 
effect  a  building,  said  it  was  a  building  only  with- 
out sides,  and  it  would  not  be  allowed  to  board  up 
these  sides. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  his  question  in  the  outset 
was  U  simple  one,  relating  to  the  fee  of  the  city  in 
the  land,  ior  it  might  happen  sometime  that  the 
street  should  be  discontinued,  and  as  this  had 
lieen  satisfactorily  answered  that  the  city  would 
have  the  right  to  convey  such  land,  he  "had  no 
opposition  to  make  to  the  order. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  started  with  an  idea 
similar  to  that  of  Alderman  Gibson,  that  this  land 
might  be  put  to  some  profitable  use.  It  was,  how- 
ever, of  no  substantial  value,  ft  was  valued  at 
$1  a  foot  under  the  nridge,  and  the  rent  at  that 
small  valuation  could  not  amount  to  much,  or  at 
the  interest  of  more  than  f  1000  a  year.  The  Iron 
Company  did  not  care  to  settle  with  the  poition 
of  the  Adams  property  if  any  body  but  themselves 
was  to  have  the  use  of  this  area.  The  city  owns 
the  fee  of  the  Adams  property.  As  abutters  these 
parties  would  have  the  right  to  go  upon  their  land. 
It  would  be  of  little  value  for  storage.  If  gentle- 
men wished  to  have  further  time  to  look  at  this 
matter,  it  can  lie  over. 

Alderman  Gibson  further  remarked  upon  the 
desirableness  of  getting  something  out  of  this 
place,  and  of  making  an  opening  to  get  to  it,  if 
necessary. 

Alderman  Connor  replied  that  by  the  plans  of 
the  Engineers  the  brick  wall  was  necessary  to 
steady  the  bridge,  and  it  would  not  be  safe  to  take 
away  any  portion  of  it. 

Alderman  Pope  moved  that  the  order  be  laid  on 
the  table  for  one  week.    Carried.

Washington  Avenue  bridge  came  up, 
amended  to  provide  that  advertisement  for  pro- 
posals to  repair  said  bridge  shall  be  made.  The 
amendment  was  concurred  in. 

The  order  to  pay  bills  of  members  of  the  City 
Government  was  passed  in  concurrence. 
-A  report  and  order  for  alterations  in  the  Dear- 
born Schoolhouse  coining  up,  referred  to  Commit- 
tee.On  Public  Buildings, 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  report  came 
from  the  Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  the 
proper  source  of  originating  such  measures,  and 
there  was  no  reason  for"  the  reference  made  in  the 
other  branch.  'This  Committee  had  a  right  to  de- 
cide'J  when  schoolhouse's  Weeded  repair,  and  he 
hoped  the  Council  would  non-concur.  • 

Alderman  Pratt  said  the  principle  had  been  set- 
tled in  this  ntatter  in  former  years,  and  there  was 
no'questlori  as  to  the  rights-of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Instruction  m  determining  what  the  neces- 
sities of  the  public  Schools  require. 

Alderman  Cenner  said  he  was  assured  by  the  gen- 
tleman who  made  the  motion  to  refer  in  the  other 
branch,  that  he  did  so  ft  bin  a  mistake.  Assuming 
the  nght  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Instruction 
to  determine  these  matter?,  yet  as  this  must  event- 
ually go  to  the  Committee  oil  Public  Buildings,  he 
was  willing  to  yield  and  waive  all  etiquette  in  re- 
lation t6  the  matter. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  this  was  the  ola  question, 
which  had  been  in  controversy  and  settled,  and 
the  Board  should  insist  in  its  non-concurrence. 

The  ebneurrence  was  lost,  4  to  7,  when  the  order 
was  passed. 

An  order  contemplating  certain  improvements 
in  the  building  and  yard  of  the  Lewjs  School  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Buddings,  in 
cbr^-m-rein  e.

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  the  peti- 
tions of  Lucius  W.  Knight  and  wife,  and  of  John 
B.  Mullin  and  Margaret  Mullin,  for  grade  damages 
on  Harrison  avenue. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated,  in  reference  to  this 
class  of  petitions,  that  an  agreement  was  made 
with  the  Boston  &  Albany  HaUroad  Company,  by 
which  that  company  is  to  pay  all  the  grade  dain- 
ages  occasioned  by  the  raising  of  the  bridge  and 
sweet  to  the  new  grade.  No  other  course,  then  , 
could  be  pursued,  but  to  give  petitioners  leave  to 
withdraw. 

The  reports  were  accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  to  two  news- 
boys, and  to  one  boot  black;  also  for  transfer  of 
wagon  license,  and  forlicerses  to  four  persons  as 
victuallers  and  innholders,  and  for  wagon  licenses. 
Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Sewers, 
reported  reference  to  Committee  on  Paving  on  pe- 
tition of  Charles  Hunt  for  a  culvert  sewer  in  Minot 
street,  near  Neponset  river.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
reported  no  action  necessary  on  sundry  notices  of 
intention  to  build.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Joseph  W.  Tucker  and  others,  that  a  passageway 
leading  from  .Norfolk  street  to  Lambert  street  be 
put  in  order,  made  a  report  that  the  passageway 
relerred  to  has  been  open  as  a  public  thoroughfare 
between  thirty  and  forty  years,  and  though  not 
regularly  laid  out  as  a  public  way,  was  kept  in  re- 
pair by  the  city  of  Koxuury,  and'that  therefore  the 
city  of  Boston  is  liable  for  its  maintenance.

Alderman.  Tall. ot,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Claims,  to  whom  was  relerred  as  a 
part  of  the  unfinished  busine:  s  of  last  year  the 
clai  n  of  John  simmons  and  J.  E.  &  N..  Brown,  to 
he  compensated  for  damages  caused  by  closing 
Columbus  avenue,  Cortez,  Isabella  and  Ferdinand 
streets,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  grade  of 
the  Church  Street  District,  made  a  report  living 
leave  to  petitioners  to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

FREE   CONCERTS. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
giving  a  series  of  free  concerts  at  the  .Music  Hail  or 
elsewhere,  made  a  report,  that  in  view  of  the  gen- 
eral desire  to  economize  in  the  expenditures,  and 
the  fact  that  there  was  no  petition  from  the  citizens 
asking  for  such  entertainments  at  the  public  ex- 
pense, the  committee  did  not  deem  it  expedient  to 
give  any  concerts  in  halls, where  only  a  limited  num- 
ber of  persons  could  attend,  and  they  have  accord- 
ingly delayed  reporting  upon  the  subject  until  the 
approach  of  the  reason  when  opeu  air  concerts 
might  I  e  given.  It  has  been  customary  to  furnish 
music  on  the' Common  and  seme  other  public 
grounds  in  the  city,  during  certain  evenings  in  the 
week,  from  the  latter  part  of  June  to  the  middle 
of  September,  and  a  largeclass  in  the  community 
who  are  unable  to  leave  the  city  on  account  ot" 
business  or  from  want  of  means,  have  looked  for- 
ward to  these  concerts  with  a  great  degree  of 
pleasure.  The  expense  is  very  small,  and  the 
healthful  enjoyment  extended  by  such  entertain- 
ments is  certa"inly  sufficient  to  justify  a  continu- 
ance of  the  custom.  The  committee  therefore  rec- 
ommend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  a  special  Committee,"  consisting 
of  two  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  with 
such  as  the  Common  Council  may  join,  be  ap- 
pointed to  make  arrangements  for  furnishing  mu- 
sic once  or  twice  a  week  on  Boston  Common,  and 
other  public  grounds  of  the  city,  at  an  expense  not 
exceeding  $b000,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  incidentals. 
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Alderman  Pratt  moved  to  strike  out  the  words- 
"other  public  grounds"  and  insert  "other  paits  of 
the  city,"  giving  as  a  reason  that  some  porcions  of 
the  city  had  not  the  benefit  of  public  grounds,  and 
it  might  be  an  advantage  to  have  the  elevating  in- 
fluence of  music  in  localities  where  the  people  had 
not  the  opportunities  to  hear  musical  entertain- 
ments or  the  ability  to  pay  for  them.  In  making 
this  suggestion  he  could  not  be  accused  of  dema- 
gogism,  lor  he  should  not  again  come  to  this 
ILard. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  in  the  proposition, 
for  there  might  be  one  or  more  concerts  given  in 
Wards  2  and  3. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  in  what  parts  of  the 
North  End  such  concerts  could  he  given;  for  he 
did  not  know  if  any  suitable  place. 

/Uderman  I'rafct  replied  that  a  place  could  be 
found  at  the  junction  of  some  streets,  as,  for  in- 
stance, at  the  corner  of  Hanover  and  Commercial 
streets. 

Alderman  Talbot  suggested  that  in  some  por- 
tions of  the  city  parties  would  be  willing  to  pay  a 
portion  of  the  expense,  in  which  case  an  addition- 
al number  of  concerts  might  be  given  in  those  lo- 
calities than  would  otherwise  be  allowed. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  the  order  was 
passed,  and  Aldermen  Jenkins  and  Ccnnor  were 
appointed  on  the  committee. 

WIDENING  OF  BRIDGE   DRAWS. 

Alderman  Pierce  submitted  a  communication 
from  the  City  Engineer,  calling  attention  t  j  the 
proposition  before  the  Legislature  to  estal  lish  the 
width  of  the  draw  openings  of  the  bridges  on 
Charles  river  at  thirty-eight  feet  in  the  clear, 
which  will  entail  a  very  considerable  expense 
upon  the  city  in  the  case  of  the  Waxren  bri<  ge;  as 
it  necessitates  the  raising  of  the  twenty-inch 
syphon  pipe  and  box,  and  reconstructing  the  same 
by  lengthening  the  horizontal  arm,  and  then  low- 
ering the  same  to  its  original  bed.  The  probable 
expense  is  estimated  at  $12,000.  There  is  also  a 
risk  ol"  breakage  or  injury  in  the  lifting  and  lower- 
ing of  the  same,  and  should  such  inju1  y  occur  the 
expense  would  be  still  further  enhanced. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  width  might  be  reduced 
to  35  or  36  feet,  in  which  case  no  change  or  altera- 
tion in  the  water  pipes  would  be  called  for. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion,  he  offered 
the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board. as 
Surveyors  ot  Highways,  it  is  not  expedient  to  make 
the  width  of  the  draw-openings  of  the  bridges  on 
Charles  river  exceed  the  amount  of  thirty-six  feet.. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  the  action  of  the  Legis- 
lature on  the  subject  last  year  and  the  proposed 
action  the  present  year.  Between  a  width  of  38  and 
36  feet,  as  the  resolve  suggested,  it  is  simply  a 
question  whether  the  city  shad  expend  a  consid- 
erable sum  without  any  advantage. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  expense  of  taking  up 
the  syphon  would  be  nothing,  as  compared  to  the 
benefits  resulting  with  such  a  width  of  the  draws 
that  tug-boats  would  be  enabled  to  lie  alongside 
of  vessels  in  taking  them  through  the  draws. 

Alderman  Pierce  agreed  with  the  Alderman  on 
that  subject.  In  the  widening  to  38  feet,  nothing. 
would  be  gained,  as  the  tug  boats  would  have  to 
go  ahead  of  the  vessels..  Thirty-five  or  thirty-six 
feet  will  answer  just  as  well  in  that  respect,  be- 
sides being  a  saving  of  $10,000  or  $15,000  to  the 
City. 

Alderman  Cowdin  believed  the  draws  should  be 
fifty  feet,  in  order  to  allow  tug-boats  to  go  through 
them  with  vessels..  The  Harbor  Commissioners, 
wishing  to  do  something,  had  recommended  a  width 
of  38  feet. 

Soine  further  debate  took  place  in  relation  to  the 
action  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners  in  the  matter, 
and  whether  it  might  not  be  their  opinion  that  the 
two  or  three  feet  additional  would  have  some  effect 
on  the  flow  of  the  tide. 

The  order  was  passed. 

ORDERS  OFNOTICE. 

On  the  proposed  removal  of.  the  tracks  of  the 
Metropolitan  Kailroad  Company  from  Berkeley- 
street.    Rearing  Monday,  June  13. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  in  explanation,  stated  that

Alderman  l'ratt  wished  to  know  why  it  was  pro- 
posed to  use  round  stones  in  paving,"  for  he  sup- 
posed that  class  of  stones  in  paving:  had  been  dis- 
carded.?, . 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  they  had  a  lot 
of  the°e  stones.. on  hand,  and  they  were  m-'ed 
where  it  was  satisfactory;  .to.  the  abutters.  These 
stones  were  bought  every  week. 

Alderman  l'ratt  was  surprised  at  the  buying  of 
round  stones  for  paving,  when  it  was  general! v 
admitted  that  the  trap-rock  stones,  as  they  were 
generally  called,  were  superior.  If  it  were  so,  fie 
could  hardly  see  the  advantage  of  usiug  the  round 
stones,  and  would  like  to  know  the  comparative 
cost  of  the  two  kinds  of  pavement. 

Aldermm  Carpenter  stated  that  the  cost  of  pav- 
ing with  round  stores  was  from  $2  to  §2 t|  per 
square"  yard,  while  the  trap-rock  pavement  cost 
from  $4  to  |4J4.  There  was  a  decided  advantage  in 
the  use  of  the  round  stones,  particularly  iii'the 
paving  of  gutters,  aud  as  economy  was  the  word 
m  winch  the  Alderman  was  an  advocate,  it  was  an 
argument  for  their  use.  They  can  also  be  taken 
from  one  place  to  another  and  put  down  where 
necessary,  and  so  long  as  the  abutters  were  satis- 
fied, and-he  believed  they,  were  in  this  case,  no  ob- 
jection could  be  made. 

•Alderman  Pratt  said  the  question  was  eonstantlv 
before  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  use  of  various 
kinds  of  pavement.  If  this  was  to  he  put  down 
wdiere  there  was  but  little  travel,  why  would  not 
macadamizing  answer,  and  he  would  like  to  know 
the  cost  of  macadamizing?  There  could  be  no  econ- 
omy in  putting  down  the  pavement  where  toinrir- 
row  the  travel  may  re'qu'.re  "soriiethiflg  better;  if 
the  travel  was  sufficient,  trap  rock  should  be  used 
AJderman  Gibson  stated  that  there  could  be  no 
objection  to  the  use  of  round  stones.  They  cbuld 
he  ta  ken  up  where  other  pavement  was  substtSutie'tl 
and  carried  wdiere  needed,  and  if  necessary  carried' 
some  where  else.  He  believed  this  was  iho  right 
road  lor  economy. 

Ordered,  That  "the  Superint  ndent  of  streets  be 
directed  to  set  the  edgestones,  pave  the  glitters 
and  macadamize  the  roadway  of  Albany  street  lie' 
tween  Last  Springfield  street  and  tlie  Koxbuiv 
canal;  also  to  build  a  drain  and  cesspool  for  the 
Sttrface  drainage  of  said  street,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $4500.

Alderman  Jenkir.s.  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  City  Hospital,  to  whom  was  let  erred 
the  order  authorizing  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital 
to  present  their  annual  report  in  print,  made  a  re- 
port, recommending  the  passage  of  the  order  with 
the  amendment  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, (striking  out  the  authority  to  print  1200 
copies.)

Alderman  Talbot,  from  ■  the  Committee  on  Lay- 
ing Out  and  Widening  streets,  reported  leave  to 
withdraw  on  I  etitionof  .>.

Alderman  Talbot  stated  in  relation  to  the  last 
mentioned  measure,  that  the  cost  of  taking  about 
one  hundred  feet  ot  land  for  the  rounding  off  of 
the  corner  would  b"  $8000.  The  owner  claimed 
$2000  for  alterations,  aud  $6000  for  loss  of  rent  and 
damages,  it  was  believed  that  if  necessary  the 
widening  of  the  street  could  be  made  at  better  ad- 
vantage on  the  other  side,  where  there  were  yards 
which  might  be  cut  off.

The  Committee  on  Laying  Out  and  Widening 
Streets  respectfully  report  that  an  additional  loaii 
of  seventeen  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  for 
the  payment  of  unsettleel  damages  occasioned  bv 
the  widening  of  Devonshire  street,  between  Milk 
anel  State  streets. 

The  loan  authorizeel  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  resolve  for  widening  the  street,  April  11, 
1868,  was  $400,000.  The  amount  of  damages  paid 
from  this  loan  to  date  is  .?:j9!),t45  2S;  leaving  a  bal- 
ance on  hand  of  $::54  74. 

There  yet  remain  unsettled  claims  for  damages 
occasioned  by  the  widening  of  Devonshire  street 
that  will  amount  to  $17,000. 

The  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  making  an 
additional  loan  of  that  amount.

ENLARGEMENT   OK   MADISe>N   SQUARE. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Common  anel  Public  Grounds,  to  whom 
were  referred  the  petitions  of  William  Gaston  and 
others,  Jas.  Goulel  and  others,  Wm.  Seaver  anel 
others,  Robert  Ames  anel  others,  anel  Linus  B.  Co- 
mins,  for  the  enlargement  of  Jladison  sepiare,  made 
the  following  report: 

Maelison  square  contains  at  the  present  time 
122,220  square  feet,  of  which  21,580  square  feet  will 
be  required  for  streets.  It  is  located  in  Ward  14, 
near  Ward  11,  and  boundeel  on  the  northerly  side 
by  Sterling  street,  on  the  easterly  side  by 
Westminster  street,  on  the  westerly  side  by 
Warwick  street  and  on  the  southerly  '.iele  by  a 
narrow,  unnamed  way  running  from*  Warwick 
to  Westminster  street.  'Ihe  petitioners  ask  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  square  by  extend- 
ing it  to  Ruggles  street  on  the  southerly  side.  This 
will  add  a  little  over  an  acre  of  lana  and  will  give 
the  sejuare  a  front  of  about  three  hundred  and  six- 
tv  feet  on  Sterling  and  Buggies  streets,  and  about 
five  hunelreel  anel  fifty  feet  on  Westminster  street. 
It  is  desirable  that  a  good-sized  square  should  be 
laid  out  in  this  section  of  the  city,  aud  the  pro- 
posed enlargement  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  im- 
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provements  which  are  being  made  upon  the  terri- 
tory in  the  vicinity.  A  first-cla&s  scboolhouse  is 
being  erected  Lv  the  city  on  .sterling  street,  and 
the  land  owned  Lythe  "House  of  the  Angel  Guard- 
ian.'' on  Kuggles  street  fronting  the  square,  will 
undoubtedly  Tie  occupied  for  educational  purposes. 

The  benefit  from  the  enlargement  of  the  square 
will  not  be  entirely  local.  Kuggles  street  is  rapid- 
ly becoming  an  important  thoroughfare  between 
Dorchester  and  Brookline,  and  the  residents  of  a 
large  section  of  the  city  require  this  space  for  a 
play  and  parade  ground.  Believing  that  the  pro- 
posed enlargement  would  be  a  public  improve- 
ment, and  that  it  can  be  accomplished  cheaper  at 
th'S  time  than  at  any  time  hereafter,  the  commit- 
tee would  respectfully  recommend  the  pa;  sago  of 
the  accompa nving  orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Common  and 
Public  Grounds  be  authorized  to  purchase  fi fly- 
live  thousand  four  hundred  and  ten  square  feet, 
more  or  less,  of  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  -Mad- 
ison square,  extending  to  Kuggles  street,  for  a  sum 
not  exceeding  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

ordered,  That  the  'treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  to  l.e 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  Madison  square. 

The  orders  were  lead  once. 

Alderman  Conner  stated  that  this  matter  had 
been  urged  before  the  Committee  fortbe  last  three 
months,  and  was  of  great  importance.  The  owner 
of  the  land  had  given  the  refusal  of  it  at  a  fair 
price.  He  would  not  ask  for  a  second  reading,  but 
would  a<k  the  Board  to  consider  the  matter  s  )  as 
to  be  ready  for  action  at  the  next  meeting. 

EAST  BOSTON  l'EEBY  INQUIRY. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  East  Boston  Ferries,  who  were  instruct- 
ed to  inquire  and  report  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
duty  performed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Kast  Boston  Ferries,  and  the  Assist- 
ant Clerk  thereof ;  also  as  to  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation allowed  said  clerks,  and  whether  said 
clerk  and  assistant  have  devoted  their  time  to  the 
requirements  of  their  respective  offices  since  their 
appointment,  or  whether  they  have  been  engaged 
in  other  business,  and  if  so,  to  what  extent:  also, 
whether  in  their  opinion  one  clerk  is  not  sufficient 
for  the  duty  to  be  performed, — submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Mr.  Edward  G.  Nickerson,  formerly  Treasurer  of 
the  East  Boston  Ferry  Company  having  notified 
the  Committee  that  he  desired  to  be  heard  upon 
the  subject  matter  of  the  order  above  quoted,  was 
invited,  together  with  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  Clerk,  to  appear  before  them  and  furnish  in- 
formation upon  the  inquiries  of  the  City  Council. 
Mr.  Nickerson  appeared  with  counsel "  and  pre- 
sented a  paper, of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

Boston,  May  24, 1870. 

The  undersigned  tax-payers  view  the  very  great 
and  greatly  increasing  expenditures  of  the'eity  of 
Boston  with  apprehension.  They  learn  that  your 
Committee  are  instructed  to  inquire  with  regard 
to  the  employment  of  clerks  by  a  department  of 
the  City  Government,  and  the  expenditures  there- 
for, and  they  most  respectfully  request  the  most 
thorough  and  careful  scrutiny  into  the  matter. 
Edward  G.  Nickerson,  David  Snow,  K.C.Demmon, 
Isaac  Pratt,  Jr.,  K.  VV".  Shapleigh,  P.  L.  Everett, 
John  Cummings  and  T.  Hall. 

The  counsel  stated  that  be  appeared  for  certain 
persons  at  whose  investigation  the  order  of  inqui- 
ry had  been  passed.  He  charged  that  the  clerk  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Directors  was  drawing 
pay  from  the  Keceivers  of  the  East  Boston  Ferry 
Company  when  his  whole  time  was  lue  the  city 
and  that  one  clerk  was  sufficient  'to  do  the 
whole  work  for  which  two  had  been  employed ; 
and  he  desired  an  opportunity  to  examine  the 
clerk  on  these  points  before  the  committee.  No 
objection  being  made,  the  clerk  was  examined  un- 
der oath,  and  statements  were  afterward  made  by 
the  several  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  substance  of  the  information  received  was  as 
follows : 

Mr.  T.  C.  Whittemore  was  elected  clerk  of  the 
Ferry  Department  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on 
the  19th  of  March,  1870,  with  a  salary  of  $2500  per 
annum.  He  has  general  charge  of  the  business  of 
"the  Feny  Department  under  the  instructions  of 
the  Directors.  He  is  responsible  for  the  tickets, 
gives   bonds 'in    the    sum    of   $5000,  collects    the 


money  received  for  tolls  from  tollmen  and  pays  it 
over  weekly  to  the  City  Treasurer,  keeps  the 
books,  audits  the  bills,  and  makes  out  the  pay  rolls 
of  the  employes. 

Wheu. elected  by  the  Directors  there  was  a  dis- 
tinct understanding  that  he  was  to  perform  cer- 
tain services  for  the  Keceivers  of  the  Ferry  Com- 
pany, while  they  were  winding  up  the  affairr,  of 
the  corporation  as  directed  by  the  Court.  As 
former  clerk  of  the  company,  the  services  of  Mr. 
Whittemore  were  indispensable  10  the  Keceivers, 
and  they  werj  justified  m  paying  liberally  for 
them.  His  compensation  from  that  source  has 
been  at  the  rate  of  $2500  per  annum.  These  duties 
were  only  of  a  temporary  character,  and  are  now 
substantially  completed. 

On  the  lirst  of  April  an  assistant  clerk  was  elect- 
ed by  the  Directors  with  a  salary  of  11200  per  an- 
num. This  clerk  was  not  elected  for  any  definite 
time,  and  the  Directors,  while  satisfied  that  the 
duties  cannot  be  performed  at  the  present  time  by 
one  man,  are  of  opinion  that  when  matters  become 
more  systematized,  and  the  ferry  property  has  been 
restored  to  a  proper  condition,  it  may  be  found 
practicable  to  dispense  with  the  service  of  an 
assistant  clerk. 

By  the  ordinance  establishing  a  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  East  Boston  Ferries  the  Board  is 
authorized  to  cb<  ose  a  clerk  and  such  assistant  and 
subordinate  officers  as  they  may  think  necessary 
or  expedient,  and  define  their  duties  and  fix.  their 
compensation.  The  ferries  came  into  the  posses- 
sion of  the  city  on  the  first  of  April  in  a  somewhat 
dilapidated  condition,  requiring  a  great  deal  of  ex- 
tra labor,  for  a  time  at  least,  in  placing  the  depart- 
ment on  a  proper  basis,  and  there  was  nothing  in 
the  evidence  presented  to  the  Committee  to  show 
that  the  Directors  were  not  executing  the  trust  re- 
posed in  them  tor  the  best  interest  of  the  city. 

The  report  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to 
be  printed. 

ORDEBS  OF  NOTICE. 

On  the  proposed  construction  of  acommonsewtr 
in  Mnith  street,  and  a  common  sewer  in  1'inckney 
street,  between  Joy  and  Anderson  streets.

For 
several  years  there  had  been  sailing  regattas,  and 
many  people  were  interested  in  them  as  a  part  of 
the  Fourth  of  July  celebration. 

The  order  was  passed— yeas  11,  nays  1— Alder- 
man I 'ope 

Alderman  Carpenter  presented  petitions  from 
J.  J.  McXutt,  .1.  F.  I'aul  and  others,  in  favor  of  a 
continuance  of  the  use  of  steam  by  the  Albany 
Street  Freight  Railroad  Company.  Many  of  these 
petitioners  were  remonstrants  against  the  passage 
oi  the  otilcr  allowing  the  use  of  steam  at  first,  but 
are  now  satisfied  of  its  utility  and  that  there  can 
be  no  objection  to  it.  He  therefore  offered  the  fol- 
lowing order:

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  report  and  order  lor  the  continuance  of  the 
contract  for  reporting  and  publishing  an  abstract 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council  was  read  a 
second  time  and  passed. 

Report  of  the  committee  on  the  expediency  of 
giving  free  concerts  at  Music  Hall,  or  elsewhere, 
with  an  order  for  the  appointment  of  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee to  make  arrangements  for  the  furnishing  of 
music  on  the  Common  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
city,  v  as  accepted  and  the  order  passed.    Messrs. 


U  ilkinsof  Ward  9,  Bradt  of  Ward  14,  and  Murphy 
of  Ward  5  were  appointed  on  the  Committee. 

The  oiiler  tor  a  Joint  Committee  tt  make 
arrangements   for  the   annual   excarstoa   of  the 

City  Council  was  passed,  and  Messrs.  Ooing  of 
Ward3,  Noves  of  Ward  f>,  Vannevar  of  Ward  x, 
smith  of  Ward  II,  and  Dolan  of  Ward  13,  were 
appointed  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mon Council. 

THE   BUBBIIiL  CLAIM. 

On  motion  of  .Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7.  the  order 
for  the  payment  of  *40,000  to  Charles  Bun-ill  was 
taken  from  the  'able. 

Mr.  Bishop  referred  to  the  telegram  which  was 
received  on  Thursday  evening  last,  and  Stated  that 
the  subject  had  been"  brought  up  in  the  Committee 
on  Claims,  and  Mr.  Healy,  the  City  Solicitor,  had 
said  he  would  not  use  sucn  evidence  as  was  de- 
rived from  that  source.  Mr.  Le  Barnes  had  been 
discharged  from  the  Government  service  for  mal- 
feasance in  office,  and  his  motion  to  lay  the  sub- 
ject on  the  table  was  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain 
"ing  whether  the  telegram  was  designed  for  a 
sensation.  Mr.  Le  Bariies  knew  that  the  subject 
had  been  under  consideration, and  had  had  plenty  ol 
time  in  which  to  put  in  his  testimony  if  he  desired 
to,  and  he  believed  that  this  proposition  at  this 
time  was  made  for  outside  effect. 

Mr.  Rich  advoca'ed  the  amendment  offered  by 
him,  stating  that  several  members  of  the  Council, 
merchants  and  others  were  also  in  favor  of  such  a 
proviso.  It  does  not  alter  the  principle,  but  simply 
bars  further  claims  against  the  city,  and  secures 
the  final  settlement  of  the  matter. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  he  would  not  vote  a 
dollar  to  Mr.  Burrill,  for  he  was  not  entitled  to  the 
pay  more  than  he  was.  Capt.  Dainrell  and  himself 
went  to  Washington  on  the  recruiting  business  at 
the  time,  and  knew  the  circumstances  out  of  wnich 
this  claim  arose.  The  Recruiting  Committee  sent 
a  man  to  the  Navy  Yard  to  obtain  the  names  of  naval 
credits,  and  in  the  course  of  four  or  rive  days  ob- 
tained the  names  of  400.  On  the  following  Satur- 
day he  went  over  again,  and  could  not  get  in.  On 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  he  was  likewise  kept 
away,  and  meantime  it  was  found  that  Mr.  Bur- 
rill was  copying  these  names,  and  there  was  no 
chance  for  ah  outsider  to  get  them.  The  Commit- 
tee then  had  the  names  of  400. 

The  amendment  of  Sir.  Rich  was  carried. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8  moved  to  amend  the  order 
by  substituting  fl 25,000  for  $40,000. 

Mr.  Donnelly  of  Ward  3  cordially  indorsed  the 
amendment,  declaring  that  in  doing  so  he  was 
actuated  by  no  sinister  motive,  having  no  acquaint- 
ance with  Mr.  Burrill.  In  his  view,  it  was  a  bona 
tide  contract  made  with  him  by  Mayor  Lincoln, 
and  on  fair  business  ground  he  should  be  paid. 
Mr.  Burrill  must  have  gone  to  considerable  ex- 
pense in  obtaining  the  allowance  of  these  credits, 
if  he  obtained  these  credits  he  is  entitled  to  his 
pay,  under  a  contract  with  one  of  the  best  Mayors 
we  have  ever  had,  and  who  offered  him  f  125,000  in 
the  settlement  <  t  that  claim. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  said  the  matter  had  become 
a  vexed  question,  and  he  was  heartily  sick  ot  it; 
yet,  while  not  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  if  the 
matter  could  be  settled  by  the  payment  of  f 40,000, 
he  would  vote  for  it.  Mr".  Burrill"  did  not  fully  per- 
form his  contract,  but  did  partiallj  so.  He  agreed 
to  furnish  live  men,  but  did  not  do  so.  In  as  far 
as  he  went,  he  saved  the  city  from  a  draft,  and 
was  entitled  to  compensation  for  his  services. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  if  Mr.  Burrill  had  a 
legal  claim  he  should  be  paid,  and  not  otherwise ; 
he  did  not  believe  in  making  him  a  payment  to 
get  rid  of  him.  There  were  those  who  had  much 
better  claims,  and  better  reasons  for  the  payment 
of  them. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  believed  in  paying 
all  honest  claims,  but  from  the  evidence  he  did 
not  believe  Mr.  Burrill  had  any  legal  claim  against 
the  city,  and  was  opposed  to  paying  him  anything 
on  such  claim.  He  moved  that  the  whole  matter 
be  recommitted  to  the  Committee,  with  instruc- 
tions to  hear  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Le  Barnes. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  wished  to  know  if  there  was 
a  single  gentleman  who  did  not  believe  there  was 
a  contract  made  with  Mr.  Burrill  to  furnish  so 
many  men  at  a  certain  price.  In  his  own  experi- 
ence in  another  city,  he  made  contracts 
for  men  at  a  higher  price,  and  was  backed 
up  in  it.  People  at  that  time  were  ready 
to  pay  almost  any  price  for  men.  A  fair 
contract  was  made  and    now  it  is    proposed  to 
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cheat  Mr.  Burrill  out  of  his  just  clues.  In  repaid 
to  the  telegram,  he  did  not  suppose  that  the  Com- 
mittee or  any  one  else  had  any  confidence  in  the 
party,  who  had  heen  discharged  from  the  service 
of  the  Government,  and  was  unworthy  of  belief. 
His  impression  was  that  Mr.  Burrill  was  entitled 
to  a  great  deal  more  than  it  was  proposed  to  give 
him. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Hard  10  said  this  claim,  if  settled 
at  all,  should  be  settled  on  some  basis  of  right  to 
the  claimant  and  to  the  city.  Much  has  been  said 
upon  the  legality  of  the  contract — that  Mr.  Lincoln 
had  no  right  to  make  such  a  contract;  that  it  was 
not  binding  upon  the  city;  hence  we  should  not  pay 
it,  although  we  had  The  full  benefit  pi'  the  service, 
fjr  nobody  denies  that  Mr.  Burrill  performed  his 
part  of  the  contract  to  the  letter.  Head  the  con- 
tract, and  read  Mr.  Lincoln's  letter  to  the  Pro- 
vost-Marshal-General. The  contract  says  "cred- 
its," and  Mr.  Burrill  got  them,  and  Mr.  Lincoln 
claims  them  as  so  many  men  who  have  not  ''been 
credited  to  the  quota  either  of  the  city  or  State," 
and  further  says  that  "under  the  acts  of  Con- 
gress the  city  ts  entitled  to  these  credits?'  It  is 
an  insult  to  Mr.  Lincoln's  common  sense  to  say 
that  he  did  not  know  what  he  was  signing,  or  that 
he  did  not  think  he  was  making  a  binding  contract 
upon  the  city,  just  as  much  as  Mr.  Burrill  believed 
it  was  binding  upon  both  parties.  Besides,  is  it 
supposed  that  the  City  Council  would  have  hesi- 
tated to  make  it  legal  had  they  been  appealed  to  ? 
But  waive  that  for  the  moment  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  a  wrong  impression  on  the  minds  of 
some.  It  has  frequently  been  said  that  Mr.  Burrill 
having  taken  the  law  he  ought  to  be  made  to  abide 
by  the  law ;  that  he  has  been  kicked  out  ot  all  the 
courts  and  now  comes  begging  the  City  Govern- 
ment for  what  he  could  not  get  out  of  them  by 
force.  This  is  not  so.  By  agreement  of  counsel 
this  case  was  withdrawn  from  court  to  give  the 
city  a  chance  to  try  and  settle  it  upon  its  merits ; 
this  was  expressly  understood  and  agreed  upon 
by  counsel,  as  he  understood  it.  It  was  tried 
or  heard  before  the  Committee  on  Claims  last 
year,  and  the  report  was  favorable  to  Mr.  Burrill, 
but  no  amount  could  be  agreed  upon  ;  it  went  over 
to  this  year,  and  we  now  have  the  result  in  an  or- 
der to  p*ay  bun  $40,000,  Why  pay  hiin  that  amount  ? 
What  does  that  amount  represent?  If  we  are  to 
settle  this  case  upon  its  merits,  as  was  agreed  and 
understood  when  it  was  withdrawn  from  Court, 
let  us  go  into  it  a  little  farther  and  see  what  the 
merit  consists  of. 

In  the  first  place  Mr.  Burrill  got  credit  for  6529 
men.  This  was  a  large  number,  much  larger  than 
any  of  the  parties  concerned  supposed  could  be 
found.  It  was  more  than  the  city  wanted  for  im- 
mediate use,  but  the  city  did  retpiire  '2121  to  fill 
the  present  calls,  and  that  number  they  used,  and 
saved  the  city  a  draft.  If  he  was  looking  for  an 
equitv,  for  a  ''merit,"  we  should  pay  for  that  num- 
ber; the  number  which  was  actually  used,  and  pay 
him  the  price  originally  agreed  upon.  This  to  his 
mind  would  have  the  appearance  of  getting  a  set- 
tlement on  the  merits  of  the  case.  It  is  in  the 
testimony  and  uncontradicted  that  Mr.  Burrill  re- 
ceived from  Brookline  and  Somerville  .$  130.000,  and 
that  he  used  about  all  of  that  amount  in  this  ser- 
vice for  the  city  of  Boston.  Then  why  not  look  in 
this  direction  for  the  merits  of  this  case?  Either 
pay  him  for  the  men  you  actually  used  and  got  the 
full  benefit  of,  or  pay  the  amount  of  money  he  ex- 
pended in  this  service,  with  interest.  This  would 
cany  with  it  some  show  of  fairntss,  some  show  of 
justice.  Forty  thousand  dollars  represents  noth- 
ing, pays  nothing.  After  fully  studying  the  case, 
he  had  come  to  this  conclusion:  that  Mr.  Burrill 
performed  a  valuable  service  to  the  city  at  a  criti- 
cal time,  that  at  that  time  the  city  meant  to  pay 
hiin,  and  that  had  the  war  continued  he  would 
have  been  paid  the  full  amount,  and  he  could  see  no 
reason  now  why  he  should  not  be  paid  for  the  ser- 
vice, and  should  so  vote. 

In  relation  to  the  report  and  orders  for  or  refer- 
ence as  requested  by  Mr.  Burrill,  it  appeared  to 
him  that  would  be  the  nest  and  fairest  course,  and 
the  award  of  three  disinterested  gentlemen  of  high 
standing  could  hardly  fail  of  giving  general  satis- 
faction. It  would  see'm  that  it  would  be  perfectly 
safe  for  the  city,  as  the  referees  are  all  to  be 
selected  by  the  City  Government  as  represented  by 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Claims.  It  has  indeed 
been  said  by  a  prominent  member  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment that  Mr.  Burrill  could  buy  up  the  com- 
mittee and  get  all  he  wanted.  Now  this  maybe  so, 
but  it  is  certainly  placing  a  very  low  estimate 


upon  the  virtue  of  the  members  of  that  committee. 
But  if  this  committee,  chosen  to  look  after  the  in- 
terest of  the  city,  are  not  to  be  trusted,  why  not 
have  the  referees  selected  or  approved  by  the  City 
Council,  when  the  gentleman  and  those  like  blind- 
ed could  have  a  fair  show.  It  would  be  very  easy 
to  select  three  gentlemen  of  sufficient  standing 
morally  and  pecuniarily  to  guarantee  an  honest 
verdict,  and  he  hoped  this  course  would  be  adopted, 
although  if  any  sum  can  be  agreed  upon  which 
will  be  satisfactory  he  should  vote  for  it. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  was  opposed  to  the  recom- 
mittal, and  was  in  favor  of  paying  Mr.  Burrill  for 
the  full  number  of  men  obtained  by  him.  He 
could  not  aoubt  that  Mayor  Lincoln  knew  what  he 
was  about  when  he  made  the  contract  and  when  be 
made  the  offer  under  it  to  give  him  $125,000  in  full 
settlement  of  the  claim. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward  14  expressed  the  belief 
that  Mr.  Burrill  fully  performed  his  contract,  ana 
was  entitled  to  pay  for  the  number  of  men  fur- 
nished by  him.  But  the  courts  had  decided  that 
Mr.  Lincoln  had  no  right  to :  make  such  a 
contract,  leaving  the  question  of  equitv  still 
unsettled.  No  one  '  could  doubt  had  Mr. 
Burrill  brought  his  credits  one  at  a  time  he 
would  have  been  paid.  The  main  object  was  the 
procurement  of  credits  to  the  quota  of  the  city.  It 
had  been  said  that  we  wanted  men,  and  that  the 
contract  was  for  men ;  but  $  125  for  each  would  not 
procure  the  men,  and  was  sufficient  only  to  obtain 
the  credits.  For  the  Board  of  Aldennen,  under  such 
circumstances,  to  fix  upon  $40,000,  he  thought  was 
small  business  for  the  city;  for  they  were  bound  in 
houor  to  pay  Mr.  Burrill  a  reasonable  amount. 

Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  said  it  appeared  to  him 
that  the  amendment  should  pass,  from  his  reading 
of  the  documents.  Mr.  Burrill  was  not  the  on' y 
one  who  was  employed,  yet  he  saved  the  city  from 
a  draft,  and  should  be  paid  fairly  and  what  honest- 
ly belonged  to  him. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  opposed  recommitment, 
believing  that  the  telegram  was  not  rightfully 
here.  No  reference  had  been  made  in  this  debate 
to  the  report  of  the  Committee,  which  wasto  refer 
the  claims  to  referees,  but  the  Board  of  'Aldermen 
had  decided  otherwise.  If  we  were  to  be  the  arbi- 
trators, he  was  in  favor  of  the  largest  sum  Which 
could  be  agreed  upon.  He  would  vote  for  .$125000 
or  any  other  sum  which  could  be  agreedupori  The 
city  had  the  advantage  in  this  case,  ami  after  ob- 
taining the  fulfilment  of  Mr.  Burrtll's  part  of  the 
contract,  should  not  fail  to  perform  its  obligation  to 
him. 

Mr.  Robbins  of  Ward  8,  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Claims,  was  opposed  to  recommitting. 
There  was  a  difficulty  in  fixing  upon  a'  sum  to  be 
paid,  and  it  could  not  be  settled  in  committee. 
Six  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  recommend- 
ed a  reference,  yet  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee, in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  proposed  ih°.  lowest 
sum  which  any  one  had  named.  He  could  not 
get  rid  of  one  impression,  that  the  two  gentlemen 
who  best  understood  this  matter,  offered  Mr. 
Burrill  in  settlement  $  125,000. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  said  it  had  been  remarked 
that  no  new  light  co" Id  be  obtained  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  believing  so,  he  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  opposed  the  motion,  and 
it  was  lost. 

Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  9  hoped  the  subject  would  not 
be  recommitted,  for  all  the  evidence  that  it  was 
expected  to  get  had  been  at  hand  for  a  year  past. 
In  looking  over  the  voluminous  testimony  he  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  city  should  pay  Mr. 
Burrill  a  fair  compensation  for  his  services,  not 
for  the  procuring  of  each  man,  as  such,  but  for 
clerical  services.  There  was  evidence  to  show  that 
many  of  these  men  would  have  been  allowed 
had  it  not  been  for  the  services  of  Mr.  Burrill.  The 
Board  of  Aldermen  had  fixed  upon  a  fair  amount, 
and  he  was  willing  to  vote  for  it,  with  the  proviso 
offered  by  him  for  the  final  settlement  of  the  ques- 
tion. He  hoped  the  question  would  be  settled,  and 
believed  that  if  the  amount  should  be  offered  to 
Mr.  Burrill,  it  would  lie  accepted  as  a  final  settle- 
ment. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  declared  that  his  mind  was 
unsettled  from  the  statements  of  members  of  the 
Committee.  Two  of  the  Committee  had  stated 
that  they  were  in  favor  of  the  payment  of  8125,000, 
yet  they  had  not  the  courage  to  make  a  minority 
report.  He  did  not  believe  that  Mr.  Burrill  had 
carried  out .  his  contract,  although  he  did  re- 
lieve the  city   from  a  draft.    The  contract  was  lor

live  iiicn,  unil  i<ii  fur  credits.  In  the  settlement  of 
his  claim,  Mr.  Bui  rill  bad  bis  cboiceof  aPern.i- 

ti\cs;  he  refused  •>  1-5,000)  and  chose  to  go  to  the 
courts,  ami  i  be  court  decided  thai  lie  had  not  the 
shadow  ut  a  ilaim.  Vet  to  get  rid  of  the  matter,  If 
we  could  settle  the  question  lor  all  time,  he  would 
vote  for  the  order, 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2,  before  voting,  wished  to 
give  his  reasons  why  he  should  vote  agaii.st  the 
payment  ol  one  dollar  tfc  Mr.  Burrill.  As  be  under- 
stood it,  Mr.  BurrUl  went  to  the  masters  of  Ward 
nig-houses.  and  took  the  names  of  those  who  bad 
been  sent  on  board  Ihe  shins  of  war,  and  these 
names  lie  nut  down  as  his  credits,  lie  could  mil 
consent  to  pay  for  credits  obtained  in  this  way. 

.VI  v.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  stated  that  the  Committee 
were  in  favor  of  a  reference  to  a  commission  of 
three  persons.  This  course  was  not  pursued  by 
the  Board  of  Aldeiiiien,  who  had,  instead,  at- 
tempted to  settle  it  by  fixing  upon  a  definite  sum. 
Mr.  Bishop  cited  the  testimony  of  .1.  M.  S.  William  >, 
Win.  B.  spoouer  and  others,  as  good  authority  in 
favor  of  the  claim  of  $200,000  and  upwards.  At 
least,  he  contended,  fhev  were  in  honor  bound  to 
pay  him  .^75,000  or  .>;  100,000. 

Mr,  scaverns  of  Ward  14  did  not  believe  that  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  1  had  read  the  contract,  and 
his  explanation  of  the  decision  of  the  court  was 
not  correct.  The  court  did  not  decide  that  .Mr. 
Burrill  had  not  l'ultilled  his  contract,  but  that  the 
Mayor  had  not  the  rijjht  to  make  such  contract. 

Mr.  Biooks  referred  to  the  difference  of  opinion 
among  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  while 
i  hey  c  ou!d  not  agree,  expected  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  to  agree. 

Mr.  Williams  said  the  Committee  did  make  an 
agreement,  which  was  simply  all  that  was  asked 
for  by  petitioners,  and  that  agreement  was  for  a 
reference  to  three  disinterested  persons  to  he  ap- 
pointed by  the  Committee  on  Claims. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  he  was  amused  to  see 
the  manifestations  of  so  much  patriotism;  had 
there  been  as  much  during  the  war,  there  would 
have  been  no  draft.  Mayor  Lincoln  had  no  author- 
ity to  make  a  contract,  as  he  did;  for  the  authority 
was  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  one  man  from 
each  ward,  without  whose  authority  no  contracts 
could  be  made,  The  gentleman  had  said  Mr.  Bur- 
rill went  through  the  sailors'  boarding-houses  and 
ohtainen  names;  so  he  also  went  through  board- 
ing-houses and  obtained  names.  It  was  claimed 
that  Mr.  Burrill  employed  a  man  in  Washington  to 
copy  names,  but  he  defied  any  man  to  show  that 
Mr.  Burrill  paid  a  dollar  at  Washington  for  any 
such  purpese. 

It  had  been  said,  also,  that  Mr.  Burrill  drew  his 
claim  from  the  courts,  which  was  not  so,  for  it  was 
thrown  out.  Mr.  Burrill  was  offered  his  choice  in 
settlements;  he  refused  all  but  that  of  the  courts, 
and  was  thrown  out  of  that.  In  his  own  case,  §300 
was  presented  him  for  his  six  months' service  in 
recruiting,  for  the  city  had  no  right  to  pay  him, 
and  he  paid  for  a  substitute  to  place  in  the  army. 
If  everybody  had  done  as  much,  there  would  have 
been  no  need  of  the  draft.  Those  who  were  so 
anxious  for  the  payment  of  large  sums  of  money, 
did  not  know  anything  ahout  the  merits  of  the 
case.  He  declared  that  there  was  a  ring  in  this 
matter,  of  persons  pushing  the  case,  to  get  money 
unjustly  out  of  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  Bishop  called  for  the  names  of  the  ring. 

Mr.  Wells — You  know  who  tney  are  without  ask- 
ing. Mr.  Burrill  might  be  entitled  to  something, 
but  not  to  §40,000,  and  he  hoped  the  report  would 
be  recommitted. 

Mr.  Bobbins  was  surprised  that  the  gentleman 
did  not  yet  understand  the  action  of  the  Commit- 
tee. Six  members  of  the  Committee  did  vote  to 
instruct  the  Committee  to  report  in  favor  of  a  ref- 
erence, and  many  influential  citizens  appeared  be- 
fore the  Committee  urging  that  course.  The  ques- 
tion of  the  amount  of  money  to  he  paid  to  Mr. 
Burrill  was  not  before  the  Committee.  In  refer- 
ence to  the  option  given  to  Mr.  Burrill,  he  did,  it 
is  true,  go  to  the  courts,  hut  the  decision  of  the 
court  did  not  affect  the  equity  of  his  claim.    Mr. 


Burrill  did  perform  sen  ice  for  the  city,  for  which 

he  had  not  yet  been  offered   even  a  vote  ol    thanks. 

Mr.  Williams  again  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  as  an  agreement  lo  certain  action,  it 
bad  been  said  that  the  contract  with  Mr.  Burrill 
was  illegal  because  the  city  did  no;  sanction  it.  It 
may  be  a  question  with  many  persons  as  to  what  is 
illegal.  There. were  raauj  who  said  that  the  war 
itself  was  illegal,  and  thai  was  the  ground  taken 
hj  James  Buchanan.  The  same  question  max 
come  up  again  in  another  war.  To  the  objection 
that  Mr.  Burrill  went  to  the  courts  and  failed,  i  I 
was  not  a  sufficient  answer  to  say,  that  ii  was  not 
fair  to  refuse  togjvehimanythingon  thataccourit. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost. 

The  motion  to  amend  by  making  the  amount

Mr.  Wrells  moved  a  recommitment,  which  was 
lost,  when  the  question  was  taken  on  the  payment 
of  140,000,  as  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
with  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Bich  to  make  it  a  final 
settlement.

HEARINGS  OX   OBDBOS  HI'  NOTICE. 

The  bearings  on  the  several  orders  of  notice,  on 
the  proposed  removal  of  a  tree  at  the  corner  of 
Dorchester  avenue  and  Broadway,  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  sewers  in  Smith  street  and  in  Pinck- 
ney  street,  were  taken  up.  A  remonstrance  against 
the  construction  of  the  sewer  in  Pinckney  street 
was  presented  from  H.  K.  Oliver,  Jr.,  and  the  sev- 
eral reports  were  recommitted. 

The  hearing  on  the  order  of  notice  in  relation  to 
the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company's  tracks  in 
Berkeley  street,  was  taken  up,  when  attention  was 
called  to  a  petition  on  the  subject  from  that  cor- 
poration, whieh  had  already  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Paving.  The  report  was  recom- 
mitted.

The  following  orders  were  passed: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Wm.  J.  Partridge 
S9097  12 for  land  taken  in  the  names  of  Charles  W. 
Parsons  and  Win.  J.  Partridge,  and  all  damages 
of  every  nature,  including  grade  damages,  occa- 
sioned by  the  widening  ot  Hanover  street,  by  a 
resolve  of  Oct.  15,  iscfl,  including  also  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  old  building  material  sold  by  the  city,  to 
be  charged  to  the  Second  Hanover  Street  Loan". 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of  Caleb 
Whiting  S50G  51  for  damages  occasioned  their 
estate  on  Lane  place  by  reducing  It  to  the  grade  of 
that  portion  of  Fort  Hill  territory,  by  a  resolve  of 
April  22, 1870,  including  also  the  net  proceeds  of 
old  building  material  sold,  to  be  charged  to  the 
Fort  Hill  Improvement  Loan. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to 'Charles  C.  Paine. 
MH.OuO  for  laud  taken,  and  all  damages  occasioned 
by  the  widening  of  Devonshire  street,  by  a  resolve 
of  April  II,  1808,  to  be  charged  to  the  Devonshire 
Street  Loan. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  Boylston  Mar- 
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ket  Association,  George  H.  Kuhn  President,  $61,- 
340  for  land  taken  and  ail  damages  occasioned  by 
the  widening  of  Boylston  street,  by  a  resolve  of 
June  3,  1870,  to  be  charged  to  the  Boylston  Street 
Loan. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  how  much  land  was 
taken  from  the  Association,  expressing  the  opin- 
ion that  at  the  aggregate  given,  the  price  mubt 
liave  been  enormous,  equal  to  the  cost  of  the  mar- 
ket. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  tbat  he  bad  not  the 
printed  document  by  biun,  but  was  of  the  impres- 
sion that  the  price  paid  for  the  land  was  $22  per 
foot.  The  amount  included  also  the  loss  of  "rent 
and  the  cost  of  removal  of  the  building.  The  Com- 
mittee had  a  full  estimate  of  all  the  expenses  be- 
fore they  made  their  report  for  the  widening  of  the 
street,  and  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  price  to  be 
paid  was  verv  fair. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  to  be  understood, 
then,  tbat  this  sum  was  to  include  the  whole  cost, 
including  damages  and  expenses. 

The  order  <vas  again  read  to  show  that  it  was  so, 
and  that  the  Association  was  required  to  give  such 
a  quit-claim  as  was  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solici- 
tor. 

The  order  was  laid  on  the  table,  but  was  subse- 
quently taken  up  and  passed. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Lucinda  E.  Phil- 
lips $900  in  full  compensation  for  all  grade  dam- 
ages done  to  her  estate.  No.  230  Tremont  street,  by 
the  grading  of  said  street,  as  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  June  6,  1868,  to  be  charged  to 
the  Tremont  Street  Loan. 

Resolve  and  order  to  lay  out  and  establish  Ball 
street,  according  to  a  plan  made  by  the  City  Sur- 
veyor, and  deposited  in  his  office,  at  no  expense. 

Alderman  Carpenter  objected  to  the  passage  of 
the  above  order,  with  the  statement  that  the 
street  was  to  be  laid  out  at  no  expense.  The  ap- 
priation  for  paving  was  cut  down  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  only  an  amount  appropri- 
ated which  was  believed  to  be  absolutely  necessary 
to  keep  streets  already  accepted  in  order,  and  now 
it  is  expected  to  accept  new  streets  and  keep  them 
in  order  without  any  increase  of  appropriation. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  Ball  street  had  been 
laid  out  in  good  condition,  and  could  not  require 
much  expense  to  keep  it  in  order  the  present  year. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  travelled  through 
the  street,  yesterday,  knowing  the  subject  was 
ci miing  up  for  action,  and  found  that  it  was  in 
bad  condition.  He  objected  to  laying  out  new 
streets  without  specifying  the  amount  ot  expense 
requited  to  put  them  in  order.  He  was  ready  to 
go  with  the  Alderman  in  any  public  improvement, 
nut  did  not  believe  that  they  should  be  made  in 
this  way.  He  hoped  that  the.  report  would  be  re- 
committed, and  that  the  committee  will  put  in 
the  amount  which  it  will  cost  to  put  the  street  in 
order. 

Alderman  Pratt  understood  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  much  of  the  expense  of  paving  to  be  pro- 
vided for  came  from  the  action  of  previous  years, 
and  any  action  this  year  of  this  kind  he  supposed 
would  go  over  to  next  year. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  was  aware  of  the 
rule  that  two  years  were  allowed  to  construct 
streets  after  they  were  laid  out,  yet  he  did  not 
think  it  good  policy  to  throw  such  matters  over 
to  future  Boards.  As  soon  as  a  street  is  accepted 
comes  a  request  to  fix  it,  and  there  was  nothing 
unfair  in  such  a  request. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  perfectly  apparent 
that  it  was  impossible  to  estimate  the  cost  of 
keeping  streets  in  order  for  all  time.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Paving  had  been  given  a  uiillion^of  dol- 
lars, and  this  was  supposed  would  be  enough  to 
repair  the  old  streets,  and  meet  the  cases  of  such 
new  ones  as  might  be  necessary  to  accept.  There 
was  no  sewer  in  this  street,  and  its  acceptance  was 
required.  It  was  not  supposed  that  repairs  would 
be  asked  for;  and  he  trusted  the  order  would  pass. 

Alderman  Carpenter  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Committee  on  Paving  had  stated  that 
they  bad  not  money  enough  to  carry  out  the  work 
required,  and  speaking  for  himself,  they  would  be 
obliged  to  ask  for  an  additional  appropriation 
before  the  year  closed.  Iu  several  cases  new 
streets  had  been  accepted  siuce  this  Board  came 
into  office. 

.  Alderman  Pierce  said  in  relation  to  the  paving 
appropriation,  he  would  speak  his  own  sentiments. 
When  the  appropriation    of  $1,700,000  was  asked 


for,  and  was  cut  down,  he  supposed  the  design  was 
to  economize  and  let  everything  go  over  which 
could  do  so  without  harm.  In  reducing  the  appro- 
priation to  $1,000,000  be  supposed  it  was  the  sense, 
of  the  City  Council  that  the  expenditures  should 
be  made  on  that  basis,  and  that  unless  some  un- 
foreseen emergency  occurred,  that  would  be 
enough,  and  the  cabs  for  other  measures  should 
go  over  to  another  year.  That  was  the  construc- 
tion which  he  put  upon  it,  and  he  did  not  feel  like 
asking  for  an  increase  of  appropriation  unless 
some  great  emergency  or  calamity  required  it. 
He  felt  that  he  should  live  up  faithfully  to  this  un- 
derstanding. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  believed  in  econ- 
omy, yet  sometimes  where  it  was  supposed  to  be 
economy,  it  was  extravagance.  The  saving  of 
money  was  sometimes  sheer  extravagance,  and  he 
was  ieady  to  prove  it  in  the  case  of  allowing 
streets  to  remain  in  an  improper  condition  by  peo- 
ple who  knew  more  of  such  matters  in  relation  to 
city  expenditures  than  hedid.  He  could  and  should 
show  that  the  appropriation  for  paving  this  year, 
was  short  of  what  was;  necessary,  and  he  meant  to 
ask  for  an  additional  sum  before  the  fall  sets  in, 
for  the  paving  season  was  short,  and  what  was 
required  should  be  done  before  the  close  of  the 
season.  One  avenue,  the  great  avenue  for  travel — 
Beacon  street — was  in  a  wretched  condition.  The 
recent  break  of  the  second  sluiceway  on  that 
street,  compelling  the  erection  of  au  entirely  new 
bridge,  illustrates  the  proposition  that  a  moderate 
expenditure  is  sometimes  the  wisest  economy. 

Aidermau  Talbot  said  he- presumed  the  Commit- 
tee-would  like  to  be  instructed  whether  it  is-  de- 
sirable or  not  to  lay  oiit  new  streets.  If  desired  by 
the  Board,  they  would  refuse  to  lay  out  any  more. 
They  had  provided  for  some,  and  should  have  to 
accept  others,  and  in  these  streets  slight  repairs 
may  be  required,  but  not  thorough  ones. 

Alderman  Cowdin  did  not  see  any  great  difficul- 
ty in  the  way.  There  are  many  streets  in  the  sub- 
urbs which  have  been  built  upon  and  must  be  ac- 
cepted and  put  in  order.  If  necessary  to  meet  such 
cases,  we  must  make  a  new  loan. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  there  were  many  mem- 
bers who  hardly  knew  where  Ball  street  was.  In 
order  fully  to  obtain  that  information,  he  moved 
to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  Bail  street  was  next 
to  Arnold  street,  runuing  from  Washington  street 
to  Shawmut  avenue.  It  had  about  forty  houses, 
and  the  plan  was  be/ore  the  Board  at  the  last 
meeting,  and  attention  was  called.to  it.   ■ 

The  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  was 
carried. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Laying  Out  and 
Widening  Streets  be  herebv  authorized  to  contract 
for  the  removal  of  the  building  standing  on  the 
estate  belonging  to  Thos.  M.  Seaverns  on  Wash- 
ington street,  at  the  corner  of. -Indiana  place,  liack 
to  the  line  of  widening  of  Washington  street,  and 
to  employ  a  competent  person  to  superintend  the 
removal  of  the  same ;  and  also  to  apportion  the 
expense  of  removing  and  raising  the  sail  buildiug 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  &  Al- 
bany Railroad  Co. ;  the  city's  portion  of  the  said 
expense  to  be  charged  to  the  Appropriation  for 
Laying  Out  and  Widening  Streets. 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  M  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  release  to  John  A.  Lowell 
all  the  city's  right,  title  and  interest  in  the  parcel 
ot  land  si'ruateu  at  the  corner  of  Parker  and  New 
Heath  streets,  containing  about  2171  square  feet, 
upon  the  said  Lowell,  giving,  to  the  city  a  quit- 
claim deed  of  the  parcel  of  land  belonging  to  him 
at  the  junction  of  New  and  Old  Health  streets, 
containing  about  3880  s'juare  teat,  to  be  used  for 
street  purposes,  the  safci  parcels  of  land  being 
shown  on  a  plan  prepared  by  the  City  surveyor, 
dated  June  7.  1870,  and  deposited  in  his  office. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Laying  Out  and 
Widening  Streets  be  and  they  hereby  are  author- 
ized to  employ  such  persons  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient to.  assist. them  during  the  present  munici- 
pal year  in  estimating  damages  and  assessing  bet- 
terments for  laying  out  and  widening  streets,  the 
expense  of  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  Appro- 
priations and  Loans  for  Laying  Out  and  Widening 
Streets,  and  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $5030. 

Alderman  Pratt,  inquired  in  relation  to  the  above 
order,  whether  persona  had  hot  been  employed  in 
the  capacity  67  assisting  the  Committee  Mod  as 
Assessors..   If  so.  the  pay  which-  they  receive'as 
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Assessors  slum  I  I  l>e  deducted  from  the  salaries 
proposed,  lie  dirt  not  object  to  the  gentlemen  ap- 
pointed, bat  tli  mgui  if,  improper  thac  they  should 
have  ;i  salary  of  $2800  a  year  anil  additional  pay  as 
Assessors.  He  was  glad  that  this  was  asked*  for 
now.  and  that  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  these 
men  should  not  be  brought  in.  as  last  yeas,  at  tin* 
close  of  the  year.  l  ct  he  could  not  see  how  any 
(■iTson  could  do  two  (lays'  service  in  one. 

Alderman  (iibson  inquired  if  the  Committee  bad 
persons  outride  of  their  number,  employed  as  ap- 
praisers, or  whether  the  Committee  made  the  ai<- 
praisemenf.' 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  for  four  or  live 
years  they  had  employed  persons  to  look  up  cases 
and  examine  into  them.  Jt  was  as  necessary  for 
the  Committee  to  employ  aid  as  it  was  lor  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries  to  employ  a  clerk  to  do  the  busi- 
ness of  the  ferries. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  did  not  wish  to  pay- 
double  salaries  for  the  employment  of  persons  by 
two  parties  on  the  same  day  m  the  year.  He  did 
object  to  paying  a  man  twice  fcr  his  services, 
and  if  they  did  not  get  enough,  let  a  sufficient  sum 
be  granted  for  their  pay. 

Alderman  Talbot  believed  this  case  to  be  an  in- 
vidious one,  as  to  one  person's  doing  service  to  a 
limited  extent  in  two  different  capacities.  The 
question  whether  a  man  can  be  employed  in  two 
separate  capacities  is  coining  up  for  consideration 
undtr  an  ordinance. 

Alderman  (iibson  said  he  did  not  believe  in  em- 
ploying a  man  to  do  two  days'  work  in  one. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  he  could  learn  how 
it  was  done,  in  a  report  on  femes,  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  the  persons  so  em- 
ployed never  received  two  days'  pay  for  one  day's 
service.  They  were  called  upon  to  serve  the  com- 
mittee when  not  employed  by  the  Assessors.  The 
latter  have  certain  specified  hours  in  the  forenoon 
in  which  to  perform  their  duties,  and  if  the  com- 
mittee choose  to  employ  any  of  them  in  the  after- 
noon, it  does  not  interfere  at  all  with  their  duties 
as  Assessor*. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  was  not  averse  t  > 
giving  "the  committee  the  power  i  they  desired.  He 
did  not  know  that  persons  were  employed  in  dif- 
ferent capacities  for  which  their  services  were 
paid.  When  they  engaged  in  the  election  of  As- 
sessors, he  was  told  not  to  vote  for  persons  who 
were  in  the  Legislature,  by  which  they  would  get 
pay  for  two  kinds  of  service  at  the  same  time.  So 
he  supposed  he  ought  not  to  vote  to  pay  persons 
two  salaries  lor  different  kinds  of  service  at  the 
same  time. 

Alderman  Pratt  did  not  object  to  the  Committee 
on  Streets  employing  men  to  help  them,  and 
would  pay  them  $5000  if  necessary,  but  he  did  ob- 
ject on  principle  to  employing  men  in  two  classes 
of  duties  at  the  same  time.  He  had  heard  no 
names  proposed,  but  would  give  $3000  or  #5000  if 
the  services  were  not  now  well  paid.  He  was  glad 
that  the  subject  had  been  brought  up  now,  and 
not  as  last  year  at  the  close  of  the  season. 

Aklerman  Talbot  stated  that  the  committee  did 
not  employ  assistance  last  year  without  authority. 
If  so  employed,  and  they  are  engaged  in  other 
duties,  rheir  bills  will  be  "severely  criticized.  The 
committee  should  be  allowed  to  employ  persons 
well  suited  to  the  business. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  had  no  feeling  in  the 
matter,  but  he  repeated  that  he  could  not  see  how 
any  persons  could  perform  two  days'  services  in 
one.  The  gentleman  last  year  had  given  a  wrong 
impression,  but  perhaps  not  intentional,  in  coming 
in  late  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  asking  for  pay 
for  these  sei vices  when  the  persons  had  been  em- 
ployed in  two  different  capacities. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  soon  after  the  Ap- 
propriation bill  was  passed  the  Committee  asked 
for  assistance,  but  did  not  employ  any  one  until 
they  got  authority  to  do  so,  nor  fix  the  salary  until 
theclose  of  the  year. 

Alderman  (iibson  inquired  what  kind  of  duty 
was  performed  bythese  persons,  and  whether  they 
furnished  the  valuation  of  lands  upon  which  the 
Board  constantly  acted. 

Alderman  <  'on'nor  stated  that  these  persons  were 
employed  in  the  estimate  of  damages  and  for  like 
purposes.  The  Assessors  were  employed  in  their 
outside  duties  eight  or  ten  weeks,  and  iu  the  whole 
work  .about  four  "mouths.  Mondays,  and  nights 
were  Often  required  By  the.  persons  employed,  by 
the  Committee  on  Streets  in  working  up  estimates, 
and  I  hat  at   eight  hours  for  a  day's  work,  some  of 


these  men  worked  lor  3G5  days.  These  persons 
were  not  employed  l;y  the  ( (immifxc  during  the 
time  required  b>  the  Assessors  for  their  duties,  bat 
during  the  afternoon. 

Alderman  Pratt  expressed  astonisment  that  any 
one  should  be  employed  to  work  on  Lhe  Sabbath. 
1 1  necessary,  they  should  pay  enough  to  get  the 
work  done  without  requiring  any  peisons  to  per- 
forin two  classes  of  duties. 
The  order  was  passed. 

I  lie  re  port  ana  orders  for  the  enlargement  of 
Madison  square,  and  for  a  loan  of  $60,000  to  pay 
the  bill,  coming  up,  Alderman  Connor  moved  that 
they  be  laid  over.  The  committee  were  still  of 
opinion  that  the  park  should  be  enlarged, 
and  that  a  public  park  is  needed  here  for 
sanitary  consideration.  They  had  been  en- 
gaged in  boring  to  ascertain  the  depth  re- 
quired to  reach  hard  pan.  The  boring  had 
shown  at  different  points  the  depths  of  52.0U,  37.11, 
47,  40.04,  2ti,  32.  an  1  4J.fi.  or  an  average  depth  of 
.".O.Oti.  The  measurement  was  from  a  grade  three 
feet  six  inches  below  Uuggles  street.  These  re- 
sults had  not  changed  his  views,  but  the  Commit- 
tee wished  to  see  if  they  could  not  obtain  the  land 
at  a  lower  price.  He  hoped  that  the  order  would 
he  laid  over. 

Alderman  Pratt  trusted  that  Aldermen  would 
take  the  opportunity  to  see  the  place.    The  water 
comes  up   to  within   two  and  a  half  feet  of  the 
floors  where  they  are  now  building. 
The  order  was  laid  over. 
The  following  order  was  passed: 
Ordered,  That  the  superintendent  of  Sewers  In- 
directed  to  construct  a  common  seuer  in  Harrison 
avenue,  between  Union   Park  strec,   and   Cottage 
place,  and  report  a  schedule  of  the  expense  to  this 
Board. 

Ordered, That  the  Old  Fort  Lot,  so-called,  Boston 
Highlands,  be  hereafter  known  and  called  "High- 
land park,"  and  that  the  square  between  Highland 
and  -New  streets,  known  and  called  '"Highland 
park."  be  hereafter  known  and  called  "Lewis 
park." 

A  communication  was  received  from  ex-Mayor 
Lewis  in  relation  to  the  above  order,  and  on  a  mo- 
tion being  made  to  divide  the  order,  the  subject 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
Free  Markets  be  authorized  to  visit  and  inspect  the 
markets  in  other  cities,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing $1000,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Incidentals. 

A  request  being  made  for  information  in 
relation  to  the  above,  Alderman  Carpenter  said 
the  Committee  had  made  up  their  conclusions,  and 
wished  to  verify  them  by  visiting  other  cities. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Common  and 
i'ublic  Grounds  be  authorized  to  erect  an  iron 
fence  around  the  square  at  Fast  Boston,  bounded 
by  Trenton,  Putnam  and  White  streets,  and  also  to 
grade  said  square,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding 
*1800,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Com- 
mon, &c.

Harvey,  to  exhibit  natural 
curiosities  at  tne  Meionaon  on  July  4.  Severally 
accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter  also  reported  in  favor  of 
licenses  to  three  newsboys,  one  boot-black,  and  to 
four  common  victuallers.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  tne  Committee  on 
paving,  reported  leave  to  .withdraw  on  petition  of 
AYm.rS.:Bryden,  forpayotgrade  damages  on  Har- 
rison avenue ;  of  Tiros.  Harahan  for  grade  dam- 
tges  on  Pint-  street';  of  K.  M.  Pulsifcr  and  others, 
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that  a  gate  be  placed  in  the  fence  at  the  foot  of 
Mount  Vernon  street;  anrl  inexpedient  on  petition 
of  Jos.  Ballard  relative  to  the  removal  of  a  hay 
window  at  39  Brointield  street.  Severally  ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health,  reported  leave  to  erect  stables,  on  peti- 
tions as  follows:  Thomas  8.  Bancroft,  Fifth  street; 
Clark  &  Leatberbee,  Albany  street,  D.  V.  Foltz, 
Maverick  square.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  same  Committee, 
on  the  petition  of  M.  F.  Flatley  and  others,  re- 
ported the  following  order: 

Ordered.  That  the  superintendent  of  Health  be 
and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  remove-the  urinal  i» 
the  passageway  leading  from  North  Market  to 
North  streets,  as  per  request  of  the  owner  of  build- 
ing upon  which  said  urinal  is  now  located. 
Keport  accepted  and  order  passed. 
Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
reported  no  action  necessary  uu  sundry  notices  of 
intention  to  build,  and  on  petition  of  W.J.&G. 
11.  Keefe  for  the  lines  of  Fifth  street  and  B  street. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Joint  Special  Cont- 
mittee  on  the  Church  street  District,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Dennis  Hurley,  for  a  mod- 
iticarion  of  the  conditions  of  sale  of"  a  house  in 
Winchester  street,  made  a  report  recommending 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized 
to  cancel  the  bond  given  to  the  city  by  Dennis 
Hurley,  dated  .May  10.  1869,  and  accept  a  new  bond 
in  li?u  thereof,  providing  for  the  payment  annu- 
ally by  said  Hurley  of  ten  per  cent,  of  the  full 
amount  to  be  paid  for  the  estate  purchased  of  the 
city  in  Winchester  street,  the  first  payment  under 
the  new  bond  to  bear  even  date  therewith,  and  the 
interest  to  be  paid  on  the  principal  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Alderman  Talbot,  in  explanation,  stated  that 
Mr.  Hurley  was  unable  to  perform  the  conditions  of 
the  first  bona,  but  fiat  he  had  made  one  payment, 
was  to  make  the  second  before  receiving  this  bond, 
and  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that 
it  would  be  safe  for  the  city. 
The  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Uibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Police, 
made  a  report  fixing  upon  the  number  of  the  po- 
lice force,  as  follows :  23  lieutenants,  32  sergeants, 
and  409  patrolmen. 

On  an  inquiry  by  Alderman  Pratt,  it  was  stated 
that  the  number  as  proposed  by  the  nominations 
"f  the  Mayor  would  be  eighteen  above  the  number 
fixed  by  the  committee. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  number  reported  upon 
was  as  low  as  it  ought  to  be.  It  was  not  known 
when  the  number  was  made  up  how  many  the 
Mayor  would  nominate,  and  it  was  believed  that  if 
the  men  were  approved  of,  and  their  services  were 
necessary,  they  could  be  put  on  outy. 

Alderman  Connor  was  glad  to  hear  the  explana- 
tion of  the  Alderman.  The  police  force  should 
be  large  enough  to  protect  the  citizens  and  pro- 
vide for  the  increased  population. 

Alderman  Talbot  was  willing  to  rely  on  the 
Committee  for  the  number  required. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  increase  pro- 
vided by  the  Committee  was  36  over  the  present 
number,  making  480  in  all. 

Alderman  Talbot,  in  view  of  the  difference  be- 
tween the  number  of  the  Committee  and  that  of 
the  Mayor,  moved  that  the  report  be  laid  over. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  it  was  believed  to  be  nec- 
essary that  the  number  of  the  force  should  be  fix- 
ed, and  the  Committee  had  made  it  as  small  as 
they  could.  They  may  be  obliged  to  increase  it, 
and  if  they  need  more,  they  could  put  in  an  order 
for  that  purpose.  He  had  no  objection  to  laying 
the  order  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Cowdin  supposed  that  the  Mayor  and 
the  Committee  had  come  to  the  same  conclusion 
in  regard  to  the  increase  of  the  police  force,  and  if 
so,  the  order  should  pass,  and  the  appointments  be 
confirmed  as  soon  as  possible.  With  the  number 
fixed  and  the  appointments  made,  the  Mayor 
would  not  be  importuned  early  and  late  by  those 
who  wished  to  be  appointed. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  the  number  by  this  order 
was  about  as  it  existed  last  year,  with' the  allow- 
ance of  fifteen  for  Dorchester.  He  believed  that 
the  number  should  be  increased,  and  there  should 
be  no  blame  of  there  being  a  deficiency.  The  ap- 
pointments were  eighteen  more  than  are  contem- 
plated by  the  order. 


Alderman  Gibson  said  the  force  required  more 
men  in  sunmer  than  in  winter.  At  the  present 
time  the  Mayor's  estimates  are  nearer  the  number 
required,  and  more  or  less  would  leave  the  force 
from  various  causes  before  winter. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  bad  had  occasion  at  va- 
rious times  to  complain  of  the  inefficiency  of  the 
police,  and  was  ready  to  sustain  the  action  of  the 
Mayor.  On  a  recent  application  at  the  station 
nearest  to  his  residence,  he  was  assured  that  they 
had  not  the  number  of  men  sufficient  to  protect 
the  citizens.  If  we  tie  the  hands  of  the  Mayor,  it 
would  be  in  bad  taste  to  complain  of  him  for  want 
of  the  efficiency  of  the  police.  He  was  ready  to 
take  his  representations  of  the  npmber  of  men  re- 
quired, and  if  the  number  fixed  upon  ljy  the  Com- 
mittee is  not  large  enough,  part  of  the  responsibil- 
ity must  rest  upon  tbe  Board. 

Alderman  Connor  staged  that  the  ujimber  of"  po- 
licemen in  South  Boston  was  thirty-six  when  there 
were  but  30,000  population,  and  by  this  increase 
there  would  i>e  but  thirty-eight  for  43,000.  He  had 
no  complaint  to  make  against  the  force,  in  effi- 
ciency, but  there  were  hot  enough  men.  WirJi 
the  present  number  the  citizens  oi  South  Boston 
felt  that  they  could  not  be  protected-  They  were 
lacking  in  numbers,  and  needed  the  whole  who 
were  nominated,  and  more  too. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  if  there  were  not, a 
number  employed  on  special  duty  at  bathing 
houses  and  other  places,  whose  positions  at  such 
places  could  be  filled  by  special  appointments,  for 
the  season.  This  would  give  an  increased  number 
to  this  force. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  there  was  not  a  material 
difference  of  opinion  as  to  how  many  men  were 
needed.  The  Committee  consulted  with  the  Chief 
of  Police  as  to  the  number  necessary,  but  did  not 
know  how  many  the  Mayor  proposed  to  appoint. 
If  proper  and  necessary,  an  additional  number  may 
be  appointed. 
The  order  was  laid  over.

Orders  were  passed  on  the  proposed  discontinu- 
ance of  a  portion  of  Tremont  street,  adjoining  the 
estate  of  J.  W.  D.  Joy;  on  the  proposed  widening 
of  Cliff  street,  near  Warren  street;  on  the  widen- 
ing of  Worcester  street  at  the  corner  of  Washing- 
ton street,  and  on  the  widening  of  Cambridge 
street,  near  Bowdoin  square.

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
authorized  to  close  so  much  of  Providence  street 
as  may  be  necessary  during  the  construction  of  the 
wall  in  said  street,  on  the  line  of  the  Boston  &

ages done  to  his  estate  in  Dorchester  avenue,  for- 
merely  Nos.  G80,  682,  684  and  686  Federal  street,  by 
the  grading  of  said  street,  as  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  the  extension  of  Broadway.

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avenue  to  Park  square,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
present  year. 

Alderman  Ta'bot  said  the  subject  of  the  order 
had  been  before  the  Committee  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  year.  The  only  difficulty  was  in  regard 
to  the  expense,  which  was  large.  The  Providence 
Railroad  Company  showed  move  of  a  disposition 
now  to  yield  to  the  desire  for  the  extension  of  this 
avenue  through  their  depot  than  they  had  done, 
and  it  was  hoped  that  a  satisfactory  agreement 
would  be  made  with  that  corporation. 

On  motion  of  Alderman   Braman,  an  order  was 
passed  tor  the  abatement  of   nuisances  on  Dove 
street,  Chapel  place,  245,  247  Dorchester    avenue 
Joy  street,  and  Meridian  street. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

( Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Lewis  Beck  $155  58 
for  the  old  building  material  sold  by  the  city 
from  his  estate  on  Oliver  street,  to  be  charged  to 
the  Oliver  street  Loan. 

Orders  were  also  passed  requiring  the  Boylston 
Market  Association,  Leopold  Babo,  Charles  1*. 
Adams,  Sereno  D.  Ntckerson  and  Chas.  F.  Adams, 
to  remove  all  obstructions  on  the  line  of  widening 
of  Boylston  street,  on  or  before  the  20th  of  July, 
and  requiring  Wm.  Devine  to  remove  all  obstruc- 
tions to  the  laying  out  of  Foundry  street  before 
the  1st  of  July. 

Alderman  Talbot  offered  a  resolve  and  order  for 
the  widening  of  Summer  street,  by  taking  land  of 
the  estate  of  the  late  Thos.  E.  Curtis,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  51810. 


In  this  connection  he  stated  that  the  line  of 
widening  contemplated  the  cutting  off  the  front 
yards  of  that  and  the  adjoining  estates  to  the  cor- 
ner of  High  street.  The  Committee  bad  not  been 
able  to  make  terms  with  the  owners  oi  the  estates, 
aa  was  expected,  in  the  release  of  the  strip  of  land 
to  complete  the  symmetry  of  the  line  of  widen- 
ing. The  estate  of  Mr.  Curtis  had  been  sold,  and 
the  owners  wished  to  be  able  to  give  a  title.  The 
proposed  payment  was  about  $5  per  foot,  not  more 
than  half  the  price  of  the  value  of  the  land. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  a  suspension  of  section 
11  of  the  rules  and  orders,  to  enable  him  to  make  a 
motion  to  reconsider  tlje  passage  of  ordinance*  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  a  motion  for  recon- 
sideration of  which  was  made  at  the  time, and  lost. 
It  was  desirable  that  these  ordinances  should  be 
reconsidered,  and  if  the  motion  should  be  carried, 
he  should  move  to  lay  them  on  the  table. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  carried 
by  a  unanimous  vote,  when  the  reconsideration 
prevailed,  and  the  ordinances  in  relation  to  tills  of 
city  officers,  to  public  institutions  aud  to  the  Ea*t 
Boston  ferries  were  laid  on  the  table,  and  ordered 
to  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Ferries  and  the  duties  of  Clerk, 
was  taken  from  the  table  and  accepted. 

Aldermen  Jacobs  submitted  the  annual  reportof 
the  Trustees  of  Mount  Hope  Cemetery.  Laid  on 
the  table,  and  ordered  to  be  printed.

The  Auditor's  Monthly  Exhibit  was  placed  on 
hie. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ferries,  rela- 
tive to  the  duties  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Directors  of 
Ferries,  (City  Doc.  No.  54,  1870,)  was  accepted,  Ik 
concurrence. 

The  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Sum 
mer  street,  near   High  street,  at   an  expense  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Streets  of  the  Common  Council.

Mr.  Donnelly  of  Ward  3,  moved  that  the  amend- 
ment be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  amendment  laid  on  the 
table  would  carry  the  order  with  it,  upon  which 
the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  withdrawn.  , 

Mr.  Donnelly  hoped  the  amendment  would  be 
withdrawn,  believing  it  to  be  designed  to  kill  the 
order.  The  Committee  on  Free  Markets  had  heard 
various  persons,  both  lor  and  against  free  markets, 
and  they  desired  to  visit  some  other  cities  to  learn 
something  further  on  the  subject.

SALARIES  OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  FIKE  DEPARTMENT. 

Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward  11  submitted  the  report  of 
the  Joint  Special  Committee  on  Salaiies.  with  a 
recommendation  of  the  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing orders,  fixing  the  salaries  of  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  beginning  on  the 
first  of  April.  1870,  and  also  the  salary  of  the  super- 
intendent of  the  East  Boston  ferries': 

Ordered.  That  the  salaries  of  the  following-offi- 
cers, for  the  year  beginning  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy, 
shall  be  as  herein  mentioned,  payable  monthly, 
subject  to  the  deduction  of  any  and  all  sums  due 
from  said  officers  to  the  city. 

Sect.  1.  The  salary  of  the  Chiet-Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Department  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  he  shall  be  al- 
lowed the  use  of  a  horse  and  vehicle  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  city,  the  bills  for  which  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department. 

Sect.  2.  The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Engineers 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  each 
per  annum.

.Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  opposed  immediate  action. 
There  were  many  applicants  for  the  office  of  Super- 
intendent of  Ferries,  including  one  who  held  the 
office  before  Mr.  Brigham  was  appointed,  and  there 
was  no  occasion  for  raising  the  salary.  He  did  not 
know  of  any  reason  why  the  pay  of  Mr.  Brigham 
should  he  advanced  above  that  which  he  received 
from  the  Ferry  Company. 

Mr.  Winch  inquired  what  the  pay  of  the  Super- 
intendent had  been  for  years  past," and  why  there 
had  been  an  advance. 

Mr.  Learnard  replied  that  the  pay  of  the  .super- 
intendent undei  the  Ferry  Company  was  #2000;  he 
is  now  subject  to  greater  responsibilities  and  la- 
bor, and  has  discharged  his  duties  lo  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Directors,  who  are  in  favor  of  paying 
him  as  proposed. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  lost. 

A       UESTION  OF  PRIVILEGE. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  rose  to  a  question  of  privi- 
lege, and  called  attention  to  an  article  in  the  Even- 
ing traveller,  which  he  said  did  him  the  grossest 
injustice  and  was  in  letter  and  spirit  a  direct  false- 
hood. So  conscious  was  he  of  not  being  open  to 
the  charges  made  against  him,  that  he  had  no  tear 
of  reading  it  to  the  Council,  and.  with  permission, 
proc°eded  to  do  so. 

After  reading  the  article,  Mr.  Hall  remarked  upon 
it,  that  he  was  unanimously  selected  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries,  without  his  solicitation,  to  take 
charge  of  them  on  behalf  of  the  city.  He  was  pre- 
pared to  show  that  he  perform ?d' his  duties  in  a 
faithful  manner,  and  instead  of  not  being  engaged 
in  more  than  one  hour's  work,  there  was  not  a  day 
in  the  week  that  he  did  not  direct  what  should  be 
done.  The  statement  was  made  out  of  pure  malice, 
without  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  in  the  case.  He 
was  engaged  in  that  service  for  three  months  and 
a  half,  and  the  heads  of  departments,  as  well  as 
workmen  employed,  would  state  that  by  his  pei- 
suiial  efforts  he  had  saved  thousands  of  dollars  to 
the  city. 

Mr.  Brigham,  the  Superintendent,  stated  that  the 
boats  were  $2000  better  off  for  his  services  from 
the  1st  January  to  1st  April.  If  any  man  connected 
with  the  City  Government  could  wash  his 
hands  of  swindling,  he  declared  that  he  could. 
When  his  work  was  accomplished,  and  his  services 
closed,  he  waited  upon  the  Committee  on  Ferries, 
and  the  matter  of  compensation  coming  up,  he 
told  the  gentlemen  to  give  him  whatever  they 
pleased.  They  wanted  a  bill,  and  at  the  suggestion 
of  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  last  year  he  put 
the  amount  at  $  1000,  but  that  sum  did  not  originate 
with  hiin.  Some  conversation  between  the  com- 
mittee and  himself  ensued,  which  resulted  in  his 
withdrawing  the  bill,  after  which  the  committee 
voted  him  $750. 

Mr.  Hall  repeated  that  the  article  he  had  read 
did  him  the  grosses^  injustice,  and  expressed  the. 
hope  that  the  Traveller  would  have  the  honor  to 
make  a  full  retraction.

That  the  Committee  on  Prune  Buildings  be 
authorized  to  repair  the  damage  caused  by 
fire  at  the  English  High  Schoolhouse,  the  expense 
therefor  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Grammar  Schools,  Public  Buildings.

THE   BU1UULL  CLAIM. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  the  re- 
jection of  the  order  to  pay  Ch'as.  Burrill  $40,000  for 
his  services  in  recruiting  was  reconsidered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gay  of  Ward  10,  the  order  was 
amended  by  providing  that  the  passage  of  the  or- 
der shall  not  be  used  against  the  city  as  evidence 
in  any  additional  claim,  and  shall  be  accepted 
within  ten  days  after  its  passage. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  opposed  the  passage  of  this 
order,  for  the  credits  were  already  obtained  when 
Mr.  Burrill  commenced  his  work,  A  committee 
with  himself  had  cone  through  many  boarding- 
houses  and  obtained  the  names  of  men  before  Mr. 
Burrill  did  anything  on  the  subject.  Then  it 
was  that  Mr.  Burrill  hired  a  man  to  go  to 
the  receiving-ship  and  copy  names  from  their 
books.  He  did  not  believe  he  was  entitled  to  any 
compensation,  and  he  would  not  vote  for  the  or- 
der. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  stated  that  he  had  been  in 
favor  of  giving  every  member  of  the  Council  an 
opportunity  to  speak  on  the  subject,  but  believing 
that  nothing  new  could  be  saifl,  he  moved  the  pre- 
vious question. 

'  Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  opposed  the  previous  ques- 
tion, stating  that  he  was 'not  present  at  the  last 
meeting  to  hear  the  discussion  on  the  subject. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  maiu  question 
was  ordered,  when  the  order  was  again  refused 
passage;  by  a  vote  of  33  yeas  to  24  nays,  as  followl:

INCREASE  OF  POLICE  FORCE. 

The  following  order  was  considered: 

Ordered,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  officers  of  the  grade  mentioned 
shall  be  as  follows:  Lieutenants,  23;  sergeants,  32; 
patrolmen,  400. 

Alderman  Carpenter  moved  to  amend  bv  making 
the  number  of  patrolmen  435.  In  support  of  the 
amendment  he  said  the  number  piopbsed  by  the 
committee  was  very  much  too  small  to  keep  pace 
with  the  growth  of  the  city,  and  the  committee 
were  governed  in  their  action  more  from  the 
amount  of  money  they  had  to  spend  than  in  the 
number  of  officers  needed. 

By  statistics  it  was  shown  that  in  1800  the  valua- 
tion of  property  in  this  city  was  §276,000,000,  and 
todav  §550,000,000;  the  population  in  I860  numbered 
1/2.000,  and  now  285,000  and  yet  there  had  been  little 
increase  in  the  police  lorce.  The  property  owners 
of  the  city,  it  was  said,  demanded  at  the  hands  cf 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  a  largely  increased  force. 
There  were  at  least  thirty  of  the  present  force 
employed  as  clerks,  deputies,  or  on  special  service, 
while  others  were  on  the  list  of  disabled.  If  there 
were  500  employed  in  all,  there  would  be  but  470  on 
the  active  force.  He  trusted,  therefore,  that  the 
amendment  would  have  its  weight,  and  that  pro- 
vision would  be  made  for  the  additional  number 
required,  at  the  rate  of  aboutifHOO  per  man. 

Alderman  Connor  heartily  concurred  in  the  pro- 
posed amendment,  and  called  attention  to  the  ine- 
qualities in  the  proposed  assignment  of  the  in- 
creased force.  To  Station  2  there  was  a  proposed 
increase  of  seven  men,  while  the  population  was 
reduced  by  the  removal  of  900  families,  or  4500  m 
population,  and  a  further  reduction  was  to  take 
place ;  and  to  Station  6  there  was  but  an  increase 
of  two  men  with  an  increase  of  population  of 
15,000  in  five  years.  The  people  of  South  Boston 
asked  and  demanded  an  increase  of  the  police 
force,  but  this  disproportion  they  believed  to  be 
unfair  and  unjust,  lurning  to  Station  5.  it  was 
found  that  there  were  54  men,  16  more  than  at 
South  Boston. 

He  did  not  believe  it  to  be  good  economy  to  keep 
down  the  police  force,  and  it  should  be  not  less 
than  520  men  in  all.  The  citizens  of  South  Boston 
were  constant  sufferers,  almost  daily,  from  rob- 
beries, for  want  of  an  increase  of  police  force,  ana 
he  himself  had  been  a  sufferer  to  the  amount  of 
S1000.  It  would  be  much  better  to  pay  the  amount 
in  increased  taxes,  and  those  who  were  sufferers 
with  him  thought  it  unfair  that  they  should  be  leit 
at  the  mercy  of  the  mob. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  that  for  reasons  he  bad  be- 
fore given  he  was  prepared  to  vote  for  an  increase 
in  the  police  force.  It  seemed  to  be  supposed  that 
where  the  population  was  not  dense,  no  increase 
of  force  was  needed,  but  there  were  isolated  por- 
tions of  the  city  where  an  increase  was  demanded. 
The  addition  of  territory  by  the  annexation  of  Dor- 
chester was  nearly  as  large  as  that  of  the  old  city, 
and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  would  fail  in  their  du- 
ty if  it  did  not  respond  to  the  lull  demand  made 
upon  them  for  an  increased  police  force. 

Alderman  Gibson  did  not  know  and  had  not 
learned  that  such  an  increase  was  demanded  as 
was  stated,  and  he  believed  the  force  proposed  was 
entirely  ample.  There  may  be  a  little  cramping 
from  the  number  during  the  summer,  but  in  the 
course  of  six  months  there  will  be  as  many  as  can 
be  employed.  He  had  not  heard  of  any  robberies 
recently,  and  believed  the  city  had  been  as  quiet 
as  it  had  been  for  years. 
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Alderman  Connor  said  he  hated  to  draw  com- 
parisons, but  referring  to  East  Boston,  on  the 
same  basis  of  population,  there  ought  to  50  met)  at 
•  South  Boston.  rlhe  Aldetman  hail  not  heard  of 
any  robLevies,  1  ut  he  could  iniorm  him  of  one 
within  three  days,  which  hail  not  been  in  the  pa- 
pers, in  which  a  citizen  had  fceeu  robbed  of  S;  00. 
Ao  man  would  find  fnult  with  an  increase  of  the 
police  force,  Ihe  l.umher  of  5C0  wculd  l.e  small 
enough,  but  5lo  would  be  better. 

Aliierman  Cowdia  inquired  if  the  Chief  of  Police 
had  been  called  upon  to  state  the  imm;  ex  of  men 
requited.  He  had  confidence  in  that  officer,  and 
beueved  he  could  tell  us  how  many  uien  wire 
needeil.  If  U  v. as  his  opinion  upon  which  the 
committee  1  ased  their  calculation,  he  wus  satis- 
lieil.  Whatever  number  was  believed  to  lie  neces- 
s  u y,  he  would  vo\,e  for,  and  go  to  the  people  to 
sustain  the  action.  Let  us  hist  consult  with  the 
proper  authority. 

Alderm.m  Carpenter  stated  that  he  sent  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  jtist  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  told  him  what  he  proposed  to  offer, 
which  he  agreed  with  heartily.  He  said  he  could 
take  care  oi  500  men.  But  it  was  not  proposed  to 
ask  for  the  extreme  number;  480  was  the  leas- 
number,  and  600  could  be  employed.  It  would 
be  better  to  have  5S0,  but  500  was  proposed  as  a 
compromise. 

Alderman  Gibson  sr.id  the  committee  had  a  con- 
sultation with  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  489  was 
fixed  upon  as  i lie  uuniber,  but  he  could  take  500. 
As  economy  ha  I  been  enjoined  upon  all  commit- 
tees, and  more  money  would  be  wanted  with  k  fur- 
ther increase,  and  in  the  winter  a  less  number 
would  be  needed,  they  believed  they  could  got 
along  without  a  surplus  in  summer. 

Alderman  Talbot  objected  to  an  increase  of 
men  without  lii «t  having  an  increase  of  appropri- 
ation. It  would  be  wrong  to  make  an  lucre  i.e 
without  first  |i  viding  for  the  expense.  After  es- 
tablishing the  force  needed,  if  more  men  are 
wanted,  ihen  ;i  k  for  a  further  apptoprijttiori, 
which  no  doubt  would  be  readily  granted. 

Alderman  ijii  son  stated  that  there  were  a  large 
number  of  ipecial  policemen,  who  covered  a  con- 
siderable portion  oi  the  city,  and  whuse  setvieia 
were  of  advantage  in  k<  eping  She  peace. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  could  nor  nc  'oca' 
they  had  any  right  to  call  upon  a  special  police  I  I- 
fice'r  to  diseiiarg.-  any  duties.  The;  e  <  fficcr<  \ve:e 
paid  for  dutit  s  for  special  protection  which  the 
city  failed  to  provide  for.  The  appointment  of 
special  police  ( fficeis  was  no  reason  for  dot  fh- 
oreasingthe  police  fone,  and  he  would  like  to 
know  how  many  there  were  who  were  disabled  or 
otf  duty. 

Alderman  (ill son  stated  that  there  were  n  few 
men  efl  no  bX  of  the  time;  the  average- wrs  fr< :  m  100 
to  no  days  a  month.  Where  spi  eta!  police  officers 
were  appointed  for  the  protection  oi  properiy,  he 
expected  they  would  aid  in  the  general  piote'eiicn 
of'property.  If  South  Boston  was  such  a  dlEOvCei- 
ly  place,  as  was  stated,  ii  should  be  put  union' 
martial  law. 

Ajdermnn  Jenkins  said  rlv  committee  thought 
it  was  uecissaiy  to  increase  the  force,  hwt  the 
Chief  of  Police  I  eliet  id  he  could  get  along  with  a 
force  of  480.  'I  he  captains  were  eon  suited  as  lo 
the  least  lumber  they  could  get  along  with,  and 
the  eommitti  e  could  see  no  necessity  for  the  num- 
ber of  E00.  it  more  were  needed,  they  can  be  ask- 
ed for  hereafter,  and  he  hoped  the  amendment 
weuld  not  I.  e  adopted. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  of  special  police  officers, 
that  tiny  had  no  authority  whatever,  and  oil  ihar, 
account  the  predecessor  of  the  present  Mayer,  fey 
advice  of  the  City  solicitor,  did  not  appoint  them", 
in  relation  ro  station  1,  be  said  there  were  88  men 
on  dut\— 10  ;  y  <l:.y  and  10  i  v  night.  But.  in  fact, 
there  were  tut  in  at  night (8 ata time) spread  over 
a  territory  at  bug  distances.  In  a  recent  caee 
there  was  a  gatheiing  oi  100  to  200  persons  of  a 
nfsorderly  character,  and  the  officer  being  pior.e 
was  accused  of  striking  one  of  the  party,  and  was 
obliged  to  apologize  that  he  did  not  stvike  th™  man 
lest  they  should  make  an  attack  upon  him.  ft  was 
unreasonable  to  expect  that  eight  men  should  take 
care  of  such  a  large  territory.  " 

Alderman  Connor  denied  that  his  section  of  the 
city  was  such  a  contemptible  place  fo  live  in  as 
was  stated  i.y  the  chairman  cf  the  committee.  He 
had  lived  thore  thirty-five  yeais,  and  did  not  care 
to  live  anywhere  else.  In  a  comparison  it  would 
be  eeen  that  in  E.\gt  Boston  there  was  one  trhcor 


for  865  population,  while  in  South  Beaton  there  was 
but   one    in    1112.    The    Alderman   had  spoken  of 
economy.    Petitions  lrcm  his  section  had  bein  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Police  for  months  unno- 
ticed, and  he  claimed  that  if  the  men  can  be  ap» 
pointed,  the  money  to  pay  them  can  be  had.    The 
means  could  be  obtained  lrcm   ihe  laige  reserved 
lund.  and  it  was  not  good  policy  to  postpone  a 
matter  of  this  importance  and  leave  the   people  in 
continual  die:  d. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  hear  complaints 
from   other  sections  as  from  the  Seventh  .Yard; 
his  own  ward  was  well  provided  for, and  there  was 
no  complaint. 

The  motion  to  substitute  4C5  for  400  was  lest  by  a 
vote  cf  (i  to  C. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  was  willing  to  vote  for 
410,  an  increase  of  10,  I  elieving  that  the  appropri- 
ation would  bear  that  increase. 

Alderman  Connor  hoped  it  would  be  4i5,  which 
was  just  the  number  wanted,  and  moved  that  num- 
ber. ...-,'-.      "...    ... .  . 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  the  amendment  ought 
to  be  carried.  The  city  demands  an  increase.  It 
had  been  asked  if  the  Chief  of  Police  was  consulted 
as  to  the  number.  Neither  the  Chief  of  Police  nor 
the  superintendents  of  the  several  departments 
would  go  to  the  committees  and  askforan  increase 
of  expense.  The  member  of  the  committee  nearest 
to  him  was  in  favor  of  an  increase.  The  first  thing 
they  had  to  determine  was  the  number  of  men 
wanted,  and  then  if  means  were  required,  ask 
for  those  means. 

Alderman  Pope  said  the  Chief  of  Police  did 
know  how  many  were  to  be  asked  for.  He  wanted 
480  in  all,  but  did  r.ot  doubt  he  could  find  place  for 
500.  Had  he  said  he  could  uot  have  got  along  with 
less  than  500,  he  would  have  voted  to  give  them  to 
him. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  net  right  to  vote 
an  increased  number  of  men  beyond  the  ami  Ulitof 
money  appropriated  for  their  pay.  cot  the  money 
first,  arc!  if  there  waa  not  enoiigV.  appropriated, 
ask  for  more,  should  the  men  be  ajipoinfe  1  with- 
out providing  Ihe  means,  we  may  be  obliged  to 
discharge  thsm. 

Alderman  Connor  was  willing  to  trust  the  Coun- 
cil iu  the  matter.  If  the  number  of  men  w;>s  short 
and  needed  an  increase,  they  will  sustain  us  as 
in  everything  else  for  the  public  good. 

Alderman  Pierce  was  uot  willing  to  vote  with 
his  eyes  wide  open  where  there  was  no  pi  o vision 
made  for  the  expense.  If  more  men  were  needed, 
they  should  fust  ask  for  more  money.  Their  duty 
was  to  go  to  the  Council  first,  say  we  had  not 
enough  men,  and  ask  for  a  f  urther'appropriation. 
The  public  will  not  suffer  meantime. 

Alderman  Jenkins  believed  the  discussion  to  l;o 
premature.  When  the  number  is  made  up,  as  pro- 
posed, he  believed  they  would  be  entirely  satisfied 
.  as  to  its  numbers  and  "efficiency.  It  was  the  best 
police  force  in  the  country.  It  would  give  an  in- 
crease of  forty  over  tho  present  force,  and  when 
they  were  in  their  proper  position,  the  public  would 
be  satisfied.  The  number  of  480  was  enough,  but 
he  would  not  object  to  419  as  the  number  ol  patrol- 
men. 

Alderman  Connor  said  it  would  appear  by  the  re- 
port of  the  chaiiman  that  station  0  was  t  'hive  ;;8 
men,  while  station:;,  wiihadecreaseofpopulaui  n, 
'  was  to  have  G6  men. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the 'report  did  hot  fix 
definitely  upon  the  location  of  the  increased  force. 
They  may  be  changed,  anil  it  is  likely  they  will'be 
so.  With  the  additional  number  proposed,  the 
entire  force  will  be 409. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  proposed  increase 
to  425,  which  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  7  to  5,  as 
follows:

Alderman  Gibson  said  they  t  ink  Dorchester  as 
they  found  her,  adop,c  I  her  urenien,  and  now  her 
constables  and  nigh*,  watchmen.  He  y  were  not 
Strictly  to  be  taken  uiu.'i-r  the  rule,  there  was  a 
justification  for  tbe  appointments,  the  pcisons 
were  highly  recommended  i\  the  most  respecta- 
ble cit  zens,  have  a  "led  as  officers  for  a  long  time, 
and  the  oldest  was  as  smart  as  any  thirty-year-old- 
er,   lie  would  not  wish  to  come  under  bis  grip. 

Alderman  Cawdin  did  not  see  bow  they  were  to 
conlirm  these  men  without  repealing  the  ordin- 
ance or  suspending  the  rules.  If  violated  in  this 
respect,  the  rules  might  as  well  lie  in  any  other. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  was  but  simply  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  men  in  office.  There  were  two 
men  who  were  above  the  age,  yet  these  had  good 
physical  ability  far  above  the  average,  and  had 
been  true  and  faithful  to  duty. 

Alderman  Pierce  believed  the  appointments  were 
Strictly  within  tbe  rule,  as  provided  bv  the  terms 
of  annexation,  which  he  read.  One  of  the  men. 
nearest  to  his  own  residence,  had  been  live  years  a 
night  watchman,  faithful  in  every  respect  and 
well  qualified.  It  would  be  a  great  wrong  and  a 
great  injury  not  to  confirm  their  appointments. 

Alderman  Cowdin  believed  the  Alderman  bad 
upset  his  own  argument.  If  they  were  already  in, 
tbere  was  no  need  of  their  appointment. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  they  were  retained 
until  others  were  appointed  in  their  stead. 

Alderman  Cowdin  further  replied  that  if  they 
were  in  office  under  the  act  of  annexation,  there 
was  no  need  of  their  appointment;  and  if  they 
were  in,  he  had  not  a  word  to  say. 

The  appointments  were  confirmed.

ESLAEUKME.  T  OF  KADISOIT  SQUAriE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Connor,  the  report  and 
orders  for  enlargement  of  Madison  square,  and  for 
a  ioan  of  ii'0,000  to  pay  the  bill,  were  taken  from 
the  table. 

Alderman  Connor  said  that  in  addition  to  what 
he  ctaied  last  week,  theie  had  teen  eleven  more 
borings,  which  were  more  favorable  in  character, 
the  whole  showing  an  average  of  thirty-three  feet 
to  hard  clay,  or  thirty-seven  feet  below  the  aver- 
age of  buggies  street.  He  was  in  favor  of  the  en- 
largement on  sanitary  grounds,  and  it  wis  backed 
up  by  numerously-Bigned  petitions  in  that  section 
of  the  city.  There  was  no  special  plea  except  that 
it  was  demanded  for  the  public  good. 

Alderman  Jenkins  saidhe  understood,  then,  that 
as  there  were  55,000  feet  of  land,  it  would  cost  about 
SI  per  foot,  and  the  rest  would  be  for  grading. 

Aldermau  Connor  sad  there  was  a  coiner  lot 
with  dwellings  upon  it,  of  5003  feet,  which  would 
cos"  .-'1  25 per  foot,  and  4i),000  feet  would  cost  SI 
per  foot,  lucre  was  a  bill  of  S703  fur  borings,  and 
the  860,000  would  cover  everything.  It  was  not  ex- 
pected that  the  space  of  water  would  all  be  covered 
this  year, hut  this  would  be  a  good  j dace  for  the 
deposit  of  dirt  in  that  section  of  ths  city. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it"  it  was  necessary  to  go 
thirty-seven  feet  to  get  to  the  laud.it  would  be 
better  to  buy  land  upon  which  there  were  houses 
and  tear  them  down. 

Alderman  Cowdin  was  glad  to  have  support  in 
measures  for  the  benefit  of  Koxbury  Wards,  not 
represented  in  the  Board.  This  public  square  wis 
demanded  on  account  of  the  improvements  going 
on  there,  and  there  was  not  so  many  of  these 
squires  as  we  need.  There  should  have  been  one 
on  Harrison  avenue  where  the  Fair  Grounds  were, 
and  there  were  no  places  for  shaws  except  by  going 
out  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Gibson  repeated  that  it  would  cost 
more  money  to  fill  up  this  space  than  it  would  to  buy 
houses  and  remove  them.  It  would  be  better  to 
buy  the  houses  and  mane  this  into  a  duck  pond. 

Alderman  Fierce  advocated  the  enlargement,  be- 
lieving it  to  be  wise  to  do  so. 

Aide rm an  Talbot  inquired  whether  any  portion 
of  the  55,000  feet  of  land  was  to  be  laid  out  for 
streets. 

Alderman  Connor  replied  that  it  wis  not;  and 
he  did  not  thin'*  it  was  fair,  after  what  might  be 
learned  of  the  land  in  the  report,  that  it  should  be 
spoken  of  as  a  duck  pond.  The  subject  had  been 
laid  over,  that  Aldermen  might  visit  the  place  and 
examine  the  report,  and  there  was  no  excuse  for 
such  a  want  of  knowledge  on  the  subject. 

Alderman  Cowdin  referred  to  a  similar  place 
where  rilling  was  required,  in  which  the  city  spent 
S5330  to  $10,000  to  till  up  a  space  for  the  benefit  of 
other  owners. .  With  the  new  schoolhouse  on  one 
side  and  the  improvements  carried  out,  as  pro- 
posed, this  would  be  a  delightful  spot. 
,  Alderman  Talbot  questioned  whether  $60,000  was 
not  too  high,  and  expressed  the  belief  that  the  tract 


could  have  been  purchased  a  year  ago  for  GG  cents 
;:  (o  it     He  m  wed  to  add  after  purchase  "and 
ding;"  so  th  it  the  coSt  should  ipcJu'ie  the  grading. 

Aiderman  Gibson  believed  the  cost  of  the  laud 
would  be S2  50  jier  loot. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  as  a  raerpber.  of  the  commit- 
tee, was  not  convinced  in  trie  commit  eo,  neither 
bid  lie  been  in  the  diM-ussioi  s  ill  the  Board,  of  the 
expediency  of  the  purchase,  mil  moved  to  lay  the 
suuieCiij  on  the  table  for  further  examination* 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  '.die  subject  was 
lai  1  over  nn3  week  to  accommodate  the  Able ■••■ 
men,  and  in  reply  to  the  wh  ile&ale  assertion  that 
the  land  would  cost  $2  50  per  loot  to  till  it,  it  would 
not  cost  12%  cents  a  Toot. 

Alderman  <;i;  son  further  Stated  that  with  tbirt.v- 
s  'von  feel  to  reach  the  bottom,  the  interest  ol 
Sti'1,000  on  the  purcjia.se,  and  ior  grading  and  edgr- 
s'.onej,  the  cost  would  1  e  f3  per  foot-. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  was  not  prejudiced 
in  favor  of  the  measure,  and  should  not  like  the 
locality  as  a  residence,  yet  he  thought  it  was  the 
best  ttibig  that  could  be  done,  to  till  this  up  for 
enlargement  of  the  square,  we  are  obliged  to 
take  it  or  it  will  1  e  a  nuisance.  It  was  the  second 
Suffolk  Street  District,  only  further  to  the  South 
End. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  it  was  not  on  his  account, 
but  that  further  examination  might  be  had,  he 
moved  that  the  subject  be  laid  on  ihe  table.  Car- 
ried. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  the  order  to  pay 
the  South  Boston  Iron  Company  $120,000,  for  land 
damages,  occasioned  by  the  extension  of  Broad- 
way, was  taken  from  the  table  and  considered. 

Alderman  Pope  inquired  if  it  was  not  better  to 
keep  the  land,  which  it  was  proposed  to  convey  in 
part  payment  of  damages. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  that  the  committee  were  of 
the  opinion  that  it  was  better  to  convey  the  land. 

Alderman  Cowdin  agreed  with  Alderman  Pope 
that  it  would  be  better  to  keep  the  land 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  there  were  17.000  feet 
of  land  outside  of  the  bridge,  and  8000  feet 
under  the  bridge,  and  by  conveying  the  land  out- 
side, no  access  could  be  had  to  the  laud  under  the 
bridge,  which  he  believed  could  be  put  to  good 
account. 

Alderman  Jenkins  had  never  understood  that  a 
settlement  could  be  made  by  paying  SI 40,000  with- 
out the  land  ;  if  so.  ha  thought  it  would  be  better 
than  by  paying  $120,003  and  giving  the  land  in  part 
payment. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  the  bridge  mi  lit  fall  down, 
some  time,  and  it  might  lie  better  to  keep  the  land. 

Alderman  Gibson  thought  it  possible  it  might  be 
necessary  some  time  to  lower  the  bridge,  when  it 
would  be  required  to  purchase  the  right  to  use  the 
land.    It  might  answer  as  it  is  for  a  free  market. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Carpenter,  the  subject 
was  recommitted,  with  instructions  to  the  com- 
mittee to  report  an  order  to  pay  the  higher  price 
and  retain  the  land  proposed  to  be  conveyed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jacobs,  the  ordinance  in 
relation  to  contracts  with  city  officers,  permitting 
members  of  the  City  Government  to  furnish  sun- 
plies  to  the  city  (City  Doc.  57),  and  ordinances  in 
relation  to  Public  Institutions,  and  to  East  Boston 
Ferries,  providing  that  supplies  and  materials 
may  be  furnished  exceeding  $300  and  $500  in  value, 
without  advertising  therefor  (Ciry  Docs.  58,  59), 
were  taken  from  the  table. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  adoption  of  these  ordinances,  because 
it  was  believed  to  lie  hasty,  and  stated  that  the 
lirst  ordinance  was  a  matter  of  compromise,  wdiile 
the  $300  and  $503  clause  in  the  other  ordinances 
which  were  proposed  to  be  stricken  out,  it  had 
been  found,  weie  a  disadvantage  in  obtaining  sup- 
plies of  so  small  amount  where  advertising  was 
required.  There  should  be  no  more  restriction 
than  there  is  in  the  paving  or  other  departments. 

Alderman  Talbot  stat?d  that,  by  the  revised  or- 
dinances, it  was  provided  that  no  member  of  the 
City  Government  should  hive  any  pecuniary  in- 
terest in  contracts  with  the  city.  There  should  be 
a  uniformity  in  these  matters,  and  he  would  favor 
an  ordinance  not  to  permit  any  member  of  the 
City  Government  to  nave  an  interest  in  any  con- 
tracts, even  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil. 

Alderman  Pope  did  not  object  to  the  amend- 
ments relating  to  the  supplies  for  the  ferries,  but 
he  did  not  believe  it  was  right  for' members  of  the 
City  Government  to  make  contracts  with  the  city 
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while  In  office.  Three-fourths  of  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  think  it  right,  but  the  people  out- 
side believe  it  all  wrong. 

Alelerinan  Cowdin  was  surprised  at  the  remarks 
of  the  Aldeimen,  when  it  is  known  that  all  bills  of 
members  of  the  City  Government  are  required  to 
be  submitted  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  Committee  ou 
Accounts.  Reference  was  made  by  Alderman 
Cowdin  to  the  circumstances  which  required  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance,  which  had  i;een  m  force 
lor  many  years,  in  relation  to  this  subject,  made 
necessary  by  the  contracts  with  ihe  City  Govern- 
ment; but  under  the  present  system,  if  the  charge 
is  excessive,  the  bill  is  rejected. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  that  the  practice  of  his 
committees  was  not  to  ask  questions  who  did  the 
work.  If  it  was  done  cheaper  by  a  member  of  the 
City  Government,  he  could  not  tee  why  such  a  per- 
son 6hould  not  do  it. 

Alderman  Git6on  believed  that  all  contracts 
should  be  thrown  open  to  competition,  in  which 


case  $250,000  would  be  saved  annually  to  the  city. 

in  the  further  discussion  of  the  siii  jeet,  it  was 
stated  that  the  Directors  of  1'ublic  Institutions  be  - 
lieve  they  have  no  right  under  the  ordinance  to 
make  purchases. 

Alderman  Connor  did  not  quite  understand  the 
questions  involved  in  the  change  of  the  ordi- 
nances, and  moved  that  they  be  laid  over. 

Alderman  Jacobs  stated  that  the  old  ordinance 
prohibits  contrails  from  being  made. while  the 
new  one  permits  them,  subject  to  T  (  h  g  audited 
and  approved  and  the  bills  passed  through  the 
City  i-'cunei).  Ordinance  57  repeals  all  ordinandi  s 
inconsistent  w  ith  it,  while  the  others  repeal  the 
clauses  requiring  advertising  for  so  small  an 
amount. 

After  further  statements  in  explanation,  Alder- 
man Connor  renewed  the  moticu  to  lay  the  crdi- 
i  ances  on  the  table,  which  was  carried.

The  order  authorizing  the  lot  numbered  -'J,  on 
Ease  Concord  street,  bargained  toJohn  Mack  on  the 
hrstdayof  May.  1867,  to  oe  declared  foifeit«»d  to  the 
city  for  nou-compliance  with,  and  breach  of  the 
conditions  of  sale,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
On  Public  Lands,  and  subsequently  the  reference 
was  reconsidered,  and  the  order  passed. 

THE   BCRXtllili  CLAIM. 

The  adherence  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  its 
former  vote  to  pay  Charles  Bui  rill  forty  thousand 
dollars,  and  appointment  ol  a  committee  to  con- 
fer with  such  committee  as  tbe  Common  Council 
in  ky  appoint  on  the  subje  it,  was  taken  up, 

fbe  Chair  made  the  following  decision  in  rela- 
tion to  the  order  and  appointment : 

vVhen  1  saw  by  the  rel«)ri  of  the  proceedings  of 
tlie  Board  of  Aldermen  thai  this  matter  was  com- 
ing before  us  in  rnis  form,  it  struck  me  as  a  pecu- 
liar parliamentary  proceeding. 

1  have  therelore  examined  the  question  with 
some  cave,  whether  this  matter  was  properly  be- 
fore us.  1  rind  the  papers  show  that  the  Committee 
,">n  Claims  reported  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  an 
order  for  a  reference  of  Mr.  Burr  ill's  claim  to  three 
persons.  This  order  was  amended  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  pay  Mr.  Burrill  i;40,000  instead  of  the 
reference. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed  by  the  Board, 
came  to  us  for  action  and  was  rejected.  A  motion 
was  made  to  reconsider,  which  prevailed,  and  the 
order  was  again  rejected. 

There  are  two  things  essential  to  constitute  a 
conference.  First,  the  body  which  desires  the 
conference  must  have  possession  of  the  papers. 
Second,  there  must  be  some  disagreement  between 
ths  bodies  as  to  amendments  to  the  main  question. 

In  this  case  I  do  not  see  how  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men had  possession  of  ths  papers  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  authorise  them  to  ask  for  a  conference. 

.Next,  there  is  no  particular  feature  of  the  orders 
about  which  the  two  bodies  differ,  the  Council 
having  rejected  the  entire  order. 

I  understand  the  Board  treated  the  papers  as  in 
their  possession  because  the  clerk  of  tins  branch 
sent  them  up.  but  I  consider  they  were  sent  up 
simply  to  enable  tbe  City  Clerk  to  complete  his 
record. 

If  tbe  Board  have  a  right  to  a  conference  on  this 
matter,  theu  th?y  will  have  such  a  righl  on  every 
order  which  originates  in  that  branch,  but  is  re- 
jected by  us  while  we  shall  have  no  such  right. 

1  cannot  admit  that  the  Board  have  such  a  pecu- 
liar privilege  either  by  general  parliamentary  law 
or  by  the  rules  of  this  body.  1  feel,  therefore, 
compelled  to  rule  that  those  papers  are  not  prop- 
erly uefore  us. 

Mr.  Moultou  of  Ward  9  appealed  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  Chair. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  wished  to  know  whether 
the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  had  been  taken 
on  the  suoji?ct. 

The  Chair  stited  that  he  understood  such  an 
opinion  had  been  taken,  but  on  inquiry  ascer- 
tained that  it  was  not  so.

Sir.  Taylor  of  w  aid  _  said  be  was  not  satisfied  to 
vote  for  an  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Kast  Boston  Ferries;  he  understood 
that  Mr.  Brigham  was  on  trial,  and  if  proved  sat- 
isfactory, he  was  to  he  paid  a  lair  salary  ;  if  he  did 
not  perform  his  duties  any  better  than  under  the 
old  ferry  company,  he  could  not  vote  for  an  in- 
crease of  his  salary.  As  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ferries  he  felt  a  delicacy  in  moving  in  this 
matter,  yet  as  no  one  else  was  dispose  i  to,  he 
would  move  to  refer  the  order  to  the  Committee  on 
Ferries. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  l  said  the  Committee  on 
Salaries  was  an  economical  committee.  The 
committee  reported  an  advance  on  a  few  sal- 
aries, and  aiter  having  this  salary  under  con- 
sideration, believed  that  the  amount  tixed  was  a 
fair  salary.

After  these  names  were  reported  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Police  and  read,  Alderman  Cowdin inquired 
if  there  were  any  persons  among  the  number  who 
were  over  lit  years  of  age,  and  whether  they  had 
been  examined  by  the  City  Physician  and  proved 
to  be  sound. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  they  had  all  been  appoint- 
ed in  accordance  with  law. 

Alderman  Cowd.n  inquired  whether  these  names 
had  received  the  scrutiny  of  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, for  no  man  not  in  every  way  sound  and  well 
qualified  ought  to  be  appointed  to  a  place  on  the 
police.  If  the  Committee  on  Police  had  complied 
with  the  rules  of  the  Board  governing  the  appoint- 
ment of  police  officers,  he  had  not  a  word  to  say. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  allot'  these  men 
were  before  the  committee,  audit  appeared  that 
there  were  but  two  of  them  who  were  over  forty- 
years  of  age.  fine  of  these  had  once  been  on  the 
police,  left  the  force  for  other  business,  and  had 
made  application  for  reappointment— the  other  had 
never  before  been  in  the  service;  but  both  of  them 
were  ;<blo  and  responsible  and  smart  men,  capable 
of  coping  with  anybody.  The  average  of  all  of 
them  would  be  about  thirty-two  years.  Those  two 
were  residents  of  East  Boston,  born  and  brought 
up  in  the  city. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  these  men  were  all  re- 
quired to  produce  a  certificate  from  the  City  Phy- 
sician, of  their  soundness  of  body,  and  the  com- 
mittee believed  they  could  be  safely  recommended 
for  confirmation. 

Alderman  Gibson  further  stated  that  until  they 
produced  such  a  certificate  they  could  not  be  re- 
cognized as  police  officers. 

Alderman  Cow  diu  said  he  did  not  wish  to  be  con- 
sidered obstinate,  but  when  there  were  1700  appli- 
cants for   appointment,    none   should   be  accepted 


except  those  who  were  physically  able  in  every 
respect.  Once  on  the  police  it  would  be  difficult 
to  get  rid  of  them,  if  not  the  best  men. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  need  be  no  trouble 
on  that  ground;  for  as  soon  as  it  proved  that  any 
one  was  not  all  right,  he  would  be  got  rid  of,  and 
very  quickly;  the  committee  would  not  hesitate  to 
have  such  an  one  removed.  It  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  tilty  or  sixty  men  should  be  selected 
who  were  perfect  men.  The  committee  felt  that 
they  had  done  their  duty  in  recommending  men 
who  appeared  to  be  w  ell  qualified  for  their  duly. 
He  did  not  believe  in  relying  upon  a  rule  that  no 
one  should  serve  after  40  years  of  age.  One  of  the 
best  officers  in  Fast  Boston  was  70  years  of  age, 
and  better  now  than  four  ordinary  policemen. 
This  man  was  James  Jewelt,  and  he  mentioned 
his  name  Hurt  the  young  men  who  were  appointed 
to  duty  might  follow  him  in  his  faithfulness  of 
duties. 

The  two  men  who  were  over  40  years  he  bad 
summered  and  wintered,  ai-d  knew  their  capabili- 
ties. If  objection  was  made,  others  could  be  con- 
firmed, and  a  motion  to  strike  out  these  two  would 
test  the  sense  of  the  Board, 

Alderman  Cowdin  further  remarked  that  his  ob- 
jection was  only  on  principle,  and  the  question 
was  whether  nominations  should  be  made  and 
confirmed  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Board, 

Aldei mall  Pratt  said  he  agreed  with  the  senior 
member  of  the  Board.  The  poiiee  force  was  not 
designed  as  an  eleemosynary  institution.  The 
proper  action  at  present  would  be  to  repeal  all 
rules,  perhaps,  for  it  was  a  sheer  farce  to  suppose 
that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  could  do  anything  in 
the  appointment  of  police  officers.  The  whole  re- 
sponsibility should  be  thrown  upoM  the  Mayor,  for 
he  did  not  believe  in  a  divided  responsibility,  and 
he  believed  the  .Mayor  was  desirous  of  assuming 
this  responsibility. 

To  make  the  Police  efficient,  the  Poiiee  Commit- 
tee should  le  prepared  to  resign.  He  did  not  pro 
pose  to  make  any  criticism  upon  the  officers  ap- 
pointed; he  had  no  honor  in  view  of  the  appoint- 
ments, and  considered  it  as  a  mere  farce  for  the 
Board  to  act  upon  them.  He  was  willing  to  take 
the  nominations  ns  the  Mayor  made  them. 

Alderman  Cowdin  did  not  believe  the  rubs 
about  the  police  were  a  mere  farce. 

Alderman  Connor  moved  to  suspend  section  ,'i. 
rule  24,  in  the  cases  of  Thomas  Johnson  and  E.  W. 
Tuttle. 

Alderman  Pratt  moved  to  amend  to  provide  that 
the  rule  which  requires  the  submission  of  ap- 
pointments to  the  Committee  on  Police  be  re- 
pealed.   Lost. 

The  motion  of  Alderman  Connor  was  cairied. 
The  nominations  were  then  confirmed.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  eighteenth  animal  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
be  Public  Library  was  laid  before  the  Board, 
under  a  new  ordinance,  comprising  a  period 
of  nine  months  to  the  30th  April  last.  The 
comparisons  are  accordingly  for  nine  months, 
against  twelve  months  in  preceding  reports.  The 
Trustees  state  that  the  expectations  in  regard  to 
the  system  of  shelf  examination,  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  the  library  open  throughout  the  year, 
have  been  fully  realized.  This  system  proves  to 
be  quite  as  efficient  as  the  former  system  in  ascer- 
taining all  the  facts  needed,  and  by  "this  means  the 
library  will  be  open  more  days  than  any  kindred 
organization  known  to  the  Board. 

A  further  change  in  the  direction  of  freedom  lias 
been  accepted,  which  will  hereafter  distribute  the 
books  with  the  smallest  protection  compatible 
with  the  certainty  of  their  due  return  to  the 
shelves,  Progress  has  been  made  towards  the  es- 
tablishment of  branch  libraries,  requiring  only 
suitable  apartments  for  that  purpose  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings. 

The  annual  increase  in  the  use  of  books  is  larger 
proportionately  than  the  yearly  additions  of  books. 
The  library  now  contains  160,573  volumes, — 130*663 
in  the  Bates  and  29,909  in  the  lower  hall.— an  in- 
crease or  7775  volumes.  There  have  22,654  persons 
availed  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  in  the  230  days  210,065  volumes  have  been 
used,  an  average  daily  circulation  of  917  volumes 
SgaJnst  77Q  of  the  previous  year— making  the  larg- 
est, average  yet  known  in  the  library.  Of  these 
210,963  books,  161,631  have  been  used  from  the 
lower  hall,  and  47,597  from  the  Bates  Hall.  But  26 
books  have  been  lest,  or  are  beyond  recovery— one 
oui  of  every  8112. 

•  The  use  of  hooks  in  the  Bates  Hall  is  larger  for 
the  nine  months  than  during  the  whole  previous 
year,  indicating  a  taste  for  a  higher  clar:y  of  books. 
The  statistics  of  the  reading-room  indicate  a  larger 
appreciation  of  that  department,  it?  t-otal  readers 
arnounted  to  117,202,  nearly  26,000  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  suggestion  is  made  that  many 
are  deterred  from  the  use  of  the  library  on  account 
o.£.  the  crowd  at  the  nmst  convenient  hours,  and 
this.  It  is  said,  can  only  be  fullv  rr medied  by  pro- 
viding more  commodious  and  extensive  p  unite 
hulls.

Alderman  Pratt,  from  tbe  Committee  on  Lamps, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the  New 
England  Electric  Gas  Lightii.g  Co.,  lor  leave  to  at- 
tach their  apparatus  to  the  street  lamps,  made  a 
report,  that  they  have  given  the  subject  their 
careful  consideration,  and  while  they  are  not 
sufficiently  convinced  of  its  practical  use  as  to 
recommend  its  adoption  by  the  city,  they  are  so 
far  impressed  with  the  feeling  that  it  may  become 
one  of  the  great  practical  inventions  of  the  age, 
and  that  it  should  receive  a  reasonable  amount  of 
encouragement  by  the  city,  and  a  satisfactory  trial 
of  the  apparatus  made,  that  they  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Lamps  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  the 
N'e.v  England  Electric  Gas  Lighting  Co.  to  apply 
its  patent  apparatus  to  one  hundred,  more  or  less, 
of  the  street  lamps,  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the 
usefulness  of  the  said  apparatus,  at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  of  $40  per  janip,  and  that  said  ex- 
penses be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Lamps. 

Alderman  Pratt,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  stated 
that  it  was  not  expected  tnat  the  cost  would  be 
more  than  $20  per  lamp.  The  annual  cost  of  each 
gas-light  was  about  §60  per  light.  The  saving  in 
the  lighting  of  the  lamps  would  be  in  the  present 
expense  of  lamplighters.  The  lighting  of  the  lamps 
would  be  done  from  the  tire-alarm  office.  The  com- 
mittee had  the  subject  under  consideration  for 
three  months,  and  were  sufficiently  satisfied  with 
the  result  of  their  investigation  to  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  test  the  lighting  apparatus  to  the  extent 
indicated  in  the  order. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  committee  had  looked 
as  far  as  they  could  into  the  matter,  and  in  relation 
to  the  burning  of  gas  alone,  a  large  saving  could 
be  made.  To  Tight  all  of  the  lamps  in  season,  the 
men  were  obliged  to  begin  before  the  lights  were 
needed,  and  they  were  kept  burning  longer  than 
necessary  for  the  reason  that  it  required  some  ti'ne 
to  extinguish  them.  The.  almost  instantaneous 
lighting  and  extinguishing  of  the  lights  would 
make  a  considerable  saving  of  expense. 

The  order  was  passed. 

WATERING    OK  STREETS, 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Samuel  C.  Cobb  and  others,  in  relation  to  the 
watering  of  streets,  made  a  report  that  they  are  of 
the  opinion  the  city  should  bear  at  least  a  part  of 
the  expense  of  watering  the  principal  macadamized 
thoroughfares  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  for  the 
following  reasons:  First,  if  is  for  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  travelling  public  generally, 
and  secondly,  the  roadways,  if  properly  watered, 
can  be  kept  in  better  order  at  less  expense  than 
they  otherwise  would;  in  fact  a  macadamized  road 
cannot  be  kept  in  good  condition  unless  well 
watered  and  rolled. "  The  committee  therefore 
recommend  the  watering  oi  such  macadamized 
streets  as  the  abutters  upon  them  will  agree  to 
pay  one-half  the  expense. 

f'he  question  being  upon  tbe  acceptance  of  the 
repor.,  the  question  was  raised  whether  its  accept- 
ance would  commit  the  city  to  the  action  pro- 
posed. 

Alderman  Talbot  opposed  the  recommendation, 
believing  it  would  open  the  door  to  a  wide  expend- 
iture of  money,  in  which  it  would  be  difficult  to 
ston. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  this  was  not  a  new 
question,  and  the  city  bad  already  a  practical  ex- 
ample of  its  advantages.  The  Superintendent  of 
Streets  was  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  measure 
of  economy,  and  with  the  use  of  salt  water  a  hard- 
ening would  be  given  to  the  street  material.  The 
wear  would  be  three  or  four  times  as  great  without 
watering  as  it  would  when  watered. 

Alderman  Talbot. said  that  under  such  a  report, 
those  who  lived  in  Chester  park  or  Union,  park 
would  have  their  streets  watered  at  little  expense, 
while  those  who  lived  in  paved  streets  must  pav 
the  whole  bill  for  watering  their  streets.  He 
thought  it  would  bp  best  in let  the  mattrr  alonr. 
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Two  years  ago  the  subject  was  before,-  the  Board, 
;iik1  was  killed  (  ft',  if  'tl>r  city  provides  for  water- 
ing oni  street,  it  mas1  another,  and  that  opens  too 

broad  a  field  lor  a  ton  by  tlie  City  Ooveiment. 

Al  terman  « ■  i  1  son  believed  tlie  measure  would  be 
to  >  expensive,  it  all  the  prominent  thoroughfares 
should  be  watered,  they  must  water  others.  The  e 
was  no-doubt  that  much  of  the  material  of  mac- 
adamized streets  was  blown  off;  but  therefwould 
I  e  found  to  he  an  evil  in  the  watering  of"  streets  by 
the  eit-y. 

Aide  man  Hiaman  thought  the  subject  should  be 
thoroughly  considered  before  it  was  adopted.  It 
would  necessarily  involve  a  large  expenditure. 
No  doubt  it  would  be  pleasant  to  have  the  streets 
watered  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  He  did  not, 
however,  think  it  necessary  to  water  streets  every 
day,  and  referred  to  streets  in  VValtham  as  an 
instance  of  streets  being  kept  in  good  order. 

Alderman  l'ratt  believed  the  acceptance  of  the 
report,  would  be  harmless,  as  it  would  not  bind  the 
city  to  any  actios, 

The  (hair  stated  that  he  felt  somewhat  embar- 
rassed in  the  matter,  but  as  the  recommendation 
involved  the  expenditure  of  money,  should  rule 
that  it  should  have  two  readings. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  did  not  expect  that 
under  the  acceptance  of  the  report,  the  city  would 
be  called  upon  to  water  all  the  streets.  Each  case 
in  which  application  was  made  would  be  decided 
on  its  own  merits.  The  petitions  and  report  had 
reference  to  streets  in  the  suburbs,  and  it  was  not. 
supposed  that  Chester  Park  or  Union  Park  would 
have  any  benefit  of  it. 

Alderman  Talbot  thought  the  proper  course  was 
for  the  Board  to  take  Its  stand  now,  and  lay  the 
matter  on  the  table.  He  did  not  think  that  a  com- 
mittee could  report  in  favor  of  one  street  and  re- 
fuse in  another  case.  The  policy  was  objectiona- 
ble, in  opening  the  question  of  watering  all  the 
streets  to  the  action  01  the  City  Government. 

Alderman  l'ratt  asked  for  a  division  of  the  ques- 
tion, in  the  acceptance  of  the  report  and  discharge 
of  tlie  committee,  and  that  the  recommendation 
be  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  fierce,  the  report  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

TREMONT   STREET  BETTERMENTS. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Laying 
Out  and  Widening  Streets,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  accompanying  petition  from  Francis  W.  Kyder 
and  others,  asking  for  an  abatement  of  the  better- 
ments assessed  upon  their  estates  on  the  easterly 
side  of  Tremont  street,  between  1'leasant  street  and 
the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Bridge,  on  account 
of  the  widening  of  Tremont  street,  made  a  report 
as  follows: 

The  petitioners  appeared  by  counsel  and  rave 
the  committee  a  full  explanation  of  their  .'se,  oc- 
cupying three  afternoons.  It  appears  that  the  pe- 
tiiioneis'  estates  are  upon  a  part  of  the  Suf- 
folk Street  Territory,  so-called.  While  the  survey- 
ing and  other  work  "necessary  upon  that  district 
was  in  progress  for  the  purpose  of  a  proper  lire  - 
sentation  of  it  to  the  City  Council  for  their  action, 
under  the  authority  given  the  city  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  abate  a  nuisance  therein,  it  was  deemed 
advisable  by  a  mutual  agreement  between  these 
petitioners  and  the  city  to  raise  the  houses  on 
their  portion  of  the  territory  upon  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  employed  in  the  raising  of  the 
Church  Street  District,  to  the  end  that  the  improve- 
ment of  Tremont  street  might  be  completed,  the 
street  properly  paved  and  open  for  travel  as  early 
as  practicable  in  the  year  18t>9. 

An  agreement  was  accordingly  drawn  by  the  city 
for  the  signature  of  these  petitioners.  ■  By  it  the 
city  undertook  the  raising  of  their  houses  to  grade 
on  precisely  the  conditions  observed  with  the  own- 
ers upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  street.  After 
some  delay  the  petitioners  all  became  parties  to 
this  agreement.  While  it  was  pending,  some  of 
them  prepared  a  proposal  of  their  own  for  the 
terms  upon  which  the  city  should  do  the  work  for 
them.  By  this  document,"  among  other  conditions, 
the  city  was  to  assume  all  betterments  that  might 
be  assessed  upon  the  petitioners'  estates,  growing 
out  of  the  widening  of  Tremont  street. 

The  agents  of  the  city  declined  to  consider  this 
proposal,  having  no  authority  to  bind  tlie  city  to 
any  such  agreement.  Mr.  Ryder,  in  bis  evidence 
before  the  committee,  stated  that  before  he  be- 
came a  party  to  the  agreement  drawn  by  the  city 
lie  was  promised  that  his  position  ii,  regard  to  the 


betterments  should  be  presented  before  the  proper 
committee  and  the    Hoard  of  Aldermen  >oi    their 

consideration  ami  favorable  action.  This  l"1' 
<  Commissioners  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee upon  the  Church  Street  District  deny.  They 
state  that  they  In  Variably  replied  to  questions  up- 
on this  point,  that  theyhad  nothing  wliatevei  to 
do  with  the  subjei  t. 

It  is  not  alleged  by  the  petitioners  that  the  in- 
creased value  ol  their  land  does  not  greatl 
ceed  in  amount  the  betterment  assessed  upon 
them  for  tlie  improvement  of  their  street;  their 
complaint  is,  that  they  were  not  fairly  used  In  the 
Bel  i  lenient  (  f  these  damages. 

The  committee  cannot,  therefore,  al\  ise  that  the 
petitionees  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of  the 
assessments  laid  upon  their  property,  but.  ask  that, 
they  may  be  discharged  from  the  further  consider- 
ation of  the  matter,  and  that  the  petitioners  be 
granted  leave  to  withdraw. 

The  report  was  laid  on  the  table,  ami  ordered  to 
be  printed. 

Alderman  Talbot,  ir(  m  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Church  Street  District,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Chase  l.aiigniaid  to  be 
compensated  f.-r  injuries  to  his  estate  No.  G6  Fay- 
ette street,  by  raising  it  to  grade,  made  a  report 
that  the  claims  ol  the  petitioner  were  carefully 
examined  before  the  estate  w.is  reeonveyed,  and 
the  terms  upon  which  a  settlement  was  finally 
made  were  the  same  a.-  those  agreed  upon  in  the 
case  oi"  other  estates  similarly  situated  in  the 
Church  Street  District.  Mr.  Langmakt  has  given 
a  release  to  the  city  from  all  claims  and  demands 
of  whatever  nature,  and  the  committee  see  no  rea- 
son for  any  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 
They  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  peti- 
tioner have  leave  to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

RAISING   OF  CANTOS  STREET     TERRITORY. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  to  v/honi  was  referred  the  petition  of  Jo- 
s;euhus  Morton  and  others,  that  the  grade  of  West 
Cantt  n  street  be  raised,  made  a  leport,  that  in 
their  opinion  the  public  uecessity  demands  that 
the  low  and  unhealthy  territory  lying  between 
Shawmut  avenue,  Tremont.  Dedham,and  Brook- 
line  streets,  and  including  Newland,  Trumbull, 
Fabin  and  Ivanhoe  streets,  and  a  part  of  West 
Canton  street,  should  be  immediately  raised  to  a 
grade  sufficiently  high  to  allow  of  proper  drainage. 

A  large  majority  of  the  owners  and  abutters  on 
said  streets  have  signed  an  agreement  to  remove, 
tear  down,  or  raise  their  respective  houses  to  the 
high  grade,  upon  payment  to  each  of  them  the 
cost  oi  raising  and  underpinning  their  houses  as 
recently  estimated  by  Blair,  Proctor  &  Skinner, 
the  well-known  budding-raisers ;  also  upon  the 
condition  that  the  city  will  fill  their  lots  with 
good  clear  earth  and  gravel.  They  have  also  agreed 
to  relinquish  to  the  city  all  claims  for  grade  dam- 
ages. 

The  above  terms  of  settlement  are  similar  to 
those  by  which  the  Dedham  street  houses  were 
raised,  and  are  as  favorable  as  it  is  possible  for  the 
city  to  obtain. 

To  carry  out  the  plau  and  thereby  accomplish  a 
much  needed  sanitary  improvement  will  require 
the  expenditure  of  SloO.OOO,  and  the  committee 
recommend  to  the  City  Council  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order: 

Ordered,"  That  the  City  Treasurer  he  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
*150,000,  to  be  used  for  the  raising  of  the  grade  of 
West  Canton  and  adjacent  streets. 

Laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

ENCROACHMENTS    UPON    STREETS    IN    SOUTH    BOS- 
TON. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Laying 
Out  and  Widening  Streets,  made  a  report  with  a 
statement  in  relation  to  certain  streets  in  South 
Boston.  After  referring  to  the  action  under  an  or- 
der of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Jan.  30,  1865,  the 
committee  say: 

"The  Board  of  Aldermen  laid  out.  and  defined  the 
lines  of  these  streets,  by  a  resolve  approved  No- 
vember 17, 1868,  substantially  as  recommended  by 
the  Commissioners. 

The  streets  laid  out,  and  the  lines  defined,  are  as 
follows,  viz.: 

First,  Second,  Third,  Broadway,  Fourth,  Fifth, 
Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  (east  of  H),  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  1,  K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  F,  Q,  Swan,  Tele- 
graph. Thomas,  Baxter,  Sullivan  (now  Ninth),  Vale, 
Newman,    Middle.    Vinton.     Emerson,     Baldwin. 
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Kiehards,  .Mt.  Washington  avenue  (on  Boston 
wharf),  Street  (550  ft.  A.  E.  of  Mt.  vVashmgton 
avenue),  .Street  (850  ft.  X.  E.  of  Bit.  Washington 
avenue),  Eastern  avenue  (portion  of),  Erie,  Granite, 
Federal,  Foundry,  Lark,  Dorchester,  old  Harbor- 
Gates,  Mercer,  Lowland,  Knowlton,  National,  At, 
lantic,  Linden. 

By  the  lines  of  streets  recommended  by  the  Com- 
missioners, and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, it  is  found  that  there  are  nearly  two  thousand 
encroachments  of  buildings,  steps  and  fences  into 
the  streets. 

These  encroachments  vary  all  the  way  from  the 
fi action  of  an  inch  to  several  feet  in  extent.  As 
the  streets  were  laid  out  and  the  lines  defined  (in-- 
eluding  the  encroachments),  Nov.  17.  1868.  the  year 
in  which  the  owners  of  estates  (parts  of  whicli  are 
taken)  could  bring  a  suit  for  damages,  ha?  expired, 
and  they  have  no  legal  claim  upon  the  city  for 
damages. 

It  niny  not  be  improper  to  state  that  since  the 
adoption  of  these  lines,  all  surveyors  giving  lines 
in  South  Bostoa  have  conformed  to  them  in  their 
surveys :  but  whether  after  this  year,  if  no  action 
is  taken  by  the  city,  they  will  continue  to  do  so,  is 
a  question. 

With  the  close  of  the  present  year,  the  laving  out 
of  these  streets  will  expire  by'  limitation,  unless 
the  city  shall  enter  upon  these  estates  and  remove 
the  encroachments,  or  unless  the  abutters  shall 
sign  an  obligation  acknowledging  the  encroach- 
ments, and  agreeing  to  remove  the  same  whenever 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  deem  it  expedient. 

If  the  city  should  enter  upon  these  estates,  and 
cause  the  removal  of  the  encroachments  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  lines  established  November  17, 
1868,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  City  Council  to 
authorize  the  employment  of  suitable  persons  to 
attend  to  it,  and  provide  means  for  their  payment; 
and  probably  further  surveys  and  plans  would  be 
required,  showing  the  exact  amount  of  encroach- 
ments by  each  estate. 

The  committee  would  be  remiss  in  their  dutv,  if 
they  neglected  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board 
to  these  facts,  in  order  that  such  action  might  be 
taken  as  shall  be  deemed  proper. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

SUFFOLK     STREET  DISTRICT. 

The  report  of  the  Committe  on  the  Suffolk  Street 
District  was  laid  before  the  Board  in  print. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES   OF  MOUNT   HOPE  CEMETERY. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery  was  taken  from  the  table  and  accepted. 

CHESTNUT   HILL  RESERVOIR. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Committee  on  Wa- 
ter, to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of  the  Water 
Board  for  an  additional  loan  of  $250,000  to  com- 
plete the  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir  and  Driveway, 
made  a  report  as  follows : 

The  estimates  for  completing  the  work,  which 
accompanied  the  request  of  the  Water  Board, 
were  made  up  by  the  Resident  Engineer,  and  the 
committee  directed  the  City  Engineer  to  make  a 
careful  examination,  and  report  as  to  their  cor- 
rectness. 

The  following  report  was  received: 

Office  of  City  Engineer,     ) 
Boston,  June  25,  1870. ) 
To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water  : 

In  compliance  with  your  vote,  passed  June  16, 
1870,  I  beg  leave  to  report,  that  I  have  examined 
the  estimate,  made,  by  the  Resident  Engineer  of 
Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir,  of  the  co6t  of  completing 
said  Reservoir,  and. have  conferred  with-him  in  re- 
lation to  said  estimate,  and  I  am  fully  satisfied 
that  his  figures  are  laige  enough  to  cover  the  cost 
of  completing  the  entire  work. . 
•  The  committee- will  perceive,  by  a  comparison  of 
the  prices  in  the  present  estimate  with  those  in  my 
estimate  of  last  year  (see  City  Doc.  No.  59,  1860, 
page  34,  Statement  C),  that  the  present  pr'ces  are 
m  many  cases  considerably  in  excess,  and  it  will 
be  found  that,  if  the  present  prices  had  beem 
applied  to  the  former  estimate  of  quantities,  as 
made  by  the  Kesident  Engineer,  the  aaiount  would 
have  been  ample  to  cover  the  entire  cost  of  com- 
pleting the  work.  By  reference  to  my  report  of 
last  year  (City  Doc.  No.  59,  pp  25-26),  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  superintendent  and  myself  differed 
with  the  Resident  Engineer  in  regard  to  the  ques- 


tion of  the  cost  of  doing  certain  portions  o'  the 
work.  I  adhered  in  most  cases  to  the  prices 
named  in  the  previous  estimate  (Statement  A,  page 
31,  City  Doc.  No.  59, 1869),  believing  with  the  super- 
intendent that  the  work  could  be  done  for  thos-e 
prices. 

In  fixing  the  prices  in  the  present  estimate,  the 
Kesident  Engineer  followed  my  instructions,  and 
determined  by  observation  what  the  work  at  the 
present  time  is  actually  costing;  and,  although 
the  cost  as  thus  determined  is,  in  my  judgment, 
greater  than  it  should  he,  yet  I  do  not  feel  at  lib- 
erty to  reduce  the  prices  named  in  the  estimate. 
Respectfully  submitted,

The  committee  would  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanyine;  order. 
For  the  committee, 

Walter  E.  Hawf.s,  Chairman. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  bor- 
row, under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars;  the  same  to  be  expended  by  the  Cochitu- 
ate  Water  Board  in  the  construction  of  the  Chest- 
nut Hill  Reservoir,  and  to  be  added  to  the  appro- 
priations heretofore  made  for  said  reservoir." 

Alderman  Hawes  asked  for  a  second  reading  of 
the  order,  on  the  ground  of  the  urgency  of  obtain- 
ing means  of  cairying  on  the  work  without  delay. 

Alderman  Gibson  objected  to  voting  on  the  order 
until  he  knew  something  further  in  relation  to  the 
expenditures,  concerning  which  he  had  heard  many 
stories. 

Alderman  Pratt  suggested  that  action  had  better 
be  delayed,  as  several  "members  of  the  Board  were 
absent.  Opportunity  should  be  given  for  further 
examination  of  the  subject. 

Alderman  Connor  referred  to  several  items  of 
expenditure,  and  said  he  did  not  feel  prepared  to 
vote  for  the  order  until  after  knowing  by  personal 
observation  the  present  condition  of  the  work. 

Alderman  Pope  said  it  was  too  late  now  to  talk 
of  economy,  when  the  work  was  within  two 
months  of  its  completion.  The  reservoir  was 
built  by  the  day,  and  it  was  for  the  interest  of  the 
contractors  to  continue  the  job  as  long  as  possible. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  it  was  true,  as  he 
had  heard,  that  teams  had  been  hired  at  S6  a  day, 
when  it  ought  not  to  have  cost  more  than  from 
$3  50  to  $4. 

Alderman  Hawes  could  not  tell,  but  gave  some 
of  the  reasons  why  the  work  cost  more  than  was 
estimated.  Obstacles  were  encountered  which 
could  not  be  foreseen,  and  for  which  the  City  En- 
gineer was  not  at  fault.  There  had  to  be  a  much 
greater  depth  of  digging  in  the  reservoir  than 
could  have  been  anticipated.  At  the  gate-house 
the  excavation  was  some  60  feet  to  get  to  hard-pan, 
and  the  cost  of  puddling  was  very  large. 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  believed  there  were 
charges  like  that  mentioned  by  the  Alderman 
from  Ward  2. 

Alderman  Cowdin  advocated  delay. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  immediate  action 
should  not  be  asked,  but  that  he  should  probably 
vote  for  the  appropriation  of  $250,000  to  finish  the 
work  at  the  proper  time.  He  considered  the  res- 
ervoir an  expensive  luxury.  From  its  immense 
cost  an  argument  might  be  framed  against  boards, 
which  are  close  corpoiations,  and  are  free  from 
public  scrutiny  of  their  proceedings,  and  in  favor 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  where  the  action  is  all 
open  and  the  utmost  publicity  prevails. 

The  order  was  laid  over. 

ORDERS  OF  NOTICE. 

On  the  proposed  permanent  location  of  tracks 
by  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  on  Berke- 
ley street.

The  Chair  stated  that  the  Chief  of  Police  wished 
to  have  a  special  meeting  for  the  consideration  of 
these  appointments,  but  there  was  not  time  for 
such  a  meeting,  and  the  Board  had  voted  to  ad- 
journ for  two  weeks.  He  would,  however,  give 
the  assurance,  that  if  on  examination  before 
lhursday,  any  one  should  be  objected  to,  the  per- 
son should  not  go  on  duty.

Hill  place. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  printed  in  the  Auditor's 
report  for  the  cunent  year,  and  annually  after- 
wards, the  names  of  all  persons  who.  owning  and 
occupying  during  a  part  of  the  vear,  dwellings 
within  the  city  of  Boston,  are  legally  domiciled 
elsewhere ;  together  with  a  statement  of  the  loca- 
tion ol  such  dwellings,  the  assessed  value  of  the 
same,  and  of  other  real  estate  owned  or  held  by 
etich  persons  at  the  last  preceding  assessment,  and 
also  the  year,  and  amount  of  this  last  assessment 
for  personal  estate  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  the 
name  of  the  city  or  town  to  which  the  legal  domi- 
cil  of  such  person  was  removed. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  order,  such  person  shall 
be  deemed  to  own  or  hold  real  estate  where  the 
same  shall  be  held  in  his  own  name,  in  the  name  of 
his  wife,  or  if  it  is  held  for  his  bei  efU,  by  trustee 
or  otherwise. 


Some  discussion  was  made  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  in  which  several  Aldermen  took  part. 

Alderman  Cowdin  urged  the  passage  of  the  order 
at  once,  that  it  may  get  into  the  Auditor's  report  of 
this  year,  stating  that  he  had  been  advised  to  otter 
it  by  mauy  rich  men  and  by  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  so  that  the  skulkers  of  taxes  may  not 
escape  taxation  where  they  make  their  money. 

Alderman  Connor  doubted  the  expediency  of  the 
measure;  he  thought  they  should  begin  nearer 
home,  among  the  employes  i  f  the  city,  who  re- 
ceive salaries  from  the  city  and  live  out  of  town. 

Alderman  Pratt  was  of  opinion  that  it  was  a 
wrong  way  of  remedying  the  evil.  The  course 
pursued  by  the  Assessor  referred  to.  in  taxing 
every  dollar  of  a  man's  property  to  its  full  value, 
had  driven  away  many  tax-payers,  and  by  a  more 
liberal  policy  they  would  come  back  again. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  by  requiring  these 
rich  skulkers  to  pay  their  taxes  that  the  rates 
would  be  reduced. 

Aldermen  Talbot  and  Jenkins  also  doubted  the 
expediency  of  passing  such  an  order. 

Alderman  Pratt  believed  it  would  require  a  large 
force  to  obtain  the  information,  to  which  Alder- 
man Cowdin  replied  that  he  bad  been  assured  the 
information  could  all  be  furnished  in  two  days. 

Alderman  Gibson  was  of  opinion  that  the  only 
remedy  could  be  found  in  a  legislative  act. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  was  in  favor  of  the 
order,  but  be  had  no  objection  to  a  further  con- 
sideration of  it,  and  on  his  motion  it  was  laid  on 
the  table. 

Orders  were  passed  to  meet  a  jail  requisition  of 
$2173  24;  for  abatement  of  nuisances  in  Baxter 
and  Mercer  streets,  and  for  collection  of  sidewalk 
assessments,  amounting  to  $82  04,  in  Brimmer 
street,  and  of  $167  in  Foundry  and  Swan  streets. 

An  order  to  pay  bills  of  persons  directly  or  in- 
directly connected  with  the  City  Governmentrwas 
the  occasion  of  considerable  debate. 

Aldermen  Talbot  and  Pope  opposed  making  con- 
tracts with  members  of  the  City  Government,  the 
first-named  stating  that  he  was  assured  there  was 
one  bill  for  $500  in  the  list  which  ought  not  to  be 
more  than  half  that  amount. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  contracts  should  be 
thrown  open  to  everybody,  but  did  not  obiect  to 
making  purchases  of  members  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, if  made  as  low  as  elsewhere,  and  would  have 
on  the  committees  making  the  contracts  those 
who  were  familiar  with  the  prices  of  the  articles 
purchased. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  had  considerable 
experience  on  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  and 
when  a  charge  was  believed  to  lie  too  high,  there 
was  no  hesitation  on  the  part  of  the  committee  in 
cutting  it  down. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  knew  the  ordinance 
in  such  cases  had  been  broken,  and  as  a  matter  of 
principle,  he  would  advocate  an  ordinance  entire- 
ly prohibiting  contracts  from  being  made  with 
members  of  the  City  Government. 

Alderman  Connor  did  not  think  it  worth  while 
to  make  an  example  in  this  case,  and  the  order  wa* 
passed.

PORTRAIT  OF   EDWARD   EVERETT. 

The  Mayor  transmitted  a  communication  from 
Hon.  Get)',  T.  Bigelow  in  behalf  of  several  gentle- 
men, presenting  to  the  city  a  portrait  of  the  late 
Edward  Everett,  as  follows :

Dear  Sir:  A  portrait  of  the  late  Edward  Ever- 
ett, painted  by  Mr.  T.  Harvey  Young  of  this  city, 
has  been  purchased  by  several  gentlemen  who  con- 
tributed to  a  fund  raised  for  the  purpose.  In 
their  behalf,  I  have  the  honor  to  oiler  the  same  to 
the  city  of  Boston,  with  a  request  that  it  may  be 
placed  in  the  Public  Library  as  a  memorial  of  one 
of  its  founders  and  early  benefactors.  The  por- 
trait is  claimed  to  be  an  excellent  work  of  art,  and 
a  faithful  likeness  of  the  distinguished  man  whose 
features  it  perpetuates

CHESTNUT    HILL    RESERVOIR. 

Alderman  Hawes  moved  to  take  from  the  table 
the  order  to  borrow  $250,000  to  complete  the  Chest- 
nut Hill  Reservoir  and  the  driveway. 

Alderman  Connor  made  some  inquiries  as  to  the 
estimates.  The  City  Engineer  said  these  were, 
large,  but  an  amount  of  $44,906  in  excess  of  them 
was  asked.  He  only  desired  information  on  the 
subject.  Although  the  expenditure  for  the  res- 
ervoir was  large,  he  believed  the  city  would  be 
greatly  benefited  in  the  future  by  the  outlay. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  the  City  Engineer  had  no 
jurisdiction  over  the  expenditures,  and  had  no 
means  of  knowing  the  extent  of  the  contracts  for 
teams,  &c. 

Alderman  Connor  again  stated  that  he  wished 
an  answer  to  the  query  why  '21  per  cent,  was 
charged  for  contingencies? 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  he  heard  of  (his 
meeting  of  the  Board  only  a  short  time  before  it 
occurred,  and  therefore  had  but  little  time  to  ex- 
amine the  estimates.  He  had  footed  up  the  vari- 
ous items  of  the  cost  of  the  effluent  gate  house, 
and  found  they  amounted  to  .ft  145,000.  This  gate 
house  was  to  let  the  water  out,  and  if  such  a 
structure  could  be  built  for  $145,000— one-third  of 
what  the  City  Hall  cost— the  Board  should  not 
hesitate  to  vote  the  additional  appropriation  of 
$250,000. 

Alderman  Carpenter  suggested  that  the  City 
Messenger  be  despatched  to  the  President  of  the 
Water  Board,  or  some  other  gentleman  who  has 
been  familiar  with  the  proceedings  at  the  Chest- 
nut Hill  Reservoir  from  the  start,  to  invite    him  to 


impart  such  information  that  the  Board  might  lie 
intelligently  informed,  and  in  enabled  to  act  intel- 
ligent ly. 

Llderman  Hawes  made  a  statement  of  the  in- 
creased expense  ol  the  cost  of  the  reservoir;  but 
he  was  unable  to  explain  why  the  expense  had 
been  increased  to  so  great  an  extent. 

Alderman  Pratt  hoped  the  President  of  the  Water 
Board  would  be  called  upon  to  give  information 
on  the  subject;  and  Alderman  Cowdin  concurred 
in  the  wis]i  for  information  from  any  one  who 
COUld  give  it. 

Alderman  fierce  believed  there  was  a  necessity 
for  this  reservoir,  much  needed,  and  whatever 
expense  had  lieen  incurred  unnecessarily  the  res- 
ervoir  must  be  finished,  and  it  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  the  Board  would  be  able  to  state  the 
particulars  in  which  the  expenditures  mav  be 
made. 

Alderman  <  lonnor  said  his  question  had  not  been 
answered  ;  there  were  three  members  of  the  com- 
mittee present,  yet  he  failed  to  get  the  information 
necessary  in  relation  to  these  expenditures. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  it  could  not  be  expected 
thai  any  more  information  could  be  obtained  than 
from  the  estimates  of  the  engineers. 

Alderman  Connor  said  his  question  had  not 
been  answered,  in  the  matter  whether  the  items  of 
these  estimates  had  been  examined  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  it  was  quite  clear  that 
the  appropriation  should  be  made. 

Alderman  Talbot  was  of  opinion  that  further  in- 
formation should  be  given  on  the  subject. 

N.  J.  Bradlee,  President  of  the  Water  Board, 
was  called  upon  for  information,  and  in  reply  to 
questions  of  Alderman  Connor,  said  he  wan 
satisfied  that  the  estimates  were  correct,  anq 
that  the  money  asked  for  was  needed,  except  that 
he  believed  It  would  more  than  cover  the  amount. 
The  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  11  yeas,  no 
nays. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  the  order  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  of  June  27,  1870,  as  authorized  the 
Chief  of  Police  to  make  all  necessary  repairs  upon 
the  police  station  houses,  be  and  the  same  is  re- 
scinded. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Win.  Wise, lessee 
of  estate  .No.  141  Dorchester  avenue.  s.;oo  in  full 
compensation  for  all  damages  sustain i  d  by  him 
in  the  raising  of  Dorchester  avenue  to  the  new 
grade,  to  be  charged  to  the  Broadway  Appropria- 
tion. 

Resolve  and  order  that  Ball  street  be  laid  out  as 
a  public  street  at  no  expense. 

Considerable  debate  took  place  in  relation  to  the 
order,  in  which  the  necessity  of  the  measure  was 
advocated. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  could  not  sec  why  the 
Committee  on  Paving  could  not  with  an  appropri- 
ation of  SI  ,000,000,  take  care  of  those  streets  in  the 
small  amount  which  would  be  required  for  that 
purpose. 

Alderman  Carpenter  objected,  as  on  former  oc- 
casions, to  laying  out  new  streets  without  pro- 
viding the  means  for  putting  such  streets  in  order, 
contending  that  there  must  be  an  expenditure, 
and  the  Committee  on  Paving  are  expected  to  pro- 
vide the  means  out  of  the  appropriations  for  their 
department. 

In  reply  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  while  he  would  say  that  he  was  in  favor 
of  all  street  improvements,  but  believed  the 
means  of  improvements  should  be  reported  with 
the  orders  for  laying  out  such  streets.  Out  of  the  . 
appropriation  of  $1,000,000  which  was  made, 
there  had  been  expended  or  authorized  by- 
votes  of  the  Board,  $564,100;  the  estimates  for 
grade  damages  amounted  to  $130,000;  for  inciden- 
tals, repairs  of  streets  and  removul  of  snow  in 
winter,  there  was  required  $207,000 — leaving  but 
the  sum  of  $93,000  for  the  paving  of  streets  until 
next  May. 

The  order  was  passed.     Adjourned.

Council  was  held  tin.*  evening  at  8  o'clock,  M.  E. 
Ingalls,  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS   KKOM   THE    BOARDOF    ALKERM EN. 

The  petition  of  Boyd,  Howard  and  others  was 
referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  annual  report  of  toe  Trustees  of  Mount, 
Hope  Cemetery  (City  Doc.  0.;,  1870.)  was  ordered  to 
be  placed  on  tile. 

The  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  City  Hos- 
pital of  an  order  for  the  consideration  of  the  ex- 
pediency of  selling  the  lot  of  land  east  of  Albany 
street,  which  was  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  City 
Hospital,  was  concurred  in. 

The  reference  to  a  special  committee  of  an  order 
fixing  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  Nepon- 
set  Bridge  was  also  concurred  in. 

The  reference  to  a  special  committee  of  a  copy 
of  an  ''An  act  to  annex  a  portion  of  the  town  of 
Brookline  to  the  city  of  Boston"  was  concurred  in, 
and  Messrs.  Gay  of  Ward  10,  Well's  of  Ward  3,  and 
O'Connor  of  Ward  7  were  joined  to  the  committee. 

The  following  reports  were  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence: 

Report  (leave  to  withdraw)  on  the  petition  of 
John  Mack  for  .  extension  of  time  to  build  on  lot  3 
East  Concord  street. 

Report  (leave  to  withdraw)  on  the  petition  of 
Chase  Langmaid  to  be  paid  for  injuries  to  his 
house,  55  Fayette  street. 

Keport  (no  action  necessary)  on  the  petition  of  A. 
P.  Wheelock  for  leave  to  purchase  a  lot  of  land  on 
Boston  street,  it  being  inexpedient  to  sell  the 
same. 

Keport  referring  the  order  relating  to  obstruc- 
tion of  sidewalks  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Business. 

Report  on  the  petition  of  Oliver  Ditson  and 
others  that  it  is  highly  important  for  the  city  to  act 
without  delay  on  the  subject  of  the  Suffolk  Street 
District.    (City  Doc.  No.  61,  1870.) 

The  order  to  add  live  hundred  dollars  to  the  ap- 
propriation heretofore  made  for  reporting  and  pub- 
lishing the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council,  being 
under  consideration. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  the  occasion  of 
this  additional  appropriation,  ss  it  was  but  a 
few  days  since  an  appropriation  of  $4500  was  made 
for  the  year,  and  moved  the  reference  of  the  order 
to  the  Committee  on  Printing. 

Mr.  Gay  of  Ward  10  stated  that  this  appropria- 
tion was  simply  for  the  conclusion  of  the  contract 
of  the  present  year,  ending  30th  June,  and  had  no 
connection  with  the  appropriation  of  $4500  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  matter  had  been  before  the 
Committee  on  Printing. 

The  reference  was  rejected  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

The  orders  that  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents  be  appropri- 
ated for  repairs  on  steam  fire  engines,  hose,  hook 
and  ladder  carriages;  and  seven  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-eight dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents  be  appro- 
priated for  new  hose  and  repairing  old  hose,  were 
read  the  first  time. 

The  following  orders  were  passed,  in  concur- 
rence ' 

Order  that  "Old  Fort  Lot,"  m  Boston  Highlands, 
be  hereafter  called  "Highland  park,"  and  that 
"Highland  park"  be  hereafter  called  "Lewis 
park," 

Order  for  a  modification  of  the  conditions  of 
sale  in  a  deed  of  a  city  lot.  No.  27  Broadway,  to 
John  M.  Scott,  so  as  to  permit  the  erection  of  a 
stable  for  not  more  than  two  horses. 

Order  that  the  cost  of  grading  and  repaying 
Hanover  and  Eliot  streets  be  charged  to  the  re- 
spective appropriations  for  widening  said  streets. 

Amendment  to  order  of  the  23d  inst.,  by  insert- 
ing thirty-two,  instead  of  twenty-fire  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  he  expended  for  plants  and  trees. 

Order  bills  to  pay  July  draft. 


Order  lor  a  transfer  of  thirty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars f'-om  the  appropriation  for  engine  and  bone 
house,  Fast  street,  to  the  appropriation  lor  engine 
house  No.  4,  Dorchester. 

Order  to  purchase  the  estates  of  the  heirs  of 
John  Ashton,  numbered  96  and  i»8  Purchase  street, 
and  in  the  rear  of  the  samy,  in  settlement  of  dam- 
ages for  the  widening  and  grading  of  Purchase 
street,  &c. 

The  communication  from  the  Mayor,  transmit- 
ting a  proposal  from  Hon.  George"  T.  Bigelow, 
relative  to  a  gift  of  a  portrait  of  Edward  Everett, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Li- 
brary, in  concurrence. 

SUFFOLK    STREET     DISTRICT. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  h,  the  report 
and  orders  concerning  the  Suffolk  street  District 
were  taken  from  the  table  and  considered. 

Mr.  Squires  moved  as  an  amendment  to  the  or- 
ders a  description  of  the  estates  to  be  taken  in  the 
proposed  amendment,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  upon  the 
passage  of  the  orders,  as  amended. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  18  inquired  If  the  orders 
had  been  read  once,  and  if  so,  when? 

The  Chair  replied  that  they  were  read  once  when 
the  report  was  made. 

Mr.  Williams  said  ne  did  not  kuow  what  the 
minds  of  other  members  of  the  Council  might  be 
in  relation  to  this  matter,  but  its  importance  de- 
manded full  consideration.  It  appeared  to  him 
that  the  proposed  action  was  doing  a  great  deal 
for  the  territory  to  be  improved.  With  a  valuation 
of  $4,300,000,  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee was  to  make  an  expenditure  of  $2,400^000,  in- 
creasing the  valuation  of  the  property  fifty  per 
cent.,  and  what  would  the  city  get  in'return  tor 
the  expenditure? 

Unless  there  can  be  an  assessment  for  better- 
ments, the  owners  of  the  property  would  have  its 
value  increased  fifty  per  cent.,  "for  which  thty 
would  have  to  pay  nothing.  This  would  toe  a  very 
generous  act  on  the  part  of  the  city,  for  which  the 
owners  of  property  in  other  sections  of  the  city 
would  be  called  upou  to  pay.  No  one  could  object 
to  having  their  property  improved  at  the  expense 
of  the  city,  and  while  others  contribnte  to  the  ex- 
pense, it  appeared  to  him  that  the  owners  of  this 
property  should  bear  some  portion  of  it.  In  a 
project  of  such  magnitude  they  should  be  made  to 
pay  a  portion  of  the  expense,  and  why  should  they 
not? 

There  were  other  portions  of  the  city  which  are 
•in  just  as  much  trouble  as  this  district  is,  and  the 
Committees  on  Streets  and  Paving  are  allowing 
people  constantly  to  build  up  property  in  localities 
placed  in  a  similar  condition.  At  the  last  meeting 
•of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  a  report  was  made  upon 
the  raising  of  the  Canton  Street  District,  which 
would  also  involve  a  large  expense.  He  was  in 
hopes  that  a  work  of  such  magnitude  would  have 
been  allowed  to  go  over  to  another  year,  and  be 
put  in  the  hands  of  street  commissioners.  If  there 
ever  was  a  work  demanding  to  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  a  commission,  this  was  one. 

There  will  be  plenty  of  time  for  action  before 
next  June,  when  the  act  becomes  null  aud  void, 
and  by  postponement  it  could  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  competent  board  of  street  commis- 
sioners. There  were  some  matters  in  the  orders, 
too,  which  deserved  further  consideration.  It  was 
provided  that  $100,000  be  paid  to  the  Boston -&  Al- 
bany Railroad  for  building  a  wall.  This  appeared 
to  be  a  large  sum  for  such  a  purpose,  and  especial- 
ly when  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant  that  these 
railroad  tracks  shall  be  removed  on  account  of 
the  great  value  of  the  land. 

Attention  was  also  called  to  the  provision  of 
$600,000  for  widening  streets.  This  was  not  a  dis- 
tinct proposition,  but  a  recommendation;  and  it 
mieht  be  asked,  Had  that  been  fairly  considered? 
If  that  expenditure  was  unnecessary,  it  might  be 
struck  out.  It  was  very  probable  that  he  should 
vote  for  this  improvement;  and  if  it  was  for  the 
prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  city,  it  ought  to  be 
done.  He  had  been  surprised  at  the  thousands 
and  millions  of  dollars  which  had  been  expeuded 
in  the  various  projects  for  improvement,  while  in 
his  portion  of  the  city  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
get  any  improvements  made. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  was  sorry  to  hear  the  gen- 
tleman oppose  this  project.    Admit  what  he  says, 
that  the  city  pays  for  the  improvement  of  prop- 
erty, yet  he  should  consider    that    the  property!* 
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ltcrenseeV  i  n  taxable  value:  He  says  tilth  that 
nothing  has  been  clone  for  the  Koxbnry  wards:  A 
large  sum  of  money  has  been  puid  for  the  intro- 
duction of  water,  and  almost  every  school  house  in 
that  section  has  been  improved,  la  his  own  ward 
nothing  had  been  done  of- any  account  within  the' 
last  year  or  two,  yethe  should- not  on  that  account 
opuose  a  needed  improvement  elsewhere.  Sup- 
pose the  gentleman  had  been  one  of  the  unlucky 
ones  without  drainage,  would  he  not  have  been 
anxious lor  an  improvement  to  be  made? 

Mr.  Wells  further  said  that  last  year  he  was  op- 
posed to  going  on  with  this  work  while  other  ex- 
pensive improvements  were  &i'  operation,  and  be- 
lieved that  this  might  be  "postponed.  Those  proj- 
ects had  been  provided  for,  and  as  this  must-  be 
done,  there  was  no  occasion  for  further  Tl'elay. 
With  this  territory-improved,  he  believed  that  in- 
side of  rive  years  the  cost  would  be  returned  in 
taxes.  :  . 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  believed  there  should  be-  a 
fnir  consideration  of'this  subtect  before  this  work 
was  done,  and  lie  was  of  the  impression  that  suffi- 
cient time  had  been  given  for  an  investigation  of 
the  matter.  On  looking  ifyet  the  territory  he"  Wis 
satisfied  that  the  iihpEo.ve.ment  should  be  made; 
contracts  could  be  made  now  on  favorable  terms, 
the  territory  should,  be  raised,  it  'should  be  done  at 
the  present  time,  and  he  was  surprised  that  any  op- 
position should  be  made.'  Although  projects  for 
improvements  may  have  been  neglected  in  other 
sections  of  1he  city,  there  ought  not  to  be  any  fur- 
ther neglect  in  the  abatement  of  this  nuisance. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  said  he  was  in  favor  of  the 
improvement  of  the  territory,  but  he  wished  to 
obtain  further  information  on  the  subject.  He 
wished  to  know  whether  any  provision  was  made 
for  reconveyance  of  this  property,  and  whether  a 
certain  portion  of  the  expense  was  to  be  charged 
to  the  abutters,  under  the  Betterment  law? 

Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  10  said  he  understood  the 
matter  of  reconveyance  of  estates  was  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee;  when  the  committee 
made  their  report  they  stated  that  it  was  the  opin- 
ion of  the  City  Solicitor  that  the  matter  of  recon- 
veyance should  not  be  put  into  the  order.  Al- 
though he  did  not  quite  like  that  feature,  he  was 
satisfied  to  leave  it  with  the  City  Government.  In 
regard  to  the  improvement  of  the  streets,  it  was 
true  the  expense  might  be  left  out;  yet  as  these 
streets  must  at  some  time  be  widened",  it  would  be 
better  when  the  buildings  were  raised,  to  widen 
the  streets?  when  it  could  be  done  at  less  expense 
than  by  waiting  several  yeais. 

It  could  not  be  doubted  that  this  territory  must 
be.  raised.  It  once  had  good  drainage,  which  was 
cut  off,  and  the  liability  of  the  city  had  been  de- 
cided by  law.  The  city  had  already  paid  1115,000, 
and  would  have  been  compelled  to  pay  more  if  it 
had  been  sued  for.  It  might  be  claimed  that  the 
city  should  pay  the  whole  expense.  The  subject 
had  been  before  the  city  for  several  years,  and  to 
get  rid  of  it  the  city  went  to  the  Legislature  to  get 
authority  to  abate  the  nuisance.  They  got  what 
they  asked  for,  and  then  turned  round  and  delayed 
the  work:  it  had  been  delayed  two  years,  and 
further  delay  should  not  be  asked  for. 

Should  the  law  be  allowed  to  expire,  he  doubted 
whether  it  could  be  renewed,  after  such  neglect. 
The  matter  of  delay  is  causing  great  inconven- 
ience, not  only  in  drainage  but  in  improvement; 
the  owners  have  been  waiting  for  something  to  be 
done,  that  they  may  improve  the  property ;  and 
they  wish  one  thing  or  another  to  be  done.  So  far 
as  the  amount  is  concerned,  it  appears  large,  aud 
yet  large  sums  are  expended  almost  every  day, 
with  less  effect  in  improvement.  Keferring'to  the 
Church  street  property,  it  would  be  seen,  he  said, 
that  it  would  soon  pay  the  interest  on  the  improve- 
ment. 

Mr.  Frost  cited  some  statistics  to  show  the 
amount  of  increased  value  already  given  to  the 
Church  street  property.  He  did  not  doubt  that  the 
improved  propertv  in  the  Suffolk  Street  District 
would  show  a  much  larger  increase. 

Mr.  Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous 
question,  which  was  carried,  when  the  orders  were 
passed,  as  amended,  by  a  vote  of  56  yeas  to  1  nay — 
Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11. 

The  orders  are  as  follows,  not  including  the  de- 
scription ©f  takings : 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District,  so  called,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  contract,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the •  City  ■  Council,  for  filling  all  the-. 


streets  and  places  included  wtthln  the  district  de- 
scribed in  the  first  section  of  chapter  277  of  the' 
acts  of  the  year  f8<58,  to  the  grade  shown  on  the 
plan  made  bV  the  City  surveyor,  dated  May  3,  1869; 
and  the  cellars,  back  yards,  and  vacant  frits  on 
said  district,  to  trfe  gia'de  of  at  leas'  twelve  feet 
above  mean  low  w^ter;  also  for  raising/and  under- 
pinning such  of  the  houses  on  said  territory  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary  to  the,  preservation  of 
the  public  health.  Said 'committee  are  als.i-  au- 
thorized, with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  to 
employ  such  persons  as  may  be  liecessasry^'to  over- 
see the  work  orderedto  be  performed', on  said  dis- 
trict. The  compensation  of  the  persohs'-sp  -atv- 
pointe'd  shall  beappioved  by  the  City  Council; 
and  they,  may  be  removed  at  any  time' "by  '  the 
committee.  So  contracts  shall  be  entered  into 
by  the  committee,  and  no  expenditures  for  aiiy 
purpose,  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, shall  be  uiade,  without  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council. 

Ordered, .  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  live  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
to  oe  applied  to  raising  the  territory  and  buildings 


CHESTNUT    HILL  RESERVOIR.  ■ 

The  order  to  provide  for  an  additional  appropri- 
ation for  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  rnOved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  its  passage,  it  being  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  continuance  of  the  work. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  order  was 
unanimously  passed,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars;  the  same  to  be  expended  by  the 
Cochituate  \V  ater  Board  in  the  construction  of  the 
Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir,  and  to  be  added  to  the 
appropriations  heretofore  made  for  said  reservoir. 

THE  BORRILL  CLAIM. 

The  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  in  the 
matter  of  the  Burrill  papers  was  taken  up  as  un- 
finished business. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  withdrew  bis  appearand 
moved  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  Mr.  Squires  of 
Ward  8  offered  an  order,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  subject  matter  of  Mr.  Bun-ill's 
claims  against  the  city  of  Boston    be  referred  to  .a 

Joint  Special  Committee  of members  of  the 

Common  Council,  with  such  as  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen may  join,  to  consider  aud  report  thereout 

The  order  was  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Squires  of 
Ward  8,  Perkins  of  Ward  4,  and  Moulton  of  Ward 
9,  were  appointed  the  committee. 

REPORT  OF    A  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  report 
that  they  have  received  a  request  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Department  that  Engine  House  No. 
2 be  repaired. 

The  repairs  include  the  building  of  a  stable  and 
hose  tower,  fitting  up  sleeping-rooms  and  a  bath- 
room and  putting  in  new  doors. 

From  estimates  which  they  have  received,  the 
committee  find  that  it  will  cost  about  $5000  to 
make  the  proposed  repairs,  and  they  recommend 
that  they  be  authorized  to  do  so,  and  append  an  or- 
der to  that  effect : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  repair  and  alter  Engine  House 
No.  2.  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $5000,  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Public  Buildings.

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  offered  an  order  that  the 
Committee  on  the  Celebration  of  the  Fourth  of 
July  he  instructed  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
dispensing  with  the  use  of  ticktes  to  the  public  for 
admi3sfon  to  any  entertainments  provided  by  the 
city  on  that  day,  with  such  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  protect  the  children  in  the  provisions 
made  for  their  amusement. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  support  of  the  order,  said  it  was 
desirable   to  make   all  of  the*e  exhibitions  as  free 


as  possible,  so   that  one  class  would  not  have  an 
advantage  over  another. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward  14  concurred  in  the  desir- 
ableness of  having  such  exhibitions  as  free  as 
possible,  yet  believed  if  there  were  no  regulations 
in  the  matter,  even  in  regard  to  children,  all  of  the 
children  might  rush  to  some  one  place  deemed  to 
be  the  m»st  desirable  one.  In  such  a  case  not  a 
third  of  them  could  get  In,  and  if  the  public  gener- 
ally were  admitted  to  the  places  without  restric- 
tion, there  would  be  nothing  nut  confusion. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  ;s  said  he  was  willing  to  have 
these  exhibitions  free  to  all  children  of  the  citv. 
but  not  to  have  them  free  to  all  the  people  of  the 
surrounding  towns  to  crowd  into  them. 

Mr.  Wilkir.s  of  Ward  9  stated  that  tickets  had 
been  distributed  to  nearly  all  the  children  of  the 
public  schools,  yei  instructions  had  been  given  to 
the  police  to  admit  all  children.no  matter  from 
whence,  whether  they  had  tickets  or  not,  if  room 
could  be  found  for  them.  He  moved  therefore,  that 
the  order  be  laid  on  the  table.    Carried. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  presented  tbe  annual  re- 
port of  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital.    Sent  up. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cray  of  W  ard  12,  the  order  in 
relation  to  adjournment  of  the  Council  was  taken 
from  the  table.

COMMUNICATIONS  RELATING  TO  TENEMENT  HOUSES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  as  follows: 

The  State  Board  of  Health  desire  respectfully  to 
call  the  attention  of  tne  health  authorities  of 'the 
city  of  Boston  to  the  fact  that  the  owners  and 
keepers  of  tenement  and  lodging  houses  are  not 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  1868,  chapter  281  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Massachusetts. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  unfortunate  poor  are 
crowded  into  buildings  whose  construction  sets  at 
defiance  the  laws  of  health,  whose  yards  and  privies 
are  filthy  in  the  extreme,  and  whose  general  con- 
dition is  such  as  to  rendc-  them  liable  at  any  time 
to  become  centres  from  which  pestilence  may  ex- 
tend in  every  direction.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  HAKBOK    COMMISSION- 
ERS. 

The  Mayor  laid  before  the  Board  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Harbor  Commissioners  of  Massachu- 
setts, to  which  he  called  attention. 

The  communication  in  question  covered  the  fol- 
lowing vote  of  the  Board  with  the  report  of  their 
engineer : 

Voted,  that  under  section  2,  chapter  324,  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  1867,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize 
the  city  of  Boston  to  build  a  highway  over  certain 
tidewaters,"  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 
determine  the  space  occupied  by  the    tidewater 
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displaced  by  the  construction  of  the  ftreets  laid 
out  and  bui*lt  under  the  authority  of  said  act  to  be 
168,658  cubic  yards,  and  that  compensation  be 
made  for  the  same  by  the  city  of  Boston  by  paying 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  compensation  fund  for  the  harbor  of 
Boston,  as  provided  in  section  4,  of  chapter 
149,  of  the  acts  of  the  year  1866,  thirty-seven 
cents  for  every  such  cubic  yard,  amounting  to 
$61,663  46;  and  that  the  foregoing  vote,  with 
a  copy  of  the  measurements  and  computation ,  be 
communicated  to  the  city  of  Boston,  as  the  deter- 
mination of  this  Board,  under  said  act.

Several 
years  ago  a  portion  of  this  estate  was  taken  for 
the  extension  of  North  Charles  street,  which  only 
proved  an  injury  instead  of  a  benefit  to  the  estate. 
He  therefore  protested  against  this  action,  to  save 
the  rights  of  remonstrants. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

The  proposed  extension  of  Harrison  avenue  from 
Eustis  street  to  Warren  street,  was  taken  up. 

Dr.  H.  G.  Morse  stated  that  be  merely  wished  to 
put  in  an  objection  to  the  taifing  of  his  land,  from 
the  irregular  cutting  of  the  estate,  leaving  it  in  the  ' 
form  of  a  triangle,  and  destroying  the  house  upon 
it.  By  changing  the  line,  which  he  proposed,  he 
thought  it  would  be  a  saving  of  from  $30,000  to 
$40,000  to  the  city. 

Mrs.  Kumrill,  on  behalf  of  her  son,  Geo.  W. 
Rumrill,  objected  to  the  proposed  extension  on 
account  of  the  destruction  of  an  estate  on  which 
she  had  a  small  income,  and  which  she  would  be 
deprived  of. 

John  Nolan  objected  to  the  proposea  line,  be- 
lieving it  not  to  be  so  good  as  the  former  line;  and 
objection  was  also  made  on  behalf  of  the  estate  of 
Isabella  Gill  for  a  similar  reason. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  line  had  been 
changed  from  its  former  course,  because  that  was 
too  near  the  line  of  Warren  street.  This  line  was 
more  direct,  and  all  disinterested  parties  believed 
it  to  be  the  best  one. 

The  report  wasrecommitted. 

The  hearing  on  the  proposed  widening  of  Battery 
street  was  taken  up.  No  objection  was  made,  and 
the  report  was  recommitted. 
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A.UCE88  TO  A  MOATIIOUSE. 

The  hearing  on  petition  to  be  allowed  access 
from  the  foot  of  Mount  Vernon  street  to  a  floating 
boathouse,  was  taken  up. 

Henry  Lee,  as  trustee  of  owner  of  house  at  the 
foot  of 'Mount  Vernon  street,  objected  to  the  pro- 
posed permission,  on  the  ground  that  It  was  un- 
derstood when  the  purchase  of  said  estate  was 
made,  the  owner  had  the  right  to  lay  ves- 
sels at  the  dock  where  the  boathouse  was 
moored.  He  was  free  to  say  that  the  place  was 
conducted  orderly,  yet  there  must  be  more  or  less 
noise  in  goin-;  to  said  boathouse,  and  it  was  ob- 
ieetionalde  to  the  owners  of  property  adjoining. 
He  suggested  that  the  boathouse  might  more  ad- 
vantageously be  located  at  the  foot  of  Ueverc 
street,  where  it  would  not  annoy  any  one. 

Seth  J.  Thomas  appeared  in  behalf  of  the  peti- 
tioner,-Mr.  Wright.  After  citing  the  act  of  the 
Legislature. giving  permission  foi  the  anchoring  of 
this  boathouse  on  Charles  Kiver,  he  said  the  owner 
supposed  he  had  the  right  of  access  to  the  boat- 
house,  otherwise  he  would  not  have  placed  the 
building  there.  Finding  that  the  city  had  the  con- 
trol of  the  matter,  he  proposed  to  make  such  an 
arrangement  by  locking  the  gate  at  night,  or  other 
measure  as  may  be  required  to  relieve  it  from  ob- 
jection. 

B.  S.  Wright,  the  owner  of  the  boathouse,  stated 
that  he  loaned  the  money  for  the  building  of  the 
house  to  Walter  Brown,  who  was  to  store  boats 
and  teach  the  art  of  rowing;  and  from  the  encour- 
agement of  rowing  by  prizes  givrn  by  the  city,  he 
never  thought  there  could  be  an  objection  to  its 
location  in  tuat  place. 

In  reply  to  Alderman  Pratt,  it  was  stated  that 
Mr.  Brown  lets  boats  and  teaches  rowing,  no  rent 
had  been  paid,  and  that  the  house  was  more  par- 
ticularly for  storing  boats,  not  knowing  at  the 
time  that  Mr.  Brown  made  and  repaired  boats.  He 
had  since  learned  that  Mr.  Brown  was  not  ex- 
celled ns  a  builder  of  boats. 

Alderman  Pratt  inquired  whether  the  report  was 
to  be  recommitted. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  the  committee  pre- 
ferred that  the  matter  should  be  settled  in  full 
Board. 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  if  the  parties  inter- 
ested did  not  know  that  the  question  had  been  de- 
cided adversely  before  they  went  to  the  Legisla- 
ture. 

Mr.  Wright  said  he  knew  nothing  of  the  matter 
until  Mr.  Brown  came  to  him  for  aid,  and  In  reply 
to  Alderman  Pratt,  said  he  did  not  pay  rent  for 
locating  the  boathouse  there. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  he  had  not  the 
right  to  use  any  portion  of  the  river  for  the  boat- 
house,  to  which  Mr.  Wright  replied  that  there  was 
no  other  place  so  favorable  as  this  ;  he  could  go  up 
the  Mystic  River,where  he  bad  rights,  but  it  would 
not  answer  his  purpose  so  well. 

Mr.  Thomas  read  the  act  giving  authority  to 
Samuel  T.  Gushing,  Jr.,  to  locate  the  boathouse 
at  the  foot  of  .Mount  Vernon  street,  and  on  this 
authority  they  could  not  go  to  Bevere  street,  and 
the  city  cculd  not  give  authority  to  go  there.  To 
deny  this  right  would  be  to  depiive  them  of  a 
right  granted  by  the  State. 

Mr.  Lee  said  that  on  the  purchase  of  five  lots  in 
that  neighborhood,  it  was  with  the  privilege  of 
having  an  open  space,  with  quiet.  The  owner  of 
the  property  wished  to  have  those  conditions 
maintained,  and  the  privilege  also  guaranteed  of 
laying  a  vessel  there  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Thomas  replied  that  in  the  purchase  of  prop- 
erty under  such  circumstances,  the  owner  must 
take  his  chances.  He  thought,  however,  that  most 
of  the  owners  of  property  in  the  neighborhood 
would  prefer  to  have  a  boathouse  rather  than  a 
vessel  unloading  coal  there. 

Mr.  Lee  said  the  difference  in  the  case  was  that 
the  owner  of  property  had  paid  for  the  privilege 
of  dockage,  while  the  owner  of  the  boathouse 
had  not. 

Alderman  Pratt  thought  that  in  all  matters  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts  had  not  taken  so 
liberal  a  course  as  they  might  have  done  in  their 
action  on  affairs  connected  with  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, citing  as  an  instance  the  case  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  selling  a  small  triangular  piece  of 
land  adjoining  the  Fitchburg  Kailroad  Depot  and 
Charlestown  Bridge  for  a  trifling  consideration, 
this  being  the  flats  underlying  the  bathing-houses 
of  this  City  of  Boston,  which  are  maintained  free 
to  the  public  for  sanitary  purposes.    He  believed 


the  city  should  exercise  the  little  power  it  po.-sess- 
ed  in  behalf  of  its  citizens,  whatever  might  be  tin 
action  of  the  State.  The  rights  of  "the  citizens 
of  Ward  0  should  be  protected,  and  he  was  disin- 
clined to  grant  the  privileges  asked  by  other  par- 
ties under  the  circumstances. 

Alderman  Braman  said  he  should  be  the  last 
person  to  object  to  boating,  under  proper  regula- 
tions, but  in  this  case  there  was  boating  on 
Sundays,  and  it  had  become  more  or  less  of 
a  nuisance  to  the  people  of  that  neighi  orhood. 
The  land  in  Brimmer  street,  he  said,  but  four 
years  ago  was  valued  at  $HW.OC0,  and  the  valuation 
of  property  had  increased  to  ••; 400,000  by  the  im- 
provements and  advantages  of  the  open  water 
space.  In  the  purchase  ot  property  for  the  widen- 
ing of  the  lower  part  of  Mount  Vernon  street, 
bought  of  Mr.  Kidder,  Mr.  Kidder  had  the  right  to 
lay  vessels  at  the  dock.  He  did  not  believe  the 
Legislature  fully  understood  the  matter,  or  the 
right  would  not  have  been  granted  to  Mr.  etching. 
The  right  was  worth  at  least  $1000  a  year. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  the  subject  was 
laid  over. 

TREMONT   STREET    BETTERMENTS. 

The  hearing  on  petition  of  F.  WT.  Ryder  and 
others,  in  relation  to  Tremont  street  betterments, 
was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Kyder.  for  petitioners,  read  a  statement,  set- 
ting forth  at  great  length  bis  understanding  of  the 
subject,  in  which  he  commented  with  great  severi- 
ty unon  the  course  of  the  Commissioners  and  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Church  Street  District.  He 
declared  that  his  signature  was  obta>ned  to  the 
plan  carried  out  for  the  improvement  of  estates  on 
the  southeasterly  side  of  Tremont  street  through 
promises  which  had  not  been  fulfil  led,  alter  threats 
had  been  made  to  build  up  a  bulkhead  against  their 
estates. 

Mr.  Kyder  also  read  a  printed  statement,  calling 
attention  to  a  few  facts  concerning  the  wideniog 
of  the  street  and  the  raising  of  the  grade,  in  which 
he  set  forth  several  plans  in  which  the  work  could 
be  done,  and  in  which  the  owners  of  estates  on  the 
southerly  side  of  the  street  must  be  consulted  in 
the  matter.  By  one  of  these,  in  treating  the  own- 
ers as  having  some  rights  as  citizens,  proposing  to 
them  to  raise  their  houses  to  the  new  grade  and 
leaving  them  in  all  respects  as  good  as  tney  found 
them,  so  that  no  loss  should  accrue  to  the  owners, 
then  a  betterment  could  be  assessed  on  their 
estates.  By  this  plan  the  cost  would  have  been 
$117,000;  deduct  for  betterment  $50,000,  and  the 
net  cost  would  have  been  $67,000. 

A  second  plan,  in  building  a  bulkhead,  as  threat- 
ened, would  have  cost  in  damages  $90,000;  a  third 
plan,  in  taking  the  estates  nnderthe  Suffolk  street 
act,wotild  have  cost  $90,000;  but  the  fourth,  in  get- 
ting the  owners  of  estates  to  sign  a  uaper  permit- 
ting the  city  to  raise  up  and  underpin  the  houses 
to  the  new  grade,  the  owners  to  do  all  the  rest  of 
the  work,  and  bear  the  loss  and  expense,  he  char- 
acterized as  shrewd,  costing  the  city  333,000,  with 
a  betterment  assessed  of  S50,000,  making  a  net 
g.-in  to  the  city  of  §17,000. 

This  plan,  had  it  succeeded,  he  said,  would  have 
saved  the  city  $U7,000,  at  the  expense  of  about  thirty 
citizens.  After  threats  had  been  made,  and  a  re- 
jection was  made  of  his  terms,  the  result  of  a  con- 
ference was  a  positive  agreement  that  the  houses 
should  be  raised  as  he  proposed,  and  in  regard  to 
the  assessment  of  betterment,  as  the  city  could 
not  beforehaud  make  any  positive  agreement,  the 
circumstances,  it  was  said,  would  be  considered, 
and  no  assessment  would  be  made  on  their  estates. 
This,  he  supposed,  was  by  authority  from  City 
Hall,  and  he  signed  the  paper  and  helped  the  Com- 
missioners to  get  other  signatures. 

Mr.  Kyder  said  that  Mr.  Richards  knew  that  he 
could  put  an  injunction  on  the  proceedings  in  an 
hour,  and  in  conclusion  he  believed  he  had  shown 
that  he  had' substantiated  all  his  statements,  and 
shown,  by  circumstantial  evidence  at  least,  that 
the  promise  was  made  that  no  assessments  for 
betterments  should  be  made. 

Joseph  Smith,  one  of  the  Commissioners  on  the 
Church  Street  District,  stated  that  he  had  but  little 
to  do  with  the  matter  of  raising  the  estates  on  the 
southeasterly  side  of  Tremont  street,  but  it  was 
found  that  it  would  be  better  to  do  so  at  the  same 
time  with  the  raising  of  the  street.  He  recollected 
of  having  but  once  had  anything  to  say  to  Mr. 
Kyder  in  relation  to  betterments,  and  then  made 
no  promises,  as  he  had  no  authority  to,  and  be  de- 
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nied  having  made  any  threats  to  force  the  owners 
of  estates  to  terms. 

Mr.  Freeman,  a  Commissioner,  denied  that  there 
was  any  deception,  or  threats  made.  He  did  not 
know  anything  in  relation  to  betterments,  until 
Mr.  Kyder  came  to  Mr.  Smith  with  a  paper  relative 
to  betterments. 

Mr.  Smith  inquired  if  Mr.  Kyder  ever  had  any 
conversation  with  him  in  relation  to  betterments, 
except  in  his  office:  to  which  Mr.  Kyder  replied 
that  he  had  no  recollection  that  he  ever  did,  but 
he  talked  with  Mr.  Freeman  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Smith  said  it  could  readily  be  seen  what  de- 
pendence could  be  put  upon  the  statements  of  Mr. 
Kyder,  when  he  admitted  that  he  had  spoken  to 
him  but  once  on  the  subject  of  betterments. 

Ex-Alderman  Kichards,  a  member  of  the  Church 
Street  Committee  of  last  year,  stated  that  the 
feeling  which  he  entertained  at  the  time  was  more 
in  favor  of  individuals  to  be  benefited  than  for  the 
public.  Without  charging  upon  the  gentleman  a 
design  to  make  misstatements,  he  believed  he  had 
got  himself  so  excited  on  the  subject,  that  he  was 
not  in  a  position  to  see  the  matter  clearly.  He  de- 
nied that  he  promised,  as  he  was  accused  of  do- 
ing, that  there  should  be  no  assessment  of  better- 
ments, for  at  the  time  he  could  make  no  promises 
of  the  kind. 

George  H.  Prince  stated  that  both  Air.  Smith  and 
Mr.  Freeman  came  to  his  store  and  made  threats 
that  if  the  abutters  did  not  sign  the  paper,  they 
would  bulkhead  the  whole  block. 

Mr.  Smith  denied  that  he  had  made  any  threats 
of  the  kind. 

Mr.  Kichards  stated  that  he  said  to  the  parties 
that  Tremont  street  could  rot  be  shut  up; -and  if 
no  agreement  could  be  made  with  the  abutters, 
they  would  be  obliged  to  bulkhead  that  side  of  the 
street.    It  wa9  not  said  in  the  way  of  a  threat. 

Luther  Gilbert,  an  abutter,  stated  as  his  belief 
that  he  was  not  benefited  on  accouL  t  of  the  widen- 
ing of  the  street ;  on  the  contrary,  he  had  been 
injured  in  his  premises,  once  having  a  cellar  per- 
fectly tight,  but  now  constantly  wet. 

Samuel  Mason,  Jr.,  an  abutter,  stated  that  he 
was  assured  that  his  estate  should  be  put  in  as 
good  condition  as  it  was  before.  This  was  not 
done,  for  his  bouse  was  not  in  as  good  condition, 
and  he  had  been  subjected  to  a  great  expense. 
With  the  additional  expense  of  betterment,  he 
should  have  preferred  to  have  had  the  house 
taken  under  the  act.     t 

Mr.  Kyder  made  some  further  statements,  in 
which  he  said  he  had  expended  .f  4000  on  his  estate ; 
he  had  lost  .$800  in  rent;  it  would  cost  .$1000  to  put 
his  house  in  the  condition  it  was  before;  and  now 
to  be  called  upon  to  pay  $8(J4  for  betterments,  he 
thought  it  was  more  than  any  good  citizen  should 
be  called  upon  to  submit  to. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  wished  further  time  to 
consider  the  matter,  and  moved  that  it  be  laid  on 
the  table.    Carried. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  and  ordinances  were  read  a 
second  time  and  passed: 

Order  to  construct  a  sewer  in  rear  of  Dale  street. 

Order  to  construct  a  sewer  in  Sixth  street,  be- 
tween B  street  and  the  railroad  track. 

Ordinance  to  amend  ordinance  relating  to  the 
Water  Works  so  as  to  provide  pay  rolls  lor  labor- 
ers, etc. 

Ordinance  to  amend  ordinance  relatingto  weights 
and  measures  so  as  to  conform  to  the  law  abolish- 
ing fees. 

ordered,  That  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be  and 
he  hereby  is  directed  to  transfer  from  the  "Ke- 
served  Fund"  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  made  and  constituted  a  special  appropriation, 
to  be  called  ''Grading  of  New  Streets,"  and  that 
said  sum  so  transferred  is  Hereby  appropriated  to 
meet  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the 
grading  and  gravelling  of  all  streets  laid  out  and 
accepted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  City  Coun- 
cil during  the  present  financial  year,  and  for  the 
construction  of  gutters,  cesspools  and  cross-walks 
in  said  streets  so  accepted ;  also  for  the  repairing 
of  those  streets  widened  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  or  City  Council,  if  no  provision  is  made 
for  said  work  in  the  order  requiring  said  widening 
to  be  made;  also  for  the  settlement  of  grade  dam- 
ages upon  the  streets  so  laid  out  or  widened. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

The  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
City  Hospital  was  accepted,  in  concurrence. 


The  order  to  grade  the  yard  and  to  erect  a  fence 
around  the  Kustis  Schoolhouse  lot,  and 

Order  to  erect  a  new  fence  and  out-buildings  for 
the  Concord  Street  Primary  Schoolhouse,  were 
each  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings. 

The  order  to  repair  Engine  House  No.  2,  at  a  cost 
of  $5000,  was  passed,  in  concurrence. 

An  order  to  furnish  quarterly  ferry  tickets  to 
East  Boston  pupils  of  the  high  schools  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  b  en  ies,  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  order  that  the  Committee  on  the  Assessors 
Department  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to 
cause  to  be  printed  the  names  of  all  persons  as- 
sessed within  this  city,  and  that  a  list  of  the  names 
of  those  assessed  in  each  ward  be  posted  in  two 
conspicuous  places  in  said  ward,  the  expense 
thereof  to  be  charged  to  Incidental  Expenses  being 
under  consideration, 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Connor,was  amended  bv 
inserting  after  the  word-  assessed,  the  words  "for 
a  poll  tax,"  believing  it  to  be  unnecessary  to  print 
the  names  of  all  persons  assessed  for  taxes  on 
property. 

Alderman  Pierce  doubted  the  expediency  of 
posting  up  such  lists,  which  once  became  a  nui- 
sance. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  only  the  names  of 
persons  assessed  in  each  ward  would  be  posted  in 
such  ward. 

The  order  was  passed. 

The  report,  resolve  and  orders  to  take  Suffolk 
street  territory  and  for  a  loan  of  ,f  500,000  to  meet 
the  expenses,  were  considered. 

Alderman  Pratt  inquired  whether  it  was  not  de- 
sirable to  fix  the  pay  of  parties  to  be  employed  un- 
der the  oi  der. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  under  the  Church 
street  taking  of  territory  there  was  a  friction  be- 
tween ihe  commissioners  and  the  committee,  and 
it  was  found  difficult  for  parties  to  settle  with 
the  commissionirs  when  there  was  a  committee 
back  of  them  to  whom  they  could  make  a  final  ap- 
peal. 

By  the  terms  of  this  order  the  committee  have 
the'  power  of  removal  of  persons  employed,  but 
not  the  control  over  contracts  or  salaries,  for 
which  they  must  come  to  the  City  Council. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  it  was  not  the  best 
policy  to  let  out  each  kind  of  work  in  one  contract, 
instead  of  in  small  pieces. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  in  the  Church  street 
filling,  contracts  were  let  out  for  one-third  of  the 
work  at  once,  but  this  was  found  not  to  work  to 
advantage. 

The  ordsrs  were  severally  read  twice  and  passed 
unanimously. 

THE   BURRILL  CLAIM. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  claim  of  Charles  Burrill,  to  be  com- 
pensated for  expenses  incurred  in  procuring  naval 
credits  on  the  quota  of  the  city  of  Boston,  made  a 
report,  in  which  they  recommended  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Hen- 
ry W.  Paine,  as  the  assignee  of  Chas.  Burrill,  the 
sum  of  $40,000  in  full  settlement  of  all  claims 
against  the  city  for  services  rendered  and  money 
expended  by  said  Burrill  in  procuring  credits  upon 
the  quota  of  the  city  in  1864,  and  that  the  same  be 
charged  to  the  fund  appropriated  for  Incidental 
Expenses;  provided  that  such  receipts  and  dis- 
charges shall  be  executed  both  by  said  Burrill  and 
and  by  said  Paiue  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  City 
Solicitor. 

Alderman  Cowdiu,  in  explanation,  stated  that 
the  report  was  unanimous,  two  members  of  the 
committee  agreeing  to  it  who  had  in  every  case 
voted  against  the  claim.  It  was  believed  to  be 
best  to  pay  the  amount  to  get  rid  of  the  matter. 

Alderman  Pratt  inquired  if  it  was  the  under- 
standing that  this  claim  should  cover  all  persons 
having  anything  to  do  with  Mr.  Burrill  on  behalf 
of  the  city  hi  the  matter;  otherwise  he  could  not 
vote  for  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  it  did  not  go  back 
to  the  past,  but  had  reference  to  the  claim  at  this 
time,  and  it  was  thought  best  to  get  clei.r  of  it ; 
for  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  past. 

Alderman  Pratt  believed  they  bad  something  to 
do  with  it;  for  officers  in  the  City  Government,  in 
the  conscientious  discharge  of  their  duties,  should 
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be  protected  from  being  harassed  with  claims 
upon  them  personally  lor  acts  in  the  discharge  of 
those  duties'.  The  Genera)  Government,  the  Alder- 
man well  knew,  found  it  necessary  to  protect  loyal 
men  from  prosecutions  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  in  the  war. 

Alderman  Covvdin  referred  to  acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government  in  screening  parties  who  did 
v\  rong,  and  he  did  not  believe  in  screening  any  one 
from  punishment  who  did  wrong. 

Alderman  .Jenkins  said  he  supposed  the  order 
covered  all  questions  and  liabilities  growing  out 
Ot  these  claims,  otherwise  he  should  otter  an 
amendment  to  cover  all  contingencies. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  there  was  no  intention  to 
neglect  any  point  in  '  reference  to  the  matter,  and 
it  was  the  understanding  with  Mr.  Tuxbury  that 
this  would  cover  all  claims  growing  out  of  this 
matter.  It  was  designed  that  this  should  end  the 
story. 

Alderman  Jacobs  stated  that  by  the  conditions 
of  the  orders  the  receipts  should  be  satisfactory  to 
the  Citv  .Solicitor.  He  moved  to  add  to  it  betorc 
Cily  Solicitor,  "and  his  Honor  the  Mayor." 

Alderman  t'owdin  said  it  was  designed  to  add 
the  .Mayer,  as  proposed. 

The  Mayor  stated  in  reference  to  the  matter, 
that  if  satisfactory  to  the  City  .Solicitor,  it  would  be 
to  him. 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  to  add  the  words,  "and 
all  persons  acting  in  behalf  of  the  city  in  this 
matter." 

Alderman  Pratt  said  the  question  might  be 
raised  whether  Mr.  Lincoln  acted  for  the  city  or 
himself. 

On  this  suggestion  the  word  "personally"  was 
inserted  after  -'acting." 

The  amendments  were  adopted. 

Alderman- Gibson  said  he  thtught  that  there 
ought  to  be  another  amendment  adopted,  requir- 
ing Mr.  Burrill  to  pay  the  clerks  in  the  >iavy  lard 
for  their  services  in  copying  the  names  claimed  to 
be  obtained  by  him.  He  could  not  consent  to  vote 
for  the  order,  believing  that  Mr.  Burrill  was  not 
entitled  to  anything  by  equity,  principle,  or  right. 

The  order  was  passed  as  amended,  by  a  vote  of  9 
to  3— Aldermen  Braman,  Gibson  and  Jenkins  in 
the  negative.

Clark  to  erect  a  stable  on  Cliff  street,  with  the  re- 
striction that  said  stable  shall  be  placed  fifteen 
feet  from  the  line  of  said  street;  also  in  favor  of 
the  petition  of  Bodolphus  F.  Hahn,  for  leave  to 
build  a  stable  rear  of  10  Havre  street;  also  grant- 
ing leave  to  Peter  Fay  to  build  a  stable  at  173  Cabot 
street;  J.  1*.  Cooper,  to  build  a  stable  on  Stafford 
street ;  and  De  Laporte  &  Blumberg,  to  build  a 
stable  on  Dorchester  street.    Severally  accepted. 

Al«erman  Talbot,  Irom  the  Committee  on 
Claims,  on  the  petition  of  John  W.  Kennetie  to  be 
compensated  for  personal  injuries  caused  by  an 
alleged  defect  in  Vvinthrop  square,  made  a  report 
leave  to  withdraw  on  said  petition.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot  also  reported  leave  to  with- 
draw on  petition  of  Bernard  Kelson  to  De  compen- 
sated for  personal  injuries  received  by  his  wife  on 
account  of  an  alleged  defect  in  South  Market 
street. 

Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee to  whom  was  referred  the  order  establish- 
ing the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  JJeponset 
Bridge,  at  $300  per  annum,  reported  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Join  Standing  Com-

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  8  o'clock,  M.  E. 
Ingalls,  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMFN. 

The  several  quarterlv  reports  from  the  various 
departments  and  the  Auditor's  Monthly  Exhibit 
were  ordered  to  be  placed  on  tile. 

The  communication  from  the  Selectmen  of  Brook- 
line  and  the  petition  of  E.  F.  Brown,  were  referred 
in  concurrence. 

The  communication  from  the  Mayor  transmit- 
ting a  report  from  the  Harbor  Commissioners,  on 
the  displacement  of  tide  water  by  the  construction 
of  Atlantic  avenue,  was  also  referred  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Public 
Library,  thanking  the  donors  of  a  portrait  of 
Edward  Everett,  was  accepted  in  concurrence. 

The  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings of  an  order  for  the  erection  of  a  fence  and 
outbuildings  at  the  Kice  Schoolhouse,  was  non- 
concurred  in. 

The  following  matters  were  concurrently  acted 
upon: 

Reference  to  the  Committee  on  Printing,  of  an 
order  for  the  printing  of  the  act  relating  to  the 
sealing  of  weights  and  measures. 

Reference  to  the  Committee  on  I*ublic  Buildings, 
of  the  order  uroviding  for  the  grading  of  the  lot 
recently  annexed  to  the  Eustis  Street  Schoolhouse 
yard.  . 

Reference  to  the  same  committee,  of  an  order 
for  the  erection  of  a  bell  tower  on  the  house  of 
Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  3. 

Reference  to  the  Committee  on  Common,  etc., 
of  a  resolve  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  use 
of  the  Common  for  public  meetings. 

Reference  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Alarms,  of 
an  order  for  the  placing  of  an  alarm  bell  on  the 
house  of  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  3. 

Reports  were  accepted,  as  follows: 

Report,  leave  to  withdraw,  on  petition  of  J.  W. 
Kennefie,  to  be  compensated  for  injuries  caused 
by  a  defect  in  Winthrop  square. 

Report,  leave  to  withdraw,  on  petition  of  Bernard 
Nelson,  to  be  compensated  for  injuries  received  by 
his  wife  from  a  defect  in  South  Market  street. 

The  report  and  order,  fixing  the  salary  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Neponset  Bridge  at  the  rate  ot 
three  hundred  dollars  .per  annum  were  considered, 
the  report  accepted,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

The  order  for  the  Committee  on  Ferries  to  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  allowing  all  members  of 
the  Police  Department  to  pass  over  the  ferries  free 
was  adopted,  in  concurrence. 

The  report  and  order  for  the  consideration  of  the 
expediency  of  selling  a  lot  of  land  east  of  Albany 
street,  heretofore  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  City 
Hospital  were  acted  upon,  the  report  accepted,  and 
the  order  was  passed. 

The  report  and  order  for  remodelling  the  Dear- 
born Schoolhouse,  being  under  consideration, 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  been  informed 
by  a  competent  mechanic  that  it  would  not  be  safe 
to  add  another  story  to  this  schoolhouse,  and  if 
there  is  doubt,  the  matter  should  be  investigated. 
He  was  not  prepared  to  vote  for  it  under  such  cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14  stated  that  the  subjecthad 
a  careful  consideration  by  the  committee,  who 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  building  was  per- 
fectly safe  for  the  contemplated  improvements, 
and  the  assurance  could  be  given  that  they  would 
exercise  all  the  caution  needed  to  make  it  entirely 
safe.  , 

The  order  was  passed.. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  passed  "in 
concurrence : 

Orders  directing  the  superintendents  and  others 
who  make  purchases  for  the  city  to  make  them  in 
large  quantities,  when  practicable,  to  offer  ah 
opportunity  for    competition    in    -applying  such 


articles  and  materials  as  may  be  required,  and  to 
make  said  purchases  at  wholesale,  or  at  the  lowest 
rates,  with  the  trade  discounts. 

Order grantirjs  leave  to  the  Highland  Congrega- 
tional Society  to  erect  a  wooden  church  edifice  oil 
Parker  street. 

Order  for  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  to  report 
on  the  expediency  of  furnii-hini;  water  at  toe 
'•High  Service"  in  South  Boston,  and  the  cost 
therefor. 

order  referring  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings,  with  full  power,  the  request  of  the 
Alumni  of  the  Bost  n  Latin  School,  for  a  niche  in 
that  schoolhouse,  in  which  to  place  the  memorial 
statue  by  Oreenough. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  providirg 
for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Boston  Water 
Works. 

The  amendment  to  order  concerning  the  printing 
of  the  names  of  persons  assessed,  by  the  insertion 
of  the  words  "a  poll-tax,"  was  concurred  in. 

•  An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  relating  to 
the  sealing  of  weights  ami  measures  was  read 
once. 

RAISING     OF     GRADE     OF     WEST     CANTON     STREET 
TERRITORY. 

The  report  and  order  authorizing  a  Joan  of  one 
hundred  and  tifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  raising 
of  the  grade  of  West  Canton  street,  and  streets  ad- 
jacent thereto,   were  considered. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  stated  for  the  information  of 
those  who  were  not  well  informed,  that  the  district 
was  much  in  the  condition  of  the  Suffolk  Street  Dis- 
ti  ict,and  as  there  had  been  no  legislative  act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  matter,  it  was  necessary  that  negotia- 
tions should  be  made  with  the  individual  owners  of 
property.  The  raising  of  the  territory  would  be 
six  or  seven  feet,  and  if  the  order  is  not  passed  to- 
night, with  an  adjournment  of  two  months,  a  loss 
of  one  year  will  be  made  in  the  carrying  out  of  the 
work.  '  A  large  number  of  the  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty had  signed  the  agreement  to  remove,  tear 
down  or  raise  thir  respective  houses,  and  to  relin- 
quish all  claims  for  grade  damages,  and  no  diffi- 
culty need  be  apprehended  from  those  who  had  not 
signed  this  agreement.  It  was  a  payment  of  the 
abutters  as  in  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  but.  in  an- 
other form. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  he  did  not  see  the  mat- 
ter in  the  same  light  with  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  10. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  said  the  work  should  be 
done,  and  it  was  but  a  question  when  it  should  be. 
If  this  was  passed  now  it  would  save  a  year  in  the 
finishing  of  the  work. 

Mr.  W  ells  objected  to  the  looseness  of  the  con- 
tracts under  this  report,  the  most  loose  instru- 
ment he  had  ever  seen  under  the  city.  It  allowed 
the  parties  to  tear  down  their  houses,  and  the  city 
was  to  pay  for  it,  and  make  the  grade  to  suit  the 
abutters.  If  it  is  thought  that  $150,000  would  be 
sufficient  to  do  this  work,  it  would  be  found  that  it 
is  like  all  other  contracts  of  the  kind,  and  as  much 
more  will  be  wanted. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  moved  a  reference  of 
the  order  to  the  Committee  on  Streets,  and  accept- 
ed an  amendment  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Paving. 

Mr.  Smith  opposed  the  reference,  and  explained 
the  terms  of  the  report,  that  it  did  not  propose  to 
pay  parties  to  destroy  their  houses  and  then  raise 
the  grade.  The  city  proposed  to  pay  the  abutters 
the  a nount  required  for  raising  and  underpinning 
their  houses,  also  to  rill  their  lots. 

Mr.  Wells  declared  that  he  was  still  unwilling  to 
vote  for  such  a  matter  without  further  informa- 
tion. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  carried  bv  a  vote  of  26  to 
20. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16  subsequently  moved  a 
re  consideration  of  the  reference,  which  was  car- 
ried, when  the  rules  were  suspended  for  a  second 
reading. 

Mr.  Rowe  of  Ward  10  advocated  the  passage  of 
the  order,  and  Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  opposed  it. 

Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  9  advocated  the  passage  of  the 
order,  as  in  acco  rdance  with  other  measures  for 
raising  territory  of  the  same  description,  and  as 
absolutely  require  d  for  the  comfort  of  the  inhabi- 
tants. The  longer  it  was  delayed  the  worse  it 
would  be,  and  it  ought  not  to  be  laid  over. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  15,  the  main 
question  was  ordered ,  and  the  order  was  passed  by 
a  vote  of  13  yeas  tol  nay — Mr.  Bickford. 
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The  order  for  »  transfer  from  the  "Reserved 
Fund"  of  fifty  thousand,  dollars,  for  a  special  ap- 
propriation to  be  called  "Grading  of  New  Streets," 
was  passed  by  a  vote  of  53  to  2. 

THE   BUBRILL  CLAIM. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Burrill  claim,  with  an  order  to  pay  forty  thousand 
dollars  in  full  for  the  same,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14  moved  to  amend  by  mak- 
ing the  payment  from  the  Reserved  Fund  instead 
of  Incidental  Expenses.  Carried  by  a  vote  of  28 
to  22. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Xoycs  of  Ward  5,  the  rules 
were  suspended  for  a  second  reading  of  the  order 
at  this  time. 

Mr.  i'oor  of  Ward  1 1  opposed  the  passage  of  the 
order,  expressing  the  hope  that  the  Council  would 
adhere  to  its  former  vote. 

The  order  was  rejected,  by  a  vote  of  30  yeas  to 
19  nays,  not  two-thirds  voting  therefor,  the  vote 
being  as  follows :

Order  appropriating  nineteen  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-two dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents  for  repairs 
on  steam  tire  engines,  hose  and  hook  and  ladder 
carriages;  and  seven  hundred  and  ihirty-eight 
dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents  for  new  hose  and 
repairing  old  hose. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  who  were  directed 
to  procure  plans  and  estimates  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Winthrop  Street  Primary  School- 
house,  made  a  report  that  they  have  procured 
plans  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Instruction,  and  have  received  esti- 
mates from  which  they  find  that  it  will  cost  $12,000 
to  enlarge  the  building  and  provide  additional 
furniture.  They  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  enlarge  the  Winthrop  Street 
Primary  Schoolhouse,  according  to  plans  approved 
by  the  .Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  the  ex- 
penses therefor  not  to  exceed  $12,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  from  the  Reserved  Fund  the 
sum  of  $12,000,  to  be  appropriated  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Winthrop  Street  Primary  Scboolhonse, 

The  orders  were  read  twice  and  passed. 

"WATER  FOR  DORCHESTER. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Water,  to  whom  was  ieferred  the 
subject  of  an  extension  of  the  Cochituatc  Water 
\\  orks  over  the  Dorchester  District,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report. 

The  City  Eneineer  has  prepared  a  plan  of  Dor- 
chester, showing  the  streets  and  portions  of  streets 
which  would  pay  six  per  cent,  interest  on  the  cost 
of  a  six-inch  cast  iron  distribution  pipe.  The  esti- 
mates are  based  on  a  cost  of  $1  65  per  running  foot 
for  the  pipe  when  laid,  and  an  average  income  of 
$10  from  each  house.  The  total  length  of  twelve- 
inch  pipe  as  shown  in  the  plan  is  53,270  feet,  and 
of  six-inch  pipe  about  46,000  feet.  The  names  of 
the  streets  and  avenues  included  in  the  district  are 
given  in  the  schedule  accompanving  this  report. 

The  population  of  this  district  is  estimated  to  be 
between  8000  and  10,000,  and  the  use  of   water  on 


that  basis  would  be  ,  not  over  500,000  gallons  per 
day.  Allowing  an  annual  increase*  of  five  per  cent, 
in  population,  the  use  of  water  twenty  years  hence 
would  amount  to  about  900,000  gallons  per  day.  To 
supply  tfeat  amount  the  City  Engineer  tas  provid- 
ed for  two  twelve-inch  feeders,one  through  Stough- 
ton,  Pleasant  and  Savin  Hill  streets  to  Dorchester 
avenue,  and  the  other  through  Norfolk  avenue  and 
Cottage  street  to  Dorchester  avenue  These  two 
pipes  will  be  sufficient  for  at  least  ten  years ;  and 
it  is  probable  that  before  the  expiration  of  that 
time- another  main  will  be  laid  from  Grove  Hall 
avenue  through  Quincy  street. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  accompanying  esti- 
mate."-, the  Engineer  has  included  a  separate  state- 
ment of  the  cost  of  wrought  iron  aim  cement 
pipe,  which  is  $52,662  less  in  the  total  than  for 
cast  iron  pipe.  The  cement  pipe  has  been  tested 
very  thoroughly  during  the  past  few  years,  being 
used  in  most  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  this  coun- 
try where  water  has  been  recently  introduced. 

It  consists  of  a  "shell  of  wrought  iron,  of  strength 
commensurate  with,  the  pressure,  which  is  lined 
with  hydraulic  cement,  and  when  laid  in  the 
ground  is  bedded  and  completely  covered  with  the 
same  material.  The  iron  resists  the  pressure  and 
the  cement  protects  the  iron  from  oxidation  iiy 
completelv  insulating  it  from  contact  with  the 
air." 

It  appears  from  the  information  obtained  upon 
application  to  those  places  where  it  is  in  use,,  that 
witn  one  or  two  exceptions  it  is  regarded  ^en- 
tirely satisfactory,  even  Where  the  head  of  water 
reaches  as  high  as  275  feet.  In  view  of  the  extent 
'  to  which  the  pipe  is  now  used,  and  the  favorable 
testimony  in  regard  to  its  durability  and  the  pre- 
servation of  the  water  from  impurities,  the  com- 
mittee would  recommend  its  use  in  the  Dorchester 
District.  As  this  is,'  however,  a  matter  which  hsts 
heretofore  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Water 
Board,  the  committee  do  hot  desire  to  restrict  that 
Board  in  the  present  instance,  and  they  have  pro- 
vided in  the  accompanying  orders  for  a  loan  of  a 
sufficient  sum  to  cover  the  cost  of  cast  iron  pipes. 

The  Engineer  has  estimated  for  the  full  number 
of  hydrants,  viz  ,  one.  to  about  300  feet, 'so  that, 
although  they  may  not  be  required  at  the  present 
time,  they  may  be  establishedif.it  is  found  more 
economical  to  do  so  while  the  pipes  are  being 
laid! 

The  committee  would  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  orders. 

Ordered,  That  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be 
authorized  to  extend  the  Water  Works  in  Ward  16., 
at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $276,000-.- 

Ordered,  That,  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $275,000,  to"  be  expended  by 
the  Cochituate,  Water  Board  in  purchasing  anil 
laying  principal  mains  and  service  pipes-  and 
establishing  hydrants  in  Ward  16.- 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  moved  to  amend  by  the 
substitution  of  the  following  orders:  - " 

Ordered,  That  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be 
authorized  to  extend  the  Water  Works  in  Ward. 16, 
and  to  lay  a  twenty-four-inchmain  froiu<  Hampden 
street  to  Upham's  Corner,  and  a  twenty-inch  main  < 
from  Uphaiu's  Corner  to  the  reservoir  in  .South 
Boston,  the  whole  expense  for  said  extensions 
no";  to  exceed  $375,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer"  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $375,000.  to  .-be  expended  by 
the  Cochituate  Water  Board  in  purchasing  anil 
laying  principal  mains  and  service  pipes  and  es- 
tablishing hydrants  in  Ward  16,  and  also  connect- 
ing the,  main  at  Upham's  Corner  with  the  Reser- 
voir at  South  Boston. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  moved  that  the  report  and 
orders  be.  laid    on    the   table  and  ordered  to  he. 
printed.    Lost. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  advocated  the  adoption  of 
the  substitute  orders,  "which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Gray  moved  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  for 
the  passage  of  the  amended  orders. 

Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  favored  the  passage  of 
the  orders  now,  that  the  work  may  be  going  on  at 
a  better  time  of  year  than  if  delayed  to  the  end  of 
the  summer. 

Mr.  Noyes   made   some    statements  in  explana- 
tion of  the  action  of  the  committee. 
,  Mr;  Smith  of  Ward  10  hardly  thought  that  a  mat- 
ter of  such  magnitude  should  pass  without  fur- 
fher  information  being  obtained,  and  did  not  be- 
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lieve  that  any  harm  eould  arise  from  its  laying 
over  one  week. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  opposed  the  suspension  of 
the  niles. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  said  the  only  question  was 
as  to  whether  the  water  should  be  taken  from  Box- 
bury  to  Dorchester  alone,  or  be  extended  to  South 
Boston,  for  there  could  be  no  question  as  to  its  ex- 
tension to  Dorchester. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  the  committee  had  gone 
over  the  ground  very  carefully,  and  were  satisfied 
that  the  measure  should  be  passed  at  once.  There 
are  many  wealthy  merchants  and  others  living  in 
that  section  who  were  desirous  of  having  the  wa- 
ter immediately,  and  if  the  Council  was  to  adjourn 
over  to  next  week,  he  would  not  object  to  laying 
the  subject  over.  He  was  satisfied  that  every 
member  of  the  Council  would  vote  for  it  could  they 
look  over  the  territory.  The  citizens  in  that  sec- 
tion guaranteed  six  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  the 
work,  and  this  should  be  satisfactory  in  securing 
the  accomplishment  of  it. 

Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  9  made  an  inquiry,  to  which 
Mr  Noyes  replied  thatthe  report  of  the  committee 
did  not  include  the  additional  $100,000  provided 
lor  in  the  orders  under  consideration,  when  .Air. 
Frost  said  he  was  in  the  dark,  and  did  not  under- 
stand the  matter. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  said  the  question  was  a  dif- 
ferent one  about  supplying  Dorchester  with  water 
and  that  of  suspending  the  rules  for  the  purpose 
of  action  when  the  Council  had  not  adequate  in- 
formation upon  which  to  act.  He  was  ready  to 
vote  water  lor  Dorchester,  but  did  not  under- 
stand the  present  position  of  the  question,  and 
thought  the  Committee  ought  to  be  able  to  furnish 
the  needed  information. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  the  city  should  supply 
every  section  of  its  territory  with  water,  as  i  t  was 
bound  to  do.  He  did  not  doubt  that  this  would  be 
a  saving  to  the  Fire  Department  on  the  extension 
of  the  water  to  Ward  lb*. 

Mr.  Smith  declared  that  the  matter  was  not  yet 
clear  to  him,  and  he  could  see  no  reason  why  it 
f  hould  not  be  laid  over  until  another  week. 

Mr.  Wells  said  the  gentleman  was  urgent  enough 
in  carrying  though  the  Canton  street  matter  whtn 
there  was  no  need  of  haste  in  its  passage. 

Mr.  Smith  did  not  believe  that  consistency  was 
a  universal  trait,  but  he  could  see  a  difference  be- 
tween an  expenditure  of  $150,000  and  one  of  $375,- 
000.  He  could  not  see  why  f  375,000  was  needed  to 
carry  water  to  Dorchester,  and  did  not  believe  that 
any  one  would  suffer  for  having  the  matter  lie 
over.  The  larger  the  sum  the  more  scrutiny  there 
should  be,  and  as  the  people  of  Dorchester  had 
lived  without,  this  water,  they  could  live  awhile 
longer  without  it.  He  was  willing  to  come  here 
every  week  and  do  the  business  of  the  citv,  and  be- 
lieved there  should  not  be  aa  adjournment  over 
for  two  months. 

Mr.  Ingalls  of  Ward  12  (Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  in 
the  chair)  advocated  action  on  this  matter  at  once, 
havingexperienced  a  difficulty  in  getting  water  at 
South  Boston,  and  stated  that  the  additional  sum 
of  $100,000  was  for  affording  an  additional  sup- 
ply at  South  Boston.  At  present,  they  were 
m  danger  of  losing  their  supply  of  water,  which 
was  dependent  upon  the  siphon  crossing 
at  Dover  Street  Bridge.  As  a  measure  of  neces- 
sity and  of  finance,  the  people  of  Dorchester 
should  have  a  supply  of  water,  and  a  further  sup- 
ply should  be  given  in  this  way  to  South  Boston, 
or  a  resort  must  be  had  to  the  high  service 
which  would  cost  much  more.  There  were  times 
in  which  the  people  of  South  Boston  were  cut  off 
for  hours  from  their  supply  of  water,  and  should 
there  be  an  an  accident  to  the  siphon,  there  will 
be  but  two  days'  supply  in  the  reservoir  to  fall 
back  upon,  and  the  large  population  in  tha>  sec- 
tion must  be  great  sutterers  in  consequence. 


Mr.  Smith  moved  to  recommit  to  the  Committee 
on  Water,  that  further  Information  may  tie  oi  - 
tained. 

Mr.  Ingalls  opposed  recommitting,  and  a&ried 

that  the  only  reason  why  they  did  not  report  upon 
a  further  supply  of  water  to  >outn  Boston,  was 
because  there  was  tin  order  pending  uoon  the  ex- 
pediency and  cost  of  the  high  service  for  South 
Boston.  This  would  be  a  cheaper  way,  and  ir  not 
passed  at  once  the  work  cannot  be  done  the  pres- 
ent year. 

A  motion  to  recommit  was  refused,  and  the  rules 
were  suspended. 

Mi.  Williams  of  Ward  i."  inquired  it  it  was  com- 
petent for  the  Council  to  authorize  the  route  for 
laying  the  pipes,  as  these  orders  seemed  to  do.  for 
it  not  only  authorized  the  supply  of  water  but  the 
route. 

Mr.  Gray  replied  that  the  City  Engineer  was  of 
opinion  that  this  would  be  the  shortest  and  cheap 
est  route  for  supplying  S<  urh  Boston. 

The  orders  were  passed — eas  49,  nay  I— Mr 
Smith.

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Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  baying  Out  and 
Widening  Streets  be  and  they  hereby  are  author- 
ized to  iill  said  portion  of  said  docks  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  said  act,  the  expense  to  be 
charged  to  the  Fort  Hill  Improvement  Loan,  and 
assessed  upon  the  owners  of  said  docks  respect- 
ively. 

The  following;  older  was  considered: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Bridges  be 
authorized  to  contract  with  Messrs.  Ross  &  Lord 
for  rebuilding  .Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridge, 
draw,  draw  pier  and  abutments,  in  accordance  with 
plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the  City 
Engineer,  for  the  sum  of  $5C,000,  to  be  charged  to 
the  loan  for  rebuilding  said  bridge. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  had  received  a  com- 
munication from  perfectly  responsible  parties, 
making  charges  of  unfair  treatment  in  relation  to 
the  contract  for  this  bridge,  and  without  reflect- 
ing in  the  least  upon  the  committee,  he  hoped  for 
the  purpose  of  a  better  understanding  of  the  mat- 
ter, the  report  would  be  recommitted  or  laid  over. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  had  understood  that 
neither  the  committee  nor  the  chairman  had  any 
kuowledge  that  an  award  had  been  made  in  this 
case,  and  he  had  also  understood  that  bids  had 
been  presented  by  responsible  parties  which  were 
not  considered,  and  that  the  City  Engineer  has 
awarded  the  contract  without  a  knowledge  of  the 
parties.  While  he  did  not  object  to  the  award,  he 
thought  the  committee  should  have  known  some- 
thing about  it. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  the  gentleman  was  in 
error,  for  he  approved  of  the  contract.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  committee  he  went  to  Js'ew  York  to 
see  a  bridge  wholly  of  iron,  and  on  coming  back 
expressed  his  preference  for  the  plans  of  hoss  & 
Lord.  The  question  was  as  to  the  best  which  was 
offered,  and  this  he  recommended  as  the  best.  He 
believed  he  knew  who  the  parties  were  who  were 
alluded  to.  Mr.  Renrick,  representing  the  Boston 
Machine  Company,  came  before  the  committee,  but 
never  presented  any  plans,  which  the  advertise- 
ment called  for.  So  far  as  any  claim  made  by  him 
of  a  lower  bid,  there  was  an  offer  for  $34,000, 
but  that  plan  required  more  wood,  and  was  ob- 
jectionable on  that  account. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  was  not  particular 
whether  the  matter  was  laid  over  or  recommitted. 
He  was  unwilling  to  take  up  this  matter  until  the 
parties  had  given  him  a  written  statement  that 
they  had  proposed  to  make  a  contract  m  accord- 
ance with  the  diawings  and  specifications  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Engineer,  for  $50,000,  which  was 
$0000  less  than  that  of  Ross  &  Lord.  By  courtesy, 
lie  would  like  a  thorough  investigation  ;  he  knew 
the  parties,  and  when  a  respectable  firm  or  citi- 
zens make  a  statement  of  the  kind,  justice  demands 
a  recommittal  oi  that  the   matter  should  lie  over. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  there  bad  been  but 
one  meeting  since  the  proposals  were  opened,  and 
when  he  was  told  by  some  one  outside  that  the 
contract  had  been  awarded,  lie  replied  to  him  that 
it  was  not  so.  It  now  appears  by  the  chairman's 
statement  that  it  has  been  awarded,  but  it  could 
not  have  been  by  the  committe.  He  was  present 
at  the  meeting*  of  the  committee,  and  no  action 
was  taken  by  them  during  the  session.  He  was 
called  out  for  a  minute  or  two,  and  while  he  was 
out  Alderman  Cowdin  was  not  present,  and  there 
could  not  have  been  anything  done  by  a  majority 
of  the  committee.  He  had  no  more  idea  that  the 
contract  for  the  bridge  had  been  given  out  than 
he  had  of  selling  the  City  Hall.  He  did  not  see 
how  the  City  Engineer  could  give  out.  the  con- 
tract. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  when  the  subject 
first  came  up.  and  a  request  was  made  for  the 
money  for  building  the  bridge,  the  other  branch 
put  the  rider  on  it  that  the  plans  and  specifications 
must  have  the  approval  of  the  City  Engineer.  If 
the  Board  see  fit  to  place  the  authority  in  the  City 
Engineer,  there  was  no  cause  of  complaint.  There 
should  have  been  opposition  to  the  order  in  the 
first  instance,  on  account  of  this  provision.  The 
City  Selicitor  said  the  award  of  the  contract  by  the 
Citv  Engineer  was  right,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  order.  By  the  authority  given  to 
committees  in  such  cases,  they  usually'have  the 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  proposals.  Besides  the 
rejection  of  this  $34,000  proposal,  in  the  case  of  the 
contract  for  the  M  Hid  am  Bridge  there  were  sev- 
eral higher  and  lower  than  the  one  accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  of.  Alderman  Cowdin 
whether  he  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee referred  to,  when  the  vote  was  taken,  for 
lie  did  not  .co  him,  and  if  he  was  present  he  must 


have  stepped  bv  him  when  he  stood  at  the  door. 
There  was  no  talk  of  a  vote  at  the  time.  The  chair- 
man said  the  Engineer  had  the  award,  and  after  it 
should  go  through  the  Board,  supposed  the  award 
would  be  made.  He  saw  no  objections  to  the 
award,  but  to  the  manner  of  making  it,  and  he 
could  see  no  objections  to  a  contract  with  the  Bos 
ton  Machine  Coinpaay.  He  believed  the  City  En- 
gineer was  in  doubt  at  the  time  he  was  called  out 
of  the  committee  for  a  short  time,  as  already 
stated. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  be  did  not  disagree  with 
the  gentleman  in  his  -entiments,  but  when  the 
Board  delegated  its  authority,  la  concurrence  with 
the  other  branch,  that  was  the  end  of  it.  He 
agreed,  however,  that  Boss  &  Lord  had  the  pref- 
erence in  their  proposals,  and  agreed  with  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  that  thev  should  have 
it. 

Aldermau  Gibson  to  Alderman  Cowdin — I  want 
you  to  say  whether  you  were  present  or  uot  when 
the  vote  was  taken— the  chairman  said  you  were? 

Alderman  Cowdin — I  was:  when  you  went  out, 
you  said  you  had  no  particular  preference. 

Alderman  Gibfon  repeated  that  the  Engineer 
himself  was  in  doubt  the  only  time  when  the  sub- 
ject was  up  in  committee. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  when  the  proposals 
were  opened  there  was  one  by  W  A.  Kenrick  for 
$34,300;  the  Boston  Machine  Company  made  three 
propositions;  one  plan  looked  upon  with  favor,  he 
objected  to  on  account  of  too  much  wood,  the  ob- 
jection to  the  present  bridge.  Immediately  after- 
wards he  went  to  New  York  to  look  at  a  bridge  on 
the  Haileni  River  and  another  at  Jersey  City.  The 
bridge  which  was  desirable  was  too  expensive,  and 
when  he  returned,  the  plan  of  Boss  was  adopted. 
The  whole  matter  was  fair,  honorable,  and  perfect- 
ly straight,  and  met  with  the  approval  of  the  City 
Solicitor,  he  knew  at  the  time  that  there  would 
be  opposition. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  understood  from  the 
remarks  made  thnt  there  was  a  meeting  since  the 
one  referred  to,  when  Mr.  Bugbee  was  present,  and 
asked  if  it  was  so? 

Alderman  Pratt  said,  as  to  the  dispute,  if  the 
committee  cannot  settle  its  differences  among 
themselves,  they  had  better  resign. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  committee  could  set- 
tie  the  matter  if  it  was  before  them. 

Alderman  Pierce  moved  that  the  report  be  re- 
committed. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  should  be  sorry  to 
see  the  report  recommitted.  These  gentlemen 
may  have  their  preferences.  He  kuew  of  cases  of 
such  a  character.  The  committee  have  the  right 
to  reject  all  proposals.  When  good  bridges  are 
built  no  one  objects  to  the  exercise  of  such  a 
power.  After  reading  the  order  of  the  Council  of 
May  2G,  he  should  think  that  its  provisions  inter- 
fered with  the  rights  of  the  committee  to  make  a 
choice  of  plans,  if  not  acceptable  to  the  City  En- 
gineer. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  Mr.  Kenrick  came  here  to 
say  he  would  break  op  the  contract.  Mr.  Kenrick 
made  a  proposal  to  repair  the  Winthrop  Bridge 
for  $2000.  when  the  materials  would  cost  more 
than  that  amount. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  at  the  session  of 
the  committee  when  the  matter  was  acted  upon, 
he  was  called  out  several  times;  there  was  a  dis- 
cussion pro  and  con,  and  upon  an  answer  to  his 
inquiry  who  built  the  Dartmouth  Street  Bridge, 
he  gave  his  vote  on  account  of  the  opinion  of  the 
City  Engineer,  and  because  Sir.  Boss  built  the 
Dartmouth  Street  Bridge. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  understood  the  City 
Engineer  was  in  doubt  three  days  afterwards,  and 
his  doubt  related  to  a  pivot  bridge.  The  Boston 
Machine  Company,  he  understood,  were  willing  to 
do  the  same  band  oi  work  at  less  rates. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  it  was  not  a  question  of 
centre-pivot  bridge.  The  advertisement  asked  for 
plans  and  proposals,  but  the  Boston  Machine 
Company  did  not  present  any  plans.  1  hey  had  no 
business  at  the  City  Hall  1 1  examine  plans. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  committee  should 
have  explained- to  the  Board,  and  prevented  the 
passage  of  the  amendment  made  by  the  Council  to 
the  order.  By  allowing  the  adoption  of  this  amend- 
ment the  difficulty  had  arisen  of  everybody  bid- 
diug  upon  his  own  plans  without  any  competitiou. 
As  the  result  of  this  state  of  things,  aftei  the  con- 
tracts had  been  awarded,  another  partv  comes  In 
and  offers  to  do  the  work  at  a  saving  of  from  $6000 
to  $10,000  to  the  city.  There  should  he  open  and 
fair  competition. 
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Alderman  Hawes  said  the  original  design  was  to 
make  a  p)an  for  a  draw,  and  submit  this  to  the 
committee  for  their  adoption.  Then  it  was  the  de- 
sign to  uncover  the  piles,  and  allow  the  parties  to 
see  what  was  to  be  done,  for  no  man  could  tell  how 
much  it  would  cost  until  he  could  make  an  obser- 
vation of  the  kind.  At  least  $10,000  could  be 
saved  by  that  means.  The  committee  could  have 
no  choice  except  tor  the  best. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  was  strange  if  the  draw 
of  other  parties  could  be  adopted,  and  not  the 
bridges.  The  Philadelphia  bridges  which  have 
been  in  use  for  many  years  are  the  same  as  those 
of  the  Boston  Machine  Company.  These  parties 
are  responsible,  are  our  own  citizens,  pay  large 
taxes,  and  the  workmen  pay  taxes. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  Mr.  Kenrick  built 
the  Meridian  .street  Bridge,,  which  never  was  satis- 
factory. 

Alderman  Conner  inquired  if  he  understood  the 
Alderman  as  saying  that  Mr.  Kenricfc  reoresented 
the  Boston  Machine  Company,  to  Which  "the  reply 
was  he  did. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  had  it  in  writing  that 
Mr.  Kenrick  did  not  represent  that  company. 
When  this  subject  was  up,  originally,  it  was  un- 
derstood that  it  would  come  up  for  discussion  on 
the  plans  and  expense.  These  parties  pay  heavy 
taxes  and  they  were  entitled  to  a  fair  considera- 
tion of  the  matter. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  he  well  knew  the  Boston 
Machine  Company,  and  had  a  good  opinion  of 
them.  Mr.  Kenrick  came  to  the  committee  and 
said  he  represented  them.  The  Boston  company 
was  honorable  and  he  did  all  he  could  to  favor 
them.  All  he  could  do  was  to  give  the  contract  to 
those  who  could  do  the  work  the  best,  for  he  had 
no  interest  in  it  otherwise. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  advocate  the 
figures  of  Mr.  Kenrick,  but  those  of  the  Boston 
Machine  Company.  Mr.  Kenrick's  figures  were  a 
disgrace  to  anybody,  and  would  not  do  credit  to  a 
boy. 

Alderman  Talbot  hoped  the  question  would  be 
taken,  for  several  Aldermen  wished  to  leave  the 
city  at  six  o'clock. 

Ihe  motion  to  recommit  was  carried. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL.

This  order  was  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
words  "not  exceeding"  after  the  word  cost. 

Order  to  pay  Assistant-Engineer  Jacobs;  $200  for 
injuries  received  while  on  duty. 

Order  to  pay  George  Demary,  a  fireman,  $100  for 
injuries  received  while  on  duty. 

Order  to  solicit  proposals  for  the  exchange  of 
engines  13  and  14  for  a  new  engine  of  the  second 
class. 

Order  to  inquire  if  any  vacancy  exists  in  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions. 

WATER    FOR     DORCHESTER     AND     SOUTH     BOSTON, 

The  report  and  order  for  an  expenditure  6T  $375,- 
000  to  convey  water  to  Wards  16, 12  and  7  beine un- 
der consideration,  Alderman  Hawes-  stated  that 
South  Boston  was  dependent  on  (lie  pipe  for  its 
water,  and  often  the  citizens  on  the  higher  grounds 
were  put  to  great  inconvenience  for  the  want  of 
water.  It  had  been  proposed  to  furnish  an  addi- 
tional supply  from  another  source,  but  it  is  now 
believed  that  it  can  best  be  done  by  way  of  Dorches- 
ter. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  should  vote  for  the  or- 
ders, yer  he  thought  the  Water  Board  would  ex- 
periment to  ascertain  if  the  cement  pipe  might  not 
be  used  as  in  other  cities,  and  which  could  make 
a  considerable  saving  in  expenditure. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  he  had  taken  pains  to  as- 
certain the  value  of  the  cement  pipe.  It  would 
bear  a  tnueh  greater   pressure    than  it  will  be  sub- 


jected to  in  this  city ;  and  in  the  thirty-one  places 
where  it  is  in  use  and  replies  have  been  received, 
in  all  but  two  are  the  answers  favorable.  In  one 
of  the  two,  it  was  stated  that  the  material  was  not 
good.    He  should  vote  for  using  it  in  this  case. 

Alderman  Jenkins  inquired  how  far  in  Dorches- 
ter it  was  contemplated  to  extend  the  pipes,  and 
whether  they  would  reach  to  Port  Norfolk? 

Alderman  Hawes  replied  that  there  was  a  list  of 
streets  accompanying  the  report,  through  which 
the  jdpes  were  to  be  laid. 

To  a  further  inquiry  how  far  the  extension  was 
to  be  made,  Alderman  Hawes  replied  that  the  ex- 
tension would  be  made  as  far  as  it  paid  six  per 
cent. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  plans  were 
based  on  an  extension  to  Port  Norfolk  and  Nepon- 
set.  This  he  knew  from  conversations  with  the 
engineer. 

The  order  was  passed. 

REPORTS  OF   COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health,  reported  in  favor  of  erection  of  stables,  as 
follows:  Hugh  Quinn,  on  Mechanic  street;  Charles 
Woodberry  &  Sons,  rear  Nos.  109,  111  North  street. 
Seve,-ally  accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  a  license  to  H.  Harvey 
to  exhibit  a  large  child  in  Tremont  Temple;  in  fa- 
vor of  licenses  to  eight  newsboys,  two  pedlers,  for 
an  intelligence  office,  wagon  licenses,  <&c.  Sever- 
ally accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
reported  no  action  necessary  on  sundry  notices  of 
intention  to  build.    Accepted. 

REPORT  ON  POLICE  OFFICERS. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Police, 
reported  in  favor  of  the  confirmation  of  the  fol- 
lowing nominations  as  police  officers: 

Michael  Dolan,  Robert  B.  Dunn,  Hugh  McGoni- 
gle,  Michael  R.  Sutherland,  George  Zittel,  Jr. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  nominations 
were  continued,  the  Mayor  stating  that  he  consid- 
ered them  as  appointments  made  for  approval, 
and  not  nominations. 

The  same  committee  reported  against  the  con- 
firmation of  five  nominations. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  there  was  one  name  on 
that  list  that  he  should  like  to  know  the  reason  for 
reporting  against.  Unless  he  could  hear  good  rea- 
sons from  the  committee  for  his  rejection,  he 
should  vote  for  his  confirmation 

Alderman  Gibson  said  be  did  not  know  why  the 
committee  should  give  reasons.  There  were  not 
serious  charges  against  these  persons-,  yet  there 
were  good  reasons  which  the  committee  had  in  re- 
porting against  them. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  would  like  informa- 
tion on  the  subject,  before  being  called  upon  to 
vote.  This  was  the  first  time  in  which  appoint- 
ments of  officers  had  been  reported  against.  He 
wanted  to  sustain  the  Committee  in  their  report, 
but  would  like  information,  either  by  a  recommit- 
tal with  instructions  to  report  the  reasons,  or  that 
the  report  should  lie  over,  and  inquiries  be  made 
on- the  subject. 

The  report  was  laid  on  the  table. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Paving  shall 
have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  stables,  sheds 
and  outbuildings  on  the  Poorhouse  grounds  in 
Ward  16. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  build- 
ings known  as  the  I'oorhouse,  in  Ward  16, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Police  shall 
have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  building  used  for 
police  purposes  on  the  Poorhouse  grounds  in 
Ward  16. 

Alderman  Carpenter  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  remove  the  circular  edgestones  and 
trees  in  the  centre  of  Franklin  street,  and  pave 
the  space  occupied  by  said  obstructions. 

Alderman  Pratt  inquired  the  reasons  for  the  pro- 
posed change,  stating  that  the  place  in  question 
had  been  long  occupied  as  a  stand  for  teams,  and 
this  might  couflict  Wilh  the  policy  adopted  in  ref- 
erence to  that  street. 

Alderman  Carpenter  replied  that  the  proposed 
measure  was  asked  for  by  several  of  the  leading 
firms  in  the  street;  the  trees  were  dead,  and  there 
was  no  occasion  for  retaining  the  inclosures. 

Alderman  Pratt  withdrew  his  objection,  and  the 
order  was  passed. 
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on  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdia, 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
sevkral  companies  of  Volunteer  Militia  of  this  city 
the  amounts  certified  by  the  Assistant  Adjutant 
General  to  be  clue  to  them  respectively,  for  in- 
spection duty  in  May  last,  the  whole  amounting  to 
8*6589  50,  to  be  charged  to  Militia  Bounty. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
Independent  Company  of  Cadets,  for  special  duty 
on  April  23.  1870,  and  to  Company  A,  First  Cavalry, 
for  special  duty  June  28,  1870,  the  sums  certified  to 
be  due  to  said  corps  respectively,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  $315  50,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the 
Appropriation  for  Militia  Bounty. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

Ordered,  that  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  pre- 
sented to  Win.  Everett,  Esq.,  tor  his  eloquent  and 
appropriate  address  before  the  City  Government 
and  citizens  of  Boston,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
ninety-fourth  anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of 
American  Independence,  and  that  he  be  requested 
to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  address  for  publication  by 
the  city. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  John  T.  Dingley, 
trustee  for  the  heirs  of  James  Thompson,  the  sum 
of  $1100,  in  full  compensation  for  all  damages  to 
estate  numbered  191  'sixth  street,  by  the  raising  of 
the  grade  of  said  street,  upon  his  proving  his  title 
to  said  estate,  giving  an  acquittance  and  discharge 
for  all  damages,  costs  and  expenses,  the  same 
to  be  charged  to  the  Appropriation  for  Paving. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  William  B.  White 
and  Eliza  F.  Curtis,  trustees,  the  sum  of  $1733  74, 
for  all  damages  occasioned  the  estate  of  the  heirs 
of  Samuel  l'ayson  by  the  widening  and  grading  of 
Hamilton  street,  by  a  resolve  approved  July  23, 
1809,  including  also  net  proceeds  of  sale  ol  old 
building  material  from  the  said  estate,  to  be 
charged  to  the  Fort  Hill  Improvement  Loan.

Ordered,  That  leave  be  granted,  until  otheiwise 
ordered,  to  Heniy  D.  Morse  of  Dorchester  to  kill 
or  have  in  his  possession  any  undomesticated  birds 
at  any  season  ot  the  year,  to  be  used  for  scientific 
purposes  only,  as  provided  in  chapter  304  of  the 
acts  of  1870. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  bo 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  and  occupants  of  es- 
tates on  Washington  street,  between  ITeasant  and 
Asylum  streets,  Indiana  place,  Castle  street,  and 
Orange  street  that  said  streets  are  to  be  raised  to 
the  grade  established  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
.May  9,  1870,  and  that  the  work  of  raising  and  grad- 
ing said  streets  will  commence  on  or  about  the  1st 
of  August,  1870. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  establish  the  several 
grades  of  West  Canton  stieet,  between  Shawmut 
avenue  and  Tremont  street;  Kewland  street,  be- 
tween Wes*  Dedham  aud  west  Brookliue  streets; 
Fabin,  Trumbull  and  Ivanhoe  streets,  as  shown  on 
plans  and  profiles  made  by  the  City  surveyor,  dated 
June  24.  1870,  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  said 
City  Surveyor. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  take  such  meastiies  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  stone  piers 
and  abutments  which  support  the  bridge  on  Bea- 
con street  over  the  sluiceways  to  the  full  basin, 
the  expense  thereof  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  Paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  establish  the  grade  ol" 
Clarendon  street,  between  Appleton  street  and 
Columbus  avenue,  as  shown  on  a  plan  and  profile 
drawn  by  the  City  Surveyor,  dated  Sept.  24, 1869, 
and  deposited  in  the  office  of  said  City  surveyor. 

Alderman  Pratt  inquired  if  the  grade  of  Claren- 
don street  was  not  considerably  below  that  of  Co- 
lumbus avenue. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  on  this  portion  of 
Clarendon  street  there  were  seven  houses  which 
would  be  effected  by  the  new  grade;  the  owners  of 
five  had  agreed  to  release  the  city  from  grade  dam- 
ages; there  would  not  be  much  injury,  and  there 
was  no  alternative  but  to  lay  out  tlie  street. 

Alderman  Connor  hoped  the  matter  might  lie 
over  for  consideration,  so  that  the  expense  might 
be  ascertained  before  actiou  was  taken  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

Alderman  Gibson  concurred  in  the  request. 


Alderman  Carpenter  objected  to  delay,  on  ac- 
count of  the  standing  water,  which  required  im- 
mediate attention. 

Alderman  Talbot  did  not  think  there  need  be 
trouble  on  account  of  grade  damages  in  respect 
to  the  two  houses  which  demand  compensation. 
In  case  there  was,  he  should  offset  by  reference  to 
the  five  others  who  had  released  their  claim  for 
damages. 

J  he  order  was  passed. 

The  following  order  was  passed,  and  was  recon- 
sidered and  laid  on  the  table. 

Ordered,  That  the  superintendent  of  streets  be 
authorized,  under  the  direction  and  with  the  ap- 
protation  of  the  Committee  on  Paving,  to  raise 
and  grade  West  Canton  street  between  shawmut 
avenue  and  Tremont  street,  Xewland  street  be- 
tween West  Dedham  and  West  Brookliue  streets, 
Fabin,  Truml  till  and  Ivanhoe  streets  to  the  estab- 
lished grade  of  said  streets,  and  to  settle  with  the 
several  abutters  for  grade  damages  to  their  re- 
spective estates,  in  accordance  with  the  agree- 
ment made  by  said  abutters,  dated  May  1, 1870,  the 
expense  thereof  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  Gradii  g  West  Canton  Stieet. 

An  order  was  passed  for  the  abatement  of  nui- 
sances on  A,  E,  Tyler,  Bolton  and  F,  and  L'tica 
streets,  and  on  Shawmut  avenue. 

The  special  assignment,  the  petition  of  B.  S. 
Wright  for  access  to  boathouse  at  the  foot  of 
Mount  Vernon  street,  was  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  a  fence  was  neces- 
sary at  that  place  for  public  safety  in  travel,  and 
suggested  that  a  report  r.o  action  necessaiy  could 
be  made,  for  the  Legislature  had  granted  a  right 
to  moor  the  boathouse  there,  and  nothing  could 
be  done  to  induce  the  Harbor  Commissioners  to 
remove  it  as  a  nuisance. 

As  the  motion  had  been  made  to  refer  the  sub- 
ject with  full  powers  to  the  Paving  Committee, 
Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  desired  the  Board  to 
understand  that  the  Committee  on  Paving,  under 
the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  coulu  not  do 
otherwise  than  grant  the  request  of  uhe  petitioner. 
If,  under  such  circumstances,  the  Board  was  will- 
ing to  commit  the  subject  to  the  committee  of 
which  he  was  the  chairman,  he  was  content.  It 
was  unmistakably  evident  that  the  petitioner  had 
the  law  on  his  side. 

Alderman  Oibsoii  said  it  was  presumed  all  law 
was  founded  on  common  sense  and  reason,  hut 
here  it  appeared  the  Legislature  had  grauted  a 
person  six  or  eight  feet  of  a  landing  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  every  one  else.  He  could  not  see  the  justice 
of  such  an  act. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  would  give  them  their 
six  or  eight  feet  of  landing,  and  let  them  land  ;  yet 
the  city  bad  the  right  to  discontinue  the  street'  at 
that  point,  and  could  lay  it  cut  as  a  public  park 
and  fence  it;  but  he  would  not  advocate  such  a 
couise,  although  within  the  power  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  under  the  act  of  the 
Legislature,  the  petitioner  had  the  power  to  con- 
nect his  boathouse  by  a  drop  to  the  landing. 
There  should  theu  be  a  gate  put  in  the  fence,  and 
the  only  remedy  was  if  it  neeanie  a  nuisance,  to  go 
to  the  Harbor  Commissioners  with  a  request  to 
abate  it,  by  a  removal    in  accordance  with  the  act. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pav- 
ing, with  full  powers. 

Alderman  Connor  made  an  inquiry  in  relation 
to  accommodation  for  Engine  JSo.  15,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department 
some  time  ago.  He  could  not  see  the  propriety  of 
having  two  engines  so  near  together  as  that  was 
to  another  engine,  while  other  portions  of  South 
Boston  were  much  more  unprotected.  If  a  report 
was  uot  made  by  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board, 
he  should  insist  that  action  be  taken  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  be  had  several 
times  attempted  to  get  action  on  the  subject  in 
committee,  but  could  not  succeed.  A  meeting  of 
ihe  committee  was  soon  to  be  held,  when  he  hoped 
the  question  of  location  would  be  settled. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  it  was  voted, 
that  when  the  Board  adjourns  on  the  first  Monday 
of  August,  it  be  to  the  third  Monday,  and  that  the 
adjournment  on  that  day  be  to  the  fifth  Monday.

Ordered,  that  the  temporary  location  granted 
to  the  .Metropolitan  Kailroad  Company  April  10, 
1861),  on  Bei'Keley  street,  from  Tremout  street  to 
the  northerly  line  of  Providence  street  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  made  permanent,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing conditions,  viz. :  that  the  space  between 
the  rails  and  three  feet  outside  thereof  shall  be 
paved  with  such  kind  and  quality  of  mate- 
rial as  the  Committee  on  raving  and  the 
.superintendent  of  .Streets  shall  direct  ;  aiso 
upon  the  condition  that  the  said  Metropolitan 
Kailroad  Company  sliaii  accept  this  order  of  loca- 
tion, and  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with  the  con- 
dition therein  contained,  and  tile  /aid  acceptance 
and  agreement  with  the  City  Clerk  within  twenty 
days  of  the  date  of  its  passage  otherwise  it  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  whom  was  referred  the  order  to  orint 
8000  copies  of  the  Public  Park  bill,  made  a  report 
that  as  the  acceptance  of  the  act  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the  people  at  the  next  November  election,  it  is 
desirable  that  the  voters  should  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  acquaint  themselves  with  its  provisions  be- 
fore that  time,  and  this  can  best  be  accomplished 
by  printing  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  for  gen- 
eral distribution.  The  committee  would  therefore 
report  that,  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Ordered,  That  8000  copies  of  the  Public  Park   bill 
be  printed  for  general  distribution  this  year,   and 
tnat  the  expense  thereof  be  charged  to  the    appro- 
priation for  Incidentals. 
The  order  was  passed. 

AUleruian  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Ean- 
euil  Hall,  reported  in  favor  of  the  petition  of  Gus- 
tavo Magnitzky  and  others,  for  the  use  of  the  Hall 
J  uly  27,  for  a  public  meeting.    Accepted. 

MOUNT  WASHINGTON    AVENUE  BEIOGli. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Committee  on 
Bridges,  to  whom  was  recommitted  the  papers  re- 
lating to  the  rebuilding  of  Mount  Washington 
Avenue  Bridge,  having  considered  the  subject,  re- 
ported back  the  order  awarding  the  contract  for 
rebuilding  the  bridge  to  Messrs.  Ross  &  Lord,  and 
recommended  its  passage. 

Alderman  Hawes,  in  explanation  of  the  report 
made  somo  statements  relative  to  the  advertise- 
ment and  proceedings  of  the  committee,  includ- 
ing the  report  of  the  clerk,  and  a  statement  of  the 
City  Engineer,  all  of  which  he  said  was  corrobo- 
rative of  the  leport  of  the  committee  and  of  the 
statement  which  he  had  heretofore  made,  and 
showed  that  the  committee  voted  to  give  the 
contract  to  rebuild  the  bridge  to  Koss  &  Lord. 

Alderman  Gibson,  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Bridges,  made  a  report  dissenting  from  the 
recommendation  of  the  ma.joritv  in  regard  to  the 
contract  for  rebuilding  .Mount  Washington  Avenue 
Bridge,  and  recommended  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying order : 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Engineer  be  directed  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  rebuilding 
Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridge;  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Bridges  be  authorized  to  advertise 
for  sealed  proposals  for  rebuilding  Mount  Wash- 
ington Avenue  Bridge  according  to  the  placs  and 
specifications  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer. 

This  order  he  moved  to  substitute  lor  the  order 
under  consideration. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  under  the  crder 
from  the  Common  Council  the  committee  adver- 
tised for  proposals  for  building  the  bridge.  The 
plan  which  the  chairman  of  the  committee  claims 
as  having  been  adopted  was  made  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Engineer,  while  those  of  other  persons 
who  made  proposals  were  not,  which  gave  Lord  & 
Koss  an  advantage.  He  did  not  know  by  what 
right  parties  could  come  to  the  olfice  of  the  City 
Engineer  and  get  such  advantages- over  others. 

In  relation  to  the  statement  of  transactions  in 


committee,  in-  understanding  was  that  no  definite 
action  would  be  taken  until  a  consultation  was 
had  with  the  Board,  on  account  of  not  having 
determined  the  question  of  paving;  he  did  not 
understand  that  the  contract  was  awarded  in  the 
session  of  the  committee,  and  the  clerk  of  the 
committee  did  not  say  bo.  His  first  knowledge 
that  a  contract  had  been  awarded  was  from  an 
outsider,  and  to  him  he  dented  that  such  a  <  I  D- 
tract  had  been  awarded;  his  own  impression  was 
in  favor  of  wood  pavement,  while  the  <  ity  Engineer 
wis  in  favor  of  a  covering  of  coiuiete'.  t..  ■•.Inch 
he  objected  mi  account  ol  the  effect  ".'  beat  and 
cold  upon  ir. 

The  person  to  whom  the  contract  had  been 
awarded  had  been  to  him  proposing  to  ink.'  some 
changes,  in  the  setting  of  a  bolster,  but  if  allowed, 
other  parties  should  have  the  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing a  bid,  under  -neb  a  en  inge.  There  was  a  par- 
tiality in  this  business,  in  which  but  one  person 
was  allowed  to  figure  mi  tlrs  bridge,  iii^  order 
would  remedy  this  difficulty*  and  call  for  specifi- 
cations, in  the  length,  breadth  and  materials,  and 
il  adopted,  there  could  be  u«  occasion  for  rinding 
fault.  The  plan  he  did  not  object  to,  for  he  thought 
it  was  a  good  one. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  if  the  Alde.iuan  had 
made  his  present  speech  when  the  amended  order 
came  from  the  Common  Council,  it  would  have 
been  very  well,  ami  all  of  this  difficulty  would 
have  been  saved,  the  order  called  for  proposals, 
and  the  City  Engineer,  who  was  to  decide,  under 
the  order,  decided  that  the  proposals  of  l.'oss  & 
Lord  were  the  best,  and  that  settlnd  it.  Had  he 
been  present  when  the  order  cam"  from  the  Coua- 
cil,  be  should  have  opposed  it,  and  if  the  explana- 
tions now  made  had  then  been  made,  this  matter 
would  not  now  have  been  here. 

Alderman  Gibson,  in  farther  remarks,  said  if  it 
was  intended  to  pave  the  bridge  with  wood,  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  drive  many  more  piles  ; 
if  paved  with  stone,  more  piles  will  be  required. 
On  this  account,  there  will  be  quite  a  difference  as 
a  margin,  which  should  be  considered  in  aeon- 
tract.  He  understood  from  the  City  Solicitor  that 
it  would  be  right  to  proceed  as  he  proposed:  five 
or  six  parties  had  figured  on  plans  made  by  them- 
selves, but  on  this  there  had  been  but  one  esti- 
mate. 

Alderman  Hawes  denied  that  any  plan  bad  beeu 
made  by  the  City  Engineer,  except  so  far  as  re- 
lated to  action  by  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commis- 
sioner, but  no  such  plan  was  ever  made  or  ac- 
cepted by  the  committee.  Before  a  plan  contem- 
plated had  been  completed,  the  order  of  the  Coun- 
cil was  passed,  and  it  became  necessary  to  adver- 
tise, when  parties  came  to  them  in  response  to  the 
advertisement;  they  were  told  they  must  prepare 
plans  and  estimates  satisiactory  to  the  City  Engi- 
neer, as  provided  by  the  order. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  be  was  sorry  that  tbe 
committee  had  differed  on  the  subject  for  it  ap- 
peared to  him  that  the  order  was  framed  to  call 
out  brains  as  well  as  tbe  lowest  cost  of  building 
the  bridge-brains  in  getting  the  best  plans  for  a 
bridge.  He  understood  that  Ross  &  Lord  asked  a 
young  man  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer,  a 
good  draughtsman,  who  was  employed  for  such 
purposes,  to  draw  the  plans  which' they  had  in 
view,  and  the  plans  were  drawn,  and  never  seen 
by  the  City  Engineer  until  they  were  offered  with 
the  estimates.  To  allow  a  second  party  to  estimate 
on  these  plans  would  be  to  give  an  advantage.  The 
order  in  his  view  was  in  the  right  shape,  with  the 
plans  and  estimates  together,  and  they  should  not 
be  separate.  This  was  the  way  to  encourage 
brains. 

Alderman  Gibson  did  not  think  it  was  a  matter 
of  brains,  for  it  was  admitted  that  the  best  plan 
seen  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  was  that 
of  the  bridge  over  ilarlem  Kiver. 

A  motion  was  made  to  rtquest  the  City  Engi- 
neer to  answer  some  questions,  and  declared  to  be 
carried,  when  a  doubt  was  raised,  and  the  vote 
was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  the  carder  was  ex- 
plicit in  'ts  language,  ami  in  answer  to  questions, 
the  City  Solicitor  replied  that  it  was  right  to  pass 
such  an  order,  and  to  allow  the  City  Engineer  to 
make  the  decisions  under  it.  The'  plan  of  the 
Boston  Machine  Company  he  objected  to.  for  he  bad 
himself  made  a  plan  of  the  kind,  whieh  was  too 
heavy.  There  was  no  preposition  for  paving  in 
connection  with  the  estimates  foi  these  bridges, 
and  the  parties  were  told  that  the  paving  was  to 
le  left  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  be  settled 
hereafter. 
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Alderman  Gibson  said  lie  wished  to  know  what 
pavement  was  to  be  put  down,  as  an  element  of 
cost. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  would  like  the  ruling 
of  the  Chair  as  to  the  effect  of  the  adoption  of 
the  order  offered  as  a  substitute. 

The  Mayor  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  it  would 
have  to  go  to  the  other  branch  for  concurrence. 

Alileiman  Talbot  made  this  further  inquiry 
whether  the  order  might  not  be  modified,  or  the 
former  one  rescinded  to  meet  the  case. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  City  .Solicitor 
was  of  opinion  that  it  was  perfectly  competent  for 
the  Board  to  pass  this  order. 

The  Mayor  read  the  provisions  of  the  order  from. 
the  Council,  and  stated  as  his  opinion  Chat  this 
order  must  be  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

Alderman  Conn -r  inquired  if  the  City  Er.giueer 
made  a  plan,  whether  it  was  not  in  violation  of 
this  order,  as  it  came  from  the  Council. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  the  committee  ad- 
vertised for  plans  and  proposals,  in  accordance 
with  the  order,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  City 
Kngmeer  to  decide  which  was  the  best,  and  this 
bo  had  done,  and  the  contract  had  been  awarded 
in  accordance  with  that  decision,  and  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  committee. 

Alderman  Connor  said  if  it  was  so,  then  the  con- 
ditions of  the  order  had  been  violated,  for  In  op- 
posed at  the  time  the  making  of  any  decision  un- 
til the  question  of  paving  was  settled.  He  did  not 
consider  the  actio?',  of  the  committee  as  either 
fair  or  ju;  t. 

Alderman  Gibson  further  remarked  that  the 
committee  had  no  authority  to  award  a  contract 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board,  and  no  contract 
had  been  awarded. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  the  parties  were 
each  told  that  the  question  of  paving  w  as  not  to  be 
considered  in  the  estimates. 

Alderman  Taioot  believed  the  order  shoul d  be 
broader  in  its  provisions,  and  in  view  of  acting  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  Council, 
wished  that  the  subject  should  lie  over  for  further 
eoxsideration. 

After  further  remarks,  in  which  the  Chair  again 
stated  the  passage  of  the  substitute  would  require 
its  being  sent  to  the  other  branch,  Alderman  Pierce 
asked  f  jy  the  reading  of  the  order  under  which  the 
contract  was  awarded.  It  was  read,  when  he  asked 
Alderman  Cibsoii  if  he  believed  the  parties  were 
responsible. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  thatthev  were  perfect- 
ly responsible. 

Alderman  Fierce  read  the  several  proposals, 
three  of  which  were  by  the  Boston  .Machine  Com- 
pany, and  asked  if  it  was  expected  that  better  pror 
posals  would  he  obtained. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  know.  He  did 
not,  however,  wish  to  have  the  bridge  covered 
with  concrete,  nor  to  have  spruce  timber  useel.  as 
proposed.  He  was  afraid  that  this  would  be  a 
cheap  bridge,  but  he  wished  tc  have  it  the  best  we 
can  net. 

Alderman  Pierce  inquired  if  the  specifications 
covered  paving,  and  whether  the  proposals  of  oth- 
ers were  to  cover  with  concrete. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  that  in  every  instance 
the  parties  were  told  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
was  to  determine  paving  before  awarding  the  con- 
tract, and  iu  every  instance  the  proposals  of  otheis 
was  to  cover  the  bridge  with  concrete. 

Ah  erman  Pope  mquiretl  how  the  parties  could 
make  estimates  if  they  did  not  know  what  was  to 
to  be  done. 

Aldermrn  Hawes  stated  in  explanation,  that  it 
could  nor  be  decided  how  extensivs  the  rebuilding 
was  to  be  until  th^  bridge  should  be  uncovered; 
and  if  it  should  prove  that  a  less  number  of  piles 
will  be  required  to  make  the  bridge  sufficiently 
firm,  an  allowance  will  be  made. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  it  was  agreed  that  all 
wanted  the  best  bridge.  To  get  this  he  favored 
the  adoption  of  the  minority  leport,  when  plans 
and  specifications  could  I  e  called  for;  theie  would 
be  time  enough,  but  if  necessary  the  Council  could 
be  called  together,  and  opportunity  would  be  had 
to  examine  these  plans  and  estimates. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  conceded  by  the 
committee  that  the  plans  were  not  explicit.  'That 
defect  cramps  the  action  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
Council.  In  saying  this,  he  did  not  intend  to  re- 
flect on  the  committee.  By  adopting  the  order 
proposed  as  a  substitute,  everybody  would  be  re- 
lieved and  no  one  would  be  injured,  and  not  other- 
wise could  they  do  justice  to  themselves  or  to  the 
city.    The  committee  had  acted  as  ^it  had  only  by 


instructions  of  the  Council,  and  could  not  do 
otherwise.  The  action  as  such  reflects  on  the 
Board,  which  should  have  modified  the  order  as  it 
came  from  the  Council,  and  not  on  the  committee. 

Alderman  Carpenter  believed  the  matter  to  be 
clear  enough,  and  he  hoped  the  order  would  pass, 
as  reported  by  the  committee. 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  if  the  bridge  would  be 
such  under  the  proposed  contract  as  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  would  have,  if  made  by  himself. 

Alderman  Hawes  replied  that  before  these  plans 
were  made  he  matle  similar  plans  himself. 

Alderman  Pope  inquired  if  the  specifications 
were  drawn  un. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  believe  in  esti- 
mates on  an  mdia  rut  ber  plan  varying  in  paving 
from  SI  50  to  $G  per  square.  If  the  plans  were 
clear,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  about  the  specifi- 
cations. 

Further  statements  were  made  by  Alderman 
Hawes  and  Gibson  of  the  proceedings  of  the  com- 
mittee, in  which  the  former  suited  that  the  Clerk 
of  Committees  said  the  chairman  told  nim  to  award 
this  contract  to  Boss  &  Lord,  and  the  latter  said 
a  vote  was  taken  on  the  subject,  when  it  was  unan- 
imously carried  iu  favor  of  the  award  to  Boss  & 
Lord. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the 
suDStitute  order,  which  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  5  to  6, 
as  follows: 

Yeas— Connor,  Gibson,  Jenkins,  Pope,  Talbot. 

Nays — Carpenter,  Cowdin,  Hawes,  Jacobs,  Pratt, 
Pierce. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  ic  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  6  to  5,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Yeas— Carpenter,  Cowdin,  Hawes,  Jacobs,  Pierce, 
Pratt. 

Nays— Connor,  Gibson,  Jenkins,  Pope,  Talbot. 

The  order  was  as  follows : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Bridges  be  au- 
thorized to  contract  with  Messrs.  Boss  &  Lord  for 
rebuilding  Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridge, 
draw,  draw  pier  and  abutments,  iu  accordance 
with  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the  City 
Engineer,  for  the  sum  of  .156,000.  to  be  charged  to 
the  loan  for  rebuilding  said  bridge. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Hawes, 

Ordered,  That  on  and  after  the  20th  August,  1370, 
until  otherwise  ordered,  Mount  Washington  Ave- 
nue Bridge  be  closed  against  the  passage  of  car- 
riages and  vehicles  of  every  description.

He  should 
be  required  to  resign  or  to  do  his  duty,  and  if  he 
will  do  neither,  he  should  be  discharged  from  the 
position  held  by  him. 

Alderman  Jenkins  regretted  the  proposed  action . 
for  the  gentleman  referred  to  pays  taxes  in  this 
city,  is  willing  to  attend  themeetintrsof  the  Board, 
iflie  lias  not  always  done  so,  and  it  was  noun- 
usual  thing  for  members  of  such  boards  to  be 
absent  from  meetings  lor  a  great  length  of  time. 
Besides,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry,  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  informed  the  committee 
that  he  knew  of  no  vacancy  in  the  Board. 

Alderman  Pierce  inquired  how  recently  the  gen- 
tleman had  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  whether  he  had  done  so  since  the  1st  Jauua.iv 
last? 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  ihe  gentleman  informed 
him  recently,  on  meeting  him  in  New  York,  that 
he  had  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  within 
three  weeks,  and  was  ready  to  attend  other  meet- 
ings when  not  too  inconvenient. 

The  Chair  read  a  note  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  t®  the  Clerk  of  Committees,  to  the  effect 
that  there  was  no  vacancy  in  the  Board  within  his 
knowledge. 
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Alderman  Tierce  said  he  took  more  interest  in 
the  matter  from  the  fact  that  as  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  to  make  nominations  lor  rilling 
vacancies  in  the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  he  was  urged  by  persons  living  at  East  Bos- 
ton, and  were  uesirous  of  that  wards  being  repre- 
sented in  the  Board,  to  make  a  nomination  to  fill 
the  place  of  that  gentleman,  who  would  neither 
do  his  duty  nor  resign.  He  may  have  attended  a 
meeting  within  three  weeks,,  because  of  this  in- 
quiry, but  .he  would  like  to  know  whether  previ- 
ously he  had  attended  a  meeting  since  the  lat 
January  last.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  to 
know  whether  those  whom  they  elect  to  responsi- 
ble positions  do  their  duty  or  not,  and  he  would 
liKc  to  have  the  committee  report  whether  it  is 
the  practice  of  this  gentleman  to  attend  these 
meetings,  or  whether  his  recent  attendance  was  to 
cover  this  inquiry . 

Alderman  Jenkins  hoped  the  recommitment 
w  mid  not  prevail,  for.  as  he  had  snid,  the  gentle- 
man had  assured  him  that  be  will  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board.  His  neglect  was  nothing  but 
what  others  had  done,  as  in  the  case  of  the  tormer 
chairman  goi:.g  to  Europe;  his  business  is  in  >'ew 
York,  but  he  pays  taxes  Inn,  and  his  family  are 
here. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  his  relations  with  the  gen- 
tleman had  always  been  kindly  aud  pleasant,  and 
he  was  happy  to  bear  the  assurance  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee.  As  a  member  of  the  Board 
ol"  Directors,  when  the  question  was  propounded 
whether  there  was  a  vacancy,  it  was  stated  by  the 
chairman  that  it  was  not  their  province  to  know 
whether  there  was  or  was  not  a  vacancy;  it  was  a 
question  for  the  City  Council  to  determine.  Now 
when  the  question  is  raised  in  the  City  Council,, 
that  gentleman  is  cited  as  authority  that  there  is 
no  vacancy  in  that  Board. 

Alderman  Pierce  inquired  of  Alderman  Pratt 
whether  as  a  member  of  that  Board  it  was  within 
his  knowledge  that  the  gentleman  referred  to  at- 
tended the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Alderman  Piatt  did  not  consider  it  proper  that 
he  should  answer  that  question;  the  question 
whether  the  gentleman  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  could  be  ascertained  from  the  record. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  it  was  not  stated  in  the 
report  of  the  committee,  but  it  had  been  distinctly 
stated  to  him  that  the  gentleman  would  not  resign 
nor  discharge  his  auties. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  the  same  infor- 
mation which  had  come  to  the  Alderman— that 
the  gentleman  was  living  in  New  Jersey,  and 
would  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  nor 
resign.  When  a  man  was  elected  for  a  term  of 
years  to  an  office,  he  should  attend  to  his  duties 
or  resign. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  if  there  was  anv  doubt  in 
the  matter,  the  committee  should  report  on  the 
subject.  The  proper  motion  under  the  circum- 
stances would  be  to  instruct  the  committee  to 
inform  the  City  Council  how  many  meetings  the 
gentleman  had  attended  during  his  term  of  office. 
Alderman  Carpenter  questioned  the  policy  of 
the  extreme  action  proposed,  for  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  of  which  the  gentleman  was  a  member, 
tnere  was  no  vacancy,  'the  gentleman  referred  to 
paid  his  personal  taxes  in  this  city,  claimed  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  adop- 
tion of  motions  looking  to  his  discharge  from  office 
would  be  something  extraordinary  under  the  state 
of  facts  existing. 

Alderman  Fierce  repeated  that  when  a  man  re- 
fuses to  do  his  duty  in  a  particular  position,  or  to 
resign,  action  should  be  taken  to  meet  such  cases. 
Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  did  not  understand 
that  the  gentleman  refuses  to  do  his  duty.  As  a 
member  of  the  Board,  not  having  determined  per- 
manently to  leave  this  city,  b<*  was  desirous  of 
holding  the  position,  and  would  be  sorry  to  be 
thrust  but  of  office. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  would  like  an  answer 
whether  the  gentleman  had  attended  the  meetings 
ol  the  Board. 

A'derman  Jenkins  said  the  gentleman  had  ad- 
mitted that  he  had  not  attended  all  the  meetings 
he  wished  he  could,  but  was  present  at  a  meeting 
about  the  Fourth  of  July. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  had  a  delicacy  in  refer- 
ring to  the  matter,  from  his  position  on  the  Board. 
The  Board  will  not  tell  whether  there  is  a  vacancy 
among  its  members,  and  say  it  is  for  the  City 
Council  to  determine,  and  he  wished  a  recommit- 
ment with  instructions  to  the  committee  to  report 
what  constitutes  a  vacancy. 

Allusions  were  made  bv  several  Aldermen  to  the 


fact  that  Mr.  Kimball  as  chairman  of  the  Board 
was  absent  in  Europe  for  a  year.  Alderman  1  ratt 
replied  that  there  might  be  reasons  why  it  was  ex- 
pedient to  give  a  member  a  furlough,  and  still  re- 
tain him  on  the  Board. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  believed  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  the  gentleman  meant  to  do  his 
dutvas  a  member  of  the  Board  bad  been  answered 
by  the  Alderman,  who  said  he  met  the  gentleman 
in  .New  York,  and  he  apologized  for  his  absence, 
and  would  attend  the  meetings  in  future.  If  he 
attended  the  meetings  they  could  not  expel  him 
from  office.  ,  . 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  he  wished  to  know  how 
many  meetings  the  gentleman  had  attended  since 
his  election  to  office. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  had  ascertained 
that  he  had  not  atteaded  a  smgte  meeting  of  the 
Board  this  year.  . 

Alderman  Talbot  said  his  inquiry  and  his  wish 
was  that  the  committee  be  instructed  to  ascertain 
how  many  meetings  he  had  attended  since  the 
commencement  of  his  term  of  office.  . 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  carried,  with  in- 
structions to  report  what  constitutes  a  vacancy  in 
the  Board  ol'  Directors  for  Public  Institutions; 
also,  the  number  of  meetings  in  each  year  of  his 
present  term  of  office  which  Mr.  McKay  has  at- 
tended as  a  member  of  said  Board. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order 
of  Julv  18,  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer,  under 
the  direction  of  the  joint  conamittee  to  solicit  pro- 
posals for  the  building  of  a  new  engii.e  and  the 
repairing  ol  old  No.  14,  made  a  report,  as  follows, 
with  an  order  accompanying: 

The  estimated  cost  of  repairing  Engine  No.  14  is 
$1800.  For  the  building  of  a  new  second-class  en- 
gine of  the  same  size  and  capacity  as  now  used  by

11.  K.  Jngalls,  the  President,  in  the  c*>air. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDEKMEN. 

The  several  quarterly  reports  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  City 
Registrar,  and  of  Paymaster  on  State  Aid,  and 
the  Annual  Report  of  Auditor  of  Accounts,  were 
ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 

The  several  petitions  of  Thos.  Russell  and  others 
for  aid  to  Stephen  Curtis,  of  Wm.  D.  Eaton,  H.  W. 
Tilton,  W.  C.  W'ithington,  Anastasia  Dooley,  Han- 
nah Kooney,  S.  Springer,  and  of  Mercy  F.  Roberts, 
were  referred  in  concurrence. 

The  order  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
to  have  the  charge  of  the  "Poor-house"  in  "Ward 
16  was  passed  in  concurrence. 

The  order  for  Committee  on  Police  to  have  the 
charge  of  the  building  used  for  police  purposes  on 
the  I'oor-house  grounds  in  Ward  16,  and  the  order 
for  the  Committee  on  Paving  to  have  the  charge  of 
the  stables  and  out-buildings  on  the  Poor-house 
grounds  in  said  ward,  were  severally  laid  on  the 
table.

Order  authorizing  a  contract  for  a  new  steam 
lire  engine,  for  Companv  No.  7,  at  a  cost  of  forty 
two-hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  for  the  ex- 
change of  old  Steamer  No.  7  in  part  payment. 

Order  appropriating  nine  thousand  dollars  to 
pay  for  hose  purchased  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Orders  that  nine  hundred  and  twelve  and  91-100 
dollars  be  appropriated  for  repairs  on  steam  lire 
engines,  hose,  and  hook  and  lidder  carnages; 
that  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  and  68-100  dol- 
lars be  appropriated  .  for  new,  and  repairing  old 
hose  ;  that  there  be  allowed  for  payment  for  two 
new  hose  carriages,  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  for 
two  express  wagons,  four  hundred  and  fifty-two 
and  50-100  dollars. 

Order  authorizing  a  new  steam  fire  engine  for 
Company  JSo.  14.  to  be  contracted  for  at  an  ex- 
pense of  thirty-two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  inquired  the  reason  for 
the  difference  in  cost  of  the  two  engines  author- 
ized to  be  contracted  for. 

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  6  replied  that  in  the  case  of 
No.  14.  contractors  had  offered  to  allow  on^  thou- 
sand dollars  for  two  old  steamers  in  part  payment, 
while  in  the  other  case  no  agreement  had  been 
made  as  lo  the  amount  to  be  allowed  for  the  old 
steamer. 

Order  to  pay  Elbridge  and  Mary  Ann  Harris  two 
thousand  five  hundrecf  dollars,  in  full,  for  injuries 
received  by  said  Mary  Ann,  on  account  of  an  al- 
leged defect  in  Northampton  street. 

Order  to  pay  bills  of  August  draft. 

The  report  lecommending  the  passage  of  the  or- 
der providing  for  the  printing  of  eight  thousand 
copies  of  the  Public  Park  bill  was  accepted,  and  the 
order  for  the  printing  of  eight  thousand  copies  of 
the  Public  Park  bill  was  passed. 

Order  to  transfer  two  thousand  dollars  from  the 
Reserved  Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  advertis- 
ing. 

The  order  authorizing  a  release  to  J.  D.  W.  Joy. 
of  the  city  interest  in  certain  land  on  Tremout 
street,  at  the  corner  of  Pleasant  street,  containing 
forty-two  square  feet,  upon  his  paying  therefor  six 
hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  opposed  the  order,  stating 
that  the  city  never  really  owned  the  land  in  ques- 
tion, but  took  it  from  Dr.  Page,  who  refused  to  sell 
the  land,  trot  being  wanted  for  the  widening  of  the 
Street,  and  now  it  is  proposed  to  -gfve  It  to  the 
oWner  of  the  next  estate.  The  owner  of  this  estate 
bad  paid  but  $420  for  betterment  in  the  Widen ing 


of  the  street,  and  this  land  will  give  him  an  addi- 
tional frontage  on  Pleasant  street  and  ii  to  Bo  feet 
frontage  on  Tremont  street,  which  would  add  fifty 
per  cent,  or  more  to  the  value  of  the  estate.  The 
amount  to  be  paid,  under  such  circumstances,  was 
but  a  pitiful  sum. 

Mr.  Smith  Bald  he  objected  to  this  act  of  taking 
the  land,  and  to  the  manner  of  doing  it.  [be  far- 
mer owner  was  compelled  to  sell  it  against  his 
will,  and  if  Mr.  J<y  must  have  it.  he  should  pay 
for  it  something  proportionate  to  its  worth.  The 
sum  proposed  was  no  sum  at  all.  where  the  estate 
was  benefited  thousands  of  dollars.  He  moved 
its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  on  the 
part  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  a-s  an  amend- 
ment a  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  reference  was 
carried. 

The  order  authorizing  edgestones  to  be  set,  and 
the  roadway  of  Ferdinand  street  to  be  paved  with 
small  granite  blocks,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  moved  to  add  to  the  order, 
"Also  that  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be  di- 
rected to  grade  and  put  in  order  Columbus  avenue, 
at  tiie  foot  of  Ferdinand  street,  at  an  expense  of 
$2500,  to  be  charged  to  the  Appropriation  for  the 
Church  Street  District. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and,  as  amended, 
the  order  was  passed  in  concurrence. 

The  amendment  to  order  concerning  the  parade 
of  the  Fire  Department,  so  that  the  expense  there- 
for shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  hundred  dollars, 
being  on  its  adoption  in  concurrence, 

Mr.  Temp  e  of  Ward  16  moved  to  amend  by 
making  the  amount  $0000. 

The  chair  ruled  that  the  amendment  was  not  in 
order,  the  question  being  on  concurrence  in  the 
amendment  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  Temple  moved  that  the  Council   non-concur. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  believed  the  ex- 
pense to  tie  a  useless  one  and  favored  the  amend- 
ment to  limit  such  expense. 

Mr.  Temple,  in  advocacy  of  a  larger  sum  than 
$ 2500,  stated  that  the  cost  of  the  parade  last  year 
was  $2300,  and  the  department  had  been  enlarged 
by  eight  companies  from  Dorchester  and  two  more 
in  the  city.  With  a  willingness  of  the  department 
in  Ward  16  to  serve  with  less  pay  and  to  perform 
all  the  service  required,  he  thought  their  accession 
should  entitle  them  to  the  .$1000  additional  for  the 
parade. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  rose  for  information  as  to 
the  change  in  the  order  by  the  amendment. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  order  originally  pro- 
vided for  an  "estimated  expense  of ,  '  and  the 
amendment  an  "expense  not  exceeding"  $2500. 

The  motion  to  non-concur  was  lo^t — 21  to  24 — 
when  the  Council  refused  to  concur  in  said  amend- 
ment. 

The  recommitment  of  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Institutions,  as  to  whether  a  vacancy 
exists  in  the  Board  of  Directors  for  said  institu- 
tions, with  instructions  to  report  what  constitutes 
a  vacancy  in  said  Board,  was  concurred  in. 

WIDENING  OF  WASHINGTON  STREET. 

The  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Wash- 
ington street,  between  Orange  and  Cherry  streets, 
were  considered. 

Mr.  l'arker  of  Ward  14  stated  that  the  Committee 
of  the  Common  Council  on  Streets  had  had  under 
consideration  the  subject  of  the  widening  of  Wash- 
ington street,  between  Orange  street  and  Cherry 
street,  and  on  leave  he  submitted  the  following 
report: 

The  land  taken  for  the  purpose  of  widening  the 
street  is  included  within  the  Suffolk  Street  District, 
which  is  now  owned  by  the  city.  The  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  Corporation  are  rebuilding  and 
raising  the  grade  of  the  bridge  at  this  point,  which 
necessitates  the  raising  of  the  buildings  thereop, 
and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  taken  advantage 
of  this  impiovement  to  widen  the  street,  as  here- 
tofore proposed,  as  it  can  be  done  much  more 
economically  now  than  at  any  time  hereafter. 

As  this  forms  a  part  of  the  Suffolk  street  im- 
provement, the  estimated  expense,  amounting  to 
$20,000,  is  charged  to  the  Joan  for  that  purpose. 

The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  that  as  this  matter 
related  to  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  he  would 
move  its  reference  to  the  committee  on  that  dis- 
trict 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  and  Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1 
stated  that  the  subject  had  been  considered  by  the 
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Committee  on  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  who  fa- 
vored its  passage. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  withdrawn,  and  the  or- 
der was  passed. 

UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  relating  to 
the  sealing  of  weights  and  measures  was  read  a 
second  time  and  passed. 

PETITIONS  PRESENTED  AND  REFERRED. 

8.  W.  Merrill,  for  extension  of  time  in  which  to 
build  on  Canton  and  Dedham  streets,  deferred  to 
Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Mary  A.  Griffin,  to  be  compensated  for  injuries 
received  by  an  alleged  defect  in  Harrison  avenue. 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Claims.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Sir.  Squires  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Lands,  reported  leave  to 
withdraw  on  petition  of  C.  F.  Brown  for  a  modifi- 
cation of  conditions  of  sale  of  land  on  Albany 
street.    Accepted. 

The  same  committee  reported  orders  authorizing 
the  treasurer  to  cancel  bends  of  Horace  T.  Rock- 
well and  John  Mack  for  land  on  East  Concord 
street  forfeited  to  the  city,  and  bonds  of  1).  and 
Thos.  Darling  for  land  on  Broadway  between  L 
and  M  streets,  surrendered  to  the  city.  Severally 
passed. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6.  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  report 
that  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  have  re- 
quested the  use  of  the  second  story  of  the  Lyman 
Schoolhouse  for  the  purpose  ot"  establishing  a 
branch  library  in  Ward  1.  'Ihe  committee  resp:  ct- 
lully  recommend  that  they  be  authorized  to  fit  up 
the  rooms  for  library  purposes,  and  append  an  or- 
der to  that  effect : 

Ordered,  That  the  use  of  the  second  story  of  the 
Lyman  Schoolhouse  be  granted  to  the  trustees  of 
the  Public  Library  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  blanch  library  in  Ward  1,  and  that  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Buildings  be  authorized  to  fit  up  the 
rooms  for  that  purpose,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing $2000,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Public  Buildings. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Emerson,  from  tbe  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  order  relating  to  grading 
and  filling  the  yard  of  the  Eustis  Street  Primary 
Schoolhouse,  and  building  a  retaining  wall  on  the 
same,  made  a  report  that  they  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  subject,  and  recommend  that  the  or- 
der ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed  in  concurrence. 

Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  offered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
and  Public  Grounds  be  authorized,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Com- 
mon, &c,  to  expend  the  sum  of  $1500  for  team 
work,  labor,  grading,  &c,  in  Cedar  square,  said 
sum  to  be  added  to  the  appropriation  heretofore 
made,  and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Common,  &c. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

THE  BURRILL  CLAIM. 

Mr.  Woolley  of  Ward  1  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  rejection  of  the  order  to  pay  $40,000  in  lull 
for  the  settlement  of  the  Burrill  claim.  Carried. 
.  Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  rose  to  a  point  of  order,- 
that  a  former  order  to  pay  the  claim  was  rejectee!, 
and  this  order  having  been  also  rejected,  a  motion 
to  reconsider  could  not  be  entertained.    !''•':,  \'-\  ■ 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  not 


well  taken.  The  original  order  was  passed,  recon- 
sidered, and  rejected,  but  this  was  a  new  order, 
which  had  been  rejected,  and  it  was  in  order  to  re- 
consider its  rejection. 

Mr.  Woolley  moved  a  reconsideration .  of  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  order,  provid- 
ing for  its  payment  from  the  Reserved  Fund. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  inquired  whether  the 
motion  to  reconsider  the  rejection  of  tbe  order 
carried  with  it  a  motion  for  ^consideration  of  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

Tbe  Chair  stated  that  notice  was  given  of  mo- 
tions to  reconsider  both  votes,  and  in  reply  to  an 
inquiry  stated  further,  that  in  the  original  order 
the  payment  was  made  chargeable  to  incidentals, 
and  by  the  amendment  was  required  to  be  paid 
from  the  Reserved  Fund.  In  one  case  a  majority 
vote  only  was  required,  while-  uuder  the  amend- 
ment a  vote  of  two-thirds  was  necessary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2,  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  ordered  on  the  reconsideration. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  boped  the  reconsideration 
would  not  prevail,  as  contrary  to  the  rules  and  or- 
ders and  the  usual  practice  in  such  cases. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  whether  there 
was  any  ordinance  to  prevent  making  appropria- 
tions chargeable  to  Incidental  Expenses. 

Mr.  Poor  stated  that  the  orders  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil require  that  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
except  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  and  this  he  considered 
a  violation  of  the  rules. 

Mr.  Smith  said  if  there  was  no  ordinance  to  pre- 
vent the  passage  of  such  an  order,  then  why  not 
pass  it?  He  supposed  there  would  be  put  in  an 
order  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $500  or 
$1000  for  Fourth  of  July  expenses,  and  it  would 
probably  pass.  In  committee  the  sailing  regatta 
was  voted  down,  yet  such  a  regatta  was  gotten  up, 
and  now  some  one  wishes  to  put  in  an  order  for 
the  payment  of  the  expense.  The  only  difference 
in  the  two  cases  would  be  in  the  amount.  If  legal, 
they  should  do  so,  and  it  would  be  as  well  to  take 
from  the  fund  for  Incidental  Expenses  as  from  the 
Reserved  Fund. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  said  he  feared  if  this  mat- 
ter was  not  settled  how  tbere  would  be  a  vote  to 
pay  more  hereafter.  For  this  reason  he  was  in 
favor  of  voting  $40,000,  when  he  saw  those  who 
voted  to  pay  from  three  to  five  times  as  much;  and 
if  by  voting  $40,000  he  could  save  the  payment  of 
$200,000  hereafter,  he  was  favorable  to  this  pro- 
posed measure.  He  hoped  the  reconsideration  of 
tbe  amendment  would  prevail. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  said  he  was  surprised  at 
the  statement  of  the  gentleman  that  some  other 
government  would  vote  a  larger  amount.  Mr. 
Burrill  was  Dot  entitled  to  $40,000,  and  he  could 
never  get  more  than  that.  He  pretended  to  say 
that  Mr.  Burrill  was  not  entitled  to  any  pay. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  should  do  his  duty 
and  let  the  City  Government  hereafter  act  for  it- 
self. He  did  not  think  any  City  Government  would 
ever  vote  away  hall  a  million  of  dollars  in  pay- 
ment of  this  claim,  if  when  it  is  fresh  before  the 
people  they  cannot  do  so.  He  hoped  the  motion- 
would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  he  had  no  doubt  this 
would  pass.  If  the  Council  would  lookback,  they 
would  see  that  the  claim  had  been  defeated  in  the 
fair  and  honest  conviction  of  the  Council.  The' 
gentleman  from  Ward  10  had  referred  to  the  sail- 
ing regitta.  He  would  inform  him  that  the  ex- 
pense of  the  regatta  was  not  taken  from  the  general 
appropriation  lor  Fourth  of  July,  and  if  the  order  to' 
pay  the  deficiency  could  not  get  a  two-thirds  vote, 
he  would  be  willing  to  lose  it.  The  order  to  pay 
the  Burrill  claim    could  not  get  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Mr.  Wells  further  stated  that  this  amount  was 
asked  for  without  reason.  When  the  friends  of  the 
Burrill  claim  were  defeated  fairly  and  honorably, 
.  they  turned  round  and  induced  thirty-four  or  thir- 
ty-five to  take  it  out  of  the  usual  ourse,  which  re- 
quires two-thirds  vote,  to  pass  it  by  a  majority  vote. 
If  this  course  was  to  be  pursued,  they  should  see 
where  it  led  to  in  other  cases.  If  the  order  could 
get  a  two-thirds  vote  he  should  say  nothing;  but 
when  this  is  to  be  passed  iu  this  way  they  would 
have  the  same  thing  over  again  in  other  cases 
where  a  two-thirds  vote  cannot  be  had.  "Inciden- 
tals" werenot  provided  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Poof  said  he  had  refrained  from  mentioning 
the  Burrill' claim,  in  his  remarks,  preferring  jo 
treat.'lhe'iubjeiit  "on  .principle. ...  The^.ques.tion,  was 
vthethef  "th'e-:appropria,tiDn  Should:  p.rqperiy\be 
lfiade  from  Incidentals  or  from  the  Reserved  Fund..- 

f'Mr.'.Parker.  of  Ward  14.  moved  to  lay  the.  order- 
on  the  table.    Lost. 
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The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  recon- 
Blder  tne  adoption  of  ihe  amendment,  and  it  was 
parried  liv  :i  vole  of  29  to  20,  as  follows :

The  question  recurred  again  upon  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment,  upon  which  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  ordered. 

The  amendment  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  17  yeas,  30 
ii  ivs. 

The  yeas  were  the  same  as  the  nays  on  the  pre- 
vious vote,  less  the  votes  of  the  President,  Mr. 
Bradt  and  Mr.  Sayward.  Ihe  nays  were  as  before, 
with  the  addition  nf  the  vote  of  Mr.  Bradt. 

The  order  was  then  passed  in  concurjeuce,  with- 
out a  count. 

FOURTH  OF  JULY  EXPENSES. 

Mr.  Byan  ef  Ward  13  offered  an  order  for  an  ad- 
ditional sum  of  $500  in  payment  of  Fourth  of  July 
expenses,  to  be  charged  to  Incidentals. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  moved  to  lay  the  order  on 
the  table,  and  wished  to  know  where  the  money 
came  trom  for  the  sailing  regatta,  after  the  com- 
mittee had  voted  not  to  have  such  a  regatta. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  was  lost. 

.Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  18,  in  explanation  of  the  dis- 
posal of  the  appropriation,  stated  that  it  was  voted 
not  to  have  a  sailing  regatta,  and  the  money  was 
parcelled  out  to  the  several  departments  on  the 
celebration.  When  it  was  determined  to  have  a 
sailing  regatta,  it  was  provided  for  by  taking  a 
portion  from  the  others. 

Mr.  Kyan  stated  that  §200  was  obtained  from  the 
allowance  for  fireworks,  and  they  got  from  various 
sources  §700  for  the  legatta. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Noyes  of  Wara  5  the  main 
question  was  ordered,  and  the  order  was  read 
once. 

The  order  being  on  its  passage, 

.Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  referred  to  the  action   of 


the   Council    of  isiis.  when    the  expenditures  for 
i;h   of  July    exceeded    the    appropriation    by 
96006 and  the  Council  refused  to  sanation  the  ex- 
penditure -. 

Mr.  Wells  stated  in  relation  to  the  sailing  regat- 
ta that  the  Committee  on  Balloon  voted  >_u«  ior 
Ihe  regatta  and  other  committees  helped  to  make 
up  the  amount.  None  of  the  amount  now  asked 
for  was  for  that  regatta,  but  for  other  expendi- 
tures, by  panic--  wnO  nm-t  have  their  p;iy. 

Some  gentlemen  were  greatly  troubled 'about  the 
voting  of  this  small  amount  w  ho  could  vote  S40,000 
without  reason  or  difficulty. 

The  main  question  was  ordered  and  the  order 
was  passed. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  offered  an  order  request- 
ing the  Mayor  to  furnish  to  the  C'ty  Council  any 
and  all  information  which  he  may  have  in  relation 
to  the  shooting  of  <  hildren  by  a  police  officer. 

In  support  of  the  order,  the  mover  stated  that 
he  regarded  it  as  a  tit  of  insanity  lor  an  officer  to 
tire  a  pistol  in  the  street  bv  which  the  lives  of 
children  were  endangered,  and  be  would  'ike  to 
know  what  information  there  \\ ras  it;  relation  to  it. 
There  had  not  been  sufficient  information  given  hi 
the  public  pi  ess  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  it 
appeared  that  the  officer  was  -till  in  service. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  moved  a  reference  of  the 
order  to  the  Committee  on  Police. 

Mr.  Bishop  said  the  committee  were  hardly 
recognized  by  the  committee  of  the  other  branch, 
and  there  could  not  be  obtained  so  much  informa- 
tion through  that  source  as  from  the  Mayor. 

Jlr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  stated  that  the"  shooting 
occurred  oetween  9  and  10  o'clock  in  the  evening- 
He  had  known  the  officer  for  six  years,  and  there 
was  no  necessity  for  his  filing  so  as  to  hit  children. 
The  officer  well  knew  that  he  could  call  upon 
him  or  other  persons  to  assist  him  if  such  assist- 
ance was  required.  If  he  needed  to  tire  his  pistol 
in  the  air  to  get  assistance,  there  was  no  occasion 
to  fire  it  at  tbe  height  of  four  feet,  to  hit  children, 
when  he  knew  the  street  was  full  of  them.  In- 
stead of  being  on  duty,  and  not  a  word  said 
about  it,  it  should  be  a  wonder  that  he  is  not  un- 
der $10,000  bonJs.

I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  herewith  a 
communication  from  the  Chief  of  Police  in  rela- 
tion to  the  reestablishinent  of  a  system  of  tele- 
graphing for  the  police  department. 

In  my  last  two  annual  addresses  to  the  City 
Council",  I  alluded  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  pres- 
ent system  of  arrangement.  Large  districts  of 
territory  have  been  recently  annexed  to  the  munic- 
ipality, the  extreme  bounds  of  which  are  at  a 
very  remote  distance  from  the  central  office  of  the 
department,  and  cannot  be  reached  as  speedily  as 
a  proper  transmission  of  orders  and  intelligence 
requires.  By  the  severe  storm  of  the  eighth  of 
last  September  the  telegraph  wires  of  the  police 
telegraph  were  rendered  useless,  and  they  are  now 
in  such  an  impaired  condition  that  they  should  be 
replaced  entirely  by  new  ones.  1  took  occasion  to 
call  thr  attention  ot  the  Police  Committee  of  last 
year  to  this  important  fact  at  the  time  of  th'> 
injury;  and  now  make  an  appeal  to  th?  Board,  in 
consequence  of  tiie  necessity  of  a  larger  outlay  of 
money  than  would  have  been  required  a  year  ago. 
The  land  of  apparatus  which  was  formerly  used  i> 
much  behind  the  proper  standard,  and  has  been 
elsewhere  discarded.  New  apparatus,  which  can 
lie  easily  understood  and  managed,  and  which  can 
be  kept  in  working  order  much  cheaper  than  the 
old,  can  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

\\  ithout  a  free  and  intelligible  telegraphic  com- 
munication between  the  central  office  ami  the 
eleven  police  stations,  the  police  service  will  suffer 
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much;  I  therefore  as6  your  early  and  favorable 
attention  to   the  communication  herewith  trans- 
mitted and  to  the  within  suggestions.

Gentlemen :  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  subject  matter  of  reestablishing  a 
system  of  telegraphing  for  the  use  of  the  Police 
Department.  During  the  summer  of  1858  tele- 
graphic communication  was  introduced,  connect- 
ing the  central  office  with  the  several  stations  iu 
the  city  proper,  and.at  South  Boston,  and  in  1864 
the  lines  were  extended  to  Ea.it  Boston,  all  of 
which  were  continued  in  successful  .operation  till 
about  the  beginning  of  1869,  when  the  wires  be- 
came rusty,  worn  and  out  of  order,  and  are  now 
entirely  useless. 

Telegraphic  communication  between  the  central 
office  and  the  several  police  stations  has  proved  to 
be  a  great  convenience  at  all  times,  anri  when  on 
occasion  of  fire,  disturbance  or  other  emergency, 
the  police  are  required  to  be  hastily  called  togeth- 
er, the  telegraph  is  cf  great  importance;  at  the 
conscription  riot  in  1863,  its  value  could  hardly  be 
overestimated.  We  hope  not  to  be  called  to 
meet  such  another  emergency,  but  we  should  be 
prepared. 

As  the  limits  of  the  city  become  extended,  many 
of  the  station  houses,  where  constant  communica- 
tion with  the  central  office  must  be  kept  up,  are  a 
long  distauce  apart,  and  it  would  seem  that  in 
these  cases  the  telegraph  will  become  almost  a 
necessity.

DANGEROUS    BUILDINGS. 

The  Mayor  also  laid  before  the  Board  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Chief  of  folice  relative  to  danger- 
ous buildings,  in  which  the  Chief  says : 

"Complaints  have  this  day  been  made  of  dan- 
gerous buildings  at  Nos.  22,  24,  26  and  30  Winches- 
ter street,  No.  45  Church  street,  corner  of  Fleet  and 
Hanover  streets,  Beach  Street  Market,  and  also  of 
a  dangerous  wall  adjoining  estate  128  Pinckney 
street. 

For  several  months  past  manv  complaints  of  a 
similar  character  have  been  made,  generally  aris- 
ing from  the  widening  of  streets  or  other  city  im- 
provements, and  within  a  few  days  several  serious 
accidents  having  occurred,  such  complaints  are 
becoming  more  numerous,  and  often,  perhaps,  with 
good  reasons.  As  it  is,  this  subject  is  rather  an 
important  one  and  not  so  easily  managed.  In  most 
complaints  lately  made  this  difficulty  has  arisen 
from  the  manner  in  which  workmen  have  left  parts 
of  buildings  standing,  in  widening  streets. 

In  these  cases  the  police  have  no  legal  au- 
thority to  txke  such  action  as  may  be  nec- 
essary incases  of  danger,  and  in  many  of  them 
none  but  an  experienced  builder  can  judge  wheth- 
er the  building  is  in  an  unsafe  condition  or  not,  it 
is  suggested  that  some  experienced  person  be.ap- 
pointed  to  take  charge  of  the  whole  matter,  with 
such  powers  as  can  be  legally  given  him,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  take  such  action  as  will  insure 
the  safety  of  the  public  and  secure  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  city."

TAKING  OF  LAND  FOR  RAILROAD  PURPOSES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Kailroad  Company,  giving  notice  of  a 
further  extension  of  the  line  ot  said  railroad  on 
the  easterly  and  westerly  sides  of  Washington 
street,  adjoining  the  bridge,  and  the  taking  of  land 
lor  such  purposes.

PETITION     FOR    REHEARING    ON    DISMISSAL    FROM 
POLICE. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  Oliver  Whitcomb  ' 
stating   that   he   had   been    connected  with  the 
Police  Department  of  the  city  for  nearly  seven- 
teen years,  and  believed  that  he  had  behaved  him- 
self well  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 


office;  that  certain  grave  charges  were  made 
against  him  some  few  weeks  ago;  that  divers 
hearings  were,  as  he  understands,  had  before  the 
Committee  on  Police,  from  all  of  which  but  one 
he  was  in  person  or  by  council  excluded,  and  no 
opportunity  given  him  of  confronting  his  accuser 
or  accusers,  or  of  examining  witnesses,  or  doing 
anything  to  protect  his  reputation  as  an  officer 
and  a  man,  or  guard  the  honor  and  happiness  of 
his  wife  and  children ;  therefore,  as  he  believes  he 
was  wrongfully  discharged  from  the  Police  De- 
partment without  a  fair  irial,  he  asks  the  privilege 
of  a  public  trial,  wherein  he  can  confront  his  ac- 
cuser or  accusers  and  maintain  himself  in  the 
public  respect. 

Alderman  Uibson  said  it  was  not  true,  as  stated 
in  the  petition,  that  Mr.  Whitcomb  had  not  an  op- 
portunity to  meet  his  accusers  face  to  lace.  On 
the  contrary,  they  gave  him  a  fair  hearing  in  his 
defence.  The  committee  believed  they  had  done 
their  duty  in  the  matter,  and  that  their  action  was 
right.  He,  therefore,  moved  that  the  petitioner 
have  leave  to  withdraw. 

Alderman  Cowdiu  said  the  petition  was  handed 
to  him  for  presentation  to  the  Board,  having  no 
acquaintance  with  the  gentleman,  and  while  he 
had  confidence  in  the  committee,  he  thought  it 
would  be  well  to  give  him  a  hearing.  He  desired 
to  have  a  public  hearing,  and  the  proceedings  re- 
ported, that  he  might  be  able  to  refute  the  charge's 
made  against  him.  On  that  account  he  hoped  a 
hearing  would  be  granted. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  Mayor,  had  the  power 
to  discharge  a  person  from  the  police;  his  acuou 
was  final,  and  his  power  was  not  questioned. 
If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  it  was  proper 
the  removal  should  be  made,  it  was  not  well 
to  go  into  a  further  investigation  of  the  case. 
For  his  part  he  did  not  know  what  the  cause 
of  removal  was,  nor  did  he  care  to  know,  being 
satisfied  to  rest  the  matter  in  the  opinion  jof 
the  Mayor.  The  proper  course  would  be  to  give 
the  petitioner  leave  to  withdraw. 

.  Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  did  not  doubt  that  the 
Mayor  would  rightly  discbarge  his  duty,  and  no 
one  questioned  it;  but  tuere  was  a  principre  in- 
volved in  the  case.  The  petitioner  asked  lor  a  re- 
hearing, and  it  sometimes  happens  that  a  man 
gets  in  trouble,  and  the  evidence  against  him, 
although  strong,  is  such  that  would  not  satisfy  a 
court  of  justice.  He  agreed  with  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  that  the  Jlayjr  has  the  right  to  appoint 
and  to  discharge,  as  he  r. leases;  but  he  could  see 
no  objection  to  allowing  a  rehearing  on  charges 
which  the  gentleman  may  be  able  to  meet. 

Alderman  (ribson  stated  thit  the  investigation 
was  going  on  before  the  committee  for  three 
weeks,  and  the  gentleman  had  an  opportunity  to 
meet  every  witness  save  one,  and  to  know  before- 
hand what  they  would  testify  to.  The  exception- 
al witness  was  not  used,  and  the  others  he  had 
seer,  to  do  with  as  best  he  could.  The  committee 
patiently  heard  every  witness,  and  every  witness 
he  brought  in  defence  but  helped  the  committee  in 
coming  to  the  conclusion  which  they  did. 

The  motion  giving  leave  to  withdraw  was  car- 
ried.

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Sewers, 
reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  John  H. 
Bufford  for  abatement  of  assessment  for  a  sew  er  in 
Hawthorne  street.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  same  committee,  re- 
ported reference  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
on  petition  or  M.  M.  Allen  for  a  sewer  in  Canton 
street.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  reported  in  favor  of  a  license  to  Rich, 
Stetson  &  Trowbridge,  for  the  Howard  Athenaeum  ; 
also  licenses  for  a  billiard  saloon,  to  an  innholder, 
for  a  wagon  stand,  and  a  transfer  of  a  wagon 
license.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  l'o- 
lice,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  James 
Doherty,  that  the  reward  offered  for  the  detection 
of  the  abductor  of  the  child  named  .Nellie  E.  Burns 
be  paid  to  him,  made  a  report  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  directed  to 
pay  James  Doherty  the  sum  of  .f  500,  the  same  be- 
ing the  amount  ot  the  reward  ottered  by  this  Board 
for  information  leading  to  the  detection  of  the  per- 
son who  kidnapped  the  child  named  Aellie  E. 
Burns. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  if  tb  i  sum'mention- 
ed  in  the  order  should  not  be  made  payable  from 
some  appropriation,  suggesting  incidental  expen- 
ses for  such  appropriation. 


The  Mayor  stated  that  the  original  order  lor  the 
otter  of  the  reward,  provided  for  payment  from 
Appropriation  for  Police. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  should  be  payable  from 
Appropriation  lor  Police,  and  on  bis  motion  the 
order  was  so  amended,  and  as  amended  was  parsed. 

REPORT    IN    RELATION    TO    I'.AV    WINDOWS. 

Alderman  Gil  son,  from  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, to  whom  was  it  lined  the  petition  ot  Joseph 
Ballard,  for  removal  of  a  bay  window  on  Brom- 
lield  street,  submitted  the  following  report: 

The  fifth  section  of  an  act  passed  June  22 .1709, 
provides  that  no  person  shall  thereafter  make, 
erect  or  have  any  portico  or  porch,  ai.y  bow  win- 
dow or  other  window  which  shall  project  into  the 
streets  of  the  town  of  Boston  more  than  one  loot 
beyond  the  front  of  bis  or  her  house,  and  any  per- 
son offending  against  these  provisions  is  liable  to 
a  tine  of  one  dollar  lor  each  and  every  da v  such 
portico  or  porch,  bow  window  or  other  window 
shall  be  continued,  alter  notice  given  to  him  by 
the  surveyors  of  highways,  or  by  any  person  by 
them  authorized  to  that  purpose. 

The  27th  section  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
streets  provides  that  no  person  shall  construct  "or 
place,  or  cause  to  be  constructed  or  placed,  any 
portico,  porch,  door,  window,  or  step,  projecting 
into  any  street,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
lour  nor  more  than  lifty  dollars  for  each  offence, 
and  a  like  penalty  for  every  day  that  the  said  por- 
tico, porch,  door,  window,  or  step  may  be  contin- 
ued as  aforesaid,  after  notice  to  remove  the  same 
from  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  some  person  au- 
thorized by  them." 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  under  existing  laws 
and  ordinances  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  au- 
thority to  order  the  removal  of  bay  windows  pro- 
jectirg  into  the  streets  more  than  one  foot,  and  to 
enforce  the  order  by  fines  for  every  day  of  neglect 
on  the  part  of  the  persons  who  maintain  them. 

So  far  as  the  committee  are  aware,  there  has 
never  been  any  systematic  attempt  to  enforce  a 
strict  compliance  with  the  law.  There  are  at  the 
present  time  thousands  of  these  projections  into 
the  streets  beyond  the  limits  defined  in  the  stat- 
utes ;  and  even  if  it  were  desirable  to  have  them 
removed,  it  would  be  impossible  without  an  ex- 
pense to  individuals  altogether  beyond  any  possi- 
ble benefit  to  the  public  which  might  accrue  there- 
from. 

Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  it  might 
well  be  regarded  as  an  unjust  discrimination  for 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  order  the  removal  of 
one  projection  which  is  not  more  of  an  offence 
against  the  law  than  numberless  others ;  and  the 
committee  would  recommend  that  the  petitioner 
have  leave  to  withdraw. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

MARKET   LEASES. 

Alderman  Gibson  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Market  be 
authorized  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to  re- 
new the  leases  of  the  stalls  and  cellars  of  Faneuil 
Hall  Market  Houses  for  three  years  from  Septem- 
ber 1,  1870,  on  the  usual  conditions  and  at  such 
rates  of  rent  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  provid- 
ed that  such  rents  shall  not  in  any  case  be  less 
than  the  present  rates. 

Alderman  lalbot  said  he  would  like  to  hear  rea- 
sons why  the  market  leases  shall  not  be  laised,  as 
it  was  understood  they  would  be  when  the  present 
ones  ex-pired.  Most  of  the  holders  of  leases  were 
non-residents,  and  they  should  be  required  to  pay 
lair  ard  proper  rents. " 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  committee  gave  the 
matter  of  rents  a  fair  consideration,  and  went  to  a 
large  number  who  were  supposed  to  know,  and 
were  assured  that  there  were  many  occupants  of 
stalls  who  were  not  making  a  living,  but  were  in 
fact  living  on  the  credit  which  their  occupancy  of 
stalls  gave  them;  persons  who  if  they  were  oblig- 
ed to  hire  stores  to  do  business  would  not  be  able 
to  pay  their  rent.  They  were  paying  all  that  was 
necessary  that  they  should  pay,  and  had  felt  the 
hard  times  in  doing  uusiness. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  believed  many  occu- 
pants of  stalls  occupied  them  simply  as  offices  for 
doing  a  wholesale  business,  and  to  such  the  rents 
should  be  so  high  as  to  induce  them  to  move  away. 
Peihaps  the  better  way  would  be  to  forbid  the  oc- 
cupation of  the  stalls  for  such  purposes.  The  prices 
paid  were  believed  to  be  low,  and  he  would  like  to 
have  the  matter  lie  over  for  further  reflection. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  that  most  of  the  restrictions  had 
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been  taken  eft"  from  stands  outside  of  the 
Market,  which  gives  the  outsider  privileges  in 
competing  with  those  who  pay  these  rents.  Par- 
ties are  allowed  to  sell  outside  almost  all  the  time 
and  one  man  had  been  known  to  occupy  an  out- 
side stand  for  three  weeks,  shoving  in  a  load  as 
soon  as  one  was  sold  out. 

Alderman  Cowdiu  said  there  had  long  been  com- 
plaint* ol  monopoly,  but  he  would  have  the  com- 
mittee show  the  coudition  ot  parties  occupying 
stalls  and  those  occupying  stanus.  Because  men 
had  made  fortunes  in  being  long  established  in 
business  there,  it  would  be  unfair  to  drive  them 
out.  He  would  give  the  largest  liberty  in  making 
sales  outside,  but  would  not  be  unfair  towards 
those  who  had  built  up  the  business  there.  He 
hoped  the  matter  would  he  laid  over  and  that  the 
committee  would  show  more  fully  the  condition  of 
the  sellers  inside  and  outside.  It  would  be  an  ad- 
vantage to  the  Committee  on  Free  Markets,  who 
were  soon  to  go  to  other  cities  to  investigate  the 
subject.  He  would  move  to  lay  on  the  table  for 
one  week. 

Alderman  Gibson  further  remarked  upon  the  re- 
strictions which  had  neeu  removed  upon  outside 
sales,  and  stated  that  the  fortunes  which  had  been 
made,  had  been  made  on  the  beef  and  pork  busi- 
ness in  the  West. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  he  had  no  objection  to 
laying  the  subject  over  one  week.  Some  of  these 
ruarketinen  had  been  there  for  forty-four  years, 
since  the  market  was  opened,  and  had  made  their 
money  by  working  sixteen  hours  a  day.  If  driven 
away,  they  would  take  with  them  the  class  of  trade 
they  had  built  up,  and  if  new  men  went  there,  they 
would  so  there  without  customers,  and  could  not 
pay  the  rents.  There  was  one  cellar  andstall  upon 
which  the  rent  could  be  raised,  which  has  been 
used  for  storage. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  was  carried. 

OBDEBS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alaerman  Jenkins, 

Urdered,  That  ^he  Committee  on  the  Jail  he  au- 
thorized to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1500  for 
general  repairs  on  the  jail  buildings  and  appurte- 
nances, which  sum  in  addition  to  the  amounts 
heretofore  expended  on  said  building  during  this 
municipal  year  does  not  exceed  $5000— to  be 
charged  to  the  Appropriation  for  County  of  Suffolk. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  sewer  assessment  levied  upon 
31ary  H.  Crowell  on  Columbus  avenue,  amounting 
to  $44  91,  be  abated  and  assessed  upon  S.  J.  &  G. 
Tuttie;  and  that  the  sum  of  $52  be  abated  from 
the  assessment  upon  George  Hale  for  a  sewer  in 
Worcester  street,  and  the  same  amount  assessed 
upon  Chase  Lan^'maid. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers, 
under  tne  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  lay  a  sewer 
through  the  city  land,  between  Canton  and  Yar- 
mouth streets,  the  expense  to  be  charged  to  the 
Public  Land  Department. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  a  sewer  in  Kock- 
land  and  Wakulla  streets,  the  abutters  agreeing 
to  pay  three-fourths  of  the  expense. 

ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  construct  a  sewer  in 
Bremen  street,  and  report  a  schedule  of  the  ex- 
pense to  this  Board. 

Ordered,  That  sewer  assessments  tie  collected  on 
persons  in  streets,  as  follows :  Eustis  street,  $223  26 ; 
Providonce  street,  $1675  11;  Tremont  and  Eliot 
streets,  $4748  41;  Sixth  street,  $280  70;  Eighth 
street,  $275  13;  Knowlton  street,  $417  78. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 

Ordered,  That  the  armory  occupied  by  Company 
A,  Second  Battalion  of  infantry,  M.  V.  M,  on  the 
corner  of  Charles    and  Cambridge  streets,  be  ap- 
proved as  a  suitable  place  for  the  deposit  of  arms, 
and  that  there  be  allowed  and  paid  for  the  rent  of, 
said  armory  at  the  rate  of  $400  per    annum,  begin- 
ning on  the  first  of  August,  1870. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins, 
Ordered,  That  the  Ward  Koom  for  Ward  No.  7  be 
established  until  otherwise  ordered    m   Jenkins 
building,  at  the  corner  of  Broadwav  and  B  street. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Carpenter, 
Ordered,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  authorized 

to  close  West  Canton   street,  between  Shawmut 

avenue  and  Tremont  street,  against  the  passage  of 

persons  on  foot  or  in  vehicles  while  the  grade  of 

sairt  street  and  the  buildings  abutting  thereon  are 

being  raised. 


Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  grade  and  gravel  Ball  street,  between 
Washington  street  and  Shawmut  aveuue,  the  ex- 
pense thereof  to  be  charged  to  the  Appropria- 
tion for  Giading  Streets  laid  out  during  the  finan- 
cial year,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1500. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  raise  to  the  established  grade  so  much 
of  Dorchester  aveuue,  south  of  Dorchester  street, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  make  accessible  and  ten- 
antable  the  houses  and  shops  recently  erected  on 
said  avenue  according  to  grade,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $14,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  notify  31.  M.Allen  to  remove  within 
twentv  days  the  building  placed  by  him  in  the 
roadw'ay  of  Worcester  street,  west  of  Columbus 
avenue^  and  in  default  thereof  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  is  directed  to  cause  said  building  to  be 
torn  down  and  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  own- 
er thereof. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
authorized  to  repave  Hanover  street  between 
Court  and  Blackstone  streets  with  small  granite 
blocks,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $22,000,  to  be 
charged  to  the  First  Hanover  Street  Lean. 

Ordered,  That  the  superintendent  of  Streets  be 
authorized  to  repave  Milk  street,  between  Con- 
gress and  Pearl  streets,  with  small  granite  blocks, 
as  ordered  bv  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  May  27,  1869, 
at.  an  estimated  cost  of  $3000,  the  expense  to  be 
charged  to  the  Appropriation  for  Paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  and  abutters  on  East 
Canton  street,  between  H  arrison  avenue  and  Al- 
bany street,  to  furnish  new  edgestones  to  support 
the  sidewalks,,  and  to  lay  their  sidewalks  with 
brick. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  and  abutters  on  East 
Dedham  street,  between  Harrison  avenue  and  Al- 
bany street,  to  furnish  new  edgestones  to  support 
the  sidewalks  and  to  lav  the  sidewalks  with  brick. 
Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  grade  the  streets,  set  the  edgestones 
and  pave  the  gutters  around  the  square  on  Meet- 
ing House  Hill,  Ward  16,  at  an  estimated  expense 
of  $2500. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Bridget  Fallon 
and  Kose  Gately  owners  of  an  undivided  estate  on 
Hailock  street  the  sum  of  $1000  when  they  shall 
have  raised  their  buildings  on  said  estate  te  the  es- 
tablished grade  of  Hailock  street  and  filled  their 
cellars  and  vards  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
mitte  on  Paving  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
conditioned  upon  an  acquittance  and  dis- 
charge of  the  city  from  all  damages,  costs, 
&c,  on  account  of  raising  of  said  Hailock  street, 
as  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  also  upon 
their  releasing  the  city  from  any  obligation  to 
build  or  maintain  any  wall  or  bulkhead  to  support 
the  earth  and  ground  used  in  raising  said  Hailock 
street  to  the  established  grade  in  front  of  the 
premises  used  by  said  Bridget  Fallon  and  Pose 
Gately  on  said  street,  said  sum,  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  tor  paving. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Jeremiah  O'Brien, 
owner  of  estate  No.  67  Prentiss  street,  the  sum  of 
$600  when  he  shall  have  raised  the  buildings  on 
said  estate  to  the  established  grade  of  Prentiss 
street,  and  shall  have  tilled  his  cellars  and  yard  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  conditioned  also 
upon  proving  title  to  property  aid  release  of  city 
from  all  costs  and  damages  on  account  of  the 
raising  of  said  Prentiss  street,  as  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen ;  also  upon  his  releasing  the 
city  from  any  obligation  to  build  or  maintain  any 
wall  or  bulkhead  to  support  the  earth  and  gravel 
used  in  raising  said  Prentiss  street  to  the  estab- 
lished grade  m  front  of  the  premises  owned  by 
said  O'Brien  on  said  street,  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  paving. 
The  above  order  being  under  consideration, 
Alderman  Talbot  inquired  if  the  abutters  on 
Prentiss  street  did  not  agree  to  release  the  city 
from  all  claims  to  grade  damages,  on  condition  of 
raising  and  accepting  the  street. 

Alderman  Carpenter  replied  that  all  of  the  abut- 
ters except  four  did  so  agiee;  two  of  those  who 
did  not  were  those  provided  for  in  the  order  Just 
passed.  These  parties  are  poor,  and  are  not  able 
to  pay  the  expense  of  raising  their  buildings,  and 
can  only  make  arrangements  for  raising  them  by 
this  proposed  payment. 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  if  the  parties  were  not 
all  benefited  by  the  raising  of  the  street. 
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AlilcniKin  Carpenter  replied  that  they  were,  but 
that  these  parties  were  in  poor  circumstances.  It 
u  :is  impossible  to  get  eveiy  one  to  agree  to  release 
the  city  from  grade  damages,  and  it  would  he  im- 
possible to  make  this  property  us*  Jul  until  the 
ouildings  should  he  raised.  The  agreement  with 
the  parties  was  made  by  the  committee  of  last 
year. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  that  twenty  or  thirty  of 
the  abutters  signed  the  release,  and  it  was  the'un- 
derstanding  that  all  of  them  would,  or  if  they  did 
not,  that  they  might  bring  a  suit  against  the  city, 
whieii  would  settle  the  matter  whether  the  bene- 
tits  were  not  equal  to  the  expense  of  raising  their 
houses  from  the  condition  they  were  in.  He  feared 
that  the  passage  of  the  order  would  reopen  the 
question,  and  that  others  would  make  claims  for 
grade  damages.  There  was  a  fearful  pressure  on 
the  Committee  on  Streets  and  the  Board  last  year 
to  accept  the  street,  and  it  was  understood  that 
the  city  would  not  be  obliged  to  pay  anything  for 
grade  damages  when  the  agreement  was  made  to 
raise  the  streets. 

Alderman  C'ovvdin  stated  that  from  personal  ex- 
amination it  appealed  that  this  man  lived  in  a  lit- 
tle box  of  a  place,  til  teen  feet  square,  and  that  by 
the  raising  of  the  grade  his  well  had  been  filled  up 
and  he  was  unable  to  get  water,  for  the  water  had 
not  been  introduced  tnere.  He  was  not  able  to  pay 
the  expense  of  raising  the  building.  So  it  was  iu 
the  case  of  the  women,  and  their  property  would 
be  valueless  if  left  in  this  slough. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time  and  passed. 

Un  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Henry  Atkins 
$933  75  for  land  taken  and  all  damages  occasioned 
by  the  widening  of  Dix  place  on  his  estate  by  a  re- 
solve of  August  1,  1870,  to  be  charged  to  the  ap- 
propriation for  laying  out  and  widening  streets; 
also  ordered,  that  the  order  passed  August  1,  1870, 
to  pay  the  said  Atkins  $690  for  the  said  land  and 
damages  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  rescinded. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Abigail  T.  Otis 
S1800  for  all  damages  occasioned  her  estate,  No.  11 
Sturgis  place,  by  reducing  it  to  the  grade  estab- 
lished for  that  portion  of  the  Fort  Hill  territory, 
by  a  resolve  of  April  22,  1870,  to  be  charged  to  the 
Fort  Hill  Improvement  Loan. 

( irdered,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of  Fan- 
ny shelton  the  sum  of  $212  50  additional  and  in 
full  for  land  taken  and  all  damages  occasioned  by 
the  laying  out  and  grading  of  Hartford  street,  by 
a  resolve  of  July  23,  1869,  to  be  charged  to  the  Fort 
Hill  improvement  Loan. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Dennis  F.  Flagg 
the  sum  of  $6083  02  for  land  taken  from  and  dama- 
ges occasioned  to  estate  191  to  193  Hanover  street, 
purchased  by  said  Flagg  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  subsequent  to  the  widening  of 
Hanover  street,  by  resolve  of  October  15,  1869;

331-333  Hanover  street,  which 
was  not  taken  for  the  widening  of  said  street,  is  so 
dilapidated  and  dangerous  to  the  public  travel  as 
to  require  immediate  lemoval:  it  is  hereby  ordered 
that  the  Chief  of  Police,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets,  be  and  be  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  remove  so  much  of  said  building  as  will  se- 
cure the  safety  of  the  public,  the  expense  to  be 
charged  to  the  Second  Hanover  Street  Loan. 

Orders  were  also  passed  for  abatement  of  nui- 
sances on  Shawmut  avenue,  Meirimac,  Athens, 
Albany,  Dove,  Castle,  Oroton,  Lowell.  North  Mar- 
gin, rear  Phillips,  Minot,  Nashua,  and  Anderson 
streets,  Dorchester  avenue,  and  on  Smith,  Holden 
and  Vinal  places. 

Orders  were  passed  for  collection  of  assessments 
for  abatement  of  nuisances  on  South  Margin, 
Meirimac,  Minot  and  East  Lenox  streets.

EXTENSION    OF  MADISON    SQl'AItE. 

Alderman  Jacobs  moved  to  take  up  the  orders 
for  enlargement  of  Madison  square,  and  for  a  loan 
of  $60,000  to  pay  for  the  same.  The  motion  failed, 
by  a  vote  of  5  to  5,  but  a  subsequent  motion  pre- 
vailed, on  a  yea  and  nay  vote,  6  to  4,  as  follows: 

Yeas — Carpenter,  Connor,  Cowdin,  hawes, 
Jacobs,  1'ierce. 

>Jays — Gibson,  Jenkins,  Pope,  Talbot. 

Alueiman  Jacol  s  stated  that  the  subject  was 
laid  on  the  table  on  his  motion,  for  further  infor- 
mation. He  thought  at  first  the  price  asked  for 
the  land  was  excessive,  and  desired  to  know  more 
about  the  matter.  He  had  obtained  the  informa- 
tion, and  now  urged  the  passage  of  the  orders  as 
desirable,  and  as  early  as  possible,  because  parties 
were  making  preparations  for  building  on  the 
land  designed  for  the  enlargement  of  the  square. 

The  amendment  to  include  grading  in  the  sum 
named,  was  adopted. 

Alderman  Cowdin  advocated  the  enlargement  to 
Buggies  street,  as  proposed,  which  would  be  one 
of  the  important  streets,  and  in  the  growth  of  the 
city  the  square  would  be  demanded  as  a  breathing 
place  for  a  large  population. 

Alderman  Jenkins  opposed  the  measure,  as  like- 
ly to  cost  $150,000  before  completed,  and  did  not 
think  it  necessary  to  extend  the  square,  already 
larger  than  Franklin  and  Blackstone  squares.  An 
extension  to  Kugglts  street  would  be  an  injury 
rather  than  a  benefit.  As  an  indication  of  expense 
he  stated  that  five  hundred  loads  of  filling  disap- 
peared in  one  night  beyond  observation.  He  ob- 
jected, also,  to  a  vote  at  this  time,  when  the  Board 
was  not  full. 

Alderman  Carpenter  advocated  the  enlargement 
as  required  by  the  growth  of  that  section  of  the 
city,  and  as  a  measure  of  economy,  to  make  the 
purchase  now.  A  control  of  the  land  should  be 
obtained,  but  the  grading  might  be  allowed  to  re- 
main for  the  present.  What  are  a  few  thousand 
dollars  to  securing  this  open  space  for  a  breathing 
hole,  in  the  centre  of  a  population  which  within  a 
short  radius  in  twenty  years  will  number  fifty 
thousand? 

Alderman  Cowdin  further  advocated  the  orders, 
and  iu  relation  to  the  tilling,  stated  this  was  just 
the  place  which  was  wanted  for  the  deposit  of 
ashes  in  that  section  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Gibson  denied  that  any  more  breath- 
ing places  were  required  in  that  section  of  the 
city,  already  better  supplied  within  the  circuit  of 
a  mile  than  some  ot  the  older  sections,  besides 
which  the  people  would  prefer  to  go  to  the  Com- 
mon. He  did  not  believe  that  even  the  large  sum 
named  by  the  Alderman  would  be  sufficient  to 
cover  the  cost,  and   was  opposed  to  the  purchase. 

Alderman  Connor  did  not  agree  with  the  Alder- 
man who  had  just  spoken,  yet  it  would  be  a  waste 
of  time  to  talk  further  on  the  subject.  Tbe  time 
had  expired  in  which  the  purchase  could  be  made, 
and  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  a  new  bargain. 
He  did  not  object  to  laying  the  subject  over  for  a 
week,  and  would  make  a  motion  to  assign  it  for 
consideration  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Adjourned  to  Monday,  August  29. 
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The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  was  held  this  afternoon  at  4  o'clock, 
adjourned  from  August  15,  Mayor  Shurtleff  pre- 
siding.

UNFINISHED      BUSINESS. 

The  resolve  and  order  to  widen  West  street,  on 
land  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Temple  Club,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $6000,  was  amended  by  making 
the  amount  £5000.  Alderman  Talbot  stating  in  an- 
swer to  inquiries^  that  the  required  widening  was 
a  legacy  from  former  years,  when  the  expense 
would  have  been  much  less,  and  the  principal  ex- 
pense was  not  in  the  land  but  in  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  front  of  the  building.  The  widening 
did  not  follow  the  proposed  line  of  early  years,  ana

The  resolve  and  order  to  widen  Old  and  New 
Heath  streets  at  their  junction,  and  resolve  and 
order  to  discontinue  a  portion  of  Parker  and  Heath 
streets  at  their  junction,  at  no  expense,  were  sev- 
erallv  laid  on  the  the  table,  on  motion  of  Alderman 
Talbot. 

The  following  order  was  read  a  recond  time  and 
passed : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings on  the  part  of  the  Board  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  room  in  the  County 
Court  House  formerlv  occupied  by  the  Court  of  In- 
solvency, with  the  adjacent  lobby  now  used  by  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  to  be  altered  and  fitted 
up  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Social  Law  Libra- 
ry, and  to  alter  and  fit  up  the  rooms  now  occupied 
h'y  said  Library  for  the  use  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  in  hearing  equity  cases,  and  this  Board  doth 
adjudge  that  the  expense  of  these  alterations  will 
not  exceeu  the  sum  of  $3000,  which  sum,  together 
with  the  costof  all  other  repairs  and  alterations 
in  said  Court  House  during  this  municipal  year, 
does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $5000.

ADDITIONAL  WATER  SL'Pl  LY  FOR  EAST  BOSTON. 

Alderman  Havves,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Water,  made  a  report,  that  their  atten- 
tion has  been  called  by  the  Board  of  Engineers  of 
the  Fire  Department  to  the  inadequate  supply  of 
warer  for  tire  purposes  at  East  Boston;  and  they 
find  upon  investigation  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  substitute  lor  the  present  six-inch  pipes,  in  cer- 
tain of  the  principal  streets,  a  twelve-inch  pipe. 
This  change  would  have  been  recommenued 
before  had  it  not  been  supposed  that  the  addi- 
tional pressure  which  would  be  obtained  from 
the  introduction  of  the  Mystic  water  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment; but  the  recent  tires  in  that  section  of  the 
city  have  shown  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  water 
can  be  obtained  only  by  enlarging  the  diameter  of 
the  pipes,  and  that  "the  safety  of  a  large  amount  of 
property  depends  upon  its  being  done  without 
delay. 

The  committee  append  a  communication  from 
the  City  Engineer,  giving  the  details  of  the  pro- 
posed charges  and  the  expense,  and  say  further: 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  expense  of  laying  the 
large  pipe  through  Chelsea  street  beyond  Brooks 
street,  wdl  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  con- 
veying water  to  Deer  Island.  The  committee  would 
respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying orders  authorizing  a  loan  of  835,000  for 
the  purpose  of  making  the  changes  proposed: 

Ordered,  That  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be 
requested  to  substitute  for  the  six-inch  water 
pipes,  now  in  use  in  certain  streets  in  East  Boston, 
pipes  of  tsvelve  and  sixteen  inches  in  diameter,  as 
shown  on  the  accompanying  plan,  at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  thirty-rive  thousand  dollars. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  bor- 
row, under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, a  sum  not  exceeding  thirty-rive  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  expended  by  the  Cochituate  Water 
Board  in  laying  new  water  pipes  in  East  Boston. 

Laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to  be  printed.

Alderman  Jenkins  submitted  in  print  a  semi- 
annual report  of  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons,  &c,  in 
Suffolk  county. 

House  of  Industry.  Commitments  since  last  re- 
port, 1373,  of  which  1027  were  for  drunkenness,  247 
common  drunkards,  36  vagabonds;  discharged 
since  last  report,  1494;  present  nnmber,  329.  The 
male  prisoners  have  been  employed  on  the  farm 
and  in  other  pursuits;  female  prisoners  in  house 
work  and  on  contract  work.  The  punishments  are 
by  solitary  confinement. 

House  oi'  Reformation.  Commitments  within  six 
months,  64  boys,  10  girls,  for  truancy,  vagrancy 
larceny  and  stubbornness;  discharged',  90:  remain- 
ing, 224  boys.  36  girls.  From  November  1  to  May 
1,  all  of  the  inmates  were  sent  to  school ;  since  the 
1st  of  .May.the  larger  boys  have  been  at  work  on 
the  farm,  and  hut  one  school  has  been  kept  tV-r 
boys  duiing  the\  .summer.  Solitary  confinement 
and  feruling  are  the  methods  of  punishment. 

House  nj  Correction.  Commituients  for  six 
months,  463 — males,  347,  females,  116,  on  sentences 
from  30  days  to  6  years.  There  have  been  dis- 
charged by  expiration  of  sentence,  423;  pardoned, 
12;  discharged  by  order  of  court  or  by  payment  of 
tines. and  costs,  43;  died,  1 ;  sent  to  Lunatic  Hospi- 
tal, 4;  total,  484.  Of  the  males,  175  ar  3  employed 
in  making  boats  and  shoes;  68  in  making  brushes; 
females  engaged  on  contract  work,  56. 
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The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 
The  punishments  have  heen  deprivation  of  hed 
and  solitary  confinement.  Ho  distinction  or  clas- 
sification is  observed  among  the  prisoners,  nor 
can  there  be  any  as  the  prison  is  at  present  ar- 
ranged.   The  discipline  has  been  excellent. 

There  has  never  been  more  than  one  prisoner 
confined  in  one  cell,  although  during  the  past  six 
months,  there  being  from  forty  to  fifty  more  pris- 
oners than  cells,  the  Master  has  been  obliged  to 
confine  them  in  an  attic,  which  has  been  attended 
with  much  inconvenience  and  danger;  and  the  at- 
tention of  the  City  Government  is  particularly 
called  to  the  necessity  for  additional  accommoda- 
tions. 

Jail.  There  were  187  prisoners  on  the  day  of  in- 
spection, all  healthy  and  well  cared  for.  Consid- 
erable improvements  have  been  made  in  the  build- 
ings during  the  year. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Jenkins  offered  the  following  order, 
which  was  passed  : 

Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  inspection  of  Prisons  in  Suffolk 
County,  that  the  accommodations  for  a  portion  of 
the  prisoners  at  the  House  of  Correction  are  in- 
sufficient, and  do  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  law  relating  to  prisons,  it  is  therefore  hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  Directors  for  Public  Institu- 
tions be  requested  to  procure  plans  and  estimates 
for  furnishing  such  additional  accommodations  as 
may  be  needed  for  the  prisoners  now  lodged  in  the 
attic. 

TENEMENT  HOUSES.

Kesolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Cambridge 
street  on  it  northerly  side,  near  Bowdoin  square, 
at  an  estimated  expeuse  of  $9000. 

Order  to  pay  Bills— September  draft, 

Order  that  the  Committee  on  the  Harbor  be 
authorized  to  expend  $700  to  defray  the  expense  of 
their  visits  to  the  islands  in  the  harbor,  also  those 
in  connection  with  the  L'nited  States  and  State 
authorities. 

The  order  to  release  the  city's  interest  in  a  lot  on 
Tremont  street  to  J.  D.  W.  Joy  came  up  tor  consi- 
deration. Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  didn't 
think  it  made  much  difference  whether  it  was  act- 
ed upon  or  not.  The  land  was  in  the  possession  of 
Mr.  Joy  now,  and  he  had  built  upon  it,  which  lact 
seemed  to  iudicate  that  he  had  some  tide  to  it. 
After  the  widening  of  Tremont  street  Mr.  Page 
had  possession  of  the  strip  of  land  in  Iront  of  Mr. 
Joy's  and  would  not  sell  it  at  any  juice.  In  order 
to 'bring  Mr.  Page  to  terms  an  order  was  passed  to 
take  the  land  for  street  purposes.  After  that  was 
done  Mr.  Page  was  induced  to  sign  a  release  to  Mr. 
Joy,  on  consideration  of  receiving  a  lease  of  an 
apothecary  store  on  the  corner.  Mr.  S.  thought  it 
simply  a  farce  to  release  this  to  Mr.  Joy  under  the 


circumstances,  as  they  had  no  right  to  the  proper- 
ty at  all  except  for  street  purposes,  lie  therefore 
moved  that  the  order  be  laid  Upon  the  table,  and 
it  was  thus  disposed  of. 

The  order  for  the  parade  of  the  Fire  Department 
at  an  estimated  expense  of  $2500,  which  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  with  an 
amendment,  'subsequently  non-concurred  in  by  the 
Council,  again  carne  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
with  an  amendment  fixing  the  sum  at  £3500,  and 
the  same  was  concurred  in. 

ORDER    REFERRED. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  an  order  for  the  payment  of 
$75  to  Thomas  E.  Coiding  of  Ward  1,  for  injuries 
received  in  discharging  his  duty  at  a  fire,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  order  drecting  them  to  make  the  neces- 
sary repairs  and  alterations  on  Engine  House  So. 
4,  presented  a  report  stating  that  the  leases  of  the 
tenants  occupying  a  portion  of  the  building  do 
not  expire  until  October  1st,  ami  the  committee, 
being  unable  to  begin  work  before  then,  have  taken 
more  than  the  usual  time  in  which  to  make  their 
report.  During  this  time  they  have  examined  the 
building,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that,  if  the  engine 
i»  retained  in  its  present  location,  a  thorough  ren- 
ovation of  the  building  is  necessary.  The  com- 
mittee have  caused  plans  to  be  made,  and  have 
received  estimates,  from  which  they  find  that  the 
building  can  be  remodelled  and  enlarged  for  the 
sum  of  $7000,  and  they  would  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  following  order,  being  a  new  draft 
of  the  original  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
and  alterations  on  Engine  House  Ko.  4.  at  an  ex- 
pense not  exceeding  »7000,  and  that  the  Auditor 
of  Accounts  be  authorized  to  transfer  the  above 
sum  from  the  Heserved  Fund  for  that  purpose. 

The  order  was  adopted,  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rules. 

The  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Wash- 
ington street  on  its  westerly  side,  between  Pleas- 
ant street  and  Indiana  place,  at  an  estimated 
expense  of  $23,873,  coming  up,  Mr.  Bond  presented 
a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  that  the 
buildings  included  within  the  line  of  the  proposed 
widening  are  about  to  be  raised  by  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Kailroad  Company  to  conform  to  the 
change  of  grade  caused  by  the  rais'ng  of  the  rail- 
road bridge ;  and  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  move  the 
buildings  back  at  the  same  time," and  widen  the 
street  at  comparatively  small  expense.  The  land 
taken  is  not  included  within  the  territory  taken 
on  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  and  the  expense  is 
to  be  charged  to  the  general  appropriation  for 
Laying  Out  and  Widening  Streets.  The  committee 
therefore  recommended  the  passage  of  the  resolve 
and  order,  and  they  were  adopted  in  concurrence. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  order  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  for  team  work,  labor,  grading, 
etc.,  in  Cedar  square,  said  sum  to  be  added  to  the 
appropriation  heretofore  made,  and  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  lor  Common, etc.,  was  passed 
in  concurrence. 

PETITION. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  0  presented  the  petition  of 
A.  P.  Stearns  and  others,  for  a  sewer  on  Taylor 
street.    Sent  up. 

THE    BURRILL  CLAIM. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  order  granting  Mr.  Burrill  $40,000. 
His  only  objection  was  to  the  manner  in 
which  it  had  been  carried  through.  He  felt 
as  though  the  Council  owed  it  to  itself  to  recon- 
sider the  matter.  It  was  a  well  known  fact  that 
the  measure  had  been  carried  by  corruption  from 
first  to  last.  He  had  favored  the  passage  of  the 
claim  simply  as  a  means  of  getting  rid  of  a  stand- 
ing order  of  corruption. 

Mr.  Kogers  of  Ward  15  could  not  understand  bow 
corruption  had  come  about.  He  knew  that  no  one 
had  corrupted  him.  As  a  matter  of  justice,  he  had 
voted  for  the  claim,  and  he  would  do  so  again.  He 
believed  the  Mayor  and  other  officers  were  honest 
men,  and  they  were  satisfied  that  the  claim  was 
right.  He  thought  if  there  were  any  corruption  it 
was  on  the  other  side,  which  strove  to  deprive  a 
man  of  what  justly  belonged  to  him.   If  there  were 
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any  corruption,  let  the  guilty  man  be  pointed  out, 
so  that  they  might  know  it. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  wanted  to  inquire  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  7  where  the  corruption 
came  in. 

Mr.  O'Brien  reiterated  his  former  charges,  and 
concluded  by  saying  he  was  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  some  order  that  would  settle  the  claim. 

Mr.  .Smith  of  Ward  10  said  such  wholesale 
charges  as  the  gentleman  had  indulged  in  were 
simply  infamous.  They  were  unfit  to  be  made  in 
any  body  of  gentlemen.  That  was  the  only  answer 
he  deemed  it  necessary  to  give  to  them. 

Mr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  thought  Burrill  was  a  smart 
man,  and  had  a  right  to  his  money.  It  was  not  al- 
together a  question  of  the  time  and  trouble  he  had 
been  to.  He  had  made  a  contract  and  fulfilled  it, 
and  it  was  now  for  the  Government  to  do  its  part. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  said  he  would  like  to  ask 


the  gentleman  who  moved  the  reconsideration 
whether  he  voted  with  the  majority. 

Mr.  O'Brien  replied  that  he  would  find  an  answer 
on  the  records  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Moulton  asked  for  the  reading  of  the  records, 
and  they  were  accordingly  referred  to  and  read. 

Mr.  Woolley  of  Ward;  2  had  to  say  to  the  gen- 
tleman who  made  the  motion,  that  as  for  himself 
he  had  voted,  as  the  gentleman  had  said,  to  settle 
the  Burrill  claim.  So  far  as  corruption  was  con- 
cerned, he  knew  nothing  about  it,  and  defied  any 
gentleman  to  point  out  any  instance  of  it.  He  had 
looked  thoroughly  through  the  matter,  and  in  his 
opinion  Mr.  Burrill  had  a  claim  for  services  ren- 
dered, and  he  had  made  up  his  mind  that  $40,000 
would  amply  compensate  him.  That  was  the  rea- 
son he  had  voted  lor  the  order. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost.

COMMUNICATION  FEOM  THE   POBT   PHYSICIAN. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Dr.  S.  H. 
Durgin,  Port  Physician, relative  to  the  brig  Gilinor 
Meredith,  which  arrived  at  this  port  from  Havana 
September  1.    Like  the   brig  Navarino,  this  vessel 


brought  rags  from  a  district  where  cholera  and 
yellow  fever  prevail  in  an  epidemic  form,  and  it 
was  thought  best  to  discharge  and  store  the  rags 
at  quarantine  until  cold  weather,  The  crew  were 
all  sick  at  Havana.  One  died  before  the  vessel 
left,  and  another  when  four  days  out  for  Boston. 
The  crew  are  now  well,  twenty-three  days  from 
Havana.  The  hrig  will  be  properly  disinfected, 
and  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  city  with  her  cargo 
of  sugar,  tobacco  and  iron. 
The  action  of  the  Port  Physician  was  approved. 

UNSAFE  BUILDING. 

A  communication  was  received  from  E.  H.  Sav- 
age, Chief  of  Police,  inclosing  a  report  of  Lieuten- 
ant Richards,  officer  in  charge  of  Police  Station 
No.  6,  setting  forth  that  there  is  a  wooden  build- 
ing at  the  southwest  corner  of  First  and  Granite 
streets,  which  has  been  the  cause  of  several  alarms 
of  fire,  it  is  now  in  a  very  burnt,  dilapidated  and 
unsafe  condition,  and  is  a  nuisance  to  the  citizens 
of  that  locality.

changed  to  Shawmut  avenue;  and  providing,  also, 
for  taking  land  for  such  extension,  and  to  borrow 
money  therefor,  were  considered. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  whether  in  the  plan 
of  widening  and  extension  of  streets  on  the  Suf- 
folk Street  District  was  includea  the  widening  of 
Castle  street,  and  whether  an  arrangement  had 
been  made  with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
Company;  also  whether  the  extension  of  Broad- 
way was  to  come  in  atjthis  point;  otherwise  if  this 
work  was  proceeded  with  without  reference  to  the 
settlement  of  these  questions,  they  might  find 
themselves  in  trouble,  and  the  city  be  subjected  to 
largely  increased  expense. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  it  made  no  differ- 
ence whether  Castle  street  should  be  widened  on 
the  north  or  south  side,  which  was  a  question  of 
the  future,  and  not  of  this  fall.

Alderman  Cowdiu  said  his  desire  was  for  the 
y  iDlic  good  in  this  matter,  and  as  Broadway  must 
8  metiirie  be  extended,  he  v  isued  to  know  whether 
it  would  follow  along  the  line  of  the  railroad,  in- 
stead of  anglirg  along  in  crossing  Shawmut  ave- 
nue, as  it  shall  be  extended. 

Alderman  lalbot  stated  that  it  would  make  no 
difference  in  tne  passage  of  this  measure;  the 
question  of  the  bridge  across  the  ra  Load  was  not 
estimated  in  this  report.

The  value  of  the  buildings  before  the  extension 
is  estimated  at  $308,500;  alter  widening  and  exten- 
sion, $82,400;  value  of  old  materials  to  be  cut  off, 
$10,200 — making  a  total  of  damages  amounting  to 
$447,540  65. 

1  he  report  and  order  to  purchase  a  site  for  En- 
gine House  .No.  15  on  corner  of  E  and  Bolton 
streets,  at  a  cost  of  $4000,  were  considered,  the 
committee  having  reported  inexpedient  to  alter 
Hos.  house  No.  9  to  accommodate  saia  engine, 
with  orders  ior  the  purchase  ofnot  more  than  four 
thousand  feet'of  land,  and  for  the  borrowing  of 
the  money  for  the  purchase. 

.  Alderman  Jenkins  inquired  what  had  become  of 
the  former  report,  and  whether  this  was  a  substi- 
tute for  that. . 

The  report  was  read,  and  Alderman  Hawes  stat- 
ed in  explanation  that  this  was  a  substitute  for 
the  former  report. 

Alderman  Jenkins  stated  that  the  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings  took  uains  to  examine  the  sub- 
ject thoroughly,  and  found  ample  land  in  connec- 
tion with  the  hosehouse,  and  with  an  expenditure 
of  $7000  one  of  the  best  locations  in  South  Boston 
could  be  secured  for  this  engine.  Why  purchase 
more  land  at  an  expense  of  $4000,  when  the  cost  of 
a  new  building  would  be  $25,000  in  not  so  good  a 
location?  He  could  not  see  the  necessity  for  the 
purchase,  when  the  city  owned  ample  room  for 
this  engine. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  this  subject  came 
up  last  year,  on  a  petition  of  manufacturers  and 
others,  tor  the  location  of  the  engine  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  First  and  E  streets,  as  a  position  where  half 
the  tires  occurred  in  that  seetioaof  the  city,  and 
where  the  property  was  of  a  combustible  charac- 
ter. The  committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  was 
the  place;  one  of  them,  however,  preferring  the 
corner  of  Dove  street.  The  order  which  was  since 
rei'eired  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings, 
was  accordingly  reported  as  the  proper  place;  the 
proposed  action  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings the  Fire  Department  knew  nothing  about; 
they  had  not  asked  for  a  location  of  the  engine  in 
the*  hosehouse,  and  do  not  want  it;  the  house  was 
too  narrow  and  too  short  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  engine,  whose  company  is  more  efficient 
than  any  oeher  in  the  city. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  wonld  admit  that  the 
reasons  given  by  the  Alderman  might  be  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Fire  Department,  but  not  to  the  owners 
of  property;  the  location  at  the  corner  of  K  and  Bol- 
ton streets  was  upon  one  side,  and  was  not  satisfac- 
tory to  any  member  of  the  Common  Council.  He 
moved  to  amend,  by  providing  that  the  Committee 
on  Public  Buildings  be  authorized  to  make  the 
purchase,  if  they  deem  it  expedient. 

Alderman  Hawes,  speaking  on  the  ground  of 
economy,  inquired  if  there  were  not  a  costly  build- 
ing on  the  corner  of  B  street  and  Broadway,  which 
it  had  been  desirous  to  obtain,  and  whether  it  had 
not  been  proposed  to  purchase  a  dwelling  house 
at  a  cost  of  $3000  or  $4000  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  hosehouse? 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  the  building  on 
the  Corner  of  B  street  and  Broadway  could  have 
been  bought  for  $30,000;  two  schools  had  been 
kept  there,  and  a  wmlroom  was  needed  there;  a 
nevv  sehoolhouse  would  be  needed  in  that  section 
sioii,  and  another  in  Ward  12,  and  it  would  be  much 
better  to  build  schoolhouses  which  were  needed 
than  an  engine-house  not  asked  for.  There  was 
do  necessity  for  this,  while  schoolhouses  are 
wanted.  The  building  referred  to  by  the  Alder- 
man had  never  been  bonded. 

Alderman  Jenkins  hoped  the  amendment  would 
not  prevail.  The  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
did  consult  with  members  of  the  Fire  Department, 
and  some  of  the  members  of  the  committee  who 
were  on  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  were 
in  favor  of  the  enlargement  of  the  hose  hoase,  a3 
the  better  plan.  As  to  the  distance  between  B 
and  E  streets,  the  difference  is  bui  small;  we  al- 
ready have  the  land,  and  as  to  the  space,  in  the 
case  ot  No.  20,  which  we  are  now  altering,  the 
width  is  but  twenty  teet  two  inches,  while  this  is 
twei  ty-four  feet  two  inches,  and  seventy-rive  feet 
deep."  The  expense  would  be  but  $7000  ior  the  al- 
teration, and  there  would  be  a  saving  of  $25,000. 
There  is  not  an  engine  in  that  neighborhood,  but 
with  the  location  on  E  street  the  engine  would  be 
near  to  that  on  Dorchester  street, 

Alderman  Connor  referred  to  the  position  of 
other  engines,  and  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the 
location  of  the  engine,  as  proposed,  would  be 
money  thrown  away. 
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Alderman  Hawes  stated  thut  they  should  pet  at 
facts  as  to  where  the  mos(  tires  occurred,  ^and 
should  consult  the  records  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Alderman  Connor  contended  that  the  engines 
should  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  dwelling-houses 
rather  than  among  machine  shops. 

Alderman  Jenkins  hoped  the  Hoard  would  have 
an  opportunity  to  visit  the  locality,  and  that  the 
report  would  lie  over. 

Alderman  Connor  withdrew  his  amendment  and 
the  report  was  laid  on  the  table.

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order  au- 
thorizing the  erection  of  a  bell-tower  on  the  Hook 
and  Ladder  House  No.  3,  at  the  corner  of  Harrison 
avenue  and  W'arehani  street,  made  a  report  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  being 
upon  the  passage  of  the  order, 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  why  this  expense 
should  be  chargeable  to  the  Keserved  Fund,  for  he 
could  not  see  why  in  the  lourth  month  in  the  finan- 
cial year  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
should  go  outside  of  their  appropriations. 

Alderman  Jenkins  stated  that  the  committee 
looked  upon  this  as  a  new  matter,  not  contemplat- 
ed in  their  appropriation,  and  accordingly  they 
reported  that  it  should  be  charged  to  the  Keserved 
Fund,  as  there  was  no  money  for  the  purpose.

Ahleniian  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Print- 
ing, to  whom  were  referred  the  order  to  print  5100 
copies  of  the  law  roating  to  the  scaling  of  weights 
and  measures,  ami  also  to  advertise  the  same, 
made  a  report  that  section  7  of  the1  act  of  1870  pro- 
vides thatevery  city  and  town  shall. within  the  first 
ten  da\s  of  January  and  Ji'ly  in  each  year,  advef- 
tise  the  several  sections' of  the1  atf  by  publishing 
tin m  in  seme  newspaper,  or  by  prstirg  thei^  up 
in  one  or  more  public  places.

tous distribution  among  those  interested.  They 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  cf  the  order.

QUESTION    OF   VACANCY    II:    THE   BOAKD   OF  PUBLIC 

jxsrnvTio.^. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  I'ul- 
lic  Institutions,  to  which  was  recommitted  the  re- 
port in  relation  to  a  vacancy  in  the  Hoard  of  Di- 
rectors for  Public  Institutions,  with  instructions 
to  report  yvhat  constitutes  a  vacancy  in  sard  Board, 
and  also  the  number  of  meetings  in  each  year  of 
his  present  terra  of  office  which  .Mr.  .McKay  has 
attended,  as  a  member  of  said  Board,  made  a  re- 
port, as  follows: 

The  first  section  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
the  public  institutions  orovides  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  consist  of  twelve  suitable  persons, 
residents  of  the  city  of  Boston,  who  shall  at  all 
times  be  subject  to  removal  from  office  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  for  rouse. 

in  considering  the  question  whether  any  vacan- 
cy exists  in  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  present 
t-nie,  it  is  necessary  to  examine  particularly  the 
limitation  of  this  term  residents,  in  order  to  as- 
certain whether  .Mr.  McKay  possesses  that  qualifi- 
cation. 

Worcester  defines  residence  as  "the  act,  the 
state,  or  the  habit  of  dwelling  in  a  place,''  and 
quotes  the  following  from  Bouvier,  to  show  the 
general  legal  definition:  "ihere  is  a  difference 
between  a  man's  residence,  and  his  domicile.  He 
mav  have  his  domicile  in  Philadelphia,  and  still 
lie  may  have  a  residence  in  New  1  oi  k.  for  although 
a  man  can  have  but  one  domicile,  he  may  have 
sever-.l  residences.  A  residence  is  generally  tran- 
sient in  i  ts  nature ;  it  becomes  a  domicile,  when  it  is 
taken  up  with  the  intention  of  remaining  there 
for  an  unlimited  time"  "In  the  case  Of  Lee  vs. 
Boston  (2  Cray  490)  Judge  ilerriek  said.  -'The 
words  •inhabitant'  and  'resident'  'inhabitancy' and 
'residence.'  are  commonly,  though  not  invariably, 
used  in  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth as  synonymous.  Ihere  are  a  few  passages 
in  them  where  -residents'  has  a  somewhat  broader 
signification  than  'inhabitants'  and  designates  a 
class  of  persons  who  have  no  domicile  within  the 
state.    But  all  such  instances  aie  exceptii  n<." 

lu  tbe  case  of  Abintrton  vs.  North  Biidgr  water 
(23  Pickering.  178)  Judge  Shaw  said:  "The  place  of 
a  min'sdwelling-house  is  hrstregarded,  in  contra- 
distinction to  any  place  of  business,  trade  or  occu- 
pation ;"  and  Judge  Wilde,  in  the  case  of  Jennison 
vs.  Hapgood,  stated  that  -'to  prove  a  change  of 
domicile,  it  must  be  made  to  appear,  not  only  that 
the  old  domicile  has  been  abandoned,  but  that  a  new 
one  has  been  acquired.  *  *  *  If  a  person  domiciled 
here  removes  to  another  state  on  account  of  pecu- 
niary embarrassments,  and  to  entitle  himself  to 
sue  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  but  intend- 
ing to  return  to  his  family  after  havii  g  accom- 
plished his  ob.iett,  he  cannot  be  considered  as 
having  removed  his  domicile." 

It  is  clear  from  the  several  definitions  which  we 
have  iriven  that  Mr.  McKay  can  claim  a  domicile 
in  this  citv.  Although  engaged  in  business  in 
New  Yovk,  it  does  not  appear  that  he  has  acquired 
a  residence  there.  He  pays  a  poll  tax  here,  and 
his  family  resides  here.  If  we  define  the  term 
resident  in  the  oi-dinan.ee  as  Judge  .Merriclc  defines 
it    generally    in    the    laws  of  the  Commonweal  .li, 
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then  we  must  hold  that  Mr.  McKay  is  still  a  legal 
resident  of  the  city. 

In  regard  to  the 'number  of  meetings  which  Mr. 
McKay  has  attended,  we  submit  herewith  a  state- 
ment from  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors* While  it  might  be  competent  for  the  City 
Council  to  deckle  that  the  neglect  to  attend  a  cer- 
tain number  of  meetings  was  sufficient  cause  for 
removal  from  the  Board,  it  would  be  found  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  establish  any  rule  in  regard  to 
the  attendance  of  members  at  meetings  of  the 
Board,  the  violation  of  which  would  be  sufficient 
cause  for  removal. 

The  communication  of  the  President  of  the 
Hoard  stated  that  Mr.  McKay  attended  eight  meet- 
ings; in  18U8,  seven  in  I8t;i».  and  none  in  1870. 

i  he  question  being  upon  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  of  the  committee 

Vldeiuiau  Pierce  referred  to  the  publication  of  a 
statement  by  Mr.  MeK  jy  in  a  leading  newspaper 
of  the  city,  which  he  said  appeared  like  adetiance 
of  the  City  Council.  This  was  accompanied  by  a 
statement  that  as  there  were  so  many  aspirants 
for  the  place,  he  thought  the  public  inteiests 
would  be  safer  without  additional  members.  His 
communication  had  the  appearance  of  a  design 
not  to  attend  to  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the 
Beard,  while  suggesting  that  the  City  Govern- 
ment should  not.  have  the  chance  of  making  au 
election,  for  fear  that  it  should  choose  some  im- 
proper person  as  his  successor. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  believed  it  was  compe- 
tent tor  the  Board  to  declare  a  seat  vacant  for  ne- 
glect to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  other- 
wise no  member  might  be  left  to  act  upon  a 
hoard,  -.r  all  its  duties  be  discharged  by  one  per- 
son, it  appeared  that  Mr.  McKay  had  attended 
no  meeting  of  tne  Board  held  this  year,  and  only 
7  out  of  62  meetings  held  in  1869.  He  should", 
thevef  ore,  move  to  declare  a  vacancy  in  the  Board 
if  no  one  else  did,  and  hoped  that  the  report  would 
ho  laid  on  the  table  for  the  further  consideration 
of  the  subject.    The  report  was  land  on  the  tabl?.

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  in  explaration  of 
passing  the  order  so  soon  after  the  petitioo  was  pre- 
sented, that  it  was  proposed  to  commence  imme- 
diately to  construct  the  sewer  in  Washington 
street"after  that  in  Chauncy  street  was  completed. 

Alderman  Talnot  ottered  the  following,  which 
were  passed: 

Kesolve  and  order  requiring  Edward  L.  Bartlett, 
the  heirs  of  Edward  Bugbee,  and  the  heirs  of 
Thomas  Brewer,  to  remove  all  obstructions  to  the 
widcniig  of  Washington  street,  in  accordance 
with  the  resolve  for  the  widening  ot  said  street,  on 
or  before  the  loth  of  September. 

Besolve  and  order  for  the  discontinuance  of  a 
portion  of  Tremont  street,  adjoining  the  estate  of 
Thomas  B.  Williams,  amounting  to  2t>2  square  feet: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
heieby  is  authorized  to  release  to  Thomas  B.  Wil- 
liams ail  the  citys  right,  title  and  interest  in  the 
parcel  of  land  on  Tremont  street  adjoining  said 
Williams's  estate,  and  containing  262  square  feet, 
the  same  having  this  day  been  discontinued  as  a 
portion  of  Tremont  street. 

Alderman  T..lbot  stated  <n  relation  to  the  above 
orders,  that  when  the  building  of  Mr;  William*  ■ 
was  put  up,  it  was  designed   to  widen  Tremcnt 
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Htreet  in  part  on  that  side  of  the  street.  That  de- 
sign having  been  given  up,  Mr.  Williams  claimed 
that  his  property  was  injured,  and  it  was  proposed 
to  release  all  the  property  which  the  city  pur- 
chased of  him,  in  this  discontinuance.  His  store 
is  now  vacant,  and  he  proposes  to  alter  the  iron t 
and  bring  it  out  to  the  line  of  the  street. 

Alderman  Cowtlin  said  he  believed  that  the 
property  of  Mr.  Williams  had  teen  injured  by 
setting  him  back  from  tiie  line,  but  he  would  not 
release  him  from  the  betteimtnt  which  would  ac- 
crue from  the  widening  of  the  street. 

Alderman  Talbot  offered  a  resolve  and  order  for 
laying  out  Garland  street,  upon  which  Alderman 
Cowitin  inquired  who  held  the  title,  remarking 
that  Middlesex,  Village  and  other  stjeets  were 
given  to  the  city  forty  years  ago,  and  Garland 
street  mighi  have  been  among  the  number. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  title  Ly  taking 
would  be  in  the  city,  no  damage  could  be  done  to 
any  one,  and  no  one  could  be  injured  by  laying  it 
out. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  passed, 

Kesolves  and  orders  lor  the  widening  and  ex- 
tension of  .Middlesex  street,  and  for  the  widening 
and  laying  out  of  Carney  place,were  read  once,  and 
a  motion  was  made  for  their  second  reading. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  opposed  to  widen- 
ing Middlesex  street  at  present. 

Alderman  Jenkino  could  see  no  objection  to 
widening  .Middlesex  street,  hut  was  opposed  to 
extending  it  to  Dover  street,  as  an  unnecessary 
expense.  Of  the  estimated  cost,  $GO,000,  one  half 
of  it  would  be  for  the  extension  of  the  street. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  that  Middlesex  street  at 
present  was  the  poorest  street  on  the  territory, 
not  opening  out  anywhere.  It  can  be  widened  at 
little  expense,  anil  it  is  imperative  that  it  should 
be  extended.  The  street  would  be  more  imuor- 
taut  by  its  opening,  and  its  property  improved  in 
value. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  twenty-seven 
years  ago  the  owner  of  property  there  applied  to 
the  city  for  its  grade,  and  they  refused  to  give  it  to 
him.  it  could  have  been  raised,  then,  for  £20,000, 
at  a  saving  of  a  million  of  dollars. 

Alderman  Carpenter  favored  the  extension  of 
the  street,  which  would  require  the  removal  of  two 
houses  only.  He  was  sorry  that  objection  was 
made,  end  hoped  the  order  would  pass. 

Alderman  Jenkins  believed  the  expense  might 
he  saved.  It  could  not  be  cut  through  this  year, 
and  he  did  not  believe  the  removal  ol  two  houses 
would  be  enough.  He  had  no  doubt  about  the 
widening,  but  should  oppose  the  extension. 

Alderman  Connor  advocated  the  extension,  de- 
claring as  his  belief  That  two  houses  would  be 
more  than  enough  for  the  purpose,  There  was  a 
back  passage,  irregular  in  width,  fifteen  at  one 
end  and  twenty-five  feet  at  the  other.  He  believed 
it  would  be  better  to  settle  the  matter  at  once,  and 
that  a  year  hence  it  woultt  cost  more,  when  the 
territory  shall  be  improved. 

Alderinan  Pope  moved  ttiat  the  subject  be  laid 
over. 

The  motion  for  a  second  leading  was  withdrawn, 
and  the  subject  was  laid  over. 

The  motion  for  a  second  reading  on  the  order  to 
lay  out  Carney  place  was  also  withdrawn. 


Alderman  Talbot  also  offered  a  resolve  and  order 
for  the  widening  of  Howard  street,)  Ward  1C),  at  the 
corner  of  Myrtle  street,  by  taking  8573  square  feet 
of  land  belonging  to  George  Frost,  at  a  '.ost  of 
S214;;  05. 

'ibis  widening  was  explained  as  necessary  to 
give  i  better  accc  ss  to  the  Bird  street  station  on 
the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Krie  Kailroad.

Alderman  Talbot  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Rice  was  about  to  build,  and  the  question 
was  whether  the  opportunity  should  be  neglectt.d 
to  make  the  widening  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
posed plans  of  widening,  leaving  the  widening  of 
other  portions  of  the  street  to  another  year.  He 
did  not  suppose  the  improvement  of  Mr  Rice 
would  be  complete!  until  next  year,  and  if  so;  he 
would  not 'be  injured  by  the  delay.  It  would  not 
do  to  allow  "the  project  of  widening  to  go  over, 
and  that  Mr.  Rice  should  build  over  the  proposed 
line  of  widening,  and  it  was  for  the  Board  to  con- 
sider whether  this  portion  or  the  whole  widening 
should  be  carried  out  at  this  time.  The  widening 
could  be  made  to  forty  feet  without  interfering 
with  the  brick  buildiugs,  and  at  rau'h  less  ex- 
pense than  a  widening  of  fifty  feet.  In  the  case  of 
Boylston  street,  the  widening  was  upou  two  estate's 
last  year,  but  this  year  the  circumstances  were 
such  as  to  require  the  completion  of  the  work. 
There  was  no  such  necessity  in  the  case  of  Knee- 
land  street.  With  reference  to  the  travel  in  Eliot 
street,  he  supposed  that  it  was  much  impeded  by 
the  widening  of  the  street,  and  when  this  is  com- 
pleted the  travel  would  be  much  more  than  in 
Kneeland  street. 

After  further  remarks  by  Mr.  Rice,  in  which  he 
stated  that  he  believed  the"  street  should  be  wid- 
ened, but  not  to  his  injury,  and  a  reply  by  Alder- 
man Talbot  much  to  the  same  effect  as  previously, 
the  report  was  recommitted. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS! 

The  resolve  and  order  to  widen  Battery  street, 
at  an  expense  of  §30,944,  was  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  city  now 
owned  portions  of  land  required  for  the  wid- 
ening at  both  ends  of  the  street,  and  al- 
though the  widening  might  seem  .  unneces- 
sary in  the  minds  of  some  members  of  the 
Board,'  it  was  desirable  thar  all  the  travel  from 
East  Boston  should  be  through  this. street  and 
Hanover  street;  and  with  double  tracks  for  the 
railroads  through  these  streets,  the  tracks  could 
be  removed  from  streets  east  of  Hanover  street, 
which  are  narrower  and  so  much  crowded  that 
travel  is  very  difficult.  The  cars  running  down 
Union  street  could  be  turned  to  Hanover  street, 
and  this  would  relieve  Union  street  and  other 
streets  east,  save  widening  streets,  be  better  for 
the  railroads,  and  the  public  wonld  be  better  ac- 
commodated. The  railroads  could  he  almost  com- 
pelled to  lay  two  tracks  in  Hanover  street,  so 
great  would  be  the  public  advantage  therefrom. 
These  were  the  chief  reasons  for  the  measure  re- 
ported. 

The  order  was  passed. 

The  resolve  and  order  to  widen  and  extend  Mid- 
dlesex street,  at  an  expense  of  $00,000,  was  con- 
sidered. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  understand  the 
subj-ect,  and  mived  that  tb?  <:rder  be  Jaid  on   tb« 
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table  one  week,  in  order  that  the  Aldermen  might 
vi-it  tin'  premises  before  acting  upon  it. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  ho.  was  surprised  that 
(he  Alderman  should  wish  to  have  the  subject 
again  postponed,  tor  it  had  already  been  laid  over 
one  week,  and  it  would  lie  idle  to  further  postpone 
action  on  it.  The  Alderman  might  have  visited 
the  premises  if  he  had  determined  to  do  so.  and  if 
not  it  was  his  own  fault.  He  trusted  the  order 
would  not  be  laid  over,  but  taken  up  ant  passed. 

Alderman  I'albot  said  it  was  important,  for  the 
Board  to  come  to  a  decision  on  the  subject.  It 
was  fully  discussed  last  week  and  laid  over,  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  members  of  the  Board  to 
look  over  the  premises  ii'  they  desired.  If  there 
was  no  other  member  id'  the  Board  who  desired  to 
hi  \  e  it  laid  over,  he  hoped  it  would  lie  passed. 

Alderman  Gibson' said  he  was  free  to  say  that  he 
ought  to  have  examined  the  subject' dbring  the 
last  week.  He  did  nor  know  the  width  ot  the 
street,  and  was  of  opinion  thai  if  every  other  one 
of  these  streets  were  widened,  it  would  be  sufficient 
for  the  public  convenience.  Mich  was  the  practice 
in  other  cities,  and  would  answer  as  well  here. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  that  with  all  deference 
to  the  opinion  of  the  chairman  of  'he  committee, 
he  could  not  see  the  necessity  of  extending  this 
street  tQ  Pover  street.  Theie  was  no  need  of  cut- 
ting through  a  block  to  reach  Dover  street,  when 
Hingham  street,  a  t<  lerable  street,  intervened  and 
.Middlesex  street  was  not  more  than  two  hundred 
feet  from  .Suffolk  street.  It  would  besides  remove 
taxable  property,  which  was  something  of  a  con- 
sideration, and  "  cost  not  less  than  $30,(100.  The 
raising  of  the  territory  might  make,  it  necessary  to 
raise  and  widen  Dover  street,  when  the  extension 
could  lie  done,  ii'  desired,  lie  should  therefore  op- 
pose the  extension, without  objecting  to  the  widen- 
ing of  the  street. 

Alderman  (ii.  son  inquired  if  the  order  included 
the  wideuing  and  extension,  which  was  answered 
in  the  affirmative. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  was 
lost,  when  the  order'was  passed  by  a  vote  of  7  >eas 
to  4  nays,  as  follows: 

Yeas — Braman,  Carpenter,  Connor,  Hawes, 
Jacobs,  fierce,  Talbot.

The  resolve  and  order  to  lay  out  and  widen 
Carney  place  by  taking  C878  srpta're  feet  of  land,  at 
an  expense  of  .S25,000,  was  read  a  second  time  and 
passed.

An  order  to  amend  Joint  Kules  and  Orders,  so 
that  no  part  of  an  appropriation,  for  any  depart- 
ment, shall  be  diverted  to  anotbei  purpose  unless 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  by  yea  and  nay ;  and  that  no 
expenditure  shall  be  charged  to  Incidentals  ex- 
ceeding $1000,  except  by  two-thirds  vote  by  yea 
and  nay,  was  r'eierred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances', in  concurrence.

Alderman  Brainan,  from  the  .Committee  on 
Health,  reported  in  favor  of  the  petition  of  H.  N~ 
Alexander,  for  leave  to  erect  a  stable  for  one  horse 
on  Maverick  street,  between  Chelsea  and  Bremen 
streets.     Accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Fe- 
lice, to  whom  were  recommitted  the  nominations 
of  James  Deveney,  Patrick  Doheity,  .Michael 
Hunt  and  .James  <;.  Hooper,  to  be  patrol  police 
officers,  reported  back  said  nominations  without 
any  recommendations  thereon,  head  and  ac- 
cepted. 

The  question  of  action  on  the  nominations  was 
subsequently,  on  motion  of  Alderman  Pieice,  as- 
signed to  Monday  next. 

Alderman  Bit  ice,  from  the  Committee  on  Com- 
mon and  Public  Grounds,  on  the  petiton  of  Chas. 
S.  Barker  &  Co.  for  leave  to  remove  a  tree  from 
sidewalk  of  142  Chailes  street,  made  a  report  re- 
commending that  the  petitioners  be  allowed  to  re- 
move the  tree  in  front  of  their  estate  at  their  own 
expense.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  reported  in  favor  of  a  license  to  Dunbar

street;  also  licenses  to  lour  newsboys  and  to  two 
bootblacks,  and  to  sundry  pexEOhB  'ae  dealers  in 
second-hand  articles,  as  common  victuallers  and 
innholders,  and  for  transfer  of  a  wagon  license.

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  toe  Committee  on 
Paving,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of 
Daniel  Croliey  to  be  paid  or  grade  damages  ou 
Prentiss  street.

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  <  ommiitoe  on  Laying 
Cut  and  Widening  Streets,  reported  leave  to  with- 
d  aw  on  the  petition  oi  Mom-  t.  Grant  and  otic  -. 
that  the  northerly  line  of  Pinckiicv  street,  below 
<  barlcs  street,  be'  straightened.    Accepted. 

'Mi  linaii  lull  Ot,  from  the  same  committee,  re- 
ported no  aetion  necessary  ou  sundry  notices  of 
intention  to    uild.    Accepted. 

BEPAIBB  OS   STEAMBOAT    HKX11V    MORR1SOK. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on 
Finance, to  whom  were  referred  the  communication 
oi  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Publie  Institutions, 
asking  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $0900  to 
defray  expenses  incurred  in  repairing  the  steam- 
boat Henry  Morrison,  made  a  report,  signed  by  the 
Mayor,  as  chairman,  with  tin-  accompanying  order 
granting  the  request: 

Ordered,  That  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be  and 
he  hereby  is  authorized  to  transfer  £9000  from  the 
Reserved  Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  '-Repair- 
ing the  Steamboat  Henry  Morrison." 

Aiderman  Talbot  asked  for  the  passage  of  t  in- 
order  at  this  time,  stating  in  explanation  that  the 
mechanics  to  whom  the  bills  were  due  were  wait- 
ing lor  their  money,  ;  ml  that  ah  hough  there  u  is 
a  feeling  that  the  Board  ot  Directors  had  exceeded 
their  power  in  expending  money  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation,  the  expenditure  was  probaoly  as 
low  as  e(  uld  be  under  the  nature  of  ttie  ease,  and 
there  was  no  avoi  ling  the  payment  of  the  niouev. 

Alderman  Cowdin  asked  why  the  Board  should 
sanction  expenditures  of  money  before  an  appro- 
priation was  made?  II  the  Board  of  Directors 
found  that  they  required  ij-xoOO  or  §9000  more  for  the 
repairs  of  the  steamboat,  they  should  have  come  to 
the  City  Council  and  asked  for  it.  D  was  not  a 
proper  way  to  do  business,  to  expend  money  be- 
fore it  was  appropriated.  They  should  go  accord- 
ing to  rule,  and  if  the  amount  appropriated  was 
not  enough,  let  them  expend  what  they  have  and 
stop  theie,  and  if  no  more  was  appropriated,  let 
the  work  remain.  If  there  was  an  overplus  in  the 
expenditures,  the  deficiency  should  be  taken  frcin 
the  appropriation  for  Public  Institutions;  As  the 
Directors  have  a  large  fund  let  ic  be  taken  from 
that,  and  not  from  Incidentals. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  had  no  doubt  that  the 
Henry  .Morrison,  with  all  her  "ost,  was  better  than 
to  have  bought  a  new  boat;  and  her  running  would 
be  more  economical  than  a  uew  one.  It  was  un- 
doubtedly the  duty  of  the  Directors,  when  th>-y 
found  tliaf  the  cost  of  repairs  would  be  greater 
than  estimated,  to  have  called  for  more  money 
before  making  the  expenditure.  He  believed  the 
money  had  been  wisely  expended.  While  depre- 
cating the  incurring  of  pecuniary  liability  when 
if  was  found  there  was  not  money  enough  "appro- 
priated to  meet  it,  the  bills  must  be  paid,  and  he 
should  vote  for  the  order. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  doubt  the  cost 
of  the  work  was  much  more  than  it  would  be  if  the 
steamer  had  been  owned  by  the  parties  doing  the 
work:  It  was  put  into  the  hands  of  three  or  fomr 
mechanics,  and  it  could  not  have  cost  more  than 
$8000  or  §9000  in  money.  It  would  be  utterly  im- 
possible to  expend  so  much  money  upon  the  boat 
as  it  is  staled  to  have  cost.  He  believed  that  the 
boat  could  have  been  made  as  good  by  the  expen- 
diture of  sTOOti  judiciously  upon  it.  The  carpen- 
ters, boatmakers,  caulkers,  painters,  etc.,  must 
have  made  a  goou  per  centage  out  ot  the  work. 
While  he  agreed  with  the  Alderman  that  the  bills 
must  be  paid)  he  would  hold  the  Directors  to  the 
wall  in  their  expenditures,  and  require  that  they 
should  come  back  and  ask  for  more  wheu  further 
expenditures  are  needed. 

Alderman  Cowdin  s aid  the  remarks  of  gentle- 
men should  open  their  eyes  in  relation  to  such  ex- 
penditures. They  should  stop  here,  and  not  allow 
money  to  be  spent  before  it  is  appropriated.  It 
might"  be  a  question  whether  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors for  Public  Institutions  should  lie  run  by  others 
not  members.  If  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Board, 
it  should  be  rilled.  We  are  told  tltat  the  appropri- 
ation has  been  exceeded  to  the  extent  of  >10,000, 
and  when  an  expenditure  of  £7000  has  been  made, 
$9000  more  is  called  for.  The  expenditure  is  enor- 
mous for  the  work  done.  The  expenditure  had 
been  made,  and  yet  no  one  is  responsible  for  if.. 
He  supposed  he  should  vote  for  it.  for  the  work 
inust  be  paid  for,  yet  such  expenditures  should 
not  be  tolerated. 

Alderman  Fierce  said  he  desired  to  say  that 
these  bills  increased  hjs  confidence  in  the  finan- 
cial management  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  When 
the  subject  was  before  the  Board,  he   stated  from 
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competent  authority  that  the  expenditure  for  the 
repairs  of  the  boat  would  amount  to  as  much  as 
this  expenditure,  hut  his  friend  on  the  right  (Al- 
derman ijibson)  talked  him  down.  The  expendi- 
Uues  on  the  boat  had  amounted  to  what  the  best 
authorities  said  it  would,  and  this  had  justified 
the  course  ol"  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Alderman  Gioson  said  he  had  as  good  authority 
for  saying  that  the  boat  could  be  thoroughly  re- 
paired for  $7000,  and  he  would  stake  $li),0i)0 
against  $5000,  that  be  could  get  her  repaired  as 
well  tor  $7000  as  she  was  now.  The  repairs  were 
made  at  East  Boston,  and  the  mechanics  had  gone 
to  work  and  removed  the  entire  top  and  the  joiner 
work,  which  was  not  necessary.  The  painter's  bill 
he  learned  was  S2000,  and  this  should  not  have 
been  more  than  $600,  and  so  he  supposed  that  in 
the  other  work,  it  was  not.  worth  more  than  fifty 
cents  on  a  dollar  for  the  bills  which  were  made  out. 

Vlderiuan  Connor  stated  that  the  original  cost 
of  the  Henry  Morrison  was  $15,000,  and  here  were 
repairs  made  estimated  to  cost  some  $10,000.  Tiiis 
was  something  unusual,  and  he  assed  for  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  matter  from  the  Committee  on 
Public  Institutions. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Institutions,  said  he  had  nothing  to 
say,  for  he  was  not  consulted  as  to  the  expendi- 
tures, tie  suppose.!  that,,  as  in  repairs  on  an  old 
dwelling-house,  the  repairs  would  cost  more 
than  they  were  worth ;  so  in  the  repairs  of  a  boat 
it  would  be  more  so  in  that  direction.  When  he 
saw  the  boat  .under  lepairs  he  supposed  the  expen- 
ditures would  be  large. 

Ald-rman  Cibsou  said  he  did  not  doubt  that,  if 
let  out  by  the  job,  it  could  be  done  for  $0000.  It 
was  a  dull  season  of  the  year,  and  the  mechanics 
\\h<>  got  hold  of  it  worked  by  the  day.  If- done  by 
the  day  it  must  be  a  big  bill*,  and  if  done  by  the 
job  the  day's  work  woutdhave  been  double  that  by 
the  day.  He  did  not  doubt  that  the  streets  could, 
be  let  out  by  contract,  with  a  saving  of  a  million 
and  a  half  of  dollars  a  year,  for  men  will  solger 
who  work  by  the  day. 

Alderman  Pieice  said  the  Board  should  not  for- 
get that  the  boat  had  been  condemned  by  the 
l  ldted  States  authorities,  and  that  on  an  attempt 
to  go  to  GaJloupe's  Island  in  a  storm,  she  was 
obliged  to  put  back  to  Deer  Island.  She  was 
in  the  worst  possible  condition  for  repairs.  His 
friend  differed  from  him  in  relation  to  repairing 
the  boat  rather  than  the  purchase  of  a  new  one, 
and  the  Board  deferred  to  bis  superior  judgment 
as  a  practical  man,  familiar  with  such  kind  of 
work.  He  was  not  surprised  at  the  cost  of  the  re- 
pairs; and  it  was  not  wonderful  that  it  should 
cost  $16,000  or  $17,000  to  make  such  a  boat  sea- 
worthy. It  was  to  the  credit  of  the  Directors  that 
it  did  not  cost  any  more. 

Alderman  Gibson  sail  it  was  true  the  boat  was 
condemned  by  parties  who  were  interested  in  do- 
ing so,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  new  iron  boat. 
He  denied,  as  be  did  before,  the  statement  that  the 
boat  was  built  for  a  propeller;  she  was  built  for  a 
side-wheel  boat,  as  he  knew  personally.  It  was 
absurd  to  say  that  she  was  unable  to  go  to  Gal- 
loupe's  Island,  when  a  two-ton  boat  could  cross 
the  Atlantic  in  the  midst  of  hurricanes,  manned  by 
two  men  only,  with  but  the  loss  of  a  dog. 

AUIeiman  Talbot  said  he  was  sorry  he  asked  for 
a  second  reading,  when  there  was  so  great  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion,  air.  he  would  move  that  the  order 
be  laid  on  the  table.    Carried. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 
Ordered,  That  the  joint  special  committee 
on  the  subject  of  a  soldiers'  memorial  be  au- 
thorized to  procure  designs  for  a  monument 
to  be  erected  on  the  foundation  laid  in  1866  on  Flag- 
staff Hill,  Boston  Common;  the  expense  for  pro- 
curing said  designs  notto  exceed  the  sunrof  $1,000, 
and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Inci- 
dentals. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  the  subject  was  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  three  months  since.  A 
majority  of  that  committee  appeared  to  be  in  favor 
of  a  memorial  hail,  but  they  could  not  see  a  place 
upon  which  to  erect  such  a  hall,  nor  did  they  know 
where  the  funds  could  be  had.  In  the  diversity  of 
opinion  among  them,  they  desire  for  some  author- 
ity, and  it  was  thought  best  to  pass  the  order.  A 
monument,  he  believed,  would  be  a  lasting  memo- 
lial,  and  no  more  fitting  place  could  be  had  than 
upon  the  foundation  which  had  been  laid  upon 
Flagstaff  Hill. 
The  order  was  passed. 


On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  this  Board  that  a  wood- 
en building  at  the  corner  of  First  and  Granite 
streets  is  so  dilapidated  as  to  be  dangerous  to  pub- 
lic travel,  it  is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  build- 
ing be  directed  to  appear  before  this;  Board  on 
Mondav  next,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M..  and  show  cause 
why  said  building  should  not  be  adjudged  a  nuis- 
ance and  be  removed  accordingly. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Covvoin, 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  bave  the  bePs  of  the  several  churches  in  the 
citv  rung,  and  a  national  salute  fired  on  the  Com- 
mon, at  12  o'clock,  noon,  on  the  17th  September, 
the  -40th  anniversary  oi'  the  settlement  of  Boston, 
the  expense  to  oc  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  Incidentals. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
ban:'s  of  the  First  and  Seventh  Uegiment  of  Infan- 
trv  the  sum  of  $:>()  each,  for  services  at  May  in- 
spection, as  certified  (ay  th  '  Adjutant-Ueueral  this 
day;  said  sums,  amounting  to  $180,  to  be  charged 
to  tie  appropriation  tor  .Militia  Bounty. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Common  be 
authorized  to  grade  the  sidewalk  on  Walnut 
avenue,  adjoining  Fountain  park,  at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  $i)  O,  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  Caramon,  &c. 

Ordered,  ihat  the  Committee  on  Common  and 
Public  Grounds  he  authorized  to  execute  a  lease  of 
the  greenhouse  on  the  Public  Garden  to  John  Gal- 
vin,  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  expira- 
tion of  the  present  lease,  at  the  rate  of  $.1000  per 
annum. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  whether  Mr.  G'.rlvin 
was  the  present  lessee,  believing  that  Mr.  Gorinley 
was,  and  whether  Mr.  Gorinley  did  not  give  satis- 
faction ? 

Alderman  Pierce  said  it  was  suggested  that  the 
<  itv  should  run  the  greenhouse,  but,  on  a  caretul 
consideration  of  the  subject,  proposals  were  ad- 
vertised for-  by  th3  committee,  .Mr.  Gormlev  offer- 
ing .si27D0,  and  Mr.  Galvin  $3000,  for  the  lease  per 
vear.  The  committee  believed  they  could  do  noth- 
ing but  to  give  it  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  no  complaint  to 
make,  but  asked  for  information.  He  knew  Mr. 
Gormley,  chat  he  had  been  there  several  years,  and 
desired  to  remain;  he  was  also  satislied  with  Mr. 
Galvin  in  his  management  of  the  Common,  and 
should  not  have  made  the  Inquiry  had  he  known 
that  proposals  were  advertised  for. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  the  present  lease 
was  for  $1200  only,  and  that  $1800  would  be  gained 
on  the  new  lease. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Iiawes. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Bridges  be  au- 
thorized to  contract  for  the  removal  of  the  earth 
covering  on  Whitbrop  Bridge,  at  an  expense  not 
exceeding  $500.  The  Board  of  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Commonwealth  having  refused  to 
sanction  the  deposit  of  saiu  material  in  the  creek, 
said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Bridges. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Branian, 

Ordered,  That  the [.superintendent  of  Health  be 
and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  cause  a  pMmp  and 
horse  trough  to  be  placed  at  Mattapan,  in  Dor- 
chester district,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Health. 

Ordered,  That  Dennis  -Moore,  an  employe  of  the 
Health  Department,  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
a  Sanitary  Inspector  for  said  department,  with  all 
the  powers  heretofore  conferred  upon  similar  offi- 
cers of  said  department,  and  subject  to  such  rule.-. 
and  regulations  as  have  been  established  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Health. 

Orders  were  passed  for  batement  of  nuisances

Alderman  Talbot  stated  in  relation  to  the  above 
order,  that  he  did  not  understand  that  the  parties 
had  agreed  to  take  the  amount  awarded  to  them, 
and  he  had  no  further  knowledge  of  it  than  the 
certificate  which  was  received  from  the  County 
Commissioners  of  Middlesex  county.  Thiscouise 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  course  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  such  cases,  who  make  an  agree- 
ment with  the  parties,  nut  \.as  an  agreement  to 
pay  the  amount,  as  a  general  order.  He  did  not 
understand  that  the  parties  were  obliged  to  take 
it,  nor  that  they  were  prevented  from  going  to  a 
jury  if  they  were  not  satisfied. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  did  not  understand 
the  matter,  and  could  not  vote  for  it  without 
knowing  tor  what  he  was  voting.  He  supposed 
the  order  related  to  faying  out  a  highway  in  North 
Chelsea. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  County  Com- 
missioners of  Middlesex  county,  who  had  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  matter  rf  laying  out  roads  in  North 
Chelsea,  have  authority  to  assess  upon  the  county 
of  Suffolk  for  the  land  damages  and  not  for  con- 
structing the  road.  There  might  be  some  instances 
where  they  charge  f»r  the  budding  of  the  road,  but 
he  was  not  sure  that  it  was  so. 

Alderman  Cowdin  repeated  that  he  could  not 
vote  for  what  he  did  not  understand. 

The  Mayor  read  from  the  statute  in  relation  to 
the  power  of  the  County  Commissioners  of  Mid- 
dlesex in  such  cases. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  supposed  it  was  not 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  vote  the  pa.,  ment  of 
these  sums,  but  it  was  better  as  a  matter  of  record 
that  they  should  do  so.  The  power  of  the  County 
Commissioners  in  making  the  award  is  as  absolute 
as  is  that  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  such  cases. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  he  understood  the  city 
must  pay  these  damages,  but  it  was  important  that 
the  matter  should  be  put  on  record. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  that  under  such  explana- 
tion he  should  vote  for  the  order. 

The  special  assignment,  the  report  and  order  to 
purchase  a  site  for  Engine  House  No.  15,  on  the 
corner  of  E  and  Bolton  streets.was  called  for, when 
on  motion  of  Alderman  Hawes  it  was  laid  over  for 
one  week.

SEPTEMBER    15,     1870. 


The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Commou 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  l]f,  o'clock,  -U.  E. 
Ingalls,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

AJ  EBB  FROM  THE   BOABD  OF    ALDERMEN. 
The  petitions  of  K.   L.   (iarlick  and  others,  of 
Davis  &   Parmenter,  and  of  Eliza  W.  Hall   were 
severally  referred  in  concurrence. 
The  follow  in-orders  were  read  twice  and  passed: 
Order  authorizing  the  bells  oi  tbe  churches  of 
this  city  to  be  rung  and  a  salute  fired  at  noon  on 
the  17tli  inst. 

Order  authorizing  the  execution  of  a  lease  to 
John  Galvin  of  the  greenhouse  on  the  Public  Gar- 
den for  three  years  from  the  end  of  the  present 
lease,  at  $.".000  per  annum. 

The  order  authorizing  the  committee  on  the  sub- 
ject of  a  Soldiers'  Memorial  to  procure  designs 
for  a  monument  t"  be  erected  on  Flagstaff  Hill, 
Boston  Common,  the  expense  of  procuring  said 
designs  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  was 
read  once,  when  Mr.  Kich  of  Ward  9  moved  a  sus- 
pension of.  the  rules  for  its  passage. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  inquired  if  $2000  or  $3000 
had  not  already  neen  paid  for  plans  for  a  soldiers' 
monument? 

Mr,  Kich  replied  that  the  present  committee  had 
not  incurred  any  such  expense  for  plans.  There 
is  a  plan  which  was  accepted  by  the  City  Council 
th.ee  or  four  years  since,  ami  which  involved  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money,  but  this  ex- 
penditure  the  committee  did  not  feel  authorized  to 
in rke.  As  they  had  no  power  in  the  matter,  they 
thought  best  to  put  in  this  order  for  the  action  of 
the  City  Council. 

The  order  was  re.ad  a  second  time  and  passed. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Order  for  the  grading  of  the  sidewalk  on  Walnut 
avenue  near  Fountain  park,  at  a  cost  not  exceed- 
ing S1000. 

Order  authorizing  the  Committee  on  Suffolk 
Street  District  to  contract  with  John  Souther  for 
conveying  earth  from  Fort  Hill  to  the  Suffolk 
Street  District,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $9  GO 
per  square  of  eight  cubic  yards. 

Order  authorizing  said  committee  to  contract 
w  ith  Michael  Drinan,  for  raising  and  underpinning 
siuli  buildings  as  they  may  designate  on  tbe  terri- 
tory bounded  by  Middlesex,  Chapman,  Suffolk  and 
Minghain  streets,  for  $4950. 

Order  authorizing  said  committee  to  contract 
with  Boynton  Brothers  &  Co.,  for  raising  and  un- 
derpinning such  buildings  as  said  committee  may 
designate  on  the  territory  bounded  by  Tremont, 
Chapman  and  Albion  streets,  and  the  passageway 
in  the  rear  of  Dover  street  leaning  from  Tremont 
to  A'bion  street,  tor  $3266. 

Order  authorizing  said  committee  to  contract 
with  S.  L.  Davis,  for  raising  and  underpinning  such 
of  the  buildings  as  they  may  designate  on  the  ter- 
ritory bounded  by  AIL  ion,  Chapman  and  Emerald 
streets,  and  the  passageway  in  tbe  rear  of  Dover 
street,  running  from  Emerald  to  Albion  street,  for 
$20,987  9-100. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  subsequently  moved  a  sus- 
pension of  rules,  for  the  passage  of  the  several  or- 
deis  relating  to  the  Suffolk  -street  Distiict. 

Mr.  I'oor  of  Ward  11  opposed  the  motion,  stating 
that  he  was  desinous  of  time  for  looking  into  the 
subject  of  these  orders. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  it  was  desirable  that  the  or- 
ders should  be  passetl,  for  if  the  work  or  any  part 
of  it  was  to  be  done  ibis  year,  it  was  time  they  were 
about  it.  If  any  member  of  the  Council  wished  for 
information  on  the  subject  he  was  ready  to  give  it, 
but  it  was  essential  that  immediate  action  should 
be  taken  in  the  matter.  The  several  orders  relat- 
ing to  contracts  should  be  passed,  but  that  which 
related  io  widening  streets  was  not  of  that  impor- 
tance now. 

Mr.  Poor  said  his  objection  was  principally 
against  the  orders  for  the  widening  of  streets,  but 
be  did  not  object  to  the  making  of  contracts  for 
the  raising  of  the  territory. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward'  14  hoped  the  Council 
would  not  consent  to  the  passsage  if  the  ordeis  at 
Ihit?  time       It  had  come  to  be  too  much  a  habit  to 


pass  measures  In  a  hurry,  without  examination, 
and  himself  and  others  wished  for  tune  for  the 
examination  of  these  matters. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  stated  that  there  was  ;, 
good  deal  of  bard  feeling  and  opposition  to  dig- 
ging away  Fort  Hill  with  a  steam  shovel.  Labor- 
ing men  should  have  a  fair  chance  to  earn  a  living, 
and  during  the  coming  winter  the  streets  would 
be  likely  to  be  swarmed  with  those  who  arc  in 
want  ot  work. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  statetl  that  the  Committee 
on  the  Suffolk  Street  District  received  bids  for  the 
contracts  to  the  number  of  six  on  each,  and  these, 
as  usual,  varied  considerably.  The  contracts  were 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  without  regard  to 
tbe  question  whether  the  digging  was  t.j  be  by 
steam  or  by  hand,  and  they  were  the  lowest  in  ev- 
ery respect.  It  was  evident  enough  that  the  work 
ought  to  be  contracted  for  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  lateness  of  the  season,  should  this  go  over 
another  week,  will  not  permit  more  than  one  week 
in  September,  with  October  ami  November,  and 
unless  commenced  as  soon  as  possible,  the  work 
will  be  unfinished  zt  the  commencement  of  the 
winter,  with  the  houses  perched  up,  and  their  in- 
mates exposed  to  all  the  inclemencies  of  tbe 
weather. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  the  subject  of  the  steam 
shovel  was  discussed  to  a  considerable  extent  in 
committee,  and  the  question  to  be  decided  was 
what,  was  for  the  interest  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
Fort  Hill  must  be  removed  somewhere,  and  the 
questions  in  relation  to  its  removal  and  the  filling 
of  the  Suffolk  Street  Territory  were  considered  to- 
gether, and  the  lowest  bid  was  adopted.  Tbe  cost 
of  tilling  to  be  charge!  to  the  Suffolk  street  Loan 
will  be  only  $7  50  per  square,  and  as  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  get'the  earth  from  Fort  Hill  removed  and  a 
place  of  deposit  for  it,  he.  e  was  a  chance  for  re- 
moval and  a  charge  of  $2  10  was  made  to  the,  ex- 
pense of  removal.  The  question  of  laborers  was 
fully  considered,  and  they  could  see  no  oiber  way 
but  to  accept  the  lowest  bid  for  the  work.  The 
committee  had  made  arrangements  to  finish  one 
section  before  the  snow  comes,  and  tbe  orders 
should  be  passed  to  enable  them  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Weds  stated  that  tbe  contract  with  Bonner 
&  Sutherland  in  the  cutting  through  of  uliver 
street,  which  was  done  faster  than  the  work  of  the 
steam  shovel,  and  gave  employment  to  150  men, 
was  for  $7  50  per  square  of  earth,  and  the  earth 
was  hauled  to  the  farther  end  of  Albany  street.  If 
done  by  hand  a  great  number  of  tbe  poor  ana  la- 
boring classes  will  find  employment,  and  the  work 
will  be  done  as  fast  or  faster  than  it  can  be  by 
steam. 

The  motion  for  suspension  of  the  rules  was  lost, 
15  to  11 — not  two-thirds. 

Tbe  following  arders  were  severally  read  once 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  streets  of  tbe 
Common  Council: 

Itesolve  and  order  for  the  laying  out  and  widen- 
ing of  Carney  place,  at  an  adjudged  expense  of 
$25,000. 

Resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Middlesex 
street  on  its  westerly  side,  between  Castle  and 
Hinghain  streets,  and  extension  from  Hinghain  to 
Dover  streets,  at  an  adjudged  expense  of  $60,000. 

Resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Battery 
street  on  its  southerly  side,  at  an  adjudged  expense 
of  $30,944. 

UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

The  order  to  purchase  the  estate  ot  the  heirs  of 
William  Reynolds,  numbered  four  on  Washington 
square,  m  settlement  of  damages  for  the  grading 
Of  said  square,  was  read  a  second  time  and  passed. 

The  order  providing  for  tbe  erection  of  a  bell 
tower  on  the  house  ot  Hook  and  Ladder  So.  3,  at 
an  expense  not  exceeding  $1200,  failed  of  a  pas- 
sage, by  a  two-thirds  vote,  the  vote  being  37  yeas, 
1  nay. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  10  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  rejection  of  the  order,  which  was  carried, 
when  theoroer  was  laid  on  the  table. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Committee  on 

the  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  Engine  Company  >*o.  8  for  leave  to  take 
their  engine  and  apparatus  to  the  firemen's  mus- 
ter at  Haverhill,  Sept.  30,  made  a  report  that  their 
request  be  granted  on  condition  of  giving  security 
against  damage  or  '.oss  on  account  of  said  permis- 
sion, the  security  to  be  acceptable  to  the  Chief  En- 
gineer.   The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Morse  of  Ward  14.  from  the  Committee  on 
Water,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the 
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Selectmen  of  Brookliue  for  leave  to  take  water 
from  the  hydrants  on  Beacon  street,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  watering  said  street  from  the  town  line 
tovvards  the  reservoir,  made  a  report  recommend- 
ing the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be 
authorized,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  allow  the 
town  of  Brookline  to  take  water  from  hydrants 
located  on  Beacon  street,  in  said  town,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  watering  said  street. 

The  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  to  whom  were  referred  the  resoive  and  or- 
ders for  the  widening  and  extension  of  Shawmut 
avenue,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

Uypoaite  the  present  northerly  end  of  Shawinut 
avenue,  at  Dover  street,  is  Suffolk  street,  which 
runs  to  Castle  street,  and  is  about  forty  feet  in 
width.  It  is  proposed  to  widen  this  str«  et  to  about 
sixty  feet  by  taking  land  on  the  easterly  side,  and 
also  to  extend  it  at  the  same  width  from  Castle 
Bti eet  to  Tremont  street.  'Ihe  estimated  expense 
of  this  widening  and  extension,  including  the 
bridge  which  must  be  built  over  the  Boston'&  Al- 
bany Kailroad,  is  in  round  numbers  $500,000. 

All  the  property  between  Dover  street  and  Pleas- 
ant street  belongs  to  the  city,  being  included 
within  the  Suffolk  Street  District.  Ihe  damages 
between  these  two  points  are  estimated  at  §254,- 
322  40,  and  that  portion  of  the  expense  is  to  be 
chargrd  to  the  loan  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Suffolk  Street  District.  From  Pleasant  street  to 
Tremont  street  the  damages  are  estimated  at  about 
$200,000,  and  a  special  loan  of  $225,000  is  requested 
to  cover  all  contingencies. 

The  opening  of  this  new  thoroughfare  has  always 
been  regarded  as  an  essential  part  of  the  plan  lor 
the  improvement  of  the  Suffolk  Street  District. 

From  the  report  of  a  joint  special  committee  in 
18ti8,  of  which  Alderman  Messingerwas  chairman, 
we  quote  the  following  paragraph: 

"In  concluding  this  preliminary  report,  the  com- 
mittee would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the 
City  Couucil  to  an  important  improvement  which 
in  their  opinion  should  be  made  when  tbe  city 
takes  the  property  lor  the  purpose  of  raising  the 
grade,  namely,  the  extension  of  Shawmut  avenue 
to  Tremont  street,  at  Common  street.  A  glance  at 
the  city  map  will  demonstrate  the  convenience  to 
the  public  from  such  an  extension,  and  the  great 
local  benefit  which  would  result  from  it.  At  a 
comparatively  small  expense,  another  great  thor- 
oughfare into  the  country  can  be  opened,  and  the 
excess  of  travel  on  Tremont  street  and  Washing- 
ton street  relieved." 

To  this  we  may  add  that  unless  such  an  avenue 
is  opened  through  the  territory,  the  benefits  which 
aic  expected  to  accrue  from  the  large  expenditure 


authorized  for  grading  and  raising  the  buildings 
will  never  be  realized. 

Although  it  will  be  difficult  to  state  the  exact 
proportion  of  the  expense  which  might  be  assessed 
for  betterments,  it  would  be  safe  to  presume  that 
a  very  large  percentage  ot  the  cost  would  be  re- 
turned, inasmuch  as  the  property  on  the  avenue 
south  of  Dover  street  would  be  greatly  benefited, 
as  well  as  the  estates  abutting  on  the  new  line 
from  Dover  street  to  Tremont  street. 

The  committee  would  unanimously  recommend 
the' passage  of  the  resolve  and  orders.

Ibe  petitioners  have 
been  io  the  railroad  company,  whose  officers  look 
upon  it  as  a  trifling  matter,  and  will  not  do  any 
thing  about  it.  In  another  case,  the  corporation 
had  raised  up  the  property  of  a  rich  man,  but  a 


short  distance  from  the  boose  of  these  po  >r 
women,  anil  left  it  in  a  position  improved,  at 
least,    ten  per  cent.    Tiny  should,    at    least,  be 

generous  enough  to  do  justue,  fur  ill  re 
parties   cannot  afford   fci do  three  or  four  years' 

fighting  to  get  what  is  due  them  injustice.  He 
hoped  the  petition  would  be  referred  t .■  the  C  m- 
mittee  on  Paving,  with  instructions  to  report  the 
amount  of  damages,  it  any,  thtse  women  have 
sustained. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  the  Boston  & 
Albany  K.  K.  Co.  had  agreed  to  pay  whatever  dam- 
ages it  may  be  decided  thev  shall  pay,  but  th;s  w  -s 
not  to  be  decided  by  the  Committee  "n  Pavii  g, 
but  by  the  courts,  .-should  the  petition  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  laving,  they  will  have  no 
other  option  but  to  report  leave  to  wi.b- 
draw,  as  they  had  in  other  cases.  It  was  un- 
pleasant, but  they  could  not  do  o*herwi--e.' 
Ibis  matter  was  agreed  upon  by  the  commit- 
tee of  the  Board  of  last  year,  and  in  all  the 
interviews  of  the  committee  with  the  officers 
of  the  corporation,  tbey  were  as  fair  and  reasona- 
ble as  any  persons  they  had  ever  had  to  deal  with.

Alderman  Cowllin  said  that  one  object  was  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  gangs  of  h  mils  which 
were  constantly  employed,  so  tnat  in  wet  weather 
it  wuld  not  he  necessaiy  to  discharge  them,  but  to 
keep  them  employed  in  cracking  stones. 

The  order  was  passed. 

On  morion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  expenses  incurred  in  sounding 
Madison  square,  amounting  to  S751,  he  paid,  said 
sum  he  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Com- 
mons, <&c. 

Alderman  Pierce  staled  that  the  committee  sum- 
moned before  them  several  gentlemen,  and  ex- 
amined the  above  matter  as  carefully  as  they 
could,  and  were  satisfied  that  the  labor  performed 
was  in  conformity  to  orders. 

Alderman  H awes  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Bridges  be  au- 
thorized to  furnish  temporary  accommodations  for 
travel  between  Breed's  Island  and  VV'inthrop  dur- 
ing the  repairs  on  the  roadway  of  the  VV'inthrop 
Bridge,  at  an  expense  noi  exceeding  $200,  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Bridges. 

The  order  was  amended,  on  motion  of  Alderman 
Cowdin,  to  make  the  sum  ¥109,  as  he  un  le'stood 
the  town  of  Winthrop  was  willing  to  bear  a  por- 
tion of  the  expense. 

As  amended,  the  order  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Braman, 

Orders  were  passed,  requiring  the  vacation  of 
tenement  buildings  Nos.  453—4(53  Commercial 
street,  No.  G9  Prince  street,  No.  3  Mechanics  street. 
Nos.  93  anu  95  Albany  street,  and  No.  235  Federal 
street,  they  being  adjudged  to  be  nuisance  in  not 
being  provided  with  suitable  drains  or  privies,  the 
premises  to  be  vacated  within  ten  days. 

Orders  were  also  passed  to  abate  nuisances  in 
Billerica,  Endicott,  Merrimad,  Northlield,  Eliot 
street,  Lafayette  avenue,  near  Phillips  street,  and 
on  Dorchester  avenue. 

Alderman  Talbot  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  Tnat  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  contract  with 
YVillaid  Manuel  and  Edward  Haynes  lor  furnish- 
ing good  clean  earth  or  gravel  and  depositing  the 
same  upon  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  quantities  as  the  said  commit- 
tee may  riirict,at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $7  50  per 
square  of  Bight  cubic  yards,  to  be  charged  to  the 
loan  for  the  improvement  of  the  Suffolk  street 
District,  provided  that  said  gravel  or  earth,  if 
brought  over  the  Boston  &  Providence  Uailroad, 
shall  be'eonveyed  from  said  road  o vie r  the  follow- 
ing route  or  routes,  namely:  Under  the  Dart- 
mouth Street  Biidge,  and  on  a  street  parallel 
with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  crossing 
Columbus  avenue  and  Berkeley  street  to  Chandler 
sfieef,  through  Chandler  street  and  .across 'Tre- 
mont  street  to  West  Castle  fm-e«>,  or  thrr<Ugh  Tre- 


inont  street,  from  Chandler  street  to  Chapman 
street;  or  from  Berkeley  street,  near  the  Boston 
A  Albany  Hailroad  across  private  pro|>erty  to 
Ir.'iiiont  street,  and  across  Tremout  street  to 
Chapman  street;  and  the  pattern  of  the  rail  hud 
down  in  Columbus  avenue,  Berkeley  street,  Chan- 
dler street  and  Tremout  street  shad  be  like  the 
Marginal  Freight  hailroad  tracks,  or  such  as  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  apurove. 

j  he  above  older  was  read  once. 

Alderman  Pierce  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  contract  proposed  contemplated  the  crossing 
of  public  streets  with  railroad  tracks.  There  was 
inn -di  complaint  in  the  case  of  t'.ie  Church  street 
District,  in  relation  to  the  crossing  of  streets  by 
railroad  tracks,  and  he  did  not  doubt  that  the 
committee  had  done  in  this  case  what  they  felt 
they  were  obliged  to  do.  It  might  be  a  question 
whether  it  would  not  lie  better  t  >  pay  m  ire  for 
gravelling  this  territory  than  to  subject  the  citi- 
zens for  a  year  or  two  to  the  ii  convenience  of 
tracks  crossing  or  running  through  the  -tree's. 
He  had  been  informed  ibat  other  gentlemen  had 
made  bids  to  bring  in  the  grave!  over  the  Boston  <& 
Albany  road,  without  the  necessity  of  crossing 
public"  street-.  Would  if  not  be  better  for  the  city 
to  pay  something  more  to  avoid  crossing  the  pub- 
lic streets?  He  believed  there  wou;d  be  a  gam  by 
paying  something  more  for  that  purpose. 
The  order  \  a.-   laid  over. 

TAKINU   ENGINES  FROM  THE  CITY. 

Alderman  Ha wes  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  Engine  Company  No.  8  be  author- 
ized to  take  their  engine  to  Haverhill  on  the  30th 
tost.,  the  occasion  ol  the  Firemen's  Musterm  that 
city;  provided  said  company  give  security  satis- 
factory to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment that  no  damage  or  loss  shall  accrue  to  the 
city  from  the  removal  o'said  engine. 

Alderman  Hawes,  in  support  of  the  above  order, 
stated  that  he  had  a  petition  also  from  Engine 
Company  No.  11,  for  permission  to  take  their  en- 
gine to  Haverhill.  The  company  has  a  relief  en- 
gine, and  are  willing  to  furnish  the  men  to  take 
charge  of  it  during  their  absence,  which  will  be 
only  twelve  hours. 

Alderman  Cowdin  expressed  a  wish  to  suspend 
the  ordinance,  so  far  as  it  could  be  done,  prohibit- 
ing the  taking  of  an  engine  from  the  city.  He  was 
anxious  that  the  company  should  go  anil  take  part 
in  the  muster,  if  authority  could  be  given  to  them, 
and  if  so,  he  hoped  it  would  be  done. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  the  committee 
were  in  doubt  in  the  matter,  but  were  ready  to 
leave  it  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  decide. 

The  Chair  expressed  as  an  opinion  that  it  would 
he  necessary  to  pass  an  ordinance  amending  the 
ordinances,"  which  would  require  the  signature  of 
the  executive  officer  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Talbot  was  of  opinion  that  it  would 
be  difficult,  at  so  late  an  hour,  to  pass  a  proper 
measure  for  taking  engines  from  the  city.  There 
were  grave  reasons  against  it,  and  he  did"  not  see 
his  way  clear  in  voting  lor  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  Mayor  should  be 
satisfied  in  such  a  case,  and  he  suggested  that  in 
addition  to  the  je.  mission  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
should  be  added  the  Mayor,  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  the  opinion  of  the 
City  solici lor  that  an  order  might  take  the  place 
of  an  oidinance  for  the  time  being. 

The  order  was  amended  to  add  before  Chief 
Engineer,  the  words  •'  Mayor,  and  the  Chairman  <  f 
the  Committee  and,"  ana  as  amended  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Hawes,  a  similar  order- 
was  passed  in  favor  of  Engine  Company  No.  11, 
and  a  petition  in  favor  of  granting  leave  to  said 
company,  signed  by  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Fire  Department  of  the  Common  Council,  was 
ordered  to  be  sent  down. 

Alderman  Talbot  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  re- 
ouested  to  consider  and  report  whether  the  Joan 
for  the  Improvement  of  the  Suffolk  street  District 
should  not  he  made  under  a  special  ordinance; 
also  whether  any  portion,  or  all  of  the  water  debt 
unpaid  should  not  be  renewed  as  it  tails  .due,  and 
if  so.  upon  what  terms.  .  . 

Alderman  talbot  addressed  the  Bonrxl  at  length 
on  this  order,  in  relation  to  the  city  debt  alul  me 
means  of  paying  the  same 

The  order  was  passed,  and  the  llderman  was  re- 
quested to  furnish  a  copy  of  his  .remarks  lor  the 
press. 
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The  report  on  luminal  on  ol  certain  police  tffi- 
ceis   was  taken  up,  by  special  assignment. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  in  regard  to  James 
Deveney  that  lie  had  known  him  for  eighteen  years, 
as  a  man  oi  g<  od  habits  and  more  than  ordinary 
Intelligence,  and  he  believed  he  would  make  a 
good  officer.  He  should,  thereiore,  vote  for  his 
cuiirh  mation. 

Alueriuan  Carpanter  said  he  was  glad  that  this 
statement  had  teen  made,  for  it  would  allow  this 
nomination  to  be  voted  for.  It  was  dishable  thit 
all  appu  n.meu.s  should  be  of  good,  uuiight  and 
stra  glUlurward  men,  and  when  the  Committee  en 
police  rei  orred  adversely  it  was  supposed  there 
must  ne  some  reason  lor  it.  The  .Mayor  could  not 
be  suppo.-ed  to  know  iully  the  character  and  uua'- 
ilieaiious  of  all  the  persons  urged  for  nomination, 
an  1  wiK'n  tfee  committee  reported  against  the 
names  of  any,  as  he  understood  they  old  in  these 
cases,  it  was  ^o  lie  presumed  they  had  good  reasons 
for  it,  and  if  satisfactory  to  the  members  of  the 
Boaiu,  ths  report  should  be  accented. 

Alderman  Carpenter  asUed  the  question  wheth- 
er he  was  ngnt  in  understanding  that  the  commit- 
tee ha  I  reported  against  the  names  (the  last  report 
having  been  without  any  recommendation),  aim, 
on  the  assent  of  Alderman  Gibson,  he  moved  that 
the  nomination  of  Deveney  he  acted  upon  Sepa- 
rately, an  1  that  the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken  on  the 
]ionr.na:ion 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  could  see  no  reason 
for  separating  this  name  from  the  others,  nor  any 
reason  lor  voting  against  any  of  them.  lhe 
Mayor  had  nominated  all  of  them,  and  so  long  as 
no  allegation  of  a  moral  or  physical  disqualifica- 
tion had  been  made  agaiust  them,  he  should  vote 
for  tJieffi  alt.  He  moved  to  amend  by  voting  for 
the  conliimation  o.  all  of  them,  and  lay  yeas  and 
nays. 

Al  ierinan  Talbot  expressed  the  belief  that  where 
a  genth  man  wished  a  division  of  the  question,  his 
Wishes  should  be  granted. 

Alderman  Co  wo  in  believed  the  question  to  be  of 
vital  importance,  loth  to  the  .Mayor  and  to  the 
city,  for  -ve  should  have  first  class' citizens  on  the 
police.  If  we  did  not  Wish  to  have  state  polie 
placed  over  us,  it  was  important  that  we  should 
have  men  of  good  characteis  on  the  police.  1 1  was 
not  supposed  for  a  moment  that  the  .Mayor  should 
know  personally  all  the  appointments  wiiich  might 
be  made.  One  of  the  men  whose  names 
had  been  reported  agains,  seivel  faidifudy  dor  lg 
the  war,  was  then appoiutedin  the lioxbur'y police, 
:».:d  was  removed  from  personal  pique  through 
influence  at  headquarters,  to  make  a  place  lor 
some  <ne  who  wished  the  place,  but  stayeu  at  home 
while  the  other  was  serving  in  the  army.  \V  hen 
nominations  are  made  which  are  objectionable,— 
for  sometimes  mistakes  are  mine, — objections 
against  them  should  be  sustained,  for  the  best 
men  are  wanted,  and  not  rowdies.  He  did  not 
doubt  that  the  Legislature  was  prejudiced  against 
the  city  on  account  ol  some  unworthy  men  in  the 
Poli.e  Department,  and  when  there  weie  bushels 
of  applications,  ther:  was  no  excuse  for  Dad  ap- 
pointments. 

Aidemiaii  Gibson  said  the  committee  called 
sixty-seven  men  before  them  who  were  nominated 
for  police  officers;  some  of  them  withdrew,  and 
the  others  passed  before  them,  fhey  judged  them 
as  they  would  if  they  were  to  be  employed  in  their 
own  service;  these  parties  they  knew  nothing 
against,  but  judged  them  from  their  personal 
appearance,  that  they  would  not  answer  the  pur- 
pose, as  good  policemen.  Hooper  had  been  em- 
ployed in  ihe  Koxbury  police  force  and  was  dis- 
charged, and  was  also  since  in  the  Lamp  Depart- 
ment, and  discharged  for  neglect  of  duty.  If  the 
committee  misjuaged  them,  it  was  for  nothing 
against  their  character,  but  from  their  personal 
appearance. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  in  stating  his  wishes  in  regard 
to  the  motion,  said  he  desired  to  have  all  the 
nominations  continued,  and  a  separate  vote  on 
each. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  could  not  vote  for  the 
man  who  had  been  discharged  from  the  Koxbury 
police  iorce  andfr  mi  the  Lamp  Department.  line- 
lat  on  to  the  others,  he  had  examined  into  their 
character  as  carefully  as  he  could,  and  he  was 
satisfied  that  their  characteis  were  good,  and  that 
they  were  as  competent  as  many  ethers  in  the 
force,  and  Letter  in  some  respects  than  many  now 
iu  se.\ice. 


Alderman  Cowdin  said,  in  regard  to  Hooper,  that 
his  discharge  for  neglect  of  duly  was  for  over- 
sleeping himself  on  two  occasions;  but  there  were 
others  who  had  done  so  a  half-dozen  times  and  were 
retained  in  service.  This  man  was  dischaigid 
from  the  police  in  Uoxbury  for  no  cause,  except  to 
give  another  man  bis  place,  who  stayed  at  home 
while  he  was  serving  his  country  in  the  war.  His 
character  was  as  good  as  any  man's  on  the  force, 
and  if  allowed  to  come  before  them  he  would  prove 
acceptable  to  every  one  except  the  superintendent, 
of  Lamps.  He  was  a  straightforward,  temperance 
mechanic,  but  as  he  was  unpopular  in  certain 
quarters  he  lost  his  head. 

Alderman  I'ieice  said  the  Alderman  had  no  right 
to  assign  motives  for  the  uiiiova!  of  a  man,  other 
th  in  what  was  alleged,  in  a  neglect  of  duty.  When 
a  man  has  been  appointed  to  two  places  botli  of 
which  be  was  obliged  to  leave,  it  was  a  sufficient 
reason  to  object  to  his  appointment  to  another  po- 
sition. He  would  not  take  such  a  man  m  his  own 
business,  and  could  not  c-onseut  to  the  appoint- 
ment under  the  city,  and  it  should  not  be  insinuated 
that  unworthy  motives  had  any  thing  to  do  with 
it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  insinuated  because  it 
was  true,  and  he  knew  what  he  was  talking  about. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  knew  no  reason  w  by 
these  nieu  should  be  rejected,  and  he  could  not 
see  wdiy  a  long  list  of  men  should  be  picked  over 
and  one  or  two  sifted  out,  after  they,  had  been 
m  urinated.  So  far  as  related  to  the  character.of 
Hunt,  he  had  heard  it  objected  by  Miose  by  whom 
he  had  been  employed  that  he  was  too  honest  to 
go  on  the  police  lorce.  He  hoped  the  nominations 
would  lie  taken  up  separately  and  acted  upon. 

The  nomination  of  .lame?  Deveney  was  tirst  acted 
upon,  and  contained  by  a  vote  of  9  to  o,  as  fol- 
lows:

The  nomination  of  .Michael  Hunt  was  rejected  by 
a  vote  of  8  to  4,  precisely  as  in  the  case  of  Doherty, 

The  nomination  of  James  G.  Hooper  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  2  to  to,  as  follows: 

Veas — Cowdin,  Hawes. 

Nays — Braman,  Carpenter,  Connor,  Gibson,  Ja- 
cobs, Jenkins,  Pierce,  Pratt,  Pope,  Talbot. 

STEAMER    HENRY    MORRISON. 

The  order  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$9000  for  the  repairs  on  the  steamboat  Henry  Mor- 
rison was  taken  up. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  a  party  a  year  ago 
offered  to  contract  lor  a  thorough  repair  of  the 
Henry  Morrison  for  ■?10,-275.  It  was  not  contemplated 
at  the  time  to  remove  the  joiner  work,  and  the 
offer  was  made  by  a  responsible  party. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  did  not  understand 
why  the  appropriation  should  be  taken  from  the 
Keserved  Fund.  Why  not  take  it  from  the  appro- 
priation for  Public  Institutions,  which  is  a  good 
one  and  enough  for  the  purpose?  He  moved  to 
amend  by  substituting  Public  Institutions  for  Ke- 
served Fund. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  there  was  a  good  reason 
why  the  motion  should  not  prevail,  because  the 
action  of  the  Government  was  lorced  upon  the 
Board  of  Public  Institutions.  The  Directors  were 
in  favor  of  a  new  boat,  and  it  would  be  well  to  re- 
call the  predictions  of  the  Board,  that  the  boat 
could  not  be  repaired  at  the  price  fixed  upon,  and 
that  if  repaired,  she  would  not  be  worth  what  the 
repairs  would  cost.  One  of  the  greatest  bills  now 
before  them  was  the  painter's  bill,  and  that  they 
do  net  mean  to  pay,  except  by  a  suit  at  law. 

Alderman  Connor  said  the  argument  c  f  the  Al- 
derman would  be  equivalent  to  saying  that  if  the 
City  Council  did  not  give  the  Board  of  Directors 
as  much  as  they  asked,  or  a  new  boat,  they  would 
run  the  city  in  debt,  so  that  they  would  be'obliged 
to  pay  the  bills.  If  they  knowingly  made  a  con- 
tract when  they  knew  it  would  cost  more  than  the 
appropriation  of  >soui),  they  should  be  required 
to  take  the  amount  from  their  own  appropriations, . 
Should  this  way  of  forcing  the  City  Council  to 
make  additional  appropriation,  by  exceeding  what 
is  granted  to  them,  be  approved,  "it  may  be  carried 
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out  ill  other  departments  in  running  the  city  in 
debt. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  i  should  he  borne  in  mind 
that  the  contract  was  made  by  the  minority  of  the 
Board,  hi  sympathy  with  the  City  Council.  It  was 
not  a  defiance  of  the  City  Council  that  the  expense 
was  incurred,  but  after  being  compelled  by  action 
against  which  tliey  protested. 

Alderman  Pierce  presented  the  statement  of  the 
inspectors  of  the  boat,  which  was  read,  setting 
forth  that  the  boat  would  cost  much  more  for 
repairs  than  would  be  warranted,  and  much  more 
than  was  appropriated. 

Alderman  Connor  withdrew  his  amendment, 
stating  that  the  Board  of  Directors  would  not 
have  anything  to  draw  upon. 

Alderinan  I'ierce,  in  commenting  upon  the  state- 
ment of  the  inspectors,  stated  that  in  one  item 
$1700  was  put  down  in  place  of  .*700  allowed  by  D. 
D.  Kelly,  whose  whole  estimate  was  $10,271, 
much  •  more  than  was  allowed  by  the  appropria- 
tion. 

Alderman  Cowdiu  said  the  Board  or  Directors 
had'  violated,  the  city  ordinances,  in  expending 
more  than  was  appropriated,  yet  there  was  no 
other  way  but  to  vote  the  additional  sum  required. 
■In  future,  they  should  be  held  strictly  to  tt.e  ordi- 
nance, and  when  they  have  expended  the  whole 
■  am  unt  of  the  specific  appropriation,  they  should 
stop.  ■  ■   • 

Alderman  Pierce  said  that  gentleman  would  ob- 
serve that  a  carefully-prepared  statement  was 
made  by  able  and  competent  judges,  and  that  the 
City  GoVernment  then  voted  a  less  amount  than 
the  estimate  of  Mr.  Kelly. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  boat  was  just  as  good 
as  new,  and- was  new  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
but  what  be  complained  of  was  that  the  cost  was 


more  than  it  need  to  lie.  The  work  was  not  prop- 
erly done,  in  being  placed  in  the  hands  of  one 
man,  on  a  contract,  but  was  placed  in  the  bands 
of  four  men,  mechanics,  to  make  such  expense  as 
they  cbose  to.  There  was  no  use  of  talking,  for 
the'boat  had  cost  a  great  deal  more  than  it  ought 
to. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  Directors  told  the  City 
Council  so:  they  did  not  deceive  them,  but  told 
them  boldly  that  the  expense  would  be  greater 
than  would  be  warranted,  and  that  it  would  be 
better  to  purchase  a  new  boat. 

Aldermau  Gibson  repeated  that  the  expense 
ought  not  to  have  exceeded  $10,271,  as  the  party 
ottering  to  make  the  repairs  for  that  sum  was  good 
for  it. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  if  they  referred  to  the  pro- 
ceeding" of  the  Board  in  April,  it  would  tie  found 
that  it  was  stated  the  boat  would  not  be  worth  so 
much  as  the  repairs  would  cost.  The  reason  why 
Mr.  Keliey's  bid  was  not  accepted,  was  in  accord- 
ance with  the  ordinance  that  no  contract  should 
be  made  with  parties  directly  or  indirectly  con- 
nected with  the  City  tJovemment,  for  Air.  Kelley 
was  a  Director  in  the  East  Boston  Ferry. 

Tbe  o/der  was  passed  by  a  unanimous  v-te. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Hawes,  the  report  and 
order  to  purchase  a  site  for  Eugme  House  \o.  15, 
on  corner  rtf  E  and  Bolton  streets,  at  a  cost  of 
$4000,  specially  assigned,  was  taken  up. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Connor,  the  subject  was 
referred  to  the  Aldermen  and  members  of  the 
Council  from  Wards  7  and  12. 

On  motion  of  Alderm.xn  Jacobs,  tbe  report  of 
committee  on  the  question  ol  an  alleged  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Ins.itutious 
was  taken  up  and  assigned  to  Monday,  Oct.  3.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  iy2  o'clock,  M,  E. 
IngaUs,  the  President,  in  the  chair 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  E.  F.  Meany  and  of  W.  .1.  Park- 
er were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  reports  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  M. 
M.  Allen,  tor  the  city  to  pay  for  a  division  wall  on 
Concord  street,  and  on  petition  of  J.  Kitcbie  and 
others,  that  the  land  connected  with  the  Uoxbury 
Almshouse  lie  set  apart  for  a  public  park,  were  ac- 
cepted, in  concurrence. 

The  reference  of  orders  concerning  the  purchase 
of  a  lot  on  the  corner  of  R  and  Bolton  streets,  on 
which  to  erect  a  house  for  Engine  .No.  15,  to  a  joint 
special  committee  was  concurred  in. 

The  report  and  order  that  the  time  for  erecting 
and  completing  dwelling  houses  on  two  lots  on 
East  Canton  street,  purchased  by  S.  W.  Merrill, 
August  1,  1868,  be  extended  for  one  year  from  au- 
gust 1.  1870,  were  acted  upon  in  concurrence,  and 
the  order  was  passed. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Order  for  the  payment  of  expense,  $751  00,  for 
sounding  on  Madison  square. 

Order  for  a  transfer  of  $2900  from  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Primary  Schoolhouse  Fayette 
street,  to  that  for  the  Grammar  Schoolhouse, 
Ward  1. 

Order  authorizing  the  erection  of  suitable  build- 
ings on  City  wharf,  Charles  street,  for  the  Paving 
Department,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $15,000,  and 
for  a  transfer  of  said  amount  from  the  Reserved 
Fund. 

The  order  for  a  transfer  of  $9,000  from  the  Re- 
served Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  repairing 
steamboat  Henry  Morrison  being  under  considera- 
tion, 

Mr,  Brooks  of  Ward  1  made  some  statement s,|in 
which  be  read  an  estimate  for  repairs  on  the  Henry 
Morrison  of  .¥10,271,  made  by  a  competent  party. 
The  bill  for  painting  he  said  amounted  to  nearly 
$2000,  while  an  estimate  was  made  for  that  pur- 
pose of  $900.  tie  referred  to  bis  former  state- 
ments on  the  subject,  against  making  a  repair  of 
the  boat,  when  he  said  he  did  not  believe  the  boat 
would  be  worth  the  cost  of  repair.  The  bills  hav- 
ing been  contracted,  he  supposed  they  would  have 
to  be  paid. 

The  Directors,  in  his  opinion,  did  not  do  justice 
to  the  city  in  making  such  repairs  as  would  cost 
$9000  more  than  the  estimate,  and  tDev  should 
bave  come  to  the  City  Council  for  an  additional 
appropriation  before  going  on  with  the  repairs. 
He  reflected  on  some  member  of  the  Council  as 
having  an  object  in  view  in  the  opposition  to  buy- 
ing a  new  boat. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  passed: 

Order  for  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  report 
whether  the  loan  for  the  improvement  ot  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  should  not  be  made  under  a  special 
ordinance  ;  also,  whether  any  or  all  of  the  unpaid 
water  debt  should  not  be  paid  when  due. 

Order  to  allow  Engine  Company  So.  8  to  take  its 
engine  to  Haverhill  on  September  30,  on  certain 
conditions. 

Order  to  allow  Engine  Company  No.  11  to  take 
its  engine  to  Haverhill  on  the  same  date,  and  under 
similar  conditions. 

UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

The  order  for  the  grading  of  the  sidewalk  on 
Walnut  avenue,  near  Fountain  park,  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  $1000,  was  paused. 

The  following  order  was  considered  : 

Order  authorizing  the  Committee  on  Suffolk 
Street  District  to  contract  with  John  Souther  for 
conveying  earth  from  Fort  Hill  to  the  Suffolk  Street 
District,  at  an  expense  uot  exceeding  $9  60  per 
square  of  eight  cubic  yards. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward  14  called  for  information 
'  on  the  subject,  believing  that  it  would  be  objec- 
tionable to  remove  the  earth  across  the  city  from 
Fort  Hill,  to  the  interruption  of  business  in  many 
of  the  streets. 


.Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  stated  that  it  was  a  question 
before  the  committee  as  to  how  to  get  rid  of  the 
earth  from  Fort  Hill.  By  the  proposed  contract, 
it  would  cost  but  $2  10  per  square  for  its  re- 
moval, much  less  than  bv  any  other  measure,  and 
it  was  proposed  to  make  this  the  bottom  tilling, 
with  clean  ground  at  the  top.  The  only  question 
was  whether  it  was  best  for  the  interests  of  the 
city;  such  the  committee  believed  it  to  be,  and 
that  it  would  be  a  saving  to  the  city. 

Mr.  Kich  of  W  ard  9  obiected  to  the  transferring 
of  the  earth  from  Fort  Hill  for  the  tilling,  for  the 
reason  thai,  in  consultation  with  several  persons, 
they  were  of  the  opinion  that  a  good  wall  could 
not  be  constructed  with  this  material  as  a  founda- 
tion. He  doubted  the  policy  of  making  such  a 
use  of  this  material,  inasmuch  as  good,  clean 
gravel  could  be  obtained  at  a  cheaper  rate  and  of 
a  better  description.  It  was  objectionable  on  ac- 
count of  the  disturbance  which  the  laying  of 
tracks  through  the  streets  would  occasion  to  busi- 
ness, and  the  possible  result  in  damages  by  injur- 
ies to  estates,  as  in  some  cases  on  the  Church 
Street  District. 

Mr.  Howe  of  Ward  10  indorsed  the  views  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  9  in  relation  to  this  matter. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  he  held  in  committee 
to  the  opinions  which  had  been  expressed  in  the 
Council,  until  he  was  convinced  to  the  contrary. 
The  <>arth  of  Fort  Hill  must  be  carried  away,  and 
he  had  supposed  it  was  objectionable  as  a  strata 
for  filling,  but  had  been  assured  that  the  clay  and 
gravel  were  well  mixed,  so  as  not  to  be  liable  to 
objections.  The  earth  must  be  removed  some- 
where and  at  some  time,  and  as  the  hill  now  stands 
it  is  an  eye-sore  and  a  nuisance.  The  city  had 
caused  the  removal  of  the  houses  and  the  driving 
of  multitudes  from  their  homes,  and  it  would  not 
do  now  to  cut  adrift  from  a  work  which  must  go 
on. 

Mr.  Hall,  in  reply  to  the  objections  as  to  the 
character  of  the  earth,  said  that  houses  had  stood 
on  Fort  Hill  for  years  on  this  soil,  and  rever  be- 
fore had  objections  been  made  that  it  was  unfit  to 
build  upon.  This  earth  could  be  removed  in  no 
other  wav  for  the  sum  of  $2  10  per  square  than 
by  this  measure.  It  was  the  unanimous  opin- 
ion of  the  committee  that  this  earth  should  be 
used  for  a  bottom  tilling,  with  clean  gravel  as  a 
top  tilling. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  wished  to  know  the  cost  ot 
the  removal  of  this  earth  to  the  South  Boston 
flats.  It  would  be  only  a  mile  to  take  it  round  over 
the  bridge  to  South  Boston,  while  it  would  be  a 
mile  and  a  half  to  remove  it  to  some  portions  of 
the  Suffolk  Street  District. 

Mr.  Hall  replied  that  there  was  no  place  in  South 
Boston  where  it  could  be  received.  Atlantic  ave- 
nue could  net  receive  one-sixteenth  part  of  the 
earth,  for  some  of  the  owners  of  the  docks  pre- 
ferred to  fill  up  their  docks  at  their  own  expense 
with  material  obtained  elsewhere.  As  he  under- 
stood the  matter,  th^re  was  but  one  course  for  the 
city  to  pursue  for  its  best  interests.  There  was  a 
pressure  that  something  may  be  done  iu  removing 
the  earth  from  Fort  Hill,  and  this  is  the  cheapest 
method  of  removal. 

Mr.  Seaverns  said  he  had  been  assured  that  the 
gravel  would  not  lie  well  on  the  clay,  -»nd  as  it  was 
not  determined  what  quality  of  each  should  be 
used,  he  hoped  that  the  order  would  he  laid  on 
the  table,  and  made  a  motion  to  thatetfect.  Car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  21  to  19. 

A  motion  was  subsequently  made  by  Mr.  Smith 
of  Ward  10  to  take  the  order  trom  the  table. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  support  of  th-i  motion,  said  he  be- 
lieved the  Council  desired  information  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  it  would  not  be  obtained  should  the  order 
lie  on  the  table.  In  his  view,  the  case  was  clear; 
he  was  at  first  opposed  to  carting  the  dirt  1mm 
Fort  Hill,  but  had  changed  his  mind;  he  had  heard 
men  competent  to  judge  say  that  this  clay  mate- 
rial was  just  as  clean  as  gravel,  and  was  the  proper 
filling  as  a  sub-tilling,  just  what  was  wanted,  upon 
which  to  place  four  or  five  feet  of  gravel.  It  would 
prevent  the  arising  of  effluvia,  such  as  is  now  ex- 
perienced on  portions  of  the  Back  Bay.  There 
could  be  no  objections  from  carting  the  earth 
across  the  streets,  for  by  an  order  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  in  another  contract,  there  would  be  as 
much  crossing  the  streets  in  bringing  in  the  earth 
by  raih-oad,  and  full  as  much  of  a  nuisance.  In  re- 
lation to  the  objection  against  clay,  where  ttere 
were  walls,  there  would  be  the  same  material  in- 
side and  outside.  He  hoped  the  order  would  be 
passed,  because  of  the  lateness  of  the  season,  for 
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if  any  thing  was  to  be  done  the  work   should  be 
pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  motion  10  take  up  the  order  was  carried. 

Mr.  Kowe  of  Ward  10  rmde  further  objections 
in  relation  to  carrying  the  Fort  Hill  material 
through  the  streets,  as  founded  on  his  knowledge 
in  the  filling  up  of  the  extension  of  Albany  street. 

Mr.  Kich  moved  that  the  report  be  recommitted, 
with  instructions  to  the  committee  to  contract 
with  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  to  All  up  the 
Suffolk  Street  Territory  with  clean  gravel. 

Air.  Poor  hoped  the  mover  would  modify  his  mo- 
tion by  leaving  out  the  instructions. 

Mr.  Rich  modified  his  motion,  in  accordance 
with  this  suggestion. 

Mr.  Hogers  of  Ward  15  said  he  had  some  knowl- 
edge of  the  use  of  such  material  for  tilling,  and  as 
a  positive  fact  lie  knew  that  clay  put  down  on  the 
bottom  filling  would  prevent '  the  smell  which 
otherwise  would  arise  from  covering  low  places. 
This  material  was  a«  good  as  any  for  the  making 
of  streets,  and  was  the  best  stuff' for  filling.  It  was 
compact,  would  not  be  so  much  affected  by  frost, 
and  he  did  not  think  it  objectionable,  as  had  been 
said,  where  streets  were  to  be  dug  up  for  the  lay- 
ing of  pipes. 

Mr.  Koue  said  he  would  agree  to  some  extent 
with  what  had  been  said,  but  this  material  should 
not  come  neaier  than  three  feet  of  the  surface. 

Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  9  said  it  was  true  something 
must  be  done  with  Fort  Hill.  He  did  not  believe 
the  earth  would  be  good  for  filling,  but  as  the  por- 
tion proposed  to  be  tilled  was  but  small,  he  was 
willing  to  have  the  experiment  tried,  and  when 
tried  that  would  be  the  last  of  it.  He  hoped  that 
the  report  would  not  be  recommitted,  but  that  the 
Council  would  pass  the  orders.  Not  to  do  so  would 
place  the  committee  in  a  bad  condition.  They  had 
been  found  fault  with  for  delay,  and  if  delayed 
much  more  there  would  be  danger  of  postponement 
to  another  year*  The  committee  had  authority  to 
raise  the  buildings  and  it  would  not  do  to  raise 
them  and  leave  the  territory  unfilled. 

Mr.  Kich  said  that,  feeling  a  desire  the  work 
should  go  forward,  he  would  withdraw  his  mo- 
tion, and  move  that  the  tilling  with  this  material 
should  be  to  the  depth  of  four  feet  only. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Council  the'uiotion  was 
withdrawn. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  renewed  the  motion  to  re- 
commit, not,  being  satisfied  with  permitting  the 
question- to  remain  unsettled  in  relation  to  what 
may  be  done  under  the  proposed  contract.  If  he 
understood  the  matter  correctly,  the  committee 
may  till  the  whole  district  with  this  material,  and 
there  was  nothing  to  hinder  their  doing  so.  He 
was  not  satisfied  that  the  committee  should  have 
such  a  power. 

Mr.  Bishop  replied  that  the  order  contemplated 
a  portion,  and  this  would  be  done  under  the  action 
of  the  City  Engineer,  who  was  competent  to  judge, 
whether  any  harm  would  result  from  such  filling. 

The  motion,  to  iccommit  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  16 
to  22. 

The  motion  recurring  upon  the  passage  of  the 
order, 

Mr.  Rich  said  he  was  not  yet  satisfied  that  the 
evil  he  spoke  of  would  be  remadied  in  relation  to 
the  clay  substance,  and  he  was  further  of  the 
opinion  that  some  limit  should  be  fixed  as  to  the 
amount  of  filling  with  the  Fort  Hill  earth.  He 
therefore  moved  as  an  amendment  to  the  order 
that  the  surface  filling  shall  be  to  the  depth  of 
four  feet  with  clear  gravel. 

Mr.  Poor  moved  to  amend  by  adding  that  the  bal- 
ance be  filled  with  clear  gravel,  but  on  objection 
being  made,  withdrew  the  motion. 

Mr.  Frost  hoped  the  committee  would  not  be 
hampered  by  the  amendment,  but  that  they  would 
be  allowed  to  act  as  they  deemed  in  their  .judg- 
ment to  be  best.  Such  action  was  more  nice  than 
wise. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

The  order  authorizing  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  to  contract  with  Michael  Drinan 
for  raising  and  underpinning  such  buildings  as 
they  may  designate  on  the  territory  bounded  by 
Middlesex,  Chapman,  Suffolk  and  Hingham streets 
for  $4950  being  under  consideration,  Mr.  Bishop  of 
Ward  6  moved  to  amend  by  providing  that  if  the 
party  shall  not  give  satisfactory  bonds  for  the  ful- 
filment of  the  contract,  the  committee  shall  make 
the  award  to  the  next  lowest  satisfactory  bidder. 
Mr.  Bishop,  in  support  of  the  motion,  stated  that 


as  some  of  the  parties  had  learned  the  bids  which 
were  made  by  others,  they  might  not  be  willing  to 
perform  their  contracts;  and  if  they  wished  to  get 
out  of  them,  the  proviso  would  permit  the  com- 
mittee to  make  new  awards  without  delay  in  the 
work. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

The  order  authorizing  Committee  on  Suffolk 
Street  District  to  contract  with  S.  L.  Davis  for 
raising  and  underpinning  such  of  the  buildings  as 
they  may  designate  on  the  territory  bounded  by 
Albion.  Chapman  and  Emerald  streets,  and  the 
passageway  in  the  rear  of  Dover  street  running 
from  Emerald  to  Albion  street,  for  $29,987  09,  was 
passed,  with  an  amendment  on  the  same  terms 
with  that  of  the  previous  order. 

The  order  authorizing  Committee  on  Suffolk 
Street  District  to  contract  with  Boyntou  Brothers 
&  Co.,  for  raising  and  uiidepinningsuch  buildings 
as  said  committee  may  designate  n  the  territory 
bounded  by  Tremont,  Chapman  and  Albion  streets, 
and  the  passageway  in  the  real-  of  Dover  street 
leading  from  Tremont  to  Albion  street,  for  $3266, 
was  read  a  second  time  and  passed. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  C,  from  the  Committee  on 
the  Fire  Depaitment,  on  the  petition  relative  to  the 
payment  of  John  Golding  for  injuries  received  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  made  a  report  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  that  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  John 
Golding  $75,  on  account  of  injuries  received  while 
in  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the 
Fire  Department;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  the  Fire  Department. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
read  once. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  of  the  Common  Council,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  resolve  and  order  for  widening  Battery 
street,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

The  present  width  of  Battery  street,  from  Hano* 
ver  street  to  Commercial  street,  is  about  thirty 
feet,  including  the  sidewalks;  and  the  proposition 
is  to  make  it  about  fifty  feet  in  width,  by  taking 
6224  feet  of  land  on  the  southerly  side.  Most  of 
the  land  is  vacant,  and  nearly  half  the  amount 
taken  belongs  to  the  city  of  Boston.  The  estimat- 
ed expense,  including  the  value  of  the  city's  land 
and  all  damages  to  buildings,  amounts  to  $30,944, 
As  this  street  is  directly  opposite  the  People's 
Ferry  landing,  a  large  amount  of  travel  will  be  ac- 
commodated by  the  widening,  and  the  committee 
would  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  re- 
solve and  order. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  order  giving  the  care  and  custody  of 
the  stables,  sheds  and  outbuildings  on  the  Poor 
House  grounds  in  Ward  16  to  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  made  a  report  that  in  their  opinion  the 
order  should  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  for  the  Committee  on  I'olice  to  have  charge 
of  the  buildings  used  for  police  purposes  on  the 
Poor  House  grounds  in  Ward  16,  reported  that  the 
order  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  de- 
nied a  second  reading. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  of  the  School  Committee  surrendering  the 
primary  schooihouses  on  South  Margin  and  War- 
renton  "streets  and  Xewbern  place,  made  a  report 
that  in  their  opinion  the  houses  situated  on  South 
Margin  street  and  Newbern  place  should  be  sold, 
beine:  no  longer  required  for  city  purposes,  and 
that  the  house  on  Warreuton  street  should  be  con- 
verted into  a  storehouse.  They  would  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
ders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  sell  by  public  auction  the 
schooihouses  situated  on  South  Margin  street  and 
Newbern  place,  the  proceeds  of  said  sales  to  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  schoolhouse 
on  Warreuton  street,  and  that  the  same  be  used  as 
a.  storehouse  Tor- public  property,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Superintendent  of' Public  Buildings. 
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\l  .  Bishop  of  W  aid  7  inquired  if  the  buildings 
could  not  be  put  to  the  same  purposes  fonrhicn 
I  hey  had  been  used? 

Mr.  Kmer»on  sta'ed  that  they  were  surrendered 
be  the  city  ny  the  School  Committee  as  not  wanted 
for  school  purposes. 

Mr.  liray  of  Ward  12  stated  that  in  their  present 
condition,"  unused,  the  boys  were  destroying  them 
by  breaking  glass,  and  it  would  be  better  to  sell 
them. 

Said  orders  were  then  passed. 

OUDKKS  PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  G, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  lay  new  floors  in  Engine 
House  No.  10,  and  to  paint  the  building;  the  ex- 
pense therefor,  not  to  exceed  S1500,  to  he  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Public  Buildings. 

Ordered,  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings he  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
on  the  Eliot,  Franklin,"  (iinaon,  Hancock,  Phillips, 
Pre-scott  and  Dorchester  Everett  grammar  school- 
houses,  at  an  estimated  expense  not  exceeding 
$500  on  each  building,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
already  authorized  to  be  expended;  the  expense 
therefor  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Grammar  Schools,  Public  Building*. 

Ordere  1,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings oe  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
on  the  Cooper  Street  Primary  Schoolhouse,  at  an 
estimated  expense  not  exceeding  .1K500;  to  be 
charged  to  Primary  Schools,  Public  Buildings.

The  order  authorizing  a  contract  with  Manuel  & 
Havnes  to  deliver  gravel  on  Suffolk  Street  Territo- 
ry, and  to  permit  rail  tracks  to  be  laid  In  Colum- 
bus avenue,  Berkeley,  Chandler,  Tremont,  West 
Castle  and  Chapman  streets,  was  considered. 

A  remonstrance  was  presented  from  R.  D. 
Tucker  and  others,  against  permitting  any  loco- 
motives to  run  through  Columbus  avenue.  Chand- 
ler and  other  streets.  Referred  to  Committee  on 
Suffolk  Street  District. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  as  the  proposed  route  of 
the  tracks  in  question,  after  leaving  the  Provi- 
dence Railroad  at  Dartmouth  street  bridge,  pass- 
ing over  a  projected  street  by  the  Water  Power 
Company,  crossing  Columbus  avenue  near  and 
south  of  the  brid go,  and  crossing  Berkeley  street 
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through  Chandler  street  and  Paul's  grounds,  and 
across  Treniont  street,  this  will  not  be  near  any 
dwellings,  and  incommode  no  one  except  in  the 
ordinary  travel.  In  a  measure  of  this  kind  there 
must  he  some  inconveniences  to  he  put  up, .with, 
and  'he  question  was  one  of  economy  in-  carrying 
out  the  tilling  oi  the  territory.  No  locomotive  is 
to  be  used  after  leaving  the  present  railroad  track, 
the  cars  to  be  drawn  from  that  point  by  horses. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  an  amendment 
was  adopted  to  provide  that  the  said  parties  shall 
give  bouds  satisfactory  to  the  committee  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Alderman  (iihsou  inquired  if  it  would  not  be 
cheaper  to  use  engines  the  whole  distance  in 
drawing  the  rising  of  cars? 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  the  contractors 
did  not  ask  to  be  allowed  to  use  engines,  nor  did 
they  wish  to.  They  proposed  to  back  up  the  trains 
r<>  the  new  tracks,  and  put  on  horses  to  the  back 
end  of  the  trains.  They  were  not  restricted,  nor 
ha.  I  they  asked  to  use  engines;  yet  it  was  not 
known  what  may  be  developed  in  the  course  of  the 
contract. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  where  the  tracks 
were  to  cross  Columbus  avenu^,  Berkeley  street 
and  Chandkr  street,  and  piotested  against  the  use 
of  steam  engines  in  localities  where  the  people 
would  be  subject  to  much  annoyance.  When  the 
city  h.\d  laid  out  so  much  money  in  putting  down 
wood  pavement  on  Columbus  avenue,  and  that 
street  had  become  so  great  a  thoroughfare  for 
pleasure  riding,  such  a  use  of  the  street  ought  not 
to  he  allowed.  In  his  view,  the  gravel  for  the  rill- 
ing of  this  territory  could  be  brought  into  the  city 
without  crossing  any  of  the  public  streets  By  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  nine-tenths  oi  the 
gravel  could  be  b.ought  and  distributed  without 
public  inconvenience. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  the  crossing  of 
Columbus  avenue  would  be  over  the  wooden  pave- 
ment, immediately  south  of  the  bridge.  If  thought 
necessary,  an  amendment  could  be  adopted  to 
provide  that  .horse  power  should  be  used  from  the 
westerly  side  ol  Coli.mbus  avenue,  and  he  would 
suggest  such  an  amendment. 

Alderman  Uibson  said  he  could  not  see  the  ob- 
ject in  making  such  a  restriction,  if  the  patties 
should  wish  to  use  steam  power.  The  use  of  a  loco 
motive  would  not  obstruct  the  street  so  much  as 
horse  power,  for  by  it  the  trains  would  sooner  get 
out  of  the  way. 

Alderman  fierce  said  the  first  question  to  be 
considered  was  whether  the  territory  could  be 
tilled  at  a  reasonable  cost  without  crossing  public 
streets.  In  crossing  these  streets  travel  would  be 
much  incommoded  both  as  regards  teams  and  pe- 
destrians. The  tracks  would  cross  two  tracks  of  the 
.Metropolitan  Railroad,  and  theie  was  a  probabil- 
ity that  these  streets  would  be  obstructed  for  two 
years,  Kveij  in  the  little  obstruction  by  the  trains 
from  Fort  Hill  the  crossing  of  streets  at  grade  was 
a  nuisance.  It  would  be  far  better  for  the  city  to 
pay  more  for  the  tilling  of  the  territory  without 
crossing  streets,  and  he  understood  that  this  could 
be  none  at  perhaps  an  increased  expense  of 
$15,000.  In  the  annoyance  to  the  public 
travel,  if  it  could  be  avoided,  the  pay- 
ment of  $10,000  or  $15,000  would  be  of  no  con- 
sideration. There  would  he  no  difference  in  this 
respect  whether  the  cars  were  to  be  taken  by 
horses  or  steam.  A  gravel  train  crossing  the  pub- 
lic streets  would  be  an  intolerable  nuisance,  and 
he  would  like  to  have  the  report  referred  back  to 
ascertain  whether  it  could  not  be  avoided.  More 
damage  would  be  done  in  six  months  than  would 
be  saved  in  exnense. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  concurred  in  most  of 
the  remarks  of  the  Alderman  who  had  just  taken 
his  seat.  The  crossing  of  three  streets  w<uld  be 
an  intolerable  nuisance,  as  was  v/ell  remarked, 
and  should  be  avoided  if  it  cost  $25,000.  Most  of 
the  tilling  could  be  taken  in  at  the  foot  of  Castle 
street,  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  and  the 
remainder  by  the  Providence  Kailroad. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  recommit  with  "in- 
structions to  adopt,  if  possible,  some  plau  by 
which  the  gravel  may  be  delivered  over  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Kailroad." 

Alderman  Jenkins  objected  to  recommitting, 
since  the  committee  best  understand  the  matter, 
and  are  anxious  to  have  the  work  commenced. 
They  had  advertised  for  proposals  and  had  taken 
the  lowest  bids,  and  the  idea  of  doiug  anything  to 
prevent  them  from  going  on  with  the  work" he 
should  look  upon  as  out  of  order.    He  would  grant 


the  committee  authority  to  make  such  contracts 
as  may  seem  to  them  proper. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  committee  ad- 
vertised for  proposals,  and  these  parties  offered  to 
do  the  work  for  $7  50  per  square.  The  bids  of  other 
parties  would  amount  to  $40,000  more.  If  required 
to  advertise  for  further  bids,  it  would  be  treating 
the  present  Vidders  unfairly,  and  to  compete  on 
the  same  matter.  He  could  have  wished  that  the 
contract  would  have  been  for  obtaining  the  mate- 
rial over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad,  but  this 
would  cost  $40,000  more.  He  hoped  the  ofder 
would  not  be  recommitted  ;  for  no  one  would  be 
injured  by  the  crossing  of  the  streets,  nor  be  incon- 
venienced to  any  extent. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  w.s  sorry  to  hear  the 
remarks  of  the  Alderman  or  his  conclusions.  It 
could  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  this  proposed  cross- 
ing of  streets  would  be  an  intolerable  nuisauce  to 
those  who  are  compelled  to  come  down  Colum- 
bus avenue,  Tremont  or  Berkeley  streets,  from  the 
dirt  and  obstruction  of  the  highways.  The  differ- 
ence in  price,  he  understood,  would  be  titty  cents 
per  square  more  to  bring  the  earth  over  the  other 
railroad.  Two  of  these  thoroughfares  being  much 
travelled,  the  crossing  of  150  dirt  cars  would  keep 
the  streets  blockaded  all  the  time.  He  hoped  the 
committee  would  change  the  route.  The  addi- 
tional expense  might  be  $20,000,  and  even  if  $40,000 
it  woulo  be  much  better  to  pay  it.  The  measure 
would  prevent  the  sale  of  land  and  of  houses,  and 
would  be  like  fencing  up  the  streets. 

Alderman  Braman  was  of  opinion  that  the  delay 
of  a  week  would  be  nothing  to  be  compared  with 
the  importance  of  the  question  of  avoiding  the 
crossing  of  public  streets  in  the  tilling  of  the  terri- 
tory. The  additional  expense  of  $20,000  should  not 
be  considered,  could  any  means  be  adopted  to  pre- 
vent the  necessity  of  crossing  the  public  streets. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  gentleman  wno  made 
the  bid  had  stated  that  he  was  willing  to  change 
the  route,  and  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  Com- 
pany had  assured  him  that  they  would  give  him 
all  the  facilities  required.  That  this  crossing  of 
streets  would  cause  great  inconvenience,  don't  re- 
quire argument.  He  did  not  advocate  the  claims 
of  any  party,  but  believed  that  the  crossing  of 
streets  was  not  in  justice  to  public  travel.  A  de- 
lay of  one  week  ought  not  to  be  considered.  As  a 
member  of  the  Committee  ou  Claims,  he  had  been 
obliged  to  hear  the  complaints  of  damage  by  the 
people  of  Ferdinand  street  because  of  the  running  of 
trains  through  ihe  street  to  till  the  Church  Stree, 
District.  There  had  been  no  experience  then 
and  they  were  obliged  to  go  it  blind.  .  We  are  not 
obliged  to  do  so  now.  It  is  a  duty  to  the  public 
that  the  committee  should  consider  whether  *he 
nuisance  of  crossing  streets  could  not  be  avoided. 
Alderman  Jenkins  believed  there  was  no  ne- 
cessity for  recommitting  the  report.  The  gentle- 
man who  makes  the  bid  is  willing  for  $1  per  square 
more  to  bring  the  material  over  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Kailroad.  There  has  been  a  delay  of  two 
or  three  weeks  already.  The  taking  of  two  or 
three  cars  across  Tremont  street  will  be  about  as 
long  as  the  crossing  of  a  carriage.  It  was  due  to 
the  gentlemen  who  made  the  bids,  who  have  been 
notified  of  their  acceptance,  have  made  purchases 
and  desire  to  commence  rhe  work  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, that  the  question  should  be  settled  at  ouce. 
Alderman  Pierce  said  if  but  three  or  tour  cars  of 
a  train  of  forty  were  to  be  taken  across  the  streets 
at  a  time,  it  would  take  from  morning  to  night  and 
it  would  be  much  better  to  have  them  moved  by 
steam. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  his  friend  anticipat- 
ed in  relation  to  the  contract.  The  parties  had  been 
notified  simply  in  relation  to  it,  and  the  onlv  posi- 
tion taken  was  to  show  their  hand.  If  this  ques- 
tion should  be  recommitted,  there  would  be  but 
one  party  to  hi  1, ,  and  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kail- 
road would  take  it. 

Alderman  Braman  saidhe  hoped  the  instructions 
would  be  to  take  the  material  over  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Kailroad  on  to  the  territory. 

Alderman  Connor  said  the  cost  over  the  other 
road  would  be  $8  90  per  square,  which  would  be  a 
considerable  extra  expense  to  the  eity.  If  the  con- 
tractors injure  property  by  their  running  across 
streets,  they  must  pay  for  it.  He  did  not  cure 
which  way  the  material  was  brought  to  the  dis- 
trict, if  the  committee  deemed  the  route  thus  re- 
commended the  best  route  under  the  circum- 
stances.

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District  might  have  presented  a 
report  when  they  introduced  the  order  under  con- 
sideration, had  they  deemed  it  necessary. 

For  the  information  of  the  Hoard  I  will  briefly 
state  the  reasons  that  induced  them  to  recommend 
that  a  portion  of  the  filling  should  be  taken  from 
Port  Hill.  During  the  last  year  we  laid  out  the 
several  streets,  and  subsequently  under  a  special 
act  of  the  Legislature  have  taken  the  remaining 
estates  for  the  purpose  of  grading,  so  that  the  city 
is  in  a  condition  to  complete  the  whole  grading  o"f 
Fort  Hill  as  soon  as  the  earth  can  be  removed. 

We  have  already  used  portions  of  this  tilling  to 
build  Atlantic  avenue,  and  are  now  filling  the 
docks  on  the  westerly  side  by  authority  of  the  Leg- 
islature. From  estimates  made  by  the  City  Engi- 
in-ei,  the  tilling  required  for  these  several  works 
will  not  use  all  the  earth  required  to  be  removed ; 
but  there  will  still  be  some  twelve  to  sixteen  thou- 
sand squares  to  be  disposed  of.  Two  of  the  com- 
mittee, who  are  also  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  atteuding  to  this  grading,  knowing  the 
difficulties  that  have  already  arisen 'and  feeling  a 
deep  interest  in  completing  the  work,  submitted 
to  the  Suffolk  Street  Committee  the  question  of  its 
use  upon  the  territory  under  their  charge.  Those 
members  of  the  committee  conversant  with  filling 
saw  no  difficulty  in  using  it  below  the  grade, 
twelve  above  mean  low  water. 

The  ainaunt  required  to  this  height  is  nearly 
equal  to  the  surplus  to  be  disposed  of.  This,  then, 
is  the  problem  before  us.  Fort  Hill,  after  all  the 
uses  for  the  rilling  known  to  the  committee  when 
it  can  be  used  without  charge  for  removing,  is  still 
uncompleted.  This  can  be  used  upon  the  Suffolk 
street  territory  by  paying  $2 10  per  square  above 
the  cost  of  other  tilling.  If  it  is  not  thus  disposed 
of.  it  may  cost  the  city  four  times  that  sum  to  re- 
move it  promptly  to  some  other  locality— which 
is  important  to  the  city  after  havingundertakenits 
removal— and  i  trust  this  Board  will  adhere  to  the 
policy  of  taking  so  much  as  can  be  properly  used 
to  fill  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  notwith- 
standing any  temporary  inconvenience  that  may 
arise  by  carting  it  through  the  city  by  teams— it 
not  being  proposed,  as  any  one  can  learn  bv  look- 
ing at  the  advertisement,  to  carry  it  by  railway- 
thereby  relieving  the  city  of  a  possible  expense  of 
$75,000,  by  adding  that  sum  to  the  gravel  contract 
and    leaving   Fort    Hill  uncompleted,  but  also  to 


teach  parties  who  may  possibly  have  the  gravel 
contract  that  the  (  ity  fennel]  of  1*70  is  not  a  body 
that  "manipulates"  foviBOTev  tho  disposal  of  Fort 
Hill  earth  in  any  way  that  will  not  be  for  the  I  est 
interest  of  the  city. 

In  regard  to  the  'amendment,  I  understand  from 
the  mover  that  it  was  his  intention  to  so  restrict 
the  quantity  that  none  of  It  should  be  used  at  a 
grade  above  four  feet  below  the  level  of  the  street ; 
and  although  it  may  possibly  bear  a  different  con- 
struction, still  if  it  was  so  understood  at  the  time 
of  passing  it,  I  think  the  Heard  should  c. incur  with 
the  Council  and  not  longer  delay  the  matter. 

Alerman  Jenkins  wished  to  know  how  this  earth 
wastobe  taken  from  Fort  Hill  to  the  Suffolk  street 
territory. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  the  nute  was  not 
designated.  It  was  a  question  of  econemy  wheth- 
er to  leave  on  1'ort  Hill  an  amount  of  earth  which 
it  would  cost  from  $75,099  to  $100,606  to  remove.

Alderman  (iihson  believed  it  would  be  better  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  committee.  It  Vould  be 
almost  impossible  to  get  rid  of  the  earth  except  by 
such  a  measure  as  this.  It  had  been  objected  to 
this  earth  for  filling,  but  in  his  view  it  was  hard 
enough,  and  no  better  filling  could  be  found  in 
the  Commonwealth. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  if  there  was  a  good  ob- 
jection to  crossing  Berkeley  S'reet  with  gravel 
cars,  this  would  be  much  "more  so,  in  carrying 
earth  through  streets  for  so  long  a  dista'uee. 
There  would  be  ampl  room  for  it  on  the  South 
Boston  flats,  at  a  much  less  r'istance.  He  could 
not  see  what  streets  it  could  be  taken  through. 

Alderman  Cowdin  saiil  the  carting  of  Fort  Hill 
to  the  Suffolk  street  territory  would  lie  a  nuisance, 
as  in  the  rilling  of  Albany  street.  He  had  no  don  I  t 
it  would  be  good  filling  when  in  place,  of  a  solid 
character.  If  giavel  could  be  had  at  the  same 
price,  it  would  be  pre;erable  to  the  removal  of 
earth  from  Fort  Hill;  for  in  muddy  weather,  it 
would  be  scattered  all  through  the  streets,  and  the 
carts  of  the  Health  Department  would  be  required 
to  take  it  up  and  carry  it  somewhere  else.  If  the 
plan  was  to  dump  it  in  the  carts  generally  used,  it 
would  be  better  to  till  with  gravel,  and  if  the  tilling 
with  gravel  can  be  done  at  $7  50  per  square,  it 
would  be  better  to  seed  the  Fort  Hill  earth  some- 
where else,  across  the  bridges  to  South  Boston. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  the  matter  wou'd  be 
best  in  the  hands  of  the  committee.  The  streets 
were  for  rbe  good  of  the  city  and  not  to  please  in- 
dividuals in  their  use.  As  to  the  objections  about 
scattering  the  earth,  it  was  easy  enough  to  cart 
dirt  without  scattering.  Let  the  committee  see  to 
it  that  good  conditions  are  made  that  the  contract- 
ors shall  take  the  earth  in  proper  carts.  lie 
hoped  they  would  do  as  they  see  tit.  It  would  be 
much  better  to  use  this  earth"  lor  rilling  the  .Suffolk 
street  territory  than  to  deal  with  the  Hartford  & 
Erie  Kailroad  "in  tilling  their  flats. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  gentlemen  did  not  seem 
to  understand  that  this  was  a  question  what  to  do 
with  the  earth  on  Fort  Hill.  A  party  interested 
had  offered  him  $2000  if  he  would  manipulate  the 
contract  so  as  to  prevent  the  '•einoval  of  the  earth 
from  Fort  Hill  to  the  Suffolk  street  territory.  He 
told  him  not  to  call  upon  him  again. 

Alderman  Cowdtn  said  he  was  glad  to  learn  that 
the  Alderman  could  not  be  influenced  by  $2000, 
and  he  did  not  believe  any  member  of  the  Board 
would.  He  had  not  been  approaches  by  any  such 
offer.  His  query  was  whether,  if  the  rilling"  could 
be  done  as  cheap  in  another  way,  it  would  not  be 
well  to  dispose  of  this  earth  in  the  best  possible 
manner. 

The  amendments  were  concurred  in,  and  the  oi- 
ders  as  amended  were  passed. 

ESTIMATED     E.vrKXSE     OF    THE     SURVEY     OF    THE 

<VI'Y. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  City  Surveyor, 
with  an  estimated  expense  of  the  survey  of  the 
city. 

The  report,  after  citing  the  order  of  the  City 
Council,  requesting  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  ii 
survey,  states  that  it  had  its  origiu  in  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  and  their  resolutions  on  the  subject  are 
referred  to,  setti.ig  forth  that  just  and  equitable 
taxation  requires  tha<.  a  survey  should  be  niaitc  of 
all  real  estate  within  the  city,  of  which  plans  do 
not  now  exist  at  the  Assessors'  Office ;  and  further, 
that  the  annual  tax  thereby  received  would  more 
than  meet  the  interest  on  the  expense  of  the 
work.

The  Surveyor  on  this  remarks  as  follows: 

The  order  requesting  the  estimate  is  general  in 
its  terms,  and  not  specific  as  to  details,  asking  for 
an  estimate  of  "a  survey  of  all  real  estate  in  this 
city,  of  which  th  re  are  no  official  plans  in  the 
City  Hall." 

lc  is  understood  that  the  order  refers  to  the  city 
proper  only,  as  the  Assessors  Department  have  in 
their  possession  plans  of  estatt  s  in  Koxbury,  Dor- 
chester, South  and  East  Boston. 

There  are  in  this  department  at  the  present  time 
accurate  plans  of  but  a  small  portion  of  the  city 
proper,  made  from  actual  surveys. 

Accurate  surveys  and  plans  of'the  Church  Street 
District,  the  Suffolk  Street  District  and  Fort  Hill 
(there  being  about  1400  estates  in  this  district) 
have  been  made,  showing  the  streets,  estates  and 
buildings. 

The  Asse;-'sois'  books  show  that  there  are  about 
23,800  estates  in  the  city  proper. 

The  expense  of  a  survey  and  plan  of  the  city 
can  be  very  much  varied  according  to  the  manner 
of  making  it,— all  the  way  I  should  estimate  from 
$25,000  to  $100,000. 

If  it  is  to  iuclude  a  survey  of  all  the  streets  aud 
each  separate  estate,  with  all  the  buildings  there- 
on, and  to  be  sufficiently  accurate  for  the  convey- 
ance of  property,  which  would,  of  course,  require 
an  examination  of  the  titles  of  many  of  the  escares 
where  conflicting  boundary  lines  exist, — I  should 
judge  the  expense  would  not  be  less  than  $  100,000. 
This  estimate  is  based  on  the  cost  of  large  sur- 
veys that  have  been  made,  and  on  consultation 
with  some  of  the  most  competent  and  experienced 
surveyors  in  the  city. 

A  plan  of  the  city  could  be  made,  however,  suf- 
ficiently accurate  for  the  use  of  the  Assessors' 
Department,  and  also  would  be  of  value  to  the 
various  other  departments  of  the  city,  I  should 
estimate,  for  about  $25,000. 

Ihis  could  he  done  try  using  the  sectional  plans 
of  the  city  now  in  use  in  the  Sewer  Department, 
and  correcting  them  where  alterations  and  addi- 
tions have  been  made,  and  by  collecting  and  com- 
paring such  plans  of  estates  as  could  be  obtained 
from  various  sources,  and  making  approximate 
surveys  of  those  estates  of  which  no  plans  have 
been  maoe. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Surveyor's  Department. 

HIGH  SERVICE  OF  WATDlt  AT  SOUTH  BOSTON. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Cochit- 
uate  Water  Board,  in  response  to  an  order  of  in- 
quiry as  to  the  practability  and  expense  of  extend- 
ing the  high  service  of  water  to  South  Boston. 

'ihe  Water  Board,  while  admitting  the  practica- 
bility, do  not  consider  it  expedient  at  the  present 
time  to  extend  the  high  service,  as  they  are  in 
hopes  that  tbe  new  twenty-inch  main  to  South 
Boston  (for  which  an  appropriation  has  already 
been  made),  and  the  pipes  contracted  for,  will, 
when  coinpletea,  increase  the  head  sufficient  to 
give  an  ample  supply  in  that  section. 

A  large  portion  of  this  main  has  alreidy  been 
shipped,  and  the  whole  will  probably  be  laid  and 
the  water  let  on  before  the  first  of  December  next. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  City  Council 
that  every  gallon  of  water  used  or  wasted  on  the 
high  seivice  supply  has  to  be  pumped  by  steam 
power,  thus  adding  largely  to  its  cost.  The  service 
must  therefore  be  extended  with  great  caution, 
and  only  wliei  absolutely  necessary,  and  as  a 
matter  of  economy,  should*  always  be  kept  within 
the  smallest  possible  limit. 

In  an  accompanying  estimate  by  the  City  Engi- 
neer, the  cost  of  such  high  service  is  put  down  at 
ft 39. 148  75.

During  the  last  year  we  laid  out  the 
several  streets,  and  subsequently  under  a  special 
act  of  the  Legislature  have  taken  the  remaining 
estates  for  the  purpose  of  grading,  so  that  the  city 
is  in  a  condition  to  complete  the  whole  grading  of 
EortHill  as  soon  as  the  earth  can  be  removed. 

We  have  already  used  portions  of  this  tilling  to 
build  Atlantic  avenue,  and  are  now  rilling  the 
docks  on  the  westerly  side  by  authority  of  the  Leg- 
islature. From  estimates  made  by  the  City  Engi- 
licei,  the  tilling  required  for  these  several  works 
will  not  use  all  the  earth  required  to  be  removed  ; 
but  there  will  still  be  some  twelve  to  sixteen  thou- 
sand squares  to  be  disposed  of.  Two  of  the  com- 
mittee, who  are  also  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  atteuding  to  this  grading,  knowing  the 
difficulties  that  have  already  arisen  and  feeling  a 
deep  interest  in  completing  the  work,  submitted 
to  the  Suffolk  Street  Committee  the  question  of  its 
use  upon  the  territory  under  their  charge.  Those 
members  ot  the  committee  conversant  with  tilling 
saw  no  difficulty  in  using  it  below  the  grade, 
twelve  above  mean  low  water. 

The  am  sunt  required  to  this  height  is  uearly 
equal  to  the  surplus  to  be  disposed  of.  This,  theii, 
is  the  problem  before  us.  Fort  Hill,  after  all  the 
uses  for  the  tilling  known  to  the  committee  when 
it  can  be  used  without  charge  for  removing,  is  still 
uncompleted.  This  can  be  used  upon  the  Suffolk 
Btreet  territory  by  paying  $2  10  oer  square  above 
the  cost  of  other  tilling.  If  it  is  uot  thus  disposed 
of,  it  may  cost  the  city  four  times  that  sum  to  re- 
move it  promptly  to  some  other  locality — which 
is  important  to  the  city  after  havingundertakenits 
removal — and  1  trust  this  Board  will  adherf  to  the 
policy  ot  taking  so  much  as  can  be  properly  used 
to  till  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  notwith- 
standing any  temporary  inconvenience  that  may 
arise  by  carting  it  through  the  city  by  teams— it 
not  being  proposed,  as  any  one  can  learn  by  look- 
ing at  the  advertisement,  to  carry  it  by  railway- 
thereby  relieving  the  city  of  a  possible  "expense  of 
$75,000,  by  adding  that  sum  to  the  gravel  contract- 
and    leaving   Fort    Hill  uncompleted,  but  also  to 


teach  parties  who  may  possibly  bare  the   gravel 

contract  that  the  (  ity  Council  ol  1878  i-  not  a  body 
that  "manipulates"  (or  money  the  disposal  ot  Fort 
Hill  earth  in  any  way  that  will  not  be  for  the  I  est 
interest  of  the  city. 

In  regard  to  the  amendment,  I  understand  from 
the  mover  that  it  was  his  intention  to  so  restrict 
the  quantity  that  none  of  it  should  be  used  at  a 
grade  above  four  feet  below  the  level  of  the  gtteel  ; 
and  although  it  may  possibly  bear  a  different  con- 
srruction,  still  if  it  was  so  u'nders'ood  at  the  time 
Of  passing  it,  I  think  the  Beard  should  concur  with 
the  Council  and  not  longer  delay  the  matter. 

Alerinan  Jenkins  wished  to  know  how  this  earth 
was  to  be  taken  from  Kort  Hiil  te  the  >uffolk  street 
territory. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  *bat  the  r<  ute  was  not 
designated.  It  was  a  qnestion  of  eeonemy  wlietn- 
er  to  leave  on  I'ort  Hill  an  amount  of  earth  which 
it  would  cost  from  $75,098  to  9100,808  to  remove. 
The  earth  could  not  be  di-po--  d  of  in  any  other 
way,  at  present,  so  far  as  lie  was  aware. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  it  would  be  better  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  committee.  It  would  be 
almost  impossible  to  get  rid  of  the  earth  except ny 
such  a  measure  as  this.  It  had  been  objected  to 
this  earth  for  filling,  but  in  his  view  it  was  hard 
enough,  and  no  better  filling  could  be  found  in 
the  Commonwealth. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  if  there  was  a  good  ob- 
jection to  crossing  Berkeley  street  with  gravel 
cars,  this  would  be  much  more  so,  in  carrying 
earth  through  streets  for  so  long  a  distance. 
There  would  be  ainpl  room  for  it  on  the  South 
Boston  flats,  at  a  much  less  i'istance.  He  could 
not  see  what  streets  it  could  be  taken  through. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  carting  of  Fort  Hill 
to  the  Suffolk  street  territory  would  be  a  nuisance, 
as  in  the  filling  of  Albany  street.  He  had  no  doul  t 
it  would  be  good  tilling  when  in  place,  of  a  solid 
character.  If  giavel  could  be  had  at  the  same 
price,  it  would  be  pre.erable  to  the  removal  of 
earth  from  Fort  Hill;  for  in  muddy  weather,  it 
would  be  scattered  all  through  the  streets,  and  the 
carts  of  the  Health  Department  would  be  required 
to  take  it  up  and  carry  it  somewhere  else.  If  the 
plan  was  to  dump  it  in  the  carts  generally  used,  it 
would  be  better  to  till  with  gravel,  and  if  the  tilling 
with  gravel  can  be  done  at  $7  50  per  square,,  it 
would  be  better  to  serd  the  Fort  Hill  earth  some- 
where else,  across  the  bridges  to  South  Boston. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  the  matter  wou'd  be 
best  in  the  hands  of  the  committee.  The  streets 
were  for  the  good  of  the  city  and  not  to  please  in- 
dividuals in  their  use.  As  to  the  objections  about 
scattering  the  earth,  it  was  easy  enough  to  cart 
dirt  without  scattering.  Let  the  committee  see  to 
it  that  good  conditions  are  made  that  the  contract- 
ors shall  take  the  earth  in  proper  carts.  He 
hoped  they  would  do  as  they  see  tit.  It  would  be 
much  better  to  use  this  earth' tor  tilling  the  >uftblk 
street  territory  than  to  deal  with  the  Hartford  & 
Erie  Railroad  in  tilling  their  flats. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  gentlemen  did  not  seem 
to  understand  that  this  was  a  question  what  to  do 
with  the  earth  on  Eort  Hill.  A  party  interested 
had  offered  him  $2008  if  he  would  manipulate  the 
contract  so  as  to  prevent  the  removal  of  the  earth 
from  Fort  Hill  to  the  Suffolk  street  territory.  He 
told  him  not  to  call  upon  him  again. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  glad  to  learn  that 
the  Alderman  could  not  be  influenced  by  $2000, 
and  he  did  not  believe  any  member  of  the  Board 
would.  He  had  not  been  approaches  by  any  such 
offer.  His  query  was  whether,  if  the  filling" could 
be  done  as  cheap  in  another  way,  it  would  not  be 
well  to  dispose  of  this  earth  in  the  best  possible 
manner. 

The  amendments  were  concurred  in,  and  the  <>i- 
ders  as  amended  were  passed. 

ESTIMATED     EXPENSE     OF    THE     SURVEY     OF     THE 

<VI'Y. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  City  Surveyor, 
with  an  estimated  expense  of  the  survey  of  the 
city. 

The  report,  after  citing  the  order  of  the  City 
Council,  requesting  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a 
survey,  states  that  it  had  its  origin  in  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  and  their  resolutions  on  the  subject  are 
referred  to,  setti.ig  forth  that  just  and  equitable 
taxation  requires  that  a  survey  should  be  made  of 
all  real  est&te  within  the  city",  of  which  plans  do 
not  now  exist  at  the  Assessors'  Office ;  and  further, 
that  the  annual  tax  thereby  received  would  more 
than  meet  the  interest  on  the  expense  of  the 
work. 
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The  Surveyor  on  this  remarks  as  follows: 

The  order  requesting  the  estimate  is  general  in 
its  terms,  and  not  specific  as  to  details,  asking  for 
an  estimate  of  "a  survey  of  all  real  estate  in  this 
city,  of  which  th  re  afe  no  official  plans  in  the 
City  Hall." 

It  is  understood  that  the  order  refers  to  the  city 
proper  only,  as  the  Assessors  Department  have  in 
their  possession  plans  of  estates  in  Roxbury,  Dor- 
chester, South  and  East  Boston. 

There  are  in  this  department  at  the  present  time 
accurate  plans  of  but  a  small  portion  of  the  city 
proper,  made  from  actual  surveys. 

Accurate  surveys  and  plans  of' the  Church  Street 
District,  the  Suff.dk  Street  District  and  Fort  Hill 
(there  being  about  1400  estates  in  this  district) 
have  been  made,  showing  the  streets,  estates  and 
buildings. 

The  Assessois'  books  show  that  there  are  about 
23,000  estates  in  the  city  proper. 

The  expense  of  a  survey  and  plan  of  the  city 
can  be  very  much  varied  according  to  the  manner 
of  niaking'it,—  all  the  way  I  should  estimate  from 
.¥25,000  to  .15100,000. 

If  it  is  to  include  a  survey  of  all  the  streets  and 
each  separate  estate,  with  all  the  buildings  there- 
on, and  to  be  sufficiently  accurate  for  the  convey- 
ance of  property,  which  would,  of  comrse,  require 
an  examination  of  the  titles  of  many  of  the  escates 
where  conflicting  boundary  lines  exist, — I  should 
judge  the  expense  would  no't  be  less  than  $  100,000. 
This  estimate  is  based  on  the  cost  of  large  sur- 
veys that  have  been  made,  and  on  consultation 
with  some  of  the  most  competent  and  experienced 
surveyors  in  the  city. 

A  plan  of  the  city"  could  be  made,  however,  suf- 
ficiently accurate  for  the  use  of  the  Assessors' 
Department,  and  also  would  be  of  value  to  the 
various  other  departments  of  the  city,  I  should 
estimate,  for  about  §25,000. 

Ihis  could  be  done  by  using  the  sectional  plans 
of  the  city  now  in  use  in  the  Sewer  Department, 
and  correcting  them  where  alterations  and  addi- 
tions have  been  made,  and  by  collecting  and  com- 
paring such  plans  of  estates  as  could  be  obtained 
from  various  sources,  and  making  approximate 
surveys  of  those  estates  of  which  no- plans  have 
been  maae. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Surveyor's  Department. 

HIGH  SERVICE  OF  WATER  AT  SOUTH  BOSTON. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Cochit- 
uate  Water  Board,  in  response  to  an  order  of  in- 
quiry as  to  the  praccability  and  expense  of  extend- 
ing the  high  service  of  wa'fcer  to  South  Boston. 

'Ihe  Water  Board,  while  admitting  the  practica- 
bility, do  not  consider  it  expedient  at  the  present 
time  to  extend  the  high  service,  as  they  are  in 
hopes  that  the  new  twenty-inch  main  to  South 
Boston  (for  which  au  appropriation  has  already 
been  made),  and  the  pipes  contracted  for,  will, 
when  completed,  increase  the  head  sufficient  to 
give  an  ample  supply  in  that  section. 

A  large  portion  of  this  main  has  alreidy  been 
shipped,  and  the  whole  will  probably  be  laid  and 
the  water  let  on  before  the  first  of  December  next. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  City  Council 
that  every  gallon  of  water  used  or  wasted  on  the 
high  seivice  supply  has  to  be  pumped  by  steam 
power,  thus  adding  largely  to  its  cost.  The  service 
must  therefore  be  extended  with  great  caution, 
and  only  when  absolutely  necessary,  and  as  a 
matter  of  economy,  should'  always  be  kept  within 
the  smallest  possible  limit. 

In  an  accompanying  estimate  by  the  City  Engi- 
neer, the  cost  of  such  high  service  is  put  down  at 
»39,148  75. 

The  communications  were  laid  on  the  table  and 
ordered  to  lie  printed.

SOUTH   BOSTON   RAII.KOAl>  FAKES. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  South  Boston  Railroad  Com- 
pany be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  October.  1870,  and  until  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  charge 
six  cents  for  a  simile  passage  in  their  cars  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  the  termini  of  their  several  lines 
in  South  Boston  being  defined  as  follows:  the 
Broadway  line  at  the  Company's  stables  on  Broad- 
way, between  K  and  E  streets;  the  Bay  View  line 
at  the  intersection  of  K  and  Eighth  streets;  the 
City  Point  line  at  the  intersection  of  Fourth  and 
P  streets,  and  the  Dorchester  street  line  at  the 
intersection  of  Broadway  and  Dorchester  street. 
Said  authority  is  granted  with  the  proviso  and 
condition  that  said  South    Boston    Railroad   Com- 


pany shall  sell  twenty  tickets  for  one  dollar,  or 
live  tickets  for  twenty-five  cents,  each  ticket  being 
good  for  one  passage  in  any  of  the  cars  run  by  said 
company  on  any  one  of  the  routes  above  described. 

Alderman  Pierce,  in  support  Of  the  above  order, 
stated  that  an  agreement  was  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee With  the  South  Boston  and  with  the  Metro- 
politan Railroads  in  relation  *o  this  schedule  of 
fa  res. 

Alderman  Connor  inquired  if  he  was  to  under- 
stand that  an  agreement  was  made  m  writing  with 
these  railroad  companies  in  relation  to  their  lares, 
and  whether  the  objection  made  to  selling  five 
tickets  for  twenty-live  cents  in  the  cars  was  for 
the  purpose  cf  protecting  themseli  <s. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  the  objecti-n  to 
selling  five  tickets  in  the  cars  was  on  the  ground 
that  they  might  he  imposed  upon.  They  agreed  to 
sell  twenty  tickets  lor  $1  in  the  cars,  and  the 
smaller  number  at  their  stations.  They  were 
reauy  to  put  the  agreement  in  writing;  but  as  the 
Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  were  noi  required 
to  do  so,  it  was  not  required  in*  this  case.  Both  of 
the  companies  had  agreed  to  these  rates. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  South  Boston  Com- 
pany agreed  to  have  five  or  seven  offices  where 
they  would  sell, their  five  tickets  It  was  the  same 
with  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  with 
the  difference  that  the  first  have  five  while  the 
other  has  bat  two  offices. 

Alderman  Oibson  said  he  did  not  see  why  there 
should  be  a  difference,  and  why  not  make  five  cents 
the  charge  to  everyone.  These  companies  have 
the  use  of  the  streets,  and  while  eighty-live  per 
cent,  of  those  who  ride  arc  Boston  people,  and  will 
ride  with  tickets,  why  require  a  few  country  peo- 
ple to  pay  six  cents. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  the  mass  of  the 
Bo:ton  people  who  ride  will  buy  tickets,  but  there 
could  be  no  hardship  in  requiring  strangers  to  pay 
six  cents. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  could  see  no  reason 
why  a  difference  should  be  made;  if  three-quar- 
ters pay  but  five  cents,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
other  quarter  should  pay  six  cents.  With  a'uui- 
form  price,  there  could  be  no  chance  for  the  con- 
ductors to  speculate  on  the  tickets.  They  should 
serve  all  alike. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Orders  were  passed  to  pay  bills  of  persons  directly 
or  indirectly  connected  with  the  City  Government, 
and  orders  were  passed  for  the  abatement  of  nui- 
sances on  Sawyer,  Lenox,  Salem  and  Lowell 
streets;  and  for  the  collection  ot  sidewalk  assess- 
ments on  Eutaw  aud  Trenton  streets.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  <>f  the   Common 

Council  was  held  tins  evening  at  !).',  o'clock. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Council  was 
called  to  order  by  Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12,  senior 
member. 

Messrs.  YVilkms  of  Ward  !),  Bicknell  or  Ward  I. 
and  Nile 8  of  Ward  t:,  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  receive,  sort  and  count  the  votes  for  President 
pro  tern.    'Ihe  committee  reported  as  follows:

Mr.  Hall  was  declared  to  be  elected,  and  took 
the  chair. 

PAPERS  KRO:i   THE    BOARD  OF  ALDEKMEK. 

The  petitions  of  .1.  W.  F.  Hobbs,  K.  T.  Milliken, 
and  ot  George  >".  Comer,  and  remonstrance  of  1!. 
D.  Tucker  ana  others,  were  referred  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  reference  to  Committee  on  Surveyor's  De- 
partment of  the  report  of  the  City  Surveyor  on  the 
cost  of  a  purvey  of-  11  the  estates  in  the  city  proper 
was  concurred  in. 

Ihe  following  orders  were  read  once: 

Order  authorizing  repairs  on  tire  engines,  at  a 
cost  ol  f4,<599  96. 

Order  to  purchase  the  estate  tf  .Maurice  O'Con- 
hell.  331  and  333  Hanover  street,  at  a  cost  ol  $15,- 
000,  in  settlement  of  damages  by  the  widening  of 
Hanover  street. 

The  following  orders  were  read  twice  and  passed : 

order  for  Committee  on  Fire  Alarms  to  consider 
the  expedincy  of  placing  a  lire  alarm  bell  on  the 
tower  of  the  Appleton  street  Schoolhouse. 

Order  for  the  City  Solicitor,  in  consultation  with 
the  Mayor,  to  appear  before  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  city  in  the 
mutter  of  the  proposed  appointment  of  Commis- 
sioners on  the  Jieconstruction  of  the  Draws  of 
the  West  Boston  and  Cragie  Bridges. 

Order  to  pay  bills  of  October  diaft. 

The  relerenee  to  Committee  on  Suffolk  Street 
District  of  orders  to  contract  with  WiJlard  .Manuel 
and  Edward  Haynes,  to  deposit  eaith  or  gravel  on 
said  district,  with  instructions  to  adopt,  if  possi- 
ble, some  plan  ty  which  the  gravel  may  be  deliv- 
ered over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailrond,  being 
under  consideration,  Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  stated 
that  the  understanding  was  that  the  object  in  get- 
ting the  gravel  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
had  been  attained,  in  an  agretinent  of  the  con- 
tractors to  bring  it  that  way.  He  therefore  moved 
that  the  Council  non-concur, 

Mr.  Wilkins  of  Ward  9  inquired  the  effect  of  the 
motion,  it  carried. 

The  Chair  seated  that  it  would  be  a  non-concur- 
rence in  the  recommittal. 

Mr.  Bishop  said  the  effect  of  recommitting  would 
be  to  put  back  the  work  one  week,  and  should  the 
Council  non-concui,  he  had  an  order  to  <  ffer  which 
would  meet  the  case  fully,  so  that  it  wouid  not  be 
necessary  to  require  further  action  of  the  Council. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  was  on  con- 
curring with  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  Wilkins  wished  to  know  what  the  substitute 
was. 

'Ihe  Chair  stated  that  the  substitute  would  not 
be  in  order. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  advocated  the  recommittal. 

.Air.  Wilkins  moved  to  lav  the  subject  on  the  ta- 
ble.    Lost— 16  to  19. 

Mr.  Bishop  stated  as  the  position  of  the  matter 
that  since  the  adoption  of  the  older  relating  to  the 
contract  and  of  'he  above  reference,  the  object  in 
view  had  been  attained,  and  there  was  no  occasion 
for  the  reference,  if  anything  further  was  needed 
the  order  which  he  spoke  of  might  fee  passed,  and 
this  he  read  for  information. 


Mr.  Wilkins  said  he  could  not  see  the  object  of 
Ihe  proposed  order,  and  believed  that  time  would 
be  saved  in  concurring  with  the  Board  of  Alder- 
iinn.  If  the  Council  non-concurred,  the  matter 
must  come  back  again  and  a  week  will  be  lost. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  believed  the  matter  was 
more  clear  than  the  gentleman  sees  it  to  be.  If 
tie'  Council  non-concuned,  then  the  reference- 
would  go  back  and  the  Board  would  recede.  Then, 
with  the  sul  Btitute  passed,  the  subject  would  be 
disposed  of  so  far  as  the  Council  was  concerned, 
ana  with  its  passage  in  concurrence  by  the  Board, 
a  week's  time  would  be  saved.  He  believed  it  to 
be  the  best  policy  to  non-concur. 

.Mr.  Wells  could  not  see  how  time  would  '  e  to  it 
by  c  ncuiring,  for  the  subject  would  then  be  before 
(lie  committee,  and  if,  as  was  said,  the  object  of 
the  committee  had*  been  attained,  there  would  be 
no  need  of  further  action. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Kieh  of  Ward  9,  th3  Chair  stated 
that  the  motion  was  not  on  non-concurring,  but 
on  concurring. 

.Mr.  Kieh  advocated  non-concurrence  and  tin- 
passage  of  the  substitute. 

After  further  remarks  by  Messrs.  Wilkins,  Gray 
of  Ward  12,  Moulton  of  Ward  9,  and  Smith,  all  with 
reference  to  the  quickest  method  of  settling  the 
question,  yet  differing  as  to  the  method, 

On  motion  of  M  •. 'Parker  of  Ward  14  the  main 
question  was  ordered,  and  the  reference  was  con- 
curred in,  by  a  vote  of  23  to  !7. 

The  order  authorizing  the  Committee  on  Suffolk 
Street  District  to  ask  for  gravel  to  be  deposited 
without  crossing  any  streets,  coming  up,  on  con- 
currence, 

Mr.  Bishop  raised  the  question  why  new  pro- 
posals should  be  issued,  if  the  matter  was  settled. 
When  this  order  was  passed  in  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, the  question  was  unsettled,  and,  now  there 
was  no  necessity  for  it,  it  ought  not  to  be  con- 
curred in. 

Mr.  Wells  wished  to  know,  if  the  parties  were 
willing  to  eomnly  with  the  conditions,  why  the 
gentleman  should'tight  this  order. 

.Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  i  I  said  gentlemen  did  notseem 
to  understand  this  matter,  nor  the  reasons  why 
this  order  should  not  pass.  The  contract  for  the 
gravel  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  whose 
offer  was  some  $40,009  lower  than  they  believed  it 
wouldcost  to  bring  it  over  the  Boston  &  .Albany 
Railroad.  Now  they  offer  to  bring  the  gravel  over 
that  road  without  crossing  any  of  the  public 
streets  outside  of  the  territory.  He  hoped  the 
Council  would  non-concur  and  that  the  substitute 
of  Mr.  Bishop  would  be  passed. 

Mr.  Wilkins  wished  to  know  if  this  could  be 
done,  and  whether  an  agreement  had  been  made 
with  the  railroad  company  by  which  it  could  be 
done. 

Mr.  Bishop  replied  that  the  contractors  had 
guarantees  from  the  company  that  they  shall  be 
permitted  to  bring  th°  gravel  over  their  road.  Mr, 
Bishop  offered  as  a  substitute  for  the  order  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  oontract  with  WiJ- 
lard Manuel  and  Edward  Haynes  for  furnishiug 
good  clean  earth  or  gravel,  and  depositing  the  same 
upon  the  Suffolk  Street  District  at  such  times  and 
in  such  quantities  as  the  said  committee  may  direct, 
at  ai/ expense  not  exceeding  $7  50  per  square  ot 
eight  cubic  yards,  to  be  charged  to  the  loan  for 
the  improvement  of  said  district;  provided,  that 
such  earth  or  gravel  shall  be  deposited  on  said 
district  without  being  conveyed  through  or  across 
any  streets  outside  of  said  district. 

Mr.  Williams  of  \\  ard  13  said  he  believed  there 
was  some  ground  for  objections  to  the  substitute. 
When  the  proposals  were  issued,  they  provided 
for  obtaining  earth  in  any  direction,  and  now  that 
the  conditions  are  changed,  and  but  one  source  is 
contemplated,  others  should  come  in.  Tins  would 
commit  the.  Council  to  one  contract,  while  it  was 
possible  the  work  might  be  done  for  $7  per  square. 
Everybody,  under  the  change,  should  have  a 
chance. 

Mr.  Wells  moved  to  lay  the  substitute  on  the 
table.     Lost— 3  to  29. 

Mr,  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  if  the  subject  was  not 

of  so  much  importance,  he  should  be  unwilling  to 

v  aste  so  much  time  upon  it.    Certain  gentlemen 

igreed  to   contract  to   bring  in  gravel  at  a  low 

nice:  tire  citizens  don't  want  to  have  them   bring 


it  over  the  streets  outside  the  territory;  now  if 
the  contractors  are  willing  to  do  differently  at  a 
greater  expense,  why  shoula  the  contiact  be  guen

to  somebody  else?  They  propose  to  bring  it  else- 
where at  the  same  price,  and  make  terms  with  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  Company. 

Mr.  Wells  said  it  was  well  to  have  the  subject 
ventilated.  If  everybody  else  knew  what  had 
been  stated,  he  did  not.  If  the  parties  made  their 
agreement  on  a  low  figure  in  the  other  case,  they 
cannot  do  it  on  these  figures  with  an  increased  ex- 
pense without  loss.  The  Council  had  .just  passed 
an  order  to  find  some  way  by  which  to  fill  this  ter- 
ritory without  crossing  streets,  and  he  could  see 
no  need  of  passing  another. 

llr,  Poor  of  Ward  11  said  he  agreed  with  the 
gentleman  in  his  remarks,  but  not  in  his  conclu- 
sions..  It  looked  us  though  it  was  th?  design  of 
some  gentlemen  to  take  the  contract  from  the 
person.-  who  made  the  1  west  bid  and  give  it  to 
other  parties  at  a  higher  price.  The  contractors 
made  a  bid  at  $1  per  square,  lower  than  any  other 
bidder.-;  and,  although  they  state  that  it  will 
cost  $20,000  to  $40,000  more  to  "bring  the  gravel 
over  the  Boston  <S  Albany  Railroad,  they  have 
agreed  to  bring  it  over  that  road. 

Mr.  Bishop,  in  reply  to  a  question  of  Mr.  Moul- 
ton,  said  the  question  with  the  committee  was, 
which  was  the  cheapest  mode  of  tilling  the  terri- 
tory. They  had  one  Lid  to  bring  the  earth  over 
the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  at  $1  per  square 
higher  than  the  proposals  accepted,  aim  they  de- 
bated whether  it  was  not  better  to  give  more  and 
save  the  inconvenience  from  crossing  streets,  but 
determined  to  give  it  to  the  lowest  bidder.  The 
substitute,  he  said,  had  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Wells  said  he  had  the  figures  of  the  several 
proposals  before  him,  and  there  was  but  the  differ- 
ence of  forty  cents  per  square  between  the  bids  of 
those  accepted  and  the  next  lower.  The  parties 
making  the  bids  he  did  not  believe  were  capable 
of  fulfilling  their  contracts,  but  designed  to  sell 
them.  He  hoped  the  substitute  would  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  Kich  said  he  bad  some  knowledge  of  the 
bondsmen  of  these  contractors,  who  were  eminent 
merchants,  and  he  did  not  think  it  right  to  give 
impressions  that  the  contract  would  not  be  carried 
out  honorably.  It  was  believed  when  first  award- 
ed that  the  cost  would  be  still  higher. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous 
question,  which  was  carried,  when  the  substitute 
was  adopted,  and,  as  amended,  the  order  was 
passed. 

uiumnaHED  BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed  : 

Order  to  pay  Thomas  E.  Golding  seventy-five 
dollars,  on  account  of  injuries  received  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty  as  a  member  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

Order  to  pay  eleven  hundred  anl  twenty-five 
dollars  for  hose  carriage*  for  Hose  CompanyJNo.  2 
and  Engine  Companies  Nos.  16,  17  and  20. 

Order  for  the  payment  of  the  expense,  $751  00 
for  sounding  on  Madison  square. 

Order  for  a  transfer  of  $2900  from  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Primary  Schoolhouse,  Fayette 
street,  to  that  lortheGrauiuiar  schoolhouse,Ward  1. 

The  order  for  a  transfer  of  $9000  from  the  Re- 
served Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  repairing 
steamboat  Henry  Morrison,  coming  up  on  its 
second  reading,  a  motion  to  lay  it  on  the  table  was 
lost. 

The  order  failed  of  a  two-thirds  vote — 37  in  favor, 
10  against. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  its  rejection  was  carried — 24  to  13 — when  the 
order  was  laid  on  the  table. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  to  whom  were  referred  the  resolve  and  or- 
der for  the  widening  of  Carney  place,  between 
Washington  street  and  Suffolk  street,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $25,000,  made  a  report,  as  follows : 

The  present  width  of  Carney  place  is  only  twelve 
feet.  It  is  proposea  to  make  it  twenty-three  feet 
in  width,  by  taking  a  strip  of  vacant  land,  about 
three  feet  wide,  between  the  buildings  and 
the  present  line  of  the  place  on  the  southerly  side, 
and  a  strip  about  eight  leet  wide  on  the  northerly 
sid^>.  The  expense  is  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Suffolk  Street  District.  The  Com- 
mittee respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
resolve  aud  order. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  passed. 


The  same  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the 
resolve  and  orders  for  the  widening  and  extension 
of  Middlesex  street,  submitted  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  present  width  of  Middlesex  street,  which 
runs  from  Castle  street  to  Hingham  street,  varies 
from  twentv-one  to  twenty-six  feet.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  make  it  a  uniform  width  of  thirty-five 
feet,  and  extend  it  from  Hingham  stieet  to  Dover 
street,  bv  taking  two  estates  on  the  last-named 
street.  By  this  action  the  streets  between  Suffolk 
and  Tremont  streets  will  be  at  regular  intervals 
and  of  substantially  the  same  width.  As  this  ter- 
ritorv  is  now  in  the  hands  oi  the  city  for  the  pur- 
pos-e'of  improvement,  the  changes  proposed  can 
be  made  at  much  less  expense  than  at  any  time

The  value  of  land  taken  and  the  damages  to 
buildings  are  estimated  at  $(50,000,  chargeable  to 
the  appropriation  for  i lie  improvement  of  the  dis- 
trict. 

The  committee  would  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

The  report  was  accepted  ;  and  upon  the  question 
of  passing  the  order, 

.Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  hoped  the  orr'er 
would  not  pass,  believing  it  would  be  a  wicked 
waste  of  money  to  extend  .Middlesex  street.  There 
was  no  necessity  for  the  extension  of  the  street,  it 
being  but  a  short  distance  from  thrf  other  streets 
running  in  the  same  direction.  The  property  on 
Middlesex  street  was  not  of  much  value,  and  in 
the  extension  it  would  cost  $25,000  for  the  property 
to  be  taken.  The  oniy  object  would  be  for  sanitary 
purposes,  and  while  lie  did  not  object  to  the  widen- 
ing, he  was  opposed  to  the  extension. 

Mr.  Wells  opposed  the  making  of  improvements 
on  this  territory  by  piecemeal,  and  did  not  see  the 
necessity  of  the  extension  of  this  street. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11,  the  resolve 
and  order  were  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Bishop,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  D.' strict,  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $750,  in  repairing  the  damages  by  tire 
to  estate  No.  861  Wasaington  street;  said  sum  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Suffolk  Street 
District. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

Mr  Poor  of  Ward  11,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  hinds,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  of  David  K.  Hitchcock  for  leave  to 
erect  bay  windows  in  front  of  his  estate  on  Tre- 
mont stieet,  made  a  report  recommending  the  pas- 
sage of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayi  r  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  to  execute  an  instrument 
made  satisfactory  to  the  City  Soliciter,  changing 
so  much  of  the  conditions  placed  upon  the  land  on 
which  the  building  No.  169  Tremont  street  is 
erected  as  will  permit  David  K.  Hitchcock,  the 
present  owner  thereof,  to  place  bay  windows  in 
said  building,  provided  the  same  do  not  project  to 
within  tin ee  feet  of  the  present  line  of  Tremont 

Mr.  Poor  stated,  in  explanation  of  the  order,  that 
the  restrictions  put  upon  the  land  were  in  1795r 
when  the  owners  in  that  portion  of  the  street 
agreed  co  set  their  houses  back  six  feel  from  the 
line  of  their  estates.  This  authority  does  not  give 
the  petitioner  leavf  to  come  within  three  feet  of 
the  line  with  his  bay  windows. 

The  order  was  passed. 

ORDERS  PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  De- 
partment be  directed  to  report  whether  any  addi- 
tional safeguards  are  needed  to  protect  property 
on  the  water  front  from  destruction  by  fire. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Water  be  re- 
quested to  consider  and  report  upon  the  condition 
of  the  main  water  pipe  leading  across  the  river  to 
East  Boston. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6  offered  the  following  or- 
der, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic instruction: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  be  authorizeel  to  furnish  accommoda- 
tions for  an  evening  school  in  the  bathhouse  in 
Cabot  street,  Boston  Highlands,  the  expense  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Grammar 
Schools,. Public  Buildings. 

Mr.-Kingsbuly  of  Ward    15    offered    air  order- 
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authorizing  the  Committee  on  Public  Baths  to  per- 
mit the  use  of  the  bathhouse  on  Cabot  street  for 
an  evening  school,  to  be  returned  in  the  same  con- 
dition in  which  it  is  taken,  and  this  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Bathing. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  H  ottered  an  order  author- 
izing the  Committee  on  Fire  Alauns  to  visit  New 
York,  Troy  and  other  cities,  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing bell's  for  the  Doreli  ster  District,  and  in 
obtaining  information  in  relation  to  tire  alarms,  at 
an  expense  not  exceeding  §500. 

Motions  t<>  refer  the  order  to  the  Committee  ou 
Finance,  Water,  Cemeteries  and  tire  Department 
ucre  severally  lost,  when  it  was  laid  over. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  ottered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  ou  Finance  be 
requested  to  consider  the  expediency  of  reducing 
the  water  debt,  by  cancelling  or  transferring  a 
portion  ol  the  same  to  the  cit\  debt. 

Mr.  Poor,  in  support  of  the  order,  referred  to  the 
recently  expressed  views  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Hoard  of  Aldermen,  and  remarked    that  too    large 


an  amount  was  now  provided  for  the  Hinking 
Fund.  He  believed  the  water  debt  could  be  re- 
duced more  than  half.  As  it  now  stood,  the  law 
was  not  complied  with,  in  raising  an  income  from 
water  rates  sufficient  to  pay  six  per  cent  on  the 
debt.  The  debt  should  be  reduced  with  a  view  to 
the  reduction  of  the  water  rates,  which  were  op- 
piessive  to  the  poorer  classes. 
The  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

PETITION. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  Adelia  Harriman, 
for  compensation  for  personal  injuries  reeeiveo. 
from  an  alleged  defect  in  Prince  street.  Peferred 
to  the  Committee  on  Claims. 

Mr.  Cray  of  Ward  12  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  the  report  on  widening  and  extending  shaw- 
mut  avenue,  between  Dover  and  Tremont  streets. 
(City  Doe.,  No.  84.  1870.) 

There  appearing  to  be  not  enough  members  pres- 
ent to  pass  the  order,  the  motion  to  take  it  up  was 
withdrawn.

As  the  work  progressed,  the  material  proved  to  be 
So  abund:  nt  and  replete  with  information  of  value 
to  the  community,  that  the  size  of  the  volume  will 
be  largely  increased.  As  soon  as  the  Trustees  be- 
came aware  of  the  fact  and  obtained  statements  of 
expense  from  the  printers,  they  ordered  this  work 
to  be  at  once  suspended,  as  being  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  amount  voted  by  the  City  Government,  and 
therefore  now  request  an  additional  appropriation 
of  $3000,  that  the  report  may  be  completed. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  state  that  in  their  opinion 
the  outlay  is  proper  and  desirable,  and  the  result 
will  be  creditable  to  the  Hospital  and  of  practical 
value  to  the  city ;  it  is  also  expected  that  many 
copies  will  be  sold,  thereby  returning  to  the  Treas- 
ury a  considerable  portion  of  the  cost  of  the 
work.

Alderman  Carpenter,  trom  the  Committee  on 
Bhvingj  reported  leave  to  withdraw-  severally  on 
the  petitions  of  Stephen  Fitzgerald,  to  be  paid  for 
grade  damages  on  Clarendon  and  Lawrence 
streets;  of  Wm.  Bleakley,  for  leave  to  place  a 
bulkhead  in  the  sidewalk  at  the  corner  of  Third 


and  D  streets;  and  of  Florence  Crowley,  for  leave  to 
move  a  wooden  building  from  Lehigh  street  over 
Dover  Street  Bridge.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Bavmg,  reported  reference  to  Committee  on  Lamps 
on  the  petition  of  George  N.  Comer  for  leave  to 
place  a  lamppost  in  sidewalk  .No.  323  Washington 
street  at  bis  own  expense. 

AMeiman  Pratt  objected  to  the  change  of  refer- 
ence, believing  tbe  matter  more  probably  belonged 
to  tbe  Committee  on  Bavmg. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  the  Committee 
reported  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Lamps,  as 
a  matter  of  courtesy.  • 

Alderman  Bratt  said  he  would  waive  the  matter 
of  courtesy,  as  the  committee  were  willing  to  have 
more  iight  in  the  streets,  particularly  when  it  was 
at  no  expense  to  the  city.  The  report  was  ac- 
cepted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  PURCHASE  OF  A  STEAM  TIG. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  tbe  expediency  of 
purchasing  a  steam  tug  for  the  use  of  th*>  Harbor 
Police  and  the  Fire  Department,  made  a  report 
that  in  their  opinion  the  small  amount  of  police 
service  required  in  the  harbor  can  be  quite  as  effi- 
ciently performed  by  the  use  of  sail  boats  and  row 
boats  as  it  could  by  the  use  of  a  steam  tug.  'Ihe 
daily  expense  attending  tbe  use  of  a  boat  propelled 
by  steam  power  is  consicleiable,  and  any  emer- 
gency which  might  arise  retjuiring  greater  facili- 
ties for  transportation  by  water  than  we  now  pos- 
sess can  be  promptly  met  "cy  hiring  some  of  the 
numerous  tugs,  which  may  be  had  at  about  a  mo- 
ment's notice. 

So  far  as  the  Fire  Department  is  concerned,  the 
use  of  a  boat  would  be  requiied  only  in  case  of  fare 
on  board  a  vessel  or  at  the  extieme  end  of  one  of 
the  wharves.  Such  fires  do  not  occur  frequently, 
and  whenever  tbey  do  the  East  Boston  ferryboats 
are  much  more  available  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment than  a  £  team  tug,  which  might  be  at  some 
distant  point,  on  police  duty.  The  committee  would 
therefore  report  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  purchase 
a  steam  tug  fen*  the  use  of  tbe  Fire  and  Police  De- 
partments.   Tbe  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  tbe  Committee  on  Bo- 
lice,  to  whom  was  referred  tbe  petition  of  the 
Boston  &  Hmgham  Steamboat  Company  to  be 
compensated  lor  damages  to  the  steamer  John 
Bomer  by  a  collision  with  the  Harbor  Police  boat 
Quarantine,  made  a  report  that  it  appears  from 
the  evidence  presented,  that  the  police  boat  can- 
not be  held  responsible  for  the  damage  to  the 
steamer,  as  the  latter  failed  to  comply  with  tbe 
rules  of  navigation  as  establisbed  by  numerous 
decisions  in  tbe  Federal  Courts.  The  committee 
would  therefore  recommend  that  the  petitionees 
have  leave  to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

REPOHTS  ON  FREE  FERRY  PASSES. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Fer- 
ries, to  whom  was  relerred  the  order  to  furnish 
quarterly  tickets  to  children  attending  ihe  Eng- 
lish High.  Latin  and  Girls'  High  and  Normal 
schools,  made  a  renort  as  follows: 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  132  of  the  acts 
of  1869,  the  city  is  authorized  to  appropriate  money, 
to  be  expended  by  the  School  Committee  in  their 
discretion,  in  providing  for  the  conveyance  of  pu- 
pils to  and  frcm  the  public  schools,  sotn  alter 
tbe  passage  of  tbe  act  an  order  was  passed  by  the 
City  Council  authorizing  the  School  Committee  to 
furnish  tickets  for  a  iree  passage  over  the  East 
Boston  ferries  to  such  of  the  pupils  from  Ward  1 
attending  the  Latin,  English  High  and  Girls'  High 
and  Normal  schools  as  might  require  them ;  the 
expense  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Grammar  Schools. 

Since  the  passage  of  this  order,  the  ferries  have 
come  into  the  possession  of  the  city,  and  have 
been  placed  under  the  charge  of  a  Boartl  of  Direc- 
tors, with  instructions  to  collect  the  tolls  estab- 
lished by  the  City  Council.  No  provision  is  made 
for  the  free  passage  of  any  class  of  persons,  and 
the  Directors,  unuer  existing  ortlers  and  ordi- 
nances, have  no  authority  to  make  any  discrimina- 
tion in  their  charges  for  the  use  of  the  ferries. 

Tbe  School  Committee  have  therefore  continued 
to  purchase  tickets  at  the  expense  of  their  ovrr  ap- 
propriation, and  furnish  them  to  the  pupils  re- 
quiring them,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  did 
when  the  ferrie9  were  under  the  management  of  a; 
private  corporation.  The  committee  see  no  reason 
why  the  present  system -9110010  not  be  continued.. 
The  pupi's  are  furnished  with  tickets,  and  proper- 
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ly,  at  tte  expense  of  the  department  having 
charge  of  them.  All  the  exuenses  which  legiti- 
mateiy  belong  to  the  administration  of  any  depart- 
ment should  lie  borne  by  tbat  department. 

The  Water  Board  charges  the  other  departments 
of  the  City  Government  for  the  water  which  they 
use,  and  the  Health  Department  charges  for  the 
ute  of  its  teams  and  for  labor  performed,  outside 
Of  its  regular  duties,  as  defined  by  the  ordinances* 
1  his  principle  is  applied  through  all  departments 
of  the  Government.  Indeed,  no  other  course  is 
compatible  with  a  proper  sjetem  of  accountabil- 
ity, and  any  deviation  would  tend  to  lessen  the  re- 
sponsibility of  each  department  over  its  financial 
affairs.  The  committee  would  therefore  report 
tbat  the  order  ougbt  not  to  pass.  The  report  was 
accepted  and  the  order  was  rejected. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  same  committee, 
who  were  instructed  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
allowing  all  members  of  the  Police  Department  to 
pass  over  the  ferries  without  paying  toll,  made  a 
report,  that  under  the  present  arrangement  the 
members  of  the  Police  Depai  tment  who  are  obliged 
to  cross  the  ferries  while  on  duty  are  furnished 
with  tickets  at  the  expense  of  that  department. 
Whether  it  would  be  expedient  or  not  to  furnish 
tickets  to  all  members  of  the  police  force  to  pass 
and  repass  across  the  ferries,  when  off  duty,  as 
well  as  when  on  duty,  this  committee  are  not 
called  upon  to  decide. 

The  question  before  them  is,  simply,  whether 
such  parses  should  be  furnished  at  the  e'xpense  of 
the  Ferry  Department.  The  rule  of  the  Financial 
Department  has  always  been  to  keep  the  expendi- 
tuies  of  the  several  departments  separate  and  dis- 
tinct, and  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  for  a  de- 
parture from  that  rule  in  the  present  instance. 
The  committee  would  therefore  report,  that  in 
their  opinion,  it  is  inexpedient  to  allow  police  offi- 
cers to  past  over  the  ferries  at  the  expense  of  the 
Ferry  Department. 

Alderman  Carpenter  moved  that  the  report  be 
laid  on  the  table  for  one  week,  but  on  the  wish  ex- 
pressed by  Alderman  Connor  to  speak  on  the  sub- 
ject, withdrew  the  motion. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  allowed  the  report  in 
relation  to  the  school  children  to  be  accepted 
without  remark,  and  this  should  be  disposed  of 
in  the  same  way.  so  far  as  the  question  afiected 
the  receipts  of  the  ferries,  it  is  as  much  as  they 
can  do  now  to  meet  their  expenses.  The  principle 
rs  correct  of  making  each  department  bear  its 
own  expenditures.  This  report  should  be  treated 
in  the  same  way  with  that  of  the  report  on  the 
school  children. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  as  an  example  of  the 
effect  of  the  present  policy,  that  an  officer  living  in 
East  Boston  may  have  his* pass  to  cross  the  ferry 
when  on  duty,  yet  when  off  duty,  on  his  return 
home  at  night,  he  is  required  to  pay  his  toll.  The 
question  was,  should  he  be  lequired  to  pay  toll  in 
such  a  case?    He  thought  not. 

Alderman  Talnot  stated  that  so  far  as  related 
to  the  police,  the  matter  was  in  the  hands  of 
the  Committee  on  Police  to  decide  for  them- 
selve  how  many  tickets  a  day  they  should 
furnish  to  each  officer  who  may  cross  the  ferry. 
In  this  case,  as  with  other  departments,  each 
must  decide  what  the  services  of  those  con- 
nected with  them  requires,  in  crossing  the  fer- 
ries in  the  discbarge  of  their  duties.  In. relation 
to  the  school  children,  it  was  not  a  question  of 
their  crossing  the  ferry  free,  but  of  furnishing 
them  with  quarterly  tickets,  and  the  policy  adopt- 
ed was  that  the  expense  incurred  by  each  depart- 
ment in  the  use  of  the  ferry  should  not  be  charge- 
able to  the  ferry. 

Alderman  Co'wdin  said  he  concurred  with  the 
Alderman  that  each  department  should  pav  the 
expense  chargeable  to  the  department  in  the  use 
of  the  ferry,  but  he  did  not  agree  in  the  case  men- 
tioned that  a  police  officer  could  be  considered  as 
oft'  duty  at  any  time.  A  police  officer  should  be 
considered  as  always  on  duty,  relieved  at  times, 
but  always  liable  to  be  called  upon,  and  should  be 
provided  with  tickets  to  cross  the  ferry  to  his 
home. 

Alderman  Connor  believed  the  principle  to  be 
good  in  both  cases.  It  was  not  a  question  of  free 
passes,  merely,  but  as  in  the  consideration  of  the 
ca»eof  the  school  children,  it  was  objected  to  giv- 
ing auarterly  tickets  foi  school  purposes,  lest  they 
sboul  1  use  them  at  other  times.  The  School  Com- 
mittte  were  obliged  to  buy  packages  of- tickets  and 
distribute  them  to  the  children,  although    with 


utmost  care  on  their  part,  some  of  them  would  be 
lost. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  better  in  the  case  of 
the  school  children  for  the  School  Committee  to 
attend  to  the  supply  of  tickets.  They  can  give  out 
the  number  required  foreach  session  of  the  school, 
and  if  rhe  children  use  the  tickets  for  pleasure 
they  should  pay  for  more.  When  the  Police  De- 
partment sends  a  man  across  the  ferries  they  far- 
nish  him  with  tickets.  If  an  officer  chooses  to  live 
in  Fast  Boston  it  is  because  he  can  live  there 
cheaper,  and  if  he  can  save  $100  in  rent  it  is  no 
reason  why  he  should  be  furnished  with  tickets 
when  not  on  duty.  On  the  same  idea,  perhaps,  an 
officer  living  in  the  city  proper  might  claim  that 
the  city  should  make  up  to  him  his  increased  rent. 
If  he  is  to  be  paid  for  crossing  the  ferry  when  not 
on  duty  it  is  giving  him  an  advantage  over  other 
officers  not  living  there. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  was  satisfied  with 
the  explanation  of  the  committee  with  regaid  td 
the  ferry,  yet  he  believed  that  the  police  officers 
should  pass  the  ferries  without  paying  toll,  and 
moved  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table. 

Alderrnan  Cminor  said,  in  relation  to  the  other 
repoit,  it  was  not  the  School  Comtuitte  who  made 
complaint,  but  it  was  the  complaint  of  the  parents, 
who  asked  that  the  children  should  he  furnished 
with  quarterly  tickets,  as  oj  the  steam  cais.  The 
Directors  of  the  ferry  objected  to  furnishing  passes, 
yet  it  was  believed  they  could  be  registered  so  as 
not  to  be  tran&ferred  or  used  by  others.  He  had 
seen  po'ice  officers  taking  tolls,"  but  would  like  to 
know  by  what  right  they  were  put  to  such  service, 
if  each  department  was  to  meet  its  own  expenses. 
The  principle  in  this  case,  as  reported  upon,  was 
right,  that  the  expense  should  be  charged  to  the 
School  Department;  but  parents  simply  asked  for 
quarterly  tickers.  He  d'd  not  quite  agree  in  rela- 
tion to  the  conclusion  of  the  committee;  and  if  in 
this  case  different  action  should  take  place,  he 
should  ask  that  the  other  be  reconsidered. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table  was 
lost,  when  the  report  was  accepted. 

TENEMENT   BUILDINGS  TO   BE   VACATED. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Super- 
intendent of  Health,  recommending  the  passage  of 
orders  to  vacate  tenement  buildings  No.  345  North 
street,  35,  37,  41  Clark  street,  2  and  5  Thacher 
avenue,  and  73  and  75  West  Dedhain  street,  by 
reason  of  their  warn*  of  repair,  illegal  vaults  and 
drains,  and  dirt  ana  filth  on  premises. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Braniuu,  orders  were 
passed  requiring  the  several  premises  to  be  va- 
cated within  ten  days. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Carpenter, 

Ordered,  That  the  Metropolitan  Kailroad  Com- 
pany be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  on  and 
after  the  1st  October,  1870,  and  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Alderman,  to  charge  six 
cents  for  a  single  passage  on  their  cars  on  the 
Jamaica  Plain  route  between  the  starting  point  on 
Tremont  street  at  Montgomery  place  and  the  West 
Koxbury  line  at  Day  street— said  authority  is 
granted  with  the  proviso  and  condition  that  said 
Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  shall  sell  twenty 
tickets  for  one  dollar,  or  live  tickets  for  twenty- 
five  cents,  each  ticket  being  good  for  one  nassage 
in  any  of  the  cars  run  by  said  company  on  the 
Jamaica  Plain  route,  between  the  points  aforesaid. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  on  the  passage  of 
the  above  order,  that  complaints  had  been  made 
of  a  refusal  by  the  South  Boston  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  sell,  as  agreed,  five  tickets  for  twenty-five 
cents.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Kailroad  Com- 
pany had  been  to  him  this  morning,  and  stated 
that  the  agreement  had  not  been  carried  out,  only 
through  failure  to  make  all  the  arrangements  re- 
quired. After  today  five  tickets  for  twenty-five 
cents  could  be  obtained  at  Scollay's  Building, 
Gill's  bookstore  in  South  Boston,  at  the  company's 
office,  and  at  City  i'oint. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  and  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  abate  the  bill  of  $71  74  against 
Otis  Drury  for  sidewalks  on  Trenton  street,  said 
bill  having  been  assessed  in  error. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  assessed  to  Otis  Drury 
the  sum  of  $°5  84,  and  to  James  Alger  the  sum  of 
$35  70,  for  sidewalks  laid  by  the  city  in  front  of 
their  respective  estates  on  Trenton  street,  and 
tbat  the  City  Treasurer  be  directed  to  collect  said 
assessments  according  to  law. 
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Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  and  abutters  on 
Broadway,  between  K  and  L  streets,  to  furnish 
ec'gestones  to  support  the  sidewalk,  and  to  lay 
their  sidewalks  with  brick  within  twenty  days. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Maria  F.Cum- 
mings  the  sum  of  $100,  in  full  compensation  for  all 
damages  caused  to  her  estate  on  Hancock  street, 
Ward  16,  by  the  raising  of  the  grade  of  said  street, 
as  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Dorches- 
ter, in  1869;  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  Paving. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Albert  H.  Stevens 
the  sum  of  $100,  in  full  c(  nipensation  for  all  dania- 
ges  caused  to  his  estate  on  Hancock  and  Cross 
streets,  Ward  16,  by  the  raising  of  the  grade  of  said 
streets,  as  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of 
Dorchester,  in  1869,  to  be  charged  to  tho  appropri- 
ation for  paving. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Peter  Cain,  Nos. 
86  and  88  West  Canton  street,  $800;  to  Wm.  Brown, 
95  and  97  West  Canton  street,  $1750;  to  James  Tom- 
linson,  99  West  Canton  street,  $1275;  to  J.  W. 
Beals,  112  West  Canton  street,  $1500;  to  Bridget 
Goldie,  106  West  Canton  street,  $700;  to  W.  Mat- 
thews, Jr.,  Crosby  place,  $4100;  to  Thomas  Kay, 
Mo.  13  Fabin  street,  $625;  to  Mary  Dwyre,  33  and  35 
Fabin  street,  $1400;  to  Wm.  Brown,  12  and  14  Fa- 
bin  street,  $2150;  to  Bridget  Ooldie,  21  and  23 
Trumbull  street,  $1225 — severally  to  be  charged  to 
Canton  Street  Grading. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Hawes,

member  of  the  Fire  Department,  said  sum  to  be 
charged  to  the  Appropriation  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Alderman  Talbot  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  passed:

On  motion  oi  Alderman  Connor, 

Ordered,  'lhat  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
aud  Public  Grounds  be  authorized  to  remove  the 
tree  in  front  of  the  estate  Mo.  5  Chestnut  street, 
upon  the  request  of  the  owner  of  said  estate. 


Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Henry  M.  Wight- 
man  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  land  taken  and  all  dam- 
ages occasioned  by  the  widening  of  Battery  street, 
by  a  resolve  approved  Sept.  24, 1870,  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  laying  out  and  widening 
streets 

Besolve  and  order  for  the  laying  out  of  Conant 
street,  between  Parker  street  and  the  land  of 
Thomas  Wigglesworth,  and  that  the  grade  thereof 
be  established  according  to  a  plan  and  profile  an- 
nexed, the  same  to  be  at  no  expense. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  the  6treet  above 
mentioned  was  of  good  grade,  and  the  parties  had 
made  a  release  of  all  grade  damiges. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  passed. 

Orders  were  passed  to  meet  a  Jail  requisition 
for  the  month,  amounting  to  $5090  84;  for  the  col- 
lection of  sidewalk  assessments  on  Monmouth. 
Madison,  Brooks.  Second  and  Third  streets, 
amounting  to  §5547  02;  for  the  abatement  of  nuis- 
ances on  Leather  square,  First  street  and  Dorches- 
ter Avenue  Block;  and  to  pay  a  bill  of  persons 
directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  City 
Government. 

SOUTH  BOSTON    STREETS. 

Alderman  Hawes  moved  to  take  frcm  the  table 
the  report  of  Committee  on  Encroachments  in 
Streets  in  South  Boston  (City  Doc.  62).  The  motion 
was  carried. 

Alderman  Hawes  moved  its  reference  to  a  Joint 
Special  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Committee 
on  Streets  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  with  such  as 
the  Common  Council  may  join. 

Alderman  Connor  objected  to  the  reference,  stat- 
ing that  notice  was  required  under  the  report  to 
be  given  to  from  2000  to  4000  persons,  and  the  com- 
mittee were  getting  aloug  in  the  matter  as  fast  as 
they  can,  and  would  report  in  a  proper  time.  Mo 
rights  of  the  city  would  be  injured  by  the  delay, 
and  nothing  would  be  gained  by  such  a  reference. 
Besides,  the  proposed  action  of  a  joint  committee 
was  not  in  accordance  with  law.  The  committee 
were  progressing  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  if  it 
was  the  wish  of  the  alderman  to  assign  it,  the  com- 
mittee would  meet  him  and  give  him  all  the  infor- 
mation desirable.  He  hoped  the  motion  would  not 
pass,  and  moved  to  lay  it  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  that  the  time  had  nearly 
expired,  as  was  stated  in  the  report,  in  which  the 
city  can  take  action  in  the  matter,  and  hot  a  load 
of  ashes  can  be  put  upon  these  streets  even  to 
abate  a  nuisance.  There  are  many  places  where  a 
few  loads  of  ashes  would  be  of  mu"li  benefit  to 
th"  comfoit  and  health  of  the  poor  people  who  are 
obliged  to  live  on  those  streets,  and  it  should  be 
done  at  once. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  this  report  re- 
ferred alone  to  the  twentv  toot  streets.  If  the 
Alderman  wished  information  in  relation  to  the 
other  streets  he  could  give  it  to  him  at  any  time. 

The  mot'on  to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried. 

The  special  assignment,  the  consideration  of  re- 
port in  relation  to  an  alleged  vacancy  in  the  Board 
of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions,  was  further 
assigned  to  Monday  next.

Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council, 

OCTOBER    6,     1870. 


The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  7>„'  o'clock,  M. 
B.  lngalls,  the  President,  in  tbe  chair. 

The  Council  being  thin  at  the  hour  of  assem- 
bling, on  motion  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Wan'  5,  a  call 
was  ordered,  and  thirty-one  members  answereu 
to  their  names,  showing  a  quorum  to  be  present. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN.

REPORT  OF  A  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11,  from  tne  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  Edward  F.  Meany,  for  a 
modification  of  the  conditions  of  sale  of  land  on 
Warehim  and  l'lympton  streets,  submitted  a  re- 
port as  follows: 

The  committee,  upon  investigation,  rind  that 
the  petitioner  |  urchased  of  tbe  city  in  June,  1868, 
a  lot  of  land  adjoining  his  stoncyard  on  Wareham 
and  l'lympton  streets,  containing  7230  square  feet, 
at  87 }£  cents  per  foot,  upon  condition  that  a  build- 
ing of  brick,  stone  or  iron,  and  net  less  than  two 
and  a  half  stories  iu  height,  should  be  erected 
within  two  years.  Feeiing  that  his  business  has 
so  increased  as  to  require  all  of  the  land  for  a 
stones ard,  be  requests  that  said  condition  may  be 
removed. 

The  committee  believe  that  in  carrying  out  said 
request,  an  extra  charge  of  twelve  arid  a  half  cents 
per  foot  should  be  made,  then  the  price  will  be  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  passed  at  the  time  his  pe- 
tition for  the  purchase  of  slid  land  was  received, 
viz. :  87^  cents  with,  or  $1  per  foot  without  the 
condition  for  time  of  building.  In  view  of  the 
facts  as  set  forth,  the  committee  would  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  to  cancel  the  bond  given  by  Edward  F. 
Meany  for  land  on  Plvmpton  and  WTareham  streets, 
dated  June  1,  1868,  upon  his  surrendering  the 
agreement  received  from  the  city  to  convey  the 
same,  and  inat  tbe  Superintendent  of  Public  Lands 
be  directed  to  issue  a  new  agreement,  with  all  the 
conditions  inserted  as  were  set  forth  in  the  previ- 
ous one,  except  that  which  related  to  the  erection 
of  a  building  within  two  years,  upon  his  giving  to 
the  city  a  bond,  in  the  sum  of  $5327  75,  payable  in 
seven  annual  instalments,  with  interest,  the  first 
instalment  to  be  paid  upon  the  delivery  of  said 
agreement. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  tbe  order  was 
passed. 

PETITIONS  PRESENTED  AND   BEFEKRED. 

Bridget  Goldie,  for  leave  to  erect  a  wooden 
building  beyond  the  limits  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance. Referred  to  tbe  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Robert  Bishop,  to  be  heard  in  i  elation  to  rent  for 
use  of  land  at  South  Boston.  Referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  we  express  and  extend  tbe  warm- 
est sympathies  of  the  Citv  ot  Boston  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Republican  France — the  ancient  ally  of 
America — in  their  heroic  efforts  to  repel  tbe  inva- 
sion of  their  soil  and  to  pursue  their  liberties  as  a 
free  people. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  request- 
ed to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  rep- 
resentative ot  the  French  Republic  in  this  city. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  he  had  endeavored  to  make 
this  resolution  as  brief  as  possible.  Twomonths 
ago  the  American  people  were  not  agreed 
on  this  subject,  and  he  confessed  that  hewasiu- 
different  in  regard  to  the  matter:  but  the  change 
of  affairs  in  regard  to  tbe  war  had  brought  about 
a  change  of  public  opinion  more  favorable  to 
France,  and  he  trusted  the  resolution  would  pass. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11,  the  resolu- 
tion was  laid  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of  23  to  17. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  acceptance  of  the  report  inexpedient  to  allow 
members  of  the  police  to  pass  over  the  ferries  at 
the  expense  of  the  Ferry  Department. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11,  in  sustaining  the  report  of 
the  committee,  said  there  was  no  reason  why  the 
police  when  not  on  duty  should  not  pay  their  fares. 

Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  9  said  that,  as  he  understood 
the  matter,  the  committee  expressed  no  opinion 
as  lo  whetner  the  p-dice  should  go  free  over  the 
ferries;  it  was  a  question  only  whether  their  pass- 
ing over  the  ferry  should  be  at  the  expense  of  tbe 
Ferry  Department.  The  police  were  in  the  same 
position,  in  this  respect,  as  were  the  school  chil- 
dren; and,  as  in  all  other  departments  of  the  gov- 
ernment, if  public  service  required  those  connect- 
ed with  them  to  pass  the  terry,  the  expense  was 
charged  to  that  department. 
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Mr.  Hull  inquired  whether  the  police  were  not 
allowed  to  ride  free  on  ail  the  cars  running;  in  the 
city,  and  it  so,  why  should  they  not  cross  the  fer- 
ries tree,  when  the  ferry  is  owned  by  the  city.  As 
a  matter  of  expense  it  Was  liut  a  mere  cipher  so 
far  as  the  city  was  concerned,  and  he  could  see  no 
reason  why  the  police  should  not  go  free  over  the 
ferries  while  oil  duty. 

Mr.  Frost  stated  that  when  the  ferries  came  into 
the  possession  of  the  city  the  Directors  presented 
to  the  City  Council  a  schedule  of  prices,  which 
was  cut  down,  and  the  probability  was  that  an 
appropriation  would  be  called  foratthe  end  of  the 
year  to  meet  a  deficiency  in  running  the  ferries. 
If  such  an  appropriation  should  be  called  for, 
members  of  the  Council  must  be  prepared  to  meet 
it,  and  much  more,  should  this  additional  expense 
be  charged  to  that  department. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  said  he  believed  the  po- 
lice had  as  much  right  to  pass  over  the  ferries  free 
as  they  have  to  pass  through  the  streets  of  the 
cay,  since  the  city  owns  the  ferries  as  well  as  the 
streets. 

.Mr.  Poor  said  the  police  had  the  freedom  of  the 
ferries  when  on  duty,  and  there  could  be  no  hard- 
ship for  them  to  pay  tolls  when  not  on  duty. 

Mr.  Moulton  said  he  considered  the  police  to  be 
always  on  duty ;  they  were  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  government  at  all  times,  had 
their  badges  with  them,  and  were  liable  to  be 
called  upon  for  duty  at  any  moment,  whether  they 
had  on  their  uniforms  or  not. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost — 18  to  23. 

WIDENING  AID  EXTENSION  OF  MIDDLESEX  STREET. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1,  the  resolve 
and  order  for  the  extension  of  Middlesex  street 
were  taken  up  and  passed. 

.Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11  asked  what  action  had 
taken  place  on  the  subject,  and  being  told,  said  be 
believed  most  of  the  members  of  the  Council  were 
not  aware  of  it,  and  moved  a  reconsideration. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  o-ave  his  views  on  this  ques- 
tion last  week,  and  he  thought  any  gentleman  who 
would  look  at  the  matter  would  see  the  useless- 
uess  of  the  expense  of  the  proposed  improvement. 
The  street  referred  to  began  nowhere  and  ended 
nowhere,  and  the  only  result  would  be  to  take  out 
two  dwellings  on  Dover  street,  with  a  destruction 
of  so  much  property.  There  was  no  occasion  for 
the  extension,  as  a  thoroughfare,  and  really  no 
necessity  for  its  widening,  yet  be  would  not  op- 
pose the  widening.  There  was  much  more  reason 
for  the  widening  of  Garland  street.  Since  the  last 
meeting  many  of  the  citizens  in  that  vicinity 
had  assured  him  that  his  course  was  right. 
The  only  argument  he  had  heard  was,  that"  by 
widening  and  extending  the  street  it  would  im- 
prove the  oroperty,  drive  out  the  present  residents 
and  get  in  a  better  class  of  people.  He  could  not 
ee  any  reason  why  poor  people  should  be  driven 
out  of  that  street,  for  they  must  live  somwhere.  In 
his  opinion  it  would  be  better  to  lav  all  these 
orders  on  the  table,  and  that  a  more  comprehen- 
sive plan  of  improvement  should  be  reported  by 
the  committee  before  any  further  action  on  the 
subject  of  widening  or  extending  of  the  streets  on 
this  territory  should  be  taken. 

Mr  Bishop  of  W  ard  7  said  he  could  not  agree 
with  the  gentleman  in  his  argument.  He  believed 
it  woulu  be  an  advantage  to  have  a  better  class  of 
houses  on  this  street,  and  that  would  make  a  bet- 
ter class  of  people.  He  did  not  object  to  the  poor 
people  staying  there,  and  they  would  be  better 
provided  for.  It  was  a  misfortune  to  the  city  that 
it  had  so  many  narrow  and  crooked  streets;  mil- 
lions of  dollars  had  been  expended  for  their  im- 
provement, and  millions  more  would  be  required. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  the  proposed  widening  and 
extension  would  improve  the  property  on  both 
sides  of  the  street,  and  would  be  of  no  injury  to 
Dover  street.  Kather  it  would  be  an  advantage  to 
that  street. 

Mr.  Kogers  of  Ward  14  said  be  hoped  the  order 
would  pass.  He  could  see  no  disadvantage  to  the 
poor  of  the  city  in  the  improvement  of  pioperty, 
and  when  more  good  houses  are  built  than  can  be 
occupied  by  the  rich,  then  they  must  be  occupied 
by  the  poor.  The  people  of  this  street  were  shut  in 
and  the  street  should  be  improved.  The  city  had 
been  too  niggardly  about  widening  streets. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  was  pleased  to  hear  now  nice- 
ly the  friends  of  the  poor  were  to  provide  for  that 
class.  His  ideas  of  benefiting  the  poor  were  to 
give  them  good  drainage,  light,  and  air,  and  not 
high  class  houses  and  high  betterment  expenses. 


Mr.  Grav  of  Ward  12  said  he  had  his  doubts 
about  the'expediency  of  this  measure,  and  he  did 
not  vote  on  it.  He  believed  it  would  be  better  to 
have  all  these  matters  recommitted,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  plans  on  all  the  proposed  improve- 
ments iu  thi?  territory.  If  tbe  motion  to  recon- 
sider should  prevail,  he  should  move  to  recommit, 
with  instructions. 

Mr.  Kowe  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  made  inquiries 
on  the  subject,  and  found  taat  no  one  had  asked 
for  this  improvement,  ami,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
people,  it  ougbt  not  to  pass.  It  was  the  commit- 
tee and  not  the  people  who  wanted  this  done. 
The  widening  should  be  done,  but  not  the  exten- 
sion. 

Mr.  Moulton  said  he  liked  to  go  for  improve- 
ments <  f  the  city,  so  far  as  they  were  required; 
but  the  extension  of  Middlesex  street  would  be  of- 
no  advantage  at  present. 

Mr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  said  he  did  not  think  there 
was  a  street  in  the  city  which  needed  to  be  extend- 
ed more  than  this  street.  Should  it  be  widened 
onlv,  it  would  be  but  a  plaice.  It  was  needed  for 
the'benetit  of  the  people,  and  if  it  was  designed  for 
the  running  of  horse  cars,  there  could  be  aoubt 
that  it  would  be  done. 

Mr  Bishop  of  Ward  7  stated  that  this  section  of 
the  Suffolk  Stieet  Territory  must  be  raised,  and 
that  being  so,  now  is  the  time  to  widen  and  extend 
the  street.  There  never  could  be  so  auspicious  a 
time  for  this  purpose.  When  the  buildings  were 
raised  they  could  be  easily  moved  back  to  the  lines 
of  widening,  and  when  widened,  the  street  should 
have  an  exit,  otherwise  the  expense  of  widening 
will  be  thrown  away. 

The  motion  to  recousider  was  carried,  by  a  vote 
of  26  to  15. 

Mr.  Grav  moved  to  refer  back  to  the  committee, 
with  instructions  to  report  a  plan  with  all  the  in- 
tended widenings  and  extensions  on  that  terri- 
tory. 

Mr.  frost  stated  that  the  protiosed  widenings 
and  extensions  had  all  been  reported  upon,  and 
asked  if  it  was  not  so. 

Mr.  Bishop  said  the  plans  for  extensions  and 
widenings  have  all  been  before  the  Council  for 
months. 

Mr.  Smith  said  that  in  order  no  wrong  impres- 
sion should  prevail,  he  would  mention  that  there 
is  now  under  consideration  the  widening  of  Cas- 
tle street.  It  was  because  this  was  done  by  piece- 
meal, one  portion  at  a  time,  that  there  was  dissat- 
isfaction. 

Mr.  Moulton  inquired  if  tbe  motion  included  the 
other  projects  as  well  as  that  of  .Middlesex  street. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  included  all 
such  improvements. 

Mr.  Hall  said  that  the  members  of  the  Council 
must  be  anxious  that  this  improvement  of  the 
Suffolk  Street  Territory  should  go  on.  A  plan  of 
all  the  improvements  had  been  made  and  laid  before 
the  Council,  vet  it  would  be  impossible  to  foresee, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  Castle  stree'  proposed  widen- 
ing, all  thai;  may  be  necessary  to  be  done.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  widening  may  not  take  place,  and  there 
ought  not  to  be  delay  in  the  other  work  until  every- 
body is  satisfied  in  re'ation  to  a  matter  in  which 
there  are  great  difficulties  in  the  way.  The  widening 
of  Castle  street  may  not  be  reached  immediately, 
ana  it  would  not  do  to  have  all  the  work  delayed 
until  next  year,  on  mat  account.  It  would  not  be 
the  wisest  plan.  Mo  great  work  of  the  kind  could 
be  determined  on.  at  the  start,  as  to  what  may  be 
required.  So  in  regard  to  Castle  street,  it  was  not 
possible  to  see  what  was  needed,  and  the  improve- 
ment may  not  be  carried  out.  But  in  this  section 
of  the  territory  the  plan  is  completed  in  relation  to 
the  moving  of  the  buildings,  and  if  it  is  desi  able 
that  this  extension  should  take  place,  the  improve- 
ment should  not  be  delayed.  Let  the  improve- 
ments that  can  be  made  go  on  without  any  delay. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  said  the  orders  had  passed 
to  raise  the  territory,  and  if  the  reports  were  to  go 
back  to  the  committee,  tbe  work  must  stop. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  said  he  saw  some  diffi- 
culties in  the  way.  He  thought  it  would  be  well  to 
take  one  well  digested  plan  for  widening  and  carry 
that  out,  and  then  follow  it  with  another. 

Mr.  Cray  said  he  wanted  to  know  what  the  plans 
were  and  what  the  expenses  would  amount  to,  aud 
the  committee  should  know  something  of  what  they 
were  to  do  and  what  it  would  cost.  There  should 
be  general  and  comprehensive  plans.  It  was  said 
that  such  plans  had  been  presented,  but  he  had 
not  seen  them. 
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Mr.  Parker  said  the  plans  were  laid  before  the 
Council  in  June. 

Mr.  .Smith  said  it  would  be  easy  to  specify  what 
the  committee  proposed  to  do,  and  he  did  not  see 
why  such  comprehensive  plans  could  not  be  placed 
before  the  Council  by  next  Thursday  night.  This 
would  not  interfere  with  the  work  of  raising, 
which  would  not  involve  the  raising  of  Middlesex 
street  this  winter.  Jn  looking  over  the  matter,  he 
found  that  the  entire  land  on  Middlesex  street, 
from  Chapman  to  Iliugham  street,  to  be  benefited, 
would  not  amount  to  more  than  18,808  square  feet, 
and  to  double  the  value  by  the  extension,  it  would 
not  pay  for  the  houses  destroyed  on  Dover  street. 

Mr  Bishop  stated  that  Middlesex  street  is  in- 
cluded in  the  present  contracts  for  the  tilling. 

Mr.  Williams  inquired  if  it  would  be  in  order  to 
move  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  replied  that  it  would  not,  and  m  an- 
swer to  Mr,  Kowe  said  that  an  amendment  would 
not  be  in  order. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  21 
to  24,  when  the  order  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  28  to 
2J,  as  follows:

SHAWMUT  AVENUE    EXTENSION. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1,  the  resolve 
and  orders  for  the  widening  and  extension  of 
Shawmut  avenue,  and  for  a  loan  of  .1225,000,  to  be 
appropriated  therefor,  (printed  City  Document, 
No.  78, 1870,)  were  taken  up. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  inquired  where  this  im- 
provement was  to  commence,  and  where  it  was  to 
leave  off,  for  which  the  .«225,000  was  appropri- 
ated. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  the  widening  from  Dover 
street  to  Pleasant  street  was  to  be  charged  to  the 
Suffolk  Street  loan,  and  the  balance,  for  the  ex- 
tension from  Pleasant  street  to  Tremont  street, 
would  require  the  loan  as  provided  for  in  the  or- 
der. 

Mr.  Moulton  said  he  wished  to  know  where  this 
work  was  to  commence.  If  it  was  to  commence 
on  the  portion  lrom  Tremont  to    Pleasant  street, 


he  should  vote  against  it,  otherwise  he  had  no  ob- 
jection. 

Mr.  Hall  said  the  work  would  commence  imme- 
diately at  Dover  street,  with  the  widening. 

The  orders  were  passed,  by  a  vote  of  48  yeas  to  2 
navs.

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  called  attention  to  the  diffi- 
culties in  relation  to  the  Henry  Morrison,  in  the 
laying  out  of  more  money  than  was  appropriated, 
and  then  referred  to  the  work  going  on  upon  En- 
gine House  No.  4.  In  this  case,  an  appropriation 
was  made  of  $7500;  but,  from  appearances,  the  cost 
of  the  work  would  be  more  than  three  times  the 
sum  appropriated.  He  was  opposed  to  the  laying 
out  of  a  large  sum  of  money  on  that  building,  be- 
lieviug  that  it  was  not  the  right  place  for  an  en- 
gine house. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  contracts 
had  been  inade  for  the  completion  of  the  work  at 
the  sum  appropriated. 

Mr.  Hull  said  if  the  cost  did  not  exceed  the  sum 
asked  for,  he  had  no  fault  to  find;  the  question 
was  as  to  what  it  would  cost,  and  he  could  not  see 
how  the  work  could  be  done  at  the  amount  appro- 
priated or  twice  that  amount.

HEARINGS  ON  ORDERS  OF  NOTICE. 

The  hearings  on  the  orders  of  notice,  on  the 
proposed  widening  of  Columbia  street,  at  its 
northerly  end;  on  the  proposed  laying  out,  widen- 
ing and  grading  of  Clarendon  place,  and  change  of 
its  name  to  Gray  street;  on  the  proposed  widening 
of  Washington  street,  Ward  16,  on  its  easterly 
side,  between  Adams  street  and  Neponset  River; 
and  on  the  proposed  widening  of  Castle  street  to 
fifty  feet,  between  Washington  and  Tremont 
streets,  were  severally  taken  up.  .No  person  ap- 
peared in  either  case,  and  the  reports  were  recom- 
mitted. 

The  hearing  on  the  granting  of  the  location  of 
an  additional  track  to  the  Metropolitan  Kailroad 
Company  on  Court  and  Hanover  streets  was  taken 
up. 

A  remonstrance  was  presented  from  Bust  Broth- 
ers, Bird  and  others,  against  the  location  of  an  ad- 
ditional track  in  Hanover  street. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

The  hearing  on  the  proposed  extension  of  Quincy 
street  in  Ward  16,  from  Columbia  street  to  Belle- 
vue  street,  was  taken  up. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  Nahum  Capeu, 
that  the  said  street  may  be  laid  out  sixty  feet  in 
width,  in  view  of  its  future  importance  and  the 
low  cost  of  land  at  the  present  time  in  laying  it 
out. 

C.  A.  Uphain  objected  to  the  extension  of  the 
street,  as  not  requiied,  and  because  the  present 
street  had  not  been  accepted;  and  by  its  extension 
it  would  require  a  house  owned  by  him  to  be  taken 
down,  which  afforded  him  some  income. 

Henry  J.  Nazro  advocated  the  exteusion  of  the 
street  as  of  great  public  advantage  as  a  thorough- 
fare from  one  portion  of  the  ward  to  another,  and 
to  Jamaica  Plain,  and  as  a  means  of  developing 
property.  The  street  as  laid  out  is  forty  feet  in 
width. 

In  reply  to  Alderman  Talbot,  Mr.  Nazro  said  he 
believed  it  would  be  better  to  make  the  street 
fifty  feet  in  width. 

Hie  report  was  recommitted. 

The  order  of  notice  on  ihe  proposed  widening  of 
Zeigler  street  was  taken  up. 

James  M.  Keith,  in  behalf  of  William  H.  Milton, 
whose  land  only  would  be  requiied  for  the  widen- 
ing, objected  to  this  widening  as  of  no  benefit  to 
hiin,  but  rather  an  injury.  The  widening  would 
take  a  strip  ten  feet  in  width,  the  whole  amount- 
ing to  3097  feet.  Before  the  street  was  extended, 
he  had  ample  front  for  his  land  on  Guild  row  and 
Warren  street,  and  it  makes  his  lot  too  narrow  on 
the  north  side.  This  widening  would  be  only  for  a 
small  section,  while  the  street  from'  Warren  to 
Eustis  street  would  be  but  thirty  feet  in  .width, 


He  should  regard  it  as  an  unnecessary  interfer- 
ence with  property. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  would  be  well  for  the 
Board  to  see  the  premises  before  deciding  upon 
the  subject.  When  the  extension  was  made,  the 
whole  population  were  in  favor  of  having  the 
street  wider,  and  petitions  have  been  presented 
for  the  widening.  It  is  believed  that  this  street 
will  be  very  desirable  for  business  purposes  in  a 
few  years,  and  if  so,  that  it  should  be  more  than 
thirty  feet  in  width.  As  the  members  of  the  Board 
would  have  ample  opportunities  for  examining 
the  matter,  he  hoped  that  it  would  be  looked  into 
before  action  was  taken  on  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  with  Alderman 
Talbot  relative  to  the  wishes  of  the  people  for  a 
wider  street,  and  it  was  the  belief  that  the  land 
which  will  be  left  after  the  widening  will  be  worth 
much  more  on  account  of  such  widening. 

The  report  vvas  recom  mitted. 

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  resolve  ami  order  to  wideu  Kneeland  street, 
by  taking  751  square  feet  of  land  belonging  to 
Samuel  Rice,  at  an  expense  of  $6008,  was  con- 
sidered. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  question  involved  in 
the  proposed  widening  was  that  of  the  widening 
of  Kneeland  street  to  fifty  feet,  and  if  this  widen- 
ing was  now  carried  out,  the  other  must  follow. 
It'was  desirable  to  make  the  street  to  conform  to 
the  width  of  Eliot  street. 

Aldermen  Cowdin  and  Jenkins  concurred  in  tbe 
necessity  of  the  measure  to  conform  to  the  widen- 
ing of  Eliot  street. 

The  order  was  passed. 

The  resolve  ana  order  to  extend  Brighton  street 
was  laid  on  the  table,  on  motion  of  Alderman  Tal- 
bot, to  await  the  final  disposition  of  the  question 
of  the  extension  of  Allen  street,  by  the  other 
branch,  this  not  being  required  unless  the  other 
was  carried  out. 

The  resolve  and  order  to  extend  Allen  street  by 
taking  8935  square  feet  of  land  of  C.  J.  Taylor  and 
others  at  an  expense  cf  $13,402  50,  were  consid- 
ered, after  being  laid  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  considerable  oppo- 
sition had  been  made  by  the  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty over  which  the  extension  was  proposed,  but 
this  opposition  had  been  yielded.  It  was  believed 
to  be  very  desirable  that  this  extension  should 
take  place. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  passed. 

PAPERS   FROM  THE  COMMON   COUSCIL. 

The  petitions  of  Bridget  (ioldie  and  of  Robert 
Bishop  were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  weekly  exhibit  of  tne  Auditor  was  ordered 
to  be  placed  on  file. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  passed: 

Report  and  order  to  cancel  bond  of  E.  F.  Meaney 
for  'and  on  Wareham  and  Plympton  streets,  and 
to  issue  new  bonds  with  new  conditions. 

Order  to  allow  the  Committee  on  Fire  Alarms  to 
visit  Troy,  X.  Y.,  and  other  cities,  to  purchase 
bells  for  the  Dorchester  District,  at  an  expense  of 
$500. 

The  order  authorizing  not  exceeding  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  to  be  expended  in  repairing 
damages  by  tire  to  estate  No.  861  Washington 
street,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Suf- 
folk Street  District,  was  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  called  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  question  which  was  connected  with 
this  order,  whether  the  city  should  carry  out  the 
policy  in  lelatiou  to  the  property  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District,  now  in  its  hands,  of  insuring  its 
own  property  against  loss  by  fire.  There  had  been 
two  fires  iu  this  district,  and  it  would  be  necessary 
to  pass  this  order  to  meet  the  loss  already  incurred. 

Alderman  Pratt  saul  he  looked  upon'  this  as  a 
new  question,  no*  to  be  compared  with  the  insur- 
ance of  its  own  property  in  public  ouildings  by  the 
city.  The  point  was  whether  it  would  pay  for  the 
city  to  have  this  property  insured  during  the  lim- 
ited time  in  which  it  would  be  in  the  hands  of  tne 
city. 

Alderman  Cowdin  airieed  that  this  was  a  new 
question,  and  as  ibis  property  must  be  nearly  al'. 
insured  in  some  offices,  tie  wished  to  know  wheth- 
er the  policies  held  could  not  be  transferred  to  the 
city.  He  thought  it  would  be  safe  to  do  so,  and 
that  the  committee  ehouid  look  into  the  matter. 
Some  persons  might  be  induced  to  set  on  fire  un- 
occupied buildings  on  the  territory: 

Alderman  Gibson  wished  to  know  how  many  of 
these  buildings  might  be  in  the  hands  of  the  'city . 
at  one  time,  or  be  vacated;       .'   .  ■     ;-    ■ 
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Alderman  Talbot  said  that  be  believed  thatnine- 
teen-twentieths  of  these  buildings  would  Lie  nu  u- 
pied  during  the  work  upon  them,  and  be  did  not 
Know  that  any  of  those  uow  under  the  contracts 
were  vacated.  The  committee  were  desirous  to 
follow  the  wishes  of  the  City  Council  in  this  mat- 
ter, and  did  not  like  to  take  the  initiative.  There 
had  been  two  Cues  already,  as  had  "ecu  stated,  yet 
in  the  Church  street  District  there  was  no  fire 
while  the  property  was  in  the  hands  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Gil  son  inquired  whether  the  policies 
of  insurance  were  not  held  by  the  owners  of  the 
prop(  1 1\ . 

Alderman  Tall  ot  said  that  parties  holding  the 
policies  (  n  property  which  was  injured  by  the  lire 
went  toihe  insurance  edicts,  and  were  tout  that 
the  policies  weir*  vacated  by  the  taking:  of  the 
property  by  the  city. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  parties  occupy- 
ing these  houses  paid  rent  to  the  city? 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  the  tenants  of 
these  houses  were  supposed  to  be  witliou«  any 
knowledge  of  the  transfer  of  the  piopcrly  to  the 
city,  autl  pay  rent  to  the  original  owners,  Ihe 
city  cannot  rc-colleco  nor  take  rent,  and  is  as 
though  not  in  possession  of  the  property  in  that 
regard.  The  parties  pay  their  rent  innocently,  as 
though  nocnange  had  be>en  made. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  whether  the  policies 
of  insurance  could  not  be  assigned  instead  of  being 
renewe-1?  The  companies,  he  did  not  doubt, would 
consent  to  the  assignment  cf  these  policies. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  be  proposed,  after  the  dis- 
posal of  this  order,  to  otter  an  order  which  would 
cover  the  ground. 

Alderman  (  owdiu  believed  it  to  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  to  obtain  the  transfer  of  the  policies,  for 
there  was  moie  risk  now. 

the  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Pratt  ottered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  'lhat  the  Committe?  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  make  such  arrange- 
ments in  regard  to  the  insurance  of  property  taken 
by  the  city  on  said  district  as  they  may  deem  for 
the  best  inter*  sts  of  the  city,  and  that  the  expense 
be  chaiged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Suffolk 
Street  District. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  the  policies  on  this  prop- 
erty are  void,  and  the  city  could  afford  to  insure 
the  property  as  well  as  any  one  else. 

Alderman  Gibson  was  of  opinion  that  the  poli- 
cies belonged  to  the  city  if  they  were  worth  any- 
thing. They  had  been  part  paid  for.  and  could  be 
transferred. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  if  the  parties  insuring 
had  paid  for  the  policies,  tbey  can  have  them  can- 
celled, and  what  is  overpaid  te  paid  back.  The 
city  can  in  time  pay  for  its  own  insuring. 

Alderman  Gibson  suggested  that  by  the  improve- 
ment the  property  could  be  improved  in  value  fifty 
per  cent. 

Alderman  Pratt  thought  there  was  hardly  time 
to  decide  the  matter  now  as  to  the  policy  to  be 
pursued.  Theie  was  a  value  of  a  million  of  dol- 
lars in  property,  with  three  years  premiums,  to  be 
considered,  be  believed  the  subject  should  go  to 
the  committee  to  act  as  they  may  deem  expedient 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Cowdin  thought  it, Would  be  be  best  to 
refer  the  subject  to  the  committee  to  consult  with 
the  City  Solicitor  as  to  what  would  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  tbe  committee  would  fol- 
low the  wishes  of  the  City  Council,  and  as  the 
question  bad  been  discussed,  it  might  rest  where 
it  is,  and  the  committee  would  report  ai.  order,  after 
consultation  with  the  City  Solicitor,  which  would 
bring  the  subject  of  the  expediency  of  insuring  be- 
fore the  City  Council  for  final  action. 

The  order  was  referee!  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Suffolk  Street  District  with  instructions  to  consult 
the  Chy  solicitor. 

KEi'ORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  to  seven  news- 
boys, and  to  sundry  persons  as  innholders,  to  keep 
intelligence  offices,  for  a  hack  stand,  for  a  billiard 
saloon,  and  for  transfer  of  a  wagon  and  intelli- 
gence office  licenses.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter  made  a  repoit  revoking  the 
licenses  of 'lhomas  Punch,  Frank  Oliver,  and  Bar- 
ney Kegan,  as  newsboys,  for  disorderly  conduct. 
Accepted. 

i  Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Water, to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  John  W.  Leatherbee  and  others,  that  Cochitu- 


ate  water  pipes  be  laid  in  Albany  street,  south  of 
Dover  street,  made  a  report  that  it  appears  from 
an  examination  of  the  territory,  that  a  supply  of 
water  is  needed,  both  for  use  in  dwelling  houses 
recently  erected,  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  lire. 
Ihe  committee  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  petition  be  referred  to  the  Water  Bi  ard,  with 
the  lequest  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be 
granted. 

Aldeunan  Hawes,  in  support  of  the  above  report, 
stated  that  there  were  not  enough  dwelling  houses 
on  that  sircet  to  pay  the  utual  rates  on  the  supply 
of  water,  but  there  was  a  large  amount  of  property, 
the  owners  of  wiiuh  desired  a  supply  of  water, 
and  it  was  needed  ri  <  ases  of  Are. 

Aide,  man  Cowdin  added  that  there  was  at  least 
a  half-million  dollars  in  lumber  on  the  wharves, 
besides  shops  which  required  protection  lroin  tire. 

ihe  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  Fire  Department,  to  whom  weie  re- 
ferred the  petitions  ot  Albert  stedman  and  .Maria 
A.  Ochs  for  permission  to  erect  wooden  buildings 
on  West  Cauttn  street  beyond  the  limits  pre- 
scribed by  law,  submitted  a  report,  as  follows: 

The  committee  cite  the  first  section  of  the  a"t  of 
April  8,  1835  (chap.  139).  which  limits  the  erection 
of  wooden  buildings  to  certain  dimensions. 

They  then  say: 

The  second  section  of  this  act  relates  to  the  erec- 
tion of  brick  or  stone  partition  walls  when  two  or 
more  sucb  wooden  buildings  are  erected  in  con- 
nection, and  contains  a  proviso  authorizing  the 
Mayor  and  Aldeimen  to  disjier.se  with  such  walls 
on  the  neck  lands,  so  called,  if  they  deem  it  expe- 
dient, but  gives  th^m  no  authority  to  modify  or 
amend  in  any  degree  the  n  stnetions  contained  in 
the  first  section. 

Ihe  act  depended  for  its  effect  upon  its  accept- 
ance I  y  the  citizens,  and  at  a  general  meeting, 
held  May  13,  1835,  it  was  duly  accepted. 

By  act's  passed  in  1850  and  1869,  it  was  provided 
that  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Boston  might 
authorize  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  "in 
those  parts  of  said  city  called  South  Boston  and 
East  Boston,  and  also  those  parts  of  the  city  com- 
prised in  Wards  13,  14  and  15,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions,  and  subject  to  such  limitations  and 
restrictions,  as  they  might  deem  expedient. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  authority  of  tbe 
City  Council  to  control  the  erection  of  wooden 
bui'ldings  extends  only  to  East  Boston,  South  Bos- 
ton and  the  Highlands;  and  that  in  tbe  city  proper 
for  the  erection  of  such  buildings  is  controlled  by 
a  special  statute  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board 
of  Engineers  to  enforce  by  entering  suits  against 
those  who  violate  its  provisions.  The  committee 
therefore  recommend  that  the  petitioners  have 
leave  to  withdraw. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Police, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from 
the  Mayor  in  relation  to  the  reestablishment  of  a 
system  of  telegraphing  for  the  Police  Department, 
made  a  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  facilities  should  be  offered  for  tele- 
graphic communication  between  the  several  Police 
Stations  of  the  city  and  tbe  central  office  at  the 
City  Hall,  and  they  have  accordingly  obtained 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  putting  up  lines  and  furn- 
ishing suitable  instruments  for  the  transmission 
of  messages,  by  which  it  appears  that  the  total 
expense  will  come  within  the  sum  of  .¥8000.  Ihe 
committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Police  be  au- 
thorized to  contract  for  putting  up  telegraph 
wires  between  the  several  police  station  houses 
and  the  central  office  at  the  City  Hall,  andfurnish 
suitable  instruments  for  transmitting  messages 
through  said  wires,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding 
$8000;  to  be  chaiged  to  the  Appropriation  Tor  Po- 
lice. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Akierman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  the  City  Hospital,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hos- 
pital tor  an  additional  appropriation  to  delray  the 
cost  of  publishing  a  quinquennial  report  of  said 
hospital,  made  a  report  recommending  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That 'the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  the  sum  of  $3000  from  the  Re- 
served Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  the  City 
Hospital. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  why  the  expense  of 
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this  printing,  the  expediency  of  which  he  doubt- 
ed, should  be  transferred  from  the  Reserved  Fund ; 
for  if  it  was  desirable,  why  not  charge  to  the  ap- 
propriation tor  ihe  City  Hospital,  as  in  the  case  of 
other  institutions. 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  there  had  been 
an  expenditure  of  S3000  appropriated  for  the  print- 
ing of  this  report,  and  when  it  was  found  to  be  in- 
sufficient, the  work  was  stopped.  Iherewasno 
appropiiation  for  printing  from  which  it  could  be 
drawn,  and  the  Trustees  believed  the  report  would 
be  of  gieat  value,  and  that  many  copies  would  be 
sold.  There  were  many  cases  which  it  was  be- 
lieved would  be  of  public  interest  to  publish. 

Alderman  Pierce  also  advocated  the  importance 
of  the  publications,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
reported  no  action  necessary  on  sundry  notices  of 
intention  to  build.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Pratt,  from  the  Committee  on  Lamps, 
reported  in  favor  of  the  petition  of  Ceo.  N.  Comer, 
for  leave  to  place  a  'amp  post  in  the  sic.ewalk  at 
323  Washington  street,  at  his  own  expense.  Ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petitions  of 
James  Power  to  he  paid  for  grade  damages  on 
Dorchester  avenue  and  First  street ;  of  Jeremiah 
Ryan  to  be  paid  lor  grade  damages  on  Dorcl.estcr 
avenue  and  First  street;  and  of  .Mary  S.  Stocbwell 
to  be  paid  for  grade  damages  to  her  estate,  No.  52 
Clarendon  street.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
P.  tying,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Mar- 
tin Hayes  for  the  grade  of  Tremont  street,  between 
the  railroad  bridge  and  Dover  street,  recommended 
it«  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  Territory.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  frcm  the  Committee  on  Com- 
mon, reported  that  leave  be  granted  to  J.  II.  &  <;. 
H.  Pike  to  cut  down  trees  in  tbe  sidewalk  at  505 
Warren  street.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Treasury,  made  a  report  on  the  bonds  of  twenty- 
eight  constables,  that  they  were  all  correct.  Ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  Assessors'  Department,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  Ann  D.  Bartiett's 
heirs,  that  the  tax  assessed  for  1869  on  a  certain 
parcel  of  iar.d  on  Norfolk  avenue  be  refunded,  for 
the  reason  that  said  land  had  been  seD  apart  as  a 
public  court,  made  a  report  recommending  the 
passage  of  tbe  accompanying  order: 

Ordered.  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  re- 
fund to  the  heirs  of  Ann  D.  Bartlett  the  sum  of 
$20  55,  on  account  of  the  tax  assessed  in  1869  on  a 
parcel  of  land  on  Norfolk  avenue. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Mercy  F.  Rob- 
erts, tbat  a  certain  portion  of  the  tax  assessed  up- 
on an  estate  owned  by  her  in  Myrtle  street  in  1869, 
be  remitted,  made  a  report  recommending  the  pas- 
sage of  the  accompanying  order: 

ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  refund 
the  sum  of  §13  7o  to  Mercy  F.  Roberts,  on  account 
of  the  tax  paid  by  her  for  "the  year  1869,  on  the  es- 
tate No.  60  .Myrtle  street. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Committee  of  tbe 
Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  Assessors'  Department, 
i,o  whom  were  referred  the  petitions  of  Wm.  B. 
Lovejoy  &  Co.,  Roswell  K.  Brown,  Jacob  Fox  and 
Elizabeth  F.  Owen,  for  abatement  of  taxes,  made 
a  report  that  the  petitioners  failed  to  make  appli- 
cation for  abatement  within  *he  time  specified  in 
the  statutes,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  no 
power  to  act  in  tbe  premises.  The  committee 
therefore  recommend  tbat  tbe  petitioners  have 
leave  to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Connor  ali-o  reported  leave  to  with- 
draw on  the  petition  of  Hubbard  W.  Tilton  for 
abatement  of  tax  on  personal  property  in  1868. 
Accepted, 

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  Committee  on  Cem- 
eteries, to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Owen 
Harrington  tbat  the  restrictions  on  St.  Joseph's 
Cemetery,  Boston  Highlands,  may  be  removed, 
made  a  report,  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following  order; 

Ordered,  That  the  petitioners  be  allowed  to  de- 
posit tbe  remains  of  Mrs.  Harrington  in  the  Lnck 

grave  belongiug  to  them  in  said  cemetery. 
The  order  was  passed. 


Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  made  a  report  that  they  are  continu- 
ally receiving  applications  for  accommodations 
for  evening  schools,  but  find  that  no  order  has 
been  passed  authorizing  an  expenditure  for  tbat 
purpose  this  year.  The  appropriations  under  the 
charge  of  the  committee  are  all  for  specific  pur- 
poses, and  at  the  time  the  estimates  were  made, 
no  provision  was  made  for  the  expenditure  of 
so  large  a  sum  as  will  be  required  to  provide  tbe 
desired  accommodations.  The  committee  have 
allowed  some  of  the  wardrooms  to  be  occupied, 
Lut  believe  that  their  continual  occupancy  will  not 
<  nly  greatly  damage  the  premises,  but  will  serious- 
ly interfere  with  the  use  of  the  rooms  for  ward 
purposes.  The  committee  therefore  await  the  in- 
structions of  the  City  Council.

ANNEXATION  OF  A  POKTIOA    OF  BKOOKLINE. 

A  Merman  Jacobs,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee to  whom  was  refeired  the  copy  of  an  act 
passed  June  18,  1870,  to  annex  a  portion  of  the 
town  of  Brookline  to  the  city  of'  Boston,  submitted 
the  following  report: 

Tbe  present  boundary  line  between  Boston  and 
Brookline  is  veiy  irregular.  ?nrl  duriDg  several 
years  past  efforts  have  been  made  to  straighten 
the  line  by  having  a  portiou  of  the  town  lying 
easterly  of  Western  avenue  annexed  to  the  city. 
In  1868  the  .Mayor,  by  order  of  the  City  Council, 
petitioned  the  Legislature  lor  action  on  the  sub- 
ject; but  for  various  reasons  the  act  failed  to  pass 
until  the  last  session. 

By  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  city  obtains 
control  of  Western  avenue  and  the  low  lands  in 
the  vicinity  of  Muddy  Brook,  which  will  enable  it 
to  perfect  the  system  of  drainage  and  streets  de- 
vised far  the  "territory  lying  between  Tremont 
street  and  tbe  Milldam."  The  area  of  the  territory 
transferred  to  the  city  is  about  300  acres.  Ihe  act 
depeuds  for  its  effect  upon  tbe  acceptance  of  the 
City  Council,  and  the  committee  would  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ol- 
der: 

Ordered.  That  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  annex  a 
portion  of  the  town  of  Brookline  to  the  city  of 
Boston,  passed  June  18, 1870,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  accepted. 

The  report  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to 
be  printed. 

METROPOLITAN    BAILKOAD  LOCATIONS. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  to  whom  were  referred  tbe  petitions  of  the 
Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  for  additional 
locations  in  Hanover  and  Battery  streets,  reported 
the  accompanying  order:

_ay  down  tracks  in  seve-al  of  the  streets  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  said  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  lav  down  a  tiack  across  Commercial  street,  and 
through  Battery  street,  to  connect  the  tracks  now 
laid  down  on  the  avenue  leading  to  the  People's 
ferry  slip  with  the  tracks  of  said  Metropolitan 
Railroad  Company  on  Hanover  street. 

Also  tne  ri"ht'to  lay  down  an  additional  track 
on  Hanover  street,  from  Battery  street  to  Court 
street,  with  curved  tracks  to  connect  the  tracks 
on  Hanover  street  with  the  tracks  now  laid  down 
in  Court  street. 

The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this 
order  is  upon  the  condition  that  the  whole  work 
of  laying  down  the  tracks,  the  precise  location  of 
the  same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind 
and  quality  of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks, 
shall  be  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets,  uud  shall  be  approved  by  them. 

Also  upon  the  condition  tnat  the  position  of  the 
track  now  located  in  Hanover  street  shall  be  so 
changed  that  when  the  two  tracks  are  laid  down 
the  outer  rail  of  each  shall  he  equally  distant 
from  the  centre  line  of  said  Hanover  street. 

Also  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  Metropoli- 
tan Railroad  Compat.y  shall  accept  the  order  of 
location  and  agree,  in  writing,  to  comply  with  its 
seveial  conditions,  and  file  said  acceptance  and 
agreement  with  the  City  (  lerk  within  twenty  days 
of  the  date  of  its  passage,  otherwise  it  shall  Le 
null  and  void. 

The  orders  were  passed. 

Alderman  Carpenter  also  reported  the  following 
order: 
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Ordered,  In  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  to 
lay  down  traces  in  several  of  the  streets  of  Bos- 
ton, said  <'<  mipany  shall  have  the  right  to  lay  down 
a  track  in  Court  street  from  the  track  now  laid 
down  on  the  easterly  side  of  Scollay's  Building  to 
the  tracks  el'  said  Metropolitan  Railroad  on  Wash- 
ington street.  The  ri{*ht  to  lay  down  the  tracks 
located  by  this  order  is  upon  the  condition  that 
the  whole  work  of  laying  down  the  tracks,  the 
precise  location  of  the*  same,  the  form  of  rail  to 
be  used,  and  the  kind  and  quality  of  material  used 
in  paving  said  tracks,  shall  be  under  the  direction 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on  rav- 
ing and  the  Miperintendent  of  Streets,  and  shall 
be  approved  by  thcui. 

Also  upon  tlie  condition  that  the  said  Metropoli- 
tan Railroad  Company  shall  accept  this  order  of 
location  and  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with  its 
several  conditions  and  rile  said  acceptance  and 
agieeniejt  with  the  City  Clerk,  within  twenty 
day  of  the  date  of  its  passage,  otherwise  it  shall  be 
null  and  void. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Alderman  Car], enter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  to  whom  was  recommitted  tke  order  of 
notice  on  the  removal  of  the  railroad  tracks  from 
North  and  Richmond  streets,  reported  the  accom- 
panying order: 

Ordered,  That  ihe  locations  granted  to  the  Suf- 
folk Railroad  Company  on  North  and  Richmond 
streets  be  and  they  aie  hereby  revoked,  and  that 
the  Xletn  politan  iiailroad  Company  be  directed 
to  remove  the  tracks  from  North  and  Richmond 
streets,  and  place  said  stieets  in  good  condition 
for  public  travel,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Streets,  according  to  law. 

Ihe  order  wt.s  ppssed. 

On  motion  of  Aide i man  Carpenter, 

Ordered.  That  leave  be  granted  to  the  Metropol- 
itan Railroad  Company  to  lay  down  a  temporary

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Harvey  Carpen- 
ter, Nos.  305,  307  and  309  Hanover  street,  $001 ;  to 
E.  H.  Dunn,  Nos.  281  and  283  Hanover  street,  $300; 
to  Augusta  Wolf,  Nos.  315,317,  319  and  321  Hanover 
street,  $800— severally  for  grade  damages,  to  be 
charged  to  the  Second  Hanover  Street  Loan. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  John  P.  and 
Dudley  R.  Palmer,  No.  40  Trumbull  street,  $350;  to 
Robert  McNinch,  Nos.  37,39  and  41  Fabin  stieet" 
S1825;  to  Michael  O'Connor,  No.  102  West  Canton 
street,  $925— severally  for  grade  damages,  to  be 
charged  to  the  Canton  Street  Grading. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  reset  the  edgestones,  repave  the  gut- 
ters and  sidewalks  and  macadamize  the  roadwav 


of  Rutland  street,  between  Washington  and  Tre- 
mont  streets. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  establish  the  grade  of 
Marion  street,  between  Chelsea  and  Bennington 
streets,  at  eighteen  feet  above  mean  low  water, 
and  that  the  City  surveyor  be  directed  to  give  said 
grade  to  .John  C.  Crowley  to  build  by. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Laying  Out  and 
Widening  Streets  be  directed  to  consider  the  ex- 
pediency of  widening  Centre  street  opposite  the 
High  scboolhouse  in  Ward  10. 

Ordered,  lhat  there  be  paid  to  Mary  W..  wife  of 
B.  B.  BearoBley,  the  sum  of  $5000  for  land,  taken 
and  all  damages  occasioned  by  the  widening  of 
Hanover  street,  by  a  resolve  of  'Dec.  31,  1808,  to  be 
charged  to  the  First  Hanover  Street  Loan. 

Ordered,  lhat  there  be  paid  to  the  former  owner 
of  estate  Ne.  70  Chapman  street,  the  sum  of  $0500, 
when  said  former  owner  shall  give  to  the  city  a 
deed  for  said  estate  and  an  acquittance  and  dis- 
charge, satisfactoiy  to  the  City  Solicitor,  for  all 
damages,  cosrs  and  expenses  in  consequence  of 
the  taking  of  said  estate  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  277,  acts  of  1808;  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  lor  Suffolk  Street  District, 
the  city  of  Boston  to  assume  the  taxes  assessed  ou 
said  estate  for  the  current  year. 

In  explanation  of  the  above  order,  Alderman 
Talbot  Scid  it  was  not  the  policy  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Suffolk  street  District  to  purchase  the 
estates  on  that  territory;  yet  when  the  parties,  as 
in  this  case,  prefer  to  sell  at  the  rate  at  which  the 
estates  are  taxed,  they  cannot  well  decline  the 
purchase. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  awarded  to  James  Fitz- 
gerald the  sum  of  $1000  for  damages  to  the  build- 
ing purchased  by  him  of  the  city,  in  consequence 
of  his  inability  to  move  it  Dack  to  the  line  of  wid- 
ening of  Hanover  street,  according  to  the  terras  of 
the  sale  of  said  estate,  to  be  indorsed  by  the 
Treasurer  upon  the  bond  given  by  Firzgerald  tor 
the  purchase  of  the  estates,  as  received  upon  the 
date  thereof. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  m  this  case,  ir  was 
found  that  the  building  could  not  be  moved 
back,  because  no  arrangement  could  be  made 
with  the  owner  of  the  estate  in  the  rear;  and  as 
the  city  obtained  a  better  price,  in  the  belief  that 
the  building  could  be  moved  back,  it  was  but  just 
that  the  proposed  damages  should  be  allowed. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Suffolk  Street 
Distiict  be  authorized  to  hire  a  bookkeeper  tor 
the  Superintendent's  office  in  said  district,  at  such 
rate  of  compensation  as  they  may  determine,  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  said  district. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized,  in  connection  with 
the  Boston  &  Albany  iiailroad  Corporation,  to  re- 
move such  buildings  on  the  estate  of  the  heirs  of 
Thomas  Brewer,  on  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  as 
they  deem  expedient,  the  expense  on  the  part  of 
the  city  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Suffolk  Street  District;  also  that  said  committee 
be  authorized  to  settle  with  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  Corporation  the  portion  of  the  expense 
to  be  borne  by  said  corporation  on  account  of  the 
removal  of  said  buildings. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  in  explanation  of  the 
above  order,  that  it  had  reference  to  the  widening 
of  Castle  street,  which  was  a  matter  of  difficulty, 
connected  with  the  extension  of  Broadway,  arid 
with  the  question  as  to  which  side  of  Castle  street 
the  widening  should  take  place.  Should  the 
widening  take  place  on  the  northerly  side,  it  would 
leave  but  a  narrow  space  between  that  street  and 
Orange  street,  it  was  hoped  it  would  be  found  for 
the  interest  of  the  railroad  company  to  purchase 
the  property  on  the  north  side  or  Orange  street,  in 
which  case  a  better  arrangement  could  be  made. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  noti- 
fy the  legal  voters  of  the  city  that  the  voting  lists 
for  the  several  wards  are  now  completed;  that 
copies  thereof  will  be  posted  upon  the  several 
wardrooms,  and  that  all  legal  vjters  be  requested 
to  see  that  their  names  are  properly  registered 
thereon,  and  that  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men will  be  open  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
said  lists  of  voters  every  day  until  the  7tti  of  No- 
vember next,  iuclusive,  from  9  A.  M.  to  5  P.  fit. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  lie  authorized  to 
make  proper  arrangements  for  the  additional  ac- 
commodation, by  evening  sessions  or  otherwise, 
of  the  voters  in  the  wards  of  the  city  which  are 
most  distantly  situated  from  the  City  Hall,  and 
thut  public  notice  thereof  be  issued  accordingly. 
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Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  to  the  City  Clerk 
the  sum  of  $500  to  defray  the  expense  of  extra 
clerk  hire  and  care  of  wardrooms  during  the  reg- 
istration of  voters  the  present  year,  and  that  the 
said  sum  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Sala^ 
•lies. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  des- 
ignate, upon  the  voting  lists,  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons found  thereon  who  shall  not  have  paid;  be- 
fore election  day,  a  tax  assessed  upon  them  within 
t  vo  years,  according  to  law. 

Alderman  Cowdin  raised  a  question  in  relation 
to  the  practice  of  piinting  the  names  of  those  who 
were  not  voters,  thereby  tempting  them  to  vote  il- 
legally. He  believed  the  practice  was  wrong,  and 
had  been  as  long  as  he  could  remember.  It  is 
claimed  that  Massachusetts  is  a  free  State,  which 
is  nut  .rue  in  this  respect  of  paying  a  tax  as  a 
qualification,  and  he  would  leave  oft  all  the  names 
of  those  who  are  not  entitled  to  vote. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  in  the  case  of  the 
names  retained  on  the  list  they  were  voters  condi- 
tionally, and  the  City  Clerk  did  all  and  more  than 
he  was  required  to  do  in  calling  upon  the  citizens 
to  see  that  their  names  were  on  the  list  and  that 
their  taxes  were  paid.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  citi- 
zens to  look  to  those  things  themselves. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  did  not  reflect  oil  the 
Clerk,  but  on  the  practice.  There  should  be  some 
meats  Jjy  which,  if  the  tax  has  been  neglected  to 
be  paid,  it  may  be  remedied  on  going  to  the  polls, 
.fit  there,  might  he  a  mistake  in  "the  checking  of 
the  name  at  the  City  Hal),  and  it  may  happen  that 
the  tax  has  been  paid  after  the  mark  has  been  . 
made  against  the  name. 

Alddinan  <  'onnor  said  there  was  no  difficulty  in 

fetting  a  vote  if  a  man  is  entitled  to  it.  If  he 
nows  he  has  a  right  to  vote,  he  may  demand  the 
right,  and  it  cannot  be  refused ;  he  then  votes  at 
his  peril.  Should  I he*e  be  a  change  as  proposed 
l>y  the  Alderman,  there  would  be  more  music  at 
the  polls  than  there  is  now.  If  a  man  don't  know 
whether  he  has  paid  a  tax  wilhin  two  years  he 
ought  not  to  vote. 

The  Mayor  stated,  in  explanation  of  the  practice, 
that  while  a  citizen  was  really  a  voter,  yet  it  might 
not  be  known  to  the  Clerk ;  the  fact  that  a  man  has 
paid  a  tax  in  some  other  portion  of  the  State  would 
give  him  the  right  to  vote,  and  therefore  his  name 
should  remain  on  the  list. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  question  had 
appeared  to  his  mind  in  somewhat  of  the  same 
light  as  that  of  the  Alderman, yet  on  a  broad  view 
the  practice  which  prevailed  was  believed  to  be 
the  best.  In  one  seLse  the  designation  on  the  list 
is  equivalent  to  an  erasion  of  the  names,  yet  the 
Warden  has  a  right  to  allow  the  party  to  vote,  if 
he  has  evidence  that  be  is  entitled  to  vote.  It  is 
often  the  case  now  that  a  tax  bill  is  paid  after  the 
polls  are  opened,  and  the  party  is  allowed  to  vote; 
he  wished  that  the  Treasurer's  office  could  be  kept 
open  until  the  polls  were  closed,  to  enable  parties 
to  pay  their  taxes  and  vote. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  bad  known  many 
cases  where  parties  had  lost  their  votes  when  they 
were  entitled  to  them,  and  if  there  was  not  any 
authority  to  insert  a  name  on  the  voting  list,  there 
should*be. 

The  City  Clerk  having  been  appealed  to  in  rela- 
tion to  the  practice,  stated  that  by  hw  no  name 
can  be  nut  on  the  voting  lists  in  cities  after  the  polls 
are  open.  He  had  always  in  his  printed  notices  ad- 
vised the  citizens  of  their  duty  to  see  that  their 
names  were  on  the  voting  list.  The  Treasurer  is 
required  by  law  to  furnish  a  list  of  persons  wrho 
have  not  paid  their  taxes,  and  in  small  towns  it  is 
easy  to  do  so  at  the  close  of  the  day  preceding  the 
election,  so  that  the  names  of  those  not  entitled  to 
vote  may  be  erased. 

The  practice  in  this  city,  after  long  experience, 
bad  proved  to  be  the  bes«  which  could  be  adopted, 
for  it  may  happen  that  a  citizen  has  paid  a  tax  on 
a  uiece  of  real  estate  in  a  distant  portion  of  the 
State,  and  although  a  check  m-iy  be  placed  against 
his  name,  he  has  a  I  ight  to  vote.  He  is  by  this  means 
merely  <  autioned,  yet  if  there  has  been  a  mistake,  be 
tan  vote.  It  would  be  a  great  hardship  to  strike  off 
the  name,  and  he  regarded  the  recommendatiou 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  to  keep  the  Treas- 
urer's office  open,  as  good.  In  making  out  the 
bst,by  putting  down  the  names  of  those  only  who 
have  been  assessed  the  present  year,  the  names  of 
the  dead  and  those  who  have  moved  away  are 
avoided. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that,  in  bis  experience 
in  his  ward,  the  Treasurer  baid  sent  deputies  to 


receive  taxes  during  the  day,  and  had  done  all  he 
could  to  give  facilities  for  the  payment  of  taxes 
and  for  voting. 

Resolves  and  orders  for  street  widenings  were 
passed,  as  follows: 

Resolve  an.*  order  to  widen  Second  and  Athens 
streets,  at  their  juuetion,  by  taking  140  square  feet 
of  land,  belonging  to  Mary  S.  T.  Macomber.  at  an 
expense  of  $150. 

Hesolve  and  order  to  lay  out  Clarendon  place,  to 
widen  and  grade  the  same,  and  change  its  name  to 
Gray  street,  at  an  expense  of  $2925. 

Resolve  and  order  to  widen  Columbia  street  on 
its  northerly  side,  near  Brush  H:il  avenue,  by  tak- 
ing 2356  square  feet  of  land  belonging  to  Marshall 
P.  Wilder,  at  a  cost  of  $100. 

An  order  to  quit  was  passed  to  tenants  on  the 
proposed  line  of  widening  of  Battery  street. 

An  order  was  passed  for  abatement  of  nuisances 
on  South,  Prince,  .North  Margin,  North  and  Sec- 
ond streets,  and  on  Harrison  avenue  and  Phillips 
place. 

Sewer  assessments  on  Emerson,  L  and  Second, 
Fifih,  Dale  and  O  streets  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Sewers.

PROPOSED   REMOVAL  OF  SCOLLAY'S   BUILDING. 

An  order  of  Kotice  was  reported  on  the  proposed 
removal  ot  Scollay's  Building.  Hearing  Monday, 
Oct.  24,  4  P.  M. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  was  opposed  to  any 
further  street  widenings  this  year,  stating  that 
there  had  been  enough  for  the  present.  The  re- 
moval of  Scollay's  Building  he  supposed  would 
cost  $200,000,  and  it  would  leave  an  awkward  grade 
which  would  result  in  a  cost  of  a  large  sum  for 
grading,  making  an  expense  of  not  less  than  $400,- 
000.  In  this  connection  he  spoke  of  the  delay  that 
had  occurred  i:<  the  repairs  of  the  engine  house, 
the  Committee  on  Public  Buddings  finding  it  diffi- 
cult to  locate  the  engine  anywhere  else  except  at 
great  expense. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  he  could  appreciate  the 
difficulties  in  relation  to  the  locality  of  the  engine. 
He  should  vote  for  the  order  ot  notice,  and  thought 
favorably  of  the  proposed  improvement.  The 
grade,  as  he  leirned  from  the  Surveyor  and  Super- 
intendent of  Streets,  would  not  be  so  difficult  as 
the  Alderman  feared. 

Alderman  Hawes  spoke  of  the  difficulties  of  lo- 
cating the  engine  and  the  delays  in  the  repair  of 
the  house.  He  hoped  the  order' would  not  pass  un- 
til a  place  could  be  found  for  an  engine  bouse. 

Alderman  Cowdin  had  no  objection  to  the  order 
of  notice,  but  might  have  to  the  improvement 
wten  the  subject  came  up.  The  abutters  could  af- 
ford to  purchase  the  property,  and  if  they  would 
pledge  $150,000  towards  the  improvement,  be  would 
vote  for  it.  A  place  for  an  engine  house  could  not 
be  found  so  favorable  as  tbat  was  in  the  Bridge 
estate. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  this  would  be  begin- 
ing  at  the  wrong  end  in  the  widenit  g  of  Court 
street.  A  beginning  should  be  made  at  the  Revere 
House,  if  anywhere,  and  he  regarded  the  grading 
as  almost  impossible,  without  making  a  wail  and 
two  streets.  He  hopei  there  would  he  no  more 
street  widenings  this  yrar. 

Alderman  Pratt  stated  that  the  leases  of  Scol- 
lay's Building  had  nearly  expired,  and  no  more 
favorable  time  for  the  improvement  would  ever  be 
had.  But  a  few  years  ago.  the  expense  would  have 
been  but  $40,000;  and  by  such  mistakes  on  the  plea 
of  being  too  early,  and  in  waiting  too  long,  this 
city  had  suffereda  loss  of  millions  of  dollars.  As 
a  measure  of  economy,  the  improvement  could  be 
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made  cheaper  and  better  now  than   at  any  l'u turf 
time. 
The  order  of  notice  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cow  din,  the  order  of  no- 
tice on  petition  ol  Geo.  M.  Bird  for  leave  to  erect 
and  use  a  steam  boiler  and  engine  on  Lewis  street. 
Bast  Boston-,  was  taken  from  the  cable  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  steam  Engines. 

The  special  assignment,  the  consideration  of  re- 
port in  relation  to  an  alleged  vacancy  in  the 
Hoard  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions  was  littd 
on  the  table. 

Alderman  Carpenter  made  an  inquiry  in  rela- 
tion to  the  proposed  extension  of  Harrison  avenue 
to  Warren  street,  an  improvement  much  desired 
and  looked  for  with  much  interest. 

Alderman  Talnot  replied  that  the  committee  be- 
lieved the  matter  was  once  ready  to  be  reported 
upon,  but  was  necessarily  delayed. 

SOUTH  BOSTON    STREETS. 

Some  debate  occurred  on  an  order  to  pay  lor 
land  on  Foundry  street,  in  which  Alderman  Talbot 
stated  that  the  question  involved  payments  of 
damages  in  all  the  cases  of  streets  in  which  parties 
had  innocently  built,  over  the  lines,  whenever  the 
city  shall  determine  that  parties  shall  conform  to 
the  lines  of  laying  out  said  streets.  The  order  was 
read  once. 

Alderman  Carpenter  offered  the  following  or- 
der: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Police  be  in- 
structed to  provide  passes  upon  the  East  Boston 
ferry  boats  for  police  officers  residing  in  East  Bos- 
ton." and  also  for  police  officers  having  occasion  to 
pat?  between  East  Boston  and  the  city  proper  upon 


official   business,  the  expenses  of  the  same  to  be 
charged  to  the  Police  appropriation. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  that  policemen  were 
always  on  duty, anil  it  was  so  specified  in  the  rules 
adopted  by  the  Board.  He  instanced  the  fact  that 
the  horse  railroad  companies  always  passed  the 
members  of  the  Police  Department  free.  It  was 
for  the  interest  of  the  city  that  this  should  be  done 
by  the  ferries. 

Aldermen  Jenkins  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
"school  children,  members  of  the  Fire  "Depart- 
ment, and  cit.v  officers  of  all  grades." 

Alderman  Carpenter  was  willing  to  accept  the 
amendment,  unless  the  parties  were  already  pro- 
vided for. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  w°re  no  free  passes 
over  the  ferries,  except  to  members  of  the  City 
Government.  There  were  constant  applications  for 
such  free  passes,  but  the  Directors  objected  to 
making  any  distinctions  in  favor  of  any  class.  If  any 
exception  "should  be  made,  it  should  i»e  in  favor  of 
the  young  gir's  who  come  over  the  ferry  to  work  for 
a  pittance  in  the  clothing  establishments.  The  po- 
lice officers  were  better  paid  than  many  other 
classes  in  the  employment  of  the  city.  He  hoped 
the  ferries  would  be  free  to  all  at  some  time,  but 
at  present  thty  could  not  be.  and  the  Directors 
would  be  obliged  to  call  upon  the  City  Council  to 
make  up  a  deficiency. 

Alderman  Cowdin  favored  the  passing  free  of 
the  police  and  heads  of  departments. 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  that  the  subject  be  laid 
over,  which  was  carried.

Mr.  Bonner  of  Ward  2  stited,  that  in  the  sale  of 
the  building  by  the  city  to  Fitzgerald,  the  city  was 
not  able  to  comply  fully  with  the  agreement  with 
him  in  the  conditions  of  the  sale,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Streets  were  of  the  opinion  that  the 
sum  named  was  but  a  fair  compensation  as  dam- 
ages. 

The  order  was  passed. 

On  the  order  authorizing  a  bookkeeper  to  be 
hired  for  the  Sup-  rintendent's  office  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District,  Mr.  Moulton  also  called  for  infor- 
mation. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  there  was  a  necessity  for  a 
bookkeeper  in  the  office,  but  the  committee  were 
not  prepared  to  sav  when  the  employment  would 
be  mad*,  or  for  how  long  a  time.  They  expected 
to  hire  a  man  at  the  lowest  rates  for  the  interests 
of  the  city. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Report  and  order  to  refund  to  Mercy  F.  Roberts 
$13  70,  on  account  of  tax  paid  by  her  in  1869,  on  es- 
tate No.  60  Myrtle  street,  was  read  once. 


The  resolve  and  order  for  the  extension  of  Allen 
street,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Temple  af  Ward  16,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  of  the  Com- 
mon Council. 

The  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of  Knee- 
land  street,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2, 
was  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

The  order  authorizing  a  contract  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  bank-wall  around  so  much  of  Foun- 
tain square  as  borders  on  Walnut  avenue,  at  an 
expense  not  exceeding  $11  75  per  perch,  was  con- 
sidered. 

.Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  9  wished  to  know  how  many 
perch  of  stone  would  be  required,  and  moved  to 
recommit  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  cost 
of  the  wall. 

Mr.  Moulton  thought  the  Council  should  ha/e 
more  information  on  the  subject  beL  re  acting. 

.Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  stated  that  the  wall  would 
be  but  a  short  distance,  he  supposed  about  300  feet, 
and  was  to  be  three  feet  high.  The  price  was 
as  low  as  it  could  be  done,  this  was  the  cheap- 
est way  it  could  be  done,  and  it  should  be  done 
now. 

Mr.  Murphy  of  Wrard  5  stated  that  the  expenso 
would  be  about  $1500  or  $1600. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rowe  of  Ward  10,  the  order  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  subsequent- 
ly, the  order  was  again  taken  up,  and  Mr.  Brooks 
stated  that  the  length  of  the  wall  would  be  about 
400  feet,  nnd  150  perch  would  be  required. 

Mr.  Rowe  stated  that  be  had  heard  that  stone 
taken  from  the  place  of  the  value  of  $1000  had 
been  sold. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  the  committee  had  stone  there, 
which  they  retused  to  sell  to  the  Street  Depart- 
ment. The  work  which  had  been  done  properly 
belonged  to  the  Street  Department,  and  justice  to 
other  owners  of  property  in  the  vicinity,  as  well  as 
the  city,  required  that  the  wall  should  be  laid. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  moved  that  the  report  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Common,  &c.,  to 
ascertain  the  number  of  perch  of  stone  which 
would  be  required. 

Mr.  Moulton  moved  to  lay  on  the  tabU,  which 
was  ruled  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Rogjrs  stated  that  all  the  stone  which  had 
been  taken  away  from  the  place  was  material  for 
filling  streets,  and  no  stone  had  been  taken  which 
was  suitable  for  a  face  wall.  At  a  length  of  four  hun- 
dred feet,  three  feet  high,  it  would  be  easy  to  as- 
certain how  much  the  wall  would  cost. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moulton,  the  main  question 
was  ordered,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Common,  &c,  by  a  Yote  of  21  to  19. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  order  to  pay  John  P.  Neal  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  on  account  of  injuries  received  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Fire  Department,  was  read  a  second 
time  and  passed. 

REQUEST  FOR  FREE    EVENING    DRAWING  SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  School 
Committee,  asking  for  an  appropriation  for  the 
establishment  oi  free  evening  schools  for  instruc- 
tion in  drawing,  as  required  by  law.  Suitable 
rooms  and  tables,  with  other  fixtures  would  be 
required,  which  would  make  the  aniout  larger  at 
the  outset  than  hereafter.  The  amount  estimated 
as  necessary  was  stated  at  from  $10,000  to  $15,000. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on   Public  Instruction. 

REPORTS   OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Joint  Committee 
on  the  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  of  Bridget  Goldie  for  permission  to 
erect  a  wooden  building  on  West  Canton  street, 
beyond  the  limits  prescribed  by  law,  made  a  re- 
port recommending  that  the  petitioner  have  leave 
to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7,  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Common  Council  on  Paving,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  orders  authorizing  the  Committee  on 
Pub'ic  Buildings  to  erect  suitable  buildings  on  the 
city  wharf,  Charles  street,  for  the  use  of  the  Paving 
Department,  and  also  authorizing  the  Auditor  of 
Accounts  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $15,000  from  the 
Reserved  Fund  for  th.it  purpose,  made  a  report 
that  the  orders  ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  inquired  why  the  appro- 
priation was  uot  charged  to  Paving. 

Mr.  Bishop  replied  that  it  was  well  known  the 
Paving  appropriation  was  well  expended,  and  as 
this  was  a  permanent  improvement,  it  was  be- 
lieved it  should  come  from  the  Reserved  Fund.  The 
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necessity  of  the  buildings  was  well  known,  so  that 
employes  who  could  not  work  in  stormy  weather 
could  be  kept  employed  in  these  buildings. 

The  orders  were  passed— yeas,  49;  nays,  0. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6,  from  the  Committee  on 
Suffolk  Street  District,  offered  the  following  or- 
ders, which  were  severally  passed: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  insure  the  prop- 
erty taken  by  the  city  on  said  district,  and  to  give 
premium  notes  in  the  name  of  the  city  when  the 
same  are  required,  the  expense  for  such  insurance 
to  lie  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Suffolk 
street  District. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1,  in  reply  to  a  question  of  Mr. 
WiJiams  of  Ward  13,  as  to  how  much  int-urance 
could  be  effected,  said  it  was  not  deteimined,  but 
the  committee  would  consider  and  act  as  to  what 
would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  c  ty. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  furnish  extra 
lights  in  the  streets  and  places  in  said  district  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  work  thereon  ;  the  expense 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Suffolk 
Street  District. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7,  in  answer  to  inquiries, 
stated  that  in  the  condition  of  the  Suffolk  Street 
District,  with  some  ot  the  street  lamps  cut  off, 
more  light  than  usual  would  be  required,  and  this 
aid  not  properly  belong  to  the  Committee  on 
Lamps,  nor  to  the  Lamp  Department. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  contract  with 
Messrs.  Blair,  Proctor  <&  Skinner  for  raising,  mov- 
ing back  and  underpining  such  of  the  buildings  as 
the  committee  may  desiguate  on  the  territory 
bounded  by  Suffolk  street.  Chapman  street,  Wash- 
ington street,  and  the  rear  line  of  the  estates  on 
the  north  side  of  Garland  street,  said  territory  be- 
ing marked  on  the  plan  of  the  Suffolk  Street  Dis- 
trict as  Section  No.  6,  for  the  sum  of  $11,400;  said 
sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Suffolk  Street  District 
loan. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  objected  to  the  suspension 
of  the  rules  on  the  above  order,  believing  that  if 
worth  anything,  such  orders  should  be  laid  over 
for  one  week.  He  did  not  know  but  what  they 
were  ai)  right,  and  thought  they  were;  yet  they 
should  be  laid  over,  that  members  of  the  Council 
may  learn  something  about  them. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  said  the  object  was  to  facili- 
tate business.  The  order  came  from  the  com- 
mittee, and  the  bids  were  the  lowest  offers. 

Mr.  smith  said  as  a  matter  of  right  the  members 
should  have  a  chance  to  go  through  the  form  of 
looking  into  such  contracts,  if  they  can.  There 
was  much  said  about  saving  time,  and  everything 
of  importance  was  said  to  be  required  in  haste. 
There  ought  to  be  a  better  excuse,  and  he  spoke 
knowingly  when  he  declared  there  was  no  haste 
in  this  matter. 

Mr.  Hall  replied  that  the  gentleman  was  not  al- 
ways posted  and  sometimes  failed  to  investigate 
matters  when  they  were  laid  over;  as  an  iustance, 
referring  to  a  case  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council.  There  was  haste  needed  in  this  case,  that 
the  work  on  the  Suffolk  Street  District  may  go  on. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  reference  to  the  case  mentioned, 
said  bis  attention  was  taken  off  at  the  time,  when 
he  supposed  the  question  under  consideration  was 
to  provide  for  some  committee  to  go  to  New  York, 
or  something  of  the  kind. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  inquired  if  both  of  the 
contractors  mentioned  in  the  orders  were  not  at 
work  now  on  other  contracts. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  there  were  several 
sections  of  the  district  upon  which  contractors 
were  at  work,  between  Chapman  and  Dover  streets, 
and  there  was  a  great,  amount  of  work  to  be  done. 
These  sections  should  be  worked  upon  at  the  same 
time,  and  it  was  desirable  to  hasten  the  work,  as 
no  masonry  could  be  done  after  the  1st  of  Decem- 
ber. If  the  work  was  delayed  until  the  inclement 
season,  the  people  must  suffer  much  from  the 
cold  weather.  There  was  no  has'*  in  this  action, 
for  the  subject  had  been  under  discussion  for  two 
yea'-s.  The  blocks  are  ou  the  ground,  and  it  will 
be  easy  to  do  the  work  now. 

Mr.  Hall,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Williams  as  to  the  ex- 
tent of  territory  to  be  raised  and  filled  this  season, 
said  the  committee  only  e.ontemplated  work  upon 
that  portion  between  Dover  and  Chapman  streets. 
Tney  proposed  to  finish  that  section  during  the 
winter.  As  it  could  not  be  filled  until  the  houses 
were  raised,  it  was  desirable  to  raise  the  houses  as 


soon  as  possible,  and  when  raised  the  territory 
will  be  filled. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  wished  to  know  whether 
Proctor  was  the  lowest  bidder,  and  whether  this 
contract,  had  not  been  awarded  to  Drinan  ami 
then  taken  away  from  him. 

Mr.  Hall  replied  that  it  was  not  so,  and  that  this 
contract  had  never  been  awarded  to  Drinan.  What 
vras  done  m  the  case  of  previous  contracts  was 
another  matter.  The  interest  of  the  city  was  first 
considered,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the 
lowest  bidder.  This  contract  had  never  been 
awarded  to  Drinan  in  any  way. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  said  'he  was  not  satisfied, 
and  hoped  the  order  would  lie  over. 

The  motion  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  was 
carried — 34  to  8 — when  the  order  was  passed. 

The  other  oroers,  as  follows,  were  also  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Ordered",  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  contract  with  John 
Cavanagh  for  raising,  moving  back  and  underpin- 
ning such  of  the  buildings  as  they  may  designate 
on  the  territory  bounded  by  Suffolk  street,  Dover 
street,  Washington  street  and  the  rear  line  of  the 
estates  on  the  north  side  of  Garland  street,  said 
teriitory  being  marked  on  the  plan  of  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  as  section  7,  for  the  sum  of  $12,400; 
said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Suffolk  Street  Dis- 
trict Loan. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  contract  with 
Michael  Drinan  for  raisuig,  moving  back  and  un- 
derpinning ouch  of  the  buildings  as  they  may  des- 
ignate, with  the  exception  of  the  buildings  num- 
bered 1  and  2  Hingham  street,  on  the  territory 
bounded  by  Emerald  street,  Chapman  street,  Mid- 
dlesex street,  and  Hingham  street,  said  territory 
being  marked  on  the  plan  of  the  Suffolk  Street 
District  as  section  4,  for  the  sum  of  $13,500;  also 
that  said  committee  be  authorized  to  contract  with 
said  Drinan  for  raising  the  building  numbered  1 
and  2  Hingham  street,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  for 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $1500 — all  payments  under 
said  contract  to  he  charged  to  the  Suffolk  Street 
District  Loan. 

REMOVAL  OF  SCOLLAY'S  BUILDING. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  offered  the  following  order: 

Oidered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  directed  to  suspend  work  on  Engine  House 
No.  4,  in  Scollay's  Building,  until  the  City  Council 
shall  have  passed  upon  the  question  of  the  remov- 
al of  said  buildings. 

Mr.  Hull  stated,  in  support  of  the  order,  that 
fiftv-eight  citizens  had  petitioned  for  the  removal 
of  Scollay's  Building,  who  represented  a  taxable 
property  of  $6,000,000.  and  paid  taxes  to  the 
amount  of  $73,070.  It  had  been  said  that  this  was 
a  question  to  get  rid  of  the  engine  house,  but  this 
was  not  so.  Neither  himself  nor  any  one  else, 
that  he  knew  of,  wished  the  buildings  removed  to 
get  rid  of  the  engiue-house,  and  if  the  buildings 
were  not  to  be  removed,  he  should  be  in  favor  of 
the  putting  back  of  the  engine.  In  regard  to  the 
objection  of  grade,  it  is  well  known  that  the  grade 
is  steeper  on  the  square  at  the  end,  than  where 
the  building  stands,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  and  City  Engineer,  a 
good  grade  can  be  had  with  the  railroad  tracks 
where  the  building  stands.  The  abutters  will  pay 
any  reasonable  betterments. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  there  was  a  propo- 
sition for  the  abutters  to  raise  $150,000.  He  wished 
to  know  whether  these  petitioners  were  among  the 
abutters,  for  it  was  easy  for  parties  not  called 
upon  to  pay  for  such  improvements  to  ask  to  have 
them  carried  out  at  the  expense  of  others.  It 
seemed  strange  now  that  after  an  effort  had  been 
made  for  five  or  six  years  to  get  repairs  on  the 
engine  house,  that  there  should  beajumpfora 
removal  of  the  buildings  after  a  contract  had  been 
made  for  repairs  and  the  work  had  been  com- 
menced. If  these  parties  are  willing  to  pay  $150,- 
000,  it  will  be  of  little  consequence  should  $5600  be 
lost  in  the  repairs. 

It  had  been  stated  that  a  lot  of  land  could  be 
purchased  for  the  engine  hous  on  Bultinch  street 
at  $12  per  foot.  It  would  hardly  be  worth  while  to 
expend  $60,000  instead  of  $6000  for  an  engine 
house.  If  it  is  designed  to  have  an  armory  there 
for  the  Lancers,  as  had  been  intimated,  and  the 
gentleman  will  say  so,  he  would  go  for  it.  In  re- 
gard to  the  grade,  "the  difference  between  Tremont 
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row  and  Brattle  street  was  seven  feet,  it  was  diffi- 
cult sometimes  to  prevent  carriages  from  running 
down  Brattle  street,  and  in  slippery  weather  the 
grade  would  not  be  safe  without  building  up  a  wall. 
Foot  passengers  are  better  accommodated  now 
than  they  could  be  with  a  change,  which  would 
make  it  dangerous  to  cross  the  street,  but  as  the 
matter  stands,  parties  have  a  contract  for  repairs 
of  the  engine  house.  If  $150,000  could  be  raised, 
then  it  might  be  put  into  an  engine  house.  He 
hoped  the  order  would  be  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Pubhc  Buildings. 

Mr.  Hull,  in  reply  to  what  was  said  about  abut- 
ters raising  $150,000.  said  it  was  not  the  practice  in 
making  improvements  to  tind  out  what  abuttors 
will  pay;  we  have  a  law  allowing  the  city  to  assess 
betterments,  and  the  city  may  assess  what  ihey 
believe  to  be  just.  In  regard  to  the  land  on  Bul- 
finch  street,  the  lot  which  is  in  the  market  may  be 
had  for  $60,000,  yet  the  whole  lot  would  not  be  want- 
ed entirely  for  the  engine  house.  'Should  there  be  put 
up  an  armory,  he  would  like  it  very  well,  but  that 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  question.  The  city  after 
considerable  delay  refused  to  purchase  Scollay's 
Building  for  $40,000;  the  owner  then  ran  the  price 
up  to  $100,000,  at  which  the  present  owner  bought  it. 
He  was  laughed  at  as  paying  too  much  for  it,  and 
as  the  leases  all  expire  next  spring,  he  is  willing 
to  sell  ic  at  a  fair  price,  and  if  not  purchased,  re- 
pairs will  be  made  upon  it,  and  parties  are  ready  to 
take  it  on  a  long  lease. 

Mr.  Wells  said  he  had  understood  the  owner  was 
willing  to  sell  for  $175,000,  or  $150,000,  but  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  would  not  pass  an  order  to 
buy  the  building  unless  the  Old  State  House  should 
also  be  taken  away.  When  the  Sears  Building 
was  put  up,  and  no  widening  of  Court  street  took 
place,  it  was  understood  that  this  estate  should 
not  be  disturbed. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  said  he  could  not  see  the 
object  of  staying  the  work  on  the  engine  house 
he  should  vote  against  it,  otherwise  he  had  no  ob- 
jection. 

Mr.  Hall  said  the  work  would  commence  imme- 
diately at  Dover  street,  with  the  widening. 

The  orders  were  passed,  by  a  vote  of  48  yeas  to  2 
nays.

Denied  a  second  reading  10  to  20. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  called  attention  to  the  diffi- 
culties in  relation  to  the  Henry  Morrison,  in  the 
laying  out  of  more  money  than  was  appropriated, 
and  then  referred  to  the  work  going  on  upon  En- 
gine House  No.  4.  In  this  case,  an  appropriation 
was  made  of  $7500 ;  but,  from  appearances,  the  cost 
of  the  work  would  be  more  than  three  times  the 
sum  appropriated.  He  was  opposed  to  the  laying 
out  of  a  large  sum  of  money  on  that  building,  be- 
lieving that  it  was  not  the  right  place  for  an  en- 
gine house. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  contracts 
had  been  made  for  the  completion  of  the  work  at 
the  sum  appropriated. 

Mr.  Hull  said  if  the  cost  did  not  exceed  the  sum 
asked  for,  he  had  no  fault  to  find ;  the  question 
was  as  to  what  it  would  cost,  and  he  could  not  see 
how  the  work  could  be  done  at  the  amount  appro- 
priated or  twice  that  amount.

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  whether  by  the  pro- 
posed additional  appointments  ol  officers  for  the 
new  district,  the  number  of  officers  would  be  in- 
creased in  the  entire  force,  as  he  supposed  th^re 
were  several  vacancies  •which  ^rerf.  not  filled 
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The  Mayor  stated  that  it  would  increase  the 
force. 

Alderman  Talbot  further  inquired  if  there  were 
vacancies  in  the  force,  why  they  were  not  tilled, 
and  whether  in  filPng  of  them  they  might  not  be 
assigned  to  rhis  district. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  there  were  vacancies  to 
he  filled,  independent  of  the  proposed  appoint- 
ments. 

Alderman  Carppnter  inquired  how  many  vacan- 
cies there  were  on  the  regular  city  Voice. 

The  Mayor  replied  that  there  were  a''out  sixteen. 

Alderman  Taluot  asked  whether  it  was  the-jule 
to  appoint  a  certain  number  of  officers,  without 
regard  10  locality,  and  then  detail  them  as  they 
might  be  niosr,  required.

Alderman  Pierce  stated  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
posed increase  of  the  force  in  Ward  1G,  that  it  was 
much  needed.  He  did  not  desire  such  an  increase 
of  force  if  it  were  not  absolutely  necessary,  for 
there  were  portions  of  the  ward  where  there  was 
no  officer.  In  the  section  where  he  resided  there 
was  a  bank,  and  there  had  been  employed  there  a 
private  watchman.  In  order  to  give  other  por- 
tions of  the  ward  fair  protection,  they  were  obliged 
10  take  off  the  officer  at  1  o'clock,  leaving  no  pro- 
tection there  the  last  part  of  the  night.

QUARTERLY  REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 

The  quarterly  report  of  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Page,  the 
City  Physician,  gives  the  following  statement  of 
business  of  his  office  for  the  quarter  ending  Sep- 
tember 30: 

Persons  vaccinated,  156;  children  examined  and 
certificates  of  vaccination  granted,  198;  physijians 
supplied  with  vaccine  material,  23;  visits  to  per- 
sons confined  in  jail,  396.  The  Te-nporary  Home., 
Lock-up  (City  Prison),  and  the  various  police  sta- 
tions have  been  visited  as  often  as  his  services 
have  been  required.  All  cases  of  supposed  nuisan- 
ces have  been  examined  and  reported  upon  when 
requested  so  to  do  by  any  men  ber  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  Superintendent  of  Health,  .or  his  as- 
sistant. Also,  all  cases  referred  to  him  by  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  been  carefully  exam- 
ined. 

Smallpox  and  varioloid,  which  were  so  preva- 
lent on  his  entrance  upou  the  duties  of  his  office, 
have  nearly  or  quite  disappeared..  No  cases  of 
yellow  fever  have  yet  pccurred»  although  several 
supposed  cases  have  been  reported  by  physicians 
and  the  police,  but  on  investigation  .they-  .were 
found  to  be  something  else.  Great  credit  is  due  to 
tbe  Port  Physician  (Dr.  Durgin)  and  his  assistant, 
for  their  careful  investigation  of  all  ships  arriving 
at  this  port  and  the  retention  of  all  suspected  ones 
at  quarantine,  thus  saving  us  from  that  fearful 
disease. which  this  season  has  invaded  almost  all 
the  Atlantic  cities  south  of  us.

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  severally  on 
petitions  of  Andrew  J.  Hatstat,  678  Washington 
street;  Anna  V.  Esty.  tenant.  Federal  street; 
Thomas  Leavitt.  Dorchester  avenue:  Chesley 
Hayes,  administrator,  Cottage  street.  East  Boston"; 
Sullivan  M.  Waldion,  Seventh  street:  Jonathan 
Preston,  Dartmouth  street;  Alfred  L.  Bailey,  .sev- 
enth street;  Solon W.  Bush,  Lambert  street;  >imon 
Lewis  and  Jacob  Lewis,  Federal  street— severally 
to  be  paid  for  grade  damages.     Accepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  same  committee, 
reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petitions  of  propri- 
etors of  Rowe's  wharf  fcr  grade  of  Atlantic  ave- 
nue, and  of  Metropolitan  Hailroad  Company  for 
location  of  track  on  Beacon  street,  from  Glouces- 
ter street  to  the  line  of  Brookline;  and  no  action 
necessary  on  order  of  notice  of  June  last,  relative 
to  the  widening  of  Cliff  street,  as  they  have  pre- 
sented an  order  as  a  substitute  for  it.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  John  D.  Dodge,  for  a  modification  ot 
the  conditions  of  sale  of  his  land  on  Fourth  and  X 
streets,  so  as  to  allow  him  to  erect  two  lirick  dwell- 
ings upon  the  rear  of  said  lot,  instead  of  a  private 
stable,  made  a  report  recommending  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  l'ublic 
Lauds  be  directed  to  cancel  the  agreement  given 
by  the  city  to  John  D.  Dodge,  Feb.  8,  J  869,  to  con- 
vey a  lot  of  land  situated  on  the  corner  of  Fourth 
and  N  streets,  and  issue  to  him  a  new  agreement 
rearing  the  same  date,  containing  a  condition 
that  two  dwelling  houses  of  brick,  and  not  less 
than  two  and  a  half  stories  in  height,  may  be 
erected  in  the  rear  of  said  lot,  the  same  to  he 
completed  witbm  one  year  from  Jan.  1,  1871. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Com- 
mon and  Public  Grounds,  to  whom  was  recommit- 
ted the  order  authorizing  the  committee  to  con- 
tract for  buildiug  a  bank  wall  around  a  portion  of 
Fountain  square,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

Fountain  square  is  situated  on  Walnut  avenue, 
between  Munroe  and  Townsend  streets,  extending 
a  distance  of  370  feet  in  the  avenue.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  round  the  corner  at  each  street  about 
15  feet,  making  30  feet  on  both  corners,  so 
that  the  entire  length  of  wall  will  be  about  400 
feet.  A  perch  is  24%  cubic  feet,  made  up  as  fol- 
lows: 16%  feet  in  length,  \yz  feet  wide  and  1  foot 
high.  The  wall  being  400  feet  long,  2  feet  thick 
and  3  feet  high,  will  contain  about  100  perches. 
To  this  must  be  added  3*  perches  for  a  founda- 
tion, at  $4  per  perch,  so  tiiat  the  total  -cost  would 
be  as  follows:

The  wall  is  to  be  built  of  Roxhury  faced  stone, 
jointed  and  pointed.  When  completed  it  will  be 
measured  by  the  City  Surveyor  and  paid  fox  by  his 
measurement.  The  committee  ttierefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  order. 

Alderman  l'ierce  stated  that  in  view  of  the  shart 
time  in  which  the  work  on  the  wall  of  the  Foun- 
tain Square  park  could  be  done,  the  committee 
took  early  action  on  the  subject,  after  being  refer- 
red back  from  the  other  branch,  and  they  asked 
for  its  passage  at  once. 

Read  and  accepted,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

EXTENSION  OF  HARRISON   AVENUE. 

The  C(«itnittee  on  Laying  Out  and  Widening 
Streets,  to  whom  were  referred  the  several  peti- 
tions for  the  extension  of  Harrison  avenue  from 
its  present  southerly  terminus  a r  Eustis  street  to 
Warren  street,  submitted  the  following  report: 

Theextension  of  this  aveiuie  to  Wairen  street  at 
r  point  south  of  Dudley  street,  so  that  it  will  in- 
tersect Warren  street  at  nearly  a  right  line,  has 
long  lieen  one  of  the  cherished*  improvements  of 
the  Highland  District.  It  was  considered  and  dis- 
cussed by  the  City  Council  of  Koxbury  before  its 
annexation  to  Boston,  but  as  it  was  an  improve- 
ment of  considerable  magnitude,  and  intimately 
connected  with  the  convenience  of  both  cities,  it 
was  delayed  from  time  to  time,  and  the  union  of 
the  two  municipalities  found  the  question  still 
open. 

Petitions  were  then  immediately  presented  to 
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this  Board,  ami  early  this  year  the  necessary  sur- 
veys were  made  to  show  the  possible  lines  of  the 
extension;  and  they  have  been  examined  with 
great  care.  In  arriving  at  what  will,  we  think,  he 
considered  the  best  of  any  of  the  proposed  lines, 
some  months  were  occupied  in  consultations  and. 
examinations. 

subsequently  to  this  the  takings  of  land  from 
each  estate  had  to  be  surveyed,  the  grades  exam- 
ined, and  the  damages  to  the  propeity  affected  es- 
timated,   'lhis  has  taken  until  the  present  time. 

The  land  and  other  damages,  exclusive  of  grade 
damages,  are  estimated  upon  each  estate  touched 
by  the  extension,  and  amount  to  $118,004  30.  The 
grade  damages,  estimated  in  the  aggregate,  will 
amount  to  not  less  than  $00,000.  to  which  should 
be  added  the  estimate  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  $40,000,  tor  grading  the  street  and  macad- 
amizing the  roadway,  and  laying  sidewalks  and 
street  cesspools,  bringing  the  total  estimrte,  in- 
cluding an  allowance  for  unforeseen  expenses,  to 
an  amcunt  ;.ot  less  than  $220,000. 

The  grade  damages  aie  principally,  if  not  wholly, 
between  Eustis  and  Zeigler  .  treets.  Where  the. 
avenue  crosses  lienfrew  street,  the  former  bed  of 
the  old  Koxbury  can  tl,  the  tilling  will  be  about 
seven  and  oue  ha' f  feet,  thence  crossing  Palmer 
street  at  the  grade  of  that  street,  making  a  cut  of 
five  and  one  half  leet  at  faber  street,  and  adjust- 
ii  g  itself  to  the  grade  of  Zeigler  and  Dudley 
Streets,  where  it  crosses  those  streets.  This  cut- 
ting and  tilling  involves  damages  to  estates  on 
Kenfrew  street,  between  Winslow  and  Eustis,  and 
en  Taber,  between  Wh.slow  and  Warren  streets. 

Vour  committee  first  proposed  to  make  a  de- 
tailed estimate  of  the  grade  "damages  to  each  es- 
tate not  otherwise  affected  by  the  extension,  but 
as  the  other  estimates  for  this  improvement  ex- 
ceed iu  amount  any  betterments  that  could  be  re- 
turned to  the  City  Treasury,  on  account  of  the 
opening  of  this  street,  and  the  grade  damages 
would  not,  if  estimated  accurately,  increase  the 
revenue  from  the  extension  of  the 'avenue  a  sirgle 
dollar,  they  have  decided  to  aggregate  them,  and 
ask  for  a  loan  sufficient  to  cover  th^m. 

And  in  this  connection  thev  would  say  that  in 
their  opinion,  did  ibe  Betteiment  law  allow  it,  it 
would  always  be  for  the  interest  of  Hie  city,  could 
the    owners  of   property  taken    o-    ..^maged,  first 

fueseut  their  claims  for  such  damage   based  upou 
heir  own  estimation  of  the  injury  done  them,  be- 
fore the  city  should  move  in  the  matter. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  present  the  neces- 
sary orders  for  extending  the  avenue,  anil  ask  for 
Lhem  the  favorable  consideration  of  this  Board.

EXCURSIONS   BY   FIRE   ENGINE   COMPANIES. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  referring  to  the  Committee  on  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  several  petitions  to  take  en-, 
gines  to  the  Firemen's  Muster  at  Springfield,  with 
a  view  to  their  leference  to  the  Committee  and 
Engineers  of. the  Fire-  Department,  with  full  pow- 
er?r. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  if  such  a  reference 
was  made,  it  should  be  to  the  Joint  Committee  ou 
Fire  Department,  otherwise  no  time  would  be 
gained  in  the  proposed  action. 

Alderman  Gowdin  stated  that  such  was  his  de- 
sign. 
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Alderman  Talbot  remarked  that  if  such  a  mo- 
tion should  prevail,  it  would  be  giving  to  the  com- 
mitttee  and  the  Engineers  a  right  to  make  ordi- 
nances. .      ,'  .' 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
remark  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  for  it  was 
not  designed  to  assume  any  such  power.   ■  • 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  ordinances  prohibit 
the  taking  of  the  engines  from  the  city,  and  to 
iiace  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  was 
.urther  than  the  Board  had  the  right  to  go.  If  it 
was  intended  to  allow  these  companies  to  take 
their  engines  from  the  city,  the  committee  should 
have  come  to  the  Board  with  specific  orders  to 
that  end,  and  for  the  suspension  of  the  ordinance,' 
thus  meeting  the  matter  fair  and  square.  ' 

Alderman  Hawes  said  it  would  have  been  utterly 
impossible  to  come  lo  the  Board  with  such 
orders,  for  some  of  the  petitions  he  knew  nothing 
of  until  they  were  presented,  'lhe  ordinance  was 
made  when  there  were  but  one  or  two  engines,  and 
now  that  there  are  four  or  five  reliet  engines, 
there  could  be  no  objections  to  allowing  some  of 
the  companies  to  leave  the  city  when  substitutes 
could  be  provided  and  good  care  taken  ot  the 
engines. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  committee 
might  report  their  orders  first  to  the  Council,  anil 
then  come  here,  when  there  would  be  time  for 
their  passage. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that  there  would  not 
be  time  to  make  the  preparation  needed  alter  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Alderman  Connor  objected  to  delegating  the 
power  of  the  Board  to  a  committee.  If  -recommit- 
ted, orders'  might  be  reported  to  the  Council  on 
Thursday  night,  designating  such  companies  as 
mav  go,  when  they  could  be  passed  by  the  Board 
on  "Monday  This  would  leave  lime  enough  lor 
preparation,  for  the  muster  was  not  until  Friday 
week. 

Alderman  Jenkins  wished  to  know  how  many  of 
the  companies  desired  to  go,  and  how  long  they 
were  to  lie  absent. 

It  was  stated  that  there  were  five  or  six  which 
had  petitioned  for  leave,  to  go. 

lhe  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  refer  to  the  Joint 
Committee  on  the  Fire  Department.with  full  pow- 
ers, in  consultation  with  the  Engineers,  to  grant 
such  permission. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  it  was  possible  to  repeal 
the  ordinance,  or  to  adopt  the  plan  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board.  The  Board  could  not  delegate 
its  power.  He  should  be  happy  to  vote  to  allow 
these  companies  to  go  with  their  engines,  but 
only  on  a  practicable  plan.  He  hoped  the  peti- 
tions would  be  referred  again  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Fire  Department,  to  report  to  the  Board, 
and  a  motion  for  such  reference  was  made  and 
and  passed. 

ANNEXATION  OF  BROOKLINE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jacobs,  the  report  and 
order  to  accept  an  act  to  annex  a  portion  of  the 
town  of  Brookline  to  Boston  (City  Doc.  89)  were 
taken  up. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  he  was  not  aware  until 
now  that  there  was  to  be  a  minority  report,  and 
this  report  he  commented  upon,  after  stating  the 
history  of  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  amount 
of  land  to  be  annexed,  he  said,  was  three  hundred 
acres,  and  this  annexation  was  required  in  the 
straightening  of  the  line  between  Boston  and 
Brookline,  making  it  more  definite,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  control  of  the  roads  for  drainage 
and  other  purposes.  This  land  was  situated  on  an 
average  about  two  miles  from  tne  State  House, 
and  was  worth  $2,000,000,  which  would  give  a  tax 
of  $30,000- a  year. 

In  reply  to  the  objection  that  this  annexation 
would  increase  the  burdens  of  the  city,  he  denied 
that  it  would  do  so,  while  it  was  necessary  for  the 
plans  of  thefutuie,  in  the  laying  out  of  streets, 
grading  and  draining.  This  expense  could  not  be 
great  now,  before  the  territory  shall  be  populated; 
it  would  not  be  an  obstacle  to  annexation,  for 
there  was  no  probability  of  the  annexation  of  the 
whole  town  at  present,  and  there  could  not  be  un- 
til it  shall  be  for  the  interest  of  both  places  to 
have  sueb  a  union.  If  not  accepted  now,  there  is 
danger  that  another  Legislature  may  repeal  the  act. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  that  in  looking  hastily  at 
the  report  of  the  minority  of  the  committee,  he 
could  see  no  reason  why  it  should  be  accepted  for 
that  of  the  ma|ority.  He  believed  that  before  many 
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years  all  of  tlie  area  embraced  within  ten  miles  of 
Boston  would  be  annexed,  am1  referred  to  Phila- 
delphia, ax  evidence  of  the  beneficial  effects  of 
such  annexation. 

AM«  1  in. in  I  Iranian  asked  to  be  excused  from  vot- 
ing, on  the  ground  of  personal  interest  in  the  ques- 
tion of  annexation. 

His  request  to  be  excused,  was  granted. 

The  order  for  the  acceptance  of  the  act  was  pass- 
ed bv  a  unanimous  vote,  yeas  eleven,  nays  none; 
Alderman  Braman  not  voting. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  considera- 
tion of  the  report  in  relation  to  an  alleged  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions, 
was  taken  from  the  table. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  would  not  raise  any 
objection  to  the  conclusion  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  relative  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  McKay, 
and  he  had  drawn  an  order  which  was  not  in  con- 
flict with  that  report,  but  which  be  would  move  as 
a  substitute  therefor,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  the  City  Council  that 
.Nathaniel  McKay  has  neglected  to  attend  to  the 
duties  of  his  office  as  a  Director  fcr  Public  Institu- 
tions ir  the  City  of  Boston,  for  such  a  length  of 
time  as  to  furnish  good  cause  for  his  removal  from 
said  office — it  is  therefore 

Ordered,  that  Nathaniel  McKay  he,  and  he  is 
hereby,  removed  from  the  office  "of  Director  for 
Public  Institutions  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that 
the  place  heretofore  occupied  by  him  on  said 
Board  of  Directois  be  declared  vacant. 

The  Chair  stated,  that  it  would  be  m  order  first 
.to  read  the  report  and  older  it  to  be  sent  down 
when  the  order  could  be  ottered. 

The  report  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  sent  down, 
and  the  order  was  then  ottered. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  he  held  in  his  hand 
a  letter  directed  to  a  public  journal  in  this  city  by- 
Mr.  McKay,  in  which  he  sets  forth  what  he  con- 
ceives to  be  his  duties  in  relation  to  the  public  in- 
stitutions, 'that  letter,  in  his  belief,  wis  sufficient 
in  uself  to  warrant  the  actio 
ing  the  pHcc  occupied  1  y  . 
to  be  vacant. 

Alderman  Jenkins  inquired  whether  the  letter 
was  directed  to  this  body,  to  which  the  reply  was 
that  it  was  not. 

At  the  request  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  letter 
was  read 

Alderman  Carpenter  protested  against  taking 
the  slightest  notice  of  this  letter  in  a  public  jour- 
nal. He  had  seen  Mr.  McKay  in  this  city  several 
times  since  this  controversy  commenced,  when  he 
stated  his  readiness  to  attena  the  incetir.gs  of  the 
Board,  and  every  time  he  came  here  he  reported 
himself  to  the  Board.  The  letter  he  looked  upon 
simply  as  in  the  nature'  Of  hearsay  evidence,  and 
should  not  be  regarded  by  the-  Board.  He  wished 
to  ask  of  the  Clerk  if  he  "had  any  communication 
addressed  to  the  Board  in  relation  to  a  vacancy  in 
the  Board  of  Directors  for  Publ'c  Institutions. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  subject  of  a 
vacancy,  a  communication  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Public  Institutions,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Clerk  of  Committees,  and  another 
communication  relative  to  the  number  of  meetings 
attended  by  Mr.  McKay  during  his  service  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  were  read. 

Alderman  Carpenter  remarked  that  there  was  a 
precedent  in  being  absent  from  the  meetings  of 
the  Board,  in  the  case  of  the  former  President,  Mr. 
Kimball,  and  this  action  appeared  to  be  like  hunt- 
ing down  Mr.  McKay.    . 

Alderman  Pierce  said  it  aupeared  by  the  record 
that  M  r.McKay  had  not  attended  a  single  meeting  of 
the  Board  for  8  months,  and  he  had  stated  that  it 
was  not  necessary,  and  should  not  attend  the  meet- 
ings unless  sent  lor.  This  was  not  t  he  way  in  which 
this  Board  ann  the  citizens  expected  a  member  of 
such  an  important  Board  should  discharge  his  du- 
ties. Instead  of  waiting  to  be  sent  for  he  should 
be  present  at  the  meetings  and  see  what  the  duties 
are  to  be  done.  But  he  had  absolutely  refused  to 
attend  such  meetings  for  eight  months,  and  under 
such  circumstances  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  to 
declare  his  -place  Vacant. ■'  The  question  was  put 
boldly  before' the  Board,  and  he  appealed  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  and  to  the  Mayor,  if  they 
could  feel  justified  in  refusing  to  attend  meetings 
of  the  Board  and  to  discharge  their  duties,  and 
whether  in  such  case  it  would  not  be  justifiable  to 
declare  their  places  vacant. 

So  far  as  related  to  the  case  of  Mr.  Kimball,  that 
gentleman  faithfully  discharged  his  duties  as 
President  of  the  Board,  for  years,  and  it  was  not  a 
parallel  case  to  this.    He  wished  to  go  to  Europe, 


and  had  leave  to  be  absent.  Should  the  conduct 
of  Mr.  McKay  in  this  matter  be  overlooked,  and  no 
action  be  taken,  be  would  laugh  at  the  Board  for 
their  course. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  the  Board  ought  not  to  be 
influenced,  in  this  case,  by  newspaper  articles,  for 
it  was  not  certain  who  wrote  the  article  iu  ques- 
tion. The  Board  should  be  governed  by  the  legal 
question  in  the  matter.  It  appeared, by  the  report 
o*'  the  committee,  that  Mr.  McKay  had"a  legal  res- 
idence in  this  city,  and.  in  his  judgment,  it  was 
not  necessary  to  attend  to  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Board.  It  was  well  known  that  the  executive 
functions  of  such  Boards  are  performed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Board,  and  particularly  in  this 
case.  The  Board  ought  uot  to  expel  a  member  un- 
der such  circumstances. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  did  not  think  it  would 
be  well,  as  a  maiter  of  precedent,  to  declare  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Board  of  Directors.  Before  taking 
any  such  course  it  would  be  better  to  aefiue  the 
duties  of  directors,  and  how  many  meetings  a 
director  shall  be  expected  to  attend.  Until  such 
defining  of  duties,  he  doubted  the  expediency  of 
expelling  a  member. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  be  did  not  believe  with 
the  last  Alderman  in  his  conclusions.  Suppose  all 
the  members  of  the  Board  absented  themselves 
from  the  meetings  on  the  ground  that  there  was 
no  necessity  for  attendance ;  and  suppose  they 
should  say  that  the  clerk  might  run  the  machine — 
it  would  not  be  contended  that  such  a  course 
would  be  right,  and  that  this  Board  could  not  de- 
clare the  places  of  such  persons  vacant. 

Alderman  Talbot  read  from  the  ordinances, 
which  he  said  authorized  the  removal  of  members 
of  such  boards  for  cause.  The  duties  of  members 
were  well  defined,  and  they  were  required  to  look 
to  the  prudential  affairs  of  such  institutions.  It 
would  not  do  for  members  to  neglect  their  duties, 
for  they  were  under  an  obligation,  and  their  own 
honor  was  concerned  in  the  faithfui  discharge  of 
such  duties.  He  had  no  hesitation  in  recording 
his  name  against  such  a  neglect  of  obligation.  This 
Board  was  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  city, 
and  in  the  election  of  members  they  sought  for 
those  who  would  most  honestly  and  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office.  It  would  be  a  good 
lesson  for  all  neglecting  such  duties,  should  this 
order  pass.  It  would  be  no  injustice  to  Mr.  Mc- 
Kay, and  was  but  justice  to  this  Board,  for  they 
should  look  after  the  interests  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  did  not  consider  it  a 
supposable  case,  as  had  been  suggested,  that  all 
of  the  members  of  a  board  should  absent  themselves 
from  its  meetings.  The  office  is  sought  for  as  an 
honor,  and  its  duties  are  pleasant  and  agreeable. 
As  a  rule,  the  memDers  attend  the  meetings,  but 
it  is  not  expected  that  there  will  be  no  case  in 
which  a  member  will  fail  to  attend. 

Alderman  Pratt,  in  requesting  to  be  excused 
from  voting,  said  he  had  no  desire  to  shield  him- 
self by  his  position  as  Director  of  Public  Institu- 
tions, from  the  proper  responsibility  devolving  on 
him  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as, 
in  his  opinion,  the  gentleman  in  question  had  as- 
sumed an  untenable  position  so  antagonistic  to 
the  proper  requirements  of  the  City  Council  as  to 
compeltbein  to  take  prompt  and  rigorous  action 
in  the  matter. 

A  party  holding  the  position  for  one  year  might 
be  pardoned  it"  he  received  the  impression  that  nis 
duties  were  largely  in  assignments  of  requisitions 
lor  supplies,  and  pardoning  the  unfortunate;  but 
holding  the  position  for  three  years,  he  shoub. 
disabuse  his  mind  of  ouch  crude  notions,  and  give 
his  undivided  attention  to  the  very  onerous  duties 
and  responsibilities  which  pertain  natuially 
to  gentlemen  holding  comparitively  permanent 
position,  particularly  as  Director  of  Public  Insti 
tutions,  than  which  no  more  important  or  respon- 
sible office  exists  in  the  government. 

Pressing  the  vote,  however,  today,  without  time 
to  consider  what  his  duty  might  be  in  the  matter, 
having  a  membership  in  both  Boards,  would  place 
him  in  a  very  embairassing  position,  and  he  hopeu 
the  subject  would  be  specially  assigned  for  one 
week  from  today. 

Alderman  Talbot  hoped  the  Alderman  would  not 
be  excused,  since,  in  Legislative  matters,  each 
member  is  expected  to  vote  upon  the  expulsion 
of  fellow  members.  In  this  case  he  is  not  requir- 
ed to  vote  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Director*, 
but  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  admired  the  directness 
of  the  order,  but  it  was  of  so  startling  a  character 
that  he  hoped  more  time   would  be  given  for  the 
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consideration  of  it.  So  rare  a  case,  no  one  having 
occurred  like  it 'before,  be  hoped  one  week's  delay 
would  )>e  granted  before  action  was  taken  on  the 
subject. 

Alderman  Jacobs  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  order,  and  called  (or  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  the  motion. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  be  hoped  the  moti  m  to 
indefinitely  post)  one  would  not  prevail,  for  be 
wished  to  meet  the  question  on  its  face,  and  it 
could  be  tested  on  the  order  as  well  as  any  way. 
If  a  man  would  not  live  up  to  his  duties  in  a  pub- 
lic office,  be  should  resign  or  be  expelled. 

Alaerman  Carpenter  said  he  met  .Mr.  McKay  two 
weeks  ago,  aaid  to  his  question  whether  he  was 
attending  to  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Board, 
*ie  said  certainlv ;  said  every  time  be  came  here 
be  reported  himself  at  the  office  of  the  Board.  As 
he  was  a  member  of  but  one  committee,  that  of 
.Finance,  he  would  not  be  required  to  be  present  at 
all  meetings.  He  intends  to  do  his  duty,  and 
would  feel  hurt  to  be  expelled  from  the  Board. 
Should  he  neglect  his  duties,  the  Board  knows 
.where  he  is,  and  can  call  him  to  account  for 
such  neglect.  It  would  be  but  courteous  to  give 
bim  an  opportunity  to  resign. 
-.  Alderman  Pierce  said  Mr.  McKay  had  had  an  op- 
portunity for  four  months  to  resign,  and  had  been 
advised  to  do  so,  and  asked  to  resign.  Such  a  plea 
could  not  be  urged  in  view  of  th  _•  fact  of  his  re- 
fusal to  discharge  his  duties.  He  had  not  attended 
one  meetinir  in  1870,  and  not  once  does  his  name 
appear  on  the  record  as  attending  any  meeting. 

Alderman  Pope  hoped  the  matter  would  lie  over 
for  one  week.  If  required  to  vote,  he  should  vote 
for  the  order,  but  he  was  willing  to  let  Mr.  McKay 
take  himself  out  of  the  way. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  regarded  this  as  a  bold 
•move  in  the  right  direction,  and  the  question 
should  be  met  squarely.  They  should  not  seek  t<> 
evade  it,  but  meet  it  manfully,  and  not  indefinitely 
postpone  it. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  his  object  was  to  meet  it 
.manfully,  by  his  motion.  He  was  ready  to  face  the 
question,  and  he  considered  the  proposed  action 
clearly  illegal  and  arbitrary.  It  was  not  right  to 
stigmatize  a'  man  by  turning  him  out  of  office  be- 
cause he  was  unfortunate  in  business  and  was 
obliged  to  go -elsewhere  to  engage  anew  in  busi- 
ness, designing  to  keep  his  residence  here  and  to  re- 
turn here  again.  He  was  not  in  favor  of  stigma- 
tizing a  man  in  that  way. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  tbat  if  the  indefinite 
postponement  did  not  prevail,  he  should  move  to 
assign  to  Monday  next. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  had  no  objection  to 
postponement  to  next  Monday. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  indefinite  post- 
ponement and  it  was  lost,  3  to  7,  as  follows:

Ordered,  That  Engine  Compauu  if  Nos-  3,  4,  12,  13 
and  18  have  leave  to  attend  the  Firemen's  Muster 
at  Springfield  on  the  28ih  of  the  present  month  on 
conditions  herein  named  :  to  secure  the  city  aga  n-t 
loss  in  the  full  value  ot  their  engines,  said  secu- 
rity to  be  appr  ved  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  tn  Fire  Department, 
and  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  to  provide  a  substi- 
tute company,  saiu  company  to  be  accepted  by  the 
Chief  Engineer.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the 
order  was  passed. 

Mr.  Tucker,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  reterred  the  petition  of  Engine  Company  No. 
8,  for  pei  mission  to  take  their  engine  to  Spring- 
field, on  th^  28th  of  the  present  month,  to  attend 
the  Firemen's  Muster  at  that  place,  made  a  report 
recommending  that  the  petitioners  have  leave  to 
withdraw  on  account  oi  the  following  reasons,  viz., 
they  havirg  been  granted  permission  to  take  their 
engine  to  tue  Firemen's  Muster  at  Haverhill,  sept. 
30,1870.    Accepted. 

Mr.  Bishop  ot  Ward  7,  from  the  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council,  consisting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  Common 
Council  from  Wards  7  and  12,  Io  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  papers  relating  to  the  location  of  En- 
gine No.  15,  in  South  Boston,  made  a  report  that, 
in  their  judgment,  a  lot  of  land  should  be  pur- 
chased within  the  district  bounded  by  B  street, 
Fourth  street,  D  street  and  Seventh  street,  on 
which  to  erect  an  engine  hcuse  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  Steam  Engine  No.  15;  and  the  commit- 
tee would,  therefore,  recimuieud  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  orders. 

(Signed)  C.  A.  Connor,  Chairman. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
be  authorized  io  purchase  a  lot  of  land  for  an 
engine  house,  within  the  district  bounded  by  B 
street,  Fourth  street,  D  street  and  Seventh  street, 
for  a  sum  not  exceeding  .f  0000. 

Ordereo,  'Ihat  the  'treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $6000,  to  be  ex- 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  an  engine 
house  in  South  Boston. 

A  minority  report  was  submitted,  as  follows: 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  special  com- 
mute on  the  location  of  Engine  No.  15,  respectful- 
ly dissents  from  the  recommendation  of  the  ma- 
jority, and  begs  leave  to  state,  very  briefly,  his 
reasons. 

The  loc  ility  proposed  by  the  majority  on  the  cor- 
ner of  C  and  Seventh  streets,  is  on  one  side  of 
South  Boston,  where  ro  business  is  carried  on, 
and  where  no  improvements  will  ever  be  made. 
The  Old  Colony  Railroad  runs  within  a  few  rods 
on  the  southerly  side,  and  there  are  only  two  cross- 
ings in  a  distance  of  over  half  a  mile,  so  that  the 
position  of  the  engine  must  always  be  for  all  prac- 
tical purposes  on  the  outer  edge  of  the  district 
which  it  is  designed  to  proteet. 

The  land  is  low  aud  marshy,  involving  a  large 
expense  to  secure  a  suitable  cellar  for  washing 
hose,  &c.  The  grade  of  the  whole  territory  will 
require  raising  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  in  order  to  make  it  proper  for 
building  purposes.  There  has  been  no  request 
from  the  citizens  to  have  an  engine  located  in  this 
section.  The  property  is  sufficiently  protected  by 
Hose  Companies  9  and  10,  Steam  Engines  I,  7  anil 
3,  aud  Hook  and  Ladder  3.  Moreover  the  pressure 
of  the  water  and  the  size  of  the  pipes  are  sufficient 
to  enable  the  hose  attached  to  the  hydrants  to 
throw  water  over  any  building  in  the,  locality, 
making  a  hose  company  as  efficient  as  a  steam  en- 
gine. 

There  appears  to  the  undersigned  to  be  no  good 
reason  for  changing  the  location  first  proposed  at 
E  and  Bolton  streets.  A  large  number  of  influen- 
tial petitioners  asked  for  a  location  in  this  vicin- 
itv  in  1869,  and  committees  of  that  year  and  this 
year  have  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  loca- 
tion. There  has  been  no  remonstrance  from  the 
citizens  to  offset  the  petition  in  its  favor.  The 
locality  is  the  same  dist  mce  from  Washington 
Village,  it  is  in  the  centre  of  the  business  part  of 
South  Boston,  which  is  filled  with  manufactories, 
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stables,  lumber  yards,  and  kerosene  oil  works. 
Large  storehouses  will  soon  be  erected  on  the  new 
lands  in  the  vicinity.  The  only  tire  apparatus  on 
the  north  side  of  Broadway  is  Hose  9,  located 
on  B  street,  the  extreme  westerly  part  of  South 
Boston. 

1  he  losses  by  fire  on  the  north  side  of  Broadway, 
between  A  and  I  stretts,  from  I860  to  1870,  amount- 
ed to  $15,000.  On  the  south  side  of  Broadway,  be- 
tween A  and  I  streets,  the  losses  for  the  same  per  i- 
od  amounted  to  .f56,000. 

Another  reason  for  requiring  an  engine  in  this 
locality  is  the  low  pressure  of  the  water.  At  the 
tire  in  the  House  of  Correction  last  winter  there 
was  not  pressure  enough  to  throw  the  water  twen- 
ty feet.  At  the  tire  on  Seventh  street,  near  M 
street,  when  three  houses  were  burnt,  there  was 
not  pressure  enough  to  throw  the  water  fifteen 
feet.  If  the  pressure  had  been  the  same  at  this 
point  thatit  is  atCand  Seventh  streets,  the  houses 
would  have  been  saved.  Other  instances  might 
be  cited  by  the  undersigned  going  to  show  the  un- 
protected condition  of  the  property  on  the  north 
sioe  o(  Broadway;  but  he  believes  that  sufficient 
has  been  said  to 'justify  him  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Oily  Council,  in  refusing  to  unite  in  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  majority,  and  he  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  the  passage  of  the  orders 
reported  bv  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, August  29.

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  moved  that  the  subject  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  en  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  Bishop  stated  that  this  subject  had  been  before 
the  City  Council  for  the  last  two  years,  and  refer- 
red from  one  committee  to  another,  without  final 
decision,  until  it  was  very  properly  referred  to  a 
committee  consisting  ol  the  several  members  of 
the  City  Council  from  the  w-uds  interested.  After 
a.  patient  examination  they  had  agreed  upon  a  lo- 
cation which  is  believed  to  be  the  best  for  the  in- 
terests of  that  section  of  the  city.  He  honed  the 
report  would  be  accepted,  and  not  sent  hack  to 
the  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

Air.  Wells  said  in  justice  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Fire  Department,  the  subject  should  be  re- 
ferred to  Ihem,  for  they  should  know  where  the 
engines  are  placed.  He  did  not  know  where  the 
location  was  and  would  like  to  find  out  before 
voting  on  the  subject. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  14,  the  reports 
were  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table  and  printed. 

MORE  WATEE  FOE    FIKE  PURPOSES  AT  EAST  BOS- 
TON. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  laid  before  the  Council  the 
following  communication: 

The  Cochituate  Water  Board,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  report  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee 
on  Water  of  the  City  Council  (City  Doc.  No.  79)  re- 
port, that  in  reply  they  herewith  submit  a  report 
of  a  suh-committee  of  their  number,  which  was 
accepted  and  approved  by  the  Board  at  its  last 
meeting. 

If  the  City  Council  consider  it  expedient  to  carry 
out  the  views  therein  expressed,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  pass  an  aupropriation  of  not  less  than 
$21,000  to  defray  the  expense  thereof. 

The  Committee  on  the  Eastern  Division  Cochitu- 
ate Water  Board,  to  whom  was  referred  the  con- 
sideration of  a  report  of  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Water  of  the  City  Council,  telative  to 
the  inadequate  supply  of  water  for  fire  purposes  in 
East  Boston,  report  that  in  their  investigations 
they  have  confined  themselves  to  the  wants  of  that 
section  of  the  city  to  tire  pnrposes  only,  it  not 
being  denied  that  the  pipes  already  laid  are 
sufficient  for  all  purposes  other  than  tire. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  expedient  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  on  Water  be  adopted  so  far  as  the  fol- 
lowing-named streets  are  concerned,  viz. :  Border, 
Sumner,  Lewis  and  Marginal  streets,  and  that  no 
action  be  taken  in  the  matter  of  Meridian  street 
until  such  time  as  the  effect  of  the  new  pipes  in 
these  streets  is  arrived  at. 

The  committee  recommend  that  no  appropria- 
tion be  made  for  pipe  in  Chelsea  and  Brooks 
streets,  but  that  the  same  be  laid  by  the  Board,  the 
expense  thereof  to  be  taken  from  the  annual  ap- 
propriation. 

It  the  foregoing  recommendations  be  adopted, 
the  appropriations  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  same 
can,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Engineer,  be  re- 
duced to  $20,172. 


As  the  order  accompanying  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Water,  authorizing  a  loan  for  this 
purpose,  does  not  specify  to  which  department  it 
shall  he  charged,  and  as  the  contemplated  ex- 
penditure is  only  necessary  for  extinguishing  con- 
flagrations, it  is  their  opinion  that  the  same  should 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

The  committee  respectfully  suggest  whether  it 
is  not  oftentimes  practicable  in  case  of  fire  to  pre- 
vent the  waste  of  fresh  water  through  the  use  of 
salt  water  to  be  taken  from  the  docks. 

The  following  order  was  offered: 

Ordered,  That  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be 
authorized  to  lay  water  pipes  in  Border,  Sumner 
Lewis  and  Marginal  streets,  in  East  Boston,  the 
expense  thereof  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $21,000. 
and  to  te  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Fire  Department 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  moved  that  the  subject  be 
postpove  I  one  week,  fur  he  was  unable  fully  to 
understand  the  question  on  the  reading  of  the 
report. 

Mr.  Poor  opposed  delay,  there  beiuc  an  anxiety 
to  fraVe  the  work  done  at  once,  through  fear  of 
other  rues  like  those  which  have  occurred  in  Fast 
Boston. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  also  opposed  delay,  and 
Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  declared  that  the  further 
supply  of  water  for  fires  was  absolutely  needed, 
ami  should  not  be  delayed  on  any  consideration. 

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  0  opposed  the  passage  of  the 
order  tonight,  and  to  the  charging  of  the  expense  to 
the  Fire  Department,  the  appropriation  for  which 
department  being  expended  except  .*10,000,  and 
the  Fire  Department  being  now  charged  with  the 
use  of  the  water  by  them. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  could  not  see  how 
$21,000  was  to  be  taken  from  the  appropriation 
wheu  there  was  but  $10,000  left.  With  a  difference 
of  opinion  among  the  committees,  time  should  be 
given  for  an  examination  of  the  figure?. 

The  subject  was  laid  over  for  a  week,  and  order- 
ed to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets  of  the  Common  Council,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  resolve  and  order  for  the  extension  of 
Allen  street,  submitted  a  report,  as  follows: 

The  proposed  exteusion  is  from  Brighton  street 
to  Charles  street,  a  distance  of  about  225  feet. 
About  8935  square  feet  of  land  were  to  be  taken 
for  the  purpose,  at  an  estimated  expense  -of 
$13,402  50.  This  improvement  has  been  petitioned 
for  several  times  by  property  holders  in  the  vicini- 
ty, and  as  the  owners  of  the  land  proposed  to  erect 
buildings  upon  it,  the  subject  requires  immediate 
action.  As  the  extension  will  open  Allen 
street  to  public  travel,  iroin  Chambers 
street  to  Charles  street,  there  will  be  a 
local  as  well  as  a  general  benefit,  and  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  expense  can  undoubt- 
edly be  assessed  upon  the  property  abutting  upon 
the  street.  The  committee  would  therefore  respec- 
fully  recommend  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  or- 
der.' 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward3  opposed  the  extension  of 
the  street,  as  unnecessary,  not  required  for  public 
travel,  and  should  it  increase  the  travel  through 
that  street,  it  would  be  at  the  disadvantage  and  dis- 
turbance of  the  Wells  School. 

Mr.  Pond  of  Ward  3  also  opposed  the  extension 
as  not  called  for  by  any  citizens  whom  he  knew, 
for  no  one  had  come  to  him  asking  for  it,  and 
should  the  extensi-n  of  the  street  be  made,  it 
would  be  of  no  avail  except  by  a  connection  witn 
Causeway  street. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8  was  of  opinion  that  no  one 
who  examined  this  territory  but  must  have  thought 
the  extension  of  the  street  should  be  made. 

Sir.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  it  would  be  evident  to 
any  one  who  looked  at  this  street  that  it  should  be 
extended. 

Mr.  Learnard  of  Waru  10  said  he  believed  the  ex- 
tension of  the  street  would  relieve  some  other 
streets  in  the  neighborhood. 

Mr.  Wells  did  not  agree  with  the  gentleman, 
and,  on  bis  motion,  the  subject  was  laid  over. 

Mr.  Bond,  from  the  same  committee  to  whom 
were  referred  the  resolve  and  order  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Kneeland  street,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

The  present  width  of  Kneeland  street,  at  its 
junction  with  Washington  street,  is  about  thirty- 
three  feet.  As  it  is  directly  opposite  Eliot  street, 
which  has  just  been  wi.'iened,  and  accommodates 
a  large  amount  of  heavy  travel  bstween  the  1'iov  i- 
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dence,  Boston1  &  Albany  and  ;>id  Colony  Freight 
Depots,  it  is  desirable  that  the  widening  should  he 
made  whenever  a  favorable  Opportunity  offers  to 
do  it  economically. 

Mr.  Samuel  Kiee,  the  owner  oi"  a  lot  of  vacant 
hind  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  street,  between 
Washington  street  and  Harrison  avenue,  having 
given  notice  of  his  intention  to  erect  substantial 
buildings  thereon,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have 
taken  751  sijuare  feet  of  the  lot  to  make  the  widen- 
ing at  this  point  conform  to  the  general  widening 
proposed.  The  cost  of  the  land  taken  amounts  to 
S0008.  The  committee  would  therefore  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  passed. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Ward  6  offered  the  ;ollowiiig 
orders: 

Ordered,  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings he  authorized  to  repair  and  alter  the  heating 
apparatus  in  the  PrescottSchoolhouse,  the  expense 
therefor  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Grammar  Schools,  Public  Buildings. 

Urdeied,  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  put  in  new  floors  and  a  ven- 
tilator in  the  stable  of  Engine  house  No.  11,  and 
Hook  and  Ladder  house  No.  2,  and  to  construct  a 
ventilator  under  the  first  floor  of  said  house ;  the  ex- 
pense therefor  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  Public  Buildings. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10,  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Common  and 
Public  Grounds  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $1000  in  putting  in  a  new  boiler  and 
heating  apparatus  at  the  greenhouse  on  the  Public 
Garden,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  Common,  &c. 

The  order  was  read  once.

QUARTERLY  REPORT  OF  PORT  PHYSICIAN. 

The  Quarterly  Report  of  the  Port  Physician,  Dr. 
S.  H.  Durgin,  has  the  following  statements: 

Whole  number  of  vessels  inspected  from  July  1 
to  September  30,  inclusive,  008,  viz. :  29  steamers, 
29  ships,  80  barques,  114  I  rigs,  and  50  schooners.  Of 
this  number  eight  have  been  detained  from  one  to 
six  days  each  under  the  lollowing  circumstances. 
U:.e  had  sickness  ou  arrival  here,  one  had  a  sick 
crew  before  leaving  port,  one  for  quick  passage 
from  an  infected  port,  two  had  deaths  on  passage 
and  sickness  on  arrival  here,  and  three  had  deaths 
on  passage  without  sictcness  on  the  arrival  here. 
Two  of  these  vessels  brought  small  cargoes  of  rags 
from  Havana  which  were  discharged  and  stored 
at  Gallop's  island. 

The  detained  vessels  were  fumigated,  properly 
cleansed,  and  discharged  from  quarantine  as 
speedily  as  could  be  done  with  safety.  Ihe  board- 
ing fees  and  bills  for  cleansing  infected  vessels, 
amounting  to  $2147,  have  been  collected  and  paid 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions. 
A  larger  number  of  vessels  tiian  usual  have  sus- 
tained sickness  and  aeath  on  their  passage  to  this 
port,  but  few  have  arrived  in  condition  to  warrant 
detention. 

There  have  beeu  treated  in  Quarantine  Hospital 
during  the  quarter  ten  cases  of  smallpox,  one  of 
typhus  fever,  and  one  of  yellow  fever.  Six  cases 
ol  smallpox  were  received*  from  the  city,  one  from 
the  U.  S.  Alarine  Hospital  at  Chelsea,  and  the  re- 
maining five  from  vessels.  iNine  have  recovered, 
one  died  of  typhus  fever,  aud  two  remain  in  hos- 
pital, Oct.  1,  convalescing.

HEARINGS  ON  ORDERS  OF  NOTICE. 

The  hearings  on  the  orders  of  notice,  on  the  pro- 
posed construction  of  a  sewer  in  Hammond  street, 
on  the  laying  out  of  Glenwood  street,  on  the  widen- 
ing of  Walnut  avenue  at  the  corner  of  Walnut 
paik  and  onthe  discontinuance  of  a  portion  of  said 
street  near  the  same  point,  and  on  the  proposed 
widening  of  Chambers  street  at  the  corner  of 
Green  street,  were  severally  taken  up.  No  person 
appeared  in  either  case,  and  the  reports  were  re- 
committed. 

REMOVAL  OF  SCOLLAY'S    BUILDING. 

The  order  of  notioe  on  petition  of  sundry  per- 
sons for  the  removal  of  Scollay's  Building,  was 
taken  up. 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  that  after  the  objections 
which  may  be  ottered  shall  be  heard,  that  a  hear- 
ing be  given  to  persons  in  favor  of  such  a  meas- 
ure. 

The  motion  to  give  such  a  hearing  was  carried. 

The  Alayor  read  petitions  in  lavor  of  such  re- 
moval of  scollay's  Building,  and  gave  notice  that 
any  person  opposed  to  the  removal  would  now  be 
heard.    No  person  appeared  to  remonstrate. 

E.  A.  Alger  appeared  in  behalf  of  the  petitioners, 
and  called  upon  some  of  those  who  were  present 
to  give  statements  in  behalf  of  the  project. 
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Peter  B.  Brigham  urged  as  a  reason  for  the  wid- 
ening of  the  street  by  the  removal  of  Scollay's 
Builuing,  that  the  public  exigencies  required  this 
step  to  be  taken,  both  on  account  of  the  necessi- 
ties for  public  travel  and  for  foot  passengers. 
Much  inconvenience  was  caused  to  the  public  in 
using  the  building  as  a  railroad  depot,  iu  the  con- 
stant stopping  of  cars,  and  the  blocking  of  the 
sidewalks  by  the  passengers.  He  objected  to 
the  proposition  for  the  erecting  of  a  depot  there, 
believing  that  provisions  might  be'  made  on  Corn- 
hill  for  the  conveniences  of  Charlestown  passen- 
gers. As  an  owner  of  property  on  Tremont  row, 
it  was  found  to  be  a  disadvantage  in  having  con- 
stant stopping  of  cars  all  along  the  str<  et,  and  the 
evil  would  be  continually  increasing. 

James  Cheever  concurred  with  Mr.  Brigham  in 
regard  to  the  blocking  of  the  streets  at  this  point, 
and  that  it  had  become  a  nuisance. 

Mr.  Alger  said  he  could  call  numerous  witnesses 
to  the  same  point,  and  to  the  necessity  of  remov- 
ing the  building;  but  he  would  not  occupy  the 
time  of  the  Board  in  calling  any  more. 

Mr.  Alger  stated  that  th^re  were  500  petitioners, 
254  of  whom  represented  a  property  valued  at 
$25,000,000.  The  amount  of  land  to  be  taken  is  but 
1D50  feet,  besides  the  1240  feet  owned  by  the  city. 
The  question  to  be  determined  is  whether  the  pub- 
lic convenience  requires  this  great  improvement  to 
be  made;  an  improvement  which,  he  contended, 
was  not  only  demanded  by  the  people  of  this  city, 
but,  he  might  say,  the  people  of  New  England. 
The  streets  in  the  neighborhood,  as  well  as  in  some 
other  locations,  were  so  constructed  as  to  endan- 
ger public  travel,  and  the  opportunity  should  be 
availed  of  which  is  now  ottered.  It  had  been 
stated,  that,  should  the  measure  be  submitted  to 
the  people,  nineteen  out  of  twenty  would  vote  iu 
favor  of  it. 

it  had  been  suggested  that  the  proposed  removal 
would  cost  a  large  sum,  but  for  such  cases  the 
Legislature  had  wisely  made  a  provision  in  the 
assessment  of  betterments  upon  the  prouerts  bene- 
fited. The  city  had  suffered  much  in  consequence 
of  its  contracted  streets,  and  no  one  could  doubt 
its  future  prosperity  and  enlarged  facilities  for 
djing  business.  The  widening  of  Hanover  street 
was  referred  to  as  a  measure  highly  commendable 
and  the  expense  readily  borne  for  the  benefits  which 
such  a  widening  conferred  in  the  increased  facili- 
ties for  doing  business,  and  he  caTled  attention  to 
the  fact  that  no  remonstrance  had  beeu  presented 
against  the  proposed  measure. 

It  was  further  argued  that  in  the  light  of  the 
future  if  not  in  the  present  wants  of  the  city,  the 
widening  should  take  place,  but  the  question  was 
whether  the  public  necessities  and  the  conven- 
iences of  the  citizens  did  not  now  require  it.  He 
was  further  informed  and  urged  as  an  additional 
reason  for  immediate  action  that  the  leases  in  this 
building  expired  next  April.  Under  such  circum- 
stances he  would  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
the  Board. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Pratt  stated  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of 
passing  this  point  four  timi  s  a  day,  and  was  con- 
stantly reminded  of  the  increasingly  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  streets  in  that  vicinity,  making  trav- 
elling dangerous.  This  travel  was  augmenting 
rapidly.  The  centre  of  Boston,  he  contended,  for 
tifty  years,  or  perhaps  for  a  century,  would  be  in 
this  neighborhood.  Charles  Kiver.  he  believed, 
would  some  day  be  the  centre  of  business,  and  its 
neighborhood  and  the  wharves  be  occupied  by 
manufacturing  establishments,  while  those  who 
are  engaged  in  them  must  live  in  the  vicinity,  and 
the  residences  of  the  richer  classes  would'  be  in 
the  Highlands.  The  advantages  of  Charles  Kiver 
for  business,  he  believed  had  not  been  estimated. 
This  building  he  considered  a  disgrace  to  the 
city  and  to  the  age  in  which  we  live,  and  when  it 
shall  be  removed,  he  did  not  believe  that  live  mil- 
lions of  dollars  would  be  an  inducement  to  have 
the  ground  covered  again,  or  that  any  money  would 
be  a  temptatation  for  such  a  purpose,  any  more 
than  it  would  be  for  the  restoring  of  the  old  build- 
ing which  was  removed  beyond  the  engine  house. 
The  present  was  a  favorable  time  for  the  removal, 
and  the  people  of  the  West  End  are  in  favor  of  it. 
By  its  removal  the  street  would  be  a  continuation 
of  State  street,  and  it  would  beautify  the  city.  It 
was  a  matter  of  wonder  to  strangers  to  see  such  a 
building  there,  supposed  to  be  built  up  in  the 
middle  of  the  street. 

Mr.  Brigham  remarked  that  there  had  been  ob- 
jections made  on  account  of  the  grade,  but  he  had 
been   assured   that   a   good    grade  could  be  ob- 
tained. 


Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  felt  called  upon  to  fay 
a  word,  because  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board 
he  objected  to  the  removal  unless  a  large  amount 
was  pledged  by  the  abutters  towards  the  expeuse. 
On  examination  of  the  ground,  he  was  satisfied  the 
building  was  a  nuisance  any  way  in  which  it  could 
be  looked  at.  He  had  learned  thai,  a  large  portion 
of  the  expense  could  be  assessed  as  betterments, 
yet  if  not  one  cent  could  be  so  assessed  it  would 
be  better  to  remove  the  building.  The  diffi- 
culty, had  been  in  making  such  improvements 
that  members  of  the  City  Council  were  afraid  of 
losing  their  election.  For  many  years  the  city  had 
attempted  to  get  a  betterment  law,  which  failed 
through  the  opposition  of  a  distinguished  citizen. 
With  this  law  street  improvements  are  less  expen- 
sive, and  the  people  see  the  necessity  of  widening 
streets.  Objection  had  been  mace"  to  the  grade, 
but  he  believed  that  a  good  grade  could  be  had. 

Henry  Morgan  stated  that  he  had  advocated  this 
measure  twenty  years  ago,  when  the  cost  would 
not  have  .been  more  than  $40,000.  As  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  common  class  of  people,  he  be- 
lieved that  they  demanded  this  improvement  to 
be  made.  The  only  opposition  to  it,  he  feared, 
was,  that  people  are  afraid  of  the  taxes.  The  Bet- 
terment law  would  now  work  to  advantage,  and 
he  supposed  Mr.  Brigham  could  well  afford  to  give 
§50.000  towards  the  removal  ol  this  building,  such 
ah  amount  could  be  collected  from  the  people  for 
the  purpose  in  ten-cent  pieces 

Mr.  Morgan  said  the  city  had  been  doing  much 
for  the  South  End,  and  something  should  be  done 
for  the  INorth  End.  It  had  been  objected  to  the  re- 
moval on  account  of  the  engine  house;  but  he 
suggested  that  as  Fort  Hill  was  removed  for  busi- 
ness purposes,  an  engine  would  be  needed  in  that 
part  of  the  city.  The  people  would  mark  those  who 
oppose  this  measure ;  he  did  not  mean  mark  them 
to  vote  against  them,  for  he  hoped  the  members  of 
the  Board  would  all  come  back.  But  he  trusted 
they  would  take  a  sober  second  thought,  and  pass 
the  measure. 

The  order  was  laid  on  the  table.

$220,000,  to  be  appropriated  for  the  extension  of 
Harrison  avenue  from  Eustis  street  to  Warren 
street.

The  committee 
are  in  favor  of  removing  said  condition,  but,  in  so 
doing,  believe'  that  an  extra  charge  of  twelve  end  a 
half  cents  per  foot  should  be  mane;  that  the  price 
will  conform  to  the  vote  passed  at  the  time  his 
application  was  received,  viz. :  87%  cents  with  or 
SI  per  foot  without  the  conditions  for  time  of 
building.  The  committee  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  following. order: 

Ordered.  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  cancel  the  bond  given  by  Edward 
McAwley  &  Son  for  land  on  Plympton  and  Ware- 
ham  streets,  and  dated  June  1,1868,  upon  their 
surrendering  the  agreement  received  from  the  City 
to  convey  the  same,  and  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Lands  be  directed  to  issue  a  new  agree- 
ment with  all  the  conditions  inserted'  as  were  set 
forth  in  the  previous  one,  except  tha*  which  re- 
lates to  the  erection  of  a  building  within  two  years 
upon  their  giving  to  the  city  a  bond  in  the  sum  of 
$6364  23,  payable  in  eight  annual  instalments,  with 
interest,  the  first  instalment  to  be  paid  upon  the 
delivery  of  said  agreement. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

NEW   POLICE   DISTRICT. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Police, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  His 
Honor  the  Mayor,  requesting  the  establishment  of 
a  new  police  district  in  Ward  16,  and  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  officers,  made  a  report  as  follows : 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  having  fixed  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment at  500,  and  the  present  number  being  481,  it 
appears  that  there  are  nineteen  vacancies.  It 
has  never  been  customary  to  make  appointments 
for  particular  stations.  *  When  appointments  are 
made  and  confirmed,  the  Chief  of  Police  details  the 
persons  appointed  for  duty  at  the  stations  where 
hcir  services  are  needed. 

The  committee  are  not  aware  that  any  order  has 
been  passed  heretofore  establishing  a  police  district 
in  Ward  16,  although  a  station  has  been  established 
and  police  officers  are  detailed  for  duty  there;  and 
they  would  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  Ward  16  (Dorchester)  constitute  a 
new  police  district,  to  be  called  Police  District 
No.  11. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

REPORT   ON  FREE   MARKETS. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  for  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
establishing  free  markets  in  the  city  proper,  sub- 
mitted a  report  in  print: 

The  committee,  after  remarking  that  the  supply 
and  distribution  of  fresh  provisions  have  general- 
ly been  regarded  by  municipal  authorities  as  prop- 
er subjects  for  legislation,  and  referring  to  the 
disadvantages  of  location  unuer  which  ihe  citizens 
of  Boston  labor  in  procuriug  their  supplies  of 
fresh  provisions,  state  that  they  gave  a  hearing  to 
the  petitioners  for  free  markets,  but  not  much  in- 
formation was  obtained  in  that  way. 

The  committee  then  remark : 

The  principal  points  to  which  the  committee  have 
directed  their  attention  in  this  Inquiry  are :  . 

1st.  The  manner  in  which  the  mai  ket  business 
has  been,  and  is  at  the  present  time,  conducted  in 
this  city,  and  in  other  large  cities  in  this  country. 

2d.  The  extent  of  the  present  market  facilities; 
and  the  expediency  of  furnishing  additional  facili- 
ties. 

3d.  .  Whether  there  are  any  restrictions  upon  the 
sale  of  fresh  provisions  in  this  city  that  ought  to 
be  removed. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  way  for  a  proper  under- 
standing of  the  present  market  system,  we  give 
some  account  of  the  early  markets',  which  win  be 
found  not  only  interesting,  but  highly  instructive, 
as  showing  the  various  methods  resorted  to  from 
time  to  time  to  reduce  the  price  of  food,  and  the 
measure  *f  success  attending  the  efforts  of  the 
government  to  prevent  monopolizing,  or  "fore- 
stalling," as  it  used  to  be  called. 

After  giving  this  history  of  markets,  including 
that  of  the  Fanueil  Hall  Market,  and  a  state-men. 
of  the  various  ordinances  regulating  the  market, 
.  they  refer  to  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenses 
and  income  on  account  oi  Faneuil  Hall  .Uai  ket, 
from  its  opening  in  1826  to  the  present  time.  On 
this. they  remark: 

It  appears  from  this  statement  that  the  income 
has  amounted  to  $1,948,955  tin ;  ami  the  expenses. 
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including  repair;,  for  the  old  and  the  new  markets, 
to  $264,957  70.  The  cost  of  the  new  building,  in 
'  round  numbers,  was  $150,000.  The  estimated  value 
of  the  land  occupied  by  the  market-house,  at  the 
time  the  market-house  was  erected,  amounted  to 
$ 297,000,  making  the  total  for  land  and  building 
$447,000. 

The  net  income,  after  deducting  expenses, 
amounts  to  $1,673,997  99.  The  interest  on  the  cost 
of  the  building  and  estimated  value  of  the  land  for 
.  forty-four- years,  at  5  ptrcent.,  would  amount  to 
$983,400.;  by  which  it  appears  that  the  city  has 
made  a  profit  of  about  $700,000,  or  realized  8  per 
cent,  per  ai.nuru  on  this  investment,  without  tak- 
ing into  account  the  increased  value  of  the  prop- 
erty. 

Statements  are  mule  in  relation  to  markets  .in 
other  cities,  as  the  results  of  the  investigations  of 
the  committee,  and  the  market  lacilities  of  this 
city  are  set  forth.  On  this  subject  the  committee 
say: 

Boston  is  more  deficient  in  respect  to  its  facilities 
for  bringing  the  producer  and  consumer  together 
than  any  other  large  city  in  this  country.  The 
old  portion  of  the  city  proper  is  densely  populated, 
and  it  has  come  to  that  condition  without  any  res- 
ervations being  made — except  in  the  case  of  the 
Faneuil  Hall  Market — lor  carrying  on  the  market 
business,  and  without  sufficiently  wide  streets  to 
allow  any  very  general  use  of  them  by  market 
wrgms.  The  main  supply  of  fresh  meat  is  fur- 
nis -nod  necessarily  from  a  great  distance.  The 
country  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Boston  is 
thickly' covered  with  the  dwellings  of  persons  en- 
gaged in  mercantile,  manufacturing  or  mechanical 
pursuits  in  this  city;  and  this  demand  for  land  for 
uuildmg  purposes  has,  of  course,  affected  the  price 
of  the  products  of  that  land.  These  are  the  dis- 
advantages under  which  we  labor  in  obtaining 
cheap  food.  The  question  lor  us  to  uecide  is, 
whether  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  government 
to  remove  anv  of  these  disadvantages. 

We  come  to  the  discussion  of  this  question  from 
a  different  standpoint  than  we  should  if  Boston 
was  not  committed  to  a  prominent  part  in  the 
market  business  by  its  possession  and  control  of 
the  principal  market.  In  1825,  when  the  cornor 
stone  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market  was  laid,  the  popu- 
lation of  Boston  was  58,277 — mainly  included  with- 
in a  circuit  of  a  mile  from  Faneuil  Hall.  The -sur- 
rounding country  was  thinly  populated,  and  was 
devoted  mostly  to  agriculture,  .bruits  and  vege- 
tables were  raised  in  abundance  within  an  houis' 
distance  of  the  market  by  wagons.  The  compara- 
tively small  supply  of  fresh  meat  required  could 
be  obtained  within  the  State,  or,  at  the  farthest, 
from  Vermont  or  New  York.  All  this  has  been 
chanced.  The  same  territory  which  contained  a 
population  of  58,277  in  1825,  contains  a  population 
of  203,501  in  1870. 

in  1830,  the  population  of  Boston,  and  the  towns 
within  a  circuit  of  twenty  miles,  was  199,982;  in 
1850,  388,276;  in  1865,  561,027;  in  1870,  648,525.  The 
increase,  in  twenty  years,  between  1830  and  1850, 
was  about  94  per  cent.    From  1850  to  1870,  about  67 

Eer  cent.  Between  1865  and  1870,  the  increase  has 
een  about  14  per  cent.,  which  shows  that  the  last 
five  years  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  previous 
fifteen  years.  The  character  of  the  business  at 
the  market  has  changed  with  the  change  in  popu- 
lation. At  first,  the  business  was  almost  ex- 
clusively retailj  but  lor  the  past  twenty-five  years 
it  has  derived  its  chief  support  from  a  wholesale 
and  jobbing  business.  It  is,  iu  fact,  the  great  pro- 
vision exchange  for  New  England,  uf  the  50,000 
families  in  the  city,,  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred 
or  two  thousand'  depend  upon  the  market  for 
their  daily  supplies.  As  a  consequence,  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  retail  provision  stores  in 
different  sections  of  the  city  during  the  last  twenty 
years  has  been  rapid. 

In  1851  the  number  of  stores  for  the  sale  of  pro- 
visions alone  was  125;    for   groceries    and   provi- 
sions, 202 ;  for  vegetables  alone,  3.    Total,  330. 
In  1665  the  number  was  as  follows :

Occupied  stalls  in  private  market-houses  (of 
which  42  are  for  the  sale  of  meat  aione 70 
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during  the  pre«ent  year  it  is  found  that  the  whole 
number  of  stores  and  stalls,  in  private  markets, 
for  the  sale  of  meats  and  vegetables  at  the  present 
tiuie,  exclusive  of  Ward  16,  Dorchester,  is  1201.  In 
addition  to  this  there  are  ninety-three  wagons 
going  about  from  house  to  house  within  the  city, 
fn  order  to  make  a  compaiison  witn  1865,. we 
should  deduct  Wards  13,  14  and  15  (Koxbury), 
namely.  147  from  1201,  leaving  1054,  an  increase,  in 
stores  and  stalls,  of  315  within  the  old  limits  of  the 
city  during  the  past  five  years. 

During  the  mouth,  of  "september  this  year  the 
wagons  numbered  6834.  The  lowest  number  any 
one  morning  was  204;  the  highest  363.  Those 
wagons  which  are  obliged  to  stand  outside  of  the 
market  limits  are  forced  to  sell  out  and  retire  as 
early  as  eight  or  nii.e  o'clock  in  the  morning,  as 
their  occupation  of  business  streets  interteres 
seriously  with  the  public  travel.  Probably  three- 
fourths  of  the  provision  stores  in  the  city  purchase 
their  supplies  within  the  limits  of  the  Faneuil  Hall 
markets,  or  of  the  wagons  in  the  immediate 
vicinity.  Many  of  the  stalls  in  the  market  build- 
ings purchase  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  their  stock 
fiom  ihese  wagons.  It  appears  from  returns  ob- 
tained for  two  weeks  in  July  that  the  number  of 
cattle  slaughtered  at  Brighton  amounted  to  4212; 
and  that  of  this  number  Faneuil  Hall  Market  (i.  e. 
the  occupauts  of  the  buildings)  used  560 — less  than 
one-seventh.  In  the  report  of  the  State  Board  cf 
Health  (Pub.  Doc.  39,  1870).  it  is  stated  that,  during 
the  yea.r  1869,  53,0o0  beeves,  312,000  sheep  and 
144,000  hogs  were  slaughtered  within  six  miles  of 
Faneuil  Had  .Market. 

The  committee  find  no  good  reason  for  be- 
lieving that  the  prices  at  the  Brighton  market 
are  controlled  in  any  degree  by  the  occuDants  of 
Faneuil  Hall  Market,  and  the  only  relief  to  be 
looked  for  in  that  direction  is  in  enlarged  and  im- 
proved facilities  for  transportation  of  cattle  from 
the  West.  After  pointing  out  some  of  the  market 
reeu'ations,  the  committee  say  in  relation  to  out- 
side stands : 

These  sales  from  wagons  should,  be  made  as  free 
as  circumstances  will  permit,  in  order  that  the 
cousumers  shall  have  the  full  benefit  of  an  active 
competition  on  the  basis  of  free  stands. 

The  committee  see  no  objection,  and  much  pos- 
sible good,  from  an  amendment  of  this  section  so 
that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  18.  Any  person  may  occupy  a  street  stand 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  market,  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  selling  fresh  provisions  or  perishable 
produce,  the  product  of  the  farm  of  the  person  of- 
fering them  for  sale,  or  of  some  farm  for  which  the 
seller  acts  directly  as  agent;  and  meats  may  be 
sold  at  wholesale  or  retail  by  the  person  who 
slaughtered  the  animals  of  which  the  same  were 
a  part. 

The  committee  in  conclusion,  after  stating  that 
they  have  endeavored  to  give  an  important  ac- 
count of  the  past  and  present  management  of  the 
markets  in  this  city,  say: 

One  thing  appears  to  "be  clearly  established  by 
their  inquiry,  namely,  that  the  city,  by  building  a 
great  market- house,  has  concentrated  tiade  in  one 
locality,  which  has  been  rendered  wholly  insuffi- 
cient, by  the  increase  of  population,  for  its  accom- 
modation; and  has,  at  the  same  time,  prevented 
any  competition  on  the  part  of  private  enterprise, 
which  could  be  really  effective.  Having  produced 
this  state  of  things,  the  city  is  bound  to'act  in  such 
a  manner  for  the  future  as  will  prevent  the  citi- 
zens from  suffering  any  loss  or  inconvenience  on 
account  of  its  past  policy.  If  competition  is 
necessary,  and  private  enterprise  cannot  compete 
successfully  with  the  government  establishment, 
then  the  government  must  aid  in  the  erection  of  es- 
tablishments which  will  secure  a  successful  compe- 
tition. Having  gone  so  far  in  the  control  of  the 
market  business,  the  government  must  go  farther. 
To  abandon  it  altogether  at  this  stoge  would  not 
have  the  desired  effect.  It  would  be  simplv  trans* 
ferring  to  persons  over  whom  the  citizens  have  no 
control  the  conduct  of  an  establishment  which 
only  the  government  could  have  built  up. 

It  appears,  from  a  careful  examination  of  the 
territory  in  the  old  portion  of  the  city,  that  there 
is  no  locality  of  sufficient  size  for  a  market-house 
which  could  be  obtained  for  any  price  that  would 
be  regarded  as  a  reasonable  one  for  the  purpose. 
The  committee  have,  therefore,  decided  to  rest 
their  inquiry  at  this  time  upon  a  iecommendat:ou 
that  suitable  lots  of  land  should  be  purchased  and 
set  apart  in  different  sections— namely,  in  the 
Highlands,  anu  at  Dorchester,  South  Boston  and 
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East  Boston,  wliere  accommodations  may  be  af- 
forded, at  an  early  day,  either  by  the  city,  or  by 
private  corporations  under  municipal  regulations, 
for  providing  the  residents  of  those  localities  with 
provisions  upon  the  most  favorable  terms. 

Jf  this  recommendation  is  acted  upon,  and  the 
change  made  in  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  pres- 
ent market  ordinance  as  suggested  in  that  portion 
of  .the  report  relating  to  '"market  regulations,"  the 
committee  believe  that  the  citizens  will  have  all  the 
market  facilities  which  the  peculiar  situation  of 
the  city  will  allow. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  2000  copies  were 
ordered  to  be  printed.

SPECIAL  ASSIGNMENTS. 

The  oriler  to  instruct  the  Committe  on  Police  to 
furnish  ferry  passes  to  police  officers  residing  in 
East  Boston,  and  to  such  as  cross  the  ferries  on 
official  business,  was  cousielered. 

Alderman  Jenkins  saiel  he  did  not  understand 
that  this  had  been  asked   for  by  any  police  officer. 

Alderman  Carpenter  stated  that  it  was  at  the 
request  of  police  officers  that  the  order  was  first 
introduced,  and  he  had  always  thought  it  but  rea- 
sonable that  the  police  should  cross  the  ferries 
free. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  withdiew  his  amend- 
ment to  include  school  children  and  others,  be- 
lieving that  the  order  would  not  pass.  There  was 
much  more  reason  to  include  school  children 
and  sewing  girls  than  police  officers,  who  were 
well  paid  for  their  services.  The  ferry  tolls 
were  wrong  altogether,  yet  no  special  privileges 
should  be  granted  to  one  class  over  another,  and 
he  thought  any  one  would  be  ashamed  to  cross  the 
ferry  as  a  privileged  person.  He  understood  the 
captain  of  the  East  Boston  Station  had  $60  or  $70 
worth  of  tickets  i-n  hand  for  those  on  duty. 

Aldermau  Carpenter  inquired  to  whom  and  un- 
der what  circumstances  they  were  issued. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  this  subject  had  been  con 
sidered  in  different  shapes  by  the  Directors,  and 
the  Captains  and  the  Chief  of  Police  had  been  in- 
structed to  give  tickets  to  the  men  who  were  sent 
across  the  ferry  on  duty. 

Alderman  Talbot  saiel  he  understood  the  question 
to  be  the  consideration  of  providing  tickets  at 
such  prices  as  may  be  agreeel  upon  for  police  offi- 
cers, to  be  charged  to  that  department.  He  thought 
it  had  better  be  referred  to  the  committee. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  aid  not  like  to  release 
police  officers  from  payment  of  tolls  unless  others 
were  released. 
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Alderman  Carpenter  read  from  the  rules  to 
show  that  police  offices  were  always  on  duty,  or 
liable  to  be  called  upon  at  any  time. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  thought  it  would  be  a 
{rood  thing  for  the  city  and  for  every  one,  to  have 
the  femes  free,  but  he  could  not  agree  that  any 
class  should  have  special  privileges;. 

The  order  was  rejected,  bya  vote  of  three  yeas  to 
eight  nays,  as  follows: 

Y/eas— ( .'arpenter,  Cowdin,  Pratt. 

Nays— Braman,  Connor,  Gibson,  Hawes,  Jacobs, 
Jenkins,  Pope,  Talbot. 

Alderman  Jacobs  subsequently  moved  a  recon- 
stderation  of  the  rejection  of  the'  order,  which  was 
carried,  when  it  was  rererred  to  the  Committee  on 
Police. 

S'JOLLAY'S     BtTUil/KSG     AND     ENGINE    HOUSE  NO.  4. 

The  order  to  suspend  work  on  Engine  house  No 
4  was  considered. 

Alderman  Jenkins  objected  to  action  upon 
the  removal'  of  Scollay's  Building  now,  believing 
that  \prii  next,  when'  the  leases  expiie,  would  be 
the  proper  time. to  act  upon  the  subject.  The  re- 
moval was. objectionable  on  account  of  the  grade, 
and  he  hoped  the  time  might  come  when  the  build- 
ing should  be  raised,  and  the  tracks  ot  the  rail- 
road run  under  it. .  lhe  cost  of  the  l*nd — $100  per 
foot — was  too  much,  and  the  subject  should  go 
over  to  the  next  City  Government,  who  might 
negotiate  for  better  terms.  Besides,  enough  had 
been  spent  improving  streets  this  year,  and 
nothing  could  be  gained  by  stopping  the  work  on 
the  engine  house. 

Alderman  Talbot  hoped  the  order  would  pass  to 
stop  the  work  until  the  City  Council  could  consid- 
er the  question  of  the  removal  of  the  building,  for 
it  could  not  make  much  difference  to  the  contrac- 
tors in  the  matter  of  work  upon  it,  whether  their 
bricks  were  on  the  ground  or  in  Cambridge. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  he  had  no  object-on  to  the 
removal  of  the  building,  if  it  should  be  determined 
upon,  but  before  doing  so  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  engine,  now  in  a  shed.  The  cost  of  the  en- 
gine house,  if  completed,  would  be  but  a  drop  in 
the  bucket,  compared  to  the  whole  expense 

Alderman  Pratt  said  it  was  fortunate  for  the 
public  that  the  Alderman  on  his  left  (Jenkins)  de- 
molishes his  own  argument.  In  his  proposition 
tor  the  raising  of  the  building  and  passing  the 
cars  under  it,  it  would  be  necessary  to  remove  the 
engine  house;  and  if  it  was  to  be  done,  the  worK 
might  as  well  be  stopped  on  tbe  house  until  it  is 
determined  whether  the  building  shall  be  re- 
moved. ( 

Alderman  Jenkins  stated  that  the  cost  would  be 
not  less  than  $300,000,  and  so  far  as  related  to  the 
blocking  the  streets,  the  cars  should  not  be  allowed 
to  go  but  one  way.  The  expense  of  the  removal  of 
tbe  building  would  be  enormous,  and  there  was  no 
necessity  for  action  on  it  today.  The  proper  time 
was  when  the  leases  expire.  He  had  voted  as 
muc-i  lor  street  improvements  as  he  should  this 
year,  but  was  willing  to  vote  for  tilling  up  mud- 
holes  and  the  raising  of  buildings  from  the  mud. 
It  was  said  that  this  building  could  have  been 
bought  twenty  years  ago  for  £40,000;  but  tha 
would  not  have  been  an  inducement  to  him,  for 
the  city  is  the  gainer  in  the  interest  and  taxes.  It 
wa3  not  so  much  the  widening  of  the  street  as  the 
cost  which  he  objected  to,  and  he  hoped  the  mat- 
ter would  go  over  to  the  next  City  Government. 

Aldeiman  Braman  declared  himself  in  favor  of 
taking  the  property  now,  before  new  leases  were 
made,  and  a  greater  expense  would  be  incurred. 
He  was  in  favor  of  removing  the  building,  and 
should  vote  for  stopping  the  work  on  the  engine 
house. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  opposed  to  voting 
from  $100,000  to  $1,000,000  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  he  hoped  there  would  not  be  any  more 
appropriations  made  for  street  improvements  this 
year.  The  city  had  now  on  its  hands  $14,000,000  in 
street  improvements,  and  the  tax-payers  would 
not  long  stand  such  expenditures. 

The  parties  who  come  here  for  such  improve- 
ments, he  said,  come  here  for  their  private  inter- 
ests, at  the  expense  of  the  city.  Many  of  the  large 
tax-payers  were  movim>-  out  of  town,  and  who 
could  blame  them?  The  result  would  be  to  lay 
the  burdens  on  the  small  tax-payers. 

Alderman  Pratt  stated  that  Wards  4  and  6  paid 
a  large  amount  of  the  taxes,  yet  little  was  spent 
for  improvements  in  these  wards.  He  believed  it 
would  be  better  to  abandon  the  engine  house  in 


that  locality,  for  it  would  be  necessary  to  do  so  be- 
fore a  great  while. 

The  order  to  stop  tbe  work  on  the  engine  house 
was  passed. 

Aldercnan  Pratt  subsequently  moved  to  take  up 
the  report  on  order  of  notice  for  the  removal  of 
Scollay's  Building,  which  was  carried. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  wished  to  correct  an 
impression  that  this  property  was  to  cost  .1200,000. 
The  citv  would  not  be  likely  to  pay  more  for  it 
than  its  market  value,  a r.d  instead  of  talking  en 
the  subject,  the  way  would  be  to  make  a  proper 
estimate  ot  ifs  value,  nnd  if  the  owner  would  not 
accept  the  terms,  let  him  have  his  remedy  in  a 
jury.  If  this  property  was  worth  $200,000,  then 
the  engine  house  lot  was  worth  $100,000  which 
would  be  a  high  price  for  a  lot  for  that  purpose. 

A'derman  lalbet  stated  that  the  owner  of  the 
building  had  assured  the  committee  that  he  would 
not  sell  it  one  cen:  short  of  £200,000.  He  said  he 
was  now  receiving  $13,000.  or  $14,000  in  rents,  and 
the  building  was- out  of  repair.  He  did  not  believe 
it  was  worth  such  a  sum/ but  it  it  was  taken,  it 
would  be  with  the  knowledge  that  the  owner  held 
it  at  that  price,  and  that  would  be  an  element  for 
ethers  in  making  up  the  value.  He  believed, 
however,  that  the  sum  was  far  above  its  value.  If 
recommitted,  and  any  sum  should  be  fixed  upon 
less  than  that  amount,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  it  will  not  be  satisfactory  to  the  owner. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  if  the  city  should  take  the 
propertv  now,  it  would  be  at  its  present  and  not 
prospective  value.  At  the  rent  claimed,  and  giv- 
ing the  owner  ten  per  cent,  for  rent  on  its  valua- 
tion, the  property  would -not  be  worth  more  th.iu 
$130,000  or  $140,000. 

lhe  reuort  was  recommitted. 

The  resolve  and  order  declaring  vacant  the  seat 
of  Nathaniel  .McKay  in  Board  of  Directors  for  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  specially  assigned,  was  postponed 
for  one  week. 

An  order  for  paving  Hanover  street,  below  Kich- 
mond  street,  which  was  read  once,  was  debated  in 
relation  to  its  providing  for  the  portion  to  be 
paved  by  the  railroad  company,  and  as  to  the 
probability  of  the  completion  of  the  work  this  sea- 
son, and  was  laid  over  until  Friday  next. 

SOUTH  BOSTON   STREETS. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  a  joint  special  committee 
the  report  of  Committee  on  Encroachments  on 
Streets  in  South  Boston  (City  Doc.  62)  was  taken 
from  the  table  and  considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  understood  the  action  of 
the  committee  was  severely  criticised  by  some  of  the 
commissioners  on  these  streets,  and  proceeded  to 
give  a  brief  history  of  the  original  laying  out  of 
the  streets  by  the  selectmen  of  Boston,  the  sur- 
veys, &c.  It  was  said  by  him  that  there  was  no 
way  of  determining  how  far  the  encroachments 
extended  over  the  l'ines  of  the  original  laying  out. 
There  were  two  thousand  of  these  encroachments, 
and  in  some  of  the  houses  the  fronts  of  th  ;m 
would  be  entirely  cut  off.  Not  knowing  the  full 
extent  of  the  encroachments,  and  the  parties 
in  most  cases  being  innocent  in  the  matter, 
the  only  course  believed  by  them  to  be  expedi- 
ent, was  to  establish  the  lines,  and  when  the  houses 
were  taken  down,  to  take  the  land  over  the  line  and 
pay  for  it.  The  only  way  in  which  to  comply  with 
the  laying  out  of  the  streets,  two  years  since,  and 
in  securing  the  right  of  the  city  to  take  the  land 
without  paying  for  it,  would  be  to  adveitise  the 
property  projecting  over  the  line  in  five  days,  sell 
by  auction,  and  injure  these  abutters  a  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars,  which  he  was  not  willing  to  do.  Some 
gratuitous  remarks  had  been  made  upon  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  committee,  but  he  was  willing  to 
leave  his  record  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets  in  the  hands  of  his  fellow-citizens. 

Alderman  Connor  said  that  when  this-  subject 
was  up  before,  he  was  misunderstood  and  wrongly 
reported  as  saying  that  this  only  referred  to  the 
twenty-foot  streets,  when  it  was  not  to  those,  but 
to  the  streets  thirty  leet  and  wider.  He  had  failed 
to  find  a  single  person  who  was  not  willing  to  go 
back  to  the  established  line  of  these  streets.  There 
was  no  fteling  among  the  citizens  except  in  a  few 
cases.  He  thought  the  best  course  would  be  to  ac- 
cept the  report,  and  leave  the  matter  there. 

Alderman  Talbot  believed  it  would  be  better  to 
lay  the  report  on  the  table  and  let  it  die,  taking 
no  action,  as  none  was  recommended  by  the  re- 
port. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  was  on  re- 
ferring to  a  special  committee. 
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BOARD       OF       ALDERMEN. 


Alderman  Bawes  believed  that  information 
should  be  given  to  those  over  the  li..o,  with  a  no- 
tice tliat  the  land  would  he  taken  when  any  ehangc 
was  made  in  their  houses.  There  were  many  own- 
ers of  property  who  did  not  know  anything  about 
these  encroachments. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  plans  of  the  laying  out 
notify  everybody.  The  question  was  as  to  taking  tho 
Ian*  'without  compensation.  It  could  not  be  deter- 
mined whether  the  present  lines  were  those  of  the 
original  laying  out,  for  there  were  no  monuments 
by  which  it  was  to  be  determined,  and  there  being 
this  uncertainty,  the  innocent  parties  to  the  en- 
croachments should  not  be  subject  to  the  loss  of 
land  without  compensation. 

In  answer  to  Alderman  Gibson,  he  ?aid  the  city 
had  the  right  for  eighteen  or  twenty  days  before 
the  expiration  of  the  two  years  after  laying  out 
the  streets,  by  which  none  of  these  2000  persons 
who  had  encroached  upon  the  lines  could  obtain 
damages  if  the  city  so  determined. 

Alderman  Hawes  said  he  wished  the  committee 
to  inform  the  parties  of  the  encroachments,  for  no 
one  would  come  to  the  City  Hall  to  find  out  from 
the  plans. 

Alderman  Pratt  believed  the  matter  to  be  entire- 
ly in  the  bands  of  the  lk>ard,  and  it  might  at  any 


time  instruct  the  City  Kngineer  to  notify  the  par 
ties. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  city  forfeited 
the  land  by  failure  of  action. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  it  would  not  have 
a  right  to  take  it  without  compensation,  which 
was  the  question  to  be  determined.  It  was  of  no 
sort  of  consequence  to  give  notice  ot  the  encroach- 
ments, for  all  who  build  will  come  to  the  City  Hall 
to  see  the  plans  and  will  conform  to  the  lilies  of 
laying  out. 

'The  motion  to  refer  to  a  special  committee  was 
lost. 

Alderman  Connor  thought  the  proper  course 
would  be  to  accept  the  report  of  the  committee. 
If  we  allowed  the  time  to  the  17th  -November  to 
expire,  before  taking  the  land,  then  the  right  was 
lost.  Whatever  action  may  be  necessary  after  the 
acceptance  of  the  report,  iriav  be  taken. 

Alderman  Hawes  doubted  that  everybody  had 
been  notified,  as  stated,  after  the  laying  out  took 
place.    A  notice  should  be  sent  to  every  person. 

After  some  further  remarks  about  the  uncertain- 
ty of  the  surveys,  Alderman  Hawes  repeated  that 
there  were  many  persons  who  knew  nothing  about 
the  lines. 

The  report  was  accepted.

The  petitions  of  Hobinson  Gill,  James  M.  Sar- 
gent and  otheis,  Win.  15.  Wortinan,  Dennis  Mc- 
Donnell, and  10.  F.  Curtis,,  were  severally  re 
ferred,  in  concurrence. 

The  quarterly  report  or  the  Port  Physician  was 
ordered  to  lie  placed  on  tile. 

The  following  reports  were  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence : 

Keport,  leave  to  withdraw,  on  petition  of  VV.  ,1 
Parker  for  removal  of  restrictions  on  No.  55  Ches- 
ter park. 

Keport  recommending  the  reference  to  the  Com-

(jttder  authorizing  $300  to  lie  paid  for  the  pur- 
chase and  exehai  ge  of  engines  No.  7  and  14,  in 
addition  to  the  ¥.7500  heretofore  allowed. 

Order  authorizing  drains  to  he  built  and  the 
heating  apparatus  to  he  repaired  at  the  Phillips 
Street  Primary  .schoolhou.se. 

The  order  authorizing  the  payment  of  $1001  89, 
the  expense  incurred  in  repairing  hook  and  ladder 
carriage  No.  S,  being  under  consideration, 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  inquired  if  it  cost  so 
much  tor  repairs,  he  would  like  to  know  what 
would  l>e  the  cost  of  a  new.  carriage? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  G,  the  order 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  order  for  Mayor  to  petition  Legislature  for 
authority  to  widen  Beacon  street  as  far  as  Chest- 
nut Hill  was  considered. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  he  could  not  see  why 
the  citizens  of  Boston  should  go  into  the  neigh- 
boring towns  for  the  widening  of  streets,  when 
there  were  so  many  streets  in  the  city  which  re- 
quired laying  out,'  grading  aud  widening.  The 
amount  of  expenditure  upon  streets  was  enormous 
without  going  out  of  town,  and  he  moved  to  lay 
the  order  on  the  table. 

The  motion  was  lost — 3  to  14,  when  the  order  was 
ordered  to  a  second  reading  by  a  vote  of  17  to  13. 
•  Order  to  sell  at  public  auction  the  old  buildings 
on  the  City  Paving  Wharf,  corner  of  Charles  aud 
Cambridge  streets. 

The  following  order  was  read  twice  and  passed: 

t  irder  authorizing  the  bond  of  Edward  McAwley 
&  Son,  dated  June  1st,  1808,  for  land  on  Plympton 
and  W'arehaui  streets,  to  he  cancelled  on  their  sur- 
rendering the  agreeinent'Teceived  from  the  city  to 
convey  the  same;  and  that  a  new  agreement  be 
issued  with  modifiedeonditions. 

Resolve  and  orders  for  the  extension  of  Harrison 
avenue  from  Kustis  to  Warren  street,  and  for  a 
loan  of  $220,000  to  be  appropriated  therefor  (printed 
City  Doc.  No.  85,  1870),  were  considered. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  said  this  was  an  im- 
portant matter,  particularly  to  that  portion  of  the 
city  which  it  affected,  and  inasmuch  as  it  was  so 
important,  he  moved  its  reference  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  streets  of  the  Common  Council.    Carried. 

The  order  for  Committee  on  Water  to  inquire  if 
any  formal  acceptance  of  the  work  on  Chestnut 
Hill  Reservoir  is  necessary,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Poor 
of  Ward  11,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  subsequently  moved  that 
it  he  taken  up,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Poor  said  he  believed  it  would  be  unneces- 
ary  to  pass  the  order,  the  occasion  for  it  having 
passed.^  He  supposed  there  was  a  little  feeling 
afnoil'g  s6iiie members  of  the- City  Government  rel- 
ative to  what  had  taken  place,  but  he  thought  it 
would  be  better  to  let  the  nnattei  die  gentlv.  The 
Water  Board,  in  the  course   which  it  had  taken, 


wished  to  avoid  the  great  expense  which  would 
h:t\e  been  incurred  by  a  public  celebration. 

Mr.  Bishop  replied  that  since  the  gentleman 
lugged  in  a  matter  which  he  had  not  spoken  of,  it 
was  well  enough  to  say  something  on  the  subject. 
He  could  not  see  any  good  reason  why  the  Board 
should  have  gone  outside  of  the  City  Government 
to  bring  in  distinguished  persons  to  take  part  in 
the  celebration,  and  he  hoped  the  order  would 
pais. 

The  order  was  passed. 

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Order  for  .Mayor  to  petition  Legislature  to  em- 
power the  city  to  widen  Beacon  street,  westerly 
from  Gloucester  street;  Western  avenue,  south- 
westerly from  Beacon  street;  and  Brighton  ave- 
nue, northwesterly  from  Beacon  street. 

Order  authorizing  the  furnishing  of  a  horse  and 
vehicle  for  the  useof  the  City  Engineer. 

Order  authorizing  new  floors  and  a  ventilator  to 
be  put  in  the  stable  of  Engine  No.  11,  and  Hook 
and  Ladder  House  No.  2. 

Order  authorizing  repairs  and  alterations  to  be 
made  in  the  heating  apparatus  in  the  Prescott 
Schoolhouse. 

Order  authorizing  a  new  boiler  and  heating  ap- 
paratus to  be  put  iij)  at  the  Greenhouse  on  the 
Public  Garden,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $1000. 

Resolve  and  order  for  the  extension  of  Allen 
street. 

The  order  authorizing  a  clock  to  be  placed  in 
the  Ferry  House  at  East  Boston,  the  excuse  not 
to  exceed  $350,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ferries. 

The  order  to  lay  water  pipes  in  Border,  Sumner, 
Lewis  and  Marginal  streets,  at  an  expense  of  not 
more,  than  $21,000  00,  (printed  City  Doc.  No.  92, 
1870,1  was  considered. 

if.  r.  Poor  of  Ward  11  moved  that  the  order  be 
laid  on  the  table,  proposing  when  the  proper  time 
came,  to  offer  an  order  which  should  obviate  the 
necessity  of  its  passage.    Carried. 

ANNEXATION   OF  A  PORTION   OK   BROOKLINE. 

The  order  for  the  acceptance  of  "an  act  to  an- 
nex a  portion  of  the  town  of  Brookhne  to  the  city 
of  Boston"  was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Gay  of  Ward  10  stated  that  the  territory 
proposed  to  be  annexed  was  valuable  on  many  ac- 
counts. The  expense  assumed  by  annexation 
would  not  be  one-quarter  of  the  income  of  the 
property.  There  would  be  but  a  small  expense  for 
streets,  and  if  there  was  any  other  expense  it  was 
not  known.  It  would  be  rather  a  source  of  in- 
come than  of  expenditure,  and  if  the  order  is  re- 
jected it  might  be  an  obstacle  in  the  way  ot  the 
annexation  .  f  the  whole  town,  which,  no  doubt, 
would  some  time  take  place. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  said  if  the  gentleman  had 
read  the  minority  report  on  the  subject,  he  would 
have  found  reasons  enough  why  the  order  should 
not  pass.  The  land  was  assessed  for  S12.000 
taxes,  arid  the-  town  of  Brookline  receives  from 
the  State  $13,000  or  sl4,000  to  keep  the  roads  in 
repair.  If  accepted,  the  Water  Power  Company 
will  lay  out  streets  which  the  city  will  be  called 
upon  to  accept,  drain,  lay  water  pipes  in,  and  to 
pave.  The  city  ha?  flats  enough  of  its  own  which 
it  might  improve,  without  annexing  any  marsh 
terricory.  The  people  of  Brookline  havethe  bene- 
fit of  our  streets,  lighting,  protection,  etc.,  and  as 
they  pay  a"  tax  of  $7  only  on  $1000,  they  are  not 
likely  very  soon  to  wish  to  change  their  condition 
by  annexation,  and  pay  $13  50  per  $1000  on  their 
property. 

By  annexation  of  this  portion  of  the  town,  it 
should  not  be  expected  that  it  will  be  the  means 
of  annexing  the  whole  town,  for  u°  one  would  do 
any  such  thing.  If  any  portion  of  the  town  was 
to  be  annexed,  he  should  go  for  the  whole.  They 
have  within  their  territory  a  reservoir  which  cost 
this  city  two  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  and  it 
would  be  better  to  supply  them  with  water  from 
it  than  to  take  this  marsh.  We  have  plenty  of 
marsh  land  in  East  Boston  and  in  Dorchester, 
which  should  first  be  improved,  and  in  doing  so, 
benefit  the  city.  As  to  the  road  to  Chestnut  Hill 
Reservoir,  the  road  was  good  enough  for  him, 
without  spending  the  money  of  the  city  in  improv- 
ing the  roads  in  other  towns. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  looked  oyer 

the   minority  report,  but  he'  did  not  find  the  bug- 

..  bears  which  were  there-' stated,  for  lie  did -not  find 

the  objections  substantiated.    As  to  the  filling  up 

of  the  flats,  the  city  -would  not  be  called  upon  to 
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do  any  such  thing.  The  owners  of  tbe  property 
will  do  that.  There  are  but  three  families  on  the 
territory,  and  although  it  may  lie  from  selfish  rea- 
sons that  they  wish  to  be  annexed  to  Boston,  so 
long  as  we  may  be  benefited,  it  is  a  sufficient 
reason  lor  the  annexation.  This  section  cannot  be 
improved  without  the  conveniences  of  water,  and 
by  annexation,  water  and  other  facilities  will  fol- 
low. There  is  a  large  portion  of  this  territory  now 
at  grade,  and  only  a  small  portion  which  will  need 
much  raising  of  grade. 

With  annexation,  the  Water  Power  Company 
will  fill  and  sell  lots,  and  the  increased  value  of  the 
land  will  bring  in  profit.  He  believed  it  would 
bring  in  $25,000  revenue  immediately.  There  were 
parts  ot  three  roads  to  be  taken  care  of ,  and  i t 
would  not  cost  over  the  income  for  the  tir?t  year 
in  the  care  of  them.  There  will  be  no  expense  on 
account  of  the  land  uutil  it  is  increased  fourfold 
in  value.  There  will  be  no  cost  for  paving  until 
the  streets  are  made  and  built  upon,  and  tbe  ex- 
pense for  water  would  be  small,  one  of  the  large 
mains  running  thiough  this  territory  making  it 
easy  to  give  a  good  supply  of  water. 

The  land  is  neet  ed  for  the  purpose  of  straighten- 
ing the  line  and  lor  drainage.  In  acting  upon 
this,  they  were  not  called  upon  to  consider  the 
question  of  tbe  annexation  of  the  whole  of  Brook- 
line.  If  a  good  class  of  residences  should  be  erected 
on  the  territory,  and  the  streets  built  upon,  bring- 
ing the  two  places  nearer  together,  annexation 
would  be  more  likely  to  take  place. 

Sir.  Kogers  of  Ward  14  said  he  was  surprised 
that  any  one  should  oppose  this  measure,  for  it 
must  be  well  known  that  marsh  land  pays  the  city 
more  taxes  in  proportion  to  its  value  than  any 
other  property.  There  was  no  expense  for  the 
care  of  such  land,  in  streets,  water,  lighting,  &c, 
while  it  paid  its  taxes,  and  the  result  was  more 
profit  to  the  city.  The  annexation  was  required 
for  the  straightening  of  the  line;  it  would  bean 
advantage  in  tbe  improvement  of  the  property  in 
that  vicinity,  and  if  a  public  park  should  be  laid 
out,  the  advantages  are  more  in  this  direction 
than  in  any  other,  all  making  this  annexation  de- 
sirable. 

Mr.  Wells  doubted  the  need  of  more  flats,  for 
much  of  the  improved  territory  on  the  Back  Bay 
now  was  idle,  and  will  not  be  all  taken  up  for  ten 
years.  If  improvement  of  i»uch  lands  is  needed, 
why  not  make  it  on  the  Koxbury  side,  where  there 
is  plenty  of  room.  If  the  filling  is  to  be  of  any 
benefit,  why  does  not  the  town  of  Brookline  do  it? 
Mr.  Wells  said  he  believed  somebody  was  to  be 
benefited,  for  lie  had  been  requested  to  call  at  a 
certain  gentleman's  office  twice,  and  he  bad  known 
a  $100  check  lo  have  been  handed  about  in  this 
place.  If  they  tried  to  find  out  his  price,  they 
would  find  that  he  never  had  one.  He  hoped  the 
order  would  not  pass. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  reply,  said  be  would  state  to  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  3,  that  when  he  was  elected 
to  the  Council,  his  constituents  expected  him  to 
look  after  their  interests  and  the  interests  of  tbe 
city  at  large,  and  not  for  any  log-rolling.  That  is 
a  feature  which  if  others  had  learned  he  had  not, 
neither  had  any  one  since  he  became  a  member  of 
this  branch  of  the  City  Government  ever  dared  to 
offer  or  lay  a  check  on  bis  desk,  or  in  anv  other 
way  bybribe8,to  gain  his  vote  on  any  side.  He 
thought  there  were  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
why  this  order  should  be  passed,  and  that  the 
shortest  way  to  some  of  the  streets  in  the 
Southern  District  is  over  this  territory,  and  we 
should  be  able  to  travel  in  that  part  of  the  city 
over  our  own  streets.  In  going  to  Longwood  we 
are  now  obliged  to  go  int#  Brookline  and  then  out 
again  on  the  streets  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Kowe  of  Ward  10  said  there  were  several 
reasons  why  he  was  not  prepared  to  vote  on  the 
subject,  and  he  hoped  it  would  be  laid  over. 

Mr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  stated  that  he  was  in  favor 
of  tbe  order,  but  Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  9  desired  for 
information  on  the  subject  before  voting. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  said  he  did  not  like  the 
reasons  in  the  minority  report,  there .  being  too 
much  questioning  of  the  motives  of  the  people  of 
Brookline.  Keferring  to  the  various  J  tracts  of 
land  obtained  by  Boston  from  Koxbury,  be- 
fore annexation,  on  the  South  Bay  territory, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Chester  pa'rk,  and  on 
the  Back  Bay,  he  contended  that  but  for  these, 
'.  much  of  the  beauty  ot  the  Back  Bay  territo- 
ry and  the  value  of  the  property  would  have  been 
■  lost  to  this  city,  and  the  improvements  would  'not 


have  been  made.  Some  resistance  was  made  by 
Koxbury,  and  when  the  claim  was  decided  in  favor 
of  Boston,  there  was  an  additional  inducement  for 
annexation  There  were  the  same  reasons  in  this 
case,  and  the  land  would  not  be  likely  to  be  im- 
proved unless  annexation  takes  place.  As  "west- 
ward the  course  of  empiie  takes  its  way,"  he  be- 
lieved the  city  would  extend  in  that  direction. 

Further  remarks  were  made  by  Mr.  Kogers  and 
by  Mr.  Wells  in  relation  to  drainage,  in  which 
Stony  Brook  and  Muddv  Brook  were  brought  in, 
and  delay  in  action,  for  further  information,  was 
urged  bv  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kowe,  the  subject  was  laid 
over. 

Tbe  orders  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  for  an  en- 
gine house,  within  the  district  bounded  by  B 
street.  Fourth  street.  D  street  and  Seventh  street, 
for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $6000  and  for  a  loan  there- 
of, (printed  City  Doc.  No.  93,  187 J,)  was  taken  Irom 
the  table,  the  question  being  on  their  final  pas- 
sage. 

The  orders  failed  of  passing,  by  a  vote  of  38  yeas, 
1  nay,  not  a  sufficient  number. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  I'arker  of  Ward  14,  the  rejec- 
tion of  the  orders  was  reconsidered,  and  the  orders 
were  laid  on  the  table. 

WATER    FOR   EAST    BOSTON. 

Mr.  Poor  c  f  Ward  II,  laid  before  the  Council  the 
following  communication  from  the  Cochituate 
Water  Board:

To  the  Citii  C nincil: 

The  Cochituate  Water  Board  most  respectfully 
represent  to  the  City  Council  that  the  main  pipe 
now  crossing  Chelsea  Creek  to  East  Boston  is 
broken,  so  as  to  cause  a  large  waste  of  water, 
thereby  affecting  the  supply  in  that  locality;  and 
the  Board,  after  a  thorough  examination,  have 
unanimously  decided  that  it  is  inexpedient  to 
attempt  to  repair  it;  but  they  recommend  that  a 
new  pine  be  laid,  according  to  a  plan  proposed  by 
the  City  Engineer,  in  his  estimates  of  September 
21  and  October  19,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

As  there  has  been  no  appropriations  made  for 
this  purpose,  we  most  respectfully  request  that 
the  sum  of  $25,000  be  appropriated  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  laying  the  same.

To  finish  work  now  in  course  of  construction  and 
to  carry  out  that  for,  which  orders  have  been  .al- 
ready passed,  and  to  grant  such  petitions  as  the 
committee  deem  expedient,  will  require  about 
$38,000.- 

To  meet  this,  there  is  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$13,060.  -The,  committee  therefore  request  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  525,000.

ADDITIONAL    HANOVER    STREET   LOAN 

The  Committee  on  streets  made  a  recjuest  for  an 
additional  loan  to  complete  the  widening  of  Han- 
over street,  between  Blackstone  and  Commercial 
streets.  The  original  estimate  was  $545,052,  and  a 
loan  was  made  of  $600,000.    The   reduction  of  the 

frade  has  increased  the  expense  to  the  amount  of 
25,000.  The  settlements  made  amount  to  $494,- 
428  14  for  street  damages,  and  $14,153  for  grade 
damages.  The  estates  purchased  amount  in  value 
to  $98,500.  There  have  been  expended  several 
sums  lor  grading,  resetting  edgestones,  <&c,  the 
total  payments  amounting  to  $612,783  49. 

There  has  been  received  from  sales  of  estates 
purchased,  part4-  of  which  remain  after  the  widen- 
ing, the  proceeds  of  which  go  into  the  Sinking 
Fund,  $29,518  50.  There  has  been  appropriated  for 
widening  Battery  street  land  valued  at  $2384. 
The  city  also  owns  the  balance  of  laod  of  the 
O'Connell  estate,  amounting  to  550  square  feet  of 
land.  The  committee  estimate  that  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work  would  require  $110,000,  and  for 
grade  damages  $14,000.  The  cost  of  paving  is  es- 
timated at  $60,000. 

The  claims  for  damages  to  buildings  have  far 
extended  their  estimates,  it  appearing  that  no  re- 
liance could  be  placed"  on  the  assessed  value  for 
taxation.  Estates  taxed  for  $9200  were  mortgaged 
for  $12,000.  They  are,  however,  happy  to  stale 
that  this  is  the  only  instance  they  nave"  been  led 
into  a  like  difficulty.  They  find  compensation  in 
this  case,  in  the  knowledge  that  the  betterments 
will  largely  exceed  their  hopes. 

The  committee,  in  conclusion,  submitted  the  fol- 
ic wing  order,  which  was  read  once: 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  to  borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  the  sum  of  $220,000,  to  be 
added  to  the  Second  Hanover  Street  Loan.

ADDITIONAL   FERRY   APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  following  communication  was  laid  before 
tae  Board : 
To  the  Hoii'iroble  City  Council . 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  Directors  of  tbe 
East  Boston  Ferries,  would  respectfully  submit 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  the  following 
communication  or  report  of  our  doings.  On  tbe 
first  of  April  last  the  city  took  possession  of  tbe 
ferries,  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  seventy  thousand  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses 
for  the  ensuing  year.  On  entering  upon  our  duties 
we  found  that  everything  pertaining  to  tbe  ferries 
was  in  a  most  dilapidated  condition,  and  the  Board 
at  once  resolved  to  make  a  thorough  renovation, 
and  place  the  ferries  in  such  condition  as  tbey 
deemed  all  tbe  citizens  would  approve  of,  and  im- 
mediately set  to  work  and  used  their  every  energy 
to  place  the  boats  and  slips  in  a  good  and  service- 
able condition,  and  in  accomplishing  that  end 
have  been  obliged  to  expend  a  large  sum  of  monej  . 
linking  that  the  property  had  been  much  neglect; 
ed,  and  that  a  new  Head  House  at  the  South  Fei  i  v 
was  unavoidable,  also  one  new  drop  and  two  new- 
tanks.  They  find  that  tbe  appropriation  made  by 
your  honorable  body  will  be  insufficient  to  meet 
"the  expenses,  as  we'  have  already  drawn  for  cur-, 
rent  i  xpenses  for  repairs  marie  and  under  contract, 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  as  shown  by  schedule  --A." 

We  would  ask  that  the  Honorable  Council  appro- 
priate the  further  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollar.--. 
which  we  deem  will  be  the  least  possible  sum,  to 
enable  us  to  meet  all  outlays  that  we  think  pru- 
dent to  make.  We  are  satisfied  that  the  citizens 
who  are  dependent  on  the  ferries  will  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  wise  expenditure  thus  far  of  your  ap- 
piopriation,  and  inasmuch  as  the  receipts  have, 
under  our  supervision,  been  largely  increased, 
even  above  your  highest  estimates  when  takiug 
possession  of  the  terries,  so  that  all  we  ask  will 
not  exceed  the  full  amount  of  receipts  so  very 
much  more  than  was  anticipated 

We  can  say  that  we  have  not  intended  to  expend 
one  dollar  unnecessarily,  and  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  large  reduction  your  honorable  b»dy  saw 
fit  to  make  in  the  rates  of  toll,  we  have  returned  a 
larger  sum  than  ever  before  collected  for  the  cor- 
responding months,  and  think  we  shall  return 
some  twenty  thousand  dollars  more  than  the  high- 
est estimates,  notwithstanding  the  general  de- 
pressed state  of  business  in  the  island  ward. 
'  By  Schedule  "B"  you  will  see  the  amount  re- 
ceived aaoh  month  for  tolls,  the  month  of  Ju'v  in- 
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oiu  liug  the  amount  recsived  of  the  Metrjpolitan 
fiainoad  from  April  1st;  since  July  1st  the  Metro 
politan  K  lilioad  have  paid  every  trip.  You  wili 
also  please  notice  that  the  amount  for  September 
is  the  largest  amount  ever  received  for  any  ODe 
month  from  rates  established  by  the  City  Council, 
and  for  the  six  months  ending  September  30ch, 
over  live  thousand  dollars  more  than  received  by 
the  ferry  c<  inpany  for  corresponding  months  of 
lust  year,  under  the  rate>  of  1852.

HEAKINUS  OS  OKDEHS  OK  NOTICE. 

The  hearings  ou  the  proposed  laying  out  of  a 
new  street,  to  be  called  Cobb  stieet,  forty  feet  wide, 
from  Washington  street  to  Shawmuc  avenue,  be- 
tween Castle  and  Lucas  streets;  on  the  proposed 
extension  ot  Emerald  to  Castle  street;  ou  the  pro- 
nosed  laying  out  of  Wheelers  couit,  and  its  ex- 
tension to  Indiana  place,  and  its  wiuening  at  the 
corner  of  Shawmut  avenue  extension;  on  the  pro- 
posed laying  out  and  widening  of  Cheriy  street; 
•  >n  the  proposed  laying  out  and  acceptance  of 
Clarendon  street,  sixty  feet  in  width,  between  Bea- 
con street  and  the  Boston  &  I'rovidence  Kailroad; 
on  the  proposed  laying  out  of  Trumbull  street, 
between  ISewland  and  Ivan  hoe  streest;  and  of  New- 
land  street  and  Ivanhoe  street,  each  between  West 
Canton  and  West  Brooklme  streets,  were  severally 
taken  up.  No  person  appeared  in  either  case,  and 
he  reports  were  recommitted. 

The  hearing  on  the  proposed  widening  of  Tre- 
niont  stieet,  on  southeasterly  side,  at  the  corner  of 
I'leasant  street,  and  ou  the  proposed  discontinu- 
ance of  a  portion  of  Tremont  street,  near  the  same 
I  dace,  was  taken  up. 

David  H.Mason  "stated  that  in  1831,  when  Tre- 
mont stieet  was  laid  out,  an  award  was  made  to 
Air.  Jepson,  which  he  refused  to  take,  and  this  re- 
mained unsettled  until  1854,  after  his  decease,  when 
measures  were  taken  by  the  heirs  to  obtain  the 
payment  of  this  award.  In  this  laying  out  a  mis- 
take was  made  in  the  release  of  land,  which  was 
not  ascertained  until  after  1854, when  wrong  descrip- 
tions were  given  under  the  survey.  To  remedy  the 
difficulty  the  neirs  of  Air.  Jepson  give  to  the 
ciry  a  strip  of  land,  and  tae  city  give  them  another 
stup  hi  return. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

The  order  of  notice  on  the  proposed  laying  out 
of  Athens  staeet,  between  B  and  D  streets,  was  re- 
committed. 

Tiie  order  of  notice  ou  the  proposed  laying  out  of 
Silver  street,  was  taken  up. 

Air.  Bliss,  for  the  heirs  of  James  H.  Bliss,  in- 
quired if  the  widening  in  the  laying  out  was  to  be 
twenty  feet  between  the  walls  of  the  houses? 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  if  the  street  was 
less  than  twenty  feet  iu  width  between  the  build- 
ings, it  was  expected  that  the  buildings  over  that 
line  will  be  out  off,  but  whatever  injury  is  in- 
curred, the  city  will  pay  for  it. 

Mr.  Bliss  stated  that  in  the  case  of  the  heirs  of 
James  H.  Bliss  tneir  property  would  be  injured 
by  cutting  ofl,  as  it  must  be,  to  widen  twenty  feet. 
From  a  grudge  entertained  by  the  owner  of  the 
estate  ou  Fourth  street  cowards  the  former  owner 
of  the  Bliss  estate,  which'  adjoins  his,  the  hrst- 
uaincd  had  declared  that  lie  would  never  sell  an  inch 
of'land,  and  this  he  adheres  to;  the  consequence 
will  be  iu  cutting  off  this  estate  to  damage  it  more 
than  the-  city  would  he  willing  to  pay  for.  The 
proposed  widening,  he  supposed  to  be  on  the  per- 
sistency of  certain  parties  owning  vacant  land, 
who  expect  to  make  money  by  it,  and  many  of  the 
property  owners  on  the  street  were  opposed  to  the 
wijifeiving.  Must  of  them  had  agreed  to  sign  off  ail 
claims  for  grade  damages,  but  there  were  some 
who'had  not.  ' 


Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  committee  had 
met  with  so  much  trouble  about  grade  damages 
and  the  widening  of  the  street,  that  „he  city  would 
be  justified  in  not  laying  out  this  street.  If  the 
owners  of  the  property  prefer  to  live  in  the  mud 
without  the  advantages  of  an  accepted  street  it 
was  not  worth  while  lor  the  committee  to  trouble 
themselves  about  them,  when  they  can  find 
enough  streets  elsewhere  requiring  their  atten- 
tion. 

Dudley  Pray  stated  that  he  carried  round  the 
paper  to  get  the  owners  to  sign  ofl  the  grade  dam- 
ages, and  all  but  six  of  tin?  thirty  signed  it.  The 
street  was  in  bad  condition,  and  should  be  laid  out 
and  accepted. 

Air.  Bliss  stated  that  his  mother  and  himsell  did 
not  wish  to  have  the  street  graded. 

Alderman  Braman  inquired  if  the  estate  had  paid 
taxes  for  the  past  five  years. 

Mr.  Bliss  replied  that  his  mother  was  not  able  to 
pay  taxes,  and  had  not  been  taxed  until  the  last 
two  years.  There  were  others  in  the  street  much 
more  able  who  are  not  taxed. 

J.  W.  Daley  stated  that  in  the  acceptance  of  the 
street,  the  owners  of  the  property  did  not  expect 
that  anything  more  than  grading  would  be  done. 
Their  property  would  not  be  worth  any  more,  and 
they  did  not  like  to  have  it  destroyed  by  the  widen- 
ing without  any  rec'iupense. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  in  some  places  the 
street  was  but  eighteen  feet  in  width,  and  it  would 
be  expected  that  the  estates  in  such  cases  would 
be  cut  off. 

Air.  ConJey  stated  that  when  he  signed  the  paper 
for  the  release  of  grade  damages,  it.  was  with  the 
expectation  that  the  street  would  not  be  widened, 
and  he  did  not  expect  to  lose  any  portion  of  his 
land. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

The  hearing  on  the  proposed  laying  out  and  ex- 
tension of  tiuild  street  to  Lambert  avenue  was 
taken  up. 

in.  Blanchard  opposed  the  extension  of  Guild 
street  as  unnecessary,  and  hoped  to  have  an  op- 
portunity of  appearing  before  the  Committee  on 
Streets  on  the  subject. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  subject  had 
been  under  consideration  for  the  last  three  years, 
during  which  the  most  persistent  opposition  had 
been  made  to  it;  yet  it  was  believed  to  be  neces- 
sary that  the  street  should  be  extended,  and  be 
should  prefer  that  any  objections  to  be  made 
should  be  made  before  the  Board. 

Charles  W.  Seaver  said  he  understood  some 
members  of  the  committee  had  never  seen  the 
property  over  which  the  extension  of  the  street 
was  proposed,  or  the  papers.  In  answer  to  an  in 
quiry  of  Alderman  Connor,  relative  to  papers  re- 
ferred to,  he  said  the  remonstrances  were  made  in 
868. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  had  seen  the  property,* 
but  papers  of  1868  could  not  be  expected  to  govern 
the  action  of  the  committee  at  this  time,  when  the 
exigencies  for  such  au  improvement  were  greater 
than  two  years  ago. 

Alderman  Braman,  in  reference  to  himself,  said 
he  had  seen  the  property  twice. 

Mr.  Seaver  said  that  until  he  saw  the  order  of 
notice,  he  supposed  the  matter  would  never  come 
up  again.  He  supposed,  then,  that  the  remon- 
strants would  have  a  hearing.  There  was  no  ne- 
cessity lor  the  street  proposed,  the  owners  of  the 
property  preferring  the  retirement  in  which  they 
lived;  the  grade  would  be  difficult,  and  there  was 
little  passing  in  that  direction.  In  reply  to  state- 
ments that  the  opening  was  required  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Fire  Department,  Police  and  Lamp 
Departments,  he  proceeded  to  read  a  paper  in 
which  those  departments  admitted  that  they  did 
not  need  it  for  their  purposes. 

Alderman  Carpenter  inquired  when  this  paper 
was  prepared,  and  on  the  reply  that  it  was  in  1868, 
raised  the  question  whether  the  evidence  of  6uch 
a  paper  should  be  received  at  this  time,  for  it  had 
not  the  slightest  bearing  on  the  case,  and  it  would 
be  uselessly  taking  up  the  time  of  the  Board. 

3Ir.  Seaver,  in  reply  to  a  question  whether  he 
was  an  abutter,  said  he  resided  on  the  street,  but 
not  on  the  land  through  which  the  street  was  to 
be  extended,  which  was  owned  bv  bis  sister,  lie 
did  not  uuderstandtnat  any  petition  had  beeu  pre- 
sented for  the  extension  this  year,  and  supposed 
that  the  remonstrance  of  two  years  since  would 
answer  for  any  petition  which  was  presented  at 
that  time.  There  was  not  the  slightest  necessity 
for  the  street,  arid  if  laid  out  now  he'  supposed    ft 
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would   lie  because  it  would  be  cheaper  to  do  so 
than  years  hence. 

Alderman  Pierce  inquired  if  this  matter  came 
up  this  year  on  a  petition. 

Mr.  Seaver  said  he  understood  not. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  supposed,  then,  this 
remonstrance  might  be  read. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  Mr.  Osgood  was 
willing  to  give  a  deed  of  land  lor  the  extension  of 
the  street,  about  200  feet  to  Lambert  avenue, 
which,  with  circuit  street,  would  make  a  street 
parallel  with  Dudley  street.  It  seemed  to  him  two 
years  ago  that  the  street  should  be  extended,  and 
since  that  time  there  had  been  much  pressure  to 
extend  the  street. 

Alderman  Pratt  moved  that  the  subject  be  as- 
signed for  consideration  on  Friday  next,  in  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board.     Lost. 

Mr.  Seaver  said  that  all  he  wished  was  that  the 
subject  should  be  heard  before  the  committee, 
when  the  remonstrants  could  appear. 

The  Mayor  ruled  that  Mr.  weaver  might  show  by 
his  papers  why  the  proposed  measure  should  not 
be  carried  out." 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  if  the  gentleman 
wished  to  lie  heard  belore  the  committee,  he  was 
surprised  that  they  should  not  hear  him. 
-  On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  report  was 
recommitted,  with  instructions  to  give  the  parties 
interested  a  hearing.

buildings  $19,500,  from  which  deduct  value  of  old 
materials  $1000,  making  a  total  cost  of  $125,750; 
also  by  taking  1244  feet  of  land  belonging  to  the 
city,  at  anestlmated  value  ot  $45  per  foot,  making 
$55,980  for  land,  and  $1000  for  buildings  less  $200 
for  materials,  making  a  total  of  $56,780,  and  a  total 
damage  to  both  estates  $182,530. 

ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  to  boi  row,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  the  sum  of  $135,000,  the 
same  to  be  appropriated  foi  the  widening  of  Tre- 
mont row  and  Court  street;  by  the  lemoval  of 
ScoHay's  Building,  including  the  grading  and 
paving  of  the  portion  of  said  streets  as  above 
widened; 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  this  measure  was 
demarid'ed  by  all  almost  universal  expression  of 
public  opinion.  The  estimates  of  expense  were 
those  of  some  twenty  experts,  who  hail  been  con- 
sulted by  the  committee,  and  were  beiieved  to  "bp 
as  nearly  correct  as  can  be  obtained.

The  same  committee  reported  that  the  license 
granted  to  H.  C.  Blanchard  for  a  wagon  stand  be 
revoked,  for  cause ;  and  also  reported  in  lavor  of 
licenses  to  certain  persons,  as  an  auctioneer,  to 
keep  a  billiard  table,  an  m*elligence  office,  and  as 
a  pawnbroker;  also  licenses  to  seven,  newsboys, 
and  to  two  persons  as  victuallers.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health,  reported  m  favor  ot  petitions  for  leave  to 
build  stables,  as  follows: 

A.  D.  Hoitt,  for  twelve  horses  at  215  Friend 
street;  Abbott  <*:  Keruaid,  for  twenty  horses  on 
Jillery  street;  John  C.  .Nichols,  to  enlarge  stable 
on  Bi'ivveu  street:  H.  A.  Thomas,  for  two  horses  on 
Westminster  avenue;  Boston  Kindling  Wood 
Company,  for  five  horses  on  Albany  street;  Thos.

The  same  committee  reported  no  r.ction  required 
on  jietition  of  Michael  Volk  and  others,  for  an 
abatement  of  nuisance,  and  leave  to  withdraw  on 
petition  of  Isaac  S.  Winslow  and  others,  tor  an 
abatement  of  nuisance.    Severally  accepted. 

REPORT  ON  SOLDIERS'   MONUMENT. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  who  were  authorized  to 
receive  designs  lor  a  monumen.  to  be  erected  on 
the  Common,  in  commemoration  of  the  heroic  ser- 
vices of  those  citizens  of  Boston  who  fell  in  the 
late  war.  submitted  the  following  report : 

Soon  after  the  successful  termination  of  the  war 
for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  the  subjevt  of 
erecting  a  memorial  monument  was  considered 
by  the  City  Government,  but  for  various  reasons; 
which  it  may  be  well  to  state  here,  the  work  up  to 
to  this  time,  has  made  no  progress  beyond  the 
laying  of  a  foundation  on  Flagstaff  Hill. 

The  first  order  appointing  a  committee  to  cou- 
sider  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  monument  "in 
some  prominent  place  in  the  citv,"  was  passed  b\ 
the  City  Council  March  15th,  18ti«.  On  the  16tn  of 
April  the  committee  reported  an  order  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  special-committee  to  advertise  lor 
plaus  and  estimates,  and  report  the  Fame,  withjj 
site  for  the  location  of  the  monument,  to  the  Cwf 
Council. 
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Xne  committee  appointed  uuder  that  order  ad- 
vertised on  the  4th  of  May  tor  designs,  specifica- 
tions and  estimates,  and  also  invitea  suggestions 
in  regard  to  a  site  tor  a  location.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  mentioned  in  the  advertisement, 
the  18th  of  June,  fifteen  designs  had  been  received, 
hut  none  of  them  were  entirely  satisfactory,  and 
the  committee,  without  rejecting  those  received, 
iulormally  invited  others  to  compete.  In  Septem- 
ber Mr.  fciaminatt  Billings  put  in  a  design,  which 
was  accepted  by  the  committee  on  the  8Kb  of  No- 
vember, and  reported  to  the  City  Council.  The  es- 
timated cost  of  the  monument  was  $100,000,  The 
City  Council  adopted  Mr.  llillings"s  design  unani- 
mously, and  authorized  the  committee  to  contract 
fox  the  erection  of  the  monument  on  Flagstaff 
Hill,  Boston  Common,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing the  amount  of  the  estimates. 

As  the  year  was  drawing  to  a  :  tose,  the  commit- 
tee lost  no  time  in  contracting  for  the  foundation, 
in  order  that  the  corner  stone  might  be  laid  while 
the  Government  which  had  ordered  tne  work  was 
in  office.  Meantime  proposals  were  receive  '  to  . 
building  tne  monument  above  toe  foundation. 
U pon  opening  these  proposals,  it  was  found  that 
the  work  could  not  be  completed  In  accordance 
with  the  design  for  less  than  $lt>0,000.  The  com- 
mittee promptly  reported  the  facts  to  the  Govern- 
ment, and  recommended  an  additional  appropria- 
tion. The  City  Council  rejected  the  application 
and  the  design  was  then  modified  to  bring  the  ex- 
pense within  the  sum  ot   $125,000. 

A  majority  of  the  Common  Council  voted  in 
favor  of  this  sum,  but  the  necessary  two-thirds 
vote  could  not  be  obtained.  By  this  time  the  foun- 
dation has  been  completed,"  at  an  expense  of 
$12,00(1 ;  but  as  the  monument  could  not  be  erected 
for  the  sum  appropriated,  the  work  was  abandon- 
ed hi  that  point,  and  there  the  matter  has  rested 
until  I  his  year. 

When  your  commitcee  first  came  to  the  consid- 
eration of  the  subject,  they  were  dispersed  to  re- 
gard favorably  any  Jeasib'le  proposition  for  the 
erection  ot  a  memorial  hall,  and  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  when  the  order  for  the  conveyance  of 
the  city's  lot  of  land  on  the  Back  Bay  to  "the  cor- 
porators of  the  Art  Museum  was  before  the  City 
Council,  a  suggestion  was  made  to  reserve  a  por- 
tion of  the  building  which  was  to  be  erected  tkere- 
on,  for  the  reception  of  portraits  of  our  fallen 
heroes;  but  this  suggestion  was  not  entertained 
very  favorably  by  the  gentiemen  interested  in  the 
proposed  institution  for  tine  arts,  and  the  commit- 
tee did  not  press  it,  as  chey  had.  no  desire  to  em- 
barrass, in  any  degree,  the  efforts  of  those  who 
were  engaged  in  carrying  out  «uch  an  important 
enterprise  lor  the  public  benefit.  There  appeared 
to  be  no  other  locality  near  the  eei. ire  of  the  city 
which  could  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  wi  bout 
the  expenditure  of  such  a  large  sum  <  f  money 
that  opposition  would  have  been  raised  where  the 
most  perfect  unanimity  was  essential  to  success. 
A  more  mature  consideration  of  the  subject  show- 
ed other  objections  to  the  erection  of  a  hall. 

In  country  towns  which  a«e  generally  lacking  in 
accommodations  for  public  gatherings,  and  where 
there  are  no  suitable  places  in  which  to  preserve 
the  records  of  their  patriotism,  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  hall  is  pernaps  the  best  form  in  which 
the  desire  to  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  their 
heroes  can  be  expressed.  Here  the  circumstances 
are  different.  The  main  purpose  foi  which  me- 
morial halls  have  been  erected  in  other  places  is 
covered  by  Faneuil  Hall  in  this  city.  As  the  gath- 
ering place  of  the  citizens  it  is  identified  with  the 
two  great  epochs  in  our  history,  the  war  of  the 
revolution  and  the  war  for  national  unity.  To  no 
other  structure  could  such  associations  be  impart- 
ed by  any  official  action  of  ours.  We  have  insti- 
tutions for  the  promotion  of  science,  art.  litera- 
ture and  charity;  and  innumerable  halls  of  every 
description,  so  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
city  to  do  anything  in  this  direction  without  com- 
ing in  competition,  or  inviting  comparison  with 
what  has  been  done  already,  either  bv  public  or 
private  enterprise.  To  give  character  and  dignity 
to  such  an  establishment,  would  involve  not  only 
an  immense  outlay  in  the  beginning,  but  an  annual 
expense  for  its  maintenance. 

Having  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be 
inexpedient  to  erect  a  memorial  hall  in  this  city, 
the  committee  lost  no  time  iu.ohtainmg  authority 
ol  the  City  Council  to  procure  designs  for  a  monu- 
ment, and  the  following  advertisement  was  pub- 
lished: " 
[The  advertisement  is  here  appended. 1

The  names  contained  in  this  list  are  sufficient  to 
show  that  the  competition  was  worthy  of  the  sub- 
ject. 

And  here  it  may  be  well  to  notice  some  criti- 
cisms which  have  been  made  upon  the  committee, 
on  account  of  the  short  rime  allowed  for  sending 
in  designs.  If  ■''proposals  had  been  asked  for  a 
great  public  building,  involving  a  vast  amount  of 
labor  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  estimates, 
one  month  would  have  been  entirely  inadequate. 
As  it  was,  the  committee  asked  simply  for  designs 
for  a  monument  to  cost  not  exceeding  §75,000. 
They  did  not  ask  for  models,  or  for  anything  that 
would  require,  time  for.  elaboration,  suppos- 
ing the  competitoi  to  have  given  some  previous 
thought  to  the  general  subject,  he  could  execute 
the  drawing  aim  make  the  estimates  in  one  month 
quite  as  satisfactory  as  in  six  months. 

Nearly  all  those  who  were  likely  to  compete  for 
this  monument  had  beeu  studyiug'the  subject  and 
finishing  designs  for  other  cities  and  towns  during 
the  last,  five  years.  The  subject  was,  therefore, 
neither  new  nor  complicated,  and  that  the  time 
granted  was  sufficient,  is  attested  b.v  the  variety 
and  general  excellence  of  the  designs  submitted". 

Before  acting  upon  the  designs  which  had,  been 
presented  uptp  the  20th  of  October,  the  committee 
allowed  an  opportunity  for  all  those  interested  in 
tiie  matter  to  examine  them.  .Many  citizens  of 
cultivated  taste  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity, and  made  a  critical  examination  pf  the  dif- 
ferent designs.  Taking  into  account  the  charac- 
ter of  the  competitors,  and  the  high  artistic  merit 
wfiich  many  of  the  designs  possessed,  there  was 
remarkable  unanimity  in  the  selection  of  on  e»  as 
specially  adapted  for  the  purpose  and  the  location. 
This  was  extremely  gratifying  to  this  committee, 
because  confirming  their  own   unanimous  choice. 

The  design  which  thev  have  accepted,  and  which 
they  recommend  for  adoption  b.v  the  City  Council, 
was  made  by  Mr.  Martin  Milmore,  a  sculptor  whose 
qualifications  for  such  an  important  work  are  in- 
disputable. 

I'ht  monument  which  he  proposes  to  erect  may 
be  .briefly  described  as  follows: 

The  height  is  eighty  feet;  the  width  thirty-two 
feet  From  the  four  angles  of  the  base  project 
pedestals  to  be  surmounted  by  statues  represent- 
ing the  "Army"  and  "Navy,"  "History"  and 
"Peace."  Wreaths  are  to  be  cue  on  the  pedestals. 
and  in  the  panels  there  are  to  be  four  bus  relief* 
representing  scenes  in  the  labors  of  the  Sanitary 
Commission,  the  Nav.v,  the  Departure  for  and  Re- 
turn froni  the  War.  At  the  base  of  the  die,  em- 
blems of  War,  and  also  of  Commerce  and  Agri- 
culture are  to  be  cut  in  bold  relief.  Around  the 
base  of  the  column  four  figures  representing  the. 
lour  sections  of  the  Union,  North,  South,  Fast  and 
West,  are  to  be  cut  in. oUq  relief,  from  one  block 
of  granite,  nine  feet  in  height.  The  column  is 
surmounted  by  a  statue  of  "America,"  fourteen 
feet  in  height.  The  material  proposed  is  white 
granite,  or  a  combination  of  that  ami  red  granite, 
polished. 

Mr.  Milmore  is  ready  to  take  the  contract  for 
doing  the  whole  work,  for  the  sum  of  $75,000,  or 
leave  the  city  free  to  receive  proposals  and  make 
contracts  with  others,  ior  furnishing  the  mate- 
rials and  building  the  structure — he  of  course,  to 
model  the  statues,  bas  reliefs,  and  emblems,  and 
supervise  the  entire  work.  > 

Before  any  contracts  are  made,  however,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  a  model  of  the  monu- 
ment prepared,  and  if  any  modification  of  the 
details  are  found  to  be  desirable,  they  can  be  made 
then.  As  this  will  involve  considerable  time,  it  is 
necessary  that  the  City  Council  should  act  upon 
the  orders  herewith  presented  with  as  little  delay 
as  the  importance  of  the  subject  will  permit,  in 
order  that  the  contracts,  may  be  made  before  the 
close  of  the  present  year. 

in  providing  the  means  for  the  erection  of  a 
monument,  it  will  not  be  necees3ry  to  make  a  loan 
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as  I  lit'  amount  appropriated  for  tlie  Statu  tax  is 
suffli  Tenth'  iii  ixccjs  of  the  amount  required  for 
that  purpose  to  allow  the  transfer  of  the  sum 
asked  fox  without  imposing  any  additional burden 

pou  the  lax  payers. 

flic  committee  would  respectfully  leconiuiend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  orders: 

Ordered.  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee,  ap- 
pointed to  rece he  designs  for  a  memorial  mou*- 
liient,  be  authorized  to  contract  for  the  erection  of 
a  monument  on  Flagstaff  ll  ill,  Boston  Common,  in 
accordance  with  a  aesjgn made by  Mar-tin  Milmore, 
provided  that  the  contract  or  contracts  for  pro- 
viding all  the  materials  and  building  the  monu- 
ment complete,  above  the  foundation,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  S75,000. 

Ordered,  that  the  Auditor  be  authorized  to  trans- 
fer from  the  aiipro.priatiou  for  sjtat3  fax  the  sum 
Of  S75,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  monument  on  Boston  Common. 

The  report  was  accepted  ami  ordered  to  be  print- 
ed, and  assigned  for  consideration  on  Tuesday, 
November  8. 

UKPOHT     ON     ORBJWKM     THE    PUULIC    LIBRARY    ON 

SUNDAYS. 

Alderman  .Jacobs,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee' on  the  Public  Library,  who  were  requested 
to  consider  the  expediency  of  opening  the  Public 
Library  on  Sundays,  and  to  whom  were  referred 
the-  ,ietitions  of  James  Kreeman  Clarke  and  698 
others,  Charles  W.  slack  and  200  etheis,  in  favor 
of  the  opening,  and  the  remonstrances  of  Edmund 
K-.  Alden  and  255  others,  an  1  Ezra  Farnsworta.  and 
525  others,  against  the  opening,  having  carefully 
considered  tue  subject,  submitted  the  following 
report: 

The  question  of  opening  the  Whole  or  a  portion 
of  the  Library  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
<m  MindaVs.  has  been  consiuered  by  the  City  Coun- 
etl  un  several  occasions.  In  1'8R5  an'  order  was 
passed  by  the  two  branches  "requesting  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Library  to  make  ar<angements  for 
opening tbe  reading  room  on  Sundays  from  5  to  10 
o'clock,  P.  M."  The  order  was  vetoed  by  the 
MayoTvand  failed  to  receive  the  requisite  number 
of  votes  to  pass  it  over  the  veto. 

In  1867,  the  subject  was  brought  before  the  Gov- 
ernment again  on  petitions  for  and  remonstrances 
against  the  opening,  which  were  referred  to  the 
(  ommittee  on  the  Library-  'The  committee  re- 
ported an  order  requesting  the  Trustees  to  open 
the  reading  room  on  each  Sunday  Of  the  year,  from, 
two-to  ten  o'clock,  P.  M..  for  the  accommodation 
of  the' public,  under  such  regulations  as  they  might 
prescribe.-  After  some  discussion  •  the  order  was 
recommitted  with  instructions  to  give  the  petition- 
ers -and  remonstrants  a  hearing.  At  the  hearing 
that  followed,  the  question  of  the  authority  to 
keep  the  Library  open  on  Sundays  was  first  raised 
and -tne  City  Solicitor  gave  an  opinion  that  such 
action  would  be  in  eounict  with  the  provisions  of 
the  general  statutes  in  relation  to  the  observance 
of  the  Lord's  Day.  On  that  opinion  the  committee 
recommended  that  no  further  action  be  taken 
upon  the  subject,  and  the  report  was  accepted. 

At  each  session  of  the  Legislature  since  that 
nine  an  attempt  has -bee*  maue  to  have  the  stat- 
utes modified  so  far  as  to  permit  the  opening  of 
libraries  and  reading  rooms  on  Sundays— but  thus 
far'without  success. 

This  was  the  condition  of  the  question  when  it 
was  referred  to-  the  '  committee.  Several  public 
hearings  were  given,  to  which  all  persons  inter- 
ested, either  for  or  against  the  proposed  measure, 
were  invited,  and  ample  opportunity  was  allowed 
for  statements  and  arguments,  written  or  verbal. 
As  the  hearings  were  reported  pretty  fully  in  the 
newspapers  at  the  time,  it  seems  unnecessary  to 
reproduce  here  the  various  considerations  present- 
ed to  the  committee. 

"A  member  of  the  committee  having  addressed 
an  inquiry  U>  the  City  Solicitor,  received  the  fol- 
lowing -rejilV: 

'•There  has  been  no  change  in  the  statutes,  nor 
anv  late  decision  of  court  affecting  the  question  of 
opening  the  Public  Library  on  Sundays.  My  opin- 
ie-irupoh  the  subject  has  not  been  changed  since  1 
gave  expression  to  it  as  published  in  City  Docu- 
ment, No.  75,  of  the  year  1807. 

Perhaps  that  opinion  receives  some  corrobora- 
tion bv  the  action  of  the  Legislature  at  its  present 
session.  A  bill  was  introduced,  discussed,  and  re- 
jected to  authorize  the- opening  of  libraries  on  Suu- 
clays.  If  the  law  already  permitted  it,  any  acti<  n  • 
by  tue  Legislature,  such  as  waa  sought,  would  have 
been  unnecessary,  and  the  debates  upon  the  sub- 
jec  t,    o  far  as  I  read  reports  of  them,  proceeded 


upon  the  theory  that  libraries  could  not  be  opened 
on  Sundays  without  a  violation  ot  law." 

Although  a  majority  oi  the  committee  are  de- 
cidedly ol  opinion  that  it  would  be  higlilv  beneli- 
cial,  both  in  a  moral  and  an  educational  point  of 
\  iew  to  open  the  library  to  the  public  on  .-undays, 
they  do  not  feel  that  it  would  be  judicious  to  ivc- 
oinmenu  the  opening  while  the  legality  of  such  a 
step  is  questionable.  The  Strang  opposition  to  any 
change  in  the  present  arrangemttltst  on  the  part  of 
many  influential  citizens,  on  account  of  what  they 
regard  as  a  tendency  to  violate  the  propei  ol  sei- 
vanee  of  the  Lorn's  "Day.  makes  it  necessary  on  Lie 
part  of  those  who  tavor  this  change  that  they 
should  remove  any  doubts  which  might  be  cast 
upon  the  legality  of  their  proceedings,  lest  their 
action  should  prove  detrimental  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  institution  whose  nenetits  they  wish  to 
enlarge. 

The  c  lUinuttee  have  therefore  concluded  to  rec- 
ommend the. passage  of  the  accompanying  order, 
requesting  the  .Mayor  to  petition  tue  Legislature, 
at  it-  nest  session,  for  such  a  modification  of  the 
statutes  relating  to  the  obsetvancc  ol  the  Lords 
Day  as  will  authorize  the  city  of  Boston  to  open  the 
Public  Library  for  use  on  that  day. 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  Legislature,  at  its  next  session,  for 
authority  to  open  the  Public  Library  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  or  any  branches  thereof ,  for  the  use  of  "cit- 
izens on  Sunuays. 

The  report  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  bo 
be  printed.

SUPPLY'  OF  WATER  FOR  EAST   BOSTON. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Committee  on 
Water,  t»  whom  was  referred  the  request  of  the 
Cochituate  Water  Board  for  an  appropriation  to 
cover  the  expense  of  laying  a  new  main  pipe  from 
Chelsea  to  East  Boston,  having  considered  the 
subject,  respectfully  recommended  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order,  providing  for  the  tians- 
fer  of  twenty-rive  thousand  dollars  lrom  the  Re- 
served Fund  for  that  purpose. 

The  committee  have  carefully  examined  the 
subject,  and  recognize  the  necessity  for  prompt 
action,  as  fully  explained  in  the  communication 
from  the  City  Engineer,  hereto  annexed. 

Ordered,  That  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be 
authorized  to  lay  a  new  main  pipe  across  the  creek 
between  Chelsea  and  East  Boston,  at  an  estimated 
expense  ot  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  that 
the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be  authorized  to  transfer 
said  sum  for  that  purpose  i'rom  the  Reserved 
Fund. 


The  City  Engineer,  in  his  communication  dated 
Kov.  2, 1870,  says: 

In  August  last  a  leak  was  discoved  in  the  20-inch 
submerged  pipe  in  the  creek  between  Cheisea  and 
East  Boston.  The  services  of  M.  B.  Tower,  Esq., 
and  a  corps  of  divers,  were  immediately  secured; 
and,  after  several  days'  labor,  the  leak  was  found 
to  proceed  from  a  crack  in  one  of  the  straight 
flanged  pipes  immediately  under  the  bolts  and  ciC6e 
to  the  flange.  The  crack  was  found  to  be  about  18 
inches  111  length,  extending  partly  around  the  pipe 
and  the  opening  was  not  more  than  a  sixtecuth  -f 
an  inch  in  width.  The  water  issued  in  a  sharp 
sti earn  and  with  great  force,  niauiiesiiiig  itseil  by 
ebullition  at  the  surface.  There  seemed  to  lie  no 
feasible  way  of  repairing  the  break  without  endan- 
gering the  entire  supply  lor  East  Boston;  and  the 
vVater  Board,  after  consultation  with  the  City  En- 
gineer and  the  superintendent  of  the  Eastern  Di- 
vision, decided  to  suspend  further  operations,  and 
directed  the  City  Engineer  to  furnish  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  laying  a  new  30-inch  pipe  from  Chelsea 
to  East  Boston  by  the  way  of  tne  .Meridian  street 
Bridge,  or  such  other  mute  as  he  might  deem  ex- 
pedient. This  was  on  the  31st;  of  August.  On  the 
Yth  of  September  the  City  Engineer  submitted  a 
communication  with  estimates  covering  the  cost 
of  a  30-incb  pipe,  and  also  ot  a  24-mch  pipe,  by  two 
different  routes. 

the  estimates  of  the  cost  of  a  thirty-inch  pipe 
bv  rhe  Meridian  Street  Bridge,  made  the  amount 
$'i5,000,  and  by  the  Chelsea  street  Bridge  $140,000; 
the  estimates  for  a  twenty-four-inch  pipe  by  the 
Meridian  Street  Bridge  were  $02,000,  and  by  the 
Chelsea  Street  Bridge  $100,000. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Water  Board  on  the  7th  Sep- 
tember, when  this  communication  was  received,  a 
vote  was  passed  directing  the  Engineer  to  report 
on  the  best  manner  of  crossing  the  creek  with  a 
new  submerged  pipe,  and  an  accurate  estimate  of 
the  cost.  In  accordance  with  this  vote,  the  En- 
gineer submitted  an  estimate  based  on  a  proposi- 
tion ot  JohnF.  Ward  of  Jersey  City,  amounting 
to  $40,iK>0,  which  has  been  published,  and  this  has 
been  modified  to  a  cost  of  $^5,000. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  order  above  given  was  passed  by  a  vote  ot  45 
yeas,  no  nays. 

EXTENSION  OF    HARRISON  AVENUE. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  on  Streets,  to  whom  were  relei- 
red  the  resolve  and  order  for  the  extension  of  Har- 
rison avenue,  submitted  a  report  on  the  suuject, 
as  follows: 

The  proposed  extension  is  from  Eustis  street, 
the  present  termination  of  the  avenue,  to  Warren 
street,  at  the  corner  of  Warren  place,  making  the 
distance  on  the  westerly  line  of  the  extension 
about  1207  leet,  and  on  the  easterly  line  aoout  B41 
feet.  The  amount  ot"  land  taken  is  04,847  square 
feet,  and  the  estimated  expense  for  land,  and 
damages  to  buildings  and  occupants,  amounts  to 
$118,uo4  30.  In  order  to  provide  a  suitable  grade, 
it  is  necessary  to  fill  in  for  a  depth  of  about  seven 
and  a  half  feet  at  Benlrew  street,  and  cut  down 
about  five  and  a  half  leet  at  labor  streev.  Tne  es- 
timated payments  for  damages  on  account  of  the 
change  of  grade,  amounts  to  $30,000.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  grading,  macadamizing  the  road- 
way, laying  sidewalks  and  putting  in  cesspools 
amounts  to  $40,000.  To  cover  the  whole  expense, 
therefore,  of  the  extension,  a  loan  ol  $225,000  is 
required. 

Tins  proposed  improvement  is  one  that  has  long 
been  demanded  by  a  large  number  of  citizens.  It 
will  furnish  another  and  a  much  needed  thorough- 
fare from  the  business  portion  of  the  city  to  tne 
Sixteenth  Ward  and  the  country  beyond. 

The  committee  have  examiued  the  estimates 
made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  find  them 
ample  to  cover  all  contingencies.  Undoubtedly  a 
large  proportion  of  the  expense  will  be  returned 
to  the  Treasury  in  the  shape  of  assessments  for 
betterment,  and  a  large  amount  of  property  in 
Wards  13  and  14,  not  oi  the  line  of  the  extension, 
will  be  increased  in  vaiue  tor  taxable  purposes. 

Believing  that  the  improvement  is  demanded  for 
the  public  safety  and  convenience,  and  that  this  is 
the  best  time  for  entering  upon  it,  the  committee 
would  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
resolve  and  order. 

.    The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  order  being  on  its  passage. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  it  seemed  to  him 
that  in  consideration  of  the  lateness  of  the  sea- 
s"on,  when  but.  little   could  be  done  towards  the 
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extension  of  the  street  this  winter,  ami  when  a 
new  regime  was  to  he  commenced  in  the  manage- 
ment of  such  street  matters  by  a  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, and  when  the  widening  of  Hanover  street 
was  still  ok  their  hands  calling  lor  an  additional 
loan,  when  the  Suffolk  stieet  improvement  was 
lust  commenced,  to  cost  ,*2,000,000  or  $3,000,000, 
and  when  there  were  other  improvements  in  hand 
to  cost  $&,000,000  or  $6,000,000,  it  was  time  to  pause. 
Should  this  he  commenced,  there  must  be  a  clash- 
ing between  the  City  Council  and  the  Commission- 
ers, for  it  could  not  be  completed  before  t^e  Com- 
missioners assume  the  control  of  such  matters. 

Mr.  Bishop  remarked  upon  the  greater  freeness 
with  which  money  is  spent  at  the  close  of  the  year 
than  at  the  beginning,  which  should  be  a  reason 
for  postponement, and  stated  that  this  voting  away 
of  large  sums  of  money  became  a  habit,  which 
grew  up  from  the  familiarity  of  dealing  in  large 
suras,  frequently  less  debate  taking  place  on  such 
matters  than  in  the  disposal  of  small  sums  of  §50 
or  $75. 


Mr.  Kogers  stated  that  this  matter  had  been 
under  consideration  for  several  years.  If  delayed, 
it  would  be  the  occasion  of  speculation  in  the 
lands  along  the  proposed  route  of  extension,  and 
the  cost  of  the  improvement  would  be  much  in- 
creased. 

Mr.  Wells  opposed  the  passage  of  the  order  at 
this  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7,  the  sub- 
ject was  laid  over  for  one  week. 

Mr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  offered  an  order,  which  was 
read  once,  that  each  and  every  employ^  of  the 
Metropolitan  Kailroad  Company  be  required  to 
pay  toll  in  crossing  the  ferries  to  Kast  Boston. 

Mr.  Quiun  also  offered  another  order,  that  the 
law  regulating  the  distance  between  horse  cars- 
should  be  enforced,  and  instructing  the  Chief  of 
Police  to  enforce  it. 

Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  9  doubted  whether  this  was 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Common  Council, 
and  the  order  was  laid  otm.

MEMORIAL    IN  RELATION    TO    A  SOLDIERS'  MONU- 
MENT. 

A  memorial  was  presented  from  the  Charles  R. 
Lowell  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  against  the  erection  ot  a 
Soldiers'  Monument,  in  which  they  ask  the  Board 
to  "consider  well  the  expediency  of  proceeding 
further  in  this  matter,  while  hundreds  of  maimed 
and  sick  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  those  whose  memories  this  monument 
is  to  perpetrate,  are  today  suffering  for  the  neces- 
saries of  life,  and  are  dragging  out  a  mere  exis- 
tence in  cellars  and  garrets,  unknown  and  un- 
dated for,  except  by  those  whose  sole  purpose  in 
banding  together  is  to  relieve  their  distress  as 
far  as  possible." 

Instead  of  appropriating  $75,000  for  a  monument, 
they  ask  that  this  sum  or  its  interest  be  appropri- 
ated and  divided  annually  among  the  different 
posts  in  the  city  of  Boston,  according  to  the 
amount  of  money  expended  by  the  Relief  Commit- 
tee of  each  post  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  memorial  was  laid  on  the  table.

Ordered,  Thai  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  from  the  Keserved  Fund  the 
sum  of  83000,  to  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  to 
be  by  him  invested  as  part  of  the  Gibson  School 
Fund,  in  place  of  that  amount  stolen  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  town  of  Dorchester. 
-Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  procure  a  reg- 
istered bond  of  tne  L'nited  States  for  the  sum  of 
$5000,  in  place  of  one  for  a  like  amount  stolen  from 
the  town  of  Dorchester. 

Ordered,  That  the  several  Trust  Funds  received 
from  the  town  of  Dorchester,  aud  known  as 
the  Stoughton  Poor  Fund,  Stoughtou  School 
Fund,  and  the  Gibson  School  Fund,  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer,  for  the  time 
being,  for  care  and  investment  and  for  collection 
of  the  ineome,  under  the  direction  and  approval 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City  Council; 
and  that  the  income  derived  from  the  several 
funds  shall  be  appropriated  as  follows,  viz.: 

The  income  derived  from  the  Stoughton  Poor 
Fund  to  be  paid  semi-annually  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  be  distributed  by 
the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  accordance 
wirh  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Lieut.-Governor  VVil- 
liam  Stoughton. 

The  income  of  the  Stoughton  School  Fund  to  be 
yearly  paid  into  the  City  treasury,  and  credited  to 
the  salaries  of  High  and  Oraraiaar  School  Instruc- 
tors. 

The  income  of  the  Gibson  School  Fund  to  be 
paid  se  mi-anuually,  upon  the  ortler  o»'  the  School 
Committee,  for  a  supply  of  library  books  and  such 
apparatus  for  the  v  irious  schools,  now  or  here- 
after embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of 
Dorchester,  as  annexed  to  this  city,  which  are  not 
supplied  by  the  city  by  authority  of  the  School 
Committee,  in  such 'proportion  to  each  school  as 
may  be  decided  upon  by  said  School  Committee. 

Ordered,  That  the  land  in  "Dorchester,"  belong- 
ing to  the  said  Gibson  School  Fund,  be  placed 
in  the  charge  of  the  Coramiteeaud  Superintendent 
of  Public  Lands,  and  all  income  from  the  same  to 
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t>e  collected  l>y  the  said  Superintendent  of  Public 
hands,  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  to  be  dis- 
posed oi  by  him  in  the  mantiei  named  in  the  afore- 
said order.  No  portion  of  said  land  to  be  sold 
without  the  consent  of  the  City  Council  being  first 
obtained,  authorizing  said  sale,  and  whenever  so 
sold  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  be  invested  in  the  manner  hereto- 
fore provided. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  orders  were 
read  and  laid  over. 

MOUNT   WASHINGTON  AVENUE   BRIDGE. 

Alderman  Hawes,  from  the  Committee  on 
Bridges,  to  whom  were  referred  th'J  remonstran- 
ces of  Fearing  «.V  Uenfrew  and  other. ,  truckmen  of 
Boston,  and  merchants  interested  in  the  transpor- 
tation of  heavy  goods  from  Boston  wharf,  againsi 
the  proposed  pavement  of  Mount  Washington  Av- 
enue Bridge  with  wood,  made  a  repoit,  as  follows: 

The  contract  made  with  Messrs.  Boss  &  LorJr 
under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,, 
provided,  among  other  things,  that  the  floor  of  the 
roalway  of  Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridge 
should  lie  six-inch  spruce,  covered  with  a  water- 
tight covering  of  asphaltum  concrete,  and  paved 
with  wooden  oloeks.  proper  gutters  and  scuppers, 
and  a  cast-irou  curb  similar  to  the  Berkeley  street 
Bridge. 

Before  the  work  was  begun,  the  contractors  were 
ready  to  furnish  either  stone  or  wood  pavement 
for  the  sum  named  in  their  proposal;  ar.d  it  was 
so  stated  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  when  the  sub- 
ject was  under  discussion.  It  was  presumed  iroin 
the  action  of  the  Board  that  the  wooden  pavement 
w  s  the  most  acceptable,  as  calculated  to  preserve 
the  heavy  Limber  of  the  bridge  for  a  greater  length 
of  tints  than  any  other;  and  the  committee  nut 
being  a  v.  are  of  any  objection  to  such  pavement 
on  the  part  of  those  who  were  to  use  the  roadway 
for  the  transportation  of  heavy  vehicles,  provided 
for  the  pavement  with  wooden  blocks,  as  above 
stated. 

The  work  was  begun  by  the  contractors  on  the 
20th  August,  and  had  made  considerable  progress 
before  any  intimation  was  received  that  the 
wooden  pavement  was  objectiouable.  Upon  giv- 
ing a  heiring  to  the  remonstrants,  the  representa- 
tions, made  in  behalf  of  those  who  had  the  largest 
interest  in  the  subject,  appeared  to  the  committee 
sufficient  to  warrant  them  in  recommending  a 
modification  of  the  contract,  so  that  the  paving  of 
all  except  the  draw,  may  be  made  with  stone 
blocks. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  addressed  to  the  contrac- 
tors, they  estimate  the  expense  of  making  the  al- 
terations, m  stringers,  curbing,  covering  of  gravel, 
and  raising  the  draw  required  by  the  stone  pave- 
meut,  at  S^OOO. 

The  committee  would  t  ke  this  opportunity  to 
recommend  that  the  spruce  covering  of  the  road- 
way shall  be  buruetized,  in  order  to  preserve  it 
more  effectually.  The  estimated  expense  of  doing 
this  is  $1200,  and  the  committee  would  therefore 
request  authority  to  cxr.end  the  sum  of  #3200  for 
the  stone  pavement  and  the  burnetizing.  The  ap- 
propriation of  $00,000  made  for  the  rebuilding  of 
the  bridge  is  ample  to  cover  these  charges. 

Urdered,  That  the  Committee  on  Bridges  e  au- 
thorized to  expeud  a  sum  not  exceeding  $3-00  iu 
burnetizing  the  spiuce  planks  used  in  covering 
the  roadway  of  Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridge, 
and  also  in  providing  for  the  pavement  of  said 
roadway,  with  the  exception  or  the  draw,  with 
small  granite  blocks,  instead  of  wooden  blocks; 
said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Kebuiidiug  Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridge. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

CENSUS  RETURNS. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee, to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  suggesting  the  compil- 
ation and  publication  of  certain  statistics  relating 
to  the  population  and  industry  of  Boston,  having 
carefully  considered  the  subject,  made  a  report 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order : 

Urdered,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  on  the  subject  of  the  Ninth  United 
States  Census,  be  authorized  to  compile  and  puo- 
lish  such  statistics  relating  to  the  population, 
health,  valuation  and  industry  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton as  they  may  deem  expedient,  the  expense  of 
such  compilation  and  publication  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  $1200;  to  be  charged  co  the  appropria- 
tion for  Incidental  Expenses. 


The  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

HOME   FOR  THE  POOR. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  com- 
munication from  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  transmitting  plans  and  estimates 
for  a  new  Home  for  the  Poor,  at  Deer  Island,  made 
a  report,  as  follows : 

The  paupers  at  present  supported  by  the  city  of 
Boston  are  accommodated  in  the  institution  at 
Deer  Island,  which  also  includes  the  House  of 
Industry  and  ot  Reformation  for  Juvenile  Offen- 
ders. It  appears  from  the  last  report  of^the  Super- 
intendent, that  the  largest  number  of  paupers  at 
one  time  during  the  previous  year  was  358;  the 
smallest  number,  215;  and  the  average,  276. 

The  Superintendent  states  that  the  adult  alms- 
house department  has  been  crowded  beyond  its 
comforUble  capacity,  the  hospitals  so  full'  as  to  be 
detrimental  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  occu 
pants,  and  the  dormitories  so  crowded  that  there 
has  been  scarcely  room  to  pass  between  the  beds. 
That  a  new  almshiuse  is  required,  is  no  longer  a 
matter  of  douot.  It  is  an  imperative  necessity. 
Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  towards  accom- 
plishing this  end,  iu  order  that  the  poor  of  the 
city  of  Boston  may  not  be  so  crowded  and  limited 
iu  their  accommodations,  and  also  that  they  may 
be  entirely  removed  and  separated  from  the  House 
of  Industry  inmates. 

The  committee  have  made  a  careful  examination 
of  the  present  accommodations  and  are  fully  sit- 
isfied  of  the  necessity  for  makiug  some  different 
arrangements  in  regard  to  the  care  of  the  poor. 
It  would  appear  to  be  the  most  economical  course 
to  erect  a  separate  building  at  Deer  Island,  to  be 
used  exclusively  as  an  almshouse :  and  if  that  is 
conceded,  the  only  question  is  in  regard  to  the 
character  of  the  ouilding  which  should  be  erected. 

The  plans  transmitted  bv  the  Board  of  Directors 
provide  for  the  erection  of  a  central  and  rear  build- 
ing with  two  wings,  so  arraaged  that  at  any  fu- 
ture time  the  accomodations  can  be  doubled  by 
adding  two  uew  win^s  of  the  same  size  and  shape. 
The  building  now  proposed  will  accommodate  500 
persons.  The  total  estimated  expense  of  this 
structure  amounts  to  $300,120  50,  divided  as  fol- 
lows : 

Central  Building $42,145  40 

Bear  Building 33,795  30 

Bight  wing 97,142  00 

Lett  wing 97,142  00 

Boiler  and  engine  rooms 29,895  80 

The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  suitable 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  500  persons 
could  be  erected  for  a  less  sum  than  these  plans 
would  cost.  In  such  a  locality,  any  expenditure 
for  architectural  effect  or  exterior  ornamentation 
is  entirely  unnecessary.  All  that  is  required  is  a 
substantial  structure,  properly  ventilated  and  con- 
taining conveniences  for  feeding  and  lodging  the 
inmates.  With  the  facilities  for  putting  up  such  a 
building  at  Deer  Island  and  the  prospective  de- 
cline in  the  price  of  building  materials,  the  ex- 
pense can  undoubtedlj  be  brought  within  the  sum 
of  $225,000;  and  the  committee  would  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
der, authorizing  the  Directors  to  procure  plans  for 
the  erection  of  a  building  at  an  expense  not  ex- 
ceeding that  amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  Directors  for  Public  Institu- 
tions be  requested  to  procure  plans  and  estimates 
for  the  erection  of  a  Home  for  the  Poor,  to  be  lo- 
cated at  Deer  Island,  and  submit  the  same  to  the 
City  Council,  the  expense  of  erecting  the  building 
according  to  said  plans  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
$225,000. 

Bead  and  laid  over. 

DANGEROUS    BUILDINGS. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Special  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
communication  from  the  Chief  of  Police  in  rela- 
tion to  dangerous  buildings,  on  Winchester  ami 
Church  streets,  and  Beach,  Hanover  and  Pinck- 
nev  streets,  made  a  report. 

The  committee  quote  the  provisions  of  the  stat- 
ute, upon  which  they  remark: 

.No  provision  is  made  in  the  statutes  or  ordi- 
nances for  the  inspection  of  such  buildings,  and 
consequently  there  has  been  no  system  by  which 
prompt  action  could  be  secured  for  their  altera- 
tion or  removal.  The  duty  of  initiating  proceed- 
ings for  the  abatement  of  such  nuisances  rests 
with  no  particular  department,  and  there  being  no 
responsibility,  there  is  seldom  any  action.  The 
method  of  proceeding  under  the  statutes  involves 
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delay,  where  immediate  action  is  often  required 
lor  the  public  safety,  and  the  first  step  to  secure 
reform  would  be  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  a 
change  in  the  law. 

The  committee  are  informed  that  the  draft  of  a 
bill  relating  to  the  construction  of  buildings  in 
this  city,  and  containing  provisions  concerning 
the  alteration  or  removal  of  dangerous  structures, 
is  being  prepared  by  a. joint  committee  of  the  City 
Council  for  the  action  of  the  next  Legislature. 
The  establishment  of  a  bureau  of  inspection  will. 
we  trust,  place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  compe- 
tent persons,  and  secure  unLorin  and  intelligent 
action  hereafter. 

The  committee  have  exam  ned  the  buildings 
mentioned  in  the  communication  of  the  Chief  of 
Police,  and  find  that  no  action  is  required  at  the 
present  time,  except  in  regard  10  those  on  Win- 
chester street  and  Church  street,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  present  statute  provisions,  the  commit- 
tee would  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order  of  notice: 

Ordered,  That  due  notice  be  given  To  the  owners 
of  estates  Nos.  22,  24,  26  and  30  Winchester  street, 
and  45  Church  street,  that  this  Board  will  on  Mon- 
day, Nov.  14,  1870,  at  4  o'clock  l\  Al.,  take  into  con- 
sideration the  question  of  adjudging  the  buildings 
on  said  estates  to  be  nuisances  to  the  neighbor- 
hood and  dangerous,  and  that  all  persons  inter- 
est2d  may  appear  at  that  time  and  be  heard. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  of  notice 
was  adopted.

EXTENSION  OF  HARRISOi:    AVENUE. 

Resolve  and  orders  for  the  extension  of  Harrison 
avenue  from  Eustis  street  to  Warren  street,  and 
for  a  loan  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars  to  be  appropriated  therefor  (prirted  City 
Doc.  N'o.  85,  1870),  were  taKen  up,  for  consideration 
on  their  passage. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  he  bad  not  seen  any- 
thing to  change  his  mind  from  what  he  said  last 
week,  and  in  the  present  state  of  things  the  orders 
ought  not  to  pass.  There  could  be  no  work  done 
in  the  extension  of  the  street  until  next  year,  when 
a  new  order  of  things  would  commence  under  the 
Street  Commissioners,  and  it  was  objectionable  on 
account  of  the  increase  of  taxes,  from  bad  to 
worse,  when  many  rich  men  had  left  the  city,  and 
others  would  be  likely  to  be  driven  off.  The  exten- 
sion of  this  street  might  be  a  good  thing,  but  it 
was  not  worth  so  much  as  it  would  cost,  and  there 
is  not  so  great  a  necessity  in  reaching  Warren 
street  but  that  it  can  be  met  by  other  avenues. 

In  the  present  situation  of  our  finances  he  be- 
lieved this  measure  was  entirely  uncalled  for  and 
would  not  warrant  the  expense.  A  new  City  Gov- 
ernment, fresh  from  the  people,  would  be  much 
more  competent  to  carry  out  a  project  of  such  gi- 
gantic magnitude,  and  which  cannot  be  hurried. 
If,  as  had  been  said,  this  matter  had  hunsr  fire  for 
eight  or  ten  years,  it  might  be  asked  if  it  wis 
needed,  why  did  it  not  pass  under  the  Koxbury 
(  itv  Government  / 


Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  said  he  did  not  suppose 
any  one  would  be  found  here  who  would  oppose 
this  measure.  Theie  had  been  expenditures  or 
large  sums  of  money  in  other  sections  of  the  city, 
but  none  in  this  section.  There  was  no  Broadway- 
ex  tension  or  Atlantic  avenue  laid  out  there,  nor 
Fort  Hill  carried  away.  This  work  ought  to  be 
done,  and  was  demanded  as  a  necessity,  and  he 
hoped  the  orders  would  pass. 

The  resolve  and  orders  were  passed  by  a  vote  of 
52  yeas  to  3  nays,  as  follows:

Dorchester  High  Schoolhouse,  $6100;  and  from 
the  appropriation  for  Engine  and  Hose  House, 
East  street,  $1000. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  w;>.s 
passed — yeas  49,  nays  none. 

ADDITIONAL  HANOVEK   STREET  LOAN. 

.  Mr.  Bond  of  tVard  8,  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  on  .>treets,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  order  authorizing  an  additional  loan  of 
$220,000  for  the  widening  and  grading  of  Hanover 
street,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

The  purpose  for  which  this  additional  sum  is  re- 
quired, is  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Coin- 
i  ittee  on  Caving  Out  and  Widening  Streets  of  the 
B  >ard  of  Aldermen,  printed  as  City  Document, 
No.  95. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  change  in  the  grade 
of  the  street  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
m  ill  cost  foi  gi  ading  and  gji  side  damages  to  abutters 
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about  $30,000.  The  appropriation  for  widening  the 
street,  in  which  the  Common  Council  concurred, 
contained  no  provision  lor  grade  damages,  as  no 
change  of  grade  was  contemplated  when  the  esti- 
mates were  made.  X<>  expenses  incurred  ou  that 
account  could,  therefore,  i>e  properly  charged  to 
the  appropriation,  without  the  assent  of  the  Coun- 
cil. W  hife  it  is  presumed  that  the  change  of  grade 
is  desirable,  and  that  the  expenditure  for  that 
purpose  is  a  judicious  one,  it  should  be  understoou 
that  this  branch  of  the  Government  has  equal  au- 
thority with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  providing 
tlie  means  for  such  improvements,  and  that  an 
appropriation  made  lor  one  purpose  cannot  be 
used  for  another  without  the  assent  of  both 
branches. 

The  committee  do  not  make  this  statement  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  any  obstacles  m  ihe  way  of 
the  speedy  completion  of  this  great  improvement, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  repi  tition  of 
such  proceedings  hereafter. 

The  passage  of  the  order  in  concurrence  is  re- 
spectfully recommended. 

The  report  was  accepted,  ami  the  order  authoriz- 
ing the  additional  lo  in  of  .5220,000,  was  passed,  in 
concurrence,  bv  a  vote  of  47  yeas,  1  nay— Mr. 
O'Brien. 

.Mr.  Bond,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  order  for  the  purchase  of  the 
estate  on  Washington  street, Ward  16,  belonging  to 
the  heirs  of  Henry  Durell,  for  the  sum  of  $5000, 
upon  consideration  i.f  the  subject,  reported  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass. 

fli ;  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

.Mr.  l'oor  of  Waul  11.  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  I'ublic  Lands,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  order  authorizing  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  re- 
lease to  .1.  D.  W.  Joy  all  the  city's  interest  in  the 
parcel  of  land  ou  Tremont  street,  at  the  corner  of 
P3ea.sa.nt  street,  containing  forty-two  square  feet, 
for  the  sum  of  $685,  submitted  a  report. 

The  committee  give  a  narrative  of  the  acts  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  subject,  in  the  order 
of  notice  passed  sept.  27,  1860,  for  the  wideniug  of 
the  street,  and  the  hearing,  in  which  N.  B.  Bryant 
appeared  in  behalf  of  Mr.  l'age,  who.reiuonstiated 
against  the  same. 

The  committee  give  further  statements  of  the 
action  of  the  Board,  in  the  taking  of  the  land  ami 
the  widening  of  the  street  at  that  point,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $800— .¥756  for  the  land  at  the  rate  of 
$18  per  foot  and  $44  for  a  brick  wall,  making  the 
total  of  $800. 

The  order  was  passed  Oct.  25.  and  on  the  3d  No- 
vember a  street  deed,  signed  by  Mr.  Page  and  ap- 
proved by  Mr.  Kittredge,  Assistant  City  Solicitor, 
was  presented  to  the  Auditor,  accepted,  and  the 
sum  was  paid. 

The  committee  then  remark: 

From  the  above  statement  it  w'll  be  seen  that 
Tremont  street  was  widened  to  the  Hue  of  the 
adjoining  estate,  (Griffith's)  and  from  the  Treasur- 
er's books  the  committee  found  that  the  assessment 
for  betterment  on  said  estate,  $450,  has  been  paid. 
This  estate  was  advertised  for  sale  by  the  heirs  of 
Griffith,  aud  sold  by  public  auction  May  17, 1870,  as 
a  corner  estate,  and  was  purchased  byJ.D.  XV. 
Joy,  who  proceeded  to  alter  the  building.  After  he 
had  commenced,  it  was  suggested  that  the  street 
would  be  improved  by  covering  a  gore  piece,  which 
had  been  taken  from  Warren  W.  l'age,  by  the  city 
of  Boston,  and  paid  for  as  a  pare  of  Tremont 
street. 

From  the  records  <>f  the  City  Clerk  it  seems  that 
W.  W.  Page  petitioned  the  Board  of  Aidermen, 
June  6th,  to  discontinue  that  part  of  Tremont 
street  as  laid  out  by  the  city  in  I860,  and  said  peti- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets, 
who  on  the  13th  June  leported  the  usual  order  of 
notice,  assigning  the  following  Monday,  June  27, 
to  hear  all  persons  interested  therein.  No  one 
appearing  on  that  day,  the  subject  was  recommit- 
ted, it  being  understood  that  if  the  owner  of  the 
Griffith  estate  would  purchase  said  strip,  and  said 
Page  and  wife  release  and  quitclaim  all  their 
rights  in  the  same,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  would 
discontinue  and  sell.  Without  the  Page  release, 
the  land,  upon  discontinuance,  would  revert  to 
them.  Said  Page,  upon  the  30th  June,  did  release 
to  said  Joy  the  laud,  upon  the  payment  of  $115. 

The  Committee  on  Streets  then  submitted  an 
order  to  discontinue  and  sell  the  land  to  Mr.  Joy, 
upon  the  payment  of  $685,  which  would  make  the 
cost  to  him  the  "jih^  as  paid  by  the  city.    By  the 


act  of  discontinuance,  the  land  reverts  to  Page,  or 
bis  assignees,  and  the  City  Solicitor  expresses  the 
opinion  that  they  are  not  legally  obliged  to  pay 
the  city  for  it.  Mr.  Joy  stands  ready,  however,  to 
pay  the  amount  as  agreed  upon.  The  committee 
are  satisfied  that  the  citv  can  only  disp  se  of  the 
land  to  Mr.  Joy,  and  that  he  has  the  'egal  right  to 
use  it,  free  of  expense.  They  therefore  are  unani- 
mous in  recommending  that  the  order,  as  referred 
to  them,  should  pass. 

Mr.  -smith  of  Ward  10  moved  that  the  leport  be 
laid  on  the  table,  and  printed. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  opposed  the  motion,  stating 
that  it  was  not  important  enough  to  pay  for  the 
printing;  the  only  question  was  whether  the  city 
should  take  the  money  from  Mr.  Joy,  which  be 
was  uot  obl'ged  to  pay. 

Mr.  Temp.e  ;l  Ward  10  favored  the  printing, 
stating  that  he  was  unable  to  get  a  clear  idea  of 
the  subject  from  following  the  reading  of  the  re- 
port. 

After  farther  remarks*  in  which  Messrs.  Smith 
and  temple  a  ivoraue.l  the  printing,  and  Messrs. 
Kieli  of  Ward  8,  Poor  of  10,  Hull  of  Ward  4,  and 
Kogers  of  Ward  15  opposed  it,  the  motion  to 
print  was  losr. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  had  no  desire  to  prolong  the 
discussion,  and  although  the  sum  involved  was 
small,  the  principle  is  large  The  report  did  not  con- 
trovert his  statement  made  on  a  former  occasion, 
and  he  objecte  1  to  the  t  iking  of  the  land  as  hav- 
ing been  under  false  pretences,  and  was  never 
wanted  for  street  widening.  If  the  land  was  want- 
ed for  the  widening  in  the  first  instance,  it  was 
wanted  now,  and  it  snouid  notbe  discontinued.  Af- 
ter ha viDg  taken  it,  the  city  had  no  right  to  dis- 
continue it  for  the  sake  of  piecing  out  a  lot  for 
auother  person.  As  it  was  a  question  of  right  or 
wrong,  he  should  vote  against  the  order. 

Mr.  Poor  replied  that  it  was  not  their  province 
to  assign  motives  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
their  action  The  Board  have  the  entire  control  of 
such  matters,  and  it  is  presumed  had  good  reasons 
for  their  action.  After  Mr.  Joy  came  into  posses- 
sion of  the  Griffith  estate  and  had  settled  satisfac- 
tory with  Mr.  Page,  the  latter  put  in  a  petition 
for  a" discontinuance.  On  this  proposed  discontin- 
uance the  committee  reported  in  favor  of  it,  pro- 
vided all  parties  in  interest  sign  a  release.  -Mr. 
Page  sold  his  interest  for  $115.  As  the  matter  now 
stands,  the  land  would  revert  to  Mr.  Joy  without 
lis  paying  for  it,  and  the  only  question  is  whether 
the  city  will  take  $685  or  not.  The  transaction  is 
perfectly  fair. 

Mr.  Bishop  inquired  whether  the  land  could  no 
still  be  used  as  a  portion  of  the  street. 

Mr.  Poor  replied  that,  having  been  discontinued 
the  land  belongs  to  Mr.  Joy,  who  is  not  obliged  to 
pay  for  it,  except  as  he  proposes  to  do  so. 

The  report  was  aecepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7, 

The  orders  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  for  an  en- 
gine house  within  the  district  bounded  by  B  street, 
Fourth  street,  D  s'.reet  and  Seventh  street,  for  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $6000,  aim  for  a  loan  therefor 
(printed  City  Doc.  No.  03,  1870),  were  taken  from 
the  table  and  considered. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16  inquired  if  this  matter 
had  b^en  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  De- 
partment. 

Mr.  Tucker  "t  Ward  6  replied  that  this  present 
location  had  never  been  referred  to  them. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  stated  that  this  subject 
had  been  under  consideration  for  two  or  three 
years,  aud  after  having  been  reported  upon  by  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  the  present  year, 
was  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  members  of  the 
City  Council,  from  both  wards.  This  committee, 
after  several  meetings,  reported  the  orders  uuder 
consideration. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment wished  to  make  the  location  in  the  corner  of 
the  ward,  near  his  own  machine  shop.  He  under- 
stood that  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  had 
never  visited  the  locality,  but  left  the  question  to 
the  chairman.  If  the  chairman  on  the  part  of  this 
Branch  would  go  and  look  at  it,  he  would  be  will- 
ing to  leave  the  question  to  him.  He  had  not 
found  any  citizens  of  the  ward  in  favor  of  the 
location  proposed  by  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee, and  they  were  generally  in  favor  of  the  loca- 
tion proposed  by  the  special  committee. 

Mr.  Gray  said  he  had  no  feeling  in  this  matter,  and 
was  willing  to  leave  it  to  those  who  would  examine 
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it  carefully.  Its  proposed  location  was  at  a  fair 
anil  equal  distance  from  other  steamers,  and  in  a 
position  40  Ward  7  wheie  there  are  many  tene- 
ment houses,  and  where  the  people  believe  it 
should  be  located.  The  order  should  go  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  to  locate,  and  lie 
was  willing  to  add  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment to  give  their  judgment  in  the  case. 

Mr,  Kvan  of  Ward  1."  referred  to  a  similar  ease  in 
I8ii8  in  locating  a  hook  and  ladder  house  where  it, 
was  not  iii  a  proper  place, and  he  hoped  the  report 
would  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Fire 
I  department. 

Mr.  Gray  said  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  De- 
partment  had  made  a  report,  and  a  special  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  from  those  two  wards 
had  made  a  report,  and  it  was  for  the  Council  to 
decide  which  was  better. 

.Mr.  Tucker  said  it  was  true  the  Committee  re- 
ported in  favor  of  location  on  Bolton  street,  but 
this  location  was  a  new  one, and  had  never  beenre- 
feried  to  that  committee. 

Mr,  Bishop  said  the  special  committee  did  not 
fix  upon  a  location,  but  reported  upon  a  space  of 
some  forty  acres.  In  this  vicinity  many  new 
buildings  had  been  erected  during;  the  past  yea'-, 
and  many  more  arc  going'  up.  The  committee 
composed  of  members  for  those  wards  ought  to  be 
more  familiar  with  the  needs  of  the  people  than 
those  of  distant  sections  of  the  city,  and  were 
nine  out  of  ten  in  favor  of  it.  The  chairman  of 
Committee  on  Fire  Department  had  stated  that  it 
should  be  located  uear  his  shop  or  nowhere. 

After  further  remarks  by  Messrs.  (iray  and  Tuck- 
er, in  which  the  latter  stated  that  he  had  examined 
the  locality  proposed  by  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  motion  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Fire  Department,  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  17  to 
26, 

The  vote  was  taken  on  the  passage  of  the  order, 
which  'ailed  of  a  two-thirds  vote,  as  follows:

Mr.  O'Connor  moved  a  reconsideration,  which 
was  declared  to  be  carried  and  the  order  laid  on 
the  table,  when  the  Chair  slated   that  it  appeared 


by  the  records  a  reconsideration  had  once  been 
entertained  and  taken  place,  and  accordingly  all 
proceedings  under  the  last  vote  were  null  and  void. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  the  order  to 
lay  water  pipes  in  Border,  Sumner,  Lewis  and 
Marginal  streets,  at  an  expense  of  not  moie  than 
821,000  00.  (printed  City  Doc.  No.  92, 1870,)  was  tak- 
en from  the  table. 

J. r.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  substitute  the 
report  of  the  committee  for  that  of  the  Water 
Board.    Doe.  No.  79. 

Mr.  Poor  objected,  the  committee's  report  call- 
ing for  $75,000,  and  if  adopted  nothing  could  be 
done  under  it  the  present  year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sinitb  of  Ward  10,  the  order 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Donnelly  of  Ward  3  moved  to  take  up  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Free  .Markets  and 
refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  1 1  said  he  could  see  no  reason 
for  such  a  reference,  nor  propriety  in  it,  that  com- 
mittee having  no  money  by  which  rhey  could  pur- 
chase lands  or  build  markets. 

Mr.  Donnelly  stated  that  the  report  provides  in 
its  recommendations  that  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  select  one  or  more  sites  for  free  markets. 

Mr.  Donnelly  moved  as  an  amendment  an  order 
that  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  consider  aod 
report  upon  the  expediency  of  purchasing  one  or 
more  suitable  sites  for  the  purpose  of  the  erection 
of  free  market  houses. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  6,  the  order 
authorizing  the  payment  of  #1061  89,  the  expense 
incurred  in  repairing  Hook  and  Ladder  Carriage 
No.  3,  was  taken  up. 

Mr.  (iray  of  Ward  12  inquired  what  would  be  the 
price  of  a  new  hook  and  ladder  carriage? 

Mr.  Tucker  replied  that  the  committee  were 
satisfied  the  work  had  been  done,  which  was 
charged  for,  and  were  in  favor  of  the  payment  of 
the  bill,  although  they  believed  it  to  be  large;  with 
an  expenditure  of  $300  more  a  new  carriage  could 
have  been  bought,  and  it  would  be  much  cheaper 
to  build  a  new  one  than  to  pay  so  much  for  re- 
pairs. 

Mr.  Gray  said  he  had  had  occasion  to  inquire  the 
price  of  such  carriages  to  be  sent  South,  and  found 
that  a  purchase  could  be  made  for  §750. 

Mr.  Tucker  stated  that  the  price  paid  generally 
by  the  city  was  about  §1700  for  a  new  carriage. 

On  motion  of  Mr. O'Connor,  the  order  was  laid  on 
the  table.

REPORT  ON  RETURN  OK  VOTES. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  committee  appoint- 
ed to  examine  the  returns  of  votes  east  on  Tuesday 
for  State  officers,  &c.,  made  a  report  tnat  the  re- 
turns appear  to  be  properly  made,  and  the  results 
are  correctly  recorded  in  the  book  k<  pt  for  that 
purpose.  In  accordance  with  a  request  by  the 
requisite  number  of  voters  in  the  Second  Senato- 
rial District,  the  committee  carefully  re-counted 
the  ballots  cast  lor  Senator  in  said  district,  and 
this  result  is  recorded  as  the  correct  one  in  the 
book  aforesaid.  The  re-count  did  not  change  the 
result  as  recorded. 

The  committee  report  that  the  whole  number  of 
ballots  cast  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  the  act 
in  relation  to  a  public  park,  was  9233.  The  who'p 
number  of  ballots  cast  against  such  acceptance, 
was  5916.  Two-thirds  of  all  the  ballots  cast  not 
having  been  in  favor  of  said  act,  it  has  accordingly 
been  rejected. 

From  the  returns  of  votes  cast  in  ihis  city,  and 
in  Chelsea,  North  Chelsea  and  Winthrop  it  appears 
that  Thomas  F.  Temple,  having  a  plurality  of 
votes,  has  been  duly  elected  Register  of  Deeds  for 
the  county  of  Suffolk  for  three  years  from  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January  next. 

The  committee  report  that  they  have  received, 
through  the  City  Clerk,  applications  signed  in  the 
proper  form  for  a  re-count  of  the  ballots  cast  for 
Representatives  in  Wards  4,  5  and  10.  They  there- 
fore ask  lor  further  time  in  which  to  report  on  the 
election  of  Representatives!

There  was  i  aeeei 
sity  for  more  accommodations  for  the  poor,  and 
with  the  saving'  of  ornamentation,  in  gutters, 
incidentals,  &e.,  such  a  building  as  is  required 
could  be  elected  at  a  coot  of  *225,0<ii). 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  whv  a  building  in 
this  neighborhood,  known  as  the  Charily  Bureau, 
pui  up  a  hall  dozen  years  ago,  and  not  hail  occu- 
pied, could  not  be  used  as  a  home  for  the  poor,  lie 
supposed  this  to  be  one  of  the  city  elephants,  and 
would  like  to  know  why  the  surplus  room  in  such 
a  building,  erected  for  this  very  purpose,  could 
not  be  occupied,  without  the  necessity  of  a  new 
building.  He  was  opposed  to  piling  up  1  ricks  and 
mortal  uselessly,  and  if  this  building  could  not  be 
occupieii  as  designed,  it  should  be  occupied  for 
other  purposes,  as  an  armory,  engine  house,  or  the 
like. 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  the  building  in 
question  was  not  adapted  to  the  uses  proposed, 
nor  was  it  a  good  location  for  a  house  for  the 
poor.  The  construction  of  the  building  was  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  now  occupied,  and 
if  it  was  not  all  in  use,  it  could  not  ce  fitted  fortbe 
purpose  proposed.  The  almshouse  was  now  crowd- 
ed, having  no  proper  rooms  tor  the  inmates  to 
sleep  in;  there  are  now  275,  and  fast  tilling  up,: as 
it  must  be  at  this  season,  it  will  require  two  years 
for  the  completion  of  the  building,  and  absolute 
necessity  requires  that  measures  be  taken  to  meet 
tins  waut  as  soon  as  possible.  The  poor  wc  have 
always  with  us, and  we  should  not  hesitate  to  take 
proper  care  of  them. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  in  the  remark  that 
the  poor  must  be  provided  for.  and  if  a  new  build- 
ing- must  be  put  up  it  was  necessary  to  set  about 
it.  This  time  of  year,  however,  be  said,  wa?  not  a 
proper  time  to  do  the  work. 

Alderman  Pratt  referred  to  the  fact  of  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  almshouse,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  maintaining  the  line  between  criminals 
and'pnupers,  when  both  classes  are  located  in  the 
same  building.  It  was  difficult  for  visitors  to  the 
.island  to  see  the  line  of  distinction.

EVENING  DRAWING   SCHOOLS. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  order  of  the  School  Committee  re- 
questing the  City  C  -unci!  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion for  evening  drawing  schools,  submitted  the 
following  report: 

By  the  first  section  of  the  thirty-eighth  chapter 
ol  the  General  Statutes,  it  is  provided  that  draw- 
ing, and  certain  other  branches  of  learning,  shall 
be  taught  in  all  the  pubiic  schools  in  which  the 
School  Committee  deem  it  expedient.  The  two 
hundred  and  forty-eighth  chapter  of  the  acts  of 
the  present  year,  amended  the  section  to  include 
drawing  among  those  branches  which  are  requir- 
ed to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools. 

The  City  Solicitor,  in  a  written  opinion  upon  the 
subject,  states  that  the  law  does  not  require  any 
new  schools  to  be  established  for  drawing,  either 
for  day  or  evening,  and  that  the  whole  subject  iof 
evening  schools  rests  in  the  direction  of  the  City 
Council. 

In  the  annual  appropriation  for  High  and  Gram- 
mar Schools,  for  the  financial  year  1870-71,  the  sum 
of  .|5000  was  included  for  instruction  in  drawing. 
The  additional  appropriation  is  requested  m  order 
to  furnish  accommodations  for  about  three  hun- 
dred pupils  in  three  different  parts  of  the  ciiy,  and 
the  necessary  drawing  tables  and  lights. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  of  the 
School  Committee  on  Drawing,  states,  in  a  com- 
munication on  the  subject,  that  "these  schools 
will  not  be  in  aDy  way  like  the  regular  evening 
schools,  as  they  are  for  adults,  the  puDils  being 
mostly  teachers  in  our  schools,  and  foremen  and 
master  mechanics." 

As  the  establishment  of  these  schools  would  be. 
to  some  extent  an  experiment,  the  committee  do 
not  deem  it  expedient  to  authorize  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  large  sum  of  money  in  furnishing  accom- 
modations until  success  has  been  demonstrated  by 
the  trial  on  a  limited  scale. 

The  committee  would  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
der:. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings ue  authorized  to  provide  suitable  rooms,  with 
the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  evening  drawing  schools,  at  an 
expense  not  exceeding  $2500 ;  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Grammar  Schools,  Public  Build- 
ings.

The  construction  of  the  building  wad  for 
tbe  purposes  for  which  it  was  now  occupied,  and 
if  it  was  not  ali  in  use,  it  could  not  be  fitted  for  the 
purpose  proposed.  The  almshouse  was  now  crowd- 
ed, having  no  proper  rooms  for  tbe  inmates  to 
Sleep  in;  there  are  now  275,  and  fast  rilling  up,  an 
it  must  be  at  this  season,  it  will  require  two  years 
for  the  completion  of  the  building,  and  absolute 
necessity  requires  that  measures  be  taken  to  meet 
this  want  as  soon  as  possible.  Tbe  poor  wc  have 
always  with  us,  and  we  should  not  hesitate  to  take 
proper  care  of  them. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  in  the  remark  that 
the  poor  must  be  provided  for.  and  if  a  new  build- 
ing must  De  put  up  it  was  necessary  to  set  about 
it.  This  time  of  year,  however,  be  said,  was  not  a 
proper  time  to  do  the  work. 

Alderman  Pratt  referred  to  the  fact  of  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  almshouse,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  maintaining  the  line  between  criminals 
and  paupers,  when  both  classes  are  located  in  the 
same  building.

EVENllrti  DRAWING   SCHOOLS. 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  order  of  the  school  Committee  re- 
questing the  City  C-uncil  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion for  evening  drawing  schools,  submitted  the 
following  report: 

By  the  first  section  of  the  thirty-eighth  chapter 
oi  the  General  Statutes,,  it  is  provided  that  draw- 
ing, and  certain  other  branches  of  learning,  shall 
be  taught  in  all  the  pubiic  schools  in  which  the 
School  Committee  deem  it  expedient.  The  two 
hundred  and  forty-eighth  chapter  of  the  acts  of 
the  present  year,  amended  the  section  to  include 
drawing  among  those  branches  which  are  requir- 
ed to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools. 

The  City  Solicitor,  in  a  written  opinion  upon  the 
subject,  states  that  the  law  does  not  require  any 
new  schools  to  be  established  for  drawing,  either 
for  day  or  evening,  and  that  the  whole  subject  iof 
evening  schools  rests  in  the  direction  of  the  City 
Council. 

In  the  annual  appropriation  for  High  and  Gram- 
mar Schools,  for  the  financial  year  1870-71,  the  sum 
of  ,i?5000  was  included  for  instruction  in  drawing. 
The  additional  appropriation  is  requested  m  order 
to  furnish  accommodations  for  about  three  hun- 
dred pupils  in  three  different  parts  of  the  ciiy, and 
the  necessary  drawing  tables  and  lights. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  of  the 
School  Committee  on  Drawing,  states,  in  a  com- 
munication on  the  subject,  that  "these  schools 
will  not  be  in  aDy  way  like  the  regular  evening 
schools,  as  they  are  for  adults,  thepuDils  being 
mostly  teachers  in  our  schools,  and  foremen  and 
master  mechanics." 

As  the  establishment  of  these  schools  would  be 
to  some  extent  an  experiment,  the  committee  do 
not  deem  it  expedient  to  authorize  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  large  sum  of  money  in  furnishing  accom- 
modations until  success  hasbepn  demonstrated  by 
the  trial  on  a  limited  scale. 

The  committee  would  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
der:. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings ue  authorized  to  provide  suitable  rooms,  with 
the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  evening  drawing  schools,  at  an 
expense  not  exceeding  $2500;  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Grammar  Schools,  Public  Build- 
ings. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  read 
once.

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin,  the  special  as- 
signment, the  report  and  order  for  the  erection  of 
a  Soldiers'  Monument,  were  taken  up,  when  he 
moved  a  further  postponement  for  two  weeks 

Alderman  Talbot  inquired  whether  such  details 
of  estimates  would  be  presented  as  would  enable 
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the  Board  to  determine  with  some  certainty  as  to 
the  cost  of  the  proposed  monument,  otherwise 
lie  should  be  obliged  to  move  a  further  post- 
iionement.  He  did  not  wish  to  begin  a  monument 
to  cost  $75,000  and  tind  it  to  much  exceed  that 
amount. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that  it  was  designed 
to  have  all  the  particulars  with  regard  to  the  ex- 
pense to  enable  the  members  of  the  Board  to  act 
intelligently. 

The  motion  to  postpone  was  carried. 

OPENING  TIIK  PUBLIC  LIBMARY  ON  SUNDAYS. 

On  motion  o£  Alderman  Jacobs,  the  report  in 
favor  of  opening  the  Public  Library  on  Sundays, 
by  petitioning  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  do 
so,  was  taken  trom  the  table. 

Alderman  Cowdin  wished  to  know  if  in  the  pas- 
sage of  the  order,  there  was  any  implied  obliga- 
tion to  open  the  Library  on  Sundays;  if  there  was 
not,  he  would  vote  tor  it.  As  he  understood  the 
order,  it  was  simply  requesting  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  power  to 
open  the  1'ublic  Library  on  Sunday,  hereafter, 
the  City  Council  would  decide  upon  exercising 
that  power. 

Alderman  Jacobs  stated  that  the  design  of  the 
order  was  simply  to  obtaiu  the  authority  to  open 
the  library  on  Sundays,  anil  the  Board  was  not 
now  called  to  act  on  the  merits  of  the  question. 
When  such  authority  is  obtained,  then  the  matter 
would  come  before  the  City  Government  on  its 
merits.  His  own  opinion  was  in  favor  of  the  pro- 
posed measure,  as  there  were  large  classes  in  the 
community  who  could  not  afford  the  lime  to  visit 
the  library  except  on  Sunday.  As  to  the  desecra- 
tion of  the  sabbath  by  opening  the  library  on  Sun- 
day, he  did  not  esteem  any  day  too  sacred  for  the 
acquisition  of  Knowledge* 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
form  in  which  this  question  presents  itself,  ic  was 
first  presented  to  the  (Jiiy  Council  six  years  ago, 
aud  its  friends  bad  pressed  id  with  a  pertinacity 
which  for  any  other  object  would  have  been  com- 
mendable, ihej failed  of  the  object  which  they 
had  in  view,  and  were  in  a  dead  minority  in  the 
community.  There  is  a  class  of  people  in  the  city 
who  are  opposed  to  any  such  measure.  He  was 
aware  of  all  the  arguments  which  are  used  on  one 
side  and  the  other  in  regard  to  Sabbath  observ- 
ances, the  Jewish  Sabbath  and  the  Christian  Sab- 
bath, and  whether  the  day  was  to  be  regarded  as 
sacred  or  was  looked  upon  as  a  superstitious  ob- 
servance, and  lie  did  not  wish  now  to  go  into  the 
merits  of  the  question. 

There  was  a  large  portion  of  the  community  op- 
posed to  the  desecration  of  the  Sabbath  and  he 
knew  well  what  he  said,  in  remarking  that  this 
opening  of  the  1'ublic  Library  on  Sunday  was  based 
on  an  antagonism  to  all  sabbath  observances. 
There  was  a  great  amount  of  belief  in  a  material 
nature  alone,  that  this  world  was  the  end  of  all 
existence;  yet  there. are  those  who  consider  the 
question  in  relation  to  the  morals  of  the  commu- 


public    morals   and 

reference  to  the  man- 
canie   up,  that  unless 


nitv,  and  their  obligations  to  the  great  Lawgiver, 
froin  whom  they  derive  their  existence. 

In  his  view  the  passing  of  the  or  ler  would  be 
crowding  the  question,  and  he  contended  that 
thev  had  no  right  to  take  this  extreme  step  in  tin- 
case.  Ihe  least  they  could  do  was  to  submit  it  to 
the  people,  and  not  to  take  a  snap  judgment  in  the 
matter.  They  were  not  elected  on  this  issue,  and 
they  could  not  speak  for  the  people  ou  a  question 
beyond  their  powers  in  acting  for  them,  should 
it  be  referred  to  the  people,  they  would  see  a  pro- 
test which  would  surprise  thtui.  Ihe  meal 
proposed  was  against  the 
against  the  public  good. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said,  in 
ner  in  which    the    question 

they  petitioned  the  Legislature  for  authority  to 
open  the  Library  on  Sundays  they  must  give  the 
petitioners  leave  to  withdraw,  lie  was  not  cer- 
tain that  he  should  vote  for  opening  the  Library, 
and  thought  he  should  vote  against  it,  but  he  couiu 
see  no  harm  in  petitioning  for  this  authority. 
With  such  a  power,  let  the  Board  hereafter  act  up- 
on their  own  responsibility  in  the  matter. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  tliese  petitions  were  not 
from  the  people.  He  remembered  from  whence 
they  came.  Ihe  very  roan,  who,  as  a  member  ol 
the  Board,  gave  the  petitioners  leave  to  withdraw . 
now  tomes  to  the  Board  at  the  head  ot  petitions, 
and  urges  others  to  ask  this  Hoard  to  do  what  he 
would  uot  do  himself. 

Alderman  Jacobs  stated  that  there  were  a  num- 
ber of  petitions  presented,  and  if  they  W3re  not  le- 
gitimately before  them,  he  did  not  know  when 
they  could  be.  As  to  ascertaining  the  wishes  of 
the  people,  the  committee  gave  several  hearings, 
which  were  fully  attended,  and  the  evidence  ap- 
peared to  be  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  opening 
the  library  oh  Sundays. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  there  was  a  certain  clique 
who  urged  this  measure  in  1804,  and  he  saw  some 
of  the  same  persons  in  the  committee  room  on  the 
hearing. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  there  were  quite  a  num- 
ber of  persons  who  appeared  before  the  commit- 
tee, and  there  was  no  evideuce  that  it  was  one 
man  alone  who  got  up  the  petition,  nor  that  the 
petitioners  were  influenced  by  one  man. 

Alderman  Pratt  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
parties  sought  to  blind  the  committee  as  to  their 
objects. 

The  order  appended  to  the  report  was  passed,  as 
follows,  by  a  vote  of  10  to  2 : 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  Legislature,  at  its  next  session,  for 
authority  to  open  the  Public  Library,  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  any  branches  thereof,  for  the  use  of  cit- 
izens on  Sundays.

HOME   FOR  THE  POOR. 

The  report  and  order  to  procure  and  submit  to 
the  City  Council  plans  and  estimates  for  a  Home 
for  the  Poor,  to  be  located  at  Deer  Island,  the  ex- 
pense of  said  home  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  being  under  con- 
sideration, 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  that  the  report 
be  laid  on  the  table  and  printed.    Lost. 

Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward  11  moved  a  suspension  ef 
the  rules  for  the  second  reading  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  inquired  if  there  was  not  an 
island  in  the  harbor  which  could  be  bought  for 
$40,000  or  §50,000,  including  buildings  upon  it. 
which  would  answer  for  an  almshouse,  without 
the  large  expenditure  contemplated. 

Mr.  Halle  f  Ward  1  said  the  city  might  buy  an 
island  for  §40,000  or  §50,000,  and  half  a  million  of 
dollars  be  required  to  run  it.  As  it  was  a  measure 
of  necessity  to  furnish  additional  accommodations 
for  the  poor,  and  the  order  being  simply  relative 
to  procuring  plans  and  estimates,  it  was  proper 
that  it  should  be  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Wells  stated  that  a  committee  of  the  City 
Council  last  year  visited  this  island  and  were  sat- 
isfied with  the  suitableness  of  the  buildings  for 
the  uses  of  an  almshouse.  The  buildings  could 
not  be  put  up  for  §250,000,  the  wharfage  was  good 
a  boat  could  run  from  Deer  island  to  Kainst'ord  in 
half  an  hour,  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse  could 
be  placed  there,  and  a  building  for  a  new  institu- 
tion could  be  saved. 

Mr.  Hall  inquired  whether  the  hull- lings  were  in 
their  present  condition  tit  for  use. 

Mr.  Wells  replied  that  they  were  as  well  fitted 
as  any  were  on  Deer  Island.  With  a  little  altera- 
tion they  would  be  as  comfortable  as  his  own 
house  was. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  carried 
and  the  order  was  passed. 


The  report  recommending;  the  election  of  Hrad- 
ley  N.  Cumings  as  a  Director  for  Public  Institu- 
tions, in  place  of  Wm.  G.  Karris,  resigned,  was 
accepted 

The  certificate  of  the  election  of  Bradley  N. 
Cumings  as  a  Director  for  Public  Institutions  com- 
ing up,  the. Council  proceeded  to  an  election,  when 
Mr.  Cumings  was  chosen,  in  concurrence,  by  a 
vote  of  47  to  1  each  for  two  other  persons. 

The  report  and  orders  for  the  erection  of  a 
primary  schoolhouse  on  the  city  lot  adjoining  the 
Shurtlett"  Schoolhouse,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing §36,000,  and  for  a  loan  therefor,  being  consid- 
ered on  a  motion  lor  suspension  of  the  rules,  for 
its  final  passage. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  opposed  ibe  motion,  and 
called  for  information  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Gray  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  schoolhouse 
was  neede  1,  the  city  owned  the  land,  estimates 
could  be  made  at  a  lower  rate  now  than  a  few 
months  hence,  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
had  urged  upon  him  the  necessity  of  the  passage 
of  the  orders  that  the  building  may  be  erected  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Poor  stated  that  his  objection  was  from  1g 
norance  on  the  subject,  and  he  wished  to  have  the 
matter  lie  over  for  consideration. 

Messrs.  Hull  cf  Ward  4  and  Moulton  of  Ward  9 
also  asked  for  delay.

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  1  believed  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  to  be  in  the  main  correct,  and  that  a  motion 
to  lay  a  reconsideration  on  the  table  was  right 
and  proper. 

Mr.  Temple  said  he  would  agree  with  the  gentle- 
man provided  his  statement  of  facts  was  correct. 
In  his  understanding  of  the  matter,  the  motion 
was  to  reconsider,  upon  which  no  action  was 
taken,  the  mover  stating  what  he  should  do  should 
the  reconsideration  prevail. 

Statements  were  made  by  several  members  as  to 
their  understanding  of  the"  vote,  and  to  relieve  the 
question  of  embarrassment,  Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5 
moved  to  reconsider  the  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table. 

The  Chair  restated  the  position  of  the  question, 
and  an  adherence  to  the  decision  made,  and  the 
question  being  put  on  reconsideration,  it  was  car- 
ried. 

Mr.  Hall  now  moved  that  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  raised  a  question  of  order, 
that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  being  recon- 
sidered, the  questiou  was  upon  laying  the  motion 
to  reconsider  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  stated  that  in  this  case,  as  in  that  of 
the  original  mover,  it  was  competent  for  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  to  move  to  lay  a  motion  for  re- 
consideration on  the  table,  an  I  "that  wheu  on  the 
table  it  could  be  taken  up  at  any  time. 
The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried. 
The  report  and  orders  concerning  the  Dorches- 
ter Trust  Funds  were  read  once. 

The  amendment  to  order  concerning  the  expedi- 
ency of  purchasing  sites  for  free  markets — by  in- 
serting after  the  word  "purchasing;,"  the  words 
"or  providing,"  was  concurred  in. 


OPENING    OF    THE    PUBLIC    LIHKARY    ON  SUNDAYS. 

The  report  and  order  that  the  Major  he  request- 
ed to  petition  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  open 
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the  Public  Library  or  any  branches  thereof  on  Sun- 
days, (printed  City  Doc.  No.  97,  1870.)  were  con- 
sidered, and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward 
11,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered  on  its  pas- 
sage. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11  objected  to  the  passage  of 
the  order,  as  placing  the  City  Council  in  a  false 
position.  The  Legislature  ha  I  had  this  question 
before  it,  and  had  decided  against  it.  If  any 
citizen  is  not  satisfied  with  what  has  been  done, 
he  can  go  to  the  Legislature  for  further  action; 
but  if  the  question  goes,  there  in  this  shape,  it  goes 
under  a  bias.  If  the  citizen  chooses  to  petition 
the  Legislature  in  tbe  matter,  he  hid  no  objection 
to  his  doing  so,  and  was  willing  that  the  Leg\sla- 
ture  should  act  as  it  may  seem  tit.  By  passing  the 
order  it  would  prejudge  the  measure,  and  it  would 
be  looked  upon  as  the  deliberate  opinion  of  the 
City  Council  that  the  Public  Library  should  be 
opened  on  Sundays.  He  did  not  wish  any  such 
inference  to  be  obtained  in  that  way,  and  hoped 
the  order  would  not  pass.

suitable  measures  to  provide  for  the  (.ublic  safety 
and  convenience.  Accepted,  and  the  petition  was 
so  referred. 

a  Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  relating  to 
the  removal  or  alteration  of  dangerous  buildings 
on  Church  street  and  Winchester  street,  made  a 
report,  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying orders : 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  this  Board  that  a  portion 
ot  the  wall  of  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Church 
and  Winchester  streets  is  a  nuisance  to  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  dangerous;  it  is  hereby 

ordered,  That  the  owner  of  said  building  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  take  down  that  portion  of 
the  wall  of  said  building  which  abuts  on  Winches- 
ter street,  within  seven  days  from  the  date  hereof, 
and  upon  his  refusal  or  neglect  so  to  do,  the  Thief 
ot  Police  is  hereby  directed  to  enter  upon  said  es- 
tate and  take  down  and  remove  said  wall  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner. 


Whereas  It  appears  to  this  Board  that  a  portion 
of  the  wall  of  the  building  on  estate  numbered  31 
Winchester  street  is  a  nuisance  to  the  neighbor- 
hood and  dangerous;  it  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  owner  of  the  sail  building  be 
and  be  is  hereby  directed  to  take  down  tnat  por- 
tion of  the  wait  of  said  building  which  abuts  on 
Winchester  street,  wilhin  seven  days  from  the 
date  hereof,  and  upon  his  refusal  or  neglect  so  to 
do,  the  Chief  ol  Police  is  hereby  directed  to  enter 
upon  said  estate  and  take  down  aud  remove  said 
wall  at  the  expense  oi  the  owner. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  orders  were 
passed. 

EAST    BOSTON  FEBltY  LANDIX.J. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Fast 
Boston  Ferries,  who  weie  instructed  to  consider 
the  expe  lieucy  of  providing  a  suitable  landing  for 
ioafcs  on  the  Fast  iloston  J"crry  line  at  some  point 
on  Atlantic  avenue,  in  the  vicinity  of  Long  wharf, 
aud  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions  ot  A.  G. 
Adams  and  many  others,  that  a  terry  slip  be  loca- 
ted on  Atlantic  avenue,  submitted  the  following 
report: 

The  desirableness  of  establishing  one  landing 
place  for  the  Fast  Boston  Ferry  boats  nearer  t;:e 
business  centre  of  the  city  proper  is  too  apparent 
to  need  any  argument  in  its  support. 

The  only  question  to  be  considered  is,  whether 
proper  accommodations  can  be  obtained  in  some 
locality  near  the  foot  of  state  street,  without  in- 
volving an  expense  beyond  the  benefit  to  he  de- 
sired. The  present  is  undoubtedly  the  most  favor- 
able time  for  the  consideration  ot  this  subject,  on 
account  of  the  construction  of  Atlantic  avenue, 
whereby  important  changes  are  made  in  the  use 
of  a  large  amount  of  property  between  India  wharf 
and  Lewis  wharf. 

In  selecting  a  location  for  the  establishment  of  a 
ferry  landing,  the  committee  naturally  gave  their 
attention  first  to  the  property  lying  between  Com- 
mercial wharf  aud  Long  wharl.  Taking  the  T 
wharf  property  as  the  basis,  the  entrance  to  the 
ferry  slips  would  be  from  a  nroad  avenue  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  State  street,  opposite  the 
easterly  end  of  FaneUil  Hall  .Market,  and  in  the 
commercial  centre  of  the  harbor.  It  would  be  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  nearer  the  Custom  House  than 
me  nearer  present  landing. 

The  ti.lal  currents  at  the  point  where  the  boats 
would  enter  the  slips  have  less  force  than  at  any 
other  point  in  the  harbor,  and  when  the  contem- 
plated improvements  on  the  first  section  of  the 
.south  Boston  liars  aie  completed,  the  force  of  the 
flood  and  ebb  tiles  will  be  still  further  reduced, 
[he  projection  of  Long  wharf  and  Commercial 
wharf  to  the  commissioners' line  on  either  side, 
would  serve  to  shelter  a  landing  at  this  point  from 
tne  violence  of  northeast  and  southeast  gales 
through  the  winter. 

fhe  lower  part  of  T  wharf  is  composed  of  what 
is  called  "cob  work  '  which  can  be  removed  at 
very  little  expense.  The  area,  however,  covered  by 
this  structure  is  not  sufficient  to  furnish  two  slips 
for  the  ferry  boats;  and  it  appears  from  the  state- 
ment of  the  Assistant  City  Solicitor,  appended 
hereto,  that  there  are  restrictions  from  the  ad- 
joining fiats  which  prevent  their  occupation  by  the 
owner  of  1  wharl,  under  the  present  title.  The 
city  would  therefore  secure  by  the  purchase  of 
this  property  the  unrestricted  use  of  only  so  much 
as  the  present  wharf  structure  covers.  '  For  this 
the  sum  of  four  Hundred  and  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars is  asked  by  the  proprietors. 

Under  the  circ.  instances,  the  only  course  ap- 
pears to  be  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  author- 
ity to  take,  sufficient  property  to  furnish  a  suitable 
terry  landing  in  this  vicinity. 

When  the  new  landing  is  established,  the  pres- 
ent landing  at  Eastern  avenue  can  be  sold  for 
wharf  purposes,  for  a  sum  that  will  cover  a  large 
portion  of  the  expense  attending  the  change.  The 
committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  General  Court,  at  its  next  session, 
for  authority  to  purchase  or  otherwise  take  lauds, 
flats,  deck's  or  wharves  lying  easterly  of  Atlantic 
avenue  and  between  Commercial  wharf  and  India 
wharf,  for  the  purpose  of  a  landing  for  the  East 
Boston  Ferry  boats.

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North  of  I  wharf  tuey  own  the  fee  in  the  flats  for 
the  width  of  thirty  feet,  but  have  do  power  to  place 
any  wharf  or  incumbrance  over  them,  in  tins 
thirty  feet  they  have  an  exclusive  right  of  anchor- 
age. Bejfond  i. lis  thirty  feet  there  is  a  common 
highway  eighty  feel  wide,  In  wnlch  the  proprietors 
oi  i  wharl  have  a  right  of  passage  in  common  with 
C(  11  ain  other  parties. 

s<  11  Mi  ol  T  wharf  and  east  of  Atlantic  avenue 
the  dock  between  Long  and  T  wharves  is  divided 
(under  an  agreement  between  tbe  abutting  parties 
in  ls.il )  by  a  iiue  distant  eighty-fivi  feet  six  inches 
porch  from  the  south  trout  of  stores  on  the  wester- 
ly end  of  Long  wharf  and  tuunirg  east  to  the 
northwett  corner  if  the  head  of  Loug  wharf. 
from  Atlantic  avenue  to  a  point  on  this  line  one 
hun  !r>d  feet  w.'st  of  this  corner.  T  wharf  is 
bound,  to  contribute  to  the  common  passageway 
as  wide  a  proportion  of  its  fiats  north  of  this  line, 
not  less  however  than  twenty-nine  feet,  as  Long 
wharf  has  contributed  south  of  the  line,  say  front 
thirty  to  thirty-live  fe<  t. 

As  far  as  the  agreement  with  Long  wharf  is 
concerned,  and  wuh  the  consent  of  the  Harbor 
Commissioners,  T  wharf  may  till  the  space  now 
open  southerly,  between  the  wharf  to  this  line, 
running  from  ten  to  forty  feet  in  width.  This 
right,  however,  ceases  at  the  already  mentioned 
point  on  the  hue,  ldO  l'eet  west  of  the  northwest 
corner  of  Long  w  harf,  and  thereafter  easterly  ,o 
the  end  of  T  wharf,  a  distance  of  over  .'500  feet, 
a  common  passage  way  100  i'eet  wide,  be- 
ing the  entire  distance  between  the  wham  s, 
is  established,  each  party  having  the  right 
to  berths  for  vessels  in  it  nit  i;g  their  re- 
spective wharves,  but  neither  W  ii  g  able  to  fill  or 
obstruct  it.

That  the  Committee  on  Bridges  he  au- 
thorized to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2200  in 
payment  ot  bills  for  extra  work  on  Winthrop 
Bridge;  said  sum  to  be  charged  io  the  appropria- 
tion lor  Bridges. 

Alderman  Hawes  stated  in  explanation  of  the 
above,  that  when  the  covering  was  removed  from 
the  bridge,  it  appeared  to  be  more  decayed  than 
was  anticipated,  and  there  was  an  additional  cost 
of  .$1092  lor  timber,  and  $9i'6  87  for  carpenter's 
bills,  and  small  sums  for  fixing  the  roadwav.  It 
was  impossible  to  nave  ascertained  che  additional 
cost  when  the  survey  was  made. 

Aldermen  Cowdih  and  Gibson  made  similar 
statements  in  regard  to  the  difficulty  of  ascertain- 
ing the  condition  of  the  bridge  before  uncovering 
it,  and  of  thenecessity  for  an  increased  expense. 

The  order  was  passed. 

PUBLIC  PAKK. 

Alnerman  Talbot  offered  the  following  orders: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  General  Court  at  its  next  session 
for  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the  purchase 
or  taking  of  lands  for  public  parks  in  Boston  or 
the  immediate  vicinity. 

Orde.ed,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  Alex- 
ander II.  Kiee,  Win.  Gascon,  B.  W.  Harris,  A.  W. 
Giles,  Jarvis  D.  Braman,  P.  A.  Collins,  Henry  6. 
Washburn  and  John  P.  Healey  be  requested  to" act 
as  commissioners  to  prepare  the  draft  of  a  bill  to 
be  submitted  by  the  City  Council  to  the  next  Leg- 
islature, authorizing  the  city  of  Boston  to  pur- 
chase or  take  and  lay-out  lands  for  one  or  more 
public  parks. 

Aldeiman  Talbct  said  he  had  not  consulted  with 
any  of  tbe  gentlemen  whose  names  were  placed  in 
the  above  order.  He  had  supposed  at  lirst  that 
five  persons  would  be  enough,  but  on  reflection 
bad.  determined  to  make  the  number  eight— one 
each  from  East  Boston,  South  Boston,  Highlands 
and  Dorchester  sections,  n.d  the  othtrs  trotn  the 
central  portion  el  the  citv.  V7it)h  a  bill  prenaied 
under  the  direction  of  such  gentlemen,  whose 
thought  and  attention  would  I  c  given  to  the  sub- 
ject, he  trusted  that  it  would  be  such  as  would  se- 
cure the  approbation  of  citizens  of  all  sections  of 
the  city.  lie  supposed  they  would  be  glad  to  pie- 
pare  siich  a  bill  and  would  render  the  city  the  ser- 
vice without  compensation,  esteeming  the  tuist  as 
an  honorable  ore. 
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Alderman  Tierce  =aid  lie  hoped  the  orders 
wou'.d  pass.  It  was  desirable  that  a  public  park 
should  be  had,  and  had  under  a  bill  with  such 
conditions  as  would  be  acceptable  by  all  citizens 
and  taxpayers.  Such  a  bill  he  doubted  not  could 
be  prepared  by  the  gentlemen  named,  with  such 
features  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  public,  and 
properly  gua;d  its  rurhts.  With  lefcrence  to  the 
bill  which  had  been  rejected  by  the  people,  he 
-a i. I  a  request  was  made  to  the  Legislatuic  for  a 
lull  for  .i  public  pas  u,  and  tiis  Committee  on  Leg- 
islative Business  ware  dirt  ete.l  to  procure  the 
passage  of  a  bill.  'that  committee  appeared  be- 
faie  toe  Legislative  committee  and  presented  the 
draft  of  a  bill.  Other  parties  also  appeared  before 
that  committee  on  the  subject. 

When  a  bill  was  reported,  the  Committee 
on  Legislative  Business  was  not  consulted 
as  to  its  provisions,  to  which  he  wished 
co  call  attention.  The  people  by  their  vote 
have  expressed  a  desire  for  a  public  park,  ha 
not  an  approval  of  the  bill  submitted.  He  had 
never  seen  in  any  newspaper  an  analysis  of  fiat 
hill  nor  a  discussion  of  its  provisions,  and  no  citi- 
zen, however  anxious  to  have  a  public  park,  with  a 
des.re  to  protect  the  taxpayers  could  ever  consent 
to  its  acceptance.  As  an  Alderman  and  a  citizen,, 
with  an  oath  ol  office  upon  him,  be  could  not  im- 
pose BUCta  a  bill  upon  the  taxpayers 

Alderman  Pierce  read  some  of  the  provisions  of 
the  bill,  comprising  the  appointment  of  nine  com- 
missi" mers,  four  by  the  Governor,  and  four  by  the 
City  Council,  with  the  Mayor  ex  officio,  the  com- 
missioners to  be  elected  for  four  years.  Under 
section  3,  whatever  action  the  majority  of  these 
commissioners  might  pursue  in  reference  to  tak- 
ing land.,  would  be  iinal  and  binding  upon  the 
city.  This  was  putting  into  the  hands  of  five  men 
a  power  from  which  there  was  no  appeal.  Under 
section  4,  there  was  the  extraordinary  and  anoma- 
lous power  that  the  majority  of  the  Board  might 
locate  land  for  a  park  far  or  near,  without  auy 
limit  as  to  time  or  amoun  of  the  land  so  located, 
anil  the  city  was  to  be  held  liable  lor  all  the  pur- 
chases and  for  all  costs  and  expenses  of  such  loca- 
tions. 

The  power  to  take,  where  to  take,  the  anioun1".  to. 
be  taken, as  final  and  irrevocable  with  the  commis- 
sioners. Over  them  there  is  no  control,  from  them 
there  is  no  appeal.  No  suet)  sweeping  and  arbi- 
trary power  over  the  property  of  citizens  should 
be  conferred  upon  a  body  of  nine  men,  or,  practi- 
cally, upon  five  men,  as  a  majority  are  to  decide, 
by  any  free  government.  In  its  arbitrary  charac- 
ter it  is  worthy  of  a  despotism. 

These  were  the  extraordinary  powers  given  to 
the  commissioners,  without  consultation  with  the 
City  Council  or  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  No  such 
grave  powers  are  conferred  upon  any  body  of  men 
;is  were  to  be  conferred  upon  these  nine  gentle- 
men; they  were  to  have  authority  to  make  all 
police  rules  and  regulations,  and  the  city  was  to 
have  no  power  in  the  matter  except  to  pay  bills 
aud  take  all  the  lands  these  commissioners  should 
say  they  must  pay  for.  While  there  were  no  re- 
strictions upon  the  commissioners  inside  the  city, 
outside  of  its  limits  their  powers  were  curtailed. 

The  commissioners  were  empowered  to  improve 
any  park  or  parks ;  to  pass  ordinances  for  the  reg- 
ulation, use,  and  government  thereof;  to  affix 
penalties  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  vio- 
lation of  the  same;  to  appoint  all  officers,  includ- 
ing a  police  force,  define  their  services  and  fix 
their  compensation;  and  all  this  they  are  to  do 
without  supervision  from  any  quarter.  For  all 
these  expenses  the  city  of  Boston  is  made  liable, 
and  they  may  draw  upon  her  at  sight. 

While  they  could  not  take  a  foot  of  land  in 
Brookline or  Brighton  without  the  consent  of  the 
people  in  town  meeting  assembled,  and  while  they 
oou'd  not  take  land  in  Cambridge  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council,  this  bill 
einoowers  these  infallible  commissioners  to  roam 
over  Boston  and  take  as  much  land  as  they  please, 
and  wherever  they  please,  with  no  one  to  say 
"Why  do  you  so?"  I  regard  th's  as  an  odious  dis- 
eriminaticn  among  citizens  and  an  insult  to  the 
people  of  this  city.  The  only  limitation  to  their 
power  is  that  after  they  have  taken  the  land  aud 
awarded  what  they  deem  it  to  be  worth  to  the  per- 
son from  whom  it  is  taken,  if  he  is  not  satislied  he 
may  appeal  to  a  court  and  jury  to  revise  their 
judgment  as  to  its  value  but  not  as  to  the  taking. 

In  this  bill  there  was  no  provision  in  regard  to 
malfeasance  in  office,  and  no  power  by  which  the 
commissioners  could  be  removed.    The  President 


of  the  United  states  and  Judges  of  courts  can  be 
impeached,  and  in  the  City  Government  provision 
is  made  for  removal  of  members  of  the  various 
boards.  There  is  hardly  an  officer  in  the  country, 
from  the  President  down  in  the  most  humble  offi- 
cial, who  is  not  liable  to  be  removed  for  cause,  but 
no  matter  how  much  these  commissioners  might 
abuse  their  trust,  they  could  not  be  removed,  and 
were  under  no  limitation  of  responsibility  to  the 
taxpa\<  is. 

An  effort  is  being  made— unavailingly  1  tondly 
l10pe—  o  create  local  a  nil  .sectional  jealousies,  and 
to  array  one  portion  of  the  city  against  another. 
1  have  no  sympathy  with  lucIi  a  narrow  as  1 
wret-hed  policy,  nor  with  the  spirit  which 
prompts  it.  I  conceive  it  to  be  my  duty  as  a  citi- 
zeuanelan  Aldeiinan  io  ki  ow  no  south  Bost  >n, 
no  East  Boston,  no  City  Iroper,  no  Koxbury,  no 
Dorchester,  but  to  know  Boston  only  in  its  unity 
and  entirety.  As  one  of  the  youngest  of  her  citi- 
zens I  will  not  defer  to  the  oldest  iu  a  sincere  de- 
sire to  promote  h3r  prosperity  and  her  renown,  f 
have  no  time  to  waste  in  bandying  words  with  a 
disgruntled  critic.  I  am  accountable  only  to  my 
own  conscience  and  to  the  citizens  of  Boston.  I 
have  the  approval  of  the  first.  lam  content  to 
leave  my  conduct  to  the  candid  judgment  of  the 
last. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  thought  the  number 
of  persons  in  the  order  was  too  large,  believing 
that  live  was  large  enough.  He  was  surprised 
that  the  citizens  did  not  protest  against  the  grant- 
ing so  great  power  to  the  commissioners.  He  was 
in  favor  of  a  nuhlic  park,  but  not  such  a  one  as 
was  provided  foi  in  the  bill  which  had  been  re- 
jected. As  a  member  of  this  Board,  he  should  re- 
gard his  obligations  to  the  people  to  the  best  of 
his  ability.  The  gentleman  who  had  just  spoken 
he  could  testify  to  as  having  been  as  faithful  to 
his  trust  as  any  memberof  this  Board.  He  hoped, 
however,  that  the  matter  would  not  oe  pressed  to 
a  vote  at  this  time,  but  be  laid  over  for  further 
consideration. 

Alderman  Talbot  again  stated  that  his  first 
impression  was  in  favor  of  five  persons  in  this 
order,  but  regarding  the  interests  of  all  the  out- 
lying sections  of  the  city,  he  was  induced  to 
increase  the  number.  There  would  be  no  difficulty 
in  getting  the  several  persons  together,  as  he  had 
no  doubt  they  would  he  glad  to  give  their  services 
in  so  important  a  matter. 

The  orders  were  laid  over. 

Alderman  Carpenter  offered  an  order  that  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  petition  the  Legislature  for 
further  power  in  relation  to  the  construction  of 
sidewalks,  referring  to  the  power  conferred  upon 
the  city  of  Worcester  in  such  matters.  Under  the 
present  law  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  side- 
walk assessments  were  collected. 

Alderman  Jenkins  doubted  the  expediency  of 
asking  for  stub  power  as  was  conferred  upon  the 
city  of  Worcester.  He  had  known  of  many  cases 
in  which  the  exercise  of  sucn  a  power  would  work 
very  hard,  as  is  now  the  case  in  many  instances  in 
the  construction  of  sewers.  He  hoped,  therefore, 
that  more  time  would  be  allowed  to  consider  the 
matter. 

The  order  was  laid  over. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  POLICE  OFFICERS. 

Alderman  Connor  called  attention  to  the  cases 
of  two  police  officers,  whose  appointments  had 
been  reported  against  by  the  Committee  on  Police. 
These  men  were  very  trustworthy,  and  as  com  >e- 
tent  and  well  qualified  as  most  men  in  the  service. 
One  of  them,  reported  against  because  he  was 
ra  -re  than  forty  years  old,  had  been  an  applicant 
for  appointment  for  more  than  two  years,  and  was 
novv  but  forty-three  years  of  age. 

The  rules  were  suspended  so  far  as  related  to  the 
limit  in  regard  to  age,  and  the  appointments  of 
Francis  nepburu  and  Augustus  F.  Day  were  con- 
firmed. 

Alderman  Jacobs  made  an  inquiry  in  relation  to 
a  petition  for  the  widening  of  Kingston  street,  the 
time  having  expired  in  which  the  Committee  on 
Streets  should  report  upon  a  request  to  ascertain 
the  probable  cost  of  such  widening.  Other  meas- 
ures of  the  kind  have  been  advanced  and  finished 
and  the  advantages  of  the  proposed  widening  were 
so  obvious,  while  it  was  asked  tor  by  many  busi- 
ness men  and  taxpayers,  that  attention  should  be 
given  to  it.  He  would  like  to  know  what  progress 
had  been  made  upon  this  question. 

Aldermah  Talbot  replied  that  the  Committee  on 
Streets  had  given  some  attention  to  the  subject; 
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there  w;is  do  good  snrvej  ol  the  street,  nor  time  in 

which  to  make  a  new  one  the  present  yea;-,   but    it 
ih  •    urvey  should  prove  to  be  well  enough,  it  may 

1  reported  upon.  The  difficulty  bad  been  in  re- 
gard to  tin  width  oi  I  he  street,  and  as  a  large 
amount  of  teaming  passed  down  Kingston  street 
to  the  railroad  depot,  all  the  bearings  in  the  ease 
must  be  canvassed,  and  the  present  and  future 
growth  ot  the  i.iry  must  be  considered  in  the  ques- 
tion of  u  id;  ning.  Alter  a  proper  consideration  <>t 
the  subject,  the  Committee  on  streets  will  be 
ready  to  report. 

Alderman  Tatbot  said  be  wished  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  Board  to  another  matter,  'the  ( lom- 
m  it  tee  on  Streets  had  given  much  time  and  atten- 
tion to  the  removal  oi  'cue  earth  of  Fort  Hill.  Af- 
ter using  all  the  earth  which  would  bo  required  in 
the  various  projects  of  tilling  now  in  operation, 
there  would  be  considerable  quantities  left.  The 
committee  had  procured  an  otter  of  a  tract  of 
360.000  square  feet  of  land  adjoining  Chester  Park. 
a' twenty-two  cents  a  foot,  it  it  should  be  pur- 
chased, the  earth  could  be  used,  and  it  was  be- 
lieved it  could  be  carted  theie,  and  besides  the 
disposal  ot  it,  possibly  a  profit  could  be  obtained 
on  the  land.  He  hoped  the  members  of  Ihe  Board 
W  ould  look  into  it. 

Alderman  Hawes  submitted  the  following  pa- 
pers and   orders: 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  subject  of  the  lo- 
cation of  a  building  for  Engine  No.  15  was  refeired 
to  a  Joint,  special  Co.cmittee,  consisting  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Common  Council  from  Wards  7  and  12. 
The  reports  by  the  majority  and  minority  of  thai 
committee  are  contained  in  City  Djcument  No. 
93.  the  committee  were  unanimous  in  the  opin- 
ion that  another  engine  wan  needed  in  •south  Bos- 
ton, and  also  that  it  should  be  located  in  a  new 
building  instead  of  in  Hose  House  No.  9. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  recommended 
the  selection  of  a  location  in  a  fifty-acre  lot  bound- 
ed by  B  street,  D  street,  Fourth  street  and 
Seventh  street.  For  reasons  set  forth  in  the  print- 
ed report,  1  objected  to  that  location,  and  recom- 
mended the  passage  of  orders  offered  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Fire  Department,  and  substantially 
the  same  as  I  have  now  ottered.     The  recommeh , 


dation  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  was  re- 
jected, and  as  tii  •  reci  mmendation  of  the  minori- 
ty was  not  acted  upon,  I  beg  leave  to  present  the 
orders  at  this  time. 

I  would  also  submit  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
F.ngineers  upon  f?e  subject,  and  ask  that  it  may  be 
read.

COMMUNICATION      RELATIVE      TO      PROMOTION     OF 
POLICE   OFFICERS. 

A  communication  was  laid  before  the  Board  by 
the  Mayor,  bb  follows: 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  responsibilities 
and  labors  of  officers  connected  with  the  Central 
Police  Office  in  City  Hall,  and  the  necessity  of 
additional  power  and  care  in  that  department  of 
the  police  serviie,  I  respectfully  ask  for  authority 
to  appoint  a  lieutenant  and  two  sergeants  for  that 
office,  so  that  the  officer  having  charge  of  the 
subject  of  building  permits  may  have  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  of  police,  and  that  the  Assistant-Clerk 
and  the  Messenger  may  be  raised  to  the  grade  of 
sergeants  of  police. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Police. 

The  following  order,  by  Alderman  Gibson,  was 
subsequently  offered  and  passed: 

Ordered,  That  until  otherwise  ordered,  the  max- 
imum number  of  lieutenants  of  police  be  fixed  at 
twenty-four,  anil  the  maximum  number  of  ser- 
geants at  thirty-four.

The  Mayor  stated  that  Mr.  Goodwin  had  charge 
of  the  matter  of  building  permits.  Mr.  Crockeris 
the  Messenger,  and  Mr.  Robbins  is  the  Assistant-

The  nominations  were  confirmed.

HEARINGS  ON  ORDERS  OF  I'OTICE. 

The  hearings  on  the  several  orders  of  notice  ni 
the  proposed  extension  of  Chadwick  stieet  to 
Hartopp  place;  on  the  proposed  laving  out  and 
widening  of  Hartopp  place,  on  its  southerly  side; 
on  the  proposed  widening  of  Centre  street,"  Ward 
16,  on  its  southerly  side,  west  of  Dorchester  ave- 
nue ;  and  on  the  petitions  of  D.  Blylever,  for  leave 
to  place  a  steam  boiler  and  engine  in  Bell's  court, 
Ruggles  street;  and  of  .Mace  &  Keyes,  for  leave  to 
place  a  steam  engine  and  boiler  at  No.  1-3  Barrett 
street,  were  considered.  No  person  appeared  in 
either  case,  and  ihe  reports  were  recommitted. 

The  hearing  on  petition  of  J.  Oscar  Kent,  for 
leave  to  put  ui)  a  steam  engine  and  boiler  ou 
Bainbridge  street,  was  taken  up. 
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A  remonstrance  was  presented  from  Charles 
llurlburt  and  others  against  the  petition  of  Mi- 
Kent. 

Mr.  llurlburt  st  ted  in  behalf  ol"  the  remonstrants 
that  Mr.  Kent  was  a  resident  of  Ckarlestown,  and 
proposed  to  put  up  a  brewery,  in  which  the  engine 
and  boiler  were  to  be  treed.  It  was  to  be  situated 
on  the  westerly  line  of  Washington  park,  which 
was  nearly  of  "as  much  consequence  to  the  resi- 
dents in  that  vicinity  as  was  Boston  (  ommon  to 
the  people  of  Park,  Beacon,  Treroont  and  adjacent 
streets.  They  bel  leved  the  erection  of  this  brewery 
would  lie  detrimental  to  the  value  of  property  in 
the  neighborhood,  owned  principally  by  those  who 
live  in  the  houses  there.  .Restrictions  had  been 
placed  on  most  of  the  property,  and  it  was  desira- 
ble to  Veep  out  all  kinds  of  business  calculated  to 
injure  the  property  for  private  resi deuces.  The 
estates  were  valuable  to  the  owuers  on  account  of 
the  restrictions,  but  would  l.emuch  injured  by  the 
establishment  of  a  brewery. 

John  W.  May  also  made  statements  as  to  the  de- 
sirableness of  the  location  for  residences,  and  of 
i.s  attractiveness  on  account  of  the  Washington 
park.  With  the  exception  of  an  ice-house,  located 
there  tor  many  years,  the  estates  were  chosen  on 
account  of  their  situation  in  the  vicinity  of  that 
park,  and  the  property  was  estimated  more  highly 
ou  that  consideration!  as  showing  the  feelings  of 
the  residents,  they  would  willingly  pay  Mr.  Kent 
twice  what  he  is  to  pay  for  the  land,  rather  than 
have  a  brewery  located  there,  but  they  hoped 
through  the  action  of  the  Board,  that  their  prop- 
erty may  not  be  injured  by  granting  his  petition. 

(ieorge  H.  Monroe  said  he  had  no  personal  inter- 
est in  the  matter,  but  was  familiar  with  the  loeali- 
iy,  and  believed  that  the  establishment  of  a  brew- 
ery there  would  be  a  severe  blow  to  the  character 
of  the  neighborhood.  Mr.  Hurllmrt  had  made 
great  exertions,  and  had  laid  out  much  money  to 
make  the  neighborhood  what  it  should  be,  and 
from  his  own  knowledge  of  other  localities  in  the 
vicinity  of  breweries,  he  considered  them  as  ob- 
jectionable near  residences,  and  calculated  to  in- 
jure ti.e  value  of  property  for  dwelling  houses. 

K.  W.  Morton,  for  the  petitioner,  before  making 
any  remarks  on  the  subject,  said  he  would  cal'  a 
witness. 

Mr.Whittier,  firm  ot  Campbell  &  Whittier,  stat- 
ed that  during  the  past  year  his  firm  hid  put  up 
in  various  places  in  the  city  ten  engines  and  thirty 
boilers,  enumerating  among  them  the  store  of  C. 
F.  Ilovey  &  Co.  and  eight  or  nine 'schoolhouses. 
One  of  these  was  of  twenty-horse  power.  There 
were  three  engines  in  the  St.  James  Hotel.  These 
engines  and  boilers  were  not  eonside  ed  unsafe  or 
objectionable. 

Mr.  Morton  said  be  was  well  aware  that  he  stood 
in  a  position  antagonistic  to  that  of  wel!-esteemed 
citizens,  with  whom  the  community  were  general- 
ly in  sympathy.  The  petitioner  designed  to  put  up 
such  a  building  and  conduct  his  business  in 
such  a  manner  as  would  be  satisfactory  to  the 
neighbors.  Bei'erring  to  the  city  ordinances,  he 
stated  what  he  believed  to  be  the  rights  and  du- 
oi'  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  There  was  nothing 
stated  in  the  petition  except  that  permission  was 
asked  to  put  up  a  steam  engine  and  boiler.  The 
Board  had  no  right  to  intei  fere  with  the  carrying 
on  of  any  trades  except  except  those  specified  '  y 
law,  ard  the  trade  of  a  brewer  was  not  one  of  that 
class  of  trades  enumerated.  Admitting  that 
the  business-  may  become  a  nuisance,  until 
it  does  become  a  nuisance  no  action  can  be  taken 
in  relation  to  it,  and  then  only  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  So  far  as  related  to  the  erection  of  steam 
engines,  the  Board  had  authorized  the  erection  of 
such  engines  in  many  stores  in  the  most  thickly 
inhabited  localities  in  the  city,  where,  if  anywhere, 
there  would  be  the  greatest  danger  from  such  boil- 
ers, lie  therefore  contended  that  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  had  no  right  to  deprive  one  person  of 
the  use  of  an  enpiue  while  the  right  was  granted 
to  another.  The  Board  could  not  properly  say  that 
three  boilers  in  the  St.  James  Hotel  were  sale, 
while  a  boiler  in  the  proposed  locality  would  be 
unsafe. 

Mr.  Morton  further  stated  that  the  location  pro- 
posed was  in  the  undesirable  portion  of  what  may 
be  a  public  park,  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  where 
there  was  a  spring  of  water  of  greac  value  for  the 
proposed  business.  There  was  now  there  an  old 
wooden  building,  in  which  there  was  an  engine 
and  boiler,  and  this  might  now  be  used  without 
further  authority. 

.Mr.  May.  in  reply,  stated  that  the  engine  which 
hud  been  in  use  there  was  lor  the  purpose  of  sup- 


.  plying  water  to  the  reserveir  on  Tommy's  Uocks, 
but  this  was  no  longer  needed,  since  the  supply  of 
water  hart'  been  famished  from  the  Cochituate 
water  pipes.  He  would  agree  with  the  gentleman 
in  relation  to  the  limit  of  i lie  powets  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  to  prevent  the  putting  up  of  certain 
1  uildings,  but  in  this  case  he  contended  that  the 
ordinances  were  sufficient  to  prevent  the  erection 
cf  a  building  for  a  brewery.  It  was  not  stated  that 
the  engine  and  boiler  were  for  the  use  of  a  brew- 
eiy,  but  without  the  engine  the  brewery  could  not 
be"  carried  on.  It  was  within  the  authority  of  the 
Board  to  refuse  the  power  to  put  uu  the  engine 
an  1  boiler. 

Mr.  Morton  made  further  remarks  in  reply  to 
Mr.  May,  in  which  he  contended  that  the  Board 
could  in  t  legally  assume  to  judge  that  an  engine 
would  be  dangerous  in  one  place  and  not  in  anoth- 
er, and  to  carry  out  the  law  should  primarily  have 
relerenee  to  precautions  for  the  public  safety 
against  loss.  And  the  law  would  cause  odious 
discriminations.  If  actually  taken  under  the  pro- 
vision of  law  repealing  offensive  trades,  such  ac- 
tion must  be  by  the  Board  of  Health,  as  such,  and 
not  acting  in  any  other  capacity. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin,  the  report  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Oowdin,  tin  report  was 
subsequently  taken  up,  when  he  moved  to  recom- 
mit, with  instructions  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  th:1. 
City  Solicitor,  the  counsal  on  each  aide  h.iv in- 
given  different  opinions  of  the  law  applicable  t  j 
the  case. 

Alderman  Carpenter  moved  that  it  he  recom- 
mitted, with  lull  nower,  there  being  no  further 
need  of  action  by  the  Board. 

The  .Mayor  ruled  that  the  motion  would  not  be 
in  order,  the  action  of  the  Board  being  required  in 
the  final  result. 

Aid  eras  in  Talbot  hoped  that  the  subject  would 
be  recommitted  without  any  instructions.  The 
Board  could  view  the  premises  individually,  and 
the  Chairman  couid  obtain  the  opinion  of  the 
Solicit  ir  if  he  desired  it. 

The  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot  to  recommit 
without  instructions  prevailed. 

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
i'aving.  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  Charles 
E.  Wiggin  to  be  heard  relative  to  a  cellar  door  on 
his  estate,  recouiuieudtng  that  the  petitioner  be 
heard  before  the  full  Board.  The  report  was  ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Carpenter  made  a  statement  in  rela- 
tion to  the  matter,  that  after  Mr.  Wiggin  sold  his 
land  to  the  city  and  had  been  paid  for  it,  he  cut 
into  the  sidewalk  for  an  entrance  to  his  cellar,  and 
an  order  had  been  pass  :d  by  the  Board  requiring 
the  entrance  to  be  closed  up.  on  this  Mr.  Wiggin 
asked  for  a  hearing. 

Mr.  Wiggin  stated  that  twenty-five  years  ago, 
when  he  built  on  the  estate,  instead  of  making  a 
Straight  line,  as  the  estate  admitted,  he  rounded 
off  the  corner  at  his  own  expense.  ,  He  had  done 
the  same  in  the  present  case,  after  the  cutting  off 
his  building  in  the  widening  of  the  street,  as  he 
believed  he  had  a  right  to  do'.  All  of  the  business 
relating  to  the  estate  he  left  to  Thomas  Mair,  who 
had  always  bad  charge  of  it,  and  as  he  was  sur- 
prised at'thc  action  of  the  Board,  and  was  not  pre- 
pared to  state  his  case,  he  wished  to  have  a  post- 
ponement far  two  weeks,  when  Mr.  Mair,  now 
sick,  can  be  present. 

A  statement  of  John  F.  Eliot  was  read,  in  which 
he  repeated  what  he  had  stated  to  the  committee, 
that  1100  feet  of  land  was  taken  from  Mr.  W  iggin's 
estate,  and  the  corner  was  rounded  off  for  public 
convenience,  and  for  this  land  Mr.  Wiggin  was 
paid  $35,000,  or  nearly  $30  per  foot,  which  was  a 
full  compensation  for  all  the  land  and  damages. 
Mr.  Wiggin  rook  possession  of  two- thirds  of  the 
sidewalk  for  his  own  use,  in  an  entrance  to  his 
cellar,  putting  down  a  wooden  platform  and  an 
iron  railing  oh  each  side  of  it,  leaving  but  two  or 
three  feet  lor  public  use.  When  the  platform  is 
up,  it  is  thrown  back  upon  the  sidewalk,  making  a 
further  obstruction. 

This  action  was  taken  by  him  nearly  a  year  ago, 
and  that  the  place  is  dangerous  Mr.  Wiggin  is  con- 
vinced, from  putting  a  hogshead  near  the  place 
to  prevent  travel  near  the  opening.  It  is  the 
only  instance  on  Hanover  street.  As  Mr.  Wiggin 
had"  received  ample  compensation  tor  every  inch 
of  the  'and,  and  for  all  damages,  the  order  of  the 
Board  should  be  >     m plied  with. 

Mr.  Wiggin  said  he  wished  to  ascertain  about 
the  lines  of  the  estate,  and  whether  the  <  it\  bad 
paid  lor  that  which  he  occupied,    lie  had  been 
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.•inured  ay  one  of  the  petitioners  that  he  had  been 
tricked  into  signing  the  petition,  and  there  might 
i>r  others  whv  were  so  tricked. 

Mr.  Eliot  said  Mr.  Davis  had  told  him  that  Mr. 
Wiggin  had  no  right  to  open  the  sidewalk,  and  lie 
reared  tf  delay  was  granted,  as  asked  for,  that  the 
subject  would  go  over  to  the  next  season. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  appeared  that  the  peti- 
tioner had  had  a  year  in  which  to  find  out  Whether 
he  had  a  right  to  cruel)  the  sidewalk,  and  he  (night 
to  have  done  so  before  now.  If  delay  is  allowed  iv. 
will  be  fikelv  to  go  to  another  Government. 

Alderman'earpente;-  moved  that  the  petitioner 
have  leave  to  withdraw,  which  was  carried.

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  present  condition 
of  the  work  on  the  new  reservoir-,  the  committee 
received  the  following  communication  from  the 
President: 

Cochituate  Water  Board  Office,  ) 
November  17,  1870.     ) 
To  ilii'  (Committee  on  Water: 

Gentlemen — In  reply  to  your  communication  ask- 
ing for  information  in  regard  to  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  Chest..ut  Hill  Reservoir,  and  if  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  City  Council  to  accept 
the  same,  we  have  to  say  that  the  work  on  the 
reservoir  lor  the  reception  ot  the  water  we  ptp-> 
Hume  was  completed  on  the  25th -of  last  month, 
when  the  water  was  lot  in,  and  if  we  are  favored 
with  copious  rains  sufficient  to  raise  the  lake  from 
its  present  very  low  State,  we  shall  be  able  to  till 
it  before  next  spring.  Until  it  has  been  tilled  and 
thus  tried,  we  of  course  cannot  say  that  the  work 
is  complete. 

In  regard  to  its  acceptance  by  the  City  Council, 
no  action  will  be  necessary  on  their  part,  as  its 
construction  was  placed  in  our  hands  to  execute 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  laying  of  the  pipes  \n 
the  new  districts,  and  other  extensions  or  addi- 
tions to  the  W  ater  Works.

The  President  of  the  Board  has  made  a  slight 
mistake  in  jiresnmhig  that  the  committee  asked 
whether  any  action  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Council,  when  the  work  On  the  reservoir  is 
completed,  T'nit  is  a  matter  on  which  the  opinion 
of  the  committee  alone,  as  representing  the  City 
Council,  was  desired;  and  the  question  addressed 
to  the  Board  was  simply  in  regard  to  the  present 
condition  of  the  work. 

It  would  appear  from  the  foregoing  statement 
that  the  work  on  the  Chestnut  Hill  Keservoir  has 
not  been  completed,  and  no  actton  of  the  City 
Council  therefore  is  necessary  at  the  present  time. 
As  this  work  is  somewhat  different  from  the  or- 
dinary work  of  the  department,  the  committee 
would  recommend  that  the  Board  he  leqaested  to 
inform  the  City  Council  when  it  considers  the 
work  actually  completed,  and  the  City  Council 
may  then  take  such  action  as  it  deems  expedient. 

The  report  was  read  and  accepted,  and  sent 
down  for  concurrence. 

Aldermau  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Mar- 
kets. Weights  and  Measures,  represented  that  an 
additional  appropriation  of  three  thousand  live 
hundred  dollars  is  retpvired  to  meet  expenses  of 
the  departmert  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the 
present  financial  year. 

In  the  Appropriation  bill,  provision  was  made 
for  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  two  sealers  only,

DEFECTS    IN    STREETS. 

Alderman  Jacobs,  from  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, reported  an  ordinance  in  addition  to  an 
ordiuance  in  relation  to  streets,  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  All  notices  of  defects,  or  want  of  re- 
pair, in  public  streets  or  places,  received  by  any 
officer  or  person  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 


at  the  City  Hall;  and  said  Superintendent,  or  some 
competent  person-detailed  by  him,  shall  examine 
the  defect  without  delay.  If  it  appears  from  suoh 
examination  that  the  defect  is  ot  such  a  character 
as  to  endanger  the  salety  of  public  travel,  and  that 
the  city  is  liable  for  its  repair,  it  shall  be  imme- 
diately repaired  by  said  Superintendent ;  and  until 
such  repairs  are  made,  he  shall  do  whatever  is 
necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  public  travel. 

sect.  2.  Whenever  :iu  opening  is  made  in  any 
public  street  or  plice,  for  any  purpose,  by  any  de- 
partment of  the  City  Government,  the  street  or 
place  shall  be  rest  >reu  to  a  condition  entirely  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  as  soon 
as  the  puBpose  for  which  the  opening  was  made 
has  been  accomplished  And  in  case  the  street  is 
not  restored  to  a  satisfactory  condition,  although 
not  dangerous  to  public  travel,  the  said  Superin- 
tendent shall  notily  the  department  responsible 
therefor,  to  make  the  necessary  improveioeut 
forthwith?  and  if  said  department  neglects  so  to 
do,  the  said  Superintendent  shall  malce  suoh  re- 
pairs as  he  deems  necessary,  and  charge  said  de- 
partment for  the  same. 

Alderman  Jacobs  stated  as  the  opinion  of  the 
City  Solicitor,  that  had  Fiieh  provisions  been  con- 
tained in  the  present  ordinance,  in  a  recent  action 
against  the  city,  a  verdict  of  $12,000  might  have 
heen  saved.  The  ordinance  was  read  twice  and 
passed.

public  PARK. 

The  order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition  the 
General  Court  for  authority  to  take  land  lor  a  pub- 
lic park  in  Boston  or  its  immediate  vicinity  being 
unuer  consideration,  Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  expressed 
surprise  at  tbe  introducHon  of  the  order,  after  the 
vote  of  the  people  upon  the  subject.  It  was  said 
that  this  was  but  an  order  for  a  privilege  to  take 
lands  for  a  publie  park,  should  the  request  be 
made,  it  will  of  course  be  granted,  and  under  the 
authority  given  by  it  a  park  will  be  laid  out,  which 
will  cost  from  $15,000,000  to  $20,000,000.  Theie  was 
no  necessity  for  such  a  park,  while  we  have  such 
a  beautiful  country  in  the  surroundings  of  the 
city,  with  the  Common  and  Public  Uarden. 

The  proposed  park  was  not  needed  for  a  drive, 
neither  was  it  needed  for  the  convenience  of  the 
poorer  classes,  who  could  not  be  benefitted  by  it 
ten  or  twelve  miles  out  of  the  city.  If  the  city 
could  afford  to  expend  so  much  money,  there  were 
plenty  of  streets  upon  which  the  expenditure  caD 
be  uade.  and  upon  which  ir  is  much  needed.  He1 
would  suggest  that  an  avenue  be  laid  out  from  the 
Eastern  to  the  Western  Railroad  depots,  ninety  or 
a  hundred  feet  wide,  which  would  relieve  many  of 
the  streets  from  their  crowded  condition,  and  from 
which  benefit  would  be  derived  every  day.  Let  an 
expenditure  be  made  upon  Beacon  street,  which 
in  *ts  present  condition  is  a  disgrace  to  lhecitv. 
He  moved,  therefore,  that  the  order  be  laid  on  the 
table.    Carried. 

The  order  appointing  Commissioners  to  prepare 
a  bill  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  Legislature,  au- 
thorizing the  city  to  pin  chase  or  take,  and  lay  out 
lands  lor  one  or  more  public  parks,  was  also  laid 
on  the  table.

The  City  Government  has  expressed  a.  willing- 
ness and  desire  to  erect  such  a  monumant,  and  we 
believe  that  when  the  matter  is  fully  understood, 
there  will  be  but  one  opinion  among  the  discharg- 
ed soldiers  and  sailors  of  our  late  Union  forces, 
and  that  in  favor  of  the  monument. 

The  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Soldters'  Monument. 

COMMUNICATION    FROM    THE    CONSULTING    PHYSI- 
CIANS. 

The  following  communication  was  Jaid  before 
Hih  Board: 

To  the  Major  and  Aldermen,  Health  Commission- 
ers of  the  City  of  Boston:  The  undei signed,  mem- 
bers of  ths  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  herewith  respectfully  present  their 
resignation  of  the  office  to  which  they  were  chosen 
in  February  last.  They  had  hoped  that  this  office 
might  be  one  of  active' usefulness,  but  they  find  it 
a  sinecure. 

Outhe  14th  of  Aprii,  after  consultation  with  the 
City  Solicitor,  a  communication  was  made  by  the 
Advisory  Medical  Board  to  the  Health  Commis- 
sioners of  the  city,  calling  their  attention  to  the 
sanitary  condition  of  Boston,  and  suggesting  cer- 
tain measures  of  practical  importance  for  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Health.  This  communi- 
cation was  referred  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
the  Committee  on  Health.  Receiving  no  reply  to 
this  letter,  and  seeing  no  evidence  of  any  atten- 
tion being  given  to  it,  the  Consulting  Physicians 
addressed  a  note  on  the  7th  of  June  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Health  Committee  asking  if  any  addi- 
tional measures  for  securing  the  health  of  Boston 
were  contemplated. 

An  answer  was  received  from  the  clerk  of  the 
committee,  stating  that  an  inspection  of  teuement 
houses  had  been  ordered,  and  that  when  complet- 
ed, the  result  would  be  communicated  to  the  Con- 
sulting Board.  Since  that  time,  however,  no  re 
port  has  been  received,  although  the  newspapers 
have  stated  that  such  inspection  was  completed. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  past  season, 
events  have  occurred  threatening  the  health  of 
tlie  city,  but  no  reference  of  these  or  of  any  other 
subjects  has  been  made  to  the  Consulting  Board. 
Other  matters  having  a  direct  bearing  upon  the 
maintenance  of  public  health,  besides  those  re- 
ferred to  in  their  letter  ot  April,  have  been  consid- 
ered during  the  summer  by  the  Board  of  Consult- 
ing Physicians,  but  it  was  felt  that  under  the  cir- 
cumstances it  would  be  useless  to  offer  advice 
concerning  them. 

During  the  year  1870  the  sanitary  state  of  Bos- 
ton has  not  improved.  The  streets  and  alleys  and 
passageways  and  back-yards  are  still  dirty;  vaults 
are  broken  and  overflowing;  house  offal  during 
the  hot  season  has  been  kept  in  and  about  the 
houses  until  putrid ;  unsound  provisions  are  free- 
ly sold.  The  tenement  houses  are  a  disgrace  to 
Boston,  and  from  a  recent  examination  made  by 
one  of  our  number,  they  are  reported  to  be  in  no 
better  condition  than  one  year  ago. 

Five  hundred  children  have  died  from  cholera 
infantum  in  Boston  during  the  past  summer. 
When  public  property  is  at  stake,  professional  ad- 
vice is  sought  lor  its  protection ;  when  public 
health  is  in  danger,  there  seems  to  be  equal  reason 
for  taking  counsel  of  the  medical  profession,  and 
this  policy  is  recognized  in  nearly  every  great  city 
of  the  world.  In  Bjston  alone"  the  interests  of 
public  health  are  made  a  branch  of  the  business 
of  street  cleaning,  and  the  advice  ol  its  Corsult- 
ing  Physicians  is  not  asked,  and  when  volunteered 
is  rejected  as  of  no  value. 

A  continuance  in  office  under  such  circum- 
stances would  seem  to  the  undersigned  to  be  want- 
ing in  respect  to  the  profession  to  which  they  be- 
long. Regretting  their  inability  to  take  part  in  a 
much  needed  reform,  they  beg  ieave  to  retire  from 
any  participation  in  or  responsibility  for  a  state  of 
affairs  which  tney  have  no  power  toamend.

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Alderman  Pierce,  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Health 3  stated  that  the  committee  had  en- 
deavored to  do  tneir  duty  efficiently  and  promptly, 
and  on  receiving  the  communication  of  tne  Con- 
sul ting  Physicians,  which  was  referred  to  then, 
proceeded  to  act  upon  it ;  ami  in  doing  so,  to  ex- 
amine and  ascertain  tin:  condition  of  tenement 
bouses,  and  to  promptly  carry  out  such  suggestions 
as  were  contained  in  Hie  communication.  Ju  co  u- 
pany  with  the  Superintendent  of  Health,  they  vis- 
ited  such  places  as  required  examination,  and  took 
such  action  in  regard  to  the  puhlie  health  as  could 
i>e  presumed  to  he  required.  They  di.-l  not  feel 
that  they  were  amenable  to  the  charge  ol  neglect 
of  duty  *iu  what  they  had  done,  having  performed 
it  independently  and  faithfully,  and  he  moved  that 
the  resignation  of  the  Consulting  Physicians  be 
accepted.    The  resignation  was  accepted.

DIRECTOR  FOR  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  an  election  of  Director 
for  Public  Institutions,  in  place  of  Nathaniel  Mc- 
Kay, resigned,  the  Council  having  non-concurred 
in  the  choice  of  Oeorge  P.  French  on  the  part  of 
the  Board,  by  the  choice  of  George  K.  Young. 

On  three  ballots  successively,  Lyman  A.  Belknap 
had  six  votes,  George  P.  French  four,  aud  Geoige 
E.  Young  two  on  each  ballot. 

Alderman  Jenkins  moved  a  postponement  of 
further  balloting  tor  one  week.    Lost — 5  to  7. 

On  the  fourth  ballot  Mr.  Belknap  was  elected,  in 
non-concurrence,  by  a  vote  of  8  to  3  tor  French,  and 
1  for  Young. 

REUULATION  OF  HORSE-CAR  TRAVEL. 

The  order  for  enforcement  of  rule  to  compel 
horse  cars  to  maintain  a  specified  distance  in  the 
Streets,  was  considered. 


Alder-nan  Talbot  said  it  was  idle  and  utterly 
useless  to  enforce  a  rule  to  Beep  the  cars  at  the 
distance  of  one  hundred  feet  from  each  other,  and 
moved  an  indefinite  postponement  of  the  order. 

Alderman  Prau  hoped  some,  action  would  be 
taken  on  the  subject,  and  that  th-  Committee  on 
Ordinances  would  report  an  amendment  to  substi- 
tute thirty  feet  instead  of  one  hundred  feet. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  could  not  see  how  it 
was  po.;sr',»!e  to  define  the  distance  which  should 
be  kept  between  the  ears.  If  a  police  officer 
should  require  a  car  driver  to  start  up  to  prevent 
the  blocking  of  the  streets,  some  one  else  might 
say,  if  you  do,  I'll  prosecute  you,  for  getting  too 
near  the  next  car. 

Alderman  Pratt  replied  that  some  measure 
ihou.d  be  taken  to  prevent  the  cars  from  keeping 
too  near  together  and  from  stopping  on  the  erod- 
ings. The  police  officers,  for  some  reason,  in  this 
as  in  other  matters  were  entirely  ineffective  in  en- 
forcing the  ordinance. 

Aldeiman  Gibson  saiil  he  could  see  no  reason 
why  such  a  regulation  should  be  made  for  ears  any 
more  than  it  should  l>e  for  teams.  The  teams 
crowd  together  and  can  go  anywhere  'hey  like 
in  getting  out  of  a  crowd,  but  the  cars  cannot 
move  out  of  their  line. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  often  the  case  that 
there  was  a  string  of  cars  from  the  Hotel  x'elham 
to  the  Tremout  House;  the  requirement  to  keep 
them  one  hundred  feet  apart  was  supremely  ridic- 
ulous, and  a  line  of  twenty  c.irs  would  reach  half 
a  mile.  As  it  is  now,  a  person  wishing  a  car  can 
get  one  by  passing  down  a  short  distance,  but 
could  not  readily  with  such  an  enforcement  of  the 
rule. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  there  was  an  old-fashioned 
idea  that  pedestrians  had  some  rights  which  the 
cars  were  bound  to  respect,  but  these  rights  the 
car  drivers  did  not  respect. 

The  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  car- 
ried. 

Alderman  Pratt  moved  that  the  ordinance  requir- 
ing a  specified  distance  between  the  cars,  be  re- 
pealed. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  it  was  not  an  ordinance, 
but  a  rule'  regulating  the  ruuning  of  cars. 

Alderman  Pratt  subsequently  offered  the  follow- 
ing order: 

Ordered,  That  section  four  of  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations governing  street  railways  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Alderman  Pratt  read  the  provision  referred  to, 
and  stated  that  it  was  useless  to  have  such  a  regu- 
lation unless  it  was  enforced. 

Alderman  Jacobs  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  ou  the  part  of  this  Board 
which  motion  prevailed. 

Alderman  Pratt  also   offered  the  following  order : 

Ordered,  that  the  Chief  of  Police  be  and  he  here- 
by is  directed  to  enforce  Section  Six  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  for  street  railroads. 

A'derman  Pratt  stated  that  the  section  referred 
to  the  stopping  of  cars  on  the  cross-walks,  and  it 
was  often  the  case  that  pedestrians  were  obliged 
to  go  off  into  the  mud  on  account  of  the  violation 
of  this  rule. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  believed  this  rule  was 
very  thoroughly  enforced,  and  there  was  no  neces- 
sity for  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  regulations 
relating  to  it  were  posted  up  iu  all  the  cars,  and 
it  was  not  necessary  to  remind  the  Chief  of  Po:ice 
of  his  dutv.  In  his  own  case  he  often  found  that 
he  was  obliged  to  get  on  or  off  the  cars  on  the  side 
of  the  street,  to  his  inconvenience,  on  account  of 
the  enforcement  of  the  rule. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  knew  that  the  regulation 
was  violated,  froni  his  own  personal  knowledge. 
In  walking  in  the  streets  on  Sundays,  he  found 
that  not  only  were  the  cars  stopped  on  the  cross- 
ings, but  the  drivers  refused  to  remove  when  re- 
quested to  do  so.  He  did  not  know  whether  the 
Chief  of  Police  was  in  fault  for  not  enforcing  the 
rule,  bat  somebody  was. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  could  not  see  why  the 
order  should  not  be  enlarged  to  include  teams, 
which  often  obstructed  the  crossings,  while  they 
could  much  more  easily  stop  than  the  cars.  It 
was  often  impossible  to  stop  a  car  within  a  foot  of 
the  crossing,  while  it  was  common  to  check  it, 
without  stopping,  for  passengers  to  get  on  or  off, 
making  a  trifling  delay  on  the  crossing.  To  stop 
entirely  with  a  car  full  of  passengers,  makes  it  as 
much  as  the  horses  can  spring  to  in  starting  again, 
and  some  regard  should  oe  had  for  the  welfare  of 
the  animals.  Often,  too,  horses  Will  slip,  which 
prevents  the  stopping  exactly  at  the  crossing.    In 
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the  necessity  of  stopping  for  ladies,  if  lie  had  his 
choice,  he  wuiikl  rather  carry  males  for  four  ami  a 
half  rents  than  ladies  for  five  cents,  on  account  of 
the  strain  on  the  horses.  There  should  not,  how- 
ever, be  greater  restrictions  on  horse  ears  than  on 
team.-. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  he  was  reminded  in  the  re- 
marks of  the  Aiderman  of  the  argument  of  the 
officer  tit  the  Fitvhburg  Railroad,  that  more  money 
c.uld  be  made  by  leaving  the  trains  in  the  depot 
than  on  routes  where  there  was  frequent  stopping. 
So  far  as  related  to  other  vehicles,  ne  would  leave 
them  to  the  regulation  of  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, hut  in  flic  case  of  the  horse  railroads,  the 
working  seven  days  in  the  week  and  lung'  days 
at  that,  at  small  pay,  required  that  men  should  be 
employed  not  always  of  good  judgment,  and  he 
would  provide  that  thev  should  comply  with  the 
rules  in  relation  to  the  crossings. 

Alderman  (.ibson  said  he  was  willing  to  leave 
the  matter  to  the  good  judgment  of  those  in  charge 
of  the  cars.  There  might  sometimes  be  inconven- 
iences to  those  who  have  well-blacked  boots,  but 
they  should  remember  how  many  are  aeeoinmo- 
lated  by  the  ears,  and  allow  them  to  have  the 
right  of  way. 

Alderman  l-'ratt  referred?  to  a  case  where  a  boy 
was  Killed  on  a  crossing,  by  a  car  ruunirg  over 
him,  for  which  a  verdict  of  »13,000  damages  was 
obtained,  and  this  he  said  was  an  instance  of  vio- 
lation of  the  rule  in  not  stopping,  when  the  car 
should  have  stopped. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  believed  th?  rule  was 
enforced  about  as  well  as  could  be  expected,  and 
the  discussion  would  have  a  favorable  effect  on  its 
future  enforcement. 

Alderman  (ribson  repeated  that  teams  and  cars 
should  be  treated  alike. 

Alderman  Pratt  insisted  that  the  Board  should 
either  enforce  its  own  regulations  or  repeal  them. 

The  order  was  passed.

The  same  committee  reported  leave  to  withdraw 
on  petition  of  J.  Oscar  Kent  for  leave  to  erect  and 
use  a  steam  boiler  and  engine  on  Bainbridge 
street. 

The  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  was  read,  as 
follows,  in  connection  with  the  last  report: 

City  Solicitor's  Office,     1 
Boston,  Dec.  5,  1870.  J 

Sir — There  are  no  precise  principles  of  law  to 
govern  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  their  action  in 
granting  or  withholding  licenses  for  the  use  of 
stationary  steam  engines  within  the  limits  of  the 
city.  Each  application  is  to  be  considered  upon 
its'own  merits,  and  decided  according  to  the  good 
judgment  of  the  Board. 

The  law  invests  the  Board  of  Aldermen  as  such, 
or  as  a  Hoard  of  Health,  with  large  discretionary 
powers  to  protect  the  citizens  from  injury  result- 
ing from  dangerous  or  offensive  business.  It 
recognizes  the  necessity  of  the  use  of  steam 
engines,  and  of  carrying  on  business  which  would 
rentier  its  immediate  neighborhood  unfit  for  habi- 
tation, either  because  of  its  danger  to  life  or 
health,  or  ot  the  discomfort  and  annoyance  which 
it  necessarily  creates;  but  the  law  also  contem- 
plates the  restriction  of  all  such  dangerous  or 
offensive  business  to  localities  where  it  mas- 
be  conducted  consistently  with  the  general 
safety,  and  without  unreasonably  affecting  th3 
value  of  real  estate  in  proximity  to  it.  On  the 
one  hand,  the  owner  of  real  estate  should  not  be 
deprived  arbitrarily  of  the  most  beneficial  use  of 
his  property,  and  on  the  other,  he  shonld  not  be 
permitted  to  iufliet  large  injury  upon  his  neigh- 
bors. 

If  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  in  acting  upon  an 
application  for  a  license  of  this  description,  the 
Board  should  see  how  the  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
proposed  location  is  occupied,  and  for  what  use 
or  uses  it  is  best  adapted;  and  if  the  business  in- 
tended to  be  carried  on  there  would  not  be  detri- 
mental, or  only  slightly  detrimental,  to  the  neigh- 
borhood, the  license  should  be  granted;  but  if  the 
effect  of  the  business  would  be  to  impair  to  some 
considerable  extent  the  value  of  the  surrounding 
real  estate,  the  license  should  be  withheld.

Alderman  Cowdin  said  be  had  frequently  been 
inquired  of  why  this  order  was  not  passed,  and 
had  been  called  upon  by  Assessors  for  its  passage. 
He  had  been  informed  that  it  would  pi  event  many 
tax  i layers  from  skulking,  who  lived  here  nearly 
all  the  time,  and  ran  off  into  the  country  to  escape 
taxation,  such  action  was  niggardly  and  small  in 
those  who  made  all  their  money  here,  and  then 
skulked  away  when  the  time  for  taxation  came. 

Alderman  Connor  stated  that  the  order  had  nev- 
er been  referred  to  any  committee,  and  as  the 
names  of  parties  could  not  be  published  in  the 
Auditor's  report  of  the  present  year,  nor  until 
next  year,  he  would  move  its  refereuce  to  thecom- 
mittee  on  the  Assessors'  Departmenton  the  partof 
this  Board.    Carried. 

On  morion  of  Aldernun  Gibson,  the  report  and 
order  of  Mayor  to  petition  next  Legislature  for  au- 
thority to  take  properly  for  a  new  ferry  slip  for 
East  Boston  ferries  (City  Doc.  No.  102),  were  taken 
irom  the  table. 

Alderman  Cowdin  suggested  that  as  we  were  to 
have  a  reform  Cily  Government  next  year,  it  would 
not  be  well  to  take  their  ammunition"  from  them, 
and  saddle  them  with  a  bill  of  this  kind.  The  ac- 
tion proposed  would  be  premature,  and  as  the 
measure  involved  the  expenditure  of  money,  it 
would  be  well  to  leave  it  to  their  successors. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  would  be  well  to  pre- 
pare the  way  for  the  action  of  the  next  Boaru,  for 
there  might  not  be  time  after  the  organization  of 
the  new  government  to  obtain  the  necessary  legis- 
lation. This  Board  bad  the  child,  and  it  was  well 
to  keep  the  child  growing. 
The  order  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pratt,  the  order  for 
Committee  on  Streets  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  widening  Washington  street,  from  Maiden 
street  to  Hayinarket  square,  was  taken  from  the 
table,  the  mover  stating  that  action  upon  it  would 
be  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  remarks 
of  the  senior  Alderman  just  made. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  its  reference  to  the 
next  Citv  Government. 

Alderman  Talbot  doubted  whether  it  would  he 
judicious  to  take  such  action  even  had  they  a 
right  to  do  so.  If  it  was  a  petition,  such  a  refer- 
ence might  be  made. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  the  wording  of  the  order 
implied  action  on  the  part  of  a  committee  of  this 
Board. 

Alderman  Carpenter  inquired  what  plans  the 
Alderman  would  adopt  in  carryiug  out  the  pro- 
posed measure. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  his  plan  would  be  to  get 
authority  from  the  Legislature  to  buy  the  rear 
lots,  and  move  the  buildings  back.  He  would  con- 
tract to  widen  at  the  earliest  time  practicable, 
taking  advantage  of  rebuilding  to  set  back  on  the 
line  of  widening-,  ft  was  now  so  late,  that  he 
thought  it  would  be  best  to  refer  to  the  next  City 
Government,  and  they  to  the  Street  Commission- 
ers. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  should  not  like  to  be 
obliged  to  go  into  an  estimate  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets,  and  if  he  did,  he  thought 
the  amount  would  startle  the  Alderman.  Ho 
moved,  therefore,  an  indefinite  postponement, 
which  was  carried.

POLICE   BELIEF     ASSOCIATION. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Co- 
in;', to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Boston  Police  Department,  for  leave 
to  form  an  association  for  the  benefit  of  sick  and 
disabled  police  officers,  made  a  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  for 
the  organization  of  said  association,  and  rind  that 
they  are  calculated  to  have  a  beneficial  influence 
upon  the  discipline  of  the  department.  The  com- 
mittee would  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  aecompa nying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  members  of  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department  be  authorized  to  form  an  associa- 
tion, composed  of  the  members  thereof,  tor  the 
benefit  of  sick  and  disabled  police  otheors.  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  association  to  be 
substantially  in  accordance  with  the  draft  submit- 
ted bv  the  committee  of  the  department  to  this 
Board  Dee.  5,1870. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

-  Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Institutions,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Patrick  Furlong,  to  be 
compensated  for  personal  injuries  received"  by  him 
at  the  House  of  Correction,  ma  le  a  report  that  in 
the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  the  petitioner  has 
no  legal  claim;  and  the  committee  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  he  have  leave  to  withdraw. 
Accepted. 

HOME  FOE  THE  POOR. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standi og 
Committee  on  Public  Institution*,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  modified  plans  and  estimates  for  a 
new  "Home  for  tin  Poor,"  preparer!  in  compliance 
with  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed  the  isth 
or  October,  1870,  made  a  report,  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  passaged  the  accompanying 
orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Directors  for  Public  institu- 
tions be  authorize  I  to  construct  a  building  al  Deer 
Island  to  he  known  as  the  Boston  Home  for  the 
Poor,  substantially  mi  accordance  with  the  modified 
plans  prepared  by  .Nathaniel  J  Bradlee:  provided, 
that  no  expenditure  shall  be  authorized  for  sail 
work  until  contracts  are  made  by  said  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  construction  of  the  whole  of  said 
building  according  to  the  modified  plans  aforesaid, 
for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $226,003;  and  provided, 
also,  that  no  contract  shall  be  entered  into  until 
an  appropriation  for  the  work  has  been  made  bv 
the  City  Council. 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  standing  Committee  on 
Finance  he  requested  to  report 'an  order  to  the 
City  Council  for  an  appropriation  of  8225,000  by 
transfer,  or  otherwise,  for  the  erection  of  a  Home 
for  the  Poor  at  Deer  Island. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  the  members  were  famil- 
iar with  the  subject  and  with  the  modified  plans 
and  estimates, and  asthere  was  no  further  occasion 
for  delay,  he  moved  the  passage  of  the  orders  at 
this  time. 

The  orders  were  read  twice  and  passed. 

fefePOBT   ON  EVENING  SCHOOLS, 

Alderman  Connor,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  in  relation 
to  furnishing  accommodations  for  evening  schools, 
submitted  a  report  as  follows  : 

fhe  seventh  section  of  chapter  38  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  as  amended  by  chapter  "05  of  the 
Acts  of  1869,  provides  that  "any  town  may  estab- 


lish and  maintain  in  addition  to  the  schools  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  maintained  therein,  schools 
for  the  education  of  persons  over  twelve  years  of 
age;  may  determine  the  term  or  terms  of  time  in 
each  year,  and  the  hours  of  the  day,  or  evening 
during  which  said  schools  fhall  be  kept,  and  ap- 
propriate such  sums  of  money  as  maybe  neces- 
sary for  the  support  thereof." 

In  an  opinion  upon  the  subject,  the  City  Solici- 
tor states  that  it  is  optional  with  every  city  and 
town  to  exercise  the  authority  given  in  the  statute ; 
and  the  city  or  town  establishing  such  schools 
may  determine  the  length  of  their  continuance 
and  the  amount  of  money  to  be  appropriated  to 
their  support.  The  whole  subject  of  evening 
schools,  whether  they  shall  exist  at  all,  and  in 
what  manner,  and  for  what  length  of  time,  rests 
entirely  in    he  discretion  of  the  City  Council. 

Previous  to  1808,  the  adult  evening  schools 
carried  on  in  this  city  were  under  tbe  direction 
and  control  of  private  associations  and  individ- 
uals. A  school  of  th  it  character  was  opened  in  the 
Warren  .street  Chapel  as  early  as  1830,  and  another 
in  the  Pitts  Street  Chapel  in  1849.  In  1850  an  appli- 
cation was  made  to  the  City  Council  for  aid,  and 
it  appears  from  the  statements  then  made  tuat 
during  the  winter  of  1855-50,  eight  schools  had 
been  maintained  in  different  sections  of'the  city, 
which  were  attended  by  2033  scholars.  The  com- 
mittee to  whom  the  subject  was  referred  at  that 
time,  were  so  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
the  work  accomplished  by  these  schools,  that 
although  the  City  Couucil  had  no  authority  to 
appropriate  money  from  the  City  Treasury  for  the 
establishment  of  evening  schools,  tbey  recom- 
mended the  application  of  a  portion  of  the  fees 
received  at  the  North  Public  Scales  to  the  support 
of  the  schools  already  established  by  private  enter- 
prise. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted,  and  from  that 
time  until  1807  the  amount  of  aid  furnished  by  the 
city  was  about  81200  per  annum.  The  law  having 
been  changed  so  as  to  allow  the  city  to  establish 
and  maintain  evening  sehools,  the  City  Council,  in 
1807,  rescinded  the  order  furnishing  aid  to  the  pri- 
vate schools,  with  the  understanding  that  the 
School  Committee  should  take  charge  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  it"  they  considered  it  expedient,  make  a 
requisition  upon  the  City  Council  in  the  usual  \va\. 

In  accordance  wdth  a  requtsr  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  1808,  the  City  Council  authorize''  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  to  furnish  suah  ac- 
commodations for  evening  schools  as  migQt  be  re- 
quired. During  the  fall  ami  winter  of  1808  9,  ten 
schools  were  established.  The  average  attendance 
of  pupils  was  717,  and  the  total  expense  85333  74. 
During  the  last  season  eleven  schools  with  an  av- 
erage attendance  of  91S  pupils,  were  carried  on  at 
an  expense  of  810,727.  In  the  annual  appropria- 
tion for  school  purposes  this  year,  the  sum  of  §11),- 
OJ0  was  included  for  evening  'instructors,  and  an 
additional  sum  of  8-'50O  has'  been  allowed  by  the 
CUy  Council  for  accommodations. 

When  application  was  first  nude  to  tha  City 
Council  by  the  School  Committee,  it  was  state  I 
that  the  expense  for  carrying  on  these  schools 
would  be  very  small.  In  view  of  the  small  in- 
crease in  the  average  attendance  of  pupils,  tb  3 
large  increase  Iu  expense  is  somewhat  surprising, 
and  suggests  a  careful  examination  on  the  part  of 
the  City  Council  before  granting  further  requisi- 
tions from  the  School  Committee. 

The  importance  of  the  educatioual  work  which 
these  schools  are  capable  of  performing  in  a  large 
t  itv,  is  unquestionable.  There  are  two  classes  in 
the  community  interested  iu  their  efficient  main- 
tenance; first,  adults  who  are  anxious  to  learn  the 
rudiments— reading,  writing  and  a  little  arithmet- 
tic;  second,  minors,  between  twelve  an  1  eighteen 
years  of  age.  who  have  been  obliged,  through  pov- 
erty, to  retire  from  school,  and  who  are  desirous 
of  continuing  their  studies  during  hours  not  de- 
voted to  labor. 

So  far  as  the  schools  established  in  this  city  are 
adapted  to  the  real  wants  of  these  classes,  it*  will 
always  be  the  duty,  as  it  will  undoubtedly  always 
be  the  desire  of  the  City  Council  to  aid  and  en- 
courage them  in  every  way. 

The  "care  and  management"  of  ill  the  public 
schools  are  vested  by  the  statutes  in  the  School  Com- 
mittee. All  appropriations  from  the  Citv  Ireatury 
for  school  purposes  are  made  by  the  City  Council! 
and  that  body  is  responsible  to  the  citizens  for  any 
expenditure  beyond  those  actually  needed  to  keep 
the  public  schools  required  by  the  statutes.  It  has 
been  customary  for  the  City'  Council  to  grant  the 
requisitions  of  the  School  Committee  for  different 
purposes  without  submitting  them  to  any  careful 
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scrutiny.  It  would  itliiu  st  seem  that  the  public 
i  with  winch  i.ur  school  svstem  Is  regarded 
had  I  ecu  used  to  rover  the  most  extravagant  ex- 
penditures connected  with  ii.  It  is  always  a  deli- 
cate matter  for  one  branch  of  the  Government  to 
criticise  another,  hut  the  city  Council  hive  a  res- 
ponsil  ility  in  this  case  which  cannot  be  avoided . 

It  maybe  found  upon  examination  th  it  the 
School  Committee,  relying  upon  the  discretion  of 
the  city  Council,  have  made  requisitions  without 
proper'  considerations  as  to  their  necessity,  and 
that,  on  the  c-rhcr  hand,  the  City  Council  have 
man  ted  the  requisitions  simply  because  the  School 
Coinniittee  made  them.  However  the  present 
By  stem  has  grown  up,  it  is  an  expensive  one,  avd 
the  expense  is  increasing  to  a  most  remarkable 
extent,  as  the  following  statement  will  show:

This  statement  does  not  include  the  cost  ot 
schoolhouses.  If  that  item  is  taken  into  the  ac- 
count, the  expense  per  scholar  for  1855-56  would 
amount  to  #12  13;  in  1869-70  to  $45  13. 

The  last  report  of  the  .State  Board  of  Education 
contains  some  statistics  which  are  worthy  of  care- 
ful consideration  by  the  controllers  of  our  public 
schools.  In  The  table  showing  the  comparative 
amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  different  cit- 
ies and  towns  in  the  State  for  the  education  of 
each  child  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age, 
Boston  leads  all  except  four  towns,  Dorchester, 
Milton,  Brookline  and  Nahant.  This  comparison, 
i:  should  be  understood,  is  twtsed  upon  the  whole 
number  of  children  in  the  city  or  town  between 
the  ages  named,  Boston  being  put  down  for  43,109. 
If  we  make  the  comparison  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  children  ot  ah  ages  belonging  to  the 
public  ;  chools,  it  will  be  found  that  the  appropri- 
ation per  scholar  in  Boston  exceeds,  by  a  consider- 
able amount,  any  other  city  or  town  in  the  state. 
'this  comparison  does  not  include  the  cost  of 
sehoolhouses,  and  if  it  did,  the  expense  would  be 
fifty  per  cent,  greater  in  Boston  than  any  other 
place. 

Taking  the  figures  as  they  are  given  in  this  ta- 
ble, in  the  state  report,  it  appears  that  the  appro- 
priation for  each  child  between  five  and  fifteen 
years  of  age,  was  for  the  year  1868 — 09:

In  Chtrlestown,  C  imbridge  and  Chelsea  the  sys- 
tem of  irstructiou  is  substantially  the  snnn  as  in 
Boston,  and  the  buildings,  furniture,  up  para  us 
and  teachers  occupy  as  high  a  standard. 

So  far  ns  the  extra  expense  of  living  in  the  city 
isconcerned.it  ought  not  to  affect  to  any  appre- 
ciable degree  the  cost  of  tuition,  as  the  teachers 
of  the  Boston  schools  are  aliowed  to  live  out  of  the 
City,  and  many  of  them  do  so. 

In  the  report  of  the  Controllers  of  1'uhlic  Schools 
in  Philadelphia,  for  the  year  I860,  there  ore  some 
interesting  statistics  in  relation  to  ths  cost  of  the 
free  schools  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  United 
states.  It  appears  from  a  rraded  table  of  the 
average  cost  per  pupil,  computed  from  the  aver- 
age attendance  duringthe  year,  that  in  New  York 
the  expense  for  the  year  1865  was  §30  44.  This  in- 
cluded everything,  salaries,  schoolhouses,  books 
and  stationery,  anil  incidentals.  The  expense  in 
Boston  lor  the  same  year  (including  books  only  for 
indigent  children,  and  not  for  all  the  pupils  as  in 
New  York),  was  .£28  11;  and  the  expense  for  the 
financial  year  1869-70  was  $45  13.  The  entire  ex- 
pense in  Baltimore,  per  scholar,  in  the  year  1866, 
was  $20  09;  in  Cincinnati,  $19  13;  in  Brooklyn, 
$17  56;  in  Chicago,  $10  10;  in  Philadelphia,  $13  23. 

We  might  extend  this  comparison,  but  we  have 
presented  enough,  we  think,  to  give  a  just  idea 
of  the  extravagant  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools 
in  this  city. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  in  this  report  to  point  out 
parts  of  the  present  system  in  which  greatcrecon- 
omy  might  b?  exercised.  Ths  appropriations Jfor 
the  present  financial  year  have  been  made  and  are 
in  flic  bands  of  the  School  Committee.  Any  cur- 
tailment   of    expenditures   must   devolve   upon   a 


new  (ioveriimeiu.  In  what  we  have  presented,  we 
have  simply  endeavored  to  furnish  a  binis  for  an 
indefinite  inquiry  into  the  whole  subject  when  the 

appropriations  fbr  another  year  are  under  consi  I- 
sideratton. 

The  report  is  signed  by  all  the  members  of  the 
committee.

REPORT  ON  I>Jsri>.\C'KMENT  OK  TIDK   WATI.l:. 

Alderman  Pierce.  (Vera  the  Committee  on  the 
Harbor,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
from  the  Board  of  Harbor  Coinmissiomrs  of  the 
Commonwealth,  requiring  compensation  ftoin  the 
city  of  Boston  to  the  amount  of  sixty-one  thousand 
six'  bundled  and  sixty- three  dollars  and  forty-six 
cent~,  for  tide-water  displaced  by  the  construction 
of  Atlantic  avenue  and  the  filling  of  the  docks  in- 
side of  the  same,  having  given  the  subjt  ec  careful 
consideration,  submitted  the  following  report: 

The  require  in  ei  it  that  the  city  shall  make  com- 
pensation for  tide-water  displaced  by  the  con- 
struction of  Atlantic  avenue  is  founded  on  the  fol- 
lowing clause  of  section  4  of  chapter  11J  of  the 
Acts  of  1866: 

"The  amount  of  tide-water  displaced  by  any 
structure  or  filling  of  flats  hereafter  authorized  a.s 
aforesaid,  shall  le  ascertained  by  the  Harbor 
Commissioners,  and  they  shall,  in  all  cases  affect- 
ing the  harbor  of  Boston,  ond  in  cases  af- 
fecting other  harbors,  if  tbey  snail  deem 
it  necessary,  require  the  parties  making 
the  same  to  make  compensation  therefor, 
either  by  excavating  in  some  part  of  the  same 
harbor  where  the  work  is  performed,  including 
tide-water  channels  between  high  and  low  water- 
mark, to  such  an  extent  as  to  create  a  basin  for  as 
much  tide-water  as  may  be  displaced  by  sucn 
structure  or  filling  of  flats,  and  the  same  shall  be 
done  under  their  direction,  or  by  paying  in  lieu  of 
uei  forming  the  work  of  dredging  to  restore  the 
displaced  tide-water,  a  sufficient  sum  of  mor.ev  for 
making  such  compensation,  or  by  improving  the 
harbor  in  any  other  mode,to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
commissioners ;  and  all  money  thus  paid  shall  be 
paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
be  reserved  as  a  compensation  fund  for  the  harbor 
where  such  compensation  is  to  be  made,  and  used 
for  that  purpose  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioners." 

The  act  authorising  the  city  to  build  Atlantic 
avenue  (chap.  324,  acts  of  1807),  prescribes  as  fol- 
lows: Section  2d — "Such  compensation  shall  be 
made  for  all  displacement  of  tide-water  caused  by 
anything  done  under  this  act,  as  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners shall  deiermine,  and  be  made  in  the 
manner  required  by  chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six."  It  is  thus  maoe  clear  that 
the  Board  of  Harbor  commissioners  in  pre- 
senting the  communication  aforesaid  have 
simply     performed     a     prescribed     legal    duty. 

Although  thesa'd  commissioners,  under  the  act, 
have  the  sole  powei  to  determine  the  amount  of 
tide  water  displaced,  yet  it  was  thought  advisable 
by  your  committee  to  have  the  City  Engineer  ver- 
ify the  statement  of  quantities  as  determined  by 
said  commissioners.  The  City  Engineer  was  ac- 
cordingly requested  to  make  an  accurate  estimate 
of  the  ariiouut  of  tide-water  between  the  planes  of 
mean  high  and  low  water,  displaced  by  the  build- 
ing of  Atlantic  avenue.

Prom  the  foregoing  estimate  it  appears  that  the 
City  Eugineer  makes  the  amount  ot  tide-water  dis- 
placed 20,842  cubic  yards  more  than  the  amount 
returned  by  the  commissioners. 

Undoubtedly  the  Harbor  commissioners  will 
modify  their  return  so  as  to  conform  to  the  City 
Engineer's  estimate,  provided  they  can  he  satis- 
fied of  its  correctness. 
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But,  aside  from  the  question  of  the  quantities 
and  the  price  established  bv  the  commissions  s  — 
admitting  the  correctness  of  the  returns,  the  fair- 
ness of  the  price,  and  the  fact  that  the  city  is  le- 
gally responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  sum  ad- 
judged—your committee  feel  it  incumbent  upon 
.hem  to  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council  to 
some  considerations,  bearing  upon  the  merits  of 
the  "compensation"  theory,  and  the  expediency  of 
additional  legislation  upon  this  tonic. 

Previous  to  the  passaged'  the  ac;s  above  quoted, 
the  necessity  of  making  compensation  for  tide- 
water displaced,  was  regarded  as  settled.  This  doc- 
trine is  well  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Coni'uittee 
on  the  Commonwealth  s  Flats,  appointed  by  the 
Legislature  ol  18ti7.  In  that  report  <  House  D  >c.  7(:, 
1868,)  the  committee  say:  "The  claimf  tor  compen- 
sation for  tide-water  displaced  has  been  founded 
upon  tne  supposed  necessity  of  preserving  the  ex- 
isting proportion  between  the  tidal  basins  of  south 
Bay  and  Charles  and  Mystic  Rivers  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  main  channel  of  the  harbor  on  the 
other;  in  other  words,  that  m  order  to  keep  the 
main  channel  at  its  present  width  and  depth,  the 
amount  ot  tpaur ea used  by  the  ebb  and  flow  of  the 
tides  into  ana  out  of  these  tidal  resevoirs  or  basins 
must  I  e  preserved.  Hence  the  doctrine  that  it  a 
cubic  foot  of  water  is  tilled  in  any  part  of  the  har- 
bor bet  v/oen  high  and  low  water,  another  cu'iic 
foot  elsewhere  bPtween  high  and  low  water  must 
be  excavated."  Up  to  tl.is  time  the  authorities 
had  agreed  that  the  best  plan  ot  compensation 
was  to  increase  the  tidal  basins  ot  Charles  or  Mys- 
tic River,  byexcavating  an  amount  equal  to  the 
displacement  elsewhere.  Upon  a  more  careful  ex- 
amination aud  comparison  of  surveys  ol  the  harbor 
made  in  1835  and  in  18C1  it  was  found  that  this  was 
impracticable.  In  their  second  report  (House  Doc. 
iS'o.  10,  i»;8)  the  Harbor  Commissioners  say : 

"As  'compensation  in  kind,'  the  United  states 
Commission  recommended  that  the  occupation  of 
south  Boston  Flats  should  be  immediately  followed 
by  the  dredging  away  of  flats  and  marsh  lands  in 
Ai  ystic  and  Charles Ki vers ;  but  as  a  preliminary  step 
to  the  opening  of  these  new  receptacles  for 
tide-water,  they  declared  that  an  improve- 
iiu  ill  of  the  out  lets  of  these  rirers  would  be  in- 
Otspensable.  It  is  pre.-isely  here  that  the  im- 
piaetibility  of  their  plan  presents  itself.  The  en- 
croachments upon  the  inoutlis  of  the  Mystic 
and  Charles  Rivers  have  already  rendered  them 
insufficient  f.r  the  free  ingress  and  egress  of  river 
and  tide-water.  It  is  a  fact  that  we  shall  hereafter 
state  more  specifically,  that  these  outlets  have 
been  so  confined  by  wharves  and  bridges,  that 
large  masses  of  mud  and  sand  have  been  torn  from 
their  beds  by  the  enrreut,  and  swept  into  the  harbor. 
In  order  to  make  these  avenues  of  communication 
sufficiently  ample  to  accommodate  an  increased 
flow  of  tide-water  without  further  disturbance  of 
the  beds,  either  the  wharves  and  bridges  must  be 
in  part  removed,  or  the  new  regimen  anticipated 
by  artificial  excavations  to  a  great  depth'.'' 

The  United  States  Advisory  Council  announce 
the  same  conclusion  in  tne  following  passage  of 
their  report,  accompanying  the  report  above 
quoted : 

"That  the  tidal  reser.oirs  engender  sufficient 
power  to  purge  the  harbor  channels  of  foreign 
matter  or  its  equivalent;  and  that  any  augmenta- 
tion of  the  interior  reservoirs,  in  the  present  en- 
cumbered state  of  their  outlets,  would  do  more 
harm  than  good. 

The  United  States  Commissioners  were  aware 
of  these  difficulties  in  the  way  of  'compensation 
in  kind,'  but  did  not  realize  their  full  magnitude. 
they  believed  that  the  outlets  of  the  reservoirs 
could  be  improve' i  by  a  seduction  of  the  number 
of  bridges,  and  by  <»  radical  reform  in  their  mode 
of  construction,  and  that  the  new  regimen  could 
otherwise  be  anticipated  by  enlargements  of  outlet 
sections  with  the  use  of  the  dredge." 

These  extracts  show  that  the  tidal  basins  of  the 
Charles  and  Mystic  Rivers  are  already  too  large ; 
that  they  cannot,  safely  be  increased  without  wid- 
ening the  outlet  between  Boston  aud  Cbarlestown 
This  being  admitted  to  be  impracticable,  "any 
augmentation  of  the  interior  basins  would  do  more 
harm  limn  rjiod." 

The  report  of  the  Legislative  committee  of  1867 
contains  an  exhaustive  discussion  of  this  matter 
of  "compensation,"  and  they  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  "compensation  in  kind"  is  impractica- 
ble and  unnecessary. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee, we  beg  leave  to  suggest  that,  even  if  it 


were  claimed  that  the  displacement  of  tide-water 
in  the  basins  of  South  Bay,  or  of  diaries  and 
Mystic  ltivers  might  be  an  injury  to  the  harbor,  it 
does  not  follow  that  displacement  in  the  locality 
of  Atlantic  avenue  would  be  an  injury.  Indeed*. 
it  does  not  appear  that  any  or  all  the  fillings  that 
have  been  made  in  the  harbor  for  the  last  thirty- 
odd  years,  have  appreciably  injured  the  harbor. 
In  the  report  before  relerred  to,  the  Advisory 
Council  state,  as  a  result  of  a  comoarison  of  the 
surveys  of  1835  and  18G1 :  "The  volume  of  the  up- 
per harbor  below  the  plone  of  mean  low  water 
remained  essentially  the  same  from  1835  to 
18til."  This  testimony  is  the  more  valuable  from 
the  fact  that  it  compelled  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  original  beliei  of  the  United  States 
Commissioners  that  the  harbor  was  being  shoaied 
in  consequence  of  hllii  gs.  The  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners accept  this  f.ic. ":  "In  the  clean  water-way 
of  the  harbor  the  volume  has  remained  the  same ;"' 
or  again  :  "We  are  iniormed.hy  the  inquiries  of  out 
Advisory  Council  that  the  shoaling  is  nearly  all  of 
it  a  mere  shifting  of  the  material,  not  deposie 
from  foreign  sources."  If.  therefore,  the  extensive 
fillings  in  the  upper  basins  have  not  injured  the 
harbor,  for  a  still  stronger  reason  we  may  infer 
that  fillings  in  the  locality  of  Atlantic  avenue  can 
work  no  injury  which  requires  eotnnensation. 

We  cheerfully  admit  the  obligation  of  the  city  of 
Boston  to  see  that  the  harbor  receives  no  detri- 
ment, either  from  ber  own  act",  or  the  acts  of 
others.  Wre  also  admit  the  obligation  of  the  city 
to  make  full  "compensation"  for  any  injury  re- 
sulting to  the  harbor  from  encroachments  which 
the  growth  of  the  city  involves.  No  duty 
can  be  more  imperative  upon  the  city  thaii 
that  of  maintaining  the  harbor  upon  which 
her  prosperity  so  largely  depends  But  we 
do  not  see  the  propriety  of  requiring  the 
city  to  pay  a  large  sum  of  money  when  the  theory 
upon  which  the  requirement  was  founded  is  en- 
tirely exo'oded  and  abandoned. 

The  statute  requires  that  this  money,  if  paid  by 
the  city,  shall  be  placed  in  the  treasury  of  the 
State  and  held  as  part  of  the  Harbor  t  und,  to  be 
applied  to  "compensate"  for  injuries  caused  by  the 
fillings  on  account  of  which  it  is  received.  No 
portion  of  this  fund  can  be  legitimately  applied  to 
any  other  purpose.  It  would  seem  that  now  that 
it  is  proved  that  these  fillings  have  done  no 
injury,  or,  at  least,  until  it  is  proved  that  .hey 
have  done  injury,  it  is  at  best  unnecessary  to  assess 
this  amount,  upon  the  city,  to  be  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury,  there  to  bt'  unemployed,  for  it  i 
the  plain  conclusion  of  common  sense  that  it  no 
injury  is  done,  no  compensation  can  be  required, 
and  the  facts  of  the  case  and  the  inquiries  of  sci- 
ence; agree  that  no  injury  h'S  hitherto  been  dom 
by  fillings  similar  to  this,  or  by  others  more  calcu- 
lated to  injure  the  harbor  than  this. 

We  learn  by  inquiry  of  the  proper  authorities 
that  the  present  amount  of  the  Harbor  Fund  in 
the  State  Treasury,  is  $11,143  79.  Of  this  amount, 
the  city  has  paid  $7381  49.  The  sum  demanded  for 
filling  Atlantic  avenue  is  on  the  basis  ;>f  the  report 
of  the  City  Engineer,  §70,338  75.  It  thus  appears 
that  if  this  sum  is  paid,  the  amount  assessed,  or 
to  be  assessed  upon  the  tax-payers  of  Boston  as 
"compensation"  for  injuries  admitted  not  to  have 
been  caused,  will  be  $77,720  24.  In  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  city,  with  the  general 
feeling  justly  prevailing  that  expenditures  should 
be  rigidly  limited  to  works  of  absolute  necessity, 
or  to  the  payment  of  admitted  obligations,  it  would 
be  grossly  unjust  to  consent  to  the  payment  of 
this  large  sum,  when  the  theory  upon  which  the 
claim  has  rested,  and  upon  which  the  city  has 
heretofore  made  similar  payments,  is  admitted  to 
be  without  foundation  in  science  or  in  facts'. 

For  another  and  a  stronger  reason  the  city  ought 
to  protest  against  the  payment  of  "compensation." 
The  Harbor  Commissioners  have  fixed  thirty-seven 
and  a  half  cents  per  cubic  yard  as  the 'money 
equivalent  for  "compensation  in  kind."  This 
would  amount,  assessed  upon  every  cubic  yard  of 
filling,  between  high  and  low  water,  to  about  four- 
teen cents  per  superficial  foot  of  land  filled 
where  the  displacement  occupies  the  whole 
space  between  high  and  low  water.  If  ap. 
plied  to  flats  aboVe  low  water,  the  displace" 
meut  and  of  course  the  assessment  on  each  square 
toot  would  be  proportionally  less.  It  amounts  to 
an  incumbrance  with  a  maximum  of  fourteen 
cents  upon  every  square  foot  of  land  which  the 
future  growth  of  Boston  may  require  to  be  filled  in 
tide-water. 
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Theie  are  thousands  of  acres  of  flats  around  Bos- 
ton lodav  tlic  inn  kit  price  of  wliich  is  less  than 
this  assessment..  It  will  he  readily  seen  that  if 
this  claim  for  "compensation"  is  recognized,  it 
will  oik  rate  as  an  incumbrance,  in  all  luturc  time, 
which  will  seriously  check  rhe  growth  of  Boston. 
No  consideration,  short  of  imperative  duty,  should 
lead  the  city  to  censent  that  a  precedent  Bo  injuri- 
ous to  me  commercial  prosperity  of  Boston  shall 
he  confirmed. 

The  committee,  therefore,  can  come  to  no  other 
conclusion  than  this:  that  the  city  ought  not  to 
pay  this  money.  For  all  actual  injury  caused  to 
the  harbor  by  this  structure,  the  city  ought  to 
in  ike  and  will  make  full  "compensation,"  but,  we 
submit,  the  injury  ought  to  be  proved  actual  or  at 
least  proba!  << . 

We  are  sustained  in  this  view  by  the  authority  of 
the  very  able  Legislative  Committee  of  1367.  The 
question  before  them  was  this:  what  ''compensa- 
tion" shall  the  state  make  for  tiae- water  displaced 
by  the  building  of  the  sea-wall  and  the  rilling  of 
Hats  at  South  Boston?  Alter  showing  that  the 
doctrine  of  "compensation  in  kind"  was  inadmis- 
siole,  the  committee  say: 

"Applying  a  little  common  sense  to  this  matter, 
it  would  seem  that  the  problem  admits  of  an  easy 
solution  on  this  simple*  formula — tlie  cnmpensanon 
must  be  proportioned  to  the  Injur/;.  If  it  should  ap- 
pear that  the  State,  by  tilling  these  flats,  does  no 
injury  to  the  harbor,  surely  it  owes  no  compensa- 
tion: if  it  should  appear  that  the  State,  by 
rilling  these  fiats,  confers  a  positive,  large 
and  permanent,  benefit  upon  the  harbor,  lor 
a  still  stronger  reason  it  owes  no  compensation. 
As  a  matter  of  common  fairness  and  nrudence, 
li ist  ascercain  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  injuiy, 
and  compensate  accordingly.  What  then  shall 
be  the  test  or  measure  of  injury,  and  what  the 
nature  and  rule  of  compensation? 

There  seems  to  be  cut  two  methods  of  reaching 
these,  results.  1st.  The  state  to  set  apart  a  com- 
pensation fund  assessed  upon  these  flats  upon  an 
arbitrary  basis,  or  to  guarantee  a  fund  upon  such 
a  irisis.  2  '.  The  i  tate  to  agree  to  repair  all  injur- 
ies which  proper  surveys  and  time  shall  piove  to 
have  been  done  to  the  harbor  by  this  work. 

The  objections  to  the  fiist  plan  are.  that  the  rate 
of  assessment  must  be  conjectural,  and  therefore 
the  lund  might  prove  excessive  or  inadequate; 
that  it  is  baa  policy  to  create  a  fund  unless  the 
definite  amount  which  will  be  needed  can  be  lixed, 
and  especially,  it  will  be  next  to  impossible  to  rind 
the  proper  agents  tor  disbursing  such  a  fund.  The 
Legislature  would  never  leave  Ihe  disbursing  of 
such  a  fund  to  the  discretion  of  agents,  but  would 
keep  the  control  jealously  in  their  own  hands. 
fins  would  end,  practically,  in  the  adoption  of  the 
second  pfau,  winch  is: 

SJd.  The  faith  of  the  State  to  lie  pledged  to  re- 
pair all  injuries  done  by  her  own  work,  n  it  were 
a  transaction  with  unvate  persons,  there  might  be 
difficulties  about  applying;  this  rule;  bur.  (.he- 
pledged  faith  of  .Massachusetts  its  as  good  as  a  spe- 
cific fund,  ibis  plan  was  distinctly  foreshadowed 
in  chapter  ."54  of  the  acts  of  the  last  Legislature. 
Section  5  is  as  follows: 

"it  shall  be  the  duty  id'  the  engineer  appointed 
under  this  act  to  cause  liydrographical  surveys  to 
be  made  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpece  of  de- 
termining tne  effect  upon  the  harbor  of  the  struct- 
ures and  filling  in  connection  with  the  dredging 
herein  authorized,  and  in  case  it  shall  aopear  that 
the  same  injuriously  affect  the  harbor,  by  reason 
of  the  displacement  ot  tide-water,  compensation 
shall  be  made  therefor,  in  such  manner  and  to 
»Uch  extent  as  the  Legislature  shall  hereafter  de- 
termine. 

'1  his  is  the  business  method  of  dealing  with  a 
problem  in  which  uncertain  and  unknown  quanti- 
ties so  largely  prevail.  Ascertain,  by  surveys  made 
it,  proper  periods,  perhaps  once  in  three!  live  or 
ten  years,  partial  or  general  as  circumstances  in- 
dicate, the  character  and  extent  of  the  changes  in 
the  bed  ot  the  harbor;  the  sources,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, pi  the  foreign  matter  deposited;  the 
amount  ol  injuiy  resulting;  and  so  far  as  it  ap- 
pears, conducting  the  experiments  and  determin- 
ing the  results  in  the  most  liberal  spirit  towards 
the  harbor,  that  the  State  his  caused  any  injury 
compensate  to  the  uttermost  farthing."  " 

We  think  the  doctrine  sound  when  applied  to 
work  done  by  the  state:  and  we  cannot  see  whv  it 
is  not  equally  sound  when  applied  to  work  done 
ny  he  city.  We  therefore  reconnneno  that  annli- 
cation  be  made  to  the  Legislature,  either  for  the 
repeal  ol  so  much  of  the  act  of  1866  -><  relates  to 
"compensation,  ■  or  for  the  release  ol  the  city  from 
'compensation,"  uponcon-

SINKING     FUND    FOR     THE     REDEMPTION     OF    THE 
CITY    DEBT. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  II,  from  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  whom  were  refeired  the  orders  of  the 
City  Council  in  relation  to  a  special  ordinance 
concerning  the  Suffolk  street  District  Loan,  and 
the  redemption  and  reduction  of  the  Water  Debt, 
made  a  report,  that  they  have  carefully  considered 
the  whole  question  of  the  payment  of  the  City 
Debt,  and  would  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  ordinance,  which  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  lias 
received  their  approval: 

An  Ordinance  in  addition  to  the    Ordinance  in  rela- 
tion to  Finance. 

Section  1.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the 
Auditor  or  Accounts,  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Accounts,  and  the  Chaiiman  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  on  the  part  of  the  Common 
Council,  shall,  ex-ojjiciis,  with  two  persons  to  be 
chosen  from  the  citizens  at  large  as  hereinafter 
designated,  constitute  a  Board  of  Commissioners 
on  the  sinking  funds  for  the  payment  or  redemp- 
tion of  the  city  debt.  Upon  the"  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  there  shall  be  chosen  by  concurrent 
vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council  two 
members  of  said  Board  from  the  citizens  at  large, 
one  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  one  for  two 
years,  from  the  first    Monday  in    May,  in  the  year 

1871.  In  the  month  of  March  or  April,  in  the  year 

1872,  and  annually  afterwards,  there  shall  be 
clnseninthe  same  manner  one  member  of  said 
Board  from  the  citizens  at  large,  to  hold  office  for 
two  years,  from  the  first  Monday  of  31ay  follow- 
ing/ 

The  Mayor  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
so  constituted,  and  the  Auditor  of  accounts  shall 
be  the  Secretary.  The  said  Board  shall  have  con- 
trol of  the  present  sinking  funds  for  the  payment 
of  the  city  debt,  and  of  all  funds  hereafter  created 
for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  All  loans  hereafter  made  for  public 
buildings  and  the  lands  upon  which  the  same  are 
to  be  located,  including  all  loans  authorized  but 
not  negotiated  for  those  purposes,  shall  be  negotia- 
ted for  a  term  of  ten  years;  all  loans  hereaftermade 
for  laying  out  and  widening  streets,  and  for  all 
street  improvements, and  for  the  purchase  of  pub- 
lic lands,  including  all  loans  authorized,  but  not 
negotiated  for  those  purposes,  shall  be  negotiated 
for  a  term  of  twenty  years;  all  loans  hereafter 
made  for  the  water  works,  including  all  loans  au- 
thorized, but  not  negotiated  for  that  purpose,  ami 
also  including  the  renewal  of  the  loan  falling  due 
in  the  financial  year  1870-71  for  the  Cocbituate 
Water  Works,  sball  he  negotiated  for  a  term  of 
thirty  years:  said  loans  shall  be  dated  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  April,  October  or  July  in  the  year 
they  are  issued. 

Sect.  3.    A  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  al 
maturity  of  the  several  loans  negotiated  as  pro- 
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vided  in  section  two.  shall  be  created  as  follows: 
(>n  account  of  the  loan  made  for  the  term  of  ten 
years  an  appropriation  equal  to  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  shall  be  made;  on  the  loan  of  twenty  years 
an  appropriation  equal  to  three  per  cent,  per  an- 
num; on  the  loan  for  thirty  years  an  appropria- 
tion equal  to  one  and  a  hall  per  cent,  per  annum. 
The  amount  so  raised  annually  by  taxation,  shall 
lie  paid  by  tbe  'treasurer  to  the  commissioners  of 
the  sinking  funds,  on  the  first  day  of  December 
in  each  year;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall 
invest  the  same,  with  its  accumulations,  either 
in  the  permanent  or  temporary  loans  of  the 
city,  the  bonds  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts, 
or  the  bonds  of  the  United  states,  and  in 
no  other  securities;  and  said  investments  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  at  least  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  Boston  thus 
acquired  shall  not  be  cancelled,  but  shall  remain  as 
a  part  of  the  assets  of  the  specific  fund  with  which 
they  were  purchased;  pr  wided,  that  whenever  it 
shall  appear  to  the  comissioners  that  any  sinking 
fund  herein  created  will  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  meet  the  loan  for  which  it  is  intended  when  it 
falls  due,  said  commissioners  may,  in  their  discre- 
tion, purchase  city  scrip  or  bonds,  anu  discon- 
tinue further  taxation  on' account  of  the  same,  for 
such  lengtn  of  time  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  4.  All  excess  of  revenue  over  estimates, 
and  of  appropriations  over  expenditures  at  the 
close  of  each  linanciil  year,  shall  be  set  apart  and 
paitl  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  funds  created  by  this  ordinance,  and  only 
tbe  residue  of  the  full  amount  required,  as  speci- 
fied in  section  thtee,  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  the 
year  next  succeeding  the  close  of  each  financial 
year;  and  the  amount  so  required  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  said  commissioners  to  the  Auditor  of 
Accounts,  and  become  a  part  of  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  without  further  votes  of  the 
City  Council. 

Sect  5.  All  revenue  derived  from  any  loan  shall 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  the  principal  of  such 
loan;  all  excess  of  revenue  over  estimates,  and  of 
appropriations  over  expenditures  at  the  close  of 
each  finaiuial  year,  after  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tiou4  are  fulfilled  and  all  revenue  from  any  oth- 
er source  than  tbe  sinking  funds,  shall  hereafter- 
be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  said  commissioners, 
to  be  used  by  them  for  the  purchase  of  the  debt  of 
the  city,  or  to  cover  the  deficit  in  any  sinking  fund 
— except  the  sinking  fund  for  the  water  debt — 
when  the  debt  to  which  it  is  applicable  matures; 
and  the  scrip  so  mirehased  shall,  so  far  as  practi- 
cable, be  that  issued  for  the  shortest  term  of  years, 
and,  when  purchased,  shall  be  cancelled. 

Sect.  G.  All  excess  of  income  from  water  rates 
over  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  interest  and 
exchange,  if  any,  upon  the  water  debt,  shall  be 
used  by  the  said*  commissioners  for  the  purchase 
of  tbe  capital  of  said  debt. 

Sect.  7.  Whenever  any  debt  to  be  paid  from  the 
sinking  fund  becomes  due,  the  commissioners 
shall  furnish  the  treasurer  from  the  funds  in  their 
care  tor  said  payment,  the  sum  required,  or  so 
much  as  shall  be  to  the  credit  of  said  debt  or  loan, 
and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  if  said  amount 
is  in  excess  of  the  debt,  the  resi  lue  shall  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  the  debt  of  the  city,  as  herein- 
before provided. 

Sect.  8.  Tbe  said  commissioners  shall  invest  a 
portion  of  the  several  sinking  funds  in  each  debt 
when  created  by  the  city,  and  shall  sell  the  same 
at  pai  to  the  City  Treasurer  whenever  required; 
and  loans  to  the  city  from  the  sinking  funds  shall 
be  made  upon  securities  payable  only  to  said  com- 
missioners. 

Sect.  9.  When  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  com- 
missioners the  present  sinking  fund  is  sufficient, 
with  its  prospective  accumulations  and  additions, 
to  meet  the  outstanding  debt  to  which  it  is  appli- 
cable, they  shall  notify  the  City  Council,  so  that 
further  taxation  on  account  of  said  debt  may 
cease.  Said  commissioners  may  apply  said  fund 
to  the  purchase  or  payment  of  the  capital  of  the 
debt  of  the  city,  in  the  manner  they  may  from  time 
to  time  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  10.  The  commissioners  shall  report  to  the 
City  Council  semi-annually ,  on  or  before  the  fourth 
Mondays  of  July  and  January,  the  exact  condition 
of  the  several  funds  under  their  control  to  the  first 
day  of  each  of  said  months.  The  City  Treasurer 
shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  several  sinking 
funds  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  in  such  form  and 
manner  as  the  said  commissioners  shall  dhect, 
and  he  shall  furnish  to  the  Auditor  of  Accounts, 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first   day    of  June,   a 


statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  funds  on 
the  30th  day  of  April  preceding,  which  state- 
ment shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
said  Auditor  of  Accounts. 

Sect.  11.  The  City  Council  shall  make  apppro- 
priations,  annually,  for  the  payment  of  the  treas- 
urer, the  secretary  of  said  commissioners,  aud 
such  clerical  and  office  expenses  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  care  and  management  of  the 
several  funds;  said  appropriations  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  and  approval  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance. 

Sect.  12.  Sections  eight,  ten  and  eleven  of  the 
ordinance  on  finance,  and  all  other  parts  of  said 
ordinance  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

The  ordinance  having  been  read  once,  Mr.  Poor 
moved  a  suspension  c'f  the  rules  for  its  second 
reading,  which  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  24  to  7. 

Mr.  Poor  stated  that  the  committee  had  given 
the  greatest  attention  to  the  subject,  and  it  Was 
his  object  in  moving  a  suspension  of  the  rules, 
that  the  ordinance  should  prss  tonight,  and  take 
effect  immediately.  He  was  ready  to  explain  its 
several  provisions,  and  would  do  so  for  tbe  benefit 
of  those  who  had  not  had  time  to  look  over  the  or- 
dinance carefully. 

On  the  first  section,  he  remarked  that  it  was 
thought  desirable  in  addition  to  the  members  of 
tbe  City  Government  constituting  tbe  Commis- 
sioners on  the  sinking  Fund,  t  >  invite  the  atten- 
tion of  gentlemen  among  the  citizens  who  were 
familiar  with  financial  matters,  hence  the  pro- 
vision for  the  election  of  two  citizens  at  large.  In 
relation  to  the  time  of  the  renewing  of  the  several 
loans,  those  relating  to  scboolhouses,  from  the 
change  of  population  and  wear,  it  was  deemed 
best  10  run  ten  years;  the  street  improvement 
loans  were  fixed  at  twenty  years,  and  on  water  at 
thirty  years. 

In  relation  to  the  sinking  fund,  it  would  be  found 
to  differ  from  the  present  fund,  which  re  piired  an 
annual  payment  into  it  of  three  per  cent,  on  all 
loans,  without  reference  to  the  number  of  yens 
they  had  to  run.  By  the  proposed  change  it  would 
obviate  the  necessity  of  raising  so  much  money  as 
now  for  che  sinking  fund.  Section  five  was  remarked 
upon,  and  in  relation  to  the  operation  under  sec- 
tion five,  the  order  assessing  betterments  to  the 
amount  of  more  than  £700,000  on  Atlantic  avenue 
abutters  was  specified  as  revenue  derived  from  the 
loan,  to  be  applied  and  used  as  provided  for  the 
purchase  of  tbe  loan. 

Mr.  Foor  further  said  that  tbe  subject  had  re- 
ceived a  great  deal  of  attention  frein  the  commit- 
tee, and  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  were  be- 
lieved to  be  judicious.  The  sinking  fund  bad 
accumulated  faster  than  necessary,  much  faster 
than  the  object  for  which  it  was  created.  Last 
year  the  increase  was  more  than  .i?:J,000,000,  and  the 
tund  would  amount  at  the  close  of  the  present 
financial  year  to  #11,000,000  for  a.  debt  of  §20,000,000. 
Unless  a  change  should  be  made  the  amount  to  be 
paid  to  the  fund  in  another  year  would  be  §700,000 
besides  the  betterments,  and  in  a  few  years  the 
sinking  fund  would  exceed  the  present  amount  of 
the  city  debt.  The  amount  now  raised  for  the 
sinking  fund  was  nearly  twenty-five  per  ceot.  of 
the  ax  bills.  If  any  further  explanation  was  nec- 
essary, he  was  ready  to  give  it. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  a  postponement  of 
the  subject  for  one  week,  for  he  had  not  read  the 
ordinance  through. 

Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  9  inquired  what  was  the 
urgency  for  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  tonight. 

Mr.  I'oor  said  there  would  be  but  two  meetings 
more  of  the  Council,  and  as  many  matters  had 
been  referred  to  committees,  they  would  have  as 
much  as  they  could  attend  to  in  the  remaining 
meetings.  There  was  leisure  enough  in  this  meet- 
ing to  consider  the  subject. 

Mr.  Frost  said  if  there  was  a  necessity  for  its 
passage  now  he  would  vote  for  it,  but  he  wished  to 
look  over  am!  understand  it. 

Mr.  Kich  of  Ward  9  said  the  subject  had  been  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Ordinances  today  ;  they  had 
examined  it  as  carefully  as  t hay  could;  th**  Clerk 
of  Committees  and  the  City  Solicitor  had  examined 
it  and  found  it  straight  and  direct,  and  it  was  be 
lieved  to  be  calculated  to  benelit  the  finances  oJ 
the  city.  It  had  its  origin  in  a  speech  of  Alder- 
man Talbot,  it  having  been  found  that  the  sinking 
Fund  was  accumulating  more  rapidly  than  was 
anticipated,  and  the  debt  would  be  paid  too 
soon.  It  was  simply  a  question  of  paying  now 
what  interests  a  whole  generation  to  cine,  par- 
ticularly in  regard  to  the  water  debt,  in  the   intro- 
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(hiction  of  the  water  into  new  territory,  and  in 
street  Improvements,  the  expense  of  which  should 
be  spread  over  mu"h  more  time. 

The  motion  to  postpone  was  carried,  bv  a  vote  of 
29  to  21. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  3Ir.  Tucker  of  Ward  <;, 

WbeteaS)  William  Lewis,  a  member  of  the  lure 
Department,  and  attached  to  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  No.  1,  was  seriously  injured  at  the  tire 
No.  110  Washington  street,  on  the  25th  of  July 
last: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Wm. 
Lewis  the  sum  of  $200  on  account  of  injuries  re- 
ceived while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as  a 
member  of  the  Fire  Department,  said  sum  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  offered  the   following  order: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  request- 
ed to  petition  the  General  Court,  at  its  next  ses- 
sion, in  behalf  of  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  for 
the  passage  of  an  act  to  annex  the  city  of  Charles- 
town  to  the  city  of  Boston— said  act  not  to  take 
effect  unless  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  voters 
of  each  city  present  and*  voting  thereou  at  meet- 
ings specially  called  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  Hull  stated  that  several  years  ago  the  peo- 
ple of  both  cities  voted  in  favor  of  annexation, 
but  it  was  lost  through  an  unfortunate  word ;  since 
that  time  the  friends  of  annexation  have  been  at 
work  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  allow  the 
people  to  act  upon  it.  The  strongest  opposition 
to  it  in  the  Legislature  has  been  through  failure 
of  the  people  of  Boston  to  ask  for  it;  and  it  was 
desirable  that  the  people  should  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  vote  upon  it.  The  cit/  of  Boston  must 
have  a  further  supply  of  water  from  some  source, 
and  East  Boston  is  now  supplied  and  is  dependent 
upon  Charlestown  for  the  use  of  its  water. 

Mr.  Hull  further  urged  that  political  influence 
had  kept  Charlestown  from  annexation,  while  he 
believed  the  people  were  in  favor  of  it,  aDd  the 
people  of  Somerville,  Maiden,  Chelsea  and  Ever- 


ett were  moving  in  favor  of  annexation,  and  they 
would  before  many  years  accomplish  their  object, 
lb-  was  willing  to  let  the  question  stand  upon  its 
merits,  and  wished  to  give  the  people  an  opportu- 
nity to  vote  upon  the  subject. 

A  suspension  of  the  rules  was  carried  by  a  vote 
of  37  to  5,  when  the  order  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16,  the  order 
authorizing  a  transfer  from  the  Reserved  Fund  of 
$1200  for  the  erection  of  a  bell  tower  on  the  house 
of  Krgine  No.  1(5,  was  taken  from  the  table,  aDd 
considered. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  if  the  bell  tower 
had  already  been  built? 

Mr.  Temple  replied  that  he  was  hanpy  to  say 
that  the  committee  had  not  anticipated  t.ie  pass- 
age of  the  order,  and  had  taken  no  measures 
towards  the  erection  of  the  tower.  He  wished 
also  to  correct  some  impressions  in  regard  to  the 
bell  of  a  neighboring  church.  The  bell  was  in  a 
br  ofcen  condition,  and  should  the  alarm  apparatus 
be  connected  with  it,  it  would  probably  destroy  it, 
and  the  city  would  be  obliged  to  pay  tor  it.  It  was 
believed  by  the  committee  to  be  better  to  make 
the  arrangement  proposed.  The  bell  was  heavier 
than  needed,  but  was  purchased  on  account  of  Kox- 
uury. 

The  order  was  passed. 

The  report  and  order  authorizing  a  transfer  from 
the  Reserved  Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
East  Boston  Ferries  of  the  sum  of  $50,000,  specially 
assigned,  was  takeuup,  and  were  passed  by  a  vote 
of  46  yeas  to  7  nays,  the  nays  being  Messrs.  Bar- 
nartl,  Bonner,  Brown,  Gay,  Quinn,  Bobbins, 
Squires. 

Mr.  Kogers  of  Ward  15  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  theorder  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition 
the  General  Court  for  authority  to  take  lands  for 
public  parks  in  Boston  or  its  immediate  vicinity. 
Lost— 12  to  22. 

Mr.  Woolley  of  Ward  1  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  the  subject  of  laying  water  pipes  in  East 
Boston,  (printed  city  docs.  N'os.  79  and  92, 1870.) 
Lost.

Fiederiek  <  >.  Prince  appeared  lor  Win.  ll.  Bord- 
ni  in.  owner  ol  <  states  on  Broad  street,  to  in-  taken 
for  the  proposed  extension.  Mr.  Prince  'aid  he 
had  bad  nut  a  short  notice  in  appearing  'in  the 
subject,  and.  it  was  the  wish  of  Mr.  Bordman  to 
have  it  referred  to  a  committee,  so  that  he  could 
produce  evidence  lor  a  lull  bearing.  It  appeared 
'hat  half  a  dozen  persons  interested  in  this  pro- 
posed sueet  had  asked  for  it,  l>ui  it  was  not 
quired  for  the  public  good,  it  was  HOI  true  that 
but  one  store  would  be  taken,  but  two  valuable 
stores  would  he  necessary  to  Le  removed  fur  the 
opening  of  a  street. 

The  measure  was  objectionable  on  account  of 
the  great  expense,  and  it  nas  not  needed,  sturg^s 
.street,  which  it  was  designed  to  lay  out,  being  but 
ninetv  feet  from  this  opening.  It  was  not  a  de- 
sirable luie  either,  for  it  would  be  much  out  ol  a 
direct  line  f-v  a  street.  He  bad  been  assured, 
also,  that  the  abutters  on  Pearl  place  objected, 
that  being  private  property,  and  ii  the  street  was 
laid  out  they  would  ask  for  pay  for  the  land  of  the 
place.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  subject 
would  be  referred  to  a  committee,  90  that  evidence 
might  be  produced  in  thi''  case. 

Mr.  John  Foster  believed  tiiis  to  be  a  veiy  im- 
portant matter,  which  would  give  a  direct  thor- 
oughtare  from  Pearl  street  to  the  wharves;  such  a 
thoroughfare  as  would  warrant  the  expence  of 
taking  one  store.  Air.  Bordman  had  refused  to 
sell  his  property. which  had  been  kept  Licked  up  to 
(he  detriment  of  the  business  in  the  vicinity. 
ILese  stores  were  vacant  and  likely  to  remain  so, 
while  other  property  in  the  vicinity  was  suffering 
and  would  sutler  unless  this  street  was  opened. 
The  abutters  on  Pearl  place  he  believed  were  in 
favor  of  opeuinsr  this  street. 

Mr.  Prince  said  he  supposed  that  it  was  the  pub- 
lic convenience  which  required  the  opening  of 
streets,  and  that  such  opening  of  streets  was  not 
a  measure  of  punishment.  The  party  who  headed 
this  petition  for  a  new  street  had  advertised  his 
property  for  sale.  Sturgis  place,  he  believed,  would 
be  sufficient  to  afford  the  conveniences  tor  public 
travel  in  this  diiection,  and  the  <iuestion  as  to 
what  Mr.  Bordman  does  with  his  piopertv  has 
nothing  to  do  with  this  matter. 

Michael  Doherty,  as  a  real  ertateowner  on  Hum- 
phrey place,  said  he  had  asked  this  opening  as  a 
street  for  the  public  benefit,  in  common  with  the 
other  owners  of  property  in  that  neighborhood. 
He  had  no  doubt  that  all  who  examined  the  local- 
ity would  be  convinced  that  public  convenience 
requires  that  the  street  should  be  laid  jut. 
Ihe  report  was  recommitted. 
The  hearing  on  the  petition  of  the  Metropolitan 
Railroad  Coropiny  for  a  peimanent  location  m 
summer  and  Chauney  streets,  was  taken  up. 

The  remonstrance'  of  E.  U.  Mudge,  Sawyer  & 
Co.,  and  others,  against  the  continuance  of  the 
tracks  of  the  .Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  in 
summer  and  Chauney  streets,  was  read. 

F.  U.  Prince,  for  remonstrants,  said  he  had  been 
spoken  to  only  a  few  minutes  previously  to  say 
something.  He  had  brcn  informed  when  the  track 
was  laid  tnat  it  was  but  for  a  temporary  purpose, 
and  on  that  account  they  made  no  leuionstranee 
against  it.  The  remonstrants  comprise  the  busi- 
ness men  along  the  route  of  these  tracks  in  Sum- 
mer street  and  Chauney  street,  and  in  view  of  the 
importance  of  the  matter  and  the  lateness  of  the 
season,  he  hoped  some  gentleman  would  move  to 
refer  the  matter  to  the  next  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  Prince,  in  further  remarks,  said  the  business 
of  the  merchants  on  those  streets  was  very  much 
injured  by  the  horse  car  travel,  and  to  show  the 
injury,  rea  ■'.  a  letter  from  Lawrence  &  Co.  to  show 
that  their  business  required  the  hauling  of  30,000 
bales  of  goods  a  year,  and  next  year  the  amount 
would  be  40,000.  All  of  these  goods  were  taken  in 
and  out  of  their  store  in  front  on  Chauney  street. 
V  E.  R.  Mudge  said  the  whole  subject  was  one 
which  will  affect  the  city  and  not  the  abutters 
alone.  The  manufacturing  interests  required  the 
facilities  for  doing  business,  more  especially  in 
view  of  the  decline  of  the  commerce  of  Ihe  city, 
as  upon  that  interest  now  largely  depends  the 
prospects  of  Boston.  While  admitting  the  con- 
veniences of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company, 
the  hiuderances  would  be  great  in  the  receipts 
and  forwarding  of  goods  to  the  West.  Itefer- 
ring  to  the  business  of  the  Messrs.  Lawrence, 
he  said  it  would  rtadilv  be  seen  how  great  the  bin- 
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derance  would  be,  when  it  was  considered  that  in 
the  bundling  of  o0,000  to  40,000  bales  of  goods,  from 
four  to  six  constitute  a  dray  loud  ;  and  his  own 
house,  although  not  doing  more  ttian  two-thirds 
of  that  amount  in  quantity,  probably  did  more  in 
the  value  of  the  goods.  It  was  probable  that  the 
wholesale  business  on  the  street  was  greater  than 
the  retail  business  on  the  whole  length  of  Wash- 
ington street.  Should  this  business  be  hindered 
in  this  way,  it  might  be  the  means  of  driving  it  to 
Mew  York. 

Harvey  Jewell,  for  the  Kailroad  Company,  re- 
ferred t'o  the  cause  of  the  temporary  laying  of 
tracks  in  the  streets  named,  and  when  the  necessi- 
ty for  the  proposed  change  wa«  ended,  petitions 
were  received  lor  the  continuation  of  the  tracks 
in  those  locations  for  the  convenience  of  people  at 
the  south  find  and  at  the  Highlands.  This  route 
Unas  found,  could  be  changed  to  advantage  at 
night,  by  running  the  ears  vty  Washington  street, 
thus  accommodating  the  people  who  attend  the 
places  of  amusement  on  Washington  street. 

In  coming  down  Washington  street  to  Temple 
place,  it  was  found  to  be  a  much  more  convenient 
point  to  leave  gentlemen  going  to  their  places  of 
business  than  any  other,  and  at  night  the  travel 
through  Summer  and  Channcy  streets  was  an 
equal  accommodation  to  business  men  returning 
home.  The  same  was  true  as  a  convenience  to 
ladies  coining  down  street  in  the  middle  of  the 
day.  The  people  were  much  accommodated  by 
the  present  route,  and  as  the  railroad  eorporatio.i 
was  but  a  creature  of  the  public  they  desired  to 
take  such  a  course  as  was  most  satisfactory  to  the 
public.  In  looking  over  the  names  of  remonstrants 
be  found  but  nine  of  the  firms  on  Chauncy  street, 
while  there  were  116  numbers  on  the  street.  In 
Summer  street  there  were  but  the  names  of  six- 
teen linns  as  remonstrants,  while  there  were  many 
who  were  favorable  to  the  continuance  of  this 
route. 

Mr.  Jewell  read  some  of  the  names  of  the  peti- 
tioners on  the  several  petitions  in  favor  of  the 
continuance  of  the  route,  and  among  them  he 
found  the  names  of  Hart,  i'aylor&  Co.,  on  Chauncy 
street.  He  said  he  w.mld  call  some  of  the  peti- 
tioners, who  would  state  for  themselves  the  advan- 
tages which  this  route  afforded  to  the  public. 

Ex- Alderman  C.  A.  Kichards  stated  that  he 
signed  the  petition  very  readily  and  with  gi  eat  sat* 
isfactton,  finding  that  the  conveniences  of  the 
present  route  were  beneficial  to  himself  and  his 
family,  and  to  bis  neighbors.  He  had  made  ex- 
tensive inquiries  of  residents  at  the  South  End, 
and  bad  not  found  a  single  person  who  did  not 
wish  to  have  this  route  continued.  He  appreciat- 
ed the  reasons  urged  on  the  other  side,  but  believ- 
ed that  the  public  accommodations  would  be  fa- 
cilitated tiy  the  continuance  of  the  tracks  in  these 
streets.  To  Mr.  Prince  he  stated,  in  relation  to  the 
narrowness  of  the  street,  that  Washington  street, 
opposite  his  store,  was  narrower,  yet  he  would  not 
have  the  tracks  remived. 

George  B.  Michols,  a  petitioner,  said  he  believed 
the  roure  to  be  of  great  public  convenience,  both 
in  com'ng  into  town  and  in  goin^out.  To  Mr. 
Prince  he  replied,  that  in  a  narrow  street  like 
Chauncy  street  there  might  be  inconveniences 
sometimes,  and  there  was  no  street  but  what  some 
one  objected  to  the  running  of  horse  cars  through 
it. 

George  Gardner,  owner  of  the  store  occupied  by 
Hovey  &  Co.,  said  he  had  several  times  been  be- 
fore the  Board  as  a  remonstrart  against  the  occu- 
pation of  Summer  street  by  horse-cars,  but  had 
changed  his  views  somewhat,aud  the  views  which 
be  now  entertained  he  proceeded  to  read.  By  the 
turning  of  the  cars  into  Summer  street,  he'  said 
Winter  street  and  Washington  street  south  of 
Winter  street,  were  not  so  much  blocked  as  form- 
erly. He  did  not  regard  it  as  so  objectionable  on 
account  of  business  in  Summer  street,  as  formerly, 
and  at  Hovey  &  Co.'s  store  all  of  their  goods  and 
most  of  their  customers  entered  the  store  from 
Summer  street,  although  there  was  an  entrance 
on  Avon  street.  With  the  relinquishment  of  the 
tracks  on  Washington  street,  I  etween  \\  inter 
street  and  Temple  place,  he  believed  would  be  all 
that  the  owners  on  Summer  street  would  be  enti- 
tled to  ask. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Prince,  Mr.  Gardner  said  he 
could  see  compensation  for  the  disadvantages 
caused  by  ruuning  cars  through  those  streets,  and 
it  might  be  inconvenient  sometimes  to  the  occu- 
pants of  stores  on  Chauncy  street.  No  doubt  he 
should  object  if  he  were  the  owner  of  property  on 
Chauncy    street.     He    had  apr  eared  before  the 


Board  on  the  subject  now  for  the  sixth  time,  and 
this  time  with  a  qualified  opposition. 

George  B.  Fauuce  stated  as  the  feeling  of  the 
people  of  the  Highlands,  that  on  much  inquiry  on 
the  subject  he  had  hardly  beard  a  dissenting  voice 
in  the  inatter  of  the  greater  convenience  which 
the  new  route  gives  to  the  people  of  that  section 
of  the  city.  He  could  not  say  any  more  than  con- 
firm what  had  been  said  by  Mr.  Kichards,  and 
quite  fully  by  him. 

Mr  Vincent,  Director  in  the  road,  saiJ  the  travel 
through  Boylston  street  had  been  a  constant 
source  of  complaint  in  the  blocking  of  the  street 
at  the  corner  of  Tremont  street,  resulting  in  colli- 
sions and  delays  of  teams  and  carriages  on  therr 
way  to  and  from  the  Providence  Kailroad  Depot. 
By  the  change  which  had  been  made,  there  had 
been  taken  5G2  cars  daily  from  the  route  through 
Boylston  street,  leaving  but  the  South  Bosion  cars 
to  occupy  that  track  during  the  day.  some  of  th/i 
petitioners  in  favor  of  this  route  were  foimei.'y  op- 
posed to  it,  among  them  Mr.  Shneve  of  the  large 
jewelry  store,  aud  Mr.  Covejoy,  carpet  dealer  in 
summer  street. 

The  compary  had  petitioned  that  this  route  may 
be  permanent,  because  the  persons  to  be  accom- 
modated wished  them  to  do  so.  Something  bad 
been  said  about  the  prosperity  of  the  city,  but  he 
could  assure  those  gentlemen  that  thay  had  no 
moie  regard  for  the  prosperity  of  the  city  than 
the  managers  of  the  Metropolitan  Kailroad  had. 
They  had  received  commendation  for  the  good 
management  of  the  road  from  railroad  managers 
in  several  cities,  and  they  had  now  a  contract  wuii 
Mr.  Stephenson  of  Mew  York  for  twenty-two  cars 
like  those  in  use  on  Madison  avenue,  the  best  man- 
aged road  in  the  country. 

in  reply  to  Mr.  Prince,  as  to  the  benefit  of  horse 
cars  where  wholesale  business  was  done,  he  said 
he  considered  that  the  cars  were  a  benefit  to  any 
street.  So  far  as  related  to  the  teaming  interest, 
he  said  teams  should  be  required  to  load  sideways, 
as  in  other  cities.  In  reply  to  Alderman  Pratt, 
whether  there  was  not  an  excess  of  cars  on  the 
Tremont  street  route,  he  said  there  was  not,  and  it 
was  des  gned  to  put  ou  more  to  meet  the  increased 
demand  on  that  route. 

Seth  4dams,  President  of  the  South  Boston  Kail- 
road  Company,  said  he  concurred  generally  in  the 
views  which  had  been  expressed  in  favor  of  the 
route  now  occupied  by  the  tracks,  while  he  differed 
with  Mr.  Mudge  in  bis  views.  Thecals  were  a 
labor  saving  apparatus,  and  he  did  not  doubt  that 
in  the  case  of  the  wholesale  business  there  would 
be  advantages  in  some  instances,  no  less  than  dis- 
advantages. 

Mr.  Mudge  explained  some  remarks  made  by 
him,  which  Mr.  Adams  had  misapprehended.  It 
was  because  commerce  was  depressed  that  this 
city  should  foster  its  manufacturing  industry. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  reply,  said  the  depression  of  com- 
merce was  due  solely  to  paper  currency,  and  noth- 
ing else. 

Mr.  Prince  called  Mr.  Noyes  and  Mr.  Hale  in  ref- 
erence to  the  difficulties  in  loading  teams  in  so 
narrow  a  street  as  Chauncy  street. 

Mr.  Prince,  in  conclusion,  said  he  was  Sony  that 
he  was  not  better  prepared  to  go  more  fully  into 
the  subject,  and  he  objected  to  the  false  issues 
which  had  been  raised  on  the  other  side,  that  the 
remonstrants  were  opposed  to  horse  railroads. 
They  did  not  object  to  horse  railroads,  but  to  their 
running  through  unsuitable  places,  and  he  main- 
tained that  in  all  the  evidence  which  had  been 
given  it  was  shown  only  that  horse  railroads  were 
a  good  thing.  In  the  matter  of  petitions,  that  did 
not  weigh  much  in  view  of  the  manner  in  which 
signatures  were  obtained.  Someof  the  petitioners 
were  persons  who  did  not  live  anywhere  near  the 
line  of  this  horse  railroad. 

Mr.  frince  said  he  could  conceive  that  some  of 
theabutteis  on  Summer  street,  much  wider  than 
Chauncy  street,  and  doing  a  retail  business,  might 
be  in  favor  of  continuing  the  tracks  m  that  street. 
To  the  abutters  on  Chauncy  street  the  tracks  will 
be  a  great  inconvenience. 

The  hearing  was  now  closed. 

Alderman  Carpenter  said  the  Committee  on 
Paving  were  prepared  to  act  in  the  inatter,  and  he 
would  move  the  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  temporary  location  granted  to 
the  Metropolitan  Kailroad  C  mpany  on  Summer, 
Chauncy  and  Essex  streets,  Sept.  5,  *1870,  be  made 
permanent,  upon  the  condition  that  said  Metro- 
politan Kailroad  Company  shall  place  their  tracks 
on  said  Summer,  Chauncy  and  Essex  streets  iu 
such  position,  and  shall  pave  the  space  between 
the  rails  and  three  feet  outside  thereof  with   such 
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kind  av.d  quality  of  paving  as  the  Committee  n 
Paving  ami  the  superintendent  of  Streets  shall 

direct;  also  upon  the  condition  that  said  Metro- 
politan Kallro ad  Company  shall  accept  the  order 
of  location  and  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with 

the  conditions  therein  contained,  ;iun  tile  said 
acceptance  and  agreement  within  twenty  days  of 
the  date  of  its  passage,  otherwise  it  shall  be  null 
and  void. 

Alderman  Pratt,  said  it  appeared  that  some  of 
the  petitioners  in  this  case  had  channel  their 
views,  and  lie  also  had  changed  hia  own  on  the 
subject;  from  hefng  friendly  to  laying  down  tracks 
in  these  streets  to  an  opponent  of  tnem.  If  auv 
one  wished  to  he  convinced  on  the  subject,  he  has 
only  to  try  to  get  goods  into  and  out  Of  the  stores 
on  Cbauncy  street.  The  manufacturing  interests 
were  centring  in  these  streets  around  Cbauncy 
street,  and  to  follow  up  this  course  of  policy  would 
be  suicidal  to  business  interests.  If  the  stores 
could  not  be  leased  where  the  cars  obstruct  the 
business,  capitalists  would  not  build.  The  project 
proposed  by  Mr.  Gardner  might  be  goon  for  him 
in  turning  the  cars  by  his  store,  but  not  for  the 
public.  The  experiments  which  had  been  made  in 
running  tracks  through  Broad  and  North  streets, 
as  business  streets,  had  failed,  and  this  would, 
He  moved  to  amend  the  order  by  giving  petition- 
ers leave  to  withdraw. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  question  came  before 
the  Board  under  different  circumstances  from  oth- 
er applications  for  locations  for  which  he  had  hith- 
erto voted.  The  horse  railroad  was  a  great  per- 
sonal convenience  to  him,  but  he  questioned 
whei  her  he  should  vote  for  this  location  en  that 
ground,  when  thereby  the  business  and  property 
of  others  would  be  injured.  He  questioned  this 
the  more,  as  there  were  alternate  routes  which  the 
corporation  might  take,  and  the  public  could  get 
along  nearly  as  well.  The  railroad  company  had 
now  three  tiacks  in  this  vicinity,  and  the  Hoard  of 
Aldermen  should  pause  before  doing  anything  to 
injure  the  property  and  business  on  Cbauncy 
street. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  lie  was  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing the  location.  The  Superintendent  of  .streets 
had  told  him  there  was  ample  room  for  the  tracks 
in  those  streets.  There  was  no  necessity  for  teams 
to  stand  across  the  street  in  handling  goods,  and 
they  should  be  required  to  load  over  the  side.  It 
would  not  cost  any  more,  and  he  would  guarantee 
that  the  handling  of  the  goods  would  not,  be  more 
expensive.  The  public  were  accommodated  by 
horse  car  travel  and  to  a  multitude  they  are  a  sav- 
ing of  umbrellas  and  sunshades. 

The  motion  to  amend  by  giving  petitioners  leave 
to  withdraw  was  lost,  Aldermen  Pratt  and  Talbot 
voting  in  favor  and  Aldermen  Braman,  Connor, 
Gibson,  Hawes,  Jacobs,  Cowdin,  Pope,  Carpenter 
and  Jenkins  in  opposition. 

Alderman  Pratt  moved  the  reference  to  the  next 
Board.     Lost. 

Alderman  Jenkins  moved  its  postponement  one 
week.    Curried. 

( )n  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  it  was  voted  that 
when  the  Baard  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  Thursday 
next.

By  the  substitution  of  the  official    count  Tor  the 
return  of  the  ward  officers  it  will  be  perceived  that, 


while  the  number  of  votes  for  the  Mayor  and  fo  r 
each  Alderman  and  Street  Commissioner  is 
changed,  yet  the  general  result  is  not  altered. 
The  committee  therefore  report  that  the  following 
naired  persons,  having  a  plurality  of  votes,  ap- 
pear to  be  duly  chosen  to  their  respective  offices, 
viz.: 

Mayor — WilMam  Gaston 

Aldermen— Nehemiab  Gibson,  Geo.  D.  Ricker, 
Avery  Plumer?  George  W.  pope,  Charles  E.  Jenk- 
ins, Samuel  Little,  William  Woolley,  samuel  Tal- 
bot, Ji.,  Leonard  R.  Cutter,  Edward  A.  White,  Rob- 
ert Cowdin,  Henry  L.  Pierce. 

Street  Commissioners— Joseph  Smith,  for  three 
years;  Christopher  A.  Connor,  two  years;  Isaac  S. 
Burrell,  one  vear. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  foregoing 
persons  be  notified  of  their  election  by  theCiiv 
Clerk. 

The  committee  report  that  just  before  they  had 
completed  the  examination  of  the  returns  of  the 
ward  officers  on  the  15th  inst.,  they  received  a  note 
signed  kjy  Charles  H.  Walker  and  nine  other  per- 
sons, asking  "for  a  recount  of  votes  cast  at  the 
municipal  election  for  Aldermen." 

As  this  no^e  was  very  informal,  inasmuch  as  it 
did  not  specify  the  ward  which  the  signers  desired 
to  be  counted,  a:.d  did  not  state  "wherein  they  be- 
lieved the  returns  to  be  erroneous,"  the  committee 
did  not  feel  authorized  to  take  any  steps  in  this 
mattsr,  as  tbe  law  never  contemplated  that  this 
Board  should  recount  the  ballots  ol  any  ward 
simply  to  gratify  the  curiosity  of  individuals. 

The  committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  report  to 
the  Board,  that,  in  addition  to  the  ballots  {deposit- 
ed in  the  envelope,  as  required  by  law,  there  was 
found  a  separate  package,  sealed  up  and  certified 
by  the  Warden  as  containing  ballots  which  were 
believed  tohave,been  illegally  cast,  and  which  were 
not  recorded  or  counted  bv  him  and  his  associate 
officers. 

This  package  the  committee  opened,  and  after 
an  examination  of  the  contents,  carefully  replaced 
the  same  and  resealed  the  package.  Without  stat- 
ing the  details  of  the  examination,  tne  committee 
report  that  the  most  indisputable  evidence  of  a 
fraudulent  attempt  to  "stuff"  the  ballot-box  of 
Ward  5  was  found.  The  attempt  was  upon  so  large 
a  scale  that  the  Warden,  Clerk,  aud  other  officers 
deemed  it  highly  improper  to  count  such  ballots; 
they  therefore  declined  to  record  these  ballots,  and 
very  properly  certified  them  aud  the  fact  of  their 
discovery  to  this  Board.  How  many  of  the  other 
ballots  were  similarly  deposited,  the  committee 
have  not  now  the  means  of  knowing. 

This  Board  cannot  condemn  in  too  severe  terms 
the  gross  attempt  to  impair  the  validity  of  the  re- 
cent election,  aud  to  defraud  the  voters  in  Ward  5 
of  their  political  rights. 

If  no  dependence  can  be  placed  upon  the  fidelity 
of  the  Inspectors  of  Elections  to  their  oaths  and 
their  duties;  if  the  vigilance  of  the  ward  officers 
cannot  be  assured  against  this  species  of  fraud, 
the  question  at  once  arises  whether  the  time  has 
not  already  arrived  to  change  the  method  of  ap- 
pointing ward  officers. 

These  offices  are  too  important  to  be  intrusted  to 
mere  politicians,  who  are.  often  themselves  candi- 
dates for  some  municipal  or  local  offiee,  and  have 
therefore  a  motive  for  disregarding  their  oaths  and 
their  duties.  It  is  undoubtedly  in  the  power  of 
this  Board,  if  fraudulent  proceedings  are  fully  es- 
tablished, to  reject  the  entire  returns  or  any  ward 
which  has  tolerated  them. 

But  inasmuch  as  the  ballots  alleged  to  have  been 
in  this  case  illegally  deposited  were  not  counted, 
and  especially  as  tb?  rejection  of  any  portion  or 
all  of  the  votes  cast  in  said  ward  would  not  affect 
the  result  of  the  election  ot  Mayor,  Aldermen  or 
Street  Commissioners,  the  committee  deem  such  a 
course  unnecessary. 

Besides,  the  committee  have  learned  that  the 
seats  of  one  or  more  members  of  the  next  Common 
Council  for  said  ward  will  be  contested  on  the 
ground  of  an  erroneous  count  or  of  fraud.  The 
investigation,  therefore,  which  the  Common  Coun- 
cil will  doubtless  make  into  this  matter,  will  prob- 
ably develop  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  that 
body  can  take  such  measures  as  they  deem  expe- 
dient in  the  premises. 

Dismissing  the  subject  of  fraud,  the  committee 
cannot  omit  to  refer  to  the  great  discrepancies  ex- 
isting between  tie  counts  or  the  same  ballots  by 
the  ward  officers  and  the  committee.  Such  care- 
lessness in  counting  ballots,  and  such  grave  omis- 
sions in  their  returns  as  are  exhibited  by  the 
Ward  officers  (especially  in  the  case  of  the  Street 
Commissioners)  are   inexcusable,  and  they  afford 
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additional  reasons  for  some  change  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  wai  d  officers,  which  will  secure  more  in- 
telligent, competent  and  faithful  persons  for  such 
positions. 

Alderman  Pratt  moved  to  amend  l>y  allowing 
Walker  and  others  to  file  a  bill  of  particulars  so 
that  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  object  of 
their  petition, which  they  supposed  to  be  sutlieient 
to  secure  a  recount  of  votes  lor  Aldermen. 

Alderman  Braman  said  he  did  not  think  thatthe 
proposed  leave  to  the  petitioners  would  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  in  obtaining  a  recount 
<  f  votes. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  did  not  think  it  worth 
while  to  make  the  amendment  proposed,  and 
doubted  whether  such  an  amendment  could  be 
made  to  the  petition.  If  any  one  wished  to  con- 
test the  seat  of  any  Alderman,  he  could  meet  the 
question  in  that  way. 

Aldennan  Jacobs  said  the  matters  reported  upon 
were  important,  and  greater  attention  should  be 
given  to  it  than  can  be  at  this  time.  He  moved, 
therefore,  that  the  report  be  laid  on  the  table  and 
printed. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  the  City  Clerk  had  sug- 
gested a  difficulty  in  laying  the  report  on  the 
table.  If  done,  he  could  not  notify  the  persons 
elected  of  their  election. 

Alderman  Pratt  inquired  if  the  report  could  not 
be  accepted  and  printed. 

The  .Mayor  replied  that  it  could. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  could  not  see  why  they 
should  not  accept  the  report  at  once.  There 
should  be  some  law  to  punish  such  frauds.  The 
ward  officers  had  brought  upon  themselves  ever- 
lasting disgrace,  and  they  could  not  get  rid  of  it. 

Alderman  Braman  said'  there  c<  uld  not  be  a  re- 
count of  votes  for  Aldermen  unless  reasons  were 
given  for  such  recount. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  when 
the  report  was  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  print- 
ed. 

REPORT    ON     EXTENSION     OF     COLUMBUS     AVENUE. 

The  Committee  on  Laying  Out  and  Widening 
.Streets,  to  wnom  were  referred  the  order  of  thi> 
Hoard  directing  them  to  inquire  and  report  upon 
the  expediency  of  extending  Columbus  avenue  to 
Park  square  during  the  present  year,  and  the  peti- 
tion of  Henry  D.  Hyde  and  others  praying  that  it 
might  be  so  extended,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

In  considering  this  subject  the  committee  have 
acted  upon  the  supposition  that  the  rights  of  the 
Boston  &  Providence  liailroad  Corporation  to 
their  property,  vested  in  them  by  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, were  such  that  it  could  net  be  taken  from 
them  by  the  city  under  the  authority  with  which 
it  acts  10  taking  land  for  laying  out  and  widening 
streets ;  and  they  have  therefore  proceeded  upon 
the  belief  that  if  this  avenue  is  to  be  extended 
through  the  estate  of  the  corporation,  it  must  lie 
by  negotiation:  and  your  committee  have  tried  to 
the  best  of  their  ability  to  secure  an  offer  from  the 
railroad,  which  they  could  present  to  the  Board  as 
one  proper  to  lie  adopted.  Negotiations  were  be- 
gun by  several  interviews  with  the  company's 
officers,  and  the  matter  was  afterwards  conducted, 
to  avoid  any  confusion  or  misunderstanding  that 
might  grow  out  of  verbal  communication,  princi- 
pally by  correspondence,  the  various  letters  of 
which  are  herewith  submitted.

H.  R.  Co.: 

Sir— The  Board  of  Aldermen  are  desirous  of  ex- 
tending Columbus  avenue  to  Park  square  during 
the  present  year,  provided  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment can  be  made  with  your  corporation  for  land 
and  damages. 

The  Committee  on  Streets  would  suggest  that 
by  a  proposition  from  you,  covering  the  amount 
of  damages  to  the  railroad  corporation,  they 
w  ould  be  enabled  to  judge  whether  it  would  be 
advisable  to  take  any  action  as  to  the  extension  of 
this  street  during  the  present  year.  If  desirable, 
before  making  any  proposition,  Alderman  Bra- 
man. a  member  of  the  committee,  will  consult 
with  you  personally, 
For  the  committee.

Following  this  letter,  an  interview  was  had  with 
a  sub-committee  of  the  Directors  of  the  corpora- 
tion, at  which,  beside  the  committee,  several  Al- 
dermen were  present;  and  a  proposition  was  made 


by  them  to  sell  to  the  city  all  the  land   taken,  a 
shown    within  the  red  lines  in  the   plan   accompa- 
nying this  report,  and  lor  all  damage-  occasioned 
them  by  the  '-xtension  of  the  avenue,  for   9600,000. 
To  this  the  committee  replied  as  follows:

sin— The  Committee  on  Streets  presented 
your  proposition,  for  the  sale  of  a  portion 
of  the  hind  of  your  corporation  between 
Pleasant  and  Church  streets  to  the  city,  lor 
the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue  to  Park 
square  and  for  other  jmrrosi  s,  for  .*U00,000, 
together  with  the  release  of  betterments,  and 
the  discontii  uance  of  (hutch  Street  from  Colum- 
bus avenue  to  Providence  street,  unofficially,  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  them  to  consider.  It 
does  not  appear  to  them  that  such  a  price  will 
meet  the  approval  of  the  tax-pavers  of  the  city. 
They  gave  the  subject  considerable  thought, 
and  are  of  the  opinion  that  §100,000  is  a 
large  price  for  the  property.  The  betterments 
to  be  released  cannot  be  less  than  $50,000,  on  the 
Eliot  street  and  Columbus  avenue  improvements. 
This  will  be  apparent  to  you  when  you  consider  the 
great  benefit  the  widening  of  Eliot  itreet  is  already 
to  you,  and  that  by  the  extension  of  Columbus  av- 
enue you  will  have  a  front  of  over  one  thousand 
feet  upon  that  street. 

The  committee  will  go  before  the  City  Council— 
with  strong  hope  of  success — upon  an  offer  from 
you  to  sell  for  $450,000  all  your  laud  and  the  build- 
ing on  Madison  (dace  southerly  of  the  northerly 
line  of  the  aveuue  extended  straight  to  Park 
square;  the  discontinuance,  by  the  city,  of  Church 
street  from  the  avenue  to  Providence  street,  and 
to  release  you  from  betterments  ror  the  widening 
of  Eliot  street  and  the  extension  of  Columbus 
avenue.  Payment  to  be  made  as  fast  as  the  pro- 
perty is  delivered. 

With  these  suggestions  we  leave  the  subject  for 
your  future  consideration  and  decision.

Dear  Sir — Your  communication  of  the  28th  Oct., 
received  on  the  31st,  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Directors  of  this  corporation  to 
whom  the  subject  of  its  contents  had  been  re- 
ferred. 

We  are  surprised  at  the  evident  misapprehen- 
sions which  the  Committee  on  Streets  are  under, 
after  our  oral  discussions  of  Ibis  matter,  as  to  the 
nature  and  scope  of  the  proposition?  we  had  made 
to  them  in  that  discussion. 

You  speak  of  it  as  "a  proposition  for  the  sale  of 
a  portion  of  the  land  of  this  corporation,"  while 
we  endeavored  to  have  it  distinctly  understood 
that  our  offer  was  for  a  gross  sum,  which  not  only 
included  one  of  the  most  valuable  lots  in  the  city 
of  Boston,  but  should  also  embrace  our  entire 
claim  for  damages. 

1.  For  surrendering  the  most  eligible  locality  of 
any  one  of  the  railroads  centring  in  Boston,  for 
a  passenger  station  at  its  principal  terminus. 

2.  The  abandonment  and  demolition  of  a  sub- 
stantial and  commodious  station  house,  adequate 
for  all  its  purposes  for  years  to  come,— and 

3.  The  certain  inconvenience  and  embarrass- 
ments to  which  we  must  be  subjected,  and  the  in- 
definite loss  of  business,  which  cannot  be  estimat- 
ed in  advance,  but  which  must  necessarily  be  very 
great,  to  which  we  shall  be  exposed  while  con- 
structing a  new  Station  House. 

All  these  are  legitimate  and  formidable  ele- 
ments, to  be  estimated  by  any  tribunal  called  upon 
to  assess  the  question  of  damages,  and  yet  they 
are  all  substantially  surrendered  by  us  in  the  offer 
we  have  made. 

As  a  proof  of  this  we  ask  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  appraisal  by  the  City  Government 
itself,  of  the  land  on  Pleasant  street  directly  oppo- 
site the  station  house,  was  at  the  rate  of  $11  00  per 
foot,  and  that  the  average  valuation  by  the  same 
authority,  of  all  the  land  taken  to  widen  Eliot 
street  was  at  the  rate  of  $9  44>£  per  foot.  No  can- 
did person  can  deny  that  every  foot  of  the  land  we 
propose  to  convey  to  the  city  is  of  at  least  equal 
value  to  this,  while  a  considerable  portion  of  it  is 
of  much  greater  value  than  the  highest  sum  thus 
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paid  by  (He  city  for  land  in  immed'ate  proximity 
to  it,  an  1  yet  the  hind  alone  which  we  propose  to 
convey,  appraise  I  at  the  lowest  rate  above  named, 
amounts  in  value  to  more  than  the  whole  sum  for 
which  we  nave  offered  to  release  our  entire  claim 
for  damages. 

if  the  tax-payers  of  the  city,  to  whose  judgment 
your  letter  very  properly  refers,  upon  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  facts,  would  not  regard  this  as  the 
mojt  literal  and  advantageous  settlement  of  any 
claim  that  has  hcen  mule  in  carrying  out  any  one 
of  the  great  enterprises  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  which  have  already  accomplished  so  much 
for  the  prosperity  of  Boston,  we  can  only  say  that 
tlii ;  corporation,  one  of  the  largest  of  those  "tax- 
payers-, '  does  not  agree  with  them  in  opinion. 

But  your  communication  suggests  as  a  consid- 
eration for  an  abatement  of  our  otter,  that  we  shall 
be  liable  for  betterments  for  the  widening  of  Eliot 
street  and  the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue,— 
and  you  estimate  the  amount  at  $50,000.  As  we 
arc  not  abutters  nn  any  part  of  Eliot  street,  we  are 
l.ot  aware  by  what  law  we  should  be  liable  to  any 
part  of  the  expense  of  widening  that  thorougb- 
tare. 

Hut  as  we  do  not  fail  to  see  that  the  extension  of 
Columbus  avenue  is  a  necessity  that  cannot  long 
be  postponed,  at  whatever  cost  to  the  city,  a  cost 
that  is  pretty  sure  to  be  increased  by  every  year's 
delay— while  we  are  aware  that  it  can  never  be 
accomplished  except  through  negotiation  with  the 
Corporation  we  represent;  and  while  we  are  un- 
willing that  this  corporation  should  .seem  to  stand, 
unreasonably,  in  the  way  of  a  great  public  im- 
provement, the  Committee  of  the  Directors  are 
willing  to  go  to  the  utmost  verge  of  liberalitv  that 
the\  caiijustily  to  their  stockholders.  Thev  there- 
lore  authorize  me  to  say,  that  as  a  last  effort  to 
bring  this  negotiation  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion, 
they  will  so  far  modify  their  offer  as  to  concede 
the  .*5i),oi)i)  claimed  as  the  value  of  a  release  from 
any  assessment  for  betterments,  and  will  make  the 
city,  under  the  sanation  and  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Direct*  is,  a  full  release  of  the  corporation's 
claim  lor  damages  for  the  sum  of  $550,000.

The  committee  have  not  intended,  and  do  not 
suppose  that  they  have  in  ;i„v  way  committed 
their  successors  to  acept  any  of  their  suggestions 
shoo), |  :,,iy  further  attempt  be  made  to  negotiate 
with  this  corporation,  unless  thev  meet  with  their 
own  approval. 


If  the  purchase  of  this  property  had  been  dbn- 
atiismated  the  present  year,  the  committee  would 
have  recominenueu,  beside  the  construction  of 
Columbus  avenue  to  Park  square,  the  extension  of 
Lliot  street  across  Pleasant  street,  to  intersect  Co- 
lumbus avenue,  very  nearly  according  to  the  dot- 
ted lines  as  shown  upon  the  plan,  and  also  to 
widen  Pleasant  street  upon  the  land  i  urchased,  to 
at  least  fifty  feet;  this  would  take  for  Columbus  av- 
enue, tiliot  street  and  Pleasaut  street  37,800  square 
feet  of  the  land  purchased,  and  leave,  including 
Madison  place,  26,090  square  feet  of  land,  and  with 
the  estate  owned  by  the  city  upon  this  place,  con- 
taining 580  square  feet  make  a  total  of  20,580  Square 
feet  of  available  property,  the  proceeds  from  the 
sate  of  which  will  go  to  reduce  the  cast  of  the  ex- 
tension. 

In  order  to  have  completed  the  extension,  b>  a 
straight  line  Into  Park  square,  other  estates  e- 
side  those  of  this  corporation  would  be  affected, 
and  objections  were  made  to  this  liue  by  the  own- 
ers of  the  property  on  Boylston  street,  the  rear  of 
which  it  would  be  necessary  to  take  it  it  should 
be  adopted.  Before  any  action  was  taken  in 
this  matter  by  the  city,  they  desired  to  be 
beard  before  the  committee,  but  as  the  cutting 
of  these  estates  depended  upon  the  extension 
of  the  avenue  over  the  tonus  of  the  railroad, 
and  possibly  to  a  great  extent  might  lie 
avoided,  for  the  present  at  least,  the  Committee 
have  not  given  them  a  heariug.  Ihe  line  continued 
straight  will  take  2701)  square  feet  or  land,  princi- 
pally yarcs,  from  t.hese  estates,  but  estimated  by 
the  owners,  by  reason  of  the  angle  at  which  it  cuts 
them,  at  a  higher  price  than  the  average  value  of 
their  whole  lots. 

The  Betterment  law  will  apply  in  this  extension 
to  a  large  number  of  lots  upon,  and  adjacent  to, 
the  whole  length  of  Columbus  avenue,  and  also 
upon  Park  square,  ana  Boylston  street  as  far  as 
Tremont  street. 

The  number  of  these  lots  upon  the  avenue  are 
estimated  at  about  three  hunured,  ana  upon  the 
lateral  streets  at  about  four  hundred  and  fifty, 
and  they  will  be  benefited  in  proportion  to  their 
nearness  to  the  extension. 

In  conclusion,  allow  us  to  say  that  our  inter- 
course with  the  officers  of  the  railroad  has  beeu 
very  pleasant  and  agreeable,  and  it  is  to  us  a  mat- 
ter of  regret  that  the  terms  proposed  by  them  are 
not  such  as  we  can  recommend  to  the  Board  for 
adoption.

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Joint  standing  Com- 
mittee on  Printing,  in  concluding  their  labors  for 
the  present  municipal  year,  made  a  report  sub- 
mitting seme  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  manner 
of  doing  the  city  printing  after  the  expiration  of 
the  present  contract. 

The  ordinance  relating  to  printing  provides  that 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comaiittee  to  contract, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  for  the  city 
printing;  to  see  that  the  work  performed  and  the 
materials  provided  are  in  conformity  with  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  and  to  approve  all  bills 
therefor. 

The  present  contractors  aie  Messrs.  Alfred 
Mudge&Son.  The  first  contract  with  them  was 
made  by  the  City  Council  of  18C6,  and  covered  a 
period  for  one  year  from  the  hist  of  June,  1806. 
At  the  expiration  of  that  term  it  was  renewed  for 
one  year,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  1867,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  the  City  Coun- 
cil passed  an  order  authorizing  an  extension  of 
this  contract  to  the  first  of  June,  1871.  The  same 
action  was  taken  on  the  previous  contract  with  J. 
E.  Harwell  &  Co.,  and  for  the  same  reason,  name- 
ly, that  the  prices  fixed  for  some  of  the  principal 
items  in  the  contract  were  considerably  below  the 
market  rates,  and  that  the  contractor  would  lose 
money  on  a  short  term. 

A  great  variety  of  work  is  of  course  required  by 
(he  different  departments  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, the  prices  per  month  of  which  cannot  be 
detinately  fixed  in  a  contract  covering  a  term  of 
years.  The  committee  think  it  is  lor  the  in- 
terest of  the  contractors  to  bring  as  much  of  the 
printing  under  the  head  ot  miscellaneous  jobs  as 
possible, hence  there  arise  misunderstandings  with 
the  departments.  A  large  amount  of  work  of  a 
peculiar  character  is  required  for  the  Public 
Library,  and  the  officers  complain  of  prices 
charged  lor  composition,  and  the  opinion  of  ex- 
peits  in  disputed  cases  eleculed  against  the  print- 
ers. 

The  committee  say  in  justice  to  the  present 
printers,  that  the  character  of  their  work  will  coin- 
pare  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  establish- 
ment in  a  city  famous  for  its  excellence  in  the 
typographical  art.  In  one  item  in  the  con- 
tract the  performance  has  net  been  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  committee,  that  which  allows 
t'?e  printer  a  commission  ou  paper  or  other 
stock.  Instead  of  purchasing  at  wholesale,  as  was 
evidently  intended,  the  printers  have  purchased 
small  lots,  to  meet  a  single  requisition,  and  the 
paper  is  charged  by  the  quire  instead  of  the  ream. 
By  this  eeurse  they  save  the  expense  of  insurance 
and  storeage,  and  the  city  is  obliged  to  pay  retail 
prices  for  most  of  the  s-tock,  the  excuse  being  that 
this  has  been  the  custom. 

After  careful  consideration  it  appears  to  the 
committee  that  the  most  satisfactory  and  econom- 
ical course  for  the  citj  to  pursue,  when  the  pres- 
ent contract  expires,'  would  be  to  allowT  each  de- 
partment to  make  its  own  bargains  for  prin- 
ing,  stationery,  &c,  the  bills  to  be  approved 
by    the      Committee     on     the      Department,     in 
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the  same  manner  as  other  bills.  The.  duty  of  the 
committee  should  be  confined  to  the  examination 
and.  approval  of  bills  chargeable   only  t<>  the   ap- 

tnopriation  for  general  printing,  and  they  should 
>e  left  to  use  their  discretion  in  regard  to  contract- 
ing for  the  whole  cr  a  coition  of  the  work  which 
comes  under  that  head. 

Au  arrangement  lias  been  made  of  this  kind  in 
regard  to  the  city  aJvertking,  and  without  dwell- 
ing on  this  suggestion  the  committee  state  that  its 
adoption  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  generai 
policy  of  the  City  Government,  to  make  each  de- 
partment responsible  for  the  economical  manage- 
ment of  its  own  affairs. 

Should  the  present  contract  system  be  con- 
tinued, it  will  le  uecessaiy  to  appoint  some  suit- 
able person  to  supervise  the  requisitions  for  print- 
ing, to  avoid  unnecessary  expense.  An  intelligent 
supervision  would  undoubtedly  save  the  city  a 
eonsideiable  sum  in  the  (cause  of  the  year.

ANNEXATION-  OF   CHARLESTOWN. 

The  Council  order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  peti- 
tion the  Legislature  for  an  act  authorizing  the 
annexation  of  Charlestown  to  Boston,  was  takeu 
from  the  table. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  that  he  was  in  favor  of 
concurring  with  thft  Council  in  asking  the  Legis- 
lature to  submit  the  question  of  annexation  to 
the  people  of  both  cities.  That  although  our  pop- 
ulation is  increasing  rapidly  we  have  fallen  be- 
hind other  cities  because  a  large  portion  of  those 
doing  business  in  Boston  reside  in  the  suburban 
towns. 

It  is  desirable  to  unite  th;s  class  under  the  same 
Municipal  Government  with  ours  that  it  may  en- 
joy and  contribute  to  the  support  of  our  system  of 
public  education,  uniform  fire  and  police  arrange- 
ments and  public  improvements,  for  which  they 
pay  a  large  portion  oi  the  tax.  That  the  interests 
of  commerce  require  that  the  harbor  should  be 
under  one  government.  That  the  fact  that  a  river 
diviaes  the  two  cities  is  no  valid  objection  to  the 
union,  but  an  argument  for  it.  Thattfie  capitals  of 
Europe, London. Paris, St.  Petersburg, Prague, Vien- 
na and  Berlin  are  so  divided.  That  a  dividing  liver 
is  of  great  advantage  as  a  commercial  highway. 
That  the  annexation  would  settle  the  question  of 
support  of  Warren  and  Charles  River  bridges. 
That  after  annexation  the  number  of  acres  would 
be  less  than  the  average  of  che  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth.  It  is  desirable  to  increase  the 
magnitude  and  influence  of  Boston  and  thus  con- 
solidate our  legitimate  resources  and  attract  trade 
and  commerce.  He  then  spoke  of  the  importance 
of  the  supply  of  water  from  Mystic  Pond  and  urged 
the  importance  of  submitting  the  question  to  the 
Iieople. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  had  opposed  the  order 
because  it  was  not  a  part  of  the  business  of  the 
City  Council  but  of  the  Legislature  to  take  action 
in  such  matters.  If  the  aiguinent  was  a  good  one 
for  annexation,  it  would  he  well  to  add  Cam- 
bridge, and  lie  moved  such  an  amendment. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  lost,  when  the  order 
was  passed.

Mr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  said  he  could  not  see  any 
necessity  for  the  widening"  of  that  street. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  its  reference  to 
lhe  Committee  on  streets  of  the  Common  Council. 

Mr.  Barker  of  Ward  14  said  he  could  see  no  ob- 
jection to  such  reference,  yet  in  the  place  of  pro- 
posing widening  near  Purchase  streei,  there  was 
to  be  a  change  of  grade,  and  the  cost  of  lowering 
the  grade  would  be  as  much  in  damages  as  mov- 
ing back  the  buildings  to  the  pit  posed  line  of 
widening.  This  was  needed  as  finishing  out  the 
Fort  Hill  Improvement. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  hoped  the  order  would  be

The  following  report,  explanatory  of  the  above 
order,  prepaml  alter  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  accompanied  said  oruer: 

The  Committee  on  Laying  Out  and  Widening 
Streets,  in  submitting  the  accompanying  order, 
authorizing  an  additioi  al  loan  of  $25,000  to  com- 
plete the  payments  for  the  damages  growing  out 
of  the  widening  ot  Tremont  street,  as  therein  stat- 
ed, and  the  change  cf  grade  in  that  street,  would 
■  explain  that  the  necessity  for  the  increase  of  the 
appropriations  for  this  purpose  is  owing  to  the 
expei  se  incurred  iu  settling  the  damages  occa- 
sioned by  the  change  of  grade  of  the  street,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Eliot  and  Pleasant  streets,  the 
claim  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons,  to  be  paid  for 
land  taken  from  their  estate  which  the  committee 
had  supposed  the  ciiy  would  discontinue  to  them 
again,  the  increase  of  the  verdict  of  the  Court  in 
the  suit  of  Henry  Carter  and  Mary  B.  lay  against 
the  city  over  the  amount  awarded"  them  for  land 
taken  trom  their  estate  by  the  original  estimate  of 
th  ;  widening,  and  a  claim  that  has  arisen  for  dam- 
ages occasioned  to  the  houses  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Tremont  street,  between  1'leasant  street  arid  the 
railroad,  on  account  of  the  change  of  grade  on  that 
portion  of  the  street.

Mr.  Tucker  of  Ward  6  moved  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  for  its  secti.d  readii  g. 

.Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7'said  it  might  be  neces- 
sary to  add  the  amount  "of  money  io  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Fire  Department,  but  il  was  <t 
great  deal  of  money,  and  he  would  like  to  obtain 
more  information  o"n  the  subject.  By  the  last  re- 
port, it  appeared  that  it  cost  $300,000  to  run  this 
department,  and  it  seemed  to  have  become  a  gi- 
gantic monopoly. 
The  motion  to  suspend  the  mles  was  withdrawn. 

soldiers'  monumekt. 
The  report  and  orders  for  the  erection  of  a  sol- 
diers' monument  were  considered. 

'Mr.  Rich  of  Ward  9  said  it  would  seem  hardly 
necessary  to  say  ai.vtlnrg  at  this  time,  the  subject 
having  long  been  before  the  City  Council,  and 
fully  considered.  If  not  now  disposed  of,  no  doubt 
it  would  continue  to  come  up  from  year  to  year 
until  the  subject  was  settled.  At  the  present  time 
it  was  proposed  to  take  the  sum  required  from  the 
appropriation  lor  State  tax  not  needed,  so  that  no 
objection  could  \.e  made  on  account  of  raising  the 
money  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  the  reference  of 
the  subject  to  the  next  City  Government. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward  14  opposed  the  reference 
to  the  next  Cuy  Government.  The  subject  had 
been  fully  discussed,  the  monument  was  desired, 
and  it  was  proper  and  due  to  the  memories  of 
those  who  had  fallen  in  the  service  ol  the  country 
that  it.  should  be  erected.  He  trusted  the  order 
would  be  passed  this  evening. 

Mr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  hoped  there  would  be  no 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  so  long  as  tne  chil- 
dren whose  fatheis  had  fallen  during  the  war  were 
allowed  to  sutler.  It  was  a  difficult  thing  now  to 
get  any  aid  for  those  who  are  in  need,  and  made  so 
by  the  war.  If  the  §75,000  could  be  put  into  afuud 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  suffering,  it  would 
be  much  better.    If  all  such  were  taken   care  of. 
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there  would  be  much  more  reason  that  it  should 
pass. 

Mr  Rich  said  this  did  not  take  one  copper  from 
those  who  were  in  need  of  aifl,  and  if  not  taken  for 
this  purpose,  it  could  not  he  appropriated  as  a 
fund  for  the  object  proposed.  The  city  is  abun- 
dantly able  to  take  care  of  all  who  were  needy,  and 
he  was  ready  at  any  time  to  vote  for  such  an'order 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose.  The  present 
was  the  time  for  a"  monument  and  the  Common 
the  place,  where  many  of  the  soldiers  parted  from 
their  friends  never  to  see  them  again;  Placed  in 
sight  of  monuments  for  other  purposes,  this  would 
he  the  greatest  leacher  of  liberty  to  our  youth, 
and  no  succeeding  City  Government  would  ever 
repent  of  its  being;  erected. 

.Mr.  flail  of  A\  ard  1  said  that  while  he  agreed 
with  the  views  of  the  gentleman  in  regard  to  a 
monument,  he  believed  it  ought  to  go  over  to  the 
next  City  Government.  The  papers  had  lieeu  full 
of  charges  of  corruption  of  the  City  Government, 
and  although  this  subject  has  merits  be  would 
not  pass  it  at  this  late  hour,  but  let  it  be  disposed 
of  by  those  who  come  fresh  from  the  people,  ami 
kuow  what  their  wishes  are.  Nothing  could  b3 
done  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  a  monument 
lor  several  months,  and  he  hoped  it  would  go  oyer. 

Mr.  Seaverns  of  Ward  14  objected  to  sending 
the  matter  to  the  new  City  Governme.  t.  This 
Government  has  the  question  before  it,  and  should 
act  squaiely  on  that  and  all  matters,  and  notthrow 
the  responsibility  upon  others.  He  hoped  it 
would  not  be  laid  over,  for  the  Council  was  com- 
petent to  vote  upon  it.  In  reply  to  the  objections 
of  the  gentlemen  from  Ward  5,  it  was  sufficient  to 
say  that  tne  sum  of  money  to  be  used  cannot  be 
voted  to  widows  and  orphans,  and  should  it  go 
over  and  be  acted  upon  next  year,  a  tax  would  be 
required  to  make  the  appropriation.  If  not  used 
now,  the  #75;000  will  go  into  the  Sinking  Fund 
next  year.  The  monument  must  be  built,  and  the 
widows  and  orphans  demand  that  it  shall  lie  built, 
for  they  are  determined  to  have  a  monument. 

Mr.  liisnop  oi  Ward  7  said  he  agreed  with  the 
gentleman  lhat  the  present  City  Government 
ought  to  settle  the  question,  but  he  could  not 
agree  wi  h  him  that  a  monument  should  be 
erected,  ihe  other  monuments  referred  to  on  the 
Common  wer*  for  a  far  different  purpose,  and  be 
remembered  of  the  gentleman  whose  statue  was 
there,  that  lie  went  over  the  country  preaching 
peace.  This  monument  would  be  a  badge  of  dis- 
grace in  relation  to  the  people  of  this  country,  all 
of  whom  are  now  represented  in  Congress.  If  he 
had  a  quarrel  with  a  man  and  settlecl  with  him, 
there  should  be  nothing  left  to  remind  them  of 
the  quarrel.  When  the  widows  and  orphans, 
made  so  by  the  war,  ask  for  aid,  let  us  not  point 
them  to  a  stone  as  all  that  we  can  give  them.  In 
the  new  epoch  upon  which  we  have  begun,  we 
should  have  nothing  to  look  back  to,  as  a  mark  of 
lasting  degradation,  ana  a  flaunting  disgrace. 

Mr.  Hall,  in  reply  to  Mr.  seaverns,  said  there 
would  be  time  enough  for  the  new  City  Council  to 
consider  this  matter,  and  this  money  to  be  depend- 
ed upon,  would  not  pass  into  the  Sinking  Fund 
until  the  lirst  of  May.  When  the  seal  of  condem- 
nation had  been  passed  upon  the  City  Government, 
he  would  not  act  upon  any  new  matter  as  this  was, 
akhough  it  had  been  under  consideration  during 
the  whole  year.  Measures  had  been  passed  upon 
during  the  year  upon  their  merits,  and  he  would 
let  the  future  Government  do  the  same.  If  the 
people  wish  for  the  monument  they  will  have  it. 

Mr.  1'arkerof  Ward  14  agreed  with  the  remark 
that  the  measure  should  go  over  to  the  next  City 
Government. 

Mr.  Kogers  of  Ward  15  disagreed  with  the  gen- 
tlemen from  Wards  1  and  7,  and  favored  the  pas- 
sage of  the  order. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16  differed  with  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  1  as  to  sending  the  question  over 
for  action  upon  its  merits.  It  was  better  for  this 
Government  t  act  upon  the  subject,  after  having 
considered  it ;  otherwise  they  would  be  subject  to 
denunciation  by  the  new  (Sty  Government  in 
leaving  measures  which  had  been  consideied, 
uncompleted.  He  had  watclied  the  papers,  but 
saw  no  denunciation  of  this,  only  of  the  junketings. 
The  present  Government  was  better  capable  of 
judging  of  the  matter  than  the  incoming  City  Gov- 
ernment could  be. 

In  reply  to  the  remarks  about  forgetting  the 
past,  he  would  as  soon  remove  Fanueil  Hall  and 
the  Old  State  House  lest  our  English  cousins 
Should  be  offended  at  their  sight,  and  so  far  as  re- 


lated to  preaching  peace,  those  who  fought  for  it 
did  much  more  thau  those  who  preached  it.  The 
friends  of  the  soldiers  demand  the  erection  of  the 
monument,  and  they  will  have  it. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  next  City  Government 
was  lost. 

The  question,  on  ordering  to  a  second  reading, 
was  carried  by  a  vote  of  27  to  21. 

The  leportof  Committee  on  Printing  was  ac- 
cepted in  concurrence,  aud  ordered  to  oe  printed. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Order  authorizing  eighteen  hundred  dollars  to 
be  paid  to  Michael  Drinan,  for  extra  work  in  rais- 
ing the  "Morton  Block,"  on  Chapman  street. 

Order  authorizing  a  contract  to  be  made  with  G. 
W.  &  F.  smith,  for  the  construction  of  an  iron 
bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  loca- 
tion in  extension  of  Shawmut  avenue,  at  an  ex- 
pense not  exceeding  thirteen  thousand  nine  Hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  order  that  in  settling  the  claim  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany  Bailroad  Company,  for  damages  by 
the  extension  of  Broadway,  the  committee  in 
charge  be  authorized  to  offset  the  same,  by  con- 
veying land  purchased  for  said  extension,  a  por- 
tion not  used  for  the  purpose;  and  the  amount 
above  that  required  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury, was  considered. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  opposed  t«*e  order,  aud 
moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table.  The  motion 
was  lost,  when  the  order  was  refused  a  second 
reading  by  a  vote  of  18  to  19, 

The  report  and  order  requesting  the  Mavor  to 
petition  the  Legislature  to  relieve  the  city  from 
the  payment  of  the  assessment  for  compensation 
on  account  of  tide  water  displaced  by  the  con- 
struction of  Atlantic  avenue  weie  considered. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  moved  that  it  be  laid 
on  the  table  for  further  consideration.  Lost — 9  to 
15. 

Mr.  Williams  opposed  the  order  as  involving  the 
good  faith  of  the  city,  which  had  agreed  to  pay 
compensation  when  the  Harbor  Commissioners  say 
it  should  be  paid.  It  would  he  much  more  to  our 
credit  to  pay  Ihe  demand  which  we  had  agreed  to, 
than  to  evade  it. 

Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  10  said  he  understood  the 
city  was  willing  to  give  a  bond  to  pay  what  com- 
pensation shall  be  required,  when  it  is  satisfacto- 
rily determined  that  any  injury  has  resulted  from 
the  displacement  of  tide  water.  It  does  not  desire 
to  he  relieved  from  any  obligation,  but  from  the. 
payment  of  more  money  at  the  present  time;  when 
it  is  shown  that  injury  has  resulted,  it  will  make  it 
good,  but  it  is  not  thought  woith  while  to  pay 
money  into  the  treasury  to  let  it  lie  there. 

Mr. "Hall  of  Ward  1  saia  he  understood  the  ques- 
tion as  the  gentleman  from  Ward  1(5  did.  On  the 
question  of  compensation  there  was  a  division  of 
opinion,  aud  until  this  was  settled  it  was  proposed 
simply  to  delay  the  payment.  It  was  perfectly 
proper  to  make  the  application  and  present  our 
view,  and  it  would  be  for  the  Legislature  to  decide. 

Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14  inquired  where  the  means 
were  to'be  found  from  which  to  get  information. 

Mr.  Temple  replied  that  he  found  it  in  Docu- 
ment No.  112,  which  he  had  gone  through  with. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  said  he  agreed  mainly  in 
the  report  of  the  committee,  but  notin  its  conclu- 
sions. If  it  was  the  intention  to  let  the  assess- 
ment remain  in  abeyance,  he  would  go  for  it,  and 
if  it  could  be  amended,  it  would  relieve  him  from 
his  objections.  The  conclusions  and  the  order, 
in  his  view,  were  at  variance. 

Mr.  Hall  said  it  was  presenting  simply  our  side 
of  the  question,  and  the  Legislature  decided 
whether  it  was  right  or  not.  They  decide  on  its 
merits  and  if  they  do  not  alter  the  law,  we  must 
pay  the  demand. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  did  not  see  any 
inconsistency  in  the  matter.  The  inquiry  would 
give  a  chance  to  weigh  the  subject. 

Mr.  Bishop  satd  he  would  like  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  read  the  document  on  the  subject,  and 
he  moved  to  lay  the  matter  on-tbe  table.    Carried. 

The  order  in  settlement  of  damages  by  the  ex- 
tension of  Shawmut  avenue,  to  pay  to  Alfred  E. 
Giles  eleven  thousand  thirty-nine  dollars  and 
twenty-nine  cents,  on  his  giving  a  satisfactory 
ceed  of  his  estate,  37  Pleasant  street,  was  passed. 

The  report  and  order  concerning  the  Dorchester 
Trust  Funds,  printed  City  DoC.  No.  101,  were 
passed— yeas  40,  nays  none. 

The  President  submitted  a  request  of  the  School 
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Committee,  for  an  estimated  value  of  the  school 
buildings  of  this  city,  and  in  relation  to  rooms  for 
Primary  schools  in  tue  Sorcross  district.  Referred 
to  Committee  on  Public  Buildings. 

Mr.  Poor  submitted  a  request  from  the  Co 
chituate  Water  Hoard  in  relation  to  bringing  over 
a  forty-eight  inch  main  from  the  Chestnut  Hill 
Reservoir,  by  way  of  Beacon  street,  accompanied 
with  an  order  that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  peti- 
ion  the  Legislature  lor  authority  to  lay  the  same 
from  the  Chestnut  Hill  Poser /oil"  through  Beacon 
street. 

.Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  thought  the  necessity  might 
be  obviated  should  the  act  of  annexatiou  of 
Charlestowu  pass,  svben  the  north  part  of  the  city 
could  be  supplied  from  the  Mystic  Water  Works. 
He  moved,  therefore,  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Poor  stated  that  the  city  had  no  main  direct 
from  Chestnut  Hill  Keservoir)  ami  it  might  not  be 
necessary  to  lay  one  this  year,  or  for  five  years; 
yet  should  an  accident  happen,  it  would  be  very 
important  to  have  such  a  means  of  supply  of  water. 
1'he  order  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Water, 
but  subsequently  the  reference  was  reconsidered, 
and  the  order  was  passed. 

The  report  and  ordinance  on  the  Sinking  Fluids 
for  the  redemption  of  the  City  Debt,  printed  City 
Doc.  No.  110, 1870,  were  considered. 

.Mr.  Williams  of  Ward  13  said  he  had  hoped  the 
committee  would  have  grappled  with  the  subject 
as  Alderman  Talbot  suggested,  in  the  reduction  of 
the  city  debt.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  as  he 
supposed,  would  have  reported  on  the  subject  of 
the  city  debt.  Referring  to  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance,  he  objected  to  bringing  in  persons  not 
in  the  City  Government,  to  manage  the  finances  of 
thu  city,  when  it  was  supposed  those  in  office  ware 
competent  to  take  charge  of  the  subject.  It  would 
give  an  advantage  to  such  persons  in  being  chosen 
for  two  years,  over  the  other  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  there  was  no  provision  by  which  such 
persons  could  be  removed,  should  they  misappro- 
priate the  public  funds. 

Another  feature  was  objectionable  in  the  differ- 
ent periods  for  which  the  different  classes  of  loans 
were  made,  which  would  require  the  keeping  of 
separate  accounts.  There  was  also  a  want  of  ex- 
prfcitness  iu  the  contribution  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 
While  this  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  it  was 
not  altogether  what  he  believed  the  ordinance  or 
the  control  of  the  public  fund  should  be. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  said  be  agreed  with  the 
gentleman,  that  the  suoject  of  the  finances  had 
not  been  attended  to  as  it  should  be.  Although 
there  had  been  a  Committee  on  Finance,  such  mat- 
ters had  generally  been  left  to  the  Auditor.  This 
was  well  enough  so  long  as  we  have  our  present 
efficient  Auditor.  It  was  thought  desirable  to 
bring  in  the  services  of  competent  gentlemen  out- 
side of  the  City  Government  to  advise  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  finances.  .So  far  as  related  to  the 
pavmc-nt  of  the  debt,  we  had  a  sinking  Fund  of 
$10,000,000  with  which  to  pay  a  debt  of  $20,000,000. 
Sbou'd  this  all  be  used  for  the  extinguishment  of 
the  debt,  there  would  still  remain  $10,000,000. 
There  was  a  difficulty  and  delicacy  iu  this  matter, 
and  it  would  not  be  politic  to  wipe  out  the  debt 
without  compensation  to  those  holding  the  city 
bonds. 

.Mr.  Poor  further  explained  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance,  to  which  he  said  the  committee  had 
given  great  attention. 

The  oidinance  was  read  a  second  time  and 
passed. 

PUBLIC  PARK. 

Mr.  Poor  presented  a  petition  of  Gardner  Brew- 
er, Geo.  C.  Kichardson  and  others,  in  favor  of  con- 
currence in  the  request  to  the  Legislature  for  au- 
thority to  lay  out  a  public  park,  and  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  eommissioneis  to  draw  up  a  bill  for 
the  purpose. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  stated  that  on  his  motien, 
the  orders  relating  to  a  public  park  were  laid  on 
the  table.  He  did  not  wish  to  occupy  the  position 
of  stifling  debate  on  the  subject,  and  would  move 
to  take  up  the  orders,  so  that  they  may  be  further 
considered. 

The  petition  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 

On  a  subsequent  motion  of  .Mr.  Hull,  the  orders 
were  taken  from  the  table  and  assigned  for  con- 
sideration at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTERS. 

.Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets  of  the  Common  Council,  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  resolves  and  orders  for   laving  out    and 


widening  and  extending  certain  streets  on  the 
Suffolk  street  District,  submitted  the  following 
report : 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  City  Council  for  the 
improvement  of  the  .Suffolk  street  District,  in- 
volved a  rumber  of  important  changes  in  the  old 
system  of  streets.  The  extension  of  Sbawmut 
avenue  to  Tremont  street;  the  widening  of  Carnev 
place;  the  widening  and  extension  ot  .Middlesex 
street;  and  the  widening  of  Washington  street, 
between  Cherry  and  Pleasaut  streets,  have  already 
been  acted  upon  by  this  City  Council.  The  resolves 
and  orders  now  offered  complete  the  street  im- 
provements iu  accordance  with  the  original  plan. 
They  are  as  follows: 

The  widening  of  Castle  street,  between  Wash- 
ington and  Tremont  streets,  to  fifty  feet,  by  taking 
about  twentv-eight  feet  of  the  estates  on  the 
northerly  side,  at  an  estimated  expense  of  8150,000. 

The  widening  ol  ICmerald  street,  between  Paul 
and  Castle  streets,  by  taking  twenty  feet  of  the 
estates  on  the  northeasterly  side,  at  an  estimated 
expense  of  $7S00. 

The  laying  out  of  a  new  street,  fortv  feet  in 
width  (named  Cobb  street),  from  Washington 
street,  nearly  opposite  Asylum  street,  to  Shawmut 
avenue  extended,  at  an  estimated  expense  of  $40,- 
000.  The  land  taken  for  the  purpose  of  this  new 
street  is  nearly  all  vacant,  and  is  a  portion  of  only 
one  estate. 

Wheeler's  court  is  to  be  extended  to  Indiana 
place,  by  taking  the  whole  of  estate  Xo.  41  Indiana 
place,  and  a  portion  of  estate  Xo.  39.  It  is  also  to 
be  widened  between  Clatiin  place  and  Shawmut 
avenue  extended,  by  taking  about  ten  feet  of  the 
estate  on  the  southeasterly  side.  The  estimated 
expense  of  the  widening  arid  extension  is  §12,000. 

All  the  property  taken  for  these  several  im- 
provements is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  city.  It 
appears  to  the  committee  that  the  alterations  pro- 
posed are  all  desirable,  and  that  they  should  be 
made  in  connection  witn  the  other  improvements 
on  the  district.  The  committee  would  therefore 
respectfully  recommend  the  pasaage  of  the  sever- 
al resolves  and  oruers  referred  to  them. 

The  order  for  the  widening  of  Castle  street  was 
first  considered. 

Mr.  Bishop  said  there  was  a  Committee  on  Suf- 
folk Street  Territory,  and  as  this  related  to  that 
territory  he  thought  it  should  properly  be  referred 
to  that  committee. 

Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  stated  that  it  was  under- 
stood the  widening  of  these  streets  was  all  a  part 
of  the  plan  of  the  Suffolk  street  improvements, 
and  this  was  but  the  finishing  out  of  those  im- 
provements. 

Mr.  Bishop  replied  that  it  was  not  so,  for  the 
question  ot  the  widening  of  Castle  street  was  a 
mooted  question,  talked  of  in  committee,  but  not 
determined  upon. 

The  reference  was  carried — 16  to  9. 

The  resolve  and  orders  for  the  widening  of  Em- 
erald street  and  the  laying  out  of  Cobb  street,  were 
severally  passed. 

The  resolve  and  order  for  the  extension  of 
Wheeler's  court  was  debated  on  a  motion  of  Mr, 
Bishop  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District. 

Mr.  Frost  of  Ward  9  inquired  if  these  were  not 
all  from  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk  Street  Dis- 
trict. 

Mr.  Bishop  replied  that  these  projects  were 
talked  over,  and  it  was  a  question  raised  by  the 
Committee  on  Laying  Out  Streets  whether" they 
should  not  have  control  of  them. 

Mr.  Parker  said  it  was  the  fault  of  the  gentle- 
man that  they  were  not  referred  to  that  committee 
instead  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  wheu  they 
came  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Bishop  replied  that  he  could  not  be  respon- 
sible for  what  was  done  in  his  absence. 

Mr.  Poor  said  if  this  had  not  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk  Street  District 
before,  it  should  go  now. 

The  reference  was  carried. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Common  Council  on  Streets,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  resolve  and  order  to  widen  and  ex- 
tend Cliff  street  to  Shawmut  avenue,  at  an  esti- 
mated expense  of  $11,314  20.  made  a  report,  that 
the  resolve  and  order  ought  to  pass. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parker,  this  order  was  laid 
over. 

On  motion  of  Mn  Learnard,  of  Ward  11,  it  was 
voted  that   when  the  Council  adjourns,  it  be  to 
Thursday  next.  4  P.  M. 

Adjourned  to  Thursday  next.

pied as  an  office  by  the  City  Surveyor  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  street  Commissioners. 

The  order  was  adopted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Sewers, 
reported  sewer  assessments  for  colleei ion,  as  fol- 
lows: Washington  stieet  $4673  09;  Ball  street, 
$465  26.    Accented. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $1  10  assessed  upou 
Brewster  Keynold'8  heirs,  and  $147  87  assessed 
upon  Adeline  P.  b  landers  for  a  sewer  in  Emeison 
street,  remain  uncollected  until  the  respective 
estates  enter  their  drains  into  the  sewer. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Commutee  on  Sewers, 
reported  leave  to  withdraw,  on  petition  of  F.  W. 
Small  and  others  for  abatement  of  sewer  assess- 
ment; of  John  Jojce  for  a  sewer  in  F  street,  be- 
tween Sixth  and  "Tudor  streets;  and  no  action 
necessary  on  petition  of  the  Boston  Belting  Com- 
pany against  sewerage  in  Stony  Brook;  of  Laban 
s.  Beecher  and  others,  that  the  Stony  Brook  sewer 
be  coveied;  and  of  Almon  Blood  tor  abatement 
of  sewer  assessment  in  Eliot  street.

Alderman  Carpenter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  reported  favors,  bly  on  sundry  applica- 
tions for  licenses  as  common  victuallers,  and  of 
Davis  I'.  Hawcs  for  leave  to  give  a  course  of  lec- 
tures at  Franklin  Hail.     Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  lalliot,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  reported  a  schedule  of  assessments  in  the 
widening  of  Zeieler  street,  which  was  passed. 
Estimated  expense  of  widening  $23,081 ;  better- 
ments, $18,840;  assessed,  $9,420. 

REPOF.T  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEALTH. 

Alderman  Braman,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health,  submitted  a  report  of  the  action  taken  by 
the  committee  during  the  past  season  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  public  health  in  this  city. 

Earlv  in  the  year  the  attention  of  the  committee 
was  called  to  the  condition  of  the  tenement  houses 
and  tlie  uegleet  of  some  of  the  owners  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  statute  of  1868.  Prep- 
arations were  accordingly  made  for  a  very  care- 
ful and  thorough  examination  of  all  the  buildings, 
courts,  yards  and  alleys  in  those  portions  of  the 
city  occupied  by  the  laboring  classes. 

The  city  was  divided  into  ten  sanitary  districts, 
corresponding  to  the  police  districts,  and  on  the 
second  of  May  ten  competent  officers,  familiar 
witn  the  localities  to  which  they  were  severally 
assigned,  were  detailed  to  make  the  inspection  in 
accordance  with  certain  rules  prescribed  by  the 
Superintendent.  The  primary  inspection  was  ac- 
complished in  about  two  weeks,  and  the  results 
were  tabulated,  as  follows: 
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In  the  ease  of  buildings  or  places  designated  as 
"bail"  or  "lilthy,"  notices  were  immediately  served 
upon  the  owners  to  abate  the  nuisances  forthwith. 
It  should  be  stated  here  that  up  to  the  18th  De- 
cember, 1743  notices  were  served,  against  720  dur- 
ing the  same  period  for  18G9  In  417  cases  orders 
were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Alderman  directing 
the  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  in  28  casej.  tha 
Board  instructed  the  superintendent  to  cause  un- 
tenable buildings  to  be  vacated. 

ihe  returns  in  relation  to  the  number  of  deaths 
•riven  in  the  above  table,  are  based  upon  the  m- 
quiii.'s  of  the  officers  in  *-ach  family,  and  cover  the 
year  ending  April  1,1^70.  Taken  in  connection 
with  the  whole  number  of  persons  returned  as 
living  in  tenement  houses,  this  statement  of 
the  number  of  deaths  caniu  t  oe  regarded  as  cor- 
rect. It  is  of  value,  however,  as  showing  that  the 
rate  of  mortality  in  such  places  is  not  greatly  if 
at  all  in  excess  of  cleaner  localities. 

After  the  first  inspection  was  completed,  the 
Work  was  continued  bv  two  men  permanently  at- 
tached to  the  Health  ofb'ee. 

On  the  23d  of  July  an  additional  inspector  was 
appointed,  and  all  the  localities  adjudged  to  be  in 
a  condition  prejudicial  to  the  public  health 
were  visited  regularly,  and  reported  to  the  Super- 
intendent, who  took  the  necesaiy  steps,  under  the 
direction  of  the  committee,  to  remedy  the  evil 
without  delay. 

The  committee  have  from  time  to  time,  visited 
the  worst  localities,  and  have  endeavored  to  ac- 
quaint themselves  thoroughly  with  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city.  They  feel  satisfied  that 
there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  tenement  houses  during  the  past 
year.  As  a  general  thing,  the  owners  of  the  build- 
ings have  readily  complied  with  the  instructions 
relative  to  the  improvement  of  their  premise". 

All  model  or  tenement  buildings,  erected  since 
the  passage  of  the  Tenement- House  act,  in  18C8,  are 
substantially  iu  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
that  act.  Those  erected  before  that  date  are  grad- 
ually being  modified  to  meet  its  requirements. 
Instead  of  exercising  in  an  arbitrary  manner  the 
authority  conferred  upon  them,  the  committee 
have,  in  all  cases  where  the  public  health  would  not 
he  endangered,  tried  to  act  in  such  a  way  as  to 
produce  the  least  hardship  and  inconvenience  to 
individuals. 

They  believe  that  this  course,  persuasion  when 
possible,  instead  of  compulsion,  will  have  the 
most  beneficial  results  in  the  end. 

As  it  is  proposed  to  apply  to  the  next  Legislature 
for  a  building  act,  it  has  been  suggested  that  tht 
erection  of  large  tenement  buildings  on  narrow 
streets  should  not  hereafter  be  allowed.  It  is  im- 
possible to  secure  proper  light  and  ventilation  iu 
a  high  building,  crowded  with  human  beings,  in  a 
street  only  twenty  feet  in  width.  It  would  be  a 
decided  improvement  if  the  narrow  streets,  al- 
ready lin<  d  by  tenement  houses,  should  be  paved. 
The  sunlight  falls  on  them  for  such  a  short  time 
during  the  day,  that  they  are  muddy  a  great  por- 
tion of  the  year;  and  the  occupants  of  the  houses, 
in  spite  ot  any  regulations  to  the  contrary,  persist 
in  throwing  dirty  water  into  them.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  a  well-paved,  well-swept  stree  ;  has  a 
beneficial  influence  on  the  cleanliness  of  the  occu- 
pants of  the  estates  abutting  thereon. 

During  the  past  season  the  principal  streets 
have  been  swept  twice  each  week.  All  the  paved 
streets  in  the  city  have  been  swept  at  least  once  a 
week;  and  the  macadamized  streets  once  a  fort- 
night. The  ashes  are  collected  from  all  dwelling- 
houses  once  a  week,  and  from  large  establish- 
ments two  or  three  times  a  week.  The  offal  is 
collected  from  dwelling-houses  twice  a  week,  and 
from  large  boarding-houses  and  hotels  everv  day. 

In  reply  to  some  criticisms  upon  the  manner  of 
carrying  on  offensive  trades  in  the  city,  the  com- 
mittee would  state  that  there  is  a  gradual  but  de- 
cided improvement  being  made  iD  the  old  meth- 
ods; and  that  most  of  the  establishments  where 
they  are  carried  on  have  been  modified  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  consumption  of  all  unhealthy 
odors.  J 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  present 
municipal  year,  the  committee  asked  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $321,700;  but  the  City  Council  reduced 
it  to  $300,000.  The  amount  deducted  was  intend- 
ed to  be  us"d  in  cleaning  the  streets.  If  this  work 
has  not  been  done  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
citizens,  the  fault  should  not  rest  upon  the  depart- 
ment. Its  only  duty  was  to  accept  the  appropria- 
tion which  the  Government  saw  fit  to  make,  and 


s^e  that  the  expenditures  were  kept  within  its 
limits. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  to  bo 
printed.

$284  43  in  full  compensation  for  all  damages 
caused  to  his  estate  No.  1346'fremont  street  by  sur- 
face water  flowing  into  his  cellar  from  an  imper- 
fectly constructed  cess  pool  and  drein  in  said  'Fre- 
mont street,  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  notify  Patrick  Kneeland.  owner  of 
estate  corner  of  Chapman  and  Middlesex  streets, 
to  close  up  and  make  solid  the  cellar  ope-.ing  in 
the  sidewalk  in  front  of  said  estate,  on  Chapman 
street,  within  ten  days,  and  in  default  thereof  the 
Superintendent  of  streets  is  hereby  directed  to 
close  up  and  make  solid  said  opening,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owner  of  said  estate. 

On  motion  of  Aldermau  Gibson, 

Ordered.  That  the  order  passed  Dec.  22,  1870, 
directing  the  Superintendent  of  Health  to  fill  up 
the  old  reservoir  on  Fellows  street  with  earth  or 
ashes  at  the  expense  of  the  Health  Department, 
be  rescinded. 

Oidered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Health  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  fill  with  dirt  or  ashes 
the  old  reservoir  in  the  sidewalk  of  Fellows  street, 
said  reservoir  being  no  longer  needed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Fire  Department,  and  being  so  dilapi- 
dated as  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  travel,  the 
expenses,  if  any,  to  be  charged  to  the  Appropria- 
tion for  Fire  Department- 

On  motion  of  Aldermau  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed 
to  refund  to  James  Malcom  the  sum  of  $19  20, 
overpaid  as  an  assessment  for  a  sewer  in  Ninth 
street,  and  the  same  arao"nt  is  hereby  assessed 
upon  Dennis  Dwyer. 

On  motiou  of  Alderman  Talbot, 

An  order  was  passed  to  abate  certain  assess- 
ments for  betterments  in  the  widening  of  Mat- 
thews street. 

WIDENING  OF  KINGSTON   STREET. 

Alderman  Talbot  made  a  verbal  report,  on  the 
subject  of  widening  of  Kingston  street,  from  Bed- 
ford street  to  Beach  street.  Plans  hid  been  pre- 
pared, in  accordance  with  the  proposed  widening, 
which  it  was  designed  should  be  on  the  Edinboro' 
street  side.  The  expense  was  estimated  at  $225,- 
0J0,  and  possibly  might  he  ;*250-,000,  but  the  former 
sum  it  was  believed  would  be  right. 

Aldorman  Jacobs  offered  the  following  order, 
and  asked  tnat  the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken  on  its 
passage  -. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Streets  be  re- 
quested to  report  a  plan,  resolve  and  orders  to 
widen  Kingston  street,  between  Bedford  and 
Beach  streets,  on  the  westerly  side. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  that  it  was  to  be  regret- 
ted that  the  matter  of  the  widening  of  Kingston 
street  could  not  have  been  reported  upon  earlier. 
It  is  well  known  that  Kingston  street  as  a  contin- 
uation of  Devonshire  street,  is  one  of  the  leading 
avenues  from  the  centre  of  the  business  portion  of 
the  city  to  the  Worcester  and  Old  Colony  Depots. 
In  the  afternoon  especially  it  is  crowded  and  fre- 
quently blocked  with  loaded  teams.  The  widen- 
ing would  be  less  expensive  now  than  in  the  fu- 
ture, as  the  land  to  be  taken  is  constantly  increas- 
ing in  value.  From  Essex  to  Beach  street,  it  will 
be  taken  mostly  from  back  yards  or  where  there 
are  buildings  of  little  value. 

The  improvement  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
proposed  will  make  a  fine  broad  avenue  where  now 
there  is  a  narrow  unsightly  passageway.  It  will 
greatly  enhance  the  value  of  real  estate"  in  the  vi- 
cinity, which  will  consequently  pav  large  better- 
ments. It  will  verv  appreciably  relieve  Washing- 
ton street  from  its  crowded  condition.  It  will 
complete  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  wid- 
ening of  Devonshire  street.  It  will  furnish  a  wide 
thoroughfare  from  the  heart  of  the  city  to  Dor- 
chester and  the  suburbs.  It  is  an  improvement 
urgently  advocated  by  business  men  not  only  in 
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this  immediate  locality,  but  throughout  the  city — 
an  improvement  that  should  be  viewed  as  a  part 
of  the  system  that  led  to  the  laying  out  of  Atlan  - 
tic  avenue,  increasing  the  facilities  of  delivering 
freight  to  and  from  the  railroads  communicating 
with  the  West,  and  the  delivery  of  freight  at  tide 
water. 

We  are  now  oil  the  pathway  of  ecouomy,  and  I 
urge  this  as  a  measure  of  wise  economy.  For 
economy  in  municipal  matters  consists  injudi- 
cious aiid  liberal  expenditures  of  the  public  funds 
for  public  improvements.  And  none  can  be  more 
important  than  those  of  our  principal  thorough- 
lares.  They  bring  a  sure  and  speedy  return,  not 
only  in  promoting  the  convenience  of  the  citizens, 
but  in  advancing  their  business  interests  and  the 
general  welfare  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  be  was  not  prepa  ed  to 
vote  upon  this  subject  at.  this  tune,  in  conimittiug 
himself  to  thi^as  the  best  plan. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  deemed  it  important 
to  act.  upon  this,  if  it  should  be  considered  the 
best  plan,  for  a  loan  would  be  necessary,  and  the 
details  could  be  made  up,  which  w  >uld  require 
many  pages  of  manuscript.  But  should  any  other 
plan' be  adopted,  the  committee  would  not  have 
time  to  report  upon  it. 

Alderman  Pratt  suggested  that  the  street  should 
he  sixty  feet  in  width,  which  would  be  necessary* 
in  providing  for  the  public  travel,  and  it.  might 
obviate  the  necessity  for  the  widening  of  Chauncy 
street,  which  would  be  needed  should  the  horse- 
car  track  be  continued  there 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  in  favor  of  the 
widening  of  the  street,  but  did  not  think  it  wras 
desirable  to  pass  the  order  at  this  time, 

Alderman  falbot  said  it  was  believed  that  fifty 
feet  would  be  of  sufficient  width.  It  was  under- 
stood that  in  the  erection  of  a  new  depot  by  the 
Boston  tt  Albany  Kailroad,  that  it  would  be  fur- 
ther east,  ami  the  heavy  travel  would  be  more 
throngs  South  street,  which  would  become  an  im- 
portant business  street. 

The  motion  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
question  was  withdrawn,  when  the  order  was 
passed. 

HOME   FOU    THE   POOR. 

The  order  for  the  erection  of  a  Home  for  the 
Poor  at  Deer  Island  was  taken  up. 

Alderman  Pierce  moved  a  reference  of  the  sub- 
ject to  the  next  City  Council. 

Alderman  l'ratt  said  it  was  an  imperative  neces- 
sity that  the  Home  proposed  should  immediately 
be  proceeded  with.  It  was  needed  for  the  comfort 
of  the  poor,  and  it  was  designed  to  make  such 
arrangement  in  classifying  the  inmates  as  to  obvi- 
ate alFohjection  in  relation  to  placing  the  virtu- 
ous poor  and  crimiuals  together.  He  therefore 
hoped  that  the  orders  would  be  passed,  for  if  the 
subject  should  go  over,  he  feared  that  the  matter 
might  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Alderman  Talbot  raised  the  question  as  to  the 
admissibility  of  the  motion  to  refer  to  the  next 
City  Council,  a  similar  motion  having  been  reject- 
ed.' 

Alderman  Cowdin  expressed  favor  for  a  new 
Home  for  the  Poor,  but  believed  it  would  be  better 
to  let  the  subject  go  over  to  the  next  City  Govern- 
ment. 

Alderman  Jenkins  wished  the  subject  to  be  seen 
in  its  true  light.  There  had  been  some  delay  in 
ma  king  the  plans,  when  it  was  thought  some  mod- 
ification might  be  made  in  relation  to  ornamenta- 
tions, and  in  reduction  of  expense.  The  Board 
passed  an  order  unanimously  to  require  a  reduc- 
tion, and  this  had  been  done,  and  the  committee 
believed  it  best  to  report  the  plan  to  this  Board. 
It  was  desirable  that  this  should  be  done  now,  not 
only  in  making  arrangements  for  the  building, 
which  can  now  be  better  clone  than  if  delayed,  and 
the  necessity  required  the  erection  of  a  building 
as  soon  as  possible. 

So  far  as  related  to  Deer  Island,  it  was  not  so 
much  that,  as  in  going  to  the  Poor  House,  which 
was  objected  to,  and  he  hoped  the  orders  would 
be  passed. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  view  of  the  better  accom- 
modations which  were  to  be  made  for  the  classifi- 
cation of  the  poor,   should   snob   an  assurance  bo 


given,  said  he   would  be  willing  to  vote  for  the  or- 
ders. 

Alderman  Gibson  was  in  favor  of  passing  the  or- 
ders, and  he  could  rot  see  any  objection  on  ac- 
count of  association  with  criminals.  Every  one  is 
obliged  to  associate  with  criminals,  wherever  they 
may  be,  and  at  Deer  Island  the  poor  who  are  not 
able  to  labor  must  have  and  will  have  somi  one  to 
wait  upon  them,  and  these  persons  may  be  crim- 
inals. Injustice,  and  for  purposes  of  economv,  h-; 
hoped  the  Home  would  be  erected  at  Deer  Island. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said,  that  as  another  member 
of  the  reform  Oity  Council  had  favored  the  new 
Home,  he  should  be  obliged  to  yield  his  former 
convictions. 

Aldciman  Jacobs  said  he  had  been  opposed  to 
the  erection  of  the  Home  at  Doer  Island,  bnt  was 
now  satisfied  that  the  Home  should  be  erected  on 
Deer  Island. 

Alderman  1'ierce  said  this  was  an  important 
matter,  having  reference  to  the  future  as  well  as 
the  present,  and  in  the  general  backing  down,  he 
bad  not  seen  any  reason  why  he  should  change  his 
views.  It  was  against,  public  policy  to  place  the 
poor  and  ciiminals  together,  and  however  much  it. 
might  be  said  that  there  would  be  a  partition  be- 
tween the  poor  and  criminals,  it  would  not  prevent 
the  association,  nor  remove  the  stigma  which 
must  arise  from  such  an  association.  There  were 
many  poor  who  would  suffer  ou  that  account,  and 
suffer  privation  rather  than  be  sent  to  Deer  Island. 
There  was  a  stigma  attached  to  being  sect  there, 
and  it  was  a  worthy  sentiment  and  feelinsr. 

Such  an  association  of  convicts  and  poor  was 
not  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  philanthro- 
pists and  of  those  who  desire  the  improvement  of 
the  poor  and  the  reformation  of  criminals. 

Alderman  l'ratt  said  the  argument  of  the  Alder- 
man had  but  convinced  him  of  the  greater  neces- 
sity of  immediate  action  on  this  suirject.  The  as- 
sociation of  paupers  and  criminals  was  now  going 
on,  and  it  was  desirable  that  this  association 
should  ceas»»  so  far  as  being  occupants  of  the  same 
building. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  see  the  objec- 
tion which  had  been  urged.  So  far  as  related  to 
criminals,  the  class  sent  there  as  such,  generally 
were  those  who  were  sent  there  forgetting  drunk, 
while  many  of  the  poor  are  made  such  by  the  same 
habits.  The  old  people  who  are  there  will  not  be 
associated  with  the  criminal  classes. 

Alderman  Pierce  urged  as  further  reasons,  that 
should  there  be  immediate  action  and  any  mis- 
takes be  made,  those  mistakes  cannot  be  repaired. 
The  Committee  did  not  appear  to  have  considered 
the  subject  of  economy  and  of  the  seperation  of 
paupers  and  criminals  by  placing  the  poor  else- 
where, in  accordance  with  the  general  views  en- 
tertained  and  generally  advocated  by  friends  of 
reform  in  keeping  thee*  eparate. 

Alderman  Jenkins  contended  thai,  the  committee 
had  looked  at  the  subject  in  all  the.  various  lights 
which  had  been  referred  to.  It  was  an  advantage 
in  many  respects  to  place  this  building  on  Deer 
Island,  and  he  urged  immediate  action  on  motives 
of  humanity,  to  separate  these  classes  from  their 
present  association.  He  did  not  doubt  that  some 
time  the  island  would  be  given  up  entirely  to  the 
criminal  classes  or  for  the  uses  of  the  poor. 

Aldeiman  Pierce  said  the  gentleman  had 
admitted  all  that  he  tad  objected  to,  and  for  that 
reason  the  subject  should  be  postponed. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  had  noticed  that  ref- 
euce  was  not  made  to  the  class  of  criminals  who 
were  sent  to  Deer  Island.  Five-eighths  of  that 
class  were  simply  drunkards,  and  one-fourth  are 
prostitutes  not  of  the  worst  class,  that  class  being 
sent  to  the  House  of  Correction  at  South  Boston. 
There  were  no  such  objections  urged  to  placing 
criminals  over  there  in  the  neighborhood  of  40,000 
people. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  next  City  Council,  was 
lost,  by  a  vote  of  2  to  9,  Alderman  Braman  and 
Pierce  in  favor. 

The  orders  were  then  passed  by  a  vote  of  10  to  1 
— Alderman  Pierce  in  the  negative.

sir — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the 
pleasure  of  making  the  following  report  upon  the 
cost,  present  condition,  and  time  of  completion  of 
the  iron  biidge  now  building  for  the  extension  of 
Broadway  across  Fort  Point  Channel: 

At  the  time  of  the  Barren  ler  of  tbe  contract  by 
the  Moseley  Company  in  September,  1870,  there  had 
been  paid  tn  said  company  tbe  sum  of  s'314.480. 
According  to  toe  terms  of  the  contracts  payments 
were  to  be  made  on  t'ae  1st  and  loth  of  each 
month,  for  work  doue  and  materials  furnished. 
The  committee  if  ISty  authorized  the  placing  of 
extra  flanehes  upon  all  tbe  large  screw  piles,  on 
»ue  recommendation  of  tue  City  Engineer  and  the 
Consulting  Engineers,  den.  J.  <r.  Foster  for  the 
Harbor  Commissioners,  and  myself.  This 
done  by  the  .Moseley  Company,  and  the  payment  of 
the  cost.  s'.'106  5ti,  is  included"  in  theaboveamount, 
having  been  paid  with  the  e.s";mates  as  provided 
m  the  contract.  Deducting  this  amount  fiom  the 
gross  amount  paid  at  the  time  of  the  surrender, 
and  we  have  $305,375  44  as  the  amount  paid  on 
account  of  the  contract  tn  sept.  15,  1870.  The 
value  of  the  contract  was  $331,708  7b:  therefore  tbe 
balance  to  complete  tbe  work  when  the  Moseley 
Company  failed  was  $26,336  32. 

Since  that  time  we  have  expended  for  labor  and 
materials,  as  per  approved  pay-rolls  aud  bills  to 
and  including  Dec.  14.  187o.  the  sum  of  S15.49U  34, 
leaving  a  balance  of  (10,836  98  to  complete  the 
structure.  The  bills  for  estra  work  by  the  Mose- 
ley Company  contained  two  other  items  for  oak 
idles  and  guard  timbers,  amounting  to  61547. 
which  have  not  yet  lieen  admitted  as  correct. 
though  not  absolute! v  rejected.  1  feel  almost  cer- 
tain that  we  can  finish  the  whole  within  the 
amount  authorized  to  be  paid.  Of  the  present 
condition  of  tbe  work  I  have  to  say:  ihe  whole 
extension,  from  Federal  street  to  Albany  street, 
we  may  consider  under  live  divisions. 

First,  between  Federal  aud  Foundry  streets  aud 
between  Lehigh  and  Albaoy  streets,  the  road- 
has  solid  earth  lilliug,  protected  by  beavj  abut- 
ments and  bask  walls  of  good  masonry.  All  the 
masocry  is  finished,  aud  tue  roadway  is  completely 
graded  and  waved  from  Federal  street  to  Foundry 
street.  From  Lehigh  to  Albany  street  the  road- 
way is  not  up  to  grade,  though  a  little  gravel 
dressing  would  make  it  passable. 

Second  division  consists  of  the  small  bridges  of 
fifty  or  more  feet  span,  over  Lehigh  street  and 
Foundry  street,  which  are  substantially  complete 
and  have  received  the  pavementB. 

Third  division  consists  of  the  portion  supported 
on  iron  columns  and  small  screw  piles,  440  feet  be- 
tween Foundry  street  and  Old  Colony  Railroad, 
and  200  feet  from  Lehigh  street  into  the  dock  be- 
low the  Boston  A-  Albany  Railroad  tracks.  These 
portions  are  substantially  complete,  aud  have  re- 
ceived the  pavements  and  sidewalks :  some  feuc- 
ing  is  still  unfinished,  and  as  yet  no  braces  have 
beeu  put  in  lietweeu  the  columns. 

Fourth  division  consists  of  the  two  arched  spans 
of  100  feet  each.  These  are  all  in  place,  with  the 
floor  oeaois  all  in  and  planking  laid  almost  com- 
plete. There  is  still  the  fences  to  put  on.  and  the 
ends  which  match  with  the  draw  are  to  be  formed 
after  the  draw  can  be  turned  round.  Bracing  of 
the  supporting  columns  under  the  arches  is  also  to 
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be  done  after  the  draw  is  turned  and   adjusted  to 
the  line  of  the  roadway. 

Fifth  division  consists  of  the  drawbridge  and 
centre  pier,  with  its  adjunct,  the  fender  pier.  The 
centre  pier,  consisting  of  nineteen  columns  or 
screw  pilesof  cast  ironl>4'  inches  thick  and  two  feet 
mtrrnal  diameter,  filled  with  concrete  and  prop- 
erly connected  and  braced,  is  complete.  The 
fender  nier  is  also  completed.  Of  the  drawbridge, 
the  arches,  towers  and  suspending  rods  are  in 
place,  and  three-fourths  |ot  the  flooring  if  com- 
plete. The  ura\v  is  standing  in  its  open  position 
over  the  fender  pier,  and  is  supported  on  stagings. 
When  the  flooring  is  in  and  completely  secured, 
the  draw  can  be  turned  experimentally,  so 
that  the  bearings  and  ends  of  the  draw  and 
larare  axeb  spans  can  be  fitted  to  each  other, 
and  the  machinery  and  supports  tested  to  their 
utmost  capacity.  This  part  of  the  work  must  nec- 
essarily be  nicely  and  carefully  done,  an, I  more 
BO  at  this  season  of  the  year  when  the  low  temper- 
ature prevailing  contracts  the  muteiial  used  to  the 
smallest  dimensions,  and  at  the  same  time  make 
the  employes  very  uncomfortable  by  exposure 
and  contact  with  the  iron. 

The  specifications  require  two  hot-air  engines  of 
three-horse  power  each.  I  have  not  as  yet  en- 
gaged any,  but  have  temporarily  connected  one  of 
the  hoisting  steam-engines  (used  for  pile  driving) 
to  experiment  with.  vV'e  have  the  offer  of  a  hot- 
air  engine  on  trial  for  a  time,  but  the  tihil  of  the 
steamer  first  will  determine  the  power  required  to 
move  the  draw;  after  which  the  other  can  be  in- 
troduced and  permanently  adjusted  in  the  house 
in  the  centre  pier.  With  comfortable  working 
weather  I  think  we  can  put  in  the  braces  named 
above,  adjust  the  ends  of  the  draw,  fit  up  the  bear- 
inns,  set  up  the  gates,  &c,  &c.  during  the  follow- 
ing month  of  Ja.iuary,  1871,  so  that  early  in  Feb- 
ruary the  bridge  may  be  opened  for  travel. 

Owing  to  the  very  confident  proposition  of  the 
contractor,  in  the  first  instance,  to  linish  this  work 
on  the  1st  of  December,  1869,  the  impression  on  the 
public  mind  was  that  it  was  a  work  of  not  much 
magnitude,  for  which  a  high  price  was  to  be  paid. 
In  reality  it  was  the  greatest  iron  bridge  ever  un- 
dertaken in  New  England,  embracing  some  of  the 
most  intricate  engineeriug  operations,  requiring 
great  care  and  prudence  in  conducting  the  prep- 
arations and  constant  watchfulness  at  all  times. 

1  am  pleased  to  state  that  thus  far  no  accident 
has  occurred  to  the  injury  of  any  individual,  or 
any  part  of  the  wcrk.  We  have  over  eleven  hun- 
dred feet  in  length  of  iron  work,  which  is  sixty 
feet  in  width.  The  draw  necessitates  that  the 
structure  be  made  in  three  seoarate  parts,  and  the 
contingency  arises  how  to  manage  the  contraction 
and  expansion  of  the  materials  so  that  the  draw 
shall  not  be  bound  tight  in  the  summer,  under  a 
high  state  of  expansion,  or  left  too  loose  in  winter- 
when  the  material  is  most  contracted. 

The  mode  proposed  by  the  engineer  of  the  con- 
tracting parties,  your  superintendent  cons'dered 
did  not  meet  the  case,  and  another  plan  was  pro- 
posed; considerable  discussion  ensued,  but  it  was 
not  thought  advisable  at  that  time  (late  in  the 
year  i860)  to  hastily  decide  a  question  which 
might  possibly  be  left  until  the  final  completion  of 
the  superstructure.  However,  the  foundations  for 
the  proposed  remedy,  consisting  of  piles,  were  au- 
thorized bv  the  committee  of  i860 ;  the  piles  were 
driven  and  the  bills  paid.  The  committee  of  1870 
have  not  authorized  any  extra  expenditures,  and 
none  have  been  asked  for  during  their  term. 

It  is  unfortunate  tnat  we  are  *o  complete  this 
work  during  the  cold  season,  on  account  of  the 
difficulty  ot  calculating  for  the  effect  of  expansion 
when  the  hot  weather  comes  on.  We  can  put  the 
draws  in  working  condition,  and  leave  the  remedy 
to  be  applied  during  the  warm  season,  when  the 
real  effects  and  necessities  more  plainly  show 
themselves. 

in  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say,  that  thanks  are 
due  to  Mr.  Dexter  Pratt  and  the  emploves  under, 
bim,  for  the  faithfulness  with  which  'they  have 
perlormed  all  their  duties,  both  when  under  the 
Moseley  management,  and  also  when  tra  nsferred  to 
the  care  ot  the  city,  under  the  Committee  on  Pav- 
ing. I  also  desire  to  thank  your  committee  for 
the  confidence  reposed  in  myself,  from  tie  first  of 
this  vear,  and  iu  having  entrusted  me  with  full 
power  to  complete  the  work  under  the  contract,  or 
otherwise.

METROPOLITAN  LOCATION  IN  SUMMER  AND  CHAUN- 
CY    STREETS. 

The  special  assignment,  the  order  granting  a 
permanent  location  to  the  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Company  in  Summer,  Chauncy  and  Essex  streets, 
was  considered. 

A  remonstrance  was  presented  from  E.R.  Mudge 
and  others,  against  the  continuance  of  the  tracks 
of  thf  railroad  in  Summer  and  Chauncy  streets, 
on  the  ground  that  when  tbe  tracks  were  'laid  but 
little  notice  was  given  for  objection,  and  it  was 
understood  that  they  were  laid  only  for  a  tempo- 
rary purpose;  that  the  narrowness  of  said  streets 
and  the  great  amount  of  business  transacted 
therein,  render  them  unsuitable  for  horse-car 
tracks;  that  the  running  of  the  cars  ther  in  has 
caused  serious  interruption  and  delay  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  undersigned  and  others;  that  for  these 
and  other  reasons  the  tracks  should  be  removed  ; 
that  at  the  hearing  on  Monday  last  chey  were  not 
f  illy  prepared  to  present  their  objections;  that  a 
short  postponement  of  the  subject  will  riot  preju- 
dice the  the  interests  of  the  company,  being  now 
m  possession  of  these  tracks,  and  they  pray  that 
the  whole  subject  be  referred  to  the  next  City 
Government. 

Remonstrances  were  also  presented  and  read 
from  D.  D.  Fisk  &  Co  and  others,  which  Alder- 
man Piatt  said  embraced  all  tbe  principal  truck- 
men in  the  city;  also  from  Samuel  Taylor,  Hoyt  & 
Parker  and  other  expressmen,  against  the  contin- 
uance of  the  tracks  in  Summer  and  Chauncy 
streets. 

Aldermau  Rratt  remarked  that  so  much  had 
been  said  on  this  subject,  that  but  little  more  was 
to  be  called  for,  yet  the  remonstrances  presented 
required  consideration.  They  were  from  parties 
who  felt  the  inconvenience  to  business  in  those 
streets,  and  it  was  but  reasonable  that  their  re- 
quest for  postponement  should  be  heeded,  and 
that  the  subject  should  be  referred  to  the  next 
City  Government. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  hoped  the  motion 
would  not  prevail.  So  far  as  related  to  remon- 
strances, he  did  not  doubt  that  teamsters,  hack- 
men  aiu-l  others  would  have  all  the  tracks  in  the 
city  taken  up.  They  had  always  been  opposed  to 
horse-car  tracks,  and  it  was  not  strange  that  they 
should  remonstrate  against  the  continuance  o"f 
these  tracks.  The  streets  were  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  people,  ana  if  the  running  of  the  cars 
tli rough  these  streets  should  prove  beneficial  in 
making  them  better  for  retail  streets,  the  whole- 
sale   stores    may    find    advantages  in   going  else- 


where.   One  or  two  stores  may  be  discommoded 
by  tbe  tracks,  but  the    people  are  benefited. 

In  relation  to  the  disa  (vantage  of  loading  goods 
upon  teams,  he  would  (guarantee  that  it  would  not 
cost  tbe  storekeepers  any  more,  for  he  would  agree 
to  do  the  teaming  without  greater  expense  to 
tbem.  Trie  only  objection  made  by  tbe  trentlemen 
occupying  stores  in  that  street,  was  that  it  discom- 
moded tbem  in  the  loading  up  of  their  goode,  but 
as  it  would  not  cost  them  any  more,  the  objection 
would  not  amount  to  much.  The  road  ought  to  m 
through  those  streets,  and  he  believed  it  would, 
lor  the  reason  that  the  streets  belonged  to  tbe 
people,  who  would  lie  accommodated  by  it. 

Alderman  Rratt  said  there  was  no  occasion  for 
reply  to  what  the  Alderman  had  said  about  mak- 
ing these  streets  retail  streets.  In  transacting 
the  business  of  many  of  the  rciuonstranls,  the  sav- 
ing of  tune  in  the  loading  of  their  goi  ds  was  an 
important  object,  and  it  was  often  of  great  import- 
ance in  sending  them  a  ,vay.  mucii  more  so  to 
them  than  the  saving  of  a  moment  or  two  to  indi- 
viduals who  pass  through  the  street.  There  would 
be  a  difficulty  and  almost  impossibility  to  load 
some  of  the  goods  from  these  stores  over  the  side 
of  the  teams.  To  do  so,  it  would  require  the 
wheels  to  be  placed  so  far  apart  as  to  make  the 
teams  too  long  in  our  narrew  streets,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  teams  of  Sewall,  Day  &  Co. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  true  that  teamsters 
had  always  opposed  horse-car  tracks  in  the  street, 
and  his  own  firm  had  been  subjected  to  a  cost  of 
$50  a  year  for  repair  of  teams  on  account  of  the 
tracks.  When  th»  fault  was  that  of  the  railroad 
company  they  pay  the  damages,  if  not  the  owner 
suffers.  Yet  for  the  public  good  the  cars  are  al- 
lowed to  run  in  tbe  streets,  and  the  public  good  is 
to  be  consulted  in  the  use  of  the  streets  for  such 
purposes. 

Fifteen  years  ago,  when  an  order  was  offered  to 
open  Chauncy  piace  as  a  street,  by  taking  down 
the  wall  which  obstructed  the  public  passage 
through  it,  tbe  place  was  considered  as  holy 
ground  by  tbe  First  Church,  which  occupied  it, 
and  the  removal  of  the  wall  was  received  with 
great  indignation.  It  was  believed  to  be  for  tbe 
nublic  good  that  the  place  should  be  opened  for  a 
public  way,  a>>d  the  interests  of  tbe  church,  in  re- 
maining in  a  secluded  place,  were  obliged  to  give 
way.  In  this  case  it  may  be  an  inconvenience  to 
the"  store  of  Mr.  Mudge,  but  if  the  public  are  more 
commoded,  the  public  good  must  prevail. 

Alderman  Talbot  expressed  the  hope  that  tbe 
order  might  be  postponed  to  the  next  yQar.  As  to 
the  convenience  of  the  public  there  could  be  no 
doubt;  yet,  as  he  said  when  the  subject  was  ui>  be- 
fore, the  railroad  company  have  the  advantages  of 
three  other  lines,  and  as  they  now  will  have  the 
use  of  the  tracks  for  the  winter,  there  can  be  no 
barm  in  referring  the  subject  to  the  next  Board. 
In  the  meantime  experience  may  make  the  injury 
produced  by  the  tracks  clear  to  all.  for  there  will 
be  no  slight  inconvenience  caused  by  tbem  that 
the  remonstrants  will  relinquish  their  opposi- 
tion. He  hoped  the  motion  to  refer  would  prevail, 
The  motion  to  refer  to  the  next  Board  was  lost, 
4  to  8,  by  a  rising  vote,  Alderman  Rratt,  Jenkins, 
Rope  a'Hl  Talbot  voting  in  favor,  and  Alaermeu 
Braman,  Carpenter,  Connor,  Cowdin,  Gibson, 
Hawes,  Jacobs  and  Pierce  against  it. 
The  order  was  then  passed,  as  follows : 
Ordered,  That  the  rem porary  location  granted  to 
the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  on  Summer, 
Chauncy  and  Essex  streets,  Sept.  5, 1870,  be  made 
permanent,  upon  the  condition  that  said  Metro- 
politan Railroad  Company  shall  place  their  tracks 
on  said  Summer,  Chauucy  and  Essex  streets  in 
such  position,  and  shall  pave  the  soace  between 
the  rails  anil  three  feet  outside  thereof  with  man 
kind  and  quality  of  paving  as  the  Committee  on 
Paviug  and  the*  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall 
direct;  also  upon  the  condition  that  said  Metro- 
politan Railroad  Company  shall  accept  the  order 
of  location  and  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with 
the  conditions  therein  contained,  and  file  said 
acceptance  and  agreement  within  twenty  days  of 
the  date  of  its  passage,  otherwise  it  shall  be  null 
and  void. 

WIDENING  OF    KINGSTON    STREET. 


Alderman  Talbot  submitted  the  following: 
Resolve  and  orders  for  the  widening  of  Kings- 
ton street,  by  taking  land  of  John  H.  Thorndike, 
Joseph  A.  White,  Charlotte  A.  Johnson,  Albert 
Rlympton,  George  H.  Reters,  Lucy  D.  Patten,  heirs 
of  Charles  H.  Brown,  Susan  D.  Reynolds,  C.  W. 
boring  and  M.  P.  Grant,  trustees,    Wm.  Gunnison, 
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Abram  Jackson,  Hosea  B.  Rice,  heirs  of  Michael 
Tracy,  Dennis  Sullivan,  John  H.  J.  Hincke,  owner 
unknown,  J.  H.  and  G.  W.  Thorndike,  heirs  01 
.Nathaniel  barker,  Franklin  Evans,  owner  un- 
known, heirs  ot  E.  Oauegally,  Eliza  C.  Nickerson, 
he;rs  of  Alpbeus  Bigelow,  heirs  of  Ezra  Walker, 
Jordan,  Marsh  &  Co. 

The  amount  of  land  to  be  taken  is  15,379  feet,  at 
prices  varying:  from  $6  to  $12  per  foot,  making  the 
entire  cost  of  the  land  $126,944.  The  value  of 
buildings  to  be  taken  is  $77,(J00;  value  of  buildiugs 
alter  the  taking  .$5500;  value  of  materials  $4100; 
damages  to  buildings  $74,000;  net  cost  of  land 
taken  and  valuation  of  buildings  $209,944. 

Alderman  Talbot  «aid  he  had  received  a  note 
from  John  H  Thorndike,  a  large  owner  of  real 
estate  on  this  street,  who  says  that  he  wishes  de- 
lay in  the  hope  of  convincing  the  Board  that  the 
widening  can  be  better  made  and  at  less  expense 
on  the  other  side  of  the  street.  The  committee 
do  not  agree  with  him,  and  as  the  plans  have  been 
made,  ne  could  see  no  reason  why  there  should  be 
any  delay  in  carrying  out  the  measure.  The  price 
of  land  was  so  uniform  that  be  did  not  believe 
there  would  be  much  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  set- 
tlement with  all  the  parties  ill  interest. 

The  resoive  and  orders  were  read  once,  and  \c 
was  voted  to  hold  another  meeting  on  Thursday, 
by  adjournment. 

Alderman  Jacobs  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  the  second  reading  at  this  time. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  "there  would  be  ample 
time  for  the  subject  to  go  to  the  Council,  should 
this  go  over  to  Thursday. 

Alderman  Jacobs  said  it  was  intended  to  have 
the  Council  visit  the  locality  in  a  body,  which 
they  would  not  be  likely  to  do,  should  this  not  be 
passed  until  Thursday. 

The  motion  to  consider  the  subject  at  the  pres- 
ent time   was  carried. 

Alderman  Cowdinsaid  the  widening  of  this  street 
had  been  long  and  much  needed,  ever  since  the 
building  up  of  the  South  Cove.  A  small  widening 
was  made  many  years  since,  but  rot  much,  there 
being  a  fear  of  making  expenditures  at  that  time, 
on  account  of  expense ;  yet  the  expense  w  ould  be 
now  two  or  three  times  as  much.  The  necessity 
was  so  great  that  the  widening  ought  no  longer  to 
be  delayed,  and  when  done  it  will  not  be  five  years 
before  there  will  be  a  line  of  stores  from  Summer 
to  Beach  street,  through  Kingston  street.  The 
value  of  land  will  be  enhanced  two  or  three  times 
by  the  proposed  widening. 

The  resolve  aud  orders  were  passed  by  an  unani- 
mous vote,  including  the  taking  of  land,  and  bor- 
rowing of  money,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That' the  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  to  borrow,  under  the  direction  ot  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  the  sum  of  $225,000,  to  be 
appropriated  lor  the  widening  of  Kingston  street, 
between  Bedford  and  Beach  streets,  including  the 
grading  and  paving  of  said  street. 

SOUTH  BOSTON  STKEETS. 

Alderman  Talbot  asked  the  indulgence  of  the 
Board  while  he  submitted  the  following  remarks: 

In  the  issue  of  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser  of 
November  hrst  there  was  an  editorial  article  in 
relation  to  the  South  Boston  streets,  into  which 
are  incorporated  two  letters  written  by  the  Hon. 
Otis  Norcross,  one  addressed  to  your  Honor,  dated 
October  1,  and  the  other  to  'Mr.  Nathaniel  C. 
Nash,  and  dated  October  25th,  1870.  I  propose  to 
examine  the  charges  made  in  these  letters  against 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  this  year.  In  order  to 
properly  understand  the  subject  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  review  the  history  of  the  annexation  of 
South  Boston,  as  well  as  the  subsequent  action  of 
the  town  in  laying  out  the  system  of  streets  now 
under  controversy. 

In  January,  1804,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the 
town  of  B:ston  by  the  proprietors  of  land  in  what 
is  now  called  South  Boston,  being  then  a  part  of  the 
town  of  Dorchester,  for  its  consent,  for  the  annexa- 
tion of  that  tract  of  land  to  the  town.  The  petition 
was  referred  to  a  committee  who  reported  to  a 
town  meeting  held  January  31,  1804,  as  follows : 
'•The  proprietors  of  land  to  be  annexed  shall  con- 
sent that  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Boston 
shall  immediately  lay  out  such  streets,  public 
squares,  and  market  places  as  they  shall  judge- 
necessary  for  public  accomodation,  without  any 
compensation  lor  land  so  appropriated."  An  act 
was  passed  by  the  Legislature  March  6, 1804:  "To 
setoff  the  noitheast  part  of  the  town  of  Dorches- 
ter and  annex  the  same  to  Boston."  Among  other 
provisions  of  the  act  was  this,  that  the  Selectmen 
of  Boston   after    consulting    with  said    proprie- 


tors might  withiu  twelve  months,  lay  out  such 
streets,  etc.,  as  they  might  think  for  the  common 
benefit  of  said  proprietors  and  the  town;  and  pro- 
viding also  that  the  town  of  Boston  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  complete  the  streets  so  laid  out  by 
their  Selectmen  pursuant  to  this  act  sooner  than 
they  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do.  After  the 
annexation  a  plan  of  laying  out,  made 
by  Mather  Withington  was  approved  by 
nil  the  parties  in  interest,  and  on  the  27th  day  of 
February,  1805,  the  Selectmen  proceeded  formally 
to  lay  out  the  streets.  The  initial  point  of  Mr. 
With'ingion's  plan  was  at  the  new  line  between 
South  Boston  and  Dorchester,  at  the  place  where 
the  then  oistingroad  over  the  marsh  and  cause- 
way crosses  said  division  line,  and  as  it  appears 
by  tire  plan  at  the  centre  of  the  roadway.  From 
•this  pomt they  laid  out  a  street  now  called  Dor- 
chester street",  eighty  feet  in  width,  running  north 
sixty-three  degrees  east,  the  distance  of  forty-two 
chains,  twenty  links;  from  this  northerly  end  of 
Dorchester  street  thoy  laid  out  another  street, 
now  calleJ  Broadway!  eighty  feet  in  width,  run- 
ning northerly  twenty- lour  degrees  west,  until  it 
met  the  line  ot  the  then  Taunton  &  south  Boston 
Turnpike,  now  Dorchester  avenue.  These  direc- 
tions and  measurements,  I  understand,  were 
transposed  by  the  Selectmen.  Forty-two  chains 
should  be  twenty-four,  and  twenty-four  de- 
grees west  should  be  forty -two.  Having  made 
their  starting  point,  they  proceeded  to  lav  out 
other  streets  parallel  to  Broadway,  and  also  at 
right  angles  thereto,  both  easterly  and  westerly 
of  Doicbester  street;  but  I  shall  only  allude  to 
those  on  the  westerly  side ;  the  same  circumstan- 
ces are,  however,  applicable  to  both  sides. 

The  parallel  streets  they  named — First.  Second, 
Third,  Broadway,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth  and  Sev- 
enth. First  street  was  the  most  northerly  of  these 
streets,  but  was  not  plotted  upon  the  map.  The 
respective  distances  of  these  stieets  each  from 
the  other  in  the  southerly  direction  was  as  follows: 
iurst  to  Second,  250  feet;  Second  to  Third,  220  feet; 
Third  to  Broadway,  310%  feet;  Broadway  to 
Fourth.  276  feet;  Fourth  to  Fifth, 250  feet;  Fifth  ro 
Sixth,  250  feet)  Sixth  to  Seventh,  250  feet.  The 
cross  streets  are  described  as  follows:  One  street, 
500  feet  from  the  westerly  end  of  Broadway  and 
from  the  Turnpike,  to  run  exactly  at  right  angles 
across  Broadway  to  the  westerly  end  of  Fifth 
street.  Also,  five  other  streets,  all  at  right  angles 
with  Broadway,  and  parallel  with  the  first  de- 
scribed street,  the  first  of  them  to  be  500  feet 
therefrom,  (the  figures  on  VVithington's  plan  are 
508  feet,)  and  all  the  others  to  be  500  feet  apart, 
and  all  of  them  running  from  the  boundary  line  to 
the  sea. 

Having  now  described  the  streets  as  originally 
laid  out,  bpfore  we  consider  the  criticisms  made 
upon  the  action  of  the  Board  it  may  be  well  to 
allude  to  some  other  points  that  bear  upon  this 
controversy.  We  find  that  as  early  as  1825  com- 
plaints were  made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  that 
the  plan  made  by  Withington  and  adopted  by  the 
Selectmen  was  not  bt  bag  carried  out,  but  that  thf 
proprietois  were  selling  land  by  a  plan  made  and 
agreed  to  among  thomselves,  and  not  conforming 
to  the  original,  as  agrped  to  between  the  select- 
men and  themselves  at  the  time  of  laying  out. 
The  committee  to  whom  the  subject  was"  referred 
reported  that  they  believed  the  complaint  to  be 
true,  and  deserving  attention.  They  also  recom- 
mended that  Mather  Withington  and  S.  I'.  Fuller 
be  employed  to  collate  carefully  the  original  and 
the  printed  plan,  and  furnish  a'plan  as  shall  most 
effectually  reconcile  these  differences.  The  report 
was  accepted,  but  nothing  was  done  to  carry  out 
the  recommendation.  The  plan  referred  to  was 
undoubtedly  the  one  made  by  Mr.  Stephen  Bad- 
Jam,  and  dated  June  30,  1809. 

In  1837  a  committee  was  ordered  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  to  cause  a  survey  to  be  made  con- 
forming as  near  as  practicable  to  the  plan  of  With- 
ington. Mr.  S.  1*.  Fuller  was  employed  by  the 
committee  and  afterwards  Mr.  A.  Wadsworth  was 
associated  with  him.  Upon  the  completion  of  Mr. 
Wadsworth's  plan  in  1841  the  Aldermen  again  took 
up  the  subject  and  in  a  report  made  in  1844  by  a 
committee  of  which  Alderman  Wetmore  was 
chairman,  after  alluding  to  Swan  street  which  by 
the  original  laying  out  was  to  be  a  continuation  of 
Fifth  street  from  the  Turnpike  to  the  channel  and 
parallel  with  Dover  Street  Bridge,  hut  which  is 
somr  100  feet  nearer  to  Fourth  street  than  is  Fifth 
street;  they  say:  "Another  cause  mav  be  assigned 
for  much  of  the  errors  now  existing,  in  the  some- 
what peculiar  but  very  inexact  in  inner  in  which  it 
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is  understood  that  tuany  oftbe  lots  were  measured 
by  ike  surveyor  employed  by  the  parties  to  the 
(-ale--,— u  having  been  his  custom  ;is  is  stated,  to 
a dii  one  per  cent,  to  the  mea»ur<  d  Lines,— probably 
to  insuru  to  the  purchaser  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
laud,"  [t  is  not  clear  that  the  committee  refei  to 
Mr.  Withington  as  the  surveyor,  but  it  i«  gener- 
ally believed  that  there  was  one  per  cent,  allowed 
by  tus  survey  between  these  streets.  By  .Mr. 
Wadswortb'e  survey,  i;  l  cii.tr  an  attempt  to  repro- 
duce as  nearly  as  practicable  .Mr.  \\  ithinglon's 
plan,  it  was  round  that  there  were  a  large  "umber 
ot  serious  encroachments,  as  no  doubt  there  would 
be,  ki.ou  i  up  as  we  do  that  most  of  the  streets  had 
been  built  and  land  sold  by  Bad.'ani's   plan. 

The  Board,  however,  went  through  the  form  ot 

adopting  the  plan,  and  directing  tiie  City  Marsha] 
to  notify  the  (.allies  who  were  over  the  line  ot  the 
streets  according  to  Wad:- worth's  plan,  that  the 
city  claims  the  right,  to  remove  al.  encroachments 
from  the  parcels  of  land  and  take  \  ossession  o, 
the  same  whenever  the  city  shall  deem  it  expe- 
dient. 

1  do  not  learn  that  any  attempt  was  made  to  ex- 
ecute this  order. 

In  1861  another  survey  was  made  by  Henry  W. 
Wilson,  differing  from  all  previous  surveys,  hut 
based  upon  the  Baillani  plan  more  than  upon  that 
of  Withington  or  the  laying  out  of  the  ■selectmen. 
This  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  in  18J5  tl.e  follow- 
ing order  was  passed: 

Ix  Hoard  of  Aldeuiiek,  .Ian.  SO,  18C5. 

Whereas,  The  lines  of  the  streets  iu  South  Bos- 
ton  are  not  properly  denned  and  established  by  the 
city;  and  whereas  it  appears  that  there  have  i  ecu 
two  surveys  made  for  the  citv,  namelv.  one  in  1841, 
by  Alexander  Wads  worth,  and  onein"l86l,  by  Hen- 
ry W.  \\  ilsor:.  which  surveys  differ  materially  in 
some  respects;  and  whereas  it  is  a  matter  of  great 
importance,  both  to  the  city  and  to  the  owners  of 
property  in  South  Boston,  that  the  lines  of  the 
streets  should  lie  permanently  fixed  and  established 
by  the  city,  it  is,  therefore,  hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  .Mayor  lie  and  he  is  hereby 
empowered  to  appoint  a  commission,  to  consist  of 
competent  and  suitable  persons,  to  in- 
vestigate the  subject  and  to  report  to  this  Board 
the  most  feasible  plan  to  harmonize  the  conflict- 
ing difficulties  and  that  which  will  best  subserve 
the  interests  of  all  parties. 

This  commission,  of  which  Hon.Otis  Norcross  and 
Alderman  Nash  were  members,  presented  their 
report  to  the  Aldermen  in  the  latter  part  of  1807. 
In  this  report  they  say  "  that  the  streets  described 
by  the  Commissioners  will  be  found  to  corre- 
spond as  nearly  as  practicable  with  the  original 
laying  out  in  1805  by  the  Selectmen  of  Boston,  and 
with  the  plan  of  Mather  Withington.  " 

Now  wnat  is  "as  near  as  practicable."  Let  us 
follow  their  plan  and  then  see  if  it  is  advisaiile  for 
the  Aldei  men  of  1870  to  decide  who  shall  be  called 
encroaohers  and  who  shall  not!  Who  shall  be 
compelled  to  part,  without  compensation,  with 
property  they  have  purchased,  and  who  shall  be 
allowed  to  retain  it. 

The  Commissioners  begin  their  survey  at  the 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Dorchester  aveuue;  M. 
Withington  and  tlie  selectmen  on  what  is  now 
Dorchester  street,  where  the  old  road  crosses  the 
dividing  line  of  1804;  they  also  make  Broadway  a 
straight  street  from  Dorchester  street  to  the 
Turnpike  and  eighty  feet  in  width;  the  Cominis- 
sioneis  make  six  angles  in  the  street  within  the 
same  bounds,  get  about  three  teet  from  a  straight 
line  and  reduce  its  width  for  a  part  of  the  way 
about  a  foot.  The  Commissioners  make  Third  street 
311  feet  east  of  Broadway— the  Selectmen  310'^ 
teet ;  the  Commissioners  make  First  street  220  feet 
from  Second— the  Selectmen  250  feet;  the  Commis- 
sioners make  Third,  Second  and  First  streets  to  be 
parallel  to  Broadway,  thereby  making  all  of  them 
crooked,  whii#  the  Selectmen  lay  them  out 
straight.  It  is  soon  the  west  side  of  Broadway. 
Fourth  street  should  be  276  feet  from  Broadway; 
it  is  made  by  Mr.  Norcross  and  Mr.  Nash  all  the 
way  from  270  to  278  ."5-100  feet  distant.  The  streets 
that  crossed  these  streets  were  to  be  at  right 
angles,  and  beginning  at  the  Turnpike,  were  to  be 
500  feet  from  each  other,  by  the  select  men,  — bv 
Mr.  Withington's  plan  the  distance  between  A  and 
15  was  to  be  508  feet. 

Let  us  see  how  the  Commission  srs  have  made 
them  ;  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  4.  is  508  27-100 
feet;  from  A  to  Bat  Third  51s  HMOO;  at  Fourth 
r>il  70-100;  1  Kim  B  to  Cat  First  690  87-100,  ai  Broad- 


way 501  27-100,  and  at   Seventh  607  !t-100;  from  C  to 
D  at  First  street  500  feet,  at   Broadway  602  36-100, 
and  at  Seventh  197  60-100:   from  D  to  E  at  . 
503  66-100,  at  Broadway  50:;  27-ioa,  and  at  Seventh 

509  50-100;  from  E  to  F  at  First  501  feet,  at  Broad- 
way 501  37-100,  and  at  Seventh 495 50-100 :  and  some 
of  these  streets  have  been  diminished  in  width 
about  two  feet  in  places  In  the  other  part  of 
>outh  Boston  1  wiil  instance  I  street,  which 
should  cross  Broadway  at  right  angles  and  in  a  di- 
rect line;  vet  these  Commissioners  bare  allowed 
the  street  on  one  side  of  Broadway  to  be  about 
twenty  feet  farther  east  than  it  is  upon  the  other 
side. 

If  the  statements  I  have  made  are  correct.  I 
think  any  unprejudiced  person  will  say  that  while 
the  Commissioners  may  nave  ma^e  the  best  lin<  - 
for  these  streets  possible  under  the  conditions  in 
which  they  found  them — buildings  having  been 
erected  by  surveys  made  by  different  persons  and 
fiom  different  data —  they  hive  not,  as  they  allege 
in  their  report,  followed  "as  near  as  is  practicable 
with  the  original  laying  out  in  1805:"  but  on  the 
contrary,  they  have  made  as  the  basis  of  their  re- 
port the  plan  of  Stephen  Bad'.am,  mule  in  1809, 
and  unless  they  desired  to  remove  and  cut  away 
a^large  number  of  buildings  they  could  no 
otherwise.  Mr.  Wadsworth  s  plan  of  1841  re|  re- 
duced .Mathew  Withington's  ot  1S05.  and  I  under- 
stand that  he  tried  to  induce  the  Commissioners  to 
adopt  it  as  the  basis  of  their  survey,  tut  failed. 
Why  it  should  not  have  oeen  taken,  if  we  are  to 
decide  who  are  tresspassers  under  the  original 
laying  out,  1  am  at  a  loss  to  know. 

Mr.  Norcross  in  his  letter  to  you,  as  well  as  in 
that  to  Mr.  Nash,  lays  great  stress  upon  the  fact 
that  the  citv  was  at  the  time  h3  wrote  in  the  con- 
dition to  take  possession  of  this  property,  without 
compensation,  because  the  parties  injured  hail  al- 
lowed the  year  in  which  to  claim  damages  to  ex- 
pire without  action;  but  he  would  not  injure 
them,  but  take  from  them  a  deed  of  their  property 
subject  to  possession  by  the  city  when  the  owners 
shall  remove  their  buildings.  But  supposing  the 
holder  of  the  estate  should  demur  and  say  the  se- 
lectmen made  Broadway  eighty  feet  wide  and 
straight;  you  have  made  it  less  in  width  and 
crooked;  I  ito  not  choose  to  deed  my  property  to 
the  city  without  compensation  while  it  is  a  mathe- 
matical impossibility  that  you  have  reproduced 
the  original  laying'  out,  and  you  cannot  rell 
whether  I  am  '  in  the  street  or  my  opposite 
neighbor,  whose  building  you  have  made  a  monu- 
ment from  which  to  make  your  lines. 

What  next?  If  we  were  to  accept  Mr.  Norcross's 
suggestions,  and  enforce  our  right,  acquired  by 
lapse  of  time,  we  must  do  the  only  other  thing 
)eft;to  us,  and  that  is  to  take  possession  and  tear 
down  the  parts*  of  the  buildings  projecting  over 
the  line.  Some  of  these  projections  are  only  three 
inches,  and  by  the  cutting  off  would  leave  a  ragged 
front;  while  others  take  the  entire  front  of  the 
building,  and  leave  it  entirely  open. 

But  the  injustice  of  deciding  this  question  of 
trespass  is  more  apparent,  if  possible,  upon  the 
cross  streets  which  were  to  be  parallel  to  and  at 
right  angles  with  Broadway,  than  it  is  upon  those 
first  laid  out.  By  eirors  of  surveyors  these  streets 
became  the  sides  of  wedge-like  pieces  of  land, 
whose  heads  and  points  rest  upon  Seventh  street, 
with  more  than  ten  feet  difference  in  the  width  of 
the  lots  between  alternate  streets.  Is  this  repro- 
ducing Withington's  (dan  of  parallel  streets  in 
such  a  manner  that  we  desire  to  decide  where  to 
strike  and  where  to  forbear? 

The  editorial  leferred  to,  as  well  as  the  verb- 
al criticisms  made  upon  our  action  by  persons 
claiming  to  understand  the  subject,  have  led  me 
to  reexamine  the  action  of  the  Board,  and  I  am 
more  than  ever  convinced  that  we  have  done 
right  in  allowing  the  laying  out  of  such 
part  of  these  streets  as  was  covered  by  these  ob- 
structions to  expire  by  limitation;  and  further 
that  the  original  laying  out  was  not  acted  upon, 
if  considered,  by  the  Commissioners:  thev  only 
attempting  to  g:et  the  longest  possible  straight 
lines  upon  any  street  consistent  with  existing 
buildings. 

If  the  city  shall  act  upon  the  plan  of  the  Com- 
missioners "and  cause  all  buildings  hereafter  erect- 
ed to  be  adjusted  to  it.  paying  when  taken,  for  the 
lanct  appropriated  for  tlie  public  use.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  they  will  decide  more  wisely  than  to 
have  adopted  the  method  desired  by  Mr.  Nor- 
cross. 
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With  the  insinuations  as  to  the  motives  which 
have  governed  the  Board  in  theif^  action  7  have 
nothing  to  say.  If  made  in  haste,  they  should  be 
forgotten  ;  if  by  desigu,  they  will  only  injure  those 
who  make  them. 

Alderman  Connor  said  he  wished  to  add  some 
remarks  in  relation  to  publications  which  had 
been  made  in  newspapers  concerning  the  action 
of  the  Board,  alleging  that  the  cost  to  the  city 
in  surrendering  the  right  to  take  lands  encroach- 
ed upon  by  abutters  would  amount  to  a  million  or 
millions  of  dollars.  The  total  area  of  encroach- 
ments of  buildings,  fences  and  steps  on  the  public 
streets  of  South  Boston  (not  including  twenty-foot 
streets),  as  shown  on  sectional  plans  in  the  City 
Surveyor's  office,  is  31.354  square  feet. 

The  whole  valuation  of  property  in  South  Boston 
in  1868  was  as  follows:  11,516.341  feet  of  fiats,  at 
.§125,700;  1,934.227  feet  of  marsh,  at  $32,600;  220,455 


feet  of  wharf,  §20,700;  28,084,885  feet  of  improved 
laud,  §3,552,000;  10,208,688  feet  of  vacant  land. 
$1,333,200.  In  Ward  7  the  amount  of  land  was 
4,031,928  feet,  valued  at  §2,389,200.  The  total 
amount  of  land,  improved  and  unimproved,  in 
South  Boston  is  56,680.524  feet,  making  an  average 
valuation  of  not  more  than  Vlli,  cents  a  foot. 

The  average  of  improved  land  would  he  less  than 
fifty  cents  a  foot.  A  lot  of  land  on  Broadway  had 
been  sold  within  a  few  days  at$l  25  per  foot.  Taking, 
however,  the  number  of  teet  of  land  to  be  cat  off, 
in  consequence  of  encroachments,  at  31.354,  and 
rating  it  at  §1  50  per  foot,  and  the  amount  would 
be  nut  §47.031,  which  with  the  damage  and  cost  of 
buildings  to  be  cut  off  fixed  at  $90,000,  would 
give  at  the  present  time,  should  the  wink  be  done, 
but  a  c-st  of  §137,031,  instead  of  one  million  of  dol- 
lars, or  more.

The  following  resolve  and  order  were  read  a 
second  time  and  passed : 

Resolve  an  J  order  to  layout  and  extend  Hum- 
phrey place  to  Broad  street,  and  change  its  name 
to  iVendell  street. 

The  order  provides  for  taking  two  parcels  of 
land,  of  2690  feet  in  Humphrey  place  and  3626  feet 
in  Half  Moon  place,  from  persons  unknown,  at  no 
expense,  and  two  parcels  of  land  from  Win.  H. 
Bordman,  one  of  them  of  1136  feet,  at  $11  per  loot, 
and  the  other  of  Ilia  feet  at  $8  per  foot,  the  whole 
estimated  cost  heing  $32,816. 

Alderman  Pratt  said  his  impression  was  that 
this  was  an  addition  to  a  uew  stree.  from  Milk  to 
II  igh  street,  and  was  unnecessary.  (J"  account  of 
the  lateness  of  the  season — and  no  work  can  be 
done  now — he  moved  that  the  whole  subject  be 
referred  to  the  next  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Alderman  Connor  said  the  Alderman  was  mis- 
taken in  the  location  of  the  street,  which  was  in  a 
different  direction.  The  street  had  been  called  for 
by  abutters,  was  considered  desirable,  and  where 
it  came  out  on  Broad  street  there  was  a  store 
which  had  been  unoccupied  for  a  long  time,  on 
account  of  the  assessment  of  the  tort  Hill  better- 
ments, it  would  be  necessary  that  action  be  taken 
on  this  extension  as  early  as  possible. 

Alderman  I'ratt  said  he  had  not  known  anything 
about  the  matter,  there  having  been  no  plans  laid 
before  the  Board,  and  he  did  not  like  to  act  with- 
out delinite  knowledge. 

Alderman  Jenkins  also  expressed  an  unwilling- 
ness to  act  without  any  more  knowledge  on  the 
subject. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  proposed  street  made 
a  continuous  street,  r.lrrty  feet  in  width,  from 
Pearl  Street  to  Broad  street,  taking  ['earl  place, 
Wendell  street  and  Humphrey  place,  making  a 
street  parallel  with  Sturgis  stree'.  It  would  be 
necessary  to  lay  this  street  out  before  comple- 
tion of  the  Knit  Hill  improvement.  This  was 
necessary  on  account  of  the  assessment  of  better- 
ments. 

The  motion  to  postpone  was  lost — 6  to  6. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  due  to  the  commit- 
tee and.  to  the  ISoard  that  he  should  say  it  had 
come  to  his  knowledge  that  a  statement  had  been 
made  that  for  $600  the  matter  culd  be  put  over 
to  the  next  Hoard. 

Alderman  Pratt  thought  the  Alderman  had  done 
injustice  to  the  Board  in  not  miking  the  state- 
ment before  the  motion  to  postpone  was  made. 

Aldermen  Cowdin  and  ijibsovi  expressed  sur- 
prise in  relation  to  the  statement,  believing  it  was 
a  reflection  on  the  memiiers  of  the  Board.  They 
could  not  believe  that  the  committee  intended  any 
such  thing,  and  the  latter  remarked  upon  the 
absurdity  tha*.  the  members  could  be  bought  at 
any  such  sums  of  money. 

Tbe  subject  was  laid  on  the  table  on  motion  of 
Alderman  Pratt,  to  he:ir  a  statement  of  Mr.  F.  O. 
Prince,  counsel  for  Mr.  Bordman,  ironi  whom 
came  the  statement  in  relation  to  the  $500. 

Mr.  Prince  made  a  statement,  in  substance,  that 
Mr.  Boardman  was  assured  when  the  matter  came 
up  in  the  first  instance,  that  he  need  not  trouble 
himself,  for  the  measure  would  not  go  through, 
the  Chairman  of  the  committee  not  agreeing  to  it. 
Mr.  Bordman  thought  differently,  from  state- 
ments made  to  him.  and  on  that  account  induced 
him  (Prince)  to  come  and  attend  to  the  case. 
When  lie  came  before  the  Hoard  he  was  ignorant 
of  the  case,  and  requested  that  it  ne  referred  back 
to  the  committee  for  a  further  hearing.  This  was 
granted. 

When  lie  appeared  before  a  m  Mn'oer  of  the  com- 
mittee, he  was  told  that  as  the  committee  had 
been  a  unit  in  their  reports,  they  would  probably 
agree  to  report  m  favor  of  the  extension,  and  an- 
other member  of  the  number  said  it  would  be  of 
no  use  to  hear  the  matter  again,  the  committer 
having  made  up  their  minus  on  the  subject.

Prince,  who  called  at  his  office  and  informed  him 
that  a  person  had  ottered  loth  to  blm&elf  an  I,  at  I 
understood  him,  to  Mr.  Bordman  also, that  for  the 
sum  of  five  bunared  dollars  he  would  prevent  the 
age  of  the  order  for  laying  out  the  present 
year.  After  hearing  this  statement  from  Mr. 
Prince,  believing  as"!  always  have  that  with  tbe 
completion  of  the  grading  of  /ort  Hill  this  exten- 
sion would  be  necessary,]  made  up  my  mind  to 
vote  for  its  passage  the  present  year. 

Alderman  Connor  said  it  is  certainly  a  new  tiling 
to  have  a  lawyer  make  a  special  plea  to  the  Hoard 
of  Aldermen  on  their  duties,  and  impute  to  them 
impure  and  selhsh  motives  in  their  actions  for  the 
public  good.

REPORT  ON  SUFFOLK    STREET  DISTRICT. 

The  Committee  on  Suffolk  Street  District  made 
a  report,  as  follows: 

Alter  sta'ing  the  bounds  of  the  district,  and  the 
various  acts  which  have  been  taken  by  the  com- 
mittee from  time  to  time,  with  the  contracts  made 
for  raising  the  buildings  and  filling  the  territory, 
they  say: 

There  was  some  delay  in  beginning  the  work 
under  these  contracts,  iiut  all  the  apparatus  has 
now  lieen  piepared  and  put  into  operation^  and 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  filling  will  be 
furnished  as  fast  as  required.  The  estimated 
amount  furnished  under  the  gravel  contract  up  to 
Saturday,  December  24,  was  1200  squares,  and  un- 
der the  Fort  Hill  contract,  250  squares. 

The  work  of  raising  and  underpining  the  build- 
ings in  the  district  was  begun  on  the  3d  of  Octo- 
ber. That  portion  of  the  district  lying  between 
Dover  street  and  the  noitherly  line  of  the  estates 
on  the  north  side  of  Chaumau  street  was  divided 
into  eight  sections,  and  the  committee  contracted 
from  time  to  time  with  different  firms  and  indi- 
viduals for  raisiug,  moving  and  underpining  ail 
the  buildings  thereon  uhich  were  not  ordered  to  be 
demolished. 

Three  of  the  sections  are  fully  completed,  and 
all  the  others  will  probably  be  completed  by  the 
1st  of  January.  The  area  of  territory  in  these  sec- 
tions comprise  fully  one-fourth  of  the  whole  Suf- 
folk Street  District,  and  the  seventy-six  brick  and 
forty  live  wooden  buildings  raised  constitute  more 
than  one-filth  of  those  required  to  be  raised  in  the 
entire  district. 

The  amount  of  the  contracts  for  the  above  work, 
including  the  moving  of  certain  buildings  troin 
one  parr,  of  the  district  to  anoiher,  on  account  of 
street  widenings,  is  §108,226  40,  and  the  amount 
paid  on  the  same  to  Decemoer  24,  was  §61,265  70. 

The  street  improvements  proposed  and  partially 
executed  are  as  follow  s  : 

I'he  extension  of  Shawmut  avenue  to  Tremont 
street,  by  widening  Suffolk  street,  from  40  to  60 
feet,  crossing  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  loca- 
tion by  an  iron  bridge  to  Indiana  place  and  laying 
out  an  entirely  new  street  from  that  point  to  Tre- 
mont street,  "at  Common  street.  The  estimated 
expense  of  the  widening  and  extension,  within 
the  Suffolk  Street  District,  exclusive  of  the  bridge, 
is  $254,332  40. 

The  widening  of  Castle  street-  between  Wash- 
ington and  Tremont  streets  to  fifty  feet,  by  cut- 
ting off  about  twenty-eight  feet  of  the  estates  on 
the  northerly  side,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
$150,000. 

The  widening  and  extension  of  Middlesex  street, 
Irom  Dover  to  Castle  street,  at  an  estimated  ex- 
pense of  §60,000. 

The  widening  of  Emerald  street,  between  Paul 
and  Castle  streets,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
#7800. 

The  widening  of  Carney  place,  at  an  estimated 
expense  of  §25,000. 

The  lay inc  out  of  Cobb  street,  forty  feet  wiie, 
from  \\  ashington  street  to  Suffolk  street,  at  an  es- 
timated expense  of  $40,000. 

The  widening  of  Washington  street,  on  its  west- 
erly side,  at  an  estimate  I  expense  of  $20,000. 

The  widening  and  extension  of  Wheeler's  court, 
at  an  estimated  expense  of  $  12,000. 

A  contract  has  been  made  for  a  stone  abutment 
and  pier  for  the  bridge  over  the  railroad,  at 
813,558  32,  and  a  contract  has  been  made  for  the 
construction  of  an  iron  oridge  at  an  expense  of 
§13,900

The  payments  into  the  City  Treasury  on  account 
of  sales  of  old  buildings,  &  p.,  have  amounted  to 
§2457  27.  It  was  found  necessary  to  procure  in- 
surance on  the  property  while  in  possession  of  the 
city.  The  property  was  valued  at  §750,000,  and  pol- 
icies of  insurance  have  been  transferred  to  the  city 
to  the  amount  of  §618,550. 

As  the  time  within  which  the  former  owners  are 
required  to  tile  bills  in  equity  will  expire  on  the 
13ch  July,  1871,  and  as  the  work  will  not  be  suffi- 
ciently advanced  at  that  time  to  enable  the  city  to 
offer  definite  terms  of  settlemcnton  all  the  estates, 
the  committee  suggest  that  application  be  made 
to  the  Legislature  for  an  extension  of  the  time. 
Between  Chapman  and  Dover  streets  the  work  will 
soon  be  in  a  condition  ready  for  reconveying  the 
estates.

South  Boston,  where  they  art.  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  respectable  citizens,    There  are  no  oti- 

■  iii  there,  nor  to  t 
who  are  sent  to  Charlestown,  in  the  neighborhood 
ol  respectable  people.  Criminals  were  to  be  found 
where,  and  he  did  not  regard  it  as  specially 
objectional  le  that  the  poor  should  be  sent,  to  Ducr 
Island,  where  they  were  to  be  provided  for  in  a 
building  separate  from  that  for  criminals. 

Mr.  Rogers  of  Ward  15  did  not  believe  there  were 
any  better  localities  for  public  institutions  than 
on  the  islands  in  the  harbor,  instancing  Deer 
island  for  such  purposes.  He  did  ootbelie\  e,  how- 
i  poor  and  criroinu I 
together,  aod  he  thought  the  poor  should 
be  provided  for  in  a  separate  building,  as  designed 
by  this  order. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  believed  the  remarks 
which  had  been  made  about  placing  the  pi  or  ana 
criminals  together  were  but  a  matter  of  s«  ntiment 
in  which  tne  poor  did  not  sympathize,  ihe  poor 
and  criminals  were,  however,  together  now,  and  it 
was  desirable  that  a  separation  should  he  made  I  y 
placing  these  classes  in  different  buildings.  It 
had  been  said  that  Rains  ford  Island  could  be  used 
lor  a  home  for  the  poor,  but  ic  would  iie  cheaper  to 
put  up  a  building  on  Deer  island  than  to  take 
building-  en  Raiiisfonl  Island  at  no  expense. 

It  was  cheaper  to  manage  both  institutions  by 
the  sams  officers,  and  if  the  matter  should  ic 
postponed,  it  must  be  gone  over  with  at  length, 
and  it  may  be  jeopardized  by  delay.  He  hoped, 
therefore,  that  the  orders  would  he  passed  at  this 
time. 

iir.  I. laniard  of  Ward  11.  stated  that  this  matter 
was  consider  y  the  committee,  who  weie 

convinced  of  the  necessity  of  the  erection  of  a  Home 
for  the  Poor,  and  that  the  most  suitable  p!a;;e  for 
it  was  at  Deer  island. 

The  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  43  to  12,  as 
follows:

WIDENING  OF   KINGSTON  STREET. 

The  resolve  and  orders  for  the  widening  of  Kings- 
ton street,  and  to  borrow  $225,000  for  the  purpose 
of  such  widening,  were  considered. 

The  remonstrance  of  Benjamin  W.  Parker  against 
the  proposed  widening  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8  said  this  was  one  of  the 
must  important  measures  which  hid  come  before 
the  Common  Council  during  the  past  year.  It  had 
not  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  streets 
of  ths  Common  Council,  yet  it  had  been  fully  con- 
sidered by  them,  and  they  were  unanimously  in 
favor  of  the  measure.  So  one  who  was  familiar 
withthe  locality  could  doubt  that  the  proposed 
widening  should  be  made. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Waul  1  said  ibis  matter  was  new  to 
many  members  of  the  Council,  had  not  been  con- 
sidered by  them,  and  involved  a  large  expense. 
He  would  therefore  move  its  refercuce'to  the  sex; 
City  Council. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  -1  said  he  believed  the  gentle- 
man would  not  have  made  the  morion  if  he  had 
viewed  the  street  as  other  members  had  today;  he 
would  have  been  satislied  of  the  necessity  .-I  the 
measure  and  voted  for  it.  The  widening  of  the 
street  was  demanded  as  a  public  necessity,  and  he 
did  not  doubt  that  it  would  pay  ten  per  cent,  on 
what  it  would  cost. 

Mr.  Quinn  of  Ward  5  briefly  advocated  the  meas- 
ure as  one  of  great  public  necessity. 

Mr.  Hall  opposed  action  at  this  tiras  upon  the 
close  of  the  session,  for  he  believed  such  proji 
should  he  carried  ocl  at  an  earlier  day  in  the 
Council,  after  thorough  examination,  ic  would 
be  much  better  to  have  it  referred  to  those  w In 
are  fresh  from  the  people,  after  the  complaint  of 
lame  expenditures  anil  the  call  for  economy. 
The  question  neede'd  more  consideration  than 
could  he  given   to  it   at,  this  time.    To  thoss  who 
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retire  from  the  Government  it  was  due  that  they 
should  refer  it  to  those  who  are  to  follow  them.  , 

Mr.  Quiun  said  he  hoped,  as  a  mem  her  who  was 
to  go  out  of  the  Council,  that  this  should  not  be 
postponed.  Unless  done  now,  it  will  he  likely  to 
cost  much  more  if  action  on  it  is  delayed. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  said  he  agreed  that  the 
widening  ol  this  street  should  be  made,  and  should 
have  been  done  before,  but  he  objected  as  a  matter 
ol  principle  to  crowding  such  matters  of  large  ex- 
penditure through  in  the  closing  hours  of  the 
Council.  It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  members 
of  the  Council  could  judge  of  this  matter  by  an 
examination  for  Half  au  nour  in  a  storm.  1'uey 
were  about  to  enter  upon  a  new  epoch,  and  as  all 
improvements  could  not  be  made  in  one  year,  this 
should  go  over. 
The  motion  to  postpone  was  lost. 
.Mi.  t'fost  of  Ward  ;)  protested  against  bringing 
up  ot  measures  involving  so  large  expenditures  a'c 
8j  late  a  day.  He  was  in  favor  01  widening  Kings- 
ton St  e"t,  and  believed  it  should  have  been  acted 
upon  at  an  earlier  period  ot  the  year.  If  it  must 
pass,  he  should  vote  for  it,  but  did  not  believe  in 
bringing  it  in  at  this  late  hour. 

.Mr.  Udgers  of  Ward  15  advocated  the  orders, 
when  they  were  passed  by  a  vote  of  51  to  5,  as  fol- 
lows :

LAVING   OUT  OF   HUMPHREY  PLACE. 
The  resolve  and  order  for  the  laying  out  of  Hum- 
phrey place  and  its  extension  to  Broad  st.  eet,  at  a 
cost  of  $o2,81(5,  were  considered. 

Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7  sail  this  was  a  question 
for  grave  judgment,  particularly  when  m  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  there  was  a  tie  vote  on  a 
motion  i"  refer  to  the  next  City  Council.  The 
owner  of  the  property  to  betaken,  considered  it  to 
be  of  great  interest  to  him  and  it  was  neither  re- 
quired for  public  safety,  or  convenience;  and  it 
was  believed  on  delay  that  he  would  be  able  to 
show  that  the  proposed  extension  was  not  needed. 
In  deference  to  wishes  of  remonstrants  he  would 
move  its  reference  to  the  next  City  Council. 

M>.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  examined  the 
locality  in  company  with  others,  and  was  satisfied 
that  the  improvement  should  be  made.  The  only 
person  whose  property  was  to  be  taken  had  allow- 
ed the  property  to  lie  idle  for  many  years,  not  only 
to  his  own  injury,  but  to  the  injury  of  the  public. 
Admitting  that  a  man  might  do  with  his  »wu 
property  what  he  wished,  he  ought  not  to  be  al- 
lowed to  stand  in  the  way  of  improvements  which 
were  believed  to  be  demanded  for  the  public  cood. 
Mr.  Bishop  denied  that  this  proposed  improve- 
ment was  sell  evident  or  apparent,  or  that  the 
Council  was  called  upon  to  decide  between  one  in- 
dividual and  another  as  to  his  capability  of  taking- 
care  of  his  own  property.  So  far  as  the  facts  in 
the  case  were  concerned,  there  would  be  but  two 
stores  between  this  street  anil  the  next  one.  It 
might  be  a  good  plan,  and  if  carried  out  as  good 
he  would  favor  it,  for  he  would  like  to  see  blocks 
of  two  buildings  only  between  streets. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8  advocated  the  order  as  the 
carrying  out  of  a  desirable  improvement. 

Mr.  Kich  of  Ward  9  believed  the  order  ought,  to 
pass.  There  was  no  place  where  an  improvement 
could  be  made  at  so  goosl  an  advantage  as  this, 
where  a  large  amount  of  taxable  property  could  be 
developed,  and  a  street  opeued  which  would  con- 
nect with  Atlantic  avenue.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  who  ask  for  this  improvement,  those  who 
are  building  up  taxable  property,  while  the  only 
persons  who  opposed  it  stood  back  and  did  not 
wish  to  add  to  the  taxable  property  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Hail  of  Ward  1  said  he  looked  upon  this  in  a 
different  lifht  from  that  of  the  widening  of  Kings- 
ton street;  this  was  a  matter  of  unhnished  busi- 
ness in  the  removal  of  Fort  Hill,  and  ought  to  be 
disposed  of  as  soon  as  possible,  in  the  opening  of 
the  proposed  street. 

The  motion  to  reler  to  the  next  City  Council  was 
lost,  when  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  order 
was  passed. 

The  reports  of  Committees  on  the  Church  Street 
District  and  on  the  Suffolk  street  District  were 
accepted,  in  concurrence.

Order  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  join  the  State, 
and  the  Boston  Water  Bower  Company,  parties  to 
tiie  '"Tripartite  Agreement  '  id'  Djcemner  31,  18U4, 
in  releasing  all  the  parties  thereto  in  laying  out  a 
strest  parallel  to  and  adjoining  the  Boston  &  Prov- 
idence and  Boston  &  Albany  iiailroads.  and  run- 
ning from  Dartmouth  street  to  Col  unions  avenue, 
on  certain  conditions  expressed  in  said  order. 

Order  authorizing  the  sale  to  .Moses  Kim'jall  of 
a  parcel  of  land  at  the  corner  of  sturgis  and  Oli- 
ver streets,  containing  1-iiO  square  feet,  the  value 
thereof  to  be  appraised  by  two  disinterested  per- 
sons. 

Oder  that  the  armory  occupied  by  Company  A, 
First  Battalion  of  Infantry,  at  corner  of  Washing- 
ton and  Union  Park  saeets,  be  approved  as  a 
proper  place  for  the  deposit  of  arms  and  equip- 
ments, at  an  annual  rent  of  $t>00  fioin  the  first  in- 
stant. 

Order  authorizing  a  transfer  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  from  the  Reserved  Fund  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

In  considering  the  last-named  order,  Mr.  Poor 
of  Ward  11  sain  that  lest  there  should  be  a  prece- 
dent in  this  case  i'oi  other  similar  acts  duiing  the 
financial  year,  he  vvcuid  give  the  reasons  for  the 
action  of  the  committee.'  They  were  quite  dissat- 
isfied with  the  File  Department  for  having  ex- 
pended its  appropriation,  and  for  its  presumption 
in  the  matter;  yet  as  the  original  amount  appro- 
priated for  tn'e  department  'was  less  than  ihat 
asked  for,  and  the  money  now  needed  was  princi- 
pally wanted  for  salaries,  they  were  induced  to  re- 
port in  favor  of  the  additional  appropriation  by 
transfer. 

soldiers'  monument. 

The  order  authorizing  the  erection  of  a  memo- 
rial monument  on  Boston  Common,  and  the  trans- 
fer of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  Irom  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  state  Tax,  to  be  expended 
therefor,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Rica,  of  Ward  u  said  he  trusted  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  in  cominn' to  this  question, 
would  lay  aside  all  feeling,  and  act  in  view  of  tes- 
tifying to  the  respect  in  which  ibey  should  hail 
the  memory  ot  those  who  sacrificed  their  lives  in 
defence  of  the  country.  It  could  not  lie  said  that 
this  was  a  new  subject.  Tax-payers  should  bz  t.i  j 
last  to  object  to  such  a  measure  6(  commemora- 
tion of  deeds  whereby  they  were  enabled  to  live 
quietly  at  home,  and  their'  proper'y  was  rendered 
seoure  and  increased  in  value. 

He  looked  lorward  to  the  time  when  this  monu- 
ment should  be  erected,  and  when  erected  be  did 
not  doubt  it  would  be  viewed  with  pride  by  all  our 
citizens,  no  less  so  than  any  other  mouuiuei.is 
in  tnis  cily  or  in  Chariestown.  He  did  not  beiic/e 
it  would  be  objectionable  as  a  mere  entering 
wedge,  by  which  an  unknown  expense  would  he 
incurred,  for  the  designer  was  willing  to  give 
bonis  to  any  amount  that  the  structure  ca.i  be 
completed  at  the  s.  in  estimated. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  o,  asked  for  the  reading  of 
the  description  of  the  general  plan  of  the  monu- 
ment, which  Mr.  Kich  read,  with  the  statement  of 
Mr.  Millmore  in  relation  to  the  cost  and  engage- 
ments to  comply  with  the  condition  ot  the'  con- 
tract. 

Air.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  wished  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  rem  irks  made  at  a  former  meeting  of 
the  Council,  that  it  would  be  a  disgrace  to  put  up 
a  monument  in  Boston  Con.mon.  should  :uh 
sentiments  be  sanctioned  and  prevail,  it  would  be 
a  difficult  thing  ever  again  to  get  men  to  vcluu'ccr 
to  par  down  a  rebellion. 

Had  the  rebellion  not  have  been  put  dewn,  it 
was  easy  to  see  the  Lniou  would  soon  have 
broken  into  many  fragments.  It  was  his  lor- 
tune.  to  Le  in  liiciimoud  a  few  days  since  lor  the 
first  time,  and  be  met  with  a  cordial  reception  1  y 
some  of  those  who  were  in  the  reteflion.  Ihey 
made  a  mistake  and  they  were  deleatcd  ;  and  ifny 
could  not  object  to  the  commemoration  of  the 
sacrifices  made  in  putting  down  the  rebellion.  In 
ooking  at  trie   cemeteries   where    repose    rhn    fa 
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m  litis  <>r  t'.io.e  w'ao  fill  Ln  th  •  service  of  the  coun- 
try, be  was  oj  the  belief  tn  it  wirb  a  like  provision 
i"or  the  <miv  of  the  cemeteries  of  those  on  the  otb- 
er  side,  w,>  siioui  i  make  fast  friends  of  tin.se  who 
were  In  the  rebellion. 

Mr.  Hall  of  Ward  I  said  he  did  not  stand  in  tine 
posit  ion  oi'  Ian  ions  opposition,  but  wished  to  giv 
nis  reasons  lor  voting  against  the  older.  Up 
thought  a  better  measure  might  perhaps  bavebeen 
adopted  to  perpetuate  ihe  memory  or  the  fallen 
soldiers.  Bat  his  Objection  was  from  principle, 
against  the  passing  oi  such  expenditure  at  the 

last  hours  of  the  session.  Complaint  ha  I  been 
made  of  the  lavish  expenditures,  yet  here  at  the 
last  meeting  we  are  pressing  upon  three-quarters 
oi  a  million  cf  dollars.  The  appearance  was  against 
the  Council,  in  acting  upon  such  matters  at  so  late 
a  time  in  the  year,  although  he  did  not  admit  that 
any  wrong  was  designed. 

Opposition  to  this  measure  might  subject  him  to 
being  marked  as  an  enemy  to  the  soldiers,  yet  he 
elaime  !  CO  he  as  good  a  friend  tD  soldiers  as  any 
one,  and  was  realty  to  take  the  consequences  of  his 
action  in  the  vote  he  should  give.  The  measure 
had  not  been  called  for  by  the  citizens,  and  the  sol- 
diers themselves  were  divided  in  relation  toil,  the 
only  remonstrance  which  had  been  received  coin- 
ing from  them. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  much  im- 
pressed in  favor  of  a  .Memorial  Mill,  when  the 
subject  was  introduced  into  the  Bjard  of  Alder- 
men. The  committee  had,  however,  on  considera- 
tion, thought  this  measure  wouid  be  the  best  plan, 
and  he  hail  confidence  that  their  action  was  right. 
.Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  a  reference  of  the 
subject  to  the  next  City  Government. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward" I  hoped  the  motion  to  post- 
pone -would  not  prevail.  He  knew  from  his  own 
personal  knowledge  that  there  was  a  vast  amount 
of  suffering  among  the  families  of  soldiers,  vet 
not  one  cent  of  the  money  which  it  is  proposed  to 
appropriate  for  the  monument  can  be  devoted  to 
the  relief  of  soldiers  or  their  families. 

He  could  not  agree  with  his  colleague  for  a  post- 
ponement, and  in  making  a  factious  opposition, 
and  while  he  could  not  agree  with  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  7  that  the  monument  would  be  dis- 
grace, he  honored  him  for  his  independence,  much 
more  to  his  credit  than  to  a  How  his  personal  griev- 
ance to  interfere  in  the  matter.  He  might  speak 
for  his  dead  comrades  on  the  battle-field,  and  as  a 
friend  of  the  soldier,  and  make  a  pathetic  appeal, 
hut  he  did  not  claim  to  be  the  representative  of 
the  soldier,  but  of  bis  constituents.  They  had 
asked  for  this  monument,  and  he  hoped  that  the 
orders  would  pass. 

Mr.  Hall  repeated  that  he  did  not  act  trom  any 
factious  opposition. 

.Mr.  Boor  of  Ward  11  said  he  hoped  the  friends 
of  the  measure  would  yield  to  the  motion  of  ref- 
erence to  the  next  City  Government.  He  claimed 
to  he  a  Iriend  of  the  soldier,  and  would  be  willing 
to  contribute  his  full  share  in  personal  contribu- 
tion to  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  the  memo- 
ry of  the  dead  soldiers.  As  a  measure  of  economy 
he  would  urge  ,t  postponement,  it  was  almost 
certain  that  during  another  year  it  would  be  nec- 
cessary  to  erect  a  standpipe  on  the  Common,  and, 
although  gentlemen  might  smile  at  the  sugges- 
tion, it  was  possible  that  such  a  monument  mignt 
be  elected  as  would  perpetuate  the  memories  of 
the  soldiers',  and  combine  the  usefulness  of  a  stand- 
pipe  for  wafer  purposes. 

Mr.  Begets  of  Ward  15  said  he  was  willing  to 
vote  for  the  monument, as  a  measure  ready  for  this 
action  of  the  Council,  and  he  objected  to  post- 
ponement, lest  it  might  come  up  when  the  matter 
was  not  so  fully  considered  and  it  might  cost 
double  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  :i  said  he  was  satisfied  to  go 
for  the  order,  provided  that  the  committee  should 
secure  the  inscription  of  their  names  on  the  mon- 
ument, and  guarantee  that  they  should  not  be  cov- 
ered over  as  in  the  case  of  the  inscription  at  the 
City  Hospital. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  believed  that  much 
more  good  could  be  done  by  appropriating  the 
same  amount  of  money  for  the  relief  of  the  fami- 
lies of  soldiers. 

The  motion  to  postpone  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  14 
to  44,  as  follows:

Mr.  Bishop  of  w  aid  7  said  in;  opposed  the  post- 
ponement because  he  believed  the  present  City 
Council  should  take  the  responsibility  of  acting 
upon  a  measure  originating  with  them.  He  should 
oppose  its  passage  Because  it  was  not  (tailed  for  by 
any  one,  not  even  the  soldiers. who  were  divided  in 
the  matter,  nor  was  it  asked  lor  by  the  city;  it  was 
uncalled  for  anil  unwise.  In  the  country  there 
might  be  an  argument  for  putting  up  a  monument 
Where  the  children  play ;  but  here  we  have  a  sol- 
dier's monument  in  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and 
there  was  no  need  of  one  on  the  Common.  He  be- 
lieved as  he  said  before,  that  the  rebellion  having 
been  put  down,  the  memory  or  it  ought  to  perish. 

Mr.  Donnelly  of  Ward  .*;  advocated  the  order, 
when  it  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  47  to  9,  as  follwws:

Nays — Bicklord.  Bishop,  Bond,  Emerson,  Hall, 
Noyes,  Barker,  Squites,  Winch — 9. 

The  resolve  and  order  that  Cliff  street  be  laid 
out,  widened  and  extended,  from  Warren  street  to 
Shawmut  avenue, which  were  laid  over, were  taken 
up  and  passed. 

PUBLIC  PARKS. 

The  special  assignment,  the  order  requesting  the 
Mayor  to  petition  the  General  Court  lor  authority 
to  take  lands  for  public  parks  in  Boston  or  its  im- 
mediate vicinity,  was  taken  up  and  passed,  by  a 
vote  of  25  to  11. 

The  order  appointing  commissioners  to  prepare 
a  hill  to  he  submitted  to  the  next  Legislature, 
authorizing  the  city  to  purchase  or  take,  and  lay 
out  lands  for  one  or  more  public  parks,  was  also 
passed,  in  concurrence. 

A  communication  from  the  School  Committee, 
surrendering  to  the  City  Council  the  old  High 
Schoolhouse  in  Dorchester,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Bublic  Buildings. 

REPORTS    OF   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Bond  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  ou 
Streets  of  the  Common  Council,  to  wh.in  were  re- 
ferred the  resolve  and  order  for  the  widening  of 
Broad  street  on  its  southwesterly  side,  near  Wash- 
ington avenue,  at  an  estimated  expense  of  §18,598, 
made  a  report,  as  follows: 

The  construction  of  Atltutic  avenue  necessitates 
the  lowering  of  the  grade  of  Broa  1  stieet,  at  its 
junction  about  eighteen  inches,  on  an  average, 
and  in  doing  that  i'c  has  been  considered  the  most 
economical  course  for  the  city  to  comolete  the 
widening  of  the  latter  street  by  cutting  off  a  por- 
tion of  several  buildings  which  project  beyond  the 
general  line  of  the  street.  The  number  of  square 
feet  of  land  taken  is  1U83,  valued  at  Sri  per  foot. 
The  damages  to  buildings  are  estimated  at  Si?, 500. 
The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  widening 
is  required  in  connection  with  the  buildin<r  of  At- 
lantic avenue,  and  the  improvement  of  Fort  Hill, 
and  there  is  no  question  that  it  can  be  made  at 
less  cost  to  the  city  when  the  change  of  grade  is 
made,  than  at  any  other  time. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Ihe  report  was;  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  in  concurrence. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8,  from  the  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District,  to  whem  was  referred 
the  order  for  the  widening  of  Castle  screet  on  its 
northerly  side,  made  a  report  that  the  widening 
was  required  to  complete  the  plan  of  widening 
streets  on  that  territory,  and  they  there foie  re- 
commend the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  in  concurrence. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5, 
Ordered.  Thar,  all  matters  of  unfinished  business 
now  in  the  hands  of   committees  be  referred  to

Mr.  Flanders  offered  an  order  that  the  Commit- 
tee on  Bublic  Buildings  he  authorized  to  purchase 
of  J.  B.  Smith  for  a  site  foi  Engiue  House -\o.  4, 
his  estate  in  Bultinch  stieet,  at   a  pritc  of  $50,000. 
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Mr.  Learnard  of  V,  ard  11  moved  to  substitute 
$40,000. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Ward  3  opposed  the  passage  of  the 
order,  the  committee  having  been  engaged  in  ne- 
gotiating with  Mr.  Smith,  and  had  made  him  an 
otter  of  $50,000,  which,  if  not  accepted,  woula 
relieve  them  from  all  responsibility  in  the  matter.

On  motion  of  Mi.  i  arker  of  W  aid  14, 

Ordered,  That  iheie  be  allowed  ami  paid  to  the 
Cltrk  of  the  Common  Council  $500  for  extra  ser- 
vices in  preparing  lor  publication  the  proceedings 
of  ilie  Common  Council. 

On  motion  ot  Mr.  Learnard  of  Ward  11, 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  E  igineers  of  the  Fire 
Department  report  to  the  City  Council  upon  the 
expediency  of  making  provision  for  meniuers  of 
the  Fire  Department,  or  their  families,  by  taking 
out  policies  of  insurance  in  their  favor,  against 
acculeuts  at  lires  or  in  any  service  of  the  city. 

on  motion  of  Mr.  Eine'son  of  Ward  U, 

Ordered,  i'hat  the  City  Messenger  cause  to  be 
bound  in  suitable  binding  the  city  documents  for 
each  meiiilier  of  the  Council,  and  that  he  ue  paid 
therefor  S150  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  incidental  Expenses. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Temple  of  Ward  16,  the  report 
and  order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition  the 
Legislature  to  relieve  the  city  "from  the  payment 
of  the  assessment  for  compensation  on  account  of 
tide-water  displaced  by  the  construction  of  Atlan- 
tic avenue  (City  Doc.  So.  112)  were  taken  lroiu  the 
table. 

After  further  remarks  in  opposition,  by  Mr.  Wil- 
liams of  Ward  10,  to  which  Mr.  Hall  ot  Ward  1  re- 
plied, the  order  was  pasted. 

.Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
iihe  vote  by  which  the  following  order  was  rejected 
at  the  last  meeting  flf  the  Council : 

Ordered,  That  in  settling  the  claim  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany  Kailroad  Company,  tor  damages  by 
the  extension  of  Broadway,  the  committee  in 
charge  be  authorized  to  offset;  the  same,  by  con- 
\  eying  land  purchased  for  said  extension,  aportion 
not  used  for  the  purpose;  aud  the  amount  above 
that  required  to  oe  paid  into  the  City  treasury. 

I'lie  reconsideration  was  carried,  when  on  an 
explanation  by  the  mover,  the  order  was  passed, 
in  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  the  order 
requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition  the  Legislature 
for  authority  to  coustruct  sidewalks  wnen  the 
aoutteis  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so,  was  taken  from 
the  table,  and  considered. 

.Mr.  Parker  of  Ward  14  moved  its  indefinite  post- 
ponement, which  was  lost,  when  the  order  was 
passed,  in  concurreuce. 

.Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  ottered  an  order  au- 
thorizing the  Committee  on  I'uolic  Buildings  to 
advertise  for  a  site  for  Engine  House  No.  4,  and  on 
his  motion  it  was  referred  to  the  next  City  Coun- 
cil. 

VOTE  OFTHAitKS  TO  THE   PRESIDENT. 

Mr.  Poor  of  Ward  11  ottered  the  following  resolu- 
tions (Mr.  lemple  of  Ward  1G  in  the  chair): 

Resolved,  'i'hat  the  thanks  of  this  Council  aie  due 
and  hereby  presented  to  the  Hon.  Melville  E.  Iu- 
gallsfor  the  impartiality,  fidelity  and  atdlity  with 
which  he  has  discharged  his  duties  as  the  Presi- 
dent of  this  body,  and  that  now,  in  separating, 
while  we  would  express  our  appreciation  of  his 
valuable  services,  we  would  also  tender  to  bimour 
hearty  wishes  for  his  prosperity  and  happiness. 

The  resolution  was  briefly  advocated  in  compli- 
mentary remarks  by  the  mover,  and  by  .Messrs. 
.smith  of  Ward  !0,  Hall  of  Ward  1,  Rich  of  Ward  9, 
Seaverns  of  Ward  14,  Williams  of  Ward  13,  Ayer  of 
Ward  14,  Bishop  of  Ward  7.  and  Brooks  of  Ward  1. 

The  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed. 

The  President  took  the  chair  and  addressed  the 
Council  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council :  For  your  kind  resolu- 
tion accept  my  thanks.  Although  it  is  the  cus- 
tomary vote  of  thanks,  yet  I  feel  that  with  you  it 
is  no  less  a  sincere  and  heartfelt  tribute. 

To  each  of  you  I  return  rny  acknowledgments 
for  your  aid  and  assistance  during  the  past  year. 

My  intercourse  with  every  officer  of  the  City 
Government  has  been  pleasant  and  fuendly,  and 
I  take  pleasure  in  publicly  returning  ihem  my 
thanks.  With  the  clerk  of  ibis  body  I  have  been 
throughout  in  close  and  intimate  connection.  To 
you  who  have  weekly  witnessed  his  faithfulness 
and  geaiality  I  need  not  speak  in  his  praise.  I 
have  found  him  always  pleasant  and  always  at  his 


post.  He  is  one  of  the  few  men  in  this  world 
whose  worth  will  never  be  realized  until  other 
hands  attempt  to  perforin  his  duties.  May  that 
time  be  far  distant! 

ihe  record  of  the  year  is  anout  through.  Shall 
we  write  a  simple  good-by  and  close  the  book  ;  or 
shall  we  glance  back  over  its  leaves  and  consider 
for  a  moment  our  action?  A  brief  retrospect  may 
be  of  service  to  us  and  to  those  who  are  to  fill  our 
places. 

You  will  find  upon  examination  that  during  your 
year  of  service  you  have  done  a  large  amount  of 
work.  Not  only  in  your  weekly  sessions,  but  in 
your  committee  rooms.  Not  alone  in  great  im- 
provements, but  in  looking  after  the  little  details 
of  a  great  government  like  ours.  The  latter  is  the 
woi  It  which  makes  no  show,  but  is  the  highest  test 
of  usefulness. 

I  have  been  your  presiding  officer,  and  have 
watched  your  proceedings  closely.  As  tonight 
will  close'  my  political  career,  undoubtedly  for 
uianv  years,  lean  speak  id'  your  action  without 
fear  or  favor.  1  have  found 'you  always  faithful 
and  attentive  to  your  duties,  ihe  city  of  Boston 
has  been  peculiarly  fortunate  during  the  last  year 
in  securing  the  services  of  such  gentlemen  as 
yourselves.  As  much  as  I  desire  her  prosperity  in 
the  future,  1  wish  her  no  more  faithful  or  efficient 
niHii  in  her  government  than  you  have  been. 

f  have  not  time  to  allude  to  the  many  great  and 
needed  improvements  you  have  inaugurated. 
Chief  among  them  is  the  improvement  of  .be  Suf- 
folk Street  District,  the  extension  of  Harrison  av- 
enue and  the  removal  of  Scollay's  Building.  The 
wisdom  of  these  improvements  will  each  year  be- 
come more  and  more  apparent.  After  the  mistakes 
and  follies,  if  there  be  any,  of  the  year  are  forgot- 
ten, you  will  remember  these  acts  wi*h  pride  and 
gratification. 

You  nave  also  helped  to  carry  out  many  im- 
provements already  begun.  Much  has  been  done 
during  the  past  five  years  to  make  Boston  the 
great  and  noble  city  that  she  should  be.  Her  only 
danger  is  that  the  advantage  of  these  improve- 
ments will  he  overrated,  aud  that  she  will  be  led 
into  the  other  extreme  of  wast.- fulness.  Our  suc- 
cessors must  consider  carefully  whether  it  will 
not  be  better  to  finish  up  the  movements  already 
begun,  and  see  what  our  condition  is  then. 

Our  debt  during  the  past  year  has  been  increased 
by  new  enterprises,  chiefly  by  the  loan  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Suffolk  Street  District. 

In  one  sense  you  came  into  power  in  an  unfortu- 
nate time.  The  expense  of  the  improvements  in- 
augurated during  the  preceding  five  years  w  is 
just  beginning  to  be  felt.  Taxes  had  to  be  High 
without  any  regard  to  your  action.  But  the  tax- 
payer, forgetful  of  the  improvements,  sees  only 
the  enormous  taxes,  and  curses  the  officials  that 
voted  them,  whether  they  ware  responsible  or  not. 

What  any  men  could  have  done  to  save  the  citi- 
zen, you  have  done.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
when  the  estimates  of  the  expenses  of  tbe'year 
were  presented,  you,  with  a  firm  and  unsparing 
hand,  cut  them  down  over  two  millions  of  dollars, 
and  to  your  firmness  and  prudence  in  this  one 
thing,  iii  connection  with  the  other  branch  of  the 
government,  the  citizens  owe  it  that  their  taxes 
this  year  aie  $15  on  a  thousand,  instead  of  $19. 

While  looking  after  the  true  interests  of  the 
city,  you  have  exercised  a  proper  spirit  of  econ- 
omy. Any  citizen  by  turning  to  City  Document  No. 
32  will  see  the  record  of  your  labors  in  detail. 

There  is  one  otlier  bad  custom  which  you  inher- 
ited. The  irresponsible  eating  and  drinking  of 
individual  members  of  the  Council.  This  "had 
grown  up  by  degrees,  until  last  year  it  reached  a 
very  large  amount.  The  practice  of  eating  and 
drinking  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  even  when 
done  as  a  committee,  is.  in  my  judgment,  bad  and 
demoralizing.  And  it  wdll  be  a  question  for  the  gov- 
ernment in  the  future  whether  it  will  not  be  wiser 
to  pay  members  of  the  government  a  fixed  salary, 
and  give  them  no  power  to  incur  any  bill  for  re- 
freshment. I'ntil  that  time  conie<,  it  is  the  duty 
of  members  of  every  government  to  keep  these 
things  within  their  proper  limit.  But  the  practice 
of  individual  members  of  the  government, 
whether  they  had  served  upon  committee  or  not, 
dining  luxuriously  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  is 
utterly  wrong  and  without  any  excuse  whatever. 
It  involves  two  evils.  If  one  (tinner  may  be  eaten 
then  one  may  be  had  each  day  in  the  year,  and  the 
city  would  have  to  board  the  entire  government  in 
time.    The  expanse  is  enormous. 

Dinners  obtained  at  the  expense  ot  the  city  cost 
on  an  average  five  times  as  much  as  those  ordin- 
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arlly  ordered  on  private  account.  The  responsi- 
bility of  whatever  wns  charged  to  the  incidental 
expenses  "i  tne  <  ouncil  lor  tins  year  i  felt  was  in  a 
measure  upon  uie,  and  1  determined  the  first  of 
the  year  t<>  hare  uo  irresponsible  Junketing  of  the 
Council,  and  there  has  been  none.  I  desire  to  re- 
turn you  my  thanks  for  your  assistance  in  this 
respect,  Hie  entire  amount  Charged  and  to  lie 
charged  to  the  incidental  expenses  of  ihe  Council 
for  this  year  will  only  be  about  one-quarter  ol  that 
of  lasi  year,  and  this"  lias  been  incurred  as  a  legiti- 
mate expense,  i  congratulate  you  that  you  are 
called  upon  to  sijrn  no  Omnibus  bill.  I  have  been 
thus  particular  because  there  has  been  much  talk 
about  your  extravagance,  and  l  want  you  to  know 
exactly  what  you  have  done.  It  is  unfortunate 
for  you,  perhaps,  that  the  Auditor's  last  report 
snows  but  little  of  your  doings. 

1  have  one  recommendation  to  make  to  those  of 
you  who  are  returnee'.  Your  charter  should  be 
amended  so  as  to  Rive  this  branch  concurrent 
action,  and  your  number  should  be  reduced  one- 
half.  This,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  of  incalcu- 
lable benefit  to  the  city. 

Our  financial  year  ends  upon  the  COth  of  April, 
and  therefore  the  Auditor's  report  for  this  year 
includes  eight  months'  expenditures  of  the  last 
City  Government  and  but  four  months  of  yours. 

In  mv  judgment,  it  wouhl  be  wise  to  have  your 
municipal  year  commence  soon  after  your  finan- 
cial year,  so  that  the  citizens  could  see  the  rec- 
ord of  the  ac^s  of  their  servants  before  they  are 
called  upon  to  choose  new    officials.    This  would 


fix  the  responsibility  where  it  belongs.  I  hope 
those  of  you  who  are  r<  elected  will  consider  what 
may  be  done  to  remedy  this  evil. 

As  regards  yourselves,  yon  must  remember  that 
time,  which  rights  all  things,  will  do  justice  to 
you. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  it  br.t  remains  to  say  fare- 
well. Oar  year  of  official  intercourse  has  been  so 
pleasant  that  it  hardly  seems  possible  that  it  must 
end  tonight.  One  year  ago  you  elected  me  your 
f resident— many  of  you  forgeitiiur  for  the  moment 
the  ties  of  party,  winch,  1  know,  were  strong.  I 
cave  you  but  one  pledge, — that  I  would  try  to  so 
perform  the  duties  of  the  office  as  to  cause  you  no 
regret  for  your  choice. 

The  year  is  ended,  and  your  verdict  must  he  ren- 
dered tonight.  Whatever  of  success  I  have  had 
has  been  mainly  due  to  your  cordial  cooperation. 
Whatever  of  failure  there  has  been,  has  been  of 
the  head  and  not  of  the  heart.  If  there  lingers  in 
the  memory  of  any  member  any  unkind  word  m 
act  of  mine,  I  pray  you  tonight,  when  the  council 
ot  1870  dies,  let  that  remembrance  die  with  it,  and 
think  only  of  the  honest  effort  to  do  right. 

And  now,  as  we  part,  the  best  wish  I  can  offer 
for  your  future  is,  that,  in  whatever  position  you 
may  be,  you  will  meet  with  the  same  support  and 
kindly  feeling  that  you  have  shown  to  me  during 
the  past  year. 

An  order  was  passed  requesting  the  President 
to  furnish  a  copy  ot  his  remarks  to  be  bound  up  in 
the  proceedings  of  the  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bishop  of  Ward  7,  the  Council 
adjourned  sine.  die.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE     ON     LAYING     OUT     AND 
WIDENING    STREETS. 

Alderman  Connor  submitted  in  print  the  final 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets. 

The  report  gives  a  list  of  the  streets  that  have 
been  laid  out/widened  and  extended,  and  of  which 
portions  have  been  uiscontinued  during  the  pres- 
ent municipal  year — amounting  to  some  eighty  in 
number,  the  estimated  expense  when  taken 
amounting  to  $1,636,679  85;  also  a  list  of  unsettled 
claims  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  which  have 
been  settled,  amounting  to  $2,537,521  57,  There 
are  of  past  claims  remaining  unsettled  a  large 
amount.  A  list  is  also  given  of  estates  purchased 
to  widen,  lay  out  'or  extend  streets,  and  estates 
surrendered-  to  the  city. 

Betterments  upon  estates  on   Atlantic  avenue. 


Hanover,  Battery,  Boylston,  Eliot  and  Zeigler 
streets,  have-  been  assessed  to  the  amount  of  >i,- 
330,705.  No  action  has  been  taken  ou  assessme..t 
for  betterments  in  about  thirty  streets. 

fkmoeer  Street,  The  original  appropriation  for 
widening  tins  street  was  9600,000;  ine  detailed  es- 
timate was  9666,389;  the  expense  will  exceed  tbe  de- 
tailed estimate;  the  loans  now  authorized  amount- 
ing to  $820,000,  which  will  probably  complete  the 
work.  The  bi-nelit  of  widening  has  been  very 
marked,  largely  increasing  the  value  of  real  estate 
beyond  ibc  assessed  1  ettervents. 

Atlantic  Avenue,  The  grading  cf  this  avenue 
was  completed  Oct.  12,  1*470,  and  there  now  re- 
mains upon  the  line  of  the  street  at  Howe's  Wharf 
a  lew  buildings.  The  work  of  tilling  the  docks  n,- 
i-ide  the  avenue  is  nearly  completed.  Settlements 
have  been  made  with  owners  to  whom  damages 
were  awarded,  except  the  proprietors  01'  India, 
Central  and  T wharves,  i'he  approximate  dam- 
ages were  estimated  at  $900,000,  and  the  detailed 
damages  at  (962,768  96,  winch  will  be  somewhat 
increased  by  the  payment  of  interest.  Further 
means  will  l;e  required  to  complete  tbe  improve- 
ment. 

Fort  Hill.  The  contract  to  take  away  the  re- 
maining earth  by  Albert  Boschke,  stipulates  its 
removal  at  10)0  squares  per  month,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  grading  will  be  entirely  completed 
during  the  next  summer.  A  very  large  nroportion 
of  the  damages  arising  from  the  laying  out  of 
streets  have  been  settled.  Tbe  betterments  will 
have  to  be  laid  early  next  year. 

E'tot  Street.  The  owners  nave  been  settled  with 
in  all  but  three  cases  for  land  and  damages,  and 
the  betterments  have  been  assessed,  should  an 
arrangement  be  made  with  the  Providence  Kail- 
road  Company  to  remove  their  passenger  depot, 
Eliot  street  will  undoubtedly  be  continued  west 
to  Columbus  avev.ue.  Beference  to  City  Document 
No.  114  is  made,  in  relation  to  Columbia  avenue. 

Extension  cf  Shawmut  Avenue.  It  is  expected 
that  this  streatwill  be  cut  through  to  Treiuont 
street  and  entirely  completed  nefore  tbe  close  of 
another  year.  The  iron  bridge  across  the  railroad 
is  to  be  completed  by  the  1st  of  June  next.  Many 
of  the  settlements  for  estates  have  been  made. 

Streets  in  Suffolk  Street  District.  An  enumera- 
tion is  made  of  the  street  improvements  on  the 
Suffolk  Street  District,  substantially  as  given  in 
the  recent  report  of  tbe  committee  on  that  dis- 
trict. Most  of  these  improvements  have  not  been 
carried  into  eflect  and  will  not  be  c  mpleted  until 
those  portions  of  the  district  in  which  they  are 
severally  located  are  raised. 

S'reets  in  Roxbury.  The  most  important  street 
improvement  has  been  the  extension  of  Harrison 
avenue.  The  removal  of  buildings  on  the  line  of 
extension  will  not  be  commenced  until  spring. 
CI  iff  street  has  also  been  laid  out,  widened  aud  ex- 
tended, and  several  other  streets  have  been  laid 
out  that  were  private  ways.  Tbe  committee  state 
that  the  great  and  pressing  necessity  in  this  part 
of  the  city  is  the  acceptance  of  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  streets,  hundreds  it  may  be,  that  are  al- 
ready compactly  built  upon,  though  still  private 
ways.  Some  of  these  streets,  like  Cliff  street,  are 
almost  as  old  as  the  district  itself:  but  most  of 
them  have  grown  up  within  the  last  twenty  years. 
It  does  not  seem  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the 
city  of  Roxbury  ever  to  accept  any  ot  them,  and 
they  have  come  to  us  in  a  condition,  both  as  to 
grade  and  roadways,  involving  in  their  acceptance 
an  expense  not  to  be  estimated  under  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  Besides  these,  a  large  num- 
ber of  streets  are  rapidly  being  built  up,  upon 
what  is  known  as  the  Tremont  Improvement  Corn- 
par  y's  land  Although  not  filled  to  a  proper 
grade,  these  streets  must  be  accepted  and  put  in 
order. 

The  committee  have  labored  for  the  acceptance 
Of  these  streets  by  obtaining  the  release  of  tbe  city 
from  grade  damages,  but  they  have  not  met  with 
the  success  they  deserved.  Of  this  class  they  have 
been  able  to  lay  outouly  Woodbine,  Ball  and 
Glenwood  street?,  and  xrask  and  Hartopp  places. 

Streets  in  Dorchester.  But  little  ha«  been  requir- 
ed in  widening  streets  in  this  district  during  the 
year,  and  there  are  comparatively  few  streets  that 
have  been  built  upon  that  are  not  accepted.  A 
great  amount  of  vacant  land  it  is  said  in  this  dis- 
trict affords  an  opportunity  for  laying  out  a  new 
and  complete  system  of  streets. 

The  main  avenues  having  been  laid  out  rather 
for  the  convenience  of  a  rural  population  than  for 
city  purposes,  they  may  bt>  widened  and  straight- 
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encd  to  some  extent,  hut  still  they  cannot  be  ru:i- 
terially  changed  in  direction  or  location;  and  all. 
new  stieets  that  are  laid  out  in  the  future,  must 
necessarily,  in  a  great  degree,  connect  with  or  be 
governed  by  them.  The  new  streets  should,  how- 
ever, approach  as  near  a  systtin  as  circumstances 
will  permit,  and  will,  at  least,  be  a  great  impfove- 
Dienf  upon  the  past  want  of  system. 

Under  the  act  authorizing  the  laying  out  of 
Streets  in  Koxbury  and  Dorchester,  nothing  has 
been  dont-,  ns  it  does  not  allow  the  city  to'  reim- 
burse itself  for  the  expenditure  it  makes  by  as- 
sessing the  betterment,  if  any,  upon  the  property 
benefited,  either  upon  the  laying  out  or  at  the 
time  of  ouilding  the  streets.  It  has  been  argued 
that  the  increase  of  taxable  property  is  a  suffi- 
cient motive  for  the  city  to  assume  such  burdens. 
It  it  is,  it  applies  as  well  to  the  city  proper  as  to 
Dorchester  and  Koxbury.  _ 

The  only  proposed  widening  of  any  considerable 
importance  that  has  come  before  the  committee 
this  year,  is  .that  of  Cottage  street,  from  Stougbton 
to  Boston  street.  A  public  hearing  was  given  the 
petitioners,  who  held  many  and  divers  opinions 
upon  the  best  method  of  widening  it,"  while  some 
doubted  the  advisability  of  attempting  it  at  all.  A 
plan  was  prepared  fioi'n  original  surveys,  and  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  determine  upon  the 
most  leasable  line.  After  conflicting  interests 
have  been  adjusted  it  is  believed  the  street  will  be 
widened  to  thirty  feet. 

The  committee  refer  to  the  widening  of  Kingston 
street  and  the  removal  of  Scollay's  Building,  as 
measures  of  importance  in  the  improvement  of 
stieets.   ' 

The  unexpended  balance  of  the  Appropriation 
for 'Laying  Out  and  Widening  Stieets,"  for  the  year 
ending  April  30,  1871,  is  $73,?29  62.  There  are  due 
to  various  parties  on  the  widening  of  certain 
streets  specified,  about  $10,000.  Some  of  these 
claims  have  expired  by  limitation,  in  others  suits 
have  been  brought,  and  others  have  been  adjust- 
ed, but  the  money  has  not  been  drawn.  If  these 
claims  were  adjusted,  the  appropriation  would  be 
insufficient. 

Duties  (if  lite  Committee.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee the  past  year,  have  been  very  laborious. 
Not  so  many  large  and  expensive  street  improve- 
ments- have  'been,  made  as  during  the  previous  year, 
but  a  large  amount  of  their  time  '  has  been  occu- 
pied in  the  settlement  of  damages  and  in  assess- 
ing betterments  on  account '  of  improvements 
which  were  inaugurated  before  the  present  year. 

They  have  held  eighty-five  meetings  during  the 
year,  have  given  thirteen  public  hearings,  and 
have  made  twenty-rive  visitations  to  various  parts 
of  the  city,  the  Koxbuiy  and  Dorchester  districts; 
and  besides  a  large  amount  of  time  has  been  giv- 
en, informally,  to  individuals,  in  the  settlement  of 
damages  and  other  subjects  pertaining  to  street 
improvements. 

After  the  close  of  the  present  year,  the  duties 
heretofore  discharged  ty  the  Committee  ou  Streets 
will  devolve,  upon  ihe  Hoard  of  three  Street  Com- 
missioners chosen  at  the  last  municipal  election. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Those  who  follow  us  and  succeed  to  our  labors, 
wnll  not  have  to  widen  and  straighten  Devonshire, 
Eliot,  High,  Hanover,  Kingston  or  Federal  streets, 
or  Temple  place  or  Harrison  avenue,  nor  much  of 
Tremont  and  Boybston  streets.  They  will  not  be 
railed  upon  to  la"y  out  Warren  and  Atlantic  ave- 
nues, the  streets  on  Fort  Hill  and  the  Church 
Street  District;  nor  will  they  be  required  to  extend 
Avon  and  Temple  places,  and  Allen  to  Charles 
street:  nor  will  the  great  thoroughfares  that  con- 
nect the  peninsular  part  c  f  the  city  to  the  delight- 
ful highlands  need  a  vote  of  theirs  to  insure  the 
much  desired  accomplishment  of  convenient  and 
spacious  avenues  for  connecting  the  new  parts  of 
the  city  to  the  old.  Our  successors  will  Bnd 
burdens  enough  from  which  the  people  should  be 
freed;  but  they  will  not  have  to  make  any  bridges 
frqm  Boston,  or  from  its  neighborhood,  free  from 
tolls;  for  this  work  we  have  already  uone.  and  the 
avenues  to  and  from  our  city  are  now  exempt 
from  this  kind  of  taxation.  'Even  the  ferry  to 
East  Boston  can  be  passed  and  repassed  without 
contributions  to  incorporated  companies,  because 
we  have  purchased  the  franchise  ot  these  for  the  ' 
city. 

The  long  debated  question  of  erecting  a  memo- 
rial to  commemorate  th?  services  and  sacrifices  of 
our  gallant  young  men  who  so  patriotically  an- 
swereil  the  call  of  their  countiy  at  its  most  dis- 
tressed moment,  has  lieen  settled:  and  the  day 
will  soon  come,  when  upon  our  beautiful  Common 
will  be  seen  a  monument,  enihlematically  enriched, 
which  will  be  an  honor  to  our  city,  as  well  as  an 
enduring  work  of  art,  the  handiwork  of  one  ot 
our  most  gifted  native  citizens.  Long  may  be  she 
perioel  of  time  when  any  of  our  successors  shall 
have  occasion  to  erect  another  such  memorial,  and 
far  distant  be  the  day  when  the  patriotism  ana 
loyalty  of  the  youvg  heroes  shall  be  forgotten,  or 
spoken  of-exceot  with  pride  and  gratitude! 

1  trust,  gentlemen,  no  successors  of  ours  will 
ever  have  to  reform  the  police  department.  I  ven- 
ture no  opportunity  ol' contradiction,  when  I  say, 
most  decidedly,  that  our  department  is  now  in.  an 
excellent  condition,  that  of  no  other  city  in  the 
world  being  in  better.     When  we  retire  from  office 
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we  eau  rest  in  safety  during  the  night,  and  pursue 
oar  business  liy  day  without  tear' of  rogues  and 
villains.  'Che  lire  department  is  also  all  right, 
with  the  single  exception,  that  as  yet  we  have  deft 
unestahlished  one  efficient  instrument  of  good,  and 
believe  that  o»ir  successors  will  soon  give  us  a 
good  tire  marshal,  and  thus  complete  a  department 
in  a  very  essential  particular. 

Long  'and  lou.'.ly  mid  must  imploringly  have  all 
•good  people  called  fur  a  separation  of  the  honest 
poov  from  the  vicious  and  wicked  criminals  of 
our  public  institutions.  Humanity  and  decency 
have  recoiled  at  the  thoughts  of  domiciling  these 
classes  of  persons  miner  the  same  ropf.  Three 
annua)  effort?  have  I  made  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  duty  as  well  as  great  benevolence.  Finally 
you,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Common  Conn- 
ail,  have  voted  rtrders  for  the  sure  performance  of 
this;  and  although  1  much  grieve  th  it  this  humane 
act  enmoo  be  Brought  about  it  an  independent 
place,  where  all  associations  m  iv  be  mure 
pleasing  an  i  in  accordance  with  the  best  and 
truest  views  of  propriety  and  decency,  I 
did  not  dire  to  allow  the  present  opportrinity 
to  pass  tor  the  seeurit;,  of  a  much  cherished  object 
for  fear  that  n  cont'Mit ion  for  the  site  of  the  i\ew 
institution,  like"  that  in  relerence  to  the  hospital 
lo.-thepoT  persons  bereft  of  reason,  would  be 
sure  to  prevent  the  accomplishment  of  whit  all 
Bo  much  desired.  1  signed  the  orders  to  save  an- 
other ten  or  twenty  "years'  term  of  humiliating 
<lisgraee  to  the  iodic  eitv  which  has  so  many  years 
beeii  my  home  as  well  as  my  birthplace.  How 
much  would  1  rejoice  with  my 'benevolent  and  hu- 
mane friends  if  their  wishes  and  my  own  warm 
desires  could  have  been  gratified,  and  the  much 
desiied  attainment  secured.  In  this  we  have  done 
well,  let  them  do  better  who  can. 

I  cannot,  gentlemen,  consume  any  more  of  your 
time.  Th?  hands  of  yonder  dial  remind  that  I  en- 
croach on  minutes  tliaf  belong  toothers.  But  1  do 
hope  that  our  successors  will  carry  out  some  of  our 
notions  and  I  feel  inwardly  convinced  that  they 
will,  in  supplying  pure  water  to  the  poor  traveller, 
whether  human  or  not,  of  softening  the  pillow  of 
the  weary  wayfarer,  of  distributing  iiuti  itious  soup 
to  the  hungry  poor,  of  gladdening  the  senses  of 
all  with  delightful  music,  and  of  even  keeping  in. 
view  the  comforts,  interests  and  benefit  of  all  who 
have  this  city  for  their  home  and  who  make  it  also 
renowned  among  the  cities  of  the  world. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  before  leaving  my  seat  for- 
ever, let  me  assure  you  on  parting,  that  I  leave 
this  hall  wiih  the  kindest  teelmgs  toward  you  all. 
I  know  none  of  us  will  carry  from  this  place  any 
feelings  but  those  of  the  pleasantest  character. 
The  friendships  we  have  formed  here  should  be 
lasting.  I  assure  you  on  my  part  I  shall  always 
cherish  them  as  among  those  most  valued.  I  shall 
never  forget  the  pleasant  faces  that  have  been  clus- 
tered around  these  aidermanic  desks,  and  vou  of 
the  year  1870  will  be  the  last  that  will  linger  in  mv 
memory,  in  leaving  I  bid  you  all  an  affectionate 
farewell ;  and  may  the  blessings  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  ever  be  and  remain  with  you  during  the 
remaining  years  of  your  life,  and  may  your  future 
be  one  of  continued  usefulness,  crowned  with  the 
largest  measure  of  health,  happiness,  piosperitv 
ana  honor. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  fur- 
nish a  copy  of  his  address  for  publication. 

THAJSKS  TO  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following,  which 
was  unanimously  passed : 

Resolved.  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  presented  to  JN'ewton 
Talbot,  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  impartiality 
with  which  he  has  diseharged  the  duties  devolving 
upon  him  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Board.  The  long 
and  valuable  service  he  has  rendered  to  the  ci*y 
during  his  connection  with  the  municipal  Govern- 
ment, the  many  important  improvements  which  he 
has  originated  and  persevcringly  carried  out,  the 
foresight  and  discrimination  which  he  has  di3- 
played  in  protecting  and  advancing  the  prosperity 
of  the  city,  have  won  for  him  the  sincere  respect 
and  good  will  of  all  his  associates,  and  entitle  him 
to  the  lasting  gratitude  of  the  citizens. 

Alderman  Talbot  tooK  the  chair  again,  and  ad- 
dressed the  Board,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen:  I  thank 
you  most  siucerely  for  the  expression  of  confi- 
dence and  good  will  conveyed  in  the  vote  just 
passed.  The  duties  belonging  to  your  chairman 
under  the  city  charter  and  by  the  rules  of  the 
Board  leave  little  but  nominal  labor  for  him  to 
perform  ;  but  such  as  have  come   within  my  prov- 


ince I  have  discharged  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
Other  and  more  important  duties  I  have  shared  in 
common  with  you  all ;  ami  am  not  therefore  deserv- 
ing a  special  remembrance. 

lour  resolution  also  refers  to  my  connection 
with  this  Board  lor  the  past  four  years.  Pardon 
me  if  I  rapidly  pass  in  review  some  acts  of  the 
City  (government  during  this  period.  Commenc- 
ing as  itdid  just  alter  the  close  of  the  late  rebel- 
lion, which  called  for  the  first  and  controlling  use 
of  the  means  at  our  command,  it  was  found  that 
our  city  had  entered  upon  a  period  of  expansion 
and  growth  hitherto  unknown  in  its  history; — 
wealth,  population  and  territory  all  increasing, 
while  the  improvements  an  1  requirements  neces- 
sary under  cue Minst  uiees  so  favorable  were  to  a 
great  degree  lost  sight  of  or  neglected. 

Individual  wants  and  desires  always  increase 
vvi'h  the  aceumuTation  of  wealth,  and  usually  in  a 
greater  ratio;  and  it  should  not  be  considered 
strange  or  peculiar  if  our  city  in  her  improved 
position  has  followed  in  the  Same  direction.  .Since 
inv  first  election  as  Alderman,  the  city  has  erected 
sixteen  new  schoolhouses,  viz.:  one  normal,  eight 
grammar  anil  seven  primary;  it  has  also  remod- 
elled three  grammar  schools,  and  completed  the 
construction  of  the  high  school  iu  Dureheater. 
Jt  Iras  al>o  built  two  new  police  stations  and 
remodelled  three  others;  also  seven  new  buildings 
and  it  has  rebuilt  or  largely  repaired  thirteen  oth- 
ers for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department;  the  Char- 
ity Bureau,  together  with  buildings  under  the 
charge  of  the  Diiectors  of  Public  Institutions  at 
Deer  Island.  Inthis  way  increasing  hsr  hitherto 
high  position  as  the  friend  and  patron  of  educa- 
tion,— th"  prote -tor  ci'  the  lives  and  property  of 
its  citizens,  and  for  the  just  and  humane  care  of 
the  unf'iruinate  and  the  criminal. 

By  the  annexation  of  Roxhury  and  Dorchester, 
it  lias  been  necessary  greatly  to  increase  the  ca- 
pacity of  our  water  works  in  order  to  insure  a  con- 
stant supply  for  our  people.  The  Chestnut  Hill 
Keservoir— the  purchase  from  the  City  of  Charles- 
town  of  a  supply  of  water  for  E.rst  Boston — the 
erection  of  the  proper  buildings  and  a  standpipe 
for  the  high  service  at  the  Highlands  and  Beacon 
Hill,  have  been  accomplished;  and  in  addition 
there  have  been  laid  eighty-one  miles  of  main  suo- 
ply  pipe  in  order  to  furnish  water  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  our  new  districts,  and  to  our  increasing 
population 

This  increase  in  the  use  of  water  has  necessitat- 
ed for  sanitary  reasons,  if  no  other,  the  building  of 
new  sewers;  and  I  learn  from  the  superintendent 
t  lat  he  has  laid  more  than  twenty  miles  during 
this  period,  being  about  a  quarter  as  mm  h  as 
had  besn  laid  in  the  whole  history  of  Boston  up  to 
that  time. 

If  we  consider  the  laying  out  and  widening 
streets. we  shal  i  find  in  that  department  our  greatest 
expenditures  as  well  as  our  greatest  improvements. 
The  time  had  come  when,  with  the  incre.ise  in 
business,  wealth  and  population,  we  could  no 
longer  transact  the  first,  or  accommodate  the  last, 
without  this  outlay.  Daring  this  time  we  have 
laid  out  and  widened  nearly  twenty-one  miles  of 
streets  and  we  are  now,  in  my  judgment,  far  be- 
hind what  is  required  of  us  in  this  direction.  More 
than  a  hundred  private  streets  in  the  Roxdury 
district  alone,  and  perhaps  as  many  more  in  other 
parts  of  the  city,  are  unaccepted'  today— streets 
that  have  been  built  upon,  some  of  them  com- 
pactly—without sewers,  without  a  proper  grade, 
or  surface  drainage;  causing  infection,  sickness 
and  death  in  the  sunken  districts,  and  inconven- 
ieuce  and  danger  to  travel  on  the  higher  lands. 

The  principal  streets  for  business  or  conven- 
iei  ce  widened  and  extended  are  High,  Devonshire, 
Tremont.  Boylston,  Federal,  Hanover,  Avon,  At- 
lantic avenue,  Eliot,  the  streets  upon  fort  Hill. 
Broadway,  Harrison  avenue,  Zeigler,  Shawmut  av- 
enue, Kingston  and  Battery;  while  others  design- 
ed for  residences,  like  Columbus  and  Warren  ave- 
nues, Dartmouth,  Marlborough,  Appleton,  Claren- 
don, and  others  which  I  need  not  mention,  have 
been  built  up  almost,  as  it  were,  bv  enchantment. 

The  Church  .Street  District  has  been  raised,  the 
streets  widened,  accepted  and  paved.  The  im- 
provement of  the  Suffolk  Street  District  is  well  un- 
der way;  its  streets  laid  out  and  widened,  and 
without  doubt  the  whole  work  will  be  nearly  or 
quite  completed  during  the  next  year.  Contracts 
have  been  made  for  the  removal  of  the  whole  of 
the  earth  from  Fort  Hill,  and  in  the  spring  the 
erection  of  stores  and  warehouses  upon  what  will 
be  the  most  convenient  business  streets  in  our  City 
will  be  begun. 
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Three  Improvements  have  made  demands  for  pav- 
ing that  are  almost  beyond  limit;  and  yet  our  citi- 
zens are  far  from  1  ein'g  satisfied.  Pleasant  will  l.e 
the  official  lives  of  those  trtio  succeed  us,  if  they 
are  able  to  satisfy  these  demands,  and  also  to  re- 
duce the  appropriation  for  this  object. 

\\  e  have  also  been  compelled  for  I  he  safety  of 
our  citizens',  as  well  as  for  the  convenience  of  pub- 
lic travel,  to  keep  our  street  lamps  burning 
during  the  entire  night,  adding  thereby  to  the 
expenses  of  the  city  to  a  considerable'  extent. 
We  have  purchase*!  the  Eatt  Boston  Ferries,  and 
reduced  the  lolls,  thereby  relieving  our  citizens 
who  have  occasion  to  use  them  from  the  exaction 
and  annoyances  of  a  corporation  over  which  they 
had  no  control.  In  my  Judgment  thtse  feiries 
should  be  made  absolutely  free ;  for  I  can  see  no  de- 
lensible  reason  why  ourcltizei  S  should  l.e  charged 
a  fee  for  crossing  this  avenue,  nicie  than  in  using 
any  other  within  the  city.  K  an  investigation 
was  to  be  made  1  have  no  doubt  that  it  would  be 
found  that  Hie  expense  of  building  and  maintain- 
ing the  avenues  that  connect  other  outlying  dis- 
tricts with  our  city,  equal  it  it  does  not"  exceed, 
the  cost  of  purchasing  and  running  these  ferry 
boats. 

During  this  year  we  have  passed  an  important 
ordinance  in  relation  to  our  finances,  placing  the 
sinking  funds  for  the  redeinution  of  the  city  debt 
in  the  hands  of  Commissioners, — classifying  our 
loans  —making  strict  accountability  in  the  man- 
agement of  cur  sinking  funds,  and  tending,  I 
trust,  to  the  reduction  of  our  taxes — at  least  after 
the  next  year,— by  destributmg  the  burdens  of  our 
permanent  improvements  equally  over  a  term  of 
years. 

1  have  thus  glanced  hastily  at  some  of  the  prin- 
cipal improvements  of  the  years  1  have  been  con- 
nected with  this  body.  Others,  perhaps  as  import- 
ant, I  have  not  time  to  recall.  This  work  could 
only  be  carried  forward  by  the  expenditures  of 
large  sums  of  money,  increasing  thereby  the  debt 
as  well  as  the  taxes  of  our  ciiy.  That  in  the  main 
they  have  been  wise  and  .judicious,  I  have  no 
doubt.  Let  us  leave  the  verdict  to  the  impartial 
judgment  of  those  that  shall  come  after  us. 

Under  the  City  Charter  and  the  laws  of  our  State. 
the  powers  of  tbis  Board  largely  exceed  those  of 
any  o^her  municipality  within  our  Commonwealth. 
As  n  member,  1  have  accepted  these  powers  and 


maintained  our  prerogatives  as  it  was  my  duly  to 
d«;  but  our  powers  in  this  Government  havr,  in 
my  judgiiient  and  alter  verv  careful  consideration  , 
been  Increased  out  of  due  proportion  by  our  rules, 
which  allow  the  clmf  executive  officer  of  the  city 
to  appoint  our  committees  and  thereby  preside 
over  our  meetings.  As  an  Alderman,  seeking  to 
impress  my  own  convictions  upon  the  legislation 
of  ihe  city!  I  have  not  objected  to  it,  for  it  must  be 
readily  observed  that  the  power  of  review  as  well 
veto  is  nearly  or  quae  taken  from  the  Mayor,  lif- 
ter he  has  appointed  our  committees  and  min- 
gled in  our  deliberations;  and  therefore  as  a  ci'i- 
zen  I  had  hoped  that  the  time  would  long  since 
liave  eoine  when  the  executive  would  consider  it 
more  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  Cue  office  So 
act  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council  only 
When  they  were  presented  to  him  lor  his  official 
sanction,  without  having  committed  himself,  by 
previous  action,  either  lor  or  againsi  the  measures 
which  are  to  receive  his  tina!  approval. 

It  is  not  necessary  lor  me,  gentlemen,  afier  the 
remarks  of  His  Honor  the  .Mayor,  to  review  fur- 
ther the  action  of  the  Board  during  the  present 
year.  To  seven  of  us,  this  is  our  lust  meeting  as 
Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston.  To  two  of  the 
retiring  members  has  been  accorded  the  rare  good 
fortune  of  having  been  associated  together  at  this 
Board  for  four  consecutive  years. 

To  our  excellent  and  faithful  City  Clerk,  who 
ought  to  divide  his  labor  with  an  assistant,  and 
also  to  our  efficient  Clerk  of  Committees,  who,  by 
our  inexperience  and  carelessness,  is  also  over- 
worked— I  know  that  you  will  all  join  with  uie  in 
tendering  our  wannest  thanks  for  the  signal  abili- 
ty and  untiring  zeal  with  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  (rutins,  during  the  time  we  have  been 
members  of  this  Board,  wheteby  our  own  labors 
have  been  greatly  facilitated. 

May  the  friendships  we  have  formed  around  this 
Board  continue  through  our  lives.  Again  thank- 
ing you  for  the  very  complimentary  manner  in 
which  you  have  seen  fit  to  refer  to  my  services  as 
a  member  of  this  Board,  I  await  'your  further 
pleasure. 

Ou  motion  of  Alderman  Jacobs, 

Ordered,  That  the  addresses  of  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  of  the  Chairman,  together  with  the 
closing  proceedings  of  the  Board,  be  printed,  for 
the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Government. 

The  Board  adjourned  sine  die. 
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
